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PREFACE. 


The  Yolnmes  digested  in  this  work  are  a  republication  from  the  current 
■cries  of  English  law  reports,  and  from  some  non-official  publications,  of 
all  the  cases  decided  by  the  English  courts  believed  to  be  of  value  in  this 
country,  commencing  with  the  numbers  for  the  year  1872.  Their  editor, 
Nathaniel  C.  Moak,  Esq.,  has  added  greatly  to  their  value  by  the  selection 
and  insertion  of  many  notes  and  references  to  treatises  aud  cases  both 
Snglish  and  American,  announcing  principles  of  a  kindred  character;  a 
digest  of  which,  prepared  by  Mr.  Moak,  forms  an  important  part  of  this 
volume,  following  immediately  this  digest  of  the  reports. 

Upon  examination  of  the  volume,  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  labors 
of  the  subscriber  have  been  confined  chiefly  to  the  arrangement  of  the 
principles  decided  under  their  proper  topical  diviJBions  and  sub-divisions, 
prefixing  catchwords  and  adding  the  usual  tables  of  cases  and  index. 
His  effort  has  been  to  make  the  work  as  convenient  as  possible  to  the 
profession  in  this  country,  and  he  has,  therefore,  so  far  as  practicable, 
foUowed  the  plans  of  the  most  approved  American  digests.  The  original 
head-notes  of  the  cases  have  to  a  very  great  extent  been  retained  in  the 
digest,  with  but  slight  if  any  changes.  This,  it  is  believed,  will  render 
the  digest  of  much  greater  value  in  itself  than  it  could  have  been  made  by 
the  adoption  of  any  other  course. 

A  brief  account  of  the  organization,  functions  and  powers  of  the  courts 
whose  decisions  are  reported  will  be  found  in  the  preface  to  the  fifteenth 
volume  of  the  reports,  giving  also  the  changes  effected  by  the  English 
Judicature  Acts  of  1878  and  1875. 

To  enable  those  wishing  to  examine  cases  to  which  they  have  citations 
as  published  in  the  original  reports,  the  more  readily  to  find  them  in  this 
series  of  reports,  the  following  table  has  been  prepared,  showing  where 
each  of  the  portions  selected  from  the  original  volumes  may  be  found :

1.  S^each  of-coirenant.  The  plaintiff  was  lessee  of  certain  premises  under 
a  lease  containing  a  covenant  to  keep  in  repair.  He  assigned  the  lease  to  B., 
who  assigned  it  to  the  defendants.  The  assignment  from  the  plaintiff  to  B., 
and  from  B,  to  the  defendants,  contained  express  covenants  with  the  imme- 
diate assignors  respectively,  to  indemnify  them  against  all  subsequent 
breaches.  Whilst  the  defendants  were  in  possession  they  committed  breaches 
of  the  covenant  to  keep  in  repair,  in  respect  of  which  the  lessor  recovered 
damages  from  the  plaintiff.  In  an  action  to  recover  over  these  damages 
against  the  defendants,  held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover,  because 
there  was  a  privity  of  contract,  and  the  defendant  received  the  whole  benefit.

2.  Bn  garantie.  Where  an  action  by  purchasers  to  recover  damages  for 
non-performance  of  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  certain  spars  and  timber,  "  to  be

delivered  free  of  charge  to  morrow,  or  as  soon  as  they  can  be  got  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  guardian,  but  t^e  purchasers  not  bound  to  take  them  if  not 
delivered  in  one  week,  unless  thej  like,"  such  delivery  having  been  prevented 
within  the  time  specified,  by  reason  of  the  guardian  in  possession  of  the  spars 
insisting  on  retaining  them  in  consequence  of  a  writ  of  saiaie-a/rret  issued  in 
an  action  instituted  against  the  ostensible  owner  of  the  spars  and  timber, 
whose  mark  they  bore,  having  been  served  on  him,  was  decided  in  favor  of 
the  defendants,  on  the  grouiid  that  the  reasonable  construction  of  the  words 
getting  "  out  of  the  hands  of  the  guardian  "  was  the  actual  and  not  construct- 
ive or  legal  title  to  the  possession,  which  could  alone  insure  the  delivery; 
held,  that  an  action  en  gararUie^  founded  on  the  former  right  of  action,  brought 
against  the  guardian  as  garant  by  the  original  contractors,  to  recover  damages 
for  wrongful  detention  of  the  spars  and  timber,  could  not  be  sustained.

3.  For  ezceoaive  distress.  A  tenant  occupying  a  house  with  his  wife  and 
one  to  whom  goods  therein  had  been  assigned  as  trustee  for  the  wife,  and 
having  the  use  of  such  goods,  has  a  special  property  in  them,  which  entitles 
him  to  maintain  an  action  against  the  landlord  for  an  excessive  distress  of 
such  goods.    Fell  v.  WhiUaker  (Q.  B.),  1, 26. 

4.  Neglect  of  statutory  duty.  When  a  statute  creates  a  duty  with  the 
object  of  preventing  a  mischief  of  a  particular  kind,  a  person  who,  by  reason 
of  another's  neglect  of  the  statutory  duty,  suffers  a  loss  of  a  dififerent  kind,  is 
not  entitled  to  maintain  an  action  in  respect  of  such  loss.  Gorria  v.  Scott

6. The  defendant,  a  shipowner,  undertook  to  carry  the  plaintiffs'  sheep 

from  a  foreign  port  to  England.  On  the  voyage  some  of  the  sheep  were 
washed  overboard  by  reason  of  the  defendant's  neglect  to  take  a  precaution 
enjoined  by  an  order  of  the  Privy  Council,  which  was  made  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1869,  s.  75.  Held,  that  the  object 
of  the  statute  and  the  order  being  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  disease 
among  animals,  and  not  to  protect  them  against  the  perils  of  the  sea,  the 
plaintiffs  could  not  recover.  lb.

ADMINISTRATION  SUIT. 

1.  Oosts,  on  what  fund  chargeable.  The  rule  that  in  providing  for  the 
costs  of  an  administration  suit  roal  estate  undisposed  of  must  be  applied  for 
that  purpose  in  priority  to  personal  estate  effectually  disposed  of,  applies 
equally  to  real  estate  which  descends  by  reason  of  lapse  and  to  that  as  to 
which  no  disposition  has  been  attempted.  ScoU  Y.  Oumberland  (Eq.  C),  XI, 
546. 
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2. A  testatrix,  being  possessed  of  personal  estate,  by  will  executed  in 

December,  1855,  gave  to  her  niec«,  subject  to  all  legacies  and  bequests,  the 
residue  of  her  estate  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1*855 ;  and  she  gave  all  accumu- 
lations from  that  date  equally  between  her  great-nephews.  The  share  of  resi- 
due to  the  niece  lapsed  by  her  death  in  the  life-time  of  the  testatrix.  Held, 
that  the  only  residue  was  that  given  to  the  niece,  which  lapsed,  and  was  liable 
to  all  the  expenses  and  debts.  8embley  that  wherever  there  is  a  lapsed  share 
of  residuary  estate,  whether  personal  or  real,  the  lapsed  share  is  the  primary 
fund  for  payment  of  debts  and  expenses.  Gaioan  v.  Broughton  (Eq.  C),  XI, 
687.

3. If  the  residuary  personalty,  after  payment  of  the  testator's  debts,  is 

insufficient  to  pay  the  costs  of  a  suit  to  administer  the  trusts  of  a  will,  the 
deficiency  must  be  borne  ratably  by  the  specifically  bequeathed  personalty, 
the  specifically  devised  realty,  and  the  residuary  realty.  Jackwn  v.  Petue 
(Bq.  C),  XI,  700.

ADMIRALTY. 

1.  Jurisdiction  in  general  Where  a  petition  on  protest  is  filed  on  the 
ground  of  want  of  jurisdiction,  before  the  plaintiff's  petition  setting  forth  the 
particulars  of  his  damage,  the  petition  on  protest  ought  to  state  the  facts 
which  show  want  of  jurisdiction.  Daptteto  v.  Wyllie;  The  Pieve  Superiare 
(Priv.  C),  IX,  264. 

2. The  general  words  of  clause  6  of  the  Admiralty  Court  Act,  1861, 

"  any  claim  *  *  *  for  any  breach  of  contract  on  the  part  of  the  owner, 
etc.,  of  the  ship,"  have  relation  to  the  contract  in  the  bill  of  lading.  lb. 

3. Where  the  parties  contemplated  that  the  goods  would,  or  at  least 

might,  be  carried  into  and  delivered  in  an  English  port,  and  it  was  so  provided 
by  the  bill  of  lading  signed  by  the  master  at  Rangoon,  in  pursuance  of  a 
charter-party  made  in  England,  and  the  master  in  fact  put  into  an  English 
port  for  orders  in  part  fulfilment  of  the  contract  of  carriage,  the  jurisdiction, 
at  least  in  respect  of  then  existing  causes  of  suit,  arose  when  the  goods  were 
so  carried  into  port,  and  was  not  taken  away  by  the  ship  being  subsequently 
sent  to  a  foreign  port  to  be  discharged.  lb. 

4. The  6th  section  of  the  Admiralty  Court  Act,  1861,  does  not  confer  a 

maritime  lien.  It  only  gives  to  the  Court  of  Admiralty  jurisdiction  to  enter- 
tain a  suit  either  in  pertancnn  or  in  rem,  by  arrest  of  the  ship  whenever  it 
comes  within  reach  of  process.  The  arrest  cannot  avail  againM  any  valid 
charge  on  the  ship,  nor  against  a  bo7ia  fids  purchaser.  lb. 

6. The  Admiralty  Court  Act,  1861,  being  intended  to  remedy  a  griev- 
ance by  amplifying  the  jurisdiction  of  the  English  Court  of  Admiralty,  ought 
to  be  construed  liberally,  so  as  to  afford  the  utmost  relief  which  the  fair  mean- 
ing of  its  language  will  allow.  lb. 

6. of  county  courts.    By  82  &  38  Vict.,  c.  51,  s.  2,  it  is  enacted  that 

"  any  county  court  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed,  to  have  admiralty  jurisdic- 
tion, shall  have  jurisdiction,  and  all  powers  and  authorities  relating  thereto, 
to  try  and  determine  the  following  causes:    1.  As  to  any  daim  arising  out  of 
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any  agreement  made  In  relation  to  the  nse  or  hire  of  any  ship,  or  in  relation 
to  the  carriage  of  any  goods  in  any  ship,  *  »  *  provided  the  amount 
claimed  does  not  exceed  £300."  HeXd,  that  this  section  gives  the  Coanty  Court 
jarisdiction  in  cases  of  claims  arising  oat  of  charter-parties  or  other  agree- 
ments for  the  use  or  hire  of  ships,  although  the  Court  of  Admiralty  may  have 
no  original  jurisdiction  in  such  cases.  Gaudet  v.  Brawn;  Cargo  ex  Argoi  and 
Oeipd  V.  (imfarih;  The  Hmeam  (Priv.  C),  VUI,  108. 

7. of  £oir«ign  shipi    A  foreign  ship  was  chartered  to  load  a  cargo  of 

rice  at  a  port  in  the  East  Indies,  and  therewith  proceed  to  Belle  Isle,  Scilly, 
Qneenstown  or  Falmouth  for  orders  to  discharge  at  a  port  in  the  United  King- 
dom or  on  the  Continent,  between  Havre  and  Hamburg.  The  vessel  loaded 
her  cargo  and  proceeded  to  the  port  of  Falmouth,  and  there  received  orders  to 
go  to  Bremen,  where  she  discharged  her  cargo.  It  was  alleged  that  the  cargo 
had  suffered  damage  in  the  vessel.  After  discharging  her  cargo,  the  ship 
sailed  to  Cardiff  on  a  new  voyage,  and  was  there  arrested  in  a  suit  instituted 
on  behalf  of  the  consignees  of  the  cargo  of  rice,  under  the  6th  section  of  the 
Admiralty  Court  Act,  1861.  Held,  that  the  cargo  of  rice  was  carri^  into  a 
port  in  England  within  the  meaning  of  the  words  in  the  6th  section  of  the 
Admiralty  Court  Act,  1861,  and  that  the  court  had  jurisdiction  to  entertain  the 
suit.     The  Piete  Superiore  (Adm.  &  Ecd.).  VIII,  648. 

8. of  foreign  sovereign.    In  a  cause  of  damage  instituted  by  the 

owners,  master  and  crew  of  the  Batavi&r  against  the  vessel  Gharkieh  and  her 
freight,  an  appearance  under  protest  was  entered  on  behalf  of  His  Highness 
the  Khedive  of  E^pt  and  his  minister  of  marine.  A  petition  on  protest  was 
filed  on  their  behalf,  stating  that  the  Oharkieh  was  the  property  of  the  Khe- 
dive as  reigning  sovereign  of  the  State  of  Egypt,  and  a  public  vessel  of  the 
government  and  semi-sovereign  State  of  Egypt,  and  concluding  with  a  prayer 
to  the  court  to  declare  that  the  vessel  was  not  liable  to  arrest.  It  appeared 
from  the  answer  filed  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  from  evidence  which 
was  adduced  at  the  hearing  of  the  petition  on  protest,  that  the  Oha/rkieh, 
though  carrying  the  flag  of  the  Ottoman  navy,  had  come  with  cargo  to  Eng- 
land and  had  been  entered  at  the  customs  like  an  ordinary  merchant  ship,  and 
that,  at  the  time  of  the  collision,  which  happened  in  the  Thames,  she  was 
under  charter  to  a  British  subject,  and  was  advertised  to  carry  cargo  to  Alex- 
andria. The  court  held  that  the  Khedive  was  not  entitled  to  the  privilege  of 
a  sovereign  prince,  and  pronounced  against  the  protest.  The  CharJdeh  (Adm. 
&  Eccl.),  VI,  400. 

9. Seimble,  that  a  suit  in  rem  to  enforce  a  damage  lien  may  be  enter- 
tained without  any  violation  of  international  law,  though  the  owner  of  the  ree 
be  the  sovereign  of  a  foreign  State,  and  that  such  a  suit  may  possibly  be 
entertained  even  against  property  connected  with  the  jti«  corona.  lb. 

10. JSembU,  that  if  a  sovereign  assumes  the  character  of  a  trader,  and 

sends  a  vessel  belonging  to  him  to  this  country  to  trade  here,  he  must  be  con- 
sidered to  have  waived  any  privilege  which  might  otherwise  attach  to  the 
vessel  as  the  property  of  a  sovereign.  lb. 

11. of  maritime  lien.    The  proper  mode  of  enforcing  a  maritime  lien 

on  a  vessel  belonging  to  a  company  which  has  been  ordered  to  be  wound  up 
is  by  a  proceeding  in  the  winding  up,  and  not  by  a  proceeding  in  rem  in  the

12. The  arrest  of  a  yessel  by  the  Admiralty  Court  is  a  *'  sequestration  " 

within  the  meaning  of  the  Companies  Act,  1862,  s.  103.  lb. 

13. of  suit  as  to  title  of  ship.    A  British  ship  was  mortgaged  by  an 

instrument  that  was  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act, 
1854,  and  was  duly  registered.  The  mortgagor  died  intestate,  and  the  mort- 
gagees sold  the  ship  under  their  power  of  sale,  and  «i;ecuted  a  bill  of  sale  to 
the  purchaser.  By  mistake,  a  receipt  for  the  payment  of  the  mortgage  money 
was  indorsed  on  the  mortgage  and  signed  by  the  mortgagee,  and  produced  to 
the  registrar  of  shipping,  who  recorded  the  same.  Afterward  the  bill  of  sale 
was  produced  to  the  registrar,  who  refused  to  register  it,  upon  the  ground  that 
the  property  in  the  ship  had  vested  in  the  representatives  of  the  mortgagor. 
In  order  to  complete  the  title  of  the  purchaser,  a  suit  in  rem  was  instituted 
on  behalf  of  the  mortgagee  and  purchaser,  and  in  such  suit  the  court  held  it 
had  jurisdiction  to  grant  a  decree  declaring  that  the  purchaser  was  entitled  to 
possession  of  the  ship.    Ths  Rose  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  V,  550. 

14.  Pleadings  —  allegations  of  negligence.  If  a  plaintiff  in  a  collision  suit 
intends  to  rely  upon  a  particular  act  of  negligence  by  the  defendant,  he  is 
bound  specifically  to  allege  that  act  in  his  pleadings,  and  it  is  not  sufficient 
that  the  act  may  be  included  generally  in  an  allegation  in  the  pleadings,  which 
do  not  clearly  state  such  particular  act ;  as  it  is  likely  to  mislead  the  defend- 
ant, and  prevent  his  being  prepared  to  meet  that  particular  case.  The  Mar^ 
peitia  V.  The  America  (Priv.  C),  III,  98. 

16.  Plea  of  another  suit.  In  a  suit  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  owners, 
master,  and  crew  of  a  steam  tug,  to  recover  salvage  reward  for  salving  a  dis- 
abled vessel  and  her  cargo,  it  appeared  by  the  petition  that  persons  other  than 
the  plaintiffs  in  the  cause  had  assisted  in  the  service,  and  in  an  article  in  the 
answer  filed  on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  the  salved  vessel  and  her  cargo,  the 
defendants  alleged  that  they  had  been  ordered  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction to  pay  to  such  other  persons  the  sum  of  £240,  in  respect  of  the  assist- 

*  

ance  so  rendered  by  them.  The  plaintiffs  moved  to  strike  out  this  article. 
The  court,  holding  that  the  article  was  relevant  to  the  matters  in  issue  in  the 
suit,  rejected  the  motion.     Tfie  Antilope  (Adm.  &;  Eccl.),  V,  569. 

16.  Oounterolaim.  In  a  cause  of  wages  and  disbursements  instituted  on  be- 
half of  a  master,  himself  a  co-owner,  against  other  part  owners,  the  defendants 
may  plead  in  answer  that  on  a  balance  of  account  between  the  plaintiff,  as 
master  and  co-owner,  and  the  defendants,  nothing  is  due  to  the  plaintiff.  2  he 
City  of  Mobile  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  Vm,  666. 

17.  Practice.  In  a  damage  suit  the  practice  of  the  court  requires  the  plain- 
tiff to  begin,  notwithstanding  that  the*  defendant  raises  no  other  defense  than 
that  of  inevitable  accident.     The  Otter  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  VIII,  674. 

18.  Ck>8t8  —  collision  cases.  It  is  a  rule  in  the  Admiralty  Court,  in  cases 
where  a  collision  is  found  to  be  the  result  of  inevitable  accident,  to  make  no 
order  as  to  costs,  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  the  suit  was  brought  unreasona- 
bly and  without  sufficient  prima  facie  grounds.  This  rule  followed  by  the 
Appellate  Court.    Tlie  Marpesia  v.  The  America  (Priv.  C),  III,  92. 
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19. The  defendants  in  a  oolliaion  suit,  by  their  answer,  denied  that  their 

vessel  was  to.  blame,  and  also  set  up  the  defense  of  compulsory  pilotage.  The 
court  decided  that  their  vessel  was  to  blame,  but  dismissed  the  suit  upon  the 
ground  that  the  defense  of  compulsory  pilotage  was  established.  Held,  that 
the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  any  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  suit.  The 
Bchtoan  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  VIII,  668.

ADULTERATION  OP  FOOD. 

1.  Dtflolpsnre  oL  The  8d  section  of  85  &  86  Vict.,  c.  74,  enacts  that  "any 
person  who  shall  sell  any  article  of  food  *  *  •  knowing  the  same  to  have 
been  mixed  with  any  other  substance,  with  intent  fraudulently  to  increase  its 
weight  or  bulk,  and  who  shall  not  declare  such  admixture  to  any  purchaser 
thereof  before  delivering  the  same  and  no  other,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  sold 
an  adulterated  article  of  food  *  *  *  under  this  act."  Held,  that  a 
person  who  had  sold  mustard  admixed  with  flour  and  turmeric,  substances  not 
injoriotts  to  health,  declaring  at  the  time  of  such  sale  that  he  did  not  sell  the 
article  as  pure  mustard,  had  been  guilty  of  no  offense  under  85  &  86  Vict.,  c. 
74,  and  that  it  was  not  necessary  in  order  to  comply  with  8.  8,  that  he  should 
declare  the  nature  and  proportion  of  the  substances  admixed.  Pope  v.  Tearle 
(Com.  H.),  X,  276. 

2.  Bale  as  importad.  The  appellant,  a  tea  dealer,  was  convicted  under  85 
&  86  Vict.,  c.  74,  s.  2,  for  selling  as  unadulterated  '* green  tea '*  which  was  adul 
terated.  A  person  asked  for  two  ounces  of  **  green  tea "  at  the  appellant's 
shop,  for  which  he  paid  5^^.,  the  shopman  stating  that  he  was  authorized  by  his 
employers  to  guarantee  all  their  green  teas  of  the  value  of  Ss,  per  pound  and 
upwards  as  genuine  green  teas.  On  analysis,  the  tea  was  proved  to  be  painted 
or  faced  with  gypsum  and  prussian  blue  for  the  purpose  of  coloring  it.  The 
tea  was  sold  in  the  same  state  in  which  it  comes  from  abroad.  The  tea  which 
is  imported  from  China  as  green  tea,  and  generally  known  as  such  in  the  tea 
trade,  is  painted  and  faced  in  this  manner ;  but  this  practice  is  not  known  to 
the  public.  Pure  green  tea,  though  not  known  generally  in  the  trade  as  "  green 
tea,"  is  imported  from  Japan.  Held  (Quaik,  J.,  dissenting),  that  the  conviction 
was  right.    Boberts  v.  Eg&rton  (Q.  B.),  X,  188. 

3.  Sale  as  unadulterated.  By  85  &  86  Vict.,  c  74,  s.  2,  "  every  person  who 
shall  sell  as  unadulterated  any  article  of  food  or  drink  which  is  adulterated 
♦  ♦  ♦  shall  forfeit  a  p'enalty  not  exceeding  £20."  By  s.  8,  "  any  person 
who  shall  sell  any  article  of  food  or  drink,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been 
mixed  with  any  other  substance  with  intent  fraudulently  to  increase  its 
weight  or  bulk,  and  who  shall  not  declare  such  admixture  to  any  purchaser 
before  delivering  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  sold  an  adulterated  article 
oi  food  or  drink  under  this  act."  An  information  was  laid  against  the  respond- 
ent for  that  he  sold  as  unadulterated  an  article  of  food,  to  wit,  butter,  which  was 
adulterated.  It  was  proved  that  an  inspector  of  nuisances  went  to  the  shop  of 
respondent  and  asked  for  "  a  pound  of  butter  at  Id,"  and  the  shopman  handed 
to  him  a  pound,  the  respondent  being  present.    On  being  analyzed,  it  wa« 
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proved  to  have  been  largely  adulterated  with  lard,  tallow,  etc,  or  material  of 
that  nature.  The  police  magistrate  was  of  opinion  that  it  was  necessary  to 
prove  that  the  butte/,  when  sold,  was  represented  as  unadulterated,  and  that 
it  was  also  necessary  to  prove  that  respondent  knew  that  the  butter  had  been 
mixed  with  some  other  substance,  with  intent  fraudulently  to  increase  its 
weight  or  bulk,  and  he,  therefore,  dismissed  the  information.  On  appeal,  held, 
that  it  was  not  necessary  that  any  express  representation  that  the  article  sold 
was  unadulterated  should  be  made  at  the  time  of  sale  of  a  simple  article  like 
butter.  Butter  was  asked  for,  and  something  handed  over  as  butter,  and  that 
was  selling  "  as  unadulterated."  Secondly,  that  s.  8,  whatever  might  be  its 
effect,  was  not  intended  to  cut  down  s.  2 ;  it  was  merely  adding  an  additional 
ofifense.  The  case  must,  therefore,  be  remitted  to  the  magistrate  for  rehearing. 
FUepatriek  v.  Kdly  (Q.  B.),  VI,  94.

ADVANCEMENT. 

1.  What  Is.  A  testator  devised  real  estates  upon  trust  for  his  daughter, 
E.  C,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  her  husband,  W.  C,  for  life,  with  remainder 
to  trustees  for  one  thousand  years,  to  raise  £S0,000  for  portions  for  younger 
children,  with  remainder  to  E.  C.'s  eldest  son  for  life,  with  remainders  over. 
And  he  directed  that  if  E.  C.  or  W.  C.^  or  either  of  them,  should  at  any  time 
during  their  joint  lives,  or  the.  life  of  the  survivor  of  them,  advance  or  pay 
any  sum  or  sums  of  money  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  younger  child  or  chil- 
dren for  whom  portions  were  provided,  then  and  in  such  case,  unless  the  con- 
trary should  be  directed  by  E.  C.  and  W.  C,  or  the  survivor  of  them>  by  deed 
or  writing  to  be  sealed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  one  or  more  witnesses, 
the  sum  or  sums  so  advanced  should  be  taken  in  satisfaction  pro  tanto  of  the 
portion  or  portions  of  such  child  or  children.  E.  C.  had  several  children,  one 
of  whom,  J.,  was  of  weak  mind ;  and  while  she  was  still  under  age,  W.  C.  and 
E.  C,  and  their  eldest  and  second  sons,  executed  a  deed  whereby  they  coven- ' 
anted  that  if  the  share  of  J.  devolved  upon  them,  or  any  of  them,  they  would 
divide  it  among  the  other  younger  children.  J.  attained  twenty-one  find  died, 
and  her  share  thus  devolved  on  her  father,  W.  C,  and  became  subject  to  his 
covenant.  W.  C. ,  having  survived  his  wife,  made  a  will  whereby  he  g^ve 
legacies  to  his  younger  children,  and  gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate 
for  the  benefit  of  two  of  them.  Held,  that  none  of  the  gifts  under  W.  C.'s  will 
were  to  be  taken  toward  satisfaction  of  the  portions  of  the  younger  children. 
Cooper  V.  Cooper  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  891. 

2. Held,  also,  that  the  division  of  the  share  of  J.  was  not  to  be  taken 

toward  satisfaction  of  the  portions  of  the  younger  children.  lb. 

8. A  father  purchased  a  copyhold  cottage  in  the  name  of  his  son. 

Shortly  after  the  purchase  the  father  served  notice  to  quit  on  an  occupying 
tenant,  but  afterward  allowed  her  to  remain  at  an  increased  rent,  and  during 
his  life  received  the  rents  and  paid  the  outgoings.  Held  (notwithstanding  evi- 
dence of  declarations  that  the  cottage  was  the  son's  after  his  father's  death), 
that  the  purchase  was  a  trust,  and  not  an  advancement.  Stock  v.  McAooy 
(Bq.  C),  V,  711. 
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^  — ^-  An  "  advaucement  by  portion  "  within  the  meaning  of  s.  5  of  tlie 
statute  of  distributions  is  a  sum  given  by  a  parent  to  establish  a  child  in  life, 
or  to  make  a  provision  for  the  child.

(1)  payment  of  the  admission  fye  to  one  of  the  inns  of  court  in  the  case  of  a 
child  intended  for  the  bar ;  (2)  the  price  of  a  commission  and  outfit  of  a  child 
entering  the  army ;  (3)  the  price  of  plant  and  machinery  and  other  payments 
for  the  purpose  of  starting  a  child  in  business,  held  "  advancements  by  por- 
tion."

The  affidavit  verifying  the  certificate  of  an  acknowl- 
edgment taken  by  special  commissioners  in  the  East  Indies  left  a  blank  for 
the  place  of  abode  of  one  of  the  commissioners,  but  as  the  affidavit  stated  that 
he  was  "  the  other  commissioner  in  the  said  certificate  mentioned/'  the  court 
allowed  it  to  pass.  The  affidavit  was  not  signed  by  the  deponent.  The  jurat, 
however,  stated  that  it  was  sworn  before  a  magistrate  and  justice  of  the  peace 
(who  duly  described  his  office  or  authority)  by  the  deponent.  Held^  upon  the 
authority  of  Be  Body  (6  Dowl.

The  defendants'  hone  having  injured 
the  plaintiff's  mare  hj  biting  and  kicking  her  through  the  fence  separating  the 
pIaintiff*B  land  from  the  defendants ',  held,  that  there  was  a  trespass  by  the 
act  of  the  defendants'  horse,  for  which  the  defendants  were  liable,  apart  from 
any  question  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendants.  JBlUs  v.  Loftus  Iron 
Co.  (Com.

2. In  order  to  fix  the  defendant  with  knowledge  of  the  ferocious  nature 

of  a  dog  of  which  he  was  the  owner,  and  which  had  bitten  the  plaintiff*,  two 
persons  who  had  upon  previous  occasions  (one  of  them  twice)  been  attacked 
by  it  were  called  to  prove  that  they  had  gone  to  the  defendant's  public  house 
and  made  complaint  to  two  persons  who  were  behind  the  bar  serving  customers, 
and  that  one  of  them  had  also  complained  to  the  barmaid.  There  was,  how- 
ever, no  evidence  that  these  complaints  were  communicated  to  the  defendant ; 
nor  was  it  shown  that  either  of  the  two  men  spoken  to  had  the  general  man- 
agement of  the  defendant's  business  or  had  the  care  of  the  dog.  Held  (Bbbtt, 
J.,  dissenting),  that  there  was  evidence  of  scienter  to  gd  to  the  jury.  Applebee

ANNUITY. 

1.  Valae  provable  in  bankmptoy.  A  man  went  through  the  ceremony  of 
marriage  with  a  sister  of  his  deceased  wife,  and  lived  with  her  as  his  wife. 
They  afterward  separated,- and  a  separation  deed  in  the  ordinary  form  was 
executed,  in  which  she  was  described  as  liis  wife,  and  he  covenanted  with  the 
trustees  of  the  deed  to  pay  her  an  annuity  for  their  joint  lives.  There  was  a 
proviso  that,  if  the  parties  should  live  together  again  by  mutual  consent,  the 
deed  should  become  void.  The  annuity  was  paid  for  twelve  years,  and  then 
the  man  became  bankrupt.  Held,  that  the  value  of  the  future  payments  of 
the  annuity  was  capable  of  estimation,  and  was  provable  in  the  bankruptcy.

2. As  the  parties  never  could  legally  live  together  as  husband  and  wife, 

the  proviso,  making  the  deed  void  in  the  event  of  their  doing  so,  must  be  disre- 
garded, lb. 

3.  Out  of  what  payable.  Testator  gave  the  residue  of  his  estate  to  trustees 
to  pay  the  income  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife  and  unmarried  daughters  and 
youngest  son,  and  directed  that,  upon  the  youngest  son  attaining  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  the  trustees  should  invest  a  sufficient  sum  to  secure  the 
receipt  of  the  annual  sum  of  £50,  to  be  paid  by  installments  as  the  dividends 
were  received,  to  his  wife  for  her  maintenance ;  and  subject  thereto,  the  trus- 
tees were  to  divide  the  whole  of  the  trust  estate  amongst  his  eight  children ; 
and  on  the  death  of  his  wife  the  amount  invested  to  secure  her  the  annual 
income  of  £50  was  to  be  divided  in  like  manner  amongst  his  eight  children. 
The  youngest  son  attained  twenty-one  in  1872.  The  income  arising  from  the 
whole  of  the  estate  did  not  amount  to  £50  a  year.  Held,  that  the  widow  was 
not  entitled  to  be  paid  any  arrears  out  of  the  corpus,  Mitchell  v.  Wilton  (Eq. 
C),  XXI,  789. 
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^  When  ceaaet.  A  gift  of  an  annuity  to  a  trustee,  bo  long  as  he  should 
continue  to  execute  the  office  of  trustee,  held^  to  determine  on  the  cesser  of 
active  trusts  hy  the  payment  of  the  whole  of  the  trust  property  to  a  person 
absolutely  entitled,  without  a  devolution  of  the  office  of  trustee  on  any  other 
person.

6. An  annuity  secured  by  a  separation  deed  to  be  paid  to  the  wife,  is 

payable  notwithstanding  a  subsequent  adultery  on  her  part  and  a  divorce 
therefor,  unless  that  contingency  was  provided  for  in  the  deed.

21,  in 
order  to  recover  for  medicines  and  attendance  as  an  apothecary  it  is  necessary 
that  the  practitioner  should  have  been  qualified  and  registered  at  the  time  of 
the  services  rendered ;  and  it  is  not  sufiicient  that  he  produce  at  the  trial  a 
certificate  of  registration  obtained  after  action  brought.  I^man  v.  Houaeley

APPEAL. 

1.  To  Privy  OoonciL  The  power  of  appeal  to  Her  Majesty,  and  the  author- 
ity of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Straits  Settlement  to  grant  leave  to  do  so, 
contained  in  the  letters  patent  of  the  Queen  of  the  10th  of  Aug^t,  1866,  were 
not  abrogated  by  Ordiniiknce  No.  6  of  1868,  establishing  the  present  Supreme 
Court.  All  the  provisions  of  the  repealed  letters  patent  applicable  to  the  old 
court  were  virtually  re^nacted  by  the  ordinance,  and  made  applicable  to  the 
new  court  which  was  put  in  its  place.

2.  Waiver  by  agreement.  An  information  by  way  of  bill  of  complaint  was 
by  consent  amended  by  the  introduction  of  the  words  "  that  the  rights,  if  any, 
of  the  several  defendants  may  be  ascertained  and  declared  by  decree  of  this 
honorable  court,  and  that  they  may  be  ordered  to  pay  each  to  the  others  and 
other  of  them  their  and  his  costs  of  this  suit,  and  that  this  honorable  court 
will  give  such  further  directions  in  the  premises  as  shall  be  neceasary."

6. The  Judicial  Committee  are  unwilling  to  send  a  case  for  re-trial,  or

4l When  a  testator  charges  an  annuity  on  land  with  the  ordinary  power 

of  distress  and  entry  in  the  event  of  the  annuity  l>eing  in  arrear,  the  annui- 
tant must  wait  for  payment  of  the  annuity  until  the  first  rent  day  which  oc- 
curs after  the  day  fixed  by  the  testator  for  payment  of  an  installment  of  the 
annuity,  and  is  not  entitled  to  require  that  any  prior  rent  should  be  kept  in 
hand  in  order  to  answer  the  installment.  lb. 

6.  Specific  beqnest  Bequest  of  stock  in  a  canal  company  to  trustees  to  pay 
the  dividends  to  the  testator's  wife  for  life,  and  afterward  to  fall  into  the 
residue.  A  half  yearly  dividend  became  due  two  months  after  the  testator's 
death,  and  another  about  four  months  after  the  death  of  his  wife.  Held,  that 
there  must  be  an  apportionment  of  both  those  dividends.

APPRENTICE. 

Diunlflsal  o£  Declaration,  that  the  defendant  agreed  with  the  plaintiff  to 
take  his  son  as  an  apprentice  for  three  years,  to  learn  the  business  of  a  tea- 
broker  ;  and  in  consideration  of  £200,  to  teach  him  such  bu^nessand  pay  him 
a  salary,  provided  that  he  should  obey  all  commands  and  give  his  services 
entirely  to  the  business  during  office  hours.  Breach,  that  the  defendant  dis- 
missed the  son  from  his  service.  Plea,  that  the  son  misconducted  himself  in 
the  service,  by  willfully  disobeying  the  orders  of  the  defendant,  and  by  habit- 
ually neglecting  his  duties  and  refusing  to  give  his  services  during  office  hours 
without  just  cause,  wherefore  the  defendant  discharged  him.  Held,  on  de- 
murrer, that  the  proviso  empowered  the  defendant  to  discharge  the  apprentice, 
and  that  the  plea  was  good.     Weettoick  v.  Theodor  (Q.  B.),  XII,  280.

ARBITRATION. 

1.  Agreement  for.  To  bring  a  dispute  within  the  arbitration  clause  of  the 
rules  of  a  benefit  building  society,  it  must  be  one  which  arises  between  the 
trustees  and  the  party  claiming  as  member  of  the  society.  Prentice  v.  Lof^ 
don  (Com.  PL).  XIV,  511. 

2. The  plaintiff  was  a  transferee  for  value  of  shares  in  a  benefit  build- 
ing society.  The  transferor  had  been  the  secretary  of  the  society,  and  in  that 
capacity  had  incurred  liabilities  to  the  trustees  to  a  considerable  amount. 
The  latter,  after  the  transfer,  but  before  they  had  notice  of  it,  passed  a  reso- 
lution to  forfeit  the  shares  of  the  transferor,  and  appropriated  their  value 
toward  the  deficit.  The  plaintiff  sued  the  trustees  for  refusing  to  admit  him 
to  the  benefits  to  which  he  claimed  to  be  entitled  as  a  member  of  this  society 
and  as  the  holder  of  shares  therein.  The  defendants  pleaded  that  the  cause 
of  action  was  "  a  dispute  between  the  defendants  as  trustees  and  the  trans^ 
feror  as  a  member,  and  the  plaintiff  as  a  person  claiming  on  account  of  a  mem- 
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ber  of  the  aociety,  and  was  a  dispute  which,  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
Bodetj  and  the  statutes,  ought  to  be  settled  by  arbitration."  Held,  that,  as 
the  trustees  denied  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  be  a  member  of  the  society, 
they  were  estopped  from  saying  that  the  dispute  was  a  dispute  between  them 
and  him  as  a  member,  within  the  rule.  lb. 

3.  When  eKolnsive  remedy.  Where,  under  an  agreement  legislatively 
confirmed,  the  parties  were  bound  to  settle  by  arbitration  all  differences  that 
might  arise  between  them  as  to  the  meaning  and  effect  of  the  agreement,  or 
as  to  the  mode  of  carrying  it  out,  it  was  Jield  by  the  House  that  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  courts  was,  by  this  agreement,  excluded,  and  that  all  disputes 
arising  under  it  must  be  settled  by  arbitration.  Per  the  Lord  Chancellor  : 
We  have  here  no  room  for  the  application  of  the  doctrine  as  to  voluntary 
agreements,  but  have  simply  to  consider  the  case  arising  upon  an  art  of  Par- 
liament, forcing  the  parties  to  have  their  disputes  settled,  not  by  the  ordinary 
tribunals  of  the  country,  but  by  arbitration.  CiMkmian  By,  Co,  v.  Oreenock, 
ete„  Ry.

^  Sending  back  award  for  mistake.  An  award  will  not  be  sent  back  to  the 
arbitrator  on  the  ground  that  he  has  made  a  mistake  in  the  legal  principle 
upon  which  his  award  is  based,  except  where  the  arbitrator  himself  admits 
the  mistake.    Dirm  v.  Blake  (Com.  PI.),  XII,  449. 

6-  Settihg  aside.  Where  a  submission  to  arbitration  has  been  made  a  rule 
of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  service  of  a  notice  of  motion  to  set  aside  the  award 
is  a  complaint  within  the  meaning  of  9  and  10  Will.  8,  c.  15,  s.  2,  and  is  in 
time,  although  the  motion  will  not  be  heard  until  after  the  time  limited  by 
the  act.    HvddersfiM  v.  Jaeomb  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  453. 

6. Where,  by  the  terms  of  a  building  contract,  the  work  done  is  to  be 

subject  to  the  approval  of  an  architect,  and  no  payment  to  be  made  without 
fa  is  certificate,  the  decision  of  such  architect  will  not  be  set  aside  without 
proof  of  fraud,  mistake  or  bias  on  the  part  of  the  arbitrator.  Baron  de  Worms 
V.  MeUi^  (Eq.  C),  VI,  868. 

7. Certaijt  matters  in  dispute  were  referred  to  three  arbitrators,  one,  to 

be  chosen  by  each  of  the  parties,  and  one  by  the  two  so  chosen.  On  several 
occaaions  during  the  arbitration  one  of  the  parties  provided  luncheon  at  his 
expense,  of  whiqh  the  arbitrator  appointed  by  him  and  the  third  arbitrator,  as 
well  as  his  solicitor  and  one  or  two  other  persons,  partook  in  the  absence  of 
the  other  party  (who  would  not  sit  at  the  same  table  with  his  adversary)  and 
of  his  arbitrator.  Held,  that.  Inasmuch  as  it  was  not  shown  that  the  parties 
were  influenced  by  corrupt  motives,  or  were  affected  by  the  luncheons,  the 
award  could  not  be  set  aside  on  the  ground  of  the  luncheons.  MoeeUy  v.  Simp- 
son (Eq.  C),  VI,  728. 

8. Irregularities  in  the  mode  of  conducting  an  arbitration  may  be  waived 

by  continuing  the  arbitration  after  they  have  been  discovered.  lb. 

9. A  reference  was  made  to  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by 

each  of  the  parties,  and  one  by  the  arbitrators  so  chosen.  The  parties  selected 
their  arbitrators,  and  they  selected  another  whom  they  erroneously  appointed 
as  umpire,  and  the  sittings  were  commenced  without  him.  Held^  that  the 
irregularity  was  waived  by  commencing  the  proceedings  de  now  after  the  mis- 
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take  was  disoovered,  and  hj  an  agreement  signed  by  the  parties  bj  which  they 
agreed  not  to  impugn  the  award  on  any  ground.  lb.

ARBITRATOR.

2.  Liability  for  want  of  skill  and  oare.  If  one,  to  whose  decision  parties 
agree  to  submit  a  difference  between  them,  discharges  his  duty  faithfully  and 
honestly,  he  is  not  liable  to  an  action  by  them  for  a  want  of  skill  or  care,  even 
though  he  holds  himself  out  as  a  professional  man,  having  skill  in  such  mat- 
ters.

B.  consigned  to  the  defendants  by  the  ship  Aeaeia, 
a  cargo  which  had  been  purchased  at  the  joint  risk  of  himself  and  the  defend- 
ants, and  advised  them  of  the  particulars  of  bills  which  he  had  drawn  against   - 
the  cargo,  payable  to  his  own  order.    The  defendants  replied,  promising  to 
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protect  the  bills.  B.  indorsed  to  the  plaintiffii  three  of  these  bills,  which  ran, 
**  Paj  to  the  order  of  myself  the  sum  of  £ sterling,  which  place  to  ac- 
count cargo  per  A."  6.  having  stopped  payment,  the  defendants  refused  to 
accept  the  bills,  but,  after  selling  the  cargo,  offered  to  pay  to  the  plaintifis  the 
surplus  of  the  proceeds,  after  8atisf3ring  a  balance  due  to  them  from  6.  on  the 
general  account  between  them.  The  plaintiffs  refused  to  accept  this,  and  filed 
their  bill,  claiming  a  lien  for  the  full  amount  of  the  three  bills.  Held,  that 
the  plaintiffs  had  no  lien  on  the  proceeds  of  the  cargo.

ment by  him  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  L.,  nor  to  a  specific  appropriation, 
out  of  those  funds,  of  the  amount  of  each  of  those  bills.  OUtzemt*  Bank  qf 
JLa,  V.  Fvrst  Nat.  Bank  of  N.  0,  (H.  of  L.),  VU,  56. 

6, Where,  therefore,  such  an  assurance  had  been  given,  and  the  funds 

in  the  hands  of  L.  were  larger  than  the  amounts  of  the  bills  drawn  upon  him, 
but  the  baQkruptcy  of  the  drawer  took  place  before  the  bills  were  payable,  I^. 
was  held  to  be  justified  In  refusing  to  pay  the  particular  bills  and  in  handing 
over  the  funds  to  the  legally  appointed  receiver  of  the  bankrupt's  estate,  who 
demanded  them  on  behalf  of  the  general  creditors  of  the  drawer.  lb. 

6. L.  was  a  banker  in  England  and  had  dealings  with  N.  O.,  a  banker 

and  bill  dealer  in  America.  The  course  of  business  was,  that  N.  O.  remitted 
funds  to  L.,  and  then  drew  bills  on  L.  and  sold  those  bills  in  America  to  per- 
sons who  wished  in  that  way  to  make  payments  in  England.  N.  O.  had  repre- 
sented to  intending  purchasers  of  these  bills  that  they  would  certainly  be 
paid,  for  that  "  the  bills  were  drawn  expressly  [or  "  specially  "]  against  funds 
to  a  much  larger  amount  already  remitted  to  L.,"  and  on  the  faith  of  this 
assurance  they  were  purchased.  HM,  that  this  did  not  amount  to  a  contract 
entitling  the  purchaser  of  any  one  of  the  bills  to  a  specific  portion  of  the 
funds  in  the  hands  of  L.  lb. 

7. A  writing  opening  a  credit  for  a  particular  sum  cannot  of  itself  con- 
stitute an  equitable  assignment  or  specific  appropriation  of  that  sum,  so  as  to 
create  a  trust.  It  is  a  me^  statement  that  the  person  writing  it  will  act  as 
paymaster  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  written,  up  to  a  certain  amount,  on  his 
performing  the  conditions  set  forth  in  it.  Morgan  v.  Larmere  (H.  of  L.),  XII, 
52 ;  reversing  S.  C,  III,  499. 

8. L.  entered  into  a  contract  (dated  the  80th  of  November,  1870)  with 

the  French  minister  of  war,  represented  by  J.,  his  delegate  at  London,  to  sup- 
ply 0O,(X)O,OOO  of  ball-cartridges  of  a  certain  quality,  the  whole  to  be  supplied 
by  the  lOth  of  January,  1871.    Time  was  to  be  considered  of  the  essence  of  the 
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contract.  L.  desired  some  arrangements  to  be  made  as  to  payment.  M.  &  Co., 
who  acted  in  London  as  financial  agents  for  the  French  government,  wrote  to 
L.  a  letter,  dated  the  1st  of  December,  1870,  in  these  terms :  "  We  are 
instracted  by  J.  to  advise  you  that  a  special  credit  for  the  sum  of  £40,000  has 
been  opened  with  as  in  your  favor,  and  that  it  will  be  paid  to  you  ratably  as 
the  goods  are  delivered,  upon  receipt  of  certificate  of  reception  issued  by  the 
French  ambassador  or  .by  J."  The  goods  were  not  delivered  according  to  the 
contract.  Held,  that  this  letter  did  not  constitute  Messrs.  M.  &  Go.  trustees  for 
L.  as  to  the  sum  named,  nor  constitute  an  equitable  assignment  as  of  a  fund 
in  their  hands,  and  that  consequently  this  was  not  a  matter  for  the  exercise 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery.  lb. 

9.  Of  ohose  in  action.  Pziorlty.  An  officer  in  a  regiment  assigned  the 
money  to  arise  from  the  sale  of  his  commission  to  two  assignees  separately. 
He  obtained  leave  to  sell  out,  and  the  two  assignees  gave  to  the  agents  of  the 
regiment  simultaneous  notices  of  their  incumbrances.  £450,  forming  part  of 
the  money  which  the  officer  would  receive,  came  from  a  particular  fund  in  the 
hands  of  the  agents,  held  by  them  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  Horse 
Guards.  Six  days  after  the  notices  had  been  given,  a  letter  was  sent  from  the 
Horse  Guards,  the  purport  of  which  was  communicated  by  the  agents  to  the 
officer,  requesting  the  agents  to  transfer  £450  from  the  fund  to  the  officer. 
The  first  assignee  then  gave  a  second  notice.  The  agents  sent  a  form  of 
receipt  to  the  officer,  which  was  returned  by  him  signed,  before  which  the 
£450  was  not  issuable  by  the  agents.  The  second  assignee  then  gave  a  second 
notice.  Held,  that  the  first  assignee  had  priority  over  the  second  assignee. 
Addiean  v.  Cox  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  765.

though  taken  without  his  client's  authority,  or  even  in  defiance  of  his  prohi- 
bition; and  the  disavowal- must  be  made  within  a  reasonable  time.  King  ▼.

2.  Uen  on  papers.  A  solicitor  cannot  set  up  a  lien  upon  papers  acquired 
by  him  in  a  suit  as  against  the  rights  of  other  parties  in  the  cause  to  have 
them  produced.     Vale  v.  Oppert  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  748. 

3. B.  acted  as  attorney  for  G.  in  an  action  which  resulted  in  G.'s.  recover- 
ing a  large^  sum.  A  bill  was  filed  by  persons  claiming  through  G.  to  establish 
their  equitable  title  to  that  sum,  and  in  February,  1871,  the  defendant  in  the 
action  paid  the  sum  recovered  into  court  to  the  credit  of  the  cause  in  which  B. 
was  a  defendant,  in  respect  of  his  lien.  In  March,  1871.  B.  delivered  his  bill 
of  costs  in  the  action  to  G.  In  December,  1878,  the  suit  wad  compromised  and 
the  fund  distributed,  except  a  sum  kjept  in  court  to  answer  B.'s  claims.  HM, 
that  B.  was  not  entitled  to  have  his  bill  of  costs  paid  out  of  the  fund  without 
taxation,  however  the  case  might  have  stood,  if  his  bill  had  been  delivered  at 
such  a  time  that  G.'s  right  to  tax  it  would  have  been  lost  before  the  fund  was 
paid  into  court.

4, Solicitors  for  the  trustees  of  an  estate  which  is  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  court  have  not,  after  their  discharge,  such  a  lien  for  costs  and 
money  advanced  in  the  suit  as  will  enable  them  to  refutse  production  of  docu- 
ments which  are  required  by  the  receiver  for  the  management  of  the  estate.

6.  Sal](jeot  to  set-oA  In  an  action  to  recover  costs  adjudged  to  the  plaintiff 
on  orders  having  the  force  of  a  judgment  of  nonsuit,  in  a  former  suit  brought 
by  the  defendant  against  him  in  Ireland,  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  set  off 
judgments  recovered  by  him  in  other  suits  against  the  plaintiff  in  Ireland,  not- 
withstanding  any  lien  which  the  plaintiff's  attorney  in  the  suit  wherein  the 
nonsuit  was  obtained  may  have  on  the  costs  therein ;  and  a  replication  to  a 
plea  of  set-off  in  such  a  case,  that  the  plaintiff  owes  such  attorney  the  full 
amount  of  such  costs,  and  that  the  attorney  has  a  lien  thereon,  and  the  plain- 
tiff is,  therefore,  a  trustee  for  the  attorney  and  sues  as  such,  is  bad,  because 
the  fact  that  an  attorney  has  obtained  a  judgment  for  a  client,  and  that  costs 
are  due  to  the  attorney,  does  not  raise  the  relation  of  trustee  and  cestui  que 
trust  between  the  client  and  the  attorney  with  respect  to  the  proceeds  of  such 
judgment ;  and  the  so-called  lien  of  the  attorney  is  merely  a  claim  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  court,  as  to  his  costs,  when  the  equitable  interference  of  the 
court  is  asked  for  the  purpose  of  setting  off  one  judgment  against  another. 
Mercer  v.  Graves  (Q.  B.),  11,  618. 

6.  On  property  recovered.  The  defendant,  having  recovered  a  sum  of 
money  in  an  action  brought  by  him  against  M.  B.,  the  defendant's  attorney  in 
that  action  had  taken  out  a  summons  for  an  order  charging  his  costs  in  such 
action  upon  the  sum  recovered.  The  plaintiff  afterward,  having  recovered 
judgment  in  his  action  against  the  defendant,  obtained  an  ex  parte  garnishee 
order  attaching  the  sum  recovered  by  defendant  against  M.,  in  execution. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  parties  came  before  a  judge  at  Chambers,  B. 
claiming  to  have  a  charging  order  on  the  judgment  debt  as  property  recovered 
within  the  28th  section  of  28  &  24  Vict.,  c  127,  and  the  plaintiff  claiming  an 
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Older  on  M.,  to  pay  the  sam  attached  to  him.  The  jndge  made  an  order  in 
fKvoT  of  B.  HMj  that  he  was  right  in  bo  doing ;  that  the  sum  recovered  was 
property  within  the  section,  and  that  the  attorney  was  entitled  to  priority. 
BirchaU  v.  Pugin  (Ck)m.  PI.),  XII,  458. 

7. A  solicitor  is  entitled  to  a  charge  for  his  costs  on  property  the  sah- 

ject  of  a  successful  suit  conducted  by  him  against  an  incumbrancer,  although 
the  incumbrance  b6  entirely  valueless,  provided  it  formed  a  cloud  upon  the 
title.    Jone$  v.  Frott;  In  re  Fiddey  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  622. 

8. It  is  no  objection  to  an  application  for  such  a  charge,  that  It  is  made 

in  a  suit  which  is  no  longer  pending,  and  which  was  never  brought  to  a  hear- 
ing, nor  that  the  property  has  been  sold  before  the  application  of  the  solici- 
tor, lb. 

9.  LiabiUty  for -negligence.  A  bill  will  not  lie  against  a  solicitor  for  negli- 
gence in  investigating  a  title.  Brilish  Mut,  Intestment  Co,  v.  CobbM  (Eq.  C.)» 
XIU,  556. 

10.  When  charged  with  costs  of  suit.  A  suit  which  had  been  instituted  to 
set  aside  certain  deeds  and  documents  by  which  the  plaintiff  had  conveyed 
away  the  whole  of  her  property,  and  to  recover  back  the  property  lost  by 
means  of  them,  was  defended  on  behalf  of  the  party  who  claimed  under  the 
deeds  by  the  solicitor  who  had  prepared  the  documents  sought  to  be  im- 
peached. The  bill  was  then  amended  by  making  the  solicitor  a  party  for  dis- 
covery and  asking  that  he  might  be  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit.  The 
amended  bill  also  contained  charges  of  improper  motives  against  him,  which 
were  not  sustained.  HM^  that  his  having  defended  the  suit  on  behalf  of  the 
principal  defendant,  and  endeavored  to  support  the  transactions  sought  to  be 
impeached,  in  addition  to  want  of  caution  in  the  preparation  of  the  documents 
themselves,  were  sufficient  reasons  for  ordering  him  to  pay  the  costs  of  the 
suit  if  the  estate  sought  to  be  made  liable  were  insufficient  to  pay  them,  not- 
withstanding that  the  charges  against  him  were  not  sustained.  Baker  v. 
Loader  (Eq.  C),  VI,  634. 

11. It  was  an  additional  circumstance  against  him  that,  when  he  acted 

as  solicitor  in  the  suit,  he  knew  that  the  estate  sought  to  be  made  liable  would 
probably  not  be  able  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit.  lb. 

12.  Piivilege.  The  court  will  not  make  an  order  upon  a  solicitor  compell- 
ing him  to  disclose  the  address  of  his  client  (a  defendant)  who  has  absconded, 
and  whom  plaintiff  seeks  to  serve  with  a  subposna  duces  tecum  to  compel  his 
appearance  at  the  hearing  with  documents  material  to  the  plaintiff's  case.

AUCTION  SALE. 

1.  Resale.  In  order  to  entitle  parties  to  open  the  biddings  after  a  sale  by 
auction  under  the  court  since  the  passing  of  the  Sales  of  Land  by  Auction 
Act,  1867,  there  must  be  either  fraud  or  such  misconduct  as  borders  on  fraud. 
Delves  V.  Delves  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  622. 

2. In  order  to  j  ustify  the  presumption  of  such  misconduct,  there  must  be 

some  impropriety  of  conduct,  not  merely  error  of  jndgment,  which  shows  that 
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the  owners  of  the  estate  have  not  been  fairlj  dealt  with,  or  that  matters  have 
been  so  contrived  that  the  fair  value  of  the  property  has  not  been  realized.  lb. 

3.  Property  withdrawn  from  sale.  In  an  action  against  an  auctioneer,  who 
adver^Md  in  the  London  papers  that  certain  brewing  materials,  plant  and 
office  nimiture  would  be  sold  hj  him  at  Bury  St.  EdmuBds,  on  a  certain  day 
and  two  following  days  by  a  commission  broker  in  London,  who,  having  a 
commission  to  buy  the  office  furniture,  went  down  to  the  sale,  to  recover  for 
his  loss  of  time  and  expenses,  because  the  same  was  withdrawn  from  sale  on 
the  third  day,  held,  that  plaintiff  could  not  maintain  the  action ;  for  that  the 
advertising  the  sale  was  a  mere  declaration,  and  did  not  amount  to  a  cou  tract 
with  any  one  who  might  act  upon  it,  nor  to  a  warranty  that  all  the  articles 
advertised  would  be  put  up  for  sale.    EarrUj,  Ifickersan  (Q.  B.),  V,  238.

BAIIMEiST. 

1.  liability  of  gntoitoiu  baileeb  C,  a  merchant  domiciled  at  Alexandria, 
being  indebted  to  the  appellants,  merchants  carrying  on  business  at  Leipsic, 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  litigation  between  them,  deposited  with  the  re- 
spondent (an  English  merchant  resident  at  Alexandria)  certain  bills  drawn  in 
his  favor  as  security  for  the  appellants'  debt ;  the  respondent,  by  the  agree- 
ment between  C.  and  the  appellants,  constituting  himself  a  voluntary  depositee 
of  them,  and  undertaking  to  be  responsible  for  them  to  the  appellants  "  until 
the  effective  encashment  of  them,  wiiich  remains  intrusted  to  C."  ffeld^  that 
the  respondent  was  not  guilty  of  a  breach  of  duty  under  this  agreement  in 
allowing  C.  to  take  the  bills  when  due,  for  encashment  at  his  discretion,  and 
was  not  bound  to  see  that  G.  handed  over  the  money  to  the  appellants.  TrejfU 
V.  CaneUi  (Priv.  C),  III.  146. 

2.  liability  for  reffuvd  to  deliver.  Certain  cases  of  wine  were  ordered  by 
L.  of  the  plaintiff,  and  were  shipped  by  the  plaintiff*  consigned  to  L.,  who 
deposited  the  bill  of  lading  with  the  defendant,  a  wharfinger,  with  directions 
to  take  delivery  and  warehouse  the  wine  on  L.'s  account.  The  wine,  on  its 
arrival,  was  entered  at  defendant's  wharf  in  L.'s  name,  subject  to  a  stop  for 
the  freight.  L.  afterward  refused  to  accept  the  wine  on  the  ground  that  it 
was  not  according  to  contract ;  the  plaintiff  agreed  to  take  it  back,  and  L. 
promised  to  send  *tL  delivery  order  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to  obtain  it ;  but  on 
the  same  day  L.  indorsed  the  bill  of  lading  to  M.,  which  M.  took  to  the  defend- 
ant's wliarf  and  procured  a  transfer  of  the  wine  into  his  own  name.  The 
plaintiff  was  afterward  informed  by  L.  that  the  wine  was  at  the  disposal  of 
the  plaintiff,  but  subject  to  charges  amounting  to  17^.  14«.  9(2.,  and*  5^.  for  loss 
of  profit.  At  an  interview  between  M.  and  the  plaintiff,  M.  offered  to  give  up 
the  wine  on  payment  of  the  above  sums.    The  plaintiff  tendered  the  former 
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sum,  which  M.  would  not  accept.  The  plaintiifs  attorney  afterward  offered 
to  the  defendant  to  pay  all  charges,  and  to  indemnify  him  against  the  claim 
of  any  other  person.  The  defendant  refused  to  deliver  the  wine  to  the  plain- 
tiff, alleging  tbat  he  had  given  warrants  to  M.  The  wine  was  ultimately 
delivered  to  a  tliird^rson  hy  M/b  order.  M.  had  in  fact  paid  the  frei^t,  and 
obtained  warrants  to  him  or  his  order.  The  jury  found  that  the  transaction 
between  M.  and  L.  was  colorable,  and  with  knowledge  on  the  part  of  M.  of 
the  intention  of  L.  to  deprive  the  plaintiff  of  the  wine.  BM,  power  having 
been  reserved  to  the  court  to  draw  inferences  of  fact,  that  the  defendant  re- 
ceived the  wine  as  bailee  to  L.,  and  after  the  payment  of  the  freight  could 
have  no  better  title  than  his  bailor ;  that  by  the  finding  of  the  jury  M.  had  no 
better  title  than  L. ;  and,  as  the  plaintiff  had  tendered  the  amount  of  charges 
both  to  M.  and  the  defendant^he  plaintiff's  title  was  as  valid  against  the 
defendant  as  it  would  have  been  against  L. ;  i^nd  that  the  defendant  was 
liable  to  the  plaintiff  for  the  value  of  the  wine.  BattU  v.  JSarlUy  (Q.  B.),  Ill, 
214. 

3. for  want  of  care.     Where  a  livery  stable  keeper  undertakes  for 

reward  to  receive  a  carriage,  and  lodge  it  in  a  coach-house,  the  case  comes 
within  the  second  class  of  the  fifth  sort  of  bailment  mentioned  by  Holt,  C.  J., 
in  Cogg§  v.  Bernard  (2  Ld,  Raym.  at  pp.  917-918),  viz.,  a  delivery  to  carry  or 
otherwise  manage  for  reward,  to  a  private  person,  not  exercising  a  public 
employment ;  and  he  is  bound  to  take  reasonable  care.  Searle  v.  Laverick  (Q. 
B.),  VIII,  298. 

4. The  obligation,  to  take  reasonable  care  of  the  thing  intrusted  to  a 

bailee  of  this  class,  involves  in  it  an  obligation  to  take  reasonable  care  that 
any  building  in  which  it  is  deposited  ia  in  a  proper  state,  so  that  the  thing 
deposited  may  be  reasonably  safe  in  it ;  but  no  wtirranty  or  obligation  is  to  be 
implied  by  law  on  his  part  that  the  building  is  absolutely  safe.  lb. 

6. The  fact  that  the  building  has  been  erected  for  the  bailee  on  hia 

own  ground  makes  no  difference  in  his  liability.  lb. 

6. The  plaintiff  brought  his  horses  and  two  carriages  to  defendant,  a 

livery  stable  keeper ;  the  carriages  were  placed  under  a  shed  on  defendant's 
premises,  a  charge  being  made  by  defendant  in  respect  of  each.  The  shed 
had  just  been  erected,  the  upper  part  being  still  in  the  hands  of  workmen. 
Defendant  had  employed  a  builder  to  erect  the  shed  for  him,  as  an  inde- 
pendent contractor,  not  as  defendant's  servant,  and  he  was  a  competent  and 
proper  person  to  be  so  employed*  The  shed  was  blown  down  by  a  high  wind, 
defendant  being  ignorant  of  any  defect  in  it,  and  the  carriages  were  injured ; 
'  upon  which  plaintiff  brought  an  action  against  defendant.  At  the  trial,  the 
above  facts  having  been  admitted,  the  judge  rejected  evidence  to  prove  that 
the  fall  of  the  shed  was  owing  to  its  being  unskillfully  built  through  the  negli- 
gence of  the  contractor  and  his  men ;  and  he  nonsuited  the  plaintiff,  ruling 
that  the  defendant's  liability  was  that  of  an  ordinary  bailee  for  hire,  and  that 
he  was  only  bound  to  take  ordinary  care  in  the  keeping  of  the  plaintiff's  car- 
riages, and  that,  if  he  had  exercised  in  the  employment  of  the  builder  such 
care  as  an  ordinary  careful  man  would  use,  he  was  not  liable  for  damage 
caused  by  the  carelessness  of  the  builder,  of  which  he,  defendant,  had  no 
notice.     Held,  that  the  nonsuit  and  ruling  were  right.  lb. 
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7. on  warranty  of  fitness.     The  plaintiff,  a  cab-driTer,  obtained  from 

the  defendant,  a  cab  proprietor,  a  horse  and  cab  upon  the  usual  terms,  viz., 
that  the  driver,  on  bringing  them  back  at  the  end  of  the  day,  should  hand  over 
to  the  proprietor  18«.,  retaining  for  himself  all  the  day's  earnings  over  that 
sum  —  the  day's  food  for  the  horse  being  supplied  by  the  owner,  and  the  latter 
having  no  control  over  the  driver  after  leaving  the  yard.  The  horse  with 
which  the  plaintiff  was  furnished,  which  was  fresh  from  the  country,  and  had 
never  before  been  harnessed  to  a  cab,  overturned  the  cab,  and  inj  ured  the  driver. 

In  answer  to  questions  put  to  them  by  the  judge,  the  jury  found  that 
the  horse  was  not  reasonably  fit  to  be  driven  In  a  cab;  that  the  plaintiff  did 
not  take  upon  himself  the  risk  of  its  being  reasonably  fit  to  be  so  driven ; 
that  the  defendant  did  not  take  reasonable  precautions  to  supply  the  plaintiff 
with  a  reasonably  fit  horse ;  and  that  the  horse  and  cab  were  intrusted  to  the 
plaintiff  as  bailee,  and  not  as  servant.  A  verdict  having  been  thereupon 
entered  for  the  plaintiff,  the  court  refused  to  disturb  it.  FatoUr  v.  Look

BANKS  AND  BANKING. 

• 

1.  Appropriation  of  remittances.  Customers  of  country  bankers  paid  into 
the  bankers  a  sum  of  money  in  bank  notes,  and  also  some  bills  of  exchange, 
to  be  remitted  to  London  in  order  to  meet  certain  acceptances.  The  bankers 
sent  to  their  London  agents  the  bills  and  some  bank  notes,  with  a  letter  direct- 
ing them  to  pay  a  certain  sum  of  money ;  also  giving  them  notice  of  the 
acceptances  as  payable  at  their  bank,  and  giving  directions  as  to  other  busi- 
ness. The  country  bankers  stopped  payment,  owing  a  large  balance  to  the 
London  bankers.  Held,  that,  as  between  the  country  customers  and  the  Lon- 
don bankers,  there  was  no  appropriation  of  the  bills  and  notes  to  meet  the 
acceptances,  and  that  the  London  bankers  could  retain  the  bills  and  notes 
without  meeting  the  acceptances.    Johnson  v.  Bobarts  (Chan.  App.),  XIV,  751. 

2. G.  was  in  the  habit  of  drawing  bills  on  Y.  and  of  sending  him  bills 

to  put  him  in  funds  to  meet  them.  A  separate  account  of  these  transactions 
was  kept,  styled  ^  No.  1  account,"  and  the  letters  inclosing  the  remittances  di- 
rected them  to  be  placed  to  G.'s  credit  in  Account  No.  1.  Accounts  were  made 
out  half  yearly.  Elach  remittance  was  entered  under  the  date  when  the  bill 
came  to  hand,  but  if  it  became  payable  before  the  close  of  the  account,  G.  was 
credited  with  interest  for  the  interval  between  the  day  of  its  falling  due  and 
the  close  of  the  account.  If  it  fell  due  after  the  close  of  the  account,  he  was 
debited  with  interest  for  that  period.  If  a  remitted  bill  was  dishonored,  G. 
was  debited  with  the  costs,  and  entries  of  principal  and  interest  were  made  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  account  so  as  virtually  to  strike  the  bill  out  of  the  ac« 
count.  Y.  stopped  payment,  and  made  a  statutory  composition  of  8<.  4d.  in 
the  pound  with  his  creditors,  including  the  holders  of  his  outstanding  accept- 
ances for  G.  At  the  time  of  the  stoppage  if  he  was  credited  with  only  Bs,  id, 
in  the  pound  on  these  acceptances,  the  balance  was  in  favor  of  G.  without 
taking  into  account  a  number  of  bills  remitted  by  G.  and  still  remaining  in 
specie.  G.,  who  was  domiciled  in  Spain,  shortly  afterward  entered  into  some 
composition  with  his  creditors,  but  its  nature  did  not  appear.    The  registrar 
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decided  that  the  remittanceB  remaining  in  specie  belonged  neither  to  the  bill- 
holders,  nor  to  Gt.  but  to  Y.  G.  appealed,  but  the  bill-holders  did  not.  Held, 
that  the  remittances  were  appropriated  to  No.  1  account,  and  that,  as  Y.  had 
been  fnllj  reimbursed  all  that  he  had  paid  or  was  liable  to  pay  for  G.  on  that 
account,  the  remittances  remaining  in  specie  belonged  to  G.  Sx  parte  Otnn»; 
In  re  TgUsiae  (Chan.  App.).  XIY,  829. 

3.  Protection  against  forged  indonements.  The  19th  section  of  16  &  17 
Vict.,  c.  59,  which  protects  the  banker  upon  whom  a  check  is  drawn  against 
the  forgery  of  the  indorsement  of  the  person  to  whose  order  it  is  made  paya- 
ble, does  not  extend  to  protect  any  other  person  who  takes  the  check  upon  the 
faith  of  such  forged  indorsement.*  Ogden  ▼.  Benaa  (Com.  PL),  X,  283. 

4i The  defendant,  the  salaried  manager  of  a  bank,  was  appointed  treas- 
urer to  guardians  of  the  poor  under  the  Poor  Law  Consolidated  Order.  A 
treasurer's  account  between  him  and  the  guardians  was  duly  kept  according  to 
the  Poor  Law  Orders ;  moneys  were  from  time  to  time  paid  into  the  bank  of 
which  he  was  manager  to  the  account  of  the  guardians,  and  orders  signed  by  the 
guardians  in  conformity  with  the  orders  were  cashed  like  checks  payable  to 
order.  The  defendant  received  no  salary  or  remuneration,  and  the  guardians 
received  interest  on  their  balance  when  it  exceeded  £3,000.  A  person  in  the 
service  of-  the  clerk  to  the  guardians,  who  was  employed  to  fill  up  the  orders 
for  signature  by  them,  drew  a  number  of  orders  in  such  a  way  that  the 
amounts  for  which  they  were  drawn  could  be  increased  by  the  insertion  of 
words  and  figures  in  the  blank  spaces ;  and  after  signature  of  the  orders  he 
increased  the  amounts  accordingly.  He  also  forged  indorsements  to  orders 
so  increased  in  amount,  and  to  others  not  so  increased,  and  obtained  payment 
of  them  at  the  bank.  On  a  case  stated  by  an  arbitrator  in  an  action  brought 
by  the  guardians  against  the  defendant  for  the  amount  of  the  orders  so  paid, 
it  was  found  as  a  fact  that  the  payment  by  the  treasurer's  clerks  of  the  excess 
was  due  solely  to  the  fact  that  tliey  were  misled  by  want  of  proper  caution  on 
the  part  of  the  plaintiffs  and  their  clerk  in  signing  the  orders  fraudulently 
prepared  for  their  signature.  Bdd,  first,  that  the  negligent  drawing  of  the 
orders  disentitled  the  plaintiffs  to  complain  of  the  payment  of  the  excess. 
Quardiane  of  Halifax  Union  v.  Wheelright  (Exch.),  XII,  617. 

6. Secondly,  that  as  to  the  payment  on  forged  indorsements  the  account 

at  the  bank  was  in  effect  the  plaintiffs'  account;  that  the  bank  was  protected 
by  16  &  17  Vict.,  c.  59,  s.  19 ;  and  that  as  by  the  act  and  direction  of  the  plain- 
tiffs the  only  receipt  of  moneys  on  their  behalf  was  a  receipt  by  the  bank,  the 
defendant  was  not  chargeable  in  any  other  way  than  as  the  bank  was  charge- 
able ;  and  further,  that  if  the  account  at  the  bank  were  regarded  as  the  de- 
fendant's account,  still  being  so  kept  by  the  order  of  the  plaintifis,  they  could 
not  make  any  claim  against  him  which  he  could  not  enforce  against  the  bank, 
lb. 
Bee  AssioxnoBNT ;  Bona  Fidb  Holdkr;  Set-off;  Principal  and  Agent. 
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I.  Jurisdiction. 

1.  Olaim  againrt  third  party.  Where  a  Bolt  would,  but  for  the  fact  of  a 
bankruptcy,  be  fit  to  be  entertained  bj  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  jurisdiction 
is  not  taken  away  by  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869.  Therefore,  when  a  trustee 
in  bankruptcy  has,  in  respect  of  the  bankrupt's  estate,  a  claim  against  a  third 
person,  that  claim  may  be  prosecuted  at  law  or  in  equity,  and  is  not  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy.  3Uia  v.  Silber  (Chan.  App.), 
IV,  771. 

2.  Resident  tradsr.  The  59th  section  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  provides 
that  if  the  person  sought  to  be  adjudged  a  bankrupt  reside  or  carry  on  busi- 
ness within  the  London  Bankruptcy  District, "  the  court "  shall  mean,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  act,  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  in  London,  but  that,  if  the  per- 
son sought  to  be  adjudged  a  bankrupt  do  not  reside  or  carry  on  business 
within  the  London  Bankruptcy  District,  "  the  court "  shall  mean  the  County 
Court  of  the  district  within  which  he  resides  or  carries  on  business.  A  bank- 
ruptcy petition  in  the^orm  required  by  the  bankruptcy  rules,  containing, 
among  other  necessary  allegations,  a  statement  that  the  debtor  did  not  reside 
or  carry  on  business  in  the  London  district,  was  presented  to  the  County  Court 
of  the  district  in  which  the  debtor  resided,  accompanied  by  the  usual  affidavit 
of  verification  required  by  the  rules.  The  debtor  did  not  appear  on  the  hear* 
ing,  and  the  County  Court  adjudicated  him  a  bankrupt  in  the  usual  fo^. 
The  debtor  did,  in  point  of  fact,  carry  on  business  within  the  London  district 
under  an  assumed  name,  ffeld,  that  the  adjudication  was  not  void,  notwith- 
standing that  the  bankrupt  did  in  fact  carry  on  business  in  London,  but 
merely  irregular,  and  could  only  be  questioned  by  proceedings  in  the  way  of 
application  or  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  itself.  Bevdl  v.  BMte  (Com. 
PL),  VI,  236. 

3. In  order  that  the  87th  section  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  may  be 

applicable,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  debtor  should  have  been  adjudicate 
bankrupt  as  a  trader,  but  only  that  he  should  be  in  fact  a  trader.  lb. 

4i^An  alien  non-trader  domiciled  abroad,  who  contracts  debts  in  England, 
is  liable  to  be  made  a  bankrupt  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  if  he  com- 
mits an  act  of  bankruptcy  in  England,  although  he  may  have  left  England 
before  the  petition  for  adjudication  is  presented.  But  he  cannot  be  made  a 
bankrupt  upon  an  alleged  act  of  bankruptcy  committed  abroad.  It^  r€  Ori»' 
pin  (Chan.  App.),  V,  600. 

6. A  non-trader,  a  subject  of,  and  domiciled  in,  Portugal,  contracted  a 

debt  in  England,  where  he  was  temporarily  resident.  The  creditor  served 
him,  while  in  England,  with  a  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer. 
The  alien  entered  an  appearance  to  the  writ  and  left  England  for  Portugal  the 
next  day,  alleging  as  his  reason  for  doing  so  that  he  had  been  disappointed  of 
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some  money  which  he  expected,  and  could  not  pay  hia  way  in  England.  He 
afterward  said  that  he  had  left  England  in  oonaeqaence  of  being  served  with 
the  writ.  Held,  that  there  was  no  sufficient  evidence  that  he  left  England  in 
order  to  defeat  and  delay  his  creditors,  and  that  no  act  of  bankruptcy  had 
been  committed.  lb. 

6. Although,  in  the  case  of  a  domiciled  Englishman,  the  fact  of  his 

leaving  England  after  service  of  a  writ,  and  so  escaping  a  debtor's  summons, 
would  afford  a  strong  presumption  that  he  intended  to  defeat  and  delay  his 
creditors,  yet  the  same  presumption  does  not  apply  to  a  foreigner  who  is 
returning  to  his  own  country.  lb. 

6.  trader,  who  is.  The  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  has  no  retrospective  opera- 
tion, and  where  it  speaks  of  traders  it  means  such  pei^ns  only  as  were  traders 
at  the  time  when  it  first  came  into  operation.  Therefore,  where  a  person  has 
ceased  to  trade  in  1868,  but  in  1871  owed  various  debts  contracted  during  the 
period  he  was  in  trade,  hdd,  that  he  was  not  a  trader  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869.    Ex  pa/rU  Bailey  ;  In  re  Jecke  (Eq.  C),  I,  703. 

II.  Act  OF  BANKRUPTCY. 

7.  Aasignmdnt  of  property.  A  debtor  executed  as  security  for  an  ante- 
cedent debt  of  £1,500  an  assignment  which  included  all  his  property  of  any 
appreciable  value,  except  a  pension  of  10«.  M.  a  day,  to  which  he  was  entitled 
as  a  retired  servant  of  the  East  India  Company.  J^ld,  that  as  this  pension 
would  not  pass  to  a  trustee  In  bankruptcy,  and  could  not  be  taken  in  execu- 
tion by  a  creditor,  it  constituted  no  substantial  exception  from  the  assignment, 
which,  being  an  assignment  of  substantially  the  whole  of  the  debtor's  prop 
erty,  was  an  act  of  bankruptcy.    Ex  parte  Hawker;  In  re  Keely  (Chan.  App.), 

8. One  of  two  partners  in  trade  assigned  the  whole  of  his  separate 

assets,  and  gave  a  power  of  attorney  to  assign  all  his  personal  property,  as 
security  for  a  previously  existing  separate  debt.  The  partnership  was  at  this 
time  insolvent.  Held^  that  the  execution  of  the  deed  was  an  act  of  bank- 
ruptcy, notwithstanding  the  fact  that  none  of  the  partnership  assets  were  In 
terms  Included  in  the  deed.  Ex  parte  Trevor;  In 're  Burgha/rdt  (Chan.  Div.), 
XV,  752. 

9.  Fraudulent  oonveyance.  The  defendant  received  from  M.,  a  member  of 
a  trading  firm,  a  bill  of  lading  for  brandy,  for  the  purpose  of  landing  and 
warehousing  it,  which  he  did,  entering  the  brandy  (at  M.'s  request)  in  his  own 
name,  and  paying  charges  am9unting  to  £47.  Afterward,  and  whilst  he  still 
had  the  bill  of  lading  in  his  possession,  an  acceptance  which  had  been  given 
by  the  firm  to  the  defendant  for  the  hire  of  a  ship  falling  due,  and  the  firm 
not  being  able  to  meet  it,  the  defendant  consented  to  take  M.'s  acceptance  at 
seven  days  for  a  balance  of  Recount,  including  -  the  hire  and  the  £47,  upon 
receiving  M.*s  authority  to  sell  the  brandy,  if  the  bill  were  not  met.  This 
acceptance  not  being  met,  the  defendant  sold  the  brandy.  The  firm  were 
afterward  adjudicated  bankrupts,  and  the  trustee  sued  the  defendant  in  trover 
for  the  value  of  the  brandy.  The  transaction  was  bona  flde^  but  the  brandy 
formed  in  fact  the  whole  property  of  the  firm.    MM,  that  the  transaction 
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under  which  the  defendant  obtahied  power  to  sell  the  brandj  was  not  a 
^  fraadulent  conveyance,  gift,  delivery  or  transfer/'  within  the  meaning  of  tlie 
Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  §  6,  subd.  3.     Philps  v.  Homttedt  (Exch.),  IV,  424. 

10. P.  recovered  judgment  for  a  sum  exceeding  £50  from  a  trader,  and 

on  the  8th  of  August  lodged  an  execution  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff,  who 
seized  six  of  his  h6rses.  On  the  11th  of  August,  before  any  sale  had  been 
made  by  the  sheriff,  the  debtor  agreed  with  P.  to  sell  him  the  six  horses  which 
the  sheriff  had  seized  for  the  amount  of  the  debt  and  the  sheriffs  charges ; 
and  P.  accordingly  withdrew  the  execution,  but  he  left  the  horses  in  the  debt- 
or's stables,  and  signed  an  agreement  to  let  the  debtor  have  the  use  of  them 
for  a  certain  payment  per  day.  On  the  15th  of  August  P.  removed  the  horses* 
and  soon  afterward  sold  them  for  about  the  same  price  as  he  gave  for  them. 
The  debtor  was  at  the  time  of  the  sale  insolvent,  and  on  the  15th  of  August 
he  fi)ed  a  petition  for  liquidation,  and  trustees  were  appointed,  who  claimed 
the  price  of  the  horses  from  P.  Held,  that  the  sale  of  the  horses  to*ihe  exe- 
cution creditor,  having  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  a  sale  by  the 
sheriff,  was  a  fraudulent  transfer  under  the  second  sub-section  of  the  sixth 
section  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  and  was  void  against  the  creditors.  Ex 
parte  ^eanon  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  569. 

11. But,  senihle,  it  would  not  have  been  fraudulent  if  the  debtor  had 

been  solvent.   lb. 

12. ffeldf  also,  by  Jambs,  L.  J.  (disseniiente  Mellish,  L.  J.),  that  the 

seizure  by  the  sheriff,  followed  by  the  sale  by  the  debtor  to  the  creditor,  con- 
stituted a  seizure  and  sale  within  the  fifth  sub-section  of  the  sixth  section,  and 
an  act  of  bankruptcy.  lb. 

13. RM,  also,  by  Jambs,  L.  J.  {dvhitanie  Mellish,  L.  J.),  that  the  sale 

was  a  fraudulent  preference  of  the  creditor.  lb. 

14i  Frandulent  preference.  A  guaranty  given  by  a  third  party  to  the 
creditor  of  a  bankrupt  that  such  creditor  shall  not  lose  more  than  a  sum 
specified,  to  induce  such  creditor  to  withdraw  opposition  to  a  compromise  of 
such  bankrupt's  debts,  is  an  agreement  for  a  fraudulent  preference,  and  is, 
therefore,  void.    McKewan  v.  8and«r9on  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  611. 

16. L.,  being  on  the  eve  of  bankruptcy,  drew  out  all  his  balance  at  his 

bankers,  and  sent  it  to  E.,  who  was  employed  by  him  as  accountant,  and  to 
whom  he  owed  a  considerable  suul  His  object  in  sending  the  money  to  K. 
was  to  prevent  its  being  attached  by  another  creditor  who  had  issued  a  writ 
against  him.  K.  took  back  the  money,  and  refused  to  accept  it  unless  the 
debtor  consented  to  his  paying  himself  out  of  it.  After  some  discussion,  the 
debtor  agreed  to  this,  and  K.  accordingly  appropriated  £421,  part  of  the  sum 
intrusted  to  him,  in  satisfaction  of  his  own  debt.  The  evidence  did  not  estab- 
lish that  there  had  been  any  thing  which  amounted  to  pressure  for  payment 
on  the  part  of  K.  before  the  occasion  on  which  he  took  back  the  money  to  L. 
Three  days  afterward  L.  stopped  payment,  and  soon  afterward  presented  his 
petition  for  liquidation.  EM,  that  the  act  of  the  debtor  in  drawing  out  the 
balance  from  the  bankers  foi^  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  creditor  who  was 
suing  him  was  in  itself  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  and  that  the  payment  of  the 
£431  to  K.  was  a  fraudulent  preference.  HaUiday,  Matter  of  (Chan. 
App.),  IV,  893.

17.  Non-paymeot  on  debtor  »"■"■«■"■■«  The  omIasibD  of  a  ji^tetoek 
companj  to  complj  with  a  atatatorjr  notice  reqairing  pajment  of  a  debt, 
•erred  b]>  a  creditor  on  the  oompanj  nnder  the  Companies  Act,  18SS,  g  80, 
anba.  I,  ia  not "  Delect "  within  the  meaning  of  that  sab-aeclion,  nnleaa  there 
la  no  reasonable  cauae  for  the  omission.  I*  t«  L<mdoa,  etc.,  BarJdng  Go 
(Bq.  C),  Xir.  833. 

IB. A  creditor  who  has  aerred  anch  a  notice  la  not  entiUod  to  a  wind- 

ing-np  order  if  the  companj  6oAa  fide  dinpate  the  debt,  and  there  is  ft>  evi- 
dence of  the  inaal*eliC7  of  the  company  (other  than  the  non^nmplianoe  with 
the  Dotioe),  and  insoWencj  ia  denied  on  the  part  of  the  companj.  lb.

C),  XI,  774. 

""  —  A  contiactor  entered  into  a  contract  with  a  companj'  tor  the  eiecn- 
«rtain  works  for  the  anm  of  faWJWO,  of  which  £200,000  was  to  be 
caah,  and  the  rest  in  paid-up.  aharea.  The  contiactor  bad  received 
'  in  caah,  and  a  large  number  of  eharee,  but  he  claimed  to  be  entitled 
her  anm  of  SSO/MOi  The  oompanj  disputed  the  claim  and  alleged, 
>DtTarj,  that  the  contiactor  had  been  laigelj  overpaid.  The  oontrao 
ttened  to  present  a  petition  to  wind  np  the  companj,  and  served  on 
panj  a  demand  nnder  the  80th  section  ^f  the  Companies  Act,  1862.

23.  Olalm  for  indemnity.  A  claim  by  one  who  had  transferred  stock  to 
another,  to  be  indemnified  for  calls  which  he  had  been  coqipelled  to  pay 
thereon  after  the  transfer,  is  not  provable  nnder  s.  158  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act 
of  1861  against  the  estate  of  the  transferee.  KeUoek  v.  ErUhoven  (Q.  B.),  VIII, 
824;  aflOrming  S.  C,  VII,  72. 

24.  Aoceptances.  A  merchant  in  Bombay  booght  from  a  bank,  bills  on  their 
London  branch  for  £25,000,  giving  for  them  £5,000  in  cash  and  £20,000  in  bills 
on  a  firm  in  London,  consisting  of  himself  and  anottier  person.  The  bank 
bills  were  all  indorsed  to  the  firm  in  London  and  were  all  accepted.  The 
merchant's  bills  were  sent  to  the  London  branch  of  the  bank  and  were 
accepted  by  the  London  firm.  The  bank  was  wound  up,  and  the  merchant 
and  his  partner  each  became  insolvent,  the  London  firm  holding  at  the  time 
of  the  winding-up  bills  to  the  amount  of  £19,000,  and  the  bank  having  parted 
with  the  bills  for  £20,000.  Meld,  that  under  the  circumstances  the  bills  were 
not  accommodation  bills,  and  that  the  trdstees  of  the  London  firm  were  enti- 
tled to  prove  for  the  £19,000  in  the  winding-up.  In  re  London,  etc,.  Bank; 
Ex  parte  Cama  (Chan.  App.),  X,  068. 

26. Held,  also,  that  the  principle  as  to  proving  for  cross-accommodation 

bills  does  not  apply  when  the  bills  are  in  the  hands  of  third  parties.  lb. 

26. The  trustees  of  the  London  firm  had  sent  in  a  previous  claim  to 

prove  for  £5,000,  taking  that  amount  as  the  balance  between  the  bills  for 
£25,000  and  the  bills  for  £20,000,  and  not  being  aware  that  the  bank  had 
parted  with  the  bills  for  £20,000.  At  the  time  of  the  previous  claim  the  trus- 
tees held  securities  which  had  since  been  realised  by  them.  Held^  that,  not- 
withstanding the  previous  claim  m^de  by  mistake,  the  trustees  might  prove 
for  the  £19,000,  and  that  the  claim  woald  be  considered  as  made  when  the 
previous  claim  was  made,  so  that  the  trustees  representing  the  London  firm 
were  not  bound  to  give  credit  for  the  money  received  by  realizing  the  secu- 
rity, lb. 

27.  Advances.  M.  lent  certain  sums  to  T.,  a  trader,  under  a  written  agree- 
ment pursuant  to  28  &  29  Vict.,  c  86,  by  which  M.  'was  to  receive  in  lieu  of 
interest  £40  per  cent  on  the  profits  of  T.'s  business,  and  after  a  certain  period 
was  to  have  liberty  to  determine  the  agreement  at  any  time,  in  which  event 
the  money  was  to  be  repaid  by  installments  secured  by  bills  of  exchange. 
While  this  agreement  was  in  force  M.,  in  conjunction  with  H.,  lent  T.  other 
sums  of  money,  for  which  interest  at  £10  per  cent  was  to  be  paid.  M.  deter- 
mined the  agreement,  and  T.  gave  M.  bills  of  exchange  for  the  moneys  ad- 
vanced nnder  it,  except  certain  profits  which  were  carried  over  to  the  £10 
per  cent  account;  but  M.  and  H.  went  on  advancing  to  T.  other  sums  on  the 
£10  per  cent  account.  After  all  the  trade  debts  of  T.,  which  had  been  due 
during  the  pendency  of  the  agreement,  had  been  paid,  T.  became  bankrupt. 
H.  carried  in  a  proof  for  the  moneys  advanced  under  the  agreement,  and  M. 
and  H.  carried  in  another  for  the  balance  on  the  £10  per  cent  account.  Held, 
that  M.  could  not  prove  for  the  moneys  advanced  under  the  agreement,  though 
all  other  debts  existing  during  its  continuance  had  been  paid.  Ex  parte  MiUe 
(CSian.  App.)  VI,  496. 
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28.  -1 —  Held,  that  M.  and  H.  could  prove  for  all  moneys  lent  at  interest 
witfioat  any  stipulation  as  to  profits,  whether  such  moneys  were  advanced 
before  or  after  the  determination  of  the  agreement,  and  that  although  there 
could  not  have  been  a  proof  for  the  whole  of  the  balance  if  it  had  in  part 
consisted  of  profits,  yet  as  according  to  the  ordinary  mode  of  attributing  pay- 
ments in  an  account  current  the  profits  carried  to  this  account  had  been  dis- 
charged by  payments  made  by  T.  on  account,  the  balance  could  not  be  treated 
as  in  any  measure  arising  from  profits,  and  the  proof  must  be  for  its  whole 
amount.  lb. 

29. Semble,  if  an  advance  were  made  under  the  act,  with  an  agreement 

for  a  share  of  profits,  and  further  sums  were  advanced  without  any  such 
agreement,  with  an  intention  to  elude  the  act,  the  lender  would  be  a  partner, 
lb. 

30.  Damages.  A  manufacturer  of  iron  contracted,  in  May,  1871 ,  to  sell  to  a 
company  150  tons  of  iron  at  a  specified  price  per  ton,  delivery  to  be  twenty 
tons  per  month.  The  deliveries  were  not  duly  made  under  the  contract.  In 
January,  1872,  the  vendor  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation  by  arrangement.  At 
that  time  a  considerable  quantity  of  iron  remained  to  be  delivered,  and  the 
market  price  of  iron  had  risen  very  much.  It  appeared  that  in  some  cases  the 
company  had  bought  iron  in  the  market  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  the  monthly 
deliveries.  It  did  not  appear  that  any  actual  request  had  been  made  by  the 
vendor  for  the  postponement  of  the  deliveries.  Held,  that  the  company  could 
prove  in  the  liquidation  only  for  the  differences  between  the  contract  price  of 
the  iron  and  the  market  prices  of  the  days  when  the  respective  deficient  de- 
liveries were  made.    JSx  parte  LkmnanUet  Tin  PkUe  Co,  (Eq.  C),  VI,  689. 

31.  H.  entered  into  a  written  agreement  with  8.  and  A.  that  he  would 

supply  them  with  steam  power  for  any  looms  that  might  be  put  up  in  their 
weaving  shed  for  a  term  of  twenty-«ne  years  from  August,  1858,  at  a  fixed 
annual  rent  per  loom,  payable  in  advance.  In  1865  S.  and  A.  assigned  their 
weaving  shed  and  the  benefit  of  the  agreement  to  W.  In  1871  H.  mortgaged 
his  mill,  which  contained  the  steam  power ;  and  in  1872  he  filed  a  petition  for 
liquidation  by  arrangement  under  which  a  trustee  was  appointed.  The  mort- 
gagee then  took  possession  of  the  mill  and  repudiated  the  agreement.  W. 
was,  in  consequence,  obliged  to  obtain  steam  power  for  hi's  looms  at  a  much 
higher  cost;  and  he  claimed  to  prove  in  the  liquidation  for  the  injury  which 
he  had  sustained.  Hdd,  that  the  agreement  was  valid,  and  that  the  damages 
sustained  by  the  owner  of  the  weaving  shed  were  such  as  could  be  fairly  esti- 
mated, and  that  W.  was  entitled  to  prove  for  them  in  the  liquidation.  Matter 
of  Waters  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  490. 

32.  Devastavit  by  executor.  By  articles  of  partnership  between  W.  and 
T.,  it  was  provided  that  all  the  then  existing  capital,  including  the  premises 
at  which  the  business  was  carried  on,  should  belong  to  W.  W.,  by 
his  will,  appointed  T.  and  others,  his  executors,  and  gave  his  execqtors  a 
limited  power  to  carry  on  the  business.  T.  alone  proved  and  carried  on 
the  business  at  the  old  premises,  and  committed  a  dewutamt  by  misapplying 
some  of  the  separate  property  of  W.  W.'s  estate  was  insolvent,  and 
was  being  wound  up  in  chancery.  T.'s  estate  was  being  wound  up  under  a 
liquidation  by  arrangement,  in  which  the  joint  estate  of  the  late  firm  was  also 
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dealt  with.    EM,  that  a^roof  coald  be  sustained  in  the  liquidation  on  behalf 
of  W/  estate  against  the  separate  estate  of  T.  in  respect  of  the  devastavit,^ 
not  withstanding  the  rule  against  a*  partner  proving  against  the  separate  estate 
of  his  copartner.    Ex  parte  Westcait ;  in  re  WJiUe  (Chan.  App.),  X,  680. 

33.  Who  may  prove.  A  creditor  of  a  bankrupt  died  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  bankruptcj,  and  his  estate  was  administered  in  chancery  in  a  suit 
instituted  by  a  creditor  against  the  administratrix.  The  Court  of  Chancery 
appointed  a  person  who  was  not  the  administratrix  to  prove  the  debt 
against  the  bankrupt's  estate.  Heid,  that  the  person  appointed  by  the  court 
had  a  right  to  prove  the  debt,  and  /ilso  to  vote  for  the  appointment  of  a  trustee 
at  the  meeting  of  the  creditors.  Ex  parte  Hare;  In  re  England  (Chan.  App.), 
XII.  711. 

34. The  67th  and  68th  rules  of  the  Bankruptcy  Rules,  1870,  only  apply 

to  ordinary  cases,  and  not  to  proofs  by  persons  appointed  by  the  Court  of 
Chancery  or  of  Lunacy  to  represent  the  creditor's  estate.  lb. 

36. It  is  the  settled  rule  in  bankruptcy  that  a  partner  cannot  prove, 

under  a  joint  commission  against  his  firm,  in  competition  with  the  creditors  of 
the  firm.    Naneon  v.  Gordon  (App.  Cas.),  XV,  70 ;  affirming  S.  C,  XI,  5t3. 

36. And  this  rule  applies  in  a  case  where  the  partner  had  died  before 

the  bankruptcy,  his  share  had  been  taken  by  the  other  partners  under  the 
provisions  of  the  partnership  deed,  and  the  money  due  in  respect  of  it  had  not 
been  paid  to  his  executors  at  the  time  of  the  bankruptcy.  lb. 

37.  Rednction  of  proo£  All  the  parties  to  certain  bills  of  exchange,  the 
payment  of  which  was  secured  as  between  some  of  them,  became  insolvent  — 
one  of  them  (a  company)  being  ordered  to  be  wound  up.  The  securities  were 
realized,  and  the  proceeds  paid  to  the  bill-holders.  After  the  bills  had 
matured,  but  before  the  securities  were  realized,  the  holders  had  proved 
against  the  company  for  the  full  amount.  HM,  that  the  proof  must  be 
reduced  by  the  amounts  received  by  the  bill-holders  from  the  securities,  and 
any  dividends  received  on  the  excess  of  the  original  over  the  reduced  proof 
must  be  refunded.  In  re  BarnstVe  Banking  Co;  Ex  parte  Joint  Stock  Discount 
Co,  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  704 ;  affirming  S.  C,  XI,  625. 

• 
V.  What  propertt  passes  to  trustee. 

38.  After-acquired  property.  When  the  creditors  of  a  liquidating  debtor 
have  passed  a  resolution  granting  him  his  discharge,  his  after-acquired  prop- 
erty does  not  vest  in  the  trustee,  but  belongs  to  the  debtor,  although  no  resolu- 
tion cloBing  the  liquidation  has  been  passed.  Ebbs  v.  Btdnois  (Chan.  App.), 
XIV,  729;  S.  P.  In  re  Bennett's  Trust/ (Chsm.  App.),  738. 

39.  • The  C.  Railway  Company  owed  money  to  P.,  who  was  their  engin- 
eer and  agent,  for  preliminary  expenses..  In  the  year  1866,  before  the  railway 
had  been  commenced,  the  C.  Company  sold  their  undertaking  to  three  other 
railway  companies,  and  an  agreement  was  executed  between  them  by  which 
the  three  companies  agreed  with  the  C.  Company,  among  other  things,  that  the 
contract  for  the  construction  of  the  railway  should  be  given  to  P.  or  his  nomi- 
nee. P.  was  no  party  to  this  deed,  but  was  employed  as  the  agent  of  the  C. 
Company  in  preparing  it.  In  1867,  P.  executed  an  inspectorship  deed,  by 
which  he  covenanted  that  he  would  get  in  and  realize  all  his  estate  and  effects, 
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ander  the  direction  of  the  inspectors,  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  to  be  ad- 
.ministeijed  as  in  bankruptcy,  and  also  that  he  would,  whenever  called  upon  to 
do  so,  assign  to  the  inspectors  all  his  estate  and  effects  remaining  undivided. 
And  it  was  provided  tliat  as  soon  as  all  the  said  estate  should  be  fully  adminis- 
tered or  assigned  to  tlie  inspectors,  the  deed  should  operate  as  a  full  discharge 
to  the  debtor.  In  1871,  P.  nominated  a  firm  of  contractors  for  the  construction 
of  the  railway,  and  received  from  them  a  sum  of  £8,500  for  so  doing.  The 
inspectors  claimed  this  sum  as  part  of  his  estate.  BM,  first,  that  as  P.  was 
not  a  party  to  the  contract  between  the  C.  Company  and  the  other  three  com- 
panies, and  as  there  was  no  evidence  that  the  C.  Company  had  constituted  it- 
self a  trustee  for  him,  the  expectation  of  his  deriving  a  benefit  from  the  con- 
tract was  not  such  an  interest  as  could  be  affected  by  the  inspectorship  deed. 
Matter  of  Piarcy  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  705. 

40. Secondly,  that  the  inspectorship  deed  only  affected  property  which 

belonged  to  the  debtor  at  the  time  of  its  execution,  and  that  the  sum  in  ques- 
tion being  after-acquired  property  the  inspectors  were  not  entitled  to  it.  lb. 

41.  Debts  doe.  Sums  retained  by  bankers  against  acceptances,  and  for  which 
they  have  given  marginal  notes,  are  not  debts  due  to  the  bankrupt  in  the 
course  of  his  business  within  the  order  and  disposition  clause,  Bankruptcy 
Act,  1869,  s.  15,  subs.  5.  Ex  parte  Kemp;  In  re  Faetnedge  (Chan.  App.),  VIII, 
922. 

42. The  expression  "  debts  due  "  in  that  clause  is  not  to  be  confined  to 

debts  presently  payable,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  will  not  include  debts  wliich 
were  only  contingent  at  the  commencement  of  the  bankruptcy.  lb. 

43.  Separate  property.  Where  proceedings  for  liquidation  have  been 
instituted  by  partners,  and  the  joint  creditors  have  passed  a  resolution  for 
liquidation  and  appointed  a  trustee,  the  separate  estate  of  each  partner,  as 
well  as  the  joint  estate,  vests  in  the  trustee  so  appointed ;  and  if  no  resolution 
is  passed  by  the  separate  creditors,  the  trustee  must  administer  the  separate 
estate  according  to  the  laws  of  bankruptcy.  In  such  a  case  a  discharge  by 
the  joint  creditors  will  not  operate  to  discharge  any  partner  or  his  separate 
estate  from  his  separate  debts.    Etbe  v.  Bulnaia  (Chan.  App.),  XIV,  720. 

44.  Funds  appropriated.  L.  &  Co.  employed  S.  &  Co.,  as  their  correspond- 
ents at  Havana,  and  R.  as  their  correspondent  in  London.  They  consigned 
certain  cargoes  to  S.  &  Co.  at  the  same  time,  informing  them  that  they  would 
draw  bills  on  R.  for  the  value.  This  they  accordingly  did,  and  the  bills  were 
accepted  by  R.  Before  the  bills  came  to  maturity,  S.  &  Co.  sent  remittances 
in  short  bills  to  R  to  cover  the  amount  of  the  bills,  telling  him  to  take  them 
'*  against  the  acceptances."  R.  became  bankrupt,  and  the  acceptances  were  not 
IHiid,  and  soon  after  S.  &  Co.  became  insolvent.  Held,  that  the  remittances 
must  be  applied  to  meet  the  acceptances.    Matter  of  Smart  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  855. 

46. It  is  no  objection  to  the  application  of  the  rule  in  that  case  that  the 

party  sending  the  remittances  was  not  a  party  to  the  bills  as  drawer  or  in- 
dorser,  provided  the  bills  were  drawn  in  respect  of  a  transaction  in  which  he 
is  liable.  lb. 

46.  Fonda  not  appointed.  W.  D.,  who  had  settled  as  a  grasier  in  Ans- 
tralia,  and  had  upon  his  own  petition  been  adjudicated  an  insolvent,  and 
received  his  certificate  there,  afterward  visited  England  in  1868,  and  died  there 
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intestate,  leaving  a  widow  in  Australia  and  creditors  who  had  received  only  a 
email  dividend  on  their  debts.  Under  a  settlement  made  on  the  marriage  of 
the  father  and  mother  of  W.  D.,  the  father,  who  died  in  1869,  had  power  to 
appoint  a  fund  amongst  his  children,  who,  in  default  of  appointment,  were 
entitled  equally.  The  power  was  not  exercised.  W.  D.'s  share  of  the  fund 
had  been  paid  into  court.  On  a  petition  hj  the  official  assignee  in  the  insol- 
vency, it  was  held  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  fund  in  court.  Matter  of  David- 
son's Settlement  (Eq.  C),  V,  892. 

47.  Payments  under  pressnre.  The  sheriff  having  received  a  writ  of  exe- 
cution  against  a  trader  for  a  debt  exceeding  £50,  the  debtor,  on  the  24th  of 
July,  before  any  levy  had  been  made,  paid  to  the  sherifTs  officer  a  large  part 
of  the  debt  in  a  bill,  a  check  drawn  by  another  person,  and  bank  notes.  On 
the  25th  of  July  the  sherifTs  officer  asked  the  creditors  whether  they  would 
accept  in  part  payment  what  the  debtor  had  given  him,  and  showed  them  the 
bill.  They  expressed  their  assent.  On  the  26th  of  July  (Saturday)  the  debtor 
filed  a  liquidation  petition,  and  a  receiver  was  appointed.  On  the  28th  of  July 
the  sheriff's  officer,  having  received  the  remainder  of  the  debt  from  another 
person  liable  for  it,  paid  the  whole  to  the  creditors.  Held,  that  the  transaction 
was  a  payment  under  pressure ;  and  that  the  creditors  were  not  bound  to  hand 
over  to  the  trustee  the  bill  of  exchange,  the  check  or  the  bank  notes.  Bx 
parte  Brooke;  In  re  Hassail  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  876. 

48. C,  a  manufacturer  in  England,  was  in  the  habit  of  purchasing  flax 

from  P.,  in  Belgium,  whose  sister  he  had  married.  In  August,  1872,  he  owed 
upwards  of  £4,000  to  P.,  as  the  executrix  of  her  mother's  estate,  and  also  £800 
on  the  current  account  between  P.  and  himself ;  and  being  pressed  by  her  for 
payment,  he  promised  to  send  £2,850  on  account  of  the  debt  to  the  estate.  On 
the  4th  of  November,  1872,  C.  sent  bills  to  the  amount  of  £4,000  to  P.,  who 
received  the  proceeds,  and  applied  £2,350  toward  the  debt  to  her  mother's 
estate,  and  carried  tke  rest  to  the  account  current  between  C.  and  herself,  and 
with  that  sum,  and  other  sums  afterward  remitted,  she  purchased  flax,  and 
consigned  it  to  0.  0.  was  at  that  time  in  insolvent  circumstances,  and  on  the 
5th  of  November  committed  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  on  which  he  was  adjudi- 
cated bankrupt  on  the  28th  of  November.  The  trustee  claimed  the  sum  of 
£4,000,  as  having  been  paid  to  P.  by  way  of  fraudulent  preference.  Held,  that 
there  was  no  fraudulent  preference.  Ex  parte  Keran;  In  re  firawford 
(Chan.  App.),  X,  718. 

49.  Property  in  debtor's  possession.  On  the  2d  day  of  May  a  bill  of  sale 
of  diattels  was  executed,  and  it  was  afterward  duly  registered.  The  mort- 
gagee did  not  demand  possession  of  the  goods  until  the  15th  of  June.  The 
goods  had  been  seized  on  the  5th  of  June  by  the  sheriff  under  an  execution 
issued  by  another  creditor,  and  on  the  13th  of  June  the  debtor  had  filed  a 
liquidation  petition.  The  sheriff  remained  in  possession  till  the  20th  of  June. 
Hdd,  that  the  sheriff^s  possession,  being  wrongful  as  against  the  mortgagee, 
did  not  prevent  the  goods  from  being  in  the  order  or  disposition  of  the  debtor  - 
at  the  commoncement  of  the  liquidation,  and  that  they  consequently  passed 
to  the  trustee.     Ex  parte  Edey  ;  In  re  Cuthbertson  (Eq.  C),  XI,  831. 

60. A  draper  in  London,  being  the  owner  of   household  furniture, 

which  was  in  his  dwelling-house  and  shop,  signed  a  written  agreement  by 
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which  he  sold  the  farnitare  to  a  furniture  dealer,  and  hired  it  back  at  a  rent 
of  12s,  M.  A  week.  He  remained  in  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  furniture 
under  the  agreement  for  more  than  four  years,  and  then  filed  a  petition  for 
liquidation,  under  which  a  truetee  was  appointed.  Held^  that  the  furniture 
was  in  the  order  and  disposition  of  the  debtor  as  the  reputed  owner  at  the 
commencement  of  the  liquidation,  and  that  the  trustee  was  entitled  to  it. 
£hi  parte  Layering ;  In  re  Jones  (Chan.  App.),  X,  626. 

61. A  bill  of  sale  was  executed  on  the  9th  of  January,  1872.     On  the 

2dd  of  January  the  grantor  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation.  On  the  30th  of 
January  the  bill  of  sale  was  registered,  and  on  the  12tb  of  February  the  trus- 
tee under  the  liquidation  took  possession  of  the  property.  The  bill  of  sale 
provided  that  the  grantor  should  continue  in  possession  of  the  property  until 
default  in  payment  upon  demand  of  what  sbould  be  due  to  the  grantee.  The 
grantor  remained  in  possession  of  the  property  until  the  12th  of  February,  no 
demand  for  payment  or  possession  having  been  made  by  the  gprantee.  On  that 
day  the  grantee  authorized  an  agent  to  take  possession,  but  no  possession  was 
taken  by  him.  Held,  that  the  trustee  was  entitled  to  the  property  as  against 
the  bill  of  sale  holder,  the  grantee's  title  not  having  been  perfected  by  demand 
and  possession  before  the  bankruptcy.  'Ex parte  Harding  (Eq.  C),  V,  816. 

62. A  mortgagee,  under  an  unregistered  bill  of  sale  of  furniture  and 

live  stock  at  a  house,  sent  two  men  into  the  house  on  the  10th  of  February  to 
take  possession  of  the  goods.  They  remained  in  the  house,  but  allowed  the 
debtors  and  their  family  to  use  the  goods  as  usual  till  the  14th  of  February. 
On  the  11th  of  February  the  debtors  executed  another  bill  of  sale,  which  com- 
prised  substantially  all  their  property,  to  another  creditor,  to  secure  an  ante- 
cedent debt.  Early  in  the  morning  of  the  14th  of  February  the  first  mort- 
gagee sent  vans  to  the  house,  and  the  men  in  possession  commenced  to  pack 
the  furniture  and  load  the  vans.  At  half-past  twelve  o'clock  on. the  same  day 
the  debtors  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation.  The  furniture  and  live  stock  at 
the  house  were  carried  away  by  the  first  mortgagee  before  the  evening.  Held, 
that  the  furniture  and  live  stock  were  in  the  apparent  possession  of  the 
debtors  until  the  morning  of  the  14th  of  February,  within  the  7th  section  of 
the  Bills  of  Sale  Act  (17  &  18  Vict.,  c.  86).  but  ceased  to  be  so  when  the  me^  in 
possession  began  to  pack  the  goods  and  put  them  in  the  vans,  and  that,  as  the 
debtors  committed  an  act  of  bankruptcy  on  the  11th  by  the  assignment  of  all 
their  property,  the  first  bill  of  sale  was  void  as  against  the  trustee  in  the  liqui- 
dation, and  the  trustee  was  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  the  sale.  JSx  parte 
Jay;  In  re  BUnkhom  (Chan.  App.),  X,  678. 

63. The  holders  for  value  of  an  unregistered  bill  of  sale  of  certain 

goods  supplied  to  an  innkeeper  for  use  in  his  business  allowed  them  to  remain 
in  the  hands  of  his  administratrix  after  his  death.  She  continued  the  busi- 
ness and  remained  in  possession  of  the  goods  for  fifteen  months  after  taking 
out  letters  of  administration  to  him,  at  the  end  of  which  time  she  became 
bankrupt.  Hdd,  first,  that  the  goods  were  in  the  order  and  disposition  of  the 
bankrupt,  with  the  consent  of  the  true  owners;  and  secondly,  that,  independ- 
ently of  the  bill  of  sale,  the  lapse  of  more  than  a  year,  during  which  the  goods 
were  in  the  hands  of  the  administratrix  and  used  by  her  for  the  purposes  of 
her  bosiness,  precluded  any  claim  as  against  her  creditors  l^  the  creditors  of 
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the  estate  of  which  she  was  adminifltratrlx.  KUehen  y.  IbbeUon  (£q.  C), 
VII,  668. 

64. On  the  2dd  of  September,  H.  discounted  for  P.  two  bills  of  exchange 

payable  on  the  12th  of  October,  and  P.  gave  H.  a  bill  of  sale  as  securitj,  re- 
questing him  not  to  register  it  unless  the  bills  were  dishonored  at  maturity. 
H.  accordingly  did  not  register  it.  On  the  12th  of  October  the  bills  were  dis- 
honored, on  which  H.  took  them  up  and  P.  gave  him  two  fresh  bills  for  the 
same  amount,  and  a  new  bill  of  sale  of  the  same  chattels.  On  the  SOth  of 
October,  the  new  bills  were  dishonored,  and  H.  gave  directions  to  take  posses- 
sion of  the  chattels.  Early  on  the  81  st,  a  broker  went  to  take  possession,  but 
could  not  on  that  day  get  into  the  house  where  they  were.  On  the  same  day 
the  bill  of  sale  was  registered,  and  P.  committed  an  act  of  bankruptcy  by 
filing  a  petition  for  liquidation,  on  which  he  was  subsequently  adjudged  bank- 
rupt. On  the  1st  of  November,  H.  obtained  possession  of  the  goods.  Hield, 
that  the  goods  belonged  to  H.  and  not  to  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy,  for  that 
they  were  not  in  the  order  and  disposition  of  the  bankrupt  with  the  consent 
of  the  true  owner  at  the  time  of  the  act  of  bankruptcy ;  that  the  Bills  of  Sale 
Act  did  not  apply,  and  that  the  transaction  was  not  inyalid  as  being  a  scheme 
to  evade  the  provisions  of  that  act.  Matter  of  Harris  (Chan.  App.),  T7, 
750. 

66. In  December,  1870,  W.  bought  from  C.  whisky  in  bond,  to  remain 

in  bond  to  C.'s  order,  rent  free  for  twelve  months,  after  which  warehouse  rent 
to  be  paid.  In  March,  1871,  the  price  was  paid.  On  the  19th  of  February, 
1872,  W.  wrote  to  G.  directing  him  to  forward  a  specified  hogshead  of  the 
whisky,  and  inclosing  a  check  of  sufficient  amount  to  pay  duty  and  clear  the 
whisky.  On  the  26th  C.  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation,  having  retained  the 
check,  but  not  paid  the  duty  nor  in  any  way  complied  with  W.'s  directions. 
At  the  time  of  sale  the  whisky  had  been  all  carried  to  W.'s  credit  in  C.'s 
books,  but  had  throughout  been  lying  to  C.'s  order  at  a  dock  warehouse.  Held, 
that  this  hogshead  did  not  pass  to  the  trustee  in  liquidation  as  being  within 
C.'s  order  and  disposition,  as  the  consent  of  the  true  owner  had  been  deter- 
mined by  the  demand  of  possession,  though  no  notice  had  been  given  to  the 
warehouseman.    Matter  of  Ward  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  822. 

66. At  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  a. petition  for  liquidation  by  ar- 
rangement, there  were  lying  in  the  bonded  Warehouse  of  the  debtors,  who 
were  wine  and  spirit  merchants  in  Liverpool,  certain  butts  of  whisky  which 
they  had  sold  to  the  appellant.  The  goods  were  left  there  for  the  convenience 
of  the  purchaser,  to  whom  a  delivery  warrant  had  been  given  by  the  vendors, 
in  which  they  stated  that  they  held  the  goods  to  his  order  as  warehousemen. 
The  vendors  did  not  carry  on  business  as  general  warehousemen,  but  it  was 
proved  to  be  the  usual  custom  of  the  wine  and  spirit  trade,  in  Liverpool,  for 
goods  sold  in  bond  to  remain  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  ven- 
dfSrSf  in  the  bonded  warehouse  in  which  they  were  at  the  time  of  sale,  until 
they  were  required  by  the  purchaser  for  use.  Held,  that  the  existence  bf  a 
custom  of  this  nature,  shown  to  be  well  known  among  persons  concerned  in 
the  wine  and  spirit  trade,  excluded  the  doctrine  of  reputed  ownership,  and 
that  the  goods  did  not  pass  to  the  trustee.  Ex  parte  Watkiiu  (Chan.  App.), 
VI,  466. 
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67. At  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  a  petition  for  liquidation  bj 

arrangement,  certain  butts  of  whisky  which  had  been  sold  bj  the  debtors  to 
the  appellants  were  lying  in  the  bonded  warehouse  of  a  third  person  at  Leith, 
in  the  n.ame  of  the  debtors.  No  delivery  order  had  been  given  to  the  pur- 
chasers before  the  filing  of  the  petition,  and  they  were  ignorant  in  what  ware- 
house the  whisky  was  lying.  Heldy  that  the  custom  of  the  spirit  trade 
excluded  the  reputation  of  ownership,  although  the  whisky  was  in  the  ware- 
house of  a  third  party,  and  not  in  that  of  the  vendors.  Ex  parte  Vanx;  In  re 
CouHon  (Chan.  App.),  X,  613. 

68. Held,  also,  that  the  fact  of  the  delivery  order  not  having  been  given 

to  the  purchasers  before  the  commencement  of  the  liquidation  did  not  raise  a 
reputation  of  ownership  in  the  vendors.  lb. 

69. A  husband  and  wife,  at  a  time  when  the  wife  was  under  age,  exe- 
cuted a  deed  which  purported  to  convey  freehold  property  of  the  wife  to  a 
purchaser  for  £500.  The  deed  was  not  acknowledged  by  the  wife.  The  hus- 
band received  the  £500.  The  purchaser  afterward  contracted  to  sell  the  prop- 
erty, and  his  sub  purchaser  required  the  concurrence  of  the  wife  in  the  con- 
veyance to  him.  The  wife,  who  was  then  of  age,  refused  to  concur,  unless 
the  husband  would  execute  a  bill  of  sale  of  his  furniture* to  a  trustee  for  her, 
to  secure  the  payment  of  £425  for  her  separate  use.  fhis  was  done  by  the 
husband,  and  she  then  executed  the  conveyance  to  the  sub-purchaser.  The 
bill  of  sale  was  registered.  Possession  of  the  furniture  was  given  to  the  trus- 
tee by  delivering  to  him  a  silver  fork  in  the  name  of  the  whole,  and  thct  keys 
of  the  house  where  the  furniture  was ;  but  the  ^furniture  remained,  until  the 
husband  filed  a  liquidation  petition,  in  the  house  which  was  occupied  by  him 
and  his  wife,  and  it  was  used  by  them.  Held,  that  the  execution  of  the  bill 
of  sale  amounted  to  a  purchase  of  the  wife's  concurrence  in  the  conveyance ; 
that  the  possession  was  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  deed,  and  that  the 
wife's  trustee  was  entitled  to  the  furniture  as  against  the  trustee  under  the 
liquidation.     Ex  parte  Cox;  In  re  Reed  (Chan.  Div.),  XY,  756. 

60.  Partnership  property.  By  the  decree  in  a  suit  a  partnership  between 
the  plaintifT  and  defendant  was  dissolved,  and  the  business  and  partnership 
property  were  ordered  to  be  sold  as  a  going  concern,  either  party  being  at  lib- 
erty to  bid.  Under  a  subsequent  order  the  plaintiff  became  the  purchaser,  he 
having  in  the  meantime  been  carrying  on  the  business  for  the  benefit  of  the 
purchaser.  Under  the  order  approving  of  the  purchase  by  him  he  was 
allowed  to  go  into  possession  at  once  as  purchaser.  He  continued  in  posses- 
sion for  some  time,  and  ultimately  became  bankrupt.  Held,  that  under  the 
circumstances  the  business  and  partnership  property  were  in  the  order  and 
disposition  of  the  bankrupt,  with  the  consent  of  the  true  owner.  Orciham  v. 
McCuOoeh  (Bq.  C),  XV,  401. 

61.  Joint  and  separate  property.  By  a  partnership  deed  it  was  stipulated 
that  A.  and  B.  should  be  partners  in  the  profits  of  the  business,  the  capital  of 
which  belonged  to  A. ;  and  that  on  the  death  of  A.  the  partnership  should  be 
dissolved,  and  B.*b  share  of  profits  should  thenceforth  belong  to  A.'b  repre- 
sentatives, and  that  his  representatives  should  thenceforth  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness, and  that  B.  should  receive  from  them  his  share  of  the  profits  up  to  A.'8 
death.    A.  died  during  the  partnership,  having  appointed  B.  his  execator.    B 
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carried  on  the  trade  for  fourteen  months,  and  then  filed  a  petition  for  liquida- 
tion. Part  of  the  stock  in  trade  which  existed  at  A.'s  death  still  remained  in 
specie,  but  the  greater  part  had  been  disposed  of  bj  B.  in  the  course  of  the 
business,  and  fresh  stock  in  trade  bought  by  him.  Held,  that  the  partnership 
deed  had  not  the  effect  of  converting  the  stock  in  trade  into  separate  estate \>f 
A.,  but  that  so  much  of  the  present  assets  as  had  been  in  existence  at  A/s 
death  was  applicable  as  joint  estate  to  pay  the  joint  creditors  of  the  firm,  and 
so  much  as  had  been  bought  since  A. 's  death  was  applicable  as  separate  estate 
of  B.    Bx  parte  MorUy  ;  In  re  White  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  531. 

62.  Joint,  after  separate  adjudication.  One  of  two  partners  was  adjudicated 
bankrupt  in  England,  and  the  other  in  Ireland ;  they  were  then  jointly  adju- 
dicated bankrupts  in  Ireland.  Most  of  the  joint  creditors  were  in  England, 
and  a  considerable  part  of  the  assets  was  in  England.  Eeld,  that  the  assets 
in  England  would  not  be  handed  over  to  the  assignees  in  the  joint  bankruptcy. 
The  effect  of  a  joint  adjudication  after  separate  adjudications  discussed.  Mai' 
ter  of  (yUeardon  {ChAu.  App.),  VIII,  739. 

VI.  Rbcbiybh  and  truster,  dutibs,  actions  bt  and  against. 

63.  Valuation  of  assets.  A  receiver  and  manager  of  the  property  and  busi- 
ness  of  traders  who  had  filed  a  liquidation  petition  was  appointed  by  the  court 
under  rule  260.  Without  obtaining  any  previous  sanction  from  t^e  court  or 
the  creditors,  he  expended  a  considerable  sum  in  obtaining  a  valuation  of  the 
debtor's  assets,  and  he  also  employed  the  debtors  to  assist  in  managing  the 
business  at  a  weekly  salary.  Held,  that  the  court  had  a  discretion  as  to  allow- 
ing sums  so  expended,  and  that  under  the  circumstances  they  had  been  properly 
allowed.  Held,  also,  that  the  sanction  of  the  court  to  the  expenditure  could 
be  given  after  it  had  been  made.  Ez  parte  Gordon;  In  re  Gomersall  (Eq.  C), 
XIII,  809. 

64. It  is  the  duty  of  a  receiver,  whether  appointed  by  the  court  or 

nominated  by  the  creditors,  to  investigate  the  state  of  the  debtor's  afiairs,  and 
inform  the  creditors  at  their  first  meeting  what  he  believes  to  be  the  value  of 
the  debtor's  assets.  lb. 

66.  Receiver,  duty  oi  A  creditor  sued  out  a  debtor's  summons,  and  the 
debt  not  having  been  paid  or  secured,  he  presented  a  petition  for  adjudication, 
and  got  a  receiver  appointed.  Soon  afterward  the  debtor,  with  the  consent 
of  the  receiver,  paid  part  of  the  debt  to  the  creditor,  and  the  creditor  accord- 
ingly withdrew  the  petition  for  adjudication.  The  debtor  had  been  adjudged 
bankrupt  on  the  petition  of  another  creditor  after  the  part  payment.  Held, 
that  the  receiver  was  a  trustee  for  all  the  creditors,  and  had  no  right  to  permit 
the  payment  to  be  made  to  the  creditor  who  sued  out  the  debtor's  summons, 
and  that  the  money  must  be  paid  over  to  the  trustee  in  the  bankruptcy.  Ex 
parte  Jay;  In  re  Poioia  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  783. 

M* liability  o£     A  petition  for  liquidation  having  been  presented,  a 

receiver  was  appointed  and  ordered  to  take  possession  of  the  fixtures  and 
stock-in-trade  at  the  debtor's  brewery ;  and  an  injunction  was  granted 
restraining  a  mortgagee,  who  was  in  possession  of  the  brewery  under  a  bill 
of  sale,  from  intermeddling  with  the  chattels  in  the  brewery.  When  the 
injunction  was  granted,  the  receiver  and  the  debtor  gave  undertakings  to  be 
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answerable  for  damages.  The  mortgagee  afterward  established  his  title  to 
the  brewerj  and  the  chattels  in  it,  and  then  applied  for  an  inquiry  as  to  dam- 
ages sustained  by  the  occupation  of  the  receiver.  Held,  tliat  the  receiver 
must  be  treated  as  the  agent  of  the  creditors,  and  not  of  the  mortgagee,  and 
could  nbX  charge  the  mortgagee  with  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the  business ; 
and  that  he  was  liable,  under  his  undertaking,  for  damage  for  deterioration  of 
the  property,  and  for  rent  for  use  and  occupation  of  the  fixtures  and  stock-in- 
trade  ;  and  an  inquiry  was  directed  accordingly.  Ez  parts  Warren ;  In  re 
Joyce  (Chan.  App.),'  XII,  714. 

67.  Action  by  trustee.  The  trustee  of  a  bankrupt's  estate  applied,  under 
the  72d  section  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  to  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  to 
declare  a  bill  of  sale,  made  by  the  bankrupt  previously  to  his  bankruptcy, 
fraudulent  and  void  as  against  himself  as  trustee,  and  to  order  the  assignee 
under  the  bill  of  sale  who  had  previously  to  the  bankruptcy  sold  the  goods 
comprised  therein,  to  pay  over  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  himself  as  such 
trustee.  The  Court  of  Bankruptcy  having  made  the  order  prayed  for,  and  the 
assignee  having  accordingly  paid  over  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  held,  that 
the  trustee  could  not  afterward  bring  an  action  of  trover  against  the  assignee 
under  the  bill  of  sale  to  recover  the  difference  between  the  value  of  the  goods 
and  the  amount  realized  by  the  sale,  inasmuch  as  by  the  proceedings  in  bank- 
ruptcy to  recover  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  he  had  affirmed  such  sale,  and 
waived  the* tort.    Smith  v.  Bakffr  (Com.  PI.).  V,  823. 

68. Where  the  result  of  recovering  property  alleged  to  have  been 

delivered  to  a  creditor  by  way  of  fraudulent  preference  would  not  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  creditors  at  large,  but  of  an  individual  creditor  who  claims  a 
security  on  it,  the  trustee  ought  not  to  take  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
the  property  himself,  nor  will  the  individual  creditor  bp  allowed  to  take  them 
in  his  name.    En  parte  Cooper;  In  re  Zucco  (Clian.  App.),  XIV,  75o. 

69.  Action  against  trustee.  A  suit  in  chancery  was  instituted  by  legatees 
under  the  will  of  a  testator  against  his  executors,  and  against  the  continuing 
partners  of  a  firm  of  which  he  bad  been  a  member  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  K.  S.  D. ,  another  partner,  who  had  retired  after  the  testator's  death,  for  the 
purpose  of  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  partnership  as  they  existed  at  the 
time  of  the  testator's  death,  and  obtaining  payment  to  his  estate  of  the  share 
of  the  capital  which  was  due  to  him.  After  the  bill  was  filed  the  continuing 
partners  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation  by  arrangement,  and  a  trustee  was 
appointed.  The  trustee  was  made  a  party  to  the  suit  by  a  supplemental  order, 
but  no  relief  was  prayed  against  him.  The  trustee  having  applied  to  the 
Court  of  Bankruptcy  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  proceedings  in  the  suit 
as  against  him,  it  was  held,  by  Bacon,  C.  J.,  that  the  court  had  no  jurisdiction 
to  grant  an  injunction.  After  the  order  was  made,  R.  S.  D.  also  filed  a  petition 
for  liquidation.  Hdd,  by  the  lords  justices,  that  the  chief  judge  was  right  in 
refusing  the  injunction,  R.  S.  D.  being  then  insolvent.  £Jx  parte  Gordon 
(Chan.  App.),  VI,  484. 

70. But  held,  on  the  production  of   evidence  that  R.  S.  D.  had  also 

become  a  liquidating  debtor,  that  all  the  matters  in  question  in  the  suit  might 
be  properly  determined  in  bankruptcy ;  and  that  the  trustee  was  entitled  to 
the  injunction  asked  for.  lb. 
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71.  SetoflL  B.  &  Co.  had  basiness  transactions  with  a  trader  who  became 
banlLrapt,  and  at  the  time  of  the  bankruptcy  the  bankrupt  owed  B.  &  Co. 
£3.010,  and  B.  &  Co  owed  the  bankrupt  £88 ;  but  the  bankrupt  held  goods  of 
B.  &  Co.,  upon  which  he  had  a  lien  for  that  amount.  The  trustee  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy insisted  that  B.  &  Co.  should  pay  the  debt  of  £88  before  the  goods  were 
delivered  up  to  them,  and  that  they  should  prove  for  the  whole  sum  of  £8,010 
against  the  bankrupt's  estate,  ffetd,  that  B.  &  Co.  were  entitled  to  have  the 
sum  of  £88  set  off  against  their  claim,  so  as  to  free  the  goods  from  the  lien, 
and  to  prove  for  the  balance  against  the  bankrupt's  estate.  jBkt  parte  Bamett ; 
In  re  Deoeu  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  878. 

72. A  person  in  whom  the  estate  of  a  bankrupt  was,  on  the  annulling 

of  the  bankruptcy,  vested  under  s.  81  of  the  Bahkruptcy  Act,  1869,  having 
sued  for  a  debt  due  to  the  bankrupt,  the  defendant  pleaded  a  set-off,  by  way 
of  mutual  credit  at  the  time  of  the  bankruptcy,  between  the  defendant  and 
the  bankrupt,  for  unliquidated  damages  provable  in  bankruptcy,  and  which 
would  have  been  provable  against  the  bankrupt  had  the  proceedings  in  bank> 
ruptcy  continued  against  him.  On  demurrer,  ?isld,  that  the  plea  was  good,  as 
the  vesting  order  vested  the  property  of  the  bankrupt  in  the  plaintiff,  subject 
to  the  right  to  set  off  debts  which  would  have  been  provable  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy.    Wea  V.  Baker  (Ex.  Div.),  XV,  294. 

VII.  Protbctsd  transactions.  y 

73.  Paymenta  without  notloe.  The  concluding*  words  of  the  92d  section  of 
the  82  &  88  Vict.,  c.  71  (the  Bankrupt  Act,  1869),  giving  protection  to  payments, 
etc.,  made  as  therein  specified,  apply  to  a  creditor  of  the  bankrupt,  and  not 
merely  to  his  transferee.  Butcher  r.  Stead  (H.  of  L.),  XIV,  211:  affirming 
B.  C,  X,  607. 

74i Where,  therefore,  a  person  sold  goods  to  another  as  upon  a  cash 

credit,  and,  just  before  the  credit  expired,  received  from  the  vendee)  then  on 
the  eve  of  bankruptcy,  payment  for  those  goods,  being,  at  the  time  of  such  pay- 
ment, entirely  without  knowledge  or  even  suspicion  of  the  true  state  of  the 
vendee's  circumstances,  he  was  held  to  be  protected.  lb. 

76. S.,  a  calico  merchant  at  Manchester,  sold  calico,  in  September,  to 

M.  &  W.,  calico  printers  there,  on  the  usual  terms  of  the  Manchester  market, 
which  would  have  made  payment  due  on  the  2d  of  December.  M.  &  W.  were 
at  the  time  of  the  purchase  (though  quite  unknown  to  S.)  in  insolvent  circum- 
stances. In  November  M.  &  W.  sold  a  large  part  of  their  stock  in  trade,  and 
directed  their  cashier  to  pay  their  trade  creditors.  The  casbier  did  so,  and  on 
the  22d  of  Noveml)er  paid  S.,  taking  discount  and  rebate  of  interest  in  the 
ordinary  way.  M.  &  W.  were  largely  indebted  to  other  persons  for  advances, 
and  on  banking  accounts.  On  the  8d  of  December  M.  &  W.  filed  a  petition  for 
liquidation,  and  a  trustee  was  appointed.  The  trustee  sought  to  get  back  the 
money  which  had  been  paid  to  S.  Held  {dubUante  Lord  Sblbornb),  that  S.  was 
protected  as  ^''a  payee,  in  good  faith,  and  for  valuable  consideration,"  within 
the  word  of  the  02d  section  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869.  lb. 

76.  l^rmnafer  in  pursuanoe  of  previous  agreement.  Two  traders — brothers 
—  obtained  advances  amounting  to  £500  from  their  father  and  brother  in 
various  sums,  and  in  1870,  on  the  last  advance  of  £250,  they  signed  an  agree- 
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ment  that  they  would,  on  demand,  assign  the  Inase  of  their  premises  and  their 
business,  stock-in-trade  and  book  debts  to  the  creditors,  with  a  proviso  that  if 
they  should  repay  the  sums  advanced,  the  agreement  should  be  void  ;  but  if 
they  should  fail  to  do  so,  a  valuation  should  be  made,  and  the  balance,  if  any, 
should  be  paid  to  the  debtors.  At  the  same  time  the  lease  was  deposited  with 
the  same  creditors  as  a  security  for  the  due  performance  of  the  agreement. 
In  1873  the  debtors  became  embarrassed,  and  the  creditors  demanded  the  exe- 
cution of  an  assignment  in  pursuance  of  the  agreement,  which  was  accord- 
ingly executed,  and  the  balance  of  the  valuation  of  the  property,  amounting 
to  £123,  was  paid  to  the  debtors.  The  assignment  included  substantially  the 
whole  of  the  debtors'  property,  and  the  creditors  took  possession  of  it  forth- 
with. A  few  days  afterward  the  debtors  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation,  and 
the  trustee  applied  to  have  the  deed  of  assignment  of  1878  declared  void. 
Held,  that  the  agreement  of  1870  became  a  binding  security  on  demand  being 
made,  and  that  the  assignment  of  1873,  being  based  upon  it,  was  valid.  Sx 
parte  hard;  In  re  Cook  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  860. 

11, In  August,  S. ,  a  shipbuilder,  whose    account  current  with  his 

bankers  was  overdrawn .  offered  to  give  them  security  upon  a  ship  which  he 
was  building.  The  bankers  declined  to  accept  the  security  then,  but  said  that 
circumstances  might  arise  to  make  it  desirable  that  they  should  have  it,  and 
he  promised  to  give  it  them  when  they  wished  it.  On  the  38th  of  September 
the  offer  j^as  renewed,  but  the  bankers  urged  him  to  sell  the  ship  and  so  pre- 
vent the  necessity  of  their  tliking  the  security.  On  the  7th  of  October  S.  had 
an  interview  with  them  at  the  bank,  and  they  told  him  that  they  would  accept 
tlie  security,  and  that  he  was  to  lodge  the  builder's  certificate  of  the  ship  with 
their  manager.  The  next  day  he  signed  the  certificate  and  gave  it  to  the  ban^ 
manager.  The  certificate  described  the  ship  and  her  engines,  and  stated  that 
she  had  been  built  for  the  bank  manager.  At  this  time  she  was  not  launched, 
but  was  in  an  unfinished  state  in  the  builder's  yard.  The  engines  were  not 
on  board,  but  were  lying  unfinished  in  the  yard  of  the  firm  who  were  making 
them  for  the  shipbuilder.  On  the  9th  of  October  the  shipbuilder  had  another 
interview  with  the  bankers,  when  they  told  him  they  could  advance  him  no 
more  money,  and  did  not  see  how  he  could  go  on,  to  which  he  assented ;  but 
they  agreed  to  advance  him  £770  to  pay  his  workmen's  weekly  wages,  on  the 
security  of  an  assignment  of  a  debt  owing  to  him  from  another  person,  and 
told  him  that  they  could  go  no  further,  and  that  he  had  better  consult  his 
solicitor  as  to  his  position.  On  the  10th  of  October  the  manager  endeavored 
to  get  himself  registered  as  the  owner  of  the  ship,  but  as  she  was  not 
launched,  this  could  not  be  done.  But  he  placed  a  man  in  possession  of  her 
and  fixed  a  notice  upon  her  that  she  was  his  property.  On  the  10th  of  October 
3.  paid  his  workmen,  and  then  discharged  them  and  closed  his  place  of  busi- 
ness. On  the  12th  of  October  he  filed  a  liquidation  petition.  Hdd^  that  both 
the  securities  given  to  the  bankers  were  valid  as  against  the  trustee  in  the 
liquidation,  there  not  being  in  the  transactions  any  thing  amounting  to  either 
a  fraudulent  preference  or  an  act  of  bankruptcy.  Ex  parte  Hodgkin  ;  In  re 
Softley  (Eq.  C),  XV,  593. 

78. Held,  also,  that  the  deposit  of  the  builder's  certificate  created  a 

good  equitable  mortgage  of  the  unfinished  ship,  including  the  engines  which 
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were  beings  built  for  her,  bat  subject,  as  to  the  engines,  to  any  lien  for  unpaid 
purchase-money  to  which  the  engine-builders  might  be  entitled.  lb. 

79. Held,  also,  that  the  assignment  of  the  debt,  having  been  given  after 

the  insolvent  position  of  S.  was  disclosed,  was  a  security  for  the  £770  only, 
and  could  not  be  made  available  by  consolidation  or  otherwise  to  secure  the 
past  debt.  lb. 

80.  Parol  agreement  for  farther  advances.  An  assignment  of  substan- 
tially the  whole  of  a  mortgagor's  property  to  secure  a  previously  existing 
debt  and  further  advances  is  not  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  if  there  is  a  contem- 
poraneous parol  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  mortgagee  to  make  further 
advances  to  a  sufficient  amount,*and  such  advances  are  afterward  in  fact  made, 
even  though  the  deed  contains  no  covenant  or  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
mortgagee  to  make  any  farther  advances.  Ex  parte  Winder;  In  re  Win- 
stanlep  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  746. 

81.  Payment  to  take  up  prior  bills.  Where  a  person  who  had  committed 
an  act  of  bankruptcy,  on  which  he  was  afterward  adjudged  a  bankrupt,  exe- 
cuted'a  bill  of  sale  to  one  who  had  notice  of  the  act  of  bankruptcy,  by  way  of 
security,  for  a  sum  paid  by  the  latter,  to  take  up  two  similar  bills  of  sale  executed 
prior  to  such  act,  which  were  registered,  and  for  a  further  sum  advanced  by 
him,  the  old  bills  being  transferred  to  him,  and  satisfaction  thereof  entered 
up,  but  the  new  bill  of  sale  not  being  registered ;  Md,  that  the  new  bill  of 
sale  was  valid  as  against  the  trustee  in  the  bankruptcy  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  paid  to  take  up  such  prior  bills.  JSSx  parte  ffarris  ;  In  re  Jamee  (Eq.  C), 
XI,  829. 

82.  Property  retomed  to  vendor.  A  trader,  being  in  insolvent  circum- 
stances,  applied  to  a  creditor,  to  whom  he  owed  £2,500  for  goods  supplied  in 
the  way  of  his  business,  to  supply  him  with  more  goods  on  credit.  The  credi- 
tor refused  to  supply  any  more  goods  unless  the  debtor  paid  £200  on  account 
of  the  goods  previously  supplied.  The  debtor  said  Jie  could  n^t  pay  the 
money,  and,  on  being  pressed  by  the  creditor,  he  offered  to  return  goods  to 
the  amount  of  the  £200,  which  he  did  not  want.  This  the  creditor  agreed  to, 
and  the  goods  were  accordingly  returned  to  him.  On  the  same  day  the  debtor 
filed  a  petition  for  liquidation.  Held,  that  the  delivery  of  the  goods  to  the 
creditors  was  not  a  fraudulent  preference,  jfi^  parte  Top?iam  (Chan. 
App.),  VI,  580. 

83. Held,  also,  that  the  trustee  in  the  liquidation  was  not  entitled  to 

have  the  goods  given  up  by  the  creditor,  on  the  ground  that  the  delivery  to 
him  was  on  condition  of  his  supplying  fresh  goods,  which  he  had  never 
done.  lb. 

84. Two  of  the  principal  creditors  of  a  debtor  had  a  meeting  with  him, 

at  which  he  admitted  that,  unless  he  could  get  assistance  from  his  friends,  he 
must  become  bankrupt.  Held,  that  one  of  the  creditors  might,  notwithstand- 
ing the  meeting,  obtain  payment  from  the  debtor  of  a  debt  previously  due.  lb.

86.  RIghta  of  ezeoation  creditor.  An  execution  creditor,  who  has  seized 
the  goods  of  his  debtor  before  the  latter  has  committed  an  act  of  bank- 
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mptcy,  is  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  them  as  against  the  trustee.  Therefore, 
where  goods  of  a  non-trading  debtor  were  seized  on  the  18th  of  February,  and 
the  debtor  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation  on  the  22d  of  February ;  held,  that 
the  execution  creditor  was  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  the  execution.  2^  parte 
Bailey;  In  re  Jecks  (Eq.  C),  I,  703. 

86. A  creditor  levied  execution  on  his  debtor's  goods  for  a  debt  exceed- 
ing £50,  and  the  sheriflT  seized  and  sold  them.  The  debtoi*  filed  a  petition  for 
liquidation,  and  served  notice  of  it  on  the  sheriff  before  the  sale.  Before  the 
expiration  of  fourteen  days  after  the  sale,  the  first  meeting  of  -the  creditors 
was  held,  but  no  resolution  was  passed.  The  sheriff,  then,  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  fourteen  days,  paid  the  proceeds-  of  the  sale  to  the  execution 
creditor.  Afterward  a  bankruptcy  petition  was  filed  by  another  creditor, 
which  stated  the  filing  of  the  petition  for  liquidation  and  the  failure  of  the 
proceedings,  and  the  debtor  was  adjudicated  bankrupt  under  this  petition. 
The  trustee  demanded  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  from  the  execution  creditor, 
who  paid  them  to  him,  believing  that  he  was  legally  entitled  to  them.  Held, 
that  the  liquidation  proceedings  entirely  came  to  an  end  on  the  failure  of  the 
meeting  to  pass  a  resolution,  and  that  the  debtor  was  not  adjudged  a  bankrupt 
on  the  liquidation  petition  within  the  meaning  of  the  87th  section  of  the  Bank- 
ruptcy Act,  1869 ;  and  the  sheriff  was,  therefore,  justified  in  paying  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  to  the  execution  creditor.  E»  parte  James;  In  re  Condon 
(Chan.  App.),  X,  619. 

87. Held,  also,  that  the  court  had  jurisdiction  to  relieve  against  the 

mistake  of  law,  and  to  order  the  money  to  be  repaid  by  the  trustee  to  the  exe- 
cution creditor.  lb. 

88. The  sheriff  having  seized  the  goods  of  a  trader  debtor  under  an 

execution  for  more  than  £50,  the  debtor,  before  sale,  paid  him  on  the  18th  of 
November  and  the  21st  of  November,  two  sums  of  £100  and  £83  respectively, 
on  account  of  the  debt.  The  judgment  creditors  knew  of  and  assented  to  the 
payments.  *The  debtor*  on  the  24th  of  November,  filed  a  petition  for  liquida- 
tion, and  a  restraining  order  was  served  on  the  sheriff,  who  continued  to  hold 
the  sums  so  paid  on  account.  Subsequently,  on  the  20th  of  December,  trustees 
were  appointed,  who  claimed  the  £182.  Held,  that  the  judgment  creditors, 
having  assented  to  the  payments,  were  entitled  to  the  money  as  against  the 
trustees.

89. An  execution  levied  by  seizure  and  sale  of  a  trader's  goods  for  a 

debt  exceeding  £50,  although  an  act  of  bankruptcy,  is  not  for  that  reason 
necessarily  a.  void  proceeding ;  and  if  the  execution  creditor  had  no  notice  of 
a  prior  act  of  bankruptcy,  and  no  notice  of  a  petition  for  adjudication  is  given 
to  the  sherid  under  the  87th  section  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  within  four- 
teen days  after  the  sale,  the  execution  creditor  is  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale,  notwithstanding  a  supervening  bankruptcy.  Ehs  parte  ViUars;  In  re 
Sogers  (Chan.

90. In  sect.  95,  sub-sect.  8  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  '*  act  of  bank- 
ruptcy" means  an  act  of  bankruptcy  which  has  been  committed  prior  to  the 
time  of  seizure ;  and  the  onus  is  on  the  execution  creditor,  who  claims  the 
protection  of  that  section,  to  prove  that  he  had  no  notice  of  any  prior  act  of 
bankruptcy.    JSks parte  SchuUe;  In  re  Matane  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  933. 
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91. Notice  to  the  Bheriff's  officers  in  poflsension  under  an  execation  of 

an  act  of  bankruptcy  is  not  notice  to  the  creditor.  lb. 

92. A  creditor  issued  execution  against  a  trader  for  a  debt  aliove  £50. 

After  the  goods  seised  by  the  sheriff  had  been  sold,  the  same  creditor  issued 
another  execution  against  the  debtor  for  another  debt  above  £50.  The  goods 
seized  under  the  second  execution  were  sold,  and  the  money  produced  by  the 
sale  was  paid  over  to  the  creditor,  the  sheriff  having  had  no  notice  within 
fourteen  days  from  the  sale  of  any  bankruptcy  petition  against  the  debtor. 
Afterward  the  debtor  was  adjudicated  a  bankrupt  upon  the  act  of  bankruptcy 
committed  by  the  seizure  and  sale  under  the  first  execution.  The  money  pro- 
duced by  the  first  sale  was  not  paid  to  the  creditor  till  after  the  sale  under  the 
second  execution.  Held^  that,  though  it  was  not  proved  that  the  creditor  had, 
when  tbe  sale  took  place  under  the  second  'execution,  any  actual  knowledge 
that  the  sale  had  been  made  under  the  first,  he  must  be  deemed  to  have  had 
notice  of  the  proceedings  under  his  own  execution,  and  must,  therefore,  refund 
the  money  produced  by  the  second  execution.

93.  Qamisheew  A  judgment  creditor,  who  has  obtained  and  served  on  the 
garnishee  a  garnishee  order  nUi,  under  s.

1854,  before  a  petition  for  liquidation  has  been  presented  by  the  judgment 
debtor,  is  a  creditor  holding  a  security  on  the  debtor's  property  within  the 
meaning  of  s.  12  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869  (82  &  88  Vict.,  c.  71).  Lowe  v. 
Elakemare  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  291. 

94i  lien  on  property  spedfioally  appropriated.  Two  distinct  firms,  L.  & 
Co.  of  Bombay,  and  G.  &  Co.  of  London,  were  engaged  in  a  joint  adventure 
for  buying  and  selling  goods  in  England  and  India.  The  course  of  budiness 
as  to  the  homeward  shipments  was  that  L.  &  Co.  drew  bills  on  Q.  &.Co.  which 
they,  discounted  in  India,  and  with  the  proceeds  purchased  cotton  which  they 
consigned  to  G.  &  Co.  specially  to  meet  the  acceptances.  Both  firms  stopped 
payment,  and  went  into  liquidktion.  The  holders  of  unpaid  acceptauces  of 
G.  &  Co.,  'Vfhich  had  been  drawn  in  this  way,  claimed  to  have  the  proceeds  of 
certain  shipments  of  cotton  specially  appropriated  to  meet  the  acceptances. 
Heid,  that  the  bill  holders  were  entitled  to  have  the  cotton  specially  appropria- 
ted, but  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  creditors,  if  any,  of  the  aggregate  firms 
to  have  the  cotton  applied  as  part  of  the  aggregate  assets.  Eki  parte  Dewhufsi; 
In  re  Legatt ;  In  re  Oledetanes  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  504. 

96.  Seoorlty,  excess  realized  on.  A  secured  creditor  who,  after  the  first 
meeting  under  a  liquidation,  proves  for  the  balance  of  his  debt  less  the  assessed 
value  of  his  security,  is  bound  to  pay  over  to  the  trustee  any  excess  realized 
from  the  security  beyond  the  assessed  value ;  and  this,  although  the  trustee 
does  not  object  to  the  assessment  or  offer  to  redeem.  Ex  parte  King  ;  In  re 
PaUthorpe  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  795.

96.  Petition.  Proceedings  under  rule  267  of  the  Bankruptcy  Rules,  1870, 
for  adjudication  of  bankruptcy  based  upon  the  neglect  of  the  first  meeting  of 
creditors  to  pass  a  resolution  for  liquidation  or  composition,  must  be  com- 
menced by  petition.    Ex  parte  James;  In  re  Condon  (Chan.  App.),  X,  619. 
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97.  Examination.  The  issaing  of  a  Bummons  for  the  examination  of  a 
bankrupt  before  the  registration  of  the  trustee's  appointment  is  a  mere  irrega- 
larity,  and  it  is  waived  by  his  appearing  and  being  examined  without  objection 
on  tliat  ground ;  and  an  examination  so  taken  is  admissible  in  evidence  against 
him  in  a  subsequent  criminal  prosecution.

99.  Impxiaonment  to  oompel  return  by  preferred  creditor.  A  creditor  who 
has  received  money  from  a  bankrupt  by  way  of  fraudulent  preference,  and 
has  been  ordered  to  repay  it  to  the  trustee  of  the  bankrupt's  estate,  is  not  a 
person  holding  money  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  under  the  4th  section  of  the 
Debtors  Act,  1869  (82  &  33  Vict.,  c.  62),  and  cannot,  therefore,  be  committed  to 
prison  under  that  section.  The  9th  section  of  the  Debtors  Act,  1869,  does  not 
preserve  to  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  any  powers  of  imprisonment  for  debt 
which  have  been  taken  away  from  other  courts  by  the  act.

100.  Composition,  eflfoct  of  resolution  for.  A  resolution  under  the  Bank- 
ruptcy Act,  1869,  s.  126,  by  the  requisite  majority  of  creditors,  to  accept  in 
satisfaction  from  the  debtor  a  composition  upon  the  debts  due,  payable  at  a 
future  time  or  by  installments,  may  be  pleaded  in  bar  to  an  action  for  the 
original  debt,  brought  before  any  default  on  the  debtor's  part  by  a  creditor 
bound  by  the  resolution.    Slater  v.  Janes  (Exch.),  V,  373. 

101.  Composition  as  to  Joint  debts  no  satisfaction  of  separate  liability. 

The  plaintiffs,  being  the  holders  of  a  joint  and  several  promissory  note  of  the 
defendant  and  H.,  sued  the  defendant  on  the  note.  The  defendant  pleaded 
that  the  note  was  given  by  him  and  H.  to  the  plaintiffs  on  account  of  a  part- 
nership debt,  and  that  afterward  the  defendant  and  H.,  as  partners,  being 
una)>le  to  p>ay  their  debts,  instituted  proceedings,  which  took  place  under 
ss.  126  and  127  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  according  to  the  forma  given  in 
the  schedule  to  the  act,  as  provided  by  rule  252 ;  and  thereupon  an  extraordi- 
nary resolution  of  the  creditors  of  the  defendant  and  H.  that  a  composition  of 
Ss.  6d.  in  the  pound,  payable  by  installments,  should  be  accepted  in  satisfaction 
of  the  debts  due  from  them  to  their  creditors,  was  passed ;  that  the  provisions 
of  the  composition  became  binding  on  the  plaintiffs  and  on  all  the  creditors  of 
the  defendant  and  H.,  and  that  the  debts  due  to  the  plaintifis  and  to  all  other 
creditors  became  and  were  satisfied  within  the  meaning  of  ss.  126  and  127  of 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869.  Held,  on  demurrer  (Kbllt,  C.  B.,  dissenting),  that 
the  acceptance  of  a  composition  on  the  joint  debt  under  s.  126  was  not  a  satis- 
faction of  the  defendant's  separate  liability,  and  therefore  that  the  plea  was 
bad.

102.  Remedy  on  default  of  payment  of  composition.  A  judgment  having 
been  recovered  against  the  defendant  for  a  sum  of  money  and  remaining  un 
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Batisfied,  the  plaintiff  applied  to  a  judge  at  Cbambers  to  commit  the  defend- 
ant to  prison  under  the  5th  section  of  the  Debtors  Act,  1869.  The  judge  made 
an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  bj  monthly  installments.  After  three  of 
such  installments  had  been  paid,  proceedings  were  taken  by  the  defendant  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  composition  with  his  creditors  under  the  126th  section 
of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869 ;  and  a  resolution  of  the  creditors  was  duly  passed 
accepting  a  composition  upon  the  defendant's  debts,  payable  by  two  install- 
ments. Default  was  made  in  the  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  com- 
position to  the  plaintiff,  and  installments  under  the  judge's  order  haVingf  by 
that  time  become  due  and  not  having  been  paid,  the  plaintiff  applied  again  at 
Chambers  for  the  committal  of  the  defendant  to  prison  for  non-compliance 
with  the  judge's  order.  Held,  that  the  effect  of  the  default  in  payment  of 
the  composition  was  to  remit  the  plaintiff  to  the  position  he  occupied  before 
the  proceedings  in  respect  of  the  composition  took  place,  and  that,  consequently, 
the  order  might  be  made  for  the  defendant's  committal  to  prison  for  non-com- 
pliance with  the  judge's  order.    NeweU  v.  Van  Praagh  (Com.  PI.),  VIII,  415. 

103.  Sabaeqnent  promlBe  to  pay.  By  s.  164  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1861, 
a  promise  to  pay  a  debt  barred  by  the  certificate  of  discharge  is  made  void. 
By  s.  20  of  82  &  83  Vict.,  c  88,  the  whole  of  the  act  is  repealed ;  but  the 
repeal  is  not  to  affect  the  past  operation  of  any  enactment  repealed,  or  affect 
any  right  accrued  or  restriction  imposed  before  the  commencement  of  the  act 
by  or  under  any  such  enactment.    Rimini  v.  Van  Praagh  (Q.  B.),  IV,  196. 

104i  A  debtor  and  his  creditors  entered  into  a  deed  of  composition  while 
the  act  of  1861  was  in  operation,  which  deed  was  to  have  the  effect  on  his 
debts  as  if  the  debtor  had  been  discharged  in  l>ankruptcy.  After  the  repeal 
of  the  statute  by  the  above  section,  the  debtor  gave  a  bill  of  exchange  to  one 
of  his  creditors,  who  was  barred  by  the  composition  deed,  for  his  old  debt.

106.  Application  for  new  triaL  Where  a  jury  have  found  a  verdict  on  an 
iasue  of  fact,  but  no  order  consequent  thereon  has  been  made  by  the  judge,  it 
is  not  necessary  that  an  application  for  a  new  trial  ahoold  be  made  within 
twentj-one  days  from  the  finding.  Rule  148  of  the  Bankruptcy  Rules,  1870, 
does  not  apply  to  such  a  case,  either  directly  or  by  analogy.  Ez  parte  Reader;

1.  Rules  —  coxuitruotlon  o£  Bj  the  rules  of  a  friendly  society,  after  pay- 
ment of  a  year's  subscription,  "  any  member  shall  receive  Ss,  per  week  daring 
any  sickness  or  accident  that  may  befall  him,  unless  by  rioting  or  drunkenness. 
Held,  that  insanity  was  *'  sickness  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  society's  rules. 
Burton  v.  JEyden  (Q.  B.),  V,  246. 

2»  Right  to  pension.  By  resolutions  of  an  association  in  the  nature  of  a 
benefit  society,  certain  pensions  were  to  be  given  to  the  widows  of  the  mem- 
bers, and  each  member  w^  to  pay  to  the  association  a  percentage  on  his  in- 
come. Six  months  afterward  the  operation  of' these  resolutions  was  suspended. 
Held,  that  the  widow  of  a  member  who  had  not  paid  or  tendered  the  requisite 
percentage  had  no  claim  to  a  pension  under  the  resolutions.  Edwards  v.

3. The  funds  of  tlie  association  were  vested  in  trustees.    Held,  that

1.  Sealed.  Quaere,  whether  an  instrument  under  the  seal  of  a  corporation  can 
be  a  promissory  note.

2.  Transfer.  The  rules  of  the  French  post-office  permit  a  person  who  has 
posted  a  letter  to  recover  it  at  any  time  before  it  is  dispatched  from  the  office 
where  it  is  posted,  on  complying  with  certain  forms.  Therefore,  where  a  letter 
containing  bills  of  exchange,  indorsed  to  the  person  to  whom  the  letter  was 
addressed,  was  posted  in  a  French  post-office,  held,  that  the  property  in  the 
bills  did  not  pass  to  the  indorsee  till  the  letter  4iad  left  the  office  where  it  was 
posted.    Ex  parte  Cote  ;  In  re  Dweze  (Chan.  App.),  V III,  700. 

3. C,  a  banker  of  Lyons,  having  received  from  D.  a  bill  drawn  on  a  firm 

in  Milan,  posted  a  letter  addressed  to  D.,  in  England,  inclosing  five  bills  of  ex- 
change indorsed  to  him.  Before  the  mail  left  Lyons,  C.  received  a  telegram 
from  D.'s  agent  at  Milan,  stating  that  the  drawee  of  the  bill  refused  to  accept 
it,  and  telling  him  not  to  send  any  remittance  to  D.  C.  accordingly  applied  to 
the  post-office  for  a  return  of  the  letter  containing  the  five  bills ;  but,  through 
a  mistake  of  his  clerk,  the  letter  was  not  returned  to  him,  but  was  dispatched 
to  England  and  delivered  to  D.,  who  soon  afterward  filed  a  petition  for  liqui- 
.  dation.  Held,  that  as  C.  had  shown  an  intention  of  recalling  the  letter  before 
it  left  Lyons,  which  had  only  been  frustrated  by  a  mistake  of  his  clerk,  the 
property  in  the  bills  did  not  pass  to  the  indorsee,  and  that  they  must  be  given 
up  to  0.  lb. 

4. Held,  also,  by  Melliqh,  L.  J.,  that,  even  if  the  property  in  the  bills 

had  passed  when  the  letter  was  posted,  the  ctelivery  of  the  bills  was  revoked 
by  both  parties,  and  that  the  fact  of  their  not  actually  getting  baclL  into  the 
manual  possession  of  the  indorser  through  a  mistake  of  the  clerk  made  no 
difierenoe.  lb. 
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6.  PrMentment  by  maiL  A.,  in  London,  drew  a  check  on  B.  &  Co.,  bankers 
at  Jersey,  in  favor  of  C,  on  the  27th  of  January,  and  G.  handed  it  to  a  London 
banker  on  the  28th,  who,  having  no  agent  at  Jersey,  the  same  day  sent  the 
check  by  post  direct  to  B.  <&  Co.,  demanding  payment.  The  check  in  due  course 
of  post  would  have  arrived  at  Jersey  on  the  29th.  B.  &  0.  stopped  payment  on 
the  4th  of  February,  and  on  the  7th  of  February  returned  the  check  marked 
**  refer  to  drawer."  By  the  custom  of  London  bankers,  when  a  foreign  check 
is  paid  to  a  banker  by  a  customer,  if  the  banker  has  no  agent  at  the  place 
where  the  check  is  payable,  lie  sends  the  check  direct  to  the  banker  on  whom 
it  was  drawn,  demanding  payment,  and  the  banker  immediately  either  remits 
the  money  or  returns  the  check ;  checks  drawn  on  bankers  in  Jersey  are  con- 
sidered foreign  checks  ;  held,  that  there  was  a  due  presentment  for  payment 
of  the  check  according  to  the  custom  of  bankers ;  and  that  G.  had  been  guilty 
of  no  laches  so  as  to  make  the  check  his  own.  Heywood  t.  Pickering  (Q.  B.), 
IX,  363. 

6.  I>rawer,  when  disohargedi  If  a  holder  of  a  bill,  having  a  right  to  pre- 
sent it  when  it  arrives  at  maturity,  neglects  to  do  so,  a,nd  gives  time  to  the 
acceptor,  who  ought  to  pay  the  bill,  he  thereby  discharges  the  drawer. 
Latham  v.  Chartered  Bank  of  India  (Eq.  G.),  VII,  771. 

7.  Indonera,  when  discharged.  A  release  to  the  acceptors  by  the  holder  of 
a  bill  which  has  been  dishonored  and  protested,  does  not  discharge  the 
indorsers,  where  the  holder  retains  the  bill,  and  expressly  reserves  his  claim 
against  any  obliganta  other  than  the  acceptors  ;  who,  though  exonerated  by 
the  holder,  continue  still  subject  to  the  claims  of  the  several  indorsers.  Muir 
▼.  Crawford  (Sc.  App.),  XIII,  188. 

8.  Alteration,  when  a  defense.  Where  a  bill  of  exchange  is  payable  at  a 
specified  period  after  date,  an  alteration  in  the  date  of  the  bill  Ib  material, 
and  is  available  as  a  defense  to  an  action  in  which  the  bill  is  declared  upon  as 
of  the  altered  date,  under  a  traverse  of  the  acceptance.  Htree^iman  v.  Budd 
(Exchw),  V,  361.

BILL  OF  LADING. 

L  Validity.  The  master  of  a  vessel  may  properly  sign  bills  of  lading  in 
ftkvor  of  the  shipper  of  goods,  without  production  of  the  mate's  receipts  for 
the  goods,  if  he  is  satisfied  otherwise  that  the  goods  are  on  board  the  vessel, 
and  has  no  notice  that  any  one  but  the  shipper  claims  any  interest  in  them. 
Eathesing  v.  Laing  and  Laing  v.  Zeden  (Eq.  G.),  VII,  705. 

2. The  holder  for  value  of  bills  of  lading  so  given  has  a  better  title 

than  an  indorsee  of  the  mate's  receipts.  Ib. 

3. A  local  custom  of  trade  was  alleged  to  exist  at  Bombay,  by  virtue  of 

which  the  mate's  receipts  for  goods  shipped  on  board  a  vessel  are  negotiable 
instruments,  and  pass  the  property  in  the  goods  in  the  same  manner  as  bills 
of  lading,  and  that  masters  of  ships  are  bound  to  have  the  mate's  receipt 
returned  to  them  before  signing  any  bill  of  lading  for  the  goods  mentioned  in 
that  receipt,  and  that  if  a  captain  signed  a  bill  of  lading  without  production 
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and  delivery  to  him  of  the  mate's  receipt  for  the  goods,  he  would  be  bound, 
on  the  production  of  that  receipt,  to  sign  a  fresh  bill  of  lading,  and  to  deliver 
the  same  to  the  person  producing  the  mate's  receipt,  and  that  the  goods  men- 
tioned in  the  receipt  ought  to  be  delivered  to  the  person  who  produced  the 
second  bill  of  lading.  Held,  that  such  a  custom,  if  proved  to  exist,  would  be 
inoperative  as  against  the  captain  and  the«  shipowners.   lb. 

4i  Oonstmction.  Goods  were  shipped  by  plaintiffs  on  board  defendants' 
vessel  under  a  bill  of  lading,  ^  shipped  on  board  the  steamship  Hibernia  * 
*  *  from  Singapore  to  London  *  *  *  with  liberty  to  call  at  any  porta, 
in  or  out  of  the  route,  to  receive  and  discharge  coals,  etc.,  and  to  tranship  the 
goods  by  any  other  steamer."  Held,  that  the  contract  by  the  defendants  was 
that  the  goods  should  be  carried  on  board  a  ship  in  which  the  principal  motive 
power  during  the  voyage  should  be  steam.  Fraser  v.  Telegraph  CorutrucHon, 
etc.,  Co.  (Q.  B.),  Ill,  203. 

6.  Quantity  and  quality  unknown.  The  defendant  chartered  the  ship 
Avoca  to  carry  a  cargo  of  grain  from  Ibraila  to  a  port  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
for  a  freight  of  "  78.  per  imperial  quarter  delivered ;"  and  the  charter-party 
provided  that,  in  the  event  of  the  cargo  or  any  part  thereof  being  delivered 
in  a  damaged  or  heated  condition,  the  freight  should  be  payable  "on  the  in- 
voice quantity  taken  on  board  as  per  bill  of  lading*  or  half  freight  upon  the 
damaged  or  heated  portion,  at  the  captain's  option."  Under  this  charter-party, 
1,021  kilos  of  barley,  equal  to  2308  imperial  quarters,  were  shipped  at  Ibraila, 
and  the  captain  signed  a  bill  of  lading,  describing  that  as  the  quantity,  with 
the  following  words  written  at  the  foot,  which  was  proved  to  be  usual  in  the 
grain-carrying  trade :  *'  Quantity  and  quality  unknown."  The  Avaca  expe- 
rienced bad  weather  on  her  homeward  voyage ;  and  when  she  arrived  at  Rams- 
gate,  where  the  cargo  was  discharged,  it  was  agreed  that  80  quartern  of  the 
barley  had  been  damaged  by  heating ;  and  the  master  claimed  to  be  paid 
freight  on  t/ie  invoice  quantity  taken  on  board.  Held,  that  he  was  entitled  to 
be  so  paid,  notwithstanding  the  memorandum  at  the  foot  of  the  bill  of  lading. 
TuRy  V.  Terry  (Com.  PI.),  VII,  221. 

6.  Statement  of  weight.  A  shipmaster  is  not  estopped  by  the  statement 
in  the  bill  of  lading  of  the  weight  of  the  cargo,  especially  where  the  stipula- 
ted freight  is  a  lump  sum,  and  he  has  delivered  all  the  goods  actually  received 
by  him,  but  he  may  show  that  he  did  no);  receive  the  full  amount  stated,  and 
is  entitled  to  recover  the  whole  amount  of  freight.  Blanchet  v.  PoweU't 
lAantimt  CoUieries  Go.  (Exch.),  VIII,  519. 

7.  Zhcoeptions.  A  shipowner  signed  bills  of  lading  for  the  due  delivery  of 
cargo  at  the  port  of  discharge,  the  dangers  of  the  seas  and  fire  only  excepted. 
Held,  that  the  exceptions  in  the  bills  of  lading  did  not  operate  to  protect  him 
from  liability  for  damage  done  to  the  cargo  by  sea  water  let  into  the  hold  in 
consequence  of  the  barratrous  act  of  the  crew  in  boring  holes  in  the  ship  dur- 
ing her  voyage  for  the  purpose  of  scuttling  her.  The  Chasea  (Adm.  &  Eccl.), 
XIV,  690. 

8. There  is  this  difference  between  "  dangers  of  the  seas  "  in  a  bill  of 

lading  and  in  a  policy  of  marine  insurance,  that  in  questions  arising  on  excep- 
tions introduced  into  contracts  of  affreightment  the  court  is  bound  to  look  to 
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the  real,  and  not  merely,  as  in  cases  of  marine  insurance,  to  the  proximate 
cause  of  the  loss.  lb. 

9. The  plaintiffs  shipped  at  Liverpool,  on  board  defendants'  ship  for 

New  York,  a  box  of  diamonds  under  a  bill  of  lading  by  which  were  excepted, 
inter  alia,  "  pirates,  robbers,  thieves,  vermin,  barratry  of  master  and  marin- 
ers *  *  *  ."  The  box  was  stolen  during  the  voysge  or  on  the  ship's 
arrival  in  port,  before  the  time  for  delivery,  but  there  was  no  evidence  to  show 
whether  it  was  stolen  by  one  of  the  crew  or  by  a  passenger,  or,  after  her 
arrival,  by  some  person  from  the  shore.  Held,  first,  that  **  thieves  "  must  be 
interpreted  as  in  a  policy  of  insurance,  and  only  applied  to  thieves  external  to 
the  ship ;  and,  assuming  theft  by  one  of  the  crew  to  be  "  barratry/'  secondly, 
that  it  lay  on  the  defendants,  the  shipowners,  to  bring  the  loss  within  one  of 
the  exceptions  by  showing  by  whom  the  theft  had  been  committed,  and  that 
the  plaintifis  were  therefore  entitled  to  recover  for  the  loss.  Taylor  v.  Liver- 
pool, etc.,  ateam.  Co.  (Q.  B.),  X,  172. 

10. The  bill  of  lading  also  contained  a  clause :    "  The  shipowner  is  not 

to  be  liable  for  any  damage  to  any  goods  which  is  capable  of  being  covered 
by  insurance."  Held,  that  "damsge"  would  include  damage  to  the  goods 
amounting  to  a  total  loss  or  destruction  of  them,  but  did  not  apply  to  the  case 
of  the  abstraction  of  the  goods.  lb. 

11.  JVeight  payable.  A  bill  of  lading,  in  mentioning  the  freight  payable 
for  a  cargo,  did  not  use  the  ordinary  words,  "  he  or  they  paying  freight  for  the 
same,"  but,  after  giving  the  names  of  the  consignees  to  whose  order  the  cargo 
was  to  be  delivered,  employed  the  words,  "  freight  for  the  said  goods  £4  5«. 
per  ton  of  20  cwt.  net,  delivered  with  primage  and  average  accustomed,"  etc. 
HM,  that  the  two  forms  of  expression  were  in  effect  the  same,  and  constituted 
the  ordinary  condition  that  the  goods  were  to  be  delivered  only  on  paying 
freight.     Weguelin  v.  GeUier  (H.  of  L.),  VII,  20. 

12. Though  freight  may  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  a  man's  own 

goods  conveyed  in  his  own  ship,  it  becomes  so  if  he  makes  third  persons,  who 
have  advanced  him  money,  the  consignees  of  those  goods,  and  the  goods  are 
by  the  bill  of  lading  to  be  delivered  to  their  order.  lb. 

13. T.  h  Co.,  who  acted  as  the  London  bankers  for  Holm,  Af  Stockholm, 

consented  to  open  a  credit  in  his  favor  with  merchants  at  Akyab  for  the  pur- 
chase  of  "  rice  for  the  English  market,  shipped  bj  veiewels  of  my  own,  the 
Jata,  etc,  at,  etc.,  /.  o,  h.**  The  rice  was  purchased  and  shipped  on  board  the 
Jata,  and  made  deliverable  to  the  order  of  T.  &  Ck>.,  who  accepted  bills  to 
cover  the  purchase.  The  bill  of  lading  was  indorsed  to  them.  It  descrllied 
the  goods  "  to  be  delivered  in  like  good  order,  etc.,  unto  T.  &  Co.,  or  their 
assigns.  Freight  for  the  said  goods  £4  5«.  per  ton  of  20  cwt.  net,  delivered 
with  primage  and  average  accustomed."  While  the  Ja/oa  was  on  its  voyage, 
Holm  obtained  advances  from  C.  &'Co.,  to  whom  he  assigned  the  freight  as 
security.  Held,  that  under  these  circumstances  C.  &  Co.  were  entitled  to  the 
freight,  and  that  T.  &  Co.  were,  like  all  other  consignees  of  a  cargo,  liable  to 
pay  it  under  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  lading*  although  the  cargo  was  in  fact 

brought  to  England  in  Holm's  own  vessel,  the  Jaioa,  lb. 

* 
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14. The  holders  of  a  bill  of  lading  can  not,  as  against  the  assignees  of 

the  freight,  set  o^  a  debt  due  to  them  from  the  original  owner  of  tbe  goods, 
who  was  also  the  assignor  of  the  freight.  lb. 

16.  Negotiation.  Com  merchants  in  California  agreed  to  send  cargoes  of 
wheat  to  a  miller  in  England,  the  reimbursement  to  be  by  his  acceptance 
against  bill  of  lading.  The  com  merchants  shipped  a  cargo  and  made  oat  the 
bill  of  lading  in  six  parts.  Three  parts,  with  corresponding  bills  of  exchange 
diAtwn  on  the  miller  for  the  price  of  the  cargo,  were  indorsed  by  the  corn  mer- 
chants, and  transferred  to  a  California  bank  for  valuable  consideration.  These 
bills  of  exchange  were,  with  the  bills  of  lading  annexed,  accepted  by  the  miller. 
One  indorsed  part  of  the  bills  of  lading  was  inadvertently  sent  by  the  com 
dealers  to  the  miller,  and  by  him  transferred  to  an  EInglish  bank  for  valuable 
consideration.  The  bills  of  exchange  were  not  met  by  the  miller.  HM,  that 
the  com  nierchants  were  entitled  to  deal  as  they  did  with  the  cargo  by  trans- 
ferring the  bills  of  lading ;  that  the  EInglish  bank  could  not  under  the  circum- 
stances claim  as  holders  of  the  bill  of  lading  without  notice ;  and  that  the 
English  bank  had  no  priority.  '  Oilbert  v.  ChUgnon  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  724. 

16. Qi/<Br«,  whether  the  miller  might  not  have  refused  to  accept  the 

bills  of  exchange,  unless  the  bills  of  lading  were  delivered  to  him.  lb. 

17. Semble,  a  bill  of  lading,  in  which  the  words  "  or  order  or  assigns  " 

are  omitted,  is  not  a  negotiable  instrument.  Henderson  v.  Comptair  d'Escompte 
de  Paris  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  209. 

18. Where  goods  have  been  delivered  to  the  person  to  whom  the  bill  of 

lading  was  made  out,  and  they  have  then  been  delivered  to  indorsees  of  the 
bill  of  lading,  so  that  the  indorsees  unite  in  themselves  a  legal  and  an  equita- 
ble title  to  the  goods,  the  omission  of  the  words  "  or  order  or  assigns  "  in  the 
bill  of  lading  is  not  sufficient  to  give  the  Indorsees  constructive  notice  of  some 
equitable  arrangement  between  the  person  to  whom  the  bill  of  lading  was 
made  out  and  the  consignors.  lb. 

19.  Transfer  in  violation  of  trust  A.,  a  merchant  in  London  and  in  Hong 
Kong,  purchased  goods  for  shipment  from  B.,  and  paid  for  them  by  his  accept- 
ance of  B.'s  draft  against  the  shipment,  on  the  terms  that  A.  should  send  them 
ta  his  firm  at  fiong  Kong,  and  that  the  proceeds  should  be  remitted  to  A.  in 
bills  specially  to  meet  such  acceptance.  A.'s  firm  at  Hong  Kong  owed  a  large 
sum  to  C,  and  were  under  engagement  to  secure  the  debt  by  depositing  ship- 
ping documents  with  him.  Being  threatened  by  C.  with  immediate  legal  pro- 
ceedings, they  promised  him  that  if  he  would  forbear  to  take  such  proceed- 
ings, and  would  release  them  from  their  obligation  to  deposit  shipping 
documents,  they  would  deposit  with  him  a  bill  of  lading  for  goods  of  a  certain 
value,  upon  the  understanding  that  the  bill  of  lading,  or  the  goods  represented 
therein,  should  be  returned  to  them  upon  payment  of  a  sum  equivalent  to  the 
value  thereof.  The  bill  of  lading  of  the  goods  purchased  from  B.  was  accord- 
ingly indorsed  to  C,  who  had  no  knowledge  of  the  terms  made  with  B.,  and 
it  was  returned  by  C.  according  to  agreement,  on  receipt  of  an  equivalent  sum- 
Held^  that  C.  by  such  forbearance  and  release  gave  valuable  consideration ;  that 
the  legal  interest  in  the  goods  passed  by  the  indorsement  of  the  bill  of  lading, 
and  that  B.  could  not  enforce  his  claim  against  the  proceeds  of  sale  received 
by  C.  in  respect  thereof.    Bank  of  India,  etc.,  v.  Henderson  (Priv.  C),  IX,  275. 
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20l  H3rpothecatloii  o£  A  shipper  at  Bombaj,  having  consigned  goods  to 
merchants  in  England,  drew  on  them  for  £1,200,  and  insured  the  goods  for 
.  £1,700.  He  sold  the  draft  to  the  defendants,  a  bank,  and  handed  them  at  the 
same  time  the  policy  of  insurance  and  the  bills  of  lading,  with  a  letter  of 
hypo.thecation  signed  bj  him.  This  letter  stated  that  the  shipper,  having  sold 
the  bills  to  the  bank,  and  having  at  the  same  time  handed  to  them,  "  as  col- 
lateral securities  for  the  due  payment  of*  the  bill,  "  the  bills  of  lading  and 
shipping  documents  of  the  several  goods  stated  at  foot,"  thereby  authorized 
the  bank,  "  on  default  being  made  in  acceptance  on  presentment,  or  in  payment 
at  maturity  "  of  the  bill,  to  sell  the  goods  and  apply  the  proceeds  in  payment 
of  the  bill ;  *'  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  placed  against  any  other  of  my  bills 
which  may  at  the  time  be  in  the  hands  of  the  said  bank,  or  any  other  liability 
of  me  to  the  said  bank."  The  only  documents  stated  at  foot  were  the  bill  of 
exchange  and  the  bill  of  lading.  The  ship  was  burnt  at  sea,  and  the  cargo 
lost.  The  draft  for  £1,200  was  duly  accepted,  but,  the  acceptors  failing,  it  was 
dishonored  at  maturity.  ^  The  bank  recouped  themselves  out  of  the  policy 
moneys  which  had  been  paid  to  them  by  the  insurance  office,  and  had  8^  bal- 
ance in  their  hands.  This  balance  having  been  claimed  by  the  plaintiffs,  who 
were  assignees  for  value  of  it  from  the  shipper,  the  bank  claimed  it  as  a  col- 
lateral security  for  a  debt  due  to  them  from  the  shipper  on  another  account. 
He  had  shipped*goods  to  other  consignees,  and  had  drawn  against  the  goods 
bills,  which  were  also  in  the  hands  of  the  same  bank.  When  the  bills  fell 
due,  tlie  drawees  had  requested  the  bank  to  defer  presentment  of  the  bills. 
The  bills  had  not  been  presented,  but  the  goods  had  been  sold  at  a  loss,  and 
the  bank  had  re-drawn  upon  the  shipper  for  the  deficiency  ;  but  he  had  failed; . 
held,  that  the  letter  of  hypothecation  did  not  extend  to  any  other  liability  of 
the  shipper  to  the  bank  than  that  arising  upon  the  £1,200  biU.  Latham  v. 
Chartered  Bank  of  India  (Eq.  C),  VII,  771 . 

21. Held,  further,  that  the  bank,  having,  at  the  request  of  the  drawees, 

refrained  from  presenting  the  bills,  had  practically  given  them  time,  and  had 
thus  released  the  drawer,  and  that  the  shipper  was  not  indebted  to  the  bank 
on  this  account.  lb. 

22, Held,  on  both  grounds,  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  the  sur- 
plus in  the  hands  of  the  bank.  lb. 

23.  Delivery.  Goods  were  shipped  under  a  bill  of  lading  in  these  terms  : 
"  Shipped  in  good  order  and  condition  by  Petrocochino  Brothers,  of  Calcutta, 
in  the  steamer  2^no,  bound  for  London,  sixty-nine  bales  of  hides,  being  marked 
and  numbered  as  per  margin,  and  to  be  delivered  in  the  like  good  order  and 
condition  from  the  ship's  deck,  tohere  the  ship's  responsibility  sTiall  cease,  at  the 
aforesaid  port  of  London,"  etc.,  "on  payment  of  freight,"  etc.  ^  On  her  arrival 
in  London,  the  Zeno  went  into  the  Victoria  Docks,  and  notice  was  given  to  the 
consignees  that  she  was  ready  to  unload .  The  custom  of  the  Victoria  Docks 
as  to  the  unloading  of  steamers  was  proved  to  be  as  follows :  The  goods  are 
taken  from  the  deck  of  the  vessel  by  the  dock  company's  servants,  and  placed 
on  the  dock  quay,  or,  if  perishable,  under  sheds;  and,  if  the  consignee  or  his 
agent  does  not  appear  to  claim  them  within  twenty-four  hours,  they  are  ware- 
housed by  the  company.  If  the  consignee  or  his  agent  sends  a  lighter,  they 
are  put  into  the  lighter  from  the  quay  by  the  servants  of  the  company.     The 
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expenses  of  landing  the  goods  and  patting  them  into  lighters  are  paid  by  the 
ship  owner,  but,  if  the  goods  are  warehoused,  this  is  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner  of  the  goods.  Within  the  proper  time  the  consignees  of  the  sixty- 
nine  bales  sent  a  lighter  for  them.  The  whole  sixty-nine  were  proved  to  have 
been  landed  by  the  company's  servants  and  placed  on  the  quay ;  but  the  evidence 
failed  to  satisfy  the  jury  that  more  than  sixty- eight  were  pat  into  the  lighter. 
The  other  bale  was  never  traced ;  held,  that  the  ship  owner  was  not  responsi- 
ble for  the  missing  bale.    Petroeaehino  v.  Batt  (Com.  PL),  IX,  443. 

24. Where  goods  are  consigned  to  a  particular  port,  delivery  made 

according  to  the  usage  wliich  prevails  at  that  port  is  sufficient  to  discharge 
the  ship  owner.  lb. 

26.  X>eliT«ry  pre^mitad.  The  defendant  shipped  on  board  the  steamship 
of  the  plaintiff  in  the  port  of  London  a  number  of  barrels  of  petroleum.  The 
bill  of  lading  provided  that  the  goods  should  be  delivered  at  the  port  of  Havre, 
the  act  of  God,  the  Queen's  enemies,  fire,  and  all  and  eveiy  other  dangers  and 
accidents  of  the  seas,  etc.,  excepted,  onto  order  or  ataigns  on  paying  freight ; 
and  that  the  goods  should  be  taken  out  within  twenty-four  hours  after  arrival, 
or  pay  a  fixed  sum  per  day  demurrage,  and  a  note  in  the  margin  stated  that 
the  goods  were  subject  to  a  landing  charge  of  five  per  cent  on  the  amount  of 
freight  and  primage.  The  defendant  wrote  to  G.,  the  ship's ii>roker  at  Havre, 
informing  him  that  the  petroleum  was  to  lie  sent  to  Rouen,  a^d  that  he  was 
not  to  deliver  it  without  production  of  the  bill  of  lading  regularly  indorsed, 
and  that  the  freight  and  other  expenses  were  to  be  charged  on  the  goods.  The 
vessel  arrived  in  the  harbor  at  Havre,  on  the  night  of  the  7th  of  December, 
1870,  with  the  petroleum  and  other  goods  on  board.  Owing  to  there  being  at 
the  time  a  large  quantity  of  war  material  at  Havre,  the  authorities  there  would 
not  allow  the  petroleum  to  be  landed,  nor  allow  the  vessel  to  remain  in  the 
harbor  with  the  petroleum  on  board.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  Decem- 
lier  the  vessel  sailed  from  Havre  and  proceeded  to  Honfieur  and  Trouville,  but 
the  authorities  at  those  ports  refusing  to  allow  the  petroleum  to  be  landed, 
the  vessel  returned  to  Havre,  on  the  12th  of  December,  and  in  the  outer  harbor 
there  transhipped  the  petroleum  into  a  lighter  hired  on  behalf  of  G.  to  receive 
it.  The  vessel  then  went  into  dock,  and  having  discharged  the  rest  of  her 
cargo  and  shipped  a  fresh  cargo  for  London,  she  was  obliged  by  the  authori- 
ties at  Havre  to  re-ship  the  petroleum.  On  the  16th  of  December  she  sailed 
from  Havre,  and  in  due  course  she  arrived  at  the  port  of  London  with  the 
petroleum  on  board.  G.  was  well  aware  of  the  various  movements  of  the 
vessel.  The  bill  of  lading  for  the  petroleum  was  not  presented  at  Havre  or 
elsewhere.  The  defendant  had  notice  of  the  petroleum  being  brought  back 
to  London,  but  did  not  take  delivery  of  it.  The  plaintiff  instituted  a  suit  in 
rem  against  the  petroleum.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover 
in  such  suit  the  bill  of  lading  freight,  and  the  expenses  and  demurrage  in- 
curred in  respect  of  the  petroleum  at  Havre,  Honfieur  abd  Trouville,  and 
freight  for  the  carriage  of  the  petroleum  from  Havre  to  London.  Cargo  ex 
Argoe  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  V,  552.

28. Where  a  master  of  a  ship,  in  order  to  preserve  cargo,  takes  measures 

su.ch  as  a  wise  and  prudent  man  would  think  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  of 
all  concerned,  the  cargo  is  subject  to  a.  lien  for  the  expenses  so  incurred,  and 
this  lien  may  be  enforced  by  a  suit  in  rem,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the 
County  Courts  Admiralty  Jurisdiction  Amendment  Act,  1869.  lb.

BILL  OF  SALE. 

Validity.  A  bill  of  sale  of  goods  and  stock-in-trade,  given  as  security  for 
money  advanced,  will  be  valid  as  between  the  parties,  though  unstamped  and 
unregistered,  and  the  maker  of  the  bill  retains  possession  of  the  goods  and 
deals  with  them  as  his  own ;  and  if  such  bill  is  renewed  from  time  to  time  by 
giving  a  new  bill  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  registering  the  pre- 
vious one,  each  new  one  will  be  deemed  a  virtual  cancellation  of  the  preced- 
ing one,  and  will  be  valid  as  such.  And  if  the  final  one  be  duly  stamped  and 
registered,  the  original  debt  remaining  unpaid,  it  will  be  valid  against  an  exe- 
cution creditor  of  the  maker.    8maie  v.  Burr  (Com.  PI.),  IV,  880.

BONA  FIDE  HOLDER. 

1.  When  pirotected.  The  title  of  a  creditor  to  a  negotiable  security  given 
to  him  on  account  of  a  pre-existing  debt,  and  received  by  him  Ixma  fide  and 
without  notice  of  any  infirmity  of  title  on  the  part  of  the  debtor,  is  indefeas- 
ible, whether  that  security  be  payable  at  a  future  time  or  on  demand.  Ourrie 
v.  Miea  (Exch.),  XII.  592. 

2, In  1856,  A.  and  B.,  being  trustees  of  £7,000,  invested  it  on  mort- 
gage of  freeholds,  of  which  C.  was  owner.  The  mortgage  was  negotiated 
by  B.,  who  was  a  solicitor  and  had  for  some  time  been  eng^aged  in  various 
transactions  with  C,  and  acted  for  him  professionally.  The  business  ar- 
rangements of  the  .trust,  including  payment  of  the  income  to  the  eeetui 
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que  trust,  were  carried  on  by  .B.,  do  active  part  being  taken  by  A.,  who 
was  a  clergyman,  and  frequently  absent  abroad  for  his  health.  In  1859,  C, 
with  the  knowledge  and  authorisation  of  B.,  but  without  the  knowledge  of 
A.,  sold  a  portion  of  the  mortgaged  property  to  D.  Upon  this  sale  all  notice 
of  the  mortgage  was  suppressed.  The  title  deeds  were  handed  to  D.,  and  the 
purchase-money,  £3,000,  was  received  by  B.,  who  gave  G.  a  receipt  "  for  self 
and  co-trustee/'  promising  to  obtain  A/s  execution  of  a  reconveyance  on  his 
return  to  England.  In  1870  G.  contracted  to  sell  a  further  portion  of  the 
property  to  £.,  and  in  the  course  of  the  transaction,  on  pressing  for  a  recon* 
veyance,  was  informed  by  B.  that  he  had  misappropriated  the  £3,000.  Upon 
the  representation  that  G.  had  succeeded  in  selling  portions  of  the  mortgaged 
properties  for  £4,500,  A.,  who  was  wholly  ignorant  of  the  real  state  of  the 
case,  was  induced  by  B.  to  erecute,  1,  a  conveyance  by  direction  of  G.  to  E., 
as  purchaser  for  £1,500,  and  2,  a  reconveyance  to  G.,in  consideration  of  an 
alleged  payment  of  £3,000,  of  the  portions  already  sold  to  D.  (to  enable  G.,  as 
it  appeared,  to  convey  this  portion  separately  to  a  purchaser).  Upon  receiving 
the  reconveyance,  G.  executed  the  conveyance  and  completed  the  sale  to  E., 
and  the  purchase-money  (£1,500)  was  handed  over  to  B.,  who  shortly  after- 
ward absconded  with  the  mortgage  deed  in  his  possession.  Held,  {a)  that  A. 
was  entitled  to  have  the  reconveyance  of  1870  canceled  as' obtained  by  fraud, 
and  (b)  that,  the  estate  supposed  to  have  been  acquired  by  G.  under  such  recon- 
veyance having  been  destroyed,  there  had  been  no  subsequent  acquisition  of 
title  by  G.,  so  as  to  perfect  against  A.,  by  estoppel,  the  defective  title  which 
D.  acquired  under  his  purchase  from  G.  in  1859.  Heath  v.  Grealoek  (Eq.  G.), 
IX,  756 ;  modified  by  S.  G.,  XI,  416.

BONDS. 

1.  Negotiability.  In  May,  1869,  the  defendants,  a  limited  company  regis- 
tered under  the  act  of  1862,  sold  to  M.  a  document  under  the  seal  of  the  com- 
pany and  signed  by  two  directors  and  the  secretary.  It  was  numbered  and 
headed  with  the  name  of  the  company,  and  called  '*  Debenture,"  and  proceeded  : 
'*The  company  hereby  promise,  subject  to  the  conditions  indorsed  on  this 
debenture,  to  pay  to  the  bearer  £100  on  the  1st  of  May,  1872,  or  upon  any  earlier 
day  upon  which  this  bond  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  off  according  to  the  con- 
ditions, and  interest  at  eight  per  cent  on  the  Ist  of  November  and  the  1st  of 
May  in  each  year ;  and  also  a  further  sum  of  £10  by  way  of  interest  or  bonus 
at  the  same  time  as  the  principal  sum  is  paid  off.  In  witness  whereof,  {he 
common  seal  of  the  company  has  been  affixed,  this  9th  May,  1869."  By 
the  conditions  indorsed  a  certain  number  of  the  bonds  were  to  be  drawn 
for  twenty -one  days  before  the  days  for  the  payment  of  the  half  yearly  in- 
terest, and  any  bond  drawn  was  to  be  advertised  and  paid  off  with  the  Interest 
and  &<7nu«due,  the  bond  being  given  up  and  no  further  interest  being  payable. 
In  July,  1869,  the  bond  was  stolen  from  M.  In  October,  1871,  the  number  of 
the  bond  was  drawn.  At  the  end  of  1871  the  plaintiff  purchased  the  deben- 
ture from  S.,  who  had  since  absconded.  The  defendants,  having  notice  of  the 
robbery,  refused  to  pay  the  debenture  to  the  plaintiff,  and  he  brought  an 
action  in  hi^  own  name,  alleging  that  he  was  lawful  bearer  of  the  debenture. 
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At  the  trial  it  was  admitted  that  similar  documents  had  been  treated  as  nego- 
tiable ;  it  was  also  admitted  that  the  plaintiff  derived  title  fromdthe  thief ;  bat 
the  jury  found  that  the  plaintiff  had  given  value  for  the  debenture  without 
notice.  Hdd,  first,  that  the  contract  contained  in  the  conditions  prevented  the 
debenture  from  being  a  promissory  note,  even  if  it  had  l)een  under  hand  only ; 
secondly,  that  it  was  not  competent  to  the  defendants  to  attach  the  incident  of 
negotiability  to  such  instruments,  contrary  to  the  general  law  ;  .and  that  the 
custom  to  treat  them  as  negotiable,  being  of  recent  origin  and  not  the  law 
merchant,  made  no  difference,  as  such  a  custom,  though  general,  could  not 
attach  an  incident  to  a  contract  contrary  to  the  general  law.  And  the  plaintiff, 
therefore,  could  not  recover.    Crouch  v.  Credit  Fofider  (Q.  B.),  VI,  108. 

2k  Bionlcipal,  in  aid  of  railway.  Held,  that  the  act  of  the  provincial  legis- 
lature of  New  Brunswick  (33  Vict.,  c.  47),  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorize  the 
issuing  of  debentures  on  the  credit  of  the  lower  district  of  the  parish  of  St. 
Stephen,  in  the  county  of  Charlotte/'  which  empowered  the  majority  of  the 
inhabitants  of  that  parish  to  raise  by  local  taxation  a  subsidy,  designed  to 
promote  the  construction  of  a  railway  extending  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
province,  but  already  authorized  by  statute,  is  within  the  legislative  capacity 
of  that  legislature.     Dow  v.  Black  (Priv.  C),  XII,  156. 

3. Under  art.  2  of  sect.  92  of  the  British  North  America  Act,  1867, 

passed  by  the  Imperial  Parliament,  the  provincial  legislature  is  enabled  to 
impose  direct  taxation  for  a  local  purpose  upon  a  particular  locality  within 
the  province.  lb. 

^ The  act  in  question  relates  to  *'  a  matter  of  a  merely  local  or  private 

nature  in  the  province,"  which,  by  the  92d  section  of  the  Imperial  Act,  is 
assigned  to  the  exclusive  competency  of  the  provincial  legislature,  and  does 
not  relate  to  the  railway,  or  any  local  work  or  undertaking  within  the  excepted 
subjects  mentioned  in  art.  10,  sub-sect,  (a)  of  the  said  section.  lb.

BOTTOMRY. 

1.  Jmrisdlction.  A  suit  for  necessaries  was  instituted  in  the  Swansea  county 
court  against  the  owners,  unknown,  of  a  foreign  brig,  which  was,  at  the  time 
of  .the  institutien  of  the  suit,  at  Swansea.  The  suit  was  afterward  transferred 
to  this  court,  and  the  plaintiffs  filed  their  petition.  It  appeared  from  the  peti- 
tion that  the  claim  of  the  plaintiffs  was  for  money  advanced  by  them  to  exe- 
cute necessary  repairs  to  the  brig  at  a  British  port,  and  that  the  money  was 
advanced  on  the  security  of  ^an  instrument,  by  which  the  master  of  the  brig 
pledged  himself  and  vessel,  and  her  owners,  for  the  repayment  of  the  money, 
except  in  case  of  the  total  loss  of  the  vessel  on  her. intended  voyage ;  held, 
1.  That  the  claim  set  forth  by  the  petition  was  founded  on. bottomry;  that 
the  county  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  entertain  snch  a  claim,  and  that,  as  the 
cause  was  transferred  to  this  court  from  the  county  court,  this  court  had  no 
jurisdiction  to  entertain  the  suit.  2.  That  it  was  not  competent  to  the  plaintiffs, 
upon  the  facts  stated  in  the  petition,  to  waive  the  instrument  of  bottomry,  and 
insist  on  their  daim  for  necessaries/because  the  claim  for  necessaries  must  be 
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considered  to  be  merged  in  the  instrument  of  bottomry.  The  El/pis  (Adm.  & 
Eccl.).  V,  54fl^ 

2.  Validity  of  bond.  A  bottomry  bond  on  a  ship  and  freight  was  given  by 
the  master  for  repairs  of  the  ship  (already  subject  to  a  mortgagee),  with  an 
agreement  by  the  bondholder,  the  ship's  agent,  that  if  a  bill  of  exchange, 
drawn*  by  the  master  upon  the  mortgagee,  should  be  duly  honored,  the  bond 
should  not  be  enforced.  The  drawee  died  before  the  bill  was  presented,  and 
neither  administration  nor  probate  of  his  will  had  been  taken  out,  when  the 
holder  of  the  bill,  in  ignorance  of  the  death  of  the  drawee,  presented  the  bill 
for  acceptance ;  Juild,  that  it  was  not  necessary,  in  order  to  entitle  the  bond- 
holder to  enforce  the  bottomry  bond,  that  there  should  have  been  such  a  dis- 
honor of  the  bill  as  might  have  been  necessary  to  give  a  right  of  actioi^  against 
a  drawee  or  indorsee  of  the  bill,  and  it  was  sufficient  that  what  was  the  reason- 
able course,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  bill  accepted  and  paid,  should  have 
been  taken,  which,  having  regard  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  appeared 
to  the  judicial  committee  to  be  established ;  and  the  bond  held  good.^  Smith 
V.  Bank  of  New  South  Wales  ;  The  Staffordshire  (Priv.  C),  III,  74. 

3. The  bond  on  the  ship  and  freight  was  made  absolute  on  the  arrival 

of  the  ship  at  Gallao,  but  the  bond  also  hypothecated  the  freight  to  be  earned 
by  the  ship  from  that  place  to  any  other  port  or  ports ;  ?ielil,  that  the  bond 
was  good  pro  tanto  as  to  the  ship,  but  void  with  respect  to  the  subsequent 
freight  earned  in  the  voyage  from  Callao  to  England.  lb. 

4. In  1867,  an  English  vessel,  then  at  Monte  Video,  waa  chartered  by 

W . ,  to  proceed  with  cargo  to  certain  ports  in  South  America.  She  took  in 
the  agreed  cargo,  and  sailed  according  to  orders,  first  to  one  and  then  to 
another  of  the  ports  of  discharge  named  in  the  charter.  A  portion  of  the 
cargo  was  delivered;  but  the  master  failing  to  obtain  any  directions  for  the 
discharge  of  the  residue,  after  considerable  delay,  and  after  notice  to  the  con- 
signee, sold  it  to  defray  expenses.  The  vessel,  after  having  been  several  other 
voyages,  arrived  at  Buenos  Ayres  in  1868,  and  procured  a  charter  to  an  English 
port.  After  this  last-mentioned  charter  had  been  entered  into,  W.  instituted 
legal  proceedings  at  Buenos  Ayres  to  recover  damages  for  the  non-delivery  of 
the  cargo  shipped  by  him,  and  caused  the  vessel  to  be  arrested  for  the  damages 
so  claimed.  The  arrest  was  under  process  valid  according  to  the  law  in  force 
at  Buenos  Ayres.  By  the  advice  of  the  British  consul  at  Buenos  Ayres,  the 
master  agreed  with  W.  to  compromise  the  dispute  by  giving  to  W.  a  .'bot- 
tomry bond  for  a  sum  of  money  considerably  less  than  the  amount  claimed  by 
him.  The  bond  was  given,  and  the  vessel  was  released.  In  a  suit  instituted 
on  behalf  of  W.  and  his  partner  in  trade  against  the  vessel  after  her  safe 
arrival  home  to  enforce  the  bond ;  Juld,  that  the  circumstances  under  which 
the  bond  was  given  rendered  it  incapable  of  being  enforced.  The  Ida  (Adm. ' 
&  Eccl.),  Ill,  480. 

6. An  American  vessel  laden  with  a  cargo  of  timber,  in  the  prosecution 

of  a  voyage,  sustained  damage,  and  was  compelled  to  put  into  the  Mauritius 
to  repair  and  refit.  She  arrived  there  on  the  11th  of  June,  1870,  and  her 
master,  being  without  funds,  placed  the  ship  in  the  hands  of  H.  &  Co.,  a  firm 
at  the  M^auritius,  and  they,  before  any  attempt  had  been  made  to  ob^in  money 
on  the  personal  credit  of  the  owners  of  the  ship,  who  were  affluent  merchants 
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■ 

In  New  York,  proposed  to  advance  money  for  the  repairs  on  the  master's  draft 
on  London,  on  his  giving  a  bottomry  bond  on  the  ship,  freight,  and  cargo,  as 
collateral  secarity.  The  master  and  H.  &  Co.,  on  the  29th  of  July,  wrote  to 
the  owners  of  the  ship,  informing  them  of  this  proposal,  and  on  the  same  day 
the  master  and  H.  &  €k>:  wrote  to  the  owners  of  the  cargo,  informing  them 
that  the  vessel  had  sastained  damage,  and  would  have  to  undergo  repair ;  but 
the  letters 'to  the  owners  of  the  cargo  omitted  all  reference  to  the  proposed 
loan  on  bottomry,  and  informed  the  owners  of  the  cargo  that  they  should 
hear  further  particulars  by  the  next  opportunity.  The  letters  written  by  the 
master  and  H.  &  Co.  to  the  owners  of  the  ship  were  forwarded  by  the  owners 
of  the  ship  to  the  owners  of  the  cargo :  but  the  owners  of  the  cargo  did  not 
receive  these  letters  till  the  8th  of  September,  when  it  was  too  late  for  them 
to  communicate  with  the  master  by  post.  On  the  13th  of  October,  after  the 
repairs  had  been  completed,  the  master  gave  bills  and  executed  a  bottomry  bond 
on  the  ship,  freight,  and  cargo,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  proposal  made 
by  H.  &  Co.,  which  had  long  before  been  assented  to  by  him.  The  bills  were 
made  payable  to  H.  &  Co., and  were  drawn  on  B.  &  Co.,  their  agents  in  London, 
at  ninety  days'  sight.  H.  &  Co.  gave-  the'  master  a  memorandum,  stating  that 
the  bills  were  taken  as  collateral  security,  and  that  the  bond  should  be  can- 
celed on  the  prompt  payment  by  the  owners  of  the  vessel  to  B.  &  Co.  of  the 
amount  of  the  bills.  On  the  15th  of  October,  the  ship  saildd  from  the  Mauri- 
tius, and  safely  arrived  at  Liverpool,  her  port  of  discharge,  on  the  7th  of 
February,  1871.  After  the  ship  had  sailed,  the  owners  of  the  cargo  were  for 
the  first  time  informed  by  letter  from  H.  &  Co.  that  the  bottomry  bond  had 
been  given.  The  bond  was  transferred,  and  the  bills  of  exchange  were  in- 
dorsed to  B.  &  Co.  Neither  the  master  nor  the  owners  of  the  vessel  had  any 
funds  in  the  hands  of  B.  &  Co.,  and  they  neglected  to  provide  funds  to  take 
up  the  bills,  and  informed  B.  &  Co.  that  they  had  determined  not  to  take  up 
the  bond.  In  a  suit  to  enforce  the  bond  against  the  ship,  freight  and  cargo* 
luld,  that  the  bond  was  invalid  as  to  the  cargo,  on  the  ground  that  there  was 
not,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  such  a  communication  with  the 
owners  of  the  cargo  as  to  satisfy  the  law.  T?ie  Onward  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  VI, 
382. 

6. iSemMd,  that  the  bond  was  also  invalid  as  to  the  cargo,  upon  the 

ground  that  the  prospect  of  benefit  to  the  cargo  was  not  such  as  to  justify  the 
master  in  granting  a  bottomry  bond  upon  the  cargo.  lb. 

^.  Whan  postponed  for  master's  lien  for  wages.  The  master  of  a  French 
lugger  executed  bottomry  bonds  on  ship,  freight,  and  cargo,  and  bound  himself 
personally  by  the  bonds.  The  ship  arrived  at  her  port  of  destination,  and  the 
bonds  were  indorsed  to  the  owners  of  the  cargo  who  instituted  a  suit  against 
ship,  freight,  and  cargo,  to  enforce  payment  of  the  bonds.  The  master  after- 
ward instituted  a  suit  against  the  ship  and  freight  for  wages.  The  proceeds 
of  the  ship  were  insufficient  to  pay  the  bonds,  but  the  proceeds  of  the  jship, 
together  with  the  freight  and  the  value  of  the  cargo,  were  sufficient  to  pay 
the  bonds  as  well  as  the  wages  of  the  master.  Held,  that  the  master  was  en- 
titled to  have  his  wages  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  ship  before  any  por 
tion  of  that  fund  was  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  amount  due  on  the 
bonds.     The  EugenU  (Adm.  &  Ecd.),  VII,  860.

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BREACH  OF  PROMISE. 

What  amounto  to.  •  The  defendant  promised  to  marry  the  plaintiff  ^  soon 
as  his  (defendant's)  father  should  die.  During  the  father's  lifetime  the  de- 
fendant refused  absolutely  to  mari^  the  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff  sued  for 
breach  of  the  promise,  the  defendant's  father  being  still  alive.  Held,  that  a 
breach  of  contract  had  been  committed  on  which  the  plaintiff  could  sue.

BRIDGES. 

liability  to  repair.  The  defendants'  predecessors  in  title  obtained  an  act 
for  the  formation  of  a  road  which  was  to  pass  under  a  railway  by  means  of  a 
bridge.  By  the  act  it  was  provided  that  the  undertakers  should  not  enter 
upon  or  interfere  with  the  railway,  or  execute  any  work  whatsoever  under  or 
affecting  the  same,  until  they  should  have  delivered  to  the  •  company  plans, 
drawings  and  specifications  of  the  works  intended  to  be  executed  under  or 
affecting  the  railway  and  works  thereof,  such  plans,  etc. ,  to  describe  the  man- 
ner of  executing  the  intended  works,  and  the  materials  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose,  nor  until  those  plana,  etc.,  should  have  been  examined  and  approved 
by  the  engineer  of  the  company ;  and  that  *'  the  same  wOk*ks  should  be  exe- 
cuted and  thereafter  maintained  by  the  undertakers  at  their  sole  expense  in . 
all  things,  according  to  such  approved  plans,  etc.,  under  the  superintendence 
and  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  engineer  of  the  company."  And  it 
was  further  provided  that  the  undertakers  should,  from  time  to  time,  be 
responsible  for  and  make  good  to  the  company  all  costs,  losses,  damages  and 
expenses  which  might  be  occasioned  to  the  company  by  reason  of  the  execu- 
tion or  failure  of  any  of  the  intended  works,  or  of  any  act  or  omission  of  the 
undertakers,  etc.  The  bridge  was  accordingly  constructed  of  brick  piers  and 
iron  pillars,  of  iron  girders  resting  upon  the  piers  and  pillars,And  of  timber  and 
wooki  work.  The  brick  and  iron  work  by  the  defendants'  predecessors  in  title, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  plaintiffs'  engineer,  and  the  super»tructure 
by  the  plaintiffs'  engineer,  at  the  expense  of  the  undertakers,  and  with 
materials  provided  by  them.  In  1872  certain  repairs  became  necessary  to  the 
superstructure  of  the  bridge  and  were  executed  by  the  company,  the  defend- 
ants having  had  no  notice,  nor  any  knowledge  or  means  of  ascertaining  that 
the  repairs  were  necessary.  HMt  that  the  plaintiffs  were  mere  volunteers, 
and  were  not  entitled  to  recover  the  -expenses  so  incurred.  London,  etc.,  Ry, 
Co.  V.  FUmtr  (C.  f,  Div.),  XV,  243. 

BROKER. 

1.  Right  to  selL  Stockbrokers  who  have  with  their  own  money  purchased 
stock  for  a  principal  are,  in  the  event  of  the  death,  bankruptcy  or  insolvency 
of  the  principal,  justified  in  immediately  selling  the  stock.  Under  such  cir- 
cumstances the  stockbrokers  have  a  claim  against  the  estate  of  the  principal 
for  the  balance  due  to  them  on  the  account,  which  balance  is  subject  to  de- 
duction for  any  loss  which  may  have  been  incurred  by  selling  before  the  neit 
settling  day.    Lacey  v.  HiU;  Serimgeour's  Claim  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  473. 
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2.  '. By  the  usage  of  the  London  Stock  Exchange,  Btockbrokere  who  have 

enteie4  into  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  stock  are,  in  the  event  of  the  insol- 
vency of  their  principal,  justified  in  immediately  selling  the  stock.  A  princi- 
pal is  insolvent  within  the  meaning  of  this  rale,  when  he  is  unable  to  pay  his 
debts  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business.  Lacey  v.  Hill;  Grou>ley*8  Claim  (Eq. 
C),  IX,  729. 

3. Messrs.  C,  brokers  on  the  London  Stock  Exchange,  on  behalf  of  Sir 

R.  H.,  entered  into  contracts  for  the  purchase  of. stocks  to  be  completed  on  the 
15th  of  July,  1870.  On  the  12th  of  July  they  wrote  to  Sir  R.  H.,  to  the  effect 
that  unless  he  paid  them  on  the  15th  a  balance  (which  consisted  of  the  differ, 
ence  between  the  contract  price  of  the  stock  and  the  value  thereof  at  the 
market  price  of  the  day)  owing  to  them  from  him  they  would  be  defaulters ; 
but  that  if  such  payment  were  made,  they  would  sell  or  continue  the  stocks, 
as  he  thought  fit.  Sir  R.  H.  promised  to  pay,  and  directed  them  to  deal  with 
the  stocks  as  they  thouglit  best,  and  they  sold  part  and  continued  part.  Sir 
R.  H.  did  not  pay  on  the  15th,  but  shot  himself  ;  on  the  next  day  a  bank  of 
which  he  was  a  partner  stopped  payment,  and  on  the  19th  he  died.  On  the 
16th  Messrs.  G.  were  (solely  by  reason  of  Sir  R.  H.'s  failure  to  pay  them)  de- 
clared defaulters  on  the  Stock  Elxchange,  and  ceased  to  be  members  of  that 
body,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  rules,  all  their  transactions  for  Sir  R.  H. 
were  closed,  and  all  the  stocks  they  had  continued  fo^  Sir  R.  H.  were  sold  at 
the  price  of  the  day.  In  consequence  of  the  value  of  the  stocks  having  fallen, 
the  balance  appearing  to  be  due  to  them  from  Sir  R.  H.  was  thus  largely 
increased.  The  stocks  afterward  continued  to  fall  in  value.  Messrs.  C.  after- 
ward paid  Qs.  Sd,  in  the  pound  on  their  Stock  Exchange  debts,  and  were  re- 
admitted as  members  of  the  Stock  Exchange.  Held,  that  the  sale  was  justifi- 
able, both  under  the  usage  of  the  Stock  Exchange  (which  entitles  a  broker  to 
sell  upon  his  principal  becoming  insolvent)  and  also  because  the  continuation 
was  only  effected  on  the  representation  of  Sir  R.  H.,  that  he  would  pay  on  the 
15th.  lb. 

^  As  affected  by  otutom  of  trade.  The  defendant,  a  merchant  in  Liver- 
pool, employed  the  plaintiffs,  tallow  brokers  in  London,  to  buy  tallow  for  him 
in  the  London  market.  In  an  action  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  against  the 
defendant  to  recover  the  loss  upon  the  re-sale  of  the  tallow,  which  the  defend- 
ant had  refused  to  accept,  it  was  proved  **  that  there  exists  an  established  cus- 
tom in' the  London  tallow-trade,  for  brokers,  when  they  receive  an  order  from 
a  principal  for  the  purchase  of  tallow  to  make  a  contract  or  contracts  in  their 
own  names  without  disclosing  their  principals,  and  also  to  make  such  contracts 
either  for  the  specific  quantity  of  tallow  so  ordered,  or  to  include  such  order 
with  others  they  may  have  received  in  a  contract  for  the  entire  quantity,  or 
in  any  quantities,  at  their  convenience,  at  the  same  time  exchanging  bought 
and  sold  notes  with  the  selling  brokers,  and  passing  to  their  principals  a 
bought-note  for  the  specific  quantity  ordered  by  them ;  and  that,  when  a  broker 
so  purchases  in  his  own  name,  he  is  personally  bound  by  the  contract ;  and 
that,  on  the  usual  settling  days,  the  brokers  balance  between  themselves  the 
purchases  and  sales  so  made,  and  make  or  receive  deliveries  to  or  from  their 
principals,  as  the  case  may  be,  or,  if  their  principals  refuse  to  accept  or 
deliver,  then  to  sell  or  buy  against  them,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  charge  them 
with  the  loss,  if  any,  or,  if  delivery  is  not  required  on  either  side,  then  any 
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difference  which  may  arise  from  a  rise  or  fall  in  the  market  is  paid  by  the  one  to 
the  other."  All  the  dealings  between  the  plaintiffs  and  the  defendant  were 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  above  custom,  which,  however,  does  not 
exist  in  Liverpool,  and  was  unknown  to  the  defendant ;  ?idd,  by  Kellt,  C.  B., 
Chaknell,  B.,  and  Blacesurn,  J.,  that  the  employment  of  the  plaintiffs  by 
the  defendant  was  an  employment  to  buy  according  to  the  usages  of  the  Lon- 
don tallow  market,  and  that  the  defendant  was  bound  by  those  usages,  not- 
withstanding he  was  ignorant  of  their  existence.  HM,  by  Mellor  and  Han- 
sen, JJ.,  and  Cleasbt,  B.,  that  the  plaintiffs,  having  been  employed  as 
brokers  to  make  the  contract  for  the  defendant,  and  having  professed  to  act  as 
brokers,  and  charged  brokerage  for  their  services  as  such,  were  not  entitled, 
as  against  a  person  unconnected  with  the  London  tallow-market,  and  ignorant 
of  its  usages,  to  set  up  a  custom  or  usage  that  they  should  fill  a  different 
character,  and  become  themselves  principals  in  the  transaction  instead  of 
brokers.    MolleU  v.  Bobinson  (Com.  PI.),  I,  885. 

6.  Zaiability  as  arbitrator.  The  defendant,  as  broker,  made  a  contract  for 
the  plaintiff:  as  follows :  "  Oct.  26, 1869.  Sold  by  order  and  for  account  of 
Mr.  D.  Pappa,  to  my  principals,  Messrs.  S.  H.  &  Son,  to  arrive,  500  tons  Black 
Smyrna  raisins  — 1869  growth  —  fair  average  quality  in  opinion  of  selling 
broker.  Held,  that  the  defendant  was  in  th^  nature  of  an  arbitrator  to  deter- 
mine between  the  parties  any  difference  which  might  arise  as  to  the  quality  of 
the  raisins  tendered  in  fulfillment  of  the  contract ;  and,  consequently,  that  he 
was  not  liable  to  an  action  for  not  having  exercised  reasonable  care  and  skill 
in  coming  to  a  decision  —  it  being  conceded  that  he  had  acted  bona  fide  and  to 
the  best  of  his  judgment.  Pappa  v.  Rose  (Com.  PI.),  I,  87;  affirmed  S.  G. 
(Exch.),  Ill,  875. 

6.  liability  aa  afiiscted  by  oustom.  N.  &  W.,  fruit  brokers  in  London,  be- 
ing employed  by  merchants  in  London,  to  sell  for  them,  gave  them  the  follow- 
ing contract  note  addressed  to  the  plaintiffs :  ''  We  have  this  day  sold  for  your 
account  to  our  principal"  so  many  tons  of  raisins.  ■  (Signed)  M.  &  W.,  bro- 
kers." The  defendants'  principal  having  accepted  part  of  the  raisins  only,  in 
an  action  brought  by  such  merchants  on  the  contract  against  such  brokers, 
hM,  that  evidence  was  admissible  that,  in  the  London  fruit  trade,  if  the  bro- 
kers did  not  give  the  names  of  their  principals  in  the  contract,  they  were  held 
personally  liable,  although  they  contracted  as  brokers  for  a  principal ;  and 
evidence  of  a  similiar  custom  in  the  London  colonial  market  was  also  admissi- 
ble ;  and  if  such  custom  was  established,  the  defendants  were  personally  liable 
on  the  contract.    FUet  v.  Murton  (Q.  B.),  I,  82. 

7.  Oonvenion  by.  A  cotton  broker  who,  without  notice  of  any  fraud,  buys  a 
quantity  of  cotton  from  one  who  obtained  it  from  the  owner  by  fraud,  and  after- 
ward sells  it  to  one  of  his  ordinary  employers,  from  whom  he  liad  received  no 
previous  instructions  to  buy,  though  he  bought  in  the  belief  and  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  it  would  prove  acceptable  to  such  employer,  is  personally  liable 
as  for  a  conversion  of  the  cotton  to  the  true  owner  thereof.  HoUins  v.  Fowler 
(H.  of  L.),  XIV,  138;  affirming  S.  C,  III,  282. 

8.  Iiiability  to  .indemnify.  A  purchase  or  sale  of  shares  made  by  one  who 
is  not  a  member  of  the  Stock  Exchange,  and  made  through  a  broker  who 
is  a  member  of  that  body,  will  be  treated  as  made  subject  to  the  rules  of  the 
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Stock  Exchange,  which  rales  imply  that  the  Dame  of  the  person  given  as  that 
of  the  altimate  purchaser  of  shares  must  be  that  of  one  able  and  willing  to 
purchase ;  and  are  not  satisfied  if  the  name  given  is  that  of  a  nonexistent 
person,  a  lunatic,  an  infant,  a  'married  woman,  or  a  person  who  has  not  given 
authority  for  the  use  of  his  name.  MckalU  v.  Merrif  (H.  of  L.),  XfU,  66' 
affirming  8.  C,  III,  600. 

9. The  contract  of  a  jobber  is  to  accept  the  shares,  or  to  furnish  the 

name  of  a  person  able  and  willing  to  accept  them ;  and  the  time  limited  by 
the  rules  of  the  Stock  Exchange  for  the  approval  or  rejection  of  the  name  of 
the  ultimate  purchaser  applies  only  to  the  responsibility,  and  not  to  the  per- 
sonal capacity  and  willingness  of  the  person  whose  name  is  given.  lb. 

10  If,  therefore,  the  name  given  is  that  of  one  who  had  no  legal  capacity 

to  accept  the  shares,  though  the  time  limited  is  allowed  to  go  by  without  ob- 
jection to  him,  the  original  contractor,  the  jobber,  will  remain  liable.  lb. 

11. M.,  not  a  member  of  the  Stock  Exchange,  directed  his  broker  to  sell 

certain  shares  of  a  company,  and  the  broker  sold  them  to  a  jobber,  who,  ac- 
cording to  the  known  practice  on  the  Stock  Exchange,  sold  them  again  (and 
in  a  similar  way  they  passed  through  several  hands),  and  the  jobber  (without 
fraud)  received  from  his  purchaser,  and  passed  on  to  M.'8  broker  the  name 
(that  of  L.)  as  the  name  of  an  ultimate  purchaser ;  M.  executed  a  transfer  to 
L.,  and  received  payment  for  the  shares  ;  L.  turned  out  to  be  a  minor  legally 
incapable  of  accepting  the  shares ;  M.'8  name  (though  without  his  knowledge) 
remained  on  the  registry  of  the  company  ;  L.  did  not  pay  the  subsequent  calls, 
and  M.  was  required  to  pay  them.  Held,  that  the  jobber  was  liable  to  make 
good  to  M.  the  calls  which  he  had'  been  compelled  to  pay  on  L.'s  default.  lb. 

12.  Oommlssioii,  when  earned.  The  plaintiffs,  house-agents,  were  instructed 
by  the  defendant  to  offer  a  leasehold  house  for  sale,  for  which  they  were  to 
receive  a  commission  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  premium 
if  they  found  a  purchaser,  but  one  guinea  only  for  their  trouble  if  the  premises 
were  sold  "  without  their  intervention."  The  particulars  were  entered  on  the 
plaintiffs'  books,  and  they  gave  a  few  cards  to  view.  One  U  ,  who  had  observed 
on  passing  that  the  house  was  to  be  disposed  of,  but  who  had  not  then  seen 
over  it,  called  at  the  plaintiffs'  office  and  obtained  a  card  to  view  the  premises 
in  question,  amongst  others,  the  terms  being  written  by  the  plaintiffs'  clerk 
on  the  back  of  the  card.  U.  went  to  the  house  a  few  days  afterward,  but 
thought  the  price  asked  (£2,200)  too  high,  and  he  went  away.  U.  had  no  fur- 
ther communication  with  the  plaintiffs;  but  he  subsequently  renewed  his 
negotiation  with  a  friend  of  the  defendant,  and  ultimately  became  the  pur- 
cliaser  of  the  lease  for  £1,700.  Held,  that  there  was  evidence  ^or  a  jury  that 
U.  had  become  the  purchaser  of  the  premises  "  through  the  plaintiffs'  inter- 
vention," and  consequently  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  the  stipulated 
oommlssion.    Maruell  v.  Olementa  (Com.  PI.),  YIII,  449. 

13. A  marine  insurance  company  in  New  York  appointed  a  firm  of 

merchants  in  London  their  agents  for  settling  claims  in  England  and  for 
effecting  reinsurances.  For  settling  the  claims  the  agents  were  to  receive  a 
fixed  percentage,  but  nothing  was  provided  as  to  remuneration  for  reinsuring. 
According  to  the  custom  as  between  underwriters  and  brokers,  the  agents  were 
allowed  by  the  underwriters  five  per  cent  on  each  reinsurance;  and  also  at 
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the  end  of  the  jear»  on  the  general  balance  between  the  underwriter  and  the 
broker,  twelve  per  cent  on  the  profits  of  the  year,  if  there  were  profits.  The 
firm  in  London  were  in  the  habit  of  receiving  both  these  percentages,  bat  only 
the  five  per  cent  was  mentioned  in  their  accouiits  sent  to  the  insurance  com- 
pany. The  company  discovered  this  in  1866,  but  made  no  objection  to  it  until 
1866.  In  1869  the  company  filed  a  bill  against  the  firm  in  London  for  an 
account  in  which  the  twelve  per  cent  should  be  accounted  for ;  claiming  also 
repayment  of  certain  sums  as  interest ;  and  praying  that  the  firm  in  London 
might  in  the  account  be  held  liable  for  neglect  in  not  reinsuring  ascertain 
vessel.  Jleld,  that  under  the  circumstances  the  firm  in  London  were  entitled 
to  retain  the  twelve  per  cent  received  by  them  as  remuneration ;  and  were 
also  entitled  to  the  interest  charged  by  them.  Oreai  Western  Ine  (Jo,  v.  Gun- 
life  (Chan,  App.),  X,  561. 

/9m  AUGTIONBBB  ;  FACTOR;  FRAUD;  INFANT;  PRINCIPAL  AND  AGBNT. 

BUILDING. 

1.  Restraint  of  erection.  The  corporation  of  Folkestone  had  power,  under 
the  Folkestone  Improvement  Act,  1855,  to  prescribe  the  line  in  which  any 
house  to  be  thereafter  built  or  taken  down  for  the  purpose  of  being  rebuilt  or 
altered  should  be  erected,  on  payment  of  compensation  to  the  owner  of  any 
house  required  to  be  set  back,  and  it  was  also  provided  that  no  new  street  to 
be  thereafter  laid  out  should  be  of  less  width  than  forty  feet,  inclusive  of 
footways,  and  in  the  case  of  existing  streets,  houses  to  be  thereafter  erected 
were  to  be  set  back  so  as  to  allow  of  a  width  t)f  forty  feet.  HM,  that  a  church 
was  a  house,  and  a  perpetual  curate  in  whom  the  freehold  of  the  site  was 
vested  under  43  Geo.  8,  c.  108,  an  owner  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  Cor- 
poration  of  Folkestone  v.  Woodtoard  (Eq.  C),  V,  777. 

2. A  temporary  church  fronting  to  a  road  within  the  borough  less  than 

forty  feet  wide  having  been  pulled  down  with  a  view  to  erecting  a  permanent 
church,  the  corporation  gave  notice  to  the  clergyman  in  charge  at  the  time,  of 
a  resolution  passed  by  them  that  the  road  on  which  the  church  abutted  must 
be  not  less  than  forty  feet  wide ;  but  there  was  no  statement  that  the  addi- 
tional width  was  to  be  gained  on  the  side  on  which  the  church  abutted,  and  it 
appeared  that  the  street  might  have  been  widened  on  the  side  opposite  with- 
out removing  any  buildings.  Afterward,  but  not  till  the  foundation  of  the 
new  church  had  been  put  in,  the  corporation  prescribed  a  line  of  building 
which  came  within  the  limits  of  the  church  as  designed.  Held,  that  they 
were  too  late,  ^d  could  not  restrain  the  erection  of  the  church  in  the  manner 
in  which  it  had  been  commenced.  lb.

BURIAL  GROUND. 

1.  Appropriation  to  difiSarent  use.  Under  special  circumstances  a  faculty 
may  be  granted  for  the  erection  of  a  school  on  a  portion  of  a  parish  church- 
yard closed  for  burials  by  order  in  Council.  Be  Bettison  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  XII, 
664. 
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2.  Ooutrol  ai  to  graveitonM.  A  churchjard  is  the  freehold  of  the  incum- 
hent,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  parishioBers  to  interment.  The  incumbent 
has  a  prima  facie  right  to  prohibit  altogether  the  placing  of  any  gravestone  in 
his  churchyard,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  ordinary.  Where  the  Incumbent 
has  refused  to  allow  a  gravestone  to  be  erected,  and  application  is  made  to  the 
ordinary  for  a  faculty  for  its  erection,  it  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  ordinary  to 
grant  or  refuse  a  faculty ;  and  where  the  bishop  has  expressed  an  adverse 
opinion  to  the  gravestone,  and  his  chancellor  has  refused  a  faculty,  the  Court 
of  Appeal  will  not  overrule  the  decision,  unless  it  is  clear  that  the  discretion 
vested  in  the  ordinary  has  been  improperly  exercised.    Keet  v.  Smith  (Adm. 

&  Ecd.).  XIV,  669.

3. The  daughter  of  H.  K.,  a  regularly  appointed  permanent  minister  of 

the  Wesleyan  denomination,  was  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  the  parish  in 
which  her  father  resided.  The  incumbent  of  the  parish  refused  to  allow  a 
stone  with  an  inscription  describing  the  deceased  as  the  daughter  of  the 
"  Rev."  H.  K.,  "  Wesleyan  Minister,"  to  be  erected  over  the  grave.  H.  K.  then 
applied  to  the  bishop,  and  the  bishop  replied  by  letter  and  expressed  an 
opinion  that  the  title  of  Reverend  should  not  be  allowed  upon  the  stone.' 
Formal  application  was  then  made  to  the  chancellor  of  the  diocese  to  issue  the 
usual  citation,  in  order  to  obtain  a  faculty  for  the  erection  of  the  stone,  and 
after  argument  he  refused  to  do  so.  On  appeal,  the  Dean  of  the  Court  of 
Arches,  without  pronouncing  that  the  prefixing  of  the  title  "  Reverend  "  was 
illegal,  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  court  below.  lb.

CARRIER. 

1.  Who  liabl«  as.  The  defendant  was  a  barge-owner,  and  let  out  his  vessels 
for  the  conveyance  of  goods  to  any  customers  who  applied  to  him.  Each 
voyage  was  made  under  a  separate  agreement,  and  a  barge  was  not  let  to  more 
than  one  person  for  the  same  voyage.  The  defendant  did  not  ply  between  any 
fixed  termini,  but  the  customer  fixed  in  each  particular  case  the  points  of 
arrival  and  departure.  In  an  action  against  the  defendant  by  the  plaintiffs 
for  not  safely  and  securely  carrying  certain  goods,  Tield,  that  the  defendant,  in 
exercising  this  employment,  had  incurred  the  liability  of  a  common  carrier, 
and  was  liable,  though  the  goods  were  lost  without  negligence  on  his  part. 
Liver  Alkali  Oo.  v.  Johneon  (Exch.),  X,  486 ;  affirming  S.  C,  11,  602. 

2. By  Brett,  J. :    The  defendant  was  not  a  common  carrier,  nor  liable 

as  such,  but  was  liable  as  a  shipowner  carrying  goods  for  hire,  upon  the  cus- 
tom applicable  to  him  as  such.  lb. 

3. To  bring  a  person  within  the  definition  of  a  "  common  carrier,"  he 
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most  exercise  the  business  of  carrying  as  a  public  employment.  He  mast 
undertake  to  carry  goods  for  all  persons  generally,  and  he  must  hold  himself 
out,  either  expressly  or  by  course  of  conduct,  as  ready  to  enga^^  in  the  trans- 
portation of  goods  for  hire,  as  a  business,  not  merely  as  a  cMnal  occupation 
pro  hoc  idee.    Nugent  v.  amUh  (C.  P.  Div.),  XV,  208. 

^ Every  shipowner  or  master  who  carries  goods  on  board  his  vessel 

for  hire  is,  in  the  absence  of  express  stipulation  to  the  contrary,  subject,  by 
implication,  by  the  common  law  of  England,  adopting  the  law  of  Rome,  by 
reason  of  his  acceptance  of  the  goods  to  be  carried,  to  the  liability  of  an  in- 
surer, except  as  against  the  act  of  God  or  the  Queen's  enemies.  lb. 

6. It  is  not  only  such  shipowners  as  have  made  themselves  in  all  senses 

common  carriers  who  are  so  liable,  but  all  shipowners  who  carry  goods  for 
hire,  whether  Inland,  coastwise  or  abroad,  outward  or  inward — all  are  within 
the  exception  to  the  general  law  of  bailments.  lb. 

6. Therefore,  where  the  owner  of  a  line  of  steamers  advertised  to  carry 

goods  from  a  port  within  to  a  port  without  the  realm  received  goods  to  be  car- 
ried for  hire  upon  that  voyage,  his  liability  to  the  ordinary  responsibilities  of 
a  common  carrier,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  realm,  was  held  to  attach  at 
whatever  period  of  the  voyage  a  loss  might  occur.  lb. 

7.  Liability  for  loss  or  injury  to  animal  oarried.  The  defendant,  who  held 
himself  out  as  a  carrier  by  sea  from  London  to  Aberdeen,  received  from  the 
plaintiff  in  London  a  mare,  to  be  carried  to  Aberdeen  for  hire.  In  the  course 
of  the  voyage  —  whether  within  the  limits  of  the  realm  or  without  was  left 
uncertain  -^  the  ship  encountered  rough  weather,  and  the  mare,  without  any 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendant's  servants,  but  partly  by  reason  of 
more  than  ordinary  bad  weather,  and  partly  by  reason  of  fright  and  conse- 
quent struggling  of  the  mare  herself,  was  injured  to  such  an  extent  that  she 
died.  Hdd,  that  the  defendant  was  liable  as  an  insurer,  this  not  being  a  loss 
by  the  act  of  CFod,  not  because  he  was  a  common  carrier,  but  because  he  car- 
ried the' plaintiff's  mare  in  his  ship  for  hire.  lb. 

8. A  damage  or  loss  may  be  said  to  have  been  occasioned  by  the  act  of 

God,  where  it  has  been  caused  directly  and  exdusively  by  such  a  direct  and 
violent  and  sudden  and  irresistible  act  of  nature  as  the  carrier  could  not,  by 
any  amount  of  ability,  foresee,  or,  if  he  could  foresee  it  would  happen,  could 
not,  by  any  amount  of  care  and  skill,  resist,  so  as  to  prevent  its  effect.  lb. 

9. A  valuable  greyhound  was  delivered  by  its  owner  to  the  servants  of 

a  railway  company,  who  were  not  common  carriers  of  dogs,  to  be  carried,  and 
the  fare  demanded  was  paid.  At  the  time  of  delivery  the  greyhound  had  on 
a  leathern  collar  with  a  strap  attached  to  if.  In  the  course  of  the  journey,  it 
being  necessary  to  remove  the  greyhound  from  one  train  to  another,  which 
had  not  then  come  up,  it  was  fastened  by  means  of  a  strap  and  collar  to  an 
iron  spout  on  the  open  platform  of  one  of  the  company's  stations,  and,  while 
so  fastened,  it  slipped  its  head  from  the  collar,  and  ran  upon  the  line  and  was 
killed  ;  hM,  that  the  fastening  the  greyhound  by  the  means  furnished  by  the 
owner  himself,  which  at  the  time  appeared  to  be  sufficient,  was  no  evidence  of 
negligence  on.  the  part  of  the  company.  BicJuMrdMn^  v.  North  Eattwm  Railway 
(Com.  PL),  1, 126. 
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10. Cattle  having  been  delivered  by  reBpondents  to  be  carried  on  the 

appellants'  railway  were  safelj  eecnred  in  a  proper  truck.  Daring  the  transit 
one  of  them  escaped  and  was  killed,  its  escape  being  wholly  attributable  to  its 
own  efforts,  and  in  no  way  to  the  negligence  of  the  appellants  or  their  servants. 
Hsld,  that  whether  the  appellants  were  considered  as  common  carriers  or  not, 
they  were  exempt  from  liability  for  any  thing  happening  by  reason  of  the 
proper  vice  of  the  thing  carried,  and  that,  therefore,  the  appellants  were 
not,  under  the  circumstances,  liable.  OrecU  Western  RaUvoay  Go,  v.  BUmer 
(Weekly  Rep.),  II,  700. 

11. The  plaintiff  sent  his  horse  by  the  defendants'  railway  from  Ew.ell ; 

on  its  arrival  it  was  found  to  have  sustained  a  cut  in  the  forearm  and  disloca- 
tion of  the  fetlock  in  the  coarse  of  the  journey;  the  horse  was  quiet  and- 
aocustomed  to  travel  by  railway,  but  there  was  not  any  negligence  on  the  part 
of  the  defendants,  and,  in  the  course  of  the  journey,  nothing  extraordinary 
happened  to  alarm  or  to  excite  the  horse ;  there  was  nothing  except  the  nature 
of  the  injuries  to  show  how  they  were  caused.  The  court  having  power  to 
draw  inferences  of  fact,  hMy  by  Martin  and  BRAKWWiL,  BB.  (Proorr,  B., 
dissenting),  that  the  injuries  were  caused  by  the  pT6t)er  vice  of  the  horse,  and 
that  the  defendants  were  not  liable  in  respect  thereof.  Kendall  v.  London  and 
South  Western  RaUnk^j/  Co,  (Weekly  Rep.),  II,  705. 

12.  Idability  for  oausiiig  death.  Where  a  passenger  on  a  railway  was 
injured  by  an  accident,  and,  after  an  interval,  died  in  consequence,  held,  that 
his  executrix  might  recover  in  an  action  for  breach  of  contract  against  the  rail- 
way company,  the  damage  to  his  personal  estate  arising  in  his  lifetime  from 
medical  expenses  and  loss  occasioned  by  his  inability  to  attend  to  business. 
Bradthaw  v.  Lancashire,  etc,,  RaUway  Go.  (Com.  PI.),  XII,  810. 

13.  Oo^tract  for  carrying  goods,  constmction  of.  The  plaintiffs  delivered 
to  the  defendants,  for  carriage  on  board  the  defendants'  ship,  a  closed  case 
containing  silk  goods.  The  bill  of  lading,  as  tendered « by  the  plaintifib  for 
signature,  described  the  contents  of  the  case  as  linen  goods  ;  but  before  sign- 
ing it  the  captain  impressed  upon  it  with  a  Qtamp  the  words  "  weight,  value 
and  contents  unknown."  Th&  freight  charged  for  silk  was.  higher  than  that 
for  linen  goods,  and  the  freight  paid  for  the  goods  so  delivered  was  that  for 
linen  goods ;  but  the  plaintiffs  represented  the  goods  to  be  linen  inadvertently 
and  without  fraudulent  intention.  On  the  ship's  arrival  at  her  destination,  it 
was  found  that  two  pieces  of  silk  had  been  abstracted  from  the  case.  In  an 
action  by  the  plaintiffs  against  the  defendants  as  common  carriers  for  non- 
delivery of  the  silk  goods  so  lost,  TuHd,  that  the  result  of  the  addition  of  the 
words  "  weight,  value  and  contents  unknown  "  to  the  bill  of  lading  was  com- 
pletely to  do  away  with  the  effect  of  the  description  of  the  goods  as  linen,  and 
that  consequently  the  defendants'  contract  was  to  carry  the  case  and  its  &  n- 
tents,  whatever  they  might  be ;  and  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  maintain 
the  action.    Lebeau  v.  General  Steam  Nav.  Go,  (Com.  PL),  lY,  343. 

14.  Quare,  whether,  even  without  the  additional  words,  the  misrepre- 
sentation having  been  made  without  fraud  could  have  had  the  effect  of  avoid- 
ing the  contract  for  carriage  of  the  goods  by  the  defendants  as  common  car- 
riers, lb. 

16.  Lnpltod  oontraot    There  is  a  duty  on  the  master  of  a  ship,  as  repre- 
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senting  the  shipowner,  to  take  reasonable  care  of  the  goods  intmsted  to  him, 
not  merely  in  doing  what  is  necessary  to  preserve  them  on  board  the  ship 
during  the  ordinary  incidents  of  the  voyage,  but  also  in  taking  active  measures, 
where  reasonably  practicable  under  all  the  circumstances,  to  check  and  arrest 
the  loss  or  deterioration  resulting  from  accidents,  for  the  necessary  and  imme- 
diate consequences  of  which  the  shipowner  is  not  liable  by  reason  of  excep- 
tions in  the  bill  of  lading.  And  for  neglect  of  this  duty  by  the  master,  the 
shipowner  is  responsible  to  the  shipper.    Notara  v.  Henderson  (Q.  B.),  I,  269. 

16.  The  plaintiffs  shipped  beans  on  board  the  defendants'  ship  under 

a  bill  of  lading,  from  Alexandria  to  Glasgow,  with  leave  to  call  at  interme- 
diate ports,  deliverable  to  plaintiffs'  order  on  payment  of  freight  by  consignees. 
The  ship  called  at  Liverpool,  and  in  going  out  met  with  a  collision  (a  peril 
excepted  in  the  bill  of  lading),  and  was  obliged  to  put  back  for  repairs,  which 
detained  her  a  few  days.  The  beans  were  wetted  by  sea  water  in  consequence 
of  the  collision- ;  and  the  plaintiffs,  being  at  Liverpool,  offered  to  receive  them 
there,  paying  freight  pro  rata ;  but  the  defendants'  agent  refused  to  deliver 
them  without  being  paid  full  freight ;  and  the  beans  were  carried  on  to  Glas- 
gow; and  on  their  arrival  there  they  were  much  deteriorated  in  value,  l>eyond 
what  they  would  have  been  by  the  mere  wetting  from  the  collision,  if  they 
had  been  dried  instead  of  being  carried  on  as  they  were.  The  facts 
showed  that  the  be^s  might  have  been  taken  out  and  dried  at  Liverpool 
(which  was  clearly  a  proper  thing  to  .do  on  behalf  of  the  owners),  and  then 
reshipped,  without  unreasonably  delaying  the  whole  adventure;  that  it  was, 
therefore,  the  master's  duty  to  have  done  so,  and  consequently  the  defendants 
were  liable  for  the  extra  depreciation.  lb. 

17.  Limitation  of  liability  by  statute.  A  railway  company,  carrying  passen- 
gers and  goods  partly  by  railway  and  partly  by  their  own  ships,  is  .entitled  to 
the  limitation  on  the  liability  of  shipowners  imposed  by  the  Merchants  Ship- 
ping Acts.     London  db  8.  W.  Railway  Go.  v.  Jcmms  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  869. 

18. A  railway  company,  known  to  be  also  shipowners,  contracted  to  carry 

passengers  and  goods  from  London  to  Guernsey,  and  they  were  taken  by  rail- 
way from  London  to  Southampton,  and  there  put  on  board  a  ship  which  be- 
longed to  the  company.  The  ship,  on  her  way  to  Guernsey,  came  into  col- 
lision with  another  ship  and  sank,  with  several  of  the  passengers  and  all  the 
goods.  Actions  were  brought  against  the  company  by  surviving  pasBengers 
for  loss  of  luggage  and  for  delay,  by  shippers  of  goods  for  loss  of  goods,  and 
by  the  administrators  of  lost  passengers  for  damages.  Held,  that,  as  to  all  the 
damages  (except  those  for  delay),  the  liability  of  the  company  was,  by  the 
Merchants  Shipping  Acts,  limited  to  the  amount  of  £15  per  ton  on  the  tonnage 
of  the  ship  ;  that  the  amount  so  payable  should  be  distributed  by  the  Court 
of  Chancery,  and  that  all  the  actions  against  the  railway  company  (except 
those  for  delay)  should  be  restrained.  lb. 

19. by  want  of  notice.    In  an  action  for  non-delivery,  a  carrier  is  not 

liable  for  particular  damages  resulting  from  an  exceptional  state  of  things, 
which  was  not  communicated  to  him  at  the  time  of  contracting  to  carry. 
Home  V.  Midland  Railway  Go,  (Com.  PI.),  Ill,  890 ;  affirmed  8.  C,  IV,  869. 

20. value  not  deolare4-  The[plaintiff  sent  upon  a  truck  by  the  defend- 
ants' line  a  wagon  with  wooden  sides,  but  without  a  top,  in  which  he  packed. 
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amongst  other  things,  paintings  exceeding  the  value  of  £10,  which  were  so 
placed  in  the  wagon  that  it  coald  he  seen  that  they  were  paintings,  hut  their 
exact  character  coald  not  he  seen.  In  an  action  for  injury  to  the  paintings, 
Iteld,  that  the  wagon  with  its  contents  was  a  *'  parcel  or  package  '*  within  the 
Carriers  Act,  §  1.  and  that,  the  goods  not  having  heen  declared,  the  plaintiff 
could  not  recover.     WhaUe  v.  Lanecuhire,  etc.,  By.  Oo.  (Exch.),  VIII,  513. 

20.  •: special  contract.  The  defendant  was  the  agent  of  a  railway  com- 
pany for  collecting  and  delivering  goods  and  parcels,  and  also  carried  on  npon 
his  own  account  the  business  of  a  carrier,  removing  goods  and  furniture  for 
hire  for  all  persons  indifferently  who  applied  to  him,  in  his  own  vans,  which 
he  sent  by  road  or  rail  to  all  parts  of  England,  the  goods  and  furniture  being 
previously  inspected  before  any  contract  was  made.  Generally,  in  duch  con- 
tracts, the  van  or  vans  were  hired  by  and  filled  with  the  goods  of  one  person 
only.  The  plaintiff  having  applied  to  the  defendant  to  remove  his  furniture 
from  one  town  to  another,  and  the  defendant's  foreman  having  inspected  it, 
the  parties  agreed  that  the  defendant  should  remove  the  furniture  for  £32 
lOf..  the  defendant  "  undertaking  risk  of  breakages  (if  any)  not  exceeding  £5 
on  any  one  article."  After  the  furniture  was  placed  in  the  defendant's  vans, 
and  while  in  transit,  it  was  burnt  without  any  negligence  on  the  defendant's 
part.  The  plaintiff,  having  brought  an  action  for  the  loss,  contended  that  the 
defendant  was  liable  as  a  common  carrier;  held,  that  the  special  contract 
showed  that  the  parties  intended  to  limit  the  defendant's  liability  to  loss  by 
breakage  or  by  the  defendant's  negligence,  and  excluded  any  question  of  lia- 
bility as  a  common  carrier ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  could  not  recover.  8oa\fe  v. 
Farrant  (Exch.),  XIV,  61 1. 

21.  Notice  on  back  of  ticket.  A  ticket  having  on  its  face  only  the  words 
"  Dublin  and  Whitehaven,*'  was  given  to  a  passenger,  who,  without  looking  at 
it,  paid  for  it,  and  went  on  k>oard.  Having  lost  all  his  luggage  he  brought  an 
action  against  the  company.  Dtferas  of  the  company,  that  on  the  back  of  the 
ticket  there  was  an  intimation  that  they  were  not  to  be  liable  for  losses  of 
any  kind  or  from  any  cause.  Judgment  against  the  company  with  costs.  Per 
The  Lord  Chakcellor:  It  would  be  extremely  dangerous  to  hold  that 
where  a  document  is  complete  on  the  face  of  it,  but  having  on  the  back  of  it 
something  which  has  not  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  a  contracting 
party,  he  shall  be  held  to  have  assented  to  that  which  he  has  not  seen  and  of 
which  he  knows  nothijig.    Henderson  v.  Stewnsan  (Sc.  App.),  XIII,  141. 

22. P^r'liord  Chelmsford  :    A  mere  notice  from  the  steam  packet 

company  without  the  passenger's  assent  will  not  discharge  them  from  per- 
forming the  very  essence  of  their  dutyy  which  is  to  carry  safely  and  securely, 
unless  prevented  by  unavoidable  accidents.  lb. 

23.  — ^  P^r  Lord  Hatherlet  :  A  ticket  is  in  reality  nothing  more  than  a 
receipt  for  the  money  which  has  been  paid.  lb. 

2^ Per  Lord  O'Haoan  :    When  a  company  desires  to  impose  special 

and  stringent  terms  upon  its  customers,  there  is  nothing  unreasonable  in  re- 
quiring that  those  terms  shall  be  distinctly  declared  and  deliberately  accepted, 
lb. 

26.  Uafaility  for  theft  by  serrants.  The  plaintiff  delivered  to  the  defend- 
ants, a  railway  company,  a  case  of  drawings,  of  greater  value  than  £10,  to  be

carried  from  C.  to  L.  The  defendants'  seryants  at  C.  pat  it  into  a  track,  which 
was  shunted  into  a  siding  of  easy  access  to  the  public.  The  case  was  stolen 
by  some  one  at  C.  The  plaintiff  having  sued  to  recover  the  value  of  the  draw- 
ings, the  defendants  pleaded  under  the  Carriers  Act  (11  Geo.  4  &  1  Wm.  4,  c. 
68),  to  which  the  plaintiff  replied  felony  bj  the  defendants'  servants.  At  the 
trial  the  judge  directed  the  jury  that  if  the  facts,  in  their  opinion,  were  more 
consistent  with  the  guilt  of  defendants'  servants  than  with  that  of  any  other 
person  not  in  their  employ,  that  was  sufficient  to  call  upon  the  defendants  for 
an  answer,  which  not  ^having  been  given,  the  inference  might  well  be  that  a . 
felony  had  been  committed  by  some  of  the  defendants'  servants.  Held,  a 
wrong  direction  ;  for  that  the  greater  probability  that  the  goods  were  stolen 
by  the  defendants'  servants  merely  arose  from  their  having  greater  opportu- 
nity of  committing  the  theft ;  and  that  this  alone  did  not  make  out  a  prima 
facie  case  that  the  felony  had  been  committed  by  one  of  the  defendants'  ser- 
vants.   McQueen  v.  OrecU  WesUm  By,  Co.  (Q.  6.),  XIV,  869. 

26. In  an  action  against  carriers  for  loss  of  the  plaintiffs  goods,  upon 

an  issue  that  the  loss  arose  from  the  felonious  acts  of  the  defendants'  servants* 
it  is  sufficient  to  prove  facts  which  render  it  m^re  probable  that  the  felony  was 
committed  by  some  one  or  other  of  the  defendants*  servants  than  by  any  one 
not  in  their  employment ;  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  give  such  evidence  as  would 
suffice  to  convict  any  particular  servant.  VatiglUon  v.  Limdon,  etc,.  By.  Co^ 
(Exch.),  VIII,  685. 

•  27.  Carriage  at  ownerHi  riak4  Goods  contained  in  several  packages  were 
delivered  to  a  railway  company  at  Chester,  to  be  carried  to  Halifax,  under  a 
contract  note  which  expressed  that  they  were  to  be  carried  "  at  owner's  risk." 
Several  of  the  packages  were  delayed,  through  the  negligence  of  the  com- 
pany, for,  as  the  jury  foand,  an  unreasonable  time,  and  their  contents  were  in 
consequence  damaged.  Held,  that  the  special  terms  of  the  contract  only  ex- 
empted the  company  from  the  ordinary  risks  of  transportation,  and  did  not 
absolve  them  from  responsibility  for  the  consequences  of  delay  caused  by  their 
negligence,  notwithstanding  that  the  goods  were  to  be  carried  at  a  lower  rate 
than  the  ordinary  rate.    D'Are  v.  London  A  N.  W.  By,  Co,  (Com.  PI.),  IX,  417. 

28. dn  free  pass.    The  plaintiff  traveled  by  the  defendants'  railway 

from  L.  to  G.  as  a  drover  with  cattle,  without  payment,  on  the  condition,  which 
he  knew,  that  he  traveled  at  his  own  risk.  On  the  train  arriving  at  G.  it 
stopped  on  a  bridge  over  a  river ;  the  parapet  of  the  bridge  was  very  low  and 
dangerous,  and  the  night  dark.  The  plaintiff  got  out  of  tlie  train,  and  in 
walking  along  the  railway  from  the  spot  where  the  train  stopped  to  go  off  the 
defendants'  premises,  fell  over  the  parapet  of  the  bridge  and  was  injured. 
Beld^  that  the  terms  under  which  the  plaintiff  traveled  exempted  the  defend- 
ants from  liability,  not  only  during  the  actual  transit  on  the  railway,  but 
whilst  the  plaintiff  was  going  from  the  defendants'  premises.  OaUin  v.  Lon- 
don, etc,.  By,  Co.  (Q.  B.),  XII,  268. 

29. Plaintiff  was  a  person  in  charge  of  sheep  which  were  sent  from  Anger- 
ton,  in  Scotland,  to  Newcastle,  under  a  note  or  ticket,  issued  by  the  North  British 
Railway  Company,  which  contained  the  following:  "  78  sheep  from  Angerton 
to  Newcastle,  N.  E.     If  it  is  desired  that  any  drover  or  person  accompanying  • 
the  live  stock  shall  be  allowed  to  travel  in  the  same  train  as  the  live  stock 
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without  paying  a  fare,  he  must  travel  at  his  own  risk,  and  must  either  sign 
tills,  in  token  that  he  agrees  to  travel  at  his  own  risk,  or  he  must  pay  fare  as 
a  passenger.  I  agree  to  travel  at  my  own  risk  without  paying  any  fare,  and 
accept  a  free  pass  subject  to  the  following  conditions  -,****  That  the 
holder  is  subject  to  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  and  he  exonerates  the  com- 
pany from  all  responsibility  for  injury  or  loss  to  himself,  howsoever  occasioned, 
on  the  journey  lor  which  it  is  issued  or  used."*-  There  was  a  place  for  the  sig- 
nature of  the  drover  at  the  bottom ;  the  plaintiff  did  not  sign  it ;  but  he 
traveled  by  the  same  train  as  the  sheep  without  paying  any  fare.  The  North 
British  Railway  goes  no  farther  than  Morpeth,  and  the  sheep  and  plaintiff 
were  carried  on  in  the  same  trucks  and  carriage  attached  to  a  train  of  defend- 
ants, the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company,  on  defendants'  line  to  Newcastle, 
under,  arrangements  between  the  two  companies.  After  the  train  left  Mor- 
peth, it  was  run  into  by  another  train  of  defendants,  owing  to  the  negligence 
of  defendants'  servants  in  charge  of  that  other  train,  and  plaintiff  was  injured. 
Held,  that  the  ticket  under  which  plaintiff  traveled  meant  that  he  should  be 
at  his  own  risk  during  the  whole  of  the  journey ;  and  it  extended  to  protect 
defendants  just  in  the  same  way  as  it  protected  the  North  British  Company 
from  all  liability  for  the  consequences  of  any  risk  connected  with  the  train 
or  line  of  raUway.    Hall  v.  Iforth  Eastern,  Ry.  Go.  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  269. 

30. Declaration,  that  plaintiff  was  a  passenger  by  defendants'  railway, 

and  they  so  negligently  conducted  themselves  in  the  management  of  their 
railway  that  an  engine  and  tender  came  into  collision  with  the  train  in  which 
plaintiff  was  traveling,  and  he  was  inj  ured  thereby.  Plea,  that  defendants 
received  plaintiff  to  be  carried  under  a  free  pass  as  the  drover  accompanying 
cattle,  one  of  the  terms  of  which  was,  that  plaintiff  should  travel  at  his  own 
risk.  Replication,  that  it  was  by  reason  of  the  gross  and  willful  negligence 
of  de  fendants  that  the  accident  happened.  On  demurrer,  Jield,  that  the  repli- 
cation was  bad,  for  that,  whatever  gross  or  willful  negligence  might  mean, 
plaintiff,  by  the  terms  on  the  pass,  had  agreed  that  defendants  should  not  be 
liable  for  the  consequences  of  any  accident  happening  in  the  course  of  the 
journey  for  which  they  would  otherwise  have  been  liable.  McGawley  v.  Pur- 
fUM  By,  Co,  (Q.  B.).  IV,  218. 

31.  laUbUity  of  connecting  oaxxien.  Plaintiff  took  a  ticket  of  the  M.  Ry. 
Co.  from  A.  to  C.  On  the  ticket  was  stated  that  it  was  issued  subject  to  the 
conditions  in  the  company's  time  tables,  one  of  those  conditions  being :  "  The 
company  does  not  hold  itself  responsible  for  any  delay,  detention  or  other  loss 
or  injury  arising  off  its  lines."  The  journey  from  A.  to  C.  is  on  the  M.  line  to 
B.,  and  thence  by  the  L.  &  N.  W.  line.  At  B.  the  station  belongs  to  the  L.  & 
N.  W.  Co.,  and  all  the  clerks  and  porters  are  hired  and  paid  by  that  company ; 
but  by  agreement,  sanctioned  by  act  of  Parliament,  the  M.  Co.  have  the  use 
of  the  station  and  the  services  of  the  clerks  and  porters,  on  payment  of  an 
annual  sum.  Plaintiff  delivered  his  luggage  to  the  M.  Co.  at  A.,  and  when  the 
train  by  which  he  traveled  arrived  at  B.,  a  porter  took  plaintiff's  luggage  from 
tife  train  and  put  it  on  a  truck,  and,  after  about  twenty  minutes,  wheeled  the 
track  across  to  the  platform  from  which  the  L.  &  N.  W.  train  was  about  to 
start  for  C.  The  plaintiff  saw  the  luggage  on  the  platform,  and  this  was  the 
last  that  was  seen  of  it.    On  the  above  facts,  the  court  having  power  to  draw 
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inferences  of  fact,  heid,  that,  assuming  the  plaintiff  to  be  bound  bj  the  condi- 
tion, the  meaning  of  "  off  the  company's  lines/'  when  applied  to  luggage,  must 
be  taken  to  be  not  "  off  the  lines  of  railway  "  merely,  but  "  out  of  the  custody 
of  the  cou^pany."  The  plaintiff's  luggage  was  shown  to  have  been  delivered 
to  the  defendants,  and  it  lay  on  them  to  show  that  they  had  delivered  it  to  the 
L  &  N.  W.  Co.,  which  they  had  not  shown,  and  the  plaintiff  was  therefore 
entitled  to  recover  against  the  defendants  for  the  loss.  Kent  v.  Midland  By, 
Go.  (Q.  B.),  XI,  128. 

32.  Zaiabillty  as  warehousemen.  The  plaintiff  was  consignee  of  some  flax 
sent  by  defendants'  railway  to  N.  station.  On  its  arrival  at  N.  station,  defend- 
ants sent  to  plaintiff  an  advice-note  of  its  arrival,  requiring  him  to  remove  it» 
and  stating  that  they,  defendants,  would  hold  it,  "  not  as  common  carriers,  tfut 
as  warehousemen,  at  owner's  sole  risk,  and  subject  to  the  usual  ware- 
house charges."  Soon  after  the  receipt  of  this  notice,  the  plaintiff  went  to 
the  station  and  removed  two  tons, of  the  flax,  but*left  the  rest  at  the  station 
for  more  than  two  months.  There  were  no  warehouses  at  the  station,  and  the 
flax  remained  on  open  ground  insufficiently  covered,  and  became  damaged  by 
wet.  In  an  action  for  the  damage,  it  was  admitted  that,  if  the  defendants 
were  bound  to  take  reasonable  care  of  the  flax,  they  had  not  done  so.  Held, 
that,  treating  the  advice-note  acquiesced  in  by  the  plaintiff  as  a  contract,  the 
terms  of  it,  taken  altogether,  did  not  exempt  the  defendants  from  liability  for 
negligence  to  the  extent  that  they  would  be  liable  as  warehousemen  or  bailees 
for  hire  ;  and  that  they  were  therefore  liable  for  the  damage.  Mitchell  "9, 
Lancashire,  etc.,  By,  Oo,  (Q.  B.),  XII,  288. 

33.  Delivery.  Where  goods  are  delivered  by  a  vendor  to  a  carrier  to  be 
carried  to  a  certain  place  with  the  added  words,  "  for  Messrs.       •      *      • 

&  Co.,"  these  persons  thus  appearing  to  be  the  consignees  of  the  goods,  may 
demand  them  of  the  carrier  at  another  place  ;  and  if,  on  such  demand,  and  on 
receiving  payment  for  the  carriage,  the  carrier  (who  has  not  received  from  the 
vendor  any  special  communication  on  the  subject  of  the  place  of  delivery) 
delivers  them  up  to  the  consignees,  the  carrier  will  not  be  responsible  to  the 
vendor  for  any  damages  which  may  arise  to  the  vendor  from  such  delivery. 
Cork  Distilleries  Co.  v.  Great  Southern,  etc., By.  Co.  (H.  of  L.),  X,  25. 

3^ Distillers  in  Cork,  who  were  under  bond  to  the  Crown  to  pay  the 

duties  on  all  spirits  which  they  might  be  permitted  to  remove  from  one  bonded 
warehouse  to  another,  sold  a  quantity  of  whisky  to  S.  &  Co.,  spirit  dealers  in 
Limerick.  The  duty  on  the  whisky  had  not  been  paid.  The  distillers 
obtained  the  regular  permit  for  its  removal  (the  permit  expressly  describing 
the  whisky  as  spirit  on  which  duty  had  not  been  paid)  and  delivered  it  to  a 
railway  company  to  carry  it  to  Limerick.  The  delivery  note  described  it  as 
sent  from  Cork  to  "  Custom  Warehouse,  Limerick.  *  *  *  For  Messrs.  J. 
S.  &  Co.,  Limerick  Station,  Limerick."  The  railway  company  gave  a  receipt 
note  in  these  terms :  "  From,  etc.  *  *  »  •  One  puncheon  of  whisky 
addressed  to  Seymour's  Customs  Warehouse  at  Limerick.  For  J.  S.  &  Co." 
If  it  had  been  taken  to  the  customs  warehouse,  the  consignees  could  not  have 
obtained  possession  of  it  without  having  first  paid  the  duty  on  it,  but  no 
Special  communication  was  made  by  the  vendor  to  the  carriers  on  this  subject. 
Before  arriving  there,  the  consignees,  J .  S.  &  Co.,  demanded  it  at  the  railway 
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Btaiion,  and,  on  paying  the  carriage,  obtained  posse.ssion  of  it,  and  than  escaped 
paying  tlie  daty.  The  vendors  were  compelled,  under  their  excise  bond,  to 
pay  the  daty,.and  brought  an  action  against  the  carriers  for  the  amount.  Z/<;^e2, 
that  this  was  the  case  of  an  ordinary  consignment ;  that  the  consignees  had 
the  right  to  demand  the  whisky  from  the  carriers ;  and  that  the  latter  were 
not  liable  to  make  good  the  loss  occasioned  to  the  distillers  by  its  delivery,  lb,

36. The  defendant  sent  a  horse  by  the  plaintiff's  railway  directed  to 

himself  at  S.  station.  On  the  arrival  of  the  horse  at  S.  station  at  night,  there 
was  no  one  to  meet  it,  and  the  plaintiffs,  having  no  accommodation  at  the  station, 
sent  the  horse  to  a  livery  stable.  The  defendant's  servant  soon  after  arrived 
and  demanded  the  horse ;  he  was  referred  to  the  livery  stable  keeper,  who  re- 
fused to  deliver  the  horse  except  on  payment  of  charges  which  were  admitted 
to  be  reasonable  On  the  next  day  the  defendant  came  and  demanded  the 
honte,  and  the  station-master  offered  to  pay  the  charges  and  let  the  defendant 
take  away  the  horse  ;  but  the  defendant  declined  and  went  away  without  the 
hon»e,  which  remained  at  the  livery  stable.  The  plaintiffs  afterward  offered  to 
deliver  the  horse  to  the  defendant  at  S.  without  payment  of  any  charges,  but 
the  defendant  refused  to  receive  it  unless  delivered  at  Ids  farm  and  with  pay- 
ment of  a  sum  of  money  for  his  expenses  and  loss  of  time.  Some  months 
after,  the  plaintiffs  paid  the  livery  stable  keeper  his  charges,  and  sent  the 
horse  to  defendant,  who  received  it.  In  an  action  brought  to  recover  the 
amount  of  the  charges,  held,  that  the  plaintiffs  acted  reasonably  in  putting 
the  horse  in  the  livery  stable,  and  that  the  defendant,  having  refused  to  take 
the  horse,  was  liable  to  the  plaintiffs  for  all  the  livery  charges  which  they  had 
paid.     Great  Northern,  etc,,  Ry,  Co.  v.  Swaffieid  (Exch.),  VIII,  667. 

36.  Refhaal  to  oaxry.  A  clause  in  a  railway  act  required  that  the  company 
should  at  all  times  "  provide  sufficient  locomotive  power,  when  and  as  the  same 
shall  be  required,  and  as  soon  as  an  adequate  and  sufficient  load  shall  be  in 
readiness,  to  convey  all  merchandise,"  etc.  The  directors  required  the  colliery 
owner  to  furnish  a  declaration  of  his  having  ready  fifteen  wagons  with  a 
minimum  load  of  four  tons  in  each  wagon,  and  gave  orders  not  to  forward  his 
coals  in  a  smaller  number  of  wagons  containing  coals.  While  this  restriction 
existed  the  coals  of  other  owners  were  carried  in  smaller  quantities.  It  was 
found  in  the  case  that  the  *'  regulation  requiring  fifteen  wagons  was  an  un- 
reasonable requirement."  Held,  thaX  this  restriction  was  not  warranted  by 
the  words  of  the  section,  and  that  the  coUlery  owner  having  sufi^ered  in  his 
business  from  suph  restriction,  was  entitled  to  damages  on  that  account.  La7^ 
catJUre,  etc.,  Ry,  Co.  v.  Oidhto  (H.  of  L.),  XIII,  40. 

37. The  arbitrator  had  found  upon  this  matter  that  the  plaintiff  was 

entitled  to  '*  damages  occasioned  to  the  plaintiff  by  reason  of  loss  of  customers."

dda.  W.  W.  T.  was  the  equitable  owner,  subject  to  av 
£1,500,  raisable  on  the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life,  of 
llch  were  perpetually  renewable,  and  were  vested  In  B. 
:tlon  to  renew  until  the  £1,S00  had  been  paid.  The 
h  W.  W.  T.  acquired  his  iutereet  contained  a  ooveoant 
OO.  In  1811  W.  W.  T.  conveyed  his  interest  to  trustees 
f  for  lite,  and  after  his  death,  subject  to  raising  tho 
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£1,500,  upon  trust  to  raise  £2,000  for  his  younger  children,  and  subject  thereto 
for  his  eldest  son  T.  T.  absolutely.  In  1815,  after  the  death  of  the  tenant  for 
life,  bj  a  deed  to  which  the  owners  of  the  £1 .500  were  parties,  and  which 
recited,  contrary  to  the  fact,  that  the  £1,500  had  been  paid,  B.  conveyed  the 
leaseholds  to  W.  W.  T.  absolutely.  In  1818,  all  the  cestuia  que  vie  being  dead, 
W.  W.  T.  obtained  a  renewed  lease  from  the  landlord  to  himself,  and  in  1819 
purchased  the  reversion  in  fee,  which  was  conveyed  to  a  trustee  for  him. 
Subsequently  W.  W.  T.  paid  off  £1,500.  In  1846  W.  W.  T.  mortgaged  the 
property  in  fee,  the  trustee  of  the  fee  joining,  so  that  the  leasehold  interest 
was  merged.  By  will  made  in  1856,  reciting  that  he  had  paid  off  the  £1,500, 
and  that  it  was  a  subsisting  chlirge  on  the  property  for  his  benefit,  he  made  a 
bequest  of  that  charge  and  apportioned  the  £2,000  among  his  younger  children, 
and,  subject  to  those  charges,  and  to  a  further  charge  of  £500  created  by  his 
will,  devised  all  his  estate  in  this  property  to  T.  T.  Held,  that  the  three  sums 
of  £1,500,  £2,000  and  £500  were  subsisting  charges,  and  must  be  raised  out  of 
the  estate,  without  distinguishing  between  those  charged  on  the  leaseholds 
and  that  charged  on  the  fee.

CHARITIES. 

1.  Bequest  to.  Testator  bequeathed  to  his  executors  £600  out  of  his  pure 
personal  estate,  upon  trust  to  invest  and  apply  the  income  in  keeping  in  good 
repair  all  the  tombstones  and  headstones  of  his  relatives  and  himself  in  G. 
churchyard,  and  directed  that  any  surplus  that  might  remain  after  defraying 
yearly  the  expenses,  as  before  stated,  should  be  given  by  his  executors  every, 
year  to  poor  pious  members  of  the  Methodist  Society  in  O.,  above  the  age  of 
fifty  years.  Held,  that,  the  trust  to  keep  the  tombstones  in  repair  being  hon- 
orary only,  the  whole  £600  was  well  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Methodist 
poor,  discharged  from  the  obligations  of  keeping  the  tombstones  in  repair. 
JDaweon  v.  Small  (Eq.  C),  IX,  685. 

2.  Devise  to.  A  hospital  was  empowered  by  an  act  of  Parliament  by  which 
it  was  incorporated,  by  will,  gift,  purchase  or  otherwise,  to  obtain,  acquire, 
hold  and  retain  land  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity  ;  and  also,  by  will,  gift, 
purchase  or  otherwise,  to  obtain,  acquire,  hold  and  maintain,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  charity,  any  kind  of  personal  estate,  including  money  secured  on  mort- 
gage or  charged  on  land.  JSM^  that  these,  words  implied  a  power  to  devise 
land  for  the  use  of  the  charity,  and,  therefore,  that  where  a  testator-  gave 
certain  legacies  to  this  as  well  as  other  charities  out  of  a  mixed  fund  of  realty 
and  personalty,  the  charity  in  question  was  entitled  to  receive  the  legacy  in 
full.    PerHng  v..  Trail  (Eq.  C),  IX,  682. 

3.  When  abates.  A  voluntary  covenant  to  secure  by  will  the  payment  of  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  applied  for  charitable  purposes  cannot  be  satisfied  out  of 
the  impure  personalty  of  the  covenantor ;  and  the  debt  created  by  the  cove- 
nant must,  like  a  legacy,  abate  in  the  proportion  of  the  impure  to  the  pure 
personalty.     Fi>x  v.  Laumde  (Eq.  C),  XII,  887. 

4.  Ziapsed,  application  of  funds.  Certain  charitable  trusts  declared  a  cen- 
tury or  two  ago  in  favor  of  poor  prisoners  in  the  city  of  London  having  lapsed

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by  reason  of  tbe  abolition  of  the  law  of  imprisonment  for  debt  and  the 
closing  of  debtors'  prisons,  the  attorney-general,  by  a  scheme,  proposed  that 
all  the  fands  should  be  treated  as  one  charity,  and  applied  to  the  building, 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  school  for  children  of  persons  convicted 
of  crime,  and  undergoing  sentence.  Held,  upon  the  construction  of  the  be- 
quests, that  by  "  poor  prisoners  "  were  meant  prisoners  for  debt,  especially  the 
poorest  and  most  sickly  of  such  prisoners,  and  in  all  cases  adults ;  and  that 
there  was  no  intention  to  relieve  children,  or  to  assist  education.  Matter  oj 
PrUfon  Charities  (Eq.  C),  VI.  670. 

6. Held,  consequently,  that  the  proposal  did  not  approach  sufficiently 

near  to  the  charitable  intentions  of  the  donors  to  admit  of  the  funds  being 
applied  ey  pres  in  the  manner  proposed.  lb. 

6.  — —  Held,  further,  that .  the  proposed  scheme  would  be  unnecessary,  as 
contemplating  an  object  already  partially  or  wholly,  and  better,  provided  for 
by  the  Industrial  Schools  Act ;  inconsistent  with  charitable  intention,  as  tend- 
ing to  the  relief  of  the  public  rates  and  taxes ;  and  inexpedient,  as  resulting 
in  the  assemblage  together  in  one  establishment  of  children  suffering  under  a 
common  misfortune,  and  thus  perpetuating  the  memory  of  that  misfortune, 
lb.

CHARTER-PARTY. 

1.  The  contraot.  A  charter-party  was  entered  Into  in  London  on  the  17th 
of  June,  1872,  between  plaintiff,  as  master  of  a  ship  lying  at  London,  and  R. 
B.  L.,  a  shipbroker,  to  carry  407  tons  of  iron  from  H.  to  G.,  at  freight  of  7«. 
d(2.  per  ton.  Freight  to  be  paid  in  London  on  signing  bills  of  lading,  the 
owner  or  master  to  have  an  absolute  lien  for  freight.  On  the  following  day 
L.  chartered  tlie  ship  to  the  defendant  at  Be.  per  ton  for  the  same  amount  of 
iron.  The  charter  contained  similar  clauses  as  to  freight  and  lien,  and  the 
following  clause  at  the  end ;  '*  The  brokerage  of  five  per  cent  is  due  on  the 
execution  of  this  charter  to  R.  B.  L.,  by  whom  the  vessel  is  to  be  entered  and 
cleared  at  the  port  of  loading."  Though  the  defendant  thought  he  was  treat- 
ing with  L.  as  broker  for  the  ship,  L.  had  no  authority  in  fact  to  act  as  broker 
for  the  plaintiff,  or  to  receive  the  freight ;  and  neither  plaintiff  nor  defendant 
knew  of  the  charter  entered  into  by  the  other.  The  cargo  having  been  put  on 
board  by  defendant,  the  master  signed  bills  of  lading  making  it  deliverable  to 
consignees  or  assigns,  *'  they  paying  freight  for  the  said  goods  as  p^r  charter- 
party.*'  The  plaintiff  did  not  demand  the  freight  on  signing  the  bills  of 
lading.  The  cargo  was  duly  delivered  at  the  port  of  discharge ;  and  in  the 
mean  time  L.  obtained  payment  of  the  freight  of  Ss.  per  ton  from  defendant, 
and  afterward  stopped  payment,  leaving  the  74.  3d.  per  ton  unpaid  to  plaintiff. 
The  plaintiff  having  sued  defendant  for  the  7s.  Sd.  per  ton  tor  the  carriage  of 
the  iron,  held,  that  the  plaintiff  could  not  recover :  for  that  the  plaintiff  and 
defendant  never  were  ad  idem,  and  consequently  there  was  no  express  con- 
tract between  them ;  and  that,  under  the  circumstances,  no  contract  to  pay 
reasonable  freight  for  the  carriage  could  be  implied  on  the  shipment  of  the 
goods.    Smidt  v.  Tiden  (Q.  B.),  IX,  379. 
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2.  Limitatton  of  liability.  By  a  charter-partj  between  plaintiff  and  defend- 
ant, it  was  agreed  that  plaintiff's  ship  should,  with  all  convenient  speed,  pro- 
ceed to  Sunderland,  and  that  defendant  should  there  load  the  ship  in  regular 
turn  with  a  full  cargo  of  coals,  and  the  ship  should  proceed  with  it  to  Kiel, 
and  deliver  to  freighter  or  assigns,  on  pajment  of  certain  freight ;  ''  and  that, 
the  charter  being  concluded  by  defendant  on  behalf  of  another  partj  resident 
abroad,  all  liability  of  defendant  should  cease  as  soon  as  he  had  shipped  the 
said  cargo."  Held,  that  this  clause  only  exempted  defendani>from  liability  accru- 
ing after  the  loading  of  the  cargo ;  and  that  he,  therefore,  remained  liable  for 
delay  in  loading,  although  he  had  ultimately  loaded  a  full  cargo.  Ohrietoff&r' 
mn  V.  Hdjuen  (Q.  B.),  II,  629. 

3.  Exceptions.  A  charter-party  was  entered  Into  between  an  English  firm 
and  the  owners  of  the  R.,  a  vessel  belonging  to  Hamburg,  which  provided  that 
the  vessel  should  proceed  to  a  foreign  port,  and  there  load  a  cargo,  and  there- 
with proceed  to  a  port  within  certain  limits  mentioned — the  act  of  (iod,  the 
Queen's  enemies,  restraint  of  princes  and  rulers,  and  dangers  of  the  seas 
excepted  ;  and  that  the  master  should  sign  bills  of  lading  as  required,  but  at 
not  less  than  the  chartered  rate,  without  prejudice  to  the  charter-party.  The 
plaintiffs,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  terms  of  this  charter-party^  shipped  a 
cargo  at  the  port  of  loading  under  bills  of  lading,  by  which  it  was  provided 
that  the  goods  should  be  delivered  at  a  port  within  the  limits  mentioned  in 
the  charter-party  as  ordered,  the  dangers  of  the  seas  only  excepted.  After  the 
making  of  the  charter-party,  and  the  shipment  of  the  goods,  war  broke  out 
between  the  North  Qerman  Confederation  and  France.  The  ship  on  her  home- 
ward voyage  sustained  damage  at  sea,  and  was  compelled  to  put  into  a  neutral 
port  for  necessary  repairs,  and  there  finding  that  French  cruisers  were  in  the 
vicinity,  she  remained  for  a  long  time  after  the  necessary  repairs  were  com- 
pleted, in  order  to  avoid  the  risk  of  capture.  The  risk  of  capture  was  such 
as  to  render  it  reasonable  and  prudent  for  the  master,  having  regard  to  the 
preservation  of  his  ship,  to  remain  in  port.  On  the  departure  of  the  cruisers, 
the  master  sailed  on  his  voyage,  and  delivered  the  cargo  according  to  orders, 
at  an  English  port  within  the  limits  mentioned  in  the  charter-party.  In  a  suit 
brought  by  the  plaintiffs  to  recover  damages  for  the  delay  incurred  in  order  to 
avoid  risk  of  capture,  held,  that  the  delay  was  justifiable ;  and  that  the 
single  exception  of  dangers  of  the  seas  mentioned  in  the  bill  of  lading  did 
not,  under  the  circumstances,  exclude  the  other  exceptions  mentioned  in  the 
charter-party.     The  Ban  Roman  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  IV,  621. 

4. A  charter-party  written  in 'the  English  language,  but  entered  into  at 

Constantinople  between  freighters  who  were  subjects  of  the  North  German 
Confederation,  resident  there,  and  the  master  of  a  North  German  vessel 
owned  by  subjects  of  the  North  German  Confederation,  provided  that  the  ves- 
sel should  proceed  to  Taganrog  and  there  take  on  board  a  cargo  as  therein 
mentioned,  to  be  carried  to  Queenstown,  Falmouth  or  Plymouth  for  orders, 
and  thence  to  a  safe  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  a  safe  port  on  the  conti- 
nent, between  Havre  and  Hamburg,  both  inclusive,  or  as  near  thereunto  as  he 
could  safely  get,  and  deliver  the  same  on  being  paid  freight  as  therein  men- 
tioned, the  act  of  God,  tlie  Queen's  enemies,  restraint  of  princes  and  rulers, 
amoDg  other  perils  therein  mentioned,  excepted.    The  vessel  proceeded  to 
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Taganrog  and  took  on  a  cargo,  which,  by  the  bills  of  lading,  was  to  be  deli  v. 
ered  at  a  safe  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  on  the  continent,  as  per  charter- 
party,  the  act  of  God  and  the  Queen's  enemies  excepted.    On  the  29th  of  Jane, 

1870,  the  vessel  sailed  on  her  voyage  with  the  cargo  to  Falmouth,  and  on  the 
16th  of  August  learned  that  since  she  had  sailed  from  Taganrog  a  war  had 
broken  out  between  France  and  the  North  German  Confederation,  and  was 
still  existing.  In  order  to  avoid  capture  by  the  French  cruisers,  the  vessel 
proceeded  to  Gibraltar,  where  she  arrived  on  the  15th  of  August,  and  remained 
there  with  her  cargo  on  board  till  the  2d  of  February,  1871,  when,  after  receiv- 
ing news  that  an  armistice  had  been  concluded  between  France  and  the  North 
German  Confederation,  she  sailed  for  Falmouth  and  delivered  her  cargo, 
according  to  orders,  in  London.  Whilst  the  vessel  was  lying  at  Gibraltar  her 
master  was  requested  by  the  owners  of  cargo  to  proceed  on  his  voyage,  and  if 
he  would  not  do  so,  then  to  tranship  and  forward  the  carg^  to  its  destination 
at  the  expense  of  his  owners;  but  no  tender  of  freight  and  expenses  was 
made,  such  as,  according  to  German  law,  was  necessary  to  entitle  the  owners 
of  the  cargo  to  demand  its  transhipment.     The  war  continued  until  January, 

1871,  and  if  the  vessel  had  left  Gibraltar  during  the  war,  she  would  have  run 
great  risk«of  capture  from  French  cruisers.  Held,  that  under  the  circum- 
stances the  master  was  justified  in  proceeding  with  his  ship  to  Gibraltar,  and 
keeping  her  there  with  her  cargo  on  board  during  the  continuance  of  the  war. 
T?u  Express  (Adm.  &  Bed.),  IV,  682. 

6. Semble,  the  law  to  be  applied  to  the  execution  of  the  contract  was 

North  German  law.  lb. 

6.  Stipulation  as  to  in8oranc#.  Where  the  charterers  of  a  ship  stipulate 
that  they  shall  be  entitled  to  insure  their  advances  "  against  freight "  at  the 
owner's  expense,  they  must  be  held  to  have  made  the  insurance  a  part  of 
their  security ;  and  if  they  fail  to  insure,  they  have,  in  the  event  of  the  ship 
perishing,  no  claim  against  the  owners  for  repayment.  Wdtion  v.  Shankiand 
(Sc.  App.).  VI,  76. 

7.  To  load  in  the  usual  and  customary  manner.  These  terms  In  a  charter- 
party  held  to  mean  the  mode  of  loading,  whether  by  lighter  or  at  the  wharf, 
and  not  the  place  at  which  the  loading  Is  to  be  done.  Tappseott  v.  Balfour 
(Com.  PI.),  IV,  816. 

8.  Lump  freight.  A  charter-party  from  Riga  to  London  provided  that  the 
ship  should  load  a  full  and  complete  cargo  of  lath  wood,  and  deliver  the  same 
on  being  paid  freight,  as  follows:  a  lump  sum  of  £815.  There  was  the  usual 
exception  of  sea  risks,  and  the  freight  wal  to  be  paid  half  on  arrival,  and  the 
remainder  on  unloading  and  right  delivery  of  cargo.  Part  of  the  cargo,  loaded 
in  accordance  with  the  charter-party,  was  lost  by  perils  of  the  sea,  without  any 
default  of  the  master  or  crew.  Held,  that  the  shipowner  was,  on  delivery  of 
the  remainder  of  the  cargo,  entitled  to  the  full  sum.  Bobinson  v.  KiiighU 
(Com.  PI.),  VI,  220. 

9. By  charter-party  a  ship  was  to  load  at  Colombo  or  Cochin,  from  the 

charterer's  agents,  a  full  and  complete  lading,  and  proceed  to  London  and  dis- 
charge there,  fire  and  other  dangers  of  the  sea  excepted,  a  lump  sum  freight 
of  £5,000,  to  be  paid  after  entire  discharge  and  right  delivery  of  the  cargo,  in 
cash,  iwo  months  after  the  date  of  the  ship's  report  inwards  at  the  custom- 
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house.  Part  of  the  cargo  loaded  in  accordance  with  the  charter-party  was 
lost  bj  fire,  without  anj  default  of  the  master  or  crew,  and  the  remainder  was 
delivered  in  London.  Held,  that  the  shipowner  was  entitled  under  the  charter- 
party  to  the  full  sum  of  £5,000.  Merchant  Shipping  Co.  v.  Armitage  (Bzch.), 
VIII,  283. 

10.  Stipulation  as  to  demurrage.  Bj  a  charter-party,  cargo  was  to  be  loaded 
in  thirteen  working  days,  and  to  be  discharged  at  not  less  than  thirty  tons  per 
working  day.  Ten  days  demurrage  to  be  allowed  above  the  said  days.  Chart- 
erer's liability  to  cease  when  ship  is  loaded,  the  captain  or  owner  having  a  lien 
on  cargo  for  freight  and  demurrage.  Meld,  that  the  charterer  upon  loading 
the  cargo  was  discharged  from,  liability  for  denlurrage  incurred  at  the  port  of 
loading.    Kiah  v.  Cory  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  855. 

11. Quwre,  whether  the  lien  for  "  demurrage  "  would  have  extended  to 

damages  for  detention  beyond  the  demurrage  days.  lb. 

12. A  charter-party  made  by  plaintiff  to  defendant  contained  the  follow- 
ing clause :  "  Charterer's  liability  to  cease  when  the  ship  is  loaded,  the  captain 
having  a  lien  upon  the  cargo  for  freight  and  demurrage."  In  an  action  brought 
for  demurrage  at  the  port  of  loading,  held,  1.  That  the  lien  extended  to  de- 
murrage at  the  port  of  loading,  as  well  as  at  the  port  of  discharge.  3.  That 
the  ship  haying  l>een  loaded,  the  charterer  could  not  be  sued  for  demurrage 
incurred  during  the  loading.    Fhineetco  v.  Mousey  (Exch.),  IV,  475. 

13. By  a  charter-party,  made  with  the  defendant,  plaintiff's  ship  was  to 

proceed  to  W.,  and  there  load  a  cargo  ^  in  the  customary  manner,"  and  proceed 
to  R  and  deliver, "  the  cargo  to  be  discharged  in  ten  working  days  (weather 
permitting),  commencing,  etc.  Demurrage  at  £9  per  100  tons  reg.  per 
day.  •  •  •  The  ship  to  have  an  absolute  lien  on  cargo  for  freight  and 
demurrage,  the  charterer's  liability  to  any  clauses  in  this  charter  ceasing  when 
he  has  delivered  the  cargo  alongside  ship."  The  customary  rate  of  loading  at  W. 
was  proved  to  be  twenty  tons  a  day.  Held,  that  the.clause  for  lien  and  exemp- 
tion of  the  charterer  applied  only  to  demurrage  at  the  port  of  discharge,  not  to 
damages  for  delay  at  the  port  of  loading.    Lockhart  v.  Folk  (Exch.),  XII,  578. 

14. It  was  agreed  by  charter-party,  between  plaintiffs  and  defendants, 

that  the  plaintiffs'  ship  should  proceed  direct  to  any  Liverpool  or  Birkenhead 
dock,  as  ordered  by  the  defendants,  and  there  load  in  the  usual  and  customary 
manner  a  cargo  of  coals,  the  vessel  to  be  loaded  at  the  rate  of  100  tons  per  work- 
ing day.  The  defendants  directed  that  the  ship  should  proceed  to  theW.  dock, 
at  Liverpool.  Cargoes  of  coal  are  supplied  at  the  docks  at  Liverpool  through 
agents  for  various  collieries,  and  sometimes  at  the  W.  dock  are  loaded  from  light- 
ers, but  most  usually  from  "  tips,'*  of  which  there  are  only  two  in  the  dock,  and 
by  the  dock  regulations,  no  coal  agent  is  permitted  to  have  more  than  three 
vessels  in  the  dock  at  a  time.  The  plaintiffs*  ship  was  ready  to  go  into  the 
dock  on  the  8d  of  July,  but  was  not  allowed  to  enter  because  the  coal  agents 
employed  by  the  defendants  to  supply  the  cargo  had  three  vessels  already  in 
the  dock,  and  two  others  in.  turn  to  go  in.  She  was  allowed  to  go  into  the 
dock  on  the  11th  of  July,  but  could  not  get  under  the  tips  for  some  time  owing 
to  the  number  of  vessels  in  turn  to  go  under  them  before  her.  Held,  in  an  ac- 
tion for  demurrage  on  the  charter-party,  that  the  lay  days  did  not  commence  at 
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the  time  when  the  ship  was  read}'  to  enter  the  dock,  nor  ut  the  time  when  she 
got  under  the  tips,  but  at  the  Ume  when  she  got  Into  the  dock.  Tapioott  v. 
Balfour  (Com.  PI,),  IV.  316. 

16.  WMmuity  m  to  arrivaL  By  &  charter-partj,  it  vm  agreed  that  the  ship 
C»rt*.ot  the  measDremeut.  etc., "expected  to  be  at  Aleiaodrla  about  15tk 
of  December,"  being  tight,  etc.,  sheald,  "  with  all  couveniunt  speed,"  sail  and 
proceed  to  that  port,  and  there  receive  from  the  charterers  a  cargo  of  cottou 
Beed.  Id  «a  action  against  the  owner,  the  breach  alleged  in  the  deolamtion 
was:  that  the  said  ship  waa  not  expected  to  be  at  Alexandria  about  the  15th  of 
December,  1871,  but  waa  then  in  such  part  of  the  world,  and  nnder  snch  en- 
gagements, that  flhe  could  not  perform  those  engagements  and  arrive  at  iJeK- 
andria  about  the  s^d  daj.  Held,  a  good  breach  —  the  descriptive  statement, 
amoanting  to  a  warrant/,  that  the  ship  waa  in  Buch  a  position  that  she  might 
reasonably  be  expected  to  arrive  at  Alexandria  by  the  day  named.  CtmkUng 
v.  Maueg  (Com.  PI.),  VI,  178. 

16.  Oondltton.  Plea,  that  at  the  time  of  making  the  charter-party,  the  ship 
was,  to  llie  plaintiff 'a  knowledge,  engaged  for  a  certain  voyage,  and  that  the 
charter-party  was  nude  eubject  to  a  parol  condition  that  ahe  shoald,  with  all 
convenient  spaed,  fnlfill  her  engagement,  and  then  proceed  to  the  port  of  load- 
ing, and  that  she  did  so,  held,  a  good  plea.  lb. 

17.  Liability  for  dafiolanojr.  By  a  charter-party  for  the  conveyance  of  a 
cargo  of  coal  from  Catdlff  to  Baenoe  Ayras,  it  was  stipulated  that  the  master 
should  "  sign  bills  of  lading  tor  the  cargo  put  on  board  ae  prcMUted  to  him 
by  the  charterers,  without  prejudice  to  the  ternu  of  the  charter-party."  On 
arrival  at  the  port  of  discharge,  it  was  found  that  the  coat  delivered  to  the 
coDsigneen  waa  less  by  thirty-two  tons  than  the  quantity  meutioned  in  the 
bills  of  lading,  and  the  owners  were  called  upon  to  pay,  and  paid  the  differ- 
ence of  value  to  the  consignees.  In  an  action  by  the  owners  against  the 
charterers  to  recover  the  amount  so  paid,  hdd,  that,  inasmuch  as  the  owners 
were  under  no  legal  liability,  either  at  common  law  or  under  the  Bills  of 
Lading  Act,  to  pay  for  such  deficiency,  the  action  waa  not  maintainable. 
Broan  v.  PomU,  etc.  Coai  Co.  (Com.  PI.),  ZIV,  420. 

IS.  ZilablUtj  for  nnfitOMS  of  v«w^    A  charter-party  provided  that  the 
ship  should  load  a  full  and  complete  cargo  of  sugar  fo  bags,  hemp  in  oom- 
presaed  bales,  ~  meaaurement  gooda.     It  likewiae  specified  different  rates  of 
freight  for  dry  and  wet  sugar.     The  usuel  words  as  to  the  vessel's  being  tight, 
staunch  and  strong  were  not  in  the  cliarter,  but  it  was  provided  that  the  vessel 
should  be  a  good  risk  for  insurance  before  and  when  receiving  cargo,  and  that 
the  master  shtiuld  provide  a  survey  report  declaring  her  to  be  so.     The  ahip 
proceeded  to  bar  port  of  loading,  and  having  been  surveyed  was  reported  to 
be  a  first-class  risk.     A  cargo  of  wet  sugar  was  provided  tor  her  by  the  char- 
terer.    A  great  deal  of  moisture  drvna  from  wet  augar,  and  when  the  cargo   . 
had  been  nearly  all  shipped.  It  was  found  that  there  was  an  accumulation  in 
Id,  the  reS;Ult  of  drainage  from  the  sugar  mixing  with  the  ordinary 
)  of  the  ship,  which  the  pumps  were  unable  to  deal  with  from  the 
of  the  material,  and   which  rendered  the  ship  unseanorthy  tor  the 
if  she  proceeded  in  lier  then  condition.     The  ship  was  perfectly  aea- 
,  except  with  respect  to  this  particular  kind  of  cargo,  and  the  pumps 
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were  quite  entBcient  for  all  ordinary  purposes.  The  sugar  had  to  be  anloaded 
again,  and  the  charterer  then  refused  to  reload  it  or  provide  any  other  cargo. 
Cross  actions  were  brought,  the  one  by  the  shipowner  against  the  charterer 
for  refusing  to  provide  a  cargo,  and  the  other  by  the  charterer  against  the 
sliipowner  to  recover  damages  by  reason  of  the  ship  not  being  fit  to  carry  the 
cargo  provided  for  her.  At  the  trial  the  jury  found  that  the  cargo  of  sugar 
which  was  offered  was  a  reasonable  cargo  to  be  offered ;  that  the  ship  was  not 
reasonably  fit  to  carry  a  reasonable  cargo  of  wet  sugar ;  that  the  ship  could- 
not  have  been  made  fit  within  such  a  time  as  would  not  have  frustrated  the 
object  of  the  adventure ;  and  that  the  ship  would  not,  without  new  pumps 
and  with  a  reasonable  cargo  of  wet  sugar  on  board,  have  been  seaworthy. 
Held,  affirming  the  decision  of  the  court  below,  that  the  shipowner,  by  the 
charter-party,  undertook  that  the  ship  should  be  fit  for  the  carriage  of  a  cargo 
of  wet  sugar,  and  that  the  charterer  was  entitled  to  succeed  in  both  actions. 
Stanton  v.  Eiehdrdaon  (Com.  PI.),  X,  223 ;  affirming  S.  C,  III,  814. 

19.  Deviation,  when  excusable.  The  master  of  a  Prussian  vessel,  a  sub- 
ject of  the  King  of  Prussia,  having  on  board  a  cargo  of  nitrate  of  soda  (con- 
traband of  war)  under  a  charter-party  and  bill  of  lading  from  Pisagua,  bound 
to  Cork,  Cowes  or  Falmouth,  for  orders  to  proceed  to  any  safe  port  in  Great 
Britain,  or  on  the  continent  between  Havre  and  Hamburg,  both  included,  and 
there  deliver  the  cargo,  "  the  act  of  God,  the  Queen's  enemies,  fire  and  all  and 
every  other  risk,  dangers  and  accidents  of  the  seas,  rivers  and  navigation,  of 
whatever  nature  and  kind  soever  excepted  ;*'-  arrived. at  Falmouth  on  the  10th 
of  July,  1870,  and  received  orders  on  the  11th  of  that  month  to  proceed  to  the 
French  port  Dunkirk,  and  there  deliver  her  cargo.  On  the  ship's  arrival  off 
Dunkirk,  on  the  16th,  the  master  was  informed  by  a  French  pilot  that  war  had 
broken  out  between  France  and  Prussia,  whereupon  the  master  put  back  to  the 
Downs  to  make  inquiries,  and  anchored  there  on  the  17th,  which  was  Sunday. 
On  the  18th,  having  telegraphed  to  the  owner  of  the  vessel  for  instructions, 
he  was  ordered  not  to  go  to  Dunkirk,  and  on  the  19th  he  put  into  Dover,  where 
he  was  informed,  as  the  fact  was,  that  war,  which  had  been  imminent  from 
the  10th,  had  been  declared  between  France  and  the  ^orth  German  Confede- 
ration, formal  declaration  thereof  having  been  given  as  upon  the  19th  of  July. 
Held,  that  the  master  was  justified  in  putting  back  to  the  Downs  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  whether  war  had  been  declared,  and  was  guilty  of  no 
improper  deviation  or  delay  in  not  returning  to  Dunkirk  before  the  19th  of 
July,  when  war  was  actually  declared.  Held,  further,  that  the  master  com- 
mitted no  breach  of  contract  in  refusing  to  deliver  the  cargo  at  Dunkirk,  and 
as  the  charter-party  provided  what  freight  was  to  be  paid  if  the  cargo  was 
delivered,  the  delivery  at  Dover  was  within  the  terms  of  the  charter-party, 
and  the  master  was  entitled  to  freight  for  the  cargo  from  the  owners  before 
delivery  thereof.  HemJble,  where  a  master  receives  credible  information  that  if 
he  continues  in  the  direct  course  of  his  voyage,  his  ship  will  be  exposed  to 
some  imminent  peril,  as  from  pirates  or  icebergs,  or  other  dangers  of  naviga- 
tion, he  is  justified  in  pausing  and  deviating  from  the  direct  course,  and  taking 
any  step  that  a  prudent  man  would  take  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the 
danger.    Duncan  v.  KmUt;  The  Teutonia  (Priv.  C),  II,  526. 

20.  Delay,  when  ezonsable.  An  apprehension  of  capture  founded  on  cir- 
coQuitanoeB  calculated  to  affect  the  mind  of  a  master  of  ordinary  oouiage. 
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jadgment  &nd  experieoce,  will  justifj  delay  in  the  prosecation  of  a  voyage; 
and  a  ship  is  not  answerable  in  a  suit  ander  s.  6  of  the  Admiralty  Court  Act, 
1861,  for  damage  to  cargo  caused  by  such  delay.  Anderson  v.  Owners  of  San 
Roman  (Priv.  C),  VIU,  230. 

21. Where,  by  a  charter-party,  it  was  agreed  that  defendant's  vessel 

should,  with  all  convenient  speed,  sail  to  a  spout,  as  directed  by  plaintiffs,  and 
there  load  a  full  cargo  of  coals,  and  then,  as  soon  as  wind  and  weather  should 
•permit,  should  proceed  to  Hamburg  and  there  deliver  the  same,  the  restraint 
of  princes  and  rulers  {inter  alia)  excepted ;  and  the  defendants,  before  any 
breach  by  plaintififs,  refused  to  carry  out  the  charter-party,  and  to  let  their 
ship  take  or  carry  any  goods  of  plaintiffs  to  the  port  of  Hamburg,  and  gave 
notice  to  plaintiffs  that  they  renounced  the  charter-party ;  held,  that  the  facts 
that  before  any  breach  of  the  charter-party  war  broke  out  between  France  and 
Germany,  wherein  the  port  of  Hamburg  was  situate ;  that  the  said  port  was 
blockaded  by  the  French  fleet ;  that  the  Queen,  by  proclamation,  enjoined  her 
subjects  to  a  strict  neutrality,  and  not  to  commit  any  violation  of  the  law  of 
nations ;  that  the  defendants  were  British  subjects,  and  their  ship  was  a 
British  ship,  and  the  cargo  being  a  cargo  to  be  carried  to  Hamburg,  the 
further  performance  of  the  charter-party  became  illegal;  that  defendants, 
having  notice  of  the  premises,  refused  to  allow  the  ship  to  receive  a  cargo  for 
the  purpose  of  running  the  blockade  and  delivering  the  cargo;  and  that, 
although  the  defendants  were  ready  to  perform  the  charter-party  as  far  as 
they  were  not  prevented  by  any  of  the  excepted  causes,  yet  it  could  not  have 
been  carried  out  within  a  reasonable  time,  except  by  running  the  blockade, 
constituted  a  good  excuse  for  non-performance  by  them,  and  a  good  defense  to 
an  action  therefor.  The  charter-party  being  for  one  single  adventure,  to  com- 
mence at  once,  and  the  contract  being  still  executory,  the  defendants  were 
justified  in  throwing  up  the  contract  and  refusing  to  load  the  ship  when  the 
further  performance  of  the  contract  within  a  reasonable  time  was  prevented 
by  an  excepted  cause,  viz.,  the  blockade »  which  was  a  "  restraint  of  princes." 
Qeipel  v.  SmUh  (Q.  B.).  II,  98. 

22.  Delay  in  loading.  In  an  action  by  a  shipowner  against  the  charterers 
for  not  loading  a  cargo  of  coals  pursuant  to  a  charter-party,  by  the  terms  of 
which  the  owner  engaged  that  the  vessel,  then  in  the  port  of  Sunderland, 
being  tight,  etc.,  should,  with  all  possible  dispatch,  proceed  direct  to  the 
South  Dock,  Sunderland,  and  there  load,  in  the  usual  and  customary  manner, 
at  any  one  of  the  collieries  the  freighters  might  name,  a  full  cargo  of  coals, 
etc.,  which  tihe  freighters  bound  themselves  to  ship  by  a  given  day  for  Cal- 
cutta, the  defendants  pleaded  that  they  had  not  any  notice  of  4;he  ship  having 
proceeded  to  and  having  arrived  at  the  South  Dock,  and  of  her  being  ready  to 
receive  cargo,  wherefore  they  did  not  nor  could  load.  Held,  that  the  allega 
tion  in  the  plea  must  be  treated  as  an  allegation  of  fact,  meaning  that  by  rea- 
son of  want  of  notice  of  the  ship's  arrival  at  the  dock  and  being  ready  to  load, 
the  defendants  were  prevented  loading  her,  and  that  so  read  the  plea  was  an 
answer  to  the  action.    Stanton  v.  Austin  (Com.  PI.),  Ill,  417. 

23.  Resoiasion  for  delay.  By  the  terms  of  a  charter-party,  the  ship  was  to 
*'  proceed  with  all  possible  dispatch  (dangers  and  accidents  of  navigation  ex-

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PrandBOO.  On  the  voyage  from  Liverpool  to  Newport  the  vessel  got  aground, 
and  was  not  got  off  under  a  month  and  a  half,  and  then  required  several 
months  for  repairs.  Mdd,  that  the  charterers  were  not  bound  then  to  load 
the  ship.

CHATTEL  MORTGAGE. 

1.  Mb-deictiption.  In  a  bill  of  sale  the  maker  was  described  as  "  W.  C, 
of  No.  87Malpas  Road,  Deptford,"  and  the  attesting  witness  as  '*E.  W.,2 
kk>uth  Terrace,  Hatcham  Park  Boad  ;"and,  in  the  affidavit  filed  with  it,  the  de- 
ponent sUted  that "  the  said  W.  C.  resided  at  No.  73  Malpas  Road,  Deptford," 
and  that  he  himself  resided  at  "  3  South  Terrace,  Hatcluun  Park  Road/'  held,  a 
fatal  misdescription.     Murray  v.  Mackengie  (Com.  PI.),  XIV,  469. 

2. The  grantor  of  a  bill  of  sale  was  described  in  the  affidavit  filed 

under  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act,  as  an  accountant."  He  was  in  fact  a  clerk  in  the 
accountant's  department,  at  the  Euston  Square  Station  of  the  London  and 
North  Western  Railwaj  Company,  but  in  his  leisure  time  was  occasionallj 
employed  to  balance  tradesmen's  books.  Held,  an  insufficient  description. 
Larekin  v.  Jforth,  etc.,  Bank  (Exch.),  XII,  524. 

3.  Oondition  not  registered.  A  bill  of  sale  of  furniture  was  given  to  secure 
the  payment  of  £250  and  interest,  the  money  being  made  payable  on  demand. 
In  default  of  payment  on  demand,  the  mortgagee  was  empowered  to  take  pos- 
session. The  bill  of  sale  was  registered  within  the  proper  time.  There  was  a 
prior  parol  agreement,  not  appearing  in  the  bill  of  sale,  that  the  debt  should 
be  paid  off  by  small  weekly  installments.  The  mortgagor  was  adjudicated  a 
bankrupt,  but  before  the  adjudication  was  made,  the  mortgagee  liad  taken  pos- 
session. Meld,  that  this  parol  agreement  amounted  to  a  defeasance  or  condition, 
within  the  meaning  of  sect.  2  of  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act,  1854  ;  and  that,  as  the 
agreement  was  not  registered,  the  bill  of  sale  was  void  as  against  the  trustee 
under  the  liankruptcy.     In  re  SatUham  (Eq.  CL),  IX,  657. 

4.  Sefoure  and  sale  imd«r.  A  bill  of  sale  contained  a  provision  that  it 
should  be  void  in  case  the  mortgagor  should  pay  the  principal  money  thereby 
secured  ^  upon  demand,  if  and  when  the  mortgagee  should  ao  require  by  a  no- 
tice in  writing,'*  and  until  payment  of  the  principal,  should  pay  interest 
thereon  half  yearly,  and  also  a  proportionate  part  thereof  '*  to  the  expiration 
of  the  said  notice)  when  the  same  shall  be  given."  And  in  default  of  payment 
power  was  given  to  the  mortgagee  to  seize  and  sell  the  property  comprised  in 
the  deed.  Semble,  that  the  mortgagee  was  not  entitled  to  seize  on  the  same 
day  on  which  he  made  a  demand  for  pajrment,  the  demand  not  being  at  once 
complied  with.    Sx  parte  Trevor;  In  re  Burghardt  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  752.

CHECK. 
Oroaaing  does  not  afiisot  negotlabilitjr.    A.,  being  indebted  to  plaintiff,  gave 
him  a  check  for  the  amount,  payable  to  plaintiff's  order,  upon  the  defendants, 
a  banking  company.    Plaintiff  indorsed  his  name  on  the  check,  and  crossed  it

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with  the  name  of  his  bankers,  "  London  and  County  Banking  Co."  The' check 
was  stolen  and  passed  for  fall  valae  to  C.  C  paid  it  in  to  his  bankers,  the 
London  and  Westminster  Bank ;  and  thej  presented  it  to  the  defendants,  who 
paid  it  to  them,  notwithstanding  the  crossing,  '*  London  and  Coantj  Banking 
Co."  Plaintiff  brought  an  action  against  defendants  for  a  conversion,  and  for 
so  paying  the  check,  relying  on  21  &  22  Vict.,  c.  79,  s.  2,  which  enacts  that  a 
check  on  a  banker,  payable  to  order  or  bearer  and  uncrossed,  may  be  crossed 
by  the  holder  with  the  name  of  a  banker,  and  such  crossing  shall  be  deemed 
a  material  part  of  the  check,  and  the  banker  upon  whom  it  is  drawn  shall  not 
pay  it  to  any  other  than  the  banker  named  in  the  crossing.  HM^  that  the 
statute  did  not  affect  the  negotiability  of  the  check  j  the  plaintiff  MbA  indorsed 
the  check,  so  that  C.  had  become  h<ma  fide  holder  of  it  before  it  was  presented 
to  the  defendants,  and  the  plaintiff  was  not  the  holder ;  and  there  was  nothing 
in  the  statute  to  give  the  plaintiff,  who  had  ceased  to  be  the  holder,  any  right 
of  action  against  the  defendants.  8mUh  v.  Union  Bank  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XY,  166 ; 
affirming  S.  C,  XIII,  288.

CHURCH  DECORATIONS. 

When  lUegaL  Upon  a  reredos  erected  for  purpose  of  decoration  in  Exeter 
cathedral  by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Exeter,  were  sculptured  representations 
in  high  relief  of  the  Ascension,  the  Transfiguration,  and  the  descent  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  with  figures  of  the  Apostles  delineated 
as  forming  part  of  the  connected  representation  of  the  historical  subject.  On 
each  side  of  the  reredos,  as  finials  to  its  architectural  form,  was  a  separate 
figure  of  an  angel.  The  bishop  of  Exeter,  at  a  visitation  of  the  cathedral  of 
the  dean  and  chapter,  held  the  structure  to  be  illegail,  and  ordered  it  to  be 
removed.  Meld  (by  the  Privy  Council,  reversing  the  decree  of  the  Court  of 
Arches),  that  although  the  bishop,  as  ordinary,  in  the  exercise  of  his  visitato- 
rial power  over  the  cathedral  church  of  Exeter,  cannot  at  his  discretion  order 
any  alteration  in  its  fabric;  it  was  within  his  jurisdiction  to  find  that  the 
sculpture  had  been  unlawfully  erected,  and  on  that  definite  legal  ground  to 
order  its  removal.  Held,  also,  that  the  structure  was  not  illegal,  and  that  so 
much  of  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Arches  as  reversed  the  order  of  the  bishop 
directing  its  removal  must  be  affirmed.  PhilpoUs  v.  Boifd  (Priv.  C.;,  XIII,  229 ; 
affirming  S.  C,  XII,  670.

1.  Appurtenant.  In  a  suit  by  the  o^niers  and  occopiers  of  lands  in  Epping 
Forest  against  t£e  lords  of  the  several  manors  within  the  forest,  claiming  to 
be  entitled,  in  right  of  and  as  appurtenant  to  their  several  'lands  and  tene- 
ments, to  common  of  pasture  for  cattle,  levant  and  oouchant,  on  their  respect- 
ive tenements  over  all  the  waste  lands  of  the  forest,  and  praying  an  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  inclosure  of  any  part  of  the  said  waste,  held,  that  such 
right  had  been  established  by  proof  of  user  for  more  than  sixty  years ;  that 
the  defendants  had  failed  to  show  that  the  right  of  common  was  only  common 
of  vicinage ;  that  the  other  grounds  of  defense  wholly  failed ;  and  that  any 
further  inclosure  of  the  waste  must  be  restrained.  CommiseioneT^  of  Sewers  v. 
Qlasee  (Eq.  C),  XI,  733. 

2.  Of  vicinage.  Where  A.,  B.  and  C.  are  three  vills  with  commons,  B.  lying 
between  A.  and  C,  there  can  be  common  of  vicinage  between  A.  and  B.  and  be- 
tween B.  and  C.  but  not  between  A.  and  C. ;  and,  semble,  there  cannot  be  com- 
mon of  vicinage  between  more  than  two  townships.  lb.

COMPENSATION. 

1.  For  what  may  be  given.  Though  compensation  may  not  be  granted  to  a 
person  annoyed  by  the  smoke  and  vibration  occasioned  by  traids  passing  along 
a  railway,  constructed  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  Parliament,  where  no 
part  of  his  land  has  been  taken,  compensation  may  be  g^ven  for  deterioration 
in  the  value  of  his  property  occasioned  in  a  similar  manner,  where  a  part  of 
his  land  has  been  taken  for  the  construction  of  a  work  authorized  by  an  act. 
Duie  of  Bucdeueh  v.  Metropolitan  Board  (H.  of  L.),  U,  448. 
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2. In  this  question  of  compensation  maj  be  considered  his  particular 

and  individual  use  of  that  in  which  he  has  no  proprietary  right,  such  as  the 
shore  of  a  tidal  river.  lb. 

3. B.  was  the  owner  of  a  garden  on  the  bank  of  the  Thamea,  and  had 

had  (like  his  predecessors  in  the  occupation  of  the  same  garden)  the  use  of  a 
causeway  which  ran  from  his  garden  to  low- water  mark  in  the  river, — and 
which  was  always  repaired  and  kept  in  order  by  him.  He  was  deprived  of  the 
use  of  this  causeway  and  of  his  communication  with  the  river  by  the  embank- 
ment of  the  river,  and  the  formation  of  a  road  between  it  and  his  garden. 
Per  Lord  Chblmbford  :  Whether  the  soil  of  the  causeway,  or  only  an  ease- 
ment over  it,  was  in  him,  he  was  entitled  under  the  4th  section  of  the  Thames 
Ehnhankment  Act  to  compensation  for  the  loss  of  its  use.  Per  Lord  Caibns  : 
He  was  a  riparian  proprietor,  having  a  right  to  the  undisturbed  flow  of  the 
river  along  the  whole  frontage  of  his  property,  and  was  entitled  to  damages 
for  being  deprived  of  this  right.  lb. 

4. B.  was  the  owner  of  a  mansion  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  with  a 

large  garden  frontage  thereon  —  the  river  was  embanked  under  the  authority 
of  an  act  of  Parliament  —  a  large  strip  of  dry  land  was  formed  where  the  river 
had  formerly  flowed  up  to  the  garden,  and  a  public  road  was  made  between  this 
strip  of  land  and  the  river.  B.  claimed  compensation  under  the  act.  The  claim 
was  referred  to  arbitration.  HM,  that  the  loss  of  the  use  of  the  river  frontage 
and  the  consequent  loss  of  privacy,  and.  the  increase  of  dust  and  noise  by  the 
creation  of  the  embankment  and  road,  were  subjects  for  the  arbitrators  to  con 
sider  as  occasioning  deterioration  in  the  selling  value  of  the  property,  for 
which  he  was  to  determine  the  amount  of  compensation.  Its  amount  was  en- 
tirely in  his  discretion,  and  his  award  could  not  be  impeached  on  the  ground 
that  he  must  have  considered  all  these  subjects  in  making  up  his  mind  as  te 
the  extent  of  the  money  deterioration  of  the  property  and  the  amount  of  the 
compensation  therefor  to  be  gii^n.  lb. 

6.  Ii^Jazies  from  public  improvement  A  public  body,  with  power  by  act  of 
Parliament  to  stop  up,  alter  or  use,  for  the  purpose  of  the  authorized  works, 
certain  specified  streets,  were  restrained  by  injunction  from  interfering,  in 
excess  of  their  powers,  with  the  cellar  of  a  house  in  one  of  the  streets,  the 
roadway  of  which  was  being  lowered,  until  the  amount  of  compensation  for 
the  whole  house  should  have  been  ascertained  and  paid.  An  inquiry  as  to  the 
damages  sustained  by  plaintiff,  the  owner  and  occupier  of  the  house,  by  rea- 
son of  the  works  commenced  by  defendants,  having  been  directed  by  the 
decree,  hdd^  that  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  be  compensated  for  the  indirect 
injury  to  his  trade  resulting  from  the  diversion  of  traffic  caused  by  the  author- 
ized act  of  lowering  the  roadway,  but  only  for  direct  structural  injury  occa- 
sioned by  the  unauthorized  interference  with  his  cellar.  Bigg  v.  Ocrporation 
of  London  (Eq.  C),  V,  8^7. 

6.  Land  i^jprioualy  affected.  In  order  to  found  a  claim  to  compensation 
under  the  68th  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  for  an 
interest  in  land  "injuriously  affected,"  there  must  be  an  injury  and  damage, 
not  temporary,  but  permanent,  peculiarly  affecting  the  house  or  land  itself  in 
which  the  person  claiming  compensation  has  an  interest.  A  mere  personal 
inconvenience,  obstruction  or  damage  to  a  man's  trade  or  the  good  will  of  his 
business  will  not  be  sufficient,  although  any  one  of  them  might,  but  for  act  of 
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Pftrliament  which  aathorizes  the  doing  of  the  thing  occasioning  the  injnrj, 
have  been  the  subject  of  an  action  against  the  person  occasioning  it.  Mtlro- 
polUan  Board  of  W(yrk$  v.  McCaHhy  (H.  of  L.),  X.  1 ;  affirming  S.  C,  V,  256. 

7. M.  was  the  lessee  or  occupier  of  a  house  in  close  proximity  to  a 

draw-dock  which  opened  into  the  Thames.  He  had  no  right  in  any  way  to 
the  use  of  the  dock,  except  as  one  of  the  public,  but  his  premises  being  in 
dose  proximity  to  it,  his  use  of  it  for  the  purposes  of  his  business  was' very 
constant.  The  dock  was  entirely  destroyed  by  the  works  of  the  Thames 
Embankment.  M.  sought  compensation.  The  case  submitted  to  the  court 
stated  "  that  by  reason  of  the  destruction  of  the  dock,  and  the  destruction 
thereby  of  the  access  to  and  from  the  Thames,  the  plaintiff's  premises  became 
and  were,  as  premises  either  to  sell  or  occupy  in  their  then  condition,  and  with 
reference  to  the  uses  to  which  any  owner  or  occupier  might  put  them  in  their 
then  state  and  condition,  permanently  damaged  and  diminished  in  value." 
Held^  that  the  plaintiff  was,  on  these  facts,  entitled  to  compensation.  lb. 

8. Per  Lord  Pekzaitcb  :    The  legislature,  in  authorizing  works  and 

taking  away  any  rights  of  action  which  the  owner  of  land  would  have  had  if 
the  works  had  been  constructed  without  such  authority,  intended  to  confer  on 
such  owner  a  right  to  compensation  co-extensive  with'  the  rights  of  action  of 
which  the  statute  had  deprived  him,  but  no  more ;  ^lot  to  improve  the  position 
of  the  person  injured  by  the  passing  of  the  aet.  Ik. 

9. Per  Lord  Penzance  :  The  right  to  compensation  will  accrue  when- 
ever it  can  be  established  that  a  special  value  attached  to  the  premises  by 
reason  of  their  proximity  to  or  relative  position  with  the  highway  obstructed, 
and  that  this  special  value  has  been  permanently  injured  by  the  obstruc- 
tion, lb. 

10. Lord  P*Hagan  fully  concurred  with  the  judgment  in  this  case,  but 

intimated  his  opinion  that  the  observations  of  Lord  Wkstburt  in  Ricket  v. 
77^  Metropolitan  Ry.  Co.  had  laid  down  the  correct  rule  for  construing  the 
68th  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845.  The  legislature 
never  intended  that  the  community  should  profit  at  th»  expense  of  a  few  of 
its  members.  lb.

COMPROMISE. 

1.  When  a  bar  to  suit  The  defendant  purchased,  through  his  broker^  300 
shares  in  a  joint-stock  company,  and  gave  directions  that  they  should  be 
transferred  into  the  name  of  his  son,  G.  E.  On  the  same  day  the  plaintiff 
instructed  his  broker  to  sell  100  shares  in  the  company,  and  they  were  bought 
by  the  defendant's  broker,  on  his  account,  through  a  j  obl>er  in  the  ordinary 
way,  and  were  transferred  to  G.  E.,  and  were  registered  in  his  name.  At  that 
time  G.  E.  was  an  infant,  of  which  fact  the  plaintiff  was  not  aware.  Soon 
afterward  the  company  was  wound  up  voluntarily,  and  G.  E.  then  brought  an 
a<^tion  by  his  father,  as  next  friend,  against  the  plaintiff,  who  was  an  auditor 
of  the  company,  charging  him  with  fraud  in  selling  the  shares,  knowing  that 
the  company  was  in  an  insolvent  condition,  and  claiming  damages.  The  action 
was  compromised  on  the  terms  that  all  charges  of  fraud  should  be  withdrawn, 
sad  that  the  purchase-money  should  be  repaid  to  G.  E.     The  liquidators,  on 
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discovering  that  O.  E.  was  an  infant,  substituted  the  name  of  the  plaintiff  for 
his  as  a  contributory  of  the  company.  The  plaintiff  then  filed  a  bill  against  the 
defendant,  charging  that  he  was  the  real  purchaser  of  the  shares,  and  that  the 
plaintiff  was  not  aware  of  that  fact  when  he  entered  into  the  compromise  with 
G.  £.,  and  claiming  to  be  indemnified  by  the  defendant  against  all  loss  in 
respect  of  the  transaction.  SM,  that  the  compromise  was  an  effectual  bar  to 
the  plaintiff's  claim  to  relief,  and  that  the  fact  of  his  ignorance  that  the 
defendant  was  the  real  owner  of  the  shares  was  immaterial.  Maynard  v, 
^a^<^;»  (Chan.  App.),  IX,  515. 

2.  When  not  a  bar«  Where,  by  resolutions  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869» 
the  creditors  agreed  to  accept  a  composition  payable  by  installments,  and  the* 
debtor  made  default  in  payment  of  an  installment  to  a  creditor,  held,  that  the 
creditor  eould  maintain  an  action  against  the  debtor  for  the  balance  of  the 
whole  debt  remaining  unpaid,  and  would  not  be  restrained  by  the  Ck)urt  of 
Bankruptcy.    In  re  Hattan  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  594. 

3. On  the  Slst  of  December,  1839,  certain  uncollected  rents  belonging 

to  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  were  sold  by  his  executors  to  the  respond, 
ent.  In  1869  the  appellant,  claiming  as  residuary  legatee  under  the  will  of 
the  deceased,  sued  the  respondent  and  the  surviving  executor  to  cancel  the 
sale,  and  for  an  account  and  payment,  and,  after  certain  abortive  negotiations 
for  a  compromise,  foreclosed  the  pleadings  in  the  action.  Thereupon  a  "  trans- 
action" was,  on  the  4th  of  June,  1870,  made  between  the  respondent  and  L., 
the  counsel  and  attorney  of  the  appellant,  to  the  effect  that  the  cause  was 
stayed  on  certain  terms  of  payment,  and  the  foreclosure  removed  '*jusqu*d 
nouvel  avis"  which  " transaction,"  on  the  10th  of  June, the  respondent  revoked 
and  pleaded  to  the  action.  Thereafter  the  appellant  prayed  for  judgment  in 
terms  of  the  compromise,  which  was  refused.  In  January,  1871,  the  appellant 
brought  another  action  to  enforce  the  compromise,  and  the  res'pondent  pleaded, 
first,  that  the  pendency  of  the  original  action  for  substantially  the  same  cause 
was  a  bar,  or  that  the  discontinuance  thereof  was  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
right  to  maintain  a  fresh  one ;  secondly,  res  adjudiccUa;  thirdly,  fourthly  and 
fifthly,  that  the  "  transaction "  was  conditional  on  ratification  by  the  court, 
was  made  by  L.  without  appellant's  authority,  and  under  mistake,  surprise  or 
fraud.  Held,  first,  that  the  pendency  of  the  first  action  was  not  a  bar  to  the 
institution  of  the  second,  nor  was  the  discontinuance  of  the  first  a  condition 
precedent  to  bringing  the  second.  The  right  mode  of  enforcing  the  "  transac- 
tion "  was  by  a  separate  action.    King  v.  Pinsoneault  (Priv.  C).  XII,  127. 

4. Secondly,  the  "  transaction  "  was  intended  to  be  final,  but  according 

to  the  Canada  Civil  Code,  interpreted  by  the  aid  of  the  French  law,  L.,  in  the 
absence  of  special  authority,  had  not,  by  reason  of  his  being  *'  avoeat  *'  and 
"  a^oue"  any  power  ta  bind  his  client  thereby.  lb. 

6.  Void  in  default  of  payment.  Where,  by  the  terms  of  a  composition 
deed,  the  release  is  to  become  null  and  void  in  default  of  payment  of  the  com- 
position, although  the  first  installment  may  have  been  paid  in  time  to  save  a 
forfeiture,  yet  a  subsequent  default  in  payment  of  a  second  installment  ren- 
ders the  release  null  and  void.    Hall  v.  Levy  (Com.  PI.),  XI,  312. 

6.  Of  orimlnal  proceedmgs.  Where  an  offense  is  of  such  a  nature  that  the 
offender  may  be  proceeded  against  either  (uvilly  or  criminally,  as  in  case  of 
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the  infxingement  of  a  tnd^mArk,  there  is  nothing  illegal  or  improper  in  a 
compromise  of  the  criminal  proceedingB  taken  against  him.  Fisher  v.  Apd 
Unaris  Co,  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  786.

CONCEALMENT —iS^  Fraud;  Guabantt.

CONTEMPT. 

1.  Jnrlscllotion  o£  Bj  0  &  10  Vict.  c.  95,  s.  8,  the  county  courts  were  estab- 
lished, and  were  made  courts  of  record.  By  s.  118,  the  judge  is  empowered 
to  impose  a  fine  not  exceeding  £5,  or  to  imprison  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
seven  days,  for  any  contempt  committed  in  court.  HMt  that  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  judge  of  a  county  court  was  confined  by  s.  118,  to  contempts  committed  in 
court,  and  he  had  no  power  to  proceed  against  a  person  for  a  contempt  com- 
mitted out  of  court.    Regina  v.  Lefray  (Q.  B.),  IV,  250. 

2. Semhlet  that  inferior  courts  of  record  have  only  power  over  contempts 

in  fade  curia,  lb. 

3.  Interference,  with  receiver.  After  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the 
goods  of  a  bankrupt,  such  goods  are  in  the  custody  of  the  court,  and  it  is  a 
contempt  of  court  for  a  person  to  take  them  by  force  out  of  his  possession, 
even  though  such  person  has  a  valid  bill  of  sale  thereof.  Ex  parte  Cochrane  ; 
In  re  Mead  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  808. 

4.  Attachment  for.  In  order  to  bring  a  trustee  within  the  8d  exception  of 
sect.  4  of  the  Debtors  Act,  1869(82  &  88  Vict.,  c.  62),  it  is  not  necessary  that 
the  money  should  have  been  in  his  sole  possession  or  under  his  sole  control. 
Therefore,  where  a  sum  of  money,  forming  part  of  the  assets  of  a  testator's 
estate,  was  paid  in  to  a  bank  to  the  joint  account  of  two  executors,  with 
power  to  one  of  them  to  draw  checks,  and  he  drew  out  the  money  and  mis- 
applied it,  and  an  order  was  made  against  both  executors  for  payment  of 
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the  money  into  court,  Tield,  that  the  other  executor  was  within  the  exception, 
and  that  a  writ  of  attachment  might  be  issued  against  him  for  non-payment  of 
the  money.    B9an8  v.  Bear  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  442. 

6. A  writ  of  attachment  for  non-payment  of  money  is  a  matter  of  right, 

and  the  court  has  no  discretion  to  refuse  it.  lb. 

6.  Punishment  for.  When  a  judge,  in  the  legitimate  exercise  of  his  juris- 
diction, is  defiantly  disobeyed,  he  may  commit  the  offender  instantly  to  prison 
for  contempt  of  court.     Watt  ▼.  Ligerttoood  (So.  &  Div.  App.),  IX,  195. 

7. A  document  in  manibtu  curia  haying  been  carried  away  by  an  agent 

regardless  of  the  judge's  remonstranoes,  ?uld^  that  the  judge  might  either 
have  committed  him  summarily  for  the  contempt,  or  haye  issued  an  order 
requiring  him  to  return  the  paper,  or  be  committed  in  case  of  refusal,  or  haye 
committed  him  until  return  was  made,  but  that  a  process-caption  was  also  a 
proper  remedy,  and  that  notice  of  its  issue  was  unnecessary.  lb. 

See  CiUMiNAii  Law. 

CONTRACT. 

1.  Parties.  Articles  of  association  contained  a  clause  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  the  plaintiff  should  be  solicitor  to  the  company,  and  should  transact  all 
the  legal  business  of  the  company  for  the  usual  and  accustomed  fees  and 
charges,  and  should  not  be  remoyed  from  his  office  unless  for  misconduct.  The 
articles  were  signed  by  seven  members  of  the  company,  and  were  duly  regis- 
tered, and  the  company  incorporated  under  the  Companies  Act,  1862.  The 
plaintiff  was  not  appointed  solicitor  to  the  company  by  any  resolution  of  the 
directors,  nor  by  any  instrument  bearing  the  corporate  seal  of  the  company, 
but  he  acted  as  such  for  some  time.  No  resolution  as  to  his  ceasing  to  be 
solicitor  was  eyer  passed  by  the  directors,  but  after  a  time  they  ceased  to  em- 
ploy him,  and  employed  other  solicitors  to  do  the  legal  business  of  the  com- 
pany. The  plaintiff  brought  an  action  against  the  company  for  breach  of  con- 
tract in  not  employing  him  as  solicitor  to  transact  their  legal  business,  on  the 
terms  of  the  articles.  Held,  that  the  articles  of  association  were  a  contract  be- 
tween the  shareholders  irUer  se,  and  did  not  create  any  contract  between  the 
plaintiff,  who  was  not  a  party  to  them,  and  the  company.  BUey  y.  Poniive, 
etc..  Life  Aseuranee  Go.  (Ex.  Diy.),  XV,  371. 

2.  Oonsideratlon.  A  legal  consideration  of  any  yalue  is  sufficient  to  support 
a  contract  in  partial  restraint  of  trade ;  and  the  court  will  not  inquire  as  to  its 
adequacy.    Gravely  v.  Barnard  (Eq.  C),  X,  882. 

3.  Acceptance  by  letter.  A  contract  is  complete  when  a  letter  has  been 
posted  accepting  an  offer  which  can  be  accepted  by  letter  so  sent.  Imperial 
Land  Co.,  Matter  of;  Harris*  Caae  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  529. 

4. A  letter  of  application  for  shares  in  a  company  was  put  into  the  post  and 

was  duly  receiyed  by  the  directors.  A  committee  appointed  by  the  directors  allot- 
ted 1(X)  shares  to  the  applicant,  and  the  secretary  of  the  company  put  into  the 
post  a  letter  addressed  to  the  applicant,  informing  him  that  the  shares  had  been 
allotted  to  him,  and  that  10  per  cent  interest  would  be  charged  on  the  balance  due 
in  respect  of  the  shares.  The  letter  was  duly  receiyed  by  the  applicant,  but  before 
he  receiyed  it, he  had  sent  by  post  a  letter  declining  to  accept  any  shares.  Held,  that 
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the  oontnct  was  completed  when  the  letter  ftnnoancing  the  ftllotment  of  the 
shares  was  pat  into  the  post.  lb. 

5. HMf  that  under  articles  of  association  of  the  company  authorizing 

the  delegation  of  any  business  to  a  committee,  the  allotment  of  shares  by 
such  a  committee,  instead  of  by  the  whole  board  of  directors,  was  valid,  and 
that  the  provision  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  balance  was  not  a  new  tem| 
introduced  into  the  contract.  lb. 

6. A  contract  which  is  proposed  by  letter  is  binding  as  soon  as  an  ac- 
ceptance thereof  is  mailed,  and  it  cannot  afterward  be  recalled.  WMb  Cum 
(Bq.  C),  V,  686. 

7.  The  agents  of  A.,  who  had  a  lease  of  premises  No.  22  Belgrave 

Road,  to  dispose  of,  wrote  to  B.  as  follows :  "  We  have  been  requested  by  Mrs. 
D.  to  find  her  a  lodging-house  in  this  neighborhood  ;  and  we  forward  for  your 
approval  particulars  of  two  which  we  think  most  likely  to  suit."  Inclosed 
were  particulars  of  two  houses,  one  of  which  was  No.  22  Belgrave  Road,  the 
tenuB  for  which  were  stated  to  be :  Premium,  250  guineas ;  rent,  £80 ;  and 
certain  fixtures  and  planned  furniture  to  be  taken  at  a  valuation.  B.  replied 
as  follows;  '*  I  have  decided  on  taking  No.  22  Belgrave  Road,  and  have  spoken 
to  my  ajB^ent,  Mr.  C,  of,  etc.,  who  will  arrange  matters  with  you  if  you  will  put 
yourselves  in  communication  with  him.  I  leave  town  this  afternoon ;  so,  if 
you  have  occasion  to  write  to  me,  please  address  to  Cirencester.'*  Hdd,  that 
these  two  letters  did  not  constitute  a  complete  agreement  binding  on  the  de- 
fendant   Stanley  y' DowdemoeU  (Com.  PI.),  XI, 270. 

8. The  plaintiff,  who  proposed  to  enter  the  service  of  the  defendant,  a 

calico  printer,  as  salesman,  on  the  21st  of  Septeniber,  wrote  as  follows  :  "  Re- 
ferring to  my  conversation  with  you,  I  have  now  the  pleasure  to  state  my 
willingness  to  enter  the  service  of  your  firm  for  one  year  on  trial,  on  the  fol 
lowing  terms,  viz.,  a  list  of  merchants  to  be  regularly  called  on  by  me  to  be 
made,  and  corrected  as  occasion  requires.  My  salary  for  the  year  to  be  £120, 
and  in  addition  a-  commission  of  ^.  per  piece  on  all  sales  effected  or  orders 
taken  by  myself,  etc.  If  the  terms  herein  specified  are  in  accordance  with  your 
ideas,  kindly  confirm  them  by  return,  and  I  will  prepare  to  enter  on  my  duties 
at  your  warehouse  on  Monday  morning  next."  The  defendant,  on  the  follow- 
ing day,  replied :  **  Yours  of  yesterday  embodies  the  substance  of  our  conver- 
sation and  terms.  If  we  can  define  some  of  the  terms  a  little  clearer,  it  might 
prevent  mistakes ;  but  I  think  we  are  quite  agreed  on  all.  We  shall,  there- 
fore, expect  you  on  Monday."  Then  followed  this  postscript :  "  I  have  made 
a  list  of  customers,  which  we  can  consider  together."  Hdd,  that  these  two 
letters  did  not  constitute  a  binding  contract  in  writing,  the  defendant's  answer 
not  being  an  absolute  and  unqualified  acceptance  of  the  plaintiff's  offer.  Ap- 
plebif  V.  Johruan  (Com.  PI.),  VIII,  466. 

9.  Validity — intoxication,  effect  o£  The  contract  of  a  man,  too  drunk  to 
know  what  he  is  about,  is  voidable  only,  and  not  void,  and  therefore  capable 
of  mtification  by  him  when  he  becomes  sober.  McUtheiM  v.  BcuUer  (Exch.), 
IV,  602. 

10.  MatuaUty.  A  contract  to  furnish  another  with  steam-power  for  any 
number  of  looms  which  may  be  put  up  by  the  latter  in  his  weaving  shed,  for 
a  term  of  years,  at  a  fixed  annual  rent  per  loom,  payable  in  advance,  is  not 
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void  for  want  of  matualitj,  even  thoagh  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  owners  of 
the  weaving  shed  to  pat  an  end  to  it  at  the  commencement  of  any  year,  by  dis- 
continuing to  work  any  loomq ;  but  it  is  valid  and  can  be  sued  on  at  law. 
Matter  of  Wat&r^  (Chan.  App.).  VI,  490. 

11. The  plaintiffs  advertised  for  tenders  for  the  supply  of  stores  for  a 

period  of  twelve  months.  The  defendant  sent  in  a  tender  to  supply  the  stores 
required  for  the  period  named,  at  certain  fixed  prices, "  in  such  quantities  as 
the  company's  store.keeper  might  order  from  time  to  time , "  and  the  plaintiffs 
accepted  his  tender.  HM,  that  there  was  a .  sufficient  consideration  for  the 
defendant's  promise  to  supply  the  goods,  although  there  was  no  binding  con- 
tract otf  the  part  of  the  company  to  order  any.  Great  Northern  By,  Co,  v. 
WUham  (Com.  PI.),  VII,  130. 

12.  As  affected  by  pubUo  policy.  The  plaintiff  and  defendant  were  both 
subscribers  to  a  charity,  the  objects  of  which  were  elected  by  the  subscribers, 
who  had  votes  proportioned  in  number  to  the  amount  they  had  subscribed. 
They  expressly  agreed  that  if  the  plaintiff  would  give  twenty-eight  votes  for 
an  object  of  the^ charity  whom  the  defendant  favored,  the  defendant  would  at 
the  next  election  give  twenty-eight  votes  for  such  object  of  the  charity  as  the 
plaintiff  should  then  favor.  Held,  that  there  was  a  legal  consideration:  for  the 
defendant's  promise,  and  that  the  agreement  Was  not  void  as  against  public 
policy.     BoUon  v.  Madden  (Q.  B.),  VII,  117. 

13. Tenders  for  the  supply  of  stone  having  been  jnvited  by  a  corpora- 
tion, it  was  agreed  between  A.,  B.,  C.  and  D.,  quarry  owners,  that  B.  should  not 
tender,  that  C.  and  D.  should  tender  above  A.'b  price,  that  A.  should  purchase 
certain  quantities  of  stone  from  B.,  C.  and  D.,  at  a  fixed  price,  and  that 
B.,  C.  and  D.  should  not  supply  the  corporation  with  stone  during  1875.  The 
stone  was  purchased  as  agreed,  by  A  ,  but  B. ,  in  breach  of  the  agreement, 
sent  in  a  tender,  which  was  accepted.  Heldt  on  demurrer,  that  the  agreement 
was  not  void,  and  that  a  bill  would  lie  by  A.  to  restrain  B.  from  supplying  the 
corporation  direcUy  or  indirectly  during  1875  with  stone,  without  making  the 
corporation  parties.     Jom$  v.  North  (Eq.  C),  XII,  826. 

1^  As  afiscted  by  statnts  of  frauds.  Where  articles  of  association  provi- 
ded that  a  certain  person  should  be  solicitor  to  the  company  and  transact  all 
its  legal  business,  which  articles  were  signed  by  members,  and  the  company 
afterward  incorporated,  hM,  that  even  if  such  articles  constituted  a  contract, 
it  would  be  a  contract  not  to  be  performed  Within  a  year,  and  must,  therefore, 
be  in  writing,  and  that  the  signatures  to  the  articles  of  association,  which  were 
affixed  aiio  intuitu,  were  not  signatures  to  a  memorandum  of  the  contract 
within  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  so  as  to  bind  the  company.  S^  v.  Positioe 
Assurance  Co,  (Ex.  Div ),  XV,  371. 

15.  niegal  ooosldttratioii.  To  an  action  on  a  bond  against  the  defendant  as 
executor,  he  pleaded  that  the  plaintiff  had  seduced  and  committed  adultery 
with  the  wife  of  the  defendant's  testator,  between  whom  and  the  plaintiff  it 
was  agreed,  that  in  consideration  that  the  defendant's  testator  would  not  ex- 
pose and  make  public  the  conduct  of  the' plaintiff,  he  would  not  sue  on  the 
bond.  On  demurrer  to  the  plea,  hM,  that  there  was  no  valid  consideration  for 
the  agreement,  and  that  the  plea  was  bad.  Brown  v.  Brine  (Ex.  Div.),  XV, 
257. 
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16.  Contrary  to  law.  A  contract  to  do  a  thing  which  cannot  be  performed 
without  a  violation  of  the  law  is  void,  whether  the  parties  knew  of  the  law 
or  not ;  but  in  order  to  avoid  a  contract  which  can  be  legally  performed,  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  an  intention  to  perform  it  in  an  illegal  manner,  it  is 
necessary  to  show  that  there  was  the  wicked  intention  to  break  the  law,  and 
then  knowledge  of  what  the  law  is  becomes  of  great  importance.  Waugh  ▼. 
Morris  (Q,  B.),  V,  197. 

17. A  contract  by  a  highway  board  with  a  gas  company,  to  permit  the 

latter  to  open  the  highway  and  lay  gas  pipes  underneath,  is  not  necessarily 
one  to  allow  the  creation  of  a  nuisance,  but  is  valid,  and  is  a  good  considera- 
tion for  an  agreement  by  such  company  to  make  good  the  highway  so  dis- 
turbed, and  to  pay  for  the  privilege.  Edgeware  Highway  Board  v.  Harrow 
Gob  Go.  (Q.  B.),  XI,  164. 

18.  Ck>n8truction.  Where  documents  are  obscure,  but  where  parties  have 
long  acted  on  the  footing  of  a  given  practical  construction,  the  court,  in  the 
absence  of  better  evidence,  will  accept  that  construction  as  correct.  Forbes  v. 
WaU  (Sc.  &  Div.  App.),  II,  613. 

19.  Despription  of  suljept-inatter.  The  plaintiff  entered  into  an  agreement  for 
the  transfer  of  his  tenancy  in  a  public-house  and  the  sale  of  the  good-will  there- 
of to  the  defendant.  The  subject-matter  of  the  agreement,  which  was  in  writ- 
ing, was  therein  described  as  *'  the  house  and  premises  he  now  occupies,  known 
by  the  sign  of  the  'White  Hart.'*'  There  was  a  coach-house  which  belonged 
to  the  "  White  Hart,"  and  which,  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  agreement, 
was  not  in  the  occupation  of  the  plaintiff,  but  of  one  S.,  who  held  it  as  tenant 
to  the  plaintiff  for  a  period  which'had  not  expired  at  the  time  fixed  for  the 
completion  of  the  transfer  by  the  agreement.  The  agreement  contained  a 
variety  of  stipulations  with  regard  to  the  transfer  of  the  licenses,  the  payment 
of  rates  and  taxes,  and  the  purchase  of  fixtures,  furniture,  and  stock  at  a  val- 
uation by  the  defendant,  and  concluded  as  follows :  "  If  either  party  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  all  and  every  part  of  this  agreement,  they  hereby 
promise  and  agree  to  pay  to  the  other  who  shall  be  willing  to  complete  the 
same  the  sum  of  £100  as  damages,  and  recoverable  in  any  of  Her  Majesty^s 
courts  of  law."  The  defendant  refused  to  perform  the  agreement  on  the 
ground  that  it  included  the  coaoh-house,  and  that  the  plaintiff  could  not  per- 
form his  part,  not  being  able  to  deliver  up  possession  of  that  portion  of  the 
premises  on  the  day  fixed  for  completion,  and  the  plaintiff  accordingly  brought 
his  action  to  'recover  the  £100  as  liquidated  damages.  Held,  that  the  words 
"  he  now  occupies  "  formed  an  essential  part  of  the  description  of  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  agreement,  and  could  not  be  rejected  as  falsa  demonstration  and 
consequently  that  the  agreement  did  hot  include  the  coach-house,  and  the 
plaintiff  was  entitled  to  succeed.    Magee  v.  LoneU  (Com.  PI.),  YIII,  423. 

^.  OptionaL  Plaintiff  lent  defendants  £50  under  an  agreement:  '*  De- 
fendants agree  to  borrow  from  plaintiff  the  sum  of  £50  at  the  rate  of  £6  per 
annum,  and  plaintiff  agrees  to  lend  defendants  the  above  sum  for  the  term  of 
nine  or  six  months."  Held^  that  the  option  of  making  it  a  loan  for  six  or  nine 
months  was  in  the  defendants,  the  borrowers.  Reed  v.  KUbum  Oo-operatvoe 
8o.  (Q.  B.),  XII,  2»5. 
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21.  An  agreement  was  entered  into  between  two  water  companies,  by 

which  it  was  agreed  that  company  A.  should  take  over  the  works,  provide  for 
a  mortgage  debt,  and  pay  interest  upon  the  shares  of  company  B.  This  agree- 
ment was  sanctioned  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  transaction  was  carried 
into  effect  by  an  indenture  of  January,  1857,  which  provided  that  if  company 
A.  (or  their  intended  assignees,  the  corporation  or  local  board  of  health),  being 
desirous  of  becoming  the  absolute  and  unrestricted  owners  of  the  works  of 
company  B.,  subject  only  to  the  mortgage  debt,  should,  **  on  or  before  any 
25th  of  December,  after  having  given  to  company  B.  six  months  previous 
notice  of  their  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  option  thereby  given,  pay 
unto  coiB^any  B."  £46,246,  the  amount  of  their  share  capital,  the  party  so 
pajing  should  become  absolutely  entitled  to  the  works.  Held,  that  the  corpo- 
ration which  had  acquired  the  interest  of  company  A.  did  not,  by  giving  one 
notice  and  failing  to  act  upon  it,  lose  the  right  given  to  them  by  the  deed  of 
January,  1857,  of  purchasing,  after  six  months'  notice,  on  or  before  any  25th 
day  of  December.     WaHL  v.  Wolverhampton  Watertoorka  Co.  (Eq.  C),  1, 658. 

22. Where  bills  of  lading  and  drafts  drawn  against  them  are  intrusted 

to  a  person  for  presentment  of  the  drafts,  and,  in  case  they  are  accepted,  de- 
livery of  the  bills  to  the  acceptor,  he  to  receive  a  reward  for  so  doing,  and 
agreeing  to  return  the  drafts  if  not  paid  after  acceptance,  or  pay  his  principal 
the  amount  of  them,  he  is  bound  to  return  the  bills  if  not  paid,  or  else  to  pay 
the  full  amount  of  them  and  not  their  value  merely.  JQeDerill  v.  BurneU 
(Com.  PI.),  VI,  224. 

23.  Penalty.  A  stipulation  in  a  written  contract,  as  follows :  "  If  either 
party  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  all  and  every  part  of  this  agreement, 
they  hereby  promise  and  agree  to  pay  to  the  other.  Who  shall  be  willing  to 
complete  the  same,  the  sum  of  £100  as  damages,  and  reooverable  in  any  of 
her  majesty ^s  courts  of  law,"  is  for  a  penalty  and  not  for  liquidated  damages, 
inasmuch  as  it  applies  to  several  events  of  various  degrees  of  importance. 
Magee  t.  Laveil  (Com.  PI.),  VIII,  423. 

24i A  company  incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament  for  making  a  dock 

agreed  with  a  landowner  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land  for  £4,000,  of  which 
£2,000  was  to  be  paid  at  once,  and  the  remaining  £2,000  on  a  future  day  named 
in  the  agreement,  with  a  provision  that  if  the  whole  of  the  £2,000  and  interest 
was  not  paid  off  by  that  day,  in  which  respect  time  was  to  be  of  the  essence 
of  the  contract,  the  vendors  might  repossess  the  land  as  of  their  former  estate, 
without  any  obligation  to  repay  any  ^art  of  the  purchase-money.  Held,  that 
this  stipulation  was  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty,  from  which  the  company  was 
entitled  to  be  relieved  on  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  purchase-money,  with 
interest.    In  re  Dagenham*e  Dock  Co, ;  En  parte  HtUse  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  518. 

26. Per  James,  L.  J.    Sembie^  that  if,  on  the  tme  construction  of  the 

agreement,  this  stipulation  had  not  been  merely  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty,  it 
would  have  been  void  as  uUra  vires,  lb. 

26.  For  agency.  In  a  contract  whereby  one  party  employs  another  as  his 
sole  agent  for  the  sale  of  his  coals  at  a  specified  place  for  the  term  of  seven 
years,  and  the  latter  agrees  to  act  as  such  agent,  and  not  to  sell  the  same  kind 
of  coal  for  any  one  else,  the  employer  to  control  as  to  prices  and  terms  of  sale, 
and  either  party  to  have  the  right  to  terminate  the  agency  upon  certain  oon- 
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tingencles,  there  is  no  implied  condition  that  the  employer  shall  continue  the 
hasiness  of  sending  coal  to  that  place,  or  retain  his  colliery,  for  the  seven 
years.    Ehodet  v.  Ibrtoood  (App.  C),  XV,  124. 

•  27.  Arbitration,  stipulation  for.  The  defendant  agreed  with  the  plaintifis, 
his  landlords,  that  he  would  keep  upon  the  premises  demised  such  a  number 
only  of  hares  and  rabbits  as  would  do  no  injury  to  the  trees  or  plantations  of 
the  plaintiffs,  or  their  growing  crops,  or  the  growing  crops  of  their  tenants ; 
and  in  case  he  should  keep  such  a  number  as  should  do  injury,  would  pay  the 
plaintiffs  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation.  In  an  action  brought  for  breach 
of  this  agreement  the  defendant  pleaded  that  "  one  of  the  terms  of  the  tenancy 
was  that,  in  case  of  any  such  injury,  the  defendant  would  pay  a  fair  and  rea- 
sonable compensation,  the  amount  of  such  compensation,  in  case  of  difference, 
to  be  referred  to  two  arbitrators  or  an  umpire ;  that  a  difference  arose,  and 
that  no  arbitrators  or  umpire  were  appointed,  and  no  award  made."  On 
demurrer,  held,  a  good  plea.    Dautson  r.  FiUgerald  (Exch.),  VII,  292. 

28.  Building  pontraot.  An  architect  entered  into  an  undertaking  with  his 
employer  that  a  house  should  be  erected  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  £15,000, 
including  architect's  commission  and  all  expenses,  and  engaged  the  services 
of  a  builder,  who,  without  being  informed  of  the  undertaking,  gave  an  esti- 
mate based  on  quantities  given  him  by  the  architect,  and  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  employer  for  the  completion  of  the  work  from  the  architect's 
plans,  and  under* his  superintendence,  for  £18,690,  with  power  for  the  archi- 
tect to  order  extra  works,  and  with  a  clause  providing  that  all  questions 
between  the  parties  under  the  contract  should  be  settled  by  the  award  of  the 
architect.  On  a  suit  by  the  builder,  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  be  paid  by  the 
employer  for  all  quantities  executed  by  him  beyond  those  included  in  his  esti- 
mate, and  for  extra  works,  hM,  that  on  the  evidence  the  architect  was  the 
agent  of  the  employer ;  that,  his  undertaking  having  been  concealed  from  the 
builder,  the  arbitration  clause  in  the  contiact  could  not  be  enforced,  and  that 
the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  account  for  what  was  due  to  him  for  any  works 
executed  by  him  under  the  architect's  direction,  not  included  in  the  contract, 
and  for  any  works  so  executed  under  the  contract,  the  price  for  which  was 
not  therein  included,  and  for  any  variations  made  under  the  architect's  direc- 
tion of  works  included  in  the  contract.    KimherUy  v.  Dick  (Eq.  C),  I,  511. 

29.  For  leasOi  Under  an  agreement  for  a  lease  to  contain  "  all  usual  and 
customary  mining  clauses  "  the  landlord  is  not  entitled  to  have  inserted  in  the 
lease  a  proviso  for  re-entry  on  breach  of  any  of  the  covenants  by  the  lessee,  or 
otherwise  than  on  non-payment  of  rent.  SembUt  the  rule  is  not  limited  to 
mining  leases.    HodgHmon  v.  Crowe  (Chan.  App.),  XIV,  828. 

30.  Not  to  oanry  on  bnsinao.  The  defendant  covenanted  with  the  plaintiff 
not  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  publican  within  half  a  mile  of  the  plain- 
tiff's premises.  He  afterward  carried  on  that  business  within  half  a  mile,  if 
the  distance  were  measured  in  a  straight  line,  "as  the  crow  flies,"  but  not 
within  half  a  mile  if  the  distance  were  measured  by  the  nearest  mode  of 
practicable  access.  Heid^  that  the  distance  should  be  measured  in  a  straight 
line,  and  that  there  had  been  a  breach  of  the  covenant.  Mouflet  v.  Cole 
(Exch.),  IV,  429 ;  affirming  S.  C,  1, 177. 

3L  — -  In  an  action  on  a  bond,  conditioned  that  the  defendant  should  not 
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"  trayel  for  any  porter,  ale  or  spirit  merchant,  as  agent,  collector,  or  other- 
wise, **held  (Martin,  B.,  doubting),  that  the  condition  of  the  bond  was  not 
broken  by  the  defendant's  entering  into  the  service,  as  traveler,  of  a  brewer. 
Janselyn  v.  Parson  (Exch.),  I,  878.  » 

32.  To  act  at  a  particular  theater.  In  a  contract  to  act  in  one  particular 
theater  during  the  season,  there  is  an  implied  covenant  that  the  contracting 
party  shall  not  act  in  any  t>ther  theater  during  that  time;  and  he  may  be 
restrained  from  doing  so  by  injunction.  MbrUagtie  v.  Fiockton  (£q.  C), 
VI,  704. 

33.  To  carry  on  buainesB.  The  defendant  ^old  to  the  plaintiffs  his  news 
agency  business  for  £2,500,  payable  by  installments.  The  first  two  install- 
ments of  £500  each  were  payable  at  all  events,  but  the  payment  of  the  other 
two  of  £750  each  was  contingent  on  the  profits  of  the  business,  and,  in  the  event 
of  the  profits  of  the  business  exceeding  a  certain  amount,  the  defendant  was  to 
receive  further  benefits.  The  plaintiffs  at  the  same  time  engaged  the  defend- 
ant to  superintend  their  business,  including,  along  with  the  lousiness  sold,  cer- 
tain other  branches,  for  five  years,  at  a  salary,  he  undertaking  to  obey  their 
directions.  Within  the  first  year  the  plaintifib  agreed  with  a  company  to  dis- 
continue the  news  agency  business,  giving  the  company  the  option  of  continu- 
ing such  parts  of  it  as  the  company  might  elect  to  continue.  The  plaintiffs 
then  directed  the  defendant  to  discontinue  the  transmission  of  news,  and  the 
defend!h.nt  refusing  to  obey,  they  filed  their  bill  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
him  from  transmitting  news,  which  injunction  was  granted.  Heldf  that,  as  the 
purchase-money  was  to  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  the  profits,  there  was  an 
implied  covenant  by  the  plaintiffs  that  the  business  should  be  carried  on,  and 
that,  as  the  plaintifiis  had  bl-oken  this  implied  covenant,  they  were  not  entitled 
to  restrain  the  defendant  from  breaking  any  other  part  of  the  agreement. 

Telegraph  Detipatch,  etc.,  v.  McLean  (Chan.  App.),  YI,  561.

34.  To  construct  railway.  The  engineer  of  a  railway  company  prepared  a 
specification  of  the  Works  on  a  proposed  railway,  and  certain  contractors  fixed 
prices  to  the  several  items  in  the  specification,  and  offered  to  construct  the 
railway  for  the  sum  total  of  the  prices  affixed  to  the  items.  A  contract 
under  seal  was  thereupon  made  between  the  contractors  and  the  company,  by. 
which  the  contractors  agreed  to  construct  and  deliver  tHe  railway  completed 
by  a  certain  day  at  a  sum  equal  to  the  sum  total  above  mentioned.  If  the 
contractors  failed  to  proceed  with  the  works,  the  company  might  take  possession 
and  proceed  with  them,  in  which  case  a  valuation  should  be  made  by  the 
engineer,  or,  if  either  party  required  it,  by  arbitration.  The  contract  contained 
provisions  making  the  certificate  of  the  engineer  conclusive  between  the 
parties ;  and  that  all  accounts  relating  to  the  contract  should  be  submitted  to 
and  settled  by  the  engineer,  and  that  his  certificate  for  the  ultimate  balance 
should  be  final  and  conclusive ;  and  that  all  questions,  except  such  as  were 
to  be  determined  by  the  engineer,  should  be  referred  to  arbitration.  The  rail- 
way was  completed,  and  the  engineer  gave  his  final  certificate  as  to  the  balance 
due  to  the  contractors.  The  contractors  had  assigned  their  interest  in  the  con* 
tract  to  trustees  on  trust  for  their  creditors  and  for  themselves  in  certain  pro- 
portions. The  contractors  filed  a  bill  against  the  company,  making  claims  on 
several  grounds,  and  praying  an  account  and  payment.  Held,  that  the  con- 
tractors could  not,  on  mere  verbal  promises  by  the  engineer,  maintain  against 
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the  oompftnj  a  claim  to  be  paid  same  beyond  the  sams  specified  in  the  contract 
ander  seal.    Sharpe  ▼.  San  Paulo  Ry,  Go.  (Chan.  App.),  YI,  516. 

36. HM,  that,  although  the  amount  of  the  works  to  be  executed  might 

have  been  understated  in  the  engineer's  specification,  the  contractors  could  not, 
under  the  circumstances,  maintain  any  claim  against  the  company  on  that 
ground.  lb. 

36. Held,  that  in  the  absence  of  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  engineer,  and 

where  his  certificate  has  been  made  a  condition  precedent  to  payment,  his 
certificate  must  be  condusiye  between  the  parties.  lb. 

37.  To  mannfiotnre.    The  defendants  contracted  with  the  plaintiffs  to  make 
and  supply  new  boilers  and  certain  new  machinery  for  a  steamship  of  the 
plaintiffs,  and  to  alter  the  engines  of  such  steamship  into  compound  surface 
condensing  engines,  according  to  a  -specification.    The  engines,  boilers  and 
connections  were,  by  the  contract,  to  be  completed  in  every  way  ready  for  sea 
so  far  as  specified,  and  tried  under  steam  by  the  Engineers  (the  defendants) 
previous  to  being  handed  over  to  the  company ;  the  result  of  such  trial  to  be 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  company's  inspector.    The. price  of  the  work  was  to 
be  £5,800,  and  was  to  be  paid  as  the  work  progressed,  in  the  following  manner, 
VIZ.,  £2,000  when  €he  boilers  were  plated,  and  £2,000  when  the  whole  of  the 
work  was  ready  for  fixing  on  board,  and  the  balance,  £1^00,  when  the  work 
was  fully  completed  and  tried  under  steam.     These  payments  were  only 
to  be  made  on  the  certificate  of  the  plaintiffs'  inspector.     The  old  materials 
removed  from  the  ship  were  to  become  the  property  of  the  defendants.    The 
specification  contained  elaborate  provisions  as  to  the  fitting  and  fixing  the  new 
boilers  and  machinery  on  board  the  ship,  and  the  adaptation  of  the  old  ma- 
chinery to  the  new.    The  boilers  and  other  new  machinery  contracted  for  were 
completed,  and  ready  to  be  fixed  on  board,  and  one  installment  of  £2,000  had  ' 
been  paid  under  the  contract,  when  the  ship  was  lost  by  perils  of  the  sea. 
The  value  of  the  work  actually  done  by  the  defendants  under  the  contract 
amounted  to  £4,118.    The  second  installment  of  £2,000  was  subsequently  paid, 
at  the  time  of  which  payment  the  plaintiffs  knew  of  the  loss  of  the  siiip,  but 
the  defendants  did  not.    The  plaintiffs  claimed  delivery  of  the  boilers  and 
other  machinery  completed  under  the  contract,  and  this  being  refused,  unless 
the  balance  of  the  price  was  paid,  brought  an  action  for  the  detention  of  the 
same,  or  to  recover  back  the  £4.000  paid  by  them  to  the  defendants.    Held, 
that  the  contract  was  an  entire  and  indivisible  contract  for  work  to  be  done 
upon  the  plaintiffs'  ship  for  a  certain  price,  from  further  performance  of  which 
both  parties  were  released  by  the  loss  of  the  ship ;  that  the  property  in  the 
articles  manufactured  was  not  intended  to  pass  until  they  were  fixed  on  board 
the  ship ;  and  that  consequently  the  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  to  recover  the 
boilers  and  machinery,  nor  could  they  recover  back  the  money  already  paid  as 
upon  a  failure  of  consideration.    Anglo  Egyptian  Nav.  Go.  v.  Rennie  (Ck>m. 
PI.).  XII,  846. 

38.  Rmmlng  anrangoment  between  railroads.  By  an  agreement  entered 
into  between  the  directors  of  two  railway  companies,  the  N.  W.  Co.  was  to 
have  running  powers  over  the  L.  Co.'s  lines,  subject  to  the  L.  Co.'s  by-laws; 
was  to  be  at  liberty  to  have  its  own  staff"  at  the  L.  Co.'s  stations,  and  be 
allowed  a  reasonable  sum  for  cartage,  clerkage,  etc.    The  L.  Co.  was  to  be  at 
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liberty  to  call  on  the  N.  W.  Co.  to  carry  passengers  and  goods  for  the  L.  Go. 
upon  the  L.  Co/s  local  lines,  and  both  sets  of  directors  bound  themselves  to 
send  by  each  other's  lines  all  traffic  not  otherwise  consigned.  A  chief  consid- 
eration for  this  agreement  was  an  advance  of  money  by  the  N.  W.  directors 
to  the  L.  Co.'s  directors,  but  no  mention  of  this  consideration  was  made  in  the 
agreement ;  nor,  though  there  were  in  the  agreement  provisions  for  referring 
to  arbitration  any  differences  that  might  arise  as  to  the  agreement,  was  there 
any  mention  of  any  time  for  which  it  was  to  endure,  or  how  it  might  be  ter- 
minated. Held,  that  all  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  showed  that  it  was  a 
permanent  and  not  a  terminable  agreement,  and  that,  consequently,  a  notice 
to  terminate  it  at  the  end  of  six  months  from  a  given  time  was  invalid. 
LUtneUy  Ry.  and  Dock  Co,  v.  London,  etc,,  Ry,  Go,  (H.  of  L.),  XI 11,  73  *  affirm- 
ing  S.  C,  VII,  493. 

39. Such  an  agreement  appeared  to  be  authorized  by  the  87th  section 

of  the  Railways  Clauses  Act  of  1845  (8  &  9  Vict.,  c.  20) ;  and  mnble,  that  any 
difference  arising  between  the  two  companies,  occasioned  by  any  hardship  felt 
in  the  working  of  the  agreement  on  either  side,  might  be  made  the  subject  of 
arbitration  under  the  22  &  23  Vict.,  c.  59.  lb. 

40. An  agreement  of  this  kind  in  no  way  resembles  contracts  of  part- 
nership, or  of  hiring  and  service.  lb. 

41.  For  s«rvio«.  The  plaintiff  entered  the  service  of  the  defendants  under 
a  memorandum  in  writing,  as  follows:  "  April  13th,  1871.  I  hereby  agree  to 
accept  the  situation  as  foreman  of  the  works  of  Messrs.  Roe  &  Co.,  flock  and 
shoddy  manufacturers,  etc.,  and  to  do  all  that  lays  in  my  power  to  serve  them 
faithfully  and  promote  the  welfare  of  the  said  firm,  on  my  receiving  a  salary 
of  £2  per  week  and  house  to  live  in,  from  the  19th  of  April,  1871."  Hdd,  a 
weekly  hiring  from  the  19th  of  April,  1871,  and  that  evidence  of  a  conversa- 
tion at  the  time  of  signing  the  contract,  tending  to  show  that  a  hiring  for  a 
year  was  intended,  was  not  admissible.     Eoans  v.  ^Etoe  (Com.  PL),  II,  116. 

42.  Sale  to  arrivAi  The  defendants'  correspondents  at  Valparaiso  bought 
on  their  account *of  S.  &  Co.  600  tons  of  nitrate  of  soda,  and,  on  the  16th  of 
July,  1868,  chartered  the  bark  Prceursor  to  bring  it  to  England,  and  notified 
the  defendants  thereof.  On  the  receipt  of  the  advice,  the  defendants,  on  the 
8th  of  September,  made  a  contract,  through  brokers,  with  the  plaintiff:  "  We 
have  this  day  sold  to  you  about  600  tons,  more  or  less,  being  the  entire  parcel 
of  nitrate  of  soda  expected  to  arrive  at  port  of  call  per  Precur9or^  at  12«. 
9ci.,  per  cwt.  *  *  *  Should  any  circumstance  or  accident  prevent  the  ship- 
ment of  the  nitrate,  or  should  the  vessel  be  lost,  this  contract  to  be  void."  In 
the  mean  time,  on  the  18th  of  August,  an  earthquake  had  destroyed  the 
greater  part  of  the  nitrate  of  soda  while  lying  at  the  port  of  lading ;  and  it 
having  been  determined  by  arbitration,  pursuant  to  the  contract,  that  S.  &  Co. 
were  not  bound  to  supply  other  soda,  on  the  2d  of  September,  the  Valparaiso 
house  had  canceled  the  charter  of  the  Precursor.  Afterward,  on  learning  from 
the  defendants  that  they  had  sold  the  nitrate  of  soda  to  arrive,  but  not  on  what 
terms,  they  purchased  other  600  tons  of  nitrate  of  soda  at  above  the  defend- 
ants* limit,  and  obtained  a  transfer  of  a  charter  of  the  same  bark  Precursor^ 
and  shipped  the  nitrate  about  the  23d  of  December  to  the  defendants,  to 
enable  them  to  execute  their  contract,  if  obliged  to  do  so,  or  to  sell  at  a 
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profit,  if  free.  The  Precunor  arrived  in  England  on  the  8th  of  May,  1869, 
and  the  plaintiff  demanded  the  cargo  under  the  contract  of  the  8th  of  Sep- 
tember. Held,  that  the  plaintiff  waa  not  entitled  to  the  cargo.  Smith  v. 
Myers  (Q.  B.),  I,  42. 

43. Whether  a  contract  for  the  sale  to  arrive  of  *'  500  tons  of  Black 

Smyrna  taisins  — 1869  growth  —  fair  average  qaality  in  opinion  of  selling 
broker/'  is  satisfied  by  a  tender  of  raisins  of  "  fair  average  quality  "  generally, 
or  whether  they  must  be  of  that  quality  of  the  growth  of  1869.  Qtiery  f 
Fappa  V.  Rase  (Com.  PL),  1, 87. 

44.  Time  lor  delivery.  In  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  certain  spars  and 
timber  which  have  been  attached,  and  are  at  the  time  in  possession  of  a 
guardian,  appointed  in  legal  proceedings  to  hold  them, "  to  be  delivered  free  of 
charge  to-morrow,  or  as  soon  as  they  can  be  got  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
guardian/'  the  words  "  as  soon  as  they  can  be  got  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
guardian/'  are  to  be  construed  as  intending  an  actual  getting  them  out  of  his 
hands,  and  not  a  mere  constructive  or  legal  title  to  the  possession  ;  and  if  the 
guardian  continues  to  hold  them  by  legal  right  until  the  purchasers  exercise 
their  reserved  right  to  refuse  to  accept,  the  vendors  are  not  liable  for  the  non- 
delivery.   McClaren  v.  Murphy  (Priv.  C),  III,  184. 

46.  Time  for  shipment.  The  defendant  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  a 
large  quantity  of  Danubian  maize, "  fair  average  quality  of  the  season  and 
port  of  shipment  when  shipped.  To  be  shipped  from  Danube,  etc.,  by  three 
or  more  first-class  vessels.  For'  shipment  in  June  and  [or]  July,  1869  (old 
style),  seller's  option/'  etc.  In  fulfillment  of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
seller  two  cargoes  of  maize  were  tendered  to  the  defendant,  the  bills  of  lading 
for  which  were  dated  respectively  the  4th  and  6th  of  June,  1869.  The  loading 
of  the  two  cargoes  was  commenced,  respectively,  on  the  12th  and  16th  of  May 
and  completed  on  the  4th  and  6th  of  June ;  somewhat  more  than  the  half  of 
each  cargo  having  been  put  on  board  in  May.  In  an  action  against  the  pur- 
chasers for  non-acceptance,  there  was  evidence  that  grain  shipped  in  May  was 
more  likely  to  damage  by  heating  than  grain  shipped  in  June.  It  was  left  to 
the  jury  to  say  whether,  in  their  opinion,  the  cargoes  in  question  were  "  June 
shipments  "  in  the  ordinary  business  sense  of  the  term  ;  and  they  found  that 
they  were.  The  judge  was  of  the  same  opinion,  and  directed  a  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff,  which  was  sustained  on  appeal ;  but  the  judges  disagreed  as  to 
whether  the  question  was  one  for  the  jury.  Alexander  v.  Vand&rtse  (Ck)m. 
PI.),  Ill,  879. 

46.  Warranty.  Where  plans  and  a  specification,  for  the  execution  of  a 
certain  work,  are  prepared  for  the  use  of  those  who  are  asked  to  tender  for 
its  execution,  the  person  aJking  for  the  tenders  does  not  enter  into  any  implied 
warranty  that  the  work  can  be  successfully  executed  according  to  such  plans 
and  specification.  Thorn  v.  Mayor  of  London  (App.  Gas.),  XY,  28 ;  affirming 
a  C,  XII,  S65,  and  IX,  475.  * 

47. The  contractor  for  the  work  cannot,  therefore,  sustain  an  action  for 

damages,  as  upon  a  warranty,  should  it  turn  out  that  he  could  not  execute  it 
according  to  such  plans  and  specification.  lb. 

48. T.  contracted  with  the  defendants  to  take  down  an  old  bridge  and 

build  a  new  one.     Plans  and  a  specification  prepared  by  the  defendants'  en-

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gineer  were  famished  to  him,  and  he  was  reqaired  to  obey  the  directions  of 
the  engineer.  The  descriptions  given  were  stated  to  be  '*  believed  to  be  correct/' 
but  were  not  guaranteed ;  and,  in  one  particular  matter  at  least,  he  was  warned 
to  make  examination  for  himself.  Part  of  the  plan  consisted  in  the  use  of 
caissons.  These  turned  out  to  be  of  no  value,  and  the  work  done  in  attempt- 
ing to  use  them  was  wholly  lost,  and  the  bridge  had  to  be  built  in  a  drfiferent 
manner.  In  this  way  much  labor  and  time  were  wasted.  The  contract  con- 
tained provisions  as  to  the  payment  for  extra  work,  and  that  work  had  (with 
the  contract  work)  been  duly  paid  for.  The  contractor  sought  for  compensa- 
tion for  his  loss  of  time  and  labor  occasioned  by  the  failure  of  the  caissons, 
and  in  his  declaration  alleged  that  the  defendants  had  warranted  that  the 
bridge  could  be  inexpensively  built  according  to  the  plans  and  specification. 
There  was  no  express  warranty  to  that  effect  in  the  contract.  Held,  that  none 
could  be  implied.  lb. 

49. JBenMe,  that  if  he  had  any  remedy  under  these  circumstances,  it  was 

not  in  an  action  for  damages  as  for  breach  of  warranty,  but  for  compensation 
as  upon  a  giuMntfim  meruit,  lb. 

60.  Repudiation.  It  seems  that  an  absolute  unconditional  repudiation  of  a 
contract  for  future  service,  and  refusal  to  perform,  declared  to  the  promisee 
before  the  time  for  performance  arrives,  is  a  breach  thereof  if  he  chooses  to 
so  consider  it,  and  he  may  sue  thereon  immediately.  Frost  v.  Knight  (Exch.), 
1, 218. 

61. In  case  of  a  contract  to  be  performed  at  a  future  time,  if  prior  to 

that  time  the  party  bound  to  performance  announces  his  intention  not  to  per- 
form it,  the  promisee  may,  if  he  pleases,  treat  the  notice  of  intention  as  in- 
operative, and  await  the  time  when  the  contract  is  to  be  executed,  and  then 
hold  the  other  party  responsible  for  his  damages ;  but,  in  that  case,  he  keeps 
the  contract  idive  for  the  benefit  of  the  other  party  as  well  as  himself ;  or 
he  may  treat  the  repudiation  as  a  wrongful  putting  an  end  to  the  contract,  and 
bring  his  action  immediately,  as  on  a  breach  of  it,  and  recover  such  damages 
as  would  have  arisen  from  its  non-performance  at  the  appointed  time ;  subject, 
however,  to  abatement  in  respect  to  any  drcumstances  which  may  have  afforded 
him  the  means  of  investigating  his  loss.  Boper  v.  Johnson  (Com.  PI.),  IV,  397. 

62.  Alteration.  The  plaintiff  was  employed  by  the  defendant  to  erect 
buildings  on  the  defendant's  land,  upon  written  conditions,  which,  after  being 
signed,  were  kept  on  the  defendant's  behalf  by  his  architect.  One  of  the  con- 
ditions made  the  architect's  certificate  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to 
payment.  The  plaintiff,  having  been  paid  for  all  the  works  for  which  the 
architect  had  certified,  sued  upon  a  quantum  meruit  in  respect  of  works  for 
which  no  certificate  had  been  given.  The  defendant,  in  answer,  set  up  the 
conditions,  in  which  appeared  an  erasure  in  a  material  part.

After  a  decree  for  specific  performance  of  a  contract  to 
take  a  lease  of  a  house,  and  an  order  on  further  consideration  for  payment  of 
the  sums  certified  to  be  due  from  him  (for  costs  and  damages),  defendant  hav- 
ing absconded  without  paying  the  amount,  the  court,  on  motion  by  plaintiff, 
ordered  the  contract  to  be  rescinded  and  all  further  proceedings  in  the  suit 
stayed,  except  as  to  the  recovery  of  the  sums  already  ordered  to  be  paid.

56. A  telegraph  works  company  agreed  with  a  telegraph  cable  com- 
pany to  lay  a  cable,  the  cable  to  be  paid  for  by  a  sum  payable  when  the  cable 
waa  begun,  and  by  twelve  installments,  payable  on  certificates  by  the  cable 
company's  engineer,  who  was  named  in  the  contract.  Shortly  afterward  the 
engineer,  who 'was  engaged  to  lay  other  cables  for  the  works  company,  agreed 
with  them  to  lay  this  cable  also  for  a  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  him  by 
installments,  payable  by  the  works  company  when  they  received  the  install- 
ments from  the  cable  company.

A  deed  granted  property  by  the  description  of  "  All  'thia' 
copyhold  tenement  called  Greys,  consisting  of  a  house  with  divers  parcels  of 
land  containing  108  acres  (that  is  to  say)"  then  followed  parcels,  concluding 
with  '*  a  parcel  of  land  running  with  G.  Moor,  containing  twenty-seven  acres, 
which  said  tenement  called  Greys,  is  now  held  for  the  life  of  G.  H.,  by  copy 
of  court  roll."  Held,  that  on  the  construction  of  this  grant,  a  piece  of  unin-

2.  Bcmndaries.  The  plaintiff,  having  agreed  to  purchase  two  adjoining 
houses,  agreed  to  sell  one  to  P.,  and  by  plaintifiTs  direction  that  house  was  con- 
veyed to  P.  (and  by  him  to  defendant)  in  fee,  the  description  being  "  all  that 
dwelling-house  now  in  the  occupation  of  P."  The  houses  were  in  a  street, 
and  were  built  up  to  the  foot  pavement.  On  the  front  of  defendant's  house, 
at  the  side  whiph  adjoined  the  plaintiff's,  was  a  slight  projection  nine  feet  wide, 
in  the  middle  of  this  was  the  doorway,  three  and  a  half  feet  wide,  and  on  each 
side  of  the  doorway  was  a  pillar  supporting  a  shallow  portico ;  over  the  door- 
way was  a  window  of  the  same  width,  and  above  that  a  pediment ;  all  sym- 
metrically placed  on  the  nine  feet  projection.  Inside,  the  party  wall  dividing 
the  two  houses,  instead  of  being  coincident  with  the  extremity  of  the  nine 
feet  projection,  was  in  Ji  direct  line  with  one  side  of  the  doorway,  so  that,  if 
the  party  wall  had  been  prolonged  in  a  straight  line  to  the  street,  two  feet 
eleven  inches  of  the  width  of  the  projection,  which  included  part  of  the 
portico  and  of  the  pediment  and  the  whole  of  one  of  the  pillars  supporting 
the  portico,  would  have  been  on  the  plaintiffs  side  of  that  line ;  and  on  the 
inside,  these  two  feet  eleven  inches,  which  from  the  outside  appeared  to  be 
part  of  defendant's  house,  formed  part  of  the  wall  of  the  front  room  of  plain- 
tiffs house.  The  defendant  having  painted  the  two  pillars,  the  portico,  and 
the  whole  of  the  pediment,  which  were  stucco,  plaintiff  brought  an  action  of 
trespass,  claiming  as  his  the  one  pillar,  the  part  of  the  portico,  and  the  part 
of  the  pediment  over  the  pillar.

Where  prints,  engravings,  and  similar  articles  are  the 
property  of  a  trading  firm,  the  proprietorship  is  sufficiently  designated  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  the  protection  of  the  Copyright  of  Designs  Acts,  by 
printing  upon  them  the  trading  name  of  the  firm,  even  though  it  does  not  con- 
tain the  names  of  all  the  partners  in  the  business.  JRock  v.  Lazarus  (Eq.  C),

7.  Infringement,  what  is.  The  plaintiffs  are  the  proprietors  of  a  weekly 
periodical  called  *'  Punch"  Between  the  years  1849  and  1867,  they  published 
in  nine  several  numbers  nine  cartoons,  with  descriptive  writing  underneath 
them,  with  reference  to  the  Emperor  Napoleon  III.  In  1871,  the  defendant 
published  a  work  called  "The  Man  of  his  Time,"  consisting,  first,  of  the 
"  Story  of  the  Life  of  Napoleon  III,  by  James  M.  Haswell;"  and,  secondly,  of 
"  The  same  Story  as  told  by  l^opular  Caricaturists  of  the  last  Thirty  Years.'* 
Among  the  caricatures  in  part  2  were  copies  in  a  reduced  form,  sometimes 
with  and  sometimes  without  the  descriptive  writing,  of  the  nine*  cartoons, 
above-  mentioned.  No  consent  from  the  plaintifiis  to  this  reproduction  had 
been  obtained.  In  an  action  by  them  for  infringement  of  their  copyright  in 
the  several  books  or  **  sheets  of  letter-press "  containing  the  cartoons,  held, 
that  a  substantial  part  of  the  plaintiffs'  books,  or  sheets  of  letter-press,  had 
been  appropriated,  and  that  they  were  entitled  to  recover.  Bradbury  v.  Hot- 
ten  (Exch.),  IV,  413. 

8. To  constitute  an  infringement  of  dramatic  copyright  under  8  &  4 

Wm.  4,  c.  15,  8.  2,  a  material  and  substantial  part  of  the  plaintiff's  dramatic 
production  must  be  pirated.  Though  an  appreciable  part  be  taken,  it  does 
not  follow  as  a  consequence  of  law  that  the  plaintiff's  right  is  infringed, 
if  such  part  be  of  a  very  unessential  nature,  or  very  unixnportant  and  trifling 
in  relation  to  the  effect  of  the  whole  composition.

10. SembUt  a  married  woman,  entitled  to  the  copyright  of  a  work  for 

her  separate  use,  might  enter  into  such  a  contract  with  a  publisher  for  its 
publication  as  to  bind  herself  during  a  definite  period  not  to  grant  a  license  to 
publish  the  work  to  any  other  person,  and  such  a  contract  would  be  enforce- 
able against  a  licensee  with  notice.  lb. 

11.  Bight  to  dramatize.  H.  wrote  and  published  a  novel  which  he  after- 
ward, dramatized.  He  assigned  the  drama  to  the  plaintiff,  but  it  was  never 
printed,  published  or  represented  upon  the  stage.    G.,  in  ignorance  of  H.'s

H. ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  conld  therefore  not  recover  penalties  from  the 
defendant  under  3  &  4  Wm.  4,  c.  16,  ss.  1  and  3.  TooU  v.  Young  (Q.  B.),  Z,  163. 
12.  Acqolesomoa  in  piraojr.  The  S6th  section  of  the  Copjright  Act  (S  &  6 
Vict.,  c.  43>  does  not  appl;  to  prevent  a  suit  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  a 
piracy  of  copyright  by  sate  of  a  book  published  more  than  twelve  months 
before  bill  Bled.  Mere  delaj  In  taking  proceedings  after  knowledge  of  a 
piracy  is  not  in  itself  such  acquiescence  as  will  deprive  a  plaintiff  of  his  right 
to  an  Injanctiou  at  the  hearing.     Hogg  v.  Scott  (Eq.  C),  X,  702.

1.  Powan  of  dlreoton.  It  is  not  a  mere  canon  of  English  municipal  law, 
bat  a  great  and  broad  principle,  which  must  be  taken  (in  the  absence  of  proof

Therefore  the  special  powers  given  to  such  ultimate  authority  — 
whether  it  be  the  directors  or  •  general  council,  or  a  majority  at  a  general 
meeting,  by  the  statutes  or  other  conatitnent  documents  of  the  aaeociation 
(however  absolute  in  terms),  are  always  to  be  construed  as  subject  to  a  para- 
mount and  inherent  restriction  that  they  are  to  .be  exercised  in  subjection  to 
the  special  purposes  of  the  original  bond  of  assodatiou.

4. SemJble,  that  the  letter  did  not  inTolve  any  representation  that  the 

directors  had  any  other  power  than  the  ordinary  powers  of  directors.  lb. 

6. In  1864  a  negotiation  took  place  between  the  company  and  the  bank 

as  to  the  company  giving  security  for  the  overdrawn  account,  and  in  December, 
1864,  the  bank  manager  wrote  to  the  secretary  of  the  company,  '*  I  am  directed 
to  apply  to  yon  for  a  transfer  of  at  least  £20,000  of  the  unissued  preference 
shares  into  the  joint  names  of  myself  and  J.  A.  B.,  to  be  held  for  the  bank  as 
collateral  security,  and  I  am  to  request  that  your  unissued  debentures  are  to 
be  transferred  into  the  same  names,  you  undertaking  to  do  this  when  you  are 
in  a  position  to  issue  them."  The  secretaiy  replied  that  the  directors  assented, 
and  had  directed  him  to  allot  the  shares  to  the  bank  manager  and  J.  A.  B.  as 
collateral  security.  In  the  following  month,  the  company  having  sanctioned 
the  issue  of  the  preference  shares,  the  secretary  wrote,  "  I  am  now  prepared 
to  place  the  shares  and  debentures  named  in  your  letter  in  your  possession  as 
collateral  security  to  the  bank.  I  propose,  as  the  course  usually  adopted  in 
such  cases,  to  register  the  shares  in  the  names  of  two  of  the  directors  of  the 
company,  who  will  execute  a  transfer  of  them  to  you  and  J.  A.  B.  on  a  mutual 
understanding  that  they  are  to  be  held  by  you  only  as  collateral  security  for 
the  debt  due  to  the  bank."  The  manager  replied, ''  I  am  quite  prepared  to 
accept  the  shares  and  debentures  as  collateral  security  pending  your  disposal 
of  them."  Preference  shares  were  accordingly  issued  to  two  of  the  directors, 
and  transferred  by  them  to  the  bank  manager  and  J.  A.  B.,  and  debentures 
given  to  the  same  two  directors,  which  were  similarly  transferred.  Nothing 
had  been  paid  on  the  shares,  and  the  company  were  not  yet  in  a  position  legally 
to  issue  the  debentures.  HM^  that  the  above  circumstances  did  not  make 
the  directors  personally  liable,  and  that,  on  the  construction  of  the  correspond- 
ence, the  directors  had  not  made  any  representation  that  the  shares  and  de- 
bentures were  valid  and  fully  paid-up  shares  and  debentures,  but  the  nature 
of  the  agreement  was  only  that  the  shares  and  debentures  should  be  placed 
under  the  control  of  the  bank,  so  that  when  they  were  taken  up  by  the  public 
the  money  paid  for  them  must  come  to  the  hands  of  the  bank.  lb. 

6.  Removal  of  offioer.  Though  a  corporation  may  have,  by  statute,  a  power 
to  remove  one  of  its  officers  holding  a  freehold  office,  the  Ck>urt  of  Queen's 
Bench  will  see  that  that  power  is  exercised  in  a  lawful  manner,  and  will  inter- 
fere if  it  should  not  be  so.  But  if  exercised  in  a  lawful  manner,  that  court 
will  refuse  to  interfere  on  the  mere  ground  that  the  power  has  not  been 
wisely  or  discreetly  put  in  force  in  the  particular  case.  Osgood  v.  Nelson  (H. 
of  L.),  IV,  27. 

6. In  the  case  of  removal  from  office  of  an  officer  of  the  corporation 

upon  an  accusation  of  inability  or  neglect  of  duty,  if  ihero  has  been  such 
evidence  given  as  on  an  ordinary  trial  would  justify  the  judge  in  leaving 
it  to  a  jury  to  say,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  whether  the  accusation  was  made 
oat,  the  court  will  not  interfere  with  the  decision  arrived  at  by  the  corpora- 
tion, lb. 

7. A  corporate  l>ody  having  the  power  to  dismiss  one  of  its  officers

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holding  a  freehold  o^ce,  on  complaint  against  him  referred  to  a  committee  of 
its  own  body  the  task  of  examining  into  the  complaint,  ana  receiying  evidence 
upon  it  and  reporting  thereon.  The  committee  performed  this  dutj.  The 
report  and  evidence  were  duly  famished  to  the  inculpated  ofiQcer,  who  was 
then  called  on  for  his  defense.  He  was  afforded  the  opportunity  of  being 
heard,  and  counsel  was  heard  for  him,  but  the  corporate  body  itself  did  not 
rehear  the  evidence.  He  was  ordered  to  be  dismissed  from  his  office.  Held, 
that  this  was  not  a  case  of  delegation  of  lawful  authority,  but  was  a  due  exer- 
cise of  that  authority  by  the  corporate  l>ody  itself.  lb. 

8. Per  Lord  Ck>LONSAT :    The  proceedings  in  this  case  were  not  to  be 

assimilated  to  a  criminal  proceeding,  but  were  to  be  treated  in  the  nature  of 
an  official  inquiry.  lb. 

9. The  18  &  14  Vict.,  c.  61,  gave  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  the  power  to 

remove  from  office  the  registrars  of  county  courts.  The  15  &  16  Vict.,  c.  77 
(local),  declared'  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commons,  in  common  council  as- 
sembled, entitled  to  appoint  the  chief  clerk  of  the  London  (city)  Small  Debts 
Ck>urt,  and  "  for  inability  or  misbehavior,  or  for  any  other  cause  which  may 
appear  reasonable  to  the  mayor  and  council,  to  remove"  the  said  clerk.  The 
19  &  20  Vict.,  c.  108,  directed  previous  county  court  statutes  to  be  read  as  part 
of  that  statute,  and  that  the  chief  clerk  of  a  county  court  should  thenceforth 
be  called  "  the  registrar."  The  28  &  29  Vict.,  c.  99  (regulating  county  courts 
in  general),  directed  that  the  chief  clerk  and  chief  bailiff  of  the  city  court 
should  thenceforward  be  styled  the  registrar  and  the  high  bailiff,  and  that  the 
city  court  should  have  the  same  powers,  etc.,  as  a  metropolitan  county  court ; 
and  it  also  incorporated  with  itself  all  the  preceding  public  statutes  relating 
to  the  county  courts.  Held,  that  the  specific  enactment  in  the  15  &  16  Vict., 
c.  77  (local),  as  to  the  power  of  amotion  from  the  office  of  registrar  to  be  exer- 
cised by  the  mayor,  etc.,  in  common  council  assembled,  was  not  taken  away 
by  the  effect  of  the  general  s^itutes,  but  still  existed  in  that  body.  Held,  also, 
that  "  reasonable  "  cause  in  the  act  meant  "  just  cause."  lb. 

10.  Action  against.  A  foreign  corporation  carrying  on  business  in  England, 
although  not  incorporated  according  to  English  law,  may  be  sued  as  defend- 
ants in  an  English  cQurt  in  respect  of  a  cause  of  action  which  arose  within  the 
jurisdiction.  So  held,  on  motion  to  set  aside  service  of  writ.  Neuby  v.  Von 
Oppen  d  Colts  R  F,  Manuf,  Oo,  (Q.  B.),  I,  323. 

11. Such  a  corporation,  having  an  office  and  doing  business  in  England, 

must  be  deemed  a  resident ;  and  service  of  a  writ  of  summons  on  the  head 
officer  of  the  English  branch  is  good  service,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  serve 
the  process  on  the  officer  at  head  office  abroad.  lb.

COSTS. 

1.  Who  entitled  to.  On  appeal  in  chancery  by  a  plaintiff  who  has  been 
ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  one  of  the  respondents,  if  he  gives  notice  to  such 
respondent  that  no  alteration  in  the  order  as  to  his  costs  is  asked  for,  and 
offers  to  pay  them,  such  respondent  is  not  entitled  to  costs  of  his  subsequent 
appearance  on  the  appeal.     Upmann  v.  Elkan  (Chan.  App.),  1, 474. 
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2. An  appellant  who  succeeds  only  upon  a  ground  not  raised  below  wiU 

be  charged  with  the  costs  of  the  original  hearing.    Bkt  parte  Harris;  In  re 
James  (Eq.  C),  XI,  829. 

3.  Charges  of  fraud  unsustained.  A  plaintiff  who  wantonly  or  recklessly 
makes  unfounded  charges  of  fraud  against  the  defendant,  which  are  not  sus- 
tained by  proof,  ma^  be  charged  with  costs,  although  the  relief  sought  by  him 
is  granted  on  another  ground.     Parker  ▼.  McKenna  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  456. 

4.  Decree  modified.  Where  a  decree  granted  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  the 
relief  asked  by  the  plaintiff,  with  costs,  was  reversed  on  appeal  by  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  but  was  restored  in  a  modified  form  on  a  further  appeal  to  the 
House  of  Lords,  costs  were  given  to  the  plaintiff  on  the  original  decree,  but  no 
costs  on  the  appeals.  Liquidators  of  Imperial  Mere,  Cred.  Ass*n  v.  Goleman 
(H.  of  L.),  VI,  18. 

6.  Nominal  plaintiflEL  Where  a  suit  was  brought  against  husband  and  wife 
in  the  name  of  one  who  was  entitled  to  an  income  out  of  estate  bequeathed 
to  the  defendants,  but  such  suit  was  in  reality  that  of  the  wife,  held^  that 
no  costs  should  be  allowed  the  nominal  plaintiff.  Norris  v.  Frazer  (Eq.  C), 
V.864 

6.  No  property  reoovared.  A  bill  was  filed  alleging  that  the  defendant 
had  built  so  as  to  obstruct  the  plaintiff's  ancient  lights,  and  was  proceeding  to 
build  so  as  further  to  obstruct  them,  and  asking  for  an  injunction  against  fur- 
ther building,  and  a  mandatory  injunction  to  pull  down  part  of  what  had  been 
built.  An  interlocutory  injunction  was  granted  against  building  higher,  and 
the  suit  was  afterward  compromised  on  the  terms  that  the  building  should 
remain  of  its  then  height.  The  defendant  having  become  bankrupt,  his 
solicitor  petitioned  to  have  his  costs  made  a  charge  on  the  defendant's  property 
to  which  the  suit  related.  Held,  that  no  property  had  been  recovered  or  pre- 
served within  the  meaning  of  28  &  24  Vict.,  c.  127,  s.  28.  Foxon  v.  Oaseoigne 
(Chan.  App.),  X,  661. 

7. A  suit  which  only  relates  to  an  easement  is  not  a  suit  in  which  it 

can  be  said  that  property  is  recovered  or  preserved,  even  though  a  mandatory 
injunction  for  pulling  down  buildings  is  refused.  lb. 

8.  Question  as  to  title.  Where  a  question  is  raised  by  summons  under  the 
Vendor  and  Purchaser  Act  of  1874,  s.  9,  in  respect  to  the  title  to  estate  charged, 
the  declaration  ought  to  be  made  without  costs.  MdU&r  of  Goward's  Purchase 
(Eq.  C),  XIII,  712. 

9.  Suit  for  settling  oontributozies.  In  a  proceeding  to  wind  up  a  joint-stock 
company,  and  to  have  persons  who  had  transferred  their  stock,  put  upon  the 
lists  of  contributories,  where  there  was  a  great  difference  of  opinions  between 
judges,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  company  and  of  the  defendant,  though 
irregular,  were  not  fraudulent,  no  costs  were  given.  Murry  v.  Busk  (H.  of 
Lr.),  V,  1. 

10.  Action  on  contract.  In  an  action  against  a  hackney  carriage  proprietor 
for  not  securely  carrying  certain  luggage  belonging  to  a  person  who  had  hired 
his  carriage,  the  declaration  alleged  that  in  consideration  that  the  plaintiff 
would  with  her  luggage  become  a  passenger  in  such  carriage,  and '  of  certain 
reward  to  be  paid  to  the  defendant  by  the  plaintiff  in  that  behalf,  the  defend- 
ant promised  to  carry  the  plaintiff  and  her  luggage  safely,  and  that  the 
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defendant,  not  regarding  his  duty  as  hackney  carriage  proprietor,  nor  his 
said  promise,  did  not  safelj  carry  the  plaintiff^s  luggage,  bat  so  carelessly 
and  negligently  conducted  himself  that  part  of  the  said  luggage  was  lost. 
The  plaintiff  having  recovered  the  sum  of  £30  in  the  action,  TuUd,  that  she 
was  deprived  of  costs  by  the  County  Courts  Act,  1867,  s.  5,  the  cause  of  action 
as  set  forth  in  the  declaration  being  founded  on  contracts  Baylu  v.  LirUoU 
(Com.  PI.),  V,  819. 

'  11.  Action  to  enforce  trusts.  In  an  action  by  legatees  to  enforce  the  trusts 
of  a  will  in  their  favor,  the  costs  of  the  plaintiffs  may  be  given  out  of  the 
estate,  although  they  are  unsuccessful  in  the  action.  Leighton  v.  Leightan 
(Eq.  C),  X,  774. 

12.  Administration  suit  In  an  administration  suit  by  a  mortgagee,  who 
has  obtained  an  order  for  sale  of  the  real  and  leasehold  estate  for  payment 
of  his  debt,  the  personal  representatives  of  the  testator  are  entitled,  in  case 
of  deficiency  of  assets,  to  their  own  costs,  charges  and  expenses,  in  priority  to 
the  plaintiff's  costs  of  the  sale.    bpenAey  v.  Harrisan  (£q.  C),  V,  685. 

13. The  plaintiff  in  an  administration  suit  was  a  specific  devisee,  and 

also  claimed  to  be  a  creditor  of  the  testator.  His  title  as  devisee  was  admitted, 
but  he  failed  to  establish  his  claim  as  a  creditor.  HM,  that  he  must  pay  the 
costs  of  his  unsuccessful  attempt  to  establish  his  claim  as  a  creditor.  Lancet 
fiM  V.  IggtUden  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  492 ;  reversing  S.  C,  IX,  653. 

14.  Oontost  of  wilL  The  court  allowed  costs  out  of  the  estate  to  the  unsuc- 
cessful opponent  of  a  will,  although  he  had  pleaded  undue  influence  and  f  rand, 
being  of  opinion  that  the  mode  in  which  the  testator  had  executed  the  will 
and  the  conduct  of  the  person  beneficially  interested  under  It  had  reasonably 
excited  doubt  and  suspicion,  and  justified  those  pleas.  Orion  v.  Smith  (Prob. 
&  Div.),  V.  518. 

16. A  married  woman  having  a  power  of  appointment  over  certain 

funds  executed  the  same  by  will  in  favor  of  her  husband.  The  funds  were 
handed  over  to  the  husband  in  the  lifetime  of  his  wife,  and  by  him  transferred 
to  the  trustees  of  a  settlement  made  in  anticipation  of  the  marriage  of  his 
adopted  daughter.  The  husband  survived  his  wife,  but  did  not  prove  her  will, 
and  died  possessed  of  property  of  only  nominal  value.  Subsequently  his 
representative  propounded  the  will  of  the  married  woman  and  was  opposed 
by  her  next  of  kin.  A  copy  of  it  was  pronounced  for,  and  the  costs  of  the 
next  of  kin  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  the  deceased's  estate.  Held,  that  there 
was  no  property  out  of  which  such  costs  could  be  paid.  AdafMon  v.  Ham- 
mond (Prob.  &  Div.),  VIII,  620. 

16.  Of  appeal  Where  a  mortgagee  appeals  from  the  decision  of  a  court 
below,  and  the  decision  is  reversed,  he  will  be  allowed  to  add  his  costs  of  the 
appeal  to  his  mortgage  charge.    Addison  v.  Cox  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  765. 

17.  Proceedings  to  acquire  land.  Where  land,  the  subject  of  a  life  estate, 
is  taken  compulsorily  by  a  railway  company  for  its  road,  the  costs  charged  and 
expenses  of  the  life  tenant  in  proceedings  to  obtain  compensation  may  be  taken 
out  of  the  purchase-money  before  investment  thereof.  In  re  Strathm/yrt^e 
Estates  (Bq.,  C),  IX,  848. 

18.  To  abide  eirent.  If  a  rule  for  a  new  trial  contains  the  term  "  costs  to 
abide  the  event,"  the  "  event "  whereon  the  costs  will  depend  is  the  event  of 
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the  fresh  contest  as  to  the  particular  ground  of  dispute  in  respect  of  which 
the  court  granted  the  rule.    Jone9  7.  WiUiafM  (Q.  B.)^  V,  284. 

19.  For  judges'  notes.  The  stamp  of  5«.  on  bespeaking  judges'  notes  is 
sufficient  only  where  the  cause  is  tried  before  a  judge  of  the  court  in  which 
the  rule  nin  is  granted.  Where  the  trial  is  had  before  a  judge  of  another 
court,  a  further  fee  of  Od.  per  folio  is  payable.  Soana  ▼.  Eoe  (Com.  PL),  II, 
116.

COVENANT. 

1.  When  implied.  By  deed  of  July,  1853,  after  reciting  a  lease  of  the  10th 
of  March,  1847,  from  E.  F.,  to  defendant,  for  the  lives  of  A.,  B.,  and  C,  and 
the  surviyora  or  survivor  of  them,  defendant  conveyed  the  premises  to  plain- 
tiffs, to  hold  for  the  lives  of  A.,  B.,  and  C,  and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of 
them,  and  covenanted  that  the  said  lease  of  the  10th  of  March,  1847,  is  a 
good,  valid,  and  subsisting  lease  in  the  law,  for  the  lives  of  the  said  A.,  B., 
and  C,  and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  and  is  not  forfeited,  surren- 
dered, or  become  void  or  voidable.  B.  having  died  before  July,  1853,  plain- 
tiffii  sued  defendant  for  a  breach  of  the  covenant.  Held,  that  the  mention 
of  the  three  lives  Tfas  mere  matter  of  description,  and  that  the  covenant  only 
amounted  to  a  covenant  that  the  lease  was  still  subsisting,  and  not  to  an 
implied  covenant  that  the  three  lives  were  still  in  existence.  Coatee  v.  Gel- 
line  (Q.  B.).  I,  47. 

2.  When  mns  with  land.  The  owner  of  some  land  sold  a  part  of  it  and 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  purchaser  that  an  adjoining  plot  of  land 
"  should  never  be  hereafter  sold,  but  left  for  the  common  benefit  of  both  par- 
ties and  their  successors."  Held,  that  this  was  merely  an  agreement  that  the 
plot  of  land  should  be  left  open,  in  the  state  in  which  it  then  was,  for  the 
common  advantage  of  both  parties,  and  that  such  an  agreement  did  not  con- 
travene any  rule  of  law,  but  gave  the  person  who  might  hold  the  vendee's 
land  the  right  to  enforce  the  obligation  against  the  person  who  might  hold 
the  vendor's  land.  Thus  the  former  might  apply  to  a  court  of  equity  to  order 
the  removal  of  a  structure  that  had  been  placed  on  the  plot  in  violation  of 
the  agreement.    McLean  v.  McKay  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  251. 

3.  In  reetndnt  of  trade.  A- covenant  by  a  clerk  and  traveler  with  a  firm  of 
brewers  that  he  would  not  during  his  service,  or  within  two  years  afterward, 
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either  directly  or  indirectly,  sell,  procure  orders  for,  or  rooommend,  or  be  in 
anywise  concerned  or  engaged  in  the  sale  or  recommendation,  either  on  his 
own  account,  or  for  any  other  person,  public  company  or  corporation,  of  any 
Burton  ale  or  porter  brewed  at  Barton,  or  offered  for  sale  as  such,  other  than 
the  ale,  beer,  or  porter  brewed  by  the  plaintiffs.  Held^  void,  as  unnecessarily 
extensive.    Alsopp  v.  Wheateroft  (Eq.  C),  V,  714. 

4.  Breach,  what  is.  The  plaintiff  purchased  two  of  several  plots  of  build- 
ing land  of  which  the  defendant  was  mortgagee  in  fee.  The  conveyance,  to 
which  the  defendant  and  the  mortgagor  were  both  parties,  contained  a  grant 
of  a  right  of  way  in  these  terms  :  "Together  with  full  and  free  right  and 
liberty  for  the  grantee,  his  heirs,  etc.,  at  all  times  and  for  all  purposes,  etc., 
with  or  without  horses,  carriages,  etc.,  to  pass  and  repass  over  and  along  the 
roads  or  intended  roads  and  ways  delineated  in  the  plan,"  and  also  a  covenant 
by  the  defendant  that  he  had  not  "  done,  omitted,  or  knowingly  suffered  or  been 
party  or  privy  to  any  thing  whereby  the  premises  conveyed,,  or  any  part  thereof, 
were  or  might  be  impeached,  affected,  or  incumbered  in  title,  estate,  .or  other- 
wise howsoever,  or  whereby  he  was  in  anywise  hindered  from  granting  and  re- 
leasing the  same  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  manner  aforesaid."  Another 
plot  had  previously  been  sold  to  A.  In  the  conveyance  to  A.  (to  which 
the  defendant  as  mortgagee  v^  a  party),  ths  mortgagor  covenanted 
with  A.  that  he  would  at  his  own  expense  "  pave  and  complete  and  make  fit 
for  use,  and  at  all  times  maintain  in  good  repair,  a  private  road,  the  site  of 
which  private  road  is  marked  *  Private  Road  A.  B.'  on  the  plan  drawn  in  the 
margin  of  these  presents  (describing  it),  and  will  make  such  roiid  of  a  width 
of  not  less  than  forty  feet  throughout  its  entire  length."  This  was  the  road 
over  which  a  right  of  way  was  granted  to  the  plaintiff  in  his  conveyance. 
In  this  deed  was  also  a  proviso  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  A.  "to  erect  and 
maintain  a  porte-cochere  or  projection  extending  over  the  foot-pavement  of  the 
said  private  road  marked  A.  B.,  provided  that  the  plan  thereof  be  submitted  to 
the  mortgagor,  and  approved  of  by  him."  This  portico  whe'n  finished  pro- 
jected abbut  two  feet  into  the  carriage-way  of  the  private  road  A.  B.,  but  there 
was  ample  space  left  for  the  convenient  enjoyment  by  thej)laintiff  of  the  way 
granted  to  him.  Held,  that,  there  being  no  substantial  interference  i^th  the 
right  of  way  or  easement  granted  to  the  plaintiff,  he  was  not  entitled  to  main 
tain  an  action  against  the  defendant  upon  his  covenant ;  but,  that,  if  there  had 
been  such  interference  with  any  right  of  the  plaintiff,  however  small  the 
damage,  the  defendant  was  sufSlciently  a  '*  party  or  privy  "  to  the  conveyance 
to  A.  as  to  have  rendered  him  liable.    Clifford  v.  Hoare,  (Com.  PI.),  IX,  449. 

6.  Oontinuing  breach.  In  1844  the  defendant  was  party  to  a  twenty-one 
years'  lease  of  coal  mines,  which  gave  certain  powers  over  the  surface  inci- 
dental to  the  working  of  those  mines  and  an  adjoining  colliery.  The  coals  so 
demised  were  substantially  worked  out  before  September,  1845.  In  October, 
1845,  the  defendant  sold  and  conveyed  the  land  to  J.,  who  knew  of  the  work- 
ings, and  the  defendant  covenanted  with  him  for  title,  for  quiet  enjoyment, 
and  against  incumbrances.  In  July,  1846,  J.  sold  and  conveyed  to  the  plaintiff, 
who  was  ignorant  of  the  workings.  In  1865,  in  consequence  of  the  mining 
operations  above  described,  the  land  subsided,  and  houses  built  on  it  by  J,  and 
the  plaintiff  were  damaged.  In  1848,  subsequently  t«»  the  plaintiff  becoming 
owner  of  the  land,  and  within  twenty  years  before  action,  the  lessees,  or  per- 
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sons  acting  under  their  authority,  entered  the  mines  and  took  some  fire-clay 
(which  was  not  included  in  the  demise)  and  a  few  loose  pieces  of  coal.  In  an 
action  brought  on  the  above  covenants,  the  declaration  In  which  alleg^  that 
whilsi  the  plaintiff  was  amed  the  lessees  entered  upon  the  land,  and  worked » 
got  and  carried  away  the  coal,  whereby  the  plaintiff  lost  the  coal,  and  the  land 
subsided.  Held,  by  BrajAv^ll  and  Clbasbt,  BB.,  first,  that  the  fact  of  the 
coals  having  been  worked  out  was  no  breach  of  the  covenant  for  title,  J.  never 
having  bought  those  coals  ;  that  the  subsistence  of  the  lease  in  respect  of  the 
coal  left  unwrought  and  the  powers  (not  exercised)  incident  to  the  working  of 
other  collieries,  did  not  constitute  a  breach ;  that  the  breach  (if  any)  was  com- 
plete in  the  time  of  J.,  and  (by  Brahwell,  B.)  that  the  action  was  barred  by 
the  Statute  of  Limitations.    8pa<fr  v.  Oreen  (Ezch.),  VIII,  540. 

6. Secondly,  that  neither  the  acts  of  trespass  in  taking  the  fire-clay,  in 

1848,  nor  the  subsidence  caused  in  1865  by  the  workings  in  1845  were  breaches 
of  the  covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment,  on  the  ground  that  the  first  was  a  mere 
trespass,  and  that  as  to  the  second,  the  subsidence  gave  no  new  cause  of  action, 
the  principle  of  Bonami  v.  Backhofue,  9  H.  L.  C.  508,  not  applying  to  a  case 
where  the  subsidence  is  caused  by  a  wrongful  taking  of  the  plaintiff's  min- 
erals, lb. 

7. By  Kellt,  C.  B.,  first,  that  the  subsistence  of  the  lease  was  a  contin- 
uing breach  of  the  covenant  for  title,  in  respect  of  which  the  plaintiff  was 
entitled  to  nominal  damages.  lb.  • 

8. Secondly,  that  the  removal  of  the  small  pieces  of  coal,  in  1848,  was 

a  breach  of  the  covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment,  in  respect  of  which  the  plaintiff 
was  also  entitled  to  nominal  damages.  lb. 

9. Thirdly,  that  the  removal  of  the  coal  by  the  lessees  being  lawful, 

the  subsidence  in  1865  gave  a  new  cause  of  action  to  the  plaintiff.  lb. 

See  GoNTRAOT ;  Landlord  ahd  Tbnant  ;  Mines  ;  Railway  Compant  ;  Set- 
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IV.  Practice 146 

I.  Crimes  AND  misdemeanors. 

1.  Abdnotloik  One  who  takes  an  unmarried  girl,  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  out  of  the  possession  and  against  the  will  of  her  father  or  mother,  is 
guilty  of  an  offense  under  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  100,  s.  55,  although  he  may  not  have 
had  any  bad  motive  in  taking  her  away,  nor  means  of  ascertaining  her  age, 
and  although  she  was  willing  to  go.    Begina  v.  Booth  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  521. 

2.  — ^  The  prisoner  was  convicted  under  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  100,  s.  55,  of  unlaw- 
fully taking  an  unmarried  girl  under  the  age  of  sixteen,  out  of  the  possession 
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and  against  the  will  of  her  father.  It  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  did  take 
the  girl^  and  that  she  was  under  sixteen,  hut  that  he  bona  fide  believed  and 
had  reasonable  ground  for  believing  that  she  was  over  sixteen.  UM  (Brett, 
J.,  dissenting),  that  the  latter  fact  afforded  no  defense,  and  that  the  prisoner 
was  rightly  convicted.    Begina  v.  Prince  (0.  G.  Res.),  XIII,  885. 

3.  To  support  an  indictment  for  the  abduction  of    an    unmarried 

girl  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  it  is  not  necessaiy  to  prove  that  the  per- 
son who  abducted  her  knew  her  to  be  under  sixteen,  as  the  person  who  does 
so  is  bound  to  ascertain  her  age,  and  if  she  turns  out  to  be  under  sixteen  he 
must  take  the  consequences.  A  girl  who  is  away  from  her  home  is  still  in  the 
custody  or  possession  of  her  father  if  she  intends  to  return.  Begina  v.  Mycock 
(Cox's  C.  C),  II,  177. 

4.  Where  a  servant  girl  under  sixteen  years  of  age  had  permission 

from  her  master  to  go  and  see  her  parents  from  Sunday  to  Monday  night,  and 
went  to  see  them  on  the  Sunday  for  a  few  hours  only,  and  then  told  them  (by 
previous  arrangement  with  the  prisoner)  that  she  was  going  back  to  her  em- 
ployment, instead  of  which  she  remained  with  the  prisoner  all  night,  and  did 
not  return  to  her  master's  employment  until  some  days  afterward,  held,  upon 
the  above  facts,  that  the  girl  was  under  the  lawful  charge  of  her  master,  and 
not  of  her  father,  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  offense,  and  that  these  facte  would 
not  warrant  a  conviction  for  abduction  under  the  above  statute.  Begina  v. 
MiUer  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIV,  633.  # 

6  Abortion.  A  man  and  woman  were  jointly  indicted  for  feloniously 
administering  to  C.  a  noxious  thing,  to  the  jurors  unknown,  with  intent  to  pro- 
cure miscarriage.  C,  being  in  the  family  way,  went  to  the  male  prisoner,  who 
said  he  would  give  her  some  stuff  to  put  her  right,  and  gave  her  a  light  col- 
ored medicine,  and  told  her  to  take  two  spoonfuls  till  she  became  in  pain.  She 
did  so,  and  it  made  her  ill.  She  then  went  to  him  again,  and  he  said  the  safest 
course  would  be  to  get  her  a  place  to  go  to.  He  told  her  that  he  had  found  a 
place  for  her  at  L.  and  gave  her  some  more  of  the  stuff,  which  he  said  he 
wanted  to  take  effect  when  she  got  there.  They  went  together  to  L.  and  met 
the  female  prisoner,  who  said  she  had  been  down  to  the  station  several  times 
the  day  before  to  meet  them.  C.  then  began  to  feel  pain,  and  told  the  female 
prisoner.  Then  the  male  prisoner  told  her  what  he  had  given  C.  They  all 
went  home  to  the  female  prisoner's,  and  the  male  prisoner  then  gave  C.  an- 
other bottle  of  similar  stuff,  in  the  female  prisoner's  presence,  and  told  her  to 
take  it  like  the  other.  She  did  so,  and  became  very  ill,  and  next  day  had  a 
miscarriage,  the  female  prisoner  attending  her  and  providing  all  things.  Held, 
that  there  was  sufiQcient  evidence  that  the  stuff  administered  was  a  noxious 
thing,  to  sustain  a  conviction  under  the  act  on  that  subject.  Held^  also,  that 
the  female  prisoner  was  properly  convicted  of  being  an  accessory  before 
the  fact,  and  a  party,  therefore,  to  the  administration  of  the  noxious  thing. 
Begi^ia  v.  HoUis  (Cox's  C.  C),  VI,  819. 

6.  Arson.  An  indictment  under  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  97,  for  setting  fire  to  a 
stack  of  straw,  is  not  sustained  by  proof  of  the  setting  of  fire  to  a  quantity 
of  straw  on  a  lory.     Begina  v.  SatchweU  (C.  C.  Res.),  V,  892. 

7.  Assault  —  bodily  harm.  B.,  knowing  that  he  had  the  gonorrhoea,  had 
connection  with  a  girl  without  informing  her  of  the  fact,  by  means  of  which 
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the  disease  was  oommnnicated  to  her.  An  indictment  for  inflicting  actoal 
hodily  harm  will  be  sostained  bj  this  evidence.  Begina  v.  Sinclair  (Cox'b  0.  C), 
XI,  885. 

8.  Assault,  indecent.  A  man  induced  two  youths  above  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  to  go  witl^  him,  in  the  evening,  to  an  out  of  the  way  place,  where  they 
mutually  indulged  in  indecent  practices  on  each  other's  persons.  The  youths 
were  willing  and  assenting  parties  to  what  was  done.  Seld,  that  because  of 
such  assent,  a  conviction  for  an  indecent  assault  could  not  be  upheld.  Begina 
V.  WoUasion  (Cox's  C.  C),  n,  384. 

9. The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  indecently  assaulting  two  boys,  each 

of  whom  was  eight  years  of  age.  It  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  took  the 
boys  into  a  field,  and  did  acts  toward  them  which  amounted  to  indecent 
assaults  unless  they  consented  to  them.  The  boys  stated  in  evidence  that  they 
did  not  know  what  he  was  going  to  do  to  them  when  he  did  each  of  the  acts 
in  question.  Upon  this  evidence  the  judge  left  to  the  jury  the  question 
whether  the  boys  merely  submitted  to  the  acts,  ignorant  of  wliat  was  going  to 
be  done  to  them,  or  of  the  nature  of  what  was  being  done,  or  if  they  exercised 
a  positive  will  about  it  and  consented  to  what  the  defendant  did  ;  and  told  the 
jury  that  in  the  former  case  they  would  find  the  defendant  guilty,  in  the  latter 
case  they  would  acquit  him.  The  jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty  on  the  ground 
that  the  boys  merely  submitted  to  his  act,  not  knowing  its  nature,  Heldt  that 
the  direction  of  the  judge  was  right,  and  the  conviction  must  be  upheld. 
Begina  v.  Look  (C.  C.  Bes.),  IV,  612. 

10.  Assault  on  officer.  Although  a  police  constable  may  not  be  bound,  in 
the  execution  of  his  duty,  to  assist  the  occupier  of  a  house  in  putting  out  an 
intruder,  yet  he  may  lawfully  do  so,  and  if  he  sustains  violence  in  so  doing,  the 
party  inflicting  such  violence,  though  he  may  not  be  indictable  for  assaulting 
a  police  constable  in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  will  be  liable  to  a  conviction 
for  an  assault,  as  he  cannot  justify  resistance  to  the  force  lawfully  used  to  eject 
him.    Begina  v.  Box(twrgh  (Cox's  C.  G . ),  II,  165. 

11.  On  an  indictment  for  a  felonious  assault,  the  jury,  being  unable  to  agree 
as  to  the  felonious  intent,  were  discharged  by  arrangement,  in  order  that  the 
prisoner  might  plead  guilty  to  a  common  assault  with  a  view  to  compensa- 
tion, lb. 

12.  Bftllftft,  misappropriaticn  by.  ■  The  defendant,  an  attorney,  was 
employed  to  raise  a  loan  of  money  on  mortgage,  of  which  he  was  to 
apply  a  part  in  paying  off  an  earlier  mortgage,  and  to  hand  over  the  rest  to 
the  mortgagor.  He  prepared  the  mortgage  deed,  received  the  mortgage 
money,  and  handed  over  the  deed  to  the  mortgagee  in  exchange .  He  then 
misappropriated  a  part  of  the  money  to  his  own  use.  HMt  that  no  offense 
had  been  committed  under  s.  75  or  s.  76  of  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  96.  Begina  v. 
Cooper  (C.  C.  Res.),  IX,  505. 

13.  T?^***«g  •nirwia-  A  match  took  place  between  the  owners  of  two  dogs 
as  to  which  could  kill  the  greatest  number  of  rabbits  by  running  after  them. 
The  match  took  place  in  a  field  containing  an  area  of  three  acres,  walled  in 
so  that    the  rabbits  could    not  escape.      HM,  that  this  was  not  baiting 
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animala  within  the  meaning  of  13  &  18  Vict.,  c.  92,  b.  8.  Pitta  v.  IfUlar 
(Q.  B,),  IX.  841. 

14.  Bigamy.  While  the  parish  church  was  under  repair  divine  service  had 
been  several  times  performed  by  a  clerlL  in  holy  orders  in  a  chamber  at  a  pri- 
vate hall,  and  the  marriage  of  the  prisoner  with  his  wife  was  solemnized 
there.  There  was  no  evidence  that  the  chamber  at  the  hall*  was  licensed  for 
the  performance  of  divine  service  or  for  marriages,  ffeldj  that  there  was 
evidence  from  which  the  court  and  jury  might  properly  infer  that  It  was 
properly  licensed.     Begina  v.  Oreswell  (Cox's  G.  C),  XIV,  619. 

16. Where  a  person  already  bound  by  existing  marriage  goes  through 

with  another  person  a  form  of  marriage  known  to  and  recognized  by  the  law 
as  capable  of  producing  a  valid  marriage,  for  the  purpose  of  a  pretended  and 
fictitious  marriage,  such  person  is  guilty  of  bigamy,  notwithstanding  any  spe- 
cial circumstances  which,  independently  of  the  bigamous  character  of  the  mar- 
riage, may  constitute  a  legal  disability  in  the  parties,  or  make  the  form  of 
marriage  resorted  to  inapplicable  to  their  case.  So  ?uld,  where  a  person,  having 
a  wife  living,  went  through  the  ceremony  of  marriage  with  another  woman, 
who  was  within  the  prohibited  degrees  of  afiSnity  ;  so  that  the  second  marriage, 
even  if  not  bigamous,  would  have  been  void  under  5  &  6  Wm.  4,  c.  54,  s.  3. 
Begina  v.  AUen  (C.  C.  Res.),  II,  348. 

16. The  prisoner,  having  a  wife  living,  was  married  to  another  woman 

in  the  presence  of  the  registrar,  describing  himself  not  as  £.  R.,  his  true 
name,  but  as  B.  R.  There  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  the  second  wife  knew 
that  his  Christian  name  was  mlsdescribed.  SM,  that  the  prisoner  was  guilty 
of  bigamy.    Begina  v.  Bea  (C.  C.  Res.),  II.  341. 

17.  Ck>nspiraoy,  An  indictment  alleging  a  conspiracy  to  murder  a  living 
infant  will  not  be  supported  by  evidence  of  a  conspiracy  existing  previous  to 
the  birth  of  such  infant,  unless  the  agreement  and  intention  continue  subse- 
quently to  the  birth.    Begina  v.  Banks  (Cox's  C.  C),  V,  471. 

18. A  design  by  two  persons,  by  different  means,  to  murder  a  child  of 

which  a  woman  is  pregnant,  and  expects  soon  to  be  delivered,  is  sufficiently 
proximate  to  be  the  subject  of  a  conspiracy.  lb. 

19. A.  wrote  and  put  in  the  postofflce  at  H.,  at  four  o'clock  one  afternoon, 

a  letter  addressed  to  B.,  at  W.,  containing  a  suggestion  for  the  murder  of  a  child 
to  which  B.  was  expecting  to  give  birth.  The  child  was  born  at  one  A.  ii.  on 
the  following  morning.  The  letter  posted  at  H.  would  have  been  in  the  ordi- 
nary course,  and  was  in  fact  delivered  at  the  house  where  B.  lodged  at  eight 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  day  after  it  was  posted  at  H.  The  letter  never 
came  to  B.'s  hands,  being  intercepted  by  the  landlady  of  the  house.  Held,  on 
these  facts,  that  the  jury  might  find  that  the  act  of  A.  continued  until  the  letter 
was  delivered  at  the  house  of  B.,  and  if  the  letter  had  reached  B.,  that  A.  might 
properly  have  been  convicted  of  soliciting  and^ inciting  B  to  murder  her  child, 
and,  the  letter  having  been  intercepted,  that  A.  could  be  convicted  of  an  attempt 
to  solicit  and  incite  B.  to  murder  her  child.  lb. 

20. An  indictment  for  conspiracy  at  common  law  will  lie  against  two  or 

more  persons  for  conspiring  to  commit  an  offense  for  which  special  provision  \a 
made  by  statute.    Begina  v.  Bunn  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  664.

21. The  defendants,  servants  of  a  gas  company  under  contract  of  serrice, 

being  offended  hy  the  diBn[iis8al  of  a  fellow  servant,  agreed  together  to  quit  the 
service  of  their  employers,  without  notice  and  in  breach  of  their  contracts  of 
service,  by  reason  of  which  the  company  were  seriously  impeded  in  the  conduct 
of  their  buBlnesa.  Being  indicted  for  a  conspiracy,  it  was  contended  that  the 
Btal  84  &  86  Vict.,  c.  81,  having  determined  that  no  act  shall  be  illegal  merely  by 
reason  of  its  being  in  restraint  of  trade,  and  having.also  defined  tbe  offense  of 
^*  obstructing  or  molesting,"  and  otherwise  determined  what  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  offenses  as  between  masters  and  servants,  had  virtually  declared  all  other 
acts  not  to  be  punishable.  But,  held,  that  the  provisions  of  the  statute  had 
not  affected  the  common  law  of  conspiracy,  for  which  an  indictment  would  lie. 

lb.

22. If  several  persons  agree  together  to  do  some  unlawful  thing,  and 

proceed  to  do  it ;  or  if  they  agree  to  do  a  lawful  thing  by  unlawful  means,  and 
proceed  to  carry  out  their  agreement  by  those  means,  they  are  guilty  of  a  con- 
spiracy. Ib.^ 

23. Upon  the  trial  of  servants  of  a  gas  company  for  a  conspiracy,  held, 

that  they  should  be  convicted,  if  the  jury  found  that  the  defendants  agreed 
together  to  force  the  company  against  its  will  to  employ  a  man  it  objected  to 
employ,  and  sought  to  do  so  by  improper  threats  or  molestation,  as  by  simul- 
taneously breaking  their  contracts  of  service  to  the  serious  injury  of  the  com- 
pany, if  they  found  that  to  be  a  molestation ;  and  they  should  be  convicted,  if 
the  jury  found  the  object  lawful  but  the  means  employed  unlawful.  lb. 

2^ Molestation  is  defined  as  being  any  thing  done  with  improper  in- 
tent, to  the  unjustifiable  annoyance  and  interference  with  the.  master  in  the 
conduct  of  his  business,  and  such  as  would  be  likely  to  have  a  deterring  effect 
on  a  man  of  ordinary  nerve.  lb. 

26. A  conspiracy  is  an  offense  that  is  complete  as  soon  as  there  is  an 

agreement  to  do  a  thing  which  would  be,  if  done,  though  not  a  crime,  yet  such 
a  matter  as  would  bring  the  agreement  to  do  it  within  the  definition  of  conspir- 
acy.   Heymann  v.  The  Queen  (Q.  B.),  IV,  241. 

26.  -: —  On  an  indictment  for  conspiracy  to  molest  and  obstruct  workmen 
with  a  view  to  coerce  them  to  quit  their  employment,  and  to  molest  and  ob- 
struct employers  with  a  view  to  coerce  them  to  alter  their  mode  of  business, 
the  evidence  being  that  the  defendants  had  continually  watched  and  walked 
up  and  down  before  the  prosecutors'  premises,  and  had  accosted  their  work- 
men, inviting  them  to  quit  their  employment  and  promising  them  money  if 
they  did  so,  and  threatening  if  they  refused  they  would  be  known  as  "  black 
sheep,"  and  would  not  be  able  to  get  employment  elsewhere,  hM,^  that  the 
question, was  whether  the  watching  and  besetting  was  carried  on  in  such  a 
manner,  and  to  such  an  extent,  that  it  would  operate  on  the  will  by  giving  rise 
to  apprehension  or  annoyance,  and  that,  if  the  watching  and  besetting  had  been 
done  with  the  intention  to  coerce,  the  defendants  ought  to  be  found  guilty. 
Beffina  v.  HSbheH  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIII,  488. 

27. Picketing, "  watching  "  and  *'  besetting  *'  —  or  watching  and  annoy- 
ing men  who  may  be  inclined  to  work,  is  an  offense  within  the  Workmen's 
Act  of  1876.    Beffina  v.  Bamld  (Cox's  C.  C),  XV,  816. 
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28.  OontempL  It  la  a  contempt  of  ooart,  while  a  criminal  charge  is  pend- 
ing, to  impugn  the  honesty  and  fmpartialitj  of  the  judge  bj  whom  it  is  to  be 
tried,  or  to  attempt  to  obstruct  the  course  of  justice  by  exciting  public  preju- 
dice against  it.    Begina  v.  Skipworth  (Cox's  C.  C),  V,  456. 

29. But  it  is  not  a  contempt  merely  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  the  de- 
fense of  a  defendant  on  a  criminal  charge.  lb. 

30. The  defendant  had  been  committed  for  perjuiy  by  the  judge  who 

tried  an  ejectment  in  which  he  was  claimant,  and  in  which  the  issue  was  the 
question  of  his  identity  with  a  certain  baronet  alleged  by  the  defendants  to  be 
dead.  The  jury,  during  the  defendant's  case,  had  expressed  themselres  satis- 
fied that  the  claimant  was  not  the  person  he  swore  he  was,  and  he  elected  to 
be  nonsuited.  The  grand  jury  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  found  true  bills 
against  him  for  perjury  and  forgery  ;  the  prosecution  removed  the  indictments 
by  certiorari  into  this  court ;  and  it  has  been  fixed,  upon  application  of  the 
attorney-general,  that  the  trial  should  take  place  at  bar  next  Blaster  tenn.  The 
defendant  and  his  friends,  amongst  whom  were  two  members  of  Parliament 
and  one  barrister-at-law,  had  held  public  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
money  for  the  defense  at  the  forth-coming  trial,  and  remarks  had  been  made 
by  the  defendant  and  the  three  friends  mentioned,  imputing  peijuiy  and  con- 
spiracy to  the  witnesses  for  the  defense  at  the  trial  of  the  ejectment,  and 
prejudice  and  partiality  to  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  this  court,  who,  they  said, 
had  proved  himself  unfit  to  preside  at  the  trial  of  the  indictments.  They  also 
asserted  the  innocence  of  the  defendant,  and  the  injustice  of  his  treatment. 
Held,  that  the  trial  of  these  indictments  was  a  proceeding  of  the  court  then 
pending  ;  that,  although  the  remarks  at  the  meetings  might  be  the  subject  of 
a  criminal  information,  yet  the  parties  who  made  them  might  also  be  prose- 
cuted summarily  for  contempt  of  court;  that  these  remarks  indicated  an 
attempt  by  means  of  vituperation  to  deter  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  from  taking 
any  part  in  the  trial,  and  also  by  attacks  on  the  witnesses  themselves  to  influ- 
ence the  public  mind  and  prejudice  the  juiy ;  that  they  unwarrantably ' inter- 
fered with  the  even  and  ordinaiy  course  of  justice  ;  that  it  was  no  excuse  that 
the  motive  or  purpose  for  which  the  meetings  were  held  was  justifiable,  nor 
that  the  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  course  of  justice  was  inefibctual ;  that 
the  proceedings  were  a  gross  contempt  of  court ;  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  put  a  stop  to  them.    Begina  v.  Ondaw  (Cox's  C.  C),  V,  443. 

31. The  members  of  Parliament  who  made  these  remarks,  when  sum- 
moned to  answer  for  contempt,  apologized  and  submitted  themselves  to  the 
court.  They  were,  therefore,  only  fined  £100  each  ;  but  it  was  held  that  the 
court  would  not  allow  the  privilege  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  prevent  punish- 
ment by  imprisonment  of  its  members  for  a  contempt  in  the  administration  of 
justice,  if  the  occasion  required  it.  lb. 

32.  Ck>ntlnuing  offense.  By-laws  were  made  by  the  Local  Board  of  Sunder- 
landj  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1848,  s.  115,  and  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1858,  s.  34,  by  one  of  which  (No.  12)  all  party-walls,  except  in  houses  of 
one  story,  were  required,  under  a  penalty  of  40«.,  to  be  nine  inches  at 
least  in  thickness,  and  by  another  of  which  (No.  42)  it  was  provided  that,  "  in 
case  any  offense  under  any  of  the  foregoing  by-laws  shall  continue,  the  person 
offending  shall  be  liable  to  a  further  penalty  of   not  exceeding  ¥k,  for 
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each  day  during  which  such  offense  shall  oontinae  after  written  notice  of  the 
offBnse  has  been  given  by  the  .local  board  to  the  offender."  The  appellant 
having  been  convicted  and  fined  for  an  offense  against  by-law  No.  12,  in  build- 
ing a  party-wall  of  four  and  a  half  inches  in  thickness  instead  of  nine,  was 
afterward  convicted  npon  an  information  charging  him  uoder  by-law  42,  with 
continuing  the  offense,  and  again  fined.  Heldf  that  suffering  the  party-wall  to 
remain  unaltered  was  not  a  continuing  offense  within  by-law  42,  or,  if  it 
was,  that  the  by-law  was  unreasonable,  the  appropriate  remedy  being  the 
removal  of  the  structure  by  the  Board,  as  authorized  by  section  34  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1858.    MarBhaU  v.  Smith  (Com.  PI.-),  VI,  186. 

33.  QwBre^  whether  the  party,  if  liable  as  a  "  continuing  offender,"  would 
remain  so  liable  after  he  had  transferred  the  premises  to  a  purchaser?  lb. 

34.  Oonverslon  by  agent  The  prisoner,  a  stock  and  share  dealer,  was 
employed  by  the  prosecutrix  to  purchase  securities  for  her.  He  bought  in  his 
own^  name,  and  received  money  from  her  from  time  to  time  to  cover  the  amounts 
he  had  paid,  or  had  to  pay  for  the  securities.  Such  payments  were  not  made 
against  any  particular  item,  but  in  checks  for  round  sums.  On  one  occasion 
he  wrote  to  her,  "  I  inclose  a  contract  note  for  £300,  J.  bonds,  at  112,  £886 ; " 
and  the  contract  note  ran,  *'  Sold  to  Mrs.  8.  (the  prosecutrix)  £300  J.  at  112, 
£336,"  and  was  signed  by  the  prisoner.  The  prosecutrix  wrote  in  reply :  "  I 
have  j  ust  received  your  note  and  contract'  note  for  the  J.  shares,  and  inclose  a 
check  for  £336  in  payment."  The  prisoner  never  paid  for  the  bonds,  but  in 
violation  of  good  faith  appropriated  to  his  own  use  the  proceeds  of  the  check. 
HM,  that  the  letter  of  the  prosecutrix  was  a  direction  in  writing  to  apply  the 
proceeds  of  the  check  to  pay  for  the  bonds,  if  they  had  still  to  be  paid  for, 
within  the  meaning  of  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  96,  s.  76;  and  that  the  prisoner  was 
rightly  convicted  of  a  misdemeanor  under  that  section.  Begina  v.  Christian 
(C.  C.  Res.),  VII,  332. 

36.  Diseased  animal,  having.  By  the  Animals  Order,  1871,  made  by  the 
Privy  Ckrancil  under  the  76th  section  of  the  Contagious  Disease  (animals)  Act, 
1869,  it  is  provided  that  every  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his 
charge  an  animal  affected  with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease  shall,  "  with 
all  practicable  speed,  give  notice  to  a  police  constable  of  the  fact  of  the  animal 
being  so  affected."  Held,  that  in  order  to  convict  the  person  in  possession  or 
charge  of  a  diseased  animal  of  an  offense  against  the  order,  it  must  be  proved 
that  he  was  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  animal  waa  diseased.  NichoU  v.  HaU 
(Com.  PL),  V,  800. 

36.  Bmbeszlement.  The  prisoner's  father  waa  a  clerk  to  a  local  board,  and 
held  other  appointments.  The  prisoner  lived  with  his  father,  and  assisted 
him  in  his  office  and  in  the  business  of  the  board.  In  his  father's  absence  the 
prisoner  acted  for  him  at  the  meetings  of  the  board,  a^d  when  present  he 
assisted  him.  The  prisoner  was  not  appointed  or  paid  by  the  board ;  and  there 
was  no  evidence  that  \xp  received  any  salary  from  his  father.  The  board  hav- 
ing occasion  to  raise  a  loan  on  mortgage,  the  prisoner  managed  the  business 
for  his  father,  and  at  his  father's  office  received  the  money  from  the  mort- 
gagees, and  appropriated  a  part  of  it  to  his  own  use.  ,  Heldt  that  there  was  evi 
dence  that  the  prisoner  was  a  clerk  or  servant,  or  employed  as  a  clerk  or  ser- 
vant, and  was  guilty  of  embezzlement.  Begina  v.  FatUkes  (C.  C.  Res.),  XII, 
640. 
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37.  -^ —  A.,  an  inspector  of  prisons,  duly  authorized  to  receive  the  contriba- 
tions  of  parents  toward  the  maintenance  of  thejr  children  committed  to  reforma- 
tory and  industrial  'schools  under  29  &  30  Vict.,  cc.  117, 118,  and  instructed 
to  pay  the  amount  received  into  the  Bauk  of  England,  to  the  credit  of  the  pay- 
master-general, employed  the  prisoner,  a  member  of  the  police  force  of  the 
borough  of  L. ,  as  his  agent  in  taking  prooe'edings  against  the  parents  of  such 
children  for  the  recovery  of  such  contributions  on  A.'b  behalf,  and  for  gener- 
ally carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Reformatory  and  Industrial  Schools  Act. 
Under  this  employment,  which  was  sanctioned  by  her  majesty's  treasury,  the 
prisoner  received  and  misappropriated  moneys,  the  contributions  of  parents* 
ordered  by  magistrates  to  be  paid  for  the  maintenance  of  their  children 
in  the  schools.  Held,  that  the  prisoner  was,  while  so  employed,  in  the 
public  service  of  her  majesty,  so  as  to  render  him  amenable  to  indictment 
for  embezzlement  under  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  96,  s.  70.  Begina  v.  Qraham  (Cox's 
C.  C),  XIII,  412. 

38. While  in  treaty  with  Messrs.  G.  '&  P.  for  the  sale  and  transfer  of  a 

public-house  license,  the  prisoner  was  required  by  them  to  give  security  for  the 
purchase-money  before  they  would  assist  him  in  procuring  a  transfer.  To 
enable  him  to  give  the  required  security,  the  prosecutor  accepted  three  bills  of 
exchange  drawn  upon  him  by  the  prisoner,  which  the  latter  was  to  deposit  with 
Messrs.  G.  &  P.  by  way  of  security,  and  not  negotiate  or  use  for  any  other 
purpose,  and  if  the  transfer  was  not  effected,  was  to  return  to  the  prosecutor. 
The  prisoner,  instead  of  depositing  them  with  Messrs.  G.  &  P.,  converted  two 
of  them  to  his  own  use.  HM,  that  the  prisoner  was  not  an  ''  agent "  within 
the  75th  section,  nor  a  "  bailee  "  within  the  Sd  section  of  24  &  25  Vict.,  o.  96, 
and  could  not  be  convicted  under  either.  Begina  v.  Goeser  (Cox's  G.  C),  XIV, 
648. 

39. Prisoner,  who  carried  on  business  as  an  accountant  and  debt  col- 
lector (there  was  no  evidence  to  show  what  was  the  nature  of  that  business), 
was  employed  by  the  prosecutors  to  collect  certain  debts  specified  in  a  list  given 
to  him,  and  to  pay  over  to  the  prosecutors  the  amounts  received  as  soon  as  he 
collected  them.  The  time  and  mode  of  collecting  the  debts  were  in  his  discre- 
tion, and  he  was  authorized  to  sue  for  them,  if  necessary,  but  at  his  own 
charge.  In  no  case  was  he  to  receive  from  the  prosecutors  more  than  five  per 
cent  on  the  amount  collected  by  him  and  paid  over  to  the  prosecutors.  The 
jury  having  found,  on  these  facts,  that  the  prisoner  was  employed  in  the 
capacity  of  clerk,  and  convicted  him  of  embezzlement  of  certain  sums  received 
by  him  and  not  paid  over  to  the  prosecutors,  heldy  that  the  finding  was 
wrong ;  that  he  was  not  employed  as  a  clerk,  and  that  the  conviction  could 
not  be  sustained.    Begina  v.  HaU  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIII,  409. 

40. The  prisoner  was  captain  of  a  barge,  and  in  the  exclusive  service  of 

its  owner.  He  was  remunerated  with  half  the  earnings  of  the  vessel,  and  had 
no  authority  to  take  any  other  cargoes  but  those  appointed  for  him.  It  was 
his  duty  to  account  to  his  master  for  the  proceeds  of  each  voyage.  On  one 
occasion,  although  ordered  to  bring  the  barge  back  empty  from  a  certain  place, 
and  forbidden  to  take  a  particular  cargo,  he,  nevertheless,  loaded  such  cargo 
in  the  barge,  returned  therewith,  and  received  the  freight.  He  did  not  pro- 
fess to  carry  the  cargo  or  receive  the  freight  for  his  master,  and  the  person 
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psjing  the  money  did  not  know  for  whom  he  paid  it.  The  prisoner  declared 
that  the  harge  came  back  empty,  and  never  accounted  for  the  freight.  Meld, 
that  he  was  not  guilty  of  embezzlement,  as  the  money  was  received  or  taken 
into  possession  by  him  wrongfully,  in  his  own  name,  and  not  ^  for,  or  in  the 
name  of,  or  on  the  account  of  his  master  or  employer,"  within  24  &  25  Vict.,  c. 
96.  8.  68.    Begina  v.  OuUum  (C.  C.  Res.),  V,  397. 

41. The  prisoner  was  engaged  by  the  prosecutors  to  solicit  orders  for 

them,  and  was  to  be  paid  by  commission  on  the  sums  received  through  his 
means.  He  had  no  authority  to  receive  money  ;  but  if  any  was  paid  to  him,, 
he  was  forthwith  to  hand  it  over  to  his  employers.  He  was  at  liberty  to  apply 
for  orders  whenever  he  thought  most  convenient,  but  was  not  to  employ  him- 
self for  any  other  persons  than  the  prosecutors.  Contrary  to  his  duty  he  ap- 
plied for  payment  of  a  certain  sum ;  having  received  it  he  applied  it  to  his  own 
use,  and  denied,  when  asl^ed,  that  it  had  been  paid  to  him.  Held,  on  the  above 
facts,  that  the  prisoner  was  not  under  the  control  of  his  employers,  nor  bound 
to  obey  their  orders,  and  therefore  was  not  a  "  clerk  or  servant,"  within  the 
meaning  of  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  96,  s.  68,  and  could  not  be  convicted  of  embezzle- 
ment.   Begina  v.  Negu»  (C.  C.  Res.),  V,  403. 

42.  Bsoape.  W.  wfs  given  into  custody  without  a  warrant,  on  a  cbarg^  of 
felony.  He  was  conveyed  before  a  magistrate,  who  remanded  him  in  custody 
without  any  evidence  on  oath.  W.  was  removed  to  a  lock-up,  ffom  which  he 
escaped.  The  charge  of  felony  made  against  him  was  dismissed  by  the  magis- 
trates. Hdd  (per  Maktin,  B.),  that  the  dismissal  by  the  magistrates  was  not 
equivalent  to  an  acquittal  by  a  jury,  that  the  defendant  was  legally  in  custody, 
although  no  evidence  was  taken  upon  oath  to  justify  his  remand,  and  that 
these  facts  were  no  defense  to  the  indictment  for  breaking  prison.  Begina  v* 
Waters  (Cox's  C.  C),  V,  469. 

43.  Fabxioating  voting  paper — intent  At  an  election  of  a  member  of  a 
local  board  of  health,  a  voting  paper  (form  sch.  A  to  11  &  12  Vict.,  c.  63)  was 
delivered  at  the  house  of  E.  R.,  a  voter;  the  wife  of  the  voter,  having  her  hus- 
band's authority,  put  across  at  the  bottom  of  the  paper,  and  the  respondent 
then  put  E.  R.,  the  voter's  initials,  in  the  margin  opposite  the  name  of  the 
candidate  for  which  the  vote  was  intended,  and  the  respondent  signed  his  name 
as  witness  to  the  mark  of  the  voter.  An  information  having  been  laid  against 
the  respondent  under  21  &  22  Vict.,  c.  98,  s.  13,  subs.  (5),  for  '*  fabricating  " 
the  voting  paper,  the  justices  dismissed  the  summons,  finding,  on  the  above 
facts,  that  the  respondent  bond  fide  believed  (as  the  fact  was)  that  the  wife 
had  authority  to  put  her  hueband's  name  to  the  paper,  and  tbat  the  respondent 
had  no  criminal  or  unlawful  intention  in  putting  his  name  as  witnessing  the 
mark  of  the  voter.  Held,  that  the  justices  were  right,  for  that  mens  rea  was 
necessary  to  constitute  the  offense.  Aberdare  Local  Board  v.  ffammett  (Q.  B.), 
XII,  230. 

44.  False  pretenses.  A  false  pretense  is  a  lie  told  or  acted,  influencing  the 
mind  of  one  party  and  inducing  him  to  intrust  the  possession  of  goods  to  the 
party  telling  it;  while  obtaining  goods  by  a  trick,  so  as  to  constitute  larceny, 
is  an  imposition  upon  the  senses.    Begina  v.  Badcliffe  (Cox's  C.  C),  VI,  324. 

46. The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  the  misdemeanor  of  obtaining  articles 

of  clothing  by  falsely  pretending,  tnt^r  alia,  that  his  sister-in-law  was  poor  and 
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unable  to  bay  mourning  wherewith  to  attend  the  funeral  of  her  father.  HM^ 
that,  inasmuch  as  the  possession  only  and  not  the  property  had  been  passed  or 
intended  to  be  passed  by  the  prosecutrix,  the  offense,  if  any,  was  larceny  and 
not  false  pretenses.  lb. 

46. A.  was  indicted  for  obtaining  goods  from  several  persons  by  false 

pretenses,  to  whom  she  had  forwarded  half  bank  notes,  requesting  goods  to 
the  value  of  the  entire  notes  to  be  sent  to  her.  She  had  not  the  corresponding 
half  notes  in  her  custody.  HM,  that  she  was  rightly  convicted  for  obtaining 
goods  by  false  pretenses.    Regina  v.  Murphy  (Cox's  C.  C),  XV,  338. 

47. The  prisoner  was  convicted  on  an  indictment  charging  that  he  did 

falsely  pretend  that  he  then  lived  at,  and  was  the  landlord  of  a  beerhouse, 
and  thereby  obtained  goods.  The  evidence  was,  that  prisoner  said  he  was  the 
nephew  of  a  man  in  prosecutor's  employ,  which  was  true ;  and  that  he  lived 
at  the  beerhouse ;  but  he  did  not  say  he  was  the  landlord  of  that  house.  Pros- 
ecutor, in  parting  with  his  goods,  was  influenced  both  by  the  fact  of  his  being 
the  nephew  of  the  servant,  and  the  statement  that  he  lived  at  the  beerhouse ; 
he  believed  him  to  be  the  landlord  of  the  beerhouse.  Held,  that  it  was  im- 
material that  the  prosecutor  was  partly  influenced  by  the  fact  that  the  priso- 
ner was  the  nephew  of  his  servant.    Begina  v.  Linee  (Qpx's  G.  C),  VI,  314. 

48. 3dd,  also,  that  the  allegation  that  the  prisoner  lived  at  and  was 

the  landlord  of  the  beerhouse  was  divisible,  and  that  the  part,  '*  that  he  lived 
at  the  beerhouse,"  being  false,  he  was  rightly  convicted.  lb. 

49. The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  obtaining  goods  by  (amongst  others) 

the  false  pretense  that  certain  checks  were  good  and  valid  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment of  their  amount.  It  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  ordered  goods  of  the 
prosecutors,  and  said  he  wished  to  pay  ready  money  for  them.  He  gave  checks 
on  a  bank  for  the  price,  and  took  away  the  goods.  The  prisoner  had  shortly  be- 
fore opened  an  account  at  the  bank,  but  had  drawn  out  the  amount  deposited 
except  a  few  shillings.  Various  checks  of  his  had  been  refused  payment,  and 
he  would  not  have  been  permitted  to  overdraw.  He  did  not  intend  when  he 
gave  the  checks  to  the  prosecutor  to  meet  them,  but  intended  to  defraud. 
Held,  that  there  was  sufficient  evidence  of  the  false  pretense  that  the  checks 
were  good  and  valid  orders  for  the  payment  of  their  amount.  Begina  v. 
ffcuUeton  (G.  C.  Res.),  XI,  356. 

60. B.  was  summoned  before  justices  for  aiding  and  abetting  R.  to  ob- 
tain money  by  false  pretenses,  and  both  S.  and  B.  were  committed  to  take  their 
trial ;  S.  on  the  charge  of  attempting  to  obtain  money  by  false  pretenses,  and 
B.  on  the  charge  of  aiding  and  abetting  8.  to  con^mit  that  offense.    At  the 
sessions  an  indictment  against  S.  and  B.  for  jointly  attempting  to  obtain  money 
by  false  pretenses  was  preferred,  without  the  leave  required  by  the  Vexatious 
Indictment  Act,  and  found  by  the  grand  jury,  upon  which  S.  and  B.  were  tried 
jointly,  and  S.  acquitted  and  B.  found  guilty.     At  the  trial  the  objection  was 
taken  and  overruled,  that  the  indictment  having  been  preferred  against  B.  for 
an  offense  upon  which  he  had   not  been  committed  for  trial,  the  indictment 
shoald  be  quashed;  and  after  verdict,  another  objection  was  taken  and  over- 
ruled that  S.,  the  principal  offender,  having  been  acquitted,  B.,  an  aider  and 
abettor,  ooald  not  be  found  guilty.     HM,  by  the  appellate  court,  that  the 
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Vezatioas  Indictment  Act  (23  &  28  Vict.,  c.  17),  s.  1,  was  inapplicable,  as  that 
applied  only  to  tEe  offense  of  "  obtaining  monej  or  other  property  by  false 
pretenses/'  and  not  to  the  offense  of  "  attempting  to  obtain  money  or  other 
property  by  false  pretenses."  Seld^  also,  that  the  second  objection  was  un- 
tenable, as  in  misdemeanors  all  were  principals.  Begina  v.  BurUm  (Cox's  C. 
C),  XUI,  418. 

61. H.  and  D.,  merchants,  were  adjudicated  bankrupts  in  Feb.,  1875. 

The  firm  had  been  in  an  insolvent  state  from  1874.  During  the  four  months 
previous  to  the  presentation  of  the  petition  the  bankrupts  had  purchased  goods 
and  shipped  them  to  Australia,  on  which  goods  they  had  immediately  raised 
money  by  pledging  the  bills  of  lading.  The  goods  had  never  been  paid  fort 
and  H.,  on  his  examination,  was  unable  to  give  any  account  of  what  he  had 
done  with  the  money  so  raised.  The  trustee  reported  that  in  his  opinion  H. 
had  been  guilty  of  offenses  under  sect.  11  oi  the  Debtors  Act,  1869,  and  applied 
to  the  court  for  an  order  for  the  prosecution  of  H.  Hdd^  that,  although  there 
was  abundant  evidence  of  fraud  of  some  kind,  there  was  no  evidence  that  the 
property  had  been  obtained  and  disposed  of  "  otherwise  than  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business."  There  was,  therefore,  no  legal  offense  which  would  justify 
the  court  in  directing  k  prosecution  under  the  subsects.  of  sect.  11.  Begina  v. 
BreU  and  Hodgson  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIV,  620. 

62. The  mode  in  which  the  money  raised  was  applied  could  not  be  con- 
sidered for  the  present  purpose.  Irb. 

63. On  an  indictment  for  inducing  the  prosecutor,  by  means  of  false 

pretenses,  to  enter  into  an  agreement  to  take  a  field  for  the  purpose  of  brick 
making,  in  the  belief  that  the  soil  of  the  field  was  fit  to  make  bricks,  whereas 
it  was  not,  he  being  himself  a  brickmaker,  and  having  inspected  the  field  and 
examined  the  soil,  held^  that,  nevertheless,  if  he  had  been  induced  to  take 
the  field  by  false  and  fraudulent  representations  by  the  defendent  of  spe- 
cific matters  of  fact  relating  to  the  quality  and  character  of  the  soil,  as,  for  in- 
stance, that  he  had  himself  made  good  bricks  therefrom,  the  indictment  would 
be  sustained.    Begina  v.  Efnglish  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  224. 

64i Held,  also,  that  it  would  be  sufficient  if  he  was  partly  and  materially, 

though  not  entirely,  influenced  by  the  false  pretenses.  lb. 

66.  False  record.  Upon  an  indictment  under  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  98,  s.  37, 
for  making  a  false  entry  in  a  marriage  register,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the 
entry  should  be  made  with  intent  to  defraud,  and  it  is  no  defense  that  the  mar- 
riage solemnized  was  null  and  void,  being  bigamous.  If  a  person  knowing  his 
name  to  be  A.  signs  another  name  without  authority,  he.  is  guilty,  and*it  is  im- 
material that  he  is  a  third  witness,  the  Marriage  Act  only  requiring  two.  Be- 
gina V.  A^pHn  (Cox's  C.  C),  V,  470. 

66.  Forgery.  By  24 &  25  Vict. ,  c.  98,  s.  20»  it  is  felony  to  forge  "  any  deed, 
or  any  bond  or  writing  obligatory."  Held,  that  a  letter  of  orders  under  the 
seal  of  a  bishop  is  not  a  deed  within  that  section.  Begina  v.  Morion  (C.  C. 
Res.),  V.  398. 

67.  The  prisoner,  being  pressed  for  payment  of  a  debt,  obtained  fur- 
ther time  to  pay  by  giving, as  security, an  I.O.  U.,  purporting  to  be  signed  by

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himself  uid  kootber,  the  .stgiwtara  of  the  latter  being  forged  bj  the  prisoaer. 
ffeid,  that  the  iDstrumeiit  wu  an  "  andertaklDg  for  the  pajmeDt  of  monej," 
•D  18  to  m«ke  the  forger?  of  it  u)  offense  within  the  meuung  of  S4  &  26  Vict., 
o,  88,  B.  28.     Stffina  v.  OhavAeri  (C.  C.  Res.),  I,  233. 

68.  Fraudnlant  ramoval  by  bankrupt  On  the  31st  of  December,  1872,  the 
prisoner  executed  an  asBigemeot  of  the  property  npoti  his  farm  to  trustees  for 
the  benefit  of  certain  of  his  oreditora.  The  assignment  was  not  registered  as 
a  bill  of  sale,  and  the  prisoner  continned  in  occupation  of  the  farm,  and  In 
possession  of  the  property  wslgoed,  under  an  agreement  with  the  traateea  by 
which  he  was  to  hold  possession  as  their  baUifT.  On  the  14th,  16th  and  17th 
October,  1673,  the  prisoner  fraadulently  removed  stock  from  the  farm  of  mot« 
than  £10  in  value,  forming  part  of  the  property  assigned.  On  the  17th 
October,  1973,  the  prlBoner  commenced  proceediogs  for  liquidation  byarraoge- 
meDt,  and  on  the  7tb  November,  1873,  the  prisoner's  creditors  duly  resolved 
that  his  affairs  should  be  liquidated  by  arrangemeDt.  and  a  trustee  was 
appointed.  The  prisoner  was  indicted  under  sect.  11,  buIm,  S,  of  the  Debtors 
Act,  1869.  for  having,  within  four  mouths  next  before  the  commencement  of 
the  liquidation,  fraudulently  removed  part  of  bis  properly  of  the  value  of  £10 
and  upwards.  iMi^  that  though  the  assignment,  not  having  l>een  registered  as 
a  bill  of  sale,  was  void  as  against  the  trustee  in  liquidation,  still,  inasmuch  as, 
at  the  time  of  the  fraudulent  removal,  the  aselgnment  was  in  force  and  the 
property  In  the  stock  removed  In  the  trustees  under  the  assIgnraeDt,  he  coald 
not  properly  be  convicted.    Regina  v.  OruM  (C.  C.  Res.),  VIII,  STO. 

69.  Oamlng;  The  appellant  was  charged  on  a  summons  under  the  Betting 
Honse  Act  (16  &  17  Vict.,  c  119),  ss.  1  and  3.  with  knowingly  and  willtuUy 
permitting  a  place  of  which  he  was  the  occupier  to  be  used  iiy  certain  persons 
tor  the  purpose  of  betting  with  persons  resorting  thereto.  On  the  hearing  it 
was  proved  that  the  appellant  occupied  as  tenant  a  house  with  a  piece  of 
inclosed  ground  adjoining,  ased  for  cricket,  foot-racing  and  other  games  and 
sports.  On  the  day  named  In  the  summons  foot-racing  took  place  in  the 
grounds,  to  which  persons  were  admitted  on  payment  of  8<f.  Within  the 
grounds,  bat  outride  the  space  reserved  for  the  runners,  aod  amongst  the  spec- 
tators, some  fifteen  oi  twenty  professional  betters  stood  on  chairs  and  stools  in 
different  spots,  with  iMoks  in  their  hands,  calling  out  the  odds  on  the  various 
runners,  and  ijettiog  with  different  persons,  a  man  l>ehind  each  of  the  profes- 
sional letters  recording  the  bets  in  a  book,  the  persons  paying  1(.  each,  and 
receiving  a  ticket.  The  evidence  satisfied  the  magistrate  that  the  appellant « 
knew  of  what  was  going  on  and  took  no  steps  to  prevent  it,  and  that  he  might 
have  prevented  it  it  he  had  been  so  minded  ;  and  he  accordingly  oonvlcied  the 
appellant  of  the  offense  charged.  Hiid,  that  the  conviction  was  right.  HaigA 
Y.  GmoBtt  ofSheJUOd  (Q.B.),  XI.  178. 

00.  In  order  to  support  a  conviction  under  the  Licensing  Act,  1872  (35 

let.,  c  94),  B.  17,  by  which  If  any  person  licensed  under  the  act  "  suf- 
y  gaming  or  any  nnlawfol  game  to  1m  carried  on  on  bis  premises  "  he 
e  liable  to  certain  peoaltles,  it  Is  necessary  to  give  some  evidence  of 
or  constrnetive  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  person  charged,  that 
-  was  carried  on  on  his  premises.     Bodtj/  v.  Davia  (Q.  B.  Div.),  SV, 
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61.  At  the  hearing  of  an  infonnation  against  the  appellant,  an  hotel 

keeper,  for  saffering  gaming  on  his  licensed  premises,  it  was  proved  that  a 
police  constable,  about  half-past  twelve  in  the  morning,  was  in  the  street  in 
which  the  premises  were  situate.  Two  of  the  windows  had  the  blinds  up,  so 
that  the  constable  could  see  three  gentlemen,  and  from  what  they  said  it  was 
evident  that  they  were  playing  cards.  He  waited  for  about  a  quarter  of  an 
hour,  when  the  front  door  was  opened  by  one  of  the  waiters,  and  he  then 
entered  and  went  up  stairs  to  the  room,  and  found  six  gentlemen  round  a  table 
witfi  a  quantity  of  money  on  it.  The  manageress  of  the  hotel  said  that  she 
did  not  know  that  they  were  playing  cards,  and  that  they  did  not  have  the 
cards  of  her,  and  her  statement  was  confirmed  by  the  card-players,  who  were 
in  a  private  room.  The  appellant  having  been  convicted,  A«2d,  that  the  case 
must  be  sent  back  to  the  justices  with  an  intimation  of  the  opinion  of  the 
court  that,  though  actual  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  appellant  or  his  ser- 
vants, in  the  sense  of  seeing  or  knowing  of  the  card  playing,  was  not  necessary 
to  be  shown,  yet  that  some  circumstances  must  be  proved  from  which  it  could 
be  inferred  that  they  connived  at  what  was  going  on.  lb. 

62.  Homicide.  The  general  rule  of  law  is  that  provocation  by  words  will 
not  reduce  the  crime  of  murder  to  that  of  manslaughter.  But  special  circum- 
stances attending  such  a  provocation  might  be  held  to  take  the  case  out  of  tbe 
general  rule.    Regina  v.  RothweU  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  201. 

63.  While  resistiiig  officer.  If  a  prisoner,  having  been  lawfully  appre- 
hended by  a  police-constable  on  a  criminal  charge,  uses  violence  to  tbe  con- 
stable, or  to  any  one  lawfully  aiding  or  assisting  him,  which  causes  death,  and 
does  so  with  intent  to  inflict  grievous  bodily  injury,  he  is  guilty  of  murder: 
and  so,  if  he  does  so  only  with  intent  to  escape.  But  if,  in  the  course  of  the 
struggle,  he  accidently  causes  an  injury,  it  would  be  manslaughter.  Begina 
V.  Part&r  (Cox's  C.  C),  V,  4»7. 

6^ If  a  person  against  whom  a  warrant  ha's  .been  issued  for  a  misde- 
meanor, but  who  does  not  know  thereof,  in  resisting  an  arrest  by  an  officer  not 
having  such  warrant  in  his  possession,  kills  such  officer,  the  act  is  not  murder, 
but  merely  manslaughter.    Begina  v.  Chapman  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  160. 

66.  Manslaughter.  Where  A.,  in  unlawfully  assaulting  B.  who  at  that  time 
had  in  her  arms  an  infant,  so  frightened  the  infant  that  it  had  convulsions, 
although  previously  healthy,  and  from  the  effects  of  which  it  eventually  died 
in  about  six  weeks,  A.  is  guilty  of  manslaughter,  if  the  jury  think  that  the 
assault  OB  B.  was  the  direct  cause  of  death.  Begina  v.  Tmoers  (Cox's  C.  C.)i  VIII, 
586. 

66m by  neglect  of  duty.    To  render  a  person  liable  to  conviction  for 

manslaughter  through  neglect  of  duty,  there  must  be  such  a  degree  of  cul- 
pability in  his  conduct  as  to  amount  to  gross  negligence.  Begina  v.  Finney 
(Cox's  C.  C),  X,  607. 

67. A  grown  up  person  who  chooses  to  undertake  the  charge  of  a 

human  creature  helpless  either  from  infancy,  simplicity,  lunacy,  or  other  in- 
firmity, is  bound  to  execute  that  charge  without  wicked  negligence ;  and  if 
such  person  by  wicked  negligence  lets  the  helpless  creature  die,  that  person  is 
guilty  of  manslaughter.  Mere  negligence  is  not  enough  ;  there  must  be  neg- 
ligence so  great  as  to  satisfy  a  jury  that  the  offender  had   a  wicked  mind  Ia 
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the  sense  of  being  recklesa  and  careless  whether  death  oooorred  or  not.  Regina 
V.  NichoOs  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIII,  423. 

68. By  81  &  32  Vict.,  c.  122.  s.  87, "  When  any  parent  shall  willfully 

neglect  to  provide  adequate  food,  clothing,  medical  aid  or  lodging  for  his  child, 
being  in  his  custody,  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  whereby  the  health  of 
such  child  shall  have  been,  or  shall  be  likely  to  be,  seriously  injured,  he  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offense  punishable  on  summary  conyiction."  Upon  the  trial 
of  an  indictment  for  manslaughter  it  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  was^t&e 
father  and  had  the  custody  of  an  infant  child.  The  child  was  ill  and  wasting 
for  eight  or  nine  months  from  chronic  inflammation  of  the  lungs  and  pleura, 
and  then  died.  The  prisoner  belonged  to  a  sect  who  never  call  in  medical 
advice,  but  call  in  the  elders  of  their  church  to  pray  oyer  the  sick  person.  This 
course  was  pursued  with  the  prisoner's  child.  The  prisoner,  however,  who 
had  no  medical  skill  himself,  consulted  the  person  called  in  to  pray  over  the 
child,  who  also  had  no  medical  skill,  and  they  thought  the  child  was  suffering 
from  teething,  and  gave  it  articles  of  diet  which  they  thought  suitable  for  a 
child  so  suffering.  The  prisoner  had  sufficient  means  to  procure  skilled  advice, 
which  was  easily  obtainable.  The  jury  found  on  evidence,  which,  it  was  to  be 
taken,  was  sufficient  to  warrant  their  findings,  first,  that  the  prisoner  neglected 
to  procure  medical  aid  for  the  child  when  it  was  in  fact  reasonable  so  to  do, 
and  when  he  had  the  ability ;  secondly,  that  the  death  was  caused  by  that  neg- 
lect;  thirdly,  that  he  honaflde^  though  erroneously,  believed  that  medical  aid 
was  not  required  for  the  child;  fourthly,  that  he  bona  fidehelieYed  that  it  was 
wrong  to  call  in  medical  aid.  The  learned  judge  thereupon  directed  a  verdict 
of  guilty  to  be  entered.  Held,  without  expressing  any  opinion  as  to  how  the 
case  would  have  stood  at  common  law  apart  from  the  above  statute,  that  that 
statute  imposed  a  positive  duty  to  provide  adequate  medical  aid  when  neces- 
sary, and  that  that  duty  having  been  willfully  neglected  by  the  prisoner,  and 
death  having  ensued  from  that  neglect,  the  prisoner  was  properly  convicted  of 
manslaughter.    Begina  v.  Downed  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XV,  161. 

69.  By  negllgemoe.  One  who  points  a  gun  at  another  person,  without  previ- 
ously examining  whether  it  be  loaded  or  not,  will,  if  the  weapon  should  acci- 
dentally go  off  and  kill  him  toward  whom  it  is  pointed,  be  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter.   Begina  v.  Jotim  (Cox's  C.  C),  X,  610. 

70.  A  medical  man  is  bound  to  use  proper  skill  and  caution  in  dealing 

with  a  poisonous  drug  or  dangerous  instrument,  and  if  he  does  not  do  so  and 
death  ensues,  he  is  guilty  of  manslaughter ;  (Uiter  if  it  is  want  of  skill  arising 
from  mere  error  of  judgment.    Regina  v.  McLeod  (Cox's  C.  C),  VIII.  589. 

71.  Murder.  On  an  indictment  against  a  woman  for  the  willful  murder  of 
her  new  bom  child,  she  is  guilty  of  murder  if  either  before  or  after  the  birth 
of  the  child  she  makes  up  her  mind  that  it  shall  die,  and  the  child  being  born 
alive,  she,  with  the  intent  that  it  shall  die,  leaves  it  to  die,  and  it  does  die  in 
consequence.  Or,  again,  she  is  guilty  of  murder  if,  without  intending  murder, 
she  resolves  to  conceal  the  birth  of  the  child  by  methods  which  will  probably 
end  in  its  death,  and  which  being  carried  out  do  end  in  its  death.  She  is 
guilty  of  manslaughter  if ,  without  having  made  up  her  mind  that  the  child 
shall  die,  she  determines  to  be  alone  at  the  birth,  for  the  purpose  of  temporary 
concealment,  and  the  child  afterward  dies  by  reason  of  her  wicked  negligence. 
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A  child  is  bom  alive  when,  breathing  and  living  hy  reason  of  breathing 
through  its  own  longs  alone,  it  exists  as  a  live  child  withont  deriving  apy  of 
its  living  or  power  of  living  hj  or  through  any  connection  with  its  mother. 
Begina  v.  JBdndl&y  (Cox's  C.  C.)  XIII,  431. 

72.  AooMsaxy.  Two  men,  having  quarreled,  agreed  to  fight  with  their 
fists,  and  to  bind  themselves  to  fight  each  put  down  £1,  so  that  £2  might  be 
paid  to  the  winner.  The  prisoner  consented  to  hold  the  £3,  and  pay  it  over 
to  the  winner.  Otherwise  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  fight,  and  he  was 
not  present  at  it.  There  was  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  life  of  either  man 
would  be  endangered.  The  men  fought,  and  one  of  them  received  Injuries  of 
which  he  afterward  died.  The  prisoner  having  been  informed  who  was  the 
winner,  but  not  knowing  of  the  other  man's  danger,  paid  over  the  £ij  to  the 
winner.  Held,  that  the  prisoner  was  not  an  accessary  before  the  fact  to  the 
manslaughter  of  the  man  killed.    Begina  v.  Taylor  (C.  G.  Res.),  XII,  636. 

73.  Joint  lUbiUfty.  If  A.  and  B.  agree  together  to  assault  G.  with  their 
fists,  and  C.  receives  a  chance  blow  of  the  fists  from  either  of  them,  causing 
his  death,  both  A.  and  B.  are  guilty  of  manslaughter.  But  should  A.,  of  his 
own  impulse,  kill  G.  with  a  weapon  suddenly  caught  up,  B.  would  not  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  death,  he  being  only  liable  for  acts  done  in  pursuance  of  the 
common  design  of  himself  and  A.    Begina  v.  Oaton  (Gox's  G.  G.),  X,  606. 

74.  Indecenoy.  The  prisoners  were  indicted  in  one  count  for  keeping  a 
booth  for  the  purpose  of  showing  an  indecent  exhibition ;  in  a  second,  for 
showing  for  gain  an  indecent  exhibition  in  a  booth  ;  in  a  tliird,  for  showing  an 
indecent  exhibition  in  a  public  place.*  It  was  proved  that  during  the  Epsom 
races  the  prisoners,  who  were  traveling  showmen,  kept  a  booth  on  Epsom 
Downs  for  the  purpose  of  an  indecent  exhibition,  that  they  invited  people  to 
enter,  and  that  those  who  would  pay  entered  and  saw  an  indecent  exhibition. 
Held,  that  the  prisoners  had  committed  an  indictable  offense,  and  that  it  was 
well  laid  in  the  indictment.  Begina  v.  Saunders  and  Hitchcook  (Q.  B.  Div.), 
XV,  161. 

76.  — -  It  is  unlawful  for  men  to  bathe,  without  any  screen  or  covering,  so 
near  to  a  public  footway  frequented  by  females,  that  exposure  of  their  persons 
must  neoeflwrily  occur  ;  and  they  who  so  bathe  are  liable  to  an  indictment  for 
indecency.    Begina  v.  Beed  (Gox's  G.  G.),  II,  167. 

76. Nor  is  it  any  defense  to  such  an  indictment  that  there  has  been,  as 

long  as  living  memory  extends,  an  usage  so  to  bathe  at  the  place,  and  that 
there  has  been  no  exposure  beyond  what  is  necessarily  incident  to  such  bath- 
ing, lb. 

77.  Laroeny.  The  prosecutors  (boot  and  shoe  manufacturers)  gave  out  to 
their  workmen  leather  and  materials  to  be  worked  up,  which  were  entered  in 
the  men's  books  and  charged  to  their  debit.  The  men  might  either  take  them 
to  their  own  homes  to  work  up,  or  work  them  up  upon  the  prosecutor's  prem- 
ises ;  but  in  the  latter  case  they  paid  for  the  seats  provided  for  them.  When 
the  work  was  done,  they  received  a  receipt  for  the  delivery  of  the  leather  and 
materials,  and  payment  for  the  work.  If  the  leather  and  materials  were  not 
redelivered,  they  were  required  to  be  paid  for.  The  prisoner  Daynes  was  in 
the  prosecutor's  employ,  and  received  materials  for  twelve  pairs  of  boots';  he 
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did  some  work  apon  them,  bat,  ioBtead  of  retaminf  them,  sold  them  to  the 
piiaoDer  ^^mer.  Thene  nutteriala  were  entered  in  the  proaecator'a  tMoks  to 
DaynHB'  debit,  but  omitted  by  miat&ke  lo  be  entured  in  Dajnes'  book,  Meid, 
tliat  Daynea  could  not  be  convicted  of  l&reeay  as  a.  bailee,  ueder  34  &  2S  Ylet^ 
c  96,  B.  8,  as  the  oflenBe  of  which  he  had  heea  frailty  was  piiniBhable  Bonuna- 
-ily  under  13  Geo.  2,  c  8.     Ileffina  r.  Daynti  (Cox'b  C.  C),  VL  3»9. 

78. Quare,  whether  the  transaction,  aa  between  the  proaecutor  and  his 

men,  did  not  amount  to  a  sale  of  the  leather  and  materiala  ?  lb. 

79. The  prisoner  waa  frequently  employed  by  the  proBecntor  to  fetch 

coals  from  C.  Before  each  journey  the  proBecucor  made  up  to  the  prisoner 
£M,  out  uf  which  he  waa  to  pay  for  the  coaia,  keep  23«.  for  hlmaelf,  and  if  the 
price  of  the  coal  with  the  2&».  did  not  amount  to  £34,,to  keep  the  balance  in 
hand  to  the  credit  of  the  next  journey.  It  waa  the  priaoner'a  duty  to  pay  for 
the  coal  as  he  obtained  it,  with  the  money  received  from  the  prosecutor;  aod 
the  prosecutor  did  not  know  but  tbat  be  did  so  ;  but  provided  he  was  supplied 
with  the  coal,  voA  not  required  to  pay  more  than  the  proper  price  tor  it,  it  vraa 
Immaterial  to  the  proeecator  in  what  manner  the  prisoner  paid  for  it.  On  the 
20th  March,  the  prisoner  had  a  balance  of  £3  in  hand,  and  the  prosecutor  gave 
Itim  £31  to  make  np  the  £34  forthe  neit  joarney.  The  prisoner  did  not  then 
buy  any  coal,  but  fraudulently  appropriated  the  money,  B«ld,  that  a  con- 
Tiction  of  the  prisooer  for  larceny  of  the  £31  as  a  bailee  waa  right.  Btgirut 
T.  Aden  (Cox'a  C.  C),  VI,  837. 

BO. A  traveler  was  intruated  with  pieces  of  ailk  (abont  99  yda.  each)  to 

c*rry  about  with  him  for  sale  to  such  cuatomers  aa  he  might  procure.  It  waa 
bis  duty  to  send  by  the  next  post  after  sale  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
coBtomers  to  whom  any  might  have  been  sold,  and  the  numbera.  quantities 
and  prieea  of  theailk  sold.  All  goods  not  so  accounted  for  remained  in  his 
bands,  and  ware  counted  by  his  employers  aa  atock.  At  the  eed  of  each  hail 
year  it  waa  bis  duty  to  send  in  an  account  for  the  entire  aix  montha,  and  V> 
return  the  noaold  silk.  He  was  paid  by  a  commiasiou.  Within  aix  montha 
after  four  plecea  of  allk  had  lieen  delivered  to  him,  the  priaoner  rendered  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  entered  them  aa  ao)d  to  two  persons,  with  instractions 
to  his  employers  to  send  invoices  to  the  alleged  cuatomera.  It  turned  out  that 
this  was  false,  and  that  he  had  appropriated  the  w)k  to  liis  own  use.  ffdd, 
that  he  could  be  properly  convicted  of  larceny  as  a  twilee,  Segitia  v.  AtiiA- 
mond  (Uox's  C.  C),  VI,  833. 

81> Prosecutor  asked  prisoner  it  be  could  get  bUIs  of  esckange  dis- 
counted, and  prisoner  replied  that  it  ptosecator  was  a  pereon  of  credit  he  could 
get  his  discounted,     Tliree  bills  were  then  drawu  by  prisoner  payable  to  his 
order,  which  prosecator  accepted,  and  delivered  to  the  prisoner  to  gat  dis- 
counted.   The  proceeds  of  tlie  diacoonting  were  to  be  handed  to  the  prosecu. 
tor,  less  the  prisoner's  commission,  or  the  bills  to  be  returned.     The  priBoncr. 
sed  by  a  creditor  for  a  debt  of  £63,  gave  oue  of  the  bills  (being  lor 
ayment,  representing  it  as  his  own  bUl,  and  asking  the  creditor  to 
lie  balance  of  the  bill.     The  creditor  declined  to  discount  the  bal- 
the  bill  was  not  Indorsed  apon  the  condition  of  the  creditor's  dis. 
be  balance.    The  jury  found  that  it  was  the  prisoner's  Intention, 
idorsed  the  bill,  to  pass  the  property  In  It  absolutely  to  the  creditor. 
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HM,  that,  apon  these  facts,  the  prisoner  might  properly  be  convicted  of  lar- 
ceny as  a  bailee  of  a  bill  of  exchange,  under  34  &  25  Vict.,  c.  96,  s.  8.  Regina 
T.  Oxenham  (Cox's  C.  C).  XV,  373. 

82. The  prisoner  foand  two  heifers  which  had  strayed,  and  put  them 

on  his  own  marshes  to  ^raze.  Soon  afterward  he  was  informed  by  S.  that 
they  had  been  put  on  his,  S.'s,  marshes  and  had  strayed,  and  a  few  days  after 
that,  that  they  belonged  to  H.  Prisoner  left  them  on  his  marshes  for  a  day  or 
swo,  and  then  sent  them  a  long  distance  away  as  his  own  property  to  be  kept 
for  him.  He  then  told  S.  that  he  had  lost  them,  and  denied  all  knowledge  of 
them.  The  jury  found  (1)  that  at  the  time  the  prisoner  found  the  heifers  he 
had  reasonable  expectation  that  the  owner  could  be  found,  and  that  he  did  not 
believe  that  they  had  been  abandoned  by  the  owner.  (2)  That  at  the  time  of 
finding  them  he  did  not  intend  to  steal  them,  but  that  the  intention  to  steal 
came  on  him  subsequently.  (8)  That  the  prisoner,  when  he  sent  them  away, 
did  BO  for  the  purpose  and  with  the  intention  of  depriving  the  owner  of  them 
and  appropriating  them  to  his  own  use.  HM,  that  a  conviction  of  larceny,  or 
cf  larceny  as  a  bailee,  could  not  be  sustained.  Regina  v.  MattheiD%  (Cox's  C. 
C),  VI,  829. 

83. The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  feloniously  stealing  a  dress,  a  shawl, 

and  other  articles  of  wearing  apparel.  The  evidence  was  that  the  prisoner, 
who  had  a  wife  living,  but  who  represented  himself  as  a  widower,  was  paying 
his  addresses  to  the  prosecutrix,  who  was  a  widow  ;  that  in  the  course  of  con- 
versation he  told  her  that  his  late  wife's  father  had  just  died  (which  was  true), 
tnat  his  sister-in-law  was  unable  to  go  to  the  funeral,  being  too  poor  to  pur- 
chase mourning ;  that  thereupon  the  prosecutrix,  without  request  or  sugges- 
tion from  him,  offered  to  lend  her  clothes  for  the  purpose,  and  placing  the 
articles  in  question  in  a  bag  gave  them  to  the  prisoner  to  take  to  his  sister-in- 
law.  Some  of  these  articles  of  dress  were  worn  by  the  prisoner's  wife  at  the 
funeral,  others  were  found  to  have  been  pawned  by  a  woman  not  identified, 
who  gave  her  name  as  that  of  the  prisoner's  wife.  The  prosecutrix  afterward 
made  repeated  requests  «to  the  prisoner  to  return  the  clothing  she  had  lent  to 
his  sister-in-law,  but  could  not  obtain  them.  It  appeared  that  the  prisoner's 
wife  had  two  sisters.  One  of  them  only  was  called  for  the  prosecution  to  prove 
that  the  clothing  had  not  been  given  to  her  by  the  prisoner.  HMy  that  there 
was  no  case  for  the  jury,  inasmuch  as,  there  being  two  sisters-in-law,  there  was 
no  evidence  that  the  prisoner  had  not  delivered  the  clothes  to  a  sister-in-law, 
in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  the  bailment,  and  also  that  there  was  no  evidence 
of  conversion  to  his  own  use,  it  not  being  proved  that  the  clothes  were  pawned 
.by  the  prisoner,  but  by  a  woman  who  might  have  been  his  sister-in  law  who 
was  not  called  to  prove  the  non-receipt  of  the  clothes  by  her.  Begina  v.  Bad- 
eUffe  (Cox's  0.  C),  VI,  324. 

8^ An  indictment  charged  the  stealing  of  "nineteen  shillings    in 

money  "  of  the  moneys  of  A.  B.  It  appeared  that  A.  B.  got  into  a  merry-go- 
round  at  a  fair,  and  handed  the  prisoner  a  sovereign  in  payment  for  the  ride, 
asking  her  to  give  change.  The  prisoner  gave  A.  B.  lid.,  and  said  she  would 
give  the  rest  when  the  ride  was  finished.  After  the  ride  was  over  the  prisoner 
said  A.  B.  only  gave  her  1«.,  and  refused  to  give  her  the  19«.  change.    Held^  that 
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the  prisoner  could  not  be  convicted  upon  this  indictment  of  stealing  10«.  JS^- 
ffina  V.  Bird  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  588. 

86. Prosecutor  sold  onions  to  the  prisoners,  who  agreed  to  pay  ready 

money  for  them.  The  onions  were  unloaded  at  a  place  indicated  by  the  pris- 
oners, and  the  prosecutor  was  then  induced  to  mifke  out  and  sign  a  receipt 
which  the  prisoners  got  from  him,  and  then  refused  to  restore  the  onions  or 
pay  the  price.  The  jury  convicted  the  prisoners  of  larceny,  and  said  that  they 
never  intended  to  pay  for  the  onions,  and  that  the  fraud  was  meditated  by 
them,  from  the  beginning.  Held,  that  the  conviction  was  right.  Megina  v. 
aioicly  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  545. 

86. A  depositor  in  a  post-office  savings  bank  obtained  a  warrant  for  the 

withdrawal  of  10«.,  and  presented  it  with  his  depositor's  book  to  a  clerk  at  the 
post-office,  who,  instead  of  referring  to  the  proper  letter  of  advice  for  10«., 
referred  by  mistake  to  another  letter  of  advice  for  £8  16s.  10(2.,  and  placed 
that  sum  upon  the  counter.  The  clerk  entered  £8  16«.  lOd.,  as  paid  in  the  de- 
positor's book,  and  stamped  it.  The  depositor  took  up  that  sum  and  went 
away.  The  jury  found  that  he  had  the  animtta  furandi  at  the  moment  of 
taking  money  from  the  counter,  and  that  he  knew  the  money  to  be  the  money 
of  the  postmaster-general  when  he  took  it  up,  and  found  him  guilty  of  larceny. 
Held,  by  a  majority  of  the  judges,  that  he  was  properly  convicted  of  larceny. 
Beginav,  Middleton  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV.  586;  S.  C,  V,  407. 

87. W.  let  a  horse  on  hire  for  a  week  to  C,  who  fetched  the  horse  every 

morning  from  W.'s  stable,  and  returned  it  after  the  day's  work  was  done. 
The  prisoner  went  to  C.  one  day,  just  as  the  day*s  work  was  done,  and  fraudu- 
lently obtained  it  from  him  by  saying  falsely,  "  I  have  come  for  W.'s  horse ; 
he  has  got  a  job  on,  and  wants  It  as  quickly  as  possible."  The  same  evening 
the  prisoner  was  found  three  miles  off,  with  the  horse,  by  a  constable,  to  whom 
he  stated  that  it  was  his  father's  horse,  and  that  he  was  sent  to  sell  it.  ffeld^ 
that  the  prisoner  was  rightly  convicted  of  larceny,  on  an  indictment  alleging 
the  property  of  the  horse  to  be  in  W.  Regina  v.  Kendall  (Cox's  C.  C.),- VIII, 
609. 

88. When  a  wife  absconds  from  the  house  of  her  husband  with  her 

avowterer,  the  latter  cannot  be  convicted  of  stealing  the  husband's  money 
missed  on  their  departure,  unless  the  avowterer  be  proved  to  have  taken  some 
active  part  either  in  carrying  away  or  in  spending  the  sum  stolen.  Begina  v. 
Taylor  (Cox's  C.  0.),  X,  509. 

89. The  prisoner  eloped  with  the  prosecutor's  wife,  traveling  in  a  cart 

which  the  wife  took  from  her  husband's  yard.  The  prisoner  sold  the  pony, 
cart  and  harness  in  the  presence  of  the  wife,  who  did  not  object  to  the  sale^ 
and  received  the  proceeds,  which  she  retained  after  paying  the  prisoner  a 
sovereign  he  had  expended  in  obtaining  lodging  while  they  were  living  in  a 
state  of  adultery.  Held,  that  the  presence  of  the  woman  did  not  alter  the 
offense ;  that  the  facts  that  he  negotiated  the  sale  and  received  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeds was  sufficient;  that  from  the  circumstances  the  prisoner  must  have  known 
that  the  pony,  cart  and  harness  were  not  the  property  of  the  woman ;  and  that 
if  the  jury  were  of  opinion  he  had  that  knowledge,  they  were  bound  to  con- 
vict him.    Begina  v.  Harrieon  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  174. 
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90.  — ^  ProMcator  bought  a  honae  and  was  entitled  to  the  ret  am  of  10«. 
chap  money  oat  of  the  parchase-monej.  Proeecutor  afterward,  on  the  same 
day,  met  the  seller,  the  prisoner,  and  others  together  in  company  and  asked 
the  seller  for  the  10«.,  but  he  said  he  had  no  change,  and  offered  a  sovereign 
to  the  prosecutor,  who  could  not  change  it.  The  prosecutor  asked  whether  any 
one  present  could  give  change.  The  prisoner  said  he  could,  but  would  not 
give  it  to  the  seller  of  the  horse,  but  would  give  it  to  the  prosecutor,  and  pro' 
doced  two  half-sovereigns.  The  prosecutor  then  offered  a  sovereign  of  his 
own,  with  one  hand  to  the  prisoner,  and  held  out  the  other  hand  for  the  change. 
The  prisoner  took  the  sovereign  and  put  one  half-sovereign  only  into  the  pros- 
ecutor's hand,  and  slipped  the  other  into  the  hand  of  the  seller,  who  refused 
to  give  It  to  the  prosecutor  and  ran  off  with  it.  Ueld,  that  the  prosecutor  never 
parted  with  the  possession  of  his  sovereign,  and  never  intended  to  do  so  except 
in  exchange^  and  the  indictment  rightly  charged  the  prisoner  with  stealing  a 
sovereign.    Regina  v.  Twist  (Cox's  C.  C),  VI,  835. 

91. The  prisoner,  a  foreman,  by  fraudulently  misrepresenting  that  £21 

18«.  was  due  for  wages  to  the  men  under  him,  obtained  that  sum  from  his 
master's  cashier.  On  the  pay  sheet  made  out  by  the  prisoner  £1  10«.  4(f.  was 
set  down  as  due  to  W.,  whereas  only  £1  8«.  was  due,  and  that  amount  only  was 
paid  by  prisoner  to  W.  out  of  the  £31  18«./  the  excess,  2$,  4(2.,  was  appropriated 
out  of  the  £21 18«.,  to  the  prisoner's  own  use,  he  intending  so  to  appropriate  it 
at  the  time  he  received  the  £21  18«.  Held,  that  the  prisoner  was  guilty  of 
larceny  of  the  2s.  id.    Regina  v.  Cooke  (Ck)x'8  C.  C),  II,  167. 

92. Prisoner  received  from  his  wife  a  £10  Bank  of  England  note,  which 

she  had  found  and  passed  it  away.  The  note  was  indorsed  \*  E.  May  *'  only, 
and  the  prisoner,  when  asked  to  put  his  name  and  address  on  it  by  the  person 
to  whom  he  passed  it,  wrote  on  it  a  false  name  and  address.  When  charged 
at  the  police  station,  the  prisoner  said  he  knew  nothing  about  the  note.  The 
jury  were  directed  that,  if  they  were  satisfied  that  the  prisoner  could,  within 
a  reasonable  time,  have  found  the  owner,  and  if,  instead  of  waiting,  the  pris- 
oned immediately  converted  the  note  to  his  own  use,  intending  to  deprive  the 
owner  of  it,  it  woald  be  larceny.  The  prisoner  was  convicted.  Held^  that  the 
jury  ought  to  have  been  asked  whether  the  prisoner,  at  the  time  he  received 
the  note,  believed  the  owner  could  be  found  ;  and  that  the  conviction  was 
wrong.    Regina  v.  Knight  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  186. 

93. B.,  making  a  purchase  from  the  prisoner,  gave  him  half  a  sovereign 

in  mistake  for  a  sixpence.  Prisoner  looked  at  it  and  said  nothing,  but  put  it 
into  his  pocket.  Soon  afterward  B.  discovered  the  mistake,  and  returned  and 
demanded  the  restoration  of  the  half  sovereign.  Prisoner  said, "  All  right,  my 
boy ;  ril  give  It  to  you."  but  he  did  not  return  it,  and  was  taken  into  custody. 
HM^  not  to  be  a  larceny.     Regina  v.  Jaeobe  (Cox's  C.  C.)^II,  204. 

94, The  prisoner's  goods  having  been  seized  under  warrants  of  execu- 
tion of  a  coanty  court,  and  being  in  the  possession  of  the  bailiff,  the  prisoner, 
with  intent  to  deprive  the  bailiff,  as  he  supposed,  of  his  authority,  and  so  defeat 
the  execution,  forcibly  took  the  warrants  from  him.  Held^  that  the  prisoner 
was  not  guilty  of  larceny,  but  that  he  was  guilty  of  taking  the  warrants  for  a 
fraudulent  purpose  within  the  meaning  of  24  &  25  Vict.,  c  96,  s.  80.  Regina  v. 
Baiiey  (C.  C.  Bas.),  I»  894. 
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96.  Rsoahrlng  it^m  goods.  An  iDdictmant  chuged  8.  with  stealiDg  18(. 
ad.,  and  C.  with  receiving  the  stme.  The  fkcts  were :  S.  naa  a  foarmau  at  • 
refreshment  bsr,  and  C.  neiit  up  to  the  bar,  called  tor  refTecfamenta  and  pat 
down  a  florin.  8.  nerved  C,  took  ap  the  florin,  and  took  from  hia  employer'a 
till  iome  moner,  and  gave  C,  aa  liis  change  18«.  M.,  which  C.  put  In  hla  pocket 
and  went  away  with  it.  On  leaving  the  place  he  took  some  ailver  from  his 
packet  and  was  counting  it  when  he  was  arrested.  On  entering  the  bar,  signs 
of  lecognitian  cook  place  bettreen  S.  and  C.  and  C.  was  present  when  S.  took 
the  money  from  the  till.  The  jury  convicted  S.  of  stealing  and  C.  of  receiving. 
Jlfld,  that  this  was  evidence  which  the  judge  ought  to  have  left  to  the  jjirj  aa 
reasonable  evidence  upon  which  C.  might  have  been  convict  as  a  principal 
in  the  second  degree';  and  that,  therefore,  the  conviction  of  C.  for  receiving 
could  not  be  sustaluad.

90. Where  ^jiriBODer  wa«  indicted  for  larcenr  of  cerlaiAgooda  and  also 

for  receiving,  and  the  evidence  ag^net  her  consisted  of  the  fact  of  the  stolen 
piopertj  having  been  found  concealed  on  her  person,  at  about  10  o'clock  on  the 
moTning  after  the  niglit  on  which  the  goods  were  stolen,  and  the  pcisonet 
made  a  voluntarf  auiemunt  asserting  she  had  found  the  goods,  the  Judge 
directed  the-jury  to  acquit  the  prisoner  on  the  count  for  receiriug,  but  tbu  juiy, 
nptwithstanding.  acquitted  the  prisoner  on  the  count  for  larceny,  but  convicted 
herof  receiving, and  the  judge  did  not  insist  on  the  direction  he  had  prevj. 
ouslf  given,  but  reserved  for  the  Court  for  Crown  Cases  Beserved  tliu  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  the  evidence  was  sufficient  in  ]aw  to  sustain  the  couviction 
on  the  count  for  receiving, it  was  A«Wp«r  euriam  (VfactBaioE.C  3.,  dabitaTUe) 
that  the  evidence  was  sufficient  to  sastain  the  conviction,  ffeid,  also,  that 
whether  the  Judge  withdrew  hia  direction  aa  to  the  count  for  receiving  or  not, 
the  evidence  l>eing  sufficient  in  taw  to  sustain  the  conviction,  the  conviction 
must  Biaud.     Begina  v.  JfeMahon  (Cos's  C.  C),  IV,  308. 

97.  UbaL  The  court  will  not  sanction  applications  tor  criminal  iufurma- 
tion  in  cases  of  alleged  libel,  it  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  eitoning  an 
apology.    B^na  v.  The  World  (Coi's  C.  C),  XV,  340. 

98. All  excuses   for  the  publication  of  a  libel,  as  accidental  error, 

inadvertence,  and  such  like,  should  be  promptly  made  before  a  criminal  infor- 
mation has  been  granted,  in  order  to  avail.  lb. 

99. It  is  not  enough  to  say  we  were"  misled," nor  is  "  personal  malice" 

material.  To  repeat  a  malignant  scandal  floating  about  society,  although  with 
no  intent  to  injure  any  person  in  particular,  is  suffldeot  to  support  a  criminal 
infonnation.  lb. 

100.  - — '  A  libel  of  a  setious  character  being  brought  before  the  court,  it 
will  not  sanction  a  compromise  between  the  parties,  bat  the  prosecution  once 
instituted  must  take  its  course ;  the  object  of  such  a  proceeding  being  not  the 
vindication  of  character,  but  the  repression  of  scandaloua  libels.  lb. 

mi, lJ^  future,  the  court  will  lay  down  a  stringent  rule,  that  in  su^ 

the  counsel  who  applies  for  a  criminal  information  shall  give  an  undep- 
',  on  the  part  qt  the  prosecutor  to  proceed  with  the  prosecution,  in  order 
ire  its  being  carried  to  its  legitimate  conclusion.  lb. 
.  Halioloui  mlachla£    The  prisoner  had  l>eeD  fighting  with  persons  in 
reet  and  threw  a  stone  at  them,  which  struck  a  window  and  did  damage

to  an  amoant  exceeding  £5.  He  was  indicted  under  the  Malicious  Injury  to 
Propertj  Act  for  "  unlawfully  and  maliciously  "  causing  tliis  damage.  Tlie 
jury  convicted  him,  but  found  tluit  be  threw  the  stone  at  the  people  he  had 
been  fighting  with,  intending  to  strilse  one  or  more  of  them,  but  not  intending 
to  break  the  window.  Held,  that  by  thus  finding,  the  jury  negatived  the  exist- 
enoe  of  malice,  either  actual  or  constructive,  and  the  conviction  must,  there- 
fore, be  quashed.    Begina  v.  P<mbliton  (C.  C.  Res.),  IX,  501. 

103. On  an  indictment  under  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  97,  s.  40,  for  unlawfully 

and  maliciously  killing,  maiming  and  wounding  a  mare,  it  was  proved  that  the 
prisoner  caused  the  death  of  the  mare  through  injuries  inflicted  by  his  insert- 
ing the  handle  of  a  fork  into  her  vagina,  and  pushing  it  into  her  body.  There 
was  no  evidence  that  the  prisoner  was  actuated  by  ill-will  toward  the  owner  of 
tlie  mare,  or  spite  toward  the  mare,  or  by  any  motive  except  the  gratification 
of  his  own  depraved  taste.  The  jury  found  that  the  prisoner  did  not,  in  fact, 
intend  to  kill,  maim  or  wound  the  mare;  but  that  he  iLuew  what  he  was  doing 
would  or  might  kill,  maim  or  wound  the  mare,  and,  nevertheless,  did  what  he 
did  recklessly  and  not  caring  whether  the  mare  was  injured  or  not.  The  jury 
convicted  the  prisoner.  Held,  that  there  was  sufficient  malice,  and  that  the 
convietion  was  right.     Regina  v.  Welch  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XV,  159. 

10^ A  building,  as  that  term  is  used  in  24  &  25  Vict.,  c  97,  s.  6,  making 

it  felony  to  unlawfully  and  maliciously  set  fire  to  **  any  building."  is  not  necee- 
sarily  a  finished  structure.    Regina  v.  Manning  and  Rogers  (C.  C.  Res.),  1, 280. 

106.  An  unfinished  house,  of  which  the  walls  were  built  and  finished, 

the  roof  on  and  finished,  a  considerable  part  of  the  flooring  laid,  and  the  inter- 
nal walls  and  ceilings  prepared  ready  for  plastering,  Juld,  to  be  a  building 
within  the  meaning  ot  the  section.  lb. 

106.  NniMiioo.  By  24  &  26  Vict.,  c.  70,  s.  7,  "  Where  any  turnpike  or  other 
roads  upon  which  locomotives  are  used,  pass  over  any  stream  or  water-courae, 
navigable  river,  canal  or  railway  by  means  of  any  bridge,  and  such  bridge 
shall  be  damaged  by  reason  of  any  locomotive  passing  over  the  same,  or  com- 
ing into  contact  therewith,  none  of  the  proprietors,  undertakers,  directors, 
conservators, trnsteeSjCommissioners,  or  other  persons  interested  in  or  having  the 
charge  of  such  navigable  river,  canal  or  railway,  or  the  tolls  thereof,  or  of 
such  bridge,  shall  be  liable  to  repair  any  damage  so  to  be  occasioned ;  but  every 
such  damage  shall  be  forthwith  repaired  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  proprietors, 
undertakers,  directors,  conservators,  trustees,  commissioners,  or  other  persons 
as  aforesaid  respectively  interested  in  or  having  the  charge  of  such  river,  canal 
or  railway,  or  the  tolls  thereof,  or  of  such  bridge,  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner  or  the  person  having  the  charge  of  such  locomotive.''  Hdd,  that  this 
section  does  not  apply  to  a  county  bridge.  Regina  v.  Kitehsner  (C.  C.  Res.), 
Vn,  827. 

107.  Pa^nzy.  The  2  Oeo.  2,  c.  25,  s.  2,  imposes  the  sentence  of  transporta- 
tion (now  altered  to  penal  servitude)  on  persons  convicted  of  perjury  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  then  in  being.  The  defendant  was  convicted  of  perjury  on  an 
indictment,  one  count  of  which  averred  that  the  oath  was  taken  in  the  court 
of  chancery,  before  a  commissioner  authorized  to  take  an  oath  by  16  &  17  Vict., 
c.  78 ;  he  was  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  upon  that  count.  Held,  that  the 
offense  of  penury  consists  in  taking  a  false  oath  in  a  judicial  proceeding,  and 
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whether  the  oath  is  taken  in  a  judicial  proceeding  before  a  conrt  at  common 
law, or  acting  ander  a  statute,  It  is  equally  an  oath  taken  in  a  judicial  proceed- 
ing, and  punishable  by  penal  servitude.  Begina  v.  Tickborne  alias  Ctutro  (Q. 
B.),  IX,  828. 

108. On  an  indictment  for  peijury  committed  on  the  hearing  of  a  charge 

of  assault  by  a  husband  on  his  wife,  an  assignment  of  peijury  in  a  statement 
by  the  prisoner,  as  a  witness  for  the  husband,  that  he  had  seen  the  wife  com- 
mitting adultery  (of  which  he  had  told  the  husband),  ^idd,  bad  for  immateri- 
ality, as  the  supposed  statement  would  not  be  legally  relev&nt  to  the  charge  of 
assault,  nor  afford  any  ground  of  legal  justification.  Begina  v.  Tate  (Cox's  C. 
C),  II,  164. 

109. The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  perjury  committed  by  him  on  the 

hearing  of  a  summons  which  he  had  taken  out  against  the  prosecutor  before 
the  justices  at  petty  sessions,  for  using  language  calculated  to  incite  him  to 
commit  a  breach  of  the  peace.  The  language  was  used  by  the  prosecutor,  as 
he  alleged,  in  consequence  of  the  prisoner  having  kicked  and  struck  a  horse, 
and  several  witnesses  were  called  who  proved  this.  The  prisoner's  attention 
was  then  called  to  what  the  witnesses  had  said,  and  he  was  asked  on  cross- 
examination  whether  it  was  true  ;  he,  however,  denied  tliat  he  had  ever  kicked 
or  struck  the  horse.  Held,  that  no  perjury  could  be  Assigned,  as  the  statement 
by  the  prisoner  that  he  had  never  kicked  or  struck  the  horse  was  merely 
collateral.    Begina  v.  Jlolden  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  219. 

110.  ■  On  the  trial  of  an  indictment  for  perjury  committed  at  an  inquest 
before  the  deputy  coroner,  evidence  was  given  by  the  prosecution  that  the  cor- 
oner, who  was  also  a  county  court  registrar,  was  absent  on  his  vacation,  a  vaca- 
tion and  air  and  exercise  having  been  recommended  by  medical  advisers  for 
his  health,  which  had  become  permanently  impaired.  It  also  appeared  that 
the  coroner,  during  his  absence,  spent  three  or  four  days  every  week  in  shoot- 
ing, and  that  by  far  the  greater  number  of  inquests  held  in  the  district  were 
held  by  the  deputy  coroner.  HM,  thskt  it  was  a  question  for  the  judge,  and 
not  for  the  jury,  whether  the  coroner  was  absent  at  the  time  for  a  lawful  or 
reasonable  cause,  within  6  &  7  Vict.,  c.  83,  s;  1.  Held,  also,  that  the  inquisi- 
tion was  valid,  and  that  the  deputy  coroner  was  lawfully  acting  at  the  time 
(sect.  2  of  same  statute).    Begina  v.  Johnson  (Cox's  C.  C.)  IV,  540. 

111.  Piracy  is  only  a  sea  term  for  robbery,  it  being  a  robbery  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  admiralty.  If  mariners  or  passengers  of  a  ship  violently 
dispossess  the  master  and  afterward  carry  away  the  ship  itself,  or  any  of  the 
goods,  with  a  felonious  intention,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  admiralty,  that 
is  robbery  and  piracy.    Attorney-General  v.  Kwok-a-Sing  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  148. 

112.  Rape.  If  a  man  has  or  attempts  to  have  connection  with  a  woman 
while  sbe  is  asleep,  it  is  no  defense  that  she  did  not  resist,  as  she  is  incapable 
of  resisting.  The  man  can,  therefore,  be  found  guilty  of  a  rape  or  of  an 
attempt  to  commit  a  rape.    Begina  v.  Mayers  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  559. 

113. On  an  indictment  for  rape,  it  was  proved  that  the  prosecutrix  was 

fourteen  and  a  half  years  old,  and  that  ever  since  she  was  six  weeks  old  she 
was  blind  and  wrong  in  her  mind  ;  that  she  was  liardly  capable  of  undertstand- 
ing  any  thing  that  was  said  to  her,  but  that  she  could  go  up  and  down  stairs 
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hj  herself ;  that  if  placed  in  a  chair  by  any  one  she  would  remain  there  till 
xught,  paaaing  her  evacuations  and  water  in  the  chair;  that  if  told  to  lie 
down  she  would  do  so ;  that  she  could  not  communicate  to  her  friends  what 
she  wanted;  that  she  could  feed  herself  a  little,  but  that  she  was  obliged  to  be 
dressed  und  undressed,  and  that  she  was  unable  to  do  any  work.  It  was  fur- 
ther proved  that  the  father  of  the  prosecutrix,  on  returning  home  one  day, 
looked  through  the  window  of  the  sitting-room  and  saw  the  prisoner  lying  on 
the  prosecutrix  on  a  couch  in  the  room,  on  which  she  had  been  placed  by  her 
sister,  whom  the  prisoner  then  sent  on  an  errand  to  a  distance,  and  who  desired 
the  prosecutrix  to  lie  on  the  couch  till  her  return.  On  going  into  the  room  he 
found  the  prisoner  standing  up  at  the  end  of  the  couch,  buttoning  up  his 
trowsers,  while  the  prosecutrix  was  lying  quietly  on  the  couch.  There  were 
no  external  marks  of  violence  on  the  person  of  the  prosecutrix.  The  learned 
judge  told  the  jury  that  if  the  prisoner  had  connection  with  the  prosecutrix  by 
force,  and  if  she  was  in  such  an  idiotic  state  that  she  did  not  know  what  the 
prisoner  was  doing,  and  if  the  prisoner  was  aware  of  her  being  in  that  state, 
they  might  find  him  guilty  of  rape.  But  if  from  animal  instinct  she  yielded 
to  the  prisoner  without  resistance,  or  if  the  prisoner  from  her  state  and  condi- 
tion had  reason  to  think  she  was  consenting,  they  ought  to  acquit  him.  The 
jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty  of  an  attempt  at  rape.  Held^  that  the  prisoner 
was  rightly  convicted.    Hegina  v.  BarraU  (0.  G.  Res.),  VII,  320. 

1^4.  Reabting  officer.  Where  goods  were  seiaed  under  a  warrant  of  the 
^igh  sheriff  addressed  to  a  special  bailiff,  grounded  on  a  writ  of  fi.  fa.  from 
one  of  the  superior  courts,  which  warrant  conferred  no  authority  on  the  special 
bailiff  to  employ  assistants,  and  the  goods  were  rescued  from  the  custody  of

The  prisoner,  who  was 
jealoaa  of  any  one  going  there  to  sboot.  and  bad  threatened  to  fire  at  biids 
notwithstanding  other  persons  might  be  between  him  and  them,  discharged 
his  .guQ  from  a  distance  of  twcnty-flve  yarde  toward  the  punt  in  which  the 
prosecutor  lay  paddling.  At  that  moment  the  prosecutor's  punt  slewed  round, 
and  the  prosecutor  was  struck  by  some  of  the  shot  and  seriously  wounded, 
whereupon  the  prisoner  rendered  him  help,  assuring  him  that  the  injury 
was  an  accidental  result  of  the  slewing  round  of  the  pant.  The  night  was 
light  and  the  boat  visible  fifty  yards  oET.  No  birds  were  in  view.  The  two 
nten  had  always  been  on  good  terms,  and  the  gun  was  Bred  apparently  with 
the  Intention  of  frightening  the  proHecutor  away  rather  than  of  hurting 
him.  The  prisoner  was  Indicted  for  the  tRlon?  of  wounding  with  Intent  to 
do  grievous  bodily  harm  ;  bnt  the  jury,  under  14  &  IS  Vict.,  e.  19,  8.  S,  found 
him  guilty  of  the  misdemeanor  of  unlawfully  wounding.  Hdd,  thafunlaw- 
ful  wounding"  within  the  meaning  of  that  section  must  1>e  "maliciooa^' 
and  that  there  was  proof  of  malice,  which  justified  the  conviction  of  the 
prisoner.     Btgina  v.  Ward  (C.  C.  Bes.),  1, 408.

130.  ATennent  of  otntenhlp.  Two  prisoners  were  indicted  under  34  ft 
25  Vict.,  c.  97,  s.  8,  for  fel  on  lonaly  setting  fire  to  a  shop  "of  and  belonging  to" 
one  of  the  prisonere.  Htid,  that  the  averment  of  property  Id  the  prisoner 
was  an  Immaterial  avenneDt,  which  need  not  be  proved  ;  and  that  an  Intent 
to  injure  another  person  as  owner  might  be  proved  In  atipport  of  the 
Indictment.

123.  Oonspiraoy.  Where  N.  W.  was  indicted  and  convicted  on  an  indict- 
ment charging  that  he  and  others  did  conspire  by  false  pretenses  to  defraud 
of  large  sums  of  money  all  such  persons  as  should  apply  to  or  negotiate  with 
them  for  a  loan  of  money,  the  indictment  so  framed  was  held  too  vague  and 
uneertain  in-  its  language  to  sustain  a  conviction,  which  was  reversed  on  writ 
of  error.

12^  False  pretenses.  Where  in  an  indictment  for  false  pretenses  the 
words  "with  intent  to  defraud"  are  omitted,  the  indictment  is  bad  and  can- 
not be  amended  under  14  &  15  Vict.,  c.  100,  s.  1.  Megina  v.  James  (Cox's  C. 
C),  II.  i»a. 

126.  The  Debtors  Act  (32  &  83  Vict.,  c.  62),  s.  19,  enacts:   That  in  in- 

dictments  for  offenses  under  that  act  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  set  forth  the  sub- 
stance of  the  offense  charged  in  the  words  of  the  act,  specifying  the  offense, 
"  without  setting  out  any  debt,  act  of  bankruptcy,  trading,  adjudication  or  any 
proceeding  in.  or  order,  or  warrant,  or  document  of  any  court  acting  under  the 
Bankruptcy  Act,  1860."  Section  11,  sub-section  18,  enacts,  *'  that  if  within  four 
months  next  before  the  presentation  of  a'  bankruptcy  petition,  the  trader  by 
any  false  representation  or  other  fraud  has  obtained  any  property  on  credit  and 
has  not  paid  for  the  same,"  etc.,  held,  on  motion  in  arrest  of  judgment,  that  an 
indictment  iof  misdemeanor  framed  upon  the  latter  section,  which  merely 
charged  "  that  a  bankruptcy  petition  was  presented  against  the  defendant  to  the 
county  court,  etc., upon  which  the  defendant  was  adjudged  bankrupt,  and  that  the 
defendant  within  four  months  before  the  presentation  of  the  said  petition  did, 
by  certain  false  representations, obtain  from  B.,on  credit,  certain  property,  and 
has  not  paid  for  the  same,"  was  sufficient  under  the  above  statute,  and,  also 
under  Peers  Act  (7  Geo.  4,  c.  64),  s.  20.  Regina  v.  Watkineon  (Cox's  C.  C),

126.  Forgery.    24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  98,  s.  28,  enacts  that  "whosoever  shall  forge' 
or  fraudulently  alter  any  process  of  any  court"  (with  certain  exceptions)^ 
"shall  be  guilty  of  felony."     Held,  that  an  indictment  for  forgery  under  that 
«eetioa  must  allege  an  intent  to  defraud.     Regina  v.  Pawner  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,

127.  Laroeny.    An  indictment  framed  upon  the  31  <fe  82  Vict.,  c.  U6,  s.  1, 

alle^^d  that  B.  was  a  member  of  a  copartnership  consisting  of  B.  and  L.,  and 

that   B.,  then  being  a  member  of  the  same,  eleven  bags  of  cotton  waste,  the 

property  of  the  said  copartnership,  feloniously  did  steal,  etc.,  contrary  to  the 

statute.

128.  libeL  An  indictment  which  charged  that  the  prisoner  printed  and 
I>ixl>li8li«d  a  libel  of  and  concerning  B.  O.,  the  prosecutor,  according  to  the 
teiiOT-  and  effect  following,  viz. :  **  B.  0.  of  C.  (meaning  the  said  B.  O.),  game 
Mi&d  r&bhit  destroyer,  and  his  wife  (meaning  Charlotte,  the  wife  of  the  said  B.

0.)»  the  seller  of  the  same  in  ooantry  and  town/'  hdd  had  for  want  of  ina- 
endoes.or  averments  showing  that  the  words  alleged  to  he  defamatory  charged 
an  indictable  offense,  or  had  reference  to  the  calling  of  the  prosecutor.

V.  Yatei  (Cox's  C.  C).  IV,  528. 

129.  Peijoxy.  Upon  an  indictment  for  perjurj  committed  before  magis- 
trates at  petty  sessions,  upon  a  charge  of  stealing  suet,  the  assignment  was 
that  the  defendant  falsely  swore  that  he  saw  one  Goates  take  the  suet.  HM^ 
that  as  the  indictment  did  not  aver  that  Coates  took  the  suet  feloniously,  it  was 
bad. .  Beyina  v.  Crawley  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  215. 

130.  Defscts  aided  by  verdiot  There  is  no  distinotion  between  civil  and 
criminal  pleadings  as  to  defective  allegations  which  are  aided  by  verdict  at 
common  law.    Heymann  v.  The  Queen  (Q.  B.),  IV,  241. 

131. Indictment  that  '*  defendant  and  others  unlawfully  and  wickedly 

did  conspire  and  agree  together,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Debtors  Act, 
18G9,  and  within  four  months  next  before  the  presentation  of  a  bankruptcy 
petition  against  defendant,  fraudulently  to  remove  part  of  the  property  of 
defendant  to  the  value  of  £10,  that  'is  to  say  [enumerating  divers  articles], 
defendant  then  being  a  trader,  and  liable  to  become  a  bankrupt."  To  this 
there  was  a  plea  of  not  guilty,  and  a  verdict  of  guilty  and  judgment.  Error 
was  brought  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  allegation  that  defendant  was 
ever  adjudged  bankrupt.  Held,  that  the  fact  of  defendant  having  been  ad- 
judged a  bankrupt  was  not  necessary  to  complete  the  offense  of  conspiracy ;  it 
was  complete  if  the  persons  charged  had  agreed  to  remove  the  goods  in  con- 
templation of  an  adjudication  being  ob^lned;  and  that  this,  though  not  ex- 
pressly alleged,  must  be  taken  after  verdict  to  have  been  proy^ed  before  the 
jury;  and  that  the  defect  was,  therefore,  cured  by  verdict.  Ib.- 

132. The  prisoner  was  indicted,  under  24  &  25  Vict.,  c  96,  s.  95,  for  un- 
lawfully receiving  goods  knowing  them  to  have  been  obtained  by  false  pre- 
tenses. The  indictment  did  not  set  out  the  false  pretenses.  At  the  trial,  at 
the  close  of  the  case  for  the  prosecution,  it  was  objected,  on  behalf  of  the  pris- 
oner, that  the  indictment  was  bad,  because  it  did  not  set  out  the  false  pre- 
tenses.  The  pri8<mer  was  convicted.  Held^  that  the  objection,  if  available, 
should  have  been  taken  by  demurrer  or  motion  to  quash,  and  not  after  verdict 
in  arrest  of  judgment,  and  that  after  verdict  the  indictment  was  good.  Regina 
V.  Goldsmith  (C.  C.  Res.),  V,  437. 

133. The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  stealing  nineteen  shillings  and  six- 
pence. He  was  proved  to  have  stolen  a  sovereign.  Held,  that  by  14  &  15  Vict., 
c  100,  s.  1,  the  court  at  the  trial  had  power  to  amend  the  indictment,  if  neces- 
sary, by  substituting  the  word  "  money  "  for  the  words  "  nineteen  and  six- 
pence ; "  and  that,  where  the  prisoner  was  convicted  by  evidence  sustaining 
the  indictment  so  amended,  it  might  be  treated  as  amended  before  verdict. 
Regina  v.  Qumble  (C.  C.  Res.),  IV,  505. 

134.  Defenses^belief  of  death.  A  bona  fide  belief  by  a  wife  that  her  hus- 
band is  dead  is  no  defense  to  an  indictment  for  bigamy,  unless  he  has  been 
continuously  absent  for  seven  years.  Regina  v.  Oibbane  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  627. 

136.  Ooercion.  The  doctrine  of  coercion,  as  applicable  to  a  crime  com- 
mitted by  a  married  woman  in  the  presence  of  her  husband,  only  raises  a  dis- 
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patable  preeainption  of  law  in  her  favor,  which  is,  in  all  cases,  capable  of 
being  rebatted  hy  the  evidence.    Begina  ▼.  Tarpey  (Ck>z'8  C.  G.)>  IIi  1^. 

136. This  disputable  presumption  of  law  exists  in  misdemeanors  as 

well  as  in  felonies,  and  the  question  for  the  jury  is  the  same  in  both  cases.  lb. 

137. The  doctrine  in  question  applies  to  the  crime  of  robbery  with 

violence.  lb. 

138. SembU,  where  a  man  and  woman  are  indicted  together  for  a  joint 

crime,  and  it  appears  from  the  evidence  for  the  prosecution  that  they  had  lived 
together  for  some  months  as  husband  and  wife,  having  with  them  an  infant 
who  passed  as  their  child,  it  is  not  necessaiy  for  the  woman  to  give  evidence 
of  her  marriage  In  order  to  entitle  her  to  the  benefit  of  the  doctrine  of  coer- 
cion, although  the  indictment  does  not  describe  her  as  a  married  woman.  lb. 

139.  Consent  by  child.  On  an  indictment  for  carnal  knowledge  of  a  girl 
above  ten  years  of  age  and  under  twelve,  and  also  for  an  assault,  held,  on  the 
latter  count,  although  consent  would  be  a  defense,  consent  extorted  by  terror,  or 
induced  by  the  influence  of  a  person  in  whose  power  she  feels  herself,  is  not  really 
such  consent  as  will  have  that  effect.   Begina  v.  Woadhurst  (Cox's  C.  C),  V,  496. 

140. Qucere,  if  such  consent  can  be  given  in  such  a  case  by  a  child,  who 

is  not  suifurief  lb. 

141.  Oontribntory  negligence  is  not  an  answer  to  a  criminal  charge,  as  to  a 
civil  action.     Begina  v.  Kew  A  Jackeon  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  605. 

142.  Former  acqnittaL  Upon  trial  of  an  indictment  for  false  pretenses,  it 
was  contended  for  the  prosecution  that  by  sect.  88  of  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  96,  it 
had  been  expressly  enacted  that  the  defendant  may  be  convicted,  although  it 
appear  at  the  trial  that  the  offense  amounts  to  larceny  and  not  merely  to 
obtaining  money,  etc.,  by  false  pretenses,  and,  therefore*,  that  if  the  jury  should 

\  be  of  opinion  that  the  property  was  obtained  by  a  trick  with  intent  to  steal,  it 

I  would  amount  to  a  larceny  in  law,  and  the  prisoner  might  be  convicted  under 

I  this  indictment  by  virtue  of  this  provision  of  the  statute.    For  the  prisoner  it 

was  contended,  that  having  been  acquitted  upon  the  same  evidence  on  a  charge 
of  larceny  for  stealing  these  very  articles,  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
I  the  law  if  he  could  be  convicted  of  the  same  larceny  under  the  form  of  an 

indictment  for  false  pretenses.  The  whole  case  was  left  to  the  jury,  the  judge 
intimating  his  concurrence  with  the  views  advanced  on  behalf  of  the  prisoner, 
and  stating  that,  if  necessary,  he  should  reserve  the  question  for  the  Court  of 
Criminal  Appeal.    Begina  v.  Badcliffe  (Cox's  C.  C),  VI,  824. 

143.  Former  conviction.  The  appellant  was  summarily  convicted  under 
8.  78  of  5  &  6  Wm.  4,  c  50,  for  that  he,  being  driver  of  a  carriage  on  a  high- 
way, by  negligence  and  willful  misconduct,  to  wit,  by  striking  a  horse  ridden  by 
the  respondent,  caused  hurt  and  damage  to  the  respondent ;  he  was  afterward 
convicted,  on  the  same  facts,  under  s.  42  of  24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  100,  for  unlawfully 
assaulting  the  respondent.  Held,  that  the  first  conviction  was  a  bar  to  the 
second.     Wempee  v.  HapJdne  (Q.  B.),  XIII,  306. 

144. The  prisoner  was  tried  for  the  manslaughter  of  A.,  found  guilty 

and  sentenced.  Shortly  after  his  trial  the  6oroner's  jury  returned  an  inquisi- 
tion for  willful  murder  upon  the  same  facts.  At  the  next  assises  the  prisoner 
was  arraigned  upon  such  inquisition,  when  he  pleaded  autrefda  eonmot.    The

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facts  of  identity  of  the  prisoner  and  deceased  liaving  been  given  in  eTidence, 
and  tlie  judge  having  read  the  depositions,  which,  as  he  thought,  disclosed  a 
case  of  manslaughter,  he  held  the  plea  to  be  proved,  at  the  same  time  stating 
that,  if  he  thought  the  case  would  ultimately  have  resolved  itself  into  one  of 
murder,  he  should  have  tried  the  prisoner,  and, if  necessary,  reserved  the  point 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Court  for  Crown  Cases  Reserved.  Begina  v.  Tan- 
cock  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIV,  664. 

III.  Evidence. 

145.  Before  grand  Jury.  Upon  a  bill  of  indictment  being  presented,  the 
grand  jury  made  an  application  for  the  deposition  of  an  absent  witness.  Held, 
per  Byles,  J.,  that  they  were  entitled  to  peruke  the  deposition  without  formal 
proof  that  the  witness  was  too  ill  to  travel.  Begina  v.  Bullard  (Cox's  C.  C), 
IV,  603. 

146.  In  arson.  Evidence  pf  experiments  made  subsequently  to  the  fire  la 
admissible,  in  order  to  show  the  way  in  which  the  building  was  set  fire  to. 
Begina  v.  HewUine  (Priv.  C),  V,  483. 

147.  In  bigamy.  On  an  indictment  for  bigamy  every  thing  relating  to  the 
first  marriage  must  be  proved  strictly,  and  evidence  of  a  marriage  in  Scotland 
by  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  who  has  previously  performed  similar  ceremonies 
there,  will  not  suffice  without  due  proof  of  what  the  law  as  to  such  marriage 
is,  although  the  prisoner  may  have  admitted  that  he  was,  in  fact,  married  in 
Scotland.    Begina  v.  Savage  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIV,  632. 

148.  In  burglary.  An  attempt  to  commit  a  burglary  may  be  established  on 
proof  of  a  breaking  with  intent  to  rob  the  house,  although  there  be  no  proof 
of  an  actual  entry.  Sa  heldt  where  the  proof  only  showed  that  a  pane  of  glass 
was  broken  near  the  latch  of  the  window,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the 
prisoner's  finger  thrust  through  it.    Begina  v.  Spanner  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  208. 

149.  In  £ilM  pretenses.  Parol  evidence  that  a  joint-stock  company  (limited) 
has  acted  as  an  incorporated  company  is  sufficient  evidence  of  its  incorporation 
as  a  limited  company,  on  an  indictment  for  false  pretenses,  in  which  the  prop- 
erty obtained  is  alleged  to  be  the  property  of  the  A.  B.  Company  (limited). 
Begina  v.  LangUm  (Cox's  C.  C),  XV,  366. 

160.  In  forgery.  If  the  forged  writing  be  not  produced  at  the  trial  of  the 
forger  thereof,  the  best  proof  that  can  be  given  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of 
the  original  instrument  must  be  adduced  before  a  copy  may  be  used  as  second- 
ary evidence.     Begina  v.  HaU  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  212. 

161. Therefore,  where  the  only  evidence  of  the  loss  of  a  forged  note 

was  that  of  the  attorney  for  the  prosecution,  to  whom  it  had  been  intrusted, 
and  who  swore  that  he  had  last  seen  it  when  he  placed  it  in  an  old  purse, 
which  he  afterward  laid  by  in  his  office  as  useless,  and  finally  gave  to  his 
clerk  ;  and  that  he  had  made  thorough  search  and  inquiry,  but  was  unable  to 
find  the  note,  and  believed  it  to  have  been  burnt  with  the  purse,  by  the  clerk, 
hdd,  that  the  latter  should  have  been  called  as*  a  witness,  and  in  the  absence 
of  his  testimony,  no  sufficient  proof  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  the  note  had 
been  given  to  lay  the  foundation  for  the  admission  of  secondary  evidence  of 
the  instrument.  lb. 
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162.  In  laz^oeny.  Prisoner  was  charged  with  stealing  a  mare,  the  property 
of  B.  The  evidence  was  that  prosecutor,  in  presence  of  the  prisoner,  agreed 
to  buy  of  W.  a  mare  for  £5,  and  that  W.  assented  to  take  a  check  for  the  £5. 
The  prosecutor  afterward  sent  prisoner  to  W.  with  the  check,  and  directions 
to  take  the  mare  to  Bramshot  farm.  On  the  next  day  prisoner  sold  a  mare  to 
S.,  which  he  said  he  had  bought  for  £5.  When  charged  before  the  magistrate 
with  stealing  E.'8mare,&e  said  he  sold  the  mare  to  8.  with  the  intention  of 
giving  the  money  to  £.,  but  that  he  got  drunk.  Held,  that  that  was  sufficient 
evidence  on  which  a  jury  might  find  that  the  mare  sold  to  S.  was  the  property 
of  E.    Begitia  v.  King  (Cox's  0.  C),  11,  198. 

163.  In  nuuulatiglit«r.  The  act  (28  &  34  Vict.,  c.  151)  which  imposes  on  the 
owner  of  an  abandoned  mine  the  duty  of  securely  fencing  the  same,  does  not 
apply  to  mines  abandoned  before  the  passing  of  the  act.  Begina  v.  Qratrex 
(Cox's  C.  C),  II.  210. 

164.  In  peijnry.  On  trial  for  perjury,  alleged  to  have,  been  committed 
before  justices  at  the  hearing  of  an  information  under  the  Beer-house  Licens- 
ing Acts  against  the  keeper  of  such  a  house,  bis  license  must  be  produced  in 
order  to  show  the  jurisdiction  of  the  justices  and  the  materiality  of  the  false 
evidence.  Begina  v.  Lewis  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  216 ;  S.  P.,  Begina  v.  WiOM  (Cox's 
C.  C),  II.  218. 

166.  In  n^pe.  The  prosecutrix  in  an  indictment  for  an  indecent  assault, 
which,  on  the  facts  alleged,  amounted,  in  substance,  to  an  attempt  at  rape,  was 
asked  in  cross-examination  whether  she  had  not  previously  had  connection 
with  a  man  other  than  the  prisoner,  and  denied  it.  Held,  that  sh^  could  not  be 
contradicted.    Begina  v.  Holmes  and  Fumess  (C.  C.  Res.).  1, 226.  - 

166.  In  sale  of  llqnon.  By  the  Licensing  Act,  1872  (85  St  86  Vict.,  e.  94).  s. 
24,  premises  in  which  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold  are  to  be  closed  during  cer- 
tain hours ;  and  "  any  person  who  sells  or  exposes  for  sale,  or  opens  or  keeps 
open  premises  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  during  the  time  that  such 
premises  are  directed  to  be  closed,  in  pursuance  of  this  section)"  is  made  liable 
to  certain  penalties ;  and  in  a  subsequent  clause  it  is  enacted,  that  ^  none  of 
the  provisions  contained  in  this  section  shall  preclude  a  person  licensed  to  sell 
any  intoxicating  liquor  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises  from  selling  such 
liquor  to  bona  fide  travelers  or  persons  lodging  in  his  house."  By  s.  51, 
sub.  4, "  any  exception,  exemption,  proviso,  excuse,  or  qualification,  whether  it 
does  or  does  not  accompany  the  description  of  the  offense  in  this  act,  may  be 
proved,  by  the  defendant,  but  need  not  be  specified  or  negatived  in  the 
information,  and  if  so  specified  or  negatived,  no  proof  in  relation  to  the  matters 
so  specified  or  negatived  shall  be  required  on  the  part  of  the  informant  or 
complainant."  The  keeper  of  licensed  premises  having  been  charged  with 
opening  his  premises  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  during  prohibited 
hours,  and  persons  having  been  shown  to  have  been  supplied  with  liquor  on 
his  premises  during  such  hours,  Tield,  that  the  onus  of  showing  that  the  per- 
sons came  within  the  exception  lay  on  the  defendant.  Boberts  v.  Humphreys 
(Q.  B.),  VII,  93. 

167, Quare,  whether  proof  on  the  defendant's  part  of  a  bona  fide 

though   mistaken  belief   that  the  x>ersons  were  travelers  would  have  been 
sufficient?  lb. 
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168.  Burden  of  pzooi  Upon  the  trial  of  an  indictment  for  laroenj  of 
clothes  placed  in  poesession  of  the  defendant,  as  bailee,  to  be  delivered  to  an- 
other, ?iMj  that  the  burden  of  proof  was  apon  the  prosecution  to  show 
that  he  did  not  execute  his  contract  of  bailment,  but  felonionsly  converted 
them  to  his  own  use.    Regina  v.  BadcUffis  (Ck)x's  C.  C).  VI,  324 

169.  Admission  as  witneM.  According  to  the  English  law,  introduced  into 
lower  Canada  at  the  time  of  the  cession  of  Canada'to  England  in  1768,  and 
unaffected  by  subsequent  Canadian  or  imperial  statutes,  the  depositions  on 
oath  of  a  witness  legally  taken  are  admissible  evidence  against  him,  if  he  is 
subsequently  tried  on  a  criminal  charge.    Bagina  v.  Coote  (Priv.  C),  V,  159. 

160. The  only  exception  is  in  the  case  of  answers  to  questions  which 

he  objected  to  when  his  evidence  was  taken  as  tending  to  criminate  him,  but 
which  he  has  been  improperly  compelled  to  answer.  lb. 

161. A.  was  indicted  for  felony.    At  the  trial  the  crown  put  in  evidence 

depositions  sworn  to  by  him,  without  being  cautioned  that  what  he  so  deposed 
to  might  be  given  in  evidence  against  him,  before  fire  commissioners  empow- 
ered by  the  Quebec  statutes,  31  Viet.,  c.  81,  and  33  Vict.,  o.  29,  to  investigate 
the  origin  of  any  fires  occurring  in  Quebec,  and  before  any  charge  or  accusa- 
tion had  been  made  against  him.  Held,  that  the  depositionB  were  properly  ad- 
mitted as  evidence  against  the  prisoner  at  the  trial.  lb. 

162. The  words  *'  I  must  know  more  about  it,'*  said  by  a  police  constable 

to  a  prisoner  in  the  course  of  a  conversation  between  them  respecting  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  the  charge,  immediately  before  apprehension,  are  not  a  suffi- 
cient inducement  to  exclude  an  admission.  B$gina  v.  Reeuon  (Cox's  C.  C!), 
IV,  517. 

163.  ^—  It  is  the  duty  of  a  police  eonstable  to  hear  what  the  prisoner  has 
voluntarily  to  say,  but  after  the  prisoner  is  taken  into  custody  it  is  not  the 
duty  of  the  constable  to  ask  questions ;  and  he  should  be  very  careful  and 
cautious  in  doing  so,  if  he  has  reason  to  think  a  person  will  be  taken  into 
custody.  lb.       • 

164.  Confession.  A  female  prisoner,  in  custody  on  a  charge  of  murder,  de- 
siring to  go  to  a  water  closet,  was  sent  there  by  the  police  with  a  woman  who 
was  impliedly  authorized  to  prevent  her  escape.  When  alone  together  in  the 
closet,  the  woman,  an  acquaintance  of  the  prisoner,  alluding  to  the  crime, 
said:  "How  came  you  to  do  it?'*  whereupon  the  prisoner  made  a  statement 
in  the  nature  of  a  confession.  Held,  that  the  statement  was  not  induced  by 
any  hope  or  fear  caused  by  a  person  in  authority,  and  was,  therefore,  admissi- 
ble in  evidence  against  the  prisoner.    Regina  v.  Vernon  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  206. 

166. Where  a  prisoner  has  been  told  by  a  constable,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m., 

that  it  would  be  better  for  him  to  tell  the  truth,  and  not  to  put  people  to 
the  extremities  he  was  doing,  an  admission  by  the  prisoner  to  another 
constable,  after  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  was  not  allowed  to 
be  given  in  evidence,  although  the  second  constable  had  previously  cautioned 
the  prisoner.    Regina  v.  Doherty  (Cox's  C.  C),  XI,  378. 

166. The  prisoners,  two  children,  one  aged  eight  and  the  other  a  little 

older,  were  tried  for  attempting  to  obstruct  a  railway  train.  It  was  proved 
that  the  mothers  of  the  prisoners  and  a  policeman  being  present  after  they 
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had  been  apprehended,  the  mother  of  one  of  the  prisoners  said :  *'  Ton  had 
better,  as  good  boys,  tell  the  troth,  "  whereupon  both  the  prisoners  confessed. 
Held,  that  this  cbnfession  was  admissible  in  eridence  against  the  prisoners. 
Regina  ▼.  Beeve  (G.  C.  Kes.),  II,  288. 

167. To  render  a  confession  admissible,  it  is  not  so  much  material  to 

proTe  to  whom  or  when  it  is  made,  as  it  is  to  ascertain  the  mind  of  the  party 
making  it,  and  to  see  whether  or  not  it  is  probable  tliat  it  was  made  *Tolnn- 
tarilj.  The  prisoner,  a  servant  girl,  was  qaestioned  by  the  mother  of  a  child 
who  had  been  found  dead  in  a  ditch,  and  she  was  asked  whether  she  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  its  disappearance ;  upon  whioh  she  cried  and  said,  '*  If  you 
won't  send  for  the  police  I  will  tell  the  tmth;"  whereupon  her  mistress, 
replied,  *'  I  will  not  hurt  you  if  you  tell  the  truth ;  you  will  be  much  happier 
if  you  tell  the  truth  ; "  and  she  promised  not  to  send  for  the  police  ;  where- 
upon the  prisoner  made  a  confession  which,  upon  the  trial,  was  rejected  as 
heixxg  made  under  an  inducement.  It  further  appeared  that,  shortly  after  this 
confession,  the  mistress  sent  for  a  neighbor  and  informed  him  of  the  confes- 
sion, whereupon  he  had  an  interview  alone  with  the  prisoner,  and  asked  her 
questions  upon  the  subject,  but  he  held  out  no  inducement,  and  she  then  made 
a  similar  confession,  ffeld,  that  the  second  confession  was  so  connected, 
under  the  circumstances,  with  the  first,  that  it  was  inadmissible.  Begina  v . 
Rue  (Cofs  C.  C),  XIV,  646. 

168. Prosecutrix  lost  her  purse,  containing  £1  4«.,  in  a  market,  and 

asked  the  prisoner,  who  had  been  standing  near  her,  whether  he  had  seen  the 
purse  or  seen  any  one  pick  it  up.  He  replied  that  he  had  not.  She,  however, 
suspecting  that  he  had  robbed  her,  gave  information  to  the  police.  A  police- 
man, a  short  time  after,  went  in  search  of  the  prisoner,  and  having  found  him, 
told  him  that  the  pYosecutrix  had  lost  her  purse,  and  that  it  was  supposed  that 
he  had  picked  it  up,  and  added,  "  Now  is  the  time  for  you  to  take  it  back  to 
her."  He  denied  having  it,  and  went  with  the  policeman.  As  they  walked 
along  he  commenced  making  a  statement,  but  the  policeman  told  him  to  say 
nothing  until  they  saw  the  prosecutrix.  Having  met  the  prosecutrix  after  they 
liad  walked  about  600  yards,  some  conversation  took  place,  and  the  prisoner  was 
searched,  and  on  a  half  sovereign  being  found,  the  prisoner  said  to  the  prose- 
cutrix that  he  would  make  it  all  up  to  her.  Twenty  minutes  had  elapsed 
between  the  time  of  the  policeman's  remark,  *'  Now  is  the  time  to  take  it  back 
to  her,"  and  the  prisoner's  statement,  '*that  he  would  make  it  up  to  her." 
HM,  that  there  was  no  inducement  held  out  to  the  prisoner,  and  that  his  state- 
ment or  confession  that  he  would  make  it  all  up  to  her  was  admissible  in 
evidence  against  him.    Begina  v.  Jones  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  530. 

169.  Deolarations.  Expressions  denoting  a  bad  feeling  toward  deceased, 
made  use  of  some  time  before  the  crime  is  committed,  are  admissible  in 
evidence,  but  the  jury  must  receive  them  with  great  caution.  Begina  v.  Hagan 
(Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  606. 

170. A  witness  may  be  asked  whether  the  prisoner  made  a  statement 

at  a  particular  time  as  to  his  intention,  but  cannot  be  asked  what  that  state- 
ment was.    Begina  v.  Waintoright  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIV,  623. 

171.  Dying  deolarationSi  A  statement  made  by  deceased,  under  circum- 
stances which  would  not  render  it  admissible  as  a  dying  declaration,  becomes 
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adminslible  if  repeated  in  his  presenoe  and  at  his  reqaest  by  the  person  to  whom 
it  was  previously  made,  and  assented  to  by  deceased  (presuming  that  he  is  then 
in  such  a  state  that  if  he  had  made  a  statement  it  would  have  been  admissible 
as  a  dying  declaration).    Begina  v.  Steele  (Cox's  C.  C),  II*  231. 

172. Where  the  deceased  made  certain  statements,  first  to  a  doctor  and 

then  to  a  nurse  (both  in  the  absence  of  the  prisoner),  of  a  directly  contradictory 
nature,  but  both  relating  to  certain  wounds  upon  the  deceased  which  ulti- 
mately caused  her  death,  held,  that  although  the  names  of  both  of  the  wit- 
nesses were  on  the  back  of  the  indictment,  and  both  had  been  called  before 
the  grand  jury,  the  prosecution  were  not  bound  to  call  such  witnesses  simply 
.  because  their  names  were  on  the  back  of  the  indictment.  Begina  y.  Thomp 
9on  (Ck)x'8  0.  C ).  XIV,  686. 

173. HM,  also,  that,  if  the  defense  insisted  on  having  the  statement 

from  the  nurse,  which  was  favorable  to  the  prisoner's  version  of  the  afiair, 
given  in  evidence,  the  prosecution  would  then  be  entitled  to  give  the  other 
statement  (the  one  to  the  doctor)  in  reply  as  rebutting  evidence.  lb. 

174.  CHty  charter.  Upon  trial  of  an  indictment  for  personating  another 
at  a  municipal  election,  it  is  not  necessary  to  produce  the  charter  of  a  city  to 
prove  that  it  is  a  municipal  corporation ;  production  of  the  minutes  of  the 
council  at  which  the  alderman  was  chosen  for  the  ward  is  sufficient.evidence, 
if  it  proves  that  the  councillors  of  the  ward  were  present  on  the  occasion,  and 
it  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  sect.  48  of  5  &  6  Will.  4,  c.  76.  Begina  v. 
Tamer  (Ck)x's  C.  C),  IV,  561. 

176.  Deposition*  The  deposition  of  a  witness  in  a  criminal  prosecution,  who 
has  traveled  to  the  assize  town,  but  is  too  ill  to  attend  court  for  examination, 
may  be  read  before  the  grand  jury,  after  the  illness  of  the  witness  and  the 
due  taking  of  ihe  deposition  has  been  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judge. 
Begina  v.  Wilson  (Cox's  C.  C),  X,  504. 

176. It  is  not  essential  that  the  proof  of  the  deposition  having  been  duly 

taken  should  be  given  by  the  clerk  of  the  committing  magistrate.  lb. 

X77. Where  a  medical  man  testifies  that  the  attendance  of  a  witness, 

aged  eighty-seven,  who  had  given  evidence  before  a  coroner,  will  be  dangerous 
to  her  life,  and  that  he  will  not  answer  for  the  consequences  if  she  be  required 
to  appear  in  court,  but  that  she  is  suffering  from  no  illness  beyond  great  ner- 
vousness, which  may  bring  on  a  fit  of  apoplexy  if  she  has  publicly  to  give  her 
evidence,  A^,  that  her  deposition  taken  before  the  coroner  was  not  admissi- 
ble.   Begina  v.  Thompeon  (Cox's  C.  C),  XIV,  685. 

178. At  the^ trial  of  an  indictment  it  was  proposed  to  road  the  deposition 

of  a  witness,  on  the  ground  that  the  witness  was  so  ill  as  not  to  be  able  to 
travel.  The  evidence  upon  that  point  was  as  follows :  The  medical  attendant 
of  the  witness  was  called  and  said  \  "  I  know  M.  L.  She  is  very  nervous,  and 
seventy-four  years  of  age.  I  think  she  would  faint  at  the  idea  of  coming  into 
court,  but  I  think  that  she  could  go  to  London  to  see  a  doctor  without  difficulty 
or  danger.  I  think  the  idea  of  seeing  so  many  faces  would  be  dangerous  to  her, 
and  that  she  is  BO  nervous  that  it  might  be  dangerous  to  her  to  be  examined 
at  all.  I  think  she  could  distinguish  between  the  court  going  to  her  house 
and  she  herself  coming  to  the  court"    The  witness  whose  deposition  it  was 
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propooed  to  read  liyed  not  far  from  the  coart.  Held,  that  the  deposition  was 
not  admissible.     Regina  ▼.  FarreU  (C.  G.  Res.),  IX,  499. 

179. Witnesses  whose  eyidenoe  had  been  duly  taken  at  New  York  bj 

the  British  Consal-General,  under  the  17  &  18  Vict.,  c.  104,  s.  207,  were  seamen 
of  a  British  sailing  vessel,  which  was  proved  by  affidavits  to  be  still  at  sea, 
and  none  of  the  witnesses  were  likely  to  be  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  many 
months.  Held,  that  the  affidavits  snfflciently  proved  that  the  witnesses  were 
oat  of  the  United  Kingdom;  their  depositions  were  read,  and  the  prisoner  con- 
victed and  sentenced.    Begina  v.  Stewart  (Cox's  G.  C.),  XV»  881. 

180« In  order  to  prove  malice  or  motive  against  the  accused,  the  depo- 
sition of  the  deceased  against  him,  taken  before  the  magistrates  on  another 
charge,  and  for  which  he  was  afterward  convicted,  was  tendered  in  evidence, 
and  hM  admissible.    Beffina  v.  BuMey  (Oox's  G.  0.),  XV,  828. 

181. Statements  made  by  a  prisoner  while  cross-examining  a  witness 

at  a  preliminary  inquiry  before  the  committing  magistrates  and  reduced  to  writ- 
ing as  part  of  the  depositions,  must  be  proved  by  the  depositions,  which  are 
primaiy  evidence  and  not  by  the  witness  so'cross-examined.  Begina  v.  laylor 
(Cox's  C.  C.).  Xm,  427. 

182.  Bxamination  in  bankruptcy.  A  debtor  petitioned  for  liquidation  by 
arrangement  on  the  8th  of  June.  The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held,  and 
a  resolution  appointing  a  trustee  passed  on  the  28th  of  June.  The  registrar's 
certificate  of  the  appointment  was  dated  the  5th  of  July.  By  a  summons,  is- 
sued on  the  29th  of  June,  the  debtor  was  summoned  to  appear  on  the  9th  of 
July,  and  be  examined  under  ss.  97  and  96  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1809.  He 
appeared  on  the  9th  of  July,  and  again  on  the  12th,  to  which  the  examination 
was  adjourned,  without  objection,  and  was  examined.  The  examination  hav- 
ing been  admitted  in  evidence  against  him  on  a  subsequent  indictment  for  an 
oflen5ie  under  s.  11  of  the  Debtors  Act,  1809,  held,  that  supposing  the  sum- 
mons to  have  Improperly  issued  before  the  registrar's  certificate  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  trustee  had  been  given,  the  defect  was  only  an  irregularity,  which 
the  debtor  had  waived  by  appearing  and  submitting  to  be  examined  without 
objection  ;  and  that  the  examination  was  properly  admitted  in  evidence.  JStf- 
gina  v.  Widdop  (C.  C.  Res.),  IV,  607. 

183. The  Bankruptcy  Act,  1809,  is  so  far  analogous  to  the  Bankruptcy 

Act,  1849,  that  the  Courts  of  Bankruptcy  have  power  to  compel  bankrupts  to 
give  answers  to  questions  criminating  themselves,  and,  therefore,  such  an- 
swers are  admissible  in  evidence  against  the  bankrupt  in  a  criminal  prosecu- 
tion.   BegifM  v.  Hiilam  (Cox's  C.  G.),  II,  227. 

18^  Iietters.  The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  stealing,  and  also  for  receiv. 
ing  from  the  other  prisoners,  knowing  them  to  be  stolen,  four  bags  of  rags. 
On  his  apprehension  the  prisoner  was  searched  and  in  his  pocket  was  found  a 
letter  addressed  to  him,  containing  some  references  to  the  transaction,  which 
letter  was  asserted  by  his  counsel  to  be  in  the  handwriting  of  his  wife.  It  was 
objected  that,  if  this  letter  was  written  by  the  prisoner's  wife,  its  contents 
could  not  be  read  in  evidence  against  him,  inasmuch  as  a  wife  cannot  be  a  wit- 
ness against  her  husband.  The  contents  of  the  letter  were  admitted,  but  with 
an  intimation  that  a  case  would  be  reserved  upon  it  Begina  v.  HUditeh  (Cox's 
C.  C),  II,  194. 
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186.  — -  The  prisoner  was  taken  into  caBtodjr  for  stealing  from  a  dwelling- 
house,  and  when  in  the  police  station  wrote  two  letters,  one  to  his  wife  and 
the  other  to  a  friend.  The  prisoner  was  told  tliat  all  letters  woald  be  read 
before  being  dispatched,  and  the  letter  in  qnestion  was  detained  and  a  copj 
sent  to  its  destination.  Held,  per  Kellt,  G.  B.,  that  the  original  addressed  to 
the  prisoner's  wife  was  not  admissible,  because  it  belonged  to  her  and  could 
oniy  be  produced  by  her,  and  she  was  incompetent  to  produce  it.  Begina  ▼. 
Parmmter  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  281. 

1 86. The  prisoner  was  indicted  in  four  counts  for  obtaining  money  by 

false  pretenses  from  four  persons  named,  the  false  statements  alleged  being 
the  same  in  all  these  counts ;  in  a  fifth  count  for  inserting,  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud the  Queen's  subjects,  an  advertisement  in  a  newspaper  containing  the 
false  statements  mentioned  in  the  previous  counts  and  obtaining  money  there- 
by. It  was  shown  at  the  trial  that  the  prisoner  had  inserted  in  a  newspaper 
an  advertisement  containing  statements  found  to  be  false^  ofifering  permanent 
employment  in  the  preparation  of  carte-de-visite  papers,  and  adding,  "  Trial 
paper  and  instructions,  is, ."  and  fifiving  an  address.  8ix  envelopes  were  found 
in  the  possession  of  the  prisoner  on  hie  being  apprehended,  each  directed  to 
the  address  given,  and  containing  an  answer  to  the  advertisement,  and  twelve 
postage-stamps.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-one  other  letters  were  produced 
by  a  post  office  clerk.  These  letters  had  been  addressed  to  the  prisoner  under 
the  address  given  in  the  advertisement,  and  had  been  received  at  the  postoffice 
like  the  other  letters ;  but,  having  been  stopped  by  the  post-offioe  authorities, 
none  of  them  had  ever  been  in  the  prisoner's  possession  or  custody  ;  nor  was 
any  proof  adduced  that  they  were  written  by  the  persons  from  whom  they 
purported  to  come.

188.  Offioial  leport  Where  the  deceased  person,  a  constable,  in  the 
course  of  his  duty,  made,  shortly  before  his  death,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
accused,  a  verbal  statement  in  the  nature  of  a  report,  to  his  superior  officer  (an 
inspector  of  police),  as  to  where  the  deceased  was  going  and  what  he  was  go- 
ing to  do ;  such  report  being  material  to  the  case  for  the  crown,  heldt  that 
such  statement  and  report  were  admissible  in  evidence  for  the  prosecution. 
Begina  v.  Buckley  (Cox's  C.  C),  XV,  828. 

189.  Res  gestfls.  On  the  trial  of  a  prisoner  for  the  murder  of  his  wife,  a 
neighbor  swore  that  a  week  before  the  alleged  crime  was  committed  the  deceased 
visited  her  house,  bringing  an  axe  and  a  carving  knife,  and  gave  them  to  her 
to  take  care  of.  Held,  that  the  evidence  of  what  was  said  by  the  deceased  to 
the  i^itness  on  handing  her  the  instruments  was  admissible.  Begina  v.  Bdwarde

190.  Snspioious  oirciimstanoes.  Upon  the  trial  of  a  prisoner  for  the  mur-

191. On  the  trial  of  an  indictment  for  endeavoring  to  obtain  an  advance 

from  a  pawnbroker  npon  a  ring  by  the  false  pretense  that  it  was  a  diamond 
ring,  evidence  was  admitted  that  two  days  before  the  transaction  in  question 
the  prisoner  had  obtained  an  advance  from  a  pawnbroker  upon  a  chain  which 
he  represented  to  'be  a  gold  •chain,  but  which  was  not  so,  and  .endeavored  to 
obtain  from  other  pawnbrokers  advances  npon  a  ring  which  he  represented  to 
be  a  diamond  ring,  but  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  witnesses,  was  not  so.'  This 
ring  was  not  produced.

Where  an  assignment  of  perjury  was  in  the  vague 
terms  that  defendai^  falsely  swore*  that  he  had  not  treated  a  certain  person  to 
brandy,  etc.,  on  a  certain  day,  instead  of  in  the  definite  terms,  that  he  had  not 
treated  him  at  a  particular  public  house,  on  a  certain  day,  it  was  held,  that 
proof  of  treating  at  two  public  houses,  by  two  distinct  witnesses,  was  sufficient 
to  support  a  conviction,  because  any  witness  of  a  treating  at  a  separate  time 
and  place  on  the  same  day  was  sufficient  corroboration  of  the  witness  who 
spoke  only  to  one  act  of  treating.

196.  Refreshing  memory^  It  was  the  prisoner's  duty,  as  a  time-keeper,  to 
give  to  a  clerk  (not  the  pay  clerk)  a  list  of  the  number  of  days  on  which  each 
workman  had  worked,  and  it  was  the  clerk's  duty  to  enter  these  times  in  the 
time  book  and  the  amount  of  wages  due  to  each  workman  according  to  such 
returns ;  and  from  the  time  book  at  the  time  of  paying  the  wages  it  was  the 
prisoner's  duty  to  read  out  aloud  the  number  of  days  each  man  had  worked, 
and  the  wages  due,  which  were  then  paid  to  the  workman  by  the  pay  clerk.

Upon  a  certificate 
of  such  finding,  the  defendant  was  taken  before  a  magistrate  and  bound  by 
recognizance  to 'appear  and  plead  at  the  assizes.  The  indictment  was  not 
transmitted  to  the  assizes,  but  was  in  the  custody  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace.

213.  Inspection  by  Jury.  It  is  no  irregularity  to  allow  the  jury  to  have  a 
view  of  premises  after  the  judge  has  summed  up  the  case.

214. Where  it  is  alleged  that  tltt  jury  have  received  evidence  in  the

It  was  proved  that  he  set  fire  to  a  quantity  of 
straw  on  a  lory.  Held,  that  he  could  not  properly  be  convicted.  Begina  v. 
SaichfMU  (C.  C.  Res.),  V,  892. 

223.  Foxfeitnre  by  ooniriction.  A  married  woman  was  convicted  of  felony 
and  transported  to  Australia  for  seven  years,  where  she  was  lost  sight  of,  and 
nothing  had  been  heard  of  her  since  1843.  In  1860,  a  legacy,  to  which  she  was 
entitled  under  a  will  made  in  1827,  became  payable,  and  the  husband  now 
moved  for  a  grant  of  administration.  Held,  that  the  grant  could  not  be  made 
until  a  notice  had  been  given  to  the  Queen's  proctor.  Qoode  of  Stevens  (Cox's 
G.  C),  V,  468. 

224i  A  person  entitled  to  a  legacy  to  be  paid  to  him  at  twenty-one  was, 

while  under  that  age,  convicted  of  felony  in  this  country,  and,  after  attaining 
that  age,  was  again  convicted  of  felony  in  New  South  Wales.  Held,  that  the 
legacy  would  have  been  forfeited  by  the  colonial  conviction,  had  it  not  been 
already  forfeited  by  the  conviction  in  England.

2,  "  Where 
any  person  sball,  on  indictment,  be  convicted  of  any  crime  or  offense  punisha- 
ble with  penal  servitude,  after  having  been  previous! j  convicted  of  felonj^the 
least  sentence  of  penal  servitude  that  can  be  awarded  in  such  case  shall  be  a 
period  of  seven  years/'  The  prisoner  was  convicted  of  a  crime  punishable 
with  penal  servitude,  and  it  was  proved  that  he  had  been  previously  convicted 
of  felony,  but  the  previous  conviction  was  not  stated  in  the  indictment.  Held, 
that  the  above  section  did  not  apply.  •  Regina  v.  WiUis  (0.

226.  Sentence  —  enforcement  o£  M.  and  M.,  convicted  at  the  sessions  of 
the  Supreme  Criminal  Court  of  Victoria,  of  manslaughter,  committed  on  board 
a  British  ship  on  the  high  seas,  were  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  for  fifteen 
years,  and  were  subsequently  detained  in  a  public  gaol,  wi^thin  the  meaning 
of  the  Colonial  Act,  the  Statute  of  Gaols,  1864.  On  a  return  to  a  writ  of  habetu 
corpuSy  to  the  effect  that  M.  and  M.  were  detained  '*  for  the  cause  and  to  the 
end  that  they  may  undergo  the  sentence  aforesaid,"  the  court  ordered  that  the 
prisoners  *'  be  discharged  from  their  imprisonment  and  set  at  large,"  on  the 
ground  that,  by  16  &  17  Vict.,  c.  99,  s.  6,  sentence  of  penal  servitude  could  not 
be  carried  into  execution  in  the  colony  without  the  intervention  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State.  Held,  by  the  Privy  Council  that  the  return  yrt^B  sufficient,  and 
that  in  anjt  case  the  court  erred  in  not  remanding  the  prisoners  until  it  was 
;lear  that  no  lawful  means  of  executing  the  sentence  could  be  fpund.  Regina

227. Although  the  act  (12  &  13  Vict.,  c.  96)  under  which  the  Supreme 

Court  obtained  jurisdiction  over  the  prisoners  only  authorized  a  sentence  of 
transportation  according  to  the  law  of  England  then  in  force,  and  although  20 
&  21  Vict.,  c.  8,  which  abolished  transportation,  and  substituted  penal  ser- 
vitude, does  not  in  terms  include  the  colonies,  yet  this  latter  act  is  applicable 
to  the  colonies  with  respect  to  the  sentences  to  be  passed  on  persons  convicted 
in  the  colonies  of  offenses  only  triable  there  by  virtue  of  the  Admiralty  juris- 
diction conferred  by  the  former  act  on  Colonial  Courts.  The  policy  of  the 
former  act  was  to  authorize  the  Colonial  Courts  to  try  offenses  properly  cog- 
oizable  in  England,  with  the  consequences  which  would  have  attended  a  trial 
there ;  and  that  policy,  in  the  absence  of  an  expressed  intention  to  the  con- 
trary, must  govern  the  construction  of  both  acts.  The  direction  in  16  &  17 
Vict.,  c.  99,  s.  6,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  should  point  out  the  place  of  oon- 
inement  in  case  of  a  person  sentenced  to  penal  servitude,  relates  only  to  the 
nanner  of  executing  the  sentence,  and  to  matters  of  administration,  and,  there- 
fore, need  not  be  resorted  to  in  the  case  of  sentences  passed  in  the  colonies, 
^hich  may  be  executed  according  to  the  local  procedure.  lb. 

228. Under  the  combined  effect  of   Imperial  and  Colonial  legislation, 

sentences  of  penal  servitude  may  be  executed  in  Victoria ;  were  this  other- 
wise, a  sentence  directed  by  an  Imperial  act  may  not  be  treated  as  null,  because 
no  means  have  been  previously  provided  in  the  colony  for  carrying  it  into  effect, 
lb. 

229.  Order  of  restitution.  The  court  is  bound  by  the  statute  to  order  res- 
titution of  property  obtained  by  false  pretenses  and  the  subject  of  the  prose- 
cution, in  whose  hands  soever  it  is  found.  Eegina  v.  Ooldwnith  (Cox's  C.  C), 
VIII,  605. 
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230. And  bo  likewise  of  property  received  by  a  person  knowing  it  to  hare 

been  stolen  or  obtained  by  false  pretenses.  lb. 

231. Bat  the  order  is  strictly  limited  to  property  identified  at  the  trial 

as  being  the  subject  of  the  charge.  lb.

232. Therefore  it  does  not  extend  to  property  in  the  possession  of  inno- 
cent third  persons,  which  was  not  produced  and  identified  at  the  trial  as  being 
the  subject  of  the  indictment.  lb. 

233. An  order  of  restitution  of  property  stolen  will  extend  only  to  such 

property  as  is  produced  and  identified  in  the  course  of  the  trial,  and  not  to  all 
the  articles  named  in  the  indictment,  unless  so  produced  and  identified,  and 
in  the  possession  of  the  court.    Regina  v.  Smith  (Cox's  C.  C),  VIII,  608. 

234.  Oosts.  Upon  the  postponement  of  a  trial  for  the  recovery  of  a  if itness 
who  is  ill,  the  prosecutor  may  then  be  allowed  the  costs  of  the  prosecution 
incurred  up  to  the  date  of  such  postponement.

236.  Oat  of  prisoner's  money.  After  the  conviction  of  a  prisoner  for  felony, 
the  Central  Criminal  Court  made  an  order,  under  sect.  3  of  83  &  84  Vict.,  c.  23, 
for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  prosecution  out  of  the  moneys  found  on  the 
prisoner  at  the  time  of  his  apprehension.  The  validity  of  this  order  being 
questioned  by  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy  of  the  prisoner's  estate,  on  the 
ground  that  the  prisoner  had  been  adjudicated  a  bankrupt  between  the  dates 
of  his  apprehension  and  conviction,  and  that  on  such  adjudication  all  his  prop-, 
erty  vested  in  the  trustee,  held,  that  the  order  was  rightly  made,  the  trustee, 
on  adjudication  of  bankruptcy,  taking  the  property  of  the  bankrupt  prisoner, 
subject  to  the  possibility  of  the  criminal  court  making  the  order  in  question.

CUSTOM. 

1.  As  to  biUs  of  lading.  A  local  custom  of  trade  that  a  mate's  receipts  for 
goods  shipped  on  board  a  vessel  are  negotiable,  and  that  masters  of  ships  are 
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bound  to  have  such  receipts  retarned  to  them  before  signing  bills  of  lading,  or 
if  thej  neglect  to  do  so,  must  sign  a  fresh  bill  of  lading  on  production  of  the 
mate's  receipt,  and  to  deliver  the  goods  to  the  person  holding  such  second  bill 
of  lading,  would  be  inoperative  an  against  the  captain  and  shipowners. 
Hathesing  v.  Laing^  and  Laing  v.  Zaden  (Eq.  C),  VII,  705. 

2.  Contract  by  broker.  A  custom  that  if  a  broker  does  not  disclose  his  prin- 
cipal's name  on  the  contract  he  shall  be  personally  liable  thereon,  held  valid. 
Hutchinson  v.  Taiham  (Com.  PI.),  VI,  230. 

3.  In  wine  and  spirit  trade.  A  custom  in  the  wine  and  spirit  trade  in  Liver- 
pool, that  goods  sold  in  bond  shall  remain  in  possession  or  under  the  control 
of  the  vendors  in  the  bonded  warehouse  until  required  by  the  purchaser  for 
use,  recognized  as  valid.    Ex  parte  Watkina  (Chan.  App.),  YI,  466. 

4i  — —  A  custom  in  a  particular  market  that  a  broker  who  has  purchased, 
and  is  purchasing,  goods  of  a  particular  kind  in  his  own  name,  may  take  por- 
tions of  those  goods  and  supply  them  to  principals  who  have  employed  him  in 
his  character  of  broker  to  buy  such  goods  for  them,  is  one  of  a  peculiar  nature, 
and  cannot  be  supported  as  against  a  principal  not  proved  to  have  been 
acquainted  with  it  when  he  gave  his  order.  Bobinaon  v.  MoUett  (H.  of  L.),  XIV, 
177 ;  reversing  S.  C,  I,  335. 

6.  Qucere,  whether  it  applies  at  all  except  as  between  brokers  in  that 

particular  market,  lb. 

6.  The  mere  fact  of  employing  a  broker  to  execute  a  commission  as  a 

broker,  in  a  market  where  such  a  usage  prevails,  will  not  make  the  principal 
liable  under  it.  lb. 

7. The  rule  that  a  usage  which  really  changes  the  character  of  the 

broker  and  the  nature  of  the  dealing  is  one  which  cannot  be  supported, 
approved  of.  lb. 

8. R.,  a  merchant  in  Liverpool,  gave  orders  to  a  tallow  broker  in  Lon- 
don to  buy  certain  quantities  of  tallow  for  him.  The  broker  did  not  buy  the 
specified  quantities  from  any  person,  though  he  sent  bought  notes  in  the  usual 
form,  '*  Bought  of  A.  on  your  account,"  but,  both  before  and  after  the  order, 
he  bought  from  various  persons,  in  his  own  name,  larger  quantities  of  tallow, 
proposing  to  allot  to  R.  the  quantities  R.  had  desired  to  be  bought.  On  R's 
refusal  to  accept,  the  broker  sold  the  tallow  and  brought  an  action  for  the  dif- 
ferences. Held,  that  though  the  evidence  showed  such  a  mode  of  dealing  to  be 
the  usage  in  the  London  tallow  market,  the  action  was  not  maintainable 
against  a  principal  who  did  not  appear  to  have  had  knowledge  of  its  exist- 
ence, lb. 

9.  As  to  reversion.  The  manor  of  M.  was  appendant  to  a  rectory,  and  by 
the  custom  of  the  manor  the  tenements  might  be  granted  for  lives  in  fKMses- 
sion  and  in  reversion;  by  one  of  the  customs  it  was  declared  that, "  if  any  man 
have  taken  a  reversion,  and  the  lord  die  that  granted  the  same,  and  the  said 
reversion  being  out  of  possession,  the  next  lord  may  lawfully  set  again." 
Held,  that  the  meaning  of  the  custom  was,  that  where  a  reversion  happens  not 
to  have  .come  into  possession  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  lord  granting  it, 
the  succeeding  lord  may  treat  the  reversion  as  a  nullity  and  lease  again,  and 
that  such  custom  was  not  unreasonable.    Begina  v.  Venn  (Q.  B.),  XIII,  255. 

8e$  Bboksbb  ;  Easkmbnt;  Mabtbb  akb  Sebyant;  Pbinoifal  akd  Agsnt. 
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Fovfaltiire  for  non-entry.  The  CnstomB  Regulation  Act  of  1845  of  the 
colonj  of  New  South  Wales  enacts,  that  the  person  entering  anj  goods  shall 
deliTer  to  the  collector  a  bill  of  the  entry  thereof,  expressing  the  particulars  of 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  goods,  and  the  packages  containing  the  same,  etc, 
and  Chat  the  collector  shall  grant  his  warrant  for  the  unlading  of  such  goods ; 
and  tha;t  no  entry  shall  be  deemed  valid  unless  the  particulars  of  the  goods 
and  packages  in  such  entry  shall  correspond  with  the  rei>ort  of  the  ship,  and  any 
goods  taken  or  delivered  out  of  any  ship  by  virtue  of  any  entiy  or  warrant  not 
corresponding  or  agreeing  as  therein  mentioned,  or  not  properly  describing 
the  same«  shall  be  deemed  to  be  goods  landed  or  taken  without  due  entry 
thereof,  and  shall  be  forfeited.  The  Customs  Duties  Act  of  1871,  which  relates 
to  ad  valorem  duties  only,  provides  for  the  verification  of  the  value  at  the  time 
of  entry  by  the  production  of  the  genuine  invoice,  and  by  a  declaration  in  a 
prescribed  form.  A.  &  B.,  merchants  carryin  g  on  business  together  in  Sydney, 
imported  several  cases  which  contained  soft  goods,  and  also  contained  port- 
manteaus wherein  soft  goods  were  packed.  The  agent  of  A.  &  Co.  filed  and 
delivered  a  bill  of  entry  of  the  cases,  and  made  the  required  declaration  in 
verification,  and  produced  the  invoice  of  the  soft  goods,  but  in  respect  of  the 
portmanteaus  and  hat-boxes  he  made  no  entry  and  filed  no  invoice.  It  was 
held  by  the  Judidal  Committee,  that  by  the  omission  in  the  entry  of  the  port- 
manteaus and  hat-boxes,  contained  in  some  of  the  cases,  the  whole  of  the  con- 
tents of  such  cases  were  forfeited,  the  entry  of  the  goods  being  invalid.  No 
entry  can  cover  less  than  one  entire  package. .  Prince  v.  The  Queen  (Priv.  C), 
Vin.  68. 

DAMAGES. 

1.  Natoral  oonsequencM.  The  plaintififs,  who  were  under  a  contract  to  sup- 
ply a  quantity  of  military  shoes  to  H.  in  London  (for  the  use  of  the  French 
army)  at  A».  per  pair,  an  unusually  high  price,  to  be  delivered  there  by  the  8d 
of  February,  1871,  sent  the  shoes  to  the  defendants'  station  at  K.  in  time  to  be 
delivered  in  the  usual  course  in  the  evening  of  that  day,  when  they  would 
have  been  accepted  and  paid  for  by  the  consignee ;  and  the  station-master  had 
notice  (which  for  the  purpose  of  the  case  was  assumed  to  be  notice  to  the  com- 
pany) at  the  time  that  the  plaintifTs  were  under  a  contract  to  deliver  the  shoes 
by  the  8d,  and  that  unless  they  were  so  delivered  they  would  be  thrown  on 
their  hands,  but  no  notice  was  given  to  the  defendants  that  the  contract  with 
H.  was,  owing  to  very  exceptional  circumstances,  not  an  ordinary  contract. 
The  shoes  not  arriving  in  London  until  the  4th,  H.  rejected  them,  and  the 
plaintiffs  were  ultimately  obliged  to  sell  them  at  a  loss.  In  an  action  against 
the  defendants  for  their  breach  of  contract,  the  plaintiffs  claimed  £267  8«.  9(2., 
the  difference  between  the  price  at  which  they  had  contracted  to  sell  the  shoes 
to  H.  and  the  price  which  they  ultimately  fetched.  Held,  that  they  were  not 
entitled  to  recover  the  latter  sum,  the  damage  not  being  the  natural  conse- 
quences of  the  defendants'  failure  to  perform  their  contract,  and  the  defend- 
ants not  having  had  notice  that  the  sale  to  H.  was  at  an  exceptional  price. 
Home  V.  Midland  RaUvHiy  Co,  (Com.  PI.),  Ill,  390;  afllrmed  S.  C,  IV,  869. 

2, The  plaintiff,  with  his  wife,  and  two  children  of  five  and  seven  years 

old  lespectively,  took  tickets  on  the  defendants'  lailwav  from  Whimbleton  to

Hampton  Coart,  bj  the  midnight  train.  The^  got  into  the  train,  bat  it  did  not 
go  to  Hampton  Court,  but  went  along  in  the  other  branch  to  Esher  where  the 
partj  were  compelled  to  get  out.  It  being  so  late  at  night,  the  plaintiff  was 
unable  to  get  a  convejance  or  accommodation  at  an  inn.  And  the  party  walked 
to  the  plaintiff's  house,  a  distance  of  between  four  and  five  miles,  where  they 
arrived  at  about  three  in  the  morning.  It  was  a  drizzling  night,  and  the  wife 
caught  cold,  and  was  laid  up  for  some  time,  being  unable  to  assist  her  hus- 
band in  his  business  as  before,  and  expenses  were  incurred  for  medical  attend, 
ance.  In  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  the  breach  of  contract,  the  j  ury 
gave  £28  damages,  viz.,  £8,  for  the  inconvenience  suffered  by  having  to  walk 
home,  and  £20  for  the  wife's  illness  and  its  consequences.  Held,  as  to  the  £8, 
that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  damages  for  the  inconvenience  suffered  in  con- 
sequence of  being  obliged  to  walk  home;  but  as  to  the  £20,  that  the  illness 
and  its  consequences  were  too  remote  from  the  breach  of  contract  for  it  to  be 
given  as  damages  naturally  resulting  from  it.  ffobbs  v.  London  db  8.  W.  R*y 
Co.  (Q.  B.),  XI,  181.      ' 

3. H.  having  contracted  with  the  plaintiffs,  who  were  carriers,  for  the 

carriage  of  two  pictures  from  London  to  Paris,  the  plaintiffs  contracted  with 
the  defendants  for  the  carriage  by  the  defendants  of  the  pictures  over  a  part 
of  the  distance.  The  pictures  were  damaged  on  the  journey  by  the  defendants' 
negligence.  H.  thereupon  brought  an  action  against  the  plaintiffs,  who  gave 
notice  of  it  to  the  defendants,  and  requested  them  to  defend  it.  The  defend- 
ants refused,  and  told  the  plaintiffs  to  take  their  own  course.  The  plaintiffs 
defended  the  action  brought  against  them  by  H.  without  success,  and  then 
brought  an  action  against  the  defendants  to  recover  not  only  the  damages* 
found  by  the  jury  to  have  been  sustained  by  H.,  but  also  the  costs  of  the  unsuc- 
cessful defense.  The  defendants  paid  the  damages  into  court,  and  disputed 
their  liability  as  to  the  costs.  Heldy  that  the  costs  were  not  recoverable,  inas- 
much as  they  could  not  be  considered  as  the  natural  consequence  of  the  defend- 
ants'default,  the  contracts  between  H.  and  the  plaintiffs,  and  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  the  defendants  having  been  separate  and  independent.  Boxen- 
dale  V.  London^  etc,  B'y  Co.  (Ezch.),  XII,  496. 

4i  Oanier'a  neglect  of  gooda.  Where  the  master  of  a  ship  neglected  tor 
take  proper  care  of  beans  shipped  on  board,  by  drying  them  after  they  had 
been  wetted  by  aea  water  in  consequence  of  an  accident,  as  he  might  have 
done  without  unreasonable  delay  or  expense,  MmM«,  that  the  measure  of  dam-' 
ages  was  the  amount  of  extra  depreciation  in  value  in  consequence  of  the 
neglect  to  dry  the  beans,  after  allowing  the  estimated  expense  of  unshipping, 
drying  and  reshipping.     ifotara  v.  Hender9on((^  B.),  I,  269. 

6.  Iioaa  of  ooatomera.  In  an  action  by  a  colliery  owner  against  a  railway 
company  to  recover  back  overch&rges  for  carrying  hia  coal,  and  damages  for 
imposing  unreasonable  restrictions  in  respect  thereto,  Tield,  that  he  might 
recover  for  loss  of  customers  cansed  by  such  restrictions.  Lanccuhire,  etc,, 
Ry.  Co.  V.  aidlovD  (H.  of  L.),  XHI,  40. 

6.  Iioaa  of  profita.  In  an  action  for  the  breach  of  a  contract  for  the  sale  of 
a  large  quantity  of  shoes  for  a  particular  purpose,  all  of  which  were  rejected 
after  delivery  of  part,  on  account  of  a  concealed  defect,  held,  that  the  plaintiff 
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was  entitled  to  recover  as  damages  the  loss  of  profit  on  those  which  were  not 
delivered  as  well  as  on  the  others.    HeUbvti  v.  Hickson  (Com.  PL),  III,  838. 

7.  The  dan^ages  sustained  bj  a  contractor  for  constructing  a  tunnel, 

from  the  negligence  of  a  third  party  in  not  repairing  a  water  pipe,  and  thereby 
rendering  his  contract  less  profitable  or  a  losing  one,  are  too  remote  to  enable 
him  to  sustain  an  action  against  such  third  party.  CatUe  v.  Stockton  Water- 
works  Co.  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  276. 

8.  Interest.  Upon  afitoiance  by  the  House  of  Lords  of  the  judgment 
below,  interest  upon  the  judgment  was  declared  to  arise  on  account  of  the 
delay  in  execution  occasioned  by  the  proceedings  in  error.  LancaaMre,  etc,  By, 
Co.  V.  Gidloto  (H.  of  L.),  XIII.  40. 

9.  Liquidated.  An  agreement  for  the  sale  of  the  trade-fixtures,  etc.,  of  a 
public  house  by  W.  to  L.  at  a  fair  valuation,  contained  •  the  following  stipula 
tions :  that,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  valuation,  L.  agreed  to  pay  W. 
£50  goodwill ;  that  L.  was  to  be  allowed  to  take,  in  the  event  of  him  leaving, 
the  said  sum  of  £50;  that  L.  should  pay  to  W.  £100  for  painting,  etc. ;  that 
the  rent  was  to  be  £75  yearly ;  that  six  months'  notice  to  quit  should  be  givep 
by  either  party ;  and  that,  "  by  way  of  making  this  agreement  binding,  each 
of  the  above  contracting  parties  have  deposited  In  the  hands  of  H.  the  sum  of 
£40  each ;  and  either  party  failing  to  complete  this  agreement  shall  forfeit  to. 
the  other  his  deposit  money  as  and  for  liquidated  damages."  In  an  action  by 
L.  against  W.  for  refusing  to  sell  pursuant  to  the  agreement,  "  whereby  the 
plaintiff  had  lost  the  advantage* which  would  have  accrued  to  him  from  the 
performance  of  the  agreement  by  the  defendant,  and  had  lost  the  use  of  the 
money  paid  by  him  as  such  deposit  as  aforesaid,"  held,  that  the  plaintiff*s 
remedy  for  the  Breach  was  confined  to  the  recovery  of  the  £40  deposited  with 
H.,  and  that  the  recovery  of  a  judgment  for  the  deposit  against  H.  did  not 
affect  his  right  of  action  against  W.     Lea  v.  WhUtaker  (Com.  PI.),  IV,  335. 

10. An  action  at  law  was,  by  consent  of  the  parties,  referred,  and  the 

arbitrator  awarded  and  ordered  that  the  defendant  in  the  action  should  pay  to 
the  plaintiff  in  the  action  an  annuity  of  £1,200  a  year  for  life,  and  that,  *'  in 
order  to  secure  the  annuity,"  the  defendant  should,  within  two  months,  pur- 
chase and  convey  to  trustees,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  a  government 
annuity  of  £1,200  a  year,  and  that  if  for  any  reason  the  annuity  should  not 
have  been  'legally  secured  before  the  last  day  of  the  second  month  from  tlie 
date  of  the  award,  then,  in  addition  to  the  annuity,  a  further  sum  of  £100 
should  become  due  and  payable  by  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff  on  the  last 
day  of  the  second  month,  and  a  like  sum  of  £100  on  the  last  day  of  each  suc- 
cessive month,  until  such  annuity  should  be  legally  secured ;  and  the  award 
added :  '*  these  monthly  payments  are  to  be  considered  as  additional  to  the  pay- 
ments due  in  respect  of  the  annuity,  and  as  a  penalty  for  delay  in  the  legal 
settlement  of  the  same."  No  annuity,  as  directed  by  the  award,  having  even 
been  purchased ;  the  plaintiff  having  been  adjudicated  a  bankrupt ;  the  defend- 
ant having  died ;  and  the  £1,200  a  year  and  £100  a  month  having  been  regu- 
larly paid  to  the  plaintiff  and  her  assignees  up  to  the  defendant's  death,  but 
not  since ;  upon  claim  by  the  assigp^ees  to  prove  against  the  defendant's  estate 
for  the  payments  due  in  respect  of  the  annuity,  and  of  the  monthly  payments 
accrued  due  since  his  death,  held,  that  the  £100  a  month,  though  called  a 
penalty,  was  not  to  be  regarded  strictly  as  such ;  and  that  the  assignees  were 
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entitled  to  prove  for  the  arrears  both  of  the  annuitj  and  the  £100  a  month. 
ParfiU  V.  CAambre  (Eq.  C),  V,  701. 

11. The  defendants  entered  into  the  following  oontraet:  sold  to  the  plain- 
tiff 5,000  tons  of  iron  rails  at  £11  5«.  per  ton,  deliyered  f.  o.  b.,  Newport,  the 
delivery  to  commence  by  the  15th  of  January,  and  to  be  completed  by  the  15th 
of  May.  In  the  eVent  of  the  defendants'  exceeding  the  time  of  delivery  they 
shall  pay  by  way  of  fine  78,  6d.  per  ton  per  week.  In  the  event  of  ships  not 
being  ready  within  fourteen  days,  notice  being  given,  then  payment  to  be 
made  against  wharf  warrants  for  each  500  tons  stacked  and  being  to  buyer's 
order.  The  defendants  made  default  in  the  delivery  of  the  iron,  which  was 
delivered  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August  and  completed  in 
September.  Held,  that  the  fine  to  be  paid  for  delay  in  delivery  ought  to  be 
calculated  from  the  time  at  which  the  contract  was  to  be  completed,  viz. :  the 
15th  of  May.    Bergheim  v.  Blaena/oon  Iron,  etc,,  Co,  (Q.  B.).  XIII,  264. 

12. The  defendant,  in  Januilry,  1872,  agreed  to  ftfmish  plaintiffs  with. 

666  sets  of  wheels  and  axles  according  to  tracings,  100  of  which  were  to  be 
delivered  at  stated  intervals  in  the  months  of  February,  March  and  April,  free 
on  board  at  Hull ;  guarantee  three  years  and  three  months  from  time  of  ship- 
ments. The  plaintiffs  were  under  a  contract  with  a  Russian  railway  company 
to  deliver  them  1,000  wagons,  500  on  the  1st  of  May,  1872.  and  500  on  the  81st 
of  May,  1878 ;  and  they  were  bound  to  pay  two  roubles  per  wagon  for  each 
day's  delay  in  delivery.  In  the  course  of  the, negotiations  between  plaintiffs 
and  defendant,  defendant  was  informed  of  this  contract,  but  neither  the  pre- 
cise day  for  the  delivery  nor  the  amount  of  the  penalties  was  mentioned. 
Delay  occurred  in  the  delivery  of  the  100  sets  of  wheels ;  and  the  plaintiffs, 
in  consequence,  had  to  pay  certain  penalties,  but  the  Russian  company  con- 
sented to  take  one  rouble  a  day,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  £100.  The  plain- 
tiffii,  having  brought  an  action  against  the  defendant  for  the  delay,  sought  to 
recover  as  damages  the  £100.  Held^  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  as 
damages,  as  matter  of  right,  to  the  amount  of  penalties ;  but  that  the  jury 
might  reasonably  have  assessed  the  damages  at  that  amount.  Elbinger,  Ad- 
ieu GeMtUMJuift,  etc.,  v.     ArfuHrong  ((i,  B.),  X,  128. 

13.  Failure  to  carry.  The  defendants,  by  charter-party,  agreed  with  the 
plaintiff  that  their  ship  should  at  a  specified  time  load  1,800  tons  of  coal  in 
the  river  Tyne,  to  be  carried  to  Havre  for  the  plaintiff.  They  broke  their  con- 
tract, and  the  plaintiff  had,  in  consequence,  first  to  hire  other  vessels  at  an  ad- 
vanced freight,  and,  secondly,  to  buy  the  1,300  tons  of  coal  at  an  enhanced 
price.  In  a  suit  to  recover  damages  for  the  breach,  the  defendants  admitted 
their  liability  to  pay  the  advanced  freight,  but  denied  that  they  were  liable 
for  the  enhanced  price  of ,  the  coal.  At  the  trial  the  rise  in  price  at  the  pit's 
mouth  was  not  disputed  ;  but  it  was  not  directly  proved  that  there  had  been 
an  equivalent  rise  at  Havre.  Hdd,  that  the  fact  of  the  plaintiff  having  paid 
the  additional  price  was  prima  facie  evidence  of  damage  to  that  extent,  and 
entitled  him,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  to  recover  it.  FeatJir 
ereion  v.  WiUdfuon  (Exch. ),  IV,  498. 

14i  Failure  to  make  titles  Upon  a  contract  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of 
real  estate,  if  the  vendor,  without  fraud,  is  incapable  of  making  a  good  title. 
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tlie  proposing  purchaser  is  not  entitled  to  recover  compensation  in  damages 
for  the  loss  of  his  bargain.    Bain  y.  FbthergiU  (H.  of  h.),  IX,  116. 

16. F.  was  in  possession  of  a  mining  royalty  under  a  written  agreement 

for  a  lease,  of  which  he  had  taken  an  assignment.  One  of  the  stipulations  of 
the  agreement  was  that  H.  (the  person  with  whom  the  agreement  was  origi- 
nally made)  should  not  assign  without  the  license  of  the  lessors.  They  were 
ready  to  consent  to  the  assignment  to  F.,  provided  he  would  execute  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  agreement  containing  this  stipulation.  Thoagh  repeatedly  commu- 
nicated with  on  the  subject,  he  delayed  doing  so.  He  entered  into  a  contract 
with  B.  to  sell  his  interest  in  the  royalty.  It  was  afterward  found  that  the  les- 
sors absolutely  refused  their  assent  to  the  transfer,  and  F.  was  unable  to  per- 
form his  contract  with  B.  In  an  action  by  B.  against  F.  for  its  non-perform- 
ance, held,  that  B.  could  only  recover  the  expenses  he  had  incurred,  but  not 
damages  beyond  them.  lb. 

16. Per  Lord  Chelmsford  :    The  rule  laid  down  in  Flureau  v.  Tfufm- 

hUl,  as  to  the  limits  within  which  damages  may  be  recovered  upon  the  breach 
of  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  real  estate,  must  be  taken  to  be  without  exception. 
If  a  person  enters  into  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  real  estate,  knowing  that  he 
has  no  title  to  it,  nor  any  means  of  acquiring  it,  the  purchaser  cannot,  in  an 
action  for  breach  of  the  contract,  recover  damages  beyond  the  expenses  he  has 
incurred.'    Any  other  damages  must  be  the  subject  of  an  action  for  deceit.  lb. 

17. Per  Lord  Hathbrlet  :    A  contract  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  is  very 

different  from  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  a  chattel.  In  the  former  the  purchaser 
knows  that  there  must,  with  all  the  complications  of  our  law,  be  an  uncertainty 
as  to  making  out  a  good  title  ;  in  the  latter  the  vendor  must  know  what  his 
right  to  the  chattel  is.  lb. 

18. By  an  agreement  dated  the  6th  of  September,  1871,  entered  into 

between  the  plaintiff  and  defendants,  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled 
lathe  residue  of  a  lease  for  twenty -seven  years,  from  1857,  of  the  Bell  Inn, 
situate  in  Bell  Yard,  part  of  which  had  been  underlet ;  that  the  defendants 
had  become  assignees  of  the  underlease,  and  also  of  a  term  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years,  being  the  reversion  immediately  expectant  on  the  lease  of  the 
Bell  Inn,  vested  in  the  plaintiff;  that  the  defendants  had  contracted  for  the 
purchase  of  the  freehold  of  the  Bell  Inn,  together  with  other  premises  situate 
in  the  Bell  Yard,  and  that  the  same  would  shortly  be  conveyed  to  them  in  fee 
simple ;  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  defendants  to  make  altera- 
tions both  in  the  Bell  Inn  and  in  the  other  premises  contracted  to  be  sold  to 
them,  it  had  been  agreed  that  the  plaintiff  should  surrender  part  of  his  lease- 
hold interest  in  the  Bell  Inn,  and  that  the  defendants  should  make  alterations 
described  in  the  agreement,  and  amongst  others,  that  they  should  remove  a  por- 
tion of  the  existing  building  between  St.  Michael's  Alley  and  the  Bell  Inn, 
and  make  an  entrance  to  the  Bell  Inn  four  feet  wide,  and  grant  to  the  plain- 
tiff the  use  of  the  entrance  during  the  residue  of  the  term  for  which  he  held 
the  Bell  Inn,  and  should,  within  a  limited  time,  complete  the  alterations  and 
execute  the  lease  at  a  peppercorn  rent  to  the  plaintiff  of  the  premises  and  the 
entrance,  for  a  term  of  years  coextensive  with  the  term  for  which  he  held  the 
Bell  Inn,  containing  covenants  similar  to  those  contained  in  his  present  lease. 
One  of  those  covenants  was  a  covenant  by  the  lessor  that  the  lessee  should 
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qnletl;'  etijo7  the  premises  wlthoat  distarbMice  from  the  lessor,  or  those 
claimiug  under  liim.  The  entrance  in  question  iras  on  premises  eontmcted  to 
be  parcL&aed  bj  the  delendants,  utd  forms  no  pan  of  the  Bell  Inn.  The 
plaintiff  Burrendered  his  part  of  the  premiBefl.aDd  the  defendants  erected  other 
baOdlnjTs  in  their  place,  and  derived  permanent  benelit  from  the  agresment. 
Thej  also  made  the  entrance,  and  put  the  plaintiff  in  posaession  of  it,  but  the 
next  day  it  was  stopped  op  bf  third  parties,  to  whom  it  hsd  been  convoyed  by 
ODO  3.,  a  person  claiming  through  the  defendants.  No  lease  had  been  eie- 
cated.  An  acUon  having  been  brought  fornot  granting  the  nseof  tbeentrance, 
hdd,  that  the  rule  in  Ji'turaau  t.  ThoFnMil.iW.  Bl.  1078,  did  not  apply,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  such  damages  as  would  amount  to  the  differ- 
ence between  the  present  state  of  things  and  what  it  noald  have  been  if  the 
contract  had  been  performed  and  the  pluntiff  had  got  a  title  to  the  entrance. 
WaUy.OitB  of  London,  ete..  Go.  (Q.  B.).  VIII,  3S1. 

19.  FaQnTO  to  repair  feno*.  Where  a  division  fence,  which  the  owner  of 
land  on  one  aide  thereof  was  bound  by  prescription  to  maintain,  was  broken 
down  by  a  tree  felled  by  one  tu  whom  be  had  sold  the  fallage  of  the  wood,  and 
remained  ont  of  repi^r  aeveml  days  without  the  knowledge  of  such  owner, 
and  the  cattle  of  the  adjoining  owner  got  through  the  gap,  and  ate  leaves  of  a 
yew  tree  growing  there,  which  caused  their  death,  istd,  that  the  owner,  who 
was  boand  to  maintain  the  fence,  was  liable  to  the  other  tor  the  value  of  hia 
attle.    Laarenet  v.  Jenkini  (Q.  B.),  V,  238. 

20.  Failure  to  honor  drafts.  Upon  breach  of  a  contract  by  the  defendant  to 
honor,  out  of  moneys  agreed  to  be  placed  by  him  to  the  credit  of  the  plaintiff, 
the  drafts  of  the  latter  op  to  a  certain  amount,  he  Is  entitled  to  recover  general 
and  substantial  damt^s,  and  is  not  limited  to  a  recovery  of  the  prinrlpal 
money  contracted  to  t»e  paid  with  interest.  Lariot  v.  Qurely  (Priv.  C),  TIIL 
268. 

ai.  Fallnre  to  rotom  or  pay.  The  declaration  staled  that  the  plaintiff',  hav- 
ing shipped  certain  goods  to  a  place  abroad,  drew  against  the  shipment,  and 
intrusted  the  diafts  to  the  defendant  for  presentment,  for  reward  to  the 
defendant,  on  the  terms  that  the  defendant  should  return  the  dratta  if  not  paid 
after  acceptance  to  the  plaintiff;  or  pay  the  plaintiff  the  amount  of  them  ;  that 
all  conditions  were  performed,  etc.,  necessary  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  toa  return 
of  the  drafts  or  to  payment  of  the  amount  of  them,  yet  the  defendant  did  not 
return  the  drafts  nor  pay  the  amount  of  them.  Judgment  was  signed  for 
want  of  a  plea.  Hdd  (par  Ebjitinr.  Brett,  and  OnovB,  JJ.),  that  the 
damagee  on  the  contract  alleged  in  the  declaration  mast  be  the  amount  of  the 
bills.    Dnaria  *.  BurmU  (Com.  Pl.>,  VI,  ZH. 

22. Per  Bovill,  C.  J.,  dissenting :  The  contract  as  alleged  in  the  decla. 

ration  being  a  contract  In  the  alternative,  it  might  tw  p<|rformed  by  perform- 
lither  branch  of  the  alternative  at  the  election  of  the  defendant,  and 
e  the  damages  might  he  the  value  of  the  bills,  if  of  lem  value  than 
mt  for  which  they  were  drawn.  lb. 

BgUgenoe  causing  death.  At  the  trial  of  an  action  nnder  9  &  10 
S8,  brought  for  the  benefit  of  the  mother,  widow,  and  children  of  R., 
;  damfges  from  the  defeudants  for  having  by  their  negligence  caused 
h  of  R.,  it  was  proved  that  the  deoeased  was  nnder  a  covenant  to  pay 
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hi8  mother  an  annuity  of  £200  during  their  joint  lives.  In  summing  up,  the 
learned  judge  directed  the  jury  that  they  might,  if  they  thought  proper,  calcu- 
late the  mother's  damages  by  ascertaining  what  was  the  sum  which  would 
purchase  an  annuity  of  £200  for  a  person  of  her  age,  according  to  the  average 
duration  of  human  life ;  and  that  in  calculating*  the  widow's  and  children's 
lamages  they  might,  if  they  thought  proper,  take  as  a  guide  the  period  of  the 
probable  duration  of  life  of  a  person  of  the  ag^  of  the  deceased.  On  the  argu- 
ment of  a  bill  of  exceptions  tendered  to  the  ruling  of  the  learned  judge  in 
admitting  the  evidence  and  to  his  direction  to  the  jury,  held,  by  the  whole 
court,  that  the  direction  to  the  jury  as  to  the  calculation  of  the  mother's 
damages  was  wrong.     Rowley  v.  London  N,  W,  By.  Go.  (Exch.),  VI,  293. 

24. By  Blackburn,  Kbatino,  Gboyb,  ARCHiBAiiD,  and  Hontman,  J  J. : 

The  direction  was  erroneous  in  not  noticing  the  circumstance  that  the  annuity 
of  the  mother  was  on  the  joint  lives  of  herself  and  of  her  son,  and  that  it  was 
only  secured  by  the  personal  covenant  of  her  son.  lb. 

26. By  HoNYMAif,  J. :  The  direction  was  also  erroneous  in  authoriaing 

the  jury  to  find  the  term  for  which  an  annuity  is  to  be  purchased,  solely  by 
reference  to  the  average  duration  of  life,  without  taking  into  account  the  state 
of  health  of  the  particular  annuitant.  lb. 

26. By  Brbtt,  J.  :  The  only  legal  direction  to  the  jury  would  have 

been  that  they  ought  not  to  attempt  to  give  damages  to  the  full  amount  of  a 
perfect  compensation  for  the  pecuniary  injury,  but  must  take  a  reasonable 
view  of  the  case,  and  give  what  they  considered,  under  all  the  circumstances, 
a  fair  compensation ;  and  the  direction  was,  therefore,  erroneous,  inasmuch  as 
it  left  it  open  to  the  jury  to  give  as  damages  the  utmost  amount  which  they 
might  think  was  an  equivalent  for  the  pecuniary  mischief  done.  lb. 

27. By  Blackburn,  Kbatino,  Grove,  and  Archibald,  JJ.,  Brett,  J., 

dissenting :  That  the  direction  as  to  the  mode  of  calculating  the  damages 
recoverable  by  the  widow  and  children  might  be  construed  as  meaning  that 
the  probable  duration  of  life  of  a  person  of  the  same  age,  and  in  the  same 
circumstances  as  the  deceased,  was  an  element  to  be  taken  into  the  calculation 
of  the  jury  with  the  rest  of  the  evidence,  and  being  so  construed  was  correct, 
lb.

28. The  proper  measure  of  damages  for  the  breach  of  a  contract  to  sell 

and  deliver  a  quantity  of  goods  at  a  specified  time  is,  the  difference  between 
the  contract  and  market  prices  at  the  titne  of  the  refusal  to  deliver.  l)/6rs  v. 
Bo^edaU,  etc ,  Iron  Co,  (Exch.),  VII,  273. 

29.  Non-delivery.  The  plaintlfif  bought  of  the  defendant  500  tons  of  Iron, 
to  be  delivered  in  al>out  equal  proportions  in  September,  October,  and  Novem- 
ber,  1871.  In  August,  1871,  the  defendant  gave  notice  to  the  plaintiff*  that 
he  did  not  intend  to  deliver  any  iron.  In  December,  the  plaintiff  commenced 
an  action  for  non-delivery,  and  claimed  as  damages  the  difference  on  the*  30th 
of  November  between  the  contract  and  market  prices  of  the  iron.  Held^  that 
the  proper  measure  of  damages  was  the  sum  of  the  differences  between  the 
contract  and  market  prices  of  one-third  of  600  tons  on  the  30th  of  September 
tiie  81st  of  October,  and  the  80th  of  November,  respectively.  Brown  v.  MuUer 
(Exch.),  Ill,  489. 
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30.  — "  Where  one  who  had  contracted  to  sell  to  another  150  tons  of  iron 
at  a  specified  price  per  ton,  to  be  delivered  in  parcels  of  twenty  tons  per 
month,  failed  to  deliver  the  fall  amount  each  month,  and  a  considerable  quan- 
tity remained  undelivered  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  the  delivery  of 
the  whole,  no  actual  request  by  the  vendor  for  a  postponement  of  the  deliver- 
ies being  shown,  A^,  that  the  vendee  could  recover  only  the' difference  be- 
tween the  contract  price  and  the  market  prices  on  the  days  when  the  respect- 
ive deficient  deliveries  were  made.  Ex  parte  Llansamlet  Tirh  Plate  Co.  (Eq.  C), 
VI,  689. 

3L  — ^  The  defendant  in  April  agreed  to  sell  and  the  plaintiffs  to  buy  3,000 
tons  of  coal  at  Ss.  6<2.  per  ton,  "  to  be  taken  during  the  mouths  of  May,  June, 
July,  and  August."  No  coal  having  been  taken  by  the  plain tififa  in  May,  the 
defendant  wrote  on  the  81st  of  that  month  desiring  the  plaintiffs  to  consider 
the  contract  canceled.  '  The  plaintiffs  did  not  assent  to  this  ;  but  on  the  11th 
of  June  the  defendant  definitely  refused  to  deliver  any  coal  and  on  the  8d  of 
July  the  plaintiffs  brought  an  action  for  this  breach.  •  At  the  trial,  which  took 
place  on  the  18th  of  August,  the  plaintiffs  proved  that  the  price  of  coal  had 
risen  during  the  whole  period  since  the  beginning  of  May,  and  was  still  rising. 
No  evidence  was  given  to  show  whether  the  plaintiffs  could  have  gone  into 
the  market  and  obtained  a  new  contract  for  coals.  Held,  that  in  the  absence 
of  evidence  on  the  part  of  the*dpfendant  that  the  plain tifils  could  have  obtained 
a  new  contract  on  such  terms  as  to  mitigate'  their  loss,  the  true  measure  of 
damages  was  the  sum  of  the  difference  between  the  contract  price  and  the 
market  price  at  the  several  periods  for  delivery,  notwithstanding  that  the  last 
period  had  not  elapsed  when  the  action  was  brought,  or  when  the  cause  was 
tried.    Boper  v.  Johnson  (Com.  PI.),  IV,  897. 

32. The  defendant  contracted  to  supply  to  plaintiff  2,000  pieces  of  gray 

shirtings,  to  be  delivered  on  the  20th  of  October,  certain,  at  so  much  per  piece, 
the  defendant  beiqg  informed  that  they  were  for  shipment.  Shortly  before 
the  20th  of  October,  defendant  informed  plaintiff  that  he  would  be  unable  to 
complete  his  contract  by  the  time  specified,  on  which  plaintiff  endeavored  to 
get  the  shirtings  elsewhere,  but  there  being  no  market  in  England  for  it,  that 
kind  of  shirtings  could  only  be  procured  by  a  previous  order  to  manufacture 
it.  The  plaintiff,  therefore,  in  order  to  ship  according  to  his  contract  with  his 
sub- vendee,  procured  2,000  pieces  of  other  shirtings  of  a  somewhat  superior 
quality,  at  an  increase  of  price,  which  the  sub-vendee  accepted,  but  paid  no 
advance  in  price  to  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff  sought  to  recover  against  defendant, 
for  the  breach  of  his  contract,  the  difference  between  what  he  paid  for  the  sub- 
stituted shirtings  and  the  defendant's  contract  price.  It  was  admitted  at  the 
trial  that  the  shirtings  which  plaintiff  bought  were  the  nearest  in  price  and 
quality  that  could  be  got  by  the  20th  of  October ;  and  the  jury  returned  a  ver- 
dict for  the  amount  claimed.  Held,  that  there  being  no  market  for  the  article 
contracted  for,  the  measure  of  damages  was  the  value  of  it  at  the  time  of 
breach ;  and  that  the  plaintiff,  having  done  the  best  thing  he  could,  was  entitled 
to  recover  the  difference  in  the  price.    Hinde  v.  Lidded  (Q.  B.),  XII,  296. 

33.  Trespass  in  mine.  Where  coal  has  been  wrongfully  taken  by  working 
into  the  mine  of  an  adjoining  owner,  the  trespasser  (in  the  absence  of  any 
suggestion  of  fraud)  will  be  treated  as  the  purchafier  at  the  pit's  mouth,  and 
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mast  paj  tlie  market  value  of  the  ooal  at  the  pit's  mouth,  less  the  actual  dia. 
buTBements  (not  including  any  profit  or  trade  allowances)  for  severing  and 
bringing  it  to  bank,  so  as  to  place  the  owner  in  the  same  position  as  if  he  had 
himself  severed  and  raised  the  coal.  Matter  tf  United  Merth^  CtMeriee  Oo, 
(Bq.  C).  V,  707.

L  TaUng  efieot  In  future.  K.  was  tenant  for  life  of  a  house  and  premises, 
of  which  (subject  to  his  life)  he  had  made  two  leases,  a  lease  expiring  on  the 
18th  of  November,  1864,  and  a  lease  to  J.,  expiring  on  the  18th  of  November, 
1874.  On  the  10th  of  November,  1864,  R.  executed  a  deed,  b^  which,  in  con- 
sideration of  a  yearly  rent  of  £50,  he  granted  and  leased  the  property  to  J*., 
his  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  habendum  from  the  18th  of  Novem- 
ber "  for  the  term  of  R.  for  the  term  of  his  natural  life."  Hdd,  that  this  deed 
was  not  void  on  the  ground  that  it  purported  to  create  a  future  estate  of  free- 
hold, as  there  was  in  the  premises  of  the  instrument  an  express  grant  of  the 
life  estate  in  pr€Bsenti,  which  was  not  controlled  by  the  hcUfendum.  Boddington 
T.  BMnean  (Exch.),  XIV,  559. 

2.  MlareprMentatloii.  It  is  not  sufficient  ground  for  holding  a  deed  to  be 
void  that  the  grantee  induced  the  execution  thereof  by  representing  it  to  be  a 
mere  form,  or  by  taking  advantage  of  the  grantor's  confidence  in  him.  Hunter 
T.  WaUere  (Chan.  App.),  1, 487. 

3.  Obtained  by  breach  of  tmst.  Where  trustees  under  a  will,  by  the  terms 
of  which  the  testator  gave  his  son  all  his  fkrming  stock  in  case  he  was  accepted 
as  tenant  by  the  testator's  landlord,  and  also  devised  to  him  certain  real  estate, 
used  their  influence  and  power  to  prevent  such  son  from  being  accepted  as 
tenant  until  he  executed  a  deed  of  the  devised  real  estate  to  pay  legacies  and 
annuities,  held,  that  such  deed  was  procured  by  a  breach  of  trust,  and  for 
that  cause  should  be  set  aside.     EUia  v.  Barker  (Chan.  App.),  1, 460.

DEVISE. 

L  Oharyod  with  debts.  Where  a  testator  directs  all  his  debts  to  be  paid, 
and  afterward  devises  real  estate  to  a  devisee  specially  charged  with  debts  and 
legacies,  the  devise  sapersedes  the  power  of  sale  in  the  executors,  and  the 
devisee  can  give  a  good  title  to  the  estate  and  a  good  discharge  to  a  mortgagee, 
who  has  no  notice  of  a  breach  of  trast,  withoat  the  executors  joining,  doner 
▼.  Gartwright  (Chan.  App.).  VII,  509 ;  affirmed,  S.  C,  XIV,  115. 

2.  Conditional.  The  terms  "  forfeiture  "  and  **  breach  of  condition  "  used  in 
the  statute  8  &  4  Will.  4,  c.  27,  ss.  3,  4,  are  to  be  read  in  the  largest  sense,  and 
extend  to  forfeitures  which  operate  to  accelerate  an  estate  under  a  conditional 
limitation,  as  well  as  to  forfeitures  of  which  the  heir  at  law  only  can  take 
advantage.    AiOey  v.  Barl  of  Euex  (Eq.  C),  IX,  809. 

3. Ignorance  of  a  condition  annexed  to  a  gift  by  will  does  not  protect 

the  devisee  or  legatee  from  the  consequences  of  not  complying  with  the  con- 
dition, lb. 

4. An  estate  was  devised  in  strict  settlement,  subject  to  a  clause  direct- 
ing that  every  person  who  should  become  entitled  in  possession  under  the  will 
should,  on  becoming  so  entitled,  assume  the  testator's  name  and  arms ;  and  it 
was  provided,  that  in  case  any  such  person  should  fail  or  neglect  so  to  do  for 
twelve  calendar  months  after  he  should  become  so  entitled  in  possession,  his 
estate  and  interest  should  cease,  and  the  estate  should  go  to  the  person  who 
should  be  next  in  remainder,  and  then  in  esse^  as  if  the  person  so  failing  or 
neglecting  were  then  dead.  A  tenant  in  tail,  who  did  not  comply  with  the 
clause,  remained  in  possession  of  the  estate  for  more  than  twenty  years.  At 
his  death  the  next  remainderman  was  in  India,  and  being  ignorant  of  his  rights 
nnder  the  will,  did  not  comply  with  the  clause.  UM,  that  the  tenant  in  tail 
had  not  acquired  a  title  by  adverse  possession,  but  that  on  his  death,  by  virtue 
of  the  act  8  &  4  Will.  4,  c.  27,  s.  4,  the  remainderman  became  entitled  to  the 
estate.  lb. 

6. Held,  also,  that  the  remainderman's  estate  was  forfeited  by  reason  of 

his  non-compliance  with  the  name  and  arms  clause.  lb. 

6.  —  Where  a  devise  is  to  determine  on  the  devisee's  ceasing  to  use  a  certain 
house  as  his  residence,  and  no  manner  or  period  of  residence  is  prescribed, 
exclusive  residence  is  not  supposed  to  be  meant ;  the  occasional  use  of  the 
house  and  keeping  an  establishment  in  it,  with  the  intention  of  again  using  it 
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M  a  residence,  is  a  suffldent  compliance  with  the  condition.  Tagore  y,  T<igore 
(Ind.  App.),  IX,  809. 

7. It  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  condition  of  using  a  Boitokanah 

house  as  a  residence,  that  the  devisee  use  it  as  the  testator  did  for  business 
and  for  the  entertainment  of  male  friends,  while  occupying  a  familj  house 
with  his  wife  and  children.  lb. 

8. The  condition  as  to  cesser  does  not  arise  in  consequence  of  the  devi- 
see not  using  the  house  in  anj  sense  as  his  residence  for  four  jears  after  the 
testator's  death,  where  the  delay  can  be  justified  by  the  pendency  of  a  suit 
brought  to  defeat  his  title,  and  by  his  inability  to  obtain  possession  of  the 
whole  of  the  house  from  trustees,  and  by  the  unfit  state  of  the  house  for  res- 
idence owing  to  the  want  of  repairs,  which  were  in  progress.  lb. 

9.  Wh«i»  forfeited.  The  failure  of  a  devisee  to  comply  with  the  condition 
of  the  devise  works  a  forfeiture  thereof,  although  he  had  no  knowledge  of  it. 
A§aeff  V.  Earl  ofEa8&D(Bq.  C),  IX,  809.

DISCOVERY. 

1.  When  compelled.  A  plaintiff  will  not  be  compelled  to  produce  muni- 
ments of  title  which  he  swears  do  not,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  informa- 
tion and  belief,  contain  any  thing  impeaching  his  case,  or  supporting  or  ma- 
terial to  the  case  of  the  defendant.    Minet  v.  Morgan  (Chan.  App.)i  V,  690. 

2. A  plaintiff  will  not  be  compelled  to  produce  confidential  correspond- 
ence between  himself  or  his  predecessors  in  title  and  their  respective  solici- 
tors with  respect  to  questions  connected  with  matters  in  dispute  in  the  suit, 
although  made  before  any  litigation  was  in  contemplation.  lb. 

3. Bill  by  a  reversioner  against  over-holding  tenants  under  expired 

under-leases,  alleging  that  the  defendants  were  wrongfully  in  possession  of 
certain  parcels  comprised  in  the  original  lease,  and  had  in  their  possession 
divers  documents  which  would  show  that  the  said  parcels  were  comprised  in 
the  said  lease  and  the  underleases,  and  were  necessary  to  their  identification, 
but  refused  to  produce  them,  and  were  colluding  together  to  defeat  the  plain- 
tiff. The  defendants  demurred  generally  and  for  multifariousness,  but  the 
court  overruled  the  demurrers,  holding  that  identity  is  as  much  matter  of  title 
as  devolution.    Brown  v.  Wales  (Eq.  C),  V,  771. 

4.  In  patent  suit.  A  patentee  of  improvements  in  brick-cutting  machines, 
who  was  a  manufacturer  of  the  machines  by  an  agent  at  the  agent's  woAs  and 
not  a  licenser,  having  obtained  a  perpetual  injunction  against  defendants,  who 
were  also  manufacturers  of  brick-cutting  machines,  from  infringement,  the 
defendants  were  ordered  to  file  an  afildavit  stating  the  number'  of  machines 
made  by  them  since  the  date  of  the  patent,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
persons  to  whom  the  same  had  been  sold,  and  of  the  agents  concerned  in  the

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tranBBCtionB.  Upon  motion  to  vary  the  order,  held,  that  the  plaintiff  waa  enti- 
tled to  have  diecoyery  of  the  names  and  luidresses  of  the  pnrchasera,  but  not 
of  the  agents  ooncemed,  there  being  nothing  to  show  that  anj  agents  had 
been  employed.    Murray  v.  Clayton  (Eq.  0.),  V,  750.

DISTRESS. 

1.  By  one  commoner.  The  principle  that  one  commoner  cannot  distrain 
the  cattle  of  another  commoner  because  they  come  upon  the  commonable  land 
by  color  of  right,  applies  to  common  pur  cause  de  vicinage  as  well  as  to  com- 
mon appurtenant.    Oape  v.  Seatt  (Q.  B.),  VIII,  843. 

2.  On  Joint  property.  Two  tenants  in  common  mortgaged  an  estate  to 
secure  a  debt  which  they  jointly  and  severally  covenanted  to  pay,  and  each  of 
them  separately  attorned  tenant  to  the  mortgagees  of  a  part  of  the  estate  of 
which  they  were  Jointly  in  occupation,  at  a  rent  equal  to  half  the  annual  inter- 
est on 'the  mortgage  debt.  The  mortgagors  were  partners  in  the  business  of 
brickmaking,  which  they  carried  on  upon  that  part  of  the  estate  which  was 
in  their  joint  occupation.  Held,  that  the  mortgagees  could  not  distrain  for 
the  rent  upon  the  partnership  property  which  was  on  the  estate.  Matter  of 
Parke;  In  re  PoUer  (Eq.  C),  IX,  873. 

3.  Power — reservation  ol  Upon  a  demise  of  mines  a  power  of  distress 
for  the  rent  reserved  was  granted  to  the  lessor  over  "  any  lands  in  which  there 
shall  be,  for  the  time  being,  any  pits  or  openings  by  or  through  which  the 
coal  or  culm  by  the  said  deed  demised,  shall  for  the  time  being  be  in  course  of 
working  by  the  lessees,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns."  The 
plaintiffs,  being  assignees  of  the  lease  with  notice,  under  a  trust  deed  made 
by  the  lessees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  sued  the  defendants  for  a  distress 
made  under  the  above-mentioned  power,  after  the  assignment,  at  pits  not 
included  in  the  demise,  but  referred  to  in  it,  and  then  worked  by  the  lessees. 
HM,  that,  whether  the  power  was  or  was  not  a  valid  power  of  distress  against 
strangers,  the  plaintiffs,  taking  as  assignees  with  notice,  were  bound  by  it. 
Danid  r.  Stepney  (Exch.),  IX,  495.

DISTRIBUTION. 

L  Per  stirpes.  A  fund  was  devisable  under  the  Statute  of  DietrtbuHone 
among  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  claiming  by  two  lines  of  descent 
from  their  common  ancestor.  Held,  that  the  fund  must  be  divided  into  moie- 
ties, and  each  moiety  subdivided  between  the  respective  descendants  per  stirpee 
and  not  per  capita.    In  re  Bostte  Trust  (Eq.  C),  I,  682. 

2.  Oonveraion  into  personalty.  Where,  in  an  administration  suit  asking 
also  for  partition  of  real  estate,  the  court  directed  a  sale,  but,  before  it  was 
effected,  one  of  the  parties  interested  in  the  real  estate  died,  heid,  that  the 
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estate  wms  safficientlj  converted,  and  the  estate  baying  been  sold,  the  share  of 
the  deceased  beneficiary  passed  to  his  legal  personal  representative.  Arnold 
V,  Dixon  (Eq.  C),  XI,  718. 

3.  —'  A.,  B.  and  C.  were  tenants  in  common  in  fee  of  land.  C.  became  of 
nnsoand  mind.  A.  and  B.  sold  part  of  the  land,  and  convejed  their  shares  to  a 
purchaser.  Thej  also  granted' a  lease  of  the  minerals  under  other  parts,  and 
demised  their  shares  to  the  lessee,  in  consideration  of  a  gross  sum  of  money 
payable  by  installments,  called  Id  the  lease  rent,  within  a  limited  time.  In 
both  deeds  they  covenanted  that  C.  should  concur,  and  that  they  would  hold  her 
share  of  the  moneys  payable  in' trust  for  her.  B.  afterward  became  also  of 
unsound  mind,  and  A.  sold  other  parts  of  the  land,  and  granted  leases  of  min- 
erals under  other  parts  for  a  like  consideration,  covenanting  in  like  manner  that 

B.  and  C.  should  concur,  and  that  he  would  hold  their  shares  of  the  moneys 
payable  in  trust  for  them.  B.  and  C.  were  both  found  lunatic  by  inquisition  ; 
and  the  bourt  confirmed  the  sales  and  leases,  and  ordered  the  committee  to 
execute  the  deeds.  G.  died,  leaving  B.  her  heir  at  law,  and  sole  next  of  kin. 
Afterward  B.  died  also.  SM^  that  the  leases  were  in  the  nature  of  absolute 
sales  of  portions  of  the  real  estate;  that  the  confirmation  of  the  sales  and  leases 
were  sales  under  the  124th  section  of  the  Lunacy  Regulation  Act,  1858;  and 
that,  as  between  the  real  and  personal  representatives  of  B.,  the  proceeds  both 
of  the  sales  and  the  leases  effected  after  B.  became  of  unsound  mind  belonged 
to  her  heir  at  law  as  real  estate.    But  Jidd,  that  as  to  the  shares  both  of  B.  and 

C,  in  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  and  lease  in  which  B.  concurred,  they  were  con- 
verted Into  personalty,  and  belonged  to  B.'s  next  of  kin.  Matter  of  Smith 
(Chan.  App.),  XI,  444. 

DIVORCE. 

1.  Jwlsdiotioii.  A  Scotchman  married  a  Scotchwoman,  in  Scotland,  and  co- 
habited with  her  in  Scotland  until  he  discovered  her  adultery.  He  thereupon, 
in  1866,  broke  up  his  home  and  removed  to  England ;  and  in  1871  he  instituted 
a  suit  in  England  for  the  dissolution  of  his  marriage,  on  the  ground  of  the 
adultery  committed  in  Scotland,  previous  to  the  separation.  He  swore.  In  his 
examination,  that  he  had  left  Scotland  with  the  intention  of  taking- up  his  per- 
manent abode  in  England.  The  court,  believing  his  evidence,  held  that  he 
had  abandoned  his  domicile  of  origin  and  acquired  an  English  domicile,  and 
tliat  it  had  jurisdiction  to  dissolve  the  marriage.  Wilson  v.  Wilitan  (Prob.  & 
Div.),  IV,  668. 

2. The  oath  of  the  person  whose  domicile  is  in  question  as  to  his  in- 
tention to  change  his  domicile  is  not  conclusive,  but  the  question  for  the  court 
is  whether,  upon  a  review  of  all  the  circumstances,  it  gives  credit  to  his  evi- 
dence, lb.  • 

• 

3.  Second  suit.  A  woman,  who  has  obtained  a  decree  of  Judicial  separation 
by  reason  of  her  husband's  adulatory,  may,  afterward,  institute  a  suit  to  dissolve 
the  marriage  on  the  ground  of  her  husband's  adultery  committed  subsequently 
to  the  decree  for  judicial  separation,  coupled  with  his  cruelty  to  her  during 
the  cohabiUtion.     Qrem  v.  Orem  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VII.  858. 

^  Foireigii.    A  divorce  obtained  In  Turkey,  without  notice  to  the  wite,  or 
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the  persons  interested  under  the  marriage  settlement  between  the  parties, 
which  was  nzecuted  in  England,  does  not  affect  that  settlement.  CoU/in  v. 
Hector  (Bq.  C),  XI,  886. 

6.  Omelty  as  ground  for  dlvoroe.  I'he  huHband  and  wife  lived  apart,  under 
a  deed  of  separation,  in  which  a  trustee  was  appointed,  a  suflELcient  allowance 
was  secured  to  the  wife  and  she  had  the  custody  of  two  children  and  access  to 
the  third.  Subsequently  the  husband  petitioned  this  court  for  a  dissolution 
of  marriage,  by  reason  of  his  wife's  adultery.  She  denied  the  adultery, 
pleaded  cruelty,  and  prayed  for  a  judicial  separation.  The  acts  of  cruelty  al> 
leged  aU  took  place  previous  to  the  separation  of  the  parties.  The  jury  found 
that  the  respondent  had  not  been  guilty  of  adultery,  and  that  the  petitioner 
had  been  guilty  of  cruelty.  Held,  that  the  respondent  was  entitled  to  a  decree  . 
of  judicial  separation.     Brown  v.  Brown  (Prob.  &  Div.),  XI,  387. 

6. Under  the  words  ''ingiurie  g-ravi'*  in  the  forty-sixth  article  of  the 

Maltese  law  relating  to  the  separation  of  married  persons,  it  was  intended  to 
leave  a  large  discretion  to  the  tribunal  having  to  judge  of  the  facts.  Not  only 
acts  but  words  designed  to  wound  the  feelings  of  the  wife  may  amount  to 
*'  ingiurie  gravi"  and  in  considering  whether  they  do  so,  the  position  of  the  par- 
ties, and  the  habits  and  usages  of  the  society  in  which  they  live  must  be  re- 
garded. Insults  offered  to  the  wife  which  manifest  contempt  of  her  in  that 
character  are  of  special  gravity,  especially  if  offered  in  the  presence  of  others ; 
and  wrongs  of  this  description  are  not  to  be  estimated  separately,  but  in  com- 
bination one  with  another.     8ani  v.  8ant  (Priv.  C),  X,  101. 

7. Where  a  husband  habitually  treated  his  wife  with  harshness  and 

insult,  and  thereby  kept  her  in  a  constant  state  of  excitement  and  fear,  and, 
also,  upon  a  trifling  pretext,  used  personal  violence  to  their  adult  daughter,  by 
which  her  health  was  affected  during  several  months,  hsld,  that  the  violence 
offered  to  the  daughter  must  be  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  previous  treat- 
ment of  the  mother,  and  that  together  they  constitute  "  ingiurie  gravi"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  forty-sixth  article.  lb. 

8. Where  a  father  ill-treated  his  daughter  in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford 

to  his  wife  a  gpround,  under  the  Maltese  law,  for  demanding  separation  from 
him,  but  the  wife  remained  in  his  house  for  several  months,  during  which  the 
daughter  continued  to  suffer  from  the  consequences  of  the  ill-treatment,  and 
required  the  attention  of  her  mother ;  and  the  wife  quitted  her  husband's  house 
on  the  first  occasion  of  his  leaving  home,  ?ield,  that  the  matrimonial  offenses 
of  the- husband  had  not  been  condoned.  lb. 

9.  Desertion.  A  husband,  having  committed  several  thefts,  separated  from 
his  wife  with  her  knowledge  and  consent,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  arrest. 
He  was  afterward  arrested  and  imprisoned,  and,  having  committed  other 
thefts  after  his  release,  he  was  on  subsequent  occasions  again  imprisoned. 
Whilst  he  was  in  prison,  and  also  in  the  intervals  between  his  imprisonments, 
he  kept  up  a  'x>rrespondence  with  his  wife,  and  made  repeated  endeavors  to 
induce  her  to  return  to  cohabitation.  She  refused,  and  the  cohabitation  was 
never  resumed.  The  wife  having  presented  a  petition  for  dissolution  on  the 
ground  of  adultery,  coupled  with  desertion,  the  court  held  that  there  was  no 
desertion,  the  separation  being  involuntary  on  the  part  of  the  husband. 
Totonsend  v.  Toionsend  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VIII,  611 
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10. A  hasband,  petitioning  for  a  dissolution  of  his  marriage,  admitted 

that  he  had  separated  himself  from  his  wife  before  the  adultery  complained 
of,  and  had  not  contributed  to  her  support,  but  alleged  that  such  separation 
was  caused  bj  her  persistent  refusal  to  allow  him  to  consummate  the  marriage, 
although  he  was  able  and  willing  to  do  so.  The  respondent  did  not  deny  the 
fact  of  non-consummation,  but  alleged  that  the  petitioner  was  to  blame  for  it, 
owing  to  his  phTsical  incapacity.  The  court,  without  deciding  the  question 
of  fact  whether  the  non-consummation  was  the  fault  of  the  petitioner  or  of  the 
respondent,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  petitioner  had  acted  under  a  bona 
fide  belief  that  the  respondent  had  wronged  him,  and,  therefore,  considered  that 
he  had  not  been  guilty  of  such  desertion  or  willful  separation  without  reason- 
able excuse  as  to  deprive  him  of  his  right  to  a  decree  of  dissolution  on  the 
ground  of  the  respondent's  adultery.     OuMy  v.  Otuey  (Prob.  &  Div.),  XII,  688. 

11.  Zmpotency.  A  wife  married  in  1868,  cohabited  with  her  husband  until 
1870,  and  in  1871  instituted  a  suit  for  nullity  by  reason  of  his  impotency. 
BM,  that  she  was  bound  to  establish  the  charge  affirmatively,  especially 
after  such  delay;  and  having  failed  to  do  so,  her  suit  was  dismissed,  aAd  as 
she  had  separate  property  she  was  condemned  in  costs.  M.  v.  (7.  (Prob.  & 
Div.),  IV,  650. 

12.  Relief  in  suits  of  this  nature  is  never  accorded  by  the  court  unless 

the  petitioner  be  prompt  in  seeking  it  and  sincere  in  the  motive  for  doing 
so.  A  petitioner  made  cognisant  within  four  or  five  years  after  her  marriage 
of  her  husband's  impotency,  could  not  delay  proceedings  for  three  years 
more  without  being  open  to  the  charge  of  want  of  sincerity  or  prompti- 
tude, lb. 

13. In  a  suit  for  declaration  of  nullity  of  marriage  by  reason  of  alleged 

impotence  the  onus  of  proof  is  on  the  complainant  Ouno  v.  Ouno  (Scotch  & 
Div.  App.),  VI,  78. 

14. The  objection  of  delay  in  asking  relief  may  be  got  over  when  the 

proof  of  impotence  is  complete;  but  not  otherwise.  lb. 

16. Per  The  Lord  Chancellor :    To  'open  the  door  to  lax  and  easy 

declarations  of  matrimonial  nullity  would  be  a  grave  public  mischief ;  and  it 
is,  therefore,  imperative  to  proceed  only  upon  strict  and  thoroughly  satisfactory 
proof.  lb. 

16. In  a  suit  of  nullity  it  appeared,  from  the  husband's  evidence,  that 

whenever  he  had  attempted  to  have  intercourse  with  his  wife  the  act  had 
produced  hysteria  on  her  part,  and  that,  although  he  had  cohabited  with  her 
for  more  than  three  years,  the  marriage  had  never  been  consummated.  The 
wife  refused  to  submit  to  inspection.  Oiv  the  evidence  of  the  husband  the 
judge  ordinary  made  a  decree  niH  to  annul  the  marriage  under  the  provisions 
of  the  statute  86  Vict.,  c.  81.    H,  v.  T.  (Prob.  &  Div.)  VII,  857. 

17.  Oondonation.  Condoned  incestuous  adultery  is  revived  by  subsequent 
adultery  not  Incestuous.    JHfetMome  v.  Neweome  (Prob.  k  Div.),  I,  241. 

18. A  wife  knowing  that  her  husband  had  been  guilty  of  incestuous 

adultery  with  her  sister,  signed  an  agreement  that  she  would  forgive  him 
and  would  not  take  proceedings  against  him  on  account  of  such  incestuous 
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adultery.  In  consideration  of  Ids  retirement  from  a  then  Bubsisting  partnership 
in  business  with  her  father  and  brother.  It  was  further  agreed  tliat  thej 
should  not  lire  together,  but  that  thej  should  see  each  other  from  time  to 
time.  The  agreement  also  contained  this  clause :  "  The  agreement  or  contract 
binds  me  (the  wife)  onlj  so  long  as  you  remain  true  to  me  in  love  and  duty." 
After  the  date  of  the  agreement  the  husband  was  guilty  of  adultery,  but  not 
of  incestuous  adultery.  The  court  held  that  this  subsequent  adultery  restored 
to  the  wife  her  right  to  have  the  marriage  dissolved  on  the  ground  of  the 
previous  incestuous  adultery.  lb. 

19. On  one  occasion  subsequent  to  his  marriage  the  petitioner  had  con- 
nection with  a  female  with  whom  he  had  cohabited  before  marriage.  The 
fact  became  known  to  the  respondent  shortly  afterward,  and  was  by  her  for- 
given, and  her  cohabitation  with  her  husband  was  continued  for  some  con- 
siderable time.

The  court  refused  to  accept  want  of  means  as  a 
sufficient  explanation  of  the  time  which  he  had  allowed  to  elapse  before  tak- 
ing pn)ceedings,  and  dismissed  the  petition  on  the  ground  of  unreasonable 
delay.

24.  Bxouse  for  delay.  Adultery  was  committed  in  1866,  and  a  suit  was 
instituted  in  1871.  The  petitioner  was  a  material  witness  on  the  issue  of 
adultery.  The  inadmissibility  of  his  evidence  until  after  August,  1869,  when 
the  Evidence  Further  Amendment  Act  was  passed,  was  accepted  as  sufficient 
explanation  of  the  delay.  Want  of  means  is  also  a  sufficient  excuse  for  delay.

26.  Praoticeb  Upon  the  trial  of  an  issue  of  adultery  raised  by  the  Queen's 
.Proctor,  intervening  to  show  cause  against  a  decree  vAti  being  made  absolute, 
the  court  does  not  require  such  strict  proof  of  the  identity  of  the  person 
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ehftrged  with  adaltery  as  apon  the  trial  of  such  an  isBue  in  a  suit  between 
husband  and  wife.    Hulse  y.  fftUae  (Prob.  &  Div.)»  II,  149. 

26. The  petitioner  having  had  notice  of  the  time  when,  the  place  where, 

and  the  person  with  whom  he  was  alleged  to  have  conunitted  adultery,  and  evi- 
dence being  given  that  a  person  passing  bj  the  petitioner's  name  and  giving  a 
card  with  the  petitioner's  name  printed  upon  it,  had  been  guilty  of  the  alleged 
acts  of  adultery  at  the  time  and  place  and  with  the  person  specified,  the  court 
held,  that  there  was  prima  facie  evidence  of  identity,  and  in  the  absence  of 
evidence  to  rebut  it,  found  the  petitioner  guilty,  and  dismissed  his  petition, 
lb. 

27. A.  decree  niii  having  been  pronounced  with  costs  against   the 

oo-respondent,  the  decinee  was  rescinded  on  the  ground  of  the  petitioner's  adul- 
tery committed  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  decree ;  but  the  order  condemn- 
ing the  co-respondent  in  costs  was  not  rescinded.  lb. 

28.  Disoonttnnanoeb  Where  a  husband  petitions  for  a  dissolution  of  his 
marriage  by  reason  of  his  wife's  adultery,  and  she  in  her  answer  denies  the 
charge  and  sets  up  counter-charges  of  adultery  and  cruelty  on  his  part,  he  will 
not  be  allowed  to  withdraw  his  petition,  if  she  uses  due  diligence  in  claim- 
ing alimony,  until  he  has  paid  the  alimony  allotted  to  her  up  to  the  time  of 
the  withdrawal ;  but  if  the  wife  delay  to  present  her  petition  up  to  the  last 
moment,  so  that  the  husband  has  not  had  time  to  answer  it,  the  court  will  not 
refuse  to  allow  him  to  withdraw,  until  he  has  filed  an  answer  to  such  petition, 
and  paid  what  the  court  may  allot  upon  it.

do.  lafmacy  of  defendant.  A  petition  for  divorce  against  a  wife  was  met 
by  an  allegation  of  her  insanity  and  consequent  inability  to  defend  herself. 
The  court  below  appointed  a  guardian  ad  liUm  on  her  behall  Upon  a  ver- 
dict of  her  insanity,  proceedings  were  suspended  ;  but  with  liberty  to  the  hus- 
band to  apply  again  to  the  court  in  the  event  of  her  recovery.  The  husband 
appealed  to  the  Hpuse  of  Lords,  insisting  that  the  wife's  insanity  ought  not  to 
bar,  or  impede,  the  investigation  of  the  charge  of  adultery  brought  against  her. .

36.  Rehearing.  A  wife  having  charged  her  husband  with  cruelty  by,  the 
communication  of  disease,  and  also  by  personal  violence,  the  court  found,  on 
the  evidence,  that  the  charge  of  communication  of  disease  was  not  proved, 
and  that  the  charge  of  personal  violence  was  proved.  On  the  application  of 
the  husband,  a  rule  for  the  rehearing  of  the  issue  which  had  been  found 
against  him  was  made  absolute,  on  the  ground  of  surprise ;  but  the  rehearing 
was  ordered  to  be  confined  to  the  charge  of  personal  violence,  and  not  to 
extend  to  the  charge  of  infection.

2. A  de  facto  domicile  governing  the  succession  to  personal  property  of

13.  as  the  condition  for  enjoyment  by  a  foreigner  resident  in  that  country  of 
full  dvil  rights.  lb. 

3. Domicile  of  choice  is  a  condofion  or  inference  which  the  law  derives 
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from  the  fact  of  a  man's  fixing  voluntarily  his  sole  or  chief  residence  in  a 
particular  place,  with  an  intention  of  continuing  to  reside  there  for  an  un- 
limited time.

1.  ATOiding  contract  for.  The  prosecutors  in  a  trade-mark  case  offered  no 
evidence  against  the  offender,  and  he  was  acquitted,  he  giving  a  letter  of 
apology,  with  authority  to  the  prosecutors  to  make  such  u^e  of  it  as  they  might 
think  necessary.  The  prosecutors  published  this  letter  by  advertisements,  and 
continued  to  do  so  for  nearly  two  months.  Hetd,  that  the  arrangement  as  to 
the  apology  was  not  void  as  made  under  duress,  and  that  the  prosecutors  could 
not  be  restrained  from  continuing  to  publish  the  letter;  Fisher  v.  AppoUinaris 
Co,  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  736.. 

2.  Reoovttlng  back  orercharges  paid  under  protest  Where  a  colliery 
owner  paid  to  a  railway  company,  under  protest,  more  than  the  maximum 
rates  fixed  by  law  for  carrying  coal,  on  its  imposing  unreasonable  restrictions 
upon  him  to  compel  such  payment,  held,  that  the  payment  was  under  duress, 
and  the  amount  might  be  recovered  back.  Lanc(uhire,  etc.,  Ry  Go,  v.  OicUoto 
(H.  of  L.),  XIII,  40. 

EASEMENT. 

1.  Way  by  contract.  A  railway  company  taking  land  compulsorily  con- 
tracted to  make  communications  by  level  crossings  between  two  severed  por- 
tions of  an  estate.  The  estate  then  consisted  of  marsh  or  mud  land,  and  was 
subject  to  a  statutory  prohibition  against  being  built  ui>on.  The  prohibition 
having  been  afterward  removed,  and  the  land  becoming  applicable  for  build- 
ing purposes,  held,  that  a  right  of  way  over,  under  or  across  a  railway  was 
prima  facie  general,  and  not  restricted  to  purposes  to  which  the  land  was  ap- 
plicable at  the  time  the  right  arose,  and  the  right  being  unrestricted  in  terms 
gave  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  land  the  use  of  the  level  crossings  for  all 
purposes  connected  with  houses  or  buildings  subsequently  erected  or  to  be 
erected  on  the  estate,  but  not  so  as  to  obstruct  the  proper  working  of  the  rail- 
way.    United  Land  Go.  v.  Great  East&m  Railway  (Eq.  C),  VII,  738. 

2.  Bight  by  custom.  '  A  custom  for  the  inhabitants  of  a  parish  to  enter 
upon  certain  land  in  the  parish,  and  erect  a  maypole  thereon,  and  dance  round 
and  about  it,  and  otherwise  eigoy  on  the  land  any  lawful  and  innocent  recrea-

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tion  at  any  times  in  the  year,  is  good.  Hall  v,  Nottingham  (Exch.  Diy.),  XV, 
254. 

3. by  luer.    The  twenty  years'  enjoyment  which  nnder  b.  8  of  2  &  3 

Wm.  4,  c.  71,  gives  an  absolute  and  indefeasible  right  to  the  access  of  light, 
need  not  be  an  enjoyment  in  fact  "  without  interruption  '*  for  the  period  men- 
tioned, but  an  enjoyment  without  such  an  interruption  as  is  contemplated  by 
s.  4,  viz.,  "  an  interruption  submitted  to  or  acquiesced  in  by  the  party  inter- 
rupted for  one  year  "  after  notice.     Glover  v.  Coleman  (Com.  PI.),  XI,  275. 

4. And  in  order  to  negative  submission  to  or  acquiescence  in  the  interrup- 
tion, it  is  not  necessary  that  the  party  interrupted  shall  have  brought  an  action 
or  suit,  or  taken  any  active  steps  to  remove  the  obstruction;  it  is  enough  to 
show  that  he  has  in  a  reasonable  manner  communicated  to  the  party  causing 
the  interruption  that  he  does  not  really  submit  to  or  acquiesce  in  it.  lb. 

6. Where,  therefore,  the  plaintiff  had  for  more  than  twenty  years  en- 
joyed the  access  of  light  to  his  workshop,  through  a  window  against  which

was  a  question  proper  to  be  left  to  the  jury  whether  or  not  there  had  been 
such  a  submission  to  or  acquiescence  in  the  interruption  of  the  enjoyment  as 
to  deprive  th^  plaintiff  of  the  right  to  the  light.  lb. 

6. r  Semble,  that  the  same  sort  of  evidence  of  user  or  enjoyment  need  not 

be  given  in  the  case  of  a  light  as  in  the  case  of  a  claim  of  a  right  of  way.  lb. 

7.  — —  The  immemorial  user  of  a  right  of  way  for  all  purposes  fo^  which  a 
road  was  wanted  in  the  then  condition  of  the  property, 'does  not  establish  a 
right  of  way  for  all  purposes  in  an  altered .  condition  of  the  property,  where 
that  would  impose  a  greater  burden  on  the  servient  tenement.  Where  a  road 
had  been  immemorially  used  to  a  farm  not  only  for  usual  agricultural  pur- 
poses, but  in  certain  instances  for  carrying  building  materials  to  enlarge  the 
farm  house  and  rebuild  a  cottage  on  the  farm,  and  for  carting  away  sand  and 
gravel  dug  out  of  the  farm,  fields  that  that  did  not  establish  a  right  of 
way  for  carting  the  materials  required  for  building  a  number  of  new  houses 
on  the  land.     W%mbledom,etc.,  Conservators  v.  Dixon  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  788. 

8. JSemble,  the  fact  that  the  occupiers  of  the  farm,  in  passing  with  carts 

from  a  particular  point  to  a  certain  gate  over  a  common  on  which  no  definite 
road  was  marked  put,  did  not  keep  to  pne  line,  but  used  several  tracks,  did  not 
prevent  their  acquiring  a  right  of  way  between  that  point  and  the  gate.  lb. 

9.  Bavesdrip.  The  plaintiff  was  the  owner  of  certain  premises,  the  eaves 
of  which  projected  over  adjoining  land  of  the  defendant's  and  had  become 
entitled  by  length  of  user  to  have  the  rain  water  drop  from  such  eaves  on  to 
the  defendant's  land.  The  plaintiff,  in  rebuilding  his  premises,  carried  the 
wall  abutting  on  defendant's  land  to  a  slightly  greater  height  than  before,  and 
consequently  raised  the  height  of  the  eaves  from  the  ground  to  the  same 
extent.  Held,  that,  in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  that  a  greater  burden  was 
thrown  on  the  servient  tenement  by  the  alteration,  the  easement  was  not 
thereby  destroyed,  and  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  right  of  eavesdrip 
from  the  premises  as  altered.    Harvey  v.  Walters  (Com.  PL),  IV,  892. 
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10.  Ught.  An  agreement  to  grant  A.  a  lease,  in  a  form  set  oat  in  a  sched- 
nle,  of  property  in  the  city,  aa  soon  aa  the  house  then  in  coarse  of  erection  by 
A.  on  the  property  shoald  be  completed,  contained  a  proviso  that  nothing 
therein  contained  shoald  give  A.  a  right  to  any  easement  which  did  not  belong 
to  the  premises  agreed  to  be  demised  as  they  then  existed,  nor  to  any  right  of 
light  and  air  derived  from  over  the  houses  opposite  (which  belonged  to  the 
lessors).  The  lease  subsequently  granted  was  of  the  land  together  with  the 
house  erected  thereon,  and  all'  lights,  easements,  and  appartenances  thereto 
belonging.  In  accordance  with  the  scheduled  form,  held,  that  the  grant  by 
the  lease  of  lights  and  easements  was  controlled  by  the  antecedent  agreement, 
which  was  to  be  read  as  part  of  the  lease ;  and  that  A.  was  not  entitled  to 
restrain  the  lessees  of  the  opposite  houses  from  building  so  as  to  obstruct  the 
access  of  light  and  air  to  his  premises  from  over  such  houses.

11.  Alteration  —  effect  o£  Neither  the  enlargement  of  ancient  windows 
nor  the  construction  of  new  windows  in  their  immediate  vicinity  will  affect 
the  right  of  the  owner  to  protection  for  his  ancient  lights.  Ayndey  v.  (Clover 
(Eq.  C),  XI*  521 ;  affirmed,  S.  C,  XII,  726.  ' 

12.  ProtecUon  o£  Where  it  appeared  that  the  building  complained  of  as 
seriously  obstructing  ancient  lights  was  nearly  completed  when  the  bill 
for  an  injunction  was  filed,  hM,  that  a  mandatory  injunction  would  not  be 
granted  to  restrain  the  completion  and  continuance  of  the  building,  but  the 
court  directed  an  inquiry  as  to  damages,  though  not  prayed  for  in  the  bill. 
Stanley  v.  Shrewtbury  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  546. 

13.  Right  of  way.  P.  was  the  ow;ner  of  an  inn,  the  yard  of  which  was  ap- 
proached by  a  passage  over  adjoining  property  of  M.  P.  and  M.  agreed  to 
alter  their  boundary,  and  substitute  a  new  passage  for  the  old  one.  M.  accord- 
ingly, in  1855,  conveyed  to  P.  a  small  strip  of  land  reaching  across  the  end  of 
the  new  passage  where  it  entered  the  yard,  and  granted  to  P.,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  "  rights  of  way  at  all  times  and  for  all  purposes  along  a  passage  in- 
tended to  run  between  the  piece  of  land  hereinbefore  conveyed  and  a  street 
called  the  Tyrrels."  By  another  deed  P.  released  his  rights  of  way  over  the 
old  passage.  The  plaintiff  was  a  lessee  of  the  inn  and  -yard  under  P.  The 
defendants  were  tenants  of  M.  occupying  warehouses  on  his  property,  and  the 
bill  was  filed  to  prevent  the  defendants  from  allowing  carts  and  wagons  to 
remain  stationary  in  the  passage  in  course  of  loading  and  unloading,  so  as  to 
obstruct  the  access  to  the  yard.  Held,  that  the  necessity  of  the  business  of 
the  defendants  did  not  give  them  any  right  to  occupy  the  passage  by  stationary 
obstructions  when  other  persons  having  a  right  of  way  required  to  pass. 
Thorpe  v.  BrumJUt  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  554. 

14, Held,  further,  that  the  right  of  way  was  not  a  right  in  gross,  but 

was  appurtenant  to  the  property  occupied  by  the  plaintiff,  so  that  his  lease 
gave  him  a  right  to  the  enjoyment  of  It.  lb.

16. Defendant  was  owner  in  fee  of  a  dwelling-house,  together  with  a 

cottage  and  stable  belonging  to  it,  called  "  Roseville,"  and  was  also  owner  in 
fee  of  an  adjoining  farmstead  and  farm,  having  a  private  road  which  led  from 
a  high  road  to  the  farm  buildings  and  passed  close  to  one  side  of  the  stable  of 
Roseville.    By  indenture  of  the  Ist  of  May,  1860,  defendant  demised  Boseville  to 
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H.  for  ten  years.  H.  entered  on  the  premiseB,  and  built  over  the  stable  a  hay  loft, 
with  two  openings  toward  the  private  farm  road,  having  first  obtained  permis- 
sion from  defendant  to  do  so,  and  also  permission  from  defendant  and  the  then 
tenant  of  the  farm  to  use  the  farm  road  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  hay,  straw, 
etc.,  to  the  loft,  that  being  the  only  access  to  the  openings  in  the  loft.  H.and 
the  sub-tenants  occupying  Bosevllle  continued  during  the  term  to  use  the  road 
up  to  May,  1870;  at  that  time  plaintiff  agreed  to  purchase  Roseville  of  defehd- 
ant;  and  by  deed  of  the  2d  of  August,  1870,  Roseyille,  etc.,  was  conveyed  by 
defendant  to  plaintiff  in  fee,  "together  with  all  *  *  *  ways  and  rights  of  way, 
*  *  *  easements  and  appurtenances  to  the  said  dwelling-house,  cottage  and 
hereditaments,  or  any  of  them  appertaining,  or  with  the  same  or  any  of  them 
now  or  heretofore  demised,  occupied,  or  enjoyed,  or  reputed  as  part  or  parcel 
of  them,  or  any  of  them,  or  appurtenant  thereto."  Ilelti,  that  the  right  to  use 
the  farm  road  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  passed  to  the  plaintiff  under  the 
above  words.    Kay  v.  OxUy  (Q.  B.),  XIII,  296. 

16.  Right  to  deviate.  The  grantee  of  a  right  of  way  which  has  been  ob- 
structed by  the  grantor  has  a  right  to  deviate  over  the  grantor's  land ;  and  the 
grantee  is  entitlei<l  to  have  this  right  protected  by  the  court  so  long  as  the 
obstruction  exists,  without  the  necessity  of  proceeding  ag^nst  the  grantor  for 
the  removal  of  the  obstruction.    Selby  v.  Nettlefold  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  770. 

17. Notice  of  a  right  of  way,  and  also  of  an  obstruction  to  it,  held  to 

be  notice  of  the  grantee's  right  of  deviation.  lb. 

18.  Right  of  shootiiig,  etc.  A  landowner,  who  has  demised  for  a  term  of 
years  the  right  of  shooting  over  his  lands,  is  not  thereby  prevented  from  cut- 
ting timber  as  he  thinks  fit  in  the  ordinary  management  of  his  land,  although 
injurious  to  the  shooting.     Oeams  v.  Baker  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  760. 

19.  Right  to  alter  drain.  By  indenture,  executed  by  both  parties,  defendant 
conveyed  to  plaintiff  in  fee  certain  land,  "  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  joint- 
ownership  and  right  to  the  use  by  the  defendant  and  the  owners  and  occupiers 
for  the  time  being,  of  certain  adjoining  land,  as  then  enjoyed  by  him  or  them, 
but  no  further  or  otherwise,  of  the  drain  running  through  or  laid  in  the  land 
conveyed,  and  the  course  and  direction  of  which  was  delineated  on  a  plan  in 
the  margin  of  the  deed,  and  subject  to  the  right  of  the- defendant  and  the 
occupiers,  etc.,  at  all  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon  the  land  thereby  conveyed, 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  drain  and  laying  or  replacing  pipes  therein." 
The  local  board  of  health,  under  section  49  of  11  &  12  Vict. ,  c.  68,  after  the 
above  conveyance,  constructed  a  new  sewer  (in  lieu  of  the  old  one,  into  which 
the  drain  discharged  the  sewerage  from  the  plaintiff's  and  defendant's  premi- 
ses), at  a  lower  depth ;  and  the  defendant  thereupon  lowered  the  drain  between 
two  and  three  feet  and  put  fresh  pipes  (but  in  the  course  of  the  old  drain;,  in 
order  to  adapt  it  to  the  new  sewer.  Plaintiff  having  brought  an  action  of 
trespass,  JuHd,  that  the  effect  of  the  deed,  executed  by  both  parties,  was  either 
to  create  a  tenancy  in  common  in  the  drain  between  the  plaintiff  and  defend- 
ant, or  only  an  easement  in  the  defendant ;  but  that,  in  either  view,  the  de- 
fendant had  done  no  more  than  he  had  the  right  to  do.  Finlinson  v.  Porter 
(Q.  B.),  XII,  250. 

20.  Reasonable  use.  Where  an  easement  to  land  has  been  granted,  the  use 
of  that  easement  will  be  restricted  to  a  reasonable  use  for  the  purpose  of  the 
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land  in  the  condition  in  which  it  was  when  the  grant  was  made.  Wood  T. 
Haundera  (Chan.  App.),  XIV,  805.

EJECTMENT. 

1.  Notice  to  quit.  The  seryice  of  a  notice  to  quit  made  at  the  hoase  of  the 
tenant  upon  a  person  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  delirer  the  notice  to  the  ten- 
ant, is  sufficient  to  sustain  ejectment,  although  in  fact  the  notice  was  never 
delivered  to  the  tenant.  The  presumption  in  such  cases  is  that  it  did  reach 
the  tenant  himself.  In  such  a  case  the  question  is  not  whether  the  servant 
performed  his  duty  in  delivering  it  to  his  master,  but  whether  the  servant  was 
to  be  considered  as  the  agent  of  the  master  to  receive  the  notice.  If  he  was, 
the  service  of  the  notice  will  effectually  bind  the  master.  Tanham  v.  Nichoi- 
#aft(BLof  L.),  Ill,  154. 

2. Per  The  Lord  Chancellor  (Lord  Hatherlbt):     The  fact  that  the 

agent  who  received  the  notice  destroyed  it  would  liberate  entirely  the  person 
who  delivered  the  notice,  but  would  not  liberate  the  person  whose  agent  had 
received  and  destroyed  it.  lb. 

^  —  Per  Lord  Westbury  :  Where  there  has  been  service  of  a  notice 
to  quit  left  at  the  tenant's  house  with  a  servant  of  the  tenant,  such  a  fact  is 
more  than  presumptive  evidence  of  a  service  on  the  tenant.  The  landlord's 
right  would  otherwise  be  controlled  by  something  to  which  the  landlord  was 
an  utter  stranger.  lb. 

4. Per  Lord  Westbury  :     But  even  if  only  presumptive  evidence  of 

the  service,  the  evidence  to  rebut  it  must  be  proof  of  the  fact  that  the  notice 
did  not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  tenant  at  all.  lb. 

6.  T.  lived  in  a  house  where  his  two  sons  and  his  daughter  also  resided.  T. 
was  imbecile.  The  house  was  managed  by  his  daughter,  the  farming  business 
by  his  two  sons.  A  notice  to  quit,  addressed  to  the  father,  was  served  at  the 
house  by  delivery  to  the  daughter.  She  put  it  on  the  dresser  in  the  kitchen, 
and  afterward  burnt  it.  One  of  the  sons  knew  of  its  existence,  but  was  not 
shown  to  have  known  its  exact  terms,  though  he  was  aware  of  its  nature. 
Eeldy  that  this  was  a  service  sufficient  to  entitle  the  landlord  to  maintain 
ejectment  against  the  father.  lb. 

6.  Mesne  profits.  Earls,  A.,  B.  and  C,  being  successive  tenants  in  tail  of 
property  held  under  an  inalienable  Parliamentary  title,  and  B.  having,  after 
the  death  of  A.,  entered  into  possession  of  the  entailed  estates,  and,  together 
with  them,  of  certain  leaseholds  formerly  in  the  possession  of  A.,  the  execu- 
tors of  A.  brought  an  action  of  ejectment  against  B.,  to  recover  possession  of 
the  leaseholds  as  part  of  A.'s  estate.  B.  having  died  before  trial  of  the  action, 
another  action  was  brought  against  C,  the  'successor  in  title.  C,  who  was 
also  executor  of  B.,  compromised  the  action  on  terms  of  giving  judgment  and 
buying  the  leaseholds  at  a  certain  price,  with  a  further  stipulation  that  £4,000 
should  be  allowed  as  a  debt  from  B.'s  estate  in  respect  of  rents  received  by  B. 
Before  the  compromise  a  creditor's  suit  was  instituted  and  a  decree  made  for 
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the  adminiBtration  of  B.'s  estate,  which  was  insolvent.  On  a  summons  by  A.'8 
executor  to  prove  against  B/s  estate  for  the  amount  of  rents  actually  received 
by  him,  fields  that  the  judgment  given  in  the  action  against  G.  was  not  evi- 
dence of  wrongful  possession  by  B.,  which  could  serve  as  a  foundation  for  the 
claim,  and  that  the  admission  by  the  executor  as  to  mesne  profits  in  the  com- 
promise was  inoperative,  being  made  after  the  decreJ!  Talbot  v.  EaH  of 
ShretDBbury  (Eq.  C),  III,  820. 

7.  Stay  of  prooeedings.  To  entitle  a  defendant  in  ejectment  to  apply  for  a 
stay  of  the  proceedings  until  the  costs  of  a  former  unsuccessful  action  of  eject- 
ment  are  paid,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  parties  should  be  precisely  the  same, 
or  the  premises  sought  to  be  recovered  identical ;  it  is  enough  that  the  plaintiff 
is  the  same  in  both  actions,  and  that  t^ie  same  title  in  substance  is  in  issue. 
IHdtborne  v.  Mostyn  (Ck)m.  PI.),  IV,  302. 

8. To  induce  the  court  to  abstain  from  acting  upon  this  rule,  it  must  be 

clearly  made  out  that  the  plaintiff's  want  of  success  on  the  forYner  occasion 
was  the  result  of  perjury  or  fraud,  or  some  miscarriage  for  which  he  was  not 
responsible.  lb. 

9. Before  moving  for  a  stay  of  the  proceedings,  the  defendants  had  g^ven 

the  plaintiff  the  twenty  days'  notice  to  proceed,  under  s.  202  of  the  Common 
Law  Procedure  Act,  1852.  Held,  that  this  was  no  waiver  of  their  right  to 
move  for  a  stay  of  the  proceedings  until  the  former  costs  should  be  paid.  lb. 

10. But  the  probable  amount  of  the  costs  being  large,  the  court  made  it 

a  condition  that  the  time  for  proceeding  to  trial  should  be  extended  by  six 
months.  lb.

ELECTIONS. 

VotM  for  Ineligible  person,  when  "void,  tn  an  election  of  a  member  of 
Parliament  for  a  county,  A.  polled  2,828  votes,  B.,  658,  and  1,205  electors  did 
not  vote.  It  was  found  by  a  judge  sitting  at  a  petition  presented  against  A.'s 
return,  that  A.  had  been  guilty  of  undue  influence  under  the  81  &  82  Vict., 
c.  125,  and,  therefore,  was  disqualified.  Two  questions  were  reserved  under  the 
12th  section  of  the  81  &  82  Vict.,  c.  125,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas :  1st,  whether  the  electors  who  voted  for  A.  were  fixed 
with  knowledge  of  A.'s  disqualification  so  as  to  make  their  votes  thrown  away  ; 
and,  2dly,  whether  B.,  the  candidate  for  the  minority,  was  entitled  to  the  seat. 
Meld,  by  Monahan,  C.  J.,  that  the  electors  were  not'  fixed  with  knowl- 
edge of  A.'s  disqualification,  and  that  B.  was  not  entitled  to  the  seat.  JSM, 
by  Ebogh,  Morris  and  Lawson,  JJ.,  that  the  electors  had  knowledge  of  A.'s 
disqualification,  that  their  votes  for  A.  were  thrown  away,  and  that  B., 
being  the  only  candidate  for  whom  votes  were  leg^ly  given,  was  enti- 
tled to  the  seat.  Matter  of  the  Oalway  Election,  Trench  v.  2folan  (W.  B.) 
II,  711. 

iSsdCoBFOBATIONB;  PUBLIO  COKPANT. 
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ELECTION. 

1.  Of  debtor.  Merely  filing  proof  against  the  estate  of  an  insolvent  agent 
to  whom  goods  were  sold  for  an  undiscovered  principal,  after  such  principal 
has  become  known  to  the  creditor,  is  not  a  conclusive  election  to  treat  the 
agent  as  the  sole  debtor.     OurtU  v.  WiUianMon  (Q.  B.),  XI,  149. 

2.  Of  remedy.  A  distress  fer  rent  suspends  the  landlord's  right  to  sue  for 
the  rent  so  long  as  the  property  is  held  as  a  pledge.  Lehain  v.  Philpott  (Com. 
PI.),  XIII,  871. 

3.  A  plaintiff,  who  files  &  plea  in  equity  claiming  that  a  policy  had 

become  void  at  law  but  should  be  treated  as  valid  in  equity,  must  be  deemed 
to  have  elected  that  remedy,  and  if,  after  dismissal  of  his  bill,  he  sues  at  law 
on  the  policy,  his  action  jnay  be  restrained  by  injunction.  Lard  IVedegar  v. 
Windus  (Eq.  C).  XIII.  538. 

4i A  tfustee  in  bankruptcy  whr  applies  to  the  bankruptcy  court  for  an 

order  declaring  void  a  bill  of  sale  given  by  the  bankrupt  to  a  third  party,  and 
requiring  such  party  to  pay  over  to  him  the  proceeds  of  such  property,  thereby 
waives  the  right  to  sue  him  in  tort  to  recover  the  value  of  such  property,  and 
cannot  afterward  maintaih  trover  to  recover  the  difference  between  the  value 
of  the  property  and  the  proceeds  thereof  received  by  such  third  party.  Smith 
V.  Bctker  (Com.  PI.),  V,  323. 

6.  Of  benefit  under  settlement.  A  person  cannot  accept  and  reject  the 
same  instrument.  Thus,  where,  by  a  marriage  settlement,  the  husband  conveys 
certain  securities  belonging  to  him,  and  the  wife  a  certain  reversionary  inter- 
est belonging  to  her,  to  trustees,  upon  trusts  in  favor  of  each  of  them  and  of 
their  children,  such  conveyance  by  the  one  is  a  consideration  for  the  convey- 
ance by  the  other,  and  the  wife,  on  such  reversion  falling  into  possession  after 
she  has  been  divorced,  cannot  claim  to  retain  the  benefit  of  the  settlement  and 
also«to  hold  that  reversion  free  from  the  settlement,  but  must  elect  between 
them,  and  if  she  elect6  to  hold  the  reversion,  must  pay  back  all  income 
received  from  the  settlement  subsequent  to  the  divorce.  Godringlon  v. 
Undaay  (Chan.  App.),  VI.  503. 

6. A  case  of  election  may  arise  where  a  lady  marries  while  an  infant^ 

and  after  her  marriage,  and  after  she  has  become  of  age,  joins  in  a  settlement 
where  property  of  her  husband  is  settled  by  him,  and  property  of  her  father 
is  settled  by  him,  and  property  in  which  her  father  has  a  life  interest,  and  in 
which  she  has  an  absolute  interest  in  reversion,  are  all  settled  together  on  the 
trusts  of  the  marriage,  and  she  becomes  discofiertey  and  then  claims  the  rever- 
sionary property  independently  ol  the  settlement.-  Codrington  v.  Godrington 
(H.  of  L.).  XIV,  223 ;  modifying  OodHngton  v.  Lindsay,  VI,  503.    . 

7. In  contemplation  of  an  intended  marriage  between  H.  J.  C.  and  Miss 

S.,  it  was  agreed  that  certain,  property  belonging  to  the  lady's  father,  and  also 
property  of  her  intended  husband,  and  a  sum  of  80,000  sicca  rupees,  in  which 
the  lady's  father  and  mother  (by  the  settlement  made  on  their  marriage)  had 
life  interests,  and  which  was  to  belong  to  her  absolutely  after  their  deaths, 
should  be  settled  to  the  uses  of  the  marriage.  No  ante-nuptial  settlement  was 
made.    Miss  S.  was  then  under  age.    The  marriage  took  place.    After  she  at- 
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tained  her  majority  a  post-nuptial  settlement  was  executed.  Her  husband, 
herself,  and  her  father  were  parties  to  it.  The  husband  and  the  father  re- 
spectively brought  property  into  the  settlement  in  which  the  husband  and 
wife  were  to  take  life  interests,  and  the  sicca  rupees,  to  which  she  was  entitled, 
in  reyersion,.  for  her  separate  use,  were  settled  to  the  like  trusts.  The  settle- 
ment stated  that  the  lady  had  agreed  that  they  should  be  so  settled,  and  the 
husband  covenanted  to  ratify  her  settlement  of  them,  but  there  was  no  abso- 
lute covenant  on  her  part  to  that  effect.  Before  the  reversion  fell  into  posses- 
sion the  marriage  was  dissolved  by  the  decree  of  the  Divorce  Court.  When  it 
did  fall  into  possession  the  lady  claimed  the  rupees  as  her  absolute  property, 
coming  to  her  under  her  father  and  mother's  marriage  settlement^  Seld,  that 
as  the  post-nuptial  settlement  on  her  own  marriage  showed  that  the  rupees 
had  formed  part  of  the  consideration  for  the  settlement  therein  of  the  other 
property,  from  which  she  had  derived  benefit,  she  must  elect  to  take  under  or 
against  it.  lb. 

8.  Between  sSttlement  and  legacy.  A.  by  deed  of  separation  covenanted 
with  the  trustee  of  the  deed  to  pay  him  an  annual  sum  of  £5d  during  the 
life  of  A.'8  wife,  to  be  paid  to  her  on  four  special  quarterly  days  for  her 
separate  use,  without  power  of  anticipation.  A.,  by  will,  subsequently  gave 
certain  specific  property  to  trustees  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  an  annuity  of  £53 
to  his  wife  generally,  on  the  same  special  quarterly  days.  Held,  that  there 
being  no  direction  in  the  will  to  pay  debts  and  legacies,  and  no  expression  of 
a  contrary  intention,  the  general  rule  must  prevail  that  the  annuity  given  by 
the  will  was  in  satisfaction  of  the  annuity  covenanted  to  be  paid  by  the  deed 
of  separation  ;  and  that  the  widow  was  put  to  her  election.  Atkiiuan  Y.  LUtle- 
wood  (Eq.  C),  XI,  561. 

9.  Under  wilL  The  rule  of  the  Statute  of  Distributions,  which  requires  the 
conversion  of  an  intestate's  estate  into  money,  is  introduced  simply  for  the 
benefit  of  creditors,  and  the  facility  of  division  among  the  next  of  kin.  But, 
as  regards  the  substantial  title  to  property,  the  right  of  the  next  of  kin  (sub- 
ject only  to  the  claims  of  creditors)  is  complete.  Cooper  v.  Cooper  (H.  of  L.), 
IX,  39.  • 

10. A  residuary  legatee  under  a  will  has  a  clear  and  tangible  interest 

in  the  residue,  and  the  Statute  of  Distributions  being  nothing  but  a  wUl  made 
by  the  legislature  for  an  intestate,  his  next  of  kin  stand,  with  regard  to  his 
personal  estate,  in  the  same  condition  as  does  a  residuary  legatee  under  a  will ; 
and  both  may,  therefore,  be  subject  to  the  rule  of  election.  lb. 

11. In  these  respects  a  creditor  does  not  resemble  either.   lb. 

12. A  married  woman  cannot  deda^e  an  election.     An  inquiry  was 

therefore  directed  in  the  case  of  a  married  woman  (one  of  two  next  of  kin 
required  to  elect)  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  it  was  for  her  benefit 
and  the  benefit  of  her  children  to  take  under  or  against  a  will.  lb. 

13. A.  gave  a  certain  estate,  P.  H.  (together  with  personal  property),  to 

trustees  on  trust,  after  his  widow's  death,  to  sell,  and  hold  the  proceeds,  with 
his  other  property,  in  trust  for  any  one  of  his  children  in  such  form  and  manner 
as  his  widow,  before  a  certain  fixed  period,  should  appoint.  A.  died,  leaving 
three  sons,  W.  H.,  R.  E.,  and  F.  J.  Before  the  expiration  of  the  fixed  period 
the  widow  executed  a  deed  by  which,  after  disposing  of  other  property,  she 
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directed  the  proceeds  ^f  P.  H.  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  three  sons. 
The  deed  reserved  to  her  a  power  of  revocation.  She  afterward,  believing  that 
she  still  possessed  power  tt>  dispose  of  the  estate,  made  a  will,  by  which  she  gave 
this  estate  of  P.  H.  to  W.  H.,  the  eldest  son,  and  then,  by  different  successive 
codicils,  gBTe  benefits  to  the  other  two  sons,  and  a  special  legacy  to  each  of  the 
two  children  of  R.  E.  (the  only  one  of  the  three  sons  of  the  original  testator  who 
had  married).  R.  E.  died  before  his  mother,  and  died  intestate.  On  her 
death  a  suit  was  instituted,  in  which  it  was  declared  that,  so  far  as  the 
estate  of  P.  H.  was  concerned,  her  will  (which  could  only  speak  from  the  date 
of  her  death,  and,  therefore,  long  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  fixed  for 
the  making  of  tjlie  appointment)  was  inoperative.  W.  H.  then  filed  a  bill  to 
compel  the  two  children  of  R.  E.,  and  also  his  youngest  brother,  F.  J.,  to  elect 
between  their  claims  under  the  deed  of  appointment  and  nnder  the  will  and 
codicils.  F.  J.  submitted;  the  two  children  of  R.  E.  resisted.  HM^  that 
their  rights'under  the  deed  of  appointment,  though  derived  through  their  father, 
were  exactly  the  same  as  were  those  of  F.  J.,  and  that  they  were  bound  to 
elect.  lb. 

14. Held,  also,  that  the  special  legacies  to  the  two  children  of  R.  E., 

though  given  to  them  by  name,  and  given  before  his  death,  must  be  taken  into 
account,  together  with  the  interest  which  they  derived  through  him  as  his 
next  of  kin,  the  whole  of  the  benefits  to  be  taken  under  the  two  titles  being 
subject  to  election.  lb.

EMINENT  DOMAIN. 

'  1.  Bztent  of  power.  A  corporation  served  the  usual  notice  on  a  land-ownei 
before  applying  to  Parliament  for  power  to  take  his  land.  The  act  when 
obtained  gave  them  power  to  take  more  of  his  land  than  was  descril)ed  in  the 
notice.  Seld,  that  the  corporation  was  not  prevented  from  taking  more  land 
than  was  described  in  the  notice.  Hudderafleld  v.  Jacomb  (Chan.  App.),  XI, 
458. 

2. *-  Held,  that  under  the  circumstances  the  corporation  were  not  obliged 

to  take  the  mines  and  minerals  under  the  land  taken  by  them.  lb. 

3.  Taking  when  complete.  Where  a  railway  company  had  given  notice  to 
the  owner  of  leasehold  property  that  they  required  to  purchase  and  take  the 
same  for  the  purposes  of  their  road,  and  after  some  negotiations  the  owner  had 
agreed  to  receive  a  certain  sum  for  compensation,  he  to  receive  the  rents  until 
completion  of  the  purchase,  and  instructions  had  been  given  to  draw  an  agree- 
ment accordingly,  but  he  died  before  such  agreement  was  executed,  held,  that 
there  was  a  sufficient  contract  for  the  purpose  of  considering  that  the  premises 
had  been  converted  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute.  Watts  v.  Watts  (Eq. 
G),  VII,  782. 

4i  Oompenaatioii.  A  railway  company  took  land  on  which  cotton-mills  would 
probably  have  been  built;  the  owner  had  other  land  on  which  he  had  built  a 
reservoir  from  which  water  might  be  supplied  to  such  cotton-mills  when  built. 
In  proceeding  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Act  to  ascertain  the  compensation,  the 
umpire  received  evidence  as  to  the  profits  which  might  have  been  derived  from

supplying  water  to  the  xnills  when  built,  and  awarded  compensation  for  the 
loss  of  those  prospectiye  profits.  Heid^  that  the  umpire  was  right  in  receiving 
the  evidenceand  in  awarding  such  compensation.  -Ripley  v.  Great  Northern 
Ry  Co.  (Chan.  App.),  XIV,  717. 

6.  PiBoantinniinoe  of  prooeedings.  A  notice  by  the  defendants,  a  railway 
company,  to  treat  for  a  part  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufactory,  was  met  by  a  coun- 
ter-notice by  the  plaintiffs,  requiring  them  to  take  the  whole.  The  defendants 
then  gave  the  plaintiffii  notice  of  their  intention  to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
for  the  appointment  of  a  surveyor  to  deteimine  the  value  of  the  premises  com- 
prised in  the  notice  to  treat,  and  of  the  further  lands  and  hereditaments  which 
the.  plain tifik could  lawfully  require  and  had  required  the  defendants  to  pur- 
chase and  take.  The  plaintiffs  then  filed  their  bill,  praying  for  a  declaration 
that  the  defendants  could  not  taie  a  part  of  the  manufactory  without  taking 
the  whole ;  whereupon  the  defendants  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  with- 
draw from  their  notice  to  treat,  offering  to  pay  the  plaintiffs'  costs  of  suit  up 
to  that  date;  but  the  plaintiffii  declined  the  offer,  and  insisted  on  an  answer, 
which  was  filed.  The  bill  was  then  amended,  and,  as  amended,  prayed  for  a 
declaration  that  the  defendants  were  bound  to  take  the  whole  mi^ufactoiy.

Where  a  contract  has  provided  that 
the  certificate  of  the  engineer  or  of  an  arbitrator  shall  be  a  condition  pre- 
cedent to  payment,  the  court  does  not  obtain  jurisdiction  of  an  action  to  deCer- 
mine  the  amount  to  be  paid,  because  of  the  insertion  of  a  power  to  refer  to 
arbitration.

2.  Per  Lord  Bomillt,  M.  R.  :  Mere  allegations  of  fraud  without  facts  from 
which  fraud  will  be  inferred  are  not  sufficient  to  avoid  a  demurrer  for  want  of 
equity.  lb.  * 

3.  Remedy  st  law  immfficimit.  A  plea  of  fraud  is  a  good  defense  at  law  to 
an  action  on  a  foreign  judgment ;  and,  therefore,  the  court  of  chancery  -will 
not,  on  the  ground  that  such  a  judgment  was  obtained  by  fraud,  interfere  with 
the  action  at  law.  In  cases  of  concurrent  jurisdiction,  proceedings  at  law  uriil 
not  be  interfered  with  by  the  court  of  chancery,  unless  that  court  can  g:ive 
a  more  perfect  remedy,  or  the  case  can  be  better  tried  by  the  procedure  of 
that  court.

business  any  money,  part  of  his  general  estate,  the  executors  elected  to  con- 
tinue the  business,  but  did  not,  as  they  said  (and  the  contrary  was  not  proved), 
employ  more  of  the  assets  in  carrying  on  the  business  than  were  so  employed 
at  the  testator^s  death.    Upon  bill  by  a  person  alleging  himself  to  be  a  creditor

6.  Action  on  insurance  policy.  A  bill  having  been  filed  by  an  insurance 
company  to  cancel  a  life  policy  as  obtained  by  misrepresentation,  a  motion  was 
made  to  restrain  an  action  upon  the  policy  which  was  commenced  immediately 
after  the  filing  of  the  bill.  Held,  that  this  court  had  complete  jurisdiction, 
but  that  the  question  would  be  more  suitably  tried  before  a  jury ;  and  motion

6.  Action  by  lunatic  The  protection  of  the  court  of  chancery  may  be  in- 
voked in  proper  cases,  and  so  far  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary,  in  behalf  of 
a  person  of  unsound  mind  who  has  not  been  found  so  by  inquisition,  by  any 
person  as  his  next  friend.  The  court  will  entertain  such  a  suit  not  by  reason 
of  the  incompetency  of  the  lunatic,  but  by  virtue  of  its  general  jurisdiction; 
and  it  can  exercise  only  such  Jurisdiction  therein  as  it  could  if  he  was  of  sound 
mind.

7.  Restraining  action  at  law.  In  a  bill  filed  to  restrain  an  action  at  law  the 
statements  were  as  follows :  In  the  voluntary  winding  up  of  a  joint-stock 
company  a  sum  of  £500  was  awarded  to  the  defendant  as  compensation  fochis 
loss  of  salary  as  secretary  of  the  company.  The  defendant  was  at  that  time 
indebted  to  the  company  in  a  larger  sum  than  £500,  and  the  plaintiff,  who  was 
the  liquidator  of  the  company,  accordingly  wrote  to  the  defendant  informing 
him  of  the  award,  and  asking  him  to  pay  the  balance  due  from  him  after  set- 
ting off  the  £500  so  awarded.  The  defendant  brought  an  action  against  the 
plaintiff,  seeking  to  make  him  personally  liable  for  the  sum  of  £500,  as  money 
had  and  received  to  the  defendant's  use.  The  bill  prayed  a  declaration  that 
the  defendant  was  not  entitled  to.  the  payment  of  the  £500  without  settling 
the  debt  due  from  him  to  the  company,  and  that  the  action  nUghtbe  restrained. 
The  defendant  demurred  for  want  of  equity.  Held,  that  as  the  bill  disclosed 
a  good  defense  at  law  to  the  defendant's  action,  there  was  no  ground  for  relief 
in  equity,  and  the  demurrer  was  allowed.  Kemp  v.  Tucker  (Chan.  App.),  V,

2i The  plaintiff,  having  been  convicted  of  a  misdemeanor,  prepared  a 
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writ  of  error,  and  requested  the  clerk  of  the  petty  bagf  office  to  seal  it  in  pnr- 
saance  of  12  &  18  Vict.,  c.  109,  8.  88.  The  clerk  having  refused,  on  the  ground 
that  the  attorney-general  had  not  issued  his  fiat,  the  plaintiff  brought  an  action 
against  the  clerk  claiming  damages  for  the  refusal,  and  a  mandamus  to  com- 
pel the  clerk  to  seal  the  writ.  Held,  that  the  action  must  be  stayed,  as  being 
frivolous  and  vexatious,  and  an  abuse  of  the  process  of  the  court.  lb.

ESCROW. 

1.  Oonditlonal  dellyery-  The  deliver]^  to  the  solicitor  of  the  grantee  of  an 
instrument  executed  by  the  grantor  will  not  convert  the  instrument  from  an 
escrow  into  a  deed,  provided  the  delivery  is  of  a  character  negativing  its  being 
a  delivery  to  the  grantee.     Watkins  v.  Ifash  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  781. 

2. In  the  ordinary  definitions  of  an  escrow,  when  delivery  to  a  stranger 

is  spoken  of,  what  is  meant  is  such  a  delivery  as  is  not  intended  to  be  to  the 
grantee  or  person  beneficially  interested  at  the  tifne,  such  as  a  delivery  to  some 
person  who  is  to  hold  the  instrument  in  an  incomplete  state  for  the  benefit  of 
all  parties,  until  the  conditions  are  performed.  lb.

ESTATE  TAIL. 

Disentailing.  Freeholds  stood  limited  to  A.,  B.,  C.  and  D.  jointly  for 
life,  remainder  in  fifths  to  them  and  E.  as  tenants  in  common  in  tail  male, 
with  cross  remainders  in  tail  male.  A. ,  without  the  consent  of  B.,  C,  or  D., 
and  in  the  life-time  of  E.,  who.  afterward  died  without  issue,  executed  a  dis- 
entailing deed  of  his  estates  tall.  Held,  that  A.  Was  a  protector  not  merely  of 
an  aliquot  share  of  the  estate,  but  specifically  of  his  original  fifth  share,  and 
also  of  the  fourth  of  E.'s  fifth  in  remainder  after  E.'s  estate  tail ;  and  conse- 
quently that  the  original  fifth  share  of  A.,  and  also  his  fourth  pf  E.'b  fifth 
share,  were  effectually  disentailed.    TuffneU  v.  Barrell  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  729.

1.  By  bill  of  lading.  A  shipowner  is  not  estopped  by  the  signature  of  the 
bill  of  lading  by  the  master  from  showing  that  the  goods  or  some  of  them 
were  never  actually  put  on  board.  Brown  v.  PoweU,  etc.^  Coal  Co.  (Com.  PI.), 
XIV,  420. 

2.  By  deed.  A  married  woman  is  bound  by  estoppel  by  a  recital  in  a  deed 
duly  executed  and  acknowledged  by  her  in  the  same  manner  as  if  she  were 
a  feme  eole.    Jonee  v.  F^oH;  In  re  Fiddey  (Chan.  App.)  Ill,  622. 

3.  By  election  of  remedy.  When  a  company  has  in  this  country  been 
ordered  to  be  woimd  up,  judgment  creditors  who  are  in  this  country,  and  liave 
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proved  under  the  winding  ap,  will  not  be  allowed  to  attach  property  in  India 
belonging  to  the  company.  In  re  Oriental  Uo,;  Bz  parte  Scinde  By.  Co,  (Chan. 
App.),  X,  586. 

4.  By  pleading.  Where  the  declaration  shows  sabstantiallj  a  contract,  and 
a  tender  in  compliance  with  it,  the  plaintiff  is  not  estopped  from  contending 
for  the  true  interpretation  of  the  contract  by  the  fact  that  he  has  also  set  out 
in  his  declaration  an  alternative  case  of  a  tender  which  would  not  have  been 
a  compliance.    McConneU  v.  Mu^Tphy  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  164 

6.  By  accepting  notloe.  An  insurance  company,  having  power  to  issue 
bonds  and  other  securities,  issued  to  S.  a  bond  conditioned  to  be  void  on  pay- 
ment to  him,  his  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  of  £250  on  a  future 
day.  The  bond  was  assigned  for  value  to  B.,  and  notice  of  the  assignment 
given  at  the  office  of  the  company  and  accepted,  but  the  assignment  was  never 
registered.  No  inquiry  was  made  as  to  the  validity  of  the  instrument  before 
B.  took  the  assignment.  Before  the  bond  fell  due,  the  company  went  into 
liquidation.  Held^  on  an  application  by  B.*s  executors  to  prove  against  the 
company^  that  the  company  had,  by  accepting  notice  of  the  assignment,  pre- 
cluded themselves  from  setting  up  against  the  assignee  equities  between  them 
and  the  original  obligor  attaching  to  the  instrument  itself.  In  re  Hercules 
Ins.  Co,  Brunton's  claim  (Eq.  C).  XI.  841. 

6.  By  Consent.  A  party  to  a  suit,  who,  knowing  that  certain  other  parties 
are  infants,  consents  that  a  certain  unusual  course  shall  be  taken  in  the  suit, 
cannot  after  that  course  has  been  taken  object  that  his  consent  does  not  bind 
him  because  the  other  parties  were  infants  and  could  not  consent.  Pisani  v. 
Attorney-General  (Priv.  C),  X,  78. 

7.  By  denial  of  membership.  Trustees  of  a  building  society,  who  deny  the 
membership  of  a  person  suing  them,  are  estopped  from  alleging  that  the 
cause  of  action  is  between  them  and  him  as  a  member  of  the  society,  which 
by  the  terms  of  the  articles  of  association  must  be  submitted  to  arbitration. 
Prentice  v.  London  (Com.  PI.),  XIV,  511. 

8.  By  giving  notice.  The  plaintiff  bought  goods  which  were  to  be  con- 
signed to  him  at  Liverpool  from  St.  Helen's  by  the  defendant's  railway.  On 
thb  7th  of  July,  1878,  the  plaintiff  received  advice-notes  from  the  defendants 
informing  him  that  three  parcels  of  goods  had  been  received  by  them  for  his 
account,  and  that  they  held  them  subject  to  his  order  and  to  the  payment  of 
rent  and  charges.  The  plaintiff  immediately  instructed  his  broker  to  sell  the 
whole.  Early  in  August  the  plaintiff  received  invoices  of  the  three  parcels 
from  his  vendors,  and  paid  for  the  whole  by  an  acceptance  which  was  duly  hon- 
ored. The  goods  were  sold  on  the  21st  of  August,  and  the  rent  and  charges 
on  the  three  parcels  were  paid  to  the  defendants  by  the  broker ;  but  it  turned 
out  that  ttDo  parcels  only  had  been  delivered  to  the  defendants  (the  third  still 
remaining  on  the  premises  of  the  vendors),  and  the  plaintiff  was  obliged  to 
pay  to  his  vendees  £5  is.  Id.,  the  difference  between  the  price  at  which  they 
had  bought  the  third  parcel  and  what  they  had  to  pay  for  other  goods.  The 
defendants'  servants  were  aware  on  the  9th  of  July  that  they  had  never  re- 
ceived the  third  parcel,  but  no  notice  of  the  mistake  was  given  to  the  plain- 
tiff until  the  Ist  of  September,  after  the  goods  had  been  resold  and  the  charges 
paid.    Held,  in  a  special  action  for  non-deUvery  of  the  third  parcel,  with  a 
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count  in  trover,  that  the  defendants  were  not  estopped  from  showing  that  the 
goods  had  never  reached  their  hands ;  and  consequently  could  neither  be 
liable  in  trover  nor  for  breach  of  contract  in  not  delivering  the  goods.  Carr

9. There  was  here  nq  intended  representation  of  anj  thing  which  was 

false  to  the  knowledge  of  the  defendant ;  nor  any  representation  of  the  exist- 
ence of  a  state  of  facts  intended  to  be  acted  on  in  a  particular  way ;  nor  any 
conduct  on  the  part  of  the  defendant  which  a  reasonable  man  would  take  to 
mean  a  certain  representation  of  facts,  intended  to  influence  the  action  of  the 
plaintiff.  lb. 

10.  By  holding  under  wUL  R.  A.,  being  tenant  by  the  curtesy  of  certain 
premises,  devised  them  by  his  will  to  trustees  for  his  daughter  Rebecca  for 
life,  with  remainder  to  his  grandson  William.  Upon  the  death  of  testator, 
Rebecca  entered  into  possession  of  the  premises  purported  to  be  devised,  and 
paid  for  some  years  certain  annuities  charged  by  the  will  upon  the  premises, 
and  was  suffered  by  the  heir  at  law  to  remain  in  possession  undisturbed  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  William  conveyed  his  remainder  to  the  plaintiff. 
Rebecca,  after  she  had  been  in  possession  more  than  twenty  years,  conveyed 
the  premises  in  fee  to  the  defendant,  who,  upon  her  death,  took  possession. 
The  plaintiff,  the  assignee  of  William,  the  remainderman,  having  brought 
ejectment,  held,  that  Rebecca  having  entered  under  the  will,  the  defendant 
claiming  through  her  was  estopped  as  against  all  those  in  remainder  from  dis 
puting  the  validity  of  the  will,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover.

11.  By  using  under  license.  One  who  has  enjoyed  the  use  of  a  patent  under 
a  license  or  as  a  partner  with  the  patentee  cannot,  as  between  himself  and  the 
patentee,  dispute  the  validity  of  the  patent  during  the  continuance  of  his 
license,  or  of  the  partnership,  but  he  is  not  estopped  from  doing  so  afterward. 
Axmann  v.  Lund  (Eq.  C),  IX,  841.

1.  Alteration.  In  the  absence  of  evidence  as  to  the  time  when  an  alteration 
was  made  in  a  will,  the  presumption  is  that  it  was  made  after  the  execution  of 
the  will,  and  where  there  is  a  codicil  republishing  the  will,  that  the  alteration 
was  made  after  the  codicil ;  but  the  declaration  of  the  testator  after  the  execu- 
tion of  the  will  is  competent  to  show  that  the  alteration  was  made  before  the 
execution  of  the  codicil.    In  the  Goods  of  Sykee  (Prob.  &  Div.),  V,  521. 

2.  Oom{>liance  with  law.  Where  a  public  company  has  been  incorporated 
by  virtue  of  a  statute  which  prescribed  certain  rules  for  the  constitution  of 
such  companies,  and  for  regulating  their  proceedings,  it  will  be  assumed,  in 
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judging  of  the  transactions  between  the  company  and  other  parties,  that  the 
requirements  of  the  statute  have  been  complied  with.  Colonial  BaThk  of 
Ausiralcutia  ▼.  Willan  (Priv.  C),  IX,  225. 

3. It  is  not  incumbent  on  a  person  lending  money  to  a  joint-stock  com- 
pany to  ascertain  that  all  the  proceedings  of  the  company  and  its  shareholders, 
inUr  se,  have  been  strictly  regular.  lb. 

4.  Of  death.  A  tenant  for  life  entitled  beneficially  ucider  a  will  assigned 
her  interests  to  secure  the  repayment  of  certain  advances,  and  the  premiums 
on  policies  on  her  life.  At  the  end  of  March,  1866,  a  small  sum  of  money  -^ 
usually  paid  quarterly  —  was  paid  to  her.  Shortly  afterward  she  went  on  a 
pedestrian  tour,  and  had  never  been  heard  of  since.  The  small  sum  which 
became  payable  at  the  end  of  June  was  never  applied  for.  Held,  in  an  action 
tried  in  1875,  that  the  presumption  was  that  she  was  dead ;  that  on  the  evidence 
she  could  not  be  presumed  to  have  died  before  June,  1866;  but  that  she  must  be 
taken  to  have  died  soon  after  June,  1866.

6. Where  a  party,  after  removing  from  his  previous  place  of  residence, 

has  not  been  heard  of  for  seventeen  years,  though  inquiries  have  been  made 
in  respect  to  him,  and  from  his  previous  habits  it  is  believed  by  his  relatives 
that  he  would  have  communicated  with  them  if  alive,  he  must  be  presumed 
to  be  dead  without  issue.

7.  Affidavit.  At  the  hearing  of  a  cause  on  replication,  the  plaintiff  proposed 
to  read  the  affidavit  of  a  witness  occupying  an  official  position  in  the  United 
States.  Notice  to  cross-examine  this  witness  had  been  given,  and  he  had  come 
over  to  thin  country  for  the  purpose  of  being  cross-examined,  but  had  been 
obliged  to  return  before  the  cause  came  on  to  be  heard.  The  plaintiff  had 
given  the  defendant  only  one  day's  notice  before  the  witness  left  the  country. 
Hdd,  that  the  affidavit  could  not  be  read.    Dunne  v.  English  (Eq.  C),  X,  887. 

8.  iBimraxioe  slip.  By  80  Vict.,  c.  28,  s.  7,  no  contract  or  agreement  for  sea 
insurance  shall  be  valid,  unless  expressed  in  a  policy.  Heldt  that,  notwith- 
standing that  statute,  a  preliminary  contract  or  memorandum  of  insurance, 
called  a  slip,  might  be  given  in  evidence,  though  not  valid  as  a  contract,  as 
evidence  of  the  intention  of  the  parties.  lonides  v.  Facifie  Ins,  Co,  (Q.  B.), 
II,  687. 

9;  Register  of  births.  An  extract  from  a  register  of  births,  purporting  to 
be  signed  and  certified  by  a  deputy  superintendent  and  registrar,  as  the  person 
in  whose  custody  the  register  book  is,  is  admiBf«ible  in  evidence  on  its  mere 
production.     Begina  v.  Weamr  (C.  C.  Res.),  VII,  323. 

10.  Surveyor's  certificate.  Under  an  act  authorizing  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion to  pull  down  or  repair  buildings,  in  case  the  city  surveyor  shall  certify 
that  there  is  imminent  danger  from  them,  the  certificate  of  such  surveyor  as 
to  the  dangerous  condition  of  a  building  is  conclusive  upon  that  point  in  an 
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action  to  recover  back  money  paid  by  the  city  to  repair  it.  Gheetham  r.  Mayor, 
eic„  of  ManeheHer  (Com.  Pi.),  XII,  824.

11.  Proof  of  loM.  In  a  prosecution  for  a  forgery,  if  the  forged  writing  be 
not  produced,  its  loss  or  destruction  must  be  proved  by  the  best  evidence  that 
can  be  given,  before  secondary  evidence  thereof  can  be  admitted.  It  is  not 
sufficient  to  show  a  thorough  search  for  it  by  one  who  has  had  it,  and  its  proba- 
ble delivery  to  and  destruction  by  a  third  party,  without  calling  and  examining 
such  third  party.     Rsgina  v.  HaU  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  212. 

12.  Copy  of  mortgage.  A  mortg^age  deed  could  not  be  produced,  and  a 
copy  purporting  to  have  been  furnished  by  the  solicitor  who  held  the  deed, 
was  produced  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  as  evidence  of  the  deed ;  the  plaintiff 
also  deposed  to  the  existence  of  the  mortgage.  The  defendants  had,  in  their 
answers,  not  expre^slf  challenged  the  mortgage  deed,  and  had  admitted  that 
there  had  been  a  reconveyance  of  part  of  the  property  comprised  in  the  mort- 
gage. Held,  that  as  against  these  defendants,  the  mortgage  deed  was  sufficiently 
proved.

13.  Draft  of  mortgage.  Where  a  mortgage  to  trustees  was  shown  to  have 
been  wrongfully  delivered  by  one  of  the  trustees  to  the  mortgagor,  -and  upon 
searches  made  among  the  papers  of  such  mortgagor  after  his  death,  and  in- 
quiries made  of  his  son  and  legal  representative,  no  such  paper  could  be  found, 
a  draft  from  which  the  mortgage  was  prepared,  found  among  the  papers  of 
the  solicitor  who  prepared  it,  and  identified  by  memoranda  made  by  him  and 
by  evidence  of  one  who  read  it  at  its  date,  was  admitted  as  sufficient  evidence 
thereof.

14.  OiroumstantiaL  In  considering  circumstantial  evidence  all  the  circum- 
stances must  be  examined  and  compared  to  establish  the  required  elucidation.

16. In  dealing  with  circumstantial  evidence, the  court  derives  much  aid 

from  the  opposing  criticisms  of  counsel.  lb. 

16. Evidence  of  the  declarations  of  a  testator  as  to  whom  he  intended 

to  benefit,  or  supposed  he  had  benefited,  can  only  be  received  where  the  de- 
scription of  the  legatee,  or  of  the  thing  bequeathed,  is  eqiually  applicable,  in 
all  its  parts,  to  two  persons,  or  to  two  things.  But  evidence  of  the  circumstances, 
the  habits  and  the  state  of  his  family  at  the  time  he  made  the  will,  is  admis- 
sible, so  as  to  put  the  court  in  the  position  of  the  testator,  in  order  to  ascertain 
the  bearing  and  application  of  the  language  which  he  uses,  and  whether  there 
exist  any  person  or  thing  to  which  the  whole  description  given  in  the  wil\  can 
be,  with  sufficient  certainty,  applied.  Charier  v.  Charter  (H.  of  L.),  XII,  1, 
affirming  S.  C,  I,  249. 

17.  Oufftom.  The  defendants,  acting  as  agents  for  one  L.,  chartered  a  ship 
for  the  conveyance  of  a  cargo  of  currants  from  the  Ionian  Islands.  The 
charter-party  was  expressed  to  be  made  and  was  signed  by  the  defendants,  aa 
*'  agents  to  men'.hants,"  the  name  of  the  principal  not  being  disclosed.  Heldt 
that  evidence  was  admissible  in  an  action  by  the  shipowners  against  the  de- 
fendants upon  the  charter-party,  of  a  trade  usage,  by  which,  if  the  name  of 
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the  principal  is  not  disclooed  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  agents  themselves 
are  personally  liable.    Hutehinson  v.  Tatham  (Ck>m.  PI.),  YI,  230. 

18. In  an  action  to  enforce  the  personal  llabilitj  of  London  fruit  brok- 
ers upon  a  contract  note,  signed  by  them  as  brokers,  in  which  they  say :  *'  We 
have  this  day  sold  for  your  account  to  our  principal "  so  many  tons  of  raisins, 
on  the  refusal  of  the  purchasers  to  accept  all  the  raisins,  evidence  is  admissi- 
ble to  show  the  existence  of  a  custom  in  the  London  fruit  trade  and  also  in 
the  London  colonial  market,  that  if  the  brokers  did  not  give  the  names  of 
their  principals  in  the  contract,  they  were  personally  liable,  although  they 
signed  as  brokers.    ^Uet  v.  Murton  (Q.  B.),  I,  83. 

19.  ZSxperiments.  Evidence  of  experiments  made  subsequently  to  a  fire  is 
admissible  in  order  to  show  the  way  in  which  the  building  was  set  fire  to.

2(X  Intenti  Where  it  is  a  question  whether  poison  was  accidentally  or  in- 
tentionallyiadministered,  the  prosecution  may  show  that  others  had  previously 
died  in  the  same  house  from  the  same  poison.

21.  Jndgment  against  eKaontor.  In  a  creditors'  suit  for  administration  of 
the  real  and  personal  estate  of  a  testator,  a  judgment  recovered  against  the 
executors  (who  were  also  trustees  of  the  real  estate),  held  to  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  a  debt  as  against  the  persons  interested  in  the  real  estate ;  but  they 
were  to  be  at  liberty  to  adduce  rebutting  evidence.

amount  of  rents  for  which  B.'s  estate  was  liable.  Held,  that  such  judgment 
was  tfot  evidence  of  wrongful  possession  by  B.  which  would  serve  as  a  foun- 
dation for  a  claim  for  rents  against  B/s  estate,  nor  was  the  stipulation  opera- 
tive.

2^  Offenshre  smells.  The  declaration  in  an  action  for  a  nuisance  alleged 
that,  in  consequence  of  the  nuisance  complained  of,  the  plaintiflTs  premises 
had  been  rendered  '*  unhealthy  and  incommodious,"  as  well  as  a  house  of 
business  as  also  as  a  dwelling-house.  Held,  that  evidence  that  the  premises 
were  rendered  uncomfortable  by  reason  of  the  offensive  smells  arising  from 
the  staling  of  the  horses  which  were  kept  constantly  standing  opposite  to 
them,  was  properly  admitted.    Benjamin  v.  8torr  (Com.  PI.),  X,  281.- 

26.  BervioM  by  broker.  In  an  action  by  a  broker  to  recover  his  commission 
on  the  sale  of  a  house,  which  he  had  advertised  and  shown  to  U.,  the  purchaser, 
before  negotiations  by  the  latter  with  the  owner,  the  judge  at  the  trial  put  the 
following  question  to  IJ. :  *'  Would  you,  if  you  had  not  gone  to  the  plaintiffs* 
office  and  got  the  card,  have  purchased  the  house?"    and,  overruling  an  ob- 
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jection  hj  the  defendant's  oonnsel,  reoelyed  his  answer,  which  was,  "  I  shonld 
think  not."  Held,  that  the  answer  was  properly  received.  ManseU  v.  Cle- 
menu  (Com.

26.  Value  of  annuity.  In  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  cansing  the

It  was  proved  that  the  parcel  was  sent  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  27th  of  July,  by  the  defendants'  railway,  addressed  to  a  clerk  of 
plaintiffs  at  U.,  where  there  was  a  station  on  defendants'  railway ;  that  the 
parcel  was  not  delivered,  and  on  the  same  day  H.,  a  porter  in  the  defendants' 
service  at  U.  station,  disappeared.  A  superintendent  of  police  at  U.  gave,  after 
objection  by  defendants,  the  following  evidence :  *'  I  know  P.,  the  station- 
master  at  defendants'  railway  station  at  U.  In  consequence  of  a  communica- 
tion, I  went  to  him  on  Saturday,  the  80th  of  July.  He  told  me  that  H.,  a 
parcel  porter,  had  absconded  from  the  service;  that  a  money  parcel  was 
missing,  and  he.  P.,  suspected  H.  had  taken  it ;  would  I  (the  witness)  make 
inquiries  after  him  ? "  A  verdict  having  passed  for  plaintiffs,  held,  that  the 
evidence  \ias  rightly  admitted ;  for  that  it  must  be  taken  that  the  station- 
master,  being  the  person  in  charge  there,  had  authority  from  the  defendants 
to  set  the  police  in  motion,  and  that  what  he  said  pertinent  to  the  occasion, 
when  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  authority,  was  evidence  against  the  de- 
fendants.   KirkstaU  Brefcery  Co.  v.  Fumesa  By.  Co.  (Q.  B.),  X,  118. 

28.  Other  party  deceased.  The  parol  testimony  of  the  maker  of  a  note  as 
to  a  conversation  held  by  him  with  the  payee  ought  not  to  be  received  after 
the  death  of  the  payee,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  same  was  given 
merely  to  secure  the  interest  on  the  sum  specified  during  the  life  of  the  payee, 
the  principal  being  a  gift  from  him.  unless  it  is  corroborated.

33.  To  change  contract.  Parol  evidence  is  not  admissible  to  show  that  a 
written  contract,  which  is  by  its  terms  a  weekly  hiring  at  weekly  wages, 
was  in  fact  intended  as  a  hiring  for  a  year.

V.  BUKDBN  OF  PROOF. 

3^  Ckdlislon  caae.  Where,  in  a  case  of  collision,  the  defense  of  inevitable 
accident  is  raised,  the  onus  of  proof  lies,  in  the  first  instance,  on  those  who 
bring  the  suit  against  the  vessel  and  seek  to  be  indemnified  for  damage  sus- 
tained to  show  that  the  blame  attaches  to  the  vessel  proceeded  against,  and 
until  %  prima  faeie  case  of  negligence  and  want  of  due  seamanship  is  shown, 
the  latter  vessel  is  not  bound  to  prove  its  defense.

21. In  1810  a  lease  for  61^  years  was  granted  by  the  predecessors  in 

title  of  the  plaintiffs  to  one  "  H.  Q,,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns.*' 
In  1814  H.  G.  died  intestate.  His  widow  administered  to  his  effects,  and 
remained  possessed  of  the  lease  till  her  death,  in  1848.  After  her  death  G.  S. 
Heales  (the  father  of  the  defendant),  who  had  married  a  daughter  of  H.  G., 
without  any  administration  took  possession  of  the  premises  and  received  the 
rent,  paying  the  ground  rent,  and  he  continued  to  do  so  untU  his  death,  in 
1856.  After  the  death  of  G.  S.  Heales  the  defendant  received  the  rent  of  the 
premises,  and,  after  paying  the  ground  rent,  handed  over  the  balance  to  his 
mother,  conceiving  her  to  be  entitled  to  it.  He  also  from  time  to  time  let  the 
premises.  After  the  death  of  his  mother  the  defendant  continued  to  receive 
the  rent  of  the  premises,  paying  the  ground  rent,  and  dividing  the  balance 
between  his  two  sisters  and  himself,  —  no  further  administration  having  been 
taken  out.  He  continued  to  do  this  down  to  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  when 
he  delivered  up  the  premises  to  the  plaintiffs  out  of  repair.

30.  Power  to  oliarge  estate.  The  executrix  of  a  testator  kept  an  executor- 
ship account  with  a  bank,  and  having  a  power,  under  the  will,  to  mortgage 
The  real  estate  in  aid  of  the  personalty,  she  deposited  with  the  bank  the  title- 
deeds  of  part  of  the  testator's  real  estate  as  security  for  the  balance.  The 
account  was  considerably  overdrawn  by  the  executrix,  and  the  moneys  to  a 
great  extent  misapplied,  but  without  the  bank  having  notice  of  the  misappli- 
cation. The  security  having  proved  insufficient  to  pay  the  balance,  the  bank 
applied  to  prove  as  creditors  against  the  testator's  estate  for  the  difference. 
Held,  that  they  were  not  entitled  to  prove;  for  that  a  person  cannot,  by  con- 
tract with  an  executor,  acquire  a  right  to  prove  as  a  creditor  against  the  estate, 
though  the  executor  has  power  to  give  him  a  lien  on  specific  assets.

but  the  executor,  having  taken  no  step  in  the  meantime,  did  not  find  out  the 
loes  until  December,  1872.

Held,  that  the  surviving  executor  was  entitled  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  estate  all  the  costs  for  which  he  was  liable,  and  that  the  costs  incurred 
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for  tlie  deceued  executor  In  Mkiag'  the  bccoudI  of  lib  debt  muBt  be  aet  off 
against  the  Bom  foond  due  from  blm.

41.  AcUon  for  administration.  Tbe  legal  personal  representative  of  a  tes- 
tator la  a  neeetsarj  partj  to  a  suit  for  tbe  administration  at  bis  real  and  per- 
sonal estate ;  and  11  he  is  not  made  a  party,  no  decree  can  be  made  in  such  a 
suit,  even  though  an  executor  de  ion  tort  and  the  truslees  of  the  real  estate 
are  before  the  court.     RotnteU  v.  Jlorru  (Eq.  C),  VII,  &18. 

42. Where  It  is  plain  on  the  face  of  the  bill  that  a  suit  is  defectire  for 

want  of  parties,  a  defendant  raising  the  objection  at  the  hearing  is  entitled  to 
the  costs  of  the  day,  although  he  maj  not  have  taken  the  objection  by  his 
answer.  lb. 

43. A  bill  filed  bj  a  creditor  for  the  administration  of  a  testator's  estate 

alleged  that  one  of  the  defendants  was  named  as  an  executor  in  the  will,  and 
that,  although  he  had  not  proved  the  will,  be  had  never  renonnced  probate. 
It  is  also  alleged  that  the  defendant  was  a  debtor  to  the  testator's  estate,  and 
that  the  acting  eiecotor  was  insolvent,  and  did  not  Intend  to  enforce  the  debt 
against  him,  The  defendant  bf  his  answer  did  not  admit  the  debt.  The 
plaintiff  then  amended  his  bill  by  introducing  charges  tending  to  prove  that 
the  defendant  was  a  debtor  to  the  estate.

52),  extradition  crimes  are  enumerated,  accessories  being 
nowhere  mentioned ;  amongst  others  are  **  crimes  by  bankrupts  against  bank- 
ruptcy law."  Ifeld,  that  this  could  not  be  extended  to  complicity,  by  a  person 
not  himself  a  bankrupt,  in  a  fraudulent  bankruptcy.  Matter  of  Caunhaye

2. BemblBy  that,  under  s.  14,  depositions  duly  authenticated  are  admiss- 
ible in  proceedings  under  the  act,  though  not  taken  in  the  presence  of  the 
accused,  nor  on  the  particular  charge.  lb.

It  is  a  proyision  of  the  Hong  Kong  Ordinance, 
No.  2  of  1850,  that,  where  it  may  appear  to  a  magistrate  or  court  that  there  is 
probable  cause  for  believing  that  a  Chinese,  who  has  taken  refuge  at  Hong 
Kong,  has  committed  "  any  crime  or  offense  against  the  laws  of  China,"  he 
may  be  imprisoned  with  a  view  to  his  being  surrendered  to  the  government  of 
China.  HMt  that  the  words  "  crime  or  offense "  must  be  limited  to  those 
ordinary  crimes  and  offenses  which  are  punishable  by  the  laws  of  all  nations, 
and  wluch  are  not  peculiar  to  the  laws  of  China,  such  as  murder,  robbery, 
theft,  or  arson,  committed  by  a  Chinese  within  Chinese  territory,  or  in  Chinese 
ships  on  the  high  seas ;  piracy,  moreover,  in  certain  circumstances  would  come 
within  the  ordinance,  as  for  example  if  a  Chinese  went  from  the  Chinese  coast 
to  plunder  shipNi  at  sea,  returning  again  to  China  with  his  plunder.  Aitamey" 
QenercH  v.  Kwok^8ing  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  148. 

6. Where  a  Chinese,  who  had  taken  refuge  in  Hong  Kong,  was  accused 

of  having  previously  murdered  a  French  captain  of  a  French  ship  at  sea,  it 
was  KM  that  he  could  not  be  imprisoned  and  delivered  up  to  the  Chinese 
government  under  the  ordinance,  on  two  grounds :  1.  That  it  could  not  be 
assumed,  without  evidence,  that  there  was  any  law  in  China  to  punish  a 
Chinese  subject  for  a  murder  committed  upon  a  foreigner  within  foreign  terri- 
tory ;  and,  2.  That,  even  if  it  could  be  so  assumed,  still  the  offense  having 
been  committed  within  French  territory,  ought  to  be  treated  as  an  offense 
against  French  and  not  as  an  offense  against  Chinese  law.  lb. 

7> Where  some  of  a  larg^  number  of  Chinese  coolies,  who  were  being 

taken  from  China  to  Peru,  in  a  French  ship,  killed  the  captain  and  several  of 
the  French  crew,  and  then  took  the  ship  back  to  China,  they  were  held  to  have 
been  guilty  of  piracy  jure  gentium.  But  the  piracy  was  held  not  to  be  an 
offense  against  the  law  of  China  within  the  meaning  of  the  ordinance.  If 
they  committed  an  act  against  the  municipal  law  of  any  nation,  it  was  against 
that  of  France ;  and  if  they  were  punishable  by  the  law  of  China,  it  was  only 
because  they  had  committed  an  act  of  piracy  which  jura  gentium  is  justiciable 
everywhere.   lb. 
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8.  Ptelimlnary  Inquiry.  By  the  33  &  34  Vict.,  c.  62  (the  Extradition  Act), 
when  a  f agitiye  criminal  ie  brought  before  a  police  magistrate,  the  latter  is  to 
hear  the  case  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  pow- 
ers,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  if  the  prisoner  were  brought  before  him  charged 
with  an  indictable  offense  committed  in  England.  Held,  upon  a  rule  for  a 
habetu  carpus  upon  a  committal  by  a  police  magistrate,  that,  as  this  is  not  a 
court  of  appeal  in  such  a  case,  it  will  not  question  the  judgment  of  the  magis- 
trate if  the  case  was  within  his  jurisdiction  and  there  was  any  eyidence  to 
support  his  decision.    Ex  ptvrU  Euguet  (Cox's  C.  C),  VIII,  505. 

9. Upon  such  a  hearing,  a  witness  gave  his  evidence  before  a  police 

magistrate  in  the  presence  of  the  accused,  and  signed  his  deposition.  The 
further  hearing  of  the  case  was  then  adjourned,  and  on  the  adjournment  day 
the  further  hearing  was  resumed  before  B.,  another  police  magistrate ;  but  aa 
the  witness  before  examined  before  A.  refused  to  attend,  and  had  gone  abroad, 
his  deposition  made  before  A.  was  proved  to  have  been  duly  taken,  and  was 
read  as  part  of  the  case  against  the  accused,  whereupon,  additional  evidence 
having  been  taken,  the  prisoner  was  committed  to  the  Middlesex  House  of 
Detention,  pursuant  to  the  act.  Held,  per  Martin  and  Pollock,  BB.  (Kellt, 
C.  B.,  dfibUaTUe),  that  the  deposition  so  taken  at  the  former  hearing  by  A.  was 
properly  receivable  by  B.  upon  the  subsequent  hearing.  lb. 

10.  Statatory  restzlotioiiB.  The  applicant,  who  had  been  an  avaui  in 
France,  was  now  a  prisoner  in  Jersey.  He  had  been  convicted  par  eantumace, 
by  the  Gour  d' Assize  de  Cdtes  du  Nord,  of  three  offenses  —  abun  de  con  fiance, 
or  breach  of  trust,  fraudulent  bankruptcy  and  forgery.  The  first  of  these 
three  ofienses  is  not  one  for  which  a  surrender  is  stipulated  by  the  French 
treaty  of  1843,  or  by  the  statute  confirming  it,  viz.,  6  &  7  Vict.,  c.  75,  and  there 
has  been  no  extradition  treaty  with  France  since.  By  33  &  34  Vict.,  c.  52, 
s.  3,  sub-sect.  2,  a  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  to  a  foreign  State, 
unless  provision  is  made  by  the  law  of  that  State,  or  by  arrangement,  that  the 
fugitive  criminal  shaU  not,  until  he  has  been  restored,  or  had  an  opportunity 
of  returning  to  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  be  detained  or  tried  in  that  foreign 
State  for  any  offense  committed  prior  to  his  surrender,  other  than  the  extradi- 
tion crime  proved  by  the  facts  on  which  the  surrender  is  grounded.  By  s.  4, 
**  an  order  in  council  for  applying  this  act  in  the  case  of  any  foreign  State  shall 
not  be  made,  unless  the  arrangement  *  *  *  (2)  is  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  in  particular  with  the  restrictions  on  the  surrender 
of  fugitive  criminals  contained  in  this  act."  By  s.  27,  6  &  7  Vict.,  c.  75,  among 
other  acts,  is  repealed,  '*  and  this  act  (with  the  exception  of  any  thing  con- 
tained in  it  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  treaties  referred  to  in  the  acts  so 
repealed)  shall  apply  (as  regards  crimes  committed  either  before  or  after  the 
passing  of  this  act),  in  the  case  of  the  foreign  States  with  which  those  treaties 
are  made,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  an  order  in  council  referring  to  such  trea- 
ties had  been  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  as  if  such  order  had  directed 
that  every  law  and  ordinance  which  is  in  force  in  any  British  possession  with 
respect  to  such  treaties  should  have  effect  as  part  of  this  act."  AAdavits  con- 
cerning the  French  law  were  produced  by  both  sides.  Upon  a  rule  for  a 
habeas  corpus,  directing  the  governor  of  Jersey  prison  to  produce  the  appli- 
cant, the  court  expressed  doubts  as  to  the  exemption  of  old  treaties  from  the 
restrictions  of  the  act  of  1870.    They  held,  however,  that  the  French  law. 
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although  the  affldavitB  were  contradictory,  carried  out  the  restriction  provided 
for.    Ex  parte  Boumer  (Cox's  C.  C),  IV,  550. 

FACTOR. 

1.  UnaiithorisEed  sale  by.  A  warehouse-keeper,  who  has  goods  deposited 
with  him  as  such,  is  not  "  an  agent  intrusted  with  the  possession  "  of  them 
within  the  Factors  Act,  5  &  6  Vict.,  c.  89,  although  he  be  also  a  broker,  and 
is  usually  employed  to  sell  the  goods,  but  always  upon  specific  instructions 
for  that  purpose  received  from  the  principal.  Ode  v.  Narth-wegtem  Bank 
(Com.  PL),  XII,  418;  affirming  S.  C,  X,  349. 

2.  One  Slee  carried  on  the  business  of  a  sheep's  wool  broker  in  Liver- 
pool, and  also  that  of  a  warehouse  keeper.  In  his  capacity  of  warehmise 
keeper  he  was  in  the  habit  of  receiving  from  the  plaintifis,  merchants  in  Lon- 
don, bills  of  lading  for  sheep's  wool  and  goats'  wool  to  arrive  in  Liverpool, 
which  when  landed  was  deposited  in  his  warehouses,  under  directions  to  send 
the  plaintiffs  a  report  and  valuation,  but  he  was  not  authorized  to  sell  without 
specific  instructions.  The  sheep's  wool  so  deposited  with  him  was  usually 
sold  by  Slee,  and  the  proceeds  received  by  him  for  the  plaintiffs.  The  goats' 
wool  Slee  never  sold,  he  not  being  a  goats'  wool  broker.  Having  wools  of  the 
plaintiffs,  of  both  descriptions  in  his  warehouse,  but  not  having  received  any 
instructions  as  to  the  sale  of  either,  Slee  professed  to  pledge  the  whole  with 
the  defendants,  bankers  in  Liverpool,  by  a  letter  in  which  he  undertook  to 
hold  them  as  trustee  for  the  defendants,  to  secure  the  sum  advanced.  Held, 
by  the  Exchequer  Chamber,  that  Slee  was  not,  as  to  any  of  the  wools  so 
agreed  to  be  pledged,  *'  an  agent  intrusted  with  the  possession,"  within  the 
Factors  Act,  6  &  6  Vict.,  c.  89.  lb. 

3. Per  Blacebubn,  J.:    The  intention  of  the  Factors  Act,  5  &  6  Vict.,  c. 

89,  was  that  where  a  third  person  has  intrusted  goods  or  the  documents  of  title 
to  goods  to  an  agent,  who  in  the  course  of  such  agency  sells  or  pledges  them, 
he  should  be  deemed  by  that  act  to  have  misled  any  one  who  bona  fide  deals 
with  the  agent,  and  makes  a  purchase  from  or  an  advance  to  him  without 
notice  that  he  was  not  authorized  to  sell  the  goods  or  to  procure  the  ad- 
vance, lb. 

^ Per  Bkamwell,  B.:    The  statute  was  meant  to  apply  to  those  cases 

where  one  person  has  given  an  apparent  authority  to  another,  and  a  third  per- 
son has  dealt  with  that  other  in  the  belief  that  the  authority  really  existed.  lb.

WheD  lie  afterward  called  about  it  Rt  the  factory  •  detective  was  present, 
who  asked  the  toTeman  if  be  gave  plaintiff  in  charge  for  stealing  the  tool,  to 
which  the  foreman  replied  he  mnst  see  the  defendants'  managing  director  first. 
The  plaintiff  and  the  detective  went  together  to  the  police  station,  and  the 
(oreman  afterward  appeared,  charged  the  plaintiff  and  algned  the  charge 
sheet.  The  next  momtng,  the  plaintiff  liaTing  been  locked  ap  all  night,  the 
defendants'  mana^ng  director  gave  evideace  against  the  plaintiff;  bat  the 
charge  was  dismissed.  Upon  that  the  managing  director  made  a  remark  im- 
pngning  the  magistrate's  decision,  for  which  he  was  called  to  order.  The 
plaintiff  brongbt  this  action  in  a  connt;  court  for  false  Imprisonment  j  at  the 
end  of  the  plalntif  ■  case  the  jndge  refused  to  nonsait,  and  the  jury  fonnd  a 
Terdict  of  £00  for  the  pliUntiff.  HdA,  apon  motion,  that  these  facts  aSbrded 
no  evidence  that  the  managing  director  ratified  the  foreman's  action  in  the 
matter,  and  that  a  nonsait  most  be  entered.  Bovm  t.  LonAon  P.  F.  Co.  (Cox's 
C.  C),  XIV,  M8. 

3.  Selit,»iat>  Iptr  BsaicwBLL,  B.),  that,  onder  the  circaiiistaoeea,  tbs

Proteotors,  mrriTonliip.  A  testator  devised  all  his  real  estate  to  the  use  of 
his  son  George,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  first  and  other  sons  successivelj, 
in  tail  male,  and  appointed  two  persons,  not  including  the  tenant  for  life,  to  be 
protectors  of  the  settlement  under  the  82d  section  of  the  Fines  and  Recoveries 
Act.  There  was  no  provision  for  filling  up  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  protector. 
The  tenant  for  life  conveyed  his  life  estate  to  his  son,  the  plaintiff,  who  was 
the  first  tenant  in  tail.  One  of  the  protectors  died,  and  the  survivor  joined 
with  the  tenant  in  tail  in  a  disentailing  deed ;  the  estate  was  then  sold  to  a 
purchaser  for  an  estate  in  fee  simple.  Held,  that  the  estate  tail  was  effectu- 
ally barred  by  the  surviving  protector  having  joined  in  the  disentailing  deed, 
and  a  demurrer  to  a  bill  for  specific  performance  of  the  contract  for  sale  was 

overruled.    Beil  v.  ffoUby  (Eq.  C),  V,  792.

FISHERY. 

1.  In  non-navigable  river.  A  river  was  made  navigable  by  a  company  and 
the  public  allowed  to  navigate  it  on  payment  of  tolls,  under  certain  acts  of 
Parliament ;  but  the  soil  and  rights  of  the  owners  on  each  side  of  the  river 
remained  untouched.  The  public  had  fished  for  many  years  in  the  river  with- 
out interruption  by  the  owner  of  the  soil,  but  he  caused  a  notice  to  be  set  up 
forbidding  all  fishing.  The  appellant  afterward  fished  in  the  river,  and  an 
information  was  taken  out  against  him  under  24  &  25  Yict.,  c.  96,  s.  24.  At 
the  hearing  the  appellant  set  up  the  right  in  the  public,  and  contended  that 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  justices  was  ousted  by  this  bona  fide  claim  of  right. 
ffeld,  that  the  right  set  up  could  not  exist  in  law,  and,  therefore,  title  could 
not  come  in  question,  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  justices  was  not  ousted. 
Hargreaves  v.  Diddams  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  882. 

2.  Right  o£  A  baronial  title  to  land  on  the  sea  shore  will  be  a  habiU  founda- 
tion for  a  claim  to  salmon  fishing  over  against  it,  if  the  requisite  enjoyment 
and  user  be  established.  A  title  by  grant  cum  pUecUionib^is  will  sufilce  if  sup- 
ported by  the  requisite  enjoyment  and  user.  McDouaU  v.  Lord  Advocate  (Sc. 
App.),  XIU,  124. 

3. The  prescriptive  forty  years'  enjoyment  may  be  by  net  and  coble,  as 

well  as  by  stake-net.  lb. 

^  Mode  o£  Per  the  Lord  Chancbllob:  I  cannot  recognize  the  principle 
that  stake-net  fishing  is  the  ordinary  and  well-understood  mode  of  salmon 
fishing  in  the  sea.  lb. 

6. Per  Lord  Hatherlbt  :  The  mode  must  vary  from  time  to'  time  as 

improvements  are  suggested.  lb. 

FIXTURES. 

1.  Iiooms.  The  owner  in  fee  of  a  worsted  mill,  at  which  he  carried  on  the 
business  of  a  worsted  spinner  and  stuff  manufacturer,  mortgaged  it  to  the 
plaintiffs.  By  a  deed  of  arrangement  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1861,  subse- 
quently executed,  the  mortgagor  assigned  all  his  property  to  the  defendants 
as  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.    Under  this  latter  deed  the  defend- 
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ants  seized  certain  looms  which  were  in  the  mill  that  was  mortgaged.  These 
looms  were  attached  to  the  stone  floors  of  the  rooms  of  the  mill  bj  means  of 
nails  driven  through  holes  in  the  feet  of  the  looms,  in  some  cases  into  beams 
which  had  been  built  into  the  stone,  and  in  other  cases  into  plugs  of  wood 
driven  into  holes  drilled  in  the  stone  for  the  purpose.  It  was  necessary  that 
the  looms  should  be  so  attached  for  the  purpose  of  steadying  them  and  keep- 
ing them  in  a  true  direction,  perpendicular  to  the  line  of  the  shafting,  by 
means  of  which  the  steam  power  was  applied  to  them.  It  was  impossible  to 
remove  the  looms  without  drawing  the  nails ;  but  this  could  be  done  easily 
and  without  any  serious  damage  to  the  flooring.  The  plaintiffs  brought  trover 
for  the  looms.  Hdd,  that  the  looms  passed  by  the  mortgage  of  the  mill  as 
part  of  the  realty,  and  the  action  was,  therefore,  maintainable.  Holland  v. 
Hodgson  (Com.  PI.),  II,  655. 

2.  Assignment  oL  H.,  a  lessee  for  years,  demised  by  indenlure  of  mortgage 
to  the  plaintifis  certain  buildings  used  as  an  iron  factory  for  the  residue  of 
the  term,  except  the  last  two  days,  and  by  the  same  indenture  he  also  assigned 
to  the  plaintiffs  all  the  machinery,  plant,  fixtures,  implements,  utensils,  and 
effects,  then  or  thereafter  to  be  fixed  to  or  used  in  or  about  the  buildings, 
subject  to  redemption  on  payment  of  the  mortgage  money  and  interest.  Held, 
that  the  indenture,  being  an  assignment  of  fixtures,  was  an  assignment  of 
personal  chattels  within  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act,  and  required  registration.  Hato-

3.  Mortgage  o£  J.,  the  lessee  of  a  public-house  and  two  cottages,  who  was 
bound  by  the  covenants  of  his  lease  to  deliver  up,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term,  all  fixtures,  except  trade  fixtures,  demised  by  way  of  mortgage  the  pub- 
lic-house and  premises,  including  all  the  tenant's  fixtures,  to  a  mortgagee  for 
all  the  residue  of  the  term  except  the  last  three  days.  The  deed  contained  a 
power  to  the  mortgagee,  in  case  of  default,  to  sell  the  premises  or  any  part 
thereof,  either  together  or  in  parcels,  and  either  for  the  term  thereby  granted 
or  for  the  original  term,  with  a  declaration  that  in  case  of  a  sale  the  mort- 
gagor should  hold  the  last  three  days  of  the  term  in  trust  for  the  purchaser. 
J.  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation,  and  a  trustee  was  appointed.  Held,  that  the 
mortgage  deed  gave  no  power  to  the  mortgagee  to  sell  or  take  possession 
of  the  fixtures  separately  from  the  buildings,  and  that,  therefore,  it  did  not 
raquire  to  be  registerod  undel-  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act..  Ex  parte  Barclay  ;  In  re 
Joyce  (Chan.  App.),  X,  601. 

^ The  true  test  whether  a  mortgage  deed  of  a  building  and  fixtures 

requires  registration  under  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act  as  respects  the  fixtures,  is, 
whether  it  gives  power  to  the  mortgagee  to  sell  or  take  possession. of  the 
fixtures  separately  from  the  building.  lb. 

6. W.,  a  lessee  for  years,  demised  by  way  of  mortgage  a  cotton  mill 

and  all  the  steam-engines,  mill  gear,  and  fixed  and  movable  machinery  to  B., 
to  hold,  as  to  the  mill  and  such  machinery  as  was  of  the  nature  of  fixtures, 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  except  the  last  two  days,  and  as  to  the  movable 
machinery  and  other  articles  absolutely.  The  deed  contained  a  power  of  sale 
by  the  mortgagee  of  the  mill  and  machinery  and  as  to  the  machinery  fitted  and 
movable  either  with  the  mill  or  separately.  Held,  that  the  deed,  so  far  as  it 
operated  as  a  mortgage  of  trade  fixtures,  required  registration  under  the  Bills 
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of  Sale  Act ;  and  that  the  fact'  of  the  building  and  the  trade  fixtures  being 
incladed  in  the  same  demise  made  no  difference.  Ex  parte  Daglish ;  In  re 
Wilde  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  562. 

6.  When  paM  by  mortgage  of  realty.  The  Bills  of  Sale  Act  (17  &  18  Vict., 
c.  88)  declares,  by  the  interpretation  clause,  fixtures  to  be  '*  personal  chattels,** 
but  makes  them  so  only  for  particular  purposes,  such  as  are  therein  described, 
and  not  for  all  purposes  and  under  all  circumstances  whatever.  Meux  v. 
Jaeobi  (a  of  L.),  XIII,  1. 

7. A  mortgage  of  premises  will  pass  the  fixtures  upon  the  premises. 

A  mortgage  of  a  lease  made  by  the  lessee  will  carry  the  fixtures  of  that  prop- 
erty which  is  in  lease,  and  the  power  to  remove  which  fixtures  was  in  the 
tenant.  Fixtures  attached  by  the  mortgagor  to  the  property  after  the  date 
of  the  mortgage  will  also  (unless  under  special  stipulations)  pass  to  the 
mortgagee.  lb. 

8. There  is  no  difference  in  this  respect  between  a  mortgage  in  fee  by  a 

freeholder  and  a  mortgage  by  way  of  assignment  of  a  term  by  a  leaseholder.  lb. 

9. The  act  is  intended  to  operate  in  cases  between  an  assignee  of  chat- 
tels and  creditors  represented  by  the  assignee  in  bankruptcy,  or  between  the 
assignee  of  chattels  and  an  execution  creditor.  lb. 

10. Per  Lord  Hathbrlbt  :    As  to  chattels  attached  to  the  property 

subsequently  to  the  deposit  of  the  lease,  the  mortgagee  of  the  lease  stood  in 
the  same  position  as  his  mortgagor,  and  those  things  when  attached  to  the 
freehold  passed  during  the  interest  that  still  remained  in  the  lease.  lb. 

11. A.  was  the  lessee  of  a  public  house.    On  obtaining  in  1869  from  M. 

a  loan  of  £800,  he  deposited  the  lease  with  M.,  together  with  a  memorandum 
reciting  that  it  was  deposited  as  security  for  the  loan,  and  for  any  money  that 
might  become  due  to  M.  for  goods  sold,  and  for  the  expense  of  "  insuring  the 
premises  and  the  fixtures  and  fittings  therein  "  from  fire ;  and  the  memoran- 
dum also  contained  an  undertaking  to  execute,  when  required,  a  legal  mort- 
gage. In  April,  1873,  A.  borrowed  a  sum  of  £55  from  J.,  and  gave  J.  a  bill  of 
Bale  of  the  fixtures  and  fittings.  J.  afterward  put  a  man  in  possession  and 
advertised  the  fittings  for  sale.  M.  thereon  filed  a  bill  to  restrain  the  sale. 
Held,  that  the  equitable  mortgage  effected  in  1869  passed  the  fixtures  and 
fittings,  and  did  not  require  registration  under  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act  (17  &  18 
Vict.,  c  36)  to  give  it  effect  as  to  them.  lb. 

12.  Removal  after  surrender.  A  lessee  of  business  premises  having  be- 
come insolvent,  the  trustee  in  liquidation  put  up  the  fixtures  for  sale  by 
auction,. under  conditions  which  required  them  to  be  "  cleared "  by  the  pur- 
chaser in  two  days  from  the  sale.  The  plaintiff  bought  the  fixtures,  but,  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  trustee,  allowed  them  to  remain  on  the  premises  whilst 
he  was  treating  with  the  landlord  for  a  new  lease.  This  negotiation  fell 
through,  and  the  trustee  surrendered  the  premises  to  the  landlord,  who  relet 
them,  the  fixtures  still  remaining  aflAxed.  About  a  fortnight  afterward  the 
plaintiff,  learning  of  the  surrender,  applied  to  the  landlord  for  the  fixturec. 
In  an  interpleader  issue  between  the  plaintiff  and  a  person  claiming  title 
through  the  new  tenant,  held^  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  lost  his  right  hj  de 

lay  or  laches,  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  fixtures.     Saint  v   PiUey

FOREIGN  ATTACHMENT. 

Validity.    A.  issaed  an  attachment  out  of  the  Lord  Major's  Court  agaiiut 
B.  as  garnishee,  and  C.  (a  native  Indian  merchant  of  Madras)  as  defendant, 
thereby  attaching  for  a  debt  due  to  A.,  and  contracted  in  this  countiy,  a  fund 
belonging  to  C.  in  the  hands  of  B.     A.'s  attachment   was  defeated  by  a  prior 
attachment  issued  hj  D.  for  an  alleged  debt  due  from  C,  on  which  judgment 
was  obtained  in  the  Lord  Major's  Court.    The  fund  haWng  been  transferred 
from  the  Lord  Major's  into  this  court,  heldy  that  as  D.  had  failed  on  the 
evidence  to  establish  the  validitj  of  his  alleged  debt,  his  attachment  wag 
fraudulent,  and  the  judgment  based  thereon  inoperative,  so  that  this  court 
had  jurisdiction  to  order  pajment  to  A.  out  of  the  fund  in  court  of  the  amount 
of  his  debt,  with  interest  from  the  date  of  his  attachment  in  the  Major's 
Court.    Shand  v.  Du  Buis$<m  (Eq.  C),  IX,  803.

Where  an  action  is  brought  against  A.  to  recover  xml)- 
quidated  damages,  for  which  he  has  become  liable  through  the  default  of  B., 
notice  being  given  to  B.  (who  declines  to  intervene),  A.  is  justified  in  defend- 
ing the  action,  if  it  is  reasonable  to  do  so,  and  is  not  bound  to  let  judgment  go 
bj  default,  or  to  paj  monej  into  court,  and  B.  will  be  bound  bj  the  judgment.

2. In  an  action  bj  A.  to  recover  the  damages  and  costs  adjudged  against

6.  Unborn  penonii  Under  a  will  an  undivided  share  of  real  estate  stood 
limited  in  remainder,  after  certaiia  life  estates  and  estates  tall,  to  the  right 
heirs  of  A.  In  a  partition  suit  to  which  A.  was  a  party,  a  decree  for  sale  was 
made  under  the  Partition  Act,  1868.  Held,  that  the  interests  of  the  persons  or 
person  who,  on  the  death  of  A.,  would  become  the  right  heirs  or  right  heir  of 
A.,  were  bound  in  equity  by  the  decree.

J  \X  ^        become  due  from  him  to  the  society.    The  mortgage  deed  gave  power  to  the 
00^^      defendants  to  distrain  the  goods  of  P.  on  the  premises  for  arrears  of  subscrip- 
tions due  to  the  society,  as  for  rent  due  on  a  demise.     The  defendants  dis- 
^t^      trained  on  the  premises  for  subscriptions  due  from  P.,  and  seized  the  plain- 
'Kt0  ^^  ^      ^^^'^  goods.     The  plaintiff  replevied  the  goods,  and  recovered  in  the  action  of

which  were  paid,  yet  such  determination  of  the  first  action  does  not  estop  the 
plaintiff  from  bringing  another  action,  if,  after  the  proceedings  in  the  first 
action,  a  second  installment  under  the  deed  becomes  payable,  and  the  defend- 
ant makes  default  in  payment  of  it.

12. To  trespass  for  mesne  profits  the  defendants  pleaded  title  to  the

FRAUD. 

1.  Attorney  buying  from  client  The  court  does  not  hold  that  an  attorney 
is  incapable  of  purchasing  from  his  client;  but  watches  such  a  transaction 
with  jealousy,  and  throws  on  the  attorney  the  onus  of  showing  that  the  bar- 
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gain  is,  speaking  generally,  as  good  as  any  that  could  have  been  obtained  bj 
dae  diligence  from  any  other  purchaser.  The  circumstances  of  the  employ- 
ment may  be  considered,  and  the  amount  of  influence  estimated.  Semble,  an 
attorney  purchasing  from  his  client  ought  to  insist  on  the  intervention  of  an- 
other professional  adviser.

2.  Parent  dealing  with  children.  Where  a  father,  having  under  a  marriage 
settlement  a  power  of  appointment  of  a  certain  sum  among  his  children,  gave 

'  to  two  of  them  each  the  sum  of  £5,000,  and  to  the  third  the  sum  of  £20,000, 

and  took  from  each  a  writing  declaring  such  siftn  accepted  in  full  satisfaction 
of  all  claims  under  such  settlement  or  otherwise,  thus  leaving  about  an  equal 

i  amount  unapportioned,  such  dealing  was  treated  as  an  equitable  fraud  upon

3.  Buying  with  intent  not  to  pay.  On  the  2dd  of  November,  S.  was  served 
with  a  debtor's  summons  for  a  debt  slightly  exceeding  £50,  and  on  the  1st  of 
December  committed  an  act  of  bankruptcy  by  non-compliance'  with  it.  On 
the  3d  of  December  the  creditor  filed  and  served  a  petition  for  adjudication. 
On  the  5th  of  December  S.  bought  wool  at  an  auction,  and  called  for  it  on  the 
12th.  The  vendor,  being  unaware  of  his  embarrassed  circumstances,  allowed 
him  to  take  it  away  without  his  paying  for  it,  and  without  his  making  any 
representation  as  to  payment.     On  the  14th  (Monday),  S.  was  adjudged  bank- 

j  rupt,  not  having  taken  any  steps  to  oppose  the  adjudication.     He  had  not  sold

The  manager  wrote  a  letter  addressed  to  the  manager  of  the  defend- 

ant's banking  company,  requesting  information  whether  R.  was  responsible  to 
the  extent  of  £50,000.    The  defendant  G.  replied  in  hie  own  name,  signing  his 
j  letter  as  manager,  and  giving  a  favorable  account  of  R.'s  responsibility.    The 

plaintiff,  in  consequence  of  this  letter,  supplied  R.  with  goods,  for  which  he 
never  was  paid,  in  consequence  of  R.'s  insolvency.  The  statement  made  by  G. 
was  false  to  his  knowledge.  The  defendant's  banking  company  had  no  knowl- 
edge, otherwise  than  through  G.,  that  such  letter  had  been  written,  and  gave 
>rD^7  \  him  no  express  authority  to  write  the  letter;  but  the  writing  of  such  a  letter 

was  an  act  done  within  the  scope  of  the  general  authority  conferred  on  G.  as 
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manager.  HM,  first,  that  G.  was  liable  personaUj  for  the  false  representa- 
tion.

7. Seoondlj,  that,  bj  9  Geo.  4,  c.  14,  s.  6,  a  false  representation  as  to  the 

credit  of  another  person,  in  order  to  sustain  an  action,  mnst  be  signed  hy  the 
person  making  it,  and  not  hy  an  agent;  and  that,  therefore,  if  G.  were  to  be 
considered  an  agent,  the  banking  company  was  not  liable.  lb. 

8.  — —  Thirdly,  that  the  signature  of  G.  to  the  letter  could  not  be  considered 
the  signature  of  the  banking  Company  itself.  lb. 

9. Fourthly,  that  the  letter  was  the  representation  of  G.,  and  not  the 

representation  of  the  banking  company.  lb. 

10.  Suppression  of  truth.  The  suppression  or  concealment  by  persons  act- 
ing as  directors  of  a  joint-stock  company  proposed  to  be  formed,  of  facts  which, 
if  disclosed,  would  so  discredit  the  company  as  to  prevent  its  formation,  is  a 
fraud,  which  renders  such  directors  liable  to  indemnify  persons  induced  by 
them  to  take  shares,  for  all  loss  thereby  occasioned.     Peek  v.  Qumey  (Eq.  C), 

I,  667.

11.  Unoonsolonablo  bargains.  The  doctrines  of  equity  as  to  the  relief  of 
expectant  heirs  from  unconscionable  bargains  have  not  been  afiected  by  the 
repeal  of  the  usury  laws,  or  by  the  alteration  of  the  law  as  to  sales  of  rever- 
sionary interests.    EaH  of  Aylesf<trd  v.  Morrie  (Oban.  App.),  VI,  443. 

12.  A  young  nobleman  in  his  twenty-second  year,  entitled  to  large 

property  in  the  event  of  his  surviving  his  father,  was  largely  indebted.  The 
creditor  pressed  for  payment,  and  recommended  the  young  nobleman  to  apply 
to  a  certain  money  lender.  The  money  lender  advanced  enough  money  to  in 
part  pay  off  the  creditor,  and  made  a  further  advance  to  the  young  nobleman, 
taking  by  way  of  security  his  acceptances  at  three  months  for  the  sum  ad- 
vanced, with  interest  and  discount  together  exceeding  the  rate  of  60  per  cent. 
The  acceptances  became  due,  and  the  process  was  repeated,  the  young  noble- 
man receiving  a  small  advance.  The  young  nobleman  had  no  professional 
assistance  in  these  matters,  and  no  application  was  made  to  his  father  or  to 
the  solicitors  of  the  father.  The  father  died  before  the  second  set  of  bills 
became  due,  and  the  money  lender  commenced  actions  upon  them.  Held,  that 
the  actions  would  be  restrained,  and  a  decree  made  for  delivery  up  of  the  bills 
on  payment  of  the  sums  actually  advanced  and  interest  at  five  per  cent.  lb. 

13.  Must  be  proved.  If  the  relief  sought  by  a  bill  is  based  on  fraud,  the 
failure  to  prove  it  is  fatal ;  but  if  by  striking  out  of  the  bill  the  charge  of  fraud 
there  is  sufficient  equity  stated  and  proved,  and  the  charge  of  fraud  is  only 
subsidiary,  it  is  a  matter  only  affecting  costs.  London  Chartered  Bank  of  Avs- 
tralia  v.  Lampriere  (Priv.  C),  V,  187. 

14.  Relief  when  granted.  Fraud  cannot  be  condoned  unless  there  be  full 
knowledge  of  the  facts  and  of  the  rights  arising  out  of  those  facts,  and  the 
parties  are  at  arm's  length.    Moxon  v.  Payne  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  442. 

15, An  agreement  rendered  inoperative  by  a  collateral  fraudulent  agree- 
ment cannot  be  made  valid  by  the  abandonment  of  the  collateral  agree- 
ment, lb. 

16. Agreements,  though  prepared  by  an  independent  solicitor,  may  bo

set  aside  if  that  one  of  the  parties  for  whom  the  solicitor  is  acting  is  ander 
the  undue  influence  of  the  other  party.  lb. 

17. Where  material  allegations  of  fraud  are  proved,  the  plaintiff  will 

obtain  relief  although  other  allegations  of  fraud  may  not  be  proved.  lb. 

18.  Aocotintliig.    The  defendants,  in  1864,  were  four  of  the  directors  of  a 

joint«tock  bank.    In  that  year  resolutions  were  passed  to  increase  the  capital 

by  the  issue  of  20,000  new  £50  shares,  which  were  to  be  offered  to  the  old 

shareholders  at  the  rate  of  one  new  share  for  each  old  share  held  by  them, 

each  allottee  paying  for  each  share  £25  premium,  and  £5  as  a  first  call.    The 

shares  not  taken  up  by  them  were  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  directors  at  £30 

premium.    The  directors  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  S.«  for  him  to  take 

at  £20  premium  all  the  shares  not  taken  up  by  the  old  shareholders.    In  pur- 

saance  of  this,  9,778  shares  were  allotted  to  S.,  who  paid  only  £5  per  share,  it 

being  arranged  that  the  certificates  for  these  shares  should  be  withheld,  that 

the  bank  should  have  a  lien  on  them  for  the  premiums,  and  that  no  transfer 

from  him  to  any  purchaser  should  be  registered  till  the  £80  per  share  on  the 

shares  transferred  had  been  paid.    S.,  being  unable  to  take  up  so  many  shares, 

applied  to  the  defendants  to  relieve  him  of  some  of  them,  and  they  severally 

took  from  him  considerable  numbers  at  £90  per  share,  and  afterward  disposed 

of  them  at  a  profit,  the  £80  per  share  being  paid  to  the  bank  at  the  times 

when  the  shares  were  respectively  registered  in  the  names  of  purchasers. 

Meld,  that  the  defendants  must  respectively  account  to  the  bank  for  the  profits 

made  by  them  respectively  by  sale  of  the  shares.    Parker  v.  McKenna  (Chan. 

App.),  XI,  4S6. 

19. The  bill  which  was  filed  on  behalf  of  the  bank  alleged  to  the  effect 

that  the  new  capital  had  been  created  in  pursuance  of  a  scheme  formed  by  the 
defendants  to  procure  its  creation,  not  for  the  purpose  of  benefiting  the  bank, 
bat  with  the  view  of  themselves  becoming  possessed  of  some  part  of  it  for 
their  own  benefit,  and  that  they  improperly  used  their  powers  as  directors  for 
allotting  shares  to  S.,  with  a  view  of  themselves  becoming  possessed  of  them. 
The  facts  on  which  the  relief  granted  by  the  court  was  founded  were  not  dis- 
puted, but  a  vast  mass  of  evidence  was  gone  into  on  the  subject  of  the  above 
allegations,  for  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  there  was  no 
foundation.     The    bill,    though    prominently  putting  forward  the  alleged 
scheme  as  a  ground  of  relief,  also  made  a  case  for  relief  on  the  ground  that 
the  transaction  was  a  purchase  of  trust  property  by  trustees.    MM,  that,  as 
the  bill  made  a  case  which  entitled  the  plaintiff  to  relief,  which  case  was 
separable  from  the  oas^  of  fraud,  relief  must  be  given  ;  but  that  so  much  of 
the  bill  as  was  founded  on  the  case  of  fraud  ought  to  be  dismissed   with 
costs,  and  that  the  decree  should  give  the  plaintiff  no  costs  of  the  rest  of  the 
suit.  lb. 

■ 

20.  Oanoellation.  Two  actions  were  brought  by  the  same  plaintiff  against 
ao  insurance  company  upon  two  marine  insurance  policies.  After  issue  had 
l>een  joined  an  order  was  made  at  law,  staying  one  action  until  the  other  had 
been  tried,  on  the  terms  of  the  defendants  at  law  being  bound  in  both  by  the 
result  of  the  one  which  should  be  tried ;  but  the  plaintiff  at  law  was  not  to  be 
l>oiuid.  The  company,  who  resisted  payment  upon  the  allegation  that  the 
policies  had  been  obtained  by  fraud,  afterward  filed  a  bill  in  equity  to  restrain 
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the  actions,  and  to  have  the  policies  delivered  up  and  -canceled.  No  in] auc- 
tion was  moved  for.  An  order  was  made  in  the  suit,  staying  the  proceedings 
until  after  thd  decision  of  the  action.  Ultimately  the  action  which  was  tried 
was  decided  in  favor  of  the  company,  on  the  ground  th^t  the  policy  had  been 
obtained  by  fraud.  The  plaintiff  at  law  then  delivered  up  both  policies  to  the 
company.  Upon  the  suit  coming  on  for  hearing,  Tield,  that  a  decree  must  be 
made  for  cancellation  of  both  policies,  and  that  the  defendants  must  pay  the 
costs  of  the  suit.    London^  etc.,  Ins.  Go.  v.  Seymour  (Eq.  C),  VII,  699. 

21.  RMolndon.  A.  having  two  parcels  and  B.  one  parcel  of  land  supposed 
to  contain  petroleum,  it  was  agreed  between  them  and  G.  that  G.  should  pay 
them  $10,000  for  the  land  if  he  succeeded  in  forming  a  company  for  the  pur- 
pose of  working  the  oil  springs,  and  in  inducing  such  company  to  pay  him 
$lb,750  as  the  price  of  the  land,  out  of  which  he  was  to  keep  for  himself 
$8,750.  B.  accordingly,  assuming  the  character  of  owner,  gave  to  G.  a  condi- 
tional promise  to  sell  all  the  land  to  him  for  $13,750,  provided  the  offer  w«s 
accepted  within  a  certain  time.  A.  wrote  a  letter  meant  to  be  shown  to,  and 
which  was  shown  to,  persons  intending  to  become  members  of  the  new  com- 
pany, and  was  proved  to  have  influenced  them,  in  which  letter  he  recom- 
mended the  purchase,  not  disclosing  that  he  had  any  interest  therein.  A.  and 
B.  actively  co-operated  with  G.  throughout  the  whole  transaction.  The  com- 
pany, in  Ignorance  of  the  combination,  accepted  the  proposal,  but,  having  dis- 
covered the  fraud,  sued  for  a  rescission  of  the  contract.  Held,  that  the  con- 
tract must  be  wholly  rescinded,  the  price  repaid,  and  the  land  reconveyed. 
Lindsay  Petroleum  Co.  v.  Surd  (Priv.  G.),  VIII,  180. 

22. There  being  a  doubt  (owing  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which 

'the  company  had  been  constituted)  whether  the  company  was  competent  to 
receive  the  money  and  to  execute  a  reconveyance,  the  order  provided  that  the 
repayment  should  be  made  to  the  company,  or  to  such  other  persons  as  were 
entitled  in  their  right,  on  the  reconveyance  of  the  lands  being  made  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  colonial  court.  lb. 

23. Fraud  being  established  against  a  party,  it  is  for  him,  if  he  allege 

laches  in  the  other  party,  to  show  when  the  latter  acquired  a  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  and  prove  that  he  knowingly  forbore  to  assert  his  right.  lb. 

24.  Setting  aside  bond.    A  young  lady,  who  was  living  with  her  mother 
and  stepfather  in  1859,  shortly  after  she  came  of  age,  at  the  solicitation  of  her 
stepfather,  executed  a  bond  as  surety  to  secure  the  repayment  of  a  sum  oi 
money  advanced  by  the  defendant,  payable  at*  the  end  of  six  years.    In  1866 
the  defendant  brought  an  action  and  recovered  judgment  against  the  plain- 
tiff's stepfather  on  the  bond,  and,  to  avoid  an  execution,  the  plaintiff,  who  wsus 
then  twenty-nine  years  of  age,  but  who  still  resided  principally  with  her  step- 
father, was  induced  by  him  to  execute  a  second  bond  as  surety  to  secure  the 
amount  of  the  judgment  and  costs.    Both  bonds  were  prepared  by  the  step- 
father's solicitor,  and  the  plaintiff  had  no  independent  advice.     In  1872   tUe 
defendant  brought  an  action  against  the  plaintiff  on  the  bonds,  and  she  then 
filed  her  bill  to  set  them  aside.    Held,  that  the  second  bond  must  be  taken  &s 
connected  with  the  first,  and  that,  as  there  was  no  proof  that  the  plaintiff 
aware  of  the  invalidity  of  the  first  bond,  the  execution  of  the  second  bond 
not  a  confirmation  of  the  first ;  and  both  bonds  were  set  aside  as  against  h.eT. 
Kempson  v.  Aslibee  (Ghan.  App.),  XI,  410. 
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26.  ^->'  Held,  also,  that  Bhe  was  not  barred  by  laches,  notwithstanding  the 
time  which  had  elapsed  before  she  asserted  her  right  to  relief.  lb. 

26. deed  of  gift.    In  order  to  maintain  a  voluntary  deed  of  gift  from  a 

8on  for  the  benefit  of  a  father,  it  mast  be  shown  both  that  the  son  understood 
the  contents  of  the  deed  and  that  he  was  not  under  undue  parental  influence. 
TuTTier  V.  GoUim  (Chan.  App.),  II,  290. 

27.  A  voluntary  deed  of  gift  cannot,  after  unreasonable  delay,  be  set 

aside,  though  the  gift  was  a  reversion  and  remained  a  reversion.  lb. 

28.  —  Part  of  a  voluntary  settlement  may  be  set  aside.  lb. 

29. Under  a  marriage  settlement,  the  son  of  the  marriage  was  entitled 

to  the  reversion  expectant  on  the  life  estate  of  the  father  in  two  sums  of  money, 
one  of  which  had  come  from  the  father's  side,  the  other  from  the  mother's 
side.  The  son  had  also  a  large  income  under  the  will  of  his  grandfather,  and 
would  have  a  much  larger  income  on  attaining  the  age  of  twenty-five  years. 
Soon  after  he  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  while  residing  with 
his  father,  he,  without  employing  a  separate  solicitor,  executed  a  deed  giving 
to  his  father's  second  wife  and  her  daughter  the  reversion  in  both  the  sums 
which  were  included  in  the  marriage  settlement,  and  giving  to  the  father 
power  to  appoint  the  sum  which  came  from  the  mother's  side  to  any  third  wife 
and  her  children.  The  son  left  the  father's  house  five  years  after  the  execu- 
tion of  the  deed,  and  employed  a  separate  solicitor  two  years  afterward,  when 
the  subject  of  setting  aside  the  deeds  was  mentioned.  Seven  years  afterward 
he  filed  a  bill  to  set  aside  so  much  of  the  deed  as  related  to  the  sum  which 
had  come  from  the  mother's  side.  HM,  on  the  facts  of  the  case,  that  though 
the  son  understood  all  the  contents  of  the  deed  except  the  power  to  appoint  to 
a  third  wife  and  her  children,  he  was  not  sufficiently  protected  from  parental 
influence,  and  that  if  the  bill  had  been  filed  at  an  earlier  time  the  deed  must 
have  been  set  aside  to  the  extent  prayed; but  hdd,  that,  as  the  filing  of  the 
biU  had  been  so  long  deferred,  the  deed  must  be  rectified  only  by  striking  out 
the  power.  lb. 

30.  Volmitary  sottlmnent.  In  order  to  support  a  voluntary  settlement,  it 
mnst  be  shown  that  all  the  provisions  are  proper  and  usual,  or  if  there  are 
any  unnsual  provisions,  that  they  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  and  under- 
stood by  the  settlor ;  otherwise  it  may  be  set  aside.  Phillipt  v.  MtUltTigt  (Chan. 
App.),  II,  259. 

31.  No  general  rule  can  be  laid  down  as  to  the  proper  and  usual  pro- 
visions in  such  a  settlement,  but  a  power  of  revocation  is  not  essential.  lb. 

32.  A  young  man  of  improvident  habits,  being  entitled  to  a  sum  of 

money,  was  Induced  by  the  trustee  of  the  money,  and  by  a  solicitor,  to  execute 
a  settlement  by  which  he  assigned  a  part  of  the  money  to  trustees  on  trust  to 
invest  and  to  pay  him  during  his  life  the  income  on  such  part  thereof  as  they 
shoald  think  fit,  and  after  his  death  on  trust  to  hold  the  same  for  his  wife  and 
children,  if  any,  and  subject  thereto  on  trust  for  certain  cousins  of  his.  He 
had  no  power  of  appointment  in  default  of  issue,  and  no  power  of  revocation, 
and  no  power  to  appoint  new  trustees.  The  deed  was  explained  to  him,  and 
the  particular  clauses  were  brought  to  his  notice.  HM^  that  the  deed  could 
not  be  set  aside  by  the  settlor.  lb. 
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33.  Review  of  order.  Where  a  qaestion  wae  raised  whether  a  fraudalent 
use  had  been  made  of  the  machinery  for  winding  up  registered  companies,  such 
question  being  a  complicated  one,  dependent  on  a  variety  of  circumstances, 
capable  of  explanation,  and  requiring  nice  consideration :  held,  that  the  wind- 
ing-up order  complained  of  ought  not  to  have  been  quashed  on  certiorari,  the 
fraud  not  being  clear  and  manifest.  CoUmial  Bank  of  AvMraJUuia  v.  WUlan 
(Priv.  C),  IX,  226. 

34L Semble,  the  Court  of  Mines  of  the  colony  of  Victoria  has  power  to 

review  an  order  of  its  own  for  winding  up  a  registered  company  whether  made 
ex  parte  or  not,  on  the  suggestion  that  the  order  was  fraudulently  obtained.  lb. 

36. If  a  party  makes  a  fraudulent  use  of  the  process  of  a  Mining  Court, 

and  no  remedy  is  to  be  had  in  that  court,  the  parties  aggrieved  may  obtain 
relief  by  regular  suit  in  the  supreme  or  other  competent  court.  lb. 

SeeAmonsKY;  Bakkruftot;  Husband  and  Wife;  Publio  Company;  Bs- 
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1.  Promise  to  pay  another's  debt  The  plaintiff  had  been  employed  to 
construct  a  main  sewer  by  a  local  board  of  health,  of  which  the  defendant 
was  chairman.  When  the  sewer  was  nearly  completed  the  board  gave  notice, 
under  11  &  12  Vict.j  c.  68,  s.  69,  to  the  occupiers  of  the  adjoining  houses,  to 
connect  their  drainage  within  twenty-one  days,  or  the  board  would  do  the 
work  at  their  expense.  Before  the  twenty-one  days  had  expired,  the  plaintiff, 
having  completed  the  sewer,  was  about  to  leave  the  place  with  his  carts,  etc., 
when  the  defendant  sent  after  him,  and,  as  found  by  the  jury,  the  following  con- 
versation took  place.  The  defendant  said,  "What  objection  have  you  to 
making  the  connections  Y  "  The  plaintiff  replied,  "  I  have  none,  if  you  or  the 
board. will  order  the  work,  or  become  responsible  for  the  payment."  The 
defendant  replied, "  Go  on  and  do  the  work,  and  I  will  see  you  paid."  The 
plaintiff  accordingly  did  the  work  under  the  superintendence  of  the  surveyor 
o(  the  board;  and  sent  in  the  account  to  the  board  debiting  them  with  the 
amount.  The  board  refused  payment  on  the  ground  that  they  had  not  author- 
ized the  order ;  and  after  more  than  two  years,  the  account  being  still  unpaid, 
the  plaintiff  made  a  claim  and  brought  an  action  against  the  defendant. 

The  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  ordered  a  nonsuit,  on  the  ground  that  the  con- 
versation did  not  amount  to  an  undertaking  of  the  defendant  to  be  primarily 
liable  for  the  work ;  but  only  to  a  promise  that  if  the  plaintiff  would  do  the 
work  on  the  credit  of  the  board,  the  defendant  would  pay  if  the  board  did 
not,  and  that  this  was  a  promise  to  be  answerable  for  the  debt  of  another 
person  within  s.  4  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and,  not  being  in  writing,  could 
not  be  enforced.  On  appeal,  the  Court  of  Exchequer  Chamber  reversed  the 
judgment,  on  the  ground  that  there  was  evidence  on  which  the  jury  might 
have  found  that  the  defendant  agreed  to^  primarily  liable.  Mountstephen  v. 
Lakeman  (Q.  B.),  1, 68. 

2. On  appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  same  case,  held,  that  the 

words  of  L.  were  properly  left  to  the  jury  as  evidence  to  sustain  a  claim 
against  him  personally,  and  that  they  did  not  constitute  a  promise  to  pay  the 
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debt  of  another,  bo  as  to  come  within  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  Fraads. 
Lakemanv.  MounUtephen  (H.  of  L.),  IX,  6. 

3. Per  Lord  Selbori^b  :  There  can  be  no  suretyship  unless  there  be  a 

principal  debtor,  existing  at  the  time,  or  constituted  by  matters  ex  past  facto.  lb. 

^  Promise  to  indemnify.  A.,  at  the  request  of  and  on  a  verbal  offer  by  B. 
to  indemnify  him  against  loss.  Joined  with  .C.  in  a  joint  and  several  promissory 
note  which  he  was  afterward  compelled  to  pay.  Hdd,  that  the  o^er  to  in- 
demnify A.  was  not  an  agreement  within  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and,  therefore, 
need  not  be  in  writing,  and  that  A.,  having  afterward  become  the  executor  of 
B.,  was  entitled  to  retain  the  amount  paid  by  him  on  the  note,  as  a  debt  due 
to  him  from  B.'s  estate.     WUdee  v.  Dudlow  (Eq.  C),  XI,  788. 

6.  Not  to  be  performed  in  one  year.  The  defendant,  who  was  the  father 
of  seven  illegitimate  children  of  the  plaintiff,  agreed  with  her  verbally  to  pay 
her  £dOO  per  annum  by  equal  quarterly  installments  for  so  long  as  she  should 
maintain  and  educate  the  children.  At  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  promise 
the  eldest  child  was  about  fourteen  years  old.  Held,  that  this  agreement  was 
not  one  "  not  to  be  performed  within  a  year  from  the  making  thereof,"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  s.  4,  and  was  therefore  binding,  though 
made  by  parol  only.    Kno\dman  v.  Bluett  (Exch.),  VII,  287. 

6. The  agreement  was  one  which  might  at  any  time  have  been  termi- 
nated by  either  party  giving  notice  to  the  other.  lb. 

7. The  plaintiff  continued  to  maintain  and  educate  the  children  up  to 

the  time  of  suit  brought,  which  was  for  arrears  unpaid.  Held,  that  the  con- 
sideration being  executed,  she  was  entitled  to  recover  as  for  "  money  paid  at 
the  defendant's  request,"  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the  verbal  agreement,  even  as- 
suming the  agreement  to  be  one  within  the  statute.    S.  C,  X,  4(16. 

8. A  contract  to  perform  labor  as  a  servant  in  husbandry  for  one  year, 

commencing  at  a  future  day,  is  void  by  the  Statute  of  Frauds  if  not  in  writing. 
Banke  v.  CrwulaTid  (Q.  B.),  XI,  168. 

9.  Agreement  for  Inteorast  in  land.  The  plaintiffs  entered  into  an  agreement, 
in  writing,  with  the  defendant  to  let  him  a'public  house  as  tenant  from  year  to 
year,  with  the  option  on  his  part  to  call  on  them  to  grant  him  a  lease  of  the 
house  for  twenty-eight  years,  upon  the  terms,  amongst  others,  that  if  he  sold 
such  lease  for  more  than  £1,200  he  should  give  the  plaintiffs  half  the  differ- 
ence. The  plaintiffs  liaving  granted  him  a  lease  of  the  house,  which  he  sold 
for  £2^500,  brought  an  action  against  him  upon  the  agreement  to  recover  one- 
half  of  £1,800.  The  defendant  contended  that  the  lease  to  him  was  granted 
under  a  substituted  agreement,  which  was  not  in  writing  so  as  to  satisfy  the 
Statute  of  Frauds.  The  lease  granted  differed  from  that  specified  in  the  written 
agreement  in  the  following  particulars :  The  term  was  for  thirty-two  years 
instead  of  twenty-eight.  The  rent  was  £105  instead  of  £100.  The  premium 
was  £800  instead  of  £1,200.  There  was  also  no  covenant  against  assignment 
without  the  lessor's  consent,  nor  one  binding  the  lessee  to  take  his  beer  from 
the  plaintiffs,  as  in  the  original  agreement.  These  differences  were  the  result 
of  objections  by  the  defendant,  yielded  to  by  the  plaintiffs,  who  on  their  part 
required  the  additional  rent.  The  jury  found,  however,  that  the  stipulation 
as  to  dividing  the  profit  remained  in  force  or  was  renewed.  Held,  that  the  de- 
fendant wras  entitled  to  judgment,  as  there  was  a  new  agreement,  which  ought 
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to  have  been  in  writing  to  satisfy  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  Sanderion  v.  Graves 
(Com.  PI.),  XIII,  864. 

10. Semble,  per  Amfhlett,  B.  ,  that  if  there  had  been  any  thing  in 

writing  to  show  that  the  lease  granted  was  accepted  in  substitution  for  that 
orig^ally  stipulated  for,  the  action  might  have  been  maintained.  lb. 

11. Declaration  that  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  had  been  negotiating 

for  the  letting  by  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff  of  a  messuage,  together  with 
the  use  of  the  furniture  therein,  and  the  plaintiff  objected  to  become  tenant 
on  the  ground  that  the  messuage  was  in  imperfect  repair  and  insufficiently 
furnished ;  that  the  defendant,  in  order  to  induce,  as  he  in  fact  did  thereby 
induce,  the  plaintiff  to  become  forthwith  tenant  to  him  of  the  messuage 
without  requiring  the  defendant  to  do  any  repairs  or  sending  additional  furni- 
ture into  the  same  previously  to  the  creation  of  the  tenancy ,  verbally  promised 
the  plaintiff  that  he  would,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  creation  of  the 
tenancy,  do  such  repairs  and  send  additional  furniture  into  the  messuage;  and 
thereupon,  afterward,  in  consideration  that  the  plaintiff,  at  the  request  of  the 
defendant,  had  so  forthwith  become  tenant  to  the  defendant  of  the  messuage 
without  requiring  the  defendant  to  do  any  such  repairs  or  to  send  into  the 
messuage  any  such  additional  furniture,  the  defendant  promised  the  plaintiff 
that  he  would,  within  a  reasonable  time,  do  such  repairs  and  send  such  ad- 
ditional furniture  into  the  messuage.  Averment  of  performance  of  con- 
ditions precedent.  Breach,  that  the  defendant  did  not  perform  his  last-men- 
tioned promise.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that  the  agreement  declared  on  did  not 
relate  to  an  interest  in  land  within  s.  4  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds  (29  Car.  2, 
c.  8) ;  and  an  action  could  be  maintained  upon  it,  though  not  in  writing.  An- 
geU  V.  Duke  (Q.  B.),  XII,  286. 

12, The  defendants,  a  municipal  corporation,  were  possessed  of  a  dock, 

of  which  they  allowed  the  use  to  ships  needing  repairs,  under  certain  printed 
regulations,  by  which  it  was  provided  that  the  dock  should  be  "  let "  to  parties 
requiring  the  same  for  the  repair  of  vessels  at  such  rates  as  the  council  of  the 
borough  should  from  time  to  time  sanction,  and  that  vessels  entered  in  a 
book  kept  by  the  borough  treasured  should  be  allowed  to  enter  the  dock  as 
far  as  possible,  according  to  the  order  of  entry  in  the-  book  ;  also,  that  the 
defendants  should  be  entitled  to  detain  the  vessels  in  the  dock  until  the 
dockage  was  paid; that  the  corporation  foren\an  should  open  and  shut  the 
dock  gates  ;and  various  other  provisions  tending  to  sho.w  that  the  defendants 
intended  to  retain  possession  of  and  control  over  the  dock  while  in  use  by  ves- 
sels. The  plaintiff  entered  into  a  parol  agreement  for  the  use  of  the  dock  on 
those  terms,  but  the  defendants  did  not  admit  the  plaintiff's  vessel  into  the 
dock  in  her  turn.  Held,  in  an  action  for  breach  of  contract  by  the  plaintiff 
against  the  defendants,  that  the  contract  was  not  for  an  interest  in  land  with- 
in the  4th  section  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and  therefore  need  not  be  in  writ- 
ing ;  and,  secondly,  that  the  contract  need  not  be  under  the  seal  of  the  corpora- 
tion.    WeUe  V.  Mayor,  etc,,  of  Kingston  upon  HuU  (Com.  PI.),  XII,  468. 

13.  Sale  of  growing  trees.  A  sale  of  growing  timber  to  be  taken  away  as 
soon  as  possible  by  the  purchaser  is  not  a  contract  for  sale  of  land,  or  any 
interest  therein,  within  the  4th  section  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  Marehail 
V.  Oreen  (C.  P.  Dlv.),  XV,  218. 
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§ 

14. The  defendant  by  word  of  month  parchaaed  certain  growing  trees 

for  £26  of  the  plaintiff,  on  the  terms  that  he,  the  defendant,  should  remove 
them  as  soon  as  possible.  The  defendant  accordingly  cut  down  some  of  the 
trees  and  agreed  to  sell  the  tops  and  stumps  to  a  third  person.  The  plaintiff 
then  countermanded  the  sale,  and  prohibited  the  defendant  from  cutting  down 
the  rest  of  the  trees.  The  defendant,  however,  cut  down  the  remainder,  and 
carried  the  whole  away.  Held^  that  the  case  was  within  the  17th  section  of 
the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and  that  before  the  sale  was  countermanded  there  was 
an  acceptance  and  actual  receipt  of  part  of  the  goods  sold  within  that  sec- 
tion, lb.

16.  Memorandnm  signed  by  agent.  An  agreement  to  sell  property  to  the 
plaintiff  was  signed  for  a  con^>any  by  the  secretary,  who  was  alleged  to  be 
their  authorised  agent.  The  agreement  was  made  subject  to  conditions  of 
sale,  and  it  was  alleged  that  the  vendors  therein  described  referred  to  the  com- 
pany. The  conveyance  was  prepared  for  execution  when  the  company  was 
ordered  to  be  wound  up,  and  the  liquidator  repudiated  the  contract  on  the 
ground  that  the  secretary  was  not  an  authoriased  agent  for  the  purpose  of  sale. 
Heild^  on  demurrer,  that  the  allegations  in  the  bill  were  sufficient  to  show  that 
the  secretary  was  the  authorized  agent  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the  con- 
tract, both  within  the  Statute  of  Frauds  and  the  Companies  Act,  1867.  Beer 
V.  London  and  Paris  Hotel  Co.  (Eq.  C).  XV.  408. 

16. Sembie,  that  a  contract  signed  by  an  auctioneer  on  behalf  of  an  un- 

disclosed  proprietor  is  a  valid  contract  under  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  lb. 

17. In  an  action  to  recover  the  price  of  clocks  sold  by  the  plaintiff  to 

the  defendant.  It  appeared  that  the  plaintiffs  traveler,  when  he  took  the  order 
for  the  goods,  wrote  out  in  the  presence  of  the  defendant,  upon  printed  forms, 
two  memoranda  of  it,  putting  the  defendant's  name  upon  them,  and  handing 
one  of  the  papers  to  the  defendant,  who  kept  it.  Heldt  that  there  was  no 
evidence  that  the  plaintiffs  traveler  was  authorized  to  sign  the  memoranda  as 
agent  of  the  defendant  so  as  to  bind  him  within  s.  17  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 
Murphy  V.  BoeM  (Exch.),  XII,  567. 

18.  The  plaintiff  sent  a  mare  to  be  sold  by  auction  at  the  defendant's 

repository.  The  defendant  advertised  the  mare  for  sale  by  auction  on  the 
28th  of  March,  1872,  and  circulated  a  printed  catalogue  of  the  horses  to  be 
sold  at  his  sale,  with  conditions  of  sale  annexed,  in  which  the  plaintiffs  mare 
was  described  as  lot  49.  The  defendant  had  a  sales  ledger,  which  was  headed 
'*  Sales  by  auction,  28  March,  1872,"  in  which  the  plaintiffs  mare  was  also  num- 
bered 49 ;  but  neither  the  catalogue  nor  the  conditions  of  sale  were  annexed  to 
the  sales  ledger,  nor  were  they  referred  to  therein.  On  the  28th  of  March, 
1872,  the  lots  described  in  the  catalogue  were  put  up  by  the  defendant  for  sale 
under  the  conditions.  The  plaintiffs  mare  was  put  up  for  sale  and  knocked 
down  to  M.  for  £38,  and  thereupon  the  defendant's  clerk  wrote  in  the  columns 
of  the  sales  ledger  left  blank  for  this  purpose  the  name  of  M.  as  purchaser  and 
the  price.  M.  afterward  refused  to  take  the  mare.  Held,  that  the  catalogue  and 
the  conditions  of  sale  were  not  sufficiently  connected  with  the  entries  in  the 
sales  ledger  to  make  a  note  or  memorandum  in  writing  of  a  contract  by  M.  to 
satisfy  s.  17  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.    Peird  v.  Gorf{(^  B.),  VIII,  816. 
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19.  • SembUt  that  the  entxy  by  the  clerk  was  not  by  an  aathorized  agent 

so  a0  to  bind  the  parchaser.  lb. 

20. aasented  to.    A  memorandum  containing  proposed  terms  fof  the 

sale  of  a  ship  having  been  drawn  up  by  the  vendor's  broker,  but  not  signed, 
was  sent  to  the  parchaser.  He  made  certain  interlineations  in  red  ink  altering 
the  terms,  and  having  signed  the  document,  returned  it  to  the  vendor's  broker. 
The  alterations  were  subsequently  not  acquiesced  in  by  the  vendors,  and  were 
struck  out,  and  further  interlineations  were  made  by  the  vendors.  The  ven- 
dor's broker  then  signed  the  document  and  submitted  it  to  the  parchaser,  who 
assented  to  the  terms  of  it  as  it  then  stood.  Held,  in  an  action  on  a  contract 
in  the  last-mentioned  terms  against  the  purchaser,  that,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  parol  evidence  was  admissible  to  show 
thai  the  purchaser  had  so  assented,  inasmuch  as  there  never  had  been  a  con- 
tract between  the  parties  until  such  assent  on  his  part ;  and  the  effect  of  the 
parol  evidence  was,  therefore,  not  to  vary  a  written  contract,  but  merely  to 
show  what  was  the  Condition  of  the  document  when  it  became  a  contract 
between  the  parties.  Stevoart  ▼.  Eddowes  ;  Hud$on  v.  Stewart  (Com.  PI.),  IX, 
405. 

21. recognised  by  writing.    The  plaintiff,  on  the  11th  of  January,  1871, 

bought  of  the  defendant  a  parcel  of  wool,  worth  more  than  £10,  "  the  whole 
to  be  cleared  in  about  twenty-one  days."  A  memorandum  of  the  terms  of  the 
bargain  was  handed  by  the  plaintiff  to  the  defendant.  None  of  the  wool  was 
delivered,  and  there  was  no  part  payment  of  the  price.  On  the  8th  of  Febru- 
ary, the  defendant  wrote,  "  It  is  now  twenty-eight  days  since  you  and  I  had  a 
deal  for  my  wool,  which  was  for  you  to  have  taken  all  away  in  twenty-one 
days  from  the  time  you  bought  it.  I  do  not  consider  it  business  to  put  it  off 
like  this,  therefore,  I  shall  consider  the  deal  off,  as  you  have  not  completed 
your  part  of  the  contract."  The  plaintiff  had,  in  fact,  completed  his  part  on 
the  true  construction  of  the  contract.  On  the  9th  of  February,  in  answer  to 
the  plaintiffs  request  to  see  a  copy  of  the  contract  contained  in  the  memo- 
randum of  the  11th  of  January,  the  defendant  wrote  in  these  terms,  inclosing 
a  copy :  "  I  beg  to  inclose  a  copy  of  your  letter  of  the  11th  of  January."  In 
an  action  for  non-delivery  of  the  wool,  held,  that  the  letter  of  the  9th,  with 
•its  inclosure,  taken  in  connection  with  that  of  the  8th,  constituted  an  unam- 
biguous recognition  of  the  existence  of  the  contract  and  of  its  terms ;  and 
that  there  was,  therefore,  a  sufficient  memorandum,  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
defendant  to  satisfy  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  s.  17.  Buxton  v.  Rust  (Exch.),  II, 
675;  affirming  S.  C,  1, 185. 

22. contained   in   letters.    The  defendant's  son,  H.,  junior,  gave  a 

verbal  order  in  London  on  the  18th  of  February^  1870,  to  the  plaintiffs,  to 
send  three  cases  of  leather-cloth  to  the  defendant  at  Cologne ;  the  plaintiffs 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  forwarding  goods  to  the  defendant  through  H.  &  P., 
Rotterdam,  and  H.,  junior,  being  informed  that  the  port  of  Rotterdam  was 
blocked  with  ice,  directed  that  the  three  cases  should  be  sent  through  Messrs. 
G.,  Ostend.  When  the  plaintiffs  had  executed  the  order,  Rotterdam  was 
again  open,  and  Messrs.  Q.  had  given  up  their  Ostend  roate.  The  plaintiffs 
therefore  forwarded  the  three  dses  through  H.  &  P.,  via  Rotterdam ;  and,  on 
the  same  day,  the  Ist  of  March,  they  forwarded  the  invoice  from  the  plaintiffs 
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to  the  defendftnt,  giving  the  price,  etc.,  with  a  letter,  in  which  they  said. 
'*  Inclosed  we  hand  you  invoice  of  three  cases  leather-cloth.  This  order  came 
through  Mr.  H.,  junior,  who  instructed  us  to  send  it  through  Messrs.  G., 
Ostend,  but  as  they  have  given  up  that  route  we  have  sent  it  through  H.  &  P., 
Rotterdam,  as  before."  The  defendant  received,  but  did  not  answer  this  letter, 
but  gave  further  orders  for  goods  to  the  plaintiffs,  which  were  forwarded  via 
Rotterdam.  The  ship  by  which  the  three  cases  were  sent  was  stranded  and 
the  goods  damaged.  On  the  28th  of  June  the  plaintiffs  wrote  to  the  defend- 
ant, inclosing  their  statement  of  account,  and  requesting  payment;  and  on 
the  5th  of  July  defendant  wrote  to  plaintiffs,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the 
statement,  and  saying,  "  In  looking  over  your  statement  I  find  you  have 
charged  me  for  goods  which  have  been  entirely  lost  in  the  sunk  ship,  being 
sent  via  Rotterdam.  You  state  in  your  letter  of  March  1st,  that  Mr.  H., 
junior,  instructed  you  to  send  the  goods  through  Messrs.  G.,  via  Ostend,  but, 
on  account  of  their  having  given  up  that  route,  you  sent,  without  any  instruc- 
tions, the  goods  via  Rotterdam."  Further  correspondence  ensued,  and  defend- 
ant, having  refused  to  pay  for  the  three  cases,  an  action  was  brought,  and  the 
above  facts  and  correspondence  appeared  on  the  trial.  Held,  that  there  was 
sufficient  memorandum  of  the  original  contract ;  and  that  there  was  evidence 
from  which  the  jury  might  properly  find  that  the  defendant  had  assented  to 
the  substituted  performance  in  the  change  of  route,  which  assent  need  not  be 
in  writing.    Leather,  ete,,  Co.  v.  HierarUmus  (Q.  B.),  XII,  211. 

23. A  bill  for  specific  performance  alleged  a  verbal  agreement  for  the 

lease  of  a  house  by  the  plaintiff  to  the  defendant,  for  seven  years  from 
Michaelmas,  1870,  followed,  first,  by  a  letter  from  the  defendant  to  the  plain- 
tiff, which  did  not  state  when  the  term  was  to  commence,  and,  secondly,  by 
another  letter  of  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiff,  in  which,  after  referring  to 
the  previous  letter,  the  defendant  stated  that  he  thought  it  best  to  say  that  it 
was  clearly  understood  on  his  part,  that  the  plaintiff  agreed  to  let  the  house 
for  seven  years  from  Michaelmas,  1870,  upon  certain  conditions  therein 
mentioned,  some  of  which  the  plaii^tiff  did  not  admit  to  form  part  of  the 
alleged  verbal  agreement.  Held^  that  neither  the  first  letter,  cor  the  two 
together,  constituted  a  memorandum  in  writing  of  the  alleged  agreement 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  Nesham  v. 
adby  (Eq.  C),  I,  640;  affirmed,  8.  C.  II,  813.' 

2^  Description  of  vendor.  An  agreement  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  did 
not  disclose  the  names  of  the  vendors,  but  it  appeared  therefrom  that  the 
vendors  were  a  company  in  possession  of  the  property  offered  for  sale,  and 
that  they  had  carried  on  operations  thereon.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that  the 
vendors  were  sufficiently  described  to  satisfy  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  Commine 
V.  8eaU  (Eq.  C).  XIII,  576. 

26. Upon  a  sale  by  auction  of  real  estate  in  lots,  the  particulars  stated 

that  the  sale  was  by  direction  of  the  proprietor ;  but  the  name  of  the  vendor  did 
not  appear.  A  memorandum  indorsed  on  a  copy  of  the  particulars  was  signed 
by  the  purchaser  of  one  of  the  lots,  and  by  the  auctioneer  on  behalf  of  the 
vendor.  Held,  that  the  vendor  was  sufficiently  described,  and  that  the  memo- 
randum was  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds : 
and  specific  performance  of  the  agreement  decreed  at  the  suit  of  the  purchaser.

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26. In  Older  to  sstiBfy  the  reqairements  of  the  Statute  of  Fraads,  the 

note  or  memoTandam  of  an  agreement  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  must  contain 
either  the  names  of  the  contracting  parties,  or  sach  a  description  of  them  that 
there  cannot  be  any  fair  dispute  as  to  their  identity.  Potter  v.  DujfUld  (Eq. 
C),  IX,  664. 

27. The  term  *'  vendor  "  is  not  of  itself  a  sufficient  description  of  one 

of  the  contracting  parties.  lb. 

28. Real  estate  was  put  up  for  sale  under  particulars  and  conditions  of 

sale  which  did  not  disclose  the  vendor's  name,  but  stated  that  B.  was  the  auc- 
tioneer. The  purchaser  of  one  of  the  lots  signed  a  memorandum  acknowledg- 
ing his  purchase,  and  B.  signed  at  the  foot  of  this  memorandum  another  in 
these  terms :  "  Confirmed  on  behalf  of  the  vendor.  B.'*  Eeld^  that  the 
memorandum  did  not  sufficiently  show  who  the  vendor  was ;  and  a  bill  for 
specific  performance  of  the  contract  for  sale,  brought  against  one  who  was 
merely  solicitor  for  the  vendor,  was  dismissed.  lb. 

29.  Part  performanoe,  efifisot  o£  The  Statute  of  Frauds  cannot  be  pleaded 
to  a  verbal  agreement  to  allow  the  occupation  of  a  leasehold  house  for  life  on 
payment  merely  of  ground  rent,  rates  and  taxes,  if  there  has  been  a  part  per- 
formance by  possession  under  the  agreement,  and  the  agreement  has  affected 
the  mode  of  living  of  the  occupying  party.  Coles  v.  PUkington  (Eq.  C),  XI, 
768. 

30.  As  a  defense.  A  defendant  who  wishes  to  rely  on  the  illegality  of  a 
transaction  as  a  defense  must  plead  it  in  distinct  terms.  Baigh  v.  Kaye  (Chan. 
App.),  II,  860. 

31. The  Statute  of  Frauds  cannot  be  used  by  a  defendant  to  cover  a 

fraudulent  act.  lb. 

32. The  plaintiff  conveyed  an  estate  to  the  defendant  by  a  deed,  in 

which  the  conveyance  was  expressed  to  be  absolute,  in  consideration  of  a  sum 
of  money  paid  by  the  defendant ;  but  no  purchase-money  actually  passed,  and 
the  plaintiff  alleged  that  he  conveyed  the  estate  to  the  defendant  as  a  trustee 
for  him.    The  defendant,  in  his  answer,  admitted  that  he  gave  no  considera- 
tion for  the  estate,  but  stated  that  the  plaintiff  made  the  oonveyauce,  fearing 
that  an  adverse  decision  would  be  made  against  him  in  a  suit  then  pendizig  in 
chancery,  and  that  it  was  understood  that  the  defendant  should  account  to  the 
plaintiff  for  the  rents  until  he  could  make  arrangements  for  paying  the   pur- 
chase-money, and  if  no  such  arrangements  could  be  made,  that  he  should  re- 
convey  the  estate.    The  defendant  claimed  to  hold  the  estate  discharged  of  any 
trust,  and  claimed  the  benefit  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.    Held,  first,  that  there 
was  no  sufficient  averment  that  the  transaction  was  an  illegal  one,  and  sec- 
ondly, that  the  Statute  of  Frauds  could  not  be  pleaded  in  answer  to  the  plain- 
tiff's claim,  and  that,  as  the  evidence  did  not  establish  the  existence  of   any- 
such  agreement  as  was  alleged  by  the  defendant,  the  defendant  must  reconvey 
the  estate  to  the  plaintiff.  lb.

FRAUDULENT  CONVEYANCES. 
1.  Tnuuil«r  by  bankrupt    Qoods  comprised  in  a  bill  of  sale  which  entitles 
the  holder  to  take  possession  upon  default  in  payment  after  demand,  remain. 
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DOtwithBtanding  the  registration  of  the  bill  of  sale,  until  demand  is  made,  in 
the  reputed  ownership  of  the  grantor,  and  the  title  will  pass  to  his  trustee  in 
bankruptcy.     Bks  parte  Harding  (Eq.  C),  V,  816. 

2.  Series  of  bills  of  sale.  In  June,  1871,  P.  assigned  furniture  and  stock-in- 
trade  to  S.  by  an  absolute  bill  of  sale,  as  security  for  an  advance  of  £20.  This 
bill  of  sale  was  not  registered,  but,  before  the  expiration  of  the  twenty-one 
days  allowed  by  17  &  18  Vict.,  c.  86  for  registration,  a  second  bill  of  sale  was 
substituted  for  it ;  and  the  same  operation  was  from  time  to  time  repeated 
down  to  the  15th  of  July,  1872,  P.  continuing  all  the  time  in  possession  and 
dealing  with  the  goods  as  his  own,  and  the  £20  being  still  a  subsisting  debt. 
The  last  bill  of  sale  (which  alone  was  stamped,  and  a  consideration  for  which 
was  stated  to  be  a  present  advance  of  £20)  was  duly  registered  on  the  1st  of 
August,  1872.  Held,  that  the  bill  of  sale  so  registered  was  available  against 
the  claim  of  an  execution  creditor  of  P. ;  that  there  was  a  sufficient  considera- 
tion for  it,  and  that  it  was  not  avoided  by  13  Eliz.,  c.  5.  Srnale  v.  Buj^  (Com. 
PI),  IV,  880. 

3.  A  volimtary  settlement,  whereby  the  settlor  takes  the  bulk  of  his  prop- 
erty ont  of  the  reach  of  his  creditors,  shortly  before  engaging  in  trade  of  a 
hazardous  character,  may  be  set  aside  in  a  suit  on  behalf  of  creditors  who 
became  such  after  the  settlement,  though  there  are  no  creditors  whose  debts 
arose  before  the  date  of  the  settlement,  and  though  when  the  settlement  was 
made  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  arrangements  under  which  the  settlor  was 
to  engage  in  the  business  would  take  efibct.  Mackay  v.  Douglas  (Eq.  C), 
m,  669. 

4. Where  a  voluntary  settlement  is  made  on  the  eve  of  the  settlor 

engaging  in  trade,  the  burden  rests  upon  him  of  showing  that  he  was  in  a  posi- 
tion to  make  it.  lb. 

5. In  order  to  set  aside  a  voluntary  settlement  as  being  void  as  against 

creditors,  it  is  not  necessary  to  show  that  the  settlor  contemplated  becoming 
actually  indebted.  It  is  sufficient  if  he  contemplated  a  state  of  things  which 
might  result  in  bankruptcy  or  insolvency.  lb. 

6. A  debtor  is  not  entitled  to  set  up,  as  a  defense  to  a  suit  to  set  aside  a 

voluntary  settlement,  a  release  contained  in  an  inspectorship  deed  by  which  he 
vested  all  his  property  in  the  inspectors,  the  settlement  or  the  existence  of  the 
property  comprised  in  it  iiot  having  been  disclosed  at  the  time  the  inspector- 
ship deed  was  executed.  lb. 

7. In  the  absence  of  actual  intent  to  defeat,  delay,  or  hinder  creditors, 

a  voluntary  settlement,  made  by  a  settlor  in  embarrassed  circumstances,  but 
having  property  not  included  in  the  settlement  ample  for  payment  of  the 
debts  owing  by  him  at  the  time  of  making  it,  may  be  supported  against  cred- 
itors, although  debts  due  at  the  date  of  the  settlement  may  to  a  considerable 
amount  remain  unpaid.    Kent  v.  jRiley  (Eq.  C),  III,  701. 

8.  A  distribution  by  a  debtor,  when  in  a  weak  state  of  mind  and  body,  of 
the  whole  of  his  property  among  his  children,  partly  in  consideration  of  annui- 
ties for  his  life,  partly  by  voluntary  settlement,  and  partly  by  pecuniary  gifts, 
held  void  as  against  creditors  under  13  Eliz.,  c.  5,  the  court  being  satistied, 
on  the  evidence,  that  the  children  were  aware  at  the  time  that  the  creditors' 
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claims  woald  be  defeated,  though  it  did  not  appear  that  the  debtor  had  any 
such  intention.    Comiah  v.  Clark  (Eq.  C),  III,  695.

GAMING. 

1.  Plaoo,  using.    The  appellant  was  on  a  race-coarse  standing  on  a  stool, 
over  which  was  a  large  umbrella,  similar  to  a  carriage  umbrella,  capable  of 
covering  several  persons,  the  stock  being  made  in  joints  like  that  of  a  sweep's 
brush,  so' as  to  be  taken  in  pieces,  and  was  fastened  in  the  ground  with  a  spike. 
The  umbrella  when  open  was  seven  or  eight  feet  high.    It  was  a  showery  day ; 
but  the  umbrella  was  kept  up  rain  or  drj.     On  the  umbrella  was  painted  in  larg^ 
letters  "  G.  Bows,  Victoria  Club,  Leeds."    There  was  also  a  card  exhibited,  on 
which  were  the  words,  "  We  pay  all  bets  first  past  the  post."    The  defendant 
was  calling  out,  offering  to  make  bets ;  and  he  was  seen  to  make  several  bets, 
the  money  being  deposited  with  him,  and  for  which  he  gave  a  ticket.    Held, 
that  the  appellant  was  using  a  fixed  and  ascertained  *'  place  "  for  the  purpose 
of  betting  with  persons  resorting  thereto,  and  was  properly  convicted  thereof 
under  16  &  17  Vict.,  c.  119,  s.  8.    Bows  v.  Fenwick  (Com.  PI.),  IX,  429. 

2. The  appellant  was  the  occupier  of  certain  inclosed  grounds,  in  which 

a  pigeon-shooting  match  between  two  persons  for  £10  a  side,  and  afterward  a 
foot-race  took  place,  and  into  which  the  public  were  admitted  on  payment  of 
money.  The  persons  who  were  admitted  into  the  grounds  made  bets  with 
each  other  both  on  the  pigeon-shooting  match  and  on  the  foot-race.  Seld, 
that  the  grounds  were  a  '*  place,"  and  that  they  were  kept  and  used  by  the  ap- 
pellant for  the  purpose  of  betting  within  the  meaning  of  the  Betting  Hoaees 
Act  (16  &  17  Vict.,  c  119),  s.  8.    Eastwood  v.  MUler  (Q.  B.),  IX,  874.

GENERAL  AVERAGE. 

Who  entitled  to.    The  plaintiff's  ship  sailed  from  Melbourne  for  London, 
having  on  board  (as  is  usual  with  sailing  vessels  on  this  voyage)  a  donkey  «i^- 
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gine,  whicli  was  eqaivalent  to  ten  additioDal  men,  and  withoat  which  (or  the 
ten  additional  men)  she  would  not  have  been  seaworthy.  The  engine  was  used 
for  pumping  and  also  for  other  ship's  purposes.  The  ship  had  on  board  a 
sufficient  stock  of  coals  for  an  ordinary  voyage,  and  was  expressly  found  to 
be  seaworthy.  On  the  10th  of  March  she  encountered  bad  weather,  which 
continued  till  the  Ist  of  April,  and  then  moderated.  During  this  time  she 
strained  and  made  much  water,  and  she  continued  afterward  to  leak ;  the 
water  could  only  be  kept  under  by  pumping,  and  for  this  purpose  it  was  neces- 
sary to  use  the  engine,  without  which  she  could  not  have  been  kept  afloat. 
On  the  16th  of  April  the  stock  of  coals  was  reduced  to  one  and  a  half  tons,  and 
the  captain,  in  order  to  obtain  fuel,  directed  some  spare  spars  and  wood,  which 
were  part  of  the  ship's  stores,  to  be  cut  up  to  burn  with  the  coal ;  wood  alone 
would  not  have  sufficed  to  get  up  the  steam.  On  the  5th  of  May  the  ship 
obtained  some  coal  from  a  passing  vessel,  and  on  the  16th  put  into  port  to  ob- 
tain a  further  supply.  On  arriving  in  the  Thames  'the  engine  broke  down 
from  over- work.  The  ship  was  exposed  to  no  serious  risk  from  the  water  she 
made  while  there  was  sufficient  fuel  on  board  to  work  the  engine.  Held,  by 
Kellt,  C.  B.,  and  Bramwbll,  B.,  that  the  facts  showed  an  imminent  peril  re- 
quiring the  sacrifice  of  the  spare  and  wood,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  there- 
fore entitled  to  a  general  average  contribution  in  respect  of  them ;  but  that 
he  was  not  so  entitled  in  respect  of  the  extra  coal  or  the  injury  to  the  donkey 
engine.  By  Martin  and  Clbabbt,  BB.,  that  no  such  emergency  had  occurred 
as  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  a  general  average  contribution  in  respect  of  any 
of  the  above  matters.    Sarriton  v;  Bank  of  Australasia  (Exch.),  I,  162.

GIFT. 

1.  On  Qonditioiui  ultra  viras.  Where  a  gift  made  under  a  power  is  accom- 
panied by  directions  and  conditions  ultra  vires,  the  gift  will  be  valid  and  the 
directions  void.    McDonald  v.  McDonald  (Sc.  App.),  XIII,  154. 

2.  Not  accepted.  W.,  the  uncle  of  the  plaintiffs  wife,  was  applied  to  by  a 
friend  of  the  plaintiff  to  advance  £1;000  to  defray  some  expenses  connected 
with  the  plaintiffs  election  as  member  of  Parliament.  W.  declined  to  make 
the  advance,  but  said  he  would  give  the  plaintiff  £500  and  deduct  it  from  the 
legacy  he  intended  to  leave  to  his  wife.  Shortly  afterward  W.  sent  the  plain- 
tiff a  check  for  £500.  The  plaintiff  wrote  to  thank  W.,  saying  that  he  would 
gladly  repay  it  at  an  early  opportunity,  and  hoped  shortly  to  be  able  to  do  so. 
A  few  weeks  afterward,  as  the  plaintiff  deposed,  a  conversation  took  place 
between  him  and  W .,  and  it  was  agreed  at  the  plaintiff's  instance,  that  the 
plaintiff  should  pay  banker's  interest  on  the  sum  during  W.'s  life;  and  %\ie 
plaintiff,  for  the  purpose,  as  he  deposed,  of  effectuating  this  agreement,  signed 
and  gave  to  W.  a  promissory  note  for  £500,  with  interest  at  £1  per  cent,  on 
the  underetanding  that  payment  of  the  principal  was  not  to  be  enforced,  but 
only  payment  of  interest,  during  W.'s  life.  After  W's  death,  his  executors 
sued  the  plaintiff  on  the  note  for  the  £500.  Held,  that  (althought  if  there  had 
been  a  complete  gift  of  the  £500,  it  could  not  afterward  have  formed  a  con- 
sideration for  a  promissory  note)  the  executora  were  entitled  to  recover ;  for 
that,  aa  the  plaintiff  had  not,  before  the  giving  of  the  promissory  note,  agreed

to  accept  the  £600  as  a  gift,  it  remained  open  whether  it  should  be  a  gift  or 
loan ;  and  the  giving  the  promissory  note  was  conclnsive  evidence  that  the 
parties  agreed  upon  its  being  a  loan )  and  the  court  could  not  allow  the  docu- 
mentary evidence  to  be  rebutted  by  the  parol  evidence  given  by  the  plaintiff 
on  his  own  behalf.    ffiU  v.  Wilson  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  449. 

3.  When  inoomplete.  Testator,  who  was  the  ownnr  of  a  share  in  a  colliery, 
on  the  11th  of  February,  1865,  wrote  to  the  plaintiff,  his  daughter,  as  follows : 
*'  I  have  another  present  to  make  shortly,  one  share  of  Ryhope  Colliery  *  *  • 
and  you  may  now  consider  that  you  have  this  yourself  from  2d  January  to 
receive  dividends  upon.  I  am  also  giving  to  Sarah  one,  the  same."  On  the 
17th  he  attended  a  meeting  of  shareholders  in  the  colliery,  and  signed  the 
following  entry  in  the  minute  book :  "  That  Mr.  N.'s  "  (his  own)  "  proposition 
of  transferring  two  of  his  shares  to  the  parties  undernamed  be  agreed  to,  viz. :  *' 
(the  plaintiff  and  her  sister).  It  was  admitted  that  this  signature  was  not 
sufficient,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  deed  of  partnership,  to  pass  the 
property  in  the  shares.  On  the  25th  of  February,  he  again  wrote  to  the  plain- 
tiff: **  I  have  arranged  and  made  all  right  with  the  shares  for  you  and  Sarah, 
and  dividends  will  be  sent  from  2d  January."  On  the  4th  of  March,  the  tes- 
tator wrote  to  the  plaintiff :  ''Next  meeting  (private)  we  will  be  enabled  to 
make  another  dividend,  when  you  and  Sarah  will  be  informed."  On  the  16th 
of  March, he  sent  the  plaintiff  a  check  for  the  first  dividend,  with  a  letter  thus: 
"  Herewith  I  inclose  check  for  £37  10«.,  which  you  can  receive  at  the  bank 
*  *  *  first  dividend,  made  this  day."  On  the  18th  of  March,  he  again  wrote 
to  the  plaintiff,  as  follows :  "  I  have  yours  in  reply  to  the  receipt  of  dividend  — 
long  may  you  live  to  enjoy  it ; "  and  in  the  same  letter,  after  referring  to  the 
meeting  of  the  17th  of  January,  he  further  said:  "Well,  when  I  got  in,  I 
openly  at  once  asked  the  question  in  the  presence  of"  (four  persoAs  whom  he 
named),  "  I  was  about  to  give  to  my  two  daughters  one  share  each,  and  which 
is  the  way  to  do  it  ?  They  were  all  pleased.  It  was  entered  in  the  nnnutes  of 
the  book."  Held,  that  thp  above  expressions  in  letters,  signature  of  minute 
and  gift  of  dividend,  did  not  amount  to  a  declaration  by  the  testator,  nor  to 
proof  of  an  intention  and  determinatioi)  on  his  part,  that  he  would  hold  the 
shares  for  the  plaintiff;  but  that  the  testator,  having  the  desire  and  intention 
that  she  should,  from  and  after  the  11th  of  February,  1865,  have  the  shares  as 
her  property,  failed  to  fulfill  that  desire  and  complete  that  intention.  Hea/rUey 
V.  NichoUcm  (Eq.  C),  XI,  816. 

^  How  perfected.  B.  borrowed  £1,100  from  his  step-mother,  who  lived  in 
his  house,  paying  £212  10«.  a  quarter  for  board ;  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
debt  should  be  paid  off  by  a  deduction  of  £100  from  each  quarter's  payment. 
Deductions  of  this  amount  were  made  for  two  quarters,  but  on  the  third 
quarter-day  the  creditor  refused  to  make  any  further  deduction,  and  paid  the 
full  amount  of  £212  10«.,  and  continued  down  to  the  time  of  her  death  (which 
took  place  more  than  four  years  afterward),  to  pay  to  B.  the  like  quarterly 
sum.  B.  was  appointed  sole  executor  of  his  step-mother,  and  proved  the  will ; 
and  a  suit  for  administration  was  instituted.  Held^  that  the  debt  was  gone ; 
first,  because  the  appointment  of  B.  as  executor  released  the  debt  at  law,  and 
any  claim  in  equity  was  rebutted  by  evidence  of  a  continuing  intention  on  the 
part  of  the  testatrix  to  give ;  and,  secondly,  because  the  intention  of  the  testa-

trix  to  give  B.  the  Bum  of  £900  was  completed  hj  nine  qaarterly  payments  of 
£212  lOtf.  each.    Strang  v.  Bird  (£q.  O.),  IX,  827. 

6.  Placing  in  l>ank  to  credit  of  donee.  A  wife  being  executrix  of  her 
father  paid  the  moneys,  she  received  into  a  bank  in  her  own  name  as  such 
executrix.  The  husband,  it  was  alleged,  sometimes  paid  in  money  to  this 
account,  and  the  wife  paid  checks  to  her  husband's  creditors.  The  account 
remained  for  six  years,  when  the  husband  died,  and  the  wife  died  shortly 
afterward.  HM,  that  if  the  money,  or  any  part  of  it,  belonged  to  the 
husband,  he  had  shown  an  intention  of  making  a  gift  of  it  to  his  wife,  and  it 
constituted  part  of  her  estate  at  the  husband's  death.  Lhyd  v.  Pughe  (£q. 
C),  III,  715;  reversed  on  the  facts.  S.  C,  IV,  775. 

6.  Transfor  of  interest.  In  order  to  give  validity  to  a  declaration  of  trust 
of  property,  it  is  necessary  that  the  donor  or  grantor  should  have  absolutely 
parted  with  his  interest  in  the  property,  and  have  effectually  put  such  interest 
beyond  his  own  reach.     Warrin&r  v.  Sogers  (Eq.  C),  VI,  781. 

7.  —  An  unmarried  lady,  possessed  of  large  property,  being  under  obliga- 
tions  to  the  plaintiff,  a  servant,  called  him  one  day  into  her  room  and  showed 
him  a  box,  which,  having  opened  it  and  put  a  note  inside,  she  locked  and 
handed  to  him,  telling  him  to  take  it  into  his  possession,  that  it  would  be  of  ser- 
vice to  him  some  day.  but  that  he  must  not  open  it  till  after  her  death.  She 
herself  kept  the  key.  She  afterward  made  her  will,  whereby  she  gave  the  resi' 
due  of  her  real  and  personal  estate  to  the  defendant,  a  stranger  in  blood.  After 
her  death  the  box(  was  opened  and  found  to  contain  a  paper  writing,  dated 
and  signed  by  the  testatrix,  and  addressed  to  the  plaintiff,  to  the  effect  that 
the  contents  of  the  box  were  a  deed  of  gift  to  the  plaintiff  of  certain  real 
and  personal  estate  therein  specified  and  described.  In  the  box  were  also 
found  title  deeds  relating  to  an  estate,  M.,  not  mentioned  in  the  paper  writing, 
and  some  other  papers,  but  nothing  answering  a  description  of  a  deed  of  gift. 
After  the  testatrix's  death  there  was  found  by  the  plaintiff,  in  an  outhouse, 
to  which  the  testatrix  and  he  alone  had  access,  another  paper  writing,  dated 
the  day  after  the  date  of  the  former  paper,  and  also  signed  by  the  testatrix, 
and  addressed  to  the  plaintiff,  to  the  effect  that  the  title  deeds  of  the  real  prop- 
erty mentioned  in  the  former  paper,  were  to  be  found  in  a  particular  repository, 
to  be  handed  over  to  him  "  free,  and  all  expenses  to  be  paid  out  of  the  bulk,  and 
writings  of  M.''  ffeld^  that  these  papers  were  of  a  testamentary  character,  and 
did  not  amount  to  a  valid  declaration  of  trust  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  lb. 

8.  Transfer  of  stock.  Stock  which  had  been  acquired  by  a  lady  as  the  sur- 
vivor of  her  husband,  who  had  transferred  it  into  their  joint  names,  was 
transferred  by  her  into  the  names  of  herself,  her  daughter,  who  had  recedtly 
married,  and  her  daughter's  husband ;  and  the  dividends  of  the  stock  were 
enjoyed  by  the  transferor  during  her  life.  The  daughter  predeceased  her 
mother,  and  the  sou-in-Iaw  survived  them  both.  Held,  that  there  was  no 
resulting  trust,  and  that  the  son-in-law  was  entitled  to  the  fund.  Batstone  v. 
Salter  (Chan.  App,),  XIV,  714 ;  affirming  S.  C,  XI,  826. 

9.  Mortis  oaiuuL  The  delivery  by  a  donor,  in  his  last  illness,  of  a  check  on 
his  bankers,  was  accompanied  by  a  delivery  of  his  banker's  pass-book.  The 
check  not  having  been  presented  until  after  the  donor's  death,  Tield^  that  the 
gift  was  not  a  good  danoHo  mortis  causa.    Beak  v.  Beak  (Eq.  C),  II,  890. 
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10.  A  testatrix,  both  before  apd  after  she  made  her  will,  purchased  sams 

of  stock  in  the  names  of  herself  and  the  son  of  her  daughter-in-law.  By  her  will 
she  gave  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  her  daughter-in-law  for  life,  and  after 
her  death  to  the  son  and  daughter  of  the  daughter-ip-law.  Ildd,  that,  under 
the  circumstances,  the  sums  of  stock  so  purchased  were  a  gift  to  the  son  of 
the  daughter-in-law.    Fowkes  v.  Pa$eoe  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  750. 

11* Held,  that  in  such  a  case  the  evidence  of  the  son  and  his  wife  was 

admissible,  and  could  not  be  disregarded  as  rebutting  the  presumption  of  a 
resulting  trust ;  and  that,  coupled  with  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
stock  was  purchased,  it  was  sufficient  to  rebut  the  presumption.  lb. 

12.  Held,  on  the  facts,  that  the  testatrix  had  not  placed  herself  in  loco 

parentis  to  the  son  of  her  daughter-in-law  or  to  the  other  residuary  legatee, 
and  that  both  these  facts  would  have  to  be  proved  to  make  the  gift  an  ademp- 
tion of  the  residuary  bequest.  lb. 

13.  A  husband,  two  years  before  his  death,  gave  to  his  wife  a  railway 

debenture  subsequently  converted  into  railway  stock,  which  remained  in  his 
name,  and  on  which  the  dividends  were  received  by  him,  but  paid  to  his  wife. 
He  gave  the  certificates  to  his  wife,  and  they  remained  in  her  possession 
until  he  required  them  in  order  to  replace  a  lost  dividend  warrant.  While  on 
his  death-bed  he  handed  the  certificates  to  his  wife,  saying, "  these  are  yours," 
and  also  gave  her  a  deposit  note.  BM,  that  the  gift  of  the  stock  failed  as 
incomplete,  and  could  not  be  supported  as  a  declaration  of  trust,  the  intention 
to  make  an  immediate  gift  being  inconsistent  with  a  declaration  of  trust. 
Moore  v.  Moore  (Eq.  C),  X,  788. 

14. Held,  also,  that  railway  stock  cannot  be  the  subject  of  donatio  mor- 
tis causa.  lb. 

16.  Held,  also,  that  the  gift  of  the  deposit  note  was  a  good  donatio 

mortis  catua.  lb.

GOODWILL. 

Right  of  vendor  to  set  up  new  busineM.  The  vendor  of  a  business  and 
the  goodwill  thereof  may,  in  the  absence  of  express  stipulation  to  the  con- 
trary, set  up  a  business  of  the  same  kind  either  in  the  same  neighborhood  or 
elsewhere,  and  may  publicly  advertise  the  fact  of  his  having  done  so ;  but  he 
must  not  solicit  the  customers  of  the  old  business  to  cease  dealing  with  the 
purchaser  or  to  give  their  custom  to  himself.  He  may  be  restrained  from  so 
doiAg  by  injunction.    Labouchere  v.  Dawson  (Bq.  C),  I,  711.

1.  Of  wazrsn*  A  grant  of  **  warren  "  may  pass  the  soil ;  it  may  pass  nothing 
bat  a  franchise  to  be  exercised  over  the  soil.  The  phrase,  "a  warren  of 
conies/'  will  onlj  pass  the  franchise.  Earl  Beauchamp  v.  Winn  (Eng.  &  Ir. 
App.),  VI,  87.    , 

2. A  right  of  entering  within  the  limits  of  a  warren  to  kill  rabbits  may 

be  properly  described  as  a  "  tenement."  lb. 

3. The  dachy  of  Cornwall  was  in  the  possession  both  of  the  soil  of  a 

manor  and  of  a  warren  of  conies  existing  over  certain  parts  of  the  manor.  In 
March,  1799,  the  duchy  granted  a  lease  to  P.,  in  which  the  sabjects  granted 
were  thas  described :  "  AH  that  piece  or  parcel  of  woodland  situate  in  B., 
etc,  and  all  that  close  called,  etc.,  and  all  that  warren  of  conies,  with  all  and 
singular  the  rights,  members  and  appurtenances  whatsoever  in  B.,  etc.,  afore- 
said ;  and  that  lodge  or  house  thereupon  built,  etc. ;  and  also  all  that  warren 
of  conies,  with  all  and  singular  the  rights,  members  and  appurtenances  what- 
soever in  B.,  etc,  both  of  which  said  warrens  of  conies  are  called  or  known  by 
the  name  of  B.  warren,  and  do  extend  themselves  in  and  over  the  wastes  or 
moors  of  B.,  F.,  S.  and  A.,"  etc.  Hdd^  that  these  words  did  not  carry  the  soil, 
but  only  a  right  to  the  conies,  and  whatever  was  fairly  incident  to,  or  neces- 
sary for,  the  preservation  and  making  profit  of  them.  lb. 

GUABANTT. 

1.  Validity.  The  plaintiff  having  presented  a  petition  for  winding  up  a 
company,  the  defendants  signed  the  following  guaranty :  "  In  consideration 
of  your  withdrawing  the  petition  you  have  presented  for  winding  up  the  com- 
pany called  John  King  &  Co.,  Limited,  we  agree  to  pay  you  all  the  costs  you 
have  incurred  of  and  in  relation  to  such  petition,  and  to  indemnify  you  against 
all  costs  (if  any)  you  may  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  company,  or  to  any  other  par- 
ties appearing  for  or  in  reference  to  the  petition.  We  further  agree  to  guar- 
antee the  payment  to  you,  within  eighteen  months  from  this  date,  by  the  com- 
pany  or  the  liquidator  thereof,  of  the  principal  of  your  debt  of  £722."  In  an 
action  on  the  second  branch  of  the  guaranty,  hM^  that  the  consideration  ap- 
plied to  both  promises ;  that  the  consideration  wad  the  withdrawal  of  the  then 
pending  petition,  and  not  the  forbearing  for  eighteen  months  to  proceed  with 
any  petition  to  wind  up  the  company ;  and  that  such  a  consideration  was  suf.

3*  Illegal  preference.  A  baaker  holding  bills  and  acceptances  as  a  security 
for  advances  made  to  a  customer,  took  a  guaranty  from  the  brother  of  the  cus- 
tomer that  the  loss  of  the  bank  should  not  exceed  £2,000.  This  transaction 
took  place  after  the  customer  had  commenced  proceedings  for  the  liquidation 
of  his  affairs,  and  unknown  to  his  other  creditors,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the 
bank  from  opposing  a  composition.  Heldt  upon  a  bill  filed  by  the  banker  to 
enforce  performance  of  the  agreement,  that  the  arrangement,  which  would 
have  the  effect  of  giving  one  creditor  a  secret  advantage  over  the  others,  could 
not  be  sustained,  and  the  bill  was  dismissed  with  costs.  McKewan  v.  Sander' 
son  (Eq.  C),  XIU,  611.

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4,  Oontlniiing.  A  father,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  advances  for  bis  son 
from  a  bank,  gave  the  son  a  promissorj  note  for  £2,000,  and  gave  the  bank  an 
agreement  under  seal  to  this  effect,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  bank  discount- 
ing the  note  for  £2,000  for  his  son,  certain  deeds  and  documents  which  the 
father  deposited  with  the  bank  should  remain  with  the  banl^  as  security  for 
ihe  payment  of  all  money  due  or  to  become  due  from  the  son  to  the  bank  on 
any  account  whatsoever,  and  that  he  would  pay  the  bank  upon  demand  all 
such  money ;  and  he  thereby  charged  the  property  comprised  in  such  docu- 
ments with  the  repayment  thereof.  Held,  that  this  agreement  was  not  limited 
to  the  £2,000,  but  was  a  continuing  guaranty  for  all  money  already  due,  or 
which  should  become  due,  from  the  son  to  the  6ank,  until  the  father  withdrew 
it,  which,  ii  seems,  he  might  do  under  certain  circumstances,  upon  the  terms  of 
paying  all  that  was  due  under  it  at  the  time  of  giving  notice  of  withdrawal. 
Burgess  v.  Eve  (Eq.  C),  U,  879. 

6. The  plaintifib  were  in  the  habit  of  holding  weekly  sales  of  hides, 

skins,  etc.,  the  course  of  business  being  that  the  goods  bought  at  each  sale 
were  paid  for  in  .the  following  week.  One  Dyson,  who  had  for  some  time 
bought  skins  at  these,  sales,  on  the  29th  of  December,  1871,  bought  to  the 
extent  of  £84  7s.  6d.  Having  heard  that  Dyson  had  executed  a  bill  of  sale, 
the  plaintiffs  declined  to  deliver  the  skins  unless  the  defendants  would  engage 
to  be  responsible  for  the  price.  This  being  communicated  by  Dyson  to  the 
defendants,  the  latter  on  the  Ist  of  January,  1872,  telegraphed  to  the  plaintiffs, 
"  We  agree  to  be  answerable  for  the  skins,"  and  on  the  same  day  sent  them  a 
covering  letter,  in  which,  after  stating  that  they  had  had  dealings  with  Dyson 
for  five  years,  and  had  never  known  any  thing  dishonorable  or  dishonest  in 
any  of  his  transactions,  they  wrote,  '*  What  you  have  heard  was  done  to  pro- 
tect him  from  a  dishonest  tradesman,  and  will  in  no  way,  we  hope,  be  to  the 
injury  of  his  creditors.  Having  every  confidence  in  him,  he  has  but  to  call 
upon  us  for  a  check  and  have  it  with  pleasure  for  any  account  he  may  have 
with  you ;  and  when  to  the  contrary,  we  will  write  you."  The  plaintifib  accord- 
ingly sent  Dyson  the  goods,  and  continued  to  deal  with  him  down  to  the  8d  of 
May,  1872,  at  which  time  he  was  indebted  to  them  in  £92  Is.  lOd.,  which  he 
was  unable  to  pay,  the  defendants,  who  were  the  holders  of  the  bill  of  sale, 
having  seised  and  sold  all  his  effects  under  it.  Held,  that  the  defendants' 
letter  of  the  1st  of  January  was  a  continuing  guarantee.  JfoUingham  Bide, 
etc.,  Co,  V.  BottriU  (Com.  PI.),  VII,  226. 

6*  —  On  a  continuing  guaranty  for  the  honesty  of  a  servant,  if  the  master 
discovers  that  the  servant  has  been  guilty  of  dishonesty  in  the  course  of  the 
service,  and  instead  of  dismissing  the  servant  chooses  to  continue  him  in  his 
employ  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  surety,  express  or  implied, 
he  cannot  afterward  have  recourse  to  the  surety  to  make  good  any  loss  which 
may  arise  from  the  dishonesty  of  the  servant  during  the  subsequent  service. 
PhiOips  V.  FbxaU  (Q.  B.),  Ill,  259. 

7.  When  determined.  A  guaranty  was  determinable  by  six  months'  notice. 
The  guarantor  died,  leaving  as  his  executor  the  debtor  on  whose  behalf  the 
guaranty  was  given.  The  creditors  to  whom  the  guaranty  was  given  con- 
tinned  to  make  advances  to  the  debtor,  knowing  that  there  was  no  personal 
estate  to  answer  the  guaranty.  Held,  that  under* the  circumstances  the 
creditors  were  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  guaranty  for  their  advances 
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subsequent  to  the  death.    EarriB  ▼.  Faweett  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  480;  affirming

HABEAS  CORPUS. 

1.  Beoond  arrest  One  of  several  coolies  who,  while  being  carried  from  China 
to  Peru  in  a  French  ship,  had  killed  the  captain  and  crew  and  taken  the  ship 
back,  and  had  taken  refuge  at  Hong  Kong,  having  been  imprisoned  with  a 
view  to  oelng  surrendered. to  the  Chinese  government,  on  the  ground  of  his 
having  feloniously  seized  the  ship  at  sea  and  murdered  some  of  the  crew,  was 
brought  up  on  a  writ  of  habeas  carpus,  and  discharged  by  the  chief  justice  of 
Hong  Kong.  Thereupon  he  was  again  arrested  on  a  warrant  for  piracy  jure 
gentium.  On  being  brought  up  again  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  he  was  again 
discharged  by  the  chief  justice,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  been  committed  a 
second  time  for  the  same  offense,  contrary  to  the  6th  section  of  the  Habeas  (Jar- 
pus  Act.  On  appeal  it  was  held,  by  the  Judicial  Committee,  that  the  first  order 
of  discharge  should  be  upheld,  but  that  the  second  order  of  discharge  should 
be  reversed.    AUomey-Qeneral  v.  Ku)ok-a-8i7ig  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  148. 

2. The  6th  section  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  applies  only  where  the 

second  arrest  is  substantially  for  the  same  cause  as  the  first,  so  that  the  return 
of  the  second  writ  of  habeas  corpus  raises  for  the  court  the  same  question  with 
reference  to  the  validity  of  the  grounds  of  detention  as  the  first.  lb. 

3. The  chief  justice  having  been  of  opinion  that  the  ship  was  a  slave 

ship,  and  that  the  coolies  were  justified  in  killing  the  captain  and  crew  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  their  liberty,  the  Judicial  Committee  thought  the  evi- 
dence before  him  did  not  prove  this.  lb.

HIGHWAY. 

1.  Right  to  deviate.  The  plaintiff  was  the  occupier  of  an  arable  field, 
across  which  was  a  public  foot-path,  but  the  plaintiff  and  his  predocessors  had 
the  right  to  plough  up  the  foot-path  when  ploughing,  the  field.    The  public, 
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when  the  way  was  muddj  after  being  ploughed  up,  having  deviated  on  to  the 
plaintilTs  field,  the  plaintiff,  in  order  to  prevent  them  from  straying  from  the 
line  of  the  foot-path,  placed  hurdles  on  the  sides  of  it,  some  of  whioh  were 
thrown  down  by  the  defendant.  Held,  that  the  foot-path  having  been  dedi- 
cated to  the  public,  with  a  reservation  of  the  right  to  plough  it  up,  on  its 
becoming  impassable  after  being  ploughed  up,  the  public  had  no  right,  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  of  such  a  prescriptive  right,  to  pass  over  the  adjoining 
parts  of  the  plaintiff's  field ;  and  that  the  defendant  was  liable  in  an  action  of 
trespass.    Arnold  y.  Holbrooke  (Q.  B.)*  IV,  236. 

2.  Pttrmission  to  lay  gas-pipes.  An  agreement  between  the  plaintiffs,  a 
highway  board,  and  the  defendants,  a  gas  company,  that  if  the  plaintiffs  would 
give  the  defendants  a  license  to  open  a  highway  in  their  jurisdiction  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  gas-pipes,  the  defendants  should  make  good  the  surface  of 
the  road,  and  pay  to  the  plaintiffs  Is.  per  yard  of  the  highway  so  broken  up. 
Held  valid ;  for  that  the  agreement  of  the  plaintiffs  to  allow  the  defendants  to 
interfere  with  the  surface  of  the  road  was  a  good  consideration,  and  the  con- 
tract was  not  illegal  and  did  not  necessarily  contemplate  the  creation  of  a 
nuisance  by  the  defendants.  Bdgeware  Highway  Board  v.  Hcvrrov)  Otu  Co.  (Q. 
B.).  XI,  164. 

3.  Willfid  obstrnotioii.  By  the  Highway  Act,  1835  (5  &  6  Wm.  4,  c.  50),  s.  72, 
if  any  person  shall  *'  willfully  obstruct  the  passage  of  any  footway,"  he  is  made 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  40«.  The  respondent  was  Summoned  under  s.  72,  for 
obstructing  a  way.  Evidence  was  given  that  trees  and  underwood  on  his  land 
had  grown  over  and  across  the  way,  so  as  to  be  an  obstruction  to  the  free  pass- 
age along  it.  Held  (Gockburn,  G.  J.,  dissenting),  that  the  respondent,  in 
merely  suffering  the  trees  to  grow  so  as  to  be  an  obstruction,  did  not  "  willfully 
obstruct "  the  way  within  s.  72.     Walk&r  v.  Homer  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XV,  146.

HUSBAND  AND  WIFE. 

1.  Husband's  right  to  settlema&t.  Where  a  wife  is  entitled  to  an  equity 
to  a  settlement,  the  husband  has  a  right  to  any  interest  in  possession,  except 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  wife  and  children,  and,  therefore, 
the  fund  will  be  limited,  after  the  death  of  the  wife  and  in  default  of  children 
of  the  wife,  to  the  husband,  whether  he  does  or  does  not  survive  the  wife. 
Waleh  ▼.  Waaon  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  441. 

2.  Wife's  equities.  On  a  marriage  in  1862,  the  parties  having  no  property, 
no  settlement  was  made  ;  but  the  husband,  at  the  wife's  request,  gave  up  an 
appointment  producing  more  than  £300  a  year.  In  the  same  year  the  wife's 
mother  settled  funds  producing  about  £1,000  a  year  on  the  wife  for  life,  for 
her  separate  use,  with  remainder  to  the  children,  giving  the  husband  £200  a 
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« 

year  for  life  after  the  death  of  his  wife  ;  and  shortly  afterward  she  gave  the 
wife  a  farther  income  of  above  £700  a  year  for  her  separate  use.  The  wife 
allowed  the  husband  £100  a  year  till  1865,  when  they  ceased  to  live  together. 
In  December*  1870,  he  obtained  a  decree  for  restitution  of  conjagal  rights,  and 
a  separation  deed  was  thereupon  executed,  by  which  she  agreed  to  give  him  an 
annuity  of  £800  a  year,  and  to  maintain  their  two  children  while  with  her,  his 
rights  as  to  her  unsettled  property  not  being  affected.  At  this  time  the  wife 
had  saved  about  £6,000  out  of  her  separate  income.  It  appeared  that  the  hus- 
band was  not  to  blame  in  the  disputes.  A  sum  of  £6,000  having  devolved 
upon  the  wife  under  the  intestacy  of  a  relation,  held,  that  the  wife  being 
amply  provided  for,  and  the  husband  not  in  fault,  the  court  would  not  inter- 
fere with  his  marital  rights,  and  that  the  wife  was  not  entitled  to  any  settle- 
ment out  of  this  sum.  OiaeametU  ▼.  Prodgers  (Chan.  App.),  Y,  671 ;  affirming 
8.  C,  III,  726. 

3.  how  lost.  Where  a  testatrix  gave  her  residue  among  four,  and  ap- 
pointed the  husband  of  one  of  them  sole  executor,  from  whom,  on  the  ac- 
counts being  taken,  there  was  found  due  a  large  balance  which  he  was  unable 
to  pay,  held,  that  the  husband  being  iijdebted  to  the  estate,  and,  therefore, 
disentitled  to  receive  any  thing,  no  equity  to  a  settlement  arose  in  favor  of 
the  wife.    Knight  v.  Knight  (Eq.  C),  X,  802. 

4.  Wife's  separate  property.  Where  a  married  woman,  entitled  to  a 
legacy  charged  on  real  estate  which  had  not  been  reduced  into  possession  by 
her  husband,  obtained  a  protection  order,  in  consequence  of  her  husband's 
desertion,  under  20  &  21  Vict.,  c  85,  s.  21,  hMy  that  the  legacy,  on  being 
paid  to  her  after  the  date  of  the  order,  was  property  which  then  came  to  or 
devolved  upon  her  within  sects.  21  and  25  of  the  act,  and  that  her  receipt  was 
a  good  discharge.    Matter  of  Cowurd's  Pwrchcue  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  712. 

6.  Not  reduced  to  possession  by  husband.  A  woman  having  a  sum  of 
money  deposited  with  a  merchant,  and  standing  in  her  name,  married  a  man 
whom  she  afterward  accompanied  on  a  voyage,  and  both  were  drowned  at  the 
same  time.  The  money  was  transferred  by  the  merchant  into  the  names  of 
the  husband  and  wife  ;  but  the  only  direction  given  to  the  merchant  by  the 
husband  was  to  keep  this  property  separate  from  his  other  moneys.  The  hus- 
band by  his  will,  after  reciting  that  his  wife  had  previously  to  her  marriage 
deposited  with  the  merchant  this  money,  which  was  standing  in  her  name, 
disposed  of  the  property  as  his  own.  HM,  that  the  husband  had  done-  no  act 
to  reduce  the  wife's  money  into  possession,  and  that  it  would  go  to  her  per- 
sonal representatives.    ScruUon  v.  PcUtiUo  (Eq.  C),  XII,  803. 

6.  Savings  and  increase.  The  savings  of  a  married  woman's  separate  es- 
tate, like  the  income  itself,  become  her  separate  estate  in  equity.  Duncan  v. 
Cashin  (Com.  PI.),  XIV,  411. 

7. Furniture  was  settled  upon  a  married  woman  to  her  separate  use, 

and  with  money,  also  her  separate  property,  she  from  time  to  time  renewed 
such  as  wore  out.  The  whole  were  seized  by  the  sheriff  for  a  debt  of  her 
husband.  Held,  that  as  a  court  of  equity,  would,  under  the  circumstances,- 
have  restrained  the  sheriff  from  selling  the  accretions  as  well  as  the  original 
furniture,  a  court  of  law,  upon  an  interpleader  summons,  must  take  notice  of 
the  equitable  claim  of  the  wife's  trustee,  and  direct  the  sheriff  to  withdraw.  lb. 
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8.  Bank  deposit.  A  wife,  being  executrix  of  her  father,  pafd  money  she 
received  as  such  into  a  bank  to  an  accoant  in  bei;  own  name  as  executrix.  Her 
husband  paid  monej  of  his  own  to  this  account,  and  the  wife  had  drawn 
checks  upon  the  account  for  payment  of  debts  due  bj  the  husband  and  for 
payment  of  household  expenses.  The  husband  died.  HdA,  upon  the  facts  of 
the  case,  that  there  was  no  gift  from  the  husband  to  the  wife,  but  that  the 
wife  was  merely  the  agent  of  the  husband,  and  that  the  money  remaining  in 
the  bank  belonged  to  his  estate  and  not  to  the  wife's.  lAoyd  v.  Pughe  (Chan. 
App.),  IV,  776  ;  reversing  S.  C,  III,  716. 

9.  The  husband  of  the  plaintiff,  being  in  failing  health,  transferred  his 

banking  account  from  his  own  name  into  the  joint  names  of  himself  and  his 
wife,  and  directed  the  bankers  to  honor  checks  drawn  either  by  himself  or  his 
wife ;  and  he  afterward  paid  in  considerable  sums  to  this  account.  All  checks 
were  afterward  drawn  by  the  plaintiff  at  the  direction  of  her  husband,  and 
the  proceeds  were  applied  in  payment  of  household  and  other  expenses.  The 
husband  never  explained  to  the  plaintiff  what  his  intention  was  in  transfer- 
ring the  account,  but  he  was  stated  by  the  bank  manager  to  have  remarked 
at  the  time  of  the  transfer  that  the  t>alance  of  the  account  would  belong  to 
the  survivor  of  himself  and  his  wife.  After  the  death  of  her  husband  (which 
took  place  a  few  months  after  the  transfer)  the  plaintiff  claimed  to  be  entitled 
to  the  balance.  Held,  that  the  transfer  of  the  account  was  not  intended  to  be 
a  provision  for  the  plaintiff,  but  merely  a  mode  of  conveniently  managing  her 
husband's  affairs ;  and  consequently  that  she  was  not  entitled.  Marshai  v. 
GrutweU  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  830. 

10.  Money  loaned.  A  married  woman  had  property,  freehold  and  lease- 
hold, devised  to  her  separate  use,  and  she  being  desirous  of  building  and  re- 
pairing some  cottages  upon  it,  and  her  husband  wishing  to  pay  off  a  debt,  it 
was  arranged,  under  the  advice  of  the  defendant,  a  solicitor,  that  a  loan  of 
£550  should  be  raised  by  the  mortgage  of  the  wife's  property  and  the  deposit 
of  two  policies  of  £500  each  on  the  life  of  the  husband  .and  wife  respectively. 
The  mortgage  was  executed  by  husband  and  wife,  and  the  husband  cove- 
nanted for  the  repayment  of  the  loan.  The  money  was  to  be  advanced  by  in- 
stallments, and  a  joint  authority,  signed  by  husband  and  wife,  was  given  to 
the  defendant  to  receive  the  first  installment  of  £150  from  the  mortgagees. 
He  received  it  and  paid  the  husband's  debt  by  the  authority  of  husband  and 
wife,  and  he  handed  a  small  sum  to  them,  but  claimed  to  retain  the  balance 
for  a  previous  debt  due  from  the  husband  for  professional  services.  Upon 
this  an  action  was  brought  by  husband  and  wife  to  recover  the  balance.  Held, 
that  the  action  was  maintainable,  for  that  the  defendant,  having  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  objects  of  the  loan,  one  of  wbich  was  to  appropriate  a  sum  to  the 
separate  use  of  the  wife,  received  the  money  under  the  joint  authority,  as 
agent  of  the  husband  and  wife,  to  carry  into  effect  those  objects ;  and! he  could 
not,  against  their  will,  treat  the  transaction  as  a  reduction  into  possession  by 
the  husband,  and  the  defendant,  therefore,  had  no  right  to  set  up  as  an  answer 
to  the  action  that  the  money,  when  in  his  hands,  was  money  of  the  husband 
fdone.    JoneB  v.  Outhhertson  (Q.  B.),  1, 262 ;  affirmed  6.  C,  VII,  100. 

11.  Oon^eyuaoe  dL  A  married  woman  may  pass  her  separate  real  estate 
by  deed  or  will  as  9kfenu  sole.    Pride  v.  BtM  (Chan.  App.),  I,  426. 
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12.  t B7  a  deed  of  aepanttioii,  made  between  a  husband  and  a  wife  and 

trustees,  and  dulj  acknowledged  bj  the  wife,  it  was  agreed  that  the  wife 
should  hold  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  husband  and  wife,  or  either 
of  them  in  right  of  the  wife,  as  her  separate  property,  and  should  have  power, 
by  will,  to  devise  or  bequeath  the  same.  The  husband  then  purported  to  con- 
vey to  a  trustee  all  such  real  and  personal  estate,  to  be  held  upon  correspond- 
ing trusts.  EM,  that,  though  the  wife  did  not  expressly  convey  real  estate 
vested  in  her,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  deed  that  she  should  have  power  to 
dispose  thereof  as  if  she  was  unmarried,  and  accordingly  that  a  certain  estate 
of  which  a  trustee  was  seized  in  trust  for  her  separate  use  during  her  life, 
with  remainder  to  herself  in  fee,  passed  by  her  will.  lb. 

13.  Poat-nnptial  contract  as  ta  The  ^^t^m,  or  right  to  personal  property 
by  descent  of  the  wife,  is  the  property  of  her  husband,  and  subject  to  his 
debts.    Learmouth  v.  MiUer  (Sc.  App.),  XIII,  181. 

14. A  provision  without  consideration  in  a  post-nuptial  contract  that 

the  income  of  the  legitim  **  should  be  alimentary,  and  in  nowise  attachable  for 
debt,"  held  insufficient  to  exclude  the  claim  of  the  husband's  creditors,  he  hav- 
ing become  bankrupt.  lb.

husband  for  her  separate  use,  without  power  of  anticipation,  and  after  the  death 
of  one  of  them  for  the  survivor  for  life,  and  after  trusts  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children  of  the  marriage,  upon  such  trusts  as  she  should  by  deed  or  will 
appoint,  and  (there  being  no  children  of  the  marriage)  had  by  deed  irrevocably 
appointed  her  reversionary  interest  in  favor  of  her  mother,  subsequently,  and, 
as  she  alleged,  under  the  compulsion  of  her  husband,  made  another  absolute 
irrevocable  appointment  of  her  reversionary  interest  in  favor  of  her  hus- 
band without  noticing  the  previous  appointment.  The  husband  deposited  the 
appointment  in  his  favor  to  secure  a  debt  to  himself.  JJdd,  on  bill  filed  by 
the  assignee  of  the  debt  and  security,  that,  assuming  the  second  appointment 
to  be  a  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  wife,  inasmuch  as  it  was  not  based  upon  any 
active  misrepresentation  by  her,  but  disclosed  the  restraint  on  anticipation, 
and  only  attempted  to  deal  with  the  reversionary  interest,  the  assignee  of 
the  security  was  not  entitled  to  impound  the  income  during  her  life,  to  make 
good  his  loss  k^  such  fraud.  lb. 
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21. The  separate  estate  of  a  married  woman  is  not  in  general  liable  for 

breaches  of  trost  or  torts  committed  by  her.  'Wainford  v.  Reyl  (Eq.  C.)» 
XIII,  825. 

22. liability  for  debt.    The  property  of  a  married  woman,  settled  bj 

an  ante-nuptial  settlement  for  her  separate  use  for  life,  with  remainder  as 
she  should  by  deed  or  will  appoint,  with  remainder,  in  failure  of  appoint- 
ment, to  her  executors  or  administrators,  is  an  absolute  settlement  for  her  sole 
and  separate  use,  without  restraint  on  anticipation,  and  vests  in  equity  the 
entire  corpus  in  her  for  all  purposes.  London,  C/iartered  Bank  of  Australia  v. 
Lampriere  (Priv.  C).  V,  187. 

23. A.,  a  widow,  and  the  administratrix  of  her  deceased  husband  (who  had 

died  intestate),  and  entitled  to  dower  as  to  his  real  estate,  and  to  a  third  of 
his  personal  estate,  being  about  to  contract  a  second  marriage,  executed  with 
her  intended  husband  a  settlement,  whereby  she  settled  the  estate  she  was  so 
possessed  of  and  entitled  to,  to  her  sole  and  separate  use,  with  power  of 
appointment  by  deed  or  will,  and  with  his  consent  gave  a  letter  instructing 
her  bankers  to  keep  separate  accounts,  and  to  consider  any  private  overdraft 
by  her  on  her  own  account  secured  by  the  administrative  deposits  in  their 
hands.  At  this  time,  two  sums  of  £6,000  and  £8,000  were  in  deposit  on  such 
account,  and  subsequently  various  other  sums  were,  from  time  to  time,  paid 
in  by  her  to  the  same  account,  and  placed  at  interest  with  the  bank,  who 
allowed  her  to  overdraw  her  private  account  on  the  strength  of  the  arrange- 
ment so  made.  By  her  will  she  executed  the  power  of  appointment  reserved 
to  her  by  the  settlement,  and  having  at  the  time  of  her  death  overdrawn  her 
private  account  to  a  considerable  amount,  the  bankers  claimed,  as  against  the 
parties  interested  under  the  will,  to  retain  the  sums  so  paid  into  their  hands, 
on  account  of  the  administrative  account,  and  especially  the  sums  of  £6,000 
and  £8,000,  so  deposited  with  them,  in  payment  of  the  sums  due  to  them  on 
account  of  the  overdrafts  made  by  her  on  her  private  account,  and  brought  a 
suit  in  the  Supreme  Court  of;  the  Colony  of  Victoria  to  enforce  such  lien.  The 
Supreme  Court  dismissed  tht  suit.  Held,  by  the  judicial  committee,  reversing 
such  decision,  that,  whether  or  not  the  bankers  had  notice  of  the  settlement 
(which  fact  was  uncertain),  the  letter  of  instruction  to  them  by  A.  was  a  valid 
execution  of  the  right  reserved  by  her,  as  regarded  the  two  sums  of  £6,0(X) 
and  £8,000  then  in  their  hands,  and,  in  the  absence  of  fraud,  gave  the  bankers 
a  lien  on  those  sums  for  any  future  overdraft  that  might  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  such  letter.  lb. 

24. The  separate  estate  of  a  married  woman  is  liable  for  debts  con- 
tracted with  reference  to  such  estate,  and  upon  its  faith  and  credit.  lb. 

26.  Coercion,  when  protects  wifo.  The  doctrine  of  coercion,  as  applicable 
to  a  crime  committed  by  a  married  woman  in  the  presence  of  her  husband, 
merely  raises  a  disputable  presumption  of  law  in  her  favor,  which  may  be 
rebutteid.     Regina  v.  Torpey  (Cox's  C.  C),  II,  180. 

26« A  wife  who  takes  an  independent  part  in  the  commission  of  a  crime 

when  ber  husband  is  not  present,  is  not  protected  by  her  coverture  as  acting 
under  coercion  from  him.    Regina  v.  John  (Ck>x's  C.  C),  XIII,  443. 

27.  Joint  actions  by.  A  married  woman  had  freehold  and  leasehold  prop- 
erty devised  to  her  separate  use,  and  she,  being  desirous  of  building  and  re- 
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pairing  some  cottages  apofl  part  of  it,  and  lier  husband  wanting  to  pay  off  a 
debt,  it  was  arranged,  under  the  advice  of  the  defendant,  their  solicitor,  tliat  a 
loan  of  £550  shoald  be  raised  by  the  mortgage  of  the  wife's  property,  and  the 
deposit  of  two  policies  of  the  husband  of  £500  each  on  the  life  of  the  husband 
and  wife  respectively.  The  mortgage  was  executed  by  husband  and  wife,  and 
the  husband  covenanted  for  the  repayment  of  the  loan.  The  money  was  to  be 
advanced  by  installments,  and  a  joint  authority,  signed  by  husband  and  wife, 
was  given  to  the  defendant  to  receive  the  first  installment  from  the  mort- 
gagees. He  received  it  and  paid  the  husband's  debt,  but  he  claimed  to  retain 
the  balance  for  a  debt  due  to  him  from  the  husband.  An  action  was  then 
brought  by  the  husband  and  wife  for  the  balance.  HM,  that  on  the  facts 
the  joint  action  could  be  maintained.

28.  Separation  deed.  The  court  will  enforce  a  legal  and  proper  covenant 
in  a  separation  deed,  although  other  covenants  in  the  same  deed  may  be  illegal.

29. By  a  separation  deed,  made  after  the  wife  had  instituted  proceed- 
ings in  the  divorce  court  for  divorce  and  the  custody  of  her  children,  the  hus- 
band covenanted  to  deliver  up  forthwith  to  his  wife  all  her  journals,  diaries 
and  private  correspondence  and  memoranda ;  that  the  elder  two  children  of 
the  marriage  should  remain  at  such  schools  in  England  as  the  husband,  or  such 
schools  elsewhere  as  the  husband,  with  the  consent  of  the  wife,  should  direct; 
that  the  husband  and  wife  should  each  have  access  to  them  at  all  reasonable 
and  convenient  times,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  schools;  and  that  their 
holidays  should  be  passed  by  them  at  such  places  and  in  such  manner  as  the  trus- 
tees of  the  deed  should  direct;  and  that  the  younger  two  children  (who  were  re- 
spectively under  the  age  of  seven  years)  should  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  wife. 
j5<^,that  the  husband  was  not  entitled  to  make  or  retain  copies  of  the  journals, 
diaries  and  memoranda  covenanted  to  be  delivered  up.  Held,  also,  that  having 
regard  to  the  evidence  with  respect  to  the  husband's  misconduct,  the  covenants 
with  respect  to  the  holidays  of  the  elder  two  cliildren  were  reasonable  and 
proper,  and  would  be  enforced  by  the  court,  even  if  the  covenants  as  to  the 
custody  of  the  younger  children  were  not  legal,  as  to  which,  however,  the 
court  expressed  no  opinion.  lb.

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INDEMNITY. 

1.  Agent,  when  entitled  to.  In  equity  an  agent  is  entitled  to  be  indemnified 
against  liability,  as  well  as  loss,  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  principal.  Lacey 
V.  HiU;  Crowley's  Claim  (Eq.  C),  IX,  729. 

2.  Where  a  broker  has  incurred  liability  for  an  insolvent  principal,  he 

is  entitled  to  prove  against  the  estate  of  such  principal  for  the  full  amount  of 
such  liability,  even  though  he  has  himself  paid  only  a  portion  thereof.  lb. 

3.  Trostee,  when  entitled  ta  A  trustee  who  accepts  office  at  the  request  of 
a  cestui  que  trust  is  entitled  to  be  indemnified  by  that  cestui  que  trust  person- 
ally against  all  loss  which  may  accrue  in  the  proper  execution  of  the  trust. 
J&rvis  V.  Wolferstan  (Eq.  C),  IX,  674. 

4i The  executors  of  a  testator  had  during  his  life-time,  and  at  his  re- 
quest, become  trustees  of  a  deed,  whereby  certain  shares  in  an  unlimited 
company  were  settled  on  a  tenant  for  life,  with  remainders  over.  While  the 
company  was  a  going  concern,  and  believed  to  be  perfectly  solvent,  they  dis- 
tributed the  residuary  estate.  Afterward  the  company  was  ordered  to  be  wound 
up.  Large  calls  were  made  in  respect  of  the  shares,  and  the  remaindermen 
all  disclaimed.  Held,  that  the  trustees  and  executors  were  entitled  to  be  in- 
demnified nut  of  the  testator's  estate,  and  to  call  on  the  residuary  legatees  to 
refund.  lb. 

6.  Implied  contract  for.  The  plaintiffs  were  in  possession  of  certain  trucks 
which  were  claimed  by  the  defendant,  and  also  by  the  proprietors  of  the  K. 
P.  Colliery.  A  correspondence  took  place  between  the  plaintiffs  and  the  de- 
fendant, in  which  the  plaintiffs  asked  for  an  indemnity  if  they  should  deliver 
up  the  trucks  to  the  defendant.  The  defendant,  without  giving  any  answer 
as  to  the  indemnity,  wrote  requiring  the  plaintiffs  to  send  the  trucks  back  to 
him,  which  they  thereupon  did.  The  K.  P.  Colliery  proprietors  then  brought 
an  action  ag^ainst  the  plaintiffs  for  conversion  of  the  trucks,  and,  their  claim 
proving  well  founded,  the  plaintiffs  were  obliged  to  pay  a  sum  of  money,  in 
settlement  of  the  action,  which  they  sought  to  recover  from  the  defendant 
upon  a  contract  of  indemnity.  Held,  that  there  was,  under  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  evidence  of  an  implied  promise  to  indemnify.  Dugdale  v.  Lover- 
ing  (Com.  PI.),  XII*,  816. 

6.  The  principle  upon  which  in  such  cases  a  contract  of  indemnity  is 

implied  is  not  confined  to  cases  of  principal  and  agent,  or  employer  and  em- 
ployee, lb. 

7.  On  transfer  of  itock.  The  plaintiff,  a  holder  of  certain  shares  in  a  lim- 
ited company,  transferred  them  to  the  defendant,  who  transferred  them  to  M. 
The  company  was  ordered  to  be  wound  up,  and  a  call  of  £40  a  share  was  made 
on  the  contributories  in  Class  A.,  being  the  existing  members,  amongst  whom 
M.  was  placed ;  those,  including  M.»  being  unable  to  pay,  the  plaintiff  and  de- 
fendant were  placed  upon  the  list  of  contributories  in  Class  B.,  as  past  mem- 
bers, under  s.  88  of  the  Companies  Act,  1862 ;  and  the  defendant  was  ordered 
in  March,  1869,  to  pay  a  call  of  £40  per  share.  The  defendant  had  executed  a 
deed  of  inspectorship  under  s.  192  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1861,  which  was 
duly  registered  in  December,  1867.  The  liquidator  of  the  company  proved  for 
the  amount  of  calls  against  the  defendant's  estate,  but  no  part  was  paid ;  and 
the  plaintiff,  having  paid  a  sum  in  compromise  of  the  money  remaining  due 
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€B  the  shaieB,  sued  the  defendant  for  the  amount.  HM,  that  the  defendant 
was  liable  to  indemnifj  the  plaintiff  against  calls  made  after  the  defendant 
had  transferred  his  interest  to  M.;  and  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  not  being 
provable  under  s.  153  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1861,  the  inspectorship  deed 
afforded  no  defense.  KeUoek  ▼.  ErUhofien  (Q.  B.),  VIII,  824 ;  affirming  S.  C, 
VII,  73. 

8. The  plaintiff  sold  on  the  Stock  Exchange  fifteen  shares  in  a  limited 

company.  Thej  were  bought  by  a  broker  as  agent  for  a  firm  of  Scotch  brok- 
ers, whose  names  appeared  as  purchasers  in  the  bought  and  sold  notes.  The 
broker  furnished  the  name  of  W.  K.  as  transferee,  a  transfer  was  executed  to 
W.  K.,  and  he  was  registered  as  owner.  About  two  years  afterward  an  order 
was  made  to  wind  up  the  company,  and  it  being  found  that  W.  K.  was  an 
infant,  the  plaintiff's  name  was  restored  to  the  register.  The  plaintiff  there- 
upon filed  this  bill  against  the  Scotch  brokers  for  indemnity.  The  brokers 
showed  by  their  answer  that  the  shares  had  been  purchased  along  with  sev- 
enty-five others,  in  consequence  of  separate  instructions  from  D.,  J.,  and  S., 
respectively,  to  purchase  for  them  respectively  thirty  shares,  and  that  all  the 
ninety  shares  had  been  trailsf erred  to  W.  K.,  and  had  not  been  appropriated 
between  the  purchasers.  The  bill  having  been  amended  by  making  the  pur- 
chasers  parties.  Bacon,  V.  C,  made  a  decree  against  D.,  J.,  and  S.,  for  them  to 
indemnify  the  plaintiff  from  all  liability  upon  the  fifteen  shares  which  he  had 
sold,  thus  making  them  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the  plaintiff's  whole 
demand.  Hdd,  on  appeal  by  D.,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  indemnity, 
but  that  the  decree  ought  to  be  varied  so  as  to  make  D.,  J.,  and  S.  only  liable 
severally,  each  for  one-third  of  the  liability  on  the  plaintiffs  shares.  Brown 
Y.  Black  (Chan.  A  pp.),  VII,  489.

INFANT. 

1.  Avoidance  of  charge  by.  An  infant  charged  his  reversionary  interest 
in  a  fund  with  payment  of  a  sum  lent  to  him  upon  his  promissory  note,  and 
executed  a  statutory  declaration  stating  (untruly)  that  he  was  then  of  full  age. 
After  attaining  twenty -one  he  mortgaged  his  interest  in  the  fund  for  an 
amount  exceeding  what  was  ultimately  available  without  disclosing  the  fact 
of  the  prior  charge.  HM,  that  the  charge  given  by  the  infant  during  his 
infancy  and  incapacity  to  contract  was  avoided  by  the  subsequent  mortgage 
executed  by  him  when  of  full  age  and  capable  of  contracting,  to  a  mortgagee 
without  notice.    Inman  v.  Inman  (Eq.  C),  V,  888. 

2.  Right  to  maintenance.  The  court  has  jurisdiction  to  charge  reversionary 
property  of  infants  with  money  required  for  their  maintenance,  even  where 
some  of  the  infants  for  whose  benefit  the  money  is  raised  may  not  ultimately 
become  entitled  in  possession  to  the  property  charged.  A  security  for  this 
purpose  approved,  with  a  provision  for  restoring  the  money  by  means  of  an 
insurance  against  the  contingency.    DetoUte  v.  Palin  (Eq.  C),  III,  723. 

3. On  an  application  by  an  infant  for  maintenance,  the  court  has  juris- 
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diction,  without  suit,  to  charge  the  expenses  of  his  past  maintenance  and  the 
costs  of  the  application  on  the  eorptu  of  a  freehold  estate  to  which  he  is 
entitled  in  feov    In  re  Hotoarth  (Chan.  App.),  Y,  682. 

4i  Right  to  possession  of  land.  Where  an  infant  is  entitled  both  at  law 
and  in  eqaity  to  real  estate  as  against  another  who  is  in  wrongful  possession, 
he  is  entitled  to  recover  in  equity  on  a  bill  stating  these  facts  and  asking  a 
declaration  of  title  and  account,  and  maj  join  adult  remaindermen  as  co-plain- 
tiffs.   Howard  v.  Elarl  of  Shrevotbury  (Bq.  C),  IX,  «08. 

6.  Liability  on  purchase  of  stock.  Under  the  rules  of  the  stock  exchange, 
the  ultimate  purchaser  of  shares  of  stock  sold  through  a  broker  who  is  a 
member  of  that  body  must  be  a  person  able  and  willing  to  purchase,  and  if 
the  purchasing  broker  hands  in  the  name  of  one  who  has  no  legal  capacity  to 
accept  the  shares,  because  of  infancy  or.other  disability,  he  is  personally  liable 
to  indemnify  the  seller  against  calls  made  on  account  of  such  shares  in  case  of 
the  default  of  the  purchaser.  NiekaUs  y.  Merry  (H.  of  L.),  XIII,  55 ;  affirm- 
ing S.  C,  III,  600. 

6.  Sale  of  land  on  «zocation.  A  plaintiff,  who  had  recovered  judgment 
with  damages  in  an  action  in  tort  against  an  infant,  sued  out  an  elegit  against 
the  infant's  land  on  the  judgment.  The  infant's  only  interest  in  land  was  a 
remainder  in  fee  expectant  on  the  death  of  a  tenant  for  life,  which  produced 
no  present  income  to  the  Infant.  The  sheriff  returned  that  the  infant  was 
seized  of  the  reversion  of  the  land  in  fee  simple,  and  that  it  was  of  the  annual 
value  of  £124,  and  that  he  had  delivered  the  premises  to  the  creditor.  The 
creditor  then  presented  a  petition  under  27  &  28  Vict.,  c.  112,  s.  4.  for  a 
sale  of  the  infanVs  interest  in  the  land.  Heidy  first,  that  the  sheriff  had  no 
power  to  seize  an  estate  in  remainder  belonging  to  an  infant,  and,  therefore, 
the  judgment  creditor  had  acquired  no  charge  on  the  infant's  interest.  In  re 
JSatUh  (Chan.  App,),  VIII,  914. 

7. Secondly,  that  the  sheriff  having  erroneously  returned  that  the  infant 

was  seized  of  a  reversion  producing  a  present  income,  a  petition  for  sale  of 
the  infant's  interest,  which  was  a  bare  remainder,  was  inconsistent  with  the 
return  and  could  not  be  supported.  lb. 

8.  Laches.  An  infant  of  tender  years  can  be  guilty  of  no  laches,  and  cannot 
be  answerable  for  the  negligence  of  his  next  friend.  Where  such  next  friend 
grossly  and  inexcusably  neglects  his  duty  in  an  action,  the  infant  may  be 
allowed  to  file  a  bill  of  review,  without  showing  that  knowledge  of  the  facts 
relied  on  could  not  have  been  previously  obtained  by  due  diligence.  Hoghton 
V.  Fiddey  (Eq.  C),  XI,  641.

INJUNCTION. 

1.  To  restrain  action  at  law.  A  plaintiff  in  equity  filed  his  bill  stating  that 
a  policy  had  become  void  at  law,  and  claiming  to  have  it  treated  as  valid  in 
equity.  After  bill  dismissed  the  same  plaintiff  sued  at  law  on  the  policy. 
Ileld^  that  a  bill  would  lie  to  restrain  the  action,  and  injunction  granted  accord- 
ingly.    Tredegar  v.  Windus  (Bq.  C),  XIII,  538. 

2. A  bill  having  been  filed  by  an  assurance  company  for  the  cancellation

of  a  life  policy  as  haying  been  obtained  bj  concealment  and  mierepreflentation, 
a  motion  was  made  to  restrain  an  action  at  law  upon  the  policy,  which  had  been 
commenced  immediately  after  the  filing  of  the  bill.  BM^  that  although  the 
Court  of  Chancery  had  complete  jurisdiction  in  ^uch  a  case,  yet  the  court  of 
law  was  the  most  suitable  tribunal  for  dealing  with  disputed  facts  respecting 
a  policy  of  assurance ;  and  the  motion  for  an  injunction  was  refused.  Hoare 
V.  JBremridge  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  729. 

3. When  proceedings  are  commenced  at  law  and  in  equity  respecting  the 

same  matter,  if  the  nature  of  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  at  law  is  such  that 
he  could  only  enforce  it  at  law,  the  court  of  equity  will  be  very  reluctant,  on 
an  interlocutory  application,  to  withdraw  the  case  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  court  of  law.  lb. 

4i  Action  in  ohanoery.  Where  some  of  the  defendants  in  a  chancery  suit, 
commenced  by  legatees  of  a  deceased  partner  of  such  defendants  to  wind  up 
the  affairs  of  the  partnership  and  obtain  payment  to  his  estate  of  the  capital 
due  him,  become  bankrupt  after  the  commencement  of  the  ^uit,  and  their 
trustee  in  liquidation  is  made  defendant,  the  Bankruptcy  Court  will  not  enjoin 
the  action  as  against  him,  so  long  as  one  of  the  defendant  partners  remains 
solvent.    Bx  parte  Gordon  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  484. 

6.  Advertising  rival  work.  The  plaintiffs  had  purchased  the  copyright  of 
and  the  right  to  use  the  n^me  of  the  defendant  in  the  publication  of  a  work 
called  "  Beeton's  Christmas  Annual,"  and  the  defendant  agreed  to  give  his 
whole  time  to  the  service  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  not  to  engage  in  any  other  busi- 
ness, ffdd,  that  the  defendant  must  be  restrained  from  advertising  a  rival 
work.     Ward  v.  Beetm  (Eq.  C),  XI.  798. 

6.  Broach  of  contract.  The  court  will  not  interfere  by  injunction  to  re- 
strain the  breach  of  a  contract  for  the  sale  and  delivery  of  chattels  which  it 
could  not  specifically  perform.     FothergiU  v.  Rowland  (Eiq  C),  YII,  735. 

7. Accordingly,  where  the  lessee  of  a  colliery  contracted  to  raise  and 

deliver  to  the  plaintiff^  all  the  get  of  coals  in  the  colliery  at  a  fixed  price  for 
five  years,  and  subsequently  agreed  for  the  sale  of  the  colliery  to  other  par- 
ties, held,  on  demurrer,  that  the  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  grant  an  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  breach  of  contract.  lb. 

8. An  actor  who  enters  into  a  contract  to  perform  for  a  certain  period 

at  a  particular  theatre  may  be  restrained  by  injunction  from  performing  at 
any  other  theatre  during  the  pendency  of  his  engagement,  notwithstanding 
tliat  the  contract  contains  no  negative  clause  restricting  the  actor  from  per- 
forming elsewhere.    Montague  v.  Flockton  (Eq.  C),  VI,  704. 

9.  Breach  of  bond.  The  plaintiff,  a  surgeon,  engaged  the  defendant  (who 
was  not  qualified  to  practice,  but  was  studying  with  a  view  to  pass  the  neces- 
sary examination)  to  assist  him  in  his  practice,  the  engagement  being  termin- 
able at  the  will  of  either  party.  Subsequently  the  defendant,  previously  to 
going  up  to  pass  his  examination,  executed,  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff,  s 
bond,  which  was  conditioned  to  be  void  if  the  defendant  should  not  practice 
within  certain  limits,  but  which  contained  no  express  agreement  on  the  part 
of  the  plaintiff  to  continue  the  defendant's  employment.  The  defendant  re- 
mained in  the  plaintiff's  employment  for  ahout  three  months  afterward,  and 
was  then  dismissed.    He  subsequently  commenced  practicing  within  the  pre- 
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scribed  limits,  and  a  suit  was  instituted  to  restrain  liim  from  so  doing.  Hdd, 
that  an  agreement  by  the  plaintiff  to  continue  the  defendant's  employment 
on  the  old  terms  could  be  inferred ;  that  there  was  consideration  to  support 
the  bond,  an&  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  injunction.  Gravely  v. 
Barnard  (Eq.  C),  X,  833. 

10. HM^  also,  that  the  point  was  one  that  ought  to  be  decided  on  mo- 
tion, without  waiting  for  the  hearing.  lb. 

11.  Oopyright,  infringement  oL  An  injunction  will  not  be  granted  to 
restrain  the  publication  of  an  illustrated  or  descriptive  advertisement  of  arti- 
cles which  the  defendant  and  all  other  persons  have  a  right  to  sell ;  even 
though  the  defendant  may  have  copied  illustrations  or  printed  matter  not 
original  from  a  similar  work  of  plaintiffs.  CobbeU  v.  Woodtoard  (Eq.  C),  III, 
796. 

12.  An  injunction  will  be  granted  to  restrain  the  publication  of  a  work 

with  such  a  title,  or  in  such  a  form  as  to  binding  or  general  appearance,  as  to 
be  a  colorable  imitation  of  one  previously  published  by  the  plaintiff.  Mack  v. 
Petter  (Eq.  C).  HI,  '809. 

13.  Oriminal  prooeedlngi.  Unless  the  cases  raised  and  the  objects  sought 
are  identical,  the  court  will  not  prevent  a  plaintiff  in  this  court  from  proceed- 
ing in  a  criminal  court  against  the  defendants  to  the  suit  in  this  court.  8auU 
V.  Bratone  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  434. 

14.  Deposit  of  earth.  An  injunction  may  be  granted  at  the  instance  of  a 
municipal  corporation  in  possession  of  sea  shore,  to  restrain  a  trespasser  from 
depositing  earth  upon  such  shore  and  thus  creating  a  pablio  noisanoe.  Oar- 
poratian  of  Hastings  v.  Ivall  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  501. 

16.  Divendon  of  water.  When  riparian  proprietors  on  the  upper  part  of  a 
stream  unreasonably  divert  the  waters  thereof  for  extraordinary  purposes,  to 
the  injury  of  the  riparian  proprietors  lower  down  the  stream,  and  propose  to 
continue  such  diversion,  an  injunction  may  properly  be  granted  to  restrain 
them  from  so  doing.  JStrindon  WiUer-works  Co.  v.  WiUs  dk  Berks  Ganal  Co. 
(H.  of  L.),  XIV;  86 ;  modifying  S.  C,  IX,  546. 

16.  Flooding  mines.  A  bill  averred  that  a  mine  which  the  defendants 
threatened  to  work  could  not  be  worked  without  letting  in  a  river  and  flood- 
ing defendant's  mine,  and  through  that  the  plaintiff's  mine,  and  prayed  an 
injunction.    Demurrer  overruled.    OrompUm  v.  Lea  (Eq.  C),  XI,  719. 

17.  Inequitable  use  of  official  power.  Although  the  court  will  not  interfere 
with  the  powers  and  duties  of  directors  in  their  management  of  the  internal 
affairs  of  a  company,  directors  will  be  restrained  from  fixing  a  particular  date 
for  holding  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  company  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  shareholders  from  exercising  their  voting  powers.  Gannon  v. 
7}rask  (Eq.  C),  XV,  589. 

18.  Tacyiii%  water-pipes  under  highway.  Where  water-pipes  had,  without 
the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  soil,  been  laid  in  the  soil  of  a  highway,  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  continuance  of  the  pipes  was  granted;  the  owner  of 
the  soil  not  being  left  to  his  remedy  at  law,  and  not  being  required  to  estab- 
lish his  right  at  la^^.     Qoodson  v.  Richardson  (Chan.  App.),  YIII,  835. 
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19.  The  facts  that  the  soil  under  the  highway  was  of  no  value  to  the 

owner,  and  that  his  motive  for  applying  to  the  court  was  not  connected  with 
the  enjoyment  of  his  land,  were  held  not  to  be  reasons  against  the  granting  of 
the  injunction.  lb. 

20.  libeL  The  Conrt  of  Chancery  has  no  jurisdiction  to  restrain  the  pub- 
lication of  a  libel  as  such,  even  if  it  is  injurious  to  property.  Prudential 
Inturance  Co,  v.  KnoU  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  498. 

21.  Ijight,  obstmction  o£  The  extent  of  the  right  of  an  owner  of  ancient 
lights  is  to  prevent  his  neighbor  from  building  so  as  to  obstruct  the  access  of 
sufficient  light  and  air  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  the  house  substantially 
less  comfortable  and  enjoyable.  (My  of  London  Brewery  Oo,y.  TennarU 
(Chan.  App.),  VIII,  837. 

22. The  court  can  give  damages  upon  an  application  for  a  mandatory 

injunction,  even  though  a  sufficient  case  for  such  injunction  is  not  made  out.  lb. 

23. To  obtain  such  an  injunction  for  the  obstruction  of  air  would  require 

a  very  different  case  fr6m  one  for  an  obstruction  of  light,  and  evidence,  simply 
that  there  is  a  material  diminution  of  light  and  air,  will  not  sustain  such  an 
injunction  as  to  light.  lb. 

24. There  is  no  difference  in  the  right  of  an  owner  of  land  to  the  ordinary 

easement  of  light,  whether  it  is  acquired  by  twenty  years'  user  or  by  grant, 
from  the  owner  of  the  servient  tenement ;  and  if  the  grant  is  accompanied 
by  a  covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment  of  the  premises,  such  covenant  does  not 
enlarge  the  right  of  the  covenantee  so  as  to  entitle  him  to  an  injunction  in 
equity  to  restrain  an  obstruction,  where  the  damage  is  not  sufficient  to  enable 
him  to  maintain  an' action  at  law.

26. But  it  is  otherwise  where  the  right  to  light  claimed  is  not  the  ordinary 

easement,  but  a  special  right  created  by  the  covenant ;  in  which  case  a  court 
of  equity  will  grant  an  injunction  without  regard  to  the  amount  of  damage.  lb. 

26. Where  the  court  was  not  satisfied  from  the  evidence,  whether  the  wall 

proposed  to  be  built  by  the  defendant  would  or  not  be  a  material  obstruction 
to  the  plaintiffs'  lights,  the  court  directed  a  temporary  screen  to  be  erected  to 
the  height  of  the  proposed  wall,  and  appointed  a  surveyor  to  report  on  the 
effect.  lb. 

27. Where  the  owner  of  a  building  having  ancient  lights  enlarges  or 

adds  to  the  number  of  windows,  he  does  not  thereby  preclude  himself  from 
obtaining  an  injunction  to  restrain  an  obstruction  of  the  ancient  lights. 
Ayndey  v.  Olover(Eq,  C),  XI,  621. 

28. In  considering  the  amount  of  injury  caused  to  a  plaintiff  by  the 

obstruction  of  ancient  lights  the  court  will  have  regard,  not  merely  to  the 
present,  but  also  to  the  possible  future  use  of  the  property.  lb. 

29. A  court  of  equity  will  give  relief  against  obstruction  of  ancient  lights 

by  way  of  injunction,  in  cases  where  substantial  damages,  as  distinguished 
from  nominal  or  small  damages,  would  be  given  at  law.  lb. 

30. An  interlocutory  injunction  should  be  given  where  the  obstruction 

erected  bj  the  defendant,  if  allowed  to  be  completed,  would  be  of  such  value, 
as  compared  with  the  building  of  the  plaintiff,  that  the  court  would  not,  as  of 
course,  order  it  to  be  torn  down.  lb. 
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31. Where  the  damages  to  the  plaintiff  would  be  alight,  the  court  maj 

properly  exercise  its  discretionary  power  to  give  damages  instead  of  an  in- 
junction, lb. 

32. In  a  suit  to  restrain  the  defendant  from  building  so  as  to  obstruct 

the  plaintiffs  ancient  lights,  it  was  proved  that,  for  a  period  of  more  than 
twenty  years,  extending  to  within  a  very  short  time  before  the  bill  was  filed, 
there  had  been  unity  of  possession  of  the  properties  of  the  plaintiff  and  the 
defendant,  but  there  was  no  evidence  of  there  ever  having  been  any  unity  of 
title ;  and  it  was  proved  that  before  the  unity  of  possession  commenced  the 
access  of  light  to  the  windows  had  been  enjoyed  as  far  back  as  living  memory 
went.  Heldf  that  the  plaintiff  had  established  his  title  to  the  access  of  light, 
by  proof  of  enjoyment  from  time  immemorial,  independently  of  the  statute  3 
&  3  Will.  4,  c.  71 ;  for  that  the  statute  does  not  take  away  any  of  the  modes 
of  claiming  easements  which  existed  before  its  passing.  Ayndey  ▼.  Glawr 
(Chan.  App.),  XII,  726;  affirming  S.  C,  XI,  521. 

33. Beldt  also,  that  the  fact  that  some  of  the  windows  had  been  con- 
siderably enlarged  did  not  take  away  the  right  to  an  injunction ;  and  that  the 
plaintiff  ought  not  to  be  put  upon  the  terms  of  restoring  the  windows  to 
their  former  size.  lb. 

34. Where  a  building  was  being  erected  in  a  somewhat  narrow  street 

in  the  city  of  London,  and  had  already  reached  a  height  which  would  subtend 
an  angle  of  45^  at  the  foot  of  the  ancient  lights  of  the  plaintiffs  houses  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  hdd,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  in- 
junction restraining  the  raising  the  new  building  to  a  greater  height  Raekett 
V.  Baiss  (Eq.  C).  XV,  459.  .    • 

36. On  a  bill  for  injunction  to  restrain  the  completion  and  continuance 

of  a  building  seriously  obstructing  ancient  lights,  it  appeared  that  the  build- 
ing was  almost  completed  before  bill  filed ;  that  the  plaintiff  had,  k>efoire  the 
commencement  of  the  works,  information  that  some  building  was  proposed, 
and  that  she  was  abroad  during  the  actual  building,  and  had  done  nothing 
amounting  to  acquiescence.  jSisM,  that  a  mandatory  injunction  could  not  be 
granted ;  and  an  inquiry  as  to  damages  was  directed,  though  not  prayed  by 
the  bill.    Stanley  v.  Shretdtbury  (Bq.  C),  XIII,  546. 

36.  Nuisance.  Bill  by  plaintiff,  seeking,  on  the  g^und  of  smoke  nuisance, 
to  stop  a  large  commercial  work,  dismissed  upon  the  facts  with  costs. 
Salvin  ▼.  North  Braricepeth  Goal  Co,  (Chan.  App.),  X,  685. 

37. In  order  to  justify  an  injunction  to  interfere  with  such  a  work,  the 

plaintiff  must  show  actual  sensible,  and  substantial  damage,  such  as  does  not 
depend  upon  the  evidence  of  scientific  men  alone,  but  may  be  shown  by  a 
plain  witness  of  fair  intelligence.  lb. 

38. Where  a  railway  company  for  the  construction  of  their  works 

erected  a  mortar  mill  on  part  'of  their  land  close  to  the  place  of  business  of  the 
plaintiff,  who  complained  of  the  injury  and  annoyance  occasioned  by  the  noise 
and  vibration,  Tield^  that  the  mortar-mill  was  not  necessary  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  line,  and  an  injunction  granted  accordingly.  Femeick  v.  Bcut 
London  By.  Go.  (Eq.  C),  XV,  480. 

39. The  owner  or  lessee  of  houses  let  or  sublet  to  weekly  tenants  can- 
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not  mEinUin  a  suit  to  restrain  a  temporary  nuisance,  such  as  the  noise  of 
machinery  in  adjacent  premises ;  bat  it  seems  such  a  suit  could  be  maintained 
by  a  weekly  tenant  if  the  nuisance  were  of  such  a  nature  as  to  be  injarious  to 

his  health  or  comfort.    Jones  v.  ChappeU  (Eq.  C),  XV,  475. 

* 

40. A  waterworks  company  were  authorized  by  their  private  act  to 

take  and  use  the  water  of  certain  springs  which  supplied  a  river,  upon  the 
banks  of  which  certain  nulls  were  situate.  The  act  provided  that  the  com- 
pany should  not  abstract  more  than  a  certain  amount  of  water  before  they  had 
constructed  a  compensation  reservoir  for  storing  the  water  during  floods  for 
the  benefit  of  the  mill-owners.  The  act  gave  the  company  compulsory  powers 
for  acquiring  land,  streams  and  springs  for  their  undertaking,  and  powers  to 
acquire,  by  consent,  lands  for  constructing  their  compensation  reservoir.  The 
act  contained  a  reservation  of  the  rights  of  the  owneris  and  occupiers  of  any 
lands,  mills  or  works  to  the  use  of  the  waters  of  the  stream,  except  so  far  as 
provided  and  declared  by  the  act.  The  Waterworks  Glauses  Act,  1847  (10  & 
11  Vict.,  c.  17),  was  incorporated  with  this  act.  The  company  constructed  a 
compensation  reservoir,  and  a  subsequent  act  of  Parliament,  which  gave  them 
further  powers,  including  powers  of  emptying  and  cleansing  the  reservoir, 
recognized  this  reservoir  as  a  sufficient  compensation  reservoir  for  the  mill, 
owners,  and  directed  it  to  be  maintained.  The  owner  of  some  dye  works, 
situate  on  the  river,  below  the  reservoir,  filed  a  bill  against  the  company, 
complaining  that  the  effect  of  the  reservoir  was  to  make  the  water  of  the  river 
more  muddy  than  it  was  before  its  construction,  and  to  render  it  unfit  for  the 
process  of  dyeing,  and  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants 
from  fouling  the  stream.  These  allegations  being,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
court,  established,  held,  that  the  acts  gave  the  defendants  no  power  to  foul 
the  water ;  that  the  compensation  clauses  in  the  Waterworks  Act,  1847,  did 
not  apply,  inasmuch  as  the  injury  was  such  as  the  company  were  not  author- 
ized to  commit;  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  injunction.  CUnoes 
v;  ataffordshire^  etc.,  WcUertoorks  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  807. 

41. The  provisions  of  25  &  26  Vict.,  c.  102,  s.  106,  requiring  one  month's 

.notice  to  be  served  before  instituting  any  proceeding  against  the  Metropolitan 
Board  of  Works  or  any  district  board  in  respect  of  any  thing  done  or  intended 
to  be  done  under  their  parliamentary  powers,  do  not  afiect  the  right  of  a  ripa- 
rian owner,  whose  stream  is  being  polluted  by  the  drainage  works  of  a  district 
board,  to  summary  relief  by  injunction.  Attorney-General  y.  Hackney  Local 
Board  (Eq.  C).  XV,  620. 

42.  Obstmotion  of  stream.  A  wharf-owner  drove  piles  into  the  bed  of  a 
river,  extending  the  wharf  so  as  to  occupy  three  feet  out  of  a  breadth  of  about 
sixty  feet  available  for  navigation.  Held,  that  this  was  such  an  obstruction 
as  would  be  restrained  at  the  suit  of  a  municipal  corporation  empowered  by 
act  of  Parliament  to  remove  obstructions.  Attorney-General  v.  Terry  (Chan. 
App.),  IX,  523. 

43.  Pat«nt,  infringnment  ol.  A  patentee  applying  to  the  court  for  an  ad  in- 
terim  injunction  on  the  ground  of  previous  enjoyment,  must  show  that  there 
has  been  an  actual  public  user  of  his  patent.  Plympton  ▼.  Malcohnson  (Eq. 
C),  XIII,  597. 

44.  Proooedlngi  in  probate  conzt.    Injunction  granted  to  restrain  proceed- 
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lagB  in  the  Prolwie  Coart  by  heir  at  law  and  nest  of  kin  for  tiM  porpoae  of 
obtaining  administration  and  opposing  probate  of  a  draft  will,  in  oontiaveatioB 
of  an  ondertaking  and  deed  bj  which  defendants  admitted  the  validiiy  and 
confirmed  the  diapositiona  of  the  draft  will,  giring  op  all  interest  which  tbej 
would  haTe  taken  in  the  ^Tent  of  an  inteatacj.  WSeoela  ▼.  Garter  (Eq.  Q.\ 
XI,  859. 

46.  PnbUdiiag  reglatry  of  ah^  Upon  motion  for  an  injnnction  bj  rab- 
aeribeiB  to  an  aaaodation  called  The  Underwriteia*  Begisfcry,  who  had  bad  a 
ship  ^^Dgiateied  bj  the  association  in  the  highest  class,  to  restrain  the  defend- 
ants, the  committee  of  the  assodation,  from  inserting,  after  a  salMeqnent  sor 
rej  allowed  bj  the  plaintifls,  in  their  pablished  registry  of  ships  the  words 
"Class  suspended"  against  the  plaintiflk'  ship.  BM,  tiiat  Um  defendanti 
were  jostified  in  notifying  to  their  sabscriben  and  the  public  their  honest 
opinion  as  to  the  merits  of  the  ship,  and  had  a  right  to  suspend  the  class  until 
the  plaintiffs  should  have  altered  the  ship  according  to  their  requirements. 
Clover  T.  Borden  (Eq.  C).  VU,  758. 

45.  Banning  trains.  The  court  will  not,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the. 
lien  of  an  unpaid  vendor  against  a  railway  company  for  his  purchase  and  com- 
pensation money,  interest,  and  costs,  restrain  the  company  from  running 
trains  or  engines  orer  the  land  until  the  sale  (directed  by  the  order)*of  the 
land  agreed  to  be  Uken.    Lye^U  r.  Stafford,  etc.,  Bailwa^  (Eq.  C),  1, 670. 

47.  Sale  by  tmstess.  By  a  deed  of  the  year  1858  lands  were  conreyed  to 
trustees  on  the  usual  trusts  for  sale.  The  trustees  were  unable  to  find  a  deed 
of  1819,  through  which  the  conveying  parties  to  the  deed  of  1858  derived  their 
title  ;  and  put  up  the  lands  for  sale  by  auction  under  a  condition  that  the  title 
should  commence  with  the  deed  of  1858,  and  that  no  earlier  title  should  be 
called  for  except  at  the  purchaser's  expense.  The  lands  were  sold  at  the 
auction,  the  object  of  the  condition  being  explained  in  the  auction  room.  A 
suit  to  restrain  completion  was  instituted  by  one  of  the  eestuis  que  truet  against 
the  trustees  and  the  purchaser.  Some  time  after  the  institution  of  the  sott, 
the  deed  of  1819  was  found.  Held,  that  this  condition  was  calculated  to  de> 
predate  the  property  at  the  auction,  and  was  inserted  without  any  reasonable« 
ground,  and  that  the  court  would,  at  the  suit  of  a  cestui  que  trust,  restrain  the 
purchaser  from  completing  the  sale.  Dance  v.  Oddingham  (Chan.  App.),

48. Held,  that  the  smallness  of  the  interest  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the 

fact  that  she  was  an  infant,  and  that  the  suit  might  have  been  instituted  pn 
other  motives,  were  not  reasons  against  granting  an  injunction  to  restrain 
completion.  lb. 

49.  Supplying  gas.  A  municipal  corporation  having,  under  the  provisions 
of  an  act  of  Parliament,  bought  up  a  gas  company  which  previously  supplied 
gas  to  the  borough,  and  which  had  compulsory  powers  for  the  purpose  within 
the  borough,  commenced  supplying  gas  to  an  adjoining  township,  in  which 
another  gas  company  already  existed,  having  similar  powers  within  the  town- 
ship. The  gas  company  of  the  township,  having  filed  a  bill  against  the  cor- 
poration to  restrain  them  from  supplying  gas  within  the  township,  and 
alleging  as  a  personal  injury  which  entitled  them  to  maintain  their  suit,  that 
the  corporation  had  contracted  to  supply  gas  to  a  particular  manufactory  with- 
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in  the  townehip'wliicli  otherwise  thej  mast  have  snppUed,  and  that  they  had 
thereby  been  deprived  of  the  profits  arising  from  the  supply  of  gas  to  the 
manafactory,  and  that  great  loss  woald  be  sastalned  1)y  them,  held^  on  de- 
mnrrer,  that  the  injary  alleged  was  not  sach  as  entitled  the  plaintiffs  to  main- 
tain the  suit.  Pudtey  Gas  Chmpany  ▼.  CorporaUan  of  Bradford  (Eq.  C.)» 
V,784.  • 

60.  ThreatMiing  oiroalank  There  is  no  presumption' in  law  in  favor  of  the 
validity  of  a  patent,  and,  therefore,  a  patentee  is  not  entitled  to  publish  state- 
ments of  his  intention  to  institute  leg^al  proceedings,  in  order  to  deter  persons 
from  purchasing  alleged  infringements  of  his  patent,  if  he  has  no  bona  fide 
intention  to  follow  up  his  threats  by  taking  such  proceedings,  and  the  court 
will,  in  such  case,  restrain  him  from  making  such  publication.  BolUn^  v. 
mnk9  (Eq.  C.},  I;  716. 

61. A  person  alleging  the  invalidity  of  a  patent  is  not  bound  to  assert 

his  claim  by  scire  faeia$,  in  order  to  establish  his  right  to  restrain  the  publica- 
tion of  statements  by  the  patentee,  threatening  with  legal  proceedings  per- 
•sons  buying  articles  of  his  manufacture  alleged  to  be  infringements  of  the 
patent,  lb. 

62. The  court  will  restrain  a  patentee  from  issuing  circulars  threaten- 

^g  le£r<Ll  proceeding  against  infringers,  unless  he  Will  undertake  to  commence 
proceedings  to  assert  the  validity  of  his  patent ;  and  the  fact  that  the  party 
seeking  the  aid  of  the  court  was  formerly  a  licensee  of  the  patent  under  the 
patentee,  and  had  himself  concurred  jln  issuing  similar  circulars,  does  not  pre- 
vent the  court  interfering  after  the  expiration  of  the  license.  Axmann  v. 
Lund  (Eq.  C),  IX,  841. 

63.  Threatened  Injury.  The  defendants,  G.  and  I.,  who  were  entitled  to 
the  minerals  under  a  tract  of  land  called  Greys,  had  granted  a  lease  to  their 
co-defendants  of  the  china  clay  under  vaiious  lands,  including  great  part  of 
Greys.  The  lessees  had  entered  Greys  for  the  purpose  of  getting  china  clay, 
but  had  not  got  any,  and  long  before  the  bill  was  filed,  had  ceased  to  occupy 
any  part  of  the  estate,  and  were  getting  clay  only  from  other  lands,  of  which 
the  plaintifis  claimed  to  be  owners,  but  to  which  they  were  decided  not  to  be 
entitled.  The  defendants,  by  their  answer,  stated  that  they  had  no  intention 
of  getting  clay  at  present  out  of  Greys,  but  they  insisted  that  they  were  enti- 
tled to  do  BO.  Held,  that  the  defendants  "  threatened  "  to  get  the  clay,  so  as  to 
give  the  court  jurisdiction  to  interfere  by  injunction.  Hext  v.  QiU  (Clian. 
App.),  Ill,  674. 

64.  Trade-mark,  infringement  o£  In  order  to  constitute  a  ground  for  inter- 
ference by  a  court  of  equity  to  protect  a  manufacturer  against  the  use,  by 
another  person,  of  the  particular  name  of  his  manufactured  article,  it  is  not 
necessary  that  there  should  be  a  mala  mens  toward  the  first  purchaser  of  the 
article  thus  imitatively  designated.  The  fault  of  the  imitator  is,  that  the  first 
purchaser  may  be  enabled  through  this  unwarranted  designation  to  retail  a 
simulated  article  at  a  lower  price  than  would  be  demanded  for  the  original 
article,  and  so  the  original  manufacturer  may  be  injured.  Wotherepoo?^  v. 
Currie  (H.  of  L.),  Ill,  29. 

66. Where  a  trade-mark  is  not  actually  copied,  the  existence  of  a 

fraudulent  intention  is  a  necessary  element  in  the  consideration  of  a  case  of 
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this  description.  The  party  complained  of  must  be  proved  to  have  done  the 
act  with  the  fraadalent  design  of  passing  off  his  own  goods  as  those  of  the 
plaintiff.  It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to  show  an«xact  resemblance  between 
the  original  and  the  counterfeit  —  it  is  sufficient  if  there  is  such  a  resemblance 
as  will  mislead  an  iinwarj  purchaser.  lb. 

66. '  A  name  may  become  a  trade  denomination,  and  as  such  the  prop- 
erty of  a  particular  person  who  first  gives  it  to  a  particular  article  of  manu- 
facture. The  employment  of  the  name  by  another  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
describing  an  imitation  of  that  article,  is  an  invasion  of  the  right  of  the  origin- 
al manufacturer,  who  is  entitled  to  protection  by  injunction.  lb. 

67.  The  court  will  not  interfere  by  injunction  to  restrain  the  imitation 

of  a  trade-mark,  if  there  is  false  representation  in  the  trade-mark,  or  if  the 
trade  itself  is  fraudulent.    Ford  v.  Foster  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  588. 

68.  — ^  And  senMe,  such  false  representation  or  fraud  would  be  a  good  de- 
fense to  an  action  at  law  for  imitation  of  the  trade-mark,  on  the  g^und  that 
ex  turpi  eattea  non  oritur  actio,  lb. 

69.  But  a  collateral  misrepresentation  by  the  owner  of  the  trade-mark 

will  not  disentitle  him  to  relief  either  at  law  or  in  equity.  lb. 

60. In  a  case  where^the  plaintiff,  whose  trade-mark  was  **  Ford's  Eureka 

Shirt,"  had  falsely  represented  in  his  invoices  and  in  a  few  advertisements 
that  he  was  a  "patentee "  of  the  shirt,  held,  that  such  false  representation  was 
not  sufficient  to  prevent  him  from  sustaining  an  action  at  law ;  and  that,  his 
right  at  law  being  clear,  he  was  entitled  to  an  injunction  in  Chancery.  lb. 

61. Any  person  who  has,  without  the  use  of  unfair  means,  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  mode  of  compounding  a  secret  unpatented  preparation,  may, 
after  the  death  of  the  original  discoverer,  make  and  sell  the  compound,  describ- 
ing it  by  the  name  of  the-  discoverer,  provided  he  does  not-  lead  the  public  to 
suppose  that  his  preparation  is  the  manufacture  of  the  successors  in  business 
of  the  original  discoverer;  but  he  maybe  restrained  by  injunction  from  as- 
serting that  his  is  the  only  genuine  article,  or  suggesting  that  the  article  manu- 
factured by  the  successors  of  the  original  discoverer  is  spurious.  Jamee  v. 
JafMS  (Eq.  C),  II,  866. 

62. Evidence  that  a  particular  salt  was  found  pure  and  in  quantities 

only  at  a  particular  mine,  and  a  person  who  had  received  a  grant  of  the  ex- 
clusive right  to  export  it,  did  so,  using  the  name  of  the  place  where  the  mine 
was  as  a  trade-mark  in  connection  with  the  name  of  the  salt,  with  a  lack  of 
evidence  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  persons  infringing  upon  such  trade- 
mark, is  sufficient  ground  for  granting  an  interlocutory  injunction  against  the 
latter.     Radde  v.  Norman  (Eq.  C),  III.  776. 

63.  Transgression  of  powers.  Upon  an  information  filed  by  the  Attorney- 
General  to  restrain  a  public  body  from  transgressing  powers  conferred  by  an 
act  of  Parliament,  it  is  not  necessary  to  prove  that  injury  to  the  public  wiU 
result  from  the  acts  complained  of ;  and  in  tbis  respect  there  is  no  difference 
between  an  ex-^ffldo  information  and  an  information  at  the  relation  of  a  private 
individual.    Attorney-General  v.  Cockermauth  Local  Board  (Eq.  C),  IX,  720. 

64i An  injunction  will  lie  to  restrain  a  local  board  from  discharging 

sewage  into  a  natural  water-course  outside  of  its  district  without  first  freeing 
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it  from  foul  and  nozioiifl  matterB,  as  required  by  tbe  local  government  acta  of 
1858  and  1861.  lb. 

66.  Traspaas,  continuing.  The  owner  in  fee  of  a  garden,  over  which  the 
tenants  of  his  adjoining  hoases  had  rights  of  enjoyment  and  management, 
held  entitled  to  an  injunction  to  restrain  continuing  trespasses  involving  nui- 
sances in  the  garden,  committed  by  a  person  acting  under  color  of  a  contract  to 
improve  the  garden,  entered  into  between  him  and  the  tenants.  Allen  v.  Mar- 
tin (Eq.  C),  XV,  443. 

66.  Use  oontnury  to  leasob  The  lessee  of  premises  for  a  particular  purpose 
may  be  restrained  by  injunction  from  using  them  contrary  to  the  covenants  of 
his  lease ;  but  where  such  use  is  intended  to  be  merely  temporary,  and  it 
would  inflict  a  great  injury  upon  the  defendants  to  enjoin  them,  while  the 
plaintiff  would  sustain  but  slight  damage  not  to  do  so,  the  court,  in  its  discre- 
tion, will  not  grant  an  injunction,  but  will  award  damages  to  the  plainti£ 
Leader  v.  Moody  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  681. 

67.  Violation  of  legal  lights.  In  order  to  obtain  an  injunction  restraining 
a  threatened  act,  on  the  gi^und  that,  if  done,  it  will  be  a  violation  of  some 
legal  right,  the  plaintiff  must  show  that  the  act  must  result  in  a  violation  of 
such  right.    Pattisson  v.  Gilford  (Eq.  C),  IX,  786. 

68. The  owner  of  an  estate,  the  shooting  over  which  had  been  let  for  a 

term  of  years,  issued  particulars  of  sale  of  the  estate  in  thirteen  lots,  stating 
tl^t  the  estate  contained  several  plots  of  accommodation  and  building  land 
suitable  for  the  erection  of  villas  and  residences,  and  describing  one  lot  in 
particular  as  well  situated  for  the  erection  of  a  house.  The  particulars 
showed  that  it  was  intended  to  make  a  road  through  the  estate  and  dedicate  it 
to  the  public,  but  gave  full  notice  of  the  right  of  shooting.  Held,  that  the 
court  would  not,  at  the  instance  of  the  owner  of  the  right  of  shooting,  inter- 
fere to  prevent  the  intended  sale.  lb. 

69.  Waste.  In  1869  H.  brought  ejectment  against  S.  to  recover  a  piece  of 
woodland.  S.  set  up  adverse  possession  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  the 
action  was  discontinued.  H.  shortly  afterward  took  up  his  residence  in  a 
house  close  to  the  wood,  and  frequently  walked  in  the  wood,  turned  cattle 
into  it,  and  cut  the  brambles  there.  In  1873  he  cut  down  a  tree  in  the  wood, 
and  threatened  to  cut  more,  upon  which  S.  filed  his  bill  for  an  injunction. 
Held,  that  after  H.  had,  by  bringing  ejectment,  admitted  8.  to  be  in  possession 
of  the  wood,  the  acts  done  by  H.  must  be  looked  upon  only  as  acts  of  trespass 
not  putting  him  into  possession,  and  that  S.,  being  in  possession,  was  entitled 
to  an  interlocutory  injunction  to  restrain  him  from  cutting  timber,  ikanford 
V.  HurUtone  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  775. 

70.  Working  mines.  Under  a  lease  of  certain  collieries,  comprising  three 
veins,  the  lessees  covenanting  to  work  and  carry  on  the  mines  with  their  ut- 
most skill  and  ability,  in  the  best-  and  most  effectual  manner,  to  the  best 
advantage  and  according  to  the  common  mode  and  usual  practice  of  carrying 
on  collieries,  an  injunction  will  not  be  granted  to  restrain  them  from  working 
one  vein  without  working  the  others,  or  from  leaving  one  vein  choked  up 
while  working  another,  or  from  working  the  lower  vein  ahead  of  the  one 
above,  especially  where  that  is  the  usual  mode  of  working  collieries  in  that 
vicinity.    Lord  Abingw  v.  AMon  (Eq.  C),  IX,  586. 
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71.  Whan  not  allowed.  The  defendantB  coDtracted  to  do  certain  work  for 
the  plaintiff,  which  was  to  be  aabject  to  the  approval  of  an  architect,  and  no 
payment  was  to  be  made  without  his  certificate.  The  defendants  demanded  a 
larger  sum  than  was  certified  by  the  architect,  and  brought  an  action  for  the 
amount.  The  plaintiff  filed  his  bill  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  action. 
Held,  that  the  plaintiff  could  as  well  plead  at  law  as  in  this  court  that  the  ar- 
chitect's certificate  was  conclusive  under  the  contract,  and  there  was  no  equity 
to  Justify  the  bill.  Motion  for  an  injunction  refused.  Baron  De  Wottm  v. 
MeUier  (Eq.  C),  VI,  868. 

72. A  plaintiff  who  has  broken  an  implied  covenant  in  a  contract  for 

the  purchase  of  a  business  to  continue  to  carry  it  on,  so  that  the  purchase- 
money  contingent  upon  its  profits  may  be  ascertained,  is  not  entitled  to  an 
injunction  to  prevent  the  other  party  from  breaking  another  part  of  the  agree- 
ment.   Telegraph  Desp,^  etc.,  Co,  v.  McLean  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  561. 

73.  Temporary.  The  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  Isle  of  Man  granted  an 
injunction  restraining  A.  from  proceeding  with  his  mining  operations  on  the 
land  of  B.,  until  he  should  give  security,  in  the  specified  form,  to  meet  such 
damages  as  B.  might,  on  the  hearing  of  the  cause,  be  decreed  entitled  to 
recover  for  injuries  done,  or  that  might  be  done,  to  B.'s  lands.  A.  gave 
security  accordingly,  but  the  court  ordered  the  injunction  to  be  continued  till 
the  hearing  of  the  cause.  Held,  that  the  order  for  injunction  was  not  justified 
by  tlie  practice  of  the  court.  BaUaearkUh  Silver ^  etc. ,  Oo,  v.  Harriion  (Priv.  C.)« 
Vlil,  88.

INNKEEPER. 

1.  Who  liable  as.  The  plaintiff  having  lost  his  goods  at  a  hotel,  of  which 
a  company  were  proprietors,  sought  to  recover  their  value  in  an  action 
against  the  paid  manager  in  whose  name  the  justices'  license  had  been 
granted.  Held,  that  the  company  were  the  real  "  innkeepers ; "  and,  there- 
fore, that  the  action  was  not  maintainable.    Dixon  v.  Birch  (Exch.),  V,  830. 

2.  Lien,  to  what  eztenda.  The  lien  of  an  Innkeeper  extends  to  all  goods 
brought  to  the  inn  by  a  guest  and  received  by  the  innkeeper,  even  though 
they  are  the  property  of  a  third  person,  provided  the  innkeeper  does  not 
know  they  are  such.  The  right  of  lien  is  not  confined  to  such  goods  as  travel- 
ers ordinarily  carry  with  them  In  traveling.  Threlfall  v.  Bortoick  (Law  Times 
Rep.,  N.  S.),  II,  689  ;  aflirmed,  S.  C,  XII,  266. 

3. Where  a  person  staying  at  a  hotel  for  some  .weeks  hired  a  piano- 
forte, and  put  it  in  a  room  in  the  hotel,  for  which  he  paid  a  weekly  sum,  the 
hotel  keeper  not  knowing  that  the  pianoforte  was  not  the  property  of  the 
guest,  h,eld,  that  whether  the  innkeeper  was  bound  as  such  to  take  the  piano 
in  or  not,  having  done  so,  he  had  a  lien  upon  it.    S.  C.  (Exch.),  XII,  266.

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INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

1.  Diiiolntioa  anil  traniliar  of  liabllitiet.  By  the  deed  of  settlement  of 
the  A .  inaaranoe  company,  it  was  provided  that  the  funds  and  property  of  the 
company  shoald  alone  be  answerable  for  claims  on  the  company ;  provision 
was  also  made  for  enabling  the  proprietors  to  dissolve  the  company,  and  there- 
upon the  directors  were  to  obtain  from  some  other  company  an  undertaking 
to  pay  the  claims  on  the  A.  company,  and  were  to  transfer  to  that  other 
company  a  sufflcient  amount  of  the  assets  of  the  A.  company. ,  The  A. 
company  was  accordingly  dissolved,  and  a  portion  of  its  funds  was  transferred 
to  the  B.  company,  which  covenanted  to  satisfy  the  liabilities  of  the  A. 
company.  Full  notice  of  this  transaction  was  sent  to  the  policy-holders  of 
the  A.  company ;  and  in  the  policies  of  that  company  it  had  been  declared 
that  the  funds  and  property  of  the  company  should  alone  be  liable  to  make 
good  the  claims  under  the  policy,  and  the  deed  of  settlement  was  also  referred 
to.  Both  companies  were  wound  up,  and  came  under  the  European  Assurance 
Society  Arbitration  Acts.  Held,  that  the  A.  company  had,  without  the  consent 
of  the  policy-holders,  a  right  to  dissolve  itself  and  transfer  its  liabilities  to  the 
B.  company ;  and  that  a  policy-holder  could  claim  only  against  the  B.  company. 
Bbrfs  Ca$e;  Orain't  Ca$e  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  762. 

2. P&r  Mellibh,  L.  J. :  On  such  a  policy  the  holder  could  not  have  sued 

the  shareholders  separately ;  nor,  after  the  company  was  dissolved,  would 
there  have  been  any  means  of  compelling  the  shareholders  to  pay  calls  on 
their  shares,  the  company  being  unincorporated,  and  having  been  formed 
before  the  passing  of  the  Joint-Stock  Companies  Acts  and  the  Winding-up 
Acts ;  nor  had  the  passing  of  those  acts  affected  the  rights  and  liabilities  of 
the  parties.  lb. 

INSURANCE,  FIRE. 

1.  Mlsdasoription.  A  fire  insurance  was  effected  in  respect  of  certain 
property  through  an  agent  named  Donald,  who  inspected  the  premises.  One 
condition  of  the  policy  was,  that  any  material  misdescription  of  the  property 
would  render  the  policy  void.  The  buildings  were  described  w  built  of  brick 
and  slated,  but  it  turned  out  that  one  of  the  buildings  was  not  roofed  with 
slate,  but  with  tarred  felt.  The  company  alleged  that  Donald  was  not  their 
agent,  but  the  agent  of  the  insured ;  and  that  the  misdescription  rendered  the 
policy  void.  Held,  that  the  misdescription  was  immaterial,  and  not  sufficient 
to  vitiate  the  policy ;  but  that  if  material,  it  was  made  by  Donald  as  the  agent 
of  the  insurance  company,  and  the  insured  were  not  responsible  for  it.  In  re 
UhiverMl,  etc.,  Fire  Ins,  Co.;  Forbet^  Claim  (Eq.  C),  XII,  846. 

2.  Noiic«  of  other  insurance.  The  plaintiffs  effected  a  policy  of  insurance 
with  the  defendant  as  chairman  of  a  fire  insurance  company,  for  £3,000,  "  on 
wool  in  bales  or  fieeces '  greasy '  and '  washed,'  in  all  or  any  shed  or  store,  on 
station,  or  in  transit  to  Sydney  by  land  only,  or  in  any  shed  or  store,  or  any 
wharf  in  Sydney,  until  placed  on  ship."  The  policy  contained  a  provision  as 
follows :  "  No  claim  shall  be  recoverable  if  the  property  insured  be  previously 
or  subsequently  insured  elsewhere,  unless  the  particulars  of  such  insurance 
be  notified  to  the  company  in  writing."  The  plaintiffs  subsequently  effected 
an  Insurance  with  a  marine  insurance  company  to  cover  £16,500  upon  wool, 
the  risk  being  described  as  "  at  and  from  the  River  Hunter  to  Sydney  per 
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ships  and  steamers,  and  thence  per  ship  or  ships  to  London,  including  the  risk 
of  craft  from  the  time  that  the  wools  are  first  waterbome  and  of  tranship- 
ment or  landing  and  reshipment  at  Sydney."  The  frequent  practice  at  the 
port  of  Sydney  is,  tliat  wool  arriving  there  for  shipment  is  not  delivered  direct 
to  the  ship  for  which  it  is  intended,  but  is  conveyed  to  the  stores  belonging  to 
the  persons  who  are  acting  as  the  stevedores  of  the  ship,  and  is  there  pressed 
for  the  purpose  of  reducing  its  bulk.  By  the  practice  and  course  of  buMiness, 
the  stevedore's  receipt  is  regarded  as  between  the  ship  and  the  shippers  as 
equivalent  to  the  mate's  receipt,  and  bills  of  lading  are  given  in  exchange  for 
it.  Certain  wool  belonging  to  the  plaintiffs  was  forwarded  by  several  con- 
signments by  several  steamers  from  the  River  Hunter  to  Sydney.  The  plain- 
tiffs' agent  at  Sydney  had  the  wool  conveyed,  on  its  arrival,  to  his  own  stores, 
for  the  purpose  of  being  weighed,  and  entered  into  a  contract  for  its  convey- 
ance to  London  on  board  a  ship.  The  wool  was  then  conveyed  from  his  ware- 
houses to  the  stores  of  the  stevedores  of  the  ship,  who  gave  the  usual  receipts 
for  the  same.  While  in  the  stevedores'  warehouses,  a  portion  of  the  wool  was 
destroyed  or  damaged  by  a  fire,  and  the  'plaintiffs  sought  to  recover  such  loss 
upon  the  policy  effected  with  the  defendant's  company.  The  company  resisted 
the  claim,  upon  the  ground  that  the  policy  of  marine  insurance  above  men- 
tioned came  within  the  terms  of  the  provision  in  the  fire  policy,  and  ought  to 
have  been  communicated  to  them.  HeUd^  that  the  marine  policy  did  not  cover 
the  wool  in  the  stevedores'  warehouses,  and  was  not  such  an  insuraitce  as  the 
plaintiffs  were  bound  under  the  provisions  in  the  fire  policy  to  notify  to  the 
defendant's  company,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  were,  therefore,  entitled  to  recovery. 
AustrdUan  Agricultural  Co,  v.  Saunders  (Ezch.),  XIV,  501. 

3.  Ownership.  A  policy  of  fire  insurance  expressed  the  insurance  to  be  on 
"  merchandise,  the  assured's  own,  in  trust  or  on  commission  for  which  they 
are  responsible,  in  or  on  certain  specified  warehouses,  vaults,  wharves,"  etc. 
Whilst  the  policy  was  in  force,  certain  chests  of  teac,  on  a  wharf  included  in 
the  policy,  were  destroyed  by  fire.  These  teas  had  been  deposited  in  bond  by 
the  importer  with  the  wharfinger ;  the  assured  had  purchased  them  from  the 
importer,  and  t\^e  warrants  had  been  indorsed  in  blank  by  him  to  the  assured.. 
Before  the  fire  occurred  the  assured  had  resold  the  teas  in  specified  chests  to 
customers,  and  had  been  paid  for  them;  they  held,  however,  the  warrants  on 
behalf  of  the  customers,  but  merely  for  the  convenience  of  paying,  if  required, 
the  charges  necessary  for  clearing  the  teas  payable  by  such  customers.  Held, 
that  the  policy  applied  only  to  goods  belonging  to  the  assured,  or  for  which 
they  were  responsible,  and  the  property  in  the  teas  having,  at  the  time  of  the 
fire,  passed  to  the  purchasers,  they  were  then  at  the  purchaser's  risk,  and  were 
consequently  not  covered  by  the  policy.  North  BrUuh  and  MereavUUe  Ins, 
Oo,  V.  Moffatt  (Com.  PI.),  I,  80. 

^  Right  of  insured  to  sue  party  causing  loss.  The  owner  of  a  building 
insured  it  against  fire,  but  not  to  the  full  value.  The  building  was  burnt  by 
what  was  said  to  be  the  negligence  of  the  servants  of  a  municipal  corporation ; 
and  the  owner  brought  an  action  for  damages  against  the  corporation.  Hsld, 
that  the  owner,  undertaking  to  sue  for  the  whole  amount  of  damage,  would  be 
allowed  to  conduct  the  action  without  the  interference  of  the  insurers,  but 
would  be  subject  to  liability  for  any  thing  done  by  him  in  violation  of  any 
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equitable  duty  toward  the  insurers.    Commerddl  Uh.  Ass.  Co,  v.  Lister  (Chan. 
App.),  IX,  573.

INSURANCE,  LIFE. 

1.  False  statement  avoids.  The  plaintiff  effected  a  policy  of  insurance  with 
the  defendants  on  the  life  of  K.  M.  T.,  which  was  under  the  seal  of  the  defend- 
ants, but  the  plaintiff  was  not  made  a  party  to  it.  In  it  was  a  proviso  "  that, 
if  the  declaration  under  the  hand  of  the  plaintiff  delivered  at  the  defendants' 
office  as  the  basis  of  the  insurance  is  not  in  every  respect  true,  *  *  *  then 
the  insurance  shall  be  void."  On  proposing  the  insurance,  the  plaintiff  had 
answered  in  writing  certain  questions,  and  at  the  foot  he  had  signed,  as  the 
person  proposing  the  insurance,  a  declaration,  "  I  declare  that  the  above  par- 
ticulars are  truly  set  forth."  Held,  that  the  proviso  in  the  policy  (by  the 
terms  of  which  the  plaintiff  was  bound,  having  accepted  it)  avoided  the  insur- 
ance if  the  particulars  in  the  declaration  were  untrue  in  fact,  on  a  material 
matter,  although  not  untrue  to  the  plaintiff's  knowledge.  Maedonald  v.  Law, 
etc.,  Ins.  Co.  (Q.  B.),  VHI.  869. 

2.  lien  on  poUoy  for  advanoes.  A  policy  of  assurance  on  the  life  of  G., 
granted  to  a  trustee  for  her,  was  assigned  to  trustees,  upon  trust  to  invest 
the  proceeds  at  the  death  of  G.  for  the  benefit  of  G.  for  life,  for  her  separate 
use,  without  power  of  anticipation,  and  after  her  death  upon  trusts  as  she 
should  appoint,  and  in  default  of  appointment,  for  the  persons  who  would  be 
entitled  to  her  personal  estate.  The  trustees  had  power  to  pay  the  premiums. 
Notice  was  given  to  the  assurance  company  of  the  assignment.  C.  subse- 
quently, by  a  deed  to  which  G.  was  a  party,  appointed  the  policy  and  the 
moneys  to  become  due  thereon  to  the  plaintiffs  to  secure  the  repayment  of 
moneys  (with  interest  at  5  per  cent)  advanced  to  G.  for  the  benefit  of  herself 
and  C.  and  children.  Notice  was  given  to  the  surviving  trustee  of  the  settle- 
ment and  to  the  assurance  company.  The  plaintiffs  had.  in  consequence  of 
the  trustees  and  others  interested  in  the  policy  refusing  to  pay  them,  paid  tlie 
premiums  and  kept  the  policy  on  foot.  On  the  death  of  G.  the  assurance 
company  paid  the  policy  moneys  to  the  trustees,  who  refused  to  pay  the  plain- 
tiffs the  sums  due  to  them.  The  policy  moneys  were  afterward  paid  into 
court.  On  bill  filed  by  the  plaintiffs,  held^  that  they  were  entitled  to  be  repaid 
at  once  the  moneys  which  they  had  advanced  for  the  payment  of  the  premiums, 
with  interest  at  4  per  cent,  and  1  per  cent  more  on  the  death  of  C.  Oilt  v. 
Dawning  <Eq.  C),  VII,  841. 

3.  Mortgage  of  policy.  A  'policy  effected  by  A.  on  his  life  was  mortgaged 
in  I860  without  notice  to  the  office.  A.  became  bankrupt  in  1862,  and  in  1868 
Joined  in  a  transfer  of  the  mortgage  to  B.,  who  had  no  notice  of  the  bankruptcy. 
After  the  death  of  A.,  B.'s  solicitor  gave  notice  to  the  office  that  this  and  other 
policies  were  mortgaged,  and  that  he  acted  for  the  mortgagees,  not  naming 
them.  Subsequently  notice  of  the  bankruptcy  was  given  to  the  office,  ffeld, 
that  this  was  sufficient  to  give  priority  to  B.  over  the  creditors  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy of  the  assured.    RusseWs  Trust  (Eq.  C),  V,  694. 

A»  Title  to  policy  money.  A  father  effected  a  policy  in  the  name  and  on 
the  life  of   his  son,  in  which  he  had  no  insurable  interest,  under  drcum- 
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Btances  which  satisfied  the  court  that  he  intended  it  for  his  own  benefit.  The 
son  died  intestate  and  the  father  took  oat  administration  to  his  estate,  and  the 
insurance  company  paid  the  money  assured  by  the  policy  to  him.  HM^  that 
although  as  between  the  insurer  and  the  company  the  policy  was  illegal  and 
void  under  the  14  Oeo.  8,  c.  48,  yet  as  between  the  father  and  the  estate  of  the 
son,  the  father  was  entitled  to  retain  the  money  for  his  own  benefit.  Worth- 
ington  y.  Ourtii  (Chan  Div.),  XV,  882:

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I.  Thb  CONTRACT;    FORK  AND  TALIDITT. 

1.  Reinsuranoa.  An  underwriter  who  has  subscribed  an  insurance  ^on 
goods  "  may  reinsure  by  the  same  description,  and  the  policy  need  not  be  ex- 
pressed to  be  a  reinsurance.  MdekenBie  ▼.  Whitwarth  (Ex.  Div.).  XV,  286; 
affirming  S.  C,  XII,  582. 

2.  Valued  polioy.  A  policy  on  cargo  containing  a  clause,  "  the  said  mer- 
chandises, etc.,  are  and  shall  be  valued  at  £5,600,  part  of  £6,000."  held,  to  be 
a  valued  policy,  the  valuation  being  the  amount  of  the  proper  invoice,  accord- 
ing to  the  contract  between  the  charterer  and  his  vendors.  Andere&n  t. 
ItfartM  (Com.  PI.),  XI,  252. 

3.  MisnowiT  of  TeaseL  The  plaintiffii,  by  order  of  K.,  at  Hamburg,  opened 
with  the  defendants  a  policy  on  hides  by  ship  or  ships  to  the  extent  of  £5,000. 
A  slip  was  signed  on  the  23d  of  September,  1869,  but  the  policy  not  then  made 
out,  and  on  the  8d  of  February,  1870,  one  of  the  plaintifFs  went  to  the  defend- 
ants' office,  taking  with  him  the  sUp  for  the  £5,000  policy,  and  filled  up  two 
slips,' one  for  £2,455  on  hides,  per  SoercUee,aknd  another  slip  for  £2,500  on  hides 
by  another  vessel ;  stating  to  the  defendants'  clerk  that  it  would  be  more  con- 
venient to  both  parties  to  have  two  separate  policies,  instead  of  drawing  up 
an  open  policy  for  £5.000,  and  then  declaring  it  on  £4,955.  The  defendants' 
clerk  acquiesced,  and  initialed  the  two  slips,  and  afterward  the  policies  were 
executed  by  the  defendants.  There  was  a  Norwegian  ship,  the  Soeratet,  and 
a  French  ship,  the  S^KraU,  both  described  in  the  Veritas,  the  risk  on  the  latter 
being  greater  than  on  the  former.  The  hides  insured  by  the  policy  were  ship- 
ped on  board  the  Socrate  and  lost.  At  the  trial  the  jury  found  that  the  parties, 
on  entering  into  the  contract,  both  meant  to  insure  the  hides  by  the  vessel  on 
which  they  wt»re  actually  shipped,  whatever  her  name  might  be,  though  they 
supposed  it  to  be  the  Socrateg,  and  that  the  defendants  did  not  mean  only  to 
insure  bides  on  board  the  Soeratee,    Held,  that  the  defendanta,  being  boond 
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on  the  3d  of  February  to  insare  hides  on  board  any  ships  selected  by  the 
plaintiffs,  the  misnomer  was  of  no  consequence,  and  the  defendants  were 
liable.    lonidet  ▼.  Paeiflc  Ins.  Go.  (Q.  B.),  II,  037. 

^  No  stamped  poUoy.  The  defendants,  a  Liverpool  insurance  Qompany, 
employed  the  firm  of  E.  &  Co.  as  their  agents  in  London.  The  plaintiffs  in- 
structed P.  &  Go.  to  insure  for  them  steel  rails,  and  P.  A  Co.  prepared  a  slip, 
which  was  initialed  by  £.  &  Co.,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants.  According  to  the 
course  of  business  observed  by  the  defendants'  company,  P.  &  Co.  ^ent  a  copy 
of  the  slip  to  £.  &  Co.,  who  the  same  night  sent  it  to  the  defendants  at  Liver- 
pool. P.  &  Co.  paid  to  £.  &  Co.  the  premium  due  on  the  policy  and  the  amount 
due  for  the  stamp  duty.  The  steel  rails  were  afterward  totally  lost  by  the 
perils  intended  to  be  insured  against,  /md  the  defendants  then  refused  to  exe- 
cute any  stamped  policy.  Held,  that  no  action  would  lie ;  for  that  the  initial- 
ing of  the  slip  and  forwarding  the  copy  slip  to  the  defendants  were  parts  of 
one  contract ;  and  that  no  further  contract  could  be  implied  to  execute  a 
stamped  policy  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  copy  slip  was  transmitted  to 
the  defendants ;  and  as  no  stamped  policy  had  been'  executed,  80  Vict.,  c.  28, 
SB.  7  and  9  prevented  the  plaintiff  from  maintaining  an  action.  Fialier  ▼.  Lw 
erpod  Mar.  Ins.  Co.  (Q.  B.),  IX,  352 ;  affirming  S.  C,  VII,  82. 

II.  Ins  rablb  interest. 

6.  Title  not  pawed.  The  plaintiff,  a  merchant  in  London,  contracted  with 
B.  S.  ft  Co.,  of  Calcutta,  for  the  purchase  of  rice  as  follows:  "  Bought  for  ac- 
count of  A.,  of  B.  S.  &  Co.,  the  cargo  of  new  crop  Rangoon  rice,  per  8unbe€im, 
707  tons  register,  at  9s.  l^d.  per  cwt.,  cost  and  freight.  Payment  by  sellers* 
draft  on  purchasers,  at  six  months*  sight,  with  documents  attached."  The 
Sunbeam  was  chartered  by  the  sellers'  agent  to  proceed  to  Rangoon  to  ship  the 
cargo  of  rice.  The  plaintiff  effected  an  insurance  with  the  defendant  as  fol- 
lows: "  At  and  from  Rangoon  to  any  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  Conti- 
nent,  by  the  Sunbeam,  on  rice,  as  interest  may  appear,"  etc.  While  loading  at 
Rangoon,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  cargo  having  -been  shipped,  but  a  sub- 
stantial part  still  remaining  to  be  shipped,  the  Sunbeam  sank,  and  the  rice 
already  shipped  was  wholly  lost.  The  captain  afterward  signed  bills  of  lad- 
ing for  the  cargo  shipped,  which  were  indorsed  to  the  plaintiff,  and  the  sellers 
drew  bills  of  exchange  for  the  price  of  such  cargo,  which  were  accepted  and 
met  by  the  plaintiff.  HHd  (Quain,  J.,  dissenting),  that  the  plaintiff  had  no 
insurable  interest  in  the  rice,  inasmuch  as  the  property  did  not  pass,  and  the 
rice  was  not  at  his  risk  under  the  contract  of  sale  until  the  loading  was  com- 
plete.   Anderson  ▼.  Moriee  (Exch.),  XIV,  455 ;  reversing  S.  C,  XI,  252. 

6.  Advances  made.  The  plaintiffs,  merchants  in  London,  were  in  the  habit 
of  receiving  consignments  of  cotton  from  correspondents  abroad,  and  among 
others  from  Bell  &  Co.,  of  Bombay,  making  advances  thereon  by  acceptances 
against  the  consignments.  For  the  purpose  of  covering  these  consignments 
and  their  advances,  the  plaintiffs  effected  open  floating  policies  with  the  de- 
fendants, an  insurance  company,  expressing  that  the  insurances  were  made  by 
them  "  as  well  in  their  own  names  as  for  and  in  the  name  or  names  of  all  and 
every  person  and  persons  to  whom  the  same  doth,  may  or  shall  appertain,  in 
part  or  in  all."  Each  of  the  policies  so  effected  was  for  £5,000  "  on  cotton, 
etc,  from  Bombay  to  London,"  etc,  "  by  ship  or  ships ; "  and,  as  the  plaintiffs 
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received  advices  of  the  aLlpmeDtB,  thej  declared  apoa  the  polidea,  id  the 
naiMil  WMj,  the  particulars  and  valne  of  the  goode,  and  the  namea  of  tb«  ve»- 
aels  bj  which  they  wen  shipped.  On  the  29lh  of  April,  1870,  Bell  &  Co.  Ad- 
vised the  plaintiffs  of  the  ebipinent  of  350  bales  of  cotton  on  bqard  the  Auivra, 
and  of  their  having  drawn  upon  them  for  £3/)00,  at  six  months'  eight,  on 
Bocount  of  that  Bhipment.  and  lequeeting  them  to  ioHare  the  cotton.  This  bill 
wae  negotiated  bj  Bell  &  Co.  through  the  National  Bank  of  India,  vrith  whom 
the  shipping  documents  were  lodged  as  aecuilty.  The  bill,  with  the  shipping 
documents  annexed,  was  traoBmitted  bj  the  back  to  their  manager  in  London, 
and  on  the  Slat  of  Maj  the  plaintiffs  accepted  it  "  against  delivery  of  shipping 
documents"  for  the  cotton.  With  the  assent  of  the  National  Bank,  the  390 
bales  of  cotton  per  Aurora,  valued  at  £5,000,  were,  ou  the  33d  of  Haj,  de- 
clared by  the  plaintiffs  (who  thereby  intended  to  Insure  for  Bell  It  Co.  and 
themselves)  upon  two  opea  polioiee  which  they  then  had  running -with  the 
defendants j  and  the  plaiutiils  wrote  to  the  bank,  undertaking  "to  hold  (he 
amount  ituiured  at  their  disposal  until  payment  of  their  acceptance  for  £3^000, 
due  24tb  November."  The  Atirora  left  Bombay  with  the  ootloo  on  board, 
and  was  lost  at  sea  on  the  11th  of  June.  The  plaintlK  afterward  paid  their 
acceptance  and  received  the  bill  of  lading  for  the  cotton.  In  an  action  upon 
the  policies  to  recover  for  the  loss  of  the  goods,  the  declaration  averred  that 
the  plaintiffs  caused  themselves  to  be  insured ;  that  thej,  or  some  or  one  of 
them,  were  or  was  interested  in  the  goods  to  the  amount  of  all  the  moneys  by 
them  insured  thereon,  and  that  the  inanrancea  were  made  for  the  use  and 
benefit  and  on  account  ol  the  person  or  persons  so  interested.  The  defend- 
ants tiAversed  these  allegations.  Stld,  by  the  whole  court,  that  the  plain- 
tifis  were  entitled  to  recover  upon  these  policies  to  the  extent  of  their  advance. 
And  held,  by  BOYILL,  C.  J.,  and  DxntUH,  J.  (the  court  being,  by  agreement,  at 
liberty  to  draw  inferences  of  fact),  that  the  plaintiffs  had  an  equitable  iutereat 
in  every  part  of  the  cotton  as  secnnty  for  their  liability  under  their  accept- 
ance, uid,  being  also  consignees  to  manage  the  consignment,  they  were  en- 
titled to  iusare  the  whole  of  it  in  their  own  names,  and  to  its  full  value ;  and 
that,  having  intended  bj  the  insurances  to  cover  the  interests  of  all  parties  in 
the  oottOD,  they  were  entitled  to  recover  the  whole  amount  npon  a  declaration 
averring  Interest  in  themselves ;  and  that  they  would  hold  any  surplus  beyond 
their  advance  as  trustees  for  the  other  parties  Iwne&eially  interested,  and  that 
their  right  to  insure  and  to  recover  was  not  limited  .to  their  own  beneficial  in- 
terest In  the  goods.     Sbtaortk  v.  AlUanee  Mariitt  Int.  Co.  (Com.  PI.},  VII,  15S. 

7, HM,  eoTttra,  by  Kkatino  and  Bsnr,  JJ.,  that  the  plaintifb  were 

aot  entitled  to  recover  under  these  policies,  in  their  own  names,  any  thing 
liBvnnd  their  actual  advance ;  the  only  interest  they  tiad  in  the  oottoa  being  a 
by  an  existing  contract,  to  have  the  bill  of  lading  Indorsed  to  them  on 
int  of  their  acceptance,  so  bb  to  enable  them  to  sell  the  cotton  to  pay 
Blves  SSJOOO  and  their  expenses,  md  to  earn  their  commission,  and  to 
be  surplus  proceeds  as  agents  for  the  consignors ;  and  they  being  at  the 
(  the  loss  neither  legal  owners  of  the  cotton  nor  in  equity  tmsieea,  as 
surplus,  for  the  consignors.  lb. 

Jtaratlan  of  deolaiatlon  aflar  loas.  C.  A  Co.,  ahipowners,  were  in  the 
)t  receiving  shipments  of  cotton  to  be  carried  on  deck,  sometimes  at  the 
ir's  request  and  at  his  nsk,  in  which  case  the  bill  of  lading  expreeaed  It 
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to  be  BO  shipped,  and  Bometimes  for  their  own  convenience,  in  which  case  it 
was  at  their  own  risk,  and  a  clean  bill  of  lading  was  given.  To  protect  them- 
selves against  probable  loss  by  jettison  in  the  case  of  cotton  shipped  as 
last  mentioned,  C.  &  Co.,  through  the  plaintiff,  their  insurance  broker,  had 
effected  with  the  defendants,  on  the  29th  of  March,  1864,  an  open  policy  to  a , 
certain  specified  amount,  to  be  subsequently  declared  on.  A  parcel  of  cotton 
consisting  of  102  bales  was  shipped  on  the  20th  of  December,  1864,  at  Alex- 
andria, on  board  a  ship  belonging  to  C.  &  Co.  This  cotton  was  intended  to  be 
shipped  on  deck  at  shipper's  risk,  but  by  mistake  C.  &  Co.'s  agent  gave  a  clean 
bill  of  lading  in  respect- of  it.  Being  supposed  to  be  at  shipper's  risk  it  was 
not  declared  under  the  policy,  but  other  shipments  of  cotton  on  various  vessels, 
some  of  them  subsequent  in  date  to  the  shipment  of  the  20th  of  December, 
were  declared  to  the  full  amount  of  the  policy.  The  102  bales  were  lost  by  jetti- 
son, and  the  holders  of  the  bill  of  lading  claimed  payment  of  the  value  of  the 
cotton.  The  plaintiff  thereupon  altered  the  declarations  on  the  policy,  by  de- 
claring the  102  bales  in  substitution  fcir  a  portion  of  the  cotton  subsequently 
shipped.  According  to  the  usage  of  the  insurance  business,  as  found  in  a 
special  case  stated  between  the  plaintiff  and  defendants  in  an  action  to  recover 
the  value  of  the  102  bales  on  the  policy  of  the  20th  of  March,  in  the  case  of 
policies  on  ships  to  be  declared,  the  policy  attaches  to  the  goods  as  soon  as  and 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  shipped,  in  which  order  the  assured  is  bound  to 
declare  them.  In  case  of  mistake  as  to  the  order  of  shipment,  he  is  bound  to 
rectify  the  declarations,  which  is  sometimes  done  even  after  loss.  Held^  that 
C.  &  Co.  had  an  insurable  interest  in  the  102  bales  of  cotton,  inasmuch  as  by 
the  terms  of  the  bill  of  ladings  signed  by  their  agent,  and  by  which  they 
were  bound,  the  cotton  was  at  their  risk  ;  that  the  usage,  as  stated  in  the  case, 
was  binding,  since  it  was  not  unreasonable,  and  by  virtue  of  it  the  declara- 
tion on  the  policy  oould  l>e  rectified  even  after  the  loss  was  known ;  that  even 
apart  from  the  usage  as  stated,  the  doctrine  to  be  deduced  from  the  authori- 
ties is  that,  according  to  the  usage  of  merchants  and  underwriters,  recognized 
by  the  courts  without  parol  proof  in  each  case,  a  declaration  may  be  altered 
even  after  the  loss  is  known,  if  such  alteration  be  made  without  fraud,  of 
which  there  was  no  evidence  in  the  present  case ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  was, 
on  these  grounds,  entitled  to  recover  the  value  of  the  102  bales  on  the  policy 
of  the  29th  of  March.    Stephens  v.  Australasian  Ins.  Co,  (Com.  PI.),  IV,  296. 

III.  REFRESBNTATIONS  and  WARRAirriBS. 

9.  In  rMpeot  to  oth«r  iiumranoe.  A  proposal  for  insurance  on  freight  was 
made  and  accepted  on  the  11th  of  March.  On  the  16th  the  ship  was  lost.  On 
the  17th,  the  assured,  with  knowledge  of  the  loss,  but  without  communicat- 
ing it  to  the  insurers,  demanded  a  stamped  policy.  The  insurers  then,  for  the 
first  time,  required  to  be  informed  as  to  the  amount  of  the  insurance  upon  the 
hull,  and  inserted  in  the  policy  (which  the  assured  accepted),  the  following 
warranty,  "  Hull  warranted  not  insured  for  more  than  £2,700  after  the  20th  of 
March.  The  vessel  was  then  insured  for  an  additional  £500  in  an  insurance 
club,  by  the  rules  of  which  all  ships  belonging  to  members  were  insured 
from  the  20th  of  March  in  one  year  to  the  20th  of  March  in  the  following 
year,  '*  and  so  on  from  year  to  year  unless  ten  days'  notice  to  the  contrary  be 
given  ;  "  and  in  the  absence  of  notice  the  managers  of  the  club  were  to  renew 
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each  policy  on  its  expiration.  Held,  that,  notwitbeCandlng  those  rules,  tha 
club  policj  wae  not  t,  coutiouiDg  policy  befoad  the  20th  of  March  of  the 
current  J^b-t;  and  that,  the  ship  hariDg  been  lost  before  that  date,  no  new 
effective  polic;  could  have  been  made,  and,  conieqaently,  the  wamut^  waa 
complied  with.  Lithman  v.  Iforthem  Mar.  In*.  Co.  (Com.  PI,),  XI,  825: 
affirming  8.  C,  V.  378. 

10.  In  raapeot  to  (ime  ctf  being  at  port.  Id  a  voyage  policy  of  inenranue 
"  at  and  from  "  a  port,  It  is  an  implied  nnderstanding  that  the  ship  shall  be  at 
the  port  within  such  •  time  that  tlie  risk  shall  not  be  materially  varied;  and 
if  there  is  delay  beyond  such  time,  the  policy  does  not  attach.  D»  Wo(f  v. 
Arehangel  Int.  Uo.  (Q.  B.).  IX.  388. 

11.  In  rsapeot  to  ■sawortiilneBa.  The  warranty  of  seaworthineia  implied 
in  a  ooniract  of  marine  iniiurance  is  a  warranty  that  the  ship  is  seaworthy  for 
the  parpoees  of  the  particular  subject-matter  of  the  insurance.  Therefore,  in 
the  case  of  a  policy  of  inHoraoce  on  deck  cargo,  it  is  not  a  compllauce  with  the 
warranty  of  seaworthiness  that  the  iiliip  is  St  to  encounter  ordinary  rough 
weather  with  safety  to  herself,  l>ecauBe  the  deck  cargo  is  aach  as  may  be 
readily  jettisoned  in  such  weather.     DaaieU  v.  Harris  {Com.  PI.),  SI,  306. 

12.  l(  a  vessel  a^ls  on  a  voyage  in  an  unssaworthy  state,  and  she  is 

lost  by  reason'of  her  unseaworthiness  during  a  storm,  the  perils  of  the  sea 
must  be  considered  the  proEitnate  cause  of  the  loea.  DVfdgwn  w.  Pembroke 
(Q.  B.).  X.  193. 

13. Id  an  action  apon  a  time  poHcy.  it  It  be  proved  that  the  vessel 

Insured  bad  been  sent  to  sea  in  an  nnseaworthy  state,  her  owner  itot  knowing 
that  she  was  an  sea  worthy,  and  was  lost  by  the  perils  Insared  against, owing  to 
her  anseaworthinefts,  the  owner  can  recover  for  her  loss.  lb. 

14.  A  ship,  whose  cargo  was  Insured,  began  suddenly  to  leak,  and  sank 

at  her  anchors,  in  port,  during  Sne  weather.     Evidence  was  given  in  an  action 

on  the  policy  on  the  part  of  the  assured  tending  to  show  that  the  ship  was 

seaworthy,  e.  g..  evidence  that  she  had  been  recently  put  in  thotough  repair, 

that  careful  surveys  of  her  had  been  made  just  previously,  and  that  she  had 

behaved  perfectly  well  ou  previous  voyages,  and  on  her  voyage  to  the  port 

where  she  was  lost.     No  evidence  was  given  of  any  actual  facts  showing  the 

causi^  of  her  loss,  although  poeaible  explanations  of  it,  by  way  of  conjacti^ra, 

were  snggested  by  the  witnesses.     Held,  that,  la  the  absence  of  any  other

16. Where,  therefore,  in  an  action  on  a  policy  of  marine  insurance,  it 

appeared  that  the  plaintiffs  had  Insured  the  goods  at  a  value  very  greatly  over 
their  real  value,  without  disclosing  the  over- valuation  to  the  underwriter,  and 
it  was  proved  in  evidence  that  underwriters  do,  in  practice,  act  on  the  principle 
that  it  is  material  to  take  into  consideration  whether  the  over- valuation  is  so 
great  as  to  make  the  risk  speculative.  Held,  that  this  practice  is  rational ; 
and  that  it  was  proper  to  leave  to  the  jury,  whether  the  valuation  was  so  ex- 
cessive, and  whether  it  was  material  to  the  underwriter  to  know  of  such  over- 
valuation, lb. 

17. Where  underwriters  have,  by  initialing  a  slip,  made  a  contract  of 

assurance,  which,  although  invalid  nt  law  and  in  equity  for  want  of  statutory 
requisites,  is,  nevertheless,  in  practice,  and  according  to  the  usage  of  those 
engaged  in  marine  insurance,  a  complete  and  final  contract  binding  upon  them 
in  honor  and  good  faith,  whatever  events  may  subsequently  happen,  the  as- 
sured need  not  communicate  to  the  underwriters  facts  which  afterward  come 
to  his  knowledge  material  to  the  risk  insured  against ;  and  the  non-disclosure 
of  such  facts  will  not  vitiate  the  policy  of  insurance  afterward  executed. 
And  it  makes  no  difference  that,  the  insurance  being  negotiated  by  an  agent 
of  the  assured,  the  slip  was  initialed  subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  assured. 
a?ry  V.  Patton  (Q.  B.),  X,  189 ;  affirming  S.  C,  I,  828. 

18. The  plaintiff's  insurance  broker  effected  an  insurance  with   the 

defendants  on  the  chartered  freight  of  the  plaintiff's  ship,  Cajnbr^ia, 
Oct.  10,  without  disclosing  to  the  defendants  certain  information  in  his 
possession,  which  it  was  material  that  they  should  know.  In  so  doing  he 
acted  in  good  faith,  supposing  from  inquiries  that  he  had  made  that  the  in- 
formation was  incorrect.  After  initialing  the  slip,  but  before  executing  the 
policy,  the  defendants  became  possessed  of  the  information  which  the  broker 
had  not  disclosed ;  and  they,  a  day  or  two  afterward,  executed  and  delivered 
out  the  policy  without  any  protest  or  any  notice  that  they  would  treat  it  as 
void.  Upon  receiving  news  of  the  loss  of  the  vessel  five  days  later,  they  gare 
notice  to  the  plaintiff  that  they  did  not  consider  the  policy  binding  on  them. 
On  the  trial  of  the  action  upon  the  policy,  the  learned  judge  directed  the 
jury  (in  substance)  that  the  defendants  were  bound  to  make  their  election 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  they  became  aware  of  the  concealment,  and 
left  it'  to  them,  without  expressing  any  opinion,  whether  the  defendants  had 
elected  to  go  on  with  the  policy.  The  jury  having  found  that  the  defendants 
did  not  so  elect,  and  a  rule  for  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  of  misdirection  hav- 
ing been  obtained  and  afterward  made  absolute  in  the  court  below,  held,  that 
this  direction  was  right ;  and  that  there  being  no  election  in  fact,  and  no  evi- 
dence that  the  plaintiff  had  been  prejudiced  by  the  defendants  not  electing 
earlier  to  disaffirm  the  policy,  the  defendants  were  not  estopped  from  denying 
its  validity,  nor  was  it  material  to  consider  whether  their  conduct  in  deliver- 
ing out  the  policy  without  a  protest  had  been  such  as  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to 
consider  it  as  an  election.  Morrison  v.  Urmersal  Mar.  Lis.  Co.  (Exch. ),  V , 
882 ;  reversing  S.  C,  IV,  483. 

19. Where  a  proposal  for  insurance  on  freight  was  made  and  accepted 
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on  the  11th  of  March,  and  the  assured  on  the  17th  of  March  knowing  that  the 
ship  was  lost  on  the  IGth,  but  not  disclosing  that  fact,  applied  for  and  received 
a  stamped  policy,  luld,  that  the  addition  on  the  17th  of  a  term  for  the  insurers' 
benefit,  not  affecting  the  risk,  did  not  prevent  the  policy  from  being  one  drawn 
up  in  respect  of  the  risk  accepted  on  the  11th,  and,  therefore,  the  concealment 
of  the  loss  was  not  a  concealment  of  a  material  fact  so  as  to  avoid  the  policy. 
Idshfrum  v.  Narthsm  Ma/r.  Ins,  Co.  (Com.  PI.),  XI,  326 ;  affirming  S.  C,  V,  278. 

20.  Miarepiresentation.  On  effecting  an  insurance  on  freight  from  Belize 
to  R.  Point  on  the  Honduras  coast  (a  place  th<>  exact  locality  of  which  was  not 
known  to  either  party)  and  thence  to  London,  the  agent  of  the  assured  pro- 
duced and  read  to  the  agent  of  the  assurers  a  letter  which  the  owners  of  the 
vessel  had  received  from  the  captain  from  Belize,  in  which  R.  Point  was  thus 
described^.  **  It  is  considered  by  the  pilot  here  as  a  good  and  safe  anchorage, 
and  well  sheltered.  I  have  been  out  and  seen  the  place,  and  consider  it  quite 
safe."  It  was  admitted  that  this  statement  of  the  captain  was  made  bona  fids; 
but  there  was  evidence  that  R.  Point  was  not  at  the  particular  season  a  safe 
anchorage.  In  an  action  upon  the  policy,  for  a  total  loss,  hM^  that  the  letter 
did  not  amount  to  a  statement  of  a  fact,  but  merely  of  an  opinion,  and  that 
it  was  not,  therefore,  a  misr^resentation  which  would  defeat  the  policy,  and 
a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  was  sustained.  Ariderwn  v.  Pacific  Fire  and  Mar. 
Ins.  Co.  (Com.  PL),  1, 120. 

V.  Deviation  ;  dbtbmtion  ;  illbgaij  yotagb. 

21.  Eflfect  of  devlatioii.  The  plaintiffs  effected  a  policy  of  insaranoe  with 
the  defendants  upon  a  ship,  at  and  from  Liverpool  to  the  west  or  soutH-west 
coast  of  Africa,  "  during  her  stay  and  trade  there,"  and  back  to  a  port  of  call 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  at  £8  8<.  per  cent,  returning  a  percentage  varying 
with  the  period  of  the  risk,  the  ship  being  held  covered  at  18«.  4d.  per  cent 
per  month  if  more  than  twelve  months  out.  The  ship  proceeded  to  the  Afri- 
can coast,  and,  after  being  loaded  for  the  return  voyage,  remained  at  a  port 
there  for  some  weeks  for  a  purpose  in  no  way  connected  with  trade.  She  was 
subsequently  lost  on  the  voyage  home.  In  an  action  on  the  policy,  hM^  that, 
as  the  delay  had  not  been  for  a  trade  purpose,  there  had  been  a  deviation,  and 
the  court  directed  a  verdict  for  the  defendants.  Company  of  African  Mer- 
chants V.  British,  etc.,  Ma/rin&Ins,  Co,  (Exch.),  V,  846. 

22. A  vessel  insured  "  from  Pomaron  to  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and  for 

fifteen  days  while  there  after  arrival,"  arrived  safely  at  Newcastle  and  com- 
pleted the  discharge  of  her  inward  cargo.  Being  chartered  to  carry  a  cargo  of 
coals  to  Gibraltar,  she  received  a  small  quantity  as  stiffening  and  was  moved 
to  a  loading  place  on  the  river  Tyne,  within  the  port  of  Newcastle,  to  complete 
her  loading.  While  moored  there,  the  vessel,  within  fifteen  days  from  her 
original  arrival  at  Newcastle,  was  injured  in  a  storm.  The  stamp  on  the 
policy  was  sufficient  to  cover  both  a  voyage  and  a  time  policy.  Held  (Cleasbt, 
B.,  dissenting),  that,  the  substantial  purpose  of  the  insurance  being  at  an  end 
when  the  loss  occurred,  the  underwriters  were  not  liable.  Gambles  v.  Ocean 
Ins,  Co.  (Ex.  Div.)5  XV,  200. 

23.  Prohibition  as  to  place.  A  marine  policy  effected  at  Montreal  in  Janu- 
ary, on  a  ship  to  commence  its  adventures  at  that  port,  and  sail  on  trading 
voyages  between  that  and  other  ports  and  the  West  Indies,  contained  a  proviB- 
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ion  that  the  ship  should  not  enter  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  before  the  *35th 
day  of  April,  nor  be  in  said  gulf  after  the  15th  day  of  November,  nor  proceed 
to  Newfoundland  after  the  first  day  of  December,  or  before  the  15th  day  of 
March.  HM,  that  that  clause  should  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  vessel 
being  in  the  gulf  after  the  15th  day  of  November,  though  on  her  way  from 
some  of  the  other  ports  to  Newfoundland.  PravindcU  In$,  Co.  ▼.  Ledue  (Priv* 
C),  XI,  84. 

24.  Detentipn.  The  hostile  detention  of  goods  within  a  besieged  city  or 
town  is  a  **  restraint  of  princes,"  a  "  siege"  and  a  "  blockade  "  standing  upon 
the  same  footing  in  this  respect.    Bodoeanachi  v.  EUiaU  (Com.  PL),  VII,  200. 

26.  Illegal  Toyaga  If  a  master  of  a  vessel  which  has  not  obtained  a  cer- 
tificate, enabling  her  to  carry  passengers,  does  carry  them  without  her  owner's 
knowledge,  her  voyage  is  not  rendered,  by  s.  818  of  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  1854,  illegal,  so  as  to  vitiate  a  policy  effected  by  her  innocent  owner. 
Dudgeon  v.  Pembroke  (Q.  B.),  X,  193. 

VI.  Risk,  when  attachbh.    Eztbitt  of. 

26.  When  attach—.  The  plaintiffs  caused  themselves  to  be  insured  vdth 
the  defendants,  "  lost  or  not  lost,  in  £500,  upon  the  freight  payable  to  them  in 
respect  of  this  present  voyage  to  be  performed  by  the  vessel  Napier,  from 
Baker's  Island  to  a  port  of  discharge  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  insurance  on 
the  said  freight  beginning  from  the  loading  of  the  said  vessel.  Being  a  rein- 
surance to  be  paid  as  on  original  policy."  The  plaintiffs  had  underwritten  a 
policy  on  chartered  freight  of  a  cargo  of  guano,  from  Baker's  Island,  while 
there,  and  thence  to  a  port  in  England.  The  vessel  arrived  at  Baker's  Island, 
and  had  taken  in  two-thirds  of  her  cargo,  a  full  cargo  being  ready,  when  she 
was  wrecked.  The  plaintiffs,  having  paid  upon  a  total  loss,  sought  to  recover 
it  from  defendants.  Hdd,  that  the  risk  had  not  attached.  By  Blackbubn,  J., 
on  the  ground  that  the  clause,  *'  the  insurance  on  the  said  freight  beginning 
from  the  loading  of  the  said  vessel,",  did  not  extend  the  insurance  beyond  the 
othe^  p9kTi^  "  from  Baker's  Island,"  so  as  to  make  the  insurers  liable  while  the 
vessel  was  at  the  island,  but  only  showed  that  defendants  did  not  intend  to  be 
liable  unless  the  goods  were  on  board.  By  Mbllo|1  and  Lush,  JJ.,  on  the 
ground,  that  the  latter  words  did  extend  the  previous  clause  and  made  the 
risk  begin  earlier,  but  that  '*  from  the  loading  '*  meant  from  the  completion  of 
the  loading.    Janea  v.  Neptune  Marine  Insurance  Co,  (Q.  B.),  Ill,  278. 

27. Defendants  underwrote  a  policy  of  insurance  for  £1,000,  declared 

to  be  upon  cargo,  being  a  reinsurance  subject  to  all  clauses  and  conditions  of 
the  original  policy,  in  the  ship  Daybreak,  at  and  from  any  port  or  ports  in  any 
order  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa  to  the  vessel's  port  of  discharge  in  the 
United  Elingdom ;  the  insurance  **  to  commence  from  the  loading  of  the  goods 
at  as  above."  By  the  original  policy,  the  insurance  was  for  £1,000  upon  the 
cargo  valued  at  £8,850  of  the  vessel  Daybreak^  at  and  from  Liverpool  to  any 
ports  in  any  order  backwards  and  forwards  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  thence 
back  to  a  port  of  discharge  in  the  United  Kingdom ;  with  leave  to  increase  the 
valuation  of  the  cargo  on  the  homeward  voyage ;  outward  cargo  to  be  con- 
sidered homeward  interest  twenty-four  hours  after  her  arrival  at  her  first  port 
of  discharge.    Goods,  shipped  at  Liverpool,  were  lost  by  perils  insured  against

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more  than  twenty -foflr  hours  after  the  veBsel  had  arrived  at  her  first  port  of 
discharge  on  the  coast  of  Africa.  Held^  that  the  clause  of  the  policy  declared 
upon,  that  the  insurance  was  to  commence  on  the  loading  of  the  goods  at  as 
above,  viz.,  a  port  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  must  be  taken  as  qualified  by  the 
clause  in  the  original  policy,  that  Outward  cargo  was  to  be  considered  home- 
ward interest  twenty-four  hours  after  the  ship's  arrival  at  her  first  port  of  dis- 
charge ;  and  that  the  policy  had  therefore  attached.  Joyce  v.  Realm  Insurcmee 
Oo.  (Q.  B.),  m,  208. 

28.  Perllii  insured  against  A  ship,  whose  cargo  was  insured  by  a  marine 
policy,  began  suddenly  to  leak,  and  sank  at  her  anchors  in  port  during  fine 
weather.  In  an  action  on  the  policy,  evidence  was  given  on  the  part  of  the 
assured  tending  to  show  that  the  ship  was  seaworthy,  viz. ,  that  she  had  not 
long  before  l)een  put  in  good  repair,  that  surveys  had  been  made  of  her  just 
previously,  and  that  she  had  behaved  well  on  previous  voyages  and  on  her 
voyage  to  the  port  where  she  was  lost.  No  evidence  was  given  of  any  actual 
facts  showing  the  cause  of  her  loss,  although  possible  explanations  of  it,  by 
way  of  conjecture,  were  suggested  by  the  witnesses.  Held,  that  there  was 
evidence  of  a  loss  by  the  perils  insured  against.  Anderson  v.  Morice  (Exch.), 
XIV,  465 ;  affirming  on  this  point  S.  C,  XI,  252. 

29. In  a  policy  of  insurance  on  goods  the  voyage  was  thus  described : 

"  At  and  from  Japan  and  [or]  Shanghai  to  Marseilles  and  [or]  Leghorn  and 
[or]  Jjondon  via  Marseilles  and  [orj  Southampton,  including  all  risks  of  craft 
to  and  from  the  steamers,"  etc.  The  risks  insured  against  were,  amongst 
others,  of  the  seas,  fire  and  thieves,  arrests,  restraints,  and  detainments  of  all 
kings,  princes  and  people,  et«.  In  the  margin  of  the  policy  was  the  following 
memorandum:  "  It  is  hereby  agreed  that  the  silks  insured  by  this  policy  shall 
be  shipped  by  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Company,  Messageries  Imp^riales 
steamers,  and  [or]  the  steamers  of  the  Mercantile  Trading  Company  of  Liver- 
pool only."  The  goods  insured  were  shipped  from  Shanghai  for  London  by 
the  Messageries  Imp^riales ;  the  practice  of  that  company  was  to  send  such 
goods  overland  through  France  by  the  Lyons  Railway  from  Marseilles  to  Paris 
and  thence  by  the  Northern  Railway  to  Boulogne,  and  thence  to  London  ;  and 
this  course  of  business  was  well  known  among  underwiters.  The  goods  in 
question  arrived  in  Paris  on  their  way  on  the  18th  of  September,  1870.  At 
this  time  the  Qerman  armies  were  advancing  on  Paris,  and  had  seized  parts  of 
the  Northern  Railway,  so  that  the  goods  could  not  be  forwarded  to  Boulogne, 
and  by  the  19th  of  September,  they  completely  surrounded  and  besieged 
Paris,  preventing  communication  between  it  and  all  other  places,  by  reason  of 
which  it  was  impossible  to  remove  the  goods  from  Paris.  This  state  of  things 
continued  till  after  the  7th  of  October,  on  which  day  the  assured  gave  notice 
of  abandonment.  Heid,  that  the  policy  covered  the  overland  transit  from 
Marseilles  to  Boulogne ;  and  that  there  was  a  constructive  total  loss  by  re- 
Btraii^t  or  detainment  of  princes,  within  the  meaning  of  the  policy.  Bodocona^ 
eM  V.  EUiott  (Com.  PI.),  X,  288;  affirming  S.  C,  VII,  200.. 

30. A  policy  of  marine  insurance  was  expressed  to  be  *' on  1711  packsr 

ges  teas,  valued  at  the  sum  insured,  viz.:  $31,000,"  and  contained  a  special 
warranty  in  the  following  terms,  viz. :  "  warranted  by  the  assured  free  from 
damage  or  injury  from  dampness,  change  of  flavor, or  being  spotted,  discolored, 
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mnsty  or  moldy,  except  caused  by  actual  contact  of  sea  water  with  the  articles 
damaged  occasioned  by  sea  perils.  In  case  of  partial  loss  by  sea  damage  to 
dry  goods,  cutlery,  or  other  hardware,  the  loss  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  repara- 
tion and  sale  of  the  portion  only  of  the  contents  of  the  packages  so  damaged, 
and  not  otherwise,  and  the  same  practice  shall  obtain  as  to  all  other  merchan- 
dises so  far  as  practicable."  The  ship  met  with  bad  weather  and  shipped 
large  quantities  of  sea  water,  IBy  contact  with  which  449  packages  of  the  tea 
insured  were  greatly  injured,  and  a  suspicion  was  thereby  created  that  the 
other  packages  might  be  damaged,  and  they  sold  for  less  than  they  would 
otherwise  have  fetched.  HM^  that  the  assured  could  only  recover  in  respect 
of  the  damage  occasioned  to  the  packages  which  had  been  actually  In  contact 
with  sea  water,  and  not  in  respect  of  the  loss  occasioned  by  injury  to  the  repu- 
tation of  the  remainder;  and  aemble,  that  the  effect  would  have  been  the  same 
even  in  the  absence  of  the  special  warranty.  Oator  v.  Great  Western  Ine, 
Ci?.  (Com.  PL),  VI,  261. 

31.  A  fire  policy  was  effected  for  a  certain  period  of  time,  on  a  steam- 
ship lying  in  the  Victoria  docks,  London,  with  liberty  tQ  go  into  dry  dock.  The 
ship  was  taken  up  the  river,  some  distance  from  the  Victoria  docks,  to  the 
nearest  available  dry  dock ;  but  in  order  that  she  might  be  able  to  enter  the 
dry  dock  it  was  necessary  to  remove  part  of  her  paddle-wheels.  This  was 
done  in  the  Victoria  docks.  Her  repairs  being  completed,  she  was  taken  out 
of  the  dry  dock  and  moored  in  the  river  at  a  place  a  few  hundred  yards  higher 
up  than  the  dry  dock,  where  she  remained  ten  days,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
her  paddle-wheels  replaced  before  returning  to  the  Victoria  docks.  Whilst  so 
moored  she  was  destroyed  by  an  accidental  fire.  .  It  was  proved  to  be  usual  to 
remove  the  paddles  of  large  steamers  to  enable  them  to  go  into  dry  dock,  and 
that  the  time  occupied  in  the  river  in  replacing  them  in  this  case  was  not  un- 
usual or  unreasonable.  Held^  that  the  policy  only  attached  upon  the  vessel 
whilst  in  the  Victoria  docks,  or  in  the  dry  dock,  or  in  the  river  for  the  purpose 
of  going  to  and  returning  from  the  dry  dock,  and  not  during  her  stay  in  the 
river  for  a  different  purpose,  and  consequently  the  insurers  were  not  responsi- 
ble for  the  loss.    Pearson  v.  Commereial  Union  Am.  Co.  (Com.  PL),  VI,  248. 

32.  Bxtent  of  liability.  The  plaintiffs,  J.  &  Son,  were  lightermen,  and 
effected  an  insurance  in  the  form  of  an  ordinary  Lloyd's  policy,  at  and  from 
all  wharves  on  the  Thames,  from  Wandsworth  to  the  Victoria  Docks,  which 
contained  the  following  clause :  "  To  cover  and  include  all  losses,  damages 
and  accidents  amounting  to  £20  or  upward  in  each  craft,  to  goods  carried  by 
J.  ft  Son  as  lightermen,  or  delivered  to  them  to  be  waterbome,  either  in  -their 
own  or  other  craft,  and  for  which  losses,  damages  and  accidents  J.  &  Son  may 
be  liable  or  responsible  to  the  owners  thereof,  or  others  interested."  The 
policy  was  subscribed  by  different  underwriters  for  different  sums  amounting 
to  £2.000,  and  the  defendants  underwrote  the  policy  for  £100.  A  loss  hap- 
pened to  goods  carried  by  the  plaintiffs  in  a  barge,  for  which  the  plaintiffs  be- 
came liable  to  those  interested  in  the  goods  to  the  amount  of  £1,100.  The 
total  value  of  the  risks  of  the  plaintiffs  in  this  and  other  barges  at  the  time  of 
the  loss,  and  covered  by  the  policy,  amounted  to  £20,000.  ffeld,  that,  on  the 
construction  of  the  policy,  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to* be  indemnified  for  the 
loss  actually  sustained,  viz.,  £1,100,  and  to  recover  from  the  defendant  £55,  his 
proportion  ;  and  not  merely  such  a  proportion  of  the  loss  as  the  sum  for  which 
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the  defendant  sabpcribed  the  policy  bore  to  the  value  of  all  the  goods  afloat 
and  ooyered  by  the  policy  at  the  time  of  the  loss.  Joyce  v.  Kennard  (Q.  B.), 
I,  17. 

VIL  LO8SB8;    AYBRAGB. 

33.  Loss  by  dolay.  The  plaintiff,  a  shipowner,  in  November,  1871,  entered 
into  a  charter-party,  by  which  the  ship  was  to  proceed  with  all  possible  dis- 
patch (dangers  and  accidents  of  navigation  excepted)  from  Liverpool  to  New- 
port, and  there  load  a  cargo  of  iron  rails  for  San  Francisco.  The  plaintiff* 
effected  an  insurance  on  the  chartered  freight  for  the  voyage.  The  ship  sailed 
from  Liverpool  on  the  2d  of  January,  1872,  and  on  the  8d  got  aground  in  Car- 
narvon Bay.  She  was  got  off  by  the  18th  of  February  and  repaired,  the  time 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  such  re]>airs  extending  to  the  end  of  August. 
In  the  meantime,  on  the  15th  of  February,  the  charterers  had  thrown  up  the 
charter  and  chartered  another  ship  to  carry  the  rails  (which  were  wanted  for 
the  construction  of  a  railway)  to  San  Francisco.  In  an  action  by  the  plaintiff 
on  the  policy  of  insurance  on  the  chartered  freight,  the  jury  found  that  the 
time  necessary  for  getting  the  ship  off  and  repairing  her  was  so  long  as  to  put 
an  end,  in  a  commercial  sense,  to  the  commercial  speculation  entered  upon  by 
the  shipowner  and  the  charterers.  HM  (Clbasbt,  B.,  dissenting),  that  the 
charterers  were,  by  reason  of  the  delay,  not  bound  to  load  the  ship,  and  that 
there  was,  therefore,  a  loss  of  the  chartered  freight  by  perils  of  the  sea. 
Jack9on  v.  Union  Mar,  Ins  Co,  (Com.  PI.),  XI,  290;  affirming  S.  C,  VI,  2(58. 

34.  Total  loss  of  froight^  Shipowner  and  charterer  may  agree,  by  the  terms 
of  a  charter-party,  that  a  portion  of  the  stipulated  freight  shall  be  prepaid, 
and  such  prepayment  will  not  affect  its  legal  character  of  freight ;  the  re- 
mainder may  be  the  subject  of  insurance  by  the  shipowner.  Allison  v.  Bris- 
tol Mar,  Ins,  Co,  (App.  Cas.),  XV,  82 ;  reversing  S.  C,  X,  800. 

36. 4  ship  was  chartered  to  sail  from  Qreenock  to  Bombay,  to  carry  a 

cargo  of  coals.  Freight  was  to  be  paid  on  unloading  and  right  delivery  of  the 
cargo  at  and  after  the  rate  of  42«.  per  ton  of  20  cwt.  on  the  quantity  deli vered. 
It  was  provided  that "  such  freight  is  to  be  paid,  say  one-half  in  cash  on  signing 
bills  of  lading  less  four  months'  interest  at  bank  rate,  but  not  less  than  5  per 
cent  per  annum,  5  per  cent  for  insurance,  and  2i  per  cent  on  gross  amount 
of  freight  in  lieu  of  consignment  at  Bomlmy,  and  the  remainder  on  right  de- 
livery of  the  cargo,  less  cost  of  coals  short  delivered,  in  cash,  at  current  rates 
of  exchange  for  bills  on  London  at  six  months'  sight.''  Half  of  the  estimated 
amount  of  the  freight  was  paid  in  London.  The  shipowner  effected  two  in- 
surances, one  for  £500  *'  on  freight  valued  at  £2,000."  the  other  for  £700  "  on 
freight  payable  abroad  valued  at  £2,000."  The  ship  was  lost  before  entering 
Bombay  harbor,  but  one-half  of  the  cargo  was  saved  and  delivered.  The  mas- 
ter, in  the  belief  that  the  prepayment  had  satisfied  the  freight  on  this  half  so 
delivered,  made  no  demand  on  the  charterer.  The  ehipowner  claimed  on  his 
policies  as  for  a  total  loss  of  the  other  half  of  the  freight.  UM,  that  on  the 
proper  construction  of  the  policy  the  whole  sum  agreed  upon  constituted 
freight ;  that  half  of  the  whole  sum  of  that  freight  had  been  paid  in  England ; 
that  it  was  not  a  prepayment  of  half  the  rate  of  freight  calculated  as  dis- 
tributed over  the  whole  cargo,  but  of  half  the  whole  gross  freight ;  that  half 
of  the  whole  remained  to  be  paid  abroad  on  right  delivery  of  the  cargo ;  that 
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that  half  had  been  lost  through  perils  of  the  sea,  and  that  the  shipowner  was 
entitled  on  his  policies  on  freight  to  recover  as  for  the  total  loss  of  that  half, 
lb. 

36.  General  average.  A  cargo  of  rye  was  insured  for  £4,160  from  Tagan- 
rog to  Bremen.  The  policy  contained  the  usual  memorandum,  "  corn,  etc.,  are 
warranted  free  from  average  unless  general  or  the  ship  be  stranded/'  etc.,  and 
in  the  margin  were  the  following  conditions,  "  To  pay  general  average  as  per 
foreign  statement,  if  so  made  up.  Warranted  free  from  particular  average 
unless  the  ship  or  craft  be  stranded,  sunk,  or  burnt ;  but  this  warranty  not  to 
exonerate  the  underwriter  from  the  liability  to  pay  any  special  charges  for 
mats,  warehousing,  forwarding,  or  otherwise,  if  incurred,  as  well  as  partial 
loss  arising  from  transhipment.  Warranted  free  from  capture  and  seizure 
and  the  consequence  of  any  attempt  thereat."  After  leaving  Taganrog,  the 
vessel  encountered  severe  weather,  and  was  compelled  to  put  into  several  ports 
for  repaire,  at  each  of  which  the  captain,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  obtain 
funds  to  put  her  in  a  condition  to  continue  her  voyage,  gave  a  bottomry  bond 
on  ship,  freight  and  cargo,  the  aggregate  of  which  with  interest,  on  the  arrival 
of  the  ship  at  Bremen,  amounted  to'  £2,818 10«.  M.  The  captain  being  unable 
to  discharge  this  obligation,  the  consignees  of  the  cargo,  in  order  to  obtain 
delivery  thereof,  paid  the  amount.  On  the  8d  of  August,  1868,  a  statement 
was  prepared  by  an  average  stater  in  Bremen^  in  which  the  loss  arising  upon 
the  bottomry  bonds  was  apportioned  between  the  ship  and  freight  and  the 
cargo,  as  follows:  £1,088  14«.  lid.  as  falling  upon  the  cargo,  and  £1,185  11«. 
upon  the  ship  and  freight.  The  captain  being  unable  to  pay  or  give  security 
for  the  £1,185  11«.  so  charged  upon  ship  and  freight,  the  vessel  was  sold  under 
an  order  of  the  tribunal  of  commerce  at  Bremen,  and  produced  £729  10s.  2d., 
leaving  a  balance  due  to  the  holders  of  the  bonds  (the  £1,088  14«.  lid.  having 
been  paid),  of  £668  2«.  lOd.  On  the  8d  of  October  a  '*  further  or  supplemental 
average  statement"  was  made  by  the  average  stater,  in  which  the  last- 
mentioned  sum  was  stated  as  **  the  amount  which  the  cargo  had  to  pay  as 
additional  bottomry  debt"  to  the  holders  of  the  bonds.  These  '* average 
statements  "  were  (upon  a  special  case)  admitted  to  be  accurate,  and  correctly 
made  up  in  accordance  with  the  law  in  force  in  Bremen ; "  and  it  was  further 
admitted  that  **  such  a  loss  as  that  which  occurred  in  this  case  is  treated  at 
Bremen  as  a  general  average  loss  and  not  as  a  particular  average  loss."  Held, 
that  the  underwriters  were  bound  by  the  average  statements  so  made,  and, 
consequently,  that  the  assured  were  entitled  to  recover  the  £663  2»,  lOd. 
BarrU  v.  Scaramanga  (Com.  PI.),  Ill,  857. 

37. as  per  foreign  statement.  .  A  policy  of  insurance  on  a  cargo  of 

wheat  shipped  from  Varna  to  Marseilles  contained  the  usual  memorandum 
against  average  unless  general,  and  the  following  term  "  general  average  as 
per  foreign  statement."  The  ship,  after  starting  from  Varna,  met  with  heavy 
weather,  and  was  forced  to  carry  a  great  press  of  canvas  to  avoid  a  lee-shore. 
This  caused  her  to  strain  very  much,  and,  having  sprung  a  leak  and  become 
otherwise  disabled,  she  was  brought  to  the  port  of  Constantinople.  It  was 
found,  on  a  survey,  that  a  fifth  of  the  wheat  had  been  damaged ;  and  the  sur- 
veyors recommended  that  the  voyage  should  end  at  Constantinople,  and  the 
damaged  part  of  the  wheat  should  be  sold,  and  the  rest  transhipped  to  Mar- 
seilles.   It  appeared  that  the  repairs  necessary  for  the  ship  would  have  taken 
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from  one  to  two  months.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  recommendation  of 
the  surveyors  was  carried  out  and  an  adjustment  of  average  in  respect  of  ship 
and  cargo  was  made  at  Constantinople.  In  such  adjustment  the  damage  Which 
the  cargo  of  wheat  had  sustained  was  treated  as  general  average,  and  in 
accordance  with  such  average  adjustment  a  certain  sum  of  money  became 
payable  by  the  underwriters  upon  the  policy.  The  law,  by  which  the  adjust- 
ment  ought  to  have  been  regulated  according  to  the  law  and  usages  prevailing 
at  Constantinople  under  the  circumstances,  was  the  law  of  France,  and  the 
average  adjustment  was  made  up  in  all  respects  in  conformity  with  such  law. 
In  an  action  on  the  policy  by  the  owners  of  the  wheat,  the  defendants  paid 
into  court  sufficient  to  cover  the  plaintiffs'  claim  on  all  the  items  of  the  average 
adjustment  except  the  damage  to  the  wheat  which,  by  the  law  of  England, 
would  not,  under  the  circumstances,  be  a  general  average  loss.  Hdd,  in  a 
special  case  stated  in  the  action,  that  the  voyage  was  rightly  brought  to  an 
end  at  Constantinople,  and  the  average  adjusted  there,  and  that  the  defendants 
were  liable  in  respect  of  the  damage  done  to  the  wheat.  Mawo  v.  Ocean 
Mar,  I'M,  Go,  (Com.  PI.),  XII,  478;  affirming  S.  C,  X,  825. 

38. Sugars  were  insured  from  Java  to  Holland  by  an  English  policy 

which  contained  this  clause :  "  To  cover  only  the  risks  excepted  by  the  clause 
'  warranted  free  from  particular  average,  unless  the  vessel  be  stranded,  sunk 
or  burnt ; '  to  pay  all  claims  and  losses  on  Dutch  terms,  and  according  to  state- 
ment made  up  by  official  dispacheur  in  Holland."  There  was  already  a  policy 
effected  in  Holland  on  the  same  goods,  but  of  this  the  English  underwriters 
had  no  notice,  except  so  far  as  it  could  be  implied  from  the  above  words.  On 
her  voyage  to  Holland  the  vessel  took  the  ground  under  circumstances  which 
would  amount  to  a  stranding  according  to  English,  but  not  according  to  Dutch 
law ;  and  a  Dutch  average  stater  (a  particular  average  loss  having  been  in- 
curred) made  up  a  statement  of  average,  which  statement,  it  was  admitted,  was 
properly  made  up  according  to  the  facts  and  according  to  the'  law  of  Holland. 
Held^  that  the  terms  of  the  policy  sued  on  did  not  amount  to  notice  to  the  de- 
fendants of  an  existing  Dutch  policy,  and,  therefore,  it  was  to  be  construed  as 
if  it  stood  alone,  and  according  to  English  law ;  but  TUld,  that,  by  the  latter 
words  of  the  clause,  the  defendants  were  bound  to  pay  according  to  the  for- 
eign average  statement,  and,  consequently,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover.    Hendricks  v.  Autitralasian  Ins.  Oo,  (Com.  PI.),  X,  240. 

YIII.   SaLB;  ABANDONICBNT. 

39.  Sale,  when  Justified.  The  master  of  a  vessel  has  no  power  to  sell  her 
so  as  to  affect  the  insurers,  except  under  circumstances  of  stringent  necessity ; 
such  circumstances  as,  after  sufficient  examination  of  her  condition,  and 
every  .exertion  in  his  power,  within  the  means  at  his  disposal,  to  extricate  her 
from  peril,  or  to  raise  funds  for  the  repair,  leave  him  no  alternative  but  to  sell 
her  as  she  is.     Cobequid  v.  Barteaux  (Priv.  C),  XII,  201. 

40.  Abandonment  It  is  a  principle  of  insurance  law  that  no  abandonment 
is  necessary  where  there  is  nothing  which,  on  abandonment,  can  pass  to  or  be 
of  value  to  the  underwriters.  Where,  therefore,  there  was  a  policy  on  ship, 
and  also  one  on  charter-party  freight  (that  is  freight  to  be  earned  by  the  car- 
riage homeward  of  a  cargo  chartered  to  be  put  on  board  at  a  distant  port),  and 
the  ship  was  so  injured  on  the  outward  voyage  that  the  shipowner  abandoned 
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to  the  underwriter  on  ship,  there  was  nothing  to  pass  to  the  underwriter  on 
charter-party  freight,  and  consequently  there  was  no  necessity  for  abandon- 
ment to  him.    BanJUn  v.  Potter  (H.  of  L.)i>  V,  40. 

41. The  damage  to  the  ship  from  perils  of  the  sea  during  the  voyage, 

covered  by  the  policy  on  ship,  being  such  as  to  justify  abandonment  to  the  un- 
derwriter on  ship  before  the  cargo  was  put  on  board,  the  insured  freight  could 
not  be  earned,  and  there  would,  therefore,  be  a  total  loss  on  the  policy  on 
freight.  lb. 

42. A  ship  sailed  on  its  outward  voyage  to  New  Zealand.    More  than  a 

■ 

month  afterward  the  owners  chartered  it  to  M.  to  bring  home  a  cargo  from 
Calcutta.  By  this  charter-party,  after  discharging  at  New  Zealand,  it  was  to 
sail  to  Calcutta,  and  being  there  "  tight,  staunch  and  strong,  and  every  way 
fitted  for  the  voyage,"  the  charterer  bound  himself  to  put  on  board  a  specified 
cargo  for  England,  at  a  stipulated  freight.  The  owners  then  effected  a  policy 
in  the  usual  form  against  perils  of  the  sea,  etc.,  upon  the  freight  to  be  earned 
on  this  homeward  voyage.  The  ship  was  seriously  injured  in  the  outward 
voyage.  It  was  repaired  as  well  as  the  master,  with  insufficient  funds/and  at 
a  place  not  capable  of  making  full  examination  and  effecting  complete  repairs, 
could  get  it  repaired ;  and  with  the  ship  thus  partially  repaired  he  sailed  from 
the  place  where  the  ship  then  was  and  arrived  at  Calcutta,  where  the  fullest 
examination  and  the  completest  repairs  could  be  had.  He  immediately  ten- 
dere<i  the  ship  to  the  agents  of  the  charterers  for  the  homeward  cargo.  They, 
on  the  ground  that  the  charterer  had  become  bankrupt,  refused  to  load  a 
cargo.  The  master  then  had  the  ship  fully  examined,  and  it  was  found  that 
the  Injuries  on  the  outward  voyage  had  been  such  that  the  complete  repair  of 
the  ship,  to  render  it  fit  for  the  voyage  home,  would  exceed  the  value  of  the 
ship  when  repaired,  and  the  amount  of  freight  to  be  earned.  The  owners, 
on  receiving  this  intelligence,  abandoned.  Held^  that  this  was  a  loss  of  freight 
occasioned  by  the  perils  of  the  sea.  lb. 

43. Held,  also,  that  no  notice  of  abandonment  to  the  underwriters  on 

freight  was  necessary.  lb. 

44. HM,  also,  that,  if  a  notice  of  abandonment  to  the  underwriters  on 

freight  had  been  necessary,  the  notice  here  would  not,  under  the  circum- 
stances, have  been  too  late.  lb. 

46.  If  notice  of  the  abandonment  of  a  ship  is  given  by  the  insured  to 

the  insurers,  and, the  insurers  then  say  and  do  nothing,  the  conclusion  is,  that 
they  do  not  mean  to  accept  the  abandonment.  But  if  they,  by  their  agent,  take 
jMMsession  of  the  ship,  and  then  repair  it  and  retain  it  in  their  possession  for 
some  time  without  repudiating  the  notice  or  informing  the  insured  as  to  the 
character  in  which  they  are  acting,  then  there  is  a  constructive  acceptance  of 
the  abandonment  by  the  insurers.  And  a  constructive  acceptance  produces 
the  same  effect  on  the  rights  of  the  parties  as  an  express  acceptance.  Provin- 
cial Int.  Co.  V.  Ledue  (Priv.  C),  XI,  84. 

46.  ^—  Where  the  agent  who  took  possession  of  the  ship,  etc.,  was  in- 
structed to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  insurance  company,  his  acts  in  pur- 
suance of  those  inetructions  coupled  with  the  non-repudiation  of  the  notice  of 
abandonment,  having  been  such  as  to  be  evidence  from  which  an  acceptance 
might  be  inferred,  the  company  was  bound  by  his  acts.  lb. 
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47. After  the  acceptance  by  the  inBarera  of  the  abandonment  of  a  ship 

they  become  liable  as  for  a  total  los8.  lb. 

48. Where  a  ship  policy  contained  a  provision  that  the  ship  should  not 

be  within  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  within  a  prescribed  period,  and  the  ship 
went  into  the  gulf  within  the  prohibited  time  and  was  wrecked,  and  notice 
was  given  of  an  abandonment,  and  was  accepted  by  the  insurers,  it  was  con- 
tended by  them  that  the  ship  was  not  insured  when  she  was  lost,  as  the  insur- 
ance did  not  extend  to  a  loss  in  the  gulf  within  the  p^hibited  time,  and  that 
an  abandonment  can  be  of  no  avail  where  there  is  no  insurance.  However,  it 
was  held,  that  the  vessel  was,  in  fact,  insured,  and  that  the  loss  occurred  dur- 
ing the  time  and  upon  a  voyage  described  in  the  policy,  but  there  was  a  breach 
of  one  of  the  warranties ;  and  if,  after  a  constructive  total  loss  and  notice  of 
abandonment,  the  insurers,  with  full  knowledge  of  all  the  facts,  accept  the 
notice,  they  cannot,  when  called  on  to  pay  the  amount  insured,  resile  and  rely 
on  a  breach  of  warranty.  By  the  voluntary  acceptance  of  the  notice  of  aban- 
donment, an  agreement  is  entered  into  which  closes  the  whole  matter.  lb. 

IX.  Actions. 

49.  By  p8iiioi|»aL  L.,  an  agent  of  B.,  insured  some  goods  belonging  to  B., 
that  were  being  sent  by  ship  from  Montreal  to  St.  John's,  Newfoundland.  The 
insurance  company's  agent  issued  to  L.  a  '*  certificate  of  insurance,"  which 
stated  that  L.  had  insured  the  goods.  It  was  the  custom  of  the  company  to 
issue  subsequently  a  policy  stating  that  "  X.  Y.,  as  well  in  his  own  name  as  in 
the  name  of  every  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  appertain,"  had  insured  the 
goods.  On  a  loss  occurring,  it  was  Tisld,  that  the  omission  in  the  certificate  of 
the  words  "  as  well  in  his  own  name/'  etc.,  did  not,  either  by  the  Canadian  law 
or  by  the  English  law,  preclude  B.  from  suing  the  insurance  company  in  his 
own  name.    Browning  v.  Provincial  Ins.  Go.  (Priv,  C),  VIII,  217. 

60.  By  assignees.  On  the  24th  of  November,  1871,  V.  Brothers  insured 
with  defendants  in  London,  a  cargo  of  linseed,  belonging  to  them,  then  on 
board  a  brig  at  Constantinople,  for  a  voyage  thence  to  a  port  of  call  and  dis- 
charge in  the  U.  K.  to  be  named,  including  all  risks  of  craft  or  lighters  to  and 
from  the  brig,  each  lighter  to  be  considered  as  if  separately  insured,  the  policy 
expressing  the  agreement  to  be  with  V.  Brothers  and  their  assigns.  The  lin- 
seed was  shipped  under  a  bill  of  lading,  whereby  it  was  to  be  delivered  at  a 
safe  port  in.U.  K.  to  V.  Brothers  or  assigns.  Whilst  the  brig  was  on  the  voy- 
age, the  agents  of  V.  Brothers,  on  the  17th  of  February,  1872,  sold  in  London 
to  plaintiffs  the  cargo  of  linseed ;  and  by  the  sold-note  the  seed  was  to  be* 
delivered  at  destined  port  in  sound  merchantable  condition,  and  paid  for  in 
fourteen  days  from  being  ready  for  delivery  by  cash  less  2^  per  cent  discount, 
or  at  seller's  option  on  handing  shipping  documents,  less  interest  at  5  per 
cent ;  the  vessel  to  go  to  any  safe  floating  port  in  U.  K.  The  bill  of  lading 
was  indorsed  to  plaintiflF^.  On  the  21st  of  February  plaintiffs  named  a  safe 
floating  port,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  brig  at  the  port  the  caigo  was  landed 
by  public  lighters  employed  by  plaintiffs ;  and  on  the  28th  of  February  one 
of  the  lighters  was  sunk  off  the  plaintiffs'  wharf,  being  a  loss  within  the  terms 
of  the  defendants'  policy.  The  loss  occurred  when  part  only  of  the  caigo  had 
been  discharged,  and  before  plaintiflb  had  paid  the  price  of  the  caigo.     In 
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June,  1872,  the  policy  was  handed  bj  V.  Brothers  to  plaintiffs ;  and  on  the  17th 
of  October  V.  Brothers  indorsed  on  it  an  assignment  to  plaintiffs,  and  the/ 
brought  an  action  upon  it  to  recover  for  the  loss  of  the  seed  in  the  lighter. 
Held^  that  the  plaintiffs  oonld  not  recover.  The  policy  was  not  expresslj 
agreed  to  be  assigned  to  plaintiffs  by  the  sold-note,  and  no  such  intention 
could  be  inferred  from  the  terms  of  the  note,  inasmuch  as  it  was  necessary 
that  V.  Brothers  should  keep  the  policy  for  their  own  protection  until  right 
delivery  of  the  cargo.  When  the  seed  was  put  on  board  the  lighter  employed 
by  plaintiff's,  the  seed  was  delivered  to  plaintiff's,  and  V.  Brothers'  interest 
ceased  and  the  policy  lapsed ;  and  the  subsequent  assignment  by  V.  Brothers 
to  plaintiffs  was,  therefore,  of  no  avail  under  81  &  82  Vict.,  c.  86,  s.  1.  North 
of  England  Pare  Oil  Cake  Co.  v.  Archangd  Marine  Ins.  Go.  (Q.  B.),  XII,  282. 

61.  After  lapse  of  one  year.  Where  goods  are  insured  for  a  voyage,  the 
time  oT  the  loss  occurring  is  not  necessarily  the  time  whei^  the  peril  is  en- 
countered and  the  vessel  driven  ashore.  Browning  v.  PromTwial  Ins.  Co. 
(Priv.  C),  VIII,  217. 

62. A  ship  with  some  flour  as  part  of  her  cargo  was  seen  in  the  Gulf  of 

St.  Lawrence  on  the  22d  of  November,  1867,  and  nothing  more  was  heard  of 
her  until  May,  1868,  when  she  was  found  ashore  at  Anticosti,  all  hands  having 
been  loflt.  On  the  29th  of  November,  1867,  a  violent  storm  had  commenced 
in  the  Qulf,  and  there  was  strong  probability  that  the  ship  was  capsized 
and  driven  ashore  in  that  g^le.  Part  of  the  flour  insured  was  subsequently 
saved  and  sold  by  an  agent  of  the  insurance  company.  The  action  to  recover 
on  the  policy  was  not  brought  until  Mareh,  1869.  The  policy  containing  a 
proviso  that  no  action  should  be  brought  on  it  unless  within  a  year  after  the  loss 
was  incurred,  the  insurance  company  contended  that  the  assured  was  too  late 
to  bring  an  action.  Held,  that  the  loss  was  not  in  its  inception  total,  and  only 
became  so  when  it  was  found  that  it  was  impossible  to  carry  the  flour  to  its 
destination,  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  sell  it.  Ck>nsequently  the  assured 
was  not  precluded  by  lapse  of  time  from  bringing  his  action.  lb. 

63.  Suit  for  contribution.  The  manager  of  a  mutual  insurance  association 
cannot  maintain  an  action  for  contributions  due  under  the  rules  from  any 
member,  although  those  rules  have  been  agreed  to  by  the  member,  and  profess 
to  give  soch  a  power.    Eoans  v.  Hooper  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XV,  179. 

64. Declaration  that  the  defendant  was  a  member  of  a  mutual  insurance 

.  company  and  caused  himself  to  be  insured  in  respect  of  a  vessel  for  a  certain 
time,  and  that  the  plaintiff^  who  was  manager  of  the  association,  in  considera- 
tion that  the  defendant  agreed  to  comply  with  certain  rules  which  it  was 
agreed  between  the  plaintiff"  and  defendant  should  form  part  of  the  policy, 
subscribed  the  policy  on  behalf  of  the  several  members  of  the  association, 
every  member  bearing  his  equal  proportion  according  to  the  sums  mutually 
insured  therein.  The  declaration  set  out  the  rules,  which  provided  how  the 
amount  of  contributions  to  be  paid  by  members  should  be  ascertained,  and 
that  the  manager  should  have  power  to  sue  for  the  amount  due  from  any  de- 
faulting member.  Averment,  that  certain  contributions  became  due  which  the 
defendant  did  not  pay.  On  demurrer,  heldy  that  the  action  could  not  be  main- 
tained ;  for  that  the  plaintiff,  signing  on  behalf  of  the  members,  did  not  take 
upon  himself  any  liability,  and,  therefore,  there  was  no  consideration,  as  be- 
tween the  plaintiff  and  defendant,  for  the  promise  of  the  defendant.  lb.

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INTENT  — i8^  Criminal  Law. 

INTEREST. 

1.  On  balance  of  account.  The  contract  between  a  railway  company  and  a 
contractor  provided  that  payments  sbould  be  made  monthly,  as  the  works  pro- 
ceeded, on  the  certificates  of  the  company's  engineer.  There  was  no  stipula. 
tion  in  the  contract  in  reference  to  the  payment  of  interest  to  the  contractor  on 
any  sums  dne,  but  not  paid  to  him.  The  contractor  made  a  demand  in  writing 
for  a  sum  as  the  balance  dae  to  him,  and  claimed  interest  thereon.  His 
accounts  were  disputed,  but  on  a  bill  filed  by  him  against  the  company,  the 
result  showed  that  he  was  entitled  to  a  balance  less  than  one-half  of  the  sum 
which  he  had  claimed  to  be  due  from  the  company.  HM^  that  the  contractor 
was  not  entitled  to  interest  either  under  the  contract,  there  being  no  express 
stipulation  on  the  part  of  the  company  to  pay  any,  or  under  the  statute  8  &  4 
Will.  4,  c  43,  s.  28,  the  demand  in  writing  for  payment  not  being  of  a  sum 
certain  payable  at  a  certain  time.  HiU  ▼.  South  Staffordshire  I^y  Co,  (Eq.  G.) 
IX,  704. 

2.  On  seonxity  payable  at  day  certain.  Where  a  written  security  is  given 
for  the  payment  of  money  at  a  certain  day,  with  interest  up  to  that  day,  and 
the  sum  secured  and  the  interest  thereon  are  not  paid  at  the  day,  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  become  from  that  time  a  debt  which,  when  recovered  by  legal 
process,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  a  jury  or  of  the  court,  be  made  the  subject 
of  an  additional  liability,  which,  however,  is  not  properly  a  liability  to  interest 
according  to  the  contract,  but  to  damages  for  the  breach  of  it.

JUDiaAL  SALE. 

Opening  for  mistake.  At  a  sale  of  an  estate  bj  auction  under  the  direction 
of  the  court,  J.  E.,  having  previously  been  informed  of  the  value  of  the  tim- 
ber, purchased  lot  2  and  agreed  to  take  the  timber  at  the  price  named  by  the 
auctioneer.  The  chief  clerk  confirmed  the  sale  and  filed  his  certificate.  It 
was  subsequently  discovered  that  the  value  of  the  timber  on  a  portion  of  the 
lot  had  been,  by  the  mistake  of  the  auctioneer,  omitted.  Held,  on  summons 
by  the  vendors,  that  the  purchaser  was  entitled  to  hold  the  property  without 
submitting  to  a  valuation  of  the  timber.    Griffiths  v.  Jones  (Eq.  C),  V,  847. 

JURISDICTION. 
1.  Defects  in.    Matters  on  which  the  defect  of  jurisdiction  depends  may  be 
apparent  on  the  face  of  the  proceedings,  or  may  be  brought  before  the  Superior 
Court  by  affidavit,  but  they  must,  in  most  cases,  be  extrinsic  to  the  adjudication 
impeached.    Colonial  Bank  of  Australasia  v.  Wtllan  (Priv.  C),  IX,  225. 

2. Objection  on  the  ground  of  defect  of  jurisdiction  may  be  founded  on 

the  character  and  constitution  of  the  inferior  court,  the  nature  of  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  inquiry,  or  the  absence  of  some  preliminary  proceeding  which 
was  necessary  to  give  jurisdiction  to  the  inferior  court.  lb. 

3. The  objection  of  defect  of  jurisdiction  cannot  be  entertained  if  it 

rests  solely  on  the  ground  that  the  judge  has  erroneously  found  a  fact  which 
was  essential  to  the  validity  of  his  order,  but  which  he  was  competent  to 
tiy.  lb. 

4. The  principle  that  an  adjudication  by  a  judge  having  jurisdiction 

over  the  subject-matter  is,  if  no  defects  appear  on  the  face  of  it,  to  be  taken 
as  conclusive  of  the  facts  stated  therein,  recognized  and  followed.  lb. 

6.  Acts  of  State.  Where  an  estate  is  aeized  by  the  Crown  by  its  right  of 
conquest,  and  not  by  virtue  of  any  legal  title,  such  seizure  must  be  regarded 
as  an  act  of  State  and  is  not  liable  to  be  questioned  in  a  municipal  court. 
Singh  V.  Secretary  of  Stctte  (Ind.  App.),  XI,  118. 
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6.  By 'appearance.  A  writ  was  issaed  out  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
at  Lancaster,  which  is  a  superior  court,  for  a  cause  of  action  cognizable  by 
that  court,  but  which  arose  beyond  its  jurisdiction.  The  service  was  upon 
the  defendant's  attorney  beyond  the  jurisdiction  ;  and  he  gave  an  undertaking 
to  appearand  did  appear  for  the  defendant.  Held,  that  the  irregularity  in  the 
service  was  cured  by  the  appearance,  and  the  court  thereby  acquired  jurisdic- 
tion.   OtdUm  V.  Badcliffe  (Com.  PI.),  VUI,  483. 

7. A  foreign  creditor,  residing  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of 

Bankruptcy,  by  proving  a  debt  in  a  bankruptcy  or  Jiquidation,  brings  bLimsel^ 
within  the  general  jurisdiction  of  the  court  as  to  the  administration  of  the 
estate,  just  as  if  he  were  residing  within  it.     An  order  can,  therefore,  be  made 
on  him  to  restore  property  of  the  bankrupt  or  debtor  improperly  in  his  pos- 
session.   Ex  parte  BoberUon;  In  re  Morton  (Eq.  C),  XV,  585. 

8. A  notice  of  motion  was  served  out  of  the  jurisdiction  on  the  respond- 
ent. No  order  authorizing  the  service  had  been  obtained  from  the  court. 
The  respondent  appeared  on  the  hearing  of  the  motion,  and  objected  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  court.  On  his  objection  being  overruled,  he  asked  for  and 
obtained  an  adjournment  to  enable  him  to  answer  the  case  on  its  merits. 
Meld,  that  there  had  been  a  mere  irregularity  in  the  service,  and  that  it  had 
been  waived.  lb. 

9.  By  consent.  In  a  suit  in  equity  for  partition,  where  a  question  of  law 
arose,  the  court  exercised  jurisdiction,  no  one  objecting,  but  ordered  the  decree 
to  be  prefaced  with  a  statement  of  the  desire  of  all  parties,  other  than  the 
infant  defendant,  that  the  case  should  be  decided  in  that  court.  Burt  v. 
HeUyar  (Eq.  C),  III,  690. 

10.  Of  county  court  Where  a  petition  in  bankruptcy  is  presented  to  a 
county  court  of  a  district  other  than  that  of  London,  containing  an  allegation 
that  the  person  proceeded  against  does  not  reside  or  do  business  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy district  of  London,  it  is  for  such  oounty  court  to  inquire  into  and  deter- 
mine the  truth  of  that  allegation,  and  even  though  it  decides  it  wrongly  and 
holds  that  it  has  jurisdiction,  its  decision  is  irregular  merely  and  not  void, 
and  the  remedy  is  by  appeal.    Bevell  v.  Blake  (Com.  PI.),  VI,  236. 

11.  Of  equity.  On  a  special  case  raising  questions  of  legal  limitations  at 
the  instance  of  a  plaintiff  not  in  possession,  the  court  declined  to  make  any 
order  or  to  entertain  any  fictitious  question  as  to  title  deeds  or  accounts  in 
order  to  found  jurisdiction.     Pryse  v.  Prpee  (Eq.  C),  V,  780. 

12.  Of  Justices.  Inasmuch  as  a  right  tb  fish  in  a  non-navigable  river  cannot 
be  acquired  by  the  public  as  against  the  will  of  the  riparian  owner,  a  plea 
which  sets  up  such  a  right  in  an  action  of  trespass  for  such  fishing,  although 
boTUi  fide,  does  not  oust  the  jurisdiction  of  the  justices.  Sargreaves  v.  Did- 
dams  (Q.  B),  XIV,  882. 

13.  Of  consular  court  Previously  to  the  protocol  of  June,  1867,  permit- 
ting British  subjects  to  hold  land  in  Turkey  in  their  own  names,  they  were 
permitted  only  to  hold  land  in  the  name  of  some  female  relative,  or  of  some 
native  subject  of  the  Ottoman  Empire.  Two  partners  wlio  owned  ^me  land 
before  1868  had  not  availed  themselves  of  the  protocol,  but  continued  to  hold 
the  land  in  the  name  of  a  subject  of  the  Sultan.    A  suit  was  instituted  by  one 
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of  tlie  partners  in  the  Supreme  Conaular  Goart  of  Constantinople  for  the  dis- 
solution of  the  partnership  and  for  taking  the  accounts.  An  order  was  made 
in  the  suit  that  the  receiver  should  sell  the  land  hj  auction.  Held,  that  the 
order  was  not  ultra  vires  of  the  court.    Abbott  v.  Abbott  (Priv.  C),  XI,  81. 

14.  Of  court  of  Qibraltar.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Gibraltar  has  jurisdiction 
of  an  action  to  enforce  the  specific  performance  of  a  contract  entered  Into  there, 
where  the  cause  of  action  arose  there.  Larioe  v,  VOuretyiPriv.  C),  VIII,  268. 

16.  Of  Frondh  oomt.  To  a  declaration  claiming  a  sum  recovered  by  a 
judgment  in  a  French  court,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  he  was  not  a  native 
of  France,  or  at  any  time  before  judgment  resident  or  domiciled  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  French  court,  or  served  with  anj  process  or  summons  in  the 
suit,  nor  did  he  appear  therein  ;  nor  had  he  anj  notice  or  knowledge  of  any 
process  or  summons,  or  any  proceedings  in  the  suit,  or  any  opportunity  of  de- 
fending himself.  Replication,  that  the  defendant  was  the  holder  of  shares  in 
a  company  having  its  leg^l  domicile  in  Paris,  and  thereby  became  subject  to 
all  the  liabilities,  rights,  and  privileges  attaching  or  belonging  to  shareholders, 
and  in  particular  to  the  conditions  contained  in  the  statutes  or  articles  of  as- 
sociation. That  by  those  statutes  or  articles  it  was  provided  and  agreed  that 
all  disputes  arising  during  the  liquidation  of  the  company,  between  the  share- 
holders of  the  company,  the  administrators,  the  commissioners,  or  between  the 
shareholders  themselves,  with  respect  to  the  affairs  of  the  company,  should  be 
submitted  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  French  court ;  that  every  shareholder  pro- 
voking a  contest  must  elect  a  domicile  at  Paris,  and  in  default  election  might 
be  made  for  him  at  the  office  of  the  imperial  procurator  of  the  civil  tribunal 
of  the  department  in  which  the  office  of  the  company  was  situated,  and  that 
all  summonses,  etc,  should  be  validly  served  at  the  domicile  formally  or  im- 
pliedly chosen.  That  the  company  became  bankrupt,  and  by  the  law  of 
France  the  amount  unpaid  upon  the  defendant's  shares  became  payable  to  the 
plaintiff  as  the  company's  assignee  in  bankruptcy  ;  that  the  defendant  made 
default,  and  provoked  a  contest ;  that  he  never  elected  a  domicile ;  that  the 
plaintiff  thereupon  caused  a  summons  to  be  served  at  the  office  aforesaid,  which 
summons  required  the  defendant  to  appear  in  the  said  French  court  to  answer 
the  plaintiff's  claim ;  that  by  the  law  of  France  that  office  was  the  defendant's 
implied  domicile  of  election  for  the  purpose  of  service,  and  the  service  was 
regular ;  and  that  the  defendant  was  bound  to  appear,  but  did  not,  whereupon 
the  plaintiff  recovered  j  udgment  by  default  against  him  for  the  amount  un- 
paid on  his  shares.  Held,  that  the  replication  was  good,  although  it  did  not 
allege  that  the  defendant  ever  had  any  notice  or  knowledge  of  the  statutes  or 
articles,  or  of  their  provisions.  Copin  v.  Adttnuan  (Ex.  Div.),  XV,  267 ;  affirm- 
ing 8.  C,  X,  492. 

16.  Over  foreign  government.  If  a  trust  fund  is  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
that  court  may  proceed  to  administer  it,  even  although  a  foreign  sovereign 
may  be  interested  in  it,  and  may  not  think  fit  to  come  before  the  court  in  a 
suit  relating  to  it.  Morgan  v.  Larimere  (H.  of  L.),  XII,  52 ;  reversing  S.  C, 
UI,  499. 

17.  Over  foreign  association.  A  bill  was  filed  against  four  trustees  in 
India  of  a  fund  in  India,  and  one  formal  defendant  in  England,  to  recover 
money  payable  in  England.  The  trustees  were  served  out  of  the  jurisdiction, 
appeared  and  answered,  and  entered  into  evidence.     Held,  that  as  the  defend- 
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was  on  the  high  seasi  or  ir^a  primos  pontes,  or  in  a  tidal  river  whore  great 
Bhipa  come  and  go.  lb.  ^ 

27. The  murder  need  not  be  consummated  or  wholl}^  completed  on 

board  such  ship  to  give  jurisdiction.  lb. 

28.  Inquiry  into  sanity  of  prisoner.  By  s.  1  of  8  &  4  Vict.,  c.  54 :  "  If  any  per- 
son, while  imprisoned  in  any  prison  under  any  sentence  of  death,  shall  appear 
to  be  insane,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
or  place  where  such  person  is  imprisoned  to  inquire  into  the  sanity  of  such 
person."  By  s.  2 :  "In  all  such  cases  as  aforesaid  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
two  justices,  or  any  other  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  or  place 
where  such  person  is  imprisoned,  to  inquire  into  and  ascertain  the  personal 
legal  disability  of  such  insane  person,  the  place  of  the  last  legal  settlement, 
and  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  such  person,  and  make  an  order  if  neces- 
sary." B^  B.  1  of  27  &  28  Vict.,  c.  29,  s.  1  of  8  &  4  Vict.,  c.  64,  is  repealed,  and  by 
s.  2  the  secretary  of  State  may  liimself  direct  an  inquiry  as  to  sanity,  either 
from  information  by  means  of  a  certificate  transmitted  by  two  or  more  of  the 
visiting  justices  of  the  prison  in  which  such  prisoner  under  sentence  of  death 
is  confined,  or  by  any  other  means  whatsoever.  By  s.  66  of  28  &  29  Vict., 
c.  126 :  '*  Where  a  prison  authority,  in  this  section  called  the  contracting 
authority,  has  contracted  with  any  other  prison  authority,  in  this  section 
called  the  receiving  authority,  and  the  receiving  authority  is  to  receive  into 
and  maintain  in  its  prison  any  prisoners  maintainable  at  the  expense  of  the 
contracting  authority,  the  prison  of  the  prison  authority  shall,  for  all  purposes 
of,  and  incidental  to,  the  commitment,  trial,  detention  and  punishment  of  the 
prisoners  of  the  conjtn^cting  authority,  or  any  of  such  purposes,  according  to 
the  tenor  of  the  contract,  be  deemed  to  be  the  prison  of  the  contracting  author- 
ity "  The  council  of  the  borough  of  B.,  under  s.  81  of  the  Prison  Act,  1865 
(28  &  29  Vict.,  c.  126),  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  justices  of  the  county 
of  S.  for  the  receipt  and  maintenance  in  the  county  jail  at  L.  of  all  prisoners 
maintainable  at  the  expense  of  the  borough  of  B.  E.  was  committed  to  the 
jail  at  L.  under  a  warrant  of  a  magistrals  of  B.,  to  take  her  trial  upon  a 
charge  of  murder  committed  within  the  limits  of  the  borough,  and  was  after- 
ward found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  death,  and  was  received  and  maintained 
in  the  county  prison  at  L.  under  the  contract ;  and  while  she  was  so  impris- 
oned she  became  insane.  HM^  that  the  justices  of  S.  were  the  justices  to 
make  the  inquiry  into  the  sanity,  etc.,  of  E.,  under  s.  2  of  8  &  4  Vict.,  c.  54,  as 
they  were  the  justices  of  the  county  or  place  where  E.  was  imprisoned,  and 
that  the  jail  of  L.,  though  the  prison  of  the  council  of  B.  within  the  meaning 
of  s.  66  of  28  &  29  Vict.,  c.  126,  could  not  be  said  to  'be  within  B.,  and  the  jus- 
tices of  B.  had,  therefore,  no  jurisdiction.  Begina  v.  Justiees  (Exch.),  XIV,  879. 

29.  Not  watering  cattle.  By  82  &  88  Vict.,  c.  70,  s.  64,  a  railway  company  is 
to  provide  food  and  water  for  cattle  carried  by  them  on  the  request  in  writing 
of  the  consignor  or  any  person  in  charge  thereof,  and  "  if  in  the  case  of  any 
animal  such  request  is  not  made,  so  that  the  animal  remains  without  a  supply 
of  water  for  thirty  consecutive  hours,  *  *  *  tbe  consignor  and  the  person 
in  charge  of  the  animal  shall  each  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offense  against  this 
act."  ♦  *  *  By  s.  108  a  penalty  is  imposed  on  any  person  guilty  of  an 
offense,  but  it  is  not  said  how  the  penalty  is  to  be  recovered.  By  s.  109,  for 
the  purposes  of  proceedings  under  this  act    *    *    *    every  cause  of  com- 
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plaint  *  *  *  shall  be  deemed  to  have  amen  either  in  the  place  in  which 
the  Hame  was  actually  committed  or  arose,  or  in  any  place  in  which  the  person 
cliar^ed  or  complained  against  happens  to  be.  The  appellant  was  the  con- 
si  guor  of  cattle  from  K.  to  C.  to  be  carried  over  a  railway  upon  a  journey 
which  lasted  more  than  thirty  hours.  He  did  not  make  any  request  that  the 
cattle  should  be  supplied  with  water.  The  j  ustices  of  C.  issued  a  summons 
against  the  appellant,  then  being  in  W.,  and,  on  his  appearing  to  the  summons, 
convicted  him  of  an  offense  against  s.  64.  Held,  first,  that  the  offense  was 
within  the  summary  jurisdiction  of  justices ;  secondly,  that  the  conviction 
could  not  be  sustained ;  for  that  the  offense  was  completed  before  the  cattle 
reached  C,  the  thirty  hours  having  then  expired ;  and  the  appellant,  by 
appearing  before  the  justices  in  obedience  to  their  summons,  did  not  "  happen 
to  be  "  at  C.  and  within  their  jurisdiction.    Johnson  y,  Colami(i.  B.),  XIV,  847.

LACHES. 

1.  When  affect  party.  The  fault  of  delay  in  seeking  relief  against  a  trans- 
action charged  as  fraudulent  only  begins  to  affect  the  complaining  party  after 
he  has  knowledge,  or  fnll  means  of  knowledge,  of  the  circumstances  alleged 
as  constituting  the  fraud.    Brovme  v.  McClintock  (H.  of  L.),  VIII,  52. 

2. Fraud  being  established  against  a  party,  it  is  for  him,  if  he  alleges 

laches  in  the  other  party,  to  show  when  the  latter  acquired  a. knowledge  of  the 
truth,  and  prove  that  he  knowingly  forbore  to  assert  his  right.  Tlie  Lindaay 
Petroleum  Co,  v.  Hurd  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  180. 

3.  Delay  to  disaffinn.  Where  a  young  lady,  shortly  after  she  became  of 
age,  was  induced  by  her  stepfather  to  become  surety  for  him,  and  took  no 
measures  to  have  the  securities  set  aside,  on  the  ground  of  undue  influence, 
until  several  years  afterward  when  they  were  sought  to  be  enforced  against 
her.  Held,  that  ^he  was  not  guilty  of  laehee  which  would  bar  that  remedy. 
Kempeon  ▼.  Ashbee  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  410. 

4.  Delay  of  suit.  WhereT  money  delivered  to  one  of  two  solicitors  who 
were  partners,  by  a  client,  to  be  loaned  for  him,  is  retained  by  such  partner 
without  the  knowledge  of  his  client,  interest  being  paid  thereon  regularly, 
the  latter  is  not  chargeable  with  laches  in  not  bringing  suit  therefor  until 
discovery  of  the  facts  after  the  death  of  both  partners.  Plumer  v.  Gregory 
(Eq.  C),  XI,  572.

LANDLORD  AND  TENANT. 

1.  Admission  of  tenant  A  copyholder  in  fee  devised  his  estate  to  trustees 
for  a  term  of  years  and,  subject  to  the  term,  to  A.  in  fee.  A.  was  admitted 
and  paid  a  full  fine ;  the  admittance  on  the  roll  recited  the  will,  and  stated 
that "  the  lord  by  his  steward  delivered  to  A.  seizin  of  the  lands  by  the  rod, 
to  hold  the  same  to  him  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  according  to  the 
purport  and  effect  of  the  will ;  and  saving  the  rights  of  the  lord  and  all  other 
persons,  the  said  A.  was  admitted  tenant  thereof  in  manner  aforesaid.  And 
he  paid  the  fine  and  relief,  but  because  the  said  A.  is  an  infant  the  custody  aa 
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well  of  his  person  as  of  tHe  premises  aforesaid  is  committed  to  the  guardians 
of  the  infant."  After  the  admittance  of  A.  the  lord  made  proclamations,  and, 
the  trustees  refusing  to  be  admitted,  he  seized  quouique.  Held,  that,  as  by 
the  form  of  the  admission,  A.  was  admitted  in  prcBsenti  and  not  merely  to  the 
remainder,  the  lord  had  both  a  tenadt  on  the  roll  and  a  fall  fine,  and,  therefore, 
coald  not  force  the  trustees  to  come  in  and  be  admitted.  Eteringham  v. 
Itati  (Exch.),  VI,  121. 

2.  Tenant's  estate  or  interest  A.  agreed,  in  writing,  to  let  to  B.  certain 
premises  at  a  rent  of  £86,  payable  quarterly ;  and  not  to  raise  the  rent  or  giye 
B.  notice  to  quit  so  long  as  he  continued  to  pay  the  rent  when  due.  A.  (who 
had  only  a  leasehold  interest  to  expire  in  1881)  had  also  agreed  verbally  with 
B.  to  let  him  remain  in  the  premises  for  such  term  of  years  (not  exceeding  A.'s 
term  therein)  as  B.  might  desire  to  continue  tenant  thereof.  A  railway  com- 
pany contracted  to  purchase  the  interest  of  B.  in  the  premises,  which  he  de- 
scribed as  "  held  for  any  term  at  tenant's  option,  but  not  beyond  the  term  and 
interest  of  A.,  which  term  will  expire  in  1881."  The  company  disputed  B.'s 
title  to  the  interest  described,  and  paid  the  purchase-money  into  court.  Held^ 
that  the  relation  of  landlord  and  tenant  made  B.  a  purchaser  for  valuable  con- 
sideration to  the  extent  of  his  lease ;  that  the  statute  of  frauds  was  no  bar  in 
equity  to  B.'s  claim ;  that  B.  was  not  a'  mere  tenant  from  year  tn  year,  but  had 
a  right  to  retain  possession  as  long  as  his  landlord's  interest  existed,  and  to 
enforce  that  right  in  equity ;  and  tha^  he  was  entitled  to  the  purchase-money. 
King's  BstaUs  (Eq.  C),  VI,  846. 

3.  Implied  obUgationB  of  landlord.  There  is  no  implied  warranty  on  the 
part  of  a  lessor  who  lets  land  for  agricultural  purposes,  that  no  noxious  plants 
are  growing  on  the  demised  premises.  Erskine  v.  Adeane  (Chan.  App.),  VI, 
694. 

4i There  is  no  implied  obligation  on  the  part  of  a  lessor  to  keep  up 

the  fences  of  closes  which  he  retains  in  his  own  hands,  and  which  abut  upon 
land  demised  to  a  tenant,  so  as  to  prevent  the  tenant's  cattle  from  straying  on 
to  them.  lb.  « 

6. A  farmer,  being  in  treaty  for  a  lease  of  a  farm,  declined  to  take  it  on 

account  of  the  quantity  of  game.  The  lessor  promised  that  he  would  kill 
down  the  game,  and  would  not  let  the  shooting, but  refused  to  allow  the  prom- 
ise to  be  inserted  in  the  lease.  The  tenant  accordingly  executed  a  lease  pre- 
pared by  the  lessor's  solicitor,  in  which  the  right  to  kill  game  was  reserved  to 
the  lessor,  his  friends  and  servants.  The  lessor  afterward  let  the  shooting, 
and  did  not  kill  down  the  game.  Held,  that  there  wai|  a  binding  collateral 
agreement  to  kill  down  the  game,  and  that  the  tenant  was  entitled  to  compen- 
sation for  damage  done  by  the  game.  lb. 

6.  Xtandlord's  covenant  for  qniet  ei^Joyment.  On  a  conveyance  of  land  to 
defendant  in  fee,  defendant  covenanted  with  B.,  the  vendor,  that  defendant 
and  his  assigns  would  not  permit  to  be  carried  on  in  any  building  built  on  any 
part  of  the  land  the  trade  of  a  seller  of  beer.  Defendant  afterward  demised 
for  twenty-one  years  a  building  on  part  of  the  land,  which  at  that  time  was 
used  as  a  grocer's  shop ;  the  lessee  covenanted  that  he  and  his  assigns  would 
not  carry  on  therein,  or  permit  to  be  carried  on,  certain  trades  (that  of  a  seller 
of  beer  not  being  one) ;  and  defendant  covenanted  that  the  lessee  and  his 

36 
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assigns  should  peaceably  enjoy  the  demised  premises  without  any  lawful  let, 
suit  or  interruption  by  or  from  defendant  or  any  person  lawfully  claiming 
from,  by,  or  under  him.  This  lease  was  assigned  to  plaintiff;  and  he,  without 
notice  of  defendant's  ooyenant  with  B.,  altered  and  fitted  up  the  premises  as  a 
beershop,  upon  which  B.  obtained  an  inj miction  from  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
restraining  plaintiff  from  carrying  on  the  trade  of  a  beer-house  on  the  premi- 
ses. Plaintiff  then  brought  an  action  against  defendant  for  a  breach  of  the 
express  or  of  an  implied  covenant  in  the  deed  of  demise.  EM,  that  the 
express  covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment  excluded  any  implied  covenant ;  and  that 
that  covenant  did  not  amount  to  a  warranty  to  the  lessee  that  he  might  use  the 
premises  for  any  purpose  not  mentioned  in  the  restrictive  covenant  on  his 
part ;  and  a  mere  interference  with  a  particular  mode  of  enjoyment  of  the 
land,  but  not  with  the  title  or  possession,  was  not  a  breach  thereof.  Dennett 
V.  Ath&rton  (Q.  B.),  II,  77. 

7.  Stipulation  as  to  goodwilL  In  August,  1846,  the  defendant's  testatrix 
granted  to  the  plaintiff  a  lease  of  a  public  house  in  London  Road,  Liverpool, 
for  fourteen  years,  at  a  rent  of  £70  per  annum,  the  latter  paying  £800  for  the 
goodwill;  and,  before  the  expiration  of  that  lease,  viz.:  in  March,  1858,  she 
granted  him  a  further  lease  for  fourteen  years  at  a  rent  of  £80  per  annum. 
Each  of  these  leases  contained  the  following  proviso :  "  Provided  also,  and  it 
is  agreed  and  declared  that,  at  the  expiration  or  other  sooner  determination  of 
the  term  hereby  granted,  all  such  sum  and  sums  of  money  as  shall  or  can  be 
procured  for  the  goodwill  of  the  business  of  a  licensed  victualler  in  respect 
of  the  premises  from  an  incoming  tenant,  shall  be  received  by  and  belong  to 
the  lessee,  his  executors/'  etc.  The  second  lease  being  about  to  expire,  nego- 
tiations  took  place  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant  for  a  renewal,  but 
they  failed  to  come  to  terms ;  and  the  defendant,  with  notice  of  the  plaintiffs 
claim  under  the  above  proviso,  granted  a  lease  of  the  premises  to  a  new  tenant 
for  a  term  of  fourteen  yeare>,  at  a  rent  of  £160  per  annum,  and  a  premium  of 
£1,800.  Upon  a  case  stated  for  the  opinion  of  the  court  by  an  arbitrator,  to 
whom  it  was  to  be  referred  to  assess  the  amount  of  damages  the  plaintiff  was 
entitled  to  recover  for  the  bVeach  (if  any)  of  the  above  proviso,  upon  the  prin- 
ciples to  be  laid  down  by  the  court,  it  was  found  as  a  fact  that  *'  the  rental  of 
£160  per  annum  reserved  in  the  lease  granted  to  the  new  tenant  was,  without 
any  premium,  bonus,  or  other  payment  whatever,  a  fuU  and  sufficient  rental 
fof  the  premises  under  such  a  lease,  whether  intended  for  a  licensed  victual- 
ler's business  or  not;"  and,  further,  that  "the  good  will,  of  the  business 
carried  on  by  the  plaintiff  would,  if  belonging  to  the  owner  of  the  house, 
have  had  a  very  considerable  value,  and,  if  such  owner  had  in  that  case  been 
willing  to  grant  a  lease  similar  to  that  granted  to  the  new  tenant,  a  sum  ex- 
ceeding £1,800  would,  without  difficulty,  have  been  obtained  for  the  goodwill." 
Held^  that  the  proviso  was  broken ;  and  that  the  arbitrator  was  to  estimate 
the  damages  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover  for  such  breach,  id  the  same 
manner  as  one  accustomed  to  value  "  goodwill "  as  between  outgoing  and  in- 
coming teiiant  would  estimate  them,  and  in  so  doing  was  not  to  disregard  the 
increased  value  of  the  property  in  the  neighborhood  generally.  LUweilyn  v. 
Butherfin^  (Com.  PI.),  XIII,  828. 

8.  Tenant's  oorenant  not  to  assign.  A.  and  B.,  partners  in  trade,  were 
assignees  of  a  lease  which  contained  a  covenant  by  the  lessee  for  himself  and 
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his  asBigns,  that  he  would  not,  neither  shoald  his  executora,  administratoTS,  or 
assigns,  assign  the  demised  premises  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
lessor.  On  the  dissolution  of  the  partnership  A.  assigned  all  his  interest  in 
the  premises  to  B.  ffM,  a  breach  of  the  covenant.  Varley  v.  Coppard  (Com. 
PI.),  III.  873. 

9.  A  lessee  covenanted  with  the  lessor  not  to  assign  the  demised  premi- 
ses without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  lessor,  "  such  consent  not  being  arbi- 
trarily withheld  ;*'  and  it  was  provided  bj  the  lease  that  if  the  lessee  should 
assign  the  premises  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  lessor,  *'  but  such 
consent  is  not  to  be  arbitrarily  withheld/'  the  lessor  might  re-enter.  HM, 
that  there  was  no  covenant  by  the  lessor,  either  express  or  implied,  not  to  re- 
fuse his  consent  arbitrarily,  but  that  an  arbitrary  refusal  would  leave  the 
lessee  at  liberty  to  assign  without  the  lessor's  consent.  Treloar  v.  Bigge 
(Exch.).  IX,  464. 

10. 8embU,  by  Eblly,  C.  B..  and  Pollock,  B.    An  "  arbitrary  "  refusal 

k  equivalent  to  an  "  unfair  and  unreasonable  "  refusal ;  and  a  refusal  "  upon 
advice,"  though  the  grounds  of  refusal  be  not  specified,  is  not  *'  arbitrary."  lb. 

11.  Oovenant  not  to  underlet.  The  lease  of  certain  mines  contained  a  cove- 
nant that  the  lessee  should  not,  without  the  consent  of  the  lessor,  let  or  assign 
the  mines.  The  lessor  granted  to  the  lessee  a  license  to  sub-let  a  part,  but  the 
license  provided  that  this  should  not  authorise  any  further  letting  or  assign- 
ing of  the  part  of  the  mines,  the  subject  of  the  license,  without  such  consent 
as  was  required  by  the  lease.  The  lessee  then  agreed  to  sub-let  to  an  under- 
lessee  the  part  of  the  mines,  the  subject  of  the  license,  the  under-lease  to  con- 
tain provisions  in  all  respects  liiLe  those  in  the  original  lease.  SevMe^  that 
neither  under  the  lease  nor  under  the  license  would  the  under-lessee  be  pre- 
vented from  letting  or  assigning  without  the  consent  of  tUe  original  lessor. 
WilHarMon  Y.WiUiarMon  (Chan.  App.),  X,  700;  reversing  S.  C,  IX,  640. 

12. Held,  that  according  to  the  agreement  the  under-lease  ought  to 

contain  a  oovei<ant  by  the  under-lessee  against  letting  or  assigning  without  the 
consent  of  the  lessee,  and  not  a  covenant  against  letting  or  assigning  without 
the  consiBut  of  the  lessor.  lb. 

13.  Ooreoant  to  pay  outgoiogs.  In  a  lease  of  a  house  and  premises  by  de- 
fendant to  plaintiff,  the  plaintiff  covenanted  with  the  defendant  to  "  bear,  pay 
and  discharge  the  sewers  rate,  tithes,  rent  charge  in  lieu  of  tithes,  and  all 
other  taxes,  rates,  assessments,  and  outgoings  whatsoever,  which  at  any  time 
or  times  during  the  said  demise  should  be  taxed,  rated,  charged,  assessed,  or 
imposed  upon  the  said  demised  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  upon  ,the 
landlord  or  tenant  in  respect  thereof,  or  on  the  rent  thereby  reserved  *'  (ex- 
cepting landlord's  property  tax).  Am,  that  the  plaintiff  could  not  recover 
from  the  defendant  the  expenses  of  making  a  drain,  which,  under  39  &  80 
Vict.,e.  90,  s.  10,  the  defendant,  as  "  owner,"  might  have  been  required  by  the 
sewer  authority  to  make,  but  which  the  plaintiff  had  made  under  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  defendant  by  which  the  expense  was  to  be  borne  by  the  party 
Uable.    Crosae  v.  Baw  (Exch.),  X,  386. 

14.  Landlord's  right  of  re-entry.  An  agreement  of  tenancy  contained  the 
following  clause :  This  agreement  is  entered  into  upon  the  express  condition 
that,  if  the  tenant  shall  make  default  in  payment  of  the  rent,  or  any  part 
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thereof,  within  twentj-one  daya  after  the  same  shall  become  due,  being  de- 
manded, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  landlord,  without  giving  any  notice  to  quit, 
and  without  any  other  warrant,  authority  or  proceedings,  to  re-enter,  etc. 
Held,  that,  to  entitle  the  landlord  to  avail  himself  of  the  right  of  re-entry,  the 
rent  must  be  in  arrear  twenty-one  days,  and  a  demand  (but  without  the  for- 
malities of  a  common-law  demand)  of  payment  be  then  made.  A  demand 
within  the  twenty-one  days  is  insufficient.  PhUUps  v.  Bridge  (Com.  PI.),  VII, 
147. 

16. By  an  agreement  in  writing,  but  not  under  seal,  plaintiff  agreed  to 

let,  and  defendant  to  hire,  on  lease  for  twenty-one  years,  a  house,  eta,  on  the 
following  terms :  The  rent  to  be  £55  per  annum ;  the  lease  to  commence  from 
the  25th  of  March  next,  and  to  contain  an  extract  of  the  covenants  in  the  orig- 
iual  lease,  which  the  plaintiff  is  bound  under ;  that  the  proposed  lease  shall 
not  be  sold,  parted  with,  or  any  portion  of  the  property  underlet,  without  the 
consent  in  writing  of  the  plaintiff.  In  the  original  lease  were  six  covenants 
by  the  lessee,  with  a  proviso  for  re-entry  on  the  breach  of  any  of  them ;  but 
there  was  no  covenant  not  to  underlet  without  the  consent  of  the  landlord. 
Defendant  entered  and  paid  rent,  and  underlet  the  premises  without  the  con- 
sent of  plaintiff,  who  thereupon  brought  ejectment  and  was  nonsuited.  Held, 
that  the  nonsuit  was  right.  Defendant  held  as  tenant  from  year  to  year  on 
such  of  the  terms  of  the  agreement  as  were  applicable  to  that  tenancy.  The 
agreement  incorporated  the  six  covenants  in  the  original  lease,  and  the  proviso 
for  re  entry  on  the  breach  of  any  one  of  those  covenants ;  but  the  agreement 
could  not  be  read  as  applying  the  proviso  for  re-entry  to  the  new  clause  as  to 
not  underletting,  and  on  mere  words  of  agreement  a  condition  could  not  be 
created.    Crawley  v.  Price  (Q.  B.),  XIII,  248. 

16.  Notice  to  repair.  In  1807  a  lease  was  granted  to  F.,  containing  a  gen- 
eral covenant  to  repair,  a  covenant  to  repair  within  three  months  after  notice, 
and  a  proviso  for  re-entry  for  breach.  The  plaintiffs,  the  assignees  of  the 
lessee,  in  1868  granted  an  under-lease  to  the  defendants  with  similar  cove- 
nants,, except  that  the  notice  was  to  be  a  ttoo  months'  notice.  In  September, 
1872,  the  premises  being  out  of  repair,  the  reversioner  served  pn  the  occupier 
of  the  premises  a  notice  to  repair,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  lease  of  1807. 
The  defendant  not  having  complied  with  this,  the  plaintiffs,  on  the  20th  of 
March,  1873,  served  him  with  a  notice  "  to  repair  the  premises  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  his  lease ; "  and,  being  threatened  by  the  reversioner  with 
proceedings  to  enforce  a  forfeiture,  they  entered  and  did  the  required  repaira 
themselves,  and  before  the  expiration  of  two  months  after  their  notice  brought 
an  action  against  the  defendant  upon  the  covenants  in  his  lease.  Held,  that 
they  were  not  entitled  to  recover  substantial  damages  on  the  general  covenant, 
the  premises  not  being  out  of  repair  at  the  commencement  of  the  action ;  nor 
could  they  sue  on  the  special  covenant,  the  action  being  brought  too  soon,  as 
the  defendant,  being  no  party  to  the  lease  of  1807.  was  not  bound  by  the  eajv 
lier  notice  of  September,  1872.     WiUiams  v.  WiUiame  (Com.  PI.),  X,  345. 

17.  Forfeiture.  In  an  indenture  of  lease  of  the  23d  of  March,  1860,  from 
plaintiff  to  C,  was  a  covenant  by  C.  not  to  permit  a  sale  by  auction  on  the 
premises  without  plaintiff's  consent,  with  a  proviso  for  re-entry  on  non-pay- 
ment of  rent  or  breach  of  any  of  the  covenants.  On  the  11th  of  April,  1867, 
C.  assigned  the  goods  on  the  premises  by  a  deed  of  mortgage,  with  power  to 
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the  mortgageee,  in  default  of  repayment  of  the  loan,  to  sell  the  goods  by  aac- 
tion  on  the  premises.  On  the  32d  of  April  C.  mortgaged  the  premises  by  un- 
der-lease to  defendant,  with  a  proviso  that  C.  should  retain  possession  of  the 
premises  so  long  as  he  paid  the  loan  by  certain  installments,  and  was  not 
bankrupt,  and  did  not  enter  into  any  deed  for  the  benefit  of  creditors ;  but 
that,  on  default  in  payment,  or  any  breach  of  the  foregoing  proviso,  defendant 
might  enter  and  take  possession,  etc.  On  the  30th  of  April  C.  executed  a  deed 
conveying  all  his  estates  and  effects  to  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors. 
C.  remained  in  possession  of  the  premises,  and  in  his  absence,  on  the  23d  of 
May,  the  mortgagees,  acting  under  the  deed  of  assignment  of  the  11th  of 
April,  sold  the  goods  by  public  auction  on  the  premises,  without  plaintifiP's 
consent.  Plaintifif  thereupon  brought  ejectment,  and  on  the  above  facts  the 
jury  found  that  the  sale  by  auction  took  place  by  permission  of  C.  Held,  that 
C.  had  power  to  give  permission  for  the  sale,  notwithstanding  his  conveyance 
of  the  premises  after  the  deed  granting  the  power  of  sale,  and  that  a  forfeiture 
had,  therefore,  been  incurred.     Toleman  v.  Portbury  (Q.  B.),  II,  80.  • 

18. In  ejectment  by  landlord  under  a  proviso  for  re-entry  on  breach  of 

covenants,  plaintiff*,  under  an  order  for  particulars,  gave  as  breaches  the  per- 
mitting a  sale  by  auction  on  the  premises  without  plaintiff's  consent,  and  the 
non-payment  o%  rent  accrued  due  since  the  sale.  Defendant  obtained  a  judge's 
order,  staying  the  action  as  to  the  breach  for  non-payment  of  rent  on  payment 
of  the  rent  to  plaintiff,  or  into  court,  if  he  refused  it.  Plaintiff  refused  the 
rent,  and  it  was  paid  into  court  At  the  trial  the  forfeiture  by  the  sale  by 
auction  was  proved.  HM^  that  there  had  been  no  waiver  of  the  forfeiture  by 
relying  upon  the  non-payment  of  subsequent  rent  as  a  ground  of  forfeiture.  lb. 

19.  Waiver  of  forfeitor*.  A  lease  of  a  farm  contained  a  covenant  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  not  to  **  assign  or  demise  to  or  permit  any  other  person  to 
occupy  the  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
lessor,"  and  a  proviso  for  re-entry  by  the  lessor  for  any  breach.  By  agree- 
ment in  writing  the  lessee  underlet  a  portion  of  the  farm  to  one  T.  for  one 
year  from  the  81st  of  January,  1878,  and  the  lessor,  on  the  30th  of  September, 
1878,  with  knowledge  of  the  underletting,  distrained  for  and  received  rent  due 
on  the  20th.  HM,  that  the  lessor  had  waived  the  breach  of  the  covenant  not 
to  "  assign  or  demise ''  without  consent ;  and  that  the  permitting  T.  to  remain 
in  the  occupation  of  the  land  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  was  not  a  new 
or  continuing  breach  of  the  covenant  not  to  "  permit  any  other  person  to  oc- 
cupy "  without  consent.     Wai/nmd  v.  Hawkin$  (Ck>m.  PI.),  XII,  406. 

20.  Distress  of  goods  on  deposit.  The  plaintiff  deposited  household  furni- 
ture at  a  depository  to  be  warehoused  at  the  rate  of  80«.  a  year.  At  the  time 
he  thought  he  was  depositing  them  with  a  company  with  whom  he  had  had 
dealings  before ;  and  he  received  a  receipt  in  the  name  of  the  company,  which 
name  was  also  over  the  door  of  the  depository.  The  fact  was,  that  the  com- 
pany had  sold  their  busipess  to  B.,  and  let  the  premises  to  him,  but  they  had 
authorized  the  use  of  their  name.  B.  being  in  arrears  for  rent,  the  defendants 
'seized  and  sold  the  plaintiff^s  goods  under  a  warrant  of  distress  from  two  of 
the  directors  of  the  company,  on  which  plaintiff  brought  an  action  against  de- 
fendants. HM^  that  the  goods  were  privileged  from  distress,  as  things  deliv- 
ered to  a  person  exercising  a  public  trade  to  be  managed  in  the  way  of  his 
trade.    tlMt  also,  that  the  company  were  estopped  from  distraining  as  land- 
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lordB,  by  having  allowed  themselvee  to  be  held  oat  ae  the  persons  with  whom 
the  goods  were  deposited.    Miles  y.  F^rber  (Q.  B.),  IV,  22^. 

21.  Against  tmstee  of  bankmpt.  When  the  trustee  of  a  liquidating  debtor 
continues  in  possession  of  premises  of  which  the  debtor  was  tenant,  not  hay. 
ing  disclaimed  the  lease,  the  landlord  has  a  right,  as  against  the  trustee,  to 
distrain,  without  obtaining  any  leave  from  the  court,  for  rent  accruing  due 
after  the  commencement  of  the  liquidation,  even  though  it  be  rent  which,  un- 
der the  terms  of  the  lease,  is  payable  in  advance.  £ko  parte  HcUe  ;  In  re  Binns 
(Chan.  Div.).  XV,  748. 

22.  BxcessiTO  distress.  The  plaintiff  was  tenant  and  the  defendant  land- 
lord of  a  house  occupied  by  the  former,  his  wife,  and  a  trustee.  Goods  therein 
had  been  assigned  to  the  trustee  on  trust  for  the  plaintiff's  wife.  Rent  being 
in  arrear  to  the  amount  of  £9  only,  the  defendant,  by  his  bailiff,  distrained  for 
£18  and  costs,  seizing  £100  worth  of  the  goods.  The  rent  actually  due  was 
tendered  to  the  bailiff,  with  expenses,  but  refused,  and  he  remained  in  posses- 
sion tintil  an  undertaking  was  given  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  for  payment  of 
the  whole  demand,  and  a  part  amounting  to  £2  Is.  was  paid,  whereupon  the 
distress  was  withdrawn.  In  an  action  for  an  excessive  distress,  and  on  the 
money  coants,  held^  that,  although  the  tenant  was  neither  the  legal  nor  the 
equitable  owner  of  the  goods  distrained,  yet  he  had,  from  his  mere  enjoyment 
of  the  use  of  them,  a  special  property  which  entitled  him  to  maintain  the 
action.    FeU  v.  WMtak^  (Q.  B.),  1, 26. 

23.  When  bars  action  for  rent.  When  a  landlord  distrains  for  rent  and 
does  not  sell  the  goods,  he  cannot  bring  an  action  for  the  rent  so  long  as  he 
holds  the  distress,  though  it  be  insufficient  to  satisfy  the  rent.  Leihain  v.  P/ii2- 
pott  (Com.  PI.).  XIII,  371. 

24.  Notice  to  quit.  At  Michaelmas,  1851,  W.,  the  owner  of  two  adjoining 
houses,  Nos.  4  and  5,  let  No.  5  to  A.,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year.  Defendant 
having  become  tenant  to  W.  of  No.  4,  A.  let  him  the  cellars  under  No.  5,  from 
year  to  year  from  Michaelmas,  1861.  There  was  in  the  front  cellar  a  gas 
meter  communicating  with  the  house  No.  5,  and  it  was  a  term  of  the  letting 
that  A.  should  be  allowed  to  go  to  the  meter,  if  necessary,  whenever  defend- 
ant's premises  were  open.  In  July,  1871,  it  was  agreed  between  A.,  W.  and 
D.,  that  A.  should  give  up  possession  of  No.  5  to  W.,  and  D.  became  tenant  from 
year  to  year  to  W.  from  Michaelmas,  1871.  Defendant  was  aware  that  No.  5 
was  given  up  by  A.,  and  relet  to  D.,  bat  no  notice  to  quit  the  cellars  was  given 
to  defendant.  In  March,  1872,  D.  put  up  in  the  cellars  a  water  meter  commu- 
nicating with  his  house,  without  either  objection  or  express  permission  of  the 
defendant.  Afterward  D.  surrendered  his  interest  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff^ 
and  W.  let  No.  5  expressly,  including  the  cellars,  to  the  plaintiff  for  fourteen 
years,  from  the  24th  of  June,  1872.  The  plaintiff  entered  into  occupation,  the 
cellars  remaining  occupied  by  the  defendant,  and  plaintiff,  without  objection 
or  permission  of  the  defendant,  put  up  more  pipes  and  some  bell-wires  in  the 
cellars.  In  July,  1872,  plaintiff  demanded  possession  of  the  cellars,  but  doi 
fendant  refused  to  give  them  up  without  a  proper  notice  to  quit,  and  he 
retained  possession  till  April,  1873.  On  the  10th  of  January,  1873,  the  defend- 
ant cut  off  the  plaintiffs  water  supply  by  hammering  up  the  service  pipes 
passing  through  the  cellars,  and  cut  the  gas  pipes  and  bell-wires.    Plaintiff 
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having  brought  an  action  for  being  kept  oat  of  poBaeBsion  of  the  cellars  and 
for  the  damages  caused  by  defendant's  catting  the  pipes,  etc,  held^  that 
defendant  was  entitled  to  keep  possession  until  a  proper  notice  to  quit  had 
been  given ;  for  that  the  voluntary  surrender  by  A.  could  not  affect  the  interest 
of  the  defendant,  his  sub-lessee.    MeUar  v.  Watkins  (Q.  B.),  IX,  344. 

26. Secondly,  that  |>lalntiff  was  entitled  to  damages  for  the  cutting  of 

his  pipes  and  wires ;  for  that  a  licensee,  under  a  revocable  license,  was  entitled 
to  notice  of  revocation  and  a  reasonable  time  afterward  to  remove  his 
goods.  lb. 

26. Premises  Vere  let  by  the  owner  in  fee  on  a  lease  expiring  at  mid- 
summer, 1866.  The  lessee  underlet  to  the  defendant  on  a  lease  from  year  to 
year  commencing  at  Michaelmas.  The  defendant  was  in  possession  at  mid- 
sammer,  1866  (when  the  lease  of  his  immediate  lessor  came  to  an  end),  and  the 
owner  in  fee  granted  a  new  lease  to  the  plaintiff  as  from  that  time.  The 
defendant,  who  continued  to  occupy  the  premises,  paid  the  plaintiff  a  sum 
equal  to  a  quarter's  rent  on  the  terms  on  which  he  had  held  the  premises,  as 
for  rent  from  midsummer  to  Michaelmas,  1866,  at  which  time  the  plaintiff 
insisted  upon  an  increase  of  £5  per  annum  on  the  rent,  and  such  increased 
rent  was  thenceforth  paid  by  the  defendant.  In  December,  1878,  the  plaintiff 
gave  the  defendant  a  six  months'  notice  to  quit  at  midsummer.  Held,  that 
the  notice  was  bad,  —  the  defendant  having  been  allowed  to  hold  over  the 
expiration  of  the  lease  originally  granted  to  him,  without  any  explanation  or 
fresh  stipulation  (save  as  to  the  increased  rent) ;  and  consequently  the  infer- 
ence being  that  there  was  a  tacit  agreement  between  him  and  the  plaintiff 
that  he  should  continue  to  hold  as  tenant  from  year  to  year  according  to  his 
original  holding,  that  is,  as  from  Michaelmas  to  Michaelmas.  Kelly  v.  PcUter- 
wn,  (Com.  PI.),  X,  358. 

27. A  written  agreement  for  the  letting  of  certain  premises  expressed 

the  tenancy  to  be  **  for  a  year  certain,  and  so  on  from  year  to  year  until  a  half- 
year's  noUce  should  be  given  by  or  to  either  party,  at  a  yearly  rent  of  £50, 
payable  quarterly,  the  first  payment  to  be  on  the  25th  of  March  next."  The 
agreement  was  dated  the  20th  of  December,  1872,  and  specified  no  date  for 
the  commencement  of  the  term.  Held,  that  a  notice  to  quit  given  by  the  land- 
lord on  the  24th  of  June,  1874,  was  a  good  notice.  SandiU  v.  Franklin  (Com. 
PI.),  XII,  439. 

28.  laandlord's  remedy  for  breach  of  oovenant.  By  an  agreement  not  under 
seal,  the  plaintiff  agreed  to  let  to  the  defendant,  and  the  defendant  to  take  of 
the  plaintiff,  a  house  and  premises  for  seven  years,  upon  the  terms  (amongst 
others)  that  the  defendant  would,  in  the  last  year  of  the  term,  paint,  grain,  and 
varnish  the  interior,  and  also  whitewash  and  color.  The  defendant  entered 
under  the  agreement,  and  occupied  and  paid  rent  during  the  whole  period  of 
seven  years.  In  an  action  for  not  painting,  etc.,  the  interior,  and  whitewash- 
ing and  coloring  in  the  seventh  year,  held,  that  although  the  lease  was  void  at 
law,  yet  it  was  valid  as  an  agreement,  and  that  the  defendant  must  be  taken 
to  have  occupied  on  the  terms  that,  if  he  should  continue  to  occupy  during  the 
whole  period  of  seven  years,  he  would  do  those  things  which  were  by  the 
agreement  to  be  done  in  the  seventh  year ;  aiyl  that  he  was,  therefore,  liable. 
Mwtin  V.  amUh  (Exch.),  VIU,  501. 
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29. for  use  oontrary  to  lease.  The  lease  of  a  theatre  contained  a  cove- 
nant on  the  part  of  the  lessee  not  to  convert  the  theatre,  or  any  part  thereo:!. 
to  any  other  nse  than  for  acting  or  performing  of  operas,  plays,  concerts,  balls, 
masquerades,  assemblies,  and  such  theatrical  ahd  other  purposes  as  had  been 
usually  given  therein.  The  lessee,  for  valuable  consideration,  subdemised 
certain  boxes  and  pit  stalls,  together  with  free  and  uninterrupted  admission 
into,  and  egress  and  regress  to  and  from,  and  the  full  use  and  enjoyment  of 
such  boxes  and  stalls  during  all  such  nights  as  the  theatre  should  be  open  for 
the  reception  of  audience  or  company  to  any  public  performance  or  exhibition 
of  any  opera  or  any  entertainment  whatsoever  of  or  upon  the  stage,  except 
balls  or  masquerades,  to  the  plaintiff  for  a  term  of  years,  reserving  full  right 
of  access  to  the  boxes  and  stalls  for  the  purposes  of  repair.  The  underlease 
contained  a  covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment  of  the  demised  premises,  but  no 
covenant  on  the  part  of  the  grantor  of  the  underlease  to  observe  or  perform 
the  covenants  of  the  original  lease.  Afterward  the  lessee  of  the  theatre 
agreed  to  let  it  for  a  term  of  three  months  for  the  purpose  of  holding  religious 
meetings.  In  order  that  the  theatre  might  be  converted  into  a  convenient 
place  for  holding  such  meetings,  the  divisions  between  the  boxes  were  re- 
moved, and  the  pit  (including  the  site  of  the  plaintiflTs  stalls)  was  boarded 
over  ;  but  these  alterations  were  not  permanent,  and  the  parties  disclaimed  any 
intention  of  using  the  theatre  for  religious  services  beyond  the  three  months. 
Heldf  that  without  the  plaintifPs  consent  the  theatre  could  not  be  converted  to 
other  than  theatrical  purposes,  nor  could  the  original  lessee,  or  any  person 
claiming  under  him*  enter  on  the  plaintiffs  boxes  or  stalls,  but  that,  under 
the  circumstances,  the  proper  remedy  was  in  damages,  and  not  by  way  of  in- 
junction.   Leader  v.  Moody  (£q.  C),  XIII,  681. 

30.  Tenant's  remedy  against  purchaser.  On  the  80th  of  June,  1872,  one 
Bridgett,  by  an  instrument  not  under  seal,  demised  to  the  plaintiffs  standings 
for  three  lace-machines  in  a  room  in  a  factory  in  Nottingham,  the  tenancy  to 
commence  on  the  24th  of  June,  the  rent  to  be  payable  quarterly,  the  lessor  to 
provide  steam-power  and  to  pay  all  rates  and  taxes,  and  the  tenancy  to  be 
determinable  by  either  party  on  six  months'  notice,  to  expire  at  midsummer. 
At  the  time  of  making  this  demise  the  premises  were  under  mortgage  to  a 
building  society.  Interest  being  in  arrear,  the  mortgagees  on  the  24th  of  Au- 
gust gave  notice  to  the  plaintiffs  not  to  pay  any  more  rent  to  Bridgett,  the 
mortgagor;  and  early  in  September,  pursuant  to  the  power  contained  in  the 
indenture  of  mortgage,  the  mortgagees  contracted  to  sell  the  premises  to  the 
defendant,  possession  to  be  given  on  the  25th  of  December.  The  conveyance, 
however,  was  not  executed  until  the  14th  of  February,  1878.  On  the  28th  of 
September,  1872,  the  mortgagees  (protesting  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  en- 
titled to  notice)  gave  them  notice  to  give  up  their  standings  at  Christmas,  and 
in  November,  1872,  and  February,  1878,  they  received  from  them  the  quarters' 
rent  due  respectively  at  Michaelmas  and  Christmas.  In  the  meantime  some 
conversations  took  place  between  the  plaintiffs  and  the  defendant  as  to  the  for- 
mer continuing  in  the  factory  upon  altered  terms,  but  no  terms  were  ever 
agreed  to,  and  no  rent  was  received  by  the  defendant.  On  the  24th  of  March, 
1873,  the  defendant  demanded  possession  of  the  portion  of  the  factory  occupied 
by  the  plaintiffs ;  on  the  15th  pf  May  he  cut  off  the  supply  of  steam-power ; 
and  on  the  22d  the  plaintiffs  brought  their  action.  J7e2(l,that  the  defendant  was 
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not  bound  by  the  contract  between  Bridgett  and  tlie  plaintifiB,  it  not  being  un- 
der seal,  and,  therefore,  not  within  the  stat.  32  Hen.  8,  c.  34,  and,  consequently, 
in  the  absence  of  adoption  by  him  or  of  some  new  contract  of  tenancy  between 
him  and  the  plaintiffs,  not  liable  in  this  action.  SmM  y.  Eggingtan  (Com.  PI.), 
VIII,  454. 

31. SeniMe,  that  the  plaintiffs,  if  entitled  to  a  verdict,  would  only  have 

been  #  entitled  to  damages  for  being  deprived  of  steam-power  from  the  15th  to 
the  22d  of  May.  lb. 

32. Bemble,  that  the  receipt  of  rent  by  the  mortgagees  from  the  plaintiffs 

was  as  against  them  a  recognition  of  a  subsisting  tenancy  under  the  agreement 
with  Bridgett.  lb. 

33. against  hla  assignee.    An  assignee  of  a  lease  by  mesne  assignments 

is  under  an  obligation  to  indemnify  the  original  lessee  against  breaches  of 
covenant  in  the  lease,  committed  during  the  continuance  of  his  own  tenancy  ; 
and  that  obligation  is  not  affected  by  the  covenants  which  the  assignee  may 
have  made  with  his  immediate  assignor.    Moule  v.  Garrett  (Exch.),  1, 207. 

34. One  who  entered  upon  and  occupied  a  farm,  under  an  agreements 

UGt  under  seal,  whereby  the  tenant  purported  to  assign  to  him  the  residue  of 
the  term,  but  who  never  became  a  legal  assignee  of  the  lease  because  of  the 
refusal  of  the  landlord  to  assent  to  the  assignment,  and  was  never  accepted 
as  tenant  by  such  landlord  although  he  paid  rent  to  him,  and  who  quit  the 
premises  after  notice  to  his  assignor,  is  not  liable  to  the  latter  in  an  action  by 
him  for  rent  afterward  accruing  and  paid  to  the  landlord,  either  upon  an  im- 
plied indemnity,  or  by  way  of  rent,  or  for  use  and  occupation,  there  not  hav- 
ing been  under  the  circumstances  any  promise  to  indemnify  the  plaintiff 
against  rent  accruing  after  the  defendant's  actual  occupation  had  ceased,  nor 
any  such  relation  of  landlord  and  tenant  existing  between  the  parties  as  would 
entitle  the  plaintiff  to  the  repayment  by  the  defendant  of  the  sum  so  paid  by 
the  plaintiff.    Crouch  v.  Tregonning  (Exch.),  1, 1'95. 

36.  Tenant's  xlght  to  insurance  money.  Under  the  terms  of  a  lease  the 
tenant  was  bound  to  insure  against  fire,  and  had  an  option  of  purchasing  the 
property.  He  insured  in  a  sufficient  sum.  The  premises  were  damaged  by 
fire,  and  it  then  appeared  that  the  landlord  had  a  policy  on  the  premises  in 
another  office,  of  which  the  tenant  had  no  notice.  The  two  offices  apportioned 
the  amount  of  loss  between  the  two  policies,  and  the  landlord  received  what 
was  thus  payable  under  the  policy  effected  by.  him.  The  tenant  shortly  after 
the  fire  gave  notice  to  exercise  his  option  of  purchase,  and  proposed  that  the 
insurance  moneys  under  both  policies  should  go  in  part  payment  of  the  pur- 
chase-money. The  landlord  claimed  to  retain  for  his  own  benefit  the  money 
received  under  the  policy  effected  by  him,  and  insisted  on  the  money  under 
the  other  policy  being  applied  in  reinstating  the  premises,  and  on  the  tenant 
declining  to  do  this  brought  ejectment  against  hitn.  Edd,  that  the  landlord 
was  not  entitled  to  retain  for  his  own  benefit  the  moneys  received  under  the 
policy  effected  by  him,  nor  to  insist  on  the  moneys  being  applied  in  reinstat- 
ing the  property  after  the  tenant  had  exercised  his  option  of  purchase.  Rey- 
nard v.  Arnold  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  766. 

36.  Tenant's  liability  to  third  parties  for  want  of  repair.  Where  premises 
are  demised,  and  the  tenant  has  bound  himself  to  keep  them  in  repair,  a  per- 
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son  who  Ib  injured  hj  reason  of  the  want  of  repair  of  a  grating  in  the  foot- 
pavement  on  such  premises,  has  a  remedy  against  the  tenant  bat  not  against 
the  landlord.     ChflinnsU  v.  :§!amer  (Com.  PI.),  XIV,  492. 

37.  Iiandlord's  lien  as  against  execntioii.  The  statute  8  Anne,  c  14,  s.  1, 
only  applies  to  subsisting  tenancies  ;  and  the  sheriff  is  not  liable  for  removing 
goods  taken  in  execution  without  first  paying  to  the  landlord  a  year's  rent, 
where  the  tenancy  has  determined  before  the  seizure,  though  within  six 
months  of  it.    Cox  y.  Leigh  (Q.  B.),  VIII,  874.

LEGACY. 

L  Of  income.  A  holder  of  shares  in  both  departments  of  the  Sun  Fire  and 
Life  Olfice  bequeathed  his  personal  estate  to  trustees  on  trust  to  permit  his 
wife  to  receive  the  dividends,  interest,  and  income  thereof  for  her  life,  remain- 
der over.  He  died  in  December,  1870.  In  January,  1878,  An  extraordinary 
dividend  was  declared  on  the  life  shares  for  five  years  previously  ;  and  in  July, 
1878,  a  "  special  dividend  "  was  declared  on  the  fire  shares  for  the  half  year 
previous.  Held,  that  these  dividends  were  income,  and  belonged  to  the  tenant 
for  life.     Matter  of  HopkiTU^  Truet  (Eq.  C),  XI.  630. 

2.  Of  money  due.  A  bequest  of  '*  all  and  every  sum  or  sums  of  money 
which  may  be  due  to  me  at  my  decease  "  will  pass  damages  recovered  in  an 
action  by  the  executor  for  a  breach  of  covenant  committed  in  the  life-time  of 
the  testator.    Bide  v.  Harrison  (Eq.  C),  VII,  691. 

3.  Specific.    A  legacy  to  be  specific  must  be  a  part  of  the  testator's  prop- 
erty itself,  and  a  parkas  distinguished  from  the  whole  or  the  whole  residue. 
Thus,  a  legacy  of  the  "  black  horses  which  I  now  have, "  or  '*  the  black  horses 
of  which  I  shall  be  possessed  at  my  death,"  or  *'  of  all  my  stock  in  the  M. 
railway,"  is  specific     Bothamley  v.  Sheraon  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  814. 

4. Legacies  which  before  the  passing  of  the  Wills  Act  would  have  been 

specific,  remain  specific.  Ib. 

6. A  specific  legatee  is    entitled    to  have  his  legacy  redeemed  from 

charges  created  by  the  testator  (as  distinguished  from  charges  incidental  to 
the  property)  at  the  expense  of  the  testator's  general  estate,  or,  if  the  prop- 
erty is  not  redeemed,  to  have  compensation  out  of  the  general  estate  to  the 
amount  of  the  legacy.  Ib. 

6. A  testator  by  his  will,  dated  in  1869,  made  a  bequest  of  "  all  my 

shares  or  stock  in  the  Midland  Railway  Company "  to  trustees  upon  certain 
trusts.  He  was  at  the  date  of  his  will  entitled  to  £I,0(K)  stock  in  that  company. 
In  February.  1871,  he  transferred  the  stock  into  the  names  of  certain  bankers  to 
secure  an  advance  made  by  them  to  A.,  who  gave  the  testator  an  undertaking 
that  the  stock  should  be  retransferred  within  three  months.  The  testator  died 
in  187d ;  and  after  his  death  the  bankers  sold  the  stock  (which  had  never  been 
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retiansf erred)  and  applied  the  proceeds  in  redaction  of  the  debt  due  from  A. 
Under  orders  made  in  a  suit  to  administer  the  testator's  estate,  A.  transferred 
£500  Midland  Railway  stock  into  court,  but  was  unable  to  make  any  further 
transfer.  Held,  that  the  trustees  of  the  aforesaid  bequest  were  entitled  to  the 
stock  so  transferred  into  court,  and  not  the  residuary  legatee.  lb. 

7. A  residuary  devise  of  real  estate  is  still  specific  notwithstanding  the 

24th  section  of  the  Wills  Act.  Therefore,  where  the  personal  estate  of  a  testa- 
tor is  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  the  specific  devisees  must  con- 
tribute ratably  with  the  residuary  devisee.  Lanoefield  v.  Iggulden  (Chan.  App.) , 
XI,  492;  reversing  S.  C,  IX,  058. 

8. A   testatrix  having  £3,000  East   India  Debenture  Bonds  gave  a 

legacy  by  the  following  description  :  ^  The  sum  of  £8,000  invested  in  Indian 
security  ".  HM,  not  a  specific  legacy,  and  not  liable  to  ademption.  Mytton 
V.  Jfyt<^  (Eq.  C),  XI,  650. 

9.  OonditionaL  A  condition  subsequent  in  restraint  of  marriage  is  void  if 
annexed  to  a  gift  of  the  income  arising  from  a  mixed  fund  consisting  of  the 
proceeds  of  sale  of  real  estate  and  pure  personal  -estate.  Semble,  such  a 
condition  is  also  void  if  the  gift  be  of  income  of  a  fund  arising  from  the 
proceeds  of  sale  of  realty  only.    BeUairs  v.  Bellavra  (Eq.  C),  X,  822. 

10. A  testatrix,  by  her  will  dated  the  18th  of  May,  1861,  gave  the  usu- 
fruct of  her  estate  to  her  son,  the  appellant,  charged  with  certain  annuities  in 
favor  of  her  daughters  and  sisters,  subject  to  the  following  conditions :  "  Je 
veux  et  ordonne  et  ma  volont6  expresse  est  que  si  mes  dites  filles,  on  aueune 
d'elles,  venait  ^  faire  soit  directement  ou  indirectement  aueune  d-marche 
quelconque  pour  oontester  mon  present  testament,  qu'alors  et  dans  ce  cas  men 
dites  filles,  ou  aueune  d'elles  qui  voudraient  ainsi  chejcher  k  contester  mon 
present  testament,  soient  privies  ou  soit  priv^e  de  tons  droits  queleonquea 
dans  ma  dite  succession,  et  de  la  rente  viag^re  susdite,  et  que  quant  a  celles  ou 
oelle  qui  voudrait  contester  mon  dit  testament,  le  legs  a  elle  fait  de  la  dite 
rente  soit  non  avenue  et  caduc ;  car  tele  est  mon  intention  expresse."  One  of 
the  said  daughters,  her  husband  being  oo-plkintiff  with  her  pro  forma,  by 
protracted  litigation,  impugned  the  said  will,  as  not  having  been  duly  exe- 
cuted, and  as  having  been  obtained  by  fraud  and  captation,  and  undue  influ- 
ence of  the  appellant,  but  unsuccessfully.  In  an  action  brdught  thereafter 
by  the  respondents  (the  said  daughter  and  her  husband)  to  recover  from  the 
appellant,  in  respect  of  the  annuity  charged  upon  the  estate  as  above,  in  which 
the  appellant  pleaded  a  forfeiture  thereof  by  the  female  respondent  under  the 
penal  clause  by  reason  of  said  litigation;  held,  firstly,  that  on  the  evidence 
the  suit  which  Impugned  the  will  was  the  suit  of  the  wife,  acting  as  a  free 
agent,  in  respect  of  her  separate  eA<?M  in  action.  Evanturel  v.  Boanturel  (Priv. 
C),  XI,  48. 

11.  Secondly,  that  whether  or  not  such  penal  condition  attaches,  if  the 

contesting  legatee  desists  from  impugning  the  will  before  the  **jugement 
d^niiif  the  superior  court's  decree  of  dismissal  was  such  "jugement  defini- 
«/."    lb. 

12.  Thirdly,  that  according  to  the  true  oonstructioi  of  the  clause,  it 

was  neither  void  for  uncertainty,  nor  contrary  to  good  morals,  nor  pro- 
hibited by  any  positive  law,  nor  contrary  to  public  policy.  lb. 
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13. The  760th  and  88l8t  articles  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Canada  must  be 

read  together  ;  and  bj  virtue  of  their  provisions  all  conditions  in  a  will,  unless 
according  to  the  plain  meaning  and  intention  of  the  testator  they  be  coutrary 
to  law,  public  order,  or  good  morals,  are  effective,  and  cannot  be  regarded  as 
minatory  only,  or  dependent  for  their  application  upon  the  discretion  of  the 
court.  Such  discretion  is  not  conferred  upon  the  courts  by  the  Code,  and 
though  exercised  by  the  old  French  Parliaments,  has  been  since  authoritatively 
condemned  and  repudiated.  Such  a  condition  as  that  contained  in  the  said 
penal  clause  can  only,  in  practice,  be  applied  where  a  will  has  been  ui^success- 
fully  contested,  and  would,  therefore,  be  ineffective  to  protect  an  illegal  dispo- 
sition, or  to  render  operative  an  invalid  testament.  It  is  not  against  public 
order  for  a  testator  to  protect  his  estate  and  representative  against  unsuccessful 
attempts  to  litigate  his  will.  SembU,  under  English  law  effect  is  given  to  a 
condition  of  forfeiture  so  long  as  it  is  a  conditio  rei  licitm,  if  there  is  a  gift 
over  on  breach  thereof.  lb. 

14.  Who  entitled.  A  testator  gave  a  legacy  to  be  equally  divided,  within 
twelve  months,  between  the  children  of  W.  P.  who  should  be  living  at  his, 
the  testator's,  death,  such  sum  to  be  raised  out  of  the  property  thereinafter 
given  to  his  executrix  for  life.  He  then  gave  to  his  executrix  certain  real  and 
personal  estate  for  her  life,  and  after  her  death  to  the  children  of  W.  P.  living 
at  his,  the  testator's,  death.  At  the  testator's  death  in  January,  1847,  there 
were  four  children  of  W.  P.  living,  but  another,  J.  T,  P.,  had  not  been  heard 
of  since  February,  1845,  and  nothing  ever  was  heard  of  him  afterward.  The 
executrix  paid  to  the  four  children,  who  were  known  to  be  living,  four-fifth 
shares  of  the  legacy,  but  did  not  'raise  the  remaining  fifth.  In  1851  she  be- 
came lunatic,  and  in  1852  the  funds,  to  the  income  of  which  she  was  entitled 
for  life,  were  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  lunacy  to  the  account  of  the  luna- 
tic and  the  children  of  W.  P.,  and  the  income  was  ordered  to  be  applied  for  her 
benefit.  In  1871  the  four  surviving  children  of  W.  P.  and  the  administrator 
of  J.  T.  P.  petitioned  that  the  remaining  fifth  share  of  the  legacy,  with  inter- 
est, might  be  paid  to  the  four  children,  or,  if  not,  then  to  the  administrator  of 
J.  T.  P.  Held,  that,  there  being  no  proof  that  J.  T.  P.  survived  the  testator, 
the  share  must  be  paid  to  the  four  children  who  were  known  to  have  survived 
him ;  that  the  manner  in  which  the^court  had  dealt  with  the  fund  took  the 
case  out  of  the  statute  as  to  the  principal,  but  that  only  six  years'  arrears*  of 
interest  should  be  given.    In  re  Walker  (Chan.  App.),  I,  465. 

16.  Testator,  by  will  dated  in  1874,  shortly  before  his  death,  bequeathed 

to  his  executors  a  sum  of  New  £3  per  Cent.  Annuities,  upon  trust  to  sell  the 
same  and  apply  the  proceeds  in  the  purchase  of  a  life  annuity  in  '*the  name 
and  for  the  benefit  of  my  housekeeper,  MR.,  whether  living  in  my  service  at 
the  time  of  my  death  or  not."  M.  R.  had  left  the  testator's  service  six  or  seven 
years  before,  and  married  in  1871,  and  her  sister,  E.  R.,  had  been  since  1870, 
and  was  at  the  time  of  the  testator's  death,  in  his  service  as  his  housekeeper. 
Held,  that  the  primary  description  of  the  legatee,  "  my  housekeeper,"  and  not 
the  name,  was  in  this  case  the  guide  to  the  testator's  intention,  and  that  £.  R. 
was  entitled  to  the  fund.     Matter  of  Nunn's  Trusts  (Eq.  C),  XI,  863* 

16.  To  subscribing  witness.    Where  two  of  several  persons,  among  wb.nn 
a  testator  directed  his  estate  to  be  divided  by  his  will  and  by  a  first  codicil. 
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were  attesting  witnessee  to  ^uch  codicil,  and  he  afterward  made  another 
codicil,  describing  it  as  a  codicil  to  his  will  of  a  certain  date,  Tield^  that  such 
second  codicil  was  not  a  repablication  of  the  Qrst  codicil,  and  that  such  wit- 
nesses could  not  hold  the  shares  given  them  by  such  codicil,  but  the  same  fell 
into  the  residue.    Burton  v.  Neubery  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  713. 

17.  SabstitotlonaL  A  testator  gave  two  legacies  of  £5,000  each  to  the  same 
person  bj  two  codicils  executed  at  the  same  time,  and  in  nearly  the  same 
words,  neither  codicil  comprising  any  other  legacy.  One  instrument  he  sent 
to  his  solicitor  and  the  other  he  sent  to  the  legatee.  Three  years  afterward 
he  withdrew  the  codicil  held  by  his  solicitor  and  sent  it  also  to  the  legatee. 
He  had  previously  executed  his  will  in  duplicate,  sending  one  copy  to  his 
solicitor  and  the  other  to  the  principal  beneficiary.  Held^  that  the  legacies 
given  by  the  two  codicils  were  substitutional  and  not  cumulative.  Wliyte  v. 
Whyte  (Eq.  C),  VII,  672. 

18.  When  charged  on  real  estate.  Where  a  legacy  to  an  infant  with  inter- 
est for  maintenance  till  twenty-one  was  charged  on  testator's  real  estate,  if 
the  personal  estate  should  be  inadequate,  and  the  personal  estate  was  sufficient 
for  all  the  purposes  of  the  will  at  the  time  of  the  testator's  death,  but  was 
subsequently  wasted  by  the  testator's  personal  representative,  hdd,  that  the 
legacy  could  not,  on  the  infant  attaining  twenty -one,  be  made  chargeable  on 
the  real  estate.    Richardson  v.  Morton  (Eq.  C),  I,  611. 

19. Where  an  annuity  is,  by  will,  expressly  charged  on  the  corpus  of 

an  estate,  subsequent  words  tending  to  show  that  the  testator  contemplated 
that  it  should  abate  in  the  event  of  the  Income  of  the  property  being  insufflr 
cient,  Jield,  not  to  deprive  the  annuitant  of  the  right  to  have  the  corpus  ap- 
plied toward  making  good  any  deficiency  of  income  to  meet  the  annuity. 
Pearson  v.  HeUiweU  (Eq.  C),  X,  728. 

20.  Abatement  ol  A  testator  after  giving  a  pecuniary  legacy  devised  his 
real  estate  to  other  persons  than  the  legatee,  not  chargfing  it  with  his  debts. 
There  being  a  deficiency  of  personal  estate  for  payment  of  debts,  held,  that  the 
real  estate  was  not  bound  to  contribute  ratably  with  the  legacy  to  meet  the 
deficiency.     Dugdale  v.  Dugdale  (Eq.  C),  III,  710. 

21.  liability  to  refund.  Legatees,  who  receive  their  distributive  shares 
from  an  executor  before  a  remote  contingent  liability  of  the  testator  has  be- 
come an  actual  debt,  are  liable  to  refund  to  him  ratably  for  the  payment  of 
such  debt.    J&nds  v.  Woiferstan  (Eq.  C),  IX,  674. 

22.  Hotchpot.  A  testator  gave  to  several  of  his  eight  children  real  estates, 
and  bequeathed  his  residuary  personal  estate  to  all  the  eight,  with  a  direction 
that  their  portions  should  be  equal,  and  to  that  end  that  those  of  them  to 
whom  he  had  given  the  real  estates  should  respectively  take  them  on  account 
of  their  shares  at  the  estimated  values  mentioned  in  his  will.  The  executor 
absconded  with  the  personal  estate  in  his  hands,  but  after  many  years  a  con- 
siderable part  of  it  was  recovered.  Held,  that  the  amount  recovered  must  be 
treated  as  consisting  of  a  principal  sum,  with  interest  thereon  at  £4  per  cent 
per  annum  from  the  testator's  death  ;  that  the  devisees  of  the  real  estates 
must  bring  into  accounts  their  estimated  values  as  part  of  the  principal ;  and 
that,  the  shares  of  principal  having  been,  thus  ascertained,  the  part  apportioned 
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as  interest  mast  be  divided  between  them  in^  proportion  to  those  Bhaies. 
Ackroyd  v.  Aekroyd  (Eq.  C),  IX,  826. 

23.  Ademption.  A  legacy  maj  be  adeemed  by  a  gift,  although  not  made  on 
marriage  or  any  other  special  occasion  with  reference  to  the  donee.  Leighton 
V.  Leighton  (Eq.  C).  X,  774. 

24. By  marriage  settlement  an  estate  was  limited  to  trustees  for  a  term 

of  years  to  raise  a  sum  of  £12,000  for  the  portions  of  younger  children  of  the 
settlor  as  he  should  appoint.  Two  of  the  younger  children,  on  their  mar- 
riages, being  paid  certain  sums,  released  their  shares.  The  settlor,  by  his 
will,  in  1866,  devised  the  estate  to  trustees  for  a  lesser  term  of  years,  and  sub- 
ject thereto  to  his  eldest  son  in  strict  settlement,  the  trusts  of  the  term  being 
to  raise  and  pay,  within  three  months  of  his  death,  to  two  other  younger  chil- 
dren, the  plaintiffs  G.  and  M.,the  sums  of  £4,000  and  £6,000,.the  same*  to  be  ac- 
cepted by  them  in  full  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  their  shares  of  the 
£12,000.  The  testator  also  gave  C.  and  M.  annuities  for  life,  or  until  marriage, 
charged  upon  the  same  estates,  and  other  annuities  charged  upon  another 
estate  which  he  devised  to  his  younger  son  in  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  his 
share  of  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  settlement.  Between  the  dates  of  his  will 
and  his  death,  and  also  before  the  date  of  the  will,  the  settlor  gave  to  C,  and 
M.  sums  of  money,  and  transferred  to  them  certain  stocks.  HM,  that  the  leg- 
acies were  adeemed  pro  tanio  by  the  gifts  of  stock  made  after  the  date  of  the 
will.  lb. 

26. In  order  to  raise  the  presumption  of  an  ademption,  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  show  any  thing  more  than  that  the  testator,  having  given  a  legacy  of 
a  certain  amount,  afterward  in  his  life-time  gave  the  legatee  a  sum  of  money ; 
and  to  rebut  that  presumption  clear  and  satisfactory  evidence  will  be  re- 
quired, lb. 

26.  By  release  of  interesL  Testator,  by  his  will,  after  reciting  that  there 
was  due  to  him  from  his  son  the  sum  of  £1,440  or  thereabouts,  secured  to  him 
by  bills  or  notes,  or  otherwise,  released  his  son  from  payment  of  any  interest 
up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  directed  that  he  should  have  time  for  pay. 
ment  of  the  principal  by  installments.  Some  years  after  he  made  a  codicil 
not  containing  any  reference  to  the  aforesaid  release.  At  the  date  of  the  will 
the  Hon  was  indebted  to  his  father  in  the  sum  of  £1,400,  and  between  the  dates 
of  the  will  and  codicil  that  sum  was  paid  off  and  a  subsequent  advance  of 
£1,291  was  made  to  the  son  by  the  testator,  which  was  owin^  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  Held,  that  the  release  of  interest  was  equivalent  to  a  specific 
legacy  of  the  interest  on  the  debt  due  at  the  date  of  the  will ;  that  the  legacy 
had  been  adeemed,  and  that  the  release  did  not  extend  to  the  interest  on  the 
subsequent  debt  due  at  the  date  of  the  codicil.  Sidney  v.  Sidney  (Eq.  C), 
VII,  681. 

27.  By  settlement.  Where  a  testator,  after  executing  a  will  by  which  he 
gave  his  daughter  a  share  of  the  residue  of  his  estate,  entered  into  a  settle- 
ment on  her  marriage  covenanting  to  pay  a  certain  sum  to  trustees,  during  his 
life  or  within  six  months  after  his  death,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  daughter 
during  her  life,  etc,  ?uld,  that  the  gift  of  a  share  of  the  residue  was  adeemed. 
Stevenson  v.  Maseon  (Bq.  C).  VII,  692. 

28.  Deduction  for  advances.  '  A  testator  gave  to  three  of  his  sons,  Thomas,

John  and  Peter,  legacies  of  £500  each,  and  to  his  daughter  £200,  and  directed 
that  neither  of  his  sons  to  whom  he  should  have  advanced  any  sums  of  money 
in'  his  life-time  should  he  entitled  to  receive  his  said  legacy  of  £500  without 
bringing  such  sums  into  hotchpot.  The  residue  of  his  property  he  divided 
between  his  four  sons,  Charles,  Thomas,  John,  and  Peter,  and  his  daughter. 
The  testator  had  advanced  to  Charles,  at  different  periods  before  the  date  of 
his  will,  £500,  £170,  and  £58,  and  to  Thomas,  after  (he  date  of  his  will,  £500 
and  £380.  Held,  that  the  advances  to  Charles  should  not  be  taken  into  account 
against  him,  but  that  the  £500  to  Thomas  was  a  satisfaction  of  his  legacy, 
and  the  £380,  being  advanced  after  the  date  of  the  will,  must  be  deducted 
from  his  share  of  the  residue.    In  re  Peacock^ »  Estate  (Eq.  C).  Ill,  711. 

29.  InterMt  on.  Devise  of  real  estate  upon  trust  for  sale,  and  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale  to  pay  certain  legacies.  HM,  that  interest  on  the  lega- 
cies was  payable  from  the  period  of  a  year  after  the  testator's  death.  T^irner 
V.  Buck  (Eq.  C),  IX,  816. 

*30.  When  lapses.  Where  a  widow,  having,  under  the  will  of  her  late  hus- 
band, a  general  power  of  appointment  over  a  moiety  of  his  residuary  estate, 
bequeathed  the  residue,  after  payment  of  debts,  of  the  personal  estate  which 
she  had  any  title  to  or  interest  in  to  her  four  brothers  and  sisters  equally,  and 
appointed  an  executor,  and  two  of  the  four  died  in  her  lifetime,  heldf  tbat 
the  shares  given  to  such  two  lapsed,  upon  their  death,  and  the  next  of  Wn  of 
the  husband  were  entitled  to  them.    In  re  Dametf  Trusts  (Eq.  C),  1, 635. 

31. Testator  g^ve,  by  will,  the  residue  of  his  estate  to  trustees  to  pay 

and  transfer  the  same  unto  seven  legatees  named,'  in  equal  shares  as  tenaifts 
in  common,  and  their  respective  executors,  administrators  and  assig^ns,  to 
whom  he  bequeathed  the  same  accordingly  ;  and  he  declared  that  such  shares 
should  be  vested  interests  in  each  legatee  immediately  upon  the  execution 
thereof,  and  that  the  shares  of  the  married  women  should  be  for  their  separate 
use.  HMt  on  demurrer,  that  the  share  of  one  of  the  legatees,  a  married 
woman,  who  died  after  the  date  of  the  will  but  before  the  testator,  did  not 
belong  to  her  husband,  her  legal  personal  representative,  but  that  it  had 
lapsed.    Browne  v.  Hope  (Eq.  C),  III,  772. 

32. Direction  by  oodidl  to  executors  to  invest  £200  and  pay  the  pro- 
ceeds to  testator's  daughter,  a  single  woman,  for  life,  for  her  separate  use, 
and  after  her  death,  the  capital  to  be  for  her  children ;  with  a  proviso  that  if 
the  bequest  should  be  not  "  duly  claimed  "  by  the  daughter  within  three  cal- 
endar months  after  testator's  decease,  the  bequest  should  lapse.  The  legacy 
was  not  claimed  by  the  daughter.  She  alleged  that  she  did  not  hear  of  the 
legacy  or  of  the  testator's  death  till  nearly  two  years  after  he  died  ;  and  it  was 
admitted  by  the  executors  that  no  notice  was  given  to  her  by  them.  Held,  that 
the  legacy  had  become  forfeited,  and  had  lapsed.  PoweU  v.  RauHe  (Eq.  C), 
IX,  781.

1.  Domestic  contract.  A  settlement  on  a  marriage  in  England  between  a 
domiciled  Turkish  subject  aud  an  English  ladj,  on  the  faith  of  his  promise \o 
reside  in  England,  ?ield  to  be  governed  by  English  law.  ColUs8  v.  Hector  (Eq. 
C),  XI,  866.    " 

2.  A  divorce  in  Turkey,  the  effect  of  which  by  Turkish  law  was  to 

annul  the  settlement,  but  which  was  pronounced  without  notice  to  the  wife  or 
the  persons  interested  under  the  settlement,  disregarded.  lb. 

3.  Mortgage  by  deposit  of  title  deeds.  S.  &  Co.,  who  were  merchants  in 
London  and  Shanghai,  applied  to  the  appellants,  who  were  merchants  in 
Prussia,  to  open  a  credit  on  their  behalf  for  £5,000>  and  offered  to  deposit 
with  them  as  a  security  the  title-deeds  of  a  house  at  Shanghai.  The  negotia- 
tion was  commenced  verbally,  when  all  parties  were  in  Prussia,  but  was  con- 
cluded, after  some  correspondence,  by  a  letter  written  by  S.  &  Co.  to  the  appel- 
lants from  London,  inclosing  the  titld-deeds  of  the  house  at  Shanghai.  The 
appellants  accordingly  accepted  bills  drawn  by  S..&  Co.  and  payable  in  Jjon- 
don.  S.  &  Co.  shortly  afterward  became  liquidating  debtors,  a  considerable 
sum  being  then  due  to  the  appellants  on  the  bills.  No  conveyance  or  memo- 
randum of  the  deposit  was  made  at  the  British  Consulate  at  Shanghai,  but  the 
house  remained  registered  in  the  name  of  S.  &  Co.  The  appellants  accord- 
ingly applied  for  an  order  that  the  trustee  in  liquidation  should  convey  the 
house  to  them.  Evidence  was  adduced  that,  according  to  the  law  of  Prussia, 
the  contract  was  binding  personally  on  S.  &  Co.,  but  that,  as  the  necessary  for- 
malities for  perfecting  the  security  at  Shanghai  had  not  been  gone  through, 
the  appellants  had  no  mortgage  or  lien  on  the  house.  Held,  by  Mellibh,  L.  J., 
that  the  contract  must  be  governed  by  English  law,  and  that  the  appellants 
had  a  good  security  on  the  house  by  the  deposit  of  the  deeds.  Held,  by  both 
the  Lords  Justices,  that  whether  the  contract  was  governed  by  English  or 
by  Prussian  law,  the  contract  was  personally  binding  on  S.  &  Co.,  and  could  be 
enforced  against  their  trustee  in  liquidation  ;  and  the  court  made  an  order  to 
sell  the  house  and  pay  the  proceeds  to  the  appellants.  Mc  parte  Holthausen  ; 
In  re  Schetbler  (Chan.  App.),  X,  694. 

4.  Partnership  in  India.  In  the  absence  of  any  law  or  established  custom 
existing  in  India  in  respect  to  partnership  transactions,  the  law  of  England  is 
to  be  resorted  to  for  principles  and  rules  to  guide  the  courts.  At  the  same 
time  the  usages  of  trade  and  habits  of  business  of  the  Indian  community,  so 
far  as  they  may  be  peculiar  or  differ  from  those  in  England,  are  to  be  taken 
into  consideration.    MoUwo  v.  (Jawri  of  Wards  (Priv.  C),  IV,  121. 

6.  Settlement  of  estate.  A  testator  domiciled  in  England  died  possessed  of 
personal  estate,  and  also  of  real  estates  in  Scotland.  His  will  purported  to 
deal  with  the  Scotch  real  estates,  but  was  inoperative  to  pass  them,  and  they 
descended  to  the  Scotch  heir.  A  suit  having  been  instituted  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  testator's  estate  against  the  executors,  one  of  whom  was  the 
Scotch  heir,  he  elected  to  take  the  descended  estates  in  opposition  to  the  will, 
and  gave  up  the  legacy  which  had  been  bequeathed  to  him  by  the  will.  Hdd^ 
first,  that  the  liability  of  the  Scotch  real  estates  to  the  payment  of  debts,  as 
between  the  heir  and  the  pecuniary  legatees,  must  be  determined  by  the  law 
of  Scotland,  and  not  by  the  law  of  the  country  where  the  testator's  estate  was 
being  administered.    HarrUon  v.  Harrison  (Chan.  App.),  V,  674. 
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6. Secondly,  that,  as  the  law  of  Scotland  threw  the  general  debts  pri- 
marily on  the  personal  estate,  and  did  not  permit  them  to  fall,  directly  or  in- 
directly, on  the  real  estate,  until  the  personal  estate  was  exhausted,  there 
could  be  no  marshaling  in  the  English  court  against  the  Scotch  heir  in  favor 
of  the  pecuniary  legatees.  lb. 

7. Thirdly,  that  no  part  of  the  general  coats  of  the  suit  could  be  thrown 

on  the  Scotch  estates,  and  that  the  heir  was  entitled  to  his  costs  out  of  the 
personal  estate,  except  the  «xtra  costs  occasioned  by  his  election.  lb. 

8. SembUf  that  if  the  real  estate  had  been  situltte  in  England,  the  costs 

of  the  suit,  which,  under  the  circumstances,  would  have  been  confined  to  the 
administration  of  the  personal  estate,  ought  not  to  have  been  thrown  on  the 
real  estate.  lb. 

9. A  merchant,  a  native  of  Canada,  who  carried  on  his  business  at  Mon- 
treal, in  1858  retired  from  business,  sold  his  residence  and  also  a  plot  of  ground 
which  he  had  bought  for  a  grave,  and  went  with  his  wife  and  two  children  to 
reside  in  France  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  children.  He  resided  in 
France  till  1868.  In  1867  his  wife  died  there.  Early  in  1868  he  went  with  his 
two  children  to  England,  and  in  March  of  that  year  he  purchased  a  leasehold 
house  at  St.  John's  Wood.  He  furnished  the  house  and  continued  to  live  there 
until*  his  death,  in  May,  1871.  In  1868, 1865  and  1870  he  paid  visits  to  Canada, 
on  bu&iness  principally  relating  to  the  management  of  the  estate  of  his  father, 
a  Canadian,  of  whose  will  he  and  two  of  his  brothers  were  the  executors. 
When  in  Montreal  in  1863,  he  executed  a  will  in  the  French  language,  and  in 
the  form  usual  in  Lower  Canada,  in  which  he  described  himself  as  then  resid< 
ing  at  Montreal.  By  this  will  he  in  effect  (in  the  events  which  happened)  gave 
the  residue  of  his  property  equally  between  his  children  on  their  attaining 
twenty-one.  He  also,  during  this  visit  to  Canada,  obtained  there  a  certificate 
of  domicile.  In  1865  the  testator,  when  he  was  in  Montreal,  executed  a  codicil 
to  his  will,  also  in  the  French  language,  and  in  a  similar  form  to  the  will. 
The  codicil  did  not  affect  the  gift  of  the  residue.  In  1869  the  testator's  daugh- 
ter was  married  in  England  to  an  -Englishman.  A  settlement  was  made  on  her 
marriage  in  the  usual  English  form.  The  trustees  were  Englishmen  resident 
in  England.  By  the  settlement  the  testator  covenanted  with  the  trustees  that 
he  would,  during  his  life,  or  within  six  months  after  his  death,  pay  to  them 
£8,500,  to  be  held  on  trust  for  the  daughter  for  her  life,  for  her  separate  use, 
with  remainder  to  the  issue  of  the  marriage.  In  1869  the  testator  apprenticed 
his  son  to  a  merchant  in  London,  to  whom  he  paid  a  premium  of  £400.  He 
also  agreed  to  purchase  for  the  son  a  share  in  the  same  merchant's  business, 
and  paid  for  this  purpose  £1,100,  and  he  made  some  other  advances  for  the 
son.  When  he  was  in  Canada  in  1870,  he  told  both  his  brothers,  who  resided 
there,  that  he  intended  to  return  there  permanently  in  a  few  months.  He  ex- 
pressed this  same  intention  to  his  son,  but  never  mentioned  it  to  his  daughter. 
The  testator  died  in  England  in  May,  1871.  He  had  only  two  children,  a  son 
and  a  daughter,  both  of  whom  had  attained  twenty-one  before  his  death. 
When  he  died,  no  part  of  the  £8,500  had  been  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the 
daughter's  settlement.  The  testator  left  no  real  estate  in  England,  Canada  or 
elsewhere.  His  personal  estate  comprised  Canadian  and  various  foreign  secu- 
rities. There  was  some  evidence  to  show  that  the  loss  of  his  Canadian  domi- 
cile would  have  disqualified  the  testator,  according  to  the  law  of  Canada,  from 
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acting  there  as  his  father's  exeoator.    HeUd,  that  the  testator's  domicile  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  English.     Stevenson  v.  MoMon  (Eq.  C),  VII,  692. 

10.  Foreign  oontraot  The  rights  of  members  of  a  railroad  company  cre- 
ated by  the  firman  of  the  Tarkish  Sultan,  for  the  purpose  of  building  and 
operating  a  railroad  in  the  Turkish  dominions,  as  between  themselves,  are  to 
be  determined  bj  the  Turkish  law.    Pickering  v.  JStepheneon  (Eq.  C),  III,  754. 

11. To  construe  such  a  contract,  the  courts  should  first  obtain  a  trans- 
lation thereof,  and  an  explanation  of  any  terms  of  art  it  may  contain,  and  evi- 
dence of  any  law  or  pectliar  rules  of  construction  of  that  country  applicable 
thereto,  and  then  apply  to  it  the  ordinary  rules  of  construction.  lb. 

12.  A  bill  of  lading  made  in  France,  which  stipulates  for  a  lump  sum 

as  freight,  is  to  be  governed  in  its  construction  and  efiect  by  the  law  of  France. 
Blanehet  v.  PaioeU'e  UantvaU  CoUieriee  C^.  (Exch.),  VIII,  510. 

13.  To  be  performed  in  foreign  country.  The  contract,  which  a  party 
transferring  for  value  the  property  in  a  bill  of  exchange  makes  with  the 
transferee  is,  that  he  warrants  that  the  bill  sliall  be  accepted  by  the  drawee, 
and  having  been  accepted,  shall,  on  being  presented  at  the  time  it  becomes 
due,  be  paid ;  that  is,  he  engages  as  surety  for  the  due  performance  by  the 
acceptor  of  the  obligations  which  the  latter  takes  upon  himself  by  the  ac^pt- 
ance.  The  liability  of  the  transferor,  therefore,  is  to  be  measured  by  that 
of  the  acceptor,  whose  surety  he  Is ;  and  as  the  obligations  of  the  acceptor  are 
to  be  determined  by  the  lex  loci  of  performance,  so  also  must  be  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  surety.    Bouquette  v.  Overmann  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  880. 

14. A  bill  of  exchange  was  drawn  and  indorsed  by  the  defendants  in 

England  upon  French  subjects  resident  in  Paris,  and  was  accepted  by  them 
in  Paris.  The  bill  on  the  face  of  it  was  payable  on  the  5th  of  October,  1870. 
Before  that  date  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  in  oonsequence  of  the  war  with 
Germany,  enlarged  the  time  for  the  payment  and  protesting  of  current  bills 
of  exchange  for  one  month  ;  and  the  time  was  afterward  enlarged  from  time  to 
time  by  the  government  of  France  for  the  time  being.  By  these  enlarge- 
ments of  time  the  defendants'  bill  did  not  become  payable  till  the  5th  of 
September,  1871.  On  that  day  the  bill  was  presented  to  the  acceptors  and 
payment  refused  ;  and  it  was  duly  protested,  and  due  notice  of  dishonor,  etc, 
given  to  all  the  parties.  Held,  that  the  defendants  were  liable  on  the  bill  at 
the  suit  of  their  indorsee  for  value.  lb. 

16.  Foreign  attachment.  A  trader  in  London,  being  in  difficulties,  sent 
round  a  letter  to  his  creditors,  asking  for  indulgence ;  thereupon  certain  credi- 
tors  in  New  York  commenced  actiorid  in  the  New  York  courts  in  respect  of 
bills  accepted,  made  payable,  and  dishonored  in  London,  to  attach  the  debts 
due  to  A.  from  various  New  York  firms.  A.  immediately  filed  a  petition  for 
liquidation,  a  receiver  was  appointed,  and  application  made  for  an  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  actions  in  the  New  York  courts.  Mdd^  that  the  court 
would  not  grant  an  injunction  against  the  foreign  creditors  suing  abroad. 
Matter  of  Chapman  (Eq.  C),  V,  724. 

16.  Foreign  prooedmre.  To  an  action  against  a  single  defendant,  for  a  breach 
of  an  agreement  to  build  a  vessel,  entered  into  between  the  plaintiffs  and  C.  & 
Co.,  the  defendant  pleaded  that  there  was  a  trading  partnership  or  firm  domi- 
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ciled  and  canying  on  bnaineBS  in  Scotland  hj  the  name  of  C.  &  Co.,  and  that 
the  agreement  was  an  agreement  made  in  Scotland  by  the  plaintiffs  with  the 
firm,  and  was  to  be  performed  wholly  in  Scotland  without  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  English  courts  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Scotch  courts ;  and 
by  the  law  of  Scotland  the  firm  was  and  is  a  distinct  person  from  any  or  the 
whole  of  the  individual  members  of  whom  it  consists  and  of  whom  the 
defendant  is  one ;  and  the  firm,  h^  the  law  of  Scotland,  is  capable  of  main- 
taining the  relation  of  debtor  and  creditor  separate  and  distinct  from  the 
obligations  of  the  partners  as  individuals,  and  can  hold  property,  and  has  the 
capacity  of  suing  and  being  sued  as  such  separate  person  by  the  name  of  C.  & 
Co. ;  that  the  agreement  was  made  by  the  firm  as  such  separate  person  and 
not  jointly  and  severally  by  the  individual  members  thereof ;  that  at  the  date 
of  the  agreement  the  firm  consisted  of  certain  individual  memj>ers,  who  are 
all  domiciled  in  Scotland  ;  and  that  by  the  law  of  Scotland  the  defendant  was, 
as  a  partner  of  C.  &  Co.  in  the  making  of  the  agreement,  liable  to  the  plaintiffs 
for  the  satis/action  of  any  judgment  which  might  be  obtained  against  the 
firm  or  the  whole  of  the  individual  partners  jointly  for  any  breaches  of  the 
agreement,  and  it  is  a  condition  precedent  to  any  individual  liability  attaching 
to  the  defendant  as  an  individual  member  of  the  firm  in  respect  of  the  agree- 
ment, that  the  firm,  as  such  person,  or  the  whole  individual  partners  jointly, 
should  first  have  been  sued  and  that  judgment  should  have  been  recovered 
against  the  firm,  or  the  whole  of  the  partners  jointly,  and  that  the  plaintiffs 
have  not  sued  the  firm  of  C.  &  Co.,  nor  the  whole  of  the  partners  jointly,  nor 
recovered  judgment  against  it  or  them.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that  the  matters 
stated  in  the  plea  were  matters  of  procedure,  and  ^hatthe  plea,  was,  therefore, 
bad.    Bullock  v.  Caird  (Q.  B.)/  XU,  806. 

17.  An  English  joint-stock  company,  possessed  of  a  pier  at  M.,in  Spain, 

instituted  a  cause  of  damage  against  an  English  steamship,  which,  it  was  al- 
leged, had,  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  those  in  charge  of  her,  come  into 
collision  with  and  damaged  the  pier.  The  owners  of  the  steamship  filed  an 
answer,  and  therein  alleged  inter  cUia  that  the  pier  formed  part  of  the  land  of 
Spain,  and  that  by  the  law  of  Spain  the  master  and  mariners  were  alone  an- 
swerable for  the  damage  caused  by  the  negligent  navigation  of  the  ship.  On 
motfon  to  reject  this  portion  of  the  answer,  held,  that  the  law  of  Spain  was  not 
applicable  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  that  so  much  of  the  answer 
as  pleaded  that  law  must  be  struck  out.     The  Mbxham  (Prob.  Div.),  XV,  299.

LIBEL. 

1.  Disparaging  quality  of  goods.  The  defendants  falsely  and  without  law- 
ful occasion  published  a  statement  disparaging  the  quality  of  the  plaintiff's 
goods,  and  special  damage  resulted  from  the  publication.  Held^  actionable. 
Wegtem  CourUiee  Manure  Co,  v.  La/wee  Chemical  Manure  Co.  (Exch.),  X,  891. 

2. Declaration,  that  the  plaintiffs  were  manufacturers  of   bags,  and 

manufactured  a  bag  which  they  called  the  *'  Bag  of  Bags,"  and  the  defendant 
printed  and  published,  concerning  the  plaintiffs  in  their  business,  the  words 
following:    '*  As  we  have  not  seen  the  Bag  of  Bags,  we  cannot  say  that  it  is 
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useful,  or  that  it  is  portable,  or  that  it  is  elegant.  All  these  it  may  be,  bat  the 
only  point  we  can  deal  with  is  the  title,  which  we  think  very  silly,  very  slangy, 
and  very  vulgar ;  and  which  has  been  forced  upon  the  notice  of  the  public  ad 
nauseam.  HM,  on  demurrer,  by  Melix>r  and  Hannbn,  J  J.,  that  the  court 
could  not  say  whether  the  words  did  not  convey  an  imputation  on  the  plaintiff's 
conduct  in  their  business,  and  whether  the  language  went  beyond  the  limits  of 
fair  criticism;  but  those  were  questions  /or  the  jury.  By  Lush,  J.,  that  the 
words  could  not  be  deemed  libelous,  either  upon  the  plaintiffs  or  upon  their 
mode  of  conducting  their  business.    Jenner  v.  A* Beckett  (Q.  B.),  I,  9. 

3.  Publlcatioii  that  plaintiff  is  bankrupt.  In  a  periodical  publication  circu- 
lating among  booksellers  and  stationers,  the  proprietor,  by  a  mistake  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  London  Gazette  announcements,  inserted  the  names  of  the 
plaintiff's  firm  (who  were  stationers)  under  the  head"  First  Meetings  under  the 
Bankruptcy  Act,"  instead  of  under  "  Dissolutions  of  Partnership."  In  a  count 
for  libel,  the  innuendo  was, "  meaning  thereby  that  the  plaintiff  had  been 
bankrupt  or  had  taken  proceedings  in  liquidation  or  for  composition."  The 
jury  having  found  the  publication  libelous,  and  having  assessed  the  damages 
at  £50,  the  court  refused  to  arrest  the  judgment  or  to  interfere  with  the 
finding.    Shephedrd  v.  WhUtaker  (Com.  PI.),  XIV,  395. 

4.  What  not  defamatory.  Declaration  for  a  libel  published  in  a  Walsall 
newspaper:  **  Walsall  Science  and  Art  Institute.  The  public  are  informed 
that  Mr.  M.'s"  (the  plaintitfa)  *' connection  with  the  institute  has  ceased,  and 
that  he  is  not  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  on  its  behalf."  Signed  by 
the  defendants  as  officers  of  the  institute.  Innuendo,  that  the  plaintiff  falsely 
pretended  to  be  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  on  behalf  of  the  institute. 
At  the  trial  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiff  was  a  certificated  art  master,  and  had 
been  master  at  the  institute.  His  engagement  with  the  defendants  ceased  in 
June,  1874,  and  he  got  up  and  became  master  of  anothev  school,  which  was 
called  "  The  Walsall  Government  School  of  Art,"  and  was  opened  in  August. 
In  September  the  advertisement  complained  of  appeared.  The  learned  judge 
directed  a  nonsuit.  Heldy  that  the  nonsuit  was  right,  for  that  the  adyertise- 
ment  was  not  capable  of  a  defamatory  meaning.  Mulligan  v.  Cole  (Q.  B.), 
XIV,  853. 

6.  Privileged,  what  ia.  The  fair  and  honest  discussion  of  on  comments 
upon  a  matter  of  public  interest  is  in  point  of  law  privileged,  and  is  not  the 
subject  of  an  action,  unless  the  plaintiff  can  establish  malice.  Henwood  v. 
Barrison  (Com.  PI.),  III.  898. 

6. The  plaintiff,  a  naval  architect,  in  1867  subinitted  to  the  Admiralty 

proposals  for  the  converaion  of  the  old  wooden  line  of  battle  ships  of  the  navy 
into  iron  clad  turret  ships.  His  proposals  were  considered  by  the  Admiralty, 
and  rejected.  In  September,  1870,  the  iron  clad  turret  ship  Captain  whilst  oo 
a  cruise  capsized  and  sunk  with  all  hands.  This  disaster  caused  great  excite 
ment  and  anxiety  in  the  public  mind ;  and  with  a  view  to  explain  the  circum- 
stances under  which  the  Captain  had  been  sent  to  sea,  as  well  as  the  general 
course  pursued  by  the  board  with  reference  to  placing  the  navy  in  a  proper 
condition  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  modern  naval  warfare,  a  minute  was  pre* 
pared  by  the  first  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  for  presentation  to  Parliament  during 
the  approaching  session.    This  minute  referred  to  and  criticised  the  plans  of

oonyersion  proposed  hj  the  plaintiff;  and  in  a  note  was  inserted  a  letter  apon 
the  subject  addressed  to  the  board  in  September,  1867,  by  Sir  Spencer  Robin- 
son, then  controller  of  the  navj,  which  letter  contained  this  passage  :  — 
"  These  plans  would  have  no  weight,  whatever,  from  the  known  antecedents 
of  their  author,  but  they  derived  weight*  from  the  approval  of  Mr.  Watts,  the 
late  chief  constructor  of  the  navy,"  and  concluded  by  recommending  their 
rejection.  The  minute  was,  by  order  of  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  printed 
by  the  defendant,  the  Queen's  printer;  and  copies  of  it  were  publicly  sold  by 
him  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament.  •  At  the  trial  of  an  action  for  this  alleged 
libel,  the  judge,  assuming  the  letter  to  be  prima  facie  libelous,  and  it  being 
conceded  that  the  publication  was  without  malice,  nonsuited  the  plaintiff,  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  a  fair  criticism  upon  a  matter  of  public  and  national  im- 
portance, and  therefore  privileged.  Held,  by  Willes,  BYLBS,and  Brbtt,  J  J., 
that  the  nonsuit  was  right.  Held,  by  GROi|jp,  J.,  that  the  publication  was  not 
privileged  as  being  of  public  and  national  importance  or  interest,  within  the 
limits  marked  by  previous  decisions ;  and  that  it  was  not  in  the  nature  of  a 
fair  criticism  of  matter  before  the  public,  or,  at  all  events,  that  it  was  not  so 
clearly  within  the  limits  of  such  privilege  as  to  be  removed  from  the  consider- 
ation of  a  jury.  lb. 

7.  The  conduct  of  persons  at  a  public  meeting  held  for  the  purpose  of 

promoting  the  election  of  a  candidate  for  a  seat  in  Parliament,  may  be  made 
the  subject  of  fair  and  bona  fide  discussion  by  a  writer  in  a  public  newspaper, 
and  unfavorable  comments  made  upon  such  conduct  in  the  course  of  such  dis- 
cussion are  privileged.    Dafds  v.  Dwncan  (Com.  PI.),  X,  228. 

8.  F.  and  B.  were  candidates  at  a  parliamentary  election.  The  defend- 
ants were  agents  of  B.,  and  on  the  day  of  the  election,  whilst  the  poll  was 
proceeding,  one  of  them  wrote  to  the  agent  of  F.,  stating  that  bribery  on  F.'s 
behalf  was  going  on.  B.  was  returned,  and  on  the  next  day  the  plaintiff's 
name  was  mentioned  by  the  same  defendant  to  F.'s  agent  as  that  of  a  briber. 
A  discussion  upon  the  imputation  ensued,  which  resulted  in  the  defendants 
transmitting  to  F.'s  agent  on  the  day  following  a  document  signed  by  both  of 
them,  "certifying''  that  the  plaintiff  had  been  personally  guilty  of  bribery. 
In  an  action  of  defamation  brought  upon  this  document,  held^  that  the  occasion 
was  not  privileged.    Dickeson  v.  HiUiard  (Ezch.),  VIII,  528. 

9.  — '—  QuiBre^  whether  it  would  have  been  privileged  if  a  petition  against 
the  return  of  B.  had  been  presented  or  contemplated,  the  twenty-one  days 
during  which  such  a  petition  might  have  been  presented  not  having 
elapsed.  lb 

10.  Bishop's  charge.  The  charge  of  a  bishop  to  his  clergy  in  convocation 
IS,  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  term,  a  priyileged  communication,  on  the  well- 
known  principle  that  a  communication  made  bona  fide  upon  any  subject-matter 
in  which  the  party  has  an  interest,  or  in  reference  to  which  he  has,  or  honestly 
believes  he  has,  a  duty,  is  privileged,  if  made  to  a  person  having  a  correspond- 
ing interest  or  duty,  although  it  contains  criminatory  matter  which,  without 
that  privilege,  would  be  defamatory  and  actionable  ;  provided  that  the  occa- 
sion on  which  the  communication  is  made  rebuts  the  prima  facie  inference  of 
malice,  in  fact,  arising  from  a  statement  prejudicial  to  the  character  of  the 
plaintiff;  and  the  onm  is  upon  him  to  prove  that  there  was  actual  malice,  that 
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the  defendant  was  actuated  by  motives  of  personal  spite  or  illwill,  independ- 
ent of  the  occasion  on  which  the  communication  was  made.  So  held,  where 
the  bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  in  a  charge  to  his  clergy  in  convocation,  com- 
mented on  a  speech  made  by  a  barrister  in  his  character  of  an  advocate  in- 
structed  to  oppose  a  bill  before  the  House  of  Keys,  promoted  by  the  govern- 
ment, vesting  additional  ecclesiastical  patronage  in  the  bishop,  in  which  he 
impugned  the  conduct  of  the  bishop,  and  attributed  to  him  motives  and  con- 
duct unworthy  of  his  character  and  position.  LaugJUon  v.  Bishop  of  Sodor 
and  Man  (Priv.  C),  IV,  163. 

11.: Seld^  also,  that  the  charges  against  him  having  been  made  public 

through  the  press,  the  circumstances  of  the  case  warranted  the  bishop  in 
sending  such  charge  to  a  newspaper  for  publication,  and  that  such   course 
being  in  self-defense,  rebutted  any  presumption  of  malice  on  the  part  of  the 
bishop.  lb.  ^ 

12.  Telegram.  The  transmission  unnecessarily  by  a  post-office  telegram  of 
libelous  matter,  which  would  have  been  privileged  if  sent  in  a  sealed  letter, 
avoids  the  privilege.     WiUiamso7t  v.  Frser  (CJom.  PI.),  X,  236. 

13.  Testimony.  No  action  will  lie  against  a  witness  for  what  he  says  or 
writes  when  giving  evidence  before  a  court  of'  justice.  This  rule  is  founded 
on  principles  of  public  policy.  The  same  principle  applies  where  a  military 
man  is  bound  to  appear  and  give  evidence  before  a  military  court  of  inquiry. 
DawkiM  V.  BoJuby  (H.  of  L.),  XIV,  137 ;  affirming  S.  C,  V,  313. 

14. Where,  therefore,  a  general  in  the  army  was  called  before  a  court 

of  inquiry,  assembled  under  the  order  of  the  General  Commanding-in-Chief, 
to  inquire  into  the  conduct  of  a  particular  officer,  made  statements  in  evidence, 
and,  after  the  close  of  his  evidence,  handed  in  a  written  paper  (not  called  for 
by  the  court,  but  having  reference  to  the  subject  of  the  inquiry)  as  to  the  con- 
duct of  that  officer,  and  an  action  was  brought  in  respect  of  those  statements, 
which  were  alleged  to  be  untrue  and  to  be  malicious  ;  Juld^  that  evidence  of 
their  falsehood  and  malice  was  immaterial  and  irrelevant,  and  that  being 
statements  made  by  a  military  man  in  the  course  of  a  military  inquiry,  in 
relation  to  the  conduct  of  a  military  officer,  and  with  reference  to  the  subject 
of  that  inquiry,  they  were  privileged.  lb. 

16. A  military  court  of  inquiry  may  not  be  strictly  a  judicial  tribunal, 

but  where  such  court  has  been  assembled  under  the  orders  of  the  General 
Commanding  in-Chief,  in  conformity  with  the  Queen's  Regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  army,  a  witness  who  gives  evidence  thereat  stands  in  the 
same  situation  as  a  witness  giving  evidence  before  a  judicial  tribunal.  lb. 

16. In  an  action  brought  in  Her  Majesty's  Supreme  Court  for  China 

and  Japan,  for  false  representations  made  by  the  defendant,  occupying  an  offi- 
cial post  in  the  service  of  the  Emperor  of  China,  to  the  tsung-ll-yamen,  the 
head  of  the  Foreign  Board  at  Peking,  respecting  the  conduct  of  the  plaintiff  as 
a  professor  in  the  college  established  there,  which  led  to  his  dismissal  by  that 
board,  the  alleged  misrepresentations  being,  that  the  plaintiff  had  asked  to  be 
relieved  from  his  duties,  and  declined  to  perform  them,  and  that  he  had  ab- 
sented himself  from  Peking  at  a  time  when  his  active  services  might  be  re- 
quired at  the  college,  the  defendant,  in  reply,  denied  that  he  had  made  any 
false  representations,  and  asserted  that  such  representations  as  he  had  made 
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were  contained  in  a  report  made  hj  him  in  the  ooune  of  his  datj  as  an  officer 
of  the  Chinese  government.  MM,  that  it  was  error  for  the  judge  to  instract 
the  jarj  that,  whether  the  defendant  had  made  false  representations,  and  the 
Chinese  government  liad  dismissed  the  plaintifif  in  consequence,  was  a  thing 
specially  for  the  jury  to  consider,  and  whether  the  representations  were  war- 
ranted hy  facts ;  but  that  he  ought  to  have  instructed  them  that  the  represen- 
tations complained  of  were  privileged  communications,  and  ought  to  have  ex- 
plained to  the  jury  the  relation  and  position  of  the  parties,  and  have  told  them 
that  the  action  would  not  lie  if  the  statements  were  made  honestly  and  in  a 
belief  of  their  truth,  without  proof  of  express  malice,  whether  or  not  they 
were  warranted  in  fact,  and  that  the  burden  was  on  the  plaintiff  to  prove  that 
they  were  not  so  made.    Mart  v.  Gumpach  (Priv.  C),  IV,  188. 

17.  Jnrisdiotion.  Her  Majesty's  Supreme  Court  for  China  and  Japan,  estab- 
lished by  order  in  council  of  the  9th  of  March,  1865,  under  the  trea^  of  Tient- 
sin,, having  cognizance  of  all  questions  in  regard  to  rights,  whether  of  prop- 
erty or  persons,  arising  between  British  subjects  *' resident  in  or  resorting  to 
the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  China,"  has  jurisdiction  to  try  such  action 
for  alleged  false  representations.  lb. 

18.  PlMidings.  SenMe,  where  the  rules  of  pleading  in  a  court  in  a  foreign 
country,  having  jurisdiction  over  British  subjects,  are  by  petition  and  answer, 
the  several  paragraphs  of  the  answer  can  be  read  together,  and  not,  as  in 
English  pleadings,  treated  as  separate  pleas.  lb. 

19.  Most  be  proved  as  laid.  In  an  action  of  libel  the  defamatory  words 
set  out  in  the  declaration  must  be  proved  as  laid,  and  it  is  a  fatal  variance  if 
the  words  as  alleged  are  materially  qualified  by  evidence  of  words  not  con- 
tained in  the  declaration,  although  such  words,  as  qualified,  are  still  libelous. 
Bainy  v.  Brano  (Priv.  C),  III,  194. 

20. The  defendant,  after  the  publication  of  a  libel  and  before  the  action 

was  brought,  destroyed  the  letter  containing  the  libelous  words.    JSM,  that, 

as  the  defamatory  writing  was  not  in  existence,  secondary  evidence  of  the 

contents  of  the  letter,  by  witnesses  who  heard  it  read,  was  admissible ;  but  that 

the  actual  words  used,  as  laid  in  the  declaration,  must  be  proved,  and  not  the 

substance  or  impression  the  witnesses  received  of  the  words,  as  otherwise  the 

witnesses,  and  not  the  court  or  jury,  would  be  made  the  judges  of  what  was  a 

Ubel.  lb.

Notloe  of  revooatloiL  A  licensee  of  an  easement  upon  the  lands  of  another 
is  entitled  to  notice  of  revocation  of  the  license,  and  to  a  reasonable  time  after- 
ward to  remove  his  goods.

1.  On  gratnitoiis  bailment.  Bankers  who,  according  to  the  usual  custom  in 
London  between  bankers  and  stockbrokers,  made,  upon  the  security  of  share 
certificates  and  other  property  deposited  with  them,  advances  to  a  stockbroker 
for  specific  purposes,  were  held  not  to  have  a  general  lieu  on  boxes  and  their 
contents  depoeited  with  them  for  convenience  and  safe  custody  by  the  same

stockbroker,  he  keeping  the  kejs  of,  and  having  constant  access  to,  the  boxes, 
and  the  bankers  —  mere  gratuitous  bailees  —  not  knowing,  till  after  he  had, 
by  inquisition,  been  found  lunatic,  the  contents  of  them;  but  tliat  the  commit- 
tees of  the  lunatic  were  entitled  to  have  the  boxes  and  their  contents  deliv- 
^ered  up  to  them,  notwithstanding  that  the  bankers  had  obtained  a  judgment 
in  an  action  for  the  payment  of  the  balance  due  to  them  on  the  lunatic's  bank- 
ing account,  and  also  certain  charging  and  garnishee  orders.

2.  On  cargo  by  bill  drawn  against  it  One  to  whom  a  bill  drawn  against  a 
cargo  consigned  to  the  drawees  is  assigned,  does  not  thereby  acquire  any  lien 
upon  Ruch  cargo.

3.  On  ship  for  pnrohase-money.  A  contract  for  the  building  of  a  ship  pro- 
vided that  the  purchase-money  was  to  be  paid  by  installments,  partly  in  cash 
and  partly  by  means  of  bills  of  exchange,  to  be  paid  and  given  at  specified 
stages  of  the  progress  of  the  construction,  the  balance  being  paid  on  comple- 
tion by  a  bill.  The  ship  was  from  the  time  of  paying  or  giving  the  first  in- 
stallment to  be  the  absolute  property  of  the  purchaser  to  the  extent  of  his 
advances,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  builder's  lien  for  any  unpaid  install- 
ments. Any  bills  given  during  construction  were  to  be  retired  by  the  pur- 
chaser  at  completion  and  transfer.*  AlS  the  construction  of  the  ship  went  on, 
the  vendor  drew  bills  upon  the  purchaser,  which  he  accepted,  for  the  install- 
ments of  purchase-money.  After  these  bills  had  been  negotiated,  but  before 
any  of  them  became  due,  the  purchaser  took  proceedings  for  liquidation, 
including  his  liability  on  the  bills  among  his  debts,  and  his  creditors  passed  a 
resolution  to  accept  a  composition.  The  bill-holders  refused  to  accept  the 
amount  of  composition  when  tendered.  The  purchaser,  shortly  after  the  reso- 
lution, gave  notice  to  the  vendor  to  rescind  the  contract.  Not  long  after  this 
the  vendor  became  bankrupt,  and  the  ship  was  completed  by  his  trustee.  The 
bill-holders  having  claimed  a  lien  on  the  ship,  KM^  that  the  bill-holders  had 
no  lien  on  the  ship.  Ex  parte  Lambton ;  In  re  Lindsay  (Chan.  App.),  XII, 
782. 

4.  On  seourities  for  bills  drawn.  R.  &  Co.,  of  Brazil,  in  the  course  of  ex- 
change operations  with  A.,  pf  Manchester,  drew  bills  on  him  for  £2,000,  which 
they  sold  to  the  plaintiff,  and  about  the  same  date  transmitted  to  A.  accept- 
ances of  another  house  for  £1,900,  to  cover  the  bills  drawn.  Before  the  cover- 
ing remittances  reached  England,  R.  &  Co.  stopped  payment  and  presented  a 
petition  for  liquidation.  A.,  being  also  in  difficulties,  refused  to  accept  the  bills 
drawn  on  him,  and  also  became  a  liquidating  debtor.  The  plaintiff,  as  holder 
of  the  dishonored  bills,  filed  a  bill  against  the  trustees  of  the  estates  of  R.  & 
Co.  and  A.,  praying  that  the  remittances  might  be  applied  in  payment  of  the 
bills.  Heldt  that  the  plaintiff  had  no  equity  to  support  the  bill.  VaugJuin  v. 
HalUday  (Chan.  App.),  X,  590. 

6. The  doctrine  of  Ex  parte  Waring  does  not  apply  to  a  case,  where  the 

bills  drawn  by  one  of  the  insolvent  firms  on  the  other  have  not  been  accepted, 
nor  in  any  other  case  in  which  the  holder  of  the  bills  has  no  right  of  double 
proof  against  the  two  firms.  lb.

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LIFE  ESTATE  — /8^ Tenant  for  Life;  Will. 

LIGHT. 

1.  Right,  l&ow  acquired.  The  right  to  light  may  be  acquired  either  by  twenty 
years'  user  or  occupation  under  the  prescription  act,  or  by  the  disposition  of 
the  owner  of  two  tenements.  If  a  man  owns  a  house,  and  also  other  property 
adjoining  it,  and  either  conveys  the  house  in  fee  or  demises  it  for  a  term  of 
years,  he  thereby  gives  to  his  grantee  or  lessee  a  right  to  light  unobstructed 
by  any  thing  to  be  erected  on  any  land  that  at  the  time  belonged  to  him.  In 
whichever  mode  the  right  is  acquired  its  extent  is  the  same.  Leech  v.  8chwe- 
der  (Chan.  App.),  IX,  550. 

2.  Oonfltmotion  of  grant.  A  lessor  granted  a  lease  for  twenty-one  years  of 
a  house  with  its  appurtenances,  amongst  which  lights  were  specified.  At 
the  time  of  the  grant  he  held  an  adjoining  hoase  for  a  term  of  years.  He 
subsequently  acquired  the  reversion  expectant  on  the  term  in  the  adjoining 
house ;  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  he  proceeded  to  build  on  the  site 
of  the  adjoining  house  in  a  manner  which  might  interfere  with  the  lights  of 
the  demised  house,  those  lights  not  being  ancient  lights.  Held,  that  the  lessor 
was  not,  by  his  grant,  prevented  from  so  building.  Booth  v.  Alcock  (Chan. 
App.),  VI,  565. 

3.  Damage  for  obatraotion.  It  is  not  to  be  laid  down  as  a  general  rule 
that,  where  a  building  injuriously  affecting  ancient  lights  has  been  completed 
before  the  bill  is  filed,  the  court  is  unable  to  gi^e  damages  unless  the  injury 
is  such  as  would  justify  a  mandatory  injunction.  OUy  of 'London  Bretoery 
Co,  V.  Tennant  (Chan.  App.).  VIII,  827. 

^ The  fact  that  the  height  of  a  building  above  an  ancient  light  is  not 

greater  than  its  distance  is  not  conclusive  evidence  that  the  light  is  not  inju- 
riously affected,  but  is  prima  fade  evidence  of  there  being  no  such  interference 
with  the  light  as  the  court  will  restrain,  and  requires  to  be  rebutted  by  special 
evidence  of  injury.  lb. 

6.  ^i^Joixdng  obstraotion.  The  Bristol  Improvement  Act,  1840,  enacts  that 
no  opening  shall  be  made  in  any  party  wall  except  for  communication  from 
one  building  to  another.  The  plaintiff  had  a  house,  one  wall  of  which  was  to 
the  height  of  the  first  story  a  party  wall  between  the  plaintiff's  house  and 
a  building  belonging  to  the  defendants,  but  above  that  height  had  ancient 
windows  opening  to  the  external  air.  The  plaintiff  pulled  down  his  house, 
and  proposed  to  rebuild  it  with  windows  in  the  same  position  as  before. 
Before  doing  this,  he  gave  notice  to  the  defendants,  under  the  act,  that  the 
wall,  which  he  described  as  a  party  wall,  was  out  of  repair,  and  a  certificate  of 
two  surveyors  was  given  directing  the  party  wall  to  be  rebuilt  at  the  joint  . 
expense  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendants.  The  defendants  afterward  proceeded 
to  erect  a  building  which  would  obstruct  the  light  coming  to  the  ancient  win- 
dows of  the  plaintiff.  BM,  that  the  wall  above  the  defendants'  building  was 
not  a  party  wall,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  precluded  from  making  win- 
dows in  it ;  and  an  injunction  was  granted,  restraining  the  defendants  from 
obstructing  his  ancient  lights.     WexUm  v.  AmM  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  572. 

6. The  plaintiff  obtained  an  ex  parte  injunction  upon  the  filing  of  the 

bill ;  but  no  mention  was  made  in  the  bill,  or  in  the  affidavit  in  support  of 
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the  motiou,  of  the  notice  to  ^uU  down  the  wall,  or  the  certificate  of  the  Bur- 
▼ejore.  Meld,  that,  inasmuch  as  these  facts  were  only  important  as  raising  a 
point  of  law,  hased  on  an  unreasonable  construction  of  the  act,  they  were  not 
material  facts,  and  the  plaintiJS*  was  justified  in  omitting  them.  lb.

LIMITATIONS,  STATUTE  OF. 

1.  Ckmitmction  of  statute.  By  s.  75  of  the  Metropolis  Local  Management 
Amendment  Act,  1862,  the  erection,  without  the  consent  of  the  Metropolitan 
Board  of  Works,  of  any  building,  etc.,  in  any  street,  etc.,  beyond  the  general 
line  of  buildings  is  prohibited,  and  it  is  enacted,  that  for  any  infringement  of 
that  provifiion  the  vestry  or  board  may  summon  the  offender  before  a  justice, 
who  may  order  the  demolition  of  the  building  and  make  an  order  for  costs ; 
and  that,  on  default  by  the  owner,  the  vestry  or  board  may  enter  and  demolish 
it.  And  s.  107  enacts,  that  "  no  person  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  any 
penalty  or  forfeiture  under  the  recited  acts,  or  that  act,  for  any  offense  made 
cognizable  before  a  justice,  unless  the  complaint  respecting  such  offense  has 
been  made  before  such  justice  within  six  months  next  after  the  commission  or 
discovery  of  such  offense."  Held,  IhAt  this  limitation  clause  applies  only  to 
the  case  of  pecuniary  penalties  or  forfeitures,  and  not  to  offenses  under  s.  75. 
Vestry  of  Bermondeey  v.  Johnson  (Com.  PL),  VI,  205. 

2.  As  applied  in  equity.  Where  there  is  a  remedy  at  law,  and  a  corre- 
spondent remedy  in  equity,  supplementing  that  of*  the  common  law,  and  the 
legal  remedy  is  subject,  by  'statute,  to  a  limit  in  point  of  time,  a  court  of  equity, 
in  affording  the  correspondent  remedy,  will  act  by  analogy  to  the  statute,  and 
impose  on  the  remedy  it  affords  the  same  limit  as  to  time.  Knox  v.  G^fe  (H.  of 
L.),  IV,  44. 

3. Where,  therefore,  in  the  matter  of  enforcement  of  a  legal  right,  the 

court  of  common  law  would,  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions, refuse  the  enforcement  after  the  lapse  of  six  years  from  the  accruing  of 
the  right  of  action,  a  court  of  equity  will,  where  its  power  to  grant  reHef  is 
asked  for  under  similar  circumstances,  adopt  the  principle  of  the  statute,  and 
decline'to  grant  such  relief.  lb. 

^  In  oases  of  fraud.  The  plaintiff,  by  his  bill,  stated  to  the  following  efibct : 
That  an  estate  being  limited  to  the  plaintiff's  father  for  life,  remainder  to  his 
first  and  other  sons  successively  in  tail,  the  father  in  1707  intermarried  with  a 
woman  who  had  been  his  mistress,  and  had  just  borne  him  a  son  ;  that  after 
the  marriage  the  parents  agreed  to  pass  off  the  son  as  legitimate,  and  he  was 
always  recognized  as  such ;  that  the  plaintiff,  who  was  bom  ten  years  after- 
ward, was  the  eldest,  but  was  brought  up  in  the  belief  that  he  was  the 
second  legitimate  son ;  that  when  the  illegitimate  son  came  of  age  he  was  in- 
formed by  the  father  that  he  was  illegitimate,  and  with  that  knowledge  joined 
the  father  in  suffering  a  recovery  to  bar  the  entail ;  that  on  the  marriage  of 
the  illegitimate  son  in  1828,  he  and  the  father  made  an  ante-nuptial  settlement 
of  the  estates,  which  was  negotiated  by  the  wife's  father,  as  her  agent,  and  on 
her  behalf,  with  full  knowledge  that  the  husband  was  illegitimate ;  that  the 
father  died  in  1832,  upon  which  the  illegitimate  son  entered  into  possession, 
and  remained  so  till  his  death  in  1842,  ever  since  which  time  his  eldest  son 
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had  been  In  poMession- ;  that  the  plaintiff  had  never  until  1866  believed  or 
suspected,  or  had  any  reason  to  believe  or  suspect,  that  his  elder  brother  was 
illegitimate  ;  and  the  bill  prayed  for  a  declaration  that  the  plaintiff  was  en- 
titled to  the  estates,  and  that  the  defendants,  who  claimed  under  the  settle- 
ment of  1828,  might  be  ordered  to  give  up  poasession  to  him.  The  defendants 
demurred.  Held,  that  a  court  of  equity  had  jurisdiction,  and  that  the  design- 
edly bringing  up  the  plaintiff  in  the  belief  that  he  was  the  second  legitimate 
son  was  a  case  of  concealed  fraud  within  the  meaning  of  the  Statute  of  .Limi- 
tations (8  &  4  'Will.  4,  c.  27,  s.  26),  and  that  time  did  not  begin  to  run  against 
the  plaintiff's  right  to  sue  in  equity  until  the  time  when  he  might  first,  with 
reasonable  diligence,  have  discovered  the  fraud.  Vane  v.  Vane  (Chan.  App.) 
V,  607. 

6.  — —  Held,  further,  that  a  purchaser  for  value,  who,  though  not  having  any 
personal  notice  of  the  fraud,  contracts  through  ui  agent  who  knows  of  the 
fraud,  cannot  protect  himself  under  the  saving  in  sect.  26  as  a  "bonaflde  pur- 
chaser for  value  who,  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  did  not  know  and  had  no 
reason  to  believe  that  any  such  fraud  had  been  committed,"  and  that,  therefore, 
the  persons  claiming  under  the  settlement  of  1828  could  not  sustain  this  de- 
fense.   Held,  therefore,  that  the  demurrers  must  be  overruled.  lb. 

6. Whether  a  defense  of  purchase  for  value  under  sect.  26  can  be  raised 

by  demurrer,  and  whether  it  must  not  be  by  plea  or  answer  supported  by  the 
defendant's  oath,  qucsre  t  lb. 

7.  Acknowledgmant  by  indorsement  L.,  in  1846,  promised  to  pay,  three 
months  after  date,  to  h.  or  to  C,  his  wife,  the  sum  of  £500.  B.  died  in  1868, 
leaving  C.  surviving.  There  was  an  indorseinent  on  the  note,  in  L.'s  hand- 
writing, of  his  name  and  the  year  1866.  C.  died  in  1868.  Held,  that  it  was  not 
intended  to  make  a  new  note,  and  that  there  was  a  sufficient  acknowledgment 
to  exclude  the  Statute  of  Limitations.    Bourdin  v.  Greenwood  (Eq.  C),  1, 677. 

8.  New  promise.  The  plaintiff,  a  married  woman,  had  lent,  the  defendant 
£20  (her  own  money)  during  her  husband's  life-time,  for  which  the  defendant, 
shortly  after  the  husband's  death,  viz.,  on  the  16th  of  July,  1867,  gave  the 
plaintiff  an  L  O.  U.  On  the  12th  of  October,  1870,  the  defendant  wrote  to  the 
plaintiff's  agent :  "  Yours  of  the  10th  instant  received,  respecting  Mrs.  W.'s 
claim  upon  me.  It  is  totally  out  of  my  power  at  the  present  time  to  liquidate 
the  whole  or  even  part  of  the  same.  I  am  in  the  anticipation  of  a  better  posi- 
tion, and,  should  I  be  successful,  Mrs.  W.'s  claim  shall  have  my  first  consid- 
eration. Meanwhile,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  pay  a  reasonable  interest  on  the 
amount.  Show  this  letter  to  Mrs.  W.,  and  tell  her  the  claim  has  not  been  for- 
gotten by  me,  and  shall  be  liquidated  at  the  earliest  opportunity  possible ;" 
and  on  the  6th  of .  March,  1871,  the  defendant  again  wrote :  "  At  present  it  is 
utterly  out  of  my  power  to  do  any  thing.  I  am  willing  to  endeavor  to  pay  it 
[the  debt]  off  by  easy  installments ;  or  I  am  willing  to  pay  you  any  reasonable 
interest  to  let  the  matter  remain  for  the  present,"  etc.  In  an  action  for  money 
lent,  with  a  count  upon  a  promise  to  pay  in  consideration  of  the  plaintiff's  for- 
bearance to  sue  upon  the  I.  0.  U.,  held,  that  these  letters  amounted  to  a  suf- 
ficient promise,  founded  upon  a  good  consideration,  to  take  the  case  out  of  the 
Statute  of  Limitations.     WUby  v.  Elgee  (Com.  PI.),  XIII,  852. 

9. In  an  action  by  the  payees,  commenced  in  1873,  against  one  of  tbo 
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makers  of  ■  joint  promiraor?  note,  dated  the  Ist  of  October,  1856,  defendant 
pleaded  the  Statute  of  LimitatioDB.  At  the  trial  the  following  letter  from  de- 
fendant to  pUtntiflb,  dated  the  29th  of  Ma;,  1867  (at  vhich  tine  the  statut« 
had  run),  was  put  Id  :  "  The  old  itccount  between  us,  which  has  been  Blanding 
over  so  long,  has  not  escaped  onr  memory,  and  as  soon  as  we  can  get  ouraSaira 
arranged  we  will  see  700  ure  paid ;  perhaps,  in  the  meantime,  70a  will  let 
jour  clerk  send  me  an  account  of  how  it  atande."  Seld  (Mbllok,  J.,  disaent- 
ing),.that  the  promise  in  the  letter  might  tm  oulj  conditional,  and  was  not 
BufSdent  (without  evidence  to  expl&in  it)  to  t*ke  the  case  out  of  the  statute. 
Held,  on  appeal,  that  the  promise  in  the  letter  was  eufflcient.  Lord  COLBRroaB, 
C.  J.,  being  of  the  contrary  opioioa,  Chatemore  v.  Turner  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  804. 
10.  Fart  payment  Defeudaots  were  the 'eiecatore  of  the  maker  o(  a 
promiseorj  note,  made  more  than  six  years  before  action,  by  which  he  promised 
to  pay  plaintiff  on  demand  £82,  with  interest  thereon,  at  the  rat«  of  £a  per 
(^nt.  Within  tit  years  before  action  plaintiff  had  saed  defendants  tor  interest 
apon  the  note,  and  defendanta  defended  the  Bait ;  plaintiff  recovered  judgment 
for  the  interest  claimed,  and  dafendanta  thereupon  paid  the  amount  recovered. 
Seld,  that  this  payment  of  iuterest,  not  tming  anch  that  a  promise  to  pay  the 
principal  could  be  inferred,  in  fact,  from  it,  was  notsafflcienttotakethe  prind- 
pal  debt  out  of  the  operation  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  Morgan  v.  Bl)»

11. by  one  Joint  debtor.    After  a  dissolntion  «f  partnership,  by  which

13.  Tltl*  by  pots—sloOi  whoa  acquired.  Where  an  estate  was  devised  upon 
condition  that  every  person  who  should  become  entitled  in  poeseaaion  under 
the  will  should,  on  becoming  so  entitled,  assume  the  name  and  arms  of  the 
testator  ;  and  in  case  he  should  f^l  to  do  so  for  twelve  calendar  montha  after 
Incoming  entitled,  his  interest  should  cease  and  the  eatate  go  to  the  person 
next  in  remainder.  .fieU,  that  a  tenant  In  tail,  who  took  and  retained  the  poe- 
session  for  more  tlian  twenty  yearn  without  complying  with  the  condition,  did 
not  thereby  acquire  title  under  the  statute.

Held, 
upon  bill  filed  by  the  remainderman  under  the  will  to  oust  the  purchaser, 
that  the  ten&nt  for  life  had  acquired  a  good  title  by  adverse  possession  against 
the  remainderman,  and  the  bill  was  dismissed.

16.  Trusts,  when  barred.  Under  a  devise  of  land  upon  trust  for  sale,  the 
proceeds  to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  personal  estate,  the  trustees  allowed 
part  of  the  land  to  remain  unsold  for  fifty  years;  ?ield,  that  the  trust  was  an 
express  trust  within  sect.  25  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  and  was  not  barred, 
and  a  decree  for  the  execution  of  the  trust  of  the  unsold  land  was  made  at  the^ 
suit  of  a  residuary  legatee.

17.  Where  the  funds  of  a  benefit  society  were  vested  in. trustees,  held,  that 
neither  they  nor  the  association  itself  were  trustees  for  the  widow  of  a  mem- 
ber, so  as  to  prevent  her  claim  for  a  pension  under  the  rules  of  the  association 
from  becoming  barred  by  the  lapse  of  time.  JSSdtoards  v.  Warden  (Chan.  App.),

18.  Sapposed  tnut.  Where  trustees  appointed  by  will  took  possession  of 
real  estate,  supposing  it  to  be  included  in  the  trust,  and  for  over  forty  years 
held  it  as  trust  property,  administering  it  according  to  the  will,  held,  that 
the  claim  of  the  heirs  not  beneficiaries  of  the  trust,  as  against  the  trustees, 
was  barred  by  the  statute.   TarcUey  v.  Holland  (Eq.  C),  XV,  422. 

19.  Unadministered  estate.  A  testator  being,  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1857,  indebted  to  B.  on  simple  contract,  gave  by  his  will  his  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  appointed  J.  and  E.  executors.  The  will 
was  not  proved  for  many  years,  but  the  widow  took  possession  of  all  the 
property,  and  paid  interest  on  the  debt  to  February,  1864.  In  September, 
1870,  the  will  was  proved,  and  then  B.  ^led  his  bill  on  behalf  of  himself  and 
other  creditors  against  the  widow  and  the  executors.  Hdd^  that  the  claim 
was  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  and  that  the  bill  must  be  dismissed 
with  costs     Boatwright  v.  Boattcright  (Eq.  C),  VII,  687.

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LUNACY. 

1.  InquiBition.  A  Portuguese  gentleman  whose  domicile  was  in  Portugal, 
whose  property,  with  a  verj  trifling  exception,  was  in  Portugal,  and  whose 
wife  and  only  child  were  residing  there,  became  lunatic  in  England,  and  had 
been  so  for  some  jears.  A  petition  was  now  presented  by  some  relations  in 
England  for  an  inquiry  as  to  his  state  of  mind.  Proceedings  in  lunacy  were 
at  the  same  time  taken  in  Portugal  by  his  wife,  and  the  Portuguese  court 
issued  a  request  to  the  English  courts  to  inquire  into  his  state  of  mind.  The 
wife  applied  here  to  have  an  inquiry  as  to  the  time  when  the  lunacy  com- 
menced, it  being  desired  by  the  Portuguese  court  that  such  an  inquiry 
should  be  made  in  England.  HM^  by  James.  L.  J.,  that  the  26  &  26  Vict., 
c.  86,  s.  8,  does  not  take  away  the  power  of  the  court  to  direct  such  an  inquiry 
where  special  circumstances  render  it  desirable  In  re  SoUomaior  (Chan. 
App.),  X,66d. 

2. But  held,  that,  in  the  circumstances  of  the  present  case,  such  an  inquiry 

ought  not  to  be  directed,  i^  it  was  not  required  for  any  purpose  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  England,  and  the  finding  might  affect  other  parties  who  could  not 
effectually  intervene  in  the  inquiry,  and  yet  would  probably  be  treated  in 
Portugal  as  concluded  by  it.  lb. 

3.  Leave  to  attend  proceedings.  8.  died,  leaving  a  will  by  which  he  gave 
all  his  property  to  his  widow,  requesting  her  to  bequeath  certain  parts  of  it 
to  A.,  if  living.  The  widow,  immediately  after  her  husband's  death,  made  a 
will  in  conformity  with  this  request,  and  shortly  afterward  became  lunatic. 
T.  and  wife  (the  wife  being  heiress  at  law,  and  sole  next  of  kin  of  the  lunatic), 
were  appointed  committees  of  the  person,  and  their  eldest  son  committee  of 
the  estate.  Letters  of  administration  of  the  estate  of  S.  were  granted  to  Mrs. 
T.  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  lunatic,  and  during  the  lunacy.  After  a 
few  months  a  new  committee  of  the  estate  was  appointed,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
T.'s  eldest  son  filed  a  bill  against  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.,  the  lunatic  and  the  com- 
mittee of  the  estate,  seeking  to  make  T.  and  the  estate  of  S.  liable  for  very 
large  sums  alleged  to  have  been  improperly  received  by  Mrs.  T.  and  the 
lunatic  and  their  husbands  in  excess  of  what  they  were  entitled  to  as  tenants 
for  life  under  the  will  of  the  lunatic's  father.  A.  then  presented  a  petition 
for  leave  to  attend  proceedings  under  the  lunacy,  alleging  that  none  of  the 
parties  were  substantially  interested  in  defending  the  suit.  Held,  that  a 
precedent  ought  not  to  be  made  for  allowing  persons  named  in  the  wills  of 
lunatics  to  attend  the  proceedings  in  lunacy,  and  application  refused  accord- 
ingly.   Jfatt&r  of  SoarleU  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  586. 

LUNATIC. 

1.  Maintenance.  A  person  of  unsound  mind,  not  found  so  by  inquisition, 
was  kept  by  her  brothers  in  a  private  asylam  from  1888  to  1859,  at  a  total  ex- 
pense of  more  than  £7C0.  The  brothers  having  suffered  losses  in  trade,  and 
being  unable  further  to  support  her,  she  was  kept  in  a  county  asylum,  at  the 
expense  of  the  county,  from  1859  to  1871,  the  total  expense  exceeding  £300. 
In  1871  a  legacy  was  paid  to  her  brothers,  which  by  a  will  was  directed  to 
be  paid  to  them  to  be  applied  for  her  benefit.    This  legacy  was  ordered  to 
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be  retained  by  the  brothers  for  her  past  maintenance  in  preference  to  the 
claims  of  the  county,  the  brothers  undertaking  to  maintain  her  in  future ;  and, 
8emble,  thej  would,  even  without  giving  this  undertaking,  have  been  entitled 
BO  to  be  repaid  for  past  maintenance.    In  re  Oibaon  (Chan.  App.),  I,  i2S, 

2. The  2d  section  of  the  8  &  4  Vict.,  c.  54,  provid^s  that,  in  the  case  of  a 

pauper  criminal  lunatic  removed  to  an  asylum,  an  order  of  justices  may  be 
made  on  the  guardians  of  the  union  comprising  the  parish  of  the  lunatic's  set- 
tlement to  pay  a  weekly  sum  for  the  maintenance  of  such  lunatic  in  the 
asylum.  HM,  that  this  section  imposing  on  the  guardians  the  duty  of  pay- 
ing for  the  maintenance  of  such  lunatic,  it  is  competent  for  them  to  waive  the 
provision  requiring  an  order  of  justices,  and  agree  to  pay  a  weekly  sum  for 
the  maintenance  of  che  lunatic  without  any  order.  Pegge  v.  Ghuardians  of 
Lampeter  Uman  (Com.  PI.),  II,  668. 

3. A  criminal  lunatic  having  been  removed  to  a  private  asylum  under  a 

warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  pursuance  of  8  &  4  Vict.,  c.  54,  the  guar- 
dians of  the  L.  union,  to  which  the  lunatic  was  chargeable,  paid  to  the  pro- 
prietor of  such  asylum  the  sum  of  16f.  a  week  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
lunatic  for  fourteen  years,  though  it  did  not  appear  that  any  order  of  justices 
was  ever  made  against  them.  Held,  that  under  these  circumstances,  inasmuch 
as  the  proprietor  of  the  asylum  was  bound  to  keep  the  lunatic  until  removed , 
from  his  custody  in  due  course  of  law,  it  might  be  inferred  that  the  guardians 
had,  before  the  lunatic  was  received  into  the  asylum,  without  an  order  of  jus- 
tices, entered  into  an  agreement  with,  the  proprietor  to  pay  the  sum  of  16«.  a 
week  for  the  maintenance  of  the  lunatic  in  the  asylum  until  she  was  removed 
thence,  and  that  they  could  not  withdraw  from  such  agreement.  lb. 

4.  Action  against  r-  appearance  by  guardian.  Where  a  guardian  od  litem 
was  appointed  for  a  defendant  whor  was  insane,  at  the  instance  of  the  plain- 
tiff, held,  that  the  appearance  and  appointment  were  irregular.  Oampe  v.  Mar- 
$haU  (Chan.  App.),  V,  670. 

6. A  guardian  ctd  litem  cannot  appear  for  a  lunatic  and  consent  to  a 

sale  of  an  estate  in  which  such  lunatic  is  interested,  on  a  petition  under  the 
Settled  Estates  Act.    Matter  of  Olough*s  Estate  (Eq.  C),  V,  850. 

6.  Oointnict  with  oonunittee  enforced.  A  gentleman  entered  into  an  ar- 
rangement by  letter  with  the  land  agent  who  acted  for  the  committee  of  a  lu- 
natic's estate,  to  take  a  lease  of  part  of  the  estate  for  a  term  of  three  years.  No 
formal  agreement  was  entered  into,  nor  was  the  sanction  of  the  Master  in 
Lunacy  applied  for,  but  the  tenant  was  let  into  possession,  and  expended  a 
considerable  sum  in  repairs  and  improvements.  After  he  had  been  nearly 
eighteen  months  in  possession,  the  committee  gave  him  six  months'  notice  to 
quit,  upon  which  he  applied  by  petition  to  have  the  terms  of  his  arrangement 
with  the  agent  carried  into  effect.  Held^  that  the  court  had  jurisdiction  to 
make  an  order  giving  effect  to  that  arrangement ;  and  order  accordingly.  In 
re  Wjfnne  (Chan.  App.)  I,  508. 

7.  Action  by  nozt  friend.  It  is  irregular  for  a  bill  to  be  filed  by  a  person 
of  unsound  mind  not  so  found  by  inquisition,  by  his  next  friend,  for  the  pur- 
poee  of  dealing  with  the  real  estate  of  the  person  of  unsound  mind.  Half- 
hide  V.  Robinson  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  018. 

8. A  bill  was  filed  by  a  person  of  unsound  mind  not  so  found,  by  his 
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Dext  friend,  for  a  partition  or  sale  of  real  estate,  and  a  decree  for  sale  was 
made.  A  petition  was  afterward  presented  under  the  Trustees  Act,  1852,  for 
an  order  vesting  the  estate  of  the  plainti£f  in  the  purchaser.  The  court  re- 
fused to  make  the  order,  considering  that  the  suit  was  irregular,  but  as  the 
plaintiff's  share  was  only  £200,  and  she  had  no  other  property,  the  court  di- 
rected an  application  to  be  made  in  lunacy,  under  the  13th  section  of  the 
Lunacy  Regulation  Act,  1863,  for  a  sale,  and  permitted  the  petition  to  be 
amended  for  that  purpose.  lb. 

9.  A  person  who  has  become  permanently  insane,  but  has  not  been  so 

found  by  inquisition,  may  maintain  a  suit  by  his  next  friend  for  the  protection 
of  property,  in  which  he  is  interested  as  partner.  JonM  v,  Lloyd  (Eq.  C),  IX, 
793. 

10.  A  bill  was  filed  by  a  next  friend  on  behalf  of  a  person  of  un- 
sound mind  not  so  found  by  inquisition,  against  the  partner  in  business  of  the 
plaintiff,  alleging  that  the  plaintiff  had  for  some  time  past  been  suffering  from 
softening  of  the  brain  and  was  of  unsound  mind,  and  that  it  would  be  for  his 
benefit  that  the  partnership  shoold  be  dissolved;  and  praying  that  the  partner- 
ship might  be  dissolved  and  accounts  taken,  and  the  share  of  the  plaintiff  in 
the  assets  secured  for  his  benefit,  and  for  a  receiver.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that 
the  suit  oould  be  maintained.  lb 

11.  Whether  a  decree  for  final  dissolution  can  be  made  in  such  a  siyt 

without  the  appointment  of  a  committee  in  lunacy,  qiUBre  t  lb. 

12.  Froteotion  by  oourL  B.  having  become  of  unsound  mind,  his  family 
applied  to  S.,  his  agent,  to  render  accounts.  S.  consulted  his  solicitors,  M.  & 
P.,  who,  in  August,  1871,  filed  a  bill  in  the  name  of  B.  by  a  next  friend,  who 
was  a  stranger  to  the  family,  against  S.  for  an  account.  A. receiver  was  ap- 
pointed, and  in  December,  1871,  without  notice  to  the  family,  the  cause  was 
heard  as  a  short  cause,  and  a  decree  made  directing  accounts  and  inquiries.  In 
March,  1873,  B.  was  found  lunatic,  of  which  M.  &  P.  had  full  notice.  On  the 
8th  of  June,  1873,  the  chief  clerk  made  his  certificate,  and  on  the  39th  of  June, 
1873,  the  cause  was  heard  on  further  consideration,  and  an  order  made  direct- 
ing the  costs  of  both  parties,  as  between  solicitor  and  client,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver.  In  the  accounts  of  the  receiver  as 
passed  were  also  included  considerable  sums  for  his  poundage  and  for  the  em- 
ployment of  an  accountant  to  investigate  the  books.  Some  time  after  the 
order  on  further  consideration  a  committee  was  appointed  in  the  lunacy. 
Heldt  on  petition  by  the  lunatic  and  his  committee,  that  all  the  proceedings  in 
the  suit  after  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  were  unauthorized  and  improper, 
and  that  all  proceedings  after  the  finding  on  the  inquisition  were  irregular  and 
void,  and  that  M.  &  P.  must  make  good  to  the  lunatic's  estate  the  sums  paid 
to  the  accountant,  and  the  sums  paid  to  themselves  and  the  defendant's  solicit- 
ors for  costs  (less  the  costs  up  to  the  appointment  of  the  receiver),  and  must 
pay  the  costs  of  the  petition,  both  before  the  Vice-Ghancellor  and  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  as  between  solicitor  and  client.  BeaU  v.  Smiih  (Chan.  App.),  VIII, 
749. 

13.  Settlement  by,  impeachment  o£  A  gentleman  made  a  settlement  of 
nearly  the  whole  t)f  his  property  in  trust  for  himself  for  life,  and  then  for  four 
of  his  five  children  and  their  issue.     About  two  years  afterward  he  was  found 
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Innatic  A  son  who  took  no  benefit  under  the  settlement  desired  to  have  it 
impeached,  and  adduced  evidence  showing  that  there  was  reasonable  ground 
for  contending  that  the  settlor  was  of  unsound  mind  when  he  executed 
it.  The  income  of  the  lunatic  was  amply  sufficient  for  his  wants.  Held,  that 
no  proceedings  ought  to  be  directed  at  the  expense  of  the  lunatic's  estate,  but 
that  the  excluded  son  ought  to  be  allowed  to  file  a  bill,  as  next  friend  of  the 
lunatic,  without  giving  security  for  costs,  to  impeach  the  settlement.  Matter 
of  Chrdon  (ChAn.  App.),  XII,  699.

Pleading,  intendment  in  htvov  o£  Declaration  that  the  defendants,  malid- 
ously  and  without  reasonable  or  probable  cause,  caused  the  plaintiff's  ship  to 
De  arrested  for  necessaries  supplied  by  H.,  under  a  warrant  from  a  county 
court,  and  to  be  detained  until  the  proceedings  in  the  court  were  determined 
and  the  ship  released.  Held,  on  demurrer  (Quain,  J.,  dissenting),  that  it 
appeared  by  reasonable  intendment  that  the  proceedings  were  determined  in 
the  plaintiff's  favor,  and  that  the  declaration  was,  therefore,  good.  Red/voay  v.

MARRIAGE. 

1.  Per  verba  de  presents.  After  a  family  supper,  one  of  the  party  —  a 
bachelor — ^.puta  ring  on  the  finger  of  one  of  the  daughters,  a  spinster,  and 
said  to  her, "  Maggie,  you  are  my  wife  before  heaven  —  so  help  me,  oh,  God  I" 
The  two  thereupon  kissed  each  other,  and  Maggie  said,  '*  Oh,  Major ! "  Their 
health  was  drunk,  and  they  were  forthwith  '*  bedded,"  according  to  an  obsolete 
Scotch  fashion.  Held,  by  the  House  of  Lords,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the 
court  of  sessions,  that  no  marriage  was  contracted,  it  appearing  clearly  that 
no  real  marriage  was  then  intended  by  either  of  the  parties,  although  the 
ultimate  maturing  of  matrimony  and  legitimation,  under  the  Scotch  law,  of 
any  issue  that  might  be  procreated  in  the  interval,  was  hoped  for  and  con- 
fidently anticipated  by  "  Maggie "  and  her  relatives.  Steuart  v.  Bobimon 
(Sc.  App.),  Xin,  166. 

2. Per  the  Lord  Chancbllob  :  The  burden  which  lay  on  the  pursuer  to 

establish  her  marriage  has  not  been  discharged.  On  the  contrary,  there  has 
been  presented  a  body  of  evidence,  derived  from  documents  written,  acts 

40 
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done,  and  declarations  made^  all  bearing  with  a  etrength  irreBistible  against 
the  marriage.  lb. 

3. Fer  Lord  Sklbornb  :  The  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  states 

that  "  the  most  express  declaration,  oral  or  in  writing,  by  both  parties,  that 
they  are  husband  and  wife,  will  not  make  them  so,  unless  the  judge  is  satis- 
fied that  the  inward  intention  of  their  minds  was '  in  accordance  with  those 
outward  words  or  acts."  I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  in  Scotland,  persons  gener- 
ally reputed  to  be  respectable,  though  not  fastidious,  may  sometimes  reconcile 
their  moral  sense  to  the  notion  of  an  inchoate  marriage,  to  be  perfected  by 
the  progress  of  events,  of  which  they  expect  a  favorable  issue.  lb. 

4i  How  eatabUshed.  A  marriage  may  be  established  by  preponderating 
repute  and  by  conduct,  even  though  the  repute  be  divided.  LyU  v.  EUtoaod 
(Eq.  C),  XI,  703.

MARRIAGE  ARTICLES. 

1.  Oonstruotion.  A  covenant  in  marriage  articles  to  settle  an  estate,  after 
the  payment  of  an  annuity  to  the  intended  wife,"  upon  his  issue"  by  the  said 
intended  wife,  must  be  construed  as  a  covenant  for  strict  settlement,  and 
excludes  the  husband  from  creating  charges  in  favor  of  younger  children. 
Orier  v.  Grier  (H.  of  L.),  IV,  71. 

2.  By  articles  of  marriage  it  was  recited  that  the  intended  husband  had 

received  a  sum  of  £600  from  J.  S.,  his  intended  wife,  and  he  covenanted  to 
settle  upon  her  an  annuity  of  £60  for  her  life,  to  commence  from  his  death, 
charged  upon  his  lands,  with  the  ordinary  powers  of  distress  and  entry,  and 
to  settle  the  residue  and  remainder  of  his  said  lands  *'  upon  his  issue  by  the 
said  "  J.  8.,  his  intended  wife.  There  were  several  children  of  the  marriage. 
Some  years  after  the  marriage  he  executed  a  deed  by  which  he  charged  on 
his  lands  various  sums  of  money  in  favor  of  younger  children,  devising  the 
lands  themselves  to  his  eldest  son  and  his  other  sons  successively  in  tail  male. 
Held,  that  this  deed  creating  these  charges  was  void,  for  that  the  covenant  in 
the  articles  gave  him  no  power  to  charge  the  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the 
younger  children,  and  must  be  interpreted  to  mean  that  he  would  settle  the 
lands  in  the  ordinary  form  of  strict  settlement.  lb. 

3. The  younger  children  had,  in  the  character  of  "  incumbrancers," 

obtained  an  order  from  the  Landed  Estates  Courts  in  Ireland  for  a  sale  of  the 
lands  and  a  distribution  of  the  money,  the  produce  thereof.  This  was  done. 
But  some  time  afterward  the  eldest  son,  as  "owner"  of  the  lands,  brought 
the  whole  matter,  by  appeal,  before  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland,  which 
reversed  this  order  of  the  Landed  Estates  Court,  and  (the  money  having  been 
brought  into  court)  directed  it  to  be  paid  out  to  the  eldest  son.  lb. 

4.  In  this  House  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  was  confirmed. 

Held,  that  the  Court  of  Appeal  had,  under  21  &  22  Vict.,  c.  72,  s.  89,  the 
Landed  Estates  Act,  full  power  to  set  right,  in  all  respects,  the  decision  of  the 
court  appealed  from,  without  any  necessity  for  any  fresh  proceedings.  lb. 

6. Fer  Lord  Chelmsford  :  The  proviso  in  the  64th  section  of  that 

statute  is  confined  to  the  case  of  an  "  owner  "  not  absolutely  entitled  to  the 
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money  produced  hj  the  sale  of  the  estate.  Observations  by  Lord  Caicnb  on 
the  manner  in  which  this  covenant  in  the  marriage  articles  woald  "have  been 
execatsd  by  the  Court  of  Chancery  upon  a  bill  filed  for  specific  perform- 
ance, lb. 

MARRUGB  SETTLEMENT. 

1.  Wile's  equity  ta  The  plaintiff  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  her  marriage 
to  a  sum  of  money  secured  by  the  promissory  note  of  her  brother.  A  deed 
of  separation  between  the  plaintiff  and  her  husband  was  executed,  in  which 
the  plaintiff's  brother  covenanted  'that  he  would  hold  the  money  upon  trust 
for  the  wife  and  husband  successively. for  life  and  then  for  the  child  of  the 
marriage.  The  husband  and  wife,  after  separation,  returned  to  cohabitation, 
and  the  husband  became  bankrupt.  JBeld,  upon  demurrer  to  a  bill  by  the  wife 
and  child  to  have  the  money  held  upon  the  trusts  of  the  separation  deed,  or 
to  be  declared  entitled  to  an  equity  for  a  settlement,  that  as  the  deed  contained 
provisions  beyond  the  purview  of  a  mere  separation  deed  it  could  be  supported 
as  a  valid  settlement,  and  that  the  brother  having  by  the  deed  made  himself  a 
trustee  of  the  legal  debt,  it  became  subject  to  the  wife's  equity  to  a  settlement. 
Demurrer  overruled.    Buffles  v.  Alston  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  488. 

2. The  court  has  a  discretion  as  to  settling  a  fund  coming  to  a  married 

woman  upon  her  and  her  children,  when  her  husband  is  indebted  to  the  estate 
from  which  it  comes,  and  will  so  settle  it  where  the  husband  is  insolvent* 
White  V.  CordweU  (Eq.  C),  XV,  525. 

3. Where  a  husband,  a  journeyman  carpenter,  was  in  the  receipt  of 

wages  not  exceeding  1Z$.  a  week,  and  had  to  support  a  wife  and  six  children, 
the  court  settled  the  whole  of  an  incoming  fund,  the  property  of  the  wife,  but 
liable  to  the  extent  of  the  husband's  interest  to  the  claim  of  a  creditor,  upon 
the  wife  and  children.  lb. 

4.  Oovenant  to  settle  all  fntore  estate.  A  trader,  in  April,  1868,  executed 
a  settlement  upon  his  marriage,  by  which  he  settled  certain  specific  chattels 
upon  trust  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife  and  the  issue  of  the  marriage.  The  set- 
tlement also  contained  a  covenant  by  the  settlor,  with  the  trustees  that  all 
future  real  or  personal  estate  which  he  should  at  any  time  during  the  coverture 
be  possessed  of  or  entitled  to,  or  should  otherwise  acquire  by  devolution,  gift, 
devise,  bequest,  purchase,  accumulation,  or  otherwise  howsoever,  should  be 
conveyed  and  assigned  to  the  trustees  upon  the  trusts  thereby  declared.  In 
1870  the  settlor  bought  some  shares  in  a  joint-stock  company.  In  February, 
1878,  he  was  adjudicated  a  bankrupt.  At  this  time  the  shares  were  still  stand- 
ing in  his  name,  but  the  certificates  were  in  the  possession  of  his  wife's  father, 
and  they  were  afterward  delivered  to  the  trustees  of  the  settlement.  It  was 
shown  that  the  settlor  was  solvent  at  the  date  of  the  settlement.  Seld,  that 
the  covenant  was  void  as  against  the  creditors,  and  that  the  trustee,  under  the 
bankruptcy,  was  entitled  to  the  shares.  Matter  of  BoUand;  In  re  Clint  (Eq. 
C),  VII,  720. 

6. After  proposals  of  marriage  had  been  accepted,  the  lady's  father 

wrote  to  the  intended  husband  as  follows :  '*  V.  being  my  only  child,  of  course 
she  will  come  into  the  possession  of  what  belongs  to  me  at  my  decease."  In  a 
subsequent  letter,  addressed  to  the  mother  of  the  intended  husband,  the  father. 
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after  decliniug  tben  to  extract  £4,000  from  hie  business,  and  stating  that 
some  years  since  he  had  made  a  will  leaving  *'  all  my  property  "  in  trnst  for 
his  daughter  for  life,  for  her  separate  use,  and  the  principal  to  be  divided  as 
she  by  her  will  might  ultimately  dispose  of,  he  said.  "  It  has  been  my  inten- 
tion, in  the  event  of  the  marriage  taking  place,  to  make  a  similar  will  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  facts  of  the  ca^e,  and  of  course  I  should  settle  my  property 
(subject  to  my  sister's  annuity)  on  my  daughter,  absolutely  and  independent  of 
her  husband ;  or,  in  other  words,  in  strict  settlement."  He  further  "  agreed  " 
to  allow  his  daughter  and  her  husband  £100  a  year  during  his  life ;  and  ad- 
ded, "  I  will  take  care  that  my  property  (which,  I  suspect,  will  exceed  £4,000) 
shall  be  properly  secured  upon  her  and  her  children  after  my  death."  The 
marriage  having  taken  place,  the  father,  who  was  then  a  widower,  afterward 
married  again,  and  made  a  will  whereby  he  devised  and  bequeathed  parts  of 
his  property  to  his  wife,  and  gave  seMreral  life  annuities.  Upon  bill  by  the 
daughter,  claiming  to  have  all  the  property  of  which  the  testator  died  seized 
or  possessed  settled  upon  her  in  strict  settlement,  ?iM,  that  the  above  expres- 
sion of  intention  on  the  part  of  the  testator  amounted  to  a  contract  to  settle 
the  whole  of  the  property  of  which  he  should  die  seized  or  possessed  upon  the 
plaintiff  in  strict  settlement.    CoverdaU  v.  Ecuttoood  (£q.  C),  V,  755. 

6. In  a  marriage  settlement  a  covenant  to  settle  the  wife's  after  acquired 

property  will,  in  the  absence  of  expressions  showing  a  contrary  intention,  be 
tonstrued  as  applying  only  to  property  acquired  during  the  coverture,  althougti 
the  words  "  during  the  said  intended  coverture  "  are  omitted.  Matter  of  Ed- 
fjoards;   In  re  London,  etc..  By,  Co.  (Chan.  App ),  VIII,  760. 

7. A  widow  entitled  to  a  life  interest  in  a  fund,  and  also  to  a  moiety  of 

the  capital  subject  to  her  own  life  interest,  married  again.  By  the  settlement 
on  the  second  marriage  her  life  interest  was  settled,  and  she  and  her  intended 
husband  covenanted  to  settle  property  tp  which  she  or  he  in  her  right  should 
during  the  coverture,  become  entitled.  Held,  that  the  words  of  futurity  were 
satisfied  in  respect  of  the  husband's  interest,  and  that  the  moiety  of  the 
fund  was  subject  to  the  covenant.  In  re  VianCa  Settlement  Trusts  (£q.  C), 
X,  755. 

.  8.  Oonstmotion — legal  reprMentativM.  A  marriage  settlement  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  trustees  a  certain  sum,  upon  trust  to  invest  and  pay  the  annual  pro- 
ceeds to  husband  and  wife  during  their  joint  lives,  and  to  the  survivor  during 
life  and  afterward  upon  trusts  in  favor  of  children  of  the  wife,  or  in  default  of 
children,  in  trust  for  such  person  or  use  as  she  might,  by  deed,  writing  or  will, 
direct  or  appoint,  or  in  default  of  such  direction  or  appointment,  in  trust  to  pay 
over  *'  unto  the  legal  representatives  of  the  said  J.  B.  (the  wife)  in  a  due  course 
of  administration."  The  words  "  executors  and  administrators  "  were  several 
times  in  the  deed  used  in  their  technical  sense,  and  in  one  place  the  word 
'*  representatives,"  and  in  one  the  words  "  personal  representatives  "  were  used 
in  place  of  executors  and  administrators.  Held,  that  in  the  final  clause 
they  were  used  in  place  of  "  next  of  kin,"  and  the  direction  was  to  pay  to 
them  and  not  to  executors  or  administrators.  Brigge  v.  UpUm  (Chan.  App.), 
U,  805. 

9.  Bleotion.    After  a  lady,  who  had  married  during  her  minority,  had 
come  of  age,  a  settlement  was  executed  in  the  year  1850,  to  which  her  father 
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waa  a  party,  by  which,  after  reciting  that  on  the  treaty  for  the  marriage  it  had 
been  agreed  that  certain  sums  of  stock  belonging  to  the  husband,  and  a  rever- 
sionary interest  belonging  to  the  wife,  should  be  settled  upon  the  trusts  there- 
inafter mentioned,  and  that  the  wife's  father  had  agreed  to  transfer  certain 
bank  shares  to  the  trustees,  to  be  held  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter  mentioned, 
and  reciting  the  transfer  of  the  sums  of  stock  and  the  bank  shares  to  the 
trustees,  trusts  were  declared  as  to  the  sums  of  stock  for  the  husband  for  life, 
and  then  for  the  wife  for  her  life ;  and  as  to  the  bank  shares,  during  the  joint 
lives  of  the  husband  and  wife,  to  pay  half  the  income  to  the  husband  and 
the  other  half  to  the  wife  for  her  separate  use,  and  after  the  decease  of  either, 
to  pay  the  whole  income  to  the  survivor  for  life,  and,  subject  to  the  above  life 
interests,  the  sums  of  stock  and  bank  shares  were  to  be  upon  the  trusts  therein 
mentioned  for  the  children  of  the  marriage.  By  another  witnessing  part  the 
husband  and  wife  purported  to  assign  the  wife's  reversion  to  the  trustees,  to 
be  held,  when  it  came  into  possession,  on  the  same  trusts  as  the  bank  shares. 
In  1865  the  marriage  was  dissolved  by  a  decree  of  the  Divorce  Court.  In  1871 
the  wife's  reversion  fell  into  possession,  and  she  filed  a  bill  to  establish  that 
she  was  not  put  to  her  election  under  the  settlement,  and  to  have  the  .fund 
transferred  to  her.  Held  (reversing  the  decision  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls), 
that  the  wife  was  put  to  her  election  between  the  interests  provided  for  her 
by  the  settlement,  and  her  right  to  receive  this  fund  free  from  the  settlement. 
Codringtan  v.  Lindsay  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  508. 

10. Held,  further,  that,  in  the  event  of  her  electing  to  take  against 

the  settlement,  she  was  bound  to  account  for  all  income  received  under  it 
since  the  date  of  the  order  nin  for  dissolution,  and  that  the  parties  disap- 
pointed by  her  election  had  a  lien  on  the  fund  for  what  she  had  so  received ; 
but  that  she  was  not  liable  to  account  for  income  received  during  the  cover- 
•ture.  lb. 

IL  Surviving  children.  By  a  marriage  settlement,  reciting  an  intention  to 
provide  for  the  husband  and  wife  and  their  issue,  a  fund  was  settled  in  trust 
for  the  husband  for  life,  then  for  the  wife  for  life,  and  after  the  death  of  the 
survivor,  if  they  should  leave  aqy  issue  who,  being  daughters,  should  marry 
or  attain  twenty-one,  or,  being  sons,  attain  twenty-one,  to  transfer  the  fund 
unto  and  equally  among  all  such  issue  when  they  should  attain  twenty-one, 
or  be  married,  if  a  daughter  or  daughters,  with  consent,  and  in  the  meantime, 
and  until  the  said  issue  should  attain  twenty-one,  or  be  married,  as  aforesaid, 
to  pay  the  income  for  their  maintenance,  provided  always,  that  if  any  such 
issue  as  aforesaid  should  happen  to  die  before  they  should  respectively  become 
entitled  to  and  actually  receive  their  portions,  leaving  issue  of  their  respective 
bodies  them  surviving,  then  such  last-mentioned  issue  should  take  and  be  en- 
titled to  his,  her  or  their  father's  or  mother's  share  or  shares  equally  among 
them,  to  be  paid  and  transferred  at  the  same  time  or  times  as  was  declared 
concerning  the  whole  original  trust-moneys  and  the  immediate  issue  of  the 
marriage.  There  was  a  gift  over  if  the  husband  and  wife  should  die  without 
leaving  any  issue  of  their  two  bodies  begotten,  or  being  such,  they  should  all 
die  before  they  should  respectively  become  entitled  to  receive  their  portions, 
and  without  leaving  issue.  Two  of  the  four  children  of  the  marriage  died  in- 
fants and  unmarried  in  the  life-time  of  their  parents.  Another  attained 
twenty-one  and  died  a  bachelor  in  the  life-time  of  the  father,  and  the  fourth 
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attained  twenty-one  and  survived  both  parentis.  Reld^  that  the  representative 
of  the  child  who  attained  twenty-one  and  died  in  the  life-time  of  the  father 
took  nothing,  but  that  the  whole  fund  went  to  the  survivor.  Jeyes  v.  8awige 
(Chan.  App.),  XIV,  782. 

12. By  a  settlement  trasteen  were  directed  to  hold  trust  funds  upon 

tmst,  to  pay  the  income  to  E.  H.  for  life,  and  after  her  death,  '*  leaving  a  child 
or  children/'  to  transfer,  pay  and  make  over  the  fund  unto  "  all  and  every  the 
child  or  children  of  the  said  E.  H.,  and  the  issue  of  such  of  the  said  children 
as  might  be  then  dead "  (such  issue  to  take  the  parent's  share),  equally  be- 
tween them  if  more  than  one,  the  shares  of  sons  to  be  transferred  and  paid  at 
the  age  of  twentyone,  and  the  shares  of  daughters  at  that  age  or  marriage. 
Five  of  the  children  of  E.  H.  survived  her,  and  attained  twenty-one  or  married, 
and  one  son  of  hers  attained  twenty-one  and  died  without  issue  in  her  life- 
time. Held,  that,  although  the  trust  only  took  effect  in  case  some  one  child 
survived  E.  H.,  the  contingency  upon  which  the  trust  took  effect  was  not  to  be 
imported  into  the  constitution  of  the  class  who  were  to  take  under  the  trust, 
and  that  the  son  who  attained  twenty-one  and  died  in  the  life-time  of  the  ten- 
ant for  life  without  issue  took,  nevertheless,  a  vested  interest  in  the  fund. 
Matter  of  (Mebar^s  Trusts  (Bq.  C),  XV,  568. 

13. By  a  post-nuptial  settlement  reciting  an  intention  to  make  further 

provision  for  th%  children  of  the  marriage,  certain  sums  of  stock  were  vested 
in  trustees  in  trust  for  the  wife  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  upon  trust  for 
all  and  every  the  child  and  children  of  the  marriage,  who,  being  a  son  or  eons, 
should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  equally  to  be  divided  between  or 
among  them  and  their  respective  executors  and  administrators ;  and  if  there 
should  be  but  one  such  child,  the  whole  to  be  in  trust  for  such  one  or  only 
child,  his  or  her  executors  and  administrators.  There  followed  a  clause  direct- 
ing that  the  trustees  should,  during  the  minority  of  each  of  the  said  children, 
pay  to  the  father,  to  be  by  him  applied  or  not,  as  he  should  think  fit,  and  after 
his  decease  should  apply  the  income  of  the  presumptive  share  of  every  such 
child  for  or  toward  his  or  her  maintenance  and  education  until  Am  or  Tier  share 
should  become  vested,  or  he  or  »he  should  previously  die.  Held,  that  daugh- 
ters who  attained  twenty-one  were  entitled  to  share  in  the  fund.  In  re 
DanieVe  Trusts  (Chan.  Div.).  XV,  794. 

14. Semtle,  daughters  would  not  acquire  a  vested  interest  till  they  at- 
tained twenty-one.  lb. 

16.  Alteration  of.  Upon  granting  an  absolute  divorce,  the  court  has  no 
power  to  vary  a  marriage  settlement,  so  as  to  deprive  an  infant  child  of  the 
marriage  of  an  interest  secured  to  it  by  such  settlement.  Orisp  v.  Orisp  (Prob. 
&  Div.),  IV,  055. 

■ 

16.  Divorce,  effect  ci.  By  a  marriage  settlement  the  wife's  property  was 
vested  in  trustees  upon  the  usual  trusts,  and  if  there  should  be  no  issue  of 
the  marriage  (which  was  the  case),  it  was  to  be  in  trust  for  the  wife,  her 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  in  case  she  survived  her  husband.  On 
the  wife's  petition  the  marriage  was  dissolved.  Held,  that  she  was  absolutely 
entitled  to  the  property.    Fussell  ▼.  Dowding  (Eq.  C),  III,  801. 

17.  Appointment,  exerdse  of  power.  Where  a  father  was,  by  his  mar- 
riage settlement,  empowered  to  divide,  at  discretion,  the  funds  in  which  the 
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dilldren  had  an  expectant  Intorest,  held^  that  he  could  not  deal  or  negotiate 
with  them  in  executing  the  power.  Chmninghame  v.  Aii»trat?ier  (Sc.  App.), 
UI,  169. 

18.  — ;—  A  parent,  in  such  a  case,  purchasing  the  interests  of  the  children, 
one  of  them  being  only  eighteen  years  of  age,  is  a  transaction  wholly  incon- 
sistent with  that  protection  which  the  law  of  every  civilized  country  affords 
to  children  ;  and  would  not  be  permitted  without  the  fullest  evidence  of  an 
intention  authorizing  it.  lb. 

19. HM^  that  releases  or  discharges  granted  by  the  children  to  the 

father,  in  consideration  of  money  payments  made  by  him,  formed  no  bar  to 
their  subsequent  claims  under  the  settlement  —  such  releases  or  discharges 
nptwithstanding.  lb. 

20.  How  executed.  The  donee  of  a  power  may  execute  it  without  re- 
ferring to  it,  and  without  taking  the  slightest  notice  of  it,  provided  the  inten- 
tion to  execute  the  power  really  appears.  lb. 

21.  Appointments  pro  tanto.  The  power  ma^  be  exercised  from  time  to 
time  by  several  appointments,  to  suit  convenience  and  promote  advantage,  as 
exigencies  arise,  or  as  expediency  may  suggest.  lb. 

22. In  this  case,  the  settlement  providing  that,  in  case  of  a  failure  of  a 

division  by  the  parents,  the  children  should  take  share  and  share  alike,  held, 
that  although  the  appointments  made  to  the  children  in  the  life-time  of  the 
parents  were  unequal,  yet  they  should  share  equally  in  the  amount  left  un- 
apportioned.  lb. 

MARSHALIN0  ASSETS. 

1.  Specially  devised  estates.  In  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  a 
testator  whose  personal  assets  are  deficient,  specifically  devised  estates  are  not 
liable  to  contribute  toward  meeting  the  deficiency  until  the  residuary  real 
estate  has  been  exhausted.    Lancefield  v.  IggvJLden  (Eq.  C),  IX,  658. 

2.  Ooffts  of  administration.  Where  the  residuary  personalty,  after  pay- 
ment of  testator's  debts,  proved  insufficient  to  pay  the  costs  of  a  suit  to 
administer  the  trusts  of  his  will,  held,  that  the  deficiency  must  be  borne  by 
the  specifically  bequeathed  personalty,  the  specifically  devised  realty  and  the 
residuary  realty,  ratably,  according  to  value.  Jackson  v.  Pease  (Eq.  C),  XI, 
700.

MASTER  AND  SERVANT. 

L  Ckmtraot  to  employ.  Where  two  parties  mutually  agree,  for  a  fixed 
period,  the  one  to  employ  the  other  as  hiji  sole  agent  in  a  certain  business,  at 
a  certain  place,  the  other  that  he  will  act  in  that  business  for  no  other  princi- 
pal at  that  place,  there  is  no  implied  condition  that  the  business  itself  shall 
continue  to  be  carried  on  during  the  period  named.  Rhodee  v.  Forwood  (App. 
Cas.),  XV,  124. 

2. A.  and  B.  agreed  **  in  consideration  of  the  services  and  payments  to 

be  mutually  rendered,"  that  for  seven  years,  or  as  long  as  A.  should  continue 
to  carry  on  business  at  the  town  of  L.,  A.  should  be  the  sole  agent  at  L.  foi 
the  sale  of  B.'s  coals,  and  that  B.  would  not  employ  any  other  agent  at  L.  foi 
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that  purpose.  There  were  Btipulations  in  the  fkgreement  that  B.  should  have 
the  entire  control  over  the  prices  for  which,  and  the  credits  at  which  the  coals 
were  to  he  sold  ;  and  that  if  A.  could  not  sell  a  certain  amount  per  year,  or  B. 
could  not  supply  a  certain  amount  per  year,  either  party  might,  on  notice,  put 
an  end  to  the  agreement.  At  the  end  of  four  years,  B.  sold  the  colliery  itself. 
In  an  action  by  A.  for  damages  for  breach  of  the  agreement,  thereby  occasioned, 
held,  that  the  action  was  not  maintainable;  for  that  the  agreement  did  not 
bind  the  colliery  owner  to  keep  his  colliery,  or  to  do  more  than  employ  the 
agent  in  the  sale  of  such  coals  as  he  sent  to  L.  lb. 

3.  Foxfelture  of  wages.  Plaintiff  was  a  weaver,  employed  by  defendants 
as  a  weekly  servant,  his  wages  being  regulated  by  the  number  of  pieces  which 
he  wove  and  delivered  to  his  masters.  The  wages  of  the  defendants'  work- 
men were  ascertained  and  fixed  at  noon  on  Thursday  in  each  week,  but  were 
not  paid  till  the  next  Saturday.  By  rules  embodied  in  the  contract  of  hiring, 
the  workmen  were  required  to  give,  before  leaving,  fourteen  days*  notice  at 
the  time  of  booking-up  on  Thursday.  "  Persons  leaving  without  notice  will 
forfeit  all  wages  due."  On'a  Thursday,  the  sum  earned  by  the  plaintiff  in  the 
preceding  week  was  ascertained  and  fixed  at  15«.  He  commenced  another 
week  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  and  worked  during  the  morning  of 
Friday,  and  earned  79.  He  left  during  the  forenoon  of  Friday  without  having 
given  any  notice.  HM,  that  the  plaintiff  forfeited,  by  leaving  before  the 
Saturday,  the  wages  due  on  the  Thursday,  but  not  payable  till  the  Saturday, 
as  well  as  the  wages  earned  between  noon  of  Thursday  and  Friday  morning. 
Walsh  V.  Walley  (Q.  B.).  IX,  838. 

4.  Master's  right  of  action  for  iqjury  to  servant.  A  master  cannot  main- 
tain an  action  for  injuries  to  his  servant  arising  from  the  negligence  of  another, 
if  they  cause  the  immediate  death  of  the  servant.  Osbom  v.  CHUeU  (Exch.), 
IV.  464. 

6.  BCaster's  liability  to  servant.  The  plaintiff,  a  cab-driver,  obtained  from 
the  defendant,  a  cab-proprietor,  a  horse  and  cab  on  the  usual  terms,  which  are 
that  the  driver  shall  at  the  end  of  the  day  hand  over  to  the  proprietor  18«.,  re- 
taining for  himself  all  the  day's  earnings  over  that  sum,  —  the  day's  food  for 
the  horse  being  supplied  by  the  owner,  and  the  latter  having  no  control  over 
the  driver  after  leaving  the  yard.  The  horse  with  which  the  driver  was  fur- 
nished, which  was  fresh  from  the  country  and  had  never  before  been  harnessed 
to  a  cab,  bolted  and  overturned  the  cab  and  injured  the  driver.  The  jury 
found  that  the  horse  was  not  reasonably  fit  to  be  driven  in  a  cab.  HM,  by 
Btlbs  and  Groyb,  J  J.,  that  the  relation  between  the  parties  was  that  of  bailor 
and  bailee,  and  consequently  that,  upon  the  finding  of  the  jury,  the  proprietor, 
was  responsible  for  the  injury  sustained  by  the  driver.  HM,  by  W  illbs,  J.,  that 
the  relation  was  that  of  master  and  servant  (or,  at  most,  co-adventurers),  and, 
therefore,  that,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  of  personal  negligence  or  miscon- 
duct on  his  p&rt,  the  owner  was  not  responsible.  FowUr  v.  Lock  (Com.  PI.) 
II,  586. 

6.  For  negligence  of  fellow-servant.  The  defendants  were  the  owners  of 
a  colliery  within  the  Goal  Mines  Regulations  Act,  1872  (85  &  86  Vict.,  c.  76), 
and  they  had  appointed  a  certificated  manager  as  required  by  s.  26.  A  miner 
employed  in  the  colliery  was  killed  by  an  explosion  of  fire-damp,  the  death 
being  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  manager.    HM,  that  the  fact  that  the 
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manager  was  appointed  parfjuant  to  the  act  did  not  put  him  in  any  different 
position  from  that  he  would  have  held  had  he  been  simply  appointed  manager  ; 
and  that  he  was  a  fellow-servant  with  the  deceased  ;  and  the  defendants  were, 
therefore,  not  liable  to.  the  representatives  of  the  deceased  for  his  death.  Uow- 
eUM  V.  Land(yre,  eU.,  Steel  Co.  (Q.  B.),  XI.  153.  . 

7.  Blaster  bound  by  notice  to  senrant.  If  the  owner  of  a  dog  appoints,  a 
servant  to  keep  it,  the  servant's  knowledge  of  the  dog's  ferocity  is  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  master.    Baldwin  v.  Casella  (Exch.),  Ill,  434. 

8.  Master^B  liability  for  servant's  negligence.  Wliere  the  horses  attached 
to  a  carriage  in  which  the  master  is  riding  take  fright,  and  the  master  yields 
the  full  control  of  them  to  the  servant,  qttCBre,  whether,  if  an  action  would 
lie  against  the  servant  for  a  personal  injury  caused  by  collision  with  such  car- 
riage, it  would  also  lie  against  the  master?  Holmes  v.  Mather  (Exch.),  XIV, 
548. 

•    9. There  is  no  implied  contract  between  the  owners  of  a  ship  and  a 

pilot  whom  they  are  compelled  to  employ,  that  the  pilot  shall  take  upon  him- 
self the  risk  of  injury  from  the  negligence  of  the  shipowners'  servants ;  and 
an  action  will  lie  by  the  pilot  against  the  shipowners  for  injuries  caused  to 
him,  whilst  acting  as  pilot  on  board  their  vessel,  by  the  negligence  of  their 
servants.     SmUh  v.  Steele  (Q.  B.),  XI,  194. 

10. A  stevedore  employed  to  ship  iron  rails  had  a  foreman  whose  duty 

it  was  (assisted  by  laborers)  to  carry  the  rails  from  the  quay  to  the  ship  after 
the  carman  had  brought  them  to  the  quay  and  unloaded  them  there.  The  car- 
man not  unloading  the  rails  to  the  foreman's  satisfaction,  the  latter  got  into 
the  cart  and  threw  out  some  of  them  so  negligently  that  one  fell  upon  and  in- 
jured the  plaintiff,  who  was  passing  by.  Held  (Brett,  J.,  dissenting),  that 
there  was  evidence  for  the  jury  that  the  foreman  was  acting  within  the  scope 
of  his  employment,  so  as  to  render  the  stevedore  responsible  for  his  acts. 
Bums  V.  Poul»om  (Com.  PI.),  VI,  281. 

11. Defendant  was  surveyor  of  highways,  appointed  by  vestry  at  a 

salary.  By  a  resolution  of  the  committee  of  management  it  was  ordered  that 
a  part  of  a  road  should  be  raised  for  about  150  yards,  and  that  defendant 
should  employ  men  to  do  it.  Defendant  contracted  with  G.  to  do  the  work  at 
so  much  per  yard,  the  vestry  finding  the  materials.  G.  proceeded  to  do  the 
work,  employing  his  own  men.  During  the  progress  of  the  work  one-half  of 
the  width  of  the  road  was  raised  first,  and  the  other  half  left  temporarily  about 
a  foot  lower.  No  fence  or  light  was  put  up  to  warn  persons  using  the  road  at 
night,  and  the  plaintiff,  driving  with  a  horse  and  dog-cart,  was  upset  and  in- 
jured. The  defendant  had  not  personally  interfered  in  doing  the  work,  or  in 
directing  the  road  to  be  left  as  it  was.  Held,  thKt  the  defendant  was  not  liable 
for  the  injury  to  the  plaintiff,  either  at  common  law  or  by  reason  of  s.  56  of  5 
&  8  Wm.  4,  c  60.     Taylor  v.  Qreenhalgh  (Q,  B.),  X,  135. 

12.  Master's  liability  for  tort  of  servant.  A  person  who  puts  another  in 
his  place  to  do  a  class  of  acts,  in  his  absence,  necessarily  leaves  him  to  de- 
termine, according  to  the  circumstances  which  arise,  when  an  act  of  that  class 
is  to  be  done, and  trusts  him  for  the  manner  in  which  it  is  done;  consequently 
he  is  answerable  for  the  wrong  of  the  person  so  intrusted,  either  in  the  mnn 
ner  of  doing  such  an  act,  or  in  doing  such  an  act  under  circumstances  in  which

it  ought  not  to  have  been  done,  provided  that  what  is  done  is  not  done  from 
any  caprice  of  the  servant,  bat  in  the  coarse  of  the  employment.  Barley  v. 
Manchester,  etc..  By.  Oo.  (Com.  PI.),  Ill,  308 ;  affirmed  S.  C,  IV,  384. 

13. The  plaintiff,  a  passenger  on  the  defendants'  line  of  railway,  sas- 

taMied  injuries  in  consequence  of  being  violently  pulled  out  of  a  railway  car- 
riage by  one  of  the  defendants'  porters,  who  acted  under  an  erroneous  impres- 
sion that  the  plaintiff  was  in  the  wrong  carriage.  The  defendants'  by-laws 
did  not  expressly  authorize  the  company's  servants  to  remove  any  person  be- 
ing in  a  wrong  carriage,  but  they  provided  that  no  person  should  be  allowed 
to  enter  any  carriage  or  to  travel  therein  without  having  first  paid  his  fare  and 
taken  a  ticket.  They  likewise  provided  Uiat  the  porters  should  act  under  the 
orders  of  the  station  master,  etc.,  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  the 
comfort  of  the  passengers  and  the  interests  of  the  company.  Held,  that  the 
act  of  the  porter  in  pulling  the  plaintiff  out  of  the  carriage  was  an  act  done 
within  the  course  of  his  employment  as  the  defendants'  servant,  and  one  for 
which  they  were,  therefore,  responsible.  lb. 

14. The  plaintiff  was  a  passenger  by  the  defendants'  railway  with  a 

return  ticket  from  M.  to  N.  On  reaching  E.,  a  station  short  of  N.,  he  got  out, 
but  was  informed  that  he  must  pay  an  additional  fare  of  2(2.  This  he  refused 
to  do.  He  was  thereupon  given  into  custody  by  the  inspector  of  the  de- 
fendants' station  upon  the  charge  of  refusing  to  give  up  his  ticket,  or  pay  his 
fare,  and  thereby  defrauding  the  defendants.  This  charge  was  dismissed. 
The  plaintiff  having  brought  an  action  of  trespass  and  false  imprisonment, 
lield,  that,  as  the  defendants  were  empowered  under  s.  104  of  the  above  act, 
to  arrest  persons  committing  frauds  under  s.  103,  and  as  the  inspector  was 
their  representative  at  £1,  it  must  be  presumed,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to 
the  contrary,  that  the  inspector  had  authority  from  the  defendants  to  arrest 
persons  supposed  to  be  guilty  of  committing  offenses  against  that  section,  and 
that  the  defendants  were  liable  for  his  mistake.  Moore  v.  Metropolitan  Bail- 
way  Co.  (Q.  B.),  IV,  208. 

16. A  local  board  of  health,  being  in  occupation  of  a  sewage  farm,  had 

given  plenary  powers  for  the  management  of  such  farm  in  the  most  beneficial 
manner  to  one  B.  A  ditch  ran  between  the  farm  and  the  land  of  the  plain- 
tiff. With  a  view  to  rendering  such  ditch  nfore  capable  of  carrying  off  the 
drainage  from  the  farm,  B.  wrongfully  went  upon  the  plaintiff's  land  and 
pared  away  his  side  of  the  ditch,  and  cut  down  so  much  of  the  brushwood 
and  underwood  on  the  plaintiff's  side,  as  impeded  the  flow  of  drainage  along 
the  ditch.  Held,  that  the  acts  so  done  by  B.  were  not  within  the  scope  of  his 
employment  ;  and  consequently  the  local  board  were  not  liable  for  them  at 
the  suit  of  the  plaintiff,  there  being  no  implied  authority  from  the  board  to 
do  them.     Bolinghroke  v.  Local  Board  of  Swindon  (Com.  PI.),  X,  315. 

16. On  the  trial,  in  an  action  for  assault,  the  plaintiff  proved  that  he 

was  present  in  the  gallery  of  a  large  hall  where  there  was  a  meeting  convened 
by  members  of  an  association,  and  that  the  defendant  acted  as  chairman. 
There  was  an  interruption  in  the  gallery  near  to  the  place  where  the  plaintiff 
was  standing,  upon  which  the  defendant  said  :  "  I  shall  be  obliged  to  bring 
those  men  to  the  front  who  are  making  the  disturbance.  Bring  those  men  to 
the  front."  The  plaintiff  was  maklncr  no  disturbance,  but,  according  to  his 
statement,  he  was  seized  by  a  man  with  a  white  ribbon  in  his  coat  and  two 
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policemen,  and  dragged  over  some  benches  to  the  front  part  of  the  gallery, 
and  thereby  injured.  There  was  nothing  to  show  the  position  or  duty  of 
those  who  seized  him,  or  whether  any  instructions  as  to  keeping  order  had 
been  given  them  by  the  defendant,  .before  the  act  complained  of.  Held,  that 
there  was  no  evidence  to  go  to  the  jury  of  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
fendant, as  there  was  not  the  ordinary  relation  of  master  and  servant  between 
him  and  those  who  assaulted  the*  plaintiff,  but  only  a  particular  direction  as 
to  a  particular  matter,  and  that  the  words  used  by  the  defendant  did  not  au- 
thorize the^otficers  to  act  upon  their  judgment  as  to  who  were  the  persons 
making  the  disturbance.    Luccu  v.  Mcuon  (Com.  Pl.)i  XIII,  379. 

17.  Servant's  liability  for  his  own  torts.  A  surveyor  who  is  the  executive 
officer  of  a  highway  board,  and  bound  to  obey  their  orders,  is  justifiable  only 
in  obeying  such  orders  as  are  legal,  and  is  liable  for  a  trespass,  although  com- 
mitted by  their  direction.   MiUs  v.  Hawker  (Bzch.),  XII,  538. 

18.  ProoeedlbigB  against,  for  not  entering  on  service.  By  a  parol  hiring  on 
the  11th  of  November,  respondent  agreed  to  serve  appellant  as  a  servant  in 
husbandry  for  one  year,  to  commence  on  the  23d  of  November.  Respondent 
did  not  enter  into  his  service,  and  an  information  was  taken  out  against  him 
under  the  Master  and  Servant  Act,  1867  (30  &  31  Vict.,  c.  141),  by  s.  3  of  which 
"  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  contract  of  service  other  than  a  contract 
within  the  meaning  of  the  enactments  in  the  first  schedule  to  this  act,  or  some 
or  one  of  them."  By  s.  8  of  4  Geo.  4,  c.  34  (which  is  in  the  schedule),  proceed- 
ings can  be  taken  against  a  servant  in  husbandry  who  has  not  entered  into  his 
service,  only  if  the  contract  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  parties  to  it.  Held, 
that  no  proceedings  could  be  taken  against  the  respondent  under  the  act  of 
1867.    Bdnke  v.  OroMland  (Q.  B.),  XI,  168:

"MEMBERSHIP. 

Restoration.  A  member  of  a  society  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  its  members 
cannot  be  rightfully  expelled  without  giving  him  aa  opportunity  to  be  heard ; 
and  if  wrongfully  attempted  to  be  expelled,  he  may  file  a  bill  in  equity  to  be 
restored  to  the  enjoyment  of  his  rights.     Wood  v.  TF<>a<{(Exch.),.X,  372.

MINERALS. 

OhJxia  day.  The  term  **  minerals  "  in  a  conveyance  of  land,  reserving  '*  all 
mines  and  minerals  within  and  under  the  premises,"  held  to  include  china  clay 
found  there  afterward,  although  it  was  not  then  known  to  exist  there,  and 
consequently  was  not  opntemplated  by  the  parties.  Hext  v.  QUI  (Chan.  App.), 
HI,  674. 

MINES. 

1.  Reservatton  o£  A  piece  of  land  on  which  a  cotton  mill  was  to  be  built 
was  conveyed,  the  grantor  reserving  to  himself  a  chief  rent,  and  reserving  all 
mines  and  minerals  under  the  piece  of  land,  and  power  to  take  the  same  at 
pleasure,  making  compensation  for  damages  to  be  done  to  the  cotton  mill. 
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The  grantee  oovenanted  to  build  iind  keep  in  repair  the  cotton  n^ill.  ffeld, 
that  the  grantor  would  not  be  restrained  from  working  and  taking  the  min- 
erals under  the  piece  of  land,  though  the  buildings  on  the  piece  of  land  would 
necessarily  be  thereby  injured.     Aspden  v.  Seddon  (Chan.  App.)f  XII,  773. 

2. A  conveyance  of  land  in  fee  was  made  subject  to  a  reservation  to  the 

grantors  of  mines  and  minerals,  and  extensive  powers  of  occupying  and  using 
the  surface  for  the  purpose  of  working  the  same.  It  was  provided  thereby, 
that  it  should  not  be  lawful  for  the  grantee  to  do,  or  sufiEer  any  thing  to  be 
done,  whereby  the  grantors  should  be  prevented,  hindered  or  obstructed  in  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  reserved,  and  also  that  the  grantors  should  make  to  the 
grantee  annually  reasonable,  compensation  for  damage  or  spoil  of  ground  to  be 
occasioned  by  the  exercise  of  the  reserved  powers.  Previously  to  the  date  of 
the  deed  of  conveyance  ^the  premises  were  leased  to  the  grantee,  subject  to 
similar  reservations  to  those  in  the  conveyance,  and  workings  already  existed 
wliich  had  taken  place  under  such  reservations.  Hdd^  that  no  restriction  was 
placed  by  the  words  of  the  conveyance  on  the  use,  by  the  grantee,  of  the  land 
for  any  purpose  to  which  it  was  applicable,  so  long  as  he  did  not  touch  or  in- 
terfere with  the  minerals;  and  the  compensation  for  damage  or  spoil  of 
ground  occasioned  by  the  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  must  be  estimated 
with  reference  to  the  value  of  the  land  for  any  purpose  to  which  an  ordinary 
owner  might  put  it,  and  that  compensation  was  due  in  respect  of  damage  aris- 
ing from  the  *tise,  subsequently  to  the  conveyance,  of  land  included  therein 
that  had  been  previously  occupied  and  used  for  mining  purposes,  but  not  in 
respect  of  the  mere  existence  of  workings  in  being  at  the  time  of  the  deed,  or 
their  subsequent  user  without  any  fresh  damage.  Mardtte  v.  Dean  and  Ckap- 
ter  of  Dwrham  (Com.  PI.),  V,  811. 

3.  IjeaBe  o£  When  the  thing  let  turns  out  to  be  a  nonentity,  the  lessee  is 
not  bound.  P&r  the  Lord  Chancellor  :  In  such  a  case  it  is  perfectly  reasonable 
that  the  lease  should  be  subject  to  reduction.  'P«r  Lord  Chelmsford  :  Where 
there  is  a  total  destruction  or  exhaustion  of  the  subject-matter  of  a  lease,  the 
lessee  is  entitled  to  abandon  it.    Gowan  v.  GhristU  (Sc.  App.),  V,  114. 

4i Per  the  Lord  Chancellor:  The  lessee  of  a  mine,  although  entitled  to 

rely  on  the  existence  of  the  subject-matter,  takes  all  risk  of  its  failure, 
either  as  to  quantity  or  value,  unless  either  is  expressly  warranted.  lb. 

6. At  common  law,  the  mere  fact  of  "  unworkability  to  profit,"  afibrds 

no  ground  for  reducing  or  throwing  up  a  lease  of  minerals,  which  are,  in  their 
nature,  subject  to  many  vicissitudes.  There  is,  in  such  a  case,  no  legal  war- 
ranty on  which  the  lessee  can  rely.  lb. 

6. Per  Lord  Cairns  :  What  we  term  a  mineral  lease,  is  really  a  sale 

out  and  out  of  a  portion  of  the  land.  Dkta,  therefore,  applicable  to  agricul- 
tural leases  are  not  always  applicable  to  leases  of  minerals.  lb. 

7.  Lessee  where  liable  for  damages  to  surface.  A  feu  of  land  was  granted 
reserving  the  subjacent  minerals,  and  stipulating  that  the  feuar  should  have 
no  claim  against  the  superior  or  his  tenants  in  respect  of  any  damage  that 
might  arise  from  the  working  of  the  minerals.  Damage  having  arisen,  the 
feuar  obtained  from  the  court  of  sessions  an  interdict  prohibiting  the  mineral 
workings  complained  of;  but  the  House  of  Lords  revoked  the  interdict  —  hold- 
ing that  the  feuar  had  made  a  contract  which  bound  him  to  submit  to  its  con- 
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Bequences.  Pw  the  Lord  Chaj^cellob  :  This  interdict  imposes  on  the  superior 
an  obligation,  which  it  was  the  express  object  of  the  contract  to  relieve  him 
from.  The  fact  that  the  contract  was  improvident,  cannot  alter  the  construc- 
tion of  a  special  stipulation.  Per  Lord  Chelmsford  :  It  is  the  safest  and  best 
mode  of  construction  to  give  to  words  free  from  ambiguity  their  plain  and  ordi- 
nary meaning.    BucKanan  v.  Andrew  (Sc.  App.),  V,  125. 

8. By  an  act  of  Tynwaid,  of  the  Isle  of  Man,  a  reservation  was  made  to 

the  lord  of  the  isle  (now  represented  by  the  Crown)  of  all  such  mines  and 
minerals  as  then  were,  or  at  any  time  theretofore  had  been,  vested  in  the  lords 
of  the  isle.  The  Queen,  as  lady  of  the  isle,  being  thus  possessed  of  the  mines 
as  of  .her  own  original  title  in  the  soil,  has  the  right  to  the  use  of  all  waters 
found  thereon,  and  percolating  by  natural  processes  into  the  mines  when 
opened.     BaUaeoi'kiah  SUver^  etc.,  Mining  Co.  v.  Harrison  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  88. 

9. The  holder  of  a  mining  lease  from  the  Crown  is  not  liable  to  make 

compensation  for  the  withdrawal  by  percolation  into  his  mine  of  water,  which 
would  otherwise  have  fiowed  into,  or  having  flowed  into,  would  have  been 
retained  in  the  wells  and  springs  of  the  superjacent  land.  lb. 

10. Declaration  for  mining  under  the  plaintiff's  land  without  leaving 

proper  support,  whereby  the  foundations  of  plaintiff's  mill  and  other  buildings 
gave  way,  and  the  building  fell.  Plea,  that  S.,  the  plaintiff's  predecessor  in 
title,  was  seized  in  fee  of  the  said  land,  etc.,  and  of  the  subjacent  mines,  and  by 
an  indenture  of  lease  between  S.  and  certain .  persons  as  lessees,  S.  demised 
for  thirty-eight  years,  from  the  25th  of  March,  1889,  all  the  veins  of  minerals 
that  should  or  might  at  any  time  be  found  or  discovered  under  the  said  land, 
with  full  power  to  the  lessees  and  assigns  to  get  the  minerals  from  the  old 
pits,  and  sink  fresh  pits,  they,  the  lessees  and  assigns,  making  reasonable  sat- 
isfaction to  the  lessor  and  his  tenants  for  the  damage  done  to  them  respect- 
ively, by  the  surface  of  the  lands  being  covered  with  rubbish  or  otherwise  in- 
jured, or  as  he  or  they  might  sustain,  as  well  by  the  injury  done  to  the  lands  in 
sinking  and  getting  the  mines  and  minerals,  as  for  such  damage  or  injury  as 
might  be  done  or  caused  in  the  dwelling-houses  or  other  buildings  of  the  lessor, 
by  getting  the  minerals  under  or  near  to  any  of  the  dwelling-houses  or  other 
buildings,  according  to  the  covenant  thereinafter  contained  for  that  purpose 
(to  wit) ;  in  case  any  damage  or  injury  during  the  term  hereby  granted  shall 
happen  to  any  of  the  dwelling-houses,  cottages,  or  other  buildings,  already 
erected,  or  to  be  hereafter  erected,  on  th&  land  in  lieu  of  the  present  build- 
ings, and  not  of  greater  value  than  the  present  buildings  were  when  erected, 
bf  reason  of  any  minerals  being  got  under  them,  or  so  near  to  them  as  to 
occasion  such  damage  or  injury,  the  lessees  and  assigns  shall  at  their  own 
cost,  on  six  days'  notice  by  the  lessor  and  assigns,  or  his  tenants,  rebuild  or 
repair  any  such  buildings  so  damaged  and  injured,  and  put  them  in  as  good 
condition  and  repair  as  they  were  before  the  damage  was  done.  And,  further, 
that  the  lessees  and  assigns  shall  every  year  during  the  term  pay  to  the 
lessor,  besides  the  immediate  damage  to  be  paid  to  the  tenant,  at  the  rate  of 
40«.  an  acre  for  the  damage  done  to  the  crops,  etc.,  for  the  first  five  years,  and 
such  a  price  as  arbitrators  shall  determine  as  rent  for  each  acre  that  shall  be 
damaged,  after  which  the  lessees  shall  have  free  use  of  the  land  during  the 
residue  of  the  term.  The  plea  concluded  with  an  allegation  that  the  defend- 
ants became  assignees  of  the  lease,  and  were  always  ready  and  willing  to  per- 
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fonn  the  covenant.  On  demarrer,  held^  that  the  plea  was  gcx)d  ;  for  that  the 
terms  of  the  lease  were  sufficient  to  show  by  implication  that  it  was  intended 
that  tlie  lessees  of  the  mines  sliould  have  the  right  to  work  the  mines  so 
as  to  undermine  the  surface,  subject  only  to  paying  damages  according  to  the 
covenants.    Smith  v.  DcMrby  (Q.  B.),  Ill,  281. 

11.  In  1840»  a  bed  of  coal,  called  the  High  Hazle  Bed,  was  demised, 

with  working  powers,  to  persons  from  whom  the  defendants  took  by  assign- 
ment. The  lessees  were  to  pay  a  minimum  rent  of  £200  as  for  2a.  Ir.  16p.,  and 
a  further  yearly  rent  at  the  rate  of  £85  per  acre  for  coal  actually  got  beyond 
the  2a.  \r.  16p.,  "  including  all  ribs  and  pillars  left  in  working  the  said  coal, 
except  the  pillars  for  the  support  of  the  shafts,  the  pillars  between  the  deep 
and  counter  level,  the  pillars  all  round  the  estate,  and  the  pillars  under  the 
homestead  and  farm  buildings."  These  pillars,  of  specified  dimensions,  the 
lessees  bound  themselves  to  leave  "  during  the  whole  of  the  term,"  and  "  they 
also  covenanted  to  work  the  mines  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment, 
skill  and  discretion,  in  a  good  and  workmanlike  manner."  In  1857  the  assignee 
of  the  lessor  conveyed  part  of  the  land  within  which  the  mine  lay  to  persons 
from  whom  the  plaintiffs  took  with  notice,  reserving  to  the  grantor  the  High 
Hazle  Bed  (except^a  small  portion  specified),  and  "  the  mines,  veins  and  bed  of 
coal,  fire  clay,  and  other  clay,  stone  and  other  minerals  lying  under  the  said 
bed,  called  the  High  Hazle  Bed,"  with  powers  to  the  grantor,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  and  his  and  their  tenants  and  lessees,  to  be  exercised  "  from  and  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term  "  for  "  carrying  on  the  works  of  the  mine,  and  get- 
ting and  carrying  away  the  said  fire  clay,"  etc., so  reserved;  and  also  reserving 
to  the  grantor  the  coal  rent  under  the  lease  of  1840,  with  the  necessary  powers. 
Provision  was  made  for  rent  for  land  used  or  occupied  by  the  grantor  for  the 
purposes  of  the  mine,  and  for  compensation  for  buildings  required  or  removed 
for  that  purpose,  and  for  -surface  damage  to  the  land ;  but  it  was  specially 
provided  that  the  grantor,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  tenants  or  lessees,  should  not 
be  liable  for  any  damage  caused  to  buildings  which  should  thereafter  be 
erected  on  the  land  conveyed,  by  the  sinking  of  the  land  through  mining 
operations  in  getting  the  '*  coal,  clay,  stone  and  other  minerals  hereby  excepted 
and  removed."  The  pillars  specified  in  the  lease  of  1840  were  left ;  and  the 
defendants  worked  according  to  the  usual  course  of  mining  in  the  district; 
but  their  workings  caused  a  subsidence,  which  injured  the  land  of  the  plain- 
tiffs and  buildings  erected  since  1857.  The  land  would  have  subsided  without 
the  buildings.  Held  (Bramwell,  B.,  doubting),  that,  it  appearing  by  the  lease 
of  1840  to  be  the  intention  of  the  parties  that  all  the  coal  should  be  remove^* 
except  the  specified  pillars,  and  the  defendants  having  worked  the  mine  in  a 
proper  manner,  they  were  not  liable  for  the  injury.  By  Bi^amwbll,  B.,  that 
so  far  as  concerned  the  houses,  the  prpviso  in  the  conveyance  of  1857  pro- 
tected the  defendants  from  liability,  notwithstanding  that  the  lease  under 
which  they  held  was  antecedent  to  that  deed.  Eadoji  v.  Jeffcock  (Exch.),  Ill, 
458. 

12.  for  ceasiiig  work.    By  a  lease  of  boUieries  in  Cheshire,  certain  pits 

or  mines,  comprising  the  T.  mine,  which  was  the  uppermost,  the  B.  mine^ 
which  was  the  next,  and  the  C.  mine,  which  was  the  lowest,  were,  with  other 
higher  and  intervening  mines,  demised  to  lessees' with  power  to  work  and  get 
coal  from  the  same  at  a  fixed  rent,  and  with  a  covenant  that  they  should  work 
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and  carry  on  the  minee  with  their  utmost  skill  and  ability,  in  the  best  and 
most  effectual  manner,  to  the  best  advantage,  and  according  to  the  common 
mode  and  usual  practice  of  carrying  on  coal  works  or  collieries  with  effect. 
On  a  bill  by  the  lessor,  alleging  that  the  defendants,  after  having  for  some 
time  worked  the  said  three  mines,  had  ceased  working  the  T.  mine,  and  also 
that  they  were  working  the  G.  miuQ  in  advance  of  the  B.  mine,  and  praying 
injunctions  accordingly,  heid,  that,  under  the  terms  of  the  covenant,  the 
defendants  were  entitled  to  work  any  of  the  mines  without  working  all,  or  all 
that  they  had  commenced  to  work ;  that,  according  to  the  evidence  before  the 
court,  it  was  the  common  practice  in  the  district  to  work  a  lower  seam  of  coal 
before  working  a  higher;  that  there  was  no  ground  for  saying  that  the 
defendants  were  committing  a  breach  of  the  covenant ;  and  the  bill  was  dis- 
missed with  coats.     Lord  Abinger  v.  Ashton  (Eq.  C),  IX,  585.

MISTAKE. 

L  In  respect  to  paper  signed.  If  one  person  executes  as  her  will  a  paper 
drawn  up  to  be  executed  by  another,  supposing  it  to  be  one  drawn  for  herself, 
such  paper  cannot  be  treated  as  her  will.  In  the  Goods  of  Bunt  (Prob.  &  Div.), 
XIII,  473. 

2.  Relief  against.  Where,  in  the  making  of  an  agreement  between  two 
parties,  there  has  been  a  mutual  mistake  as  to  their  rights,  occasioning  an  in- 
jury to  one  of  them,  the  rule^of  equity  is  in  favor  of  interposing  to  grant  relief. 
Barl  Becmehamp  v.  Winn  (H.  of  L.),  VI,  37.  VI,  87. 

3.  The  Court  of  Blquity  will  not,  if  such  a  ground  for  relief  is  clearly 

established,  decline  to  grant  relief  merely  because,  on  account  of  the  circum- 
stances which  have  intervened  since  the  agreement  was  made,  it  may  be  diffi- 
cult to  restore  the  parties  exactly  to  their  original  condition.  lb. 

4.  What  is  the  nature  of  a  mistake  and  what  has  been  the  cause  of  it 

will  be  considered  in  determining  whether  relief  ought  to  be  granted.  The 
rule  ignorantia  juris  neminem  excumt  applies  where  the  alleged  ignorance  is 
that  of  a  well-known  rule  of  law,  but  not  where  it  is  that  of  a  matter  of  law 
arising  upon  the  doubtful  construction  of  a  grant.  In  the  latter  case  it  is  not 
decisively  a  ground  for  refusing  relief.  lb. 

5. Acquiescence  in  what  has  been  done  will  not  be  a  bar  to  relief  where 

the  party  alleged  to  have  acquiesced  has  acted,  or  abstained  from  acting, 
through  being  ignorant  that  he  possessed  rights  which  would  be  available 
against  that  which  he  permitted  to  be  enjoyed.  lb. 

6. A  son,  tenant  in  tail  in  remainder,  shortly  after  attaining  twenty- 

one,  joined  with  his  father,  the  tenant  for  life,  in  re-settling  the  family  estates. 
The  son  was  influenced  to  make  the  re-settlem^nt  by  the  representation  of  his 
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father  that  a  portions' charge  of  £5,000  was  not  (as  in  fact  it  was)  a  subsisting 
charge  ou  the  estates,  but  was  a  charge  to  take  effect  only  in  case  the  father 
should  so  direct,  and  a  release  of  the  supposed  power  to  charge  contained  in 
the  re-settlement  was  the  principal  consideration  for  its  execution.  HM,  that, 
although  this  misrepresentation  was  innocently  made,  the  re-settlement  must 
be  set  ^ide  as  founded  on  mistake.    Fane  v.  Fane  (Ekj.  C),  XV,  552.

MONEY  HAD   AND  RECEIVED. 

1.  Received  from  vendor  by  agent  of  purchaser.  Where  an  agent  em- 
ployed to  purchase  a  ship  for  another,  by  arrangement  with  the  vendor  and 
Without  the  knowledge  of  his  principal,  paid  a  higher  price  than  he  otherwise 
need  to  .have  done,  and  received  a  part  of  the  excess  ae  commission,  held,  that 
his  principal  could  maintain  an  action  for  money  had  and  received  against  his 
agent  to  recover  back  such  sum.     Morieon  v.  Thompson  (Q.  B.),  X,  120. 

2.  On  forged  indorsement.  -  The  drawer  of  a  check  payable  to  order  can  re- 
cover the  amount  thereof  from  one  who  receives  it  from  the  drawee  on  a 
forged  indorsement  of  the  name  of  the  payee.  The  statute  16  &  17  Vict.,  c. 
59,  only  protects  the  banker  on  whom  it  is  drawn.  Ogden  v.  Benas  (Ck>m.  PL), 
X,288. 

3.  Paid  under  duress.  Where  a  railway  company  imposed  unreasonable 
restrictions  upon  a  particular  colliery  owner  to  compel  him  to  pay  more  than 
the  legal  maximum  rate  for  carrying  his  coal,  and  he  paid  several  of  these 
sums,  which  in  his  action  he  sought  to  recover  as  overcharges,  but  he  paid 
them  under  protest,  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  possession  of  his  goods  ; 
Iieldf  that  his  payment  of  them  under  such  circumstances  was  under  duress, 
and  did  not  disqualify  him  from  recovering  them  in  an  action  for  money  had 
and  received.    Lancashire,  etc,,  Ry,  Go.  v.  GidLow  (H.  of  L.),  XIII,  40.

MONEY  PAID,  ETC. 

L  Oonaideration  failed.  The  defendants,  a  limited  company,  being  pos- 
sessed of  a  process  (for  which  a  pntent  had  been  taken  out  in  England,  but  not 
for  the  foreign  city  of  B.)  for  the  utilization  of  sewage,  agreed  to  sell  to  the 
plaintiff  for  £15,000  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  to  use  and  exercise  the  patent 
in  B.  The  plaintiff  was  aware  that  by  the  law  existing  at  B.  no  exclusive 
right  to  use  the  process  there  could  be  obfained.  The  directors  of  the  defend 
ants'  company  were  not  aware  that  the  patent  for  B.  had  not  been  obtitined. 
The  object  of  the  plaintiff  in  buying  the  exclusive  right  was  that  he  might 
form  a  company  for  using  the  process  in  B.,  and  might  induce  persons  to  take 
shares  in  the  compa9y,  under  the  belief  that,  if  the  company  bought  of  the 
plaintiff  the  right  sold  to  him  by  the  defendants,  the  company  would  be  en- 
titled to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  process  in  B.  The  plaintiff  sued  the  defend- 
ants to  recover  back  his  £15,000,  on  the  ground  that,  as  there  was  no  exclusive 
right  to  the  use  of  the  process  in  B.,  the  consideration  had  failed.  Held,  that 
no  action  could  be  maintained  :  1.  On  the  ground  that,  although  the  defend- 
ants ostensibly  sold  the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  process  at  B.,  yet,  the  plain. 
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tiffs  object  being  to  float  a  company  and  induce  persons  to  1;^ke  shares  in  it, 
he  had  intended  to  buy  the  right,  whether  exclusive  or  not,  and  that  he  had, 
in  fact,  obtained  that  for  which  he  had  paid  the  £15,000 ;  2.  On  the  ground 
that  the  plaintiff,  being  aware  that  no  exclusive  right  to  use  the  process  in  B. 
could  be  obtained,  had  entered  into  the  contract  with  the  defendants  in  con- 
temi^ation  of  a  fraud  upon  the  shareholders  of.  the  intended  company.  Beg- 
hie  Y,  Phosphate  Seieage  Co,  (Q.  6.),  XIV,  296. 

2. Leasehold  premises  were  mortgaged  by  S.,  who  subsequently  mar- 
ried L.  After  the  death  of  L.  his  executors  concurred  in  a  sale  by  the  mort- 
gagee to  C,  and  received  the  balance  of  the  purchase-money  after  payment  of 
the  mortgage  debt,  interest  and  expenses,  and,  in  the  bona  fide  belief  that  L. 
was  legally  entitled  to  the  equity  of  redemption,  disposed  of  such  balance  as 
part  of  his  estate.  S.,  the  widow  of  L.,  afterward  filed  a  bill  against  C,  the 
purchaser,  to  recover  the  property,  and  obtained  a  decree  against  him  Tor  the 
value  of  the  equity  of  redemption,  G.  being  treated  as  assignee  of  the  mort-' 
gage.  Held,  that  C.  could  not  recover  back  the  money  paid  to  the  executors, 
as  upon  a  failure  of  consideration ,^ut  must  have  recourse  to  his  remedy  upon 
the  covenant  for  title,  if  any.    Clare  v.  Lar^b  (Com.  PI.),  XII,  899. 

3.  Repairs  to  bridge.  Where  a  railway  company  repaired  a  bridge  under 
their  road,  which,  by  the  provisions  of  the  statute  authorizing  its  erection,  pri- 
vate parties  were  bound  to  repair,  such  parties  having  no  notice  or  means  of 
knowing  that  the  repairs  were  necessary,  held,  that  they  could  not  recover  the 
money  expended  for  repairs  so  made.  London^  etc..  By.  Co.  v.  Flower  (C.  P. 
Div.),  XV,  243.

MORTGAGE. 

1.  What  Is.  A  security  in  the  form  of  a  trust  for  sale  is  a  mortgage  within 
the  meaning  of  the  28th  section  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  Locking  v. 
Parker  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  786. 

2. Before  1829  L.  had  demised  two  estates  to  P.  for  long  terms  of  years 

by  way  of  mortgage.  On  the  11th  of  February,  1829,  P.  made  to  L.  a  further 
advance,  and  L.,  by  a  deed  to  which  P.  was  a  party,  but  not  a  conveying  party, 
conveyed  ther  fee  in  those  estates  and  another  estate  to  C,  upon  trust  for  P., 
his  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  nevertheless  upon  the  further 
trustd  thereinafter  declared,  which  were,  to  permit  L.  to  continue  in  posses- 
sion and  receipt  of  rents  till  the  11th  of  August,  and  if  L.  should  then  repay 
the  further  advance,  with  interest,  and  the  other  mortgages  charged  on  the 
property  and  thereinafter  specified,  to  reconvey  to  L.,  his  heirs  or  assigns ; 
but  in  default  of  payment,  then  that  C,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  should  immedi- 
ately, or  at  their  or  his  discretion,  enter  into  possession  and  sell  the  estates, 
and  stand  possessed  of  the  proceeds  on  trust,  in  the  first  place  to  pay  costs, 
then  the  sums  due  to  P.,  with  interest,  and  a  sum  due  on  mortgage  to  another 
person,  with  interest,  and  to  pay  the  surplus  to  L.,  his  executors,  administra 
tors  or  assigns.  L.  at  the  same  time  attorned  tenant  to  P.  Default  having 
been  made  in  payment,  P.  entered  into  possession  in  1832,  and  thenceforth  re- 
ceived the  rents  and  let  the  property.  Sales  were  subsequently  made  of  parts 
of  the  property,  the  last  being  in  1848,  and  C.  conveyed  to  the  purchasers,  P. 
being  a  party,  and  it  was  agreed  that  all  terms  should  be  assigned  in  trust  to 
42 
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attend.  In  1871  L.'s  heh*  at  law  filed  a  bill  to  hare  the  truste  of  the  deed*  of 
1829  carried  into  execution.  HM^  that  the  deed  of  1829  did  not  create  a  trust 
of  the  estate  for  the  benefit  of  the  mortgagor  which  lie  oould  enforce,  so  as  to 
bring  the  case  within  the  8  ft  4  WilL  4,  8.  27,  c.  25,  but  was  a  mortgage  within 
the  meaning  of  s.  28  of  the  same  statute.  lb. 

3. Hddt  also,  that  there  was  no  implied  merger  of  the  terms  created  by 

P.'s  earlier  securities,  and  that  those  securities  remained  in  force,  notwith- 
standing the  deed  of  1829.  lb. 

4. HM,  further,  that,  although  the  deed   created  an  express  trust  in 

favor  of  L.  of  the  surplus  proceeds  of  sale  after  paying  incumbrances,  no  re- 
lief could  be  given  to  the  plaintiff  on  this  ground,  as  it  was  not  alleged,  nor 
was  there  any  thin^  to  lead  to  the  supposition,  that  there  had  ever  been  any 
such  surplus,  and,  therefore,  that  the  bill  must  be  dismissed  with  costs.  lb. 

6.  By  expectant  heir.  A  man,  twenty -six  years  of  age.  entitled  to  a  rever- 
sion of  £600,  but  wholly  without  present  means,  applied  to  a  money  lender, 
who  advanced  him  £85  on  a  mortgage  of  the  reversion  for  £100,  with  a  pro- 
vision that  if  default  should  be  made  in  payment  of  the  £100,  the  £100 
should  bear  interest  at  5  per  cent  per  month.  Twelve  years  afterward  the 
reversion  fell  into^  possession,  and  on  a  bill  filed  by  the  personal  representative 
of  the  mortgagor  a  decree  was  made  for  redemption  on  payment  of  the  sum. 
borrowed  and  simple  interest  at  5  per  cent.  Beyrion  v.  Cook  (Chan.  App.), 
XII,  769. 

6.  Bquitable.  A  deposit  of  title  deeds,  as  security  for  a  debt,  will,  withoat 
more,  create  in  equity  a  charge  upon  the  property ;  but  where  it  is  accom- 
panied by  a  written  document,  the  terms  of  that  document  must  be  referred 
to  in  order  to  ascertain  the  exact  nature  of  the  charge.  8hatD  v.  Foster  (H.  of 
L.),  II,  1. 

7. The  plaintiff  handed  title  deeds  to  his  brother  to  enable  the  brother 

to  borrow  £t500  from  H^  The  brother  deposited  them  at  his  bankers,  with  a 
memorandum  of  deposit  purporting  to  be  executed  by  the  plaintiff,  and 
addressed  to  them,  "  In  consideration  of  your  leading  F.  B."  (the  brother) 
"  £1,000  for  seven  days  from  this  date  I  deposit,"  etc.  The  bankers  did  not 
place  £1,000  to  the  credit  of  the  brother,  but  during  the  next  sev^n  days  they 
allowed  .him,  by  checks  drawn  in  the  ordinary  way,  to  overdraw  his  account  to 
an  amount  somewhat  less  than  £1,000.  The  plaintiff  filed  his  bill  for  delivery 
up  of  the  deeds,  alleging  the  memorandum  of  deposit  to  be  a  forgery,  and 
also  alleging  that  the  bank  had  not  lent  the  brother  £1,000  for  seven  days. 
Held,  that,  assuming  the  memorandum  to  be  genuine,  the  bankers  had  no  lien 
oh  the  deeds,  for  that  they  had  not  fulfilled  the  condition.  Burton  v.  Gray 
(Chan.  App.),  VII,  482. 

8.  What  included.  A  mortgage  of  a  foundry,  with  the  engines,  fixtures, 
machinery,  tools,  and  working  plant  therein,  described  the  chattels  assigned 
as  being  '*  more  particularly  enumerated  and  specified  in  an  inventory  of  even 
date  herewith,  to  be  signed  by  the  parties  hereto,  and  read  and  construed  as 
forming  part  of  these  presents."  The  deed  contained  no  mention  of  stock-in- 
trade.  The  inventory,  which  was  signed  by  the  mortgagors  on  the  same  day 
as  the  deed,  extended  over  twenty-one  pages.     The   first  twenty  pages  con- 
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tained  a  detailed  description  of  the  engines  and  other  chattels  which  were 
mentioned  ander  general  heads  in  the  deed.  At  the  bottom  of  page  20  was 
this  clause :  "  The  stock-in-trade  consists  of  bolts,  brass  work,  wrought  and 
cast  iron  work,  brass  and  other  work,  both  finished  and  in  preparation."  And 
at  the  top  of  page  21  were  these  words:  "Also  all  cast  and  wronght  Iron, 
steel,  timber,  and  all  other  stock-in-trade  in  and  upon  the  before-mentioned 
foundry,  workshops  and  premises."  Then  d^me  this  clause  :  "  The  contents 
of  the  twenty  preceding  sheets  is  a  complete  and  exact  inventory  of  the  fix- 
tures, machinery,  utensils,  and  things  in,  upon,  or  about  the  foundry  mort- 
gaged by  us  this  day."  This  was  immediately  followed  by  the  signatures  of 
the  mortgagors.  Hdd,  that  the  stock-in-trade  was  not  included  in  the  mort- 
gage.   Ex  parte  Jardine;  In  re  McManua  (Chan.  App.),  Xll,  743. 

9.  What  seoored  by.  A.  gave  his  acceptance  to  B.  for  £18,700,  payable  (six 
months  after  date)  on  the  5th  of  February,  1867,  and  it  was  discounted  by  the 
Bank  of  C.  A.  mortgaged  a  station  and  also  mortgaged  the  stock  upon  it  to 
6.  to  secure  the  repayment  of  £18,700,  with  interest  at  12^  per  cent,  on  the 
day  abote  mentioned,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  bill  wh^ch  the  mort- 
gagee might  receive,  take,  make,  or  indorse  by  way  of  renewal  or  in  substitu- 
tion for  the  acceptance,  or  on  account  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  sum  therein 
mentioned,  or  on  any  other  account  incidental  thereto.  It  was  also  stipulated 
in  the  mortgage  of  the  stock,  that  if  default  should  be  made  in  payment  by 
the«mortgagor  of  the  license  f^es,  or  rent,  charges,  fines,  penalties  and  other 
charges  which  should  become  payable  in  respect  of  the  station  or  run,  or  the 
stock  thereon,  or  in  relation  thereto,  the  mortgagee  might  pay  it,  and  the  run, 
stock,  etc.,  should  be  chargeable  therewith.  The  bill  was  renewed  from  time 
to  time,  B.  paying  the  discounts  to  the  bank  on  A.'s  behalf,  and  debiting  A. 
with  the  amount  in  an  account  current  rendered  to  A.,  in  which  he  charged  A. 
with  interest  and  mercantile  commissions.  Held,  that,  notwithstanding  this 
mode  of  keeping  the  accounts,  the  amount  of  the  advances  for  discounts  was 
secured  by  the  mortgage.     Fenton  v.  Blackwood  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  182. 

10.  Held,  also,  that  advances  for  payment  of  government  rent  due  and 

for  scab  license  for  sheep  ifiight  be  charged  to  the  mortgage,  but  that  sheep- 
wash  could  not.  lb. 

11.  Priority.  A.  executed  a  legal  mortgage  of  property  in  Yorkshire  to  B. 
for  £700;  at  the  same  time  he  borrowed  £100  from  C.  and  signed  a  niemo- 
randum  agreeing  to  give  C.  a  second  mortgage  on  the  property  to  secure  that 
amount.  A.  subsequently  executed  another  mortgage  of  the  property  for 
£500  to  D.  The  first  and  third  mortgages  were  registered  at  Wakefield,  but 
not  the  second.  Held,  that  the  third  mortgage  had  priority  over  the  second. 
Wighfs  Trusts  (Eq.  C),  VI,  627. 

12.  A  mortgage  to  trustees  will  take  precedence  of  a  conveyance  to  a 

purchaser,  made  by  collusion  with  one  of  the  trustees  without  disclosing  the 
existence  of  such  mortgage ;  but  in  an  action  by  the  other  trustee  he  can  have 
only  a  decree  for  foreclosure,  and  not  one  for  the  delivery  of  his  deed  to  be 
canceled.     Heath  v.  Crealoek  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  416. 

'  13.  Such  a  mortgage  will  also  take  precedence  of  a  subsequent  mort- 
gage executed  after  the  first  has  been  fraudulently  delivered  up  by  one  of  the 
trustees  to  tlie  mortgagor ;  but  the  second  mortgagees,  being  bona  fide  pur- 
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chuen.  will  not  be  decreed  to  deliver  up  tlielr  mortgage,  in  hn  action  bj  the 
other  truBtee,  bat  the  ordioar;  foreclosure  decree  will  be  made.  Waidi/  t. 
Oral/  (Eq.  C),  XIll.  759. 

1'^ The  Holicitor  of  two  mortgages  put  up  for  sale  by  &uctloo,  without 

any  aathority,  the  mortgaged  estate.  He  profeaaed  to  have  bought  the  estate, 
and  prepared  s  conveyance  which  purported  to  be  made  by  the  second  mort- 
gagee under  his  powerof  sale.  Tlie  mortgagees  both  executed  the  conveyance, 
and  also  sigued  iodorsed  receipts  for  mouey  as  paid  to  them,  though  no  money 
was  in  fact  paid  to  them.  The  solicitor  look  possession  of  the  estate  and  con- 
tinned  to  pay  the  interest  to  the  mortgagees,  and  afterward  made  an  equitable 
mortgage  of  the  estate,  representing  it  to  be  his  own  and  unincumbered.  Aa 
to  the  first  mortgagee,  there  was  evidence  that  he  was  deceived  by  the  solici- 
tor i  as  to  the  second  mortgagee,  there  was  evidence  that  he  trusted  the  solicitor 
implicitly.  There  were  inconsistencies  in  the  plaosupun  the  differentdeedB.and 
the  Boliutor  had  attested  some  of  the  prior  deeds.  Held,  that,  under  the  circum- 
stances, the  equitable  mortgagee  had  priority  over  the  second  mortgagee,  and 
that  the  incousisCencies  in  the  plans  and  the  attestation  by  the  solicitor  did  not 
put  the  equnable  mortgagee  on  inquiry  bo  as  to  Si  him  with  constructive 
notice.    Hunter  v.  WaUer*  (Chan.  App.),  1.  437. 

16. L..  the  owner  of   real  estate,  deposited  the  titlei]eedB   with  his 

bsn^ers  to  secure  the  iMlance   of  his  account  current,  and  executed  a  memo- 
randum whereby  he  agreed,  at  their  request,  to  execute  any  deed  or  deeds 
necessary  for  legally  carrying  out  the  security.    Afterward,  beingabout  to  be 
married,  he  agreed  to  settle  the  property.    Two  days  before  the  marriage  the 
solicitor  of  the   Intended   wife,  having  only  then   received   Instructions   to 
prepare  articles  of  settlement,  inquired  of  Xj.  whether  he  had  the  title-deeds 
in  his  possession  unincumbered  ;  he  replied  that  he  had.  but  that  they  were 
at  his  bankers.     The  solicitor  msde  no  further  inquiry,  and  prepared  articles 
of  settlement,  which  were   executed.     After   the  marriage  L.   conveyed  the 
property  to  the  trugtee  of  the  articles  upon  the  trusts  therein  contained,  being 
for  the  beneht  of  the  wife  and  Issne  o(  the  marriage.     A  suit  was  afterward 
instituted  by  the  bankers  (or  foreclosure  ;  and  the  wife  claimed  to  be  a  pur- 
chaser  for   value   without    notice.     Held,   that  the  solicitor  had   not   made 
sufficient  inquiry,  and  that  the  wife  must  be  taken  to  have  had  constructive 
notice  of  the  mortgage,  and  that  the  husband,  having  contracted  to  execute  a 
mortgage  to  his  bankers,  could  not  deprive  them  of  priority  by  convey- 
le  property  to  a   party  with  whom  he   had  entered  into  a  subsequent 
kct  tor  value,  even  though  such  party  was  a  purchaser  witliout  notice.: 
Wd  V.  Burton  (Eq.  C),  VII,  943. 

An  equitable  deposit  with  memorandum  of  charge  by  a  devisee  is 

enation,  which  pro  tanto  prevents  a  creditor  of  the  testator  from  subse- 
ly  obUuning  a  charge  on  the  estate  as  assets  under  3  &  4  Will.  4,  c.  104.

Where  a  person  seized  in  trust  for  himself  and  another  in  common 

I  retains  the  entire  rente,  the  debt  ari^g  In  favor  of  the  co-tenant  will 
B  charged  on  the  trnstee'e  beoeficial  interest  as  against  a  purchaser  wlth- 
stice  from  him.  lb. 
A  testator,  being  seised  of  a  house  In  trust  tor  himself  and  H.  aa 
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tenant  in  common  in  fee,  made  his  will,  bj  which  he  devised  all  his  real 
estate  to  his  wife  in  trust  to  buy  herself  an  annuity,  and  subject  thereto  in 
trust  for  his  two  sons  equally.  The  testator  had  received  to  his  own  use  the 
whole  of  the  rents  of  the  house,  and  died  indebted  to  H.  in  a  considerable 
sum  on  account  of  her  share.  The  two  sons-  deposited  the  title-deeds  of  the 
house  with  the  plaintiffs,  accompanied  by  a  memorandum  charging  their 
interests  in  the  house  with  a  sum  of  money  advanced  by  the  plaintiffs,  who 
had  no  notice  of  H/s  interest.  H.  afterward  filed  a  bill  against  the  real  and 
personal  representatives  of  the  testator,  in  which  she  established  her  right 
to  one  moiety  of  the  house,  and  obtained  a  decree  charging  the  amount  of 
rents  due  to  her  on  the  testator's  moiety  of  the  house.  Demurrer  to  bill  by 
plaintiffs  to  establish  their  priority  over  H.  overruled.  lb. 

19. The  owner  in  fee  of  a  farm  deposited  deeds  of  conveyance  of  the 

fann  dated  1774  by  way  of  security  for  money  then  due,  writing  at  the  same 
time  a  letter  which  stated  that  the  deeds  were  the  title  deeds  of  the  farm, 
and  were  to  be  a  security.  He  afterward  deposited  the  subsequent  title 
deeds  of  the  farm,  the  earliest  being  dated  1787,  with  bankers,  by  way  of 
security  for  money  due  to  them ;  the  title  was  investigated  by  the  bankers 
and  they  had  no  notice  of  the  prior  charge.  Held,  that  the  letter  created  an 
equitable  charge  on  the  farm,  and  that  under  the  circumstances  credit  must  be 
taken  to  have  been  given  by  the  owner  of  the  prior  charge  to  the  statement 
made  by  the  mortgagor,  that  the  deposited  deeds  were  the  whole  of  the  title 
deeds ;  and  that  the  owner  of  the  prior  charge  had,  therefore,  not  been  guilty 
of  negligence  so  as  to  deprive  herself  of  her  priority.  Dixon  v.  Muekleston 
(Chan.  App.),  IV,  881. 

20. The  non-  production,  in  Ireland,  of  title  deeds  to  the  solicitor  in 

structed  to  prepare  a  mortgage  upon  an  estate  there,  will  not  of  itself  be 
deemed  a  proof  that  the  solicitor  has  acted  fraudulently,  or  even  negligently, 
BO  as  to  affect  the  interests  of  his  client,  and  charge  him  with  notice  of  a  prior 
unregistered  mortgage.  The  construction  to  be  put  upon  his  conduct  does 
not  depend  on  an  inflexible  rule  of  law,  but  upon  the  circumstances  of  the 
case.    Agra  Bank  v.  Barry  (H.  of  L.),  IX,  04. 

21. Where,  therefore,  the  owner  of  an  estate  in  Ireland  had  already 

created  an  equitable  mortgage  upon  it  by  depositing  the  title  deeds  with  a 
creditor  (which  equitable  mortgage  was  not  registered) ;  and,  afterward,  on 
being  asked  for  them  by  a  solicitor  who  was  about  to  prepare,  for  another 
creditor,  a  legal  mortgage  of  the  same  estate,  gave  an  excuse  for  their  non- 
production,  which,  under  the  circumstances,  appeared  quite  satisfactory,  and 
also  supplied  in  his  own  handwriting  a  summary  statement  of  their  contents  ; 
and  the  solicitor,  in  total  ignorance  of  the  equitable  mortgage,  and  of  all  that 
had  been  previously  done,  prepared  the  legal  mortgage  which  was  duly  regis- 
tered. HM^  that  the  legal  mortgage  had  priority  over  the  equitable  mort- 
gage, and  was  not  assailable  on  the  ground  that  the  solicitor  had  improperly 
acted  in  preparing  it  without  insisting  on  the  production  of  the  deeds.  lb. 

22.  Pricnity  over  tnuit.  Where  the  trustee  of  a  settlement,  by  connivance 
with  one  to  whom  he  has  loaned  the  trust  money  on  a  mortgage  which  notices 
the  trust,  enables  the  latter  to  show  an  apparently  clear  title  in  the  mortgaged 
property  and  to  procure  a  new  loan  upon  a  n^w  mortgage  thereof,  from  parties 
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having  Deither  knowledge  nor  the  means  of  knowledge  of  the  trast,  the  rights 
of  the  latter  mortgagees  will  be  held  prior  to  those  of  the  defrauded  eeatuis 
que  trust.    Pilcker  v.  Rawlins  (Chan.  App.),  II,  275. 

23.  DefviBee  takes  sul^|«ot  to.  A  testator,  who  was  entitled  to  an  estate 
subject  to  a  mortgage,  devised  part  of  it  for  the  benefit  of  his  widow  for  life, 
and  the  remainder  to  his  residuary  devisee,  and  bequeathed  his  personal  estate 
subject  to  debts,  and  directed  that  the  deficiency  should  be  charged  on  his, 
residuary  real  estate.  Heldt  that  no  contrary  or  other  intention  was  shown 
within  the  meaning  of  Locke  King's  Act,  so  as  to  exonerate  the  widow's  life 
interest  from  keeping  down  a  proportionate  part  of  the  interest  on  the  mort- 
gage.   SaekniOe  v.  Smyth  (Eq.  C),  VII,  734. 

24.  Mortgagee's  right  to  rent  In  July,  1864,  L.  demised  premises  to  de- 
fendant for  five  years  at  a  rent  of  £56  per  annum,  payable  quarterly.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  grant  of  the  lease,  defendant  advanced  to  L.  £170,  on  account  of 
rent ;  and  in  September,  1865,  L.  mortgaged  the  premises  to  the  plaintiff.  In 
May,  1866,  B.,  who  claimed  under  a  prior  mortgage  from  L.,  by  C,  his  attorney, 
commenced  an  action  of  ejectment  against  defendant  to  recover  possession  of 
the  premises,  but  did  not  proceed  with  it ;  and  on  the  1st  of  November,  1866, 
the  plaintiff's  attorney  wrote  to  the  defendant :  "  Mr.  C.  has  written  to  say  his 
clients  are  no  longer  entitled  to  receive  your  rent.  I,  therefore,  request  that 
you  will  have  the  kindness  to  pay  the  same  here  by  Monday  next."  Held, 
that  the  prepayment  of  rent  was  no  bar  to  plaintiff's  claim  to  the  rent  accru- 
ing after  defendant  had  notice  that  plaintiff'was  grantee  of  the  reversion  ;  and 
that  the  above  letter,  coupled  with  the  circumstances  known  to  defendant 
(that  he  was  raising  money  by  mortgaging  his  reversion,  and  that  the  plain- 
tiff's claim,  for  rent,  could  hardly  be  founded  upon  any  other  alleged  right 
than  one  resulting  from  a  grant  of  the  reversion),  would  warrant  a  jury  in 
inferring  that  defendant  had  notice  that  plaintiff  was  such  grantee.  Cook  v. 
Ouerra  (Com.  PI.),  II,  110. 

26.  Dismissal  of  bill  for  redemption,  effect  oL  An  equitable  mortgage  by 
deposit  ef  title  deeds  is  not  foreclosed  by  the  mere  dismissal  of  a  bill  for  re- 
demption.   Marshall  v.  Shrewsbury  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  719.

MUNICIPAL  CORPORATION. 

1.  Street  improvements.  The  vestry  of  a  metropolitan  parish,  having  paved 
a  new  street,  under  18  &  19  Vict.,  c.  120,  s.  105,  assessed  the  London  School 
Board,  in  respect  of  a  school-house,  as  being  "  owners  "  of  one  of  **  the  houses 
forming  the  street."  The  school-house  did  not  immediately  front  the  street, 
but  stood  back  from  it  some  seventy  or  eighty  feet,  in  a  large  yard,  the  whole 
area  being  about  29,500  square  feet.  There  was  a  row  of  eleven  small  houses 
(with  gardens  at  the  back  of  them)  between  this  area  and  the  street ;  but  the 
only  access  to  the  school  was  by  a  private  passage  which  ran  along  one  side 
of  the  last  house  and  garden  into  the  school-yard,  with  gates  opening  from  the 
street  in  question ;  the  width  of  the  passage  being  twenty  feet  and  the  length 
about  sixty-four  feet.  Held,  that  the  school-house,  though  not  actually  one 
of  the  houses  "  forming  the  street,"  yet  practically  formed  part  of  it,  within  s. 
105.    London  School  Board  v.  St.  Mary,  Islington  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XV,  182.

Eeld,  also,  that  the  school  board  were  *'  owners  "  within  the  defini- 


tion in  B.  250  of  18  and  19  Vict.,  c.  120.  lb.

The  principle  on  which  the  expenses  of  paving  a  new  street  have 


been  apportioned  among  the  adjoining  owners  by  a  district  board,  pursuant  to 
18  &  19  Vict.,  c.  120,  s.  105,  and  25  and  26  Vict.,  c.  102,  s.  77,  cannot  be  ques- 
tioned before  anj  tribunal.     Nesbitt  v.  Board  of  Works,  etc.  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  287. 

4.  Dangeroiu  buildings.  The  «H8th  section  of  the  Manchester  Improvement 
Act,  80  Vict. ,  c.  86,  enacts  that,  "  if  the  surveyor  of  the  city  or,  in  his  absence, 
any  other  duly  qualified  surveyor,  shall  certify  in  writing  that  there  is  immi- 
nent danger  from  any  building,  the  corporation  shall  and  may,  without  any 
presentment,  notice,  or  other  formality,  cause  the  same  to  betaken  down  either 
wholly  or  in  part,  or  to  be  repaired  or  secured  in  such  manner  as  the  corpora- 
tion shall  thinlL  requisite  ;"  and  by  s.  89  the  expenses  incurred  are  recoverable 
from  the  owner.  The  city  surveyor  having  certified  that  there  was  imminent 
danger  from  a  building  of  which  the  plaintiff  was  the  owner  and  occupier,  the 
town  clerk,  assuming  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  corporation,  issued  a  direction  to 
the  surveyor  "  to  cause  the  building  mentioned  in  his  certificate  to  be  taken 
down  or  repaired  in  such  manner  as  he  should  think  requisite.''  The  surveyor 
thereupon  empldyed  a  builder  to  take  down  and  rebuild  certain  parts  of  the 
building,  who  was  paid  by  the  corporation  for  so  doing ;  and  the  corporation 
afterward  recovered  the  amount  from  the  plaintiff.  Meld,  that  the  certificate 
of  the  surveyor  was  conclusive,  and  oOuld  not  be  questioned  in  an  action  to 
recover  back  the  money  so  paid.  Cheetham  v.  Mayor,  etc,,  of  Manchester  (Ck>m. 
PI.),  XII,  824. 

6. Held,  also,  that  the  acts  of  the  surveyor,  authenticated  by  the  town 

clerk,  were  the  acts  of  the  corporation ;  or  that,  at  all  events,  they  were  ratified 
and  adopted  by  them  so  as  to  justify  what  was  done  under  the  certificate.  lb. 

6. The  certificate  and  notice  referred  generally  to  the  **  building,"  No. 

95  Market  street ;  the  premises  dealt  with  consisted,  besides  No.  95  Market 
street,  of  other  premises  adjoining  thereto,  being  No.  2  Palace  street,  for  which 
the  plaintiff  was  separately  rated,  but  connected  therewith  by  internal  com^ 
munications,  and  occupied  therewith  by  him  as  one  set  of  business  premises. 
Held,  that  the  description  in  the  certificate  and  notice  was  sufficient  to  cover 
both  sets  of  premises.  lb. 

7.  Seal,  when  necessary.  The  plaintiffs,  a  municipal  corporation  and  local 
'board,  on  the  17th  of  July  caused  certain  tolls  to  be  put  up  for  letting  by  auc- 
tion, under  conditions  by  which  the  purchaser  was  immediately,  on  the  fall  of 
the  hammer,  to  pay  a  month's  rent  in  advance,  and  to  produce  two  sureties, 
who  were  forthwith  to  sign  the  conditions  and  a  draft  lease.  The  defendant 
was  the  highest  bidder  at  the  auction,  and  was  declared  the  purchaser,  and  he 
paid  a  month's  rent  in  advance  and  signed  an  agreement  to  become  lessee,  in- 
dorsed on  the  conditions ;  but  he  did  not  then,  nor  at  any  subsequent  time, 
produce  two  sureties,  and  the  plaintiffs  ultimately,  in  pursuance  of  the  condi- 
tions, determined  the  contract  and  sold  the  tolls  at  a  loss.  The  contract  was 
not  executed  by  the  plaintiffs  under  their  common  seal,  nor  signed  on  their 
behalf  by  any  person  authorized  under  seal  to  do  so.  After  the  sale  the  plain- 
tiffs, on  the  7th  of  August,  by  resolution,  which  was  entered  on  the  minutes 
under  seal,  adopted  the  report  of  a  committee  to  the  effect  that  the  tolls  had 
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been  put  up  to  auctioti,  and  that  the  defendant  had  become  the  purchaser  at  a 
rent  of  £360,  and  had  paid  a  deposit  of  £29  8«.  4d.  Before  this,  however,  the 
defendant  had,  on  the  4th  of  August,  written  to  the  plaintiffs,  sajing  that  he 
could  not  carry  out  his  contract,  and  asking  for  a  return  of  the  sum  paid.  In 
an  action  brought  against  the  defendant  to  recover  damages  for  the  breach  of 
his  agreement  to  take  the  tolls,  held,  that  the  contract  was  one  that  required 
to  be  made  under  the  plaintiffs'  common  seal ;  that,  not  having  been  sealed 
bj  the  plaintiffii,  nor  signed  by  any  person  authorized  under  seal  by  them  to 
do  so.  the  defendant  was  not  bound  by  it ;  that  the  payment  of  a  month's  rent 
in  advance  was  not  such  a  part  performance  as  would  have  bound  the  plain- 
tiffs in  equity  specifically  to  perform  their  agreement,  and  that  tHe  resolution 
of  the  7th  of  August  (even  assuming  it  to  be  a  ratification,  under  seal,  of  the 
contract)  came  too  late.    Mayor  of  Kidderminster  ▼.  Hardwick  (Exch.),VII,  298.

NAVIGABLE  RIVER. 

Obstniotion  oL  An  owner  of  land  at  the  side  of  a  public  navigable  river 
has  no  right  to  erect  on  the  bed  of  the  river,  for  the  benefit  of  his  own  trade, 
any  structure,  whether  any  actual  obstruction  to  the  navigation  of  the  river 
vrill  or  will  not  be  thereby  occasioned ;  and  any  benefit  to  his  own  trade  is  too 
remote  to  be  held  for  the  advantage  of  the  public  generally,  and  so  to  justify 
the  erection.    Attorney-General  v.  Terry  (Chan.  App.),  IX,  523.

NAVIGATION  — Ai«  Shipb,  btc. 

NECESSITY. 

Definition.  The  word  "  necessity/'  when  applied  to  mercantile  afikirs,  does 
not  mean  an  irresistible,  compelling  power,  but  it  means  the  force  of  circum- 
stances which  determine  the  course  a  man  ought  to  take.  Thus,  when,  by  the 
force  of  circumstances,  a  man  has  a  duty  cast  upon  him  of  taking  some  action 
for  another,  and  under  that  obligation  adopts  the  course  which,  to  the  judg- 
ment of  a  wise  and  prudent  man,  is  apparently  the  best  for  the  interest  of  the 
persons  for  whom  he  acts  in  the  given  emergency,  it  may  properly  be  said 
that  it  was  necessary  to  take  it.  TJie  Auetralaeian  Steam  Na/e,  Co,  y.  Moree 
(Priv.  C),  III,  100.

NE  EXEAT. 

Writ,  when  allowed.  Upon  evidence  that  a  defendant  who  has  been 
ordered  by  decree  in  an  administration  suit  to  pay  into  court,  on  or  before  a 
-certain  day,  the  balance  admitted  by  his  answer  to  be  due  from  him  to  the 
estate,  is  about  to  leave  the  country,  a  writ  of  ne  exeat  may  be  obtained  against 
him  by  his  co-defendants,  the  executors,  although  the  day  to  which  the  time 
for  payment  was  extended  has  not  arrived.    Sobey  v.  Sobey  (Eq.  C),  V,  806. 
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NEGLIGENCE. 

I.  Where  ground  of  action.  A  master  cannot  maintain  an  action  for  inju- 
ries which  cause  the  immediate  death  of  his  servant.  Otbom  y.  GHUett  (Exch.), 
IV,  464. 

2. Declaration  against  defendant  for  injuries  caused  to  E.,  plaintiff's 

"  daughter  and  servant/'  by  the  negligent  driving  of  defendant's  servant,  bv 
reason  whereof  she  afterward  died ;  claiming  as  special  damage  the  loss  of 
E.'s  services,  and  her  burial  expenses.  Plea,  that  £.  was  killed  on  the  spot. 
Held^  good.    (Bramwell,  B.,  dissents.)  lb. 

3* Plea,  that  the  acts  complained  of  amounted  to  a  felonious  act,  and 

that  the  person  committing  them  had  not  been  prosecuted.     HMt  bad.  lb. 

4.  Adjustment  of  losses  —  want  of  care.  General  average  losses  having 
been  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  a  voyage,  it  became  necessary  to  settle  and 
adjust  the  proportion  of  the  loss  which  the  ship  and  cargo  had  respectively  to 
bear,  and  in  order  to  do  so,  the  plaintiffs,  the  owners  of  cargo,  and  the  ghip- 
owner  agreed  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  defendant,  an  average  adjuster,  and 
to  be  bound  by  his  decision.  Udd^  that  an  action  would  not  lie  against  the 
defendant  at  the  suit  of  the  plaintiffs  for  want  of  care  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  as  average  adjuster,  inasmuch  as  he  was  in  the  nature  of  an  arbitra- 
tor between  the  parties.    Iharns  Sulphury  etc..  Go.  v.  Lofttus  (Com.  PL),  IV,  282. 

6.  Oonseqnential  damages.  A  herd  of  plaintiff's  beasts  were  being  driven; 
at  11  p.  M.,  along  an  occupation  road,  to  some  fields.  The  road  crossed  a  siding 
of  the  defendants'  railway  on  a  level,  and  while  the  cattle  were  crossing  the 
siding  the  defendant's  servants  negligently  sent  some  trucks  down  an  incline 
into  the  siding,  which  separated  the  cattle  from  the  drovers  and  frightened 
them,  and  they  rushed  away.  Six  of  them  were  ultimately  found  at  between 
3  and  4  A.  M.,  lying  dead  or  dying  on  another  part  of  the  railway ;  and  it 
appeared  that  they  had  gone  along  the  occupation  road  up  to  a  garden  and 
orchard  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  level  crossing,  had  got  into  the 
garden  through  defect  in  the  fences,  and  so  on  to  the  line.  HM^  that,  as  de- 
fendaoits  had  been  guilty  of  negligence  which  caused  the  drovers  to  lose  con- 
trol over  the  cattle  and  caused  the  cattle  to  become  infuriated,  it  was  no 
answer  that  if  the  fence  of  the  garden  had  not  been  defective  the  accident 
would  not  have  happened ;  and  that  consequently  the  damages  were  not  too 
remote.  SneeAy  v.  Lancashire,  etc.,  Ry.  Go.  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XV,  176 ;  affirming  S. 
C,  VIII.  887. 

6.  Dangerona  machinery.  6.,  aged  twenty-two,  was  employed  by  the  de- 
fendants, the  owners  of  a  "  factory  "  within  the  meaning  of  7  Vict. ,  c.  15,  to 
grease  the  bearings  between  the  fly  and  spur-wheel  of  a  steam-engine,  in  their 
engine-house.  In  order  to  do  the  work,  he  had  to  stand  on  a  wall  2  ft.  3  in. 
tliick,  in  a  cavity  made  for  the  purpose,  into  whjch  he  crawled  through  the 
spokes  of  the  fly-wheel ;  the  fly-wheel  being  on  his  left  hand  revolving  in  a 
wheel-race  in  the  engine-house,  and  the  spur-wheel  on  his  right  hand,  revolv- 
ing in  another  room  in  the  factory.  The  distance  between  the  spokes  of  the 
two  wheels  was  2  ft.  10  in.  There  was  no  fence  along  the  wall  edge  of  the 
wheel-race,  on  which  B.  was  placed  to  do  his  work,  and  the  fly-wheel,  near  to 
which,  however,  children  or  young  persons  were  not  liable  to  pass  or  be  em- 
ployed, was  unfenced.    At  the  time  of  the  accident,  B.  had  been  at  work  for 

48 
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five  daj8.  On  toe  BVLth  morning,  lie  was  caught  hj  the  flj- wheel,  whirled 
into  the  air  and  killed.  At  the  trial  of  an  action  by  his  widow  and  admin- 
istratrix for  pecuniary  loss  sustained  by  his  death,  the  jury  found  that  he  had. 
not  been  guilty  of  contributory  negligence,  either  in  undertaking  the  employ- 
ment, or  whilst  engaged  upon  it,  and  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff.  On 
a  rule  to  set  it  aside,  held^  Ist,  that  the  defendants  were  bound  under  7  Vict., 
c.  15,  8.  21,  to  fence  the  place  where  B.  had.  to  stand,  it  being  the  edge  of  a 
wheel-race  not  otherwise  secured ;  and  secondly,  that  the  dangerous  character 
of  the  employment  was  not  so  obvious  as  that  he  must  necessarily  be  taken  to 
have  known  it ;  or  that,  even  assuming  he  did  know  it,  that  circumstance  alone 
was  not  enough  to  constitute  him  a  "  volunteer"  in  such  a  sense  as  to  exonerate 
the  defendants  from  liability  for  the  consequences  of  their  breach  of  their 
statutory  duty.  Semble^  that  the  7  Vict.,  c.  15,  s.  21,  imposed  on  the  defendants 
an  unqualified  duty  to  fence  the  fly-wheel,  whether  children  were  liable  to 
pass  or  be  employed  near  it  or  not.  Britton  v.  Great  Western  Cotton  Go. 
(Exch.),  I,  881. 

7.  DangeroTui  road.  Defendant  was  surveyor  of  highways,  appointed  by 
the  vestry  of  a  parish,  at  a  salary.  By  a  resolution  of  the  committee  of  man- 
agement for  the  highways,  appointed  by  the  vestry,  it  was  ordered  that  about 
150  yards  of  a  road  should  be  raised,  and  the  defendant,  as  surveyor,  was 
directed  to  carry  out  the  resolution.  Defendant  contracted  with  G.  to  do  the 
•labor  at  8^(2.  per  yard,  the  vestry  finding  stones  and  materials.  G.  worked 
himself,  and  employed  and  paid  his  own  men,  and  the  defendant,  as  surveyor, 
employed  men  to  cart  materials  to  the  ground.  Defendant  set  the  work  out, 
and  determined  the  levels,  but  had.  nothing  to  do  with  the  paving  himself, 
except  superintending  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  The  work  was  carried 
out  by  raising  one-half  of  the  width  of  the  road  about  a  foot,  leaving  the 
other  half  at  its  old  level ;  and  a  considerable  length  of  road  was  so  left  with- 
out light  or  fencing  at  night ;  and,  in  consequence  of  this,  the  dog-cart  of  the 
plaintiff,  which  he  was  driving  along  the  road,  was  upset  and  he  was  injured. 
Defendant  had  been  previously  warned  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  road. 
The  jury  found  that  leaving  the  road  in  its  then  state,  without  light  or  warn- 
ing, was  negligence ;  but  that  defendant  did  not  personally  interfere  in  doing 
the  work,  or  directing  the  road  to  be  left  as  it  was.  Held^  the  court  having 
power  to  draw  inferences  of  fact,  that  the  defendant  was  liable.  Pendldmry 
V.  Oreenhalgh  (Q.  B.  Div.),  XV,  171. 

8. Semble,  that  s^  56  of  5  &  6  Vict.,  c.  50  (which  imposes  a  penalty  on  a 

surveyor  who  causes  any  heap  of  stones  or  other  matter  to  be  laid  on  the  high- 
way, and  allows  it  to  remain  there  at  night  without  propef  precautions),  did 
not  apply  to  such  a  case.  lb. 

9.  Defective  gas-pipe.  The  defendants,  a  gas  company,  contracted  to  sup- 
ply the  plaintiff  with  a  proper  service  pipe  to  convey  gas  from  the  main  out- 
side to  a  meter  inside  his  premises.  Gas  e.scaped  from  the  pipe  laid  down 
under  the  contract  into  the  plaintiff's  shop.  The  servant  of  a  gaafitter 
employed  by  the  plaintiff  happened  to  be  at  work  in  another  room  at  the  time 
of  the  escape,  and  went  into  the  shop  upon  hearing  of  it  with  a  view  of  find- 
ing out  its  cause.  He  was  carrying  a  lighted  candle  in  his  hand,  and  immedi- 
ately on  entering  the  shop  an  explosion  took  place,  doing  damage  to  the 
plaintiff's  stock  and  premises.    On  the  trial  of  an  action  against  the  defendants 
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for  tbeir  breach  of  contract  in  not  sappljing  a  proper  service  pipe,  the  jury 
found,  first,  that  the  escape  of  gas  was  occasioned  by  a  defect  in  the  pipe,  and 
that  that  defect  existed  in  the  pipe  when  supplied ;  and,  secondly,  that  there 
was  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  gasfitter^s  servant  in  carrying  a  lighted 
candle.  Upon  these  findings,  Tield,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover, 
and  that  the  defendants  were  not  relieved  from  liability  by  the  negligent  act 
of  the  gasfitter's  servant.  BurrotM  v.  Ma/rch  Oob  and  Coke  Company  (Exch.), 
I,  203. 

10.  Defective  water-pipe.  Defendants,  a  water- works  company,  under  their 
act  laid  down  one  of  their.mains  along  and  under  a  turnpike  road,  made  under  an 
act  which  declared  the  soil  to  be  in  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  land,  subject 
only  to  the  right  to  use  and  maintain  the  road.  K.  was  owner  of  land  on  both 
sides,  at  a  spot  where  the  road  was  cartried  across  a  valley  on  an  embankment, 
and  wanting  to  connect  his  land  on  either  side,  K.  employed  plaintiff,  at  an 
agreed  sum,  to  make  a  tunnel  under  the  road.  In  doing  the  work,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  there  was  a  leak  in  the  defendants'  main  higher  up  the  road,  and  on 
the  plaintiff  digging  out  the  earth,  the  water  from  the  leak  flowed  down  upon  the 
work  and  delayed  it,  so  as  to  cause  pecuniary  damage  to  the  plaintiff,  for  which 
he  brought  an  action  against  defendants.  &eld,  that,  assuming  K.  could  have 
maintained  an  action  against  defendants  for  injury  to  hla  property  (as  to  which 
the  court  gave  no  opinion),  the  damage  sustained  by  plaintiff,  by  reason  o^  his 
contract  with  K.  becoming  less  profitable  or  a  losing  contract,  in  consequence 
of  the  injury  to  E.'s  property,  gave  plaintiff  no  right  of  action  against  defend- 
ants.    CatUe  V.  Stockton  Water-toorks  Co.  (Q.  B.),  XIV,  276. 

11.  The  tunnel  was  formed  by  digging  through  half  the  width  of  the 

road,  forming  the  tunnel,  and  then  completing  the  other  half  in  the  same  way. 
Before  commencing  the  work  E.  obtained  the  consent  of  the  road  surveyor 
and  the  trustees.  Held,  assuming  K,  could,  under  the  circumstances,  have 
been  indicted  for  the  nuisance  to  the  high  road,  the  partial  obstruction  to  the 
highway  did  not  render  the  whole  proceeding  so  illegal  as  to  prevent  plaintiff, 
who  was  engaged  in  it,  from  recovering  damages  for  a  wrong.  lb. 

12. The  plaintiff  occupied,  for  business  purposes,  the  ground  floor  and 

the  defendants  the  second  floor  of  the  same  house,  respectively,  as  tenants, 
from  year  to  year.  There  was  a  water-closet  on  the  defendant's  premises  to 
and  of  which  they  alone  had  access  and  use.  After  their  respective  premises 
had  been  closed  on  a  Saturday  evening,  water  percolated  from  the  water- 
closet  through  the  first  floor  to  the  plaintiff's  premises  and  caused  damage  to 
his  stock-in-trade.  The  overflow  of  the  water  was  owing  Jto  the  valve  of  the 
supply  pipe  to  the  pan  having  got  out  of  order  and  failed  to  close,  and  the 
water  pipe  being  choked  with  paper.  The  defects  could  not  be  detected  with- 
out examination,  and  the  defendants  did  not  know  of  them,  and  were  guilty 
of  no  actual  negligence.  Held,  that  there  was  no  obligation  ou  the  defendants 
to  keep  in  the  water  at  their  peril ;  and  that  they  were  not  liable  to  the  plain 
tiff  for  the  damage.    Boss  v.  Fedden  (Q.  B.),  Ill,  254. 

13.  Delay  in  proooxlng  patent.    On  the  28th  of  April,  1870,  the  plaintiffs 
retained  the  defendant,  a  patent  agent,  to.  obtain  for  them  letters-patent  for 
'  A  new  automaton  vase  or  depot  for  holding  coals,"  and  on  the  30th  a  pro- 
visional specification  was  filed.    Nothing  more  was  done  by  the  defendant 
nntil  the  end  of  August,  when  he  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  proceed  with 
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the  patent,  parsuant  to  s.  12  of  15  &  16  Vict.,  c.  83;  and  in  October  he  applied 
for  the  fiat  of  the  Attorney-General  for  sealing  the  patent.  In  the  meantime, 
viz.,  on  the  15th  of  June,  1870,  one  P.  had,  as  the  defendant  waa  aware,  filed  a 
provisional  specification  for  "  Improvements  in  coal  vases/'  which  tamed  out 
to  be  substantially  the  same  as  the  plaintiffs'  invention,  and  had  on  the  10th 
of  September  obtained  a  grant  of  letters-patent  for  the  same.  The  Attorney- 
General  rejected  the  plaintifis'  application,  upon  the  authority  of  Mx  parte 
Bates  (Law  Rep.,  4  Ch.  577),  where,  nnder  similar  circnmstances,  the  second 
applicant  for  provisional  protection,  in  the  absence  of  fraud,  was  held  entitled 
to  have  his  letters  patent  sealed,  of  which  decision^  though  pronounced  in 
May,  1869,  the  defendant  was  ignorant.  Held^  that  there  was  evidence  of 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendant  in  delaying  to  proceed  with  the 
patent  for  so  long  a  time,  and  in  not  ififorming  himself  of  that  decision,  and 

he  was,  therefore,  properly  held  liable.     Lee  v.  Walker  (Com.  PI.),  I,  371. 

* 

14.  Fenoe  insufficient.  The  plaintiff,  a  platelayer  in  the  employment  of  a 
railway  company,  was  returning  from  his  work  along  their  line  upon  a  trolly 
propelled  by  hand,  when  the  defendant's  pigs  got  through  the  fence  of  his 
field,  which  adjoined  the  railway,  on  to  the  line  in  front  of  the  trolly ;  the 
trolly  ran  over  the  pigs  and  was  upset,  and'the  plaintiff  was  injured.  The  de- 
fendant was  owner  of  the  adjoining  land  ;  the  fence  erected  by  the  company 
under  8  Vict.,  c.  IsO,  s.  68,  was  sufficient  against  horses,  oxen  and  sheep  ;  but 
there  was  enough  space  between  the  lowest  rail  of  the  fence  and  the  ground 
for  pigs  to  crawl  through,  and  the  defendant's  pigs  had  in  fact  (as  the  jury 
found)  crawled  under  the  fence.  There  wa£  evidence  to  show  that  the  defend- 
ant had  been  warned  on  a  former  occasion  of  his  pigs  being  on  the  line,  but 
there  was  no  evidence  to  show  how  the  pigs  got  from  defendant's  farm  yard, 
where  they  were  last  seen,  into  the  field  adjoining  the  railway.  In  an  action 
against  the  defendant  for  the  injury  sustained  by  the  plaintiff,  hdd,  first,  that 
the  word  "  cattle  "  in  8  Vict.,  c.  20,  s.  68,  included  pigs,  and  that  the  fence 
was,  therefore,  insufficient.     GkUd  v.  Ream  (Exch.),  IX,  487. 

16. Secondly,  that  assuming  there  was  negligence  in  the  defendant,  the 

plaintiff  could  not  recover,  for  that  he  was  identified  with  the  company  whose 
'line  he  was  using  for  their  purposes,  and  through  whose  neglect  to  erect  and 
maintain  a  sufficient  fence  the  accident  was  caused.  lb. 

16.  Flooding  mines.  The  defendants'  canal  wa£  constructed  under  an  act 
of  Parliament,  by  which  the  canal  was  to  be  open  for  use  by  the  public  on 
payment  of  tolls.  Defendants  were  authorized  to  take  land  compulsorily  and 
construct  the  canai,  doing  as  little  damage  as  might  be,  and  to  do  all  things 
necessary  for  making  and  preserving  and  using  the  canal,  making  satisfaction 
for  all  damages  to  be  sustained  by  the  owners  of  lands  and  hereditaments 
taken  or  prejudiced  by  the  execution  of  the  powers  of  the  act.  Commissioners 
were  appointed  who  were  to  determine,  from  time  to  time,  what  sum  should 
be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  lands,  and  also  to  determine  what  other  distinct 
sum  should  be  paid  by  defendants  as  recompense  for  any  damages  which 
might  be  at  any  time  whatsoever  sustained  by  owners  of  lands  or  heredita- 
ments '-^y  reason  of  the  making  or  maintaining  the  canal.  The  minerals  under 
the  canal  were  expressly  reserved  to  the  owners,  who  were  to  be  at  liberty, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  to  work  the  minerals,  provided  that  no  in- 
jury be  done  to  the  navigation.     By  another  clause  the  owners  were  not  to 
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work  the  mineralB, without  giving  three  months'  notice  to  defendants,  who 
might  Inspect  the  mines  and  might,  if  they  thought  proper,  prevent  the  work- 
ing of  the  mines,  paying  to  the  owners  the  value.  On  failure  of  defendants 
to  inspect  the  mines,  the  owners  were  authorized  to  work  them.  The  defend- 
ants having  failed  to  inspect  and  refused  to  purchase  the  plaintiff's  mine 
under  the  canals  be  proceeded  to  work  it  in  the  ordinary  manner,  but  without 
attempting  to  support  the  surface,  the  defendants  at  the  same  time  keeping 
the  water  in  the  canal  most  of  the  time,  and  doing  what  they  could  to  keep  it 
tight  by  puddling,  etc. ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  working  of  the  mine  the 
strata  became  dislocated,  and  the  water  escaped  from  the  canal  into  the  mine, 
flooding  it.  In  an  action  by  the  mine-owner  to  recover  damages  therefor,  held, 
that,  the  defendants  not  having  been  guilty  of  any  actual  negligence,  an  action 
of  tort  could  not  be  maintained,  but  that  the  plaintiff^s  remedy  was,  under  the 
act,  to  obtain  compensation  for  his  coal.  Harren,  J.,  dissents.  Dunn  v.  Com- 
pany of  Proprietors  of  the  Birmingham  CaneU  (Q.  B.),  I,  288 ;  affirmed  S.  C, 

IV,  308. 

17. One  who,  for  his  own-  purposes,  so  manages  his  land  as  to  collect 

there,  in  abnormal  quantities,  any  thing  likely  to  do  mischief  if  it  escapes,  is, 
prima  fade,  answerable  for  the  damage  consequent  upon  its  escape.    Smith 

V.  FUteh&r  (Exch.),  Ill,  422. 

18. The  defendants'  mines  adjoined  and  communicated  with  the  plain- 
tiff''s,  and  in  the  surface  of  the  defendants'  land  were  certain  hollows  and 
openings,  partly  caused  by  and  partly  made  to  facilitate  the  defendants'  work- 
ings. Across  the  surface  of  their  land  there  ran  a  water-course.  In  Novem- 
ber, 1871,  the  banks  of  the  water-course  (which  were  sufficient  for  all  ordinary 
occasions)  burst  in  consequence  of  exceptionally  heavy  rains,  and  the  water 
escaped  into  and  accumulated  in  the  hollows  and  openings,  where  the  rains 
had  already  caused  an  unusual  amount  of  water  to  collect,  and  thence,  by  fis- 
sures and  cracks,  water  passed  into  the  defendants',  and  so  into  the  plaintiff's 
mines.  If  the  land  had  been  in  its  natural  condition,  the  water  would  have 
spread  itself  over  the  surface  and  have  been  innocuous.  The  defendants  were 
not  guilty  of  any  actual  negligence  in  the  management  of  their  mines.  In  an 
action  by  the  plaintiff  to  recover  the  damage  he  had -sustained,  field,  that  the 
defendants  were  liable,  although  they  were  not  guilty  of  any  personal  negli- 
gence, and  although  the  accident  arose  from  exceptional  causes.  lb. 

19.  Qates  Ml  open. .  Where  a  railway  crosses  a  public  highway  on 
the  level,  and  there  are  (under  the  8  Vict.,  c.  20,  s.  47)  gates  for  the  protec- 
tion of  "  horses,  cattle,  carts  or  carriages  "  passing  along  the  highway,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  railway  company's  servants  to  keep  them  closed  when  any  train  is 
approaching.  If  this  duty  is  not  performed,  and  a  passenger  along  the  high- 
way is,  in  attempting  to  cross  the  line  of  railway,  injured,  the  leaving  of  the 
gates  open  is,  in  an  action  brought  by  him,  evidence  of  negligence  to  go  to  the 
jury.  It  is  so,  even  though,  with  care  and  circumspection,  he  might  have 
been  able  to  see  at  a  distance  the  approach  of  the  train  which  occasioned  the 
injury.    I^orth  Eastern  Ry.  Co.  v.  WarUeM  (H.  of  L.),  IX,  1. 

20. Per  the  Lord  Chancbllor  :    The  gates  of  the  railway,  at  a  place 

where  it  crossed  the  highway  at  a  level,  being  open,  amounted  to  a  staten^ent 
and  a  notice  to  the  public  that  the  line  at  that  time  was  safe  for  crossing.  lb. 

21.  Kiclring  hone.    A  passenger  in  an  omnibus  was  injured  by  a  blow  from 
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the  hoof  of  one  of  the  horses,  which  had  kicked  through  the  front  panel 
of  the  vehicle.  There  was  no  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  that  the 
horse  was  a  kfcker,  bat  it  was  proved  that  the  panel  bore  marks  of  other 
kicks,  and  that  no  precaution  had  been  taken,  by  the  use  of  a  kicking  strap  or 
otherwise,  against  the  possible  consequences  of  a  horse  striking  out,  and  no 
explanation  was  offered  on  the  part  of  the  defendants.  Ileld^  that  there  was 
evidence  of  negligence  proper  to  be  submitted  to  a  jurj.^  Simson  v.  London 
Oen.  Omnibus  Co.  (Com.  PI.),  VI,  173. 

22.  Non-repair  of  sewer.  In  the  absence  of  negligence  on  their  part,  a  ves- 
try or  local  board  is  not  responsible  for  any  injury  resulting  to  an  individual 
from  the  disrepair  of  a  sewer.  Hammond  v.  Vestry  of  St,  Panercu  (Com.  PI.), 
IX,  409. 

23. Sect.  72  of  the  Metropolis  Local  Management  Act  (18  &  10  Vict., 

c.  120)  imposes  upon  the  vestry  or  local  board  the  duty  of  properly  cleansing 
the  sewers  vested  in  them  by  the  act.  Under  the  premises  of  the  plaintiff  was 
an  old  drain  which,  by  reason  of  other  houses  draining  into  it,  had  become  a 
"  sewer.''  This  drain  having  become  choked,  the  soil  therefrom  flowed  into 
the  cellar  of  the  plaintiff,  a  publican,  and  did  damage.  In  an  action  against 
the  vestry,  founded  upon  a  breach  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  s.  72,  but 
not  charging  negligence,  the  jury  found  that  the  existence  of  the  drain  was 
unknown  to  the  defendants ;  that  its  existence  might  have  been  known  to 
thtim  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  and  inquiry,  but  that  the  obstruction 
of  the  drain  was  unknown  to  the  defendants,  and  coul^  not,  by  the  exercise  of 
reasonable  care,  have  been  known  to  them.  Held,  that  the  vestry  were  not 
liable  for  not  keeping  the  sewers  cleansed  at  all  events  and  under  all  circum- 
stances, but  only  where,  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  and  diligence,  they 
can  and  ought  to  know  that  they  require  cleansing,  and  can  keep  them  cleansed, 
and  that  upon  these  findings  the  defendants  were  entitled  to  the  verdict.  lb. 

24.  Non-repair  of  towing-paths.  The  defendants  were  a  corporate  body, 
in  whom  were  vested  by  the  Thames  Navigation  Act,  1866  (29  &  80  Vict.,c.  89), 
certain  powers  and  authorities  for  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the 
stream,  bed,  and  banks  of  the  upper  part  of  the  Thames,  including  all  powers 
and  authorities  before  that  act  vested  in  the  commissioners  appointed  for  the 
purposes  of  the  upper  navigation  of  the  Thames  under  earlier  statutes.  From 
these  statutes  it  appeared  that  there  were  originally  towing-paths  on  the  river 
banks,  the  owners  of  which  took  tolls  for  the  right  of  passing  along  them,  and 
that  by  such  statutes  the  commissioners  had  extensive  powers  of  supervision 
and  control  over  the  •towing-paths  and  of  regulating  the  toll  to  be  taken.  They 
subsequently  acquired  by  the  statutes  power  to  purchase  and  take  lands  com- 
pulsorily,  and  to  execute  works  for  the  purposes  of  the  navigation ;  and  by 
the  act  of  28  Geo.  8,  c.  51,  s.  6,  were  authorized  themselves  to  take  toll  for 
among  other  things,  the  towing-paths  purchased  or  hired  by  them.  By  85 
Qeo.  3,  c.  106,  ss.  18,  23,  they  obtained  power  to  execute  any  works  or  repairs 
that  they  thoupfht  needful  or  proper,  and  to  pay  for  them  out  of  the  rates  and 
tolls,  and  also  to  make  and  establish  a  continued  horse  towing-path  throughout 
the  navigation,  and  to  purchase  land  for  that  purpose.  By  the  Thames  Navi- 
gation Act,  1866,  the  defendants  were  authorized  to  take  tolla  and  apply  their 
funds  to  the  expenses  of  the  repair  of  the  works  vested  in,  acquired  by,  or 
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oonstracted  by  them  under  the  act,  and  to  the  carrying  into  execution  of  the 
purposes  of  that  actiind  of  the  former  acts.  In  consequence  of  a  part  of  the 
towing'-path  on  the  upper  navigation  of  the  Thames  being  out  of  repair  and 
giving  way,  some  horses  of  the  phiintifT  which  were  engaged  in  towing  a  barge 
fell  into^  the  river  and  were  drowned.  The  defendants  had,  in  pursuance  of 
the  powers  vested  in  them  in  1866,  made  a  parol  arrangement  with  the  owner 
of  the  soil  of  the  towing-path  at  the  place  in  question  for  the  use  of  such 
towing-path  at  an  annual  rent.  Some  parts  of  the  towing-path  along  the  river 
had  been  artificially  constructed  by  and  belonged  to  the  defendants,  and  the 
use  of  the  whole  of  the  remainder  had  been  acquired  by  them.  They  were  in 
the  habit  of  taking  an  aggregate  toll  for  the  use  of  the  whole  of  the  naviga- 
tion  and  towing-path  at  Teddington  Lock,  which  they  had  done  in  the  present 
instance.  The  plaintiff  having  brought  an  action  against  the  defendants  for 
negligence  in  not  keeping  the  towing-path  in  repair,  held  (Cleasby,  6.,  dis- 
senting), that  even  assuming  that  no  obligation  was  cast  up>on  the  defendants 
by  their  statutes  to  repair  parts  of  the  towing-path  not  constructed  by  or  vested 
in  them,  so  long  as  they  kept  the  towing-path  open  and  took  toll  for  its  use, 
they  were  under  an  obligation  to  those  whom  they  invited  to  use  it  to  take 
reasonable  care  either  to  see  that  the  towing-path  was  in  such  a  state  as  not 
to  expose  those  using  it  to  undue  danger,  or  to  give  due  warning  against  such 
danger,  and  that  no  distinction  could  be  made  in  this  respect  between  such 
parts  of  the  towing-path  as  were  natural  and  such  as  were  artificial.  Wineh 
V.  Conservators  of  Thames  (Com.  PI.),  X.  212;  affirming  S.C.,  III,  844. 

25.  Obstructed  sewer.  The  defendant's  servant  (in  breach  of  the  Police 
Act,  2  &  8  Vict. ,  c.  47,  s.  54)  washed  a  van  in  a  public  street,  and  allowed  the 
waste  water  to  run  down  the  gutter  toward  a  grating  leading  to  the  sewer, 
about  twenty-five  yards  off.  In  consequence  of  the  extreme  severity  of  the 
weather,  the  grating  was  obstructed  by  ice,  and  the  water. flowed  over  a  por- 
tion of  the  causeway,  which  was  ill-paved  and  uneven,  and  there  froze.  There 
was  no  evidence  that  the  defendant  knew  of  the  grating  being  obstructed. 
The  plaintiff's  horse,  while  being  led  past  the  spot,  slipped  upon  the  ice  and 
broke  its  leg.  HM,  that  this  was  a  consequence  too  remote  to  be  attributed 
to  the  wrongful  act  of  the  defendant.    Sharp  v.  Powell  (Com.  PI.),  II,  567. 

26.  Omission  of  duty.  An  omission  to  do  something  which  ought-  to  be 
done  in  order  to  complete  performance  of  a  duty  imposed  upon  a  public  body 
under  an  act  of  Parliament,  or  the  continuing  to  leave  any  such  duty  unper- 
formed, amounts  to  "  an  act  done  or  intended  to  be  done,"  within  the  meaning 
of  a  clause  requiring  a  notice  of  action.  Jodiffe  v.  Wallasey  Local  Board 
(Com.  PI.),  Vin,  889. 

27.  Sect.  139  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1848  (11  &  12  Vict.,  c.  68),  enacts 

that  no  writ,  etc.,  shall  be  sued  out  against  the  local  board,  etc. ,  "  for  any 
thing  done  or  intended  to  be  done  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  until  the 
expiration  of  one  month  next  after  notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  delivered," 
etc.  The  Wallasey  district  was,  by  order  in  counsel,  brought  within  the  pro- 
visions of  that  act,  and  the  Wallasey  local  board  were,  by  various  local  acts, 
empowered  to  acquire  and  work  certain  ferries  between  Liverpool  and  the 
Cheshire  side  of  the  Mersey.  By  s.  2  of  the  Wallasey  Improvement  Act,  1864, 
it  was  enacted  that  "  the  act  should  be  executed  by  the  local  board,  subject  to 
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the  powers  and  prorisionB  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1848,  and  of  the  several 
acts  supplemental  thereto,  and  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  18^8,  and  of  any 
other  act  relating  to  the  public  health  and  from  time  to  time  in  force  within 
the  district  of  Wallasey;"  bj  s.  7,  it  was  enacted  that  "the  local  board,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  in  this  act  and  in  the  acts  whoUj  or  partially  incor- 
porated with  this  act,  may  make  and  maintain,  in  the  line  or  situation  and 
according  to  the  levels  defined  on  the  deposited  plans  and  sections,  and  upon 
the  lands  delineated  on  the  said  plans  and  described  in  the  books  of  reference 
thereto,  the  following  works,  that  is  to  say,"  among  others,  "  a  pier  or  landing- 
stage  at  New  Brighton,  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  east  end  of  V.  Road,  to- 
gether with  all  such  jetties,  esplanades,  landing-places,  toll-gates  or  bars,  and 
other  works  and  conveniences  in  connection  therewith,  as  the  local  board  shall 
from  time  to  time  think  fit ; "  and  s.  8  enacted  that,  "  previously  to  commenc- 
ing the  pier  or  landing-stage  or  the  works  connected  therewith,  the  local  board 
shall  deposit  at  the  Admiralty  office,  plans,  sections  and  working  drawings  of 
the  said  pier  or  landing-stage,  and  works  connected  therewith,  for  the  approval 
of  the  Lord  High  Admiral,"  or  the  commissioners  of  the  Admiralty, "  such 
approval  to  be  signified  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Admiralty,  and  such  pier  or  landing-stage  and  works  shall  be  constructed  only  in 
accordance  with  such  approval."  In  supposed  pursuance  of  the  act  of  1864,  the 
board  proceeded  to  erect  and  place  a  pier  or  landing-stage  at  New  Brighton,  the 
pier  consisting  of  a  permanent  structure,  built  of  timber  and  iron,  partly  on  the 
land  and  partly  upon  piles  screwed  into  the  foreshore  down  to  low- water  mark, 
and  of  a  floating  stage  in  the  river,  which  rose  and  fell  with  the  tide,  and  was  con- 
nected with  the  pier  by  a  bridge,  one  end  of  which  was  attached  to  the  float- 
ing stage  and  the  other  to  the  end  of  the  pier.  This  was  done  with  the  con- 
sent and  approval  of  the  Admiralty  and  the  Mersey  conservators.  The  whole 
of  the  permanent  structure  was  within  the  lines  of  deviation  marked  on  the 
deposited  plans ;  but  the  floating  landing-stage  was  beyond  those  limits.  The 
floating  landing-stage  was  kept  in  position  by  means  of  chains  stretching  from 
either  end  to  the  shore,  and  by  other  chains  attached  to  anchors  fixed,  by  per- 
mission, in  the  bed  of  the  Mersey.  To  mark  the  spot  where  the  anchors  lay, 
buoys  composed  of  blocks  of  timber  were  placed ;  but  these  were,  at  certain 
times  of  the  tide,  drawn  under  the  surface  of  the  water.  A  steam-tug  of  the 
plaintiffs,  while  lawfully  and  properly  navigating  the  Mersey,  struck  upon  the 
stock  or  arm  of.  one  of  the  anchors,  and  was  damaged.  On  a  special  case 
stated  by  an  arbitrator  for  the  opinion  of  the  court  (who  were  to  draw  infer- 
ences of  fact),  it  was  found  that "  the  defendants,  in  doing  what  they  did, 
acted  in  the  bona  fide  belief  that  they  were  acting  under  the  powers  given 
them  by  their  act  of  1864,  and  the  acts  incorporated  therewith ; "  that  they 
were  not  guilty  of  any  negligence  in  the  mode  of  laying  down  the  mooring 
anchors ;  but  that  they  '*  were  guilty  of  negligence  in  not  placing  a  buoy  of 
sufficient  size  and  dimensions  over  the  anchor  to  resist  the  current  of  the  ebb 
and  flow  of  the  tides,  so  as  properly  and  efficiently  to  indicate  the  position 
of  the  anchor  below.''  Held,  that  the-  board  were  authorized  by  the  Wallasey 
Act  of  1864,  in  constructing  and  placing  the  pier,  landing-stage  and  anchors 
where  they  did ;  and  that,  upon  the  finding  of  the  arbitrator,  they  had  been 
guilty  of  negligence  in  not  sufficiently  buoying  the  anchor  so  as  at  all  times 
of  the  tide  to  indicate  to  persons  navigating  the  river  the  spot  where  it  lay ;

but  that  they  were  entitled  to  a  notice  of  action  under  s.  189  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1848 — that  provision  being  brought  down  and  made  applicable  to 
the  Wallasey  Act  of  1864,  by  s.  2  of  that  act ;  and  the  omission  sufficiently  to 
buoy  the  anchor  being  "  an  act  done  "  by  them  with  a  bona  fide  belief  that  they 
were  exercising  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  the  last-mentioned 
act.  lb. 

28.  ^—  Where  a  railway  company,  in  executing  works  authorised  by  their 
statutory  powers,  took  insufficient  precautions  to  secure  the  safety  of  an 
adjoining  house,  the  court  granted  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  negligent 
exercise  of  their  powers,  and  appointed  a  surveyor  to  report  what  was  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  plaintifls'  premises ;  and  the  company  having  complied 
with  the  requisitions  of  the  surveyor,  the  court  g^nted  an  inquiry  as  to 
damages.    Biwoe  v.  Great  Eastern  By,  (Jo.  (Eq.  C),  VII,  680. 

29. A  railway  company  is  bound  to  exercise  the  power  given  to  it  in 

derogation  of  individual  rights  with  moderation  and  discretion,  and  not 
negligently.  Tb. 

30.  Overcrowded  car.  The  plaintiff  was  a  passenger  by  the  defendants' 
railway.  At  G.  station,  the  compartment  in  which  the  plaintiff  was  being 
already  full,  three  extra  passengers  got  in,  notwithstanding  the  plaintiff's 
remonstrances.  At  the  next  station  the  plaintiff  again  remonstrated,  and 
there  being  a  large  number  of  persons  on  the  platform  and  few  porters  in  at- 
tendance, the  carriage  door  was  open  and  more  attempted  to  enter  the  carriage, 
but  were  prevented  by  the  plaintiff  and  the  other  passengers.  After  the 
train  had  moved  on,  the  carriage  door  remaining  open  all  along  the  platform, 
a  porter  slammed  the  door  to  just  as  it  was  entering  the  tunnel ;  and  the 
hand  of  the  plaintiff,  in  consequence,  as  he  swore,  of  the  inconveniently 
crowded  state  of  the  carriage,  was  crushed  in  the  hinge.  HM^  that,  though 
taken  singly,  these  several  circumstances  might  not  have  been  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  negligence  to  charge  the  defendants,  yet,  combined,  they  showed 
such  a  careless  and  improper  mode  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, as  to  justify  the  jury  in  finding  them  guilty  of  negligence  which  was 
a  cause  of  the  accident.    Jackson  v.  Metropolitan  By.  Co  (Com.  PI.),  XI.  244. 

31.  Paying  raised  checks.  If  the  guardians  of  the  poor  negligently  sign 
orders  drawn  on  their  treasurer  with  such  blank  spaces  in  them  that  the 
amount  can  be  readily  increased  by  the  insertion  of  words  and  figures,  and 
they  are  so  increased  by  a  clerk  in  their  employ,  and  are  paid  by  the  treasurer, 
as  increased,  such  guardians  cannot  complain  of  the  payment  of  the  excess 
nor  hold  their  treasurer  responsible  for  the  amount  thereof.  Ghuardians  of 
Halifax  Union  v.  WhedwriglU  (Exch.),  XII,  617. 

32.  Rmining  train  into  side  track.  The  plaintiff  sent  a  heifer  (which  was 
put  into  a  horse-box)  by  defendants'  railway  to  P.  station.  On  the  arrival  of 
the  train  at  the  station,  there  being  only  one  porter  available  to  shunt  the 
horse-box  to  the  siding  from  which  alone  the  heifer  could  be  delivered  to  the 
plaintiff,  he  was  allowed,  in  order  to  save  delay,  to  assist  in  shunting  the 
horse-box,  and  while  he  was  so  assisting  he  was  run  against  and  injured  by  a 
train  which  was  negligently  allowed  to  come  out  of  the  siding.  There  was 
evidence  from  which  the  jury  might  find  that  the  plaintiff  was  assisting  in 
the  shunting  with  the  assent  of  the  station-master.    Held,  that  the  plaintiff 
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was  not  a  mere  volanteer  asBisting  the  defendants'  servants,  but  was  on  the 
defendants'  premises  with  their  consent  for  the  purpose  of  expediting  the 
delivery  of  his  heifer  ;  and  the  defendants  were,  therefore,  liable  to  him  for 
the  negligence  of  their  servants.  Wright  v.  London,  etc..  By.  Co..  (Q.  B.), 
XIII,  245. 

33.  Stopping  car  away  from  platform.  On  the  approach  of  a  train  to  a 
station,  a  porter  called  out  the  name  of  the  station,  and  the  train  was  brought 
-to  a  standstill.  Hearing  carriage-doors  opening  and  shutting,  and  seeing  a 
person  alight  from  the  next  carriage,  the  plaintiff  (a  season-ticket  holder 
accustomed  to  stop  there)  stepped  out  of  a  carriage,  but,  the  carriage  in  which 
he  was,  having  overshot  the  platform,  he  fell  on  to  the  embankment  apd  was 
hurt.  It  was  night,  and  there  was  no  light  near  the  spot,  and  no  caution  was 
given,  nor  anv  thing  done  to  intimate  that  the  stoppage  was  a  temporary  one 
only,  or  that  the  driver  intended  to  back  the  train.  Held,  upon  a  reservation, 
in  which  it  was  agreed  that  the  court  should  "  be  at  liberty  to  draw  inferences 
both  as  to  negligence  by  the  defendants  and  want  of  reasonable  care  of  the 
plaintiff,  and  upon  the  facts  generally,'^  that  there  was  evidence  from  which  a 
jury  might  reasonably  find  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  company's  servants, 
and  no  evidence  of  contributory  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff.  Weller 
V.  London,  etc.,  By.  Co.  (Com.  PL),  Vlll,  441. 

34. Where  a  passenger  by  a  railway  is  invited  to  alight  at  a  spot  where 

there  is  no  platform,  so  that  the  usual  means  of  descent  are  absent,  the  duty 
of  the  railway  company,  not  to  expose  the  passenger  to  undue  danger,  requires 
them  to  provide  some  reasonably  fit  and  safe  substitute  ;  and,  in  the  case  of  a 
female  passenger,  a  jury  may  reasonably  find  that  the  company  fails  in  this 
duty  where  the  only  means  of  alighting  prc^vided  are  the  usual  iron  step  and 
foot-board,  with  no  attendants  to  assist  the  passenger  in  alighting.  Bobson 
V.  NartheoiUm  By:  Co.  (Q.  B.),  XII,  802. 

35. Plaintiff,  a  female,  was  a  passenger  by  defendants'  railway  to  B.,  a 

vary  small  station  ;  on  the  arrival  of  the  train  at  the  station,  the  engine  and 
part  of  the  carriage  in  which  plaintiff  was  riding  were  driven  past  the  end  of 
the  platform,  which  is  short,  and  came  to  a  standstill,  the  door  of  the  plain- 
tifTs  compartment  being  beyond  the  end  of  the  platform.  Upon  the  train 
stopping,  plaintiff  rose  and  opened  the  door,  and  stepped  on  to  the  iron  step ; 
she  looked  out  and  saw  the  station-master,  who  is  the  only  attendant  kept 
there,  taking  luggage  out  of,  or  putting  luggage  into,  a  van.  She  did  not 
see  the  guard  or  any  other  railway  servant,  and  she  stood  on  the  step  looking 
for  somebody  to  help  until  she  became  afraid  of  the  train  moving  away ;  and, 
no  one  then  coming,  she  tried  to  alight  by  getting  on  to  the  footboard ;  she 
had  her  back  to  the  carriage,  and  she  had  hold  of  the  door  with  her  right 
hand,  and  got  one  foot  on  to  the  footboard,  and  whilst  endeavoring  to  get  the 
other  foot  on  to  the  footboard  she  lost  her  hold  of  the  carriage- d(x>r,  and 
slipped,  and  fell,  and  was  injured.  She  had  a  small  bag  on  her  left  arm,  and 
an  umbrella  and  two  small  articles  in  her  left  hand,  but  nothing  in  her  right 
hand.  The  judge  having  nonsuited  the  plaintiff  on  the  above  evidence,  with 
leave  to  enter  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  held,  first,  that  there  was  evidence 
from  which  a  jury  might  have  properly  found  that  the  plaintifiT  was  invited,  or 
had  reasonable  ground  for  supposing  she  was  invited,  to  alight  by  the  com- 
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panj's  servants ;  and  that  the  defendants  had  failed  in  their  duty  toward  the 
plaintiff,  and  had  not  provided  a  reasonable  substitute  for  a  platform.  lb. 

36. ffeld,  secondly,  that  the  jury  might  not  improperly  have  found  that 

the  expectation  of  being  carried  beyond  the  B.  station  waQ  reasonably  enter- 
tained by  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  inconvenience  would  have  been  such  as 
not  to  render  it  imprudent  on  her  part  to  expose  herself  to  the  danger  incurred 
in  alighting ;  and  that  the  defendants  were,  therefore,  liable  for  the  injury 
resulting  from  the  plaintiff's  act,  which  had  been  caused  by  their  negligent 
breach  of  duty.  And  that  the  nonsuit  was,  therefore,  wrong,  and  the  verdict 
ought  to  be  entered  for  the  plaintiff.  lb. 

37. The  plaintiff  was  a  passenger  on  the  defendants'  railway  from  A.  to 

B.  While  the  train  was  passing  through  B.  station,  the  company's  servants 
cailed  but  the  name  of  the  station,  and  shortly  afterward  the  train  stopped. 
The  carriage  in  which  the  plaintiff  traveled  stopped  a  little  way  beyond  the 
platform,  and  several  carriages  and  the  engine,  which  were  in  front  of  that 
carriage,  stopped  at  some  distance  from  the  platform.  The  plaintiff,  who  was 
well  acquainted  with  the  station,  in  alighting  from  the  carriage  was  thrown 
down  and  injured  in  consequence  of  the  train  being  backed  into  the  station  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  the  carriages  alongside  the  platform.  A  very  short 
interval  elapsed  between  the  time  that  the  train  stopped  and  the  time  it  was 
backed  into  the  station.  Heid,  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  negligence  on 
the  part  of  the  company  to  render  them  liable  to  an  action.  Lewis  v.  London, 
etc.,  Hy.  Co,  (Q.  B.),  VII,  119. 

38. Bringing  a  railway  carriage  to  a  standstill  at  a  place  at  which  it  is 

unsafe  for  a  passenger  to  alight,  under  circumstances  which  warrant  the  pas- 
senger in  believing  that  it  is  intended  he  shall  get  out,  and  that  he  may  do  so 
with  safety,  without  any  warning  of  his  danger,  amounts  to  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  company,  for  which,  in  the  absence  of  contributory  negligence  on 
the  part  of  the  passenger,  an  action  may  be  maintained.  Cockle  v.  London  db 
Southeastern  JRy.  Co.  (Com.  PI.),  II,  648. 

39.  The  plaintiff  was  a  traveler  on  the  defendants'  line  of  railway  by 

a  train  which  arrived  at  the  station  for  which  the  plaintiff  was  bound  at  night. 
The  part  of  the  platform  at  that  station  at  which  passengers  could  alight  was 
of  sufficient  length  for  the  whole  train  to  have  been  drawn  up  alongside  of 
it,  but  in  addition  to  that  part  the  platform  extended  some  distance,  gradually 
receding  from  the  rails.  When  the  train  drew  up  the  body  of  jt  was  along- 
side the  platform,  but  the  last  carriage,  in  which  plaintiff  rode,  was  opposite 
the  receding  part  of  the  platform  and  about  four  feet  from  it.  The  night  was 
very  dark,  and  the  place  where  the  last  carriage  stopped  was  not  lighted, 
though  the  rest  of  the  station  was  well  lighted  with  gas.  There  was  no  ex- 
press invitation  given  to  the  plaintiff  by  the  company's  servants  to  alight,  but 
the  train  had  been  brought  to  a  final  standstill  and  did  not  move  on  again  un- 
til it  started  on  its  onward  journey.  No  warning  was  given  to  the  plaintiff 
that  the  carriage  was  not  close  to  the  platform  or  that  care  would  be  necessary 
in  alighting.  The  plaintiff  opened  the  carriage  door  and,  stepping  out,  fell 
into  the  space  between  the  carriage  and  the  platform,  and  sustained  injuries, 
for  which  she  brought  an  action  against  the  company.  Held,  that  there  was 
evidence  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendants'  servants  to  go  to  the 
jury.  lb. 
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40.  Stranding  veMmL  The  defendantB*  vessel,  owing  to  the  negligence  of 
their  servants,  struck  on  a  sand  bank,  and  becoming,  from  that  cause,  unman- 
ageable, was  driven  by  wind  and  tide  upon  a  sea  wall  of  the  plaintifTs,  which 
it  damaged.  Having  regard  to  the  state  of  the  weather  and  tide,  it  .was  im- 
possible to  prevent  this,  the  ship  having  once  struck.  HM,  that  the  defend- 
ants were  liable  for  the  damage  caused  to  the  wall.  Lords  and  Bailiff  oj 
Romney  Ma/rth  v.  Corporation  of  Trinity  JSottse  (Exch.),  II,  601. 

41.  Unftftened  door.  In  an  action  against  the  defendants  for  negligence, 
it  was  proved  that  the  plaintiff,  being  a  passenger  on  defendants'  railway,  got 
up  from  his  seat  and  put  his  hand  on  the  bar  which  passed  across  the  window 
of  the  carriage,  with  the  intention  of  looking  out  to  see  the  lights  of  the  next 
station,  and  that  the  pressure  caused  the  door  to  fly  open,  and  the  plaintiff  fell 
out  and  was  injured.  There  was  no  further  evidence  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  door  and  its  fastenings.  The  jury  having  found  for  the  plaintiff,  leave  be- 
ing reserved  to  enter  a  nonsuit  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  evidence  of 
the  defendant's  liability,  held,  by  the  Queen's  Bench  and  Exchequer  Chamber, 
that  there  was  evidence  of  the  negligence  of  the  company,  causing  the  injury, 
and  that  the  verdict  ought  to  stand.  Gee  v.  Metropolitan  By.  Co.  (Q.  B.),  V, 
160. 

42. There  was  in  this  case  no  contributory  negligence  on  the  part  of 

the  plaintiff,  he  having  the  right  to  assume  that  the  company  had  so  securely 
fastened  the  door  that  it  would  not  fly  open  on  a  slight  pressure.  lb. 

43. Whether,  and  how  far  the  question  of  contributory  negligence  is 

open  in  an  appellate  court  in  such  cases,  qucBre  f  lb. 

44.  Unsafe  grating.  A.  was  injured  by  the  giving  way  of  a  grating  in  a 
public  foot-way,  which  was  used  for  a  coal-shoot  and  for  letting  light  into  the 
lower  part  of  premises  adjoining.  These  premises  were  at  the  time  of  the  ac- 
cident under  lease  to  B.,  who  covenanted  to  repair  and  keep  in  repair  all  ex- 
cept the  roofs,  main  walls  and  main  timbers.  At  the  time  of  the  demise  the 
grating  was  unsafe,  but  there  was  no  evidence  that  C,  the  landlady,  had  any 
knowledge  of  its  unsafe  state ;  and  the  jury  found  that  no  blame  was  attribu- 
table to  her  for  not  knowing  it.  Held,  that  no  action  was  maintainable  against 
C.     GwinneU  v.  Earner  (Com.  PI.),  XIV,  492. 

45. At  the  time  of  the  accident  A.  was  not  passing  along  the  way,  but 

was  standing  on  the  grating  to  talk  with  a  person  at  a  window  above  it.  Held, 
that  A.  was  not  making  an  improper  use  of  the  grating.  lb. 

46. The  defendant  let  premises  to  a  tenant  under  a  lease  by  which  the 

latter  covenanted  to  keep  them  in  repair.  Attached  to  the  house  was  a  coal 
cellar  ^nder  the  footway,  with  an  aperture  covered  by  an  iron  plate,  which 
was,  at  the  time  of  the  demise,  out  of  repair  and  dangerous.  A  passer-by,  in 
consequence,  fell  into  the  aperture  and  was  injured.  Held,  that  the  obligation 
to  repair  being  by  the  lease  cast  upon  the  tenant,  the  landlord  was  not  liable 
for  this  accident.    PreUy  v.  Biekmore  (Com.  PI.),  VI,  182. 

47. Held,  also,  that  the  provision  in  s.  102  of  the  Metropolis  Local 

Management  Act,  1865  (18  &  19  Vict.,  c.  120).  makes  no  difference  in  this 
respect.  lb. 

48. As  the  plaintiff  was  riding  along  a  highway,  under  which  was  a 
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sewer,  liia  horse  trod  oo  a  grid,  or  grating,  put  there  to  drain  the  surface- 
water  off  the  road  into  the  sewer.  The  grid  being  in  a  defective  state  gave 
way,  and  the  horse's  leg  was  injured.  Plaintiff  brought  an  action  against  the 
Local  Board  of  Health  of  the  district,  who  are  the  surveyors  of  the  highway, 
by  sfl.  68  and  117  of  11  &  VZ  Vict.,  c.  63,  and  in  whom  also  the  sewers  are  vested 
under  ss.  43  and  45.  Held^  that,  though  the  defendants  might  not  be  liable  as 
surveyors  of  the  highway,  they  were  liable  as  owners  of  the  sewer,  of  which 
the  grid  formed  part,  for  negligence  in  not  keeping  the  grid  in  a  proper  state. 
White  V.  HincUey  Local  Boa/rd  (Q.  B.),  XII,  276. 

49.  Unjuifi  trucl^  The  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company  have  a  junction  at 
Peterborough,  at  which  junction  they  receive  from  other  lines  merchandise  in 
trucks  to  the  extent  of  more  than  20,000  weekly,  to  be  conveyed  by  them  to 
London.  In  the  course  of  a  journey  from  Peterborough  to  London,  one  ol 
these  foreign  trucks,  laden  with  coal,  broke  down  in  consequence  of  the  frac- 
ture of  an  axle,  and  caused  the  break-van  to  come  into  collision  with  a  passen- 
ger train,  whereby  the  plaintiff  (a  passenger)  sustained  injury.  The  truck  in 
question  belonged  to  a  wagon  company,  whose  duty  it  was  to  keep  it  in  repair. 
The  course  of  business  at  Peterborough  was,  that  every  truck,  before  coming 
on  to  the  defendants'  line,  underwent  some  kind  of  examination  as  to  its 
general  fitness  to  travel.  The  particular  truck,  when  submitted  to  such  ex- 
amination, was  found  to  have  a  defective  spring,  and  a  serious  crack  in  one 
of  its  main  timbers,  and  it  was  accordingly  taken  into  a  siding,  and  was 
detained  there  four  or  five  days,  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  new  spring  put 
on.  The  truck  (which  had  not  been  unloaded)  was  then  sent  on;  with  a  direc- 
tion chalked  on  it  by  a  servant  of  the  wagon  company,  that  it  should  "  stop  at 
Peterborough  for  repairs  when  empty."  Upon  a  minute  examination  of  the 
truck  after  the  accident,  it  was  found  that  the  fore-axle,  which  was  3^  inches 
thick,  had  across  it,  near  the  wheel,  an  old  crack  an  inch  and  a  quarter  deep, 
and  this  was  admitted  to  have  been  the  sole  cause  of  the  break  down.  There 
was  conflicting  evidence  as  to  whether  or  not,  regard  being  had  to  the  extent 
of  the  traffic  at  the  junction,  it  was  possible  to  have  discovered  this  defect  in 
the  axle  by  any  practicable  examination  at  Peterborough ;  and  the  following 
questions  were  submitted  to  the  jury  :  1.  Would  the  defect  in  the  axle  which 
was  the  cause  of  the  accident  have  been  discovered  or  discoverable  upon  any  fit 
and  careful  examination  of  it  to  which  it  might  have  been  subjected  ?  2.  Was 
it  the  duty  of  the  defendants  to  examine  this  axle  by  scraping  off  the  dirt  and 
minutely  looking  at  it,  so  minutely  as  to  enable  them  to  see  the  crack,  and  so 
to  prevent  or  remedy  the  mischief?  3.  If  that  was  not  their  duty  upon  the  first 
view  of  the  truck,  did  it  become  their  duty  so  to  do  when,  upon  having  dis- 
covered the  defect  [t.  «.,  in  the  spring  and  in  the  sole  of  the  truck],  they 
ordered  it  to  be  repaired,  and  it  remained  four  or  five  days  upon  their  premises 
for  the  purpose  ?  The  jury  answered  the  first  question  in  the  affirmative  and 
the  second  in  the  negative  ;  and  to  the  third  question  they  answered  :  '*It  was 
their  duty  to  require  from  the  wagon  company  some  distinct  assurance  that  it 
had  been  thoroughly  examined  and  repaired."  Held^  that,  upon  these  findings, 
the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  a  verdict ;  for  that,  although  it  might  not  have  been 
the  duty  of  the  defendants  themselves  to  cause  the  truck  to  be  properly 
examined  and  repaired  upon  its  arrival  at  Peterborough  junction,  it  was  some- 
body's duty  to  do  it,  and  the  defendants  were  guilty  of  culpable  negligence  in 
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not  aatisfylng  themselves  that  a  proper  examination  had  taken  place  before 
they  allowed  the  truck  to  proceed.  Richa/rdson  t.  Ore<U  Eastern  By.  Go, 
(Com.  PL),  XIII,  343. 

50.  Want  of  means  of  oommiinioation.  The  Regulation  of  Railways  Act, 
1868,  B.  22,  enacts  that  "  every  company  shall  provide  and  maintain  in  good 
working  order,  in  every  train  worked  by  it  which  carries  passengers,  and 
travels  more  than  twenty  miles  without  stopping,"  means  of  communication 
between  the  passengers  and  the  servants  of  the  company  in  charge  of  the 
train.  Held,  that  the  section  applies  to  every  passenger  train  which  is  in- 
tended to  travel  more  than  twenty  miles  without  stopping.  Blamires  v.  Lan- 
cashire, etc..  By.  Co,  (Exch.),  VII,  267. 

61. In  an  action  for  personal  injuries,  brought  against  a  railway  com- 
pany by  a  passenger  in  a  train  which  was  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  it 
appeared  that  there  were  no  such  moans  of  communication  as  were  prescribed 
by  the  act.  It  also  appeared  that  the  adoption  of  such  means  of  communica- 
tion had  been  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  that  they  were  in  fact 
adopted  and  used  by  other  railway  companies,  and  also  by  the  defendants 
themselves  in  other  trains.  Some  evidence  was  also  given  that,  if  such  means 
of  communication  had  existed,  the  accident  might  have  been  prevented.  Held,- 
that,  in  determining  whether,  in  the  case  of  a  passenger  train  intended  to  run 
more  than  twenty  miles  without  stopping,  the  company  was  guilty  of  negli- 
gence in  not  providing  means  of  communication  between  the  passengers  and 
the  company's  servants,  the  provision  contained  in  s.  22  of  the  Regulation  of 
Railways  Act,  1868,  was  to  be  taken  into  account.  lb. 

52. QiUJBre,  whether  this  would  be  so  in  the  case  of  a  train  not  intended 

to  run  twenty  miles  without  stopping.  lb. 

63.  Defenses  —  oontribixtory  negligence.  A  vessel  in  tow  during  a  thick 
fog,  knowing  that  it  was  dangerous  to  proceed,  did  not  order  the  tug  to  stop, 
and  the  vessel  in  consequence  ran  aground.  Held,  in  an  action  by  the  owners 
of  the  tow  against  the  owners  of  the  tug  for  damages,  that  the  vessel  in  tow 
contributed  to  the  accident.  Smith  ▼.  St,  Latorence  Tawboat  Co.  (Priv.  C), 
VIII,  236. 

54. The  plaintiffs,  colliery  owners,  had  a  siding  adjoining  the  defend- 
ants' line,  which  was  crossed  by  a  bridge,  and  on  to  which  the  defendants  were 
in  the  habit  of  conveying  the  plaintiffs'  empty  trucks  from  their  line,  the 
plaintiffs  removing  the'm  as  they  thought  fit.  The  defendants  were  accus- 
tomed to  bring  such  empty  trucks  along  their  main  line  at  any  hour  by  day 
or  night,  and,  without  notice  to  the  plaintiffs,  to  shunt  such  trucks  on  to  the 
siding  and  leave  them  there,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  plaintiffs.  One  Saturday 
evening,  after  working  hours,  the  defendants  brought  on  to  the  plaintiffs*  sid- 
ing and  left  there  trucks  of  the  plaintiffs,  one  of  which  was  loaded  with  a 
broken  truck  to  such  a  height  that  it  would  not  pass  under  the  bridge.  More 
than  twenty-four  hours  afterward,  but  before  work  was  resumed  at  the  plain- 
tifis'  works,  the  defendants,  after  dark,  pushed  on  to  the  siding  other  trucks 
of  the  plaintiffs,  which  pushed  the  loaded  truck  up  to  the  bridge,  by  which 
means  the  further  progress  of  the  train  of  trucks  was  checked.  The  engine- 
driver,  believing  that  the  obstruction  was  caused  by  a  break,  drew  back  the 
engine  and  gave  with  it  such  a  push  to  the  train  that  the  loaded  truck  knocked 
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down  tbe  bridge.  In  an  action  for  the  damage  bo  done  the  jury  found  tliat 
tlie  plaintififs  were  guilty  of  contributory  negligence  in  not  removing  tbe 
loaded  truck.  Held  (Denman,  J.,  disaenting),  tbat  there  was  evidence  of  con- 
tributory negligence  to  go  to  tbe  jury.  Badley  v.  London  db  If,  W,  By,  Co. 
(Exch.),  XII,  544;  reversing  S.  C,  VIII.  516. 

55.  EsEtraordihary  flood.  Whore  it  Is  the  duty  of  tbe  zemindar  to  main- 
tain the  tanks  on  bis  semindary,  which  are  part  of  a  national  system  of  irriga- 
tion, recognized  by  tbe  laws  of  India  as  essential  to  the  welfare  of  tbe  inhabit- 
ants, and  the  banks  of  a  tank  are  washed  away  by  an  extraordinary  flood, 
without  negligence  on  his  part,  hMy  tbat  the  zemindar  is  not  liable  for  any 
damage  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the  overflow  of  the  water.  Madras  Ry, 
Co,  V.  Zemindar  of  Carvatenagarum  (Ind.  App.),  IX,  289. 

66.  One  who  stores  away  water  on  his  own  land,  and  uses  all  reason- 
able care  to  keep  it  safely  there,  is  not  liable  to  an  action  for  an  escape  of  the 
water  which  injures  his  neighbor,  if  the  escape  be  caused  by  an  agent  beyond 
bis  control,  such  as  a  storm,  which  amounts  to  ins  major,  or  tbe  act  of  God,  in 
the  sense  that  it  is  practically,  though  not  physically,  impossible  to  resist  it. 
NichoU  V.  Marsland  (Exch.),  XIV,  538. 

67.  On  the  defendant's  land  were  artiflcial  pools  containing  large  quan- 
tities of  water.  These  pools  had  beei)  formed  by  damming  up  with  artificial 
embankments  a  natural  stream  which  rose  above  the  defendant's  land  and 
flowed  through  it,  and  which  was  allowed  to  escape  from  the  pools  success- 
ively by  weirs  into  its  original  course.  An  extraordinary  rainfall  caused  the 
stream  and  the  water  in  the  pools  to  swell  so  that  the  artificial  embankments 
were  carried  away  by  tbe  pressure,  and  tbe  water  in  the  pools,  being  thus  sud- 
denly loosed,  rushed  down  the  course  of  the  stream  and  injured  the  plaintiff's 
adjoining  property.  The  plaintiff  having  brought  an  action  against  the  de- 
fendant for  damages,  the  jury  found  that  there  was  no  negligence  in  tbe  con- 
struction or  maintenance  of  the  works,  that  the  rainfall  was  most  excessive 
and  amounted  to  vis  me^or.    Held,  that  the  action  was  not  maintainable.  lb. 

58.  Inevitable  aooident.  To  maintain  an  action  for  injury  to  tbe  person, 
tbe  injurious  act  must  be  willful  or  tbe  result  of  negligence.  Holmes  v.  Mather 
(Exch.),  XIV,  548. 

59. Tbe  defendant's  horses,  while  being  driven  by  his  servant  in  the 

public  highway,  ran  away,  and  became  so  unmanageable  that  the  servant 
could  not  stop  them,  but  could,  to  some  extent,  guide  them.  The  defendant, 
who  sat  beside  his  servant,  was  requested  by  him  not  to  interfere  with  the 
driving,  and  complied.  While  unsuccessfully  trying  to  turn  a  corner  safely 
tbe  servant  guided  them  so  that,  without  bis  intending  it,  they  knocked  down 
and  injured  tbe  plaintiff,  who  was  in  the  highway.  The  plaintiff,  having  sued 
the  defendant  for  negligence  and  in  trespass,  the  jury  found  that  there  was 
no  negligence  in  any  one.  Held,  tbat,  even  assuming  tbe  defendant  to  be  as 
much  responsible  as  his  servant,  no  action  was  maintainable ;  for  since  the 
servant  had  done  his  best  under  tbe  circumstances,  tbe  act  of  alleged  trespass 
in  giving  the  horses  tbe  direction  toward  the  plaintiff  was  not  a  wrongful  act. 
lb. 

60.  Liability  as  between  two  railway  companies.  The  plaintiff  desired  to 
send  a  cow  from  D.  to  S.,  and  took  her  to  tbe  station  at  D.,  belonging  to  tbe 
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G.  N.  Go.,  wbeie  be  booked  her  for  S.  by  tbe  defendanta'  railway.  He  signed 
a  contract,  under  wbicb  it  was  agreed  between  bim  and  tbe  Q.  N.  Co.  tbat  tbej 
ebould  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  Injury  to  cattle,  in  tbe  delivering,  if 
such  damage  should  be  occasioned  by  kicking,  plunging  or  restiveness.  The 
cow  was  put  into  a  truck  belonging  to  the  defendants,  and  on  arriving  at  8. 
was  brought  to  a  siding  by  the  defendants'  yard  for  the  purpose  of  being  un- 
loaded. A  porter  in  charge  of  the  yard  began  to  unfasten  the  truck.  The 
plaintiff  thereupon  warned  him  not  to  let  the  cow  out,  as  she  would  run  at 
him;  nevertheless  he  did  let  her  out;  she  ran  about  the  yard,  and  ulti- 
mately got  on  to  the  line  and  was  killed.  By  an  agreement  between  the  de- 
fendants and  the  G.  N.  Co.  it  was  provided  that  a  complete  and  full  system  of 
interchange  of  traffic  in  passengers,  goods,  parcels,  etc.,  should  be  established 
from  all  parts  of  one  company  and  beyond  its  limits  to  all  parts  of  the  other 
company  and  beyond  its  limits,  with  through  tickets,  through  rates,  and  in- 
voices and  interchange  of  stock  at  junctions,  the  stock  of  the  two  companies 
being  treated  as  one  stock.  *  *  *  That  tbe  two  companies  should  aid  and 
assist  each  other  in  every  possible  way,  as  if  the  whole  concerns  of  both  com- 
panies were  amalgamated.  In  an  action  brought  against  the  defendants  for 
the  loss  of  the  cow,  the  court  having  power  to  draw  inferences,  held,  first, 
that  the  action  was  rightly  brought,  inasmuch  as  the  agreement,  if  it  did  not 
constitute  a  partnership  between  the  two  companies,  showed  that  the  G.  N. 
Co.  became  the  agents  of  the  defendants  to  make  the  contract  for  the  carriage 
of  the  cow.     Oill  v.  Manchester,  etc,.  By,  Co,  (Q.  B.),  V,  187. 

61.  Secondly,  that  the  condition  in  the  contract  did  not  relieve  the 

defendants  from  liability  for  negligence  on  the  part  of  their  servants  in  deliv- 
ering the  cow.  lb. 

62.  Thirdly,  that  the  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  facts  was  that 

there  was  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendant's  porter ;  and  that  they  were, 
therefore,  liable  to  the  plaintiff  for  the  loss  of  the  cow.  (Msllob,  J.,  dissents.) 
lb. 

63. The  N.  Company  had  statutory  authority  to  run  over  a  portion  of 

the  defendants'  line,  paying  a  certain  toll  to  the  defendants.  The  signals  at 
the  point  of  junction  between  the  two  lines  were  under  tbe  control  of  the 
defendants.  Owing  to  the  servants  of  the  N.  Company  negligently  disobey- 
ing these  signals,  a  train  of  the  N.  Company  ran  into  a  train  of  the  defend- 
ants in  which  the  plaintiff  was,  causing  him  damage.  There  was  no  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  any  of  the  defendants'  servants.  In  an  action  for  inju- 
ries sustained,  brought  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  defendants,  held,  that  he 
was  not  entitled  to  recover.     WrifflU  v.  Midland  i?y  Co.  (Exch.),  V,  882. 

64i The  plaintiff,  one  of  the  traveling  inspectors  of  the  carriage  and  wag- 
on department  of  the  L.  and  N.  W.  Railway  Company,  was  traveling  under  a 
pass  from  them,  in  one  of  their  carriages,  on  a  journey  from  Leeds  to  Man- 
chester. Near  C.  station,  and  an  the  line  of  the  defendants,  over  which  the 
L.  and  N.  W.  Railway  had  running  powers,  the  train  in  which  tbe  plaintiff 
was  traveling  came  into  collision  with  a  number  of  loaded  wagons  which  were 
being  shunted  from  a  siding  by  tbe  defendants,  and  he  was  injured.  There 
was  evidence  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  driver  of  the  plaintiff's  train  in 
traveling  at  too  great  a  speed,  so  as  to  be  unable  to  stop  when  he  came  in 
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siglit  of  the  danger  signal,  which  had  been  hoisted  by  the  defendants.     The 
jury  found  that  the  accident  was  caused  by  the  joint  negligence  of  the  defend- 
ants and  the  L.  and  N.  W.  Railway  Company.    Ueld^  that  the  plaintiff  was  so 
far  identified  with  the  L.  and  N.  W.  Railway  Company  that  he  could  not  re 
cover.    ArmHrong  y.  LimeaBhire,  eU.t  By.  Co.  (Exch.),  XII,  508. 

65.  Semble,  that  the  evidence  did  not  support  the  finding  of  the  jury 

with  regard  to  the  defendants,  but  showed  that  the  L.  and  N.  W.  Railway 
were  solely  responsible  for  the  accident.  lb. 

66.  Qaestion  for  Jury*  The  defendants'  mines  adjoined  and  communicated 
with,  the  plaintifi^s ;  and  in  the  surface  of  the  defendants'  land  were  certain 
hollows  and  openings,  partly  caused  by  and  partly  made  to  facilitate  the 
defendants'  workings.  Across  the  surface  of  their  land  there  ran  a  water, 
course,  which,  in  the^yefir  1865,  was  diverted  by  them  into  another  channel. 
In  November,  1871 ,  the  banks  of  the  water-course  (which  were  sufficient  for 
all  ordinary  occasions)  burst  in  consequence  of  exceptionally  heavy  raius,  and 
'the  water  escaped  into  and  accumulated  in  the  hollows  and  openings,  where 
the  rains  had  already  caused  an  unusual  amount  of  water  to  collect,  and 
thence  by  fissures  and  cracks  passed  into  the  defendants',  and  so  into  the 
plaintiff's,  mines.  If  the  land  had  been  in  its  natural  condition,  the  water 
would  have  spread  itself  over  the  surface  and  have  been  innocuous.  The 
defendants  Were  not  guilty  of  any  actual  negligence  in  the  management 
of  their  ftiines.  At  the  trial,  in  the  court  below,  of  an  action  brought 
by  the  plaintiff  to  recover  the  damage  he  had  sustained,  the  learned  judge 
directed  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  holding  that  the  case  was  governed  by 
Meteher  v.  ByUinds,.  Law  Rep.,  3  H.  L.  330,  and  that  the  defendants  were 
absolutely  liable;  and  rejected  evidence  offered  by  the  defendants  that 
every  reasonable  precaution  had  been  taken  to  guard  against  ordinary 
emergendes.  UMy  that  the  case  was  not,  beyond  all  question,  so  governed ; 
that  the  water  coming  from  the  natural  overflow  and  that  coming  from 
the  diversion  of  the  water-course  might  possibly  admit  of  different  consid- 
erations ;  that  if  the  evidence  tendered  had  been  received,  there  might  have 
been  questions  for  the  jury,  and  that,  under  all  the  circumstances,  there  ought 
to  be  a  new  trial.  &mUh  v.  FUU^r  (Exch.),  VIII,  510;  reversing  S.  C. 
Ill,  422. 

67. The  opinion  of  the  jury  at  such  trial  ought  to  be  taken  as  to 

whether  what  was  done  by  the  defendants  was  done  by  them  in  the  ordinary, 
reasonable,  and  proper  mode  of  working  the  mine.  lb. 

68. B.  was  in  the  last  carriage  of  a  railway  train.    Before  reaching  the 

station  at  which  he  was  to  alight  the  train  had  to  pass  through  a  tunnel.  In 
that  tunnel  there  was,  first,  a  heap  of  hard  rubbish  lying  by  the  side  of  the 
rails,  irregular  in  form  and  height,  then  a  short  sloping  piece  of  ground,  then 
a  piece  of  flat  platform,  like  the  main  platform,  but  narrower,  and  within  the 
tunnel.  Beyond  these  was  the  main  platform  itsel  f .  The  train  only  partially 
went  up  to  the  main  platform,  leaving  the  last  two  carriages  within  the  tunnel, 
which  had  no  light  within  it,  and  on.  the  occasion  in  question  was  filled  with 
steam.  The  last  carriage  but  one  came  opposite  the  narrow  platform,  the  last 
carriage  was  opposite  the  hard  rubbish.  A  passenger  in  the  last  carriage  but 
one  (who  was  called  as  a  witness  at  the  trial)  heard  the  name  of  the  station 
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called  oDt  in  the  dbdaI  v/aj  knd  got  out  upon  the  narrow  platform.  Uv  then 
heard  a  groaning,  and  proceeding  farther  back  into  the  tunnel  found  B.  Ijiug 
on  the  rubbish  with  his  legs  between  the  wheels  of  the  laet  carriHgu,  but 
neither  of  them  had  touched  him.  B.'a  leg  was  broken,  and  he  had  mceived 
ather  injarieB,  from  the  effects  of  all  which  he  died.  The  witness  beard  the 
warning,  "  Keep  jour  seats,"  and  shortly  afterward  the  train  moved  on.  On 
these  facta  the  learned  judge  at  the  trial  held  that  there  was  no  evidence  of 
negligence  to  go  to  the  jury,  and  he  directed  a  nonsuit.  Owing  to  a  strong  ei- 
pressioD  of  opinion  by  the  jurymen  he  took  their  finding  (on  the  assumption 
that  there  ought  to  be  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff)  as  to  the  amount  of  damages. 
The  nonauit  was  then  entered,  with  leave  to  move  to  enter  the  verdict  for  the 
damages  aBseaaed.  IJeld,  that  the  ruling  at  Nisi  Prius  could  not  be  sustained  ; 
that  llie  case  ought  not  to  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  consideration  of  the 
jury,  for  that  the  evidence  furnished  matter  on  which  it  waa  uecesaary  to  take 
the  opinion  of  a  jury.  Bridget  v.  Direetor*  of  North  London  Ry.  Co.  (H.  of 
L.).  IX,  165. 

S9. (iaare,  whether  calling  out  the  name  of  a  station  la  an  invitation  to 

the  passengers,  going  to  that  station,  to  flight  there  ?  It  is  a  fact  which  the 
jury  were  entitled  to  consider  in  determining  the  question  of  negligence,  lb. 

70. A  public  footway  crossed  a  railway  on  a  level.     The  plaintiff,  while 

crossing  on  the  footway  in  the  evening,  after  dark,  was  knoctfed  dewn  and 
'alu  of  the  defendants  on  the  crossing.  He  stated  'A  evidence 
at  he  did  not  see  the  train  until  it  was  close  upon  him ;  he  saw 
le  train  aud  heaid  no  whistling.  He  stated  also  that  he  did  nut

lerd  of  plaintiff's  beasts  were  being  driven,  at  1 1  o'clock,  P,  If., 
lation  road  to  some  fields.    The  road  croaaed  a  siding  of  the 
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defeodantfi'  railway  on  a  level,  and  while  the  cattle  were  crossing  the  siding 
the  defendants'  servants  negligently  sent  some  trucks  down  an  incline  into  the 
siding,  which  divided  the  cattle  into  two  lots,  and  frightened  them,  and  they 
rushed  away  with  the  drovers  after  them.  The  drovers  succeeded  in  recover- 
ing most  of  the  cattle,  but  they  were  unable  to  recover  six  of  them,  which

What  is.  Scrip  issued  in  England  by  the  agent  of  a  foreign  government, 
by  whi<^  the  holder  is  to  be  entitled,  on  payment  in  full  of  the  installments 
due  from  him,  to  delivery  by  the  agent  of  definitive  bonds  of  the  foreign  govern- 
ment on  their  arrival  in  this  country,  &nd  which,  by  the  usage  of  bankers  and 
dealers  in  public  securities,  is  transferred  by  mere  delivery,  is  negotiable  and 
the  title  passes  by  such  delivery  to  a  bona  fide  holder  for  value.  Goodwin  v.

NEW  TRIAL. 

1.  Qfonnds  for.  In  a  case  where  it  is  evident  that  the  Jury  did  not  give  the 
proper  weight  to  the  evidence  laid  before  them,  a  new  trial  may  properly  be 
granted.     Cobequid  Marine  Int.  Co.  v.  Barteaux  (Priv.  C),  XII,  201. 

2.  In  an  action  on  a  marine  policy  for  a  total  loss,  where  it  appears 

that  the  master  sold  the  vessel  hastily,  after  an  insufficient  survey,  and  with- 
out having  made  such  efforts  to  save  her  as  alone  would  justify  a  sale  and 
make  it  valid  against  the  insurers,  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  should  be  set 
aside  and  a  new  trial  g^nted.  lb. 

3.  Inadequate  damagefti  A  new  trial  will  be  granted  for  inadequacy  of 
damages  in  an  action  for  slander,  where  the  smallness  of  the  amount  shows 
that  the  jury  have  made  compromise,  and,  instead  of  deciding  the  issues  sub- 
mitted to  them,  have  agreed  to  find  for  the  plaintiff  for  nominal  damages  only.

£2,000,  part  of  the  trust  funds,  upon  mortgage  of  real  estate,  of  which  he  took 
a  conveyance  to  himself  and  his  co-truatee,  and  obtained  possession  of  the 
title  deeds.  C,  the  mortgagor,  was  a  client  of  W.,  who  was  a  solicitor.  After- 
ward W.  fraudulently  handed  over  all  the  deeds  to  C.  C.  suppressed  the 
mortgage  deeds,  and  deposited  the  rest,  in  March,  1865,  with  a  bank  to  secure 
his  current  account.  The  manager  of  the  bank  requiring  a  certificate  of  title, 
G  referred  him  to  W.,  who  signed  a  certificate,  in  the  manager's  handwriting, 
at  the  foot  of  the  memorandum  of  deposit :  "  I  hereby  certify  that  Mr.  C.  has 
a  good  title  to  the  above  properties,"  for  which  the  bank  paid  him  a  fee.  In 
1808  W.  became  bankrupt,  whereupon  the  fact  of  the  deposit  with  the  bank 
was  discovered  by  the  co-trustee  and  the  beneficiaries  ;  and  the  bank  were 
informed  of  the  trustees'  claim.  In  1809  C.  died,  and  the  mortgage  deeds 
could  not  be  found.  In  1878  W.  died.  On  bill  by  the  beneficiaries  and  sur- 
viving  trustees  of  the  settlement  against  the  bank,  praying  for  a  declaratfon 
that  the  plaintiffs  were  first  mortgagees,  and  for  delivery  up  of  the  title  deeds, 
heldy  that  by  reason  of  the  fraud  of  W.  notice  of  the  first  mortgage  could  not 
be  imputed  through  him  to  the  bank,  and  that  the  bank  were  mortgagees  for 
value  without  notice  of  the  prior  mortgage.

9. G.  and  B.,  tenants  in  common  in  fee,  in  equal  shares,  of  a  messuage

NUISANCE. 

1.  Noijie.  The  occupier  of  a  house  in  a  street  in  London  had,  many  years 
ago,  converted  the  ground  floor  into  a  stable.  In  1871  a  new  occupier  altered 
the  stable  so  that  the  noise  of  the  horses  was  an  annoyance  to  the  next  door 
neighbor,  and  prevented  him  from  letting  his  house  as  lodgings.  Heldy  that 
the  fact  of  horses  having  been  previously  kept  in  the  stable,  but  so  as  not  to 
be  an  annoyance,  did  not  deprive  the  neighbor  of  his  right  to  have  the 
nuisance  restrained.     BaU  v.  Ray  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  435. 

2. Annoyance  caused  by  the  unusual  use  of  a  house  may  be  a  nuisance 

where  like  annoyance  from  the  ordinary  use  of  it  would  not  be.  lb. 

3. An  action  to  restrain  a  temporary  nuisance,  such  as  the  noise  of 

machinery  in  adjoining  premises,  cannot  be  maintained  by  either  the  owner  or 
the  lessee  of  houses  which  are  sublet  to  weekly  tenants ;  but,  U  semu,  the 
Tatter  may  have  that  remedy,  if  the  nuisance  is  injurious  to  their  health  or 
comfort.    Jones  v.  ChappeU  (Eq.  C),  XV,  475. 

4.  Pollution  of  river.  The  Local  Government  Act  (1858)  Amendment  Act, 
1861  (24  &  25  Vict.,  c.  61,  s.  4),  enables  local  boards  to  execute  works  without 
their  districts  for  the  purpose  of  the  outfall  or  distribution  of  sewage,  subject 
to  the  following  proviso :  "  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  give  or  be 
construed  to  give  power  to  any  local  board  to  construct  or  use  any  outfall, 
drain,  or  sewer  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  sewage  or  filthy  water  into  any 
natural  water- course  or  stream  until  such  sewage  or  filthy  or  refuse  water  be 
freed  from  all  excrementitious  of  other  foul  or  noxious  matter,  such  as  would 
affect  or  deteriorate  the  purity  and  quality  of  the  water  in  such  stream  or 
water-course."  Held^  that  a  local  board  is  not  entitled  to  discharge  sewage  by 
an  outfall  out  of  their  district  mto  a  river  so  as  to  affect  or  deteriorate  the  water 
at  the  point  of  discharge.  Attomey-Oeneral  v.  CockermotUh  Local  Board  (£q. 
C),  IX,  720. 

6. The  C.  local  board  discharged  sewage  into  a  river  by  an  outfall  out 

of  their  district  so  as  to  pollute  the  water  at  the  point  of  discharge ;  but  such 
pollution  was  imperceptible  at  the  town  of  W.,  situated  eight  miles  farther 
down,  and  supplied  with  water  for  domestic  purposes  from  the  river.  Upon 
an  information  and  bill  filed  by  the  local  board  of  W.  (in  whom  the  W. 
water-works  were  vested),  as  relators  and  plaintiffs  seeking  to  restrain  the  C. 
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local  board  from  bo  discharging  the  sewage,  on  the  ground  that  their  acts 
were,  first,  an  infk'ingement  of  the  above-mentioned  provisions  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1861,  and,  secondly,  a  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  W. 
Hsld,  that  upon  the  Information  an  Injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants'from 
infringing  the  act  of  Parliament  must  be  granted  with  costs ;  but  that  the 
bill,  which  sought  to  make  out  a  case  of  nuisance,  must  be  dismissed  with 
costs.  lb.  *  • 

6. The  authority  over  sewers,  and  the  drainage  powers  given  by  Par 

liament  to  local  boards,  do  not  authorize  the  committal  of  a  nuisance  by  the 
boards  in  their  exercise  of  such  powers,  such  as  the  pollution  of  a  stream  by 
turning  sewage  into  it.  Attorney-General  v.  Hackney  Local  Board  (Eq.  C), 
XV,  520. 

7.  Stoppage  of  sewer.  A  local  board  of  health  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  a  sewage  company,  in  pursuance  of  which  they  afterward  granted  a  lease 
to  the  company  of  the  sewage  works  of  a  town,  and  of  a  plot  of  land,  for  a 
term  of  fourteen  years,  the  company  covenanting  that  they  would,  during  the 
term,  keep  the  outfall  of  the  works,  with  ^he  engines,  pumps  and  apparatus, 
in  proper  working  order,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  free  flow  of  the  sewage  through 
the  sewers  communicating  with  the  works,  and  so  that  the  same  might  not  at 
any  time  be  stopped.  To  a  bill  by  the  local  board  against  the  company,  com- 
plaining that  the  company's  works  were  insufficient  to  treat  the'  sewage  suc- 
cessfully ;  that  they  were  pumping  only  a  portion  of  the  sewage  out  of  the 
sewers,  and  were  damming  up  or  heading  back  the  residue  in  the  sewers,  so 
as  to  be  a  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  were 
being  threatened  with  proceedings;  and  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  defendants  from  permitting  the  sewage  to  remain  in  the  sewers,  so  as  to 
be  a  nuisance  or  damage  to  the  plaintiffs,  and  from  damming  up  or  heading 
back  the  sewage  in  the  sewers;  the  defendants  demurred  on  the  grounds  that 
the  court  could  not  superintend  the  proper  performance  of  the  works ;  thiit 
the  plaintiffs  had  alleged  no  special  damage,  and  that  it  was  not  the  practice 
of  the  court  to  restrain  the  infringement  of  a  public  right  at  the  suit  of  a  cor- 
poration, except  at  the  instance  or  in  the  presence  of  the  Attorney  General. 
I>emurrer  overruled  and  injunction  granted.  Nuneaton  Local  Board  v.  Gen- 
eral SetDoge  Go,  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  664. 

8.  Aotion  by  individual.  Where  a  public  street  was  improperly  used  as  a 
stable-yard,  held^  that  the  nuisance  to  the  neighboring  houses  was  not  so  per- 
manent as  to  entitle  a  reversioner  to  an  injunction.  Mott  ▼.  ScTioolbred  (Eq. 
C),  XIII,  583. 

9. To  entitle  a  private  person  to  maintain  an  action  for  a  thing  which 

amounts  to  a  public  nuisance,  he  must  show  that  he  has  sustained  a  particular 
damage  or  injury  other  than  and  beyond  the  general  injury  to  the  public,  and 
that  such  damage  is  direct  and  substantial.  Benjamin  v.  Storr  (Com.  PI.),  X, 
231. 

10. The  plaintiff  kept  a  coffee  house  in  a  narrow  street  near  Covent 

Garden.  The  defendants  carried  on  an  extensive  business  as  auctioneers  in 
the  same  neighborhood,  having  an  outlet  at  the  rear  of  their  premises  next 
adjoining  the  plaintiff's  house,  where  they  were  constantly  loading  and  un- 
loading goods  into  and  from  vans.     The  vans  intercepted  the  light  from  the 
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plaintifTB  coS'ee  shop  to  sucli  ao  extent  that  he  was  obUged  to  barn  gu  oearlj' 
all  day,  and  access  to  tlie  Bhop  was  obatructed  hj  the  boraea  ataading  in  frODt 
of  the  door,  and  the  eteoch  ansing  from  their  frequent  staling  there  rendered 
the  plaintiff's  dwelling  iDcommodlous  and  QDcomfonable.  fftid,  that  the  eri- 
deuce  disclosed  such  a  direct  and  anbataDtial  private  and  particalar  damage  to 
the  plalotiff  befond  that  suffered  bj  the  rest  of  the  public  as  to  eotitle  him  to 
tuainlain  au  actioB.  lb. 

11.  Jolndar  of  plalutiA.  Two  owners  of  distinct  properties  joined  aa  plain- 
tlffb  in  a  suit  to  restrain  a  nuisance.  The  court  considered  tliat  a  safficient 
case  of  nuisance  had.  in  the  case  of  the  first  plaintiff,  not  been  made  oat,  but 
in  the  caM  of  the  second  plaintiff  had  been  made  out.  A  decree  waa  made  for 
an  injunction,  so  far  as  regarded  the  second  plaintiff,  and  tor  the  defendant  to 
paj  him  his  costs ;  the  bill,  as  regarded  the  first  plaintiff,  to  be  dismissed,  and 
the  costs  occaaioned  bj  the  addition  of  the  first  plitintiff  to  be  deducted  from 
the  costs  so  to  be  paid  by  the  defendant.  UmfTeeUU  v.  Johnson  (Chan.  App.),

12.  Uomaor  Uabla  for.  Where  the  occupier  of  lands  grants  a  license  to 
another  to  do  certain  acta  on  the  land,  and  the  licensee  in  doing  them  com- 
mits a  nuisance,  the  occupier  may  be  made  a  defendant  to  a  suit  to  restrain 
the  nuisance.      WhiU  t.  Jamaon  (Eq.  C).  IX,  817. 

13.  When  ootut  will  rMtrain.  The  amonnt  of  annoyance  which  will  induce 
the  court  to  interfere  between  the  owners  of  adjoining  buildings  discussed 
and  defined,  and  tlie  nature  and  value  of  evidence  in  such  cases  considered.

14.  Where  a  trifling  trespass,  or  an  interference  with  ananctent  right,

ferred  to.     Held,  that  the  pamphlet,  being  of  such  a  character  that  it 

ceasarily  tend  to  the  depravation  of  the  public  morala.  was  an  obscene 

lin  30  &  21  Vict.,  c  83,  even  although  the  object  of  those  publishisg 

)  sappress  a  system  they  thought  immoral  and  pernicious.    Srld 

the  privilege  given  bythe  law  to  reports  of  jaditual  proceedings  does 
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not  extend  to  reports  which  contain  matters  of  an  obscene  and  demoralizing 
character,  and  that  the  case  was,  therefore,  within  SO  &  21  Vict.,  c.  88,  and  the 
decision  of  the  magistrate  correct.    Steele  v.  Brannan  (Com.  PL),  II,  675. 

OFFICER, 

1.  Penonal  liability.  At  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  a  highway  board  It 
was  resolved  that  a  path  running  through  land,  in  the  occupation  of  the  plain- 
tiff, was  a  highway,  and  that  the  plaintiff  be  directed  to  remove  a  lock  from  a 
gate  placed  across  it.  The  surveyor  of  the  board  was  afterward  ordered  by 
them  to  remove  the  lock,  and  did  so.  On  the  trial  of  an  action  of  trespass 
brought  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  members  of  the  board  in  their  personal 
capacity,  and  the  surveyor,  in  which  the  defendants  justified,  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  held  that,  assuming  that  the  resolution  was  Illegal,  the  members 
of  the  board  who  concurred  in  it  were  personally  responsible ;  secondly,  that 
the  fact  that  the  surveyor  was,  by  25  &  26  Vict.,  c.  61,  s.  16,  bound  to  obey  the 
orders  of  the  board,  did  not  excuse  him  if,  in  obeying  their  orders,  he  did  an 
unlawful  act.  HM^  by  the  Exchequer  Chamber  (expressing  no  opinion  as  to 
the  liability  of  the  members  of  the  board),  that  the  surveyor  was  liable.  Mill 
V.  Hawker  (Exch.),  XII,  538 ;  affirming  S.  C,  X,  468. 

2.  8appl3riiig  goods  to  parish.  By  s.  77  of  4  &  5  Wm.  4,  c.  76, "  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  hereafter  to  be  appointed  in  any  parish  or  union 
to  any.  office  concerned  in  the  administration  of  the  laws  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor,  or  for  any  person  who  shall  fill  any  such  office,  to  furnish  or  supply  for 
his  own  profit  or  on  his  own  account  any  goods,  materials,  or  provisions  ordered 
to  be  given  in  parqphial  relief  to  any  person  in  such  parish  or  union.  *  *  *" 
The  appellant  was  a  guardian  of  the  poo^  for  N.  Union  ;  he  was  also  a  cabinet 
maker,  and  carried  on  business  with  D.  as  D.  &  Son.  An  application  was  made 
to  the  board  of  guardians  for  clothing  and  a  bedstead  for  an  outdoor  pauper 
of  the  union,  and  an  order  made  by  the  guardians  for  clothing  only ;  the  re- 
lieving officer  purchased  from  6.,  at  the  shop  of  D.  &  Son.,  a  bedstead,  which 
was  delivered  by  D.  at  the  house  of  the  out-door  pauper ;  the  bedstead  was 
only  lent  to.  the  pauper  by  the  guardians  and  remained  their  property.

That  the  bedstead,  having  been  supplied  gratuitously  in  the  way  of 
parochial  relief,  was'*giyen  in  parochial  relief "  within  the  above  section.

mother  a  Protestant.  Before  the  marriage  they  made  a  verbal  agreement  that 
the  boys  should  be  brought  up  as  Roman  Catholics  and  the  girls  as  Protest- 
ants. The  plaintiff,  who  was  a  girl,  was  baptized  in  the  Church  of  England. 
At  the  time  of  her  birth  her  father  was  absent,  ill  of  consumption,  but  was  in- 
formed by  letter  of  the  mother's  intention  as  to  the  baptism.  He  replied,  say- 
ing that  a  Roman  Catholic  priest  would  call  on  the  mother.  This  was  not 
done,  and  the  child  was  baptized  as  a  Protestant.  The  father  died  in  Febru- 
ary, 1868,  when  the  child  was  about  nine  months  old,  leaving  no  property  for 
the  support  of  his  children.  A  few  days  before  his  death  he  made  a  will, 
whereby  he  directed  that  his  children  should  be  brought  up  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  and  appointed  his  brother,  who  was  a  Roman  Catholic,  their 
guardian.  After  his  death  the  plaintiff  was  allowed  by  the  guardian  to  remain 
with  her  mother  and  her  mother's  family,  and  to  be  brought  up  by  them  a^  a 
Protestant  till  she  was  nearly  nine  years  old.  The  guardian  then  claimed 
that  the  child  should  be  given  up  ta  him,  and,  after  long  discussion,  applied 
for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench.  The  child,  was 
then  made  a  ward  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  being  then  nearly  eleven  years 
old,  and  the  lords  justices,  having  seen  and  conversed  with  her,  were  of 
opinion  that  she  had  not  imbibed  the  dii^inctive  principles  of  the  Church  of 
England  to  such  an  extent  that  it  would  be  cruel  or  dangerous  on  that  ground 
alone  to  have  her  educated  in  the  Roman  Catholic  faith.  Sdd,  notwithstand- 
ing, that  the  plaintiff  ought  to  be  allowed  to  remain  with  her  mother,  and  to 
be  brought  up  in  the  Protestant  religion.  lb.

2.  Partloipatioii  in  net  profita.  Agreement  in  writing  entered  into  between 
W.  &  Co.,  British  merchants,  carrying  on  business  at  Calcutta,  with  a  Hindoo 
rajah,  by  which,  in  consideration  of  moneys  already  advanced,  and  which 
might  be  thereafter  advanced  by  the  rajah  to  them,  they  agreed  to  carry  on 
the  business,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  rajah  in  several  particulars,  stipulat- 
ing that  the  rajah  should  receive  a  commission  of  twenty  per  cent  on  all  profits 
made  by  the  firm,  until  the  whole  amount  of  the  debt  due  to  him  should  be  paid 
off,  with  twelve  per  cent  interest  upon  all  cash  advances-  which  had  been,  or 
might  be  thereafter,  made  by  him  to  the  firm.  Further  advances  having  been 
made  by  the  rajah  to  the  firm,  W.  &  Co.  executed  to  him  a  mortgage  of  certain  tea 
plantations,  to  secure  the  then  amount  of  his  advances,  and  the  rajah  by  a  deed 
released  his  right  to  commission  and  interest  under  the  original  agreement 
between  them.  No  proceeds  of  the  business  were  ever  received  by  the  rajah, 
and  though  he  was  credited  in  the  books  of  the  firm  with  a  considerable  sum, 
that  sum  was  never  received  by  him,  and  was  afterward  written  back  in  tlie 
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books  of  the  Ann.  The  rajaJi  did  Dot  inteifere  or  exercise  aoj  such  control  in 
tlie  buBineas  ui  to  make  him  an  oeteiiBible  partner  in  thp  firm.  Held,  that 
bavlng  reg;ard  to  the  reBttictlDOB  and  modiScations  made  ot  late  in  the  rale  of 
Ittw  formerly  prevailing,  that  participation  tn  the  net  proeeedB  of  a  baatoeM 
made  the  participant  liable  as  a  partner  to  third  parties,  and  looking  at  the 
whole  scope  of  the  agreement,  the  primarj  object  was  to  givn  secnritj  to  the 
lajah  ae  a  creditor  of  the  firm  of  W.  &  Co.,  and  that  the  participation  given 
him  in  the  net  profits  of  the  basiness  was  not  anffldent  to  establish  a  partner- 
ship between  W.  &  Co.  and  the  rajah,  as  regarded  third  parties.  MoUwo  v.

3> AlthoDgh-a  right  to  participate  in  the  profits  ol  a  trade  is  a  stroog

discretion,  to  grant  either  a  sale  of  the  undertaking  as  a  going  concern,  or  a 
proposal  for  a  purchase  (by  the  holder  of  the  seven-eighths  share)  of  the  one- 
eighth  share  mentioned  in  the  agreement.  The  House,  under  the  circumstances 
here,  adopted  the  latter  course.  lb. 

9.  EzecatoxB  not  liable  as  partners.  By  articles  of  partnership,  T.  F.,  W. 
F.,  and  S.  agreed  to  carry  on  the  business  of  auctioneers  in  partnership  for 
seven  years ;  they  were  to  contribute  capital  and  to  share  profit  and  loss 
equally ;  and  if  either  died  during  the  partnership  term,  the  surviving  mem- 
bers of  the  firm  were  to  continue  the  business,  and  were  to  pay  to  the  personal 
representatives  of  the  deceased  partner  the  share  of  the  profits  to  which  he 
vrould  have  been  entitled  if  living.  T.  F.  died  during  the  partnership  term. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  th&  firm  had  no  capital,  except  office  furniture  and 
fittings,  worth  about  £100.  They  had  in  their  hands  a  sum  of  between  £400 
and  £500,  which  was  the  proceeds  of  debts  due  to  a  former  firm  in  which  T. 
F.  was  a  member,  and  left  in  the  hands  of  the  new  firm  for  collection ;  and 
this  sum  belonged  beneficially  to  T.  F.  T.  F.  was  also  entitled  in  respect  of 
his  share  of  profits,  b,eyond  the  amounts  which  he  had  drawn,  to  a  sum  of 
atx>ut  £200.  After  the  death  of  T.  F.  the  surviving  members  of  the  firm 
continued  to  carry  on  the  business,  to  collect  the  debts  due  to  the  old  firm,  and 
to  earn  profits.  The  executors  of  T.  F.  never  interfered  inr  the  business,  but 
they  claimed,  under  the  articles  'of  partnership,  the  share  of  profits  to  which 
T.  F.  would  have  been  entitled  if  living.  No  settlement  of  accounts  in 
respect  of  T.  F.'s  interest  in  the  partnership  business  was  made  between  his 
executors  and  the  surviving  partners.    Sums  of  money  amounting  in  the 
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whole  to  about  £605  were  from  time  to  time  paid  by  the  finn  to  the  execa- 
tors ;  these  payments  were  made  generally,  and  not  on  any  particular  account. 
After  the  death  of*  T.  F.  the  firm  were  employed  by  the  plaintiff  to  sell 
property ;  they  sold  the  property  and  received  the  proceeds  bat  did  not  pay 
over  the  same  to  the  plaintiff.  .  In  an  action  brought  (after  the  death  of  3.), 
against  the  executors  of  T.  F.  and  W.  F.,  h-eld,  that  the  executors  of  T.  F. 
were  not  liable  as  partners.  The  Partnership  Act,  1865  (28  &  29  Vict.,  c.  86), 
considered.     IMme  v.  Hammond  (Exch.),  II,  125. 

10.  Partnership  property.  A  testator,  a  nurseryman,  devised  his  real  estate, 
on  part  of  which  he  had  carried  on  his  business,  and  his  tesiduary  personal 
estate,  to  his  three  sons,  F.,  M.,  and  J.,  as  tenants  in  common.  After  his  death 
they  carried  on  the  business  in  partnership,  and  out  of  moneys  belonging  to 
the  estate  completed  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  more  land,  which  was  in- 
choate at  the  death,  and  employed  such  land  in  the  business.  Subsequently 
F.  and  J.  purchased  M.'s  third  share  in  the  land  and  business,  and  paid  for  it 
partly  out  of  the  estate  and  partly  out  of  moneys  borrowed  on  the  land.  F. 
and  J.  then  continued  the  business  on  the  land.  F.  subsequently  died  intes. 
tate.  HM,  that  both  the  devised  and  the  purchased  land  employed  in  the 
business  was  partnership  property  and  was  converted  into  personalty.  Waterer 
V.  Fa<«r«r  (Eq.  C:),  v.,  901. 

11.  On  the  formation  of  a  partnership  it  was  agreed  that  the  businera 

should  be  carried  on  at  a  mill  belonging  to  R.,  one  of  the  partners ;  and  R.  was 
credited  in  the  books  of  the  partnership  with  the  value  of  the  mill.  From 
time  to  time  sums  were  expended  in  making  additions  to  and  improvements 
in  the  mill ;  and  in  the  yearly  balance  sheets  the  mill  was  entered  at  the 
original  value,  increased  by  the  amount  so  expended,  but  less  a  certain  amount 
for  depreciation ;  and  the  partners  were  allowed  interest  on  the  sums  from 
time  to  time  standing  to  their  capital  accounts.  Held,  that  in  the  absence  of 
any  special  agreement  the  mill  was  an  asset  of  the  partnership,  and  that  on  a 
sale  of  the  business,  under  which  the  purchase-money  of  the  mill  was  largely 
in  excess  of  its  value  in  the  books,  the  difference  was  profit  devisable  in  the 
proportions  in  which  the  profits  of  the  business  were  devisable  at  the  time  of 
the  sale.    Ashton  v.  Robinson  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  585. 

12.  Partnership  liability.  Four  firms,  F.  &  Co.,  M.  &  Co., M.  &  L.,  and  A.  & 
Co.,  associated  themselves  in  a  trading  adventure,  under  an  agreement  which 
provided  *'  that  the  finance  of  the  business  be  carried  on  by  acceptances  of  the 
several  parties  interested  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  arranged."  The  as- 
sociation was  not  registered,  nor  was  its  existence  made  known  to  the 
world,  though  it  was  known  as  the  A.  F.  Company  among  its  members.  The 
adventure  had.  before  the  association  was  formed,  been  carried  on  by  F.  &  Co.' 
in  whose  name  it  continued  to  be  carried  on.  An  order  having  been  made  for 
winding  up  the  association,  an  application  was  made  to  prove  on  ten  bills  of 
exchange,  drawn  by  M.  &  Co.  for  the  purposes  of  the  adventure,  and  accepted 
some  by  F.  &  Co.,  some  by  M.  <&  L.,  and  some  by  A.  &  Co.  Held,  that  the  proof 
could  not  be  admitted,  for  that  the  bills  bouQd  only  the  individual  firms  by 
which  they  were  drawn  and  accepted.  In  re  Adansonia  Fibre  Co,;  MUe*% 
Claim  (Chan.  App.),  X,  634. 

13. By  an  agreement  between  A.,  B.,  C.  and  D.,  four  partners  in  a  mer- 

eilltile  business,  after  reciting,  among  other  things,  that  all  the  partners  had 
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considerable  samsof  inonej  employed  in  the  buaineas  as  floating  capital,  wliicli 
it  might  be  impracticable  or  highly  detrimental  for  the  others  of  them  to  repay 
or  advance  from  the  said  business  immediately  after  the  retirement  or  decease 
of  either  of  them,  it  was  agreed  between  and  by  A.,  B.,  C.  and  D.,  that  in  case 
of  either  of  them  retiring  from  the  copartnership  business,  or  departing  this 
life  during  the  continuance  thereof,  then  and  in  such  case  the  continuing  or 
surviving  partners  or  partner  should  not  be  compelled  by  such  retiring  part- 
ner, or  by  the  executors  or  administrators  of  such  deceased  partner,  to  repay 
to  him  or  them  his  or  their  share  in  the  said  copartnership  business  immedi- 
ately, but  the  clear  balance,  as  ascertained  from  the  last  stock-taking,  due  to 
such  retiring  or  deceased  partners,  together  with  any  additional  capital  (if 
any),  should  be  repaid  out  of  the  business  by  the  continuing  or  surviving  part- 
ners by  installments,  as  therein  mentioned,  until  the  whole  amount  should  be 
fully  paid  or  discharged,  unless  the  surviving  or  continuing  partners  should 
wish  to  pay  such  share  or  balance  at  an  earlier  period,  which  they  were  to  be 
at  liberty  to  do.  Beld,  that  the  agreement  was  merely  an  arrangement  ag  to 
the  mode  of  discharging  a  pre-existing  joint  and  several  liability,  and  was « 
not  intended  to  alter  the  nature  of  the  liability,  which  remained  joint  and 
several.    Bereafoj-d  v.  Browning  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  687 ;  affirming  S.  C,  id.  494. 

14. The  plaintiff,  a  married  woman,  and  her  husband,  were  clients  of 

J.  and  W.,  a  father  and  son,  who  carried  on  business  together  in  partnership 
as  solicitors.  In  1859  the  plaintiff  became  possessed,  to  her  separate  use,  of  a 
sum  of  £3,000,  which,  in  consequence  of  her  husband's  pecuniary  difficulties, 
she  was  advised  by  the  solicitors  to  invest  without  his  concurrence.  On  the 
suggestion  of  J.  &  W.  she  advanced  to  them  £1,800,  part  of  the  £3,000,  which 
they  required  for  another  client  to  complete  a  purchase  of  an  advowson,  on 
the  security  of  a  written  undertaking,  signed  by  both,  to  execute  a  legal  mort- 
gage of  the  advowson  to  her  when  the  transaction  was  completed.  The  plain- 
tiff subsequently  handed  the  remaining  £1,700  to  W.,  on  the  representation  by 
him  alone  that  it  would  be  invested  on  mortgage  of  the  real  estate  of  another 
client.  In  January,  1865,  J.  died,  having  retired  from  the  business  in  1862, 
and  in  May,  1865.  the  plaintiff  was  fraudulently  induced  by  W.  to  execute  a 
deed  constituting  him  the  sole  trustee  of  the  £3,000,  and  empowering  him  to 
invest  it  as  he  thought  proper,  without  being  answerable  for  any  loss.  No 
legal  mortgage  of  the  £1,800  was  ever  effected,  and  in  1868  it  was  paid  off  to 
W.  under  the  authority  of  the  deed  of  1865,  and  it  and  the  £1,700,  which  had 
never  been  invested,  were  spent  by  W.  He  continued  to  pay  the  plaintiff  in- 
terest on  these  funds  till  November,  1871,  and  died  insolvent  in  March,  1872. 
Held^  on  bill  against  the  executors  of  J.  and  W.,  (1)  that  J.'s  estate  was  liable 
to  make  good  the  loss  of  the  £1,800 ;  (2)  that  the  dealing  with  the  £1,700  was 
not  part  of  the  regular  business  of  J.  and  W.,  as  solicitors,  and  the  receipt  of 
it  by  ono  partner  alone  did  not  make  the  other  partner  liable,  and  J.'s  estate 
was  not  liable  to  replace  this  fund.    Plumsr  v.  Gh'egory  (Eq.  C),  XI,  572. 

16. During  part  of  these  transactions  C.  was  also  a  partner  with  J.  and 

W.,  but  he  was  not  a  party  to  the  frauds,  and  no  guilty  knowledge  was  at- 
tributed to  him.  Seld,  that  the  plaintiff  might  proceed  against  any  or  all  of 
the  paries  jointly  and  severally  liable,  and  that  C.  was  not  a  neces^f^r^  party 
to  the  suit.  lb.

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IC. B.,  n  member  of  tlie  firm  of  W,  &  B.,  tXUnaeye  uxd  Bolidtora,  drew 

and  indorsed  for  value  to  the  plaintiff,  in  the  partnerahip  narae,  &  bill  of  es- 
cbange,  payable  to  the  order  of  W.  &  B.,  which  the  delendant  accepted  with- 
out consideration.  The  indorsement  waa  in  tespect  of  an  entirely  private 
mAtter  of  buaineas  between  B.  and  tlie  plaintiff,  unconnected  with  partnership 
purposes.  B.  had  no  authority  from  W.  either  to  draw  or  iudoree  the  bill. 
Id  an  action  by  tlie  indorsee  a^inst  the  acceptor,  the  defendant  baving  tra- 
versed tlie  indoraement,  held,  tliat  the  detendaat  was  not  estopped  from  show- 
ing tliat  there  liad  been  no  indorsement  in  fact  bj  the  firm.  Qarland  r.  Jd- 
com6  (Eich.).  VI,  289. 

17.  Survivor,  liability  oL  Where  one  partner, being;  made  executorof  hia 
deceased  copaxtuer,  with  power  to  employ  some  of  the  asBets  of  tbe  estate  in 
carrying  on  the  buainesB,  uses  other  assets  therein  which  he  waa  not  author- 
ized to  BO  use,  he  is  liable  for  a  devastavit,  and  the  saine  may  be  proved  aa  a 
debt  against  him  in  caoe  of  his  bankruptcy.  £h!  pari*  Wtttcott;  In  re  Wfate 
(Chan.  App.),  X,  630. 

18.  Dlasolntlon  for  lnBaoy>  The  permanent  lunacy  of  a  partner  ia  a  ground 
of  dissolution  at  the  instance  of  the  lunatic  a«  well  as  of  the  other  party. 
Jonu  V.  Uayd  (Eq.  C),  IX,  793. 

19.  Termination  by  noUo*.  The  artidea  of  partnership  between  the  pli^n- 
tiff  and  defendant  provided  that  either  partner  ahould  be  at  liberty  to  deter- 
mine the  partnership  at  the  end  of  the  flrst  aeveu  years  of  tba  term,  on  giving 
previoua  notice  to  the  other  partner  of  hia  intention  to  do  so.  The  plaintiff 
having  l>ecome  inaaue,  the  defendant  served  on  him  notice  of  hia  intention  to 
determine  the  partnership  at  the  end  of  the  first  seven  years  of  tbe  term. 
He.ld,  that  the  partnership  was  thereby  dissolved,  and  tbe  party  giving  such 
notice  could  not  withdraw  It,  so  as  to  restore  the  parties  to  their  former  posi- 
tion, without  tbe  consent  of  the  other  party.  lb. 

20.  Righia  aftsr  dlMolntloiL  A  trader  who  bas  been  a  manager  or  a  partner 
in  a  firm  of  established  reputation  has  a  right,  on  setting  np  an  Independent 
husinesH,  to  make  known  to  the  public  that  he  hae  been  with  that  firm ;  but 
he  mast  take  care  not  to  do  so  in  a  way  calculated  to  lead  tbe  public  to  believe 
that  he  is  carrying  on  tbe  business  of  tbe  old  firm,  or  is  In  any  way  connected 
with  it.    HooMuim  v.  Pottage  {Chan.  App.).  IV,  778. 

31. Tbe  plaintiff,  an  old  established  tailor,  took  the  defendant,  who 

had  been  his  foreman,  into  partnership,  and  tbe  buaiuess  was  carried  on  under 
the  name  of  H.  &  P.  The  partnership  was  afl«rward  dissolved  by  a  decree  of 
tbe  court,  in  which  it  wis  provided  tliat  the  business  of  the  partnership  should 
belong  to  tbe  plaintiff.

implied  release  or  waiver  of  the  right  to  it,  or,  secondly,  where  there  has  been 
actual  or  implied  release  of  the  right  to  be  a  partner,  including  such  a  delib- 
erate and  serious  breach  of  the  partnership  contract  as  may  be  considered 
equivalent  to  a  repudiation  of  it  altogether.

26.  Rights  of  executors  of  deceased  partner.  Five  contractors  jointly  con- 
tracted to  build  a  harbor,  the  building  of  which  would  take  at  least  five  years. 
Soon  afterward  one  of  the  contractors  died.  Held,  that  his  estate  was  entitled 
to  share  in  the  profits  of  the  contract,  and  that  those  profits  were  to  be  the 
actual  profits  ascertained  when  the  contract  was  completed,  and  not  by  valua- 
tion or  by  sale  of  the  contract.

28.  Accounting.  Where  part  of  the  assets  of  a  partnership  consisted  of  a 
government  contract  entered  into  in  the  name  of  one  of  the  partners  and  con< 
taining  a  proviso  against  alienation,  hdd,  that  upon  a  dissolution  of  the  part- 
nership, the  partner  in  whose  name  the  contract  was  taken,  and  who  con- 
tinued to  carry  it  on,  must  be  debited  in  the  accounts  with  its  value,  to  be 
ascertained  by  a  reference  to  Chambers.    Ambler  v.  Bolton  (Eq.  C),  III,  806. 

29. In  taking  the  accounts  of  a  partnership,  interest  after  the  dissolu- 
tion will  not  in  general  be  allowed  to  the  partners  on  their  respective  capitals, 
though  interest  during  the  partnership  with  annual  rests  is  allowed  ;  but  this 
rule  may  be  varied  by  the  terms  of  the  articles,  as,  for  example,  by  a  provision 
treating  the  capital  left  in  by  a  partner  as  an  interest-bearing  loan.  Bxrfleld

30. Any  sums  of  money  received  after  the  dissolution  and  retained  by

when  the  tiank  stopped  pajmeot.  H.  dlod  shortly  after  the  stoppage,  and  his 
eal&t«  was  adminiatered  in  Chancery.  The  other  partneni  were  adjudicatwl 
bankrupta.  The  joint  eatate  and  H.'a  aeparate  estate  were  alleged  lo  be  insol- 
vent ;  joint  debts,  to  a  large  extent,  remained  unpaid  ;  K.'a  separate  ealate  was 
solvent.  The  amount  due  to  the  guardiana  waa  paid  by  E.,  who  recovered  by 
proof  upon  the  separate  'est*te  of  K.,  his  co-surety,  one  moiety  of  the  amoaot 
paid.  The  trustee  of  K.'a  aeparate  estate,  who  was  alao  the  trustee  of  the 
estate  of  the  bankrupt  partners,  then  claimed  to  prove  against  H.'a  separate 
estate  for  the  amount  of  the  moiety  paid  to  B.  out  of  E.'a  estate.  JJetd,  that, 
as  the  partnership  received  the  money  from  and  owed  it  to  the  guardians,  the 
relation  of  principal  and  surety  never  In  reality  eiiated  between  H.  and  E.

36.  Per  the  Lord  Cha^ncellor  (Lord  Hathbrlet):  There  is  a  fiduciary 

relation  between  them.  The  suryiying  partner  alone  haying  the  legal  interest 
in  the  partnership  property,  and  being  alone  able  to  collect  it,  there  arises  a 
right  in  the  representatiyes  of  the  deceased  partner  to  insist  on  the  suryiying 
partner  holding  the  property,  wheneyer  receiyed,  subject  to  the  rights  of  the 
deceased  partner,  and  he  cannot  make  use  of  the  partnership  assets  without 
being  liable  to  account  for  them.  This  rule  applies  where  there  haye  been 
accounts  settled  between  the  representatiyes  of  the  deceased  partner  and  the 
suryiying  partner,  and  the  latter  afterward  receiyes  a  debt  due  to  the  partner- 
ship, recognised  in  the  settlement  of  the  partnership  accounts,  but  not  at  that 
time  receiyed  from  the  debtor.  lb. 

37. Held,  also  (dissenting,  Lord  Hatherlt,  L.C):  That  the  suryiying  part- 
ner not  being  a  trustee  for  the  executors  of  his  deceased  partner,  the  payment 
of  the  £2,500  from  H.  within  six  years  from  the  filing  of  the  bill  did  not  take 
the  case  out  of  the  statufe  of  limitations.  16. 

38.  Per  Lord  Wbstbury  :    The  phrase  "  comprised    in    the    same 

account"  in  the  19  &  20  Vict.,  c.  97,  s.  9,  means  that  '*  would  haye  been  com- 
prehended in."  lb. 

39.  Winding  up.  Four  persons  carried  on  a  business  in  partnership  under 
a  deed  which  proyided  that  the  death  of  a  partner  should  not  dissolye  the 
partnership,  but  that  the  business  should  be  carried  on  by  the  snryiyors  or 
suryiyor,  and  the  share  of  the  deceased  partner  ascertained  at  the  next  half- 
yearly  stock-taf  ing,  and  paid  to  his  representatiyes  by  installments.  Two  of 
the  partners  died,  and  afterward  the  suryiyors  became  bankrupt.  No  steps 
bad  then  been  taken  to  ascertain  the  shares  of  the  deceased  partners.  Held, 
that  the  assets  belonged  to  the  suryiying  partners,  and  that  the  creditors  of 
the  four  partners  had  no  right  to  haye  the  joint  assets  of  the  four  which  re- 
mained in  epecie  applied  first  in  payment  of  their  debts.  McUter  of  Simpson 
(Chau.  App.),  X.  597.

PARTY  WALL. 

1.  What  includes.  The  plaintiff,  haying  agreed  to  purchase  two  adjoining 
houses,  agreed  to  sell  one  to  P.,  and  by  plaintifi^s  direction  that  house  was 
conyeyed,  in  1858,  to  P.  (and  by  P.  in  1866  to  the  defendant)  in  fee,  the  de- 
scription being,  ^^  all  that  dwelling-house  now  in  the  occupation  of  P,  together 
with  the  walls  belonging  thereto."  The  houses  were  in  a  street,  and  were 
built  up  to  the  foot-payement.  On  the  front  of  defendant's  house,  adjoining 
the  front  of  plaintiff's  house,  was  a  slight  projection  nine  feet  wide ;  in  the 
middle  of  this  was  the  doorway,  three  and  a  half  feet  wide,  and  on  each  side

of  the  doorway  was*  a  pillar  supporting  a  shallow  portico ;  over  the  doorway 
was  a  window  of  the  same  width,  and  above  that  a  string  coarse  and  a  pedi- 
ment, all  symmetrically  placed  on  the  nine  feet  projection.  Inside,  the  party 
wall  dividing  the  two  houses,  instead  of  being  coincident  with  the  extremity 
of  the  nine  feet  projection,  was  in  a  direct  line  with  one  side  of  this  doorway, 
80  that  if  the  party  wall  had  been  prolonged  in  a  straight  line  to  the  street, 
two  feet  eleven  inches  of  the  width  of  the  projection,  which  included  part  of 
the  portico  and  of  the  pediment  and  the  whole  of  one  of  the  pillars  supporting 
the  portico,  would  have  been  on  the  plaintiff's  side  of  that  line;  and  on  the 
inside  these  two  feet  eleven  inches,  which,  from  the  outside,  appeared  to  be 
part  of  defendant's  house,  formed  part  of  one  of  the  rooms  of  plaintiff's  house. 
The  defendant  having  painted  the  two  pillars,  the  portico,  and  the  whole  of 
the  pediment,  which  were  stucco,  but  had  never  been  before  painted,  plaintiff 
brought  an  action  of  trespass,  claiming  as  his  the  one  pillar,  the  part  of  the 
portico,  and  the  part  of  the  pediment  and  string  course  over  the  pillar,  all  of 
which  were  on  the  plaintiff's  side  of  the  line  marking  the  middle  of  the  party 
wall.  On  the  above  facts,  the  court  having  power  to  draw  inferences  of  fact, 
held^  that  the  parts  in  question  were  parts  of  the  defendant's  house.  Fax  v. 
Clarke  (Q.  B.).  X,  178;  reversing  S.  C,  HI.  291, 

2.  A  wall  may  be  a  party  wall  to  such  height  as  it  belongs  in  common 

to  two  buildjngs,  and  cease  to  be  a  party  wall  for  the  rest  of  its  height,  and 
the  owner  of  the  upper  portion  of  such  wall  may  have  gained  a  right  to  main- 
tain ancient  lights  therein,  which  will  prevent  the*  owner  of  the  adjoining 
house  from  raising  it  so  as  to  obstruct  those  lights.  Weston  v.  Arnold  (Chan. 
App.),  VII,  572. 

PATENT. 

1.  Granting.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  law  officer  to  hear  and  determine  which 
of  two  rival  applicants  for  patents  is  entitled  to  a  patent,  and  the  question 
ought  not  to  be  remitted  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  by  directing  warrants*for  both 
patents.     Matter  of  Henry  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  838.  ^ 

2.  An  applicant  for  a  patent  does  not,  by  lodging  a  complete  specifica- 
tion and  obtaining  protection,  acquire  the  rights  of  a  patentee  so  as,  during 
the  six  months'  protection,  to  prevent  any  other  person  who  had  previously 
applied  for  a  patent  for  a  similar  invention  from  obtaining  a  patent.  lb. 

3.  It  is  no  objection  to  the  grant  of  a  patent  that  another  person  has 

been  making  experiments  and  working  toward  a  similar  invention.  lb. 

4.  Opposition  to  granting. '  In  opposing  the  grant  of  letters-patent,  the  bar- 
den  is  on  the  opponent  to  show  that  the  grant  would  be  clearly  wrong. 
MaUer  of  Sheffield  (Chan.  App.).  IV,  866. 

5. Where  the  facts  on  which  the  opponent  relies  were  within  his  knowl- 
edge when  he  opposed  before  the  law  officer,  he  cannot,  when  before  the  Lord 
chancellor,  raise  a  new  legal  argument  on  these  facts ;  nor  can  he  then  bring 
forward  evidence  which  he  might  have  brought  before  the  law  officer.  lb. 

6.  Soaling.  An  applicant  for  a  patent,  two  months  after  the  date  of  his 
provisional  protection,  applied  for  the  great  seal  to  be  affixed.  A  week  after- 
ward a  caveat  was  entered,  but  the  applicant  did  not,  until  six  months  from 
his  original  application  had  nearly  elapsed,  present  a  petition  for  the  great 
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seal.  Held,  that  tills  delay  was  not  an  objection  to  the  dealing  of  his  patent. 
Ex  parte  Bailey  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  756. 

7. B.  applied  for  a  patent,  and  obtained  provisional  protection  on  the 

80th  of  March,  C.  on  the  8d  of  April.  B.  applied  for  the  great  seal  on  the 
21  st  of  May ;  C.  obtained  letters  patent  on  the  22d  of  May,  antedated,  accord- 
ing to  the  usual  practice,  to  the  8d  rif  April.  The  patents  appearing  to  be 
partially  for  the  same  matter,  Jield,  that,  whether  the  conduct  of  C.  had  or 
had  not  been  fraudulent,  the  letters  patent  granted  to  B.  must  bear  date  on 
the  21  Bt  of  May,  and  not  on  the  80th  of  March.  lb. 

8.  Validity.  Where  a  machine  for  which  a  patent  had  been  granted  was 
shown  to  produce  work  more  expeditiously,  more,  economically,  and  of  a 
better  quality  than  any  previous  machine,  Tield^  that,  the  patent  could  not  be 
invalidated  on  the  ground  that  the  machine  was  formed  by  the  mere  arrange- 
ment of  common  elementary  mechanical  materials,  producing  results  of  the 
same  nature  as  those  previously  accomplished  by  other  mechanical  arrange- 
ments and  construction.    Murray  v.  Clayton  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  515. 

9. The  public  exhibition  of  a  machine  in   which  there  are  defects, 

owing  to  which  it  proves  an  entire  failure,  does  not'  affect  the  validity  of  a 
subsequent  patent  for  a  machine,  in  whidi,  though  similar  in  some  of  its 
details  to  the  former,  the  defects  are  remedied  so  as  to  produce ja  serviceable 
machine.  lb. 

10.  Contract  to  awdgn  future  rlgliti.  An  agreement  by  the  vendor  of  a 
patent  to  assign  to  the  purchaser  all  future  patent  rights  which  the  vendor 
may  hereafter  acquire  of  a  like  nature  to  the  patent  sold,  is  not  contrary  to 
public  policy.    Printing^  etc..  Go.  v.  Jdampson  (Kq.  C),  XII,  841. 

11.  Infringeinent.  The  plaintiff  was  the  assigrnee  of  several  letters-patent 
for  **  Improvements  in  breech-loading  firearms."  The  defendants,  under  a 
contract  with  the  secretary  of  state  for  war,  manufactured  and  delivered,  ac- 
cording to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  certain  rifles  (which  were  accepted  from 
the  defendants  by  the  secretary  of  war  for  the  public  service),  and  in  so  doing 
infringed  the  pladntiffs  patent.  Heidj  that,  the  contract  being  for  the  sale  of 
articles  for  the  defendants*  own  profit,  and  n«t  as  manufacturers  of  them  as 
servants  of  the  Crown,  the  principle  that  the  Crown  is  at  liberty  to  manu- 
facture and  to  use  the  patented  article  did  not  apply,  and  the  defendants  were 
liable  for  the  infringement.     Dixon  v,' London  StnaU  Arms  Co.  (Q.  B.),  XI,  198. 

12.  Restraining  infiingement.  An  interim  injunction  will  not  be  granted 
to  restrain  infringement  of  a  patent  several  years  old  but  never  established  by 
legal  proceedings,  unless  there  has  been  actual  user  of  the  patent  for  a  con- 
siderable time.    Plympton  v.  Malcolmson  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  507. 

13.  Practice  in  patent  suits.  An  order  will  not  be  made  on  the  application 
of  the  plaintiff,  in  a  suit  to  restrain  an  alleged  infringement  of  his  patent,  for 
inspection  of  the  defendants'  works  and  machinery  unless  the  court  is  satisfied 
that  the  inspection  is  essential  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to  prove  his  case.  Bailey 
V.  Kynock  (Eq.  C),  XI,  698. 

14. The  practice  prescribed  by  the  statute  15  &  16  Vict.,  c.  88,  s.  41, 

with  respect  to  furnishing  bills  of  particulars  in  actions  at  law  for  the  infringe- 
ment of  letters-patent,  ought  to  be  followed  in  suits  in  equity  as  closely  as 
circumstances  will  permit.     Finnegan  v.  James  (Eq.  C),  XI,  688. 
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16. A  plaintiff  in  a  patent  suit  oa^ht  either  to  state  in  hia  bill  the  par- 

ticulani  of  the  breaches  complained  of.  or  to  deliver  along  with  his  bill  a 
written  statement  of  such  particalars,  which  statement  need  not  be  filed.  A 
defendant  in  a  patent  suit  ought  to  set  forth  in  his  answer  the  particulars  of 
any  objections  on  which  he  relies.  lb. 

16. Although  upon  the  trial  of  questions  in  a  patent  suit  the  plaintiff's 

particulars  of  breaches  should  give  the  defendant  full,  fair,  and  distinct  notice 
of  the  case  intended  to  be  made  against  him,  it  is  not  necessary,  in  the  case  of 
an  alleged  infringement  of  a  patent  for  improyements  of  a  particular  article 
{e.  g.f  cartridges),  for  the  particulars  to  point  out  the  precise  portions  of  the 
specification  alleged  to  have  been  infringed,  when  the  thing  alleged  to  be  an 
infringement  has  been  made  an  exhibit.    BaUey  v.  Kiynoek  (Eq.  C),  XI,  813.

PAUPER. 

•  1.  Who  liable  to  support.  By  48  Eliz.,  c.  2,  s.  7,  the  father  and  grandfather, 
and  the  mother  and  grandmother,  and  the  children  of  every  poor  *  *  * 
person,  *  *  *  being  of  sufiftcient  ability,  shall,  at  their  own  charges 
relieve  and  maintain  every  such  poor  person.  Heldt  that  the  word  "  children  " 
does  not  incl^ide  grandchildren ;  and  that  a  grandchild  is  not  liable  for  the 
maintenance  of  his  grandfather.    MauTidY.  Mason  (Q.  B.),  VIII,  335. 

2.  Maintenance  of  criminal  pauper.  The  2d  section  'of  8  &  4  Vict. ,  c.  54, 
provides  that  in  the  case  of  a  pauper  criminal  lunatic  removed  to  an  asylum, 
an  order  of  justices  may  be  made  on  the  guardians  of  the  union  comprising 
the  parish  of  the  lunatic's  settlement  to  pay  a  weekly  sum  for  the  maintenance 
of  such  lunatic  in  the  asylum.  Pegge  v.  Ouardians  of  Lampeter  Union  ifiom. 
PI.),  X,  208;  reversing  B.C.,  II,  668. 

3.  A  criminal  lunatic  having  been  removed  to  a  private  asylum  under 

a  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  pursuance  of  3  &  4  Vict.,  c.  54,  the 
guardians  of  the  L.  union,  to  which  the  lunatic  was  chargeable,  paid  to  the 
proprietor  of  such  asylum  the  sum  of  16«.  a  week  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
lunatic  for  fourteen  years ;  but  they  subsequently  gave  notice  to  the  proprietor 
that  they  should  not  in  future  pay  more  than  Wb,  Id.  a  week.  To  this  reduc- 
tion he  refused  to  assent.  The  lunatic  continuing  in  the  asylum,  the  proprie- 
tor brought  his  action  against  the  guardians  to  recover  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  lunatic  at  the  rate  of  16«.  a  week.  It  was  not  shown  that  there  ever  had 
been  an  order  of  justices  under  3  &  4  Vict.,  c.  54,  s.  2,  as  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  lunatic  Held^  that  it  could  not  be  inferred  that  the  guardians  had  origin- 
ally entered  into  a  contract  to  pay  for  the  lunatic  at  the  rate  of  16«.  a  week 
until  she  should  be  removed  from  the  asylum,  nor  could  it  be  presumed  that 
an  order  of  justices  had  been  made  under  3  &  4  Vict.,  c.  54,  s.  2,  upon  the 
guardians  to  pay  that  sum.  lb. 

PAYMENT. 

1.  What  Is.  Any  bona  fide  transaction  between  a  company  and  a  share- 
holder which  would  support  a  plea  of  payment  in  an  action  against  him  for 
calls,  such  as  the  price  of  property  sold  by  him  to  the  company  and  voted  to 
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be  credited  to  him  against  his  stock  sabecription.  Is  a  payment  in  cash  within 
the  Companies  Act  of  1867.    8pargo*»  case  (Chan.  App.),  V,  636. 

2.  To  hQBband  of  annuitant.  An  annuity  was  directed  by  will  to  be  paid  to 
H.  while  living,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  and  a  proportionable  part  of 
the  annuity  to  be  computed  to  the  day  of  H/s  death,  from  the  last  preceding 
day  of  payment  "  to  the  executors  and  administrators  "  of  H.  A  proportionate 
part,  after  H/s  death,  was  paid  to  the  husband  of  H..  but  before  he  had  ad- 
ministered to  her  estate,  and  he  died  without  having  done  so,  leaving  his  son 
his  executor.  The  son  administered  to  H.'s  estate,  and  claimed  the  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  annuity.  Hdd,  that  the  payment  to  H.'s  husband  was  not 
a  good  legal  payment,  and  that  the  son  might  recover  the  money.  Semble,  per 
Eellt,  C.  B.,  that  the  payment  was  not  a  good  equitable  payment.  Mitchell 
V.  Halmeg  (Exch.),  IV,  490.

3.  Application  g£  The  presumption  that,  where  a  variety  of  transactions 
are  included  in  one  general  account,  the  items  of  credit  are  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  items  of  debit  in  order  of  date,  in  the  absence  of  other  appropriation, 
may  be  rebutted  by  circumstances  of  the  case  showing  that  such  could  not 
have  been  the  intention  of  the  parties.  CHty  lHse<funt  Co,  v.  McLean  (Exch.), 
X,86d. 

4. The  plaintifiswere  in  the  habit  of  discounting  bills  for  8.  In  con- 
sideration that  the  plaintiffs  would  advance  money  to  a  certain  amount,  to  S. , 
on  the  deposit  of  a  lease  of  S.'s  premises,  the  defendant  guaranteed  any  part 
of  the  money  so  advanced  that  might  remain  due  after  the  realization  of  the 
leasehold  security,  the  guarantee  to  last  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years. 
Advances  were  made  to  S.  by  the  plaintiffs  in  accordance  with  the'  guarantee, 
and  bills  were  discounted  therefor,  which  were  from  time  to  time  renewed, 
but  were  never  paid.  Such  advances  were  also  charged  in  an  account,  in  which 
were  also  entered  a  great  number  of  other  items  of  further  advances  on  the 
discount  of  bills  for  S.  in  the  usual  course  of  business,  largely  in  excess  of  the 
amount  guaranteed,  he  being  credited  with  the  amount  of  the  bills  diaoonnted, 
less  discount  and  commission,  and  debited  with  those  dishonored,  renewals 
being  treated  in  the  same  way.  The  account  was  balanced  on  several  occa- 
sions before  S.  failed,  and  showed  balances  against  S.  of  much  less  amount 
than  the  sums  advanced  under  the  guarantee,  but  these  balances  were  arrived 
at  by  crediting  S.  with  the  amount  of  outstanding  bills,  many  of  which  were 
not  paid  at  maturity,  and  were  included  in  the  ultimate  balance  against  S. 
Bills,  discounted  by  S.  with  the  plaintiffs  after  the  advances  under  the  guaran- 
tee, had  been  paid  to  an  amount  exceeding  the  sum  guaranteed,  but  it  did  not 
appear  that  in  point  of  fact  the  balance  really  due  from  S.  to  the  plaintiffs 
after  the  date  of  the  guarantee  was  ever  less  than  the  sum  guaranteed.  In  an 
action  on  the  guarantee  to  recover  the  moneys  advanced  under  it,  held,  that 
under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  it  could  not  have  been  the  intention  of 
the  plaintiffs  and  S. ,  by  the  mode  in  which  the  account  between  them  was 
kept,  that  the  advance  under  the  guarantee  should  be  considered  as  satisfied 
by  the  items  of  credit  therein,  and  consequently  that  the  action  was  maintain- 
able, lb.

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PEDDLER. 

Who  is.  Twelve  ladies,  of  whom  respondent  was  one,  having  purchased 
materials  and  made  them  up  into  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  each  in  turn  for 
one  month  carried  these  articles  about  in  a  basket,  called  a  missionary  basket, 
from  house  to  house,  for  sale.  The  ladies  did  not  find  the  money  to  purchase 
the  materials,  but  the  money  derived  from  the  sales  was  appjied  toward  the 
purcfaiase,  and  the  profits  of  the  sales  were  devoted  to  a  village  school  and 
religious  purposes.  Held,  that  the  respondent  did  not  come  within  the  defini- 
tion of  a  "  peddler"  in  s.  8  of  the  Peddlers  Act,  1871, and  waa  not  liable  under 
s.  4  to  a  penalty  for  acting  aa  a  peddler  without  a  certificate.  Oregg  v.  8mUh 
(Q.  B.),  V.  249.

PERSONALTY. 

Cksnvcinion  to.  Real  estate  was  conveyed  to  trustees  upon  trust  for  two 
infants  as  tenants  in  common  in  tail,  with  cross  remainders  between  them. 
A  suit  was  instituted  by  the  trustees  against  the  ceetuis  que  trust  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  trust,  and  a  decree  was  made  after  one  of  the  infants  had 
attained  twenty-one,  by  which  (the  court  being  of  opinion  that  a  sale  would  be 
for  the  benefit  of  the  infant  defendant,  and  the  adult  defendant  consenting)  a 
sale  was  ordered.  A  sale  was  made  under  the  decree,  and  the  purchase-money 
paid  into  court ;  and  upon  further  consideration  the  adult's  share  was  paid  to 
him,  and  the  infant's  share  carried  to  his  separate  account.  The  infant  after- 
ward died  without  having  attained  twenty -one.  Held^  that  the  fund  in  court 
belonged  to  his  legal  personal  representative,  and  was  not  to  be  treated  as 
realty.    Steed  v.  Preeee  (Eq.  C),  IX,  738.

In  an  action  of  deceit,  whether  against  a  person 
or  against  a  company,  the  fraud  qi  the  agent  may  be  treated,  for  the  purposes 
of  pleading,  as  that  of  the  principal.  Mackay  v.  Comm^rtial  Bank  (Priv.  C), 
IX,  202. 

2.  For.  negligence.  Declaration,  that  the  defendant  was.  possessed  of  yew 
trees,  the  clippings  of  which  he  knew  to  be  poisonous,  and  that  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  defendant  to  prevent  the  clippings  from  being  placed  on  land  not 
occupied  by  him  ;  that  the  defendant  took  so  little  care  of  the  clippings  that 
the  same  were  placed  upon  laud  not  occupied  by  him,  whereby  the  horses  of 
the  plaintiff  were  poisoned.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that  the  declaration  disclosed 
no  facts  from  which  a  duty  could  be  inferred  in  the  defendant  to  take  care  of 
the  clippings.     WHson  v.  Newberry  (Q.  B.),  1, 14. 

3.  Admission  by  pleading.  A  bill  by  a  creditor  to  administer  the  estate  of 
a  testator  alleged  that  the  testatpr  by  his  will  gave  to  his  wife,  the  defend- 
ant, the  use  for  her  life  of  half  his  estate,  and  appointed  her  guardian  of  his 
children  ;  that  administration  with  the  will  annexed  had  been  granted  to  the 
defendant,  who  was  *'  the  only  legal  personal  representatiye  and  also  heir  of 
the  undisposed  of  movables  and  immovables,"  and  that  she  had  received 
and  entered  into  possession  of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  deceased. 
Plea,  that  the  defendant  was  not,  nor  had  ever  been,  administratrix  with  will 
annexed  or  legal  personal  representative  of  the  deceased.  Heldf  that  the 
defendant,  by  not  denying,  admitted  that  she  had  received  and  entered  into 
possession  of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  deceased,  and  if  she  was 
not  administratrix,  she  was  executrix  de  eon  tori^  and  the  bill  could  be  sus- 
tained. Plea  ordered  to  stand  for  an  answer,  with  liberty  to  except.  Bayner 
V.  Koehler  (Eq.  C),  HI,  733. 

4.  Answer  in  redemption  suit.  A  defendant  in  a  redemption  suit,  who 
admits  that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  a  decree,  cannot  refuse  to  set  out  in  his 
answer  his  accounts  as  mortgagee.  The  rule  as  to  answering  applicable  to 
redemption  suits  is  the  same  as  for  any  other  suits  for  accounts.  Elmer  v. 
Creaity  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  736. 

6.  Plea  of  fraud.  To  a  declaration  on  a  check  the  defendant  pleaded  that 
he  was  induced  to  sign  the  Aieck  by  the  fraud  of  the  plaintiff.  Held,  that  the 
plea  imported  an  allegation  that  the  defendant,  on  discovering  the  fraud,  dis- 
affirmed the  contract,  and  that  the  defendant  was  not  entitled  to  a  verdict  on 
a  traverse  of  the  plea,  it  appearing  that  he  had  not  disaffirmed  the  contract. 
DavM  V.  Hanieee  (Com.  PI.),  XI.  823. 

6. A  plea  that  the  plaintiff's  claim  is  founded  on  a  contract,  giving  the 

plaintiff  a  fraudulent  preference  over  other  creditors  of  a  debtor  in  liquida- 
tion, must  aver  that  proceedings  in  the  liquidation  had  commenced  or  were 
imminent  when  the  contract  was  entered  into.  McKetoan  v.  Sandereon  (Eq, 
C),  V,  821. 

7.  Not  executor.  To  a  bill  alleging  that  the  defendant  is  executor  of  a  tes- 
tator, and  had,  before  probate,  possessed  himself  of  part  of  the  personal  estate, 
and  praying  for  general  administration,  a  plea  that  the  defendant  is  not 
executor  is  &  complete  answer.     Gary  v.  Hills  (Eq.  C),  V,  727. 
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8.  Replication.  To  an  action  for  a  lamp  sum  for  freight  bj  the  master  of 
a  ship  against  the  indorsee  of  a  bill  of  lading  the  defendants  pleaded,  except 
as  to  217  tons  of  cargo,  that  by  the  bill  of  lading  the  plaintiff  acknowledged 
himself  to  have  received  a  number  of  tons  ^ceeding  217  tons,  and'that  he  did 
not  cany  or  deliver  the  goods  in  the  bill  of  lading  mentioned,  bat  only  a 
•  portion,  to  wit,  217  tons  (not  alleging  in  terms  that  he  did  not  carry  all  the 
goods  delivered).  The  plaintiff  replied  (3)  that  he  carried  all  the  goods  de- 
livered to  hiui  under  the  bill  of  lading,  and  that  the  goods  so  delivered  and 
described  in  the  bill  of  lading  as  weighing  more  than  217  tons  in  fact  weighed 
217  tons  only,  and  that  the  weight  mentioned  in  the  bill  of  lading  was  a  mere 
misdescription,  inserted  withoat  fraud  or  default ;  (4)  that  the  bill  of  lading 
was  made  in  France,  and  that,  according  to  the  law  of  France,  the  whole 
freight  was  payable,  although  part  only  of  the  goods  was  carried  and  delivered  ; 
and  (5)  repeating  the  allegations  of  the  third  replication,  and  adding  that  the 
bill  of  lading  was  made  in  France,  and  that,  according  to  the  law  of  •  France, 
the  whole  freight  was  payable.  On  cross  demurrers,  held^  that  the  plea  was 
ambiguous,  but  that,  assuming  It  to  be  good,  the  third  replication  was  a  good 
answer  to  it,  for  that,  in  an  action  for  freight,  the  master  is  at  liberty  (not- 
withstanding 18  &  19  Vict.,  c.  Ill,  B.  8)  to  show  that  the  cargo  actually  received 
by  him  differs  in  weight  from  that  signed  for  in  the  bill  of  lading,  at  all  events 
where  the  weight  mentioned  in  the  bill  of  lading  is  mere  matter  of  measure- 
ment ;  and  that  the  freight  being  a  lump  sum  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover  the  whole.  Blaiichet  v.  PavoeWfi  JUaiUivU  Collieries  Co.  (Exch.),  VIII, 
519. 

9. Held,  also,  that  the  fourth  and  fifth  replications  were  good.  lb. 

10.  Deiniirrar  for  mijiloinder.  Where  the  plaintiffs  have  a  common  interest 
in  all  the  matters  comprised  in  a  suit,  the  objection  of  a  defendant  that  he  is 
not  concerned  in  the  whole  subject-matter  is  one  the  allowance  of  which  is  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  which  will  be  guided  by  considerations  of  conveni- 
ence under  the  particular  circumstances  of  the  case.  CocUesY.  Legard  (Eq. 
C),  XI,  669. 

11. The  administratrix  of  an  intestate  assigned  a  share  in  a  business 

forming  part  of  the  intestate's  estate  to  trustees,  to  pay  the  intestate's  debts, 
and  then  for  her,  and  subsequently  assigned  her  own  beneficial  interest  in  the 
share  to  the  same  trustees  on  certain  trusts.  Th9  next  of  kin,  who  were  also 
co-heiresses  of  the  intestate,  and  interested  under  his  marriage  settlement, 
filed  a  bill  against  the  administratrix,  the  assignees  in  trust  of  the  share  in  the 
business,  and  the  trustees  of  the  settlement,  for  administration  of  his  real  and 
personal  estate,  and  of  the  trusts  of  the  settlement.  The  assignees  in  troBt  of 
the  share  in  the  business  demurred  for  multifariousness.  Meld,  that  the  vari- 
ous interests  of  the  infants  could  be  most  conveniently  ascertained  in  one  suit, 
and,  consequently,  that  the  demurrer  must  be  overruled.  lb. 

12.  Oonstruction.  A  bill  stated  that,  by  an  indenture  made  between  A.,  of 
the  first  part,  B.,  of  the  second  part,  and  the  several  other  persons  whose 
names  and  seals  were,  or  were  intended  to  be,  thereunto  subscribed  as  cred- 
itors of  A.,  of  the  third  part,  A.  assigned  all  his  personal  estate  to  B.,  upon 
trusts,  for  the  creditors  of  A.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that  this  was  not  an  aver- 
ment of  the  execution  of  the  deed  by  any  of  the  creditors.  Glegg  v  Bees 
(Chan.  App.),  I,  432. 
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13.  Foreign  pleadings.  Where  the  rules  of  pleading  in  a  court  in  a  foreign 
country  having  jurisdiction  over  British  subjects  are  by  petition  and  answer, 
and  the  petition  is  to  contain  a  narrative  of  the  facts  relied  on,  divided  into 
paragraphs,  and  the  answer  is  to  show  the  nature  of  the  defense,  and  to  deny 
the  material  allegations  intended  to  be  questioned,  and  allege  any  matter  of 
fact  not  stated  in  the  petition  on  which  the  defendant  relies,  the  several  para- 
graphs of  the  answer  are  not  to  l>e  treated  as  separate  pleas,  but  all  should  be 
read  together.    U<m  v.  Qumpaeh  (Priv.  C),  IV,  188. 

14.  Amendment.    Where  there  is  a  variance  between  the  declaration  and 

•the  proof  as  to  a  breach  of  a  covenant  for  quiet  enjoyment,  which,  if  amended 

according  to  the  facts,  would  entitle  the  plaintiff  only  to  nominal  damages, 

and  he  has  once  refused  to  amend  upon  the  terms  offered,  he  will  not  be 

allowed  to  amend  afterward  on  the  argument  of  a  demurrer.   Spotn*  v.  Cfreen 

(Exch.),  VUI,  540.

PLEDGE. 

1.  By  bankmpt.  A.,  being  a  factor  and  warehouse  keeper,  by  letter  of 
hypothecation  pledged  to  B.  certain  wools  to.  secure  a  sum  of  money.  No  de- 
livery of  the  warrants  for  the  wools  was  made,  but  a  promise  to  deliver  them 
on  the  following  morning  was  added  at  the  foot  of  the  letter. '  After  being 
pressed  daily  to  deliver  the  warrants,  A.  absconded.  B.  thereupon  obtained 
from  A.'s  clerk  the  keys  of  the  warehouses  and  possession  of  the  wools. 
A.  was  a  few  days  afterward  adjudicated  Imnkrupt.  The  wools  l)elonged  to 
third  parties,  who  had,  however,  l>een  under  advances  from  the  bankrupt,  and 
made  no  claim.  Held^  that  the  letter  created  a  good  equitable  charge ;  that  it 
did  not  require  registration  under  the  Bills  of  Sale  Act ;  that  the  goods  were 
not  in  the  order  and  disposition  of  the  bankrupt ;  that  the  transaction  was  a 
valid  pledge  under  the  Factors  Act,  and  that  B.  had  a  good  title  against  the 
trustee  in  bankruptcy.    Ex  parte  North  Western  Bank  (Bq.  C),  V,  719. 

2.  By  ezeoutxlz.  A  widow,  who  was  executrix  and  sole  legatee  of  her 
deceased  husband,  pledged  a  picture  belonging  to  the  estate  as  security  for  her 
own  debt,  after  a  decree  bad  been  made  in  a  creditor's  suit  for  an  accounting 
and  the  administration  of  the  personal  estate,  which  suit  was  registered  as  a 
Us  pendens,  but  no  receiver  was  appointed  nor  any  injunction  granted  to 
restrain  the  executrix  from  dealing  with  the  assets.  Heid,  that  the  pledge 
was  valid.    Berry  v.  CUbbons  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  588. 

3.  Redemption.  The  16th  section  of  the  89  and  40  Geo.  8,  c.  99,  provided 
that  in  case  the  pawn  tickets  for  goods  pledged  were  lost,  mislaid,  destroyed, 
or  fraudulently  obtained  from  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  goods  remained  un- 
redeemed, the  pawnbroker  should,  at  the  request  of  the  person  claiming  to  l>e 
the  owner  of  the  goods,  deliver  to  such  person  a  copy  of  the  ticket  and  a 
form  of  affidavit  (now  a  declaration)  stating  the  circumstances,  and  the  person 
having  obtained  such  copy  and  form  of  affidavit  should  thereupon  prove  his 
property  in  such  goods  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  should 
verify  on  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  said  justice  the  truth  of  the  particular 
circumstances  attending  the  case  mentioned  in  the  said  affidavit,  "  where- 
upon "  the  pawnbroker  should  suffer  the  person  so  proving  such  property  to 
the  satisfaction  of  such  justice  as  aforesaid,  and   making  such  affidavit  or 
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affirmUlon  aa  aforeuid,  on  leaviug  the  cop;  of  the  ticket  and  the  afflilavit 
with  the  pawnbroker,  to  redeem  such  goods  and  chattels.  Heid,  that,  where 
a  person  having  lost  the  ticket  for  goods  pledged  bj  him  had,  in  accordance 
with  the  section,  procured  from  the  pawnbroker  a  copy  of  the  original  ticket, 
aod  a  form  of  declaration,  proceeded  with  the  same  before  the  magistrate, 
and,  having  proved  his  title  before  hltn,  stralghtwaf  retarned  to  the  pawn- 
broker, and  showed  him  the  declaration  which  he  had  made,  he  was  not  bound 
to  redeem  the  goods  immediately,  but  might  redeem  them  at  any  time  at 
which  he  might  have  redeemed  them  if  he  still  held  the  oiiginal  ticket,  and 
that  the  pawnbroker  was  not  justified  In  thft  meanwhile  In  delivering  the, 
goods  to  a  person  producing  the  original  ticket.  BurtUm  v.  AUealxnvugh 
(Com.  PI),  IV,  863.

O.,  having, 
nnder  his  marriage  settlement,  a  power  to  appoint  among  his  children, 
Appointed  a  portion  of  the  trust  f  nnd  to  his  daughter  L.  for  life,  and  after  her 
death  AS  she  should  by  will  appoint,  ffeid,  that  the  power  of  appointment 
by  will  conferred  on  thedanghter  was  void  for  remoteness.  Morgan  v.  Qronote 
(Eq.  C),  VI,  604. 

3. 0.  also  appointed  another  portion  of  the  trust  fund  apon  such  trusts 

\a  take  effect  after  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  E.  (then  unmarried)  as  she 

should  by  deed  or  will  appoint,  and  in  the  meantime  upon  trust  for  her  for 

life,  and  after  her  death  asBho  should  by  will  appoint.     E,.  upon  her  marriage, 

purported  to  appoint  the  fund  to  the  trnstee  of  her  marriage  settlement.

6.  Ezflrciae  oL  Where  the  re  is  an  appointment  authorized  by  a  power,  but 
with  a  superadded  wish,  desire,  or  condition,  not  authorized  by  the  power,  the 
appointment  is  valid  ;  but  the  superadded  wish,  desire,  or  condition  necessarily 
fails  unless  the  appointee  elects  to  give  effect  to  it,  which  he  may  do  without 
vitiating  the  appointment.    McDonald  v.  McDonald  (Sc.  App.),  XIU,  154. 

6.  A  mere  purpose  or  direction  unwarranted  by  the  power,  though  it 

may  have  operated  as  a  motive  to  the  appointment,  will  not  bind  the  ap- 
pointee,  lb. 

7. A  husband  and  wife,  under  a  power  in  their  ante-nuptial  contract, 

appointed  that  £25,000  should  be  **  settled  and  belong  to  their  eldest  son,  and 
other  members  of  their  family  in  succession,  being  heirs  in  possession  of  their 
entailed  estate."  Held,  that  the  eldest  son  and  heir  in  poifsession  of  the  en- 
tailed estate  was  entitled  to  the  £25,000  as  absolute  fiar,  free  not  only  from 
the  fetters  of  the  entail,  but  also  free  from  any  claim  on  the  part  of  heirs 
coming  after  him,  the  money  as  personalty  not  being  within  the  entail  statute 
of  1865.  lb. 

8.  Where,  under  a  special  power,  an  appointment  is  made  giving  an 

invalid  power  of  appointment  with  a  gift  over  in  certain  events,  the  gift  over 
is  not  invalidated  by  the  invalidity  of  the  power.  JSlark  v.  Dakyru  (Chan. 
App.).  XI,  428 ;  affirming  S.  C,  V,  857. 

9. A  power  to  appoint  is  not  bad  because  it  may  be  so  exercised  as  to 

render  the  appointment  void  as  being  too  remote.  lb. 

10. A  power  to  appoint  to  children  absolutely  may  be  exercised  by 

giving  a  child  an  estate  for  life  with  power  to  appoint  by  will.  lb. 

11. A  testator  gave  certain  property  upon  trust  for  his  granddaughter  A. 

for  life,  and  after  her  death  for  her  children,  or  some  of  them,  as  she  should 
by  deed  or  will  appoint.  A.,  by  her  will,  appointed  onefifth  of  the  fund  to 
each  of  her  five  children  (all  of  whom  were  living  at  the  death  of  the  testator) 
for  life,  and  directed  that,  after  the  death  of  each  child,  the  share  in  which 
the  child  had  a  life  interest  should  be  held  in  such  manner  as  the  child  might 
by  will  appoint,  with  limitations  over  in  default  of  appointment  in  favor  of 
the  survivors  in  different  events.  Held,  a  good  exercise  of  the  power  of  ap- 
pointment, lb. 

12.  A  testator,  having  a  limited  power  to  appoint  the  income  of  £5,000 

consols  to  ills  wife  for  her  life,  and  having  no  other  power,  by  his  will,  which 
contained  no  reference  to  the  power,  after  first  directing  payment  of  his  debts 
and  funeral  expenses,  devised  and  bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  estate  belong- 
ing to  him  at  thf  time  of  his  decease,  or  over  which  he  might  have  any  power 
of  disposition  or* control,  to  his  wife,  her  heirs,  assigns,  and  legal  representa- 
tives forever  in  full  property.  Held^  that  the  power  was  well  exercised.

13.  R.,  being  trustee  of  shares  in  an  unlimited  company  for  Mrs.  F.,  a 

married  woman,  joined  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  in  a  deed  whereby  the  shares 
were  assigned  to  L.  upon  trust  for  Mrs.  F.  during  her  life  for  her  separate  use, 
and  after  her  death  as  she  should  by  deed  or  will  appoint     Shortly  afterwfird 
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Mr,  F.  died,  and  enbeeqnemlj  B.  tnoBfeired  the  eh&ree  to  Mrs.  P.,  who  ei- 
ecuCtid  the  deed  of  tranefer.  Held,  that  the  deed  of  truwfei  was  an  exnrdaa 
in  favor  of  Mra.  F.  of  the  power  of  appointmeDt  reserved  to  her.  Marter  t. 
Tommai  (Eq.  C),  VII,  886. 

14. Huabaad  and  wife  bavlog,  ander  their  marriage  settlement,  a  joint 

power  of  appointment  over  pursonalij  in  favor  of  the  children  of  the  mar- 
riage, of  whom  there  were  three  Burvivors,  appointed  one-third  of  the  fund  to 
trustoes  upon  such  trusts  as  H.  (one  of  the  sous),  by  deed,  executed  with  the 
cOQHeat  ot  the  father  during  hie  life,  and  after  his  de&th,  with  the  consent  of 
the  trnstees  of  bia  will,  ur  by  will,  sliould  appoint ;  and  in  default  of  such  ap- 
pointment, upon  trust  for  U.  tor  life,  or  until  bankriiptc;  or  aaBigniueat,  auch 
baokrnptcy  or  assignment  being  limited  to  twenty-one  years  after  the  death  of 
his  survivJDf;  parent):  and  after  H.'s  death,  upon  trust  for  his  executors  or 
adminlatratora,  as  -part  of  his  personal  estate ;  but  If  such  interest  should  be 
previoasly  determined,  then  upon  the  truste  thareiu  meationed.  J/efd,  that  the 
appointment  to  such  uses  bb  H.  should  appoint,  with  consent  of  the  trusteea, 
was  void,  because  such  consent  was  made  an  inseparable  condition  of  the  eier- 
dse  ot  llie  power,  but  that  the  limitation  over  in  default  of  appointment  by 
H.  was  valid,  and  gave  H.  an  absolute  iulerest  in  the  share,  subject  to  the  con- 
tingency of  hia  committing  a  forfeiture  within  the  prescribed  period.  Webd 
V.  Sadler  (Chan.  App.).  V,  638. 

IS.  Susband  and  wife  had  a  joint  power  of  appointment  over  real 

estate  among  the  children  ot  the  marriage  for  sach  estates  and  interests,  and 
In  aueb  muiner  as  they  should  think  tit.  In  default  of  and  subject  to  such 
appointment  the  estate  was  to  be  held  subject  tn  the  parents'  life  interest,  In 
trust  for  all  the  children  to  whom  no  Rhare  had  been  appointed,  to  vest  in 
them  at  twenty-one  or  marriage.  The  settlement  contained  a  power  of  sale 
and  eichange,but  notrnet  fora^solates«le.  The  husband  and  wife  appointed 
two.fourths  to  H.  alid  another  of  their  children,  the  appointment  to  H,  being 
in  the  same  terms  as  that  of  the  personalty,  and  declared  that  the  shares  of 
any  person  Interested  in  the  capital  arising  from  any  sale  under  the  aettlement 
should  be  of  the  quality  of  personal  estate.  Httd,  that  the  appointera  had 
power  to  convert  the  real  Into  personal  estate,  and  that  H.  took  an  abaoluW 
interest  iu  his  aliare  sabject  to  the  same  contingency  as  in  the  case  of  the  per- 

tmsnt  by  will  The  doctrine,  viz.,  that  a  gift  of  legades,  tci- 
ift  of  the  residue  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  charges  the 
e  reeidaar;  real  estate,  is  applicable  to  a  gift  of  legades  followed 
esldoe  of  all  the  property  of  the  testator,  and  over  which  the 
power  of  appointment,  though  the  power  be  special  and  non- 
d  in  each  a  cane  the  legacies  are  charged  on  property  subject  to 
ipointment.

led  leaving  some  personal  eatate  ot  her  own.  BM,  that  the  will 
tecntlon  of  the  power.  lb. 
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18.  Appointment,  effect  oL  A  testator  gare  his  residuary  estate  to  trustees 
upon  trust  to  pay  the  income  to  liis  daughter  for  life  for  her  separate  use, 
and  after  her  death  to  pay  the  fund  to  the  children  of  the  daughter  as  she 
should  hy  deed  or  will  appoint,  and  in  default  of  appointment  among  them 
equally.  The  daughter  appointed  by  deed  the  whole  of  the  fund  among  her 
children,  giving  the  plaintiff,  who  was  one  of  them,  a  specified  sum  for  her 
separate  use  abpolutely.  The  plaintiff,  after  the  death  of  her  grandfather, 
and  before  the  date  of  the  appointment  by  her  mother,  married  a  Frenchman 
domiciled  in  France.  He  died  before  the  date  of  the  appointment,  and  there 
was  one  child  only  of  the  marriage.  There  was  no  settlement  on  the  marriage, 
and  the  French  law  of  community  applied,  under  which  the  child  became  en- 
titled, in  the  absence  of  any  contrary  4e<^l&r&tion  by  the  donor,  to  half  the 
property  acquired  by  her  mother  during  the  marriage.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff 
must  be  considered  to  have  acquired  the  appointed  fund  from  the  date  of  the 
appointment  only,  and  that  the  fund,  nut  having  been  acquired  during  the 
marriage,  did  not  become  subject  to  the  law  of  community.

separate  use  was  a  sufficient  declaration  to  exclude  the  law  of  community.  lb. 

20.  Defective  ezecation  confirmed.  A  lady  having  a  power  of  appoint- 
ment by  deed  or  will  over  certain  leasehold  property,  which,  in  default  of  ap- 
pointment, was  vested  absolutely  in  her,  wrote  and  signed  an  unattested  paper, 
by  which,  after  referring  to  the  property  in  terms  sufficient  to  identify  it,  she 
proceeded :  "  If  I  die  suddenly,  I  wish  my  eldest  sod  to  have  it.  My  inten- 
tion is  to  make  it  over  to  him  legally  if  my  life  is  spared.''  She  died  within 
three  months,  leaving  this  memorandum  among  her  papers,  and  without  hav- 
ing otherwise  exercised  her  power.  Held,  that  the  memorandum  was  a  defect- 
ive execution  of  the  power,  and  that  equity  would  relieve  against  th^  defect 
in  favor  of  the  eldest  son.    Kennard  v.  Kennard  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  860. 

21.  Lapse  by  death  of  appointee.  The'  donee  of  a  testamentary  power  of 
appointment  over  a  fund  of  £7,000  exercised  the  power  by  appointing  sums  of 
£1,995,  £4,000,  £4,000  and  £5,  amounting  in  all  to  £10,000.  The  appointee 
of  one  of  the  sums  of  £4,000  died  in  the  testator's  life-time.  Held,  that  the 
other  appointees,  and  not  the  persons  who  would  take  in  default  of  appoint- 
ment, were  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  lapse.  Ealee  v.  Drake  (Chan.  Div.), 
XV,  703. 

22.  Failure  of  purpose.  By  a  separation  deed  a  sum  of  money  was  directed 
to  be  held  by  trustees  upon  trust  for  the  wife  for  life,  and  after  her  death,  as 
to  four-sixth  parts  thereof,  for  F.  W.,  one  of  the  children  of  the  marriage,  who 
was  then  an  officer  in  the  army,  during  his  life,  and  after  his  death  for  his 
children.  And  it  was  declared  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trustees,  if,  in 
their  discretion,  they  should  think  fit,  to  apply  any  portion  of  the  fund,  not 
exceeding  £2,000,  in  or  toward  effecting  the  promotion  of  F.  W.  in  the  army. 
The  trustees  applied  £850  in  the  way  pointed  out  by  the  deed,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  the  abolition  of  purchase  of  commissions  in  the  army,  under  the 
royal  warrant  of  the  20th  of  July,  1871,  no  further  sum  could  be  applied  for 
the  same  purpose.  Held,  that,  the  purpose  for  which  the  power  was  given  to 
the  trustees  having  failed,  the  residue  of  the  sum  of  £2,000  could  not  be  raised

3. on  CMporation.  The  defendants  were  a  Scotch  corporation,  with  run- 
ning powers  over  an  English  railway  to  CarliHle,  aad  tlielr  only  officer  In  Eng- 
land was  a  booking;  clerk  at  a  station  at  Carlisle,  whose  sole  duty  was  to  issue 
tickets  to  travelers.  The  station  at  Carlisle  was  wholly  under  the  control  of 
the  EDgileh  company,  but  the  defeodaotB  had  use  of  it  at  a  rental  payable  to 
that  company.  The  defendants'  head  office  was  in  Scotland.  Held,  that  the 
booking'  clerk  was  not  a  head  officer  or  clerk  of  the  defendant*  who  could  be 
properly  served  with  a  writ  issued  against  the  defendants.

defendants  appearing,  service  of  copy  of  the  decree  upon  the  defendants  ont 
of  the  jurisdiction  was  permitted' to  be  made  by  advertiaement  in  two  London 
and  one  American  newspapers.    Hyde  v.  Large  (Eq.  C),  XI,  666. 

'  SabaUttited  Mrvlc*  of  cop;  of  hill  allowed  on  the  medlual  officer  of  the 
m  in  which  a  defendant  of  unsound  mind,  but  not  bo  found  by  inqnisi- 
had  been  placed,  on  an  affidavit  that  the  medical  officer  refused  to  allow 
lerson  to  see  the  defendant  or  to  serve  him  with  legal  papers.

9.  Appearance  by  guardiaxL  The  plaintiff  and  his  sister  had  given  a 
mortgage  to  M.,  a  solicitor,  and  the  bill  was  filed  against  M.  and  the  sister  to 
have  accounts  taken  of  what  was  due,  and  for  redemption.  The  sister  was 
alleged  to  be  of  unsound  mind,  though  not  found  so  by  inquisition.  The 
plaintiff's  solicitor  did  not  serve  the  bill  on  the  sister,  but,  by  the  plaintiff's  in- 
structions, assumed  to  act  for  her,  entered  an  appearance  in  her  name,  and 
obtained  at  the  rolls  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  ad  litem.  The  appear- 
ance and  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  were  discharged  by  Wickens,  V.  C, 
on  evidence  that  the  sister  had  sufficient  capacity  to  authorize  a  solicitor  to 
act  for  her,  and  that  she  had  authorized  M.  so  to  act.  Held,  on  appeal,  tliat 
whether  the  capacity  of  the  sister  was  proved  or  not,  tlie  order  of  the  vice- 
chancellor  was  right,  for  that  the  appearance  and  the  appointment  of  a 
guardian  founded  on  it  were  irregular.  Camps  v.  Marshall  (Chan.  App.),  V, 
670. 

10.  Defending  in  forma  pauperis.  A  farming  tenant,  who  has  valuable 
crops  on  his  farm,  but  no  other  property,  will  not  be  admitted  to  defend  in 
f(prma  pauperis,  although  hh  has  in  the  suit  been  restrained  from  selling  or 
removing  the  crops.

11. -Change  of  plaoe  of  triaL  The  power  given  to  a  4efendant  under  the 
County  Court  Act,  1867,  to  apply  to  have  a  case  tried  in  a  county  court  where 
the  claim  indorsed  on  the  writ  exceeds  £60,  but  such  claim  has  been  reduced 
by  payment  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  £50,  does  not  apply  where  the  payment  is 
made  after  action.    Osborne  v.  Hamburg  (Ex.  Div.),  XV,  297. 

12,  Diflcovery.  In  a  suit  in  which  the  genuineness  of  the  signature  of  a 
testator  to  a  certain  document  was  one  of  the  issues  to  be  tried,  the  defendant 
was  ordered  to  produce  on  affidavit  any  checks  in  his  possession  signed  by  the 
testator  between  specified  dates.  The  defendant  produced  a  great  number  of 
checks,  stating  in  his  affidavit  that  they  were  all  the  checks  in  his  possession 
signed  by  the  testator,  but  that  he  had  other  checks  drawn  on  the  testator's 
bankers,  which  he  did  not  produce  because  they  were  forgeries.  Held,  that 
the  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  to  any  further  particulars,  or  to  production  of 
the  checks  alleged  to  be  forged.     Wilson  v.  Thornbury  (Eq.  C),  IX,  641. 

13. Quofre,  whether  a  document  required  only  for  comparison  of  hand- 
writing is  a  relevant  document  which  a  defendant  is  bound  to  specify  or 
produce?  lb. 

14. A  defendant,  shortly    after    filing  an  affidavit  as  to  documents, 

entered  into  liquidation  of  his  affairs  by  arrangement.  Some  time  afterward 
he  changed  his  solicitors.  The  plaintiff  applied  for  production  of  the  docu- 
ments, which  the  defendant  resisted  on  the  ground  that  they  were  in  the  pos- 
session of  his  former  solicitors,  who  claimed  a  lien  on  them.  Held,  that  an 
order  for  production  must  be  made,  with  liberty  to  apply  in  case  the  defend- 
ant found  it  impossible  to  produce  the  documents,  the  plaintiff  not  to  attach 
the  defendant  without  leave  of  the  court.  Vale  v.  Opperi  (Chan.  App.),  XII, 
748. 

16.  Full  discovery.  Although,  in  considering  whether  the  rule  that*  a  de- 
fendant who  submits  to  ^ve  discovery  must  make  full  discovery  is  to  be  ap- 
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plied,  the  court  does  not  in  general  weigh  nicely  the  materiality  of  the  dis- 
covery sought ;  Btill,  if  the  discovery  is  such  as  might  be  used  for  purposes 
prejudicial  to  the  defendant  irrespective  of  the  suit,  the  court  will  look  nar- 
*  rowly  to  the  question  whether  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  of  its  being  of 
material  service  to  the  plaintiff  at  the  hearing.  Carver  v.  Pinto  Leite  (Chan. 
App.),  1,  460. 

16. The  defendants,  in  a  suit  to  restrain  infringement  of  trade-marks, 

having  sealed  up  certain  parts  of  entries  and  letters  admitted  to  relate  to  the 
matters  in  question  in  the  cause,  were  ordered  by  the  Duchy  Court  of  Ijan- 
caster  to  unseal  the  names  of  customers,  and  of  places,  and  the  prices,  forming 
parts  of  such  entries,  and  to  unseal  the  portions  of  letters  and  copies  of  letters 
which  contained  the  names  of  the  writers  and  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  let- 
ters which  were  copied  were  sent,  and  the  places  to  and  from  which  the  letters 
were  sent,  and  the  description  of  the  marks  to  be  placed,  or  which  had  been 
placed,  on  the  goods  referred  to  in  such  letters.  Held^  on  appeal,  that  the  de- 
fendants ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  disclose  the  names  of  customers,  or  the 
names  of  persons  to  or  from  whom  letters  were  sent  or  received,  or  any  prices, 
inasmuch  as  such  discovery  might  be  used  in  a  manner  prejudicial  to  the 
defendants  in  their  trade,  and  was  not  likely  to  assist  the  plaintiffs  in  making 
out  their  case  at  the  hearing.  lb. 

17.  Diflcovery  when  refused.  A  foreign  government  employed  K.  &*  F.,  as 
agents  in  London,  to  bring  out  a  loan  on  the  English  market,  and  to  issue  scrip 
certificates  to  the  subscribers,  and  to  exchange  such  scf  ip  for  bonds  upon  the 
amount  subscribed  being  fully  paid.  The  government  employed  E.  &  Co.  as 
their  agents  and  bankers,  with  power  to  receive  from  K.  &  F.  the  sums  sub- 
scribed. Subsequently  bonds  in  the  hands  of  K.  &  F.  were  pledged  by  the 
President  of  the  Government  to  E.  &  Co. ,  but  the  validity  of  this  security  was 
disputed  by  the  government.  The  government  filed  a  bill  against  K.  &  F.,  E.  ft 
Co.,  and  others,  for  accounts  of  the  dealings  connected  with  the  issue  of  the  loan. 
Upon  motion  that  a  member  of  the  firm  of  K.  &  F.,  upon  cross-examination  in 
the  cause,  should  produce  certain  documents,  to  the  production  of  which  E.  & 
Co.  objected,  held^  that  the  scrip  certificates  and  the  scrip-book  in  which  the 
certificates  were  entered  must  be  produced,  but  not  the  bonds  themselves,  since 
the  foreign  government  might,  by  knowing  the  numbers  of  the  bonds,  use 
their  information  to  the  prejudice  of  E.  &  Co.,  their  mortgagees,  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  numbers  of  the  bonds  was  not  shown  to  be  relevant  to  the 
suit.     Costa  Rica  v.  Brlanger  (Eq.  C),  XI,  658.    See  S.  C,  XV,  690. 

18.  Privileged  documents.  Where  an  accident  occurs  on  a  railway  and  the 
officials,  of  the  company,  in  the  course  of  their  ordinary  duty,  make  a  report 
to  the  company,  whether  before  or  after  an  action  brought  by  a  person  injured, 
such  report  is  not  privileged.  But  when  a  claim  has  been  made,  and  the  com- 
pany seek  to  inform  themselves  by  a  medical  examination  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  person  making  the  claim,  the  report  made  to  them  is  privileged.  Skin- 
ner V.  Great  NoHhem  Ry,  Co.  (Exch.),  X,  462. 

19. In  order  to  render  a  report  made  by  medical  men  to  the  company 

privileged,  the  person  so  examined,  his  attorneys,  or  friends  acting  for  him,  ' 
should  have  notice  that  the  examination  is  being  made  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
pany, or  the  circumstances  should  be  such  that  it  may  be  understood  or  fairly 
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inferred  that  it  is  made  for  their  ^gaidance  and  is  confidential.  Maiden  ▼. 
Oh'eat  ITorthem  By,  Go.  (Exch.).  X,  464. 

2<X Letters  written  by  persons  who  may  be  called  as  witnesses  to  the 

attorneys  of  the  company,  or  by  such  attorneys  to  them,  are  not  necessarily 
priyileged,  but  j^rima/ocie  they  are  so.  lb. 

21. Where,  in  answer  to  interrogatories,  the  defendant  admits  that  he 

has  certain  documents  in  his  custody,  possession  or  power,*  it  is  not  competent 
to  him,  upon  an  application  for  leave  to  inspect  and  take  copies  of  them,  to 
urge  that  others  have  an  interest  in  them>  and,  therefore,  he  cannot  pro- 
duce them.    Plant  v.  Kendrick  (Com.  PI.),  XIV,  519. 

22.  Discovery  by  foreign  government.  When  a  foreign  government  suing 
in  the  English  courts  is  ordered  to  make  discovery,  the  necessary  steps  for 
that  purpose  should  be  taken^  by  some  person  having  sufficient  knowledge  of 
the  subject-matter  of  the  discovery  sought.  Bepttblie  of  Liberia  v.  Eoye  (App.

23. An  original  bill  was  filed  by  a  foreign  republic,  and  a  cross  bill  was 

filed  by  one  of  the  defendants  against  the  republic  and  one  of  its  officers  made 
a  defendant  for  the  purpose  of  discovery.  Held^  that  the  court  would  not 
order  proceedings  in  the  original  suit  to  be  stayed  until  the  officer  of  the  re- 
public had  appeared.    RepMic  of  Costa  Rica  v.  Erlanger  (Chan.  Div.).  XV.  690. 

24i SemJble,  that  the  suit  might  be  stayed  until  the  republic  had  named 

a  proper  person  to  give  discovery,  and  that  the  rule  is  the  same  in  the  case  of 
a  corporation.  lb. 

26. The  proceedings  in  an  original  suit  by  a  foreign  government  were 

stayed  until  the  plaintiffs  in  that  suit  had  given  the  name  or  names  of  persons 
who  could  be  made  defendant  or  defendants  in  a  cross  suit  by  the  same  parties 
against  the  foreign  government,  for  the  purpose  of  making  upon  oath  the  dis- 
covery required.    Peru  v.  Wegudin  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  679. 

26.  Interrogating  defendant.  The  defendant  was  engaged  as  valuer  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintifif  to  ascertain  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  latter  on  the  pur- 
chase of  the  good  will,  etc.,  of  a  business.  In  an  action  against  him  for  alleged 
negligence  and  want  of  reasonable  skill  in  the  conduct  of  the  valuation,  heUJLf 
that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  under  s.  61  of  the  Common  Law  Procedure  Act, 
1854,  to  interrogate  the  defendant  as  to  the  basis  of  bis  valuation.  Turner  v. 
Goulden  (Com.  PL),  VIII,  384. 

27. Where  a  plaintiff  files  a  bill  founded  on  the  alleged  agency  of  the 

defendant,  which  is  in  question  in  the  suit,  the  defendant  will  not  be  com- 
pelled to  answer  interrogatories  as  to  what  appear  to  be  his  private  transac- 
tions.    Great  Weetern  GoUiery  Go,  v.  Tucker  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  920. 

28. A  defendant  in  a  redemption  suit,  who  admits  that  the  plaintiff  is 

entitled  to  a  decree,  cannot  refuse  all  discovery  before  the  hearing  as  to  conse- 
quential matters  of  account,  but  must  answer  interrogatories  in  relation 
thereto.    Elmer  v.  Greaey  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  785. 

29. In  an  action  for 'libel,  on  an  affidavit  that  the  libel  was  in  a  printed 

handbill  to  which  there  was  no  printer's  name,  that  the  plaintiff  could  not 
ascertain  who  was  the  printer,  and  that  the  defendant  had  been  seen  with  a 
person  who  affixed  some  of  the  handbills,  and  was  also  seen  posting  one  him- 
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self,  the  court  allowed  interrogatories  to  l>e  administered  to  the  defendant  as 
to  whether  he  had  not  been  instrumental  in  printing  and  publishing  the  libel. 
Oreenfleld  v.  Beay  (Q.  R),  XII,  273. 

30. A  testator  gave  real  estates  to  trustees  in  trust  for  his  son  for  life, 

with  a  gift  over  if  he  charged  or  incumbered  them.  One  of  the  trustees  filed 
a  bill  for  the  administration  of  the  trusts  of  the  will,  and  afterward  filed  a 
supplemental  bill  »gainst  certain  defendants,  who  were  in  possession  of  part 
of  the  estates,  alleging  that  they  claimed  under  a  charge  made  in  their  favor 
by  the  tenant  for  life,  which  operated  as  a  forfeiture.  The  defendants  were 
interrogated  as  to  the  particulars  of  all  charges  in  their  favor,  if  anj^  or 
the  property  of  the  testator.  The  defendants  stated  in  their  answer  that  they 
claimed  under  no  charge  made  by  the  tenant  for  life,  but  under  a  lease  at  a 
rack  rent  which  he  had  granted  to  a  lessee,  who  had  mortgaged  the  lease  to 
them.  The  plaintiff  excepted  to  the  answer  because  the  defendants  did  not 
set  forth  the  date  of  the  lease.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff,  being  a  trustee,  was 
entitled  to  know  the  particulars  of  those  who  claimed  to  be  his  eesttiis  que 
tnui  ;  and  the  exceptions  must,  therefore,  be  allowed.  Hurst  v.  Hurst  (Chan. 
App.),  X.  728. 

31. In  an  action  by  executors  against  the  makers  of  a  promissory  note 

given  to  the  testator,  the  defendants  pleaded,  as  to  part  of  the  claim,  payment 
to  the  testator  in  his  life-time.  Held,  that  the  plaintiffs  might  interrogate  the 
defendants  as  to  the  time  and  place  at  which  and  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  alleged  payment  took  place.    Hills  v.  Wates  (Com.  PL),  X,  359. 

32. A  petition  for  winding  up  a  company  having  been  presented  by  a 

shareholder,  the  secretary  filed  an  affidavit  in  opposition  to  the  petition,  and 
was  cross-examined  by  the  petitioner  before  a  special  examiner.  On  his  cross- 
examination  he  was  called  on  to  produce  the  books  of  the  company,  which 
he  refused  to  do.  Maliks,  V.  C,  accordingly,  on  the  application  of  the  peti- 
tioner, made  an  order,  that  the  company,  by  their  secretary,  should  produce 
before  the  special  examiner,  upon  the  cross-examinafton  of  the  secretary,  the 
books  and  papers  which  they  had  had  notice  to  produce.  Held,  that  the 
petitioner  had  a  right  to  the  production  of  the  company's  books  and  papers  on 
the  cross-examination  of  the  secretary  for  the  purpose  of  testing  his  evidence, 
but  for  no  other  purpose  ;  and  that  the  order  of  Maliks,  V.  C,  was  right  both 
in  form  and  substance.  Matter  qf  Emma  Silver  Mining  Co.  (Chan.  App.), 
XII,  701. 

33.  Question  for  Jury ;  construction  of  contract.  In  an  action  upon  a  con- 
tract for  the  purchase  of  a  quantity  of  maize  ''for  shipment  in  June  and  July, 
1869  (old  style),  seller's  option,"  held,  by  M'ARTIN,  B.,  and  Lush,  J.,  that  the 
question  whether  cargoes,  the  loading  of  which  was  commenced  in  May,  but 
not  completed  until  the  4th  and  6th  of  June,  when  the  bills  of  lading  were 
made  out  and  tendered,  were  **  June  shipments  "in  the  ordinary  business  sense 
of  the  term,  was  properly  left  to  the  jury.  Alexander  v.  Vanderzee  (Com.  PL), 
III,  879. 

34. On  a  sale  of  goods  the  invoice  expressecT  that  they  should  be  paid 

for  in  "  from  six  to  eight  weeks."  The  sale  took  place  on  the  1st  of  May,  and 
the  actioa  for  the  price  was  commenced  on  the  18th  of  June.  At  the  trial  the 
judge  left  it  to  the  jury  to  say  what  was  the  mercantile  meaning  of  the  ex- 
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pressioQ  "  from  six  to  eight  weeks  ; "  and  they  foand  that  the  action  had  not 
been  broaght  prematurely.  The  judge,  being  of  the  same  opinion,  directed  a 
verdict  for  the  plaintiff.  Held,  that  the  qaestion  was  properly  left  to  the 
jury,  and  the  verdict  right.    Ashfarth  v.  Bedford  (Com.  PI.),  VII,  185. 

36.  NegUgenoe.  The  question  of  negligence  is  one  peculiarly  within  the 
province  of  the  jury,  and  should  be  left  to  them,  except  where  the  facts  are 
well  ascertained  and  indisputable,  leaving  to  the  judge  a  mere  definition  of 
what  is  the  defendant's  legal  duty.  Bridges  v.  Directors  of  North  London 
By.

An  issue  directed  by  the  Ck>urt  of  Chancery,  in 
a  case  where  the  bill  charges  the  defendant  with  fraud  in  the  purchase  of 
land,  is  not  defective  in  form  because  it  directs  the  defendant  in  the  suit  to 
support  the  affirmative  of  the  issue  and  show  that  the  purchase,  which  is  the 
subject  of  the  issue,  was  made  hojia  fide,  Brovone  v.  MoGlintock  (H.  of  L.), 
VIII.

37. -The  judge  in  equity  having  directed  an  issue,  possesses  a  larger 

discretion  than  does  a  court  of  common  law  in  determining  whether  the  find- 
ing of  a  jury  upon  the  issue  is  satisfactory.  And  a  court  of  appeal  will  not 
interfere  with  the  exercise  of  this  discretion  unless  upon  very  strong  and 
manifest  reasons.  lb. 

38. On  appeal  in  chancery  from  the  decision  of  the  master  of  the  rolls 

refusing  to  grant  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  carrying  on  of  business  by  a 
large  colliery  company,  on  the  ground  that  they  create  a  nuisance,  it  would 
not  be  a  satisfactory  mode  of  dealing  with  the  case  to  send  experts  to  examine 
the  facts  and  report,  nor,  after  the  lapse  of  considerable  time,  could  a  jury

satisfactorily  determine  the  condition  of  things  at  the  commencement  of  the 
suit.  Nor  would  it  be  just  to  the  defendants  to  put  them  to  the  expense, 
where  the  plaintiff  has  chosen  his  own  tribunal,  and  the  decision  is  not  final.

39.  Accounting.  In  an  action  in  equity  by  a  builder  against  the  owner,  the 
building  erected  by  him  and  the  architect  who  acted  as  agent  for  such  owner, 
to  have  an  accounting  and  judgment  for  an  amount  claimed  by  him  for  extra 
work  done  under  the  direction  of  the  latter,  where  many  minute  claims  and 
counterclaims  were  involved.*  Held,  that  the  account  was  too  complicated  to 
be  taken  at  law,  and  that  the  equity  court  had  jurisdiction  and  should  take 
such  account.

40.  Stay  —  another  action  pending.  A.,  an  Englishman  domiciled  in 
France,  entered  into  a  contract  in  France  with  B.,  a  Frenchman,  for  carrying 
out  jointly  certain  mercantile  undertakings.  In  the  course  of  the  trans-' 
actions  large  sums  of  money  came  into  the  hands  of  C.  and  D.,  foreign  mer- 
chants in  bufliness  in  London.  A.  filed  a  bill  against  B.,  C,  and  D.,  alleging 
that,  under  the  contract  with  B.,  he  was  entitled  to  participate  in  the  profits 
of  the  undertaking,  and  praying  for  an  account  from  C.  and  D.,  of  the  money 
in  theii;  hands,  and  that  they  might  be  restrained  from  handing  it  over  to  B. 
The  defendants  moved  to  stay  all  further  proceedings  in  the  suit  pending 
certain  proceedings  in  the  French  courts  instituted  by  A.  against  B.,  in  which 
a  construction  would  be  put  upon  the  French  contract.  Held,  that  there 
being  portions  of  the  relief  sought,  as  to  which  the  defendants  were  bound  to 
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BQawer,  the  motion,  wLich  was  in  the  nature  of  a  demarrer,  could  not  be 
BUHtained,  and  must  be  refused  with  costs.  WiUon  ^.  Ferrand  (Eq.  C),  I, 
724. 

41. brought  without  authority.    Where  an  attorney  brings  an  action 

without  the  authority  of  the  plaintiff,  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  have  the 
proceedings  stayed  without  payment  of  costs.  JReynolda  v.  Hotoell  (Q.  B.),  VI, 
129. 

42. MvolouB  action.    An  action  to  recover  damages  for  the  refusal  of 

the  clerk  of  the  petty  bag  office  to  seal  a  writ  of  error*  in  a  case  of  misde- 
meanor, without  waiting  for  the  fiat  of  the  Attorney-General,  is  frivolous  and 
vexatious,  and  will  be  stayed  on  motion  of  the  defendant.  Centra  v.  Murray

43.  When  not  granted.  A  defendant,  in  a  suit  in  chancery,  gave  judgment 
in  an  action  at  law  '*  to  be  dealt  with  as  the  court  shall  direct."  Held,  that

48.  Motion  after  abatement  by  death  of  plaintift    In  an  action  against  the 
defendant  for  negligently  allowing  an  area  to  remain  open  in   a  highway, 
whereby  the  plaintiff  (an  infant,  suing  by  next  friend)  was  injured,  the  case 
was  tried  after  term,  and  a  nonsuit  directed,  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no 
evidence  of  negligence  ;  the  judge  staying  execution  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to 
move  to  set  aside  the  nonsuit.     During  the  vacation  the  plaintiff  died.     In  the 
following  term,  the  plaintiffs  next  friend  obtained  a  rule  nisi  to  set  aside  the 
nonsuit,  on   the  g^round  that  there  was    evidence   of  negligence,  and  the 
defendant  a  rule  ni&i  to  tax  his  costs,  or  why  the  court  should  not  allow  judg 
ment  to  be  signed  for  him  nunc  pro  tune.    Held,  that  the  action  having  abated 
by  the  plaintiff's  death,  a  motion  to  set  aside  the  nonsuit  could  not  be  enter- 
tained.

I  should 
prefer  the  option  of  sending  vessel  to  London,  Liverpool,  or  the  Clyde ;  but  if 
that  is  not  compassable  you  may  ship  to  either  Liverpool  or  London."  I.  &  Co. 
could  only  procure  at  the  price  mentioned  nearly  400  tons,  which  they  pur- 
chased from  several  different  persons,  and  shipped  in  one  vessel  to  Liverpool. 
L.  refused  the  cargo,  and  wrote  to  cancel  the  order  so  as  to  prevent  any  farther 
shipment.  Hetd,  that,  under  the  circumstances,  L.  was  bound  to  accept  the 
cargo.

and  axles,"  repeating  the  terms  of  the  otter.  Some  of  the  sets  were  delivered, 
by  the  defendant,  the  invoices  being  made  out  to  S.  Jt  Co.,  and  they  paid  for 
them  ;  but  the  delivery  of  most  of  the  sets  was  after  March,  and  the  plaintifla 
sued  for  a  breach  of  the  contract.  At  the  trial  it  was  objected  that  the  ctm- 
tract  waa  with  8.  ft  Co.,  and  not  with  the  plaintlK.  The  judge  left  it  t«  the 
jnry  to  utj  whether  the  contract  was  with  8,  A  Co.  or  with  the  plalnd^  The 
jury  found  for  the  defendant.

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17. An  officer  of  a  banking  corporation,  wbose  duty  it  waa  to  obtain  the 

acceptance  of  bills  of  exchange  in  which  the  bank  was  intereeted,  fraada- 
lently,  but  without  the  knowledge  of  the  president  or  directors  of  the  bank, 
made  a  representation  to  A.  which,  by  omitting  a  material  fact,  misled  A.  and 
induced  him  to  accept  a  bill  in  which  the  bank  was  interested,  and  A.  was 
compelled  to  pay  the  bill.  Held,  that  A.  could  recover  from  the  bank  the 
amount  so  paid.  lb. 

18. If  the  manager  of  a  banking  company,  acting  within  the  scope  of 

his  authority,  makes  a  false  representation  respecting  the  solvency  of  a  third 
person,  knowing  it  to  be  false,  the  banking  company  is  liable  for  the  fraud, 
and  an  action  will  lie  against  it  and  such  officer  jointly  therefor.  Swift  v. 
Winterbatham  (Q.  B.),  V,  202. 

19. The    plaintiffs,  a  limited  company,  of  which  C.  was    managing 

director,  had  begun  printing  a  periodical  for  D.  &  Co.,  a  firm  consisting  of  the 
defendant*s  son  and  two  others,  and  the  periodical  was  being  sold  on  oommis- 
eion  by  S.  The  plaintiffs,  represented  by  C,  refused  to  go  on  priming  without 
a  guaranty,  and  the  defendant  consented  to  become  security  by  drawing  a  bill 
on  D.  &  Co.  and  indorsing  it  to  the  plaintiffs,  upon  the  understanding  that  he 
was  to  have  funds  to  meet  it  out  of  the  debt  accruing  from  S.  to  D.  &  Co. 
C.  was  told  of  this  arrtingement.  Before  the  defendant  drew  this  bill,  C.  had 
lent  money  to  D.  ft  Co.  on  his  own  account,  and  held  their  acceptance  to  his 
draft.  Wlien  this  latter  bill  became  due,  C.  obtained  an  order  on  S.  Irom  the 
other  two  partners  of  D.  &  Co.,  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  de- 
fendant or  his  son,  and  under  this  order  C.  obtained  the  amount  due  from  S. 
to  D.  &  Co.,  and  appropriated  it  to  the  payment  of  this  bill,  the  amount  being 
more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  defendant's  bill.  The  plaintiffs  having  sued 
defendant  on  his  bill,  hsld,  that  the  defendant  had  no  defense  as  against  the 
plaintiffs,  for  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  responsible  for  what  C.  did  in  getting 
his  private  debt  paid,  as,  though  he  was  their  managing  director,  he  was  not 
then  acting  for  them,  or  in  pursuance  of  any  authority  from  them.  McQatoan 
V.  Dyer  (Q.  B.),  IV,  256. 

20.  Money  deposited  with  agent  The  directors  of  a  building  society  de- 
posited money,  in  a  manner  unauthorized  by  their  rules,  with  a  finance  com- 
pany, the  manager  of  which  was  also  manager  of  the  building  society.  After- 
ward the  deposit  was  called  in,  and  the  directors  of  the  finance  company  gave 
a  check  for  the  amount  to  their  manager,  to  be  paid  by  him  to  the  building 
society.  He  appropriated  it  to  his  own  use.  A  bill  was  then  filed  by  the 
trustees  of  the  building  society  to  recover  the  money  from  the  finance  com- 
pany. HM,  that  the  manager  held  the  money  as  agent  for  th^  finance  com- 
pany until  he  should  pay  it  to  some  person  competent  to  give  a  receipt  on 
behalf  of  the  building  society,  and  that,  as  he  never  paid  it  over,  the  money 
must  be  taken  to  be  still  in  the  hands  of  the  finance  company,  who  were  liable 
to  repay  it  to  the  building  society.  Held,  also,  that,  as  it  was  trust  money,  a 
9ait  to  recover  it  was  maintainable,  and  the  finance  company  were  accordingly 
3rdered  to  repay  the  money  with  interest.  Hardy  ▼.  Metropditan  Land  and 
VHnanee  Co.  (Chan.

21.  Sole  oradit  to  agent.    A  vendor,  who  has  given  credit  to  an  agent,  be- 
ieving  him  to  be  the  principal,  cannot  recover  against  the  undisdoaed  princi- 
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pftl,  if  the  principal  liaa  bo?ia  fide  paid  the  agest  at  a  time  when  the  vendor 
still  g«ve  credit  to  the  agent  and  knewol  do  one  elm  aa  principal.  Armtlr&ng 
V.  SfoiM  (Q.  B),  111, 817. 

32. BL  ti  Co.  wete  commission  meTchants,  acting  Bometimes  for  them- 

BeWea  and  Bomelimea  as  agents.    Plaintiff',  a  merduiDt,  had  had  dealings  viitli 
them,  and  had  never  inqnired  whether  thej  had  principals  or  not,  and  had 
always  settled  with  them.    On  the  ISth  of  June  plaintiff  contracted  to  eell  to 
B.  &  Go.  200  pieces  of  shirtings  at  a  certain  price,  pajment  to  be  made  In  thirtj 
daja  after  deliverj,  irlth  a  discoonC  of  1}  per  cent.     Plaintiff  delivered  the 
shirtings  (which  were  gra;  or  unbleached  sblrtiags),  and  the  pa7ment  oogbt 
to  have  been  made  on  Friday,  the  2Gtb  of  Angust.     On  the  24th  R.  &  Co.  asked 
for  dela;  til)  the  next  pay  day,  September  the  1st,  and  while  plaintiff  was 
considering  what  to  do,  R.  &  Co.,  on  the  30tb  of  August,  stopped  payment.     It 
turned  oat  that  R.  &  Co.  had  bought  the  goods  for  defendants  under  the  fol- 
lowing drcametauces :    Defendants,  mercbaats,  had  been  In  thebabii  of  giving 
orders  to  B.  &  Co.  for  white  and  gray  shirtings ;  when  white  were  ordered'  K. 
&  Co.  went  Into  market,  bought  graj  shirtings,  had  them  bleached,  and  charged 
defendants  with  the  price  of  the  gray  Hhirtings  and  of  the  bleaching,  and  1 
percent  on  the  aggregate  as  their  commission,  with  the  charges  of  packing, 
etc     In  previoac  transactions  defendants  had  always  paid  R  &  Co.,  generally 
in  cash,  1.  «.,  on  the  next  weekly  pay  day,  and  had  never  been  brought  Into 
commanlcation  with  those  who  supplied  or  those  who  bleached  the  goods.     In 
the  present  case  defendants  gave  a  verbal  order  for  300  white  shirtings,  the 
price  not  being  namitd,  nor  the  mode  of  payment.     R.  &  Co.,  having  received 
the  gray  shirtings  from  plaintiff,  got  them  bleached  and  tent  them  to  defend- 
ants, charging  the  price  at  which  they  had  bought  of   plaintiff,  the  cost  of 
bleaching,  and  1  percent  on  the  aggregateot  those  two  sums,  with  the  charges 
of  packing,  etc.;  and  defendsnts,  with  perfect  good  faith,  paid  K.  &  Co.  on  the 
next  pay  day  after  they  received  them,  vis.,  on  the  11th  of  August.     On  the 
above  facts,  the  court  having  power  to  draw  Inferences,  hdd,  Srst,  that  the 
delay  of  plaintiff  in  taking  no  steps  between  the  35th  and  80th  of  August  was 
not  laches  such  as  would  have  precluded  him.  If  otherwise  entitled,  from  re- 
covering payment  from  defendants;  secondly,  assuming  that  there  was  au- 
thority, from  the  course  of  dealing  between  defendants  and  B.  &  Co.,  to  est«b- 
lish  privity  of  contract  between  defendants  and  those  from  whom   K.  &  Co.

one  else  as  principal,  plaintiff  could  not  come  upon  defendants  for  the  price    lb. 
~     itjrto  agent.    The  plaintiffs,  brokers  on  the  London  Stock  Ex- 
;ht  for  the  defendant  (who  was  not  a  member  of  the  Stock  Bl- 
lin  shares  for  the  accoant  of  the  15th  of  July,  18T0,  and  on  that 
istrnctions,  carried  them  over  to  the  accouut  of  the  20tb  of  July, 
erences  amounting  to  £1,088.     The  defendant  and  various  otheni 
'  the  plaintiffs,  not  having  paid  the  amount  due  from   them  In 
Dtracts  for  the  15th  of  July,  the  plaintiOs  became  defaulters,  and 
in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  the  Stock  Eichange,  they  were 
aulters,  and  their  transactions  were  closed  and  accounts  were 
the  prices  current  on  that  day.    On  the  closing  of  the  accounts  a 
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further  sam  becftme  due  from  them  in  respect'  of  differences  upon  the  con- 
tracts carried  over  hy  them  for  the  defendant.  In  an  action  to  recover  this

24.  Agent's  liability  to  third  parties.  The  directors  of  a  railway  company, 
which  had  fully  exercised  the  borrowing  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  its 
special  act,  in  August,  1864,  advertised  that  they  were  '*  prepared  to  receive 
proposals  for  loans  on  mortgage  debentures,"  "  to  replace  loans  falling  due." 
W.  W.  (the  plaintiff's  testator)  offered  a  loan  of  £500 ;  and,  his  offer  being  ac- 
cepted, he  in  the  same  month  sent  his  check  for  £600  to  the  directors,  for 
which  he  requested  that  a  debenture  should  be  issued  to  him.  In  pursuance 
of  a  resolution  of  the  directors  to  that  effect,  the  check  was  handed  to  H.,  the 
contractor  for  the  works,  who  had  been  (but  had  then  ceased  to  be)  the  holder 
of  seven  debenture  bonds  for  £500  each ;  and  H.  was  requested  to  transfer 
one  of  them  to  W.  W. ;  and  it  was  by  the  same  resolution  directed  "  that 
such  bond  be  on  the  1st  of  October  exchanged  for  a  new  one."  H.  kept  the 
check  (which  was  duly  honored),  but  was  unable  to  transfer  the  debenture ; 
and  iz^  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  directors  of  the  5th  of  October,  a  new 
debenture  bond  for  £500  was  sealed  and  sent  to  the  plaintiff*,  as  executor  of 
W.  W.  The  defendant,  a  director  of  the  company,  was  a  party  to  each  of  the 
above  transactions.  By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  14th  of 
February,  1868,  the  above-mentioned  debenture  was  declared  void,  as  being  fot 
a  sum  in  excess  of  the  borrowing  powers  of  the  company.  Upon  a  case  stated 
for  the  opinion  of  the  court,  without  pleadings,  and  upon  the  argument  of 
which  it  was  agreed  that  no  question  of  non-jdinder  was  to  be  raised,  heid, 
that  the  defendant  was  liable  as  for  a  breach  of  warranty  that  the  directors 
had  power  under  the  circumstances  to  issue  a  debenture  which  should  be 
▼alid  and  binding  upon  the  company ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover  as  against  him  £500,  together  with  interest  by  way  of  damages. 
Weeks  ▼.  Prap&rt  (Com.  PL),  VI,  193. 

26.  As  a£fected  by  custom.  A  jobber  or  dealer  in  shares  on  the  Stock 
Exchange  contracted  to  purchase  the  plaintiff's  shares  in  a  company,  and  gave 
into  the  plaintiff's  brokers  a  ticket  with  the  name  of  the  intended  transferee, 
which  had  been  passed  on  to  him.  After  the  execution  of  the  transfer  it  was 
discovered  that  the  transferee  was  an  infant,  of  which  neither  party  was 
previously  aware  ;  and  the  plaintiff  became  liable  for  calls.  In  a  suit  by  the 
plaintiff  against  the  jobber,  seeking  to  make  him  liable  to  indemnify  him  in 
respect  of  the  shares,  ?uld,  that,  as  by  the  usage  of  the  Stock  Exchange  the 
jobber  was,  in  the  absence  of  fraud,  discharged  from  liability  when  he  had 
given  the  name  of  the  transferee  and  paid  for  the  shares,  and  as  he  had  given 
all  the  further  information  required  by  the  vendor,  the  suit  against  him  could 
not  be  sustained.    Rennie  v.  Morris  (Eq.  C),  I,  651. 

26.  Undisclosed  prinoipaL  The  mere  fact  of  filing  an  affidavit  of  proof 
a^inst  the  estate  of  an  insolvent  agent  to  an  undiscovered  principal,  after 
that  undiscovered  principal  is  known  to  the  creditor,  is  not  a  conclusive  elec- 
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tloQ  hj  the  CKdltor  to  treat  the  agent  u  hia  debtor.  Ovrii*  t.  WiUtamton 
CQ.  B.).  XI.  146. 

37. B.  parchased  certain  goods  of  the  plfdatiffsi  he  was  the  agent  of 

the  defeodaats,  his  audiKlOBed  priacipals.  B.  became  inBolvent,  and  the 
pliJaUKs  then  became  aware  that  the  defendants  were  principals.  With  this 
knowledge  the  plaJntlffs'  clerk  sent  an  aCBdavit  of  proof  of  the  debt  due  to 
tbem  against  the  estate  of  B.,  whoee  affiurs  were  being  liquidated  b;arraagi)- 
ment.  The  plaintIK  endeavored  to  prevent  the  affidavit  of  proof  from  being 
filed,  bnt  were  nniueceasfni  SM,  that  the  mem  filing  of  theaffldavit  of  proof 
formed  no  obetacle  to  the  plalntifis  saiog  the  detendantB  for  the  price  of  the 
goods  sold  to  B.  lb, 

38.  Dealings  between  principal  and  agMit.  An  agent  for  sale,  who  takes  an 
interest  in  a  parchase  negotiated  tij  himself,  Is  bound  to  discloee  to  his  prin- 
cipal the  eiact  nature  of  his  tntereet ;  and  it  Is  not  enoogb  merelj  to  disclose 
that  he  has  an  Interest,  or  to  make  statementa  such  as  woold  put  the  priodpal 
on  inquiry.  In  such  a  ease  the  burden  of  proving  that  a  full  disclosure  wse 
made  lies  on  the  agent,  and  is  not  discharged  merelj  by  the  agent  swearing 
that  he  did  so,  if  his  evidence  is  oontradicted  by  the  plaintiff  and  not  oor- 
robonted.

39.  Agent's  UabiUtj  to  prinolpaL  A.,  being  aware  that  B.  wished  to  obtain, 
shares  in  a  certain  company,  ropresented  to  B.  that  he,  A.,  could  procure'a  cer- 
tain number  of  ehares  at  £3  a  share.  B.  agreed  to  purchase  at  tliat  price,  and 
the  shares  were  thereupon  cransterred  In  parttohimand  in  part  to  hia  nomineea, 
and  he  paid  to  A.  £3  a  share.  He  afterward  discovered  that  A.  was  in  fact  the 
owner  of  (he  shares,  having  just  bought  them  for  £2  a  share.  H^,  that, on  the 
facts,  A.  was  an  agent  for  B.,  and  A.  ordered  to  pay  liack  to  B.  the  difference 
between  the  prices  of  the  shales,     ^mher  v.  Barber  (Chan.

30. Defendant,  an   auctioneer,  sold   certain    goods   for    plaintiff,  the 

owner,  on  premises  occupied  by  plaintiff  and  another,  and  In  respect  of  which 
the  latter  owed  the  landlord  rent.  By  the  conditions  of  sale  each  lot  wae  to 
be  taken  to  be  delivered  at  the  fall  of  the  hammer,  after  which  time  it  was  to 
remain  at  the  eKcIaaive  risk  of  the  purchaser.  After  tbe  sale,  and  before  the 
goods  were  removed,  the  landlord  threatened  to  distrain  on  the  goods,  where- 
upon the  auctioneer  p^d  tbe  rent  and  deducted  it  from  the  amount  the  goods 
bad  realized,  and  paid  over  the  balance  to  tbe  plaintiff.  Beid,  that  the  auc- 
tioneer was  not  justified,  as  against  tbe  plaintiff,  in  paying  the  rent,  as,  on  the 
sale  of  each  lot,  the  property  passed  to  the  purchaser,  who  would  have  had  to 
l>ear  tbe  loss  if  the  landlord  had  distrained,  and,  consequently,  that  he  was 
liable  to  his  principal  for  the  amount  bo  psid.  Sweeting  v.  T'umer  (Q.  B.},

91 ^e  plaintiff  authorised  defendant,  as  his  broker,  to  negotiate  for 

^hase  of  a  particular  ship  on  the  basis  of  an  offer  of  £0,000,  but  even, 
le  ship  was  purchased  through  defendant  for  £S,390.  Prior  to  the 
tnangement  had  been  made  between  the  vendor  and  a  broker,  S.,  that 
lid  sell  the  ship  for  more  than  £8,SO0,  he  might  retain  for  himself  the 
and  it  was  arranged  between  8,  and  defendant,  withoat  the  knowledge 
;iou  of  pl^ntlff,  that  defendant  should  receive  from  S.  a  portion  of 
cess,  and  accordingly  defendant  noaived  £335,  part  of  the  eiceas  over 
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£8,500.  On  discovering  this,  the  plaintiff  brought  an  action  for  money  had 
and  received  for  the  £225.  In  addition  to  the  above  facts  the  jury  found  that 
defendant  was  the  agent  of  plaintiff  to  purchase  the  ship  as  clieaply  as  she 
could  be  got,  and  that  plaintiff  could  have  got  her  cheaper  but  for  the  arrange- 
ment between  the  vendor  and  S.  Heid,  that  the  action  would  lie.

PRINCIPAL  AND  SURETY. 

1.  Surety,  when  discharged.  A.  drew  a  bill  on  B.,  which  B.  accepted. 
C.  became  the  holder  for  value.  Before  due  date  it  was  agreed  between  A. 
and  G.  (A.  assuring  C.  of  B/s  concurrence)  that  the  bill  should  be  renewed,  and 
G.  gave  to  A.  a  check  on  C.  for  the  amount  of  the  bill,  to  the  intent  that  B. 
should  be  placed  in  funds  to  meet  the  original  bill,  and  should  thereupon 
accept  the  renewed  bill.  A.  sent  the  new  bill  to  B.  for  acceptance,  and  also 
sent  him  the  check,  and  B.  knew  the  purposes  for  which  both  were  sent. 
B.  cashed  the  check  and  paid  the  first  bill,  but  refused  to  accept  the  second. 
Seldf  that  B.  had  no  right  so  to  appropriate  the  check  without  accepting  the 
biU,  and  that  the  agreement  between  A.  and  G.  did  not  release  B.  from  his 
suretyship  as  acceptor  of  the  first  bill.  Torrance  v.  Bank  of  British  North 
America  (Priv.  G.),  VIII,  203. 

2.  By  alteration  of  contract.  Declaration  on  a  bond  given  to  the  plaintiff 
by  the  defendant,  which  recited  that  by  an  agreement  of  even  date  the  plaintiff 
had  agreed  to  admit  J.  into  his  service  as  '*  clerk  and  traveler  "  (not  further 
stating  the  terms  of  the  agreement),  and  was  conditioned  for  J.*s  accounting 
for  and  paying  over  to  the  plaintiff  all  moneys  which  he  might  receive  on 
plaintiff's  account,  the  breach  alleged  being  that  J.  had  received  moneys  for 

'the  plaintiff  which  he  had  not  accounted  for  or  paid  over.  Pleas  on  equitable 
grounds.  2.  That  the  original  agreement  between  the  plaintiff  and  J.  was 
that  it  should  be  terminable  by  one  month's  notice ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  and 
J.  afterward,  and  before  the  defaults  sued  for,  made  it  terminable  by  three 
months'  notice,  without  the  defendant's  consent.  8.  That  before  the  defadlts 
sued  for  J.  had  committed  other  defaults  of  the  same  kind  ;  that  the  plaintiff 
had,  with  knowledge  of  those  defaults,  continued  to  employ  J.  in  his  service 
without  notice  to  the  defendant ;  and  that  the  defaults  sued  for  were  com- 
mitted during  such  continuance  of  the  service.  On  demurrer  to  these  pleas, 
lield,  first  (]^Iartin,  B.,  doubting),  that  the  second  plea  was  bad,  on  the  ground 
that  it  did  not  show  that  the  term  as  to  the  period  of  notice  was  made  part  of 
the  defendant's  contract,  and  that  the  alteration  alleged  did  not  in  fact  materi- 
ally add  to  the  defendant's  risk ;  secondly,  that  the  third  plea  was  good.  8an-

3.  By  giving  time  to  prinoipa].  In  1869  A.  retired  from  a  partnership  which 
had  been  carried  on  between  A.,  B.  and  G.,  B.  purchasing  A.'s  share  in  the  busi- 
ness, and  covenanting  to  indemnify  him  against  all  partnership  debts  and 
liabilities.  The  liabilities  then  existing  included  two  bonds  given  to  secure 
moneys  advanced  to  the  firm  for  partnership  purposes,  on  which  A.  and  B.  had 
become  Jointly  and  severally  liable  to  D.    In  August,  1871,  B.  and  G.  made  an 
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arrangement  with  thek  creditors  under  the  Bankrnptcj  Act,  1869.  Resola- 
tiooB  were  passed  bj  the  creditors,  including  D.,  who  proved  for  his  debt,  to 
accept  a  composition  of  X6s.  Bd.  in  the  pound,  payable  bj  installments  extend- 
ing over  two  years ;  and  an  inspectorship  deed  releasing  B.  and  C.,and  reserv- 
ing to  the  creditors  their  rights  against  any  surety  or  person  other  than  B.  and 
C,  liable  in  respect  of  the  debts  thereby  released,  was  executed  by  the  cred- 
itors, including  D.  HM,  that  the  effect  of  the  composition  under  which  time 
had  been  given  to  B.  and  C.  as  principal  debtors,  without  the  consent  of  A.. 
was  to  discharge  A.     WiUan  v.  Lloj/d  (Eq.  C.)*  VI,  642. 

4.' Where  resolutions  formally  agreed  to  by  creditors  under  sects.  125, 

126  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1669,  contain  no  reservation  of  any  rights  against 
co-debtors  or  sureties,  the  reservation  of  such  rights  by  a  subsequent  deed  of 
composition  is  inoperative.  lb. 

6. If,  after  a  right  of  action  accrues  to  a  creditor  against  two  or  more 

persons,  he  is  informed  that  one  of  them  is  a  surety  only,  and  after  that  he 
gives  time  to  the  principal  debtor,  without  the  consent  and  knowledge  of  the 
surety,  the  rule  as  to  the  discharge  of  the  surety  applies.  Overend,  Ournen 
dk  Co.  V.  Oriental  Financial  Oarp.

6.  McH.  brought  to  O.  &  G.  (a  discount  company)  certain  bills,  which 

bore  on  them  the  acceptances  of  the  F.  Co.    McH.  was  in  fact  the  agent  of  the 
A.  &  U.  W.  Co.  (an  American  company),  and  he  and  this  American  company 
had  obtained  the  acceptances  for  their  own  accommodation,  and  on  payment 
of  a  commission  in  respect  of  such  acceptances.    The  bills  were  not  paid,  but 
renewed.    McH.  gave  the  O.  &  G.  Co.  his  own  guarantee  and  that  of  the 
American  company  that  these  renewed   bills  should,  be  paid  at  maturity. 
These  renewed  bills  were  not  paid.    The  O.  &  G.  Co.  gave,  on  the  6th  of  April, 
1866,  notice  of  dishonor  to  all  the  parties  whose  names  were  on  the  bills.    On 
the  9th  of  April  the  solicitor  of  the  F.  Co.  gave  full  information  to  the  O.  & 
G.  Co.  that  McH.  was  the  real  principal  on  the  bills,  which  had  been  accepted' 
by  the  F.  Co.  merely  for  his  accommodation.    The  manager  of  the  O.  &  G.  Ca 
said  he  should  see  McH.  in  the  afternoon.    McH.  afterward  gave,  as  collateral 
security,  to  the  O.  &  G.  Co.  bills  to  a  much  larger  amount,  drawn  on  one  L.  L., 
and  the  O.  &  G.  Co.  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  McH.  not  to  sue  on  the 
old  bills  if  the  bills  on  L.  L.  should  be  paid.    Nothing  further  was  done  in 
the  matter  for  some  months.    These  last  bills  were  not  paid,  and  the  O.  &  G. 
Co.  afterward  brought  an  action  against  the  F.  Co.  to  recover  the  amount  of 
the  bills  originally  accepted  by  F.  Co.    The  F.  Co.  filed  a  bill  to  restrain  the 
action.     Held,  that,  under  all  the  circumstances,  the  action  must  be  restrained, 
for  that  the  O.  &  G.  Co. ,  with  a  knowledge  of  the  real  character  of  the  F.  Co.'s 
acceptances,  had  given  time  to  McH.,  whom  they  knew  to  be  the  real  princi- 
pal on  the  bills,  and  had  so  discharged  the  F.  Co.  lb. 

7.  • Merely  giving  of  additional  security  by  a  principal  will  not  dis- 
charge a  surety,  but  if  the  giving  of  such  security  is  really  a  consideration 
for  giving  time  to  the  principal,  it  will  do  so.  lb. 

8. SemJbile,  that  to  reserve  a  creditor's  right  against  a  surety  there  must 

be  a  distinct  expression  of  intention  to  reserve  it.  lb. 

9. A  promise  to  pay  on  demand  bills  upon  their  reaching  maturity, 
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given  not  upon  the  face  of  the  bills  themselyes,  but  by  a  collateral  writing,  is 
binding  to  all  intents  and  purposes  on  the  giver  of  it.  lb.  * 

10.  By  neglect  to  enforce  other  lecurlty.  The  plaintiffs  lent  to  B.  &  P., 
who  were  traders,  £800,  for  the  repayment  of  which  the  defendant  became 
surety.  At  the  time  of  the  loan  B.  &  P.  assigned,  by  deed  dated  the  25th  of 
August,  1870^  to  the  plaintiffs,  as  security  for  the  debt,  the  lease  of  their  busi- 
ness premises  and  plant,  fixtures  and  things  thereon.  The  deed  provided  for 
the  repayment  of  the  loan  upon  the  25th  of  August,  1871,  and  for  the  payment 
of  interest  on  the  25th  of'  February,  1871,  and  stipulated  that,  until  default  in 
payment  of  either  the  principal  or  interest,  B.  &  P.  should  continue  in  posses- 
sion of  the  property  assigned  to  the  plaintiffs,  and  that,  upon  such  default,  the 
plaintifilB  should  not  sell  without  giving  B.  &  P.  one  month's  notice  in  writing. 
This  deed  was  not  registered  ^under  17  &  18  Vict.,  c.  86.  B.  &  P.  failed  to  pay 
interest  upon  the  25th  of  February,  but  the  plaintiffs  did  not  enter  into  posses- 
sion. About  a  week  before  the  5th  of  August  the  plaintiffs  received  notice 
that  B.  &  P.  were  insolvent,  but  they  allowed  them  to  continue  in  possession ; 
and  on  that  day  B.  &  P.  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation  under  the  Bankruptcy 
Act,  1869,  and  were  adjudged  bankrupts.  The  trustee  under  the  bankruptcy 
seized  and  sold  the  goods  and  chattels  assigned  by  the  deed:  Held,  that  the 
plaintiffs,  by  their  omission  both  to  register  the  deed  and  to  seize  the  property 
assigned  to  them  on  default  of  payment  of  the  interest,  had  deprived  them- 
selves of  the  power  to  assign  tne  security  to  the  surety,  and  that,  owing  to  their 
laches,  he  was  discharged  to  the  amount  that  the  goods  were  worth.  Wvlff 
V.  Jay  (Q.  B.),  Ill,  298. 

11.  By  release  of  prlncipaL  A  release  of  the  principal  debtor,  if  accom- 
panied by  a  reservation  of  all  rights>as  against  the  surety,  does  not  operate  to 
discharge  the  latter.    Muir  v.  Crawford  (Sc.  App.),  XITI,  188. 

12.  By  discharge  of  principal  in  bankruptcy.  Where  a  principal  debtor  is 
discharged  by  a  resolution  under  s.  125  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  his  surety 
remains  liable  in  the  same  manner  as  in  an  ordinary  bankruptcy,  although 
the  resolution  contains  no  reservation  of  rights  against  sureties.  JSliia  y.Wil- 
mot  (Exch.),  XI,  888. 

13. Where  the  acceptor  of  a  bill  of  exchange  presents  a  petition  for 

liquidation  or  composition  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1869,  and  the  creditors 
pass  a  resolution  for  liquidation  or  composition,  the  acceptor  must  be  consid- 
ered as  discharged  by  operation  of  law,  and  the  drawer  is  thereby  not  dis- 
charged from  his  liability.  In  such  a  case  it  makes  no  difference  whether  the 
biUholder  is  present  at  the  meeting  or  not,  or  whether  he  votes  in  favor  of  th? 
resolution  or  against  it.    Ex  parte  Jacobs  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  707. 

14. To  an  action  on  a  bond  the  defendant  pleaded  that  it  was  the  joint 

and  several  bond  of  himself  and  J.,  and  was  executed  by  him  as  surety  only 
for  J. ;  that  afterward  a  composition  deed  was  made  between  J.,  of  the  one 
part,  and  the  plaint!^  and  another  on  behalf  of  all  the  creditors  of  J.  of  the 
other  part,  whereby  J.  conveyed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  all  his  estate 
to  be  administered  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors  "  in  like  manner  "as  if  J. 
had  been  adjudged  bankrupt;  and  each  of  the  creditors  released  J.  from  his 
debts  "  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  obtained  a  discharge  in  bankruptcy  ; "  and 
that  the  plaintiff  executed  this  deed  without  the  consent  of  the  defendant 
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On  demarrer«  hM  (Pigott,  B.,  dissenting),  a  good  plea.    Oragoe  v.  Jones 
(Ex6h.),  IV,  458. 

16.  Right  of  surety  to  reimbunement.  A.,  having  effected  policies  upon 
his  own  life  with  an  assurance  office,  mortgaged  them  to  the  office  as  a 
securitj  for  successive  loans.  In  one  of  these  mortgages  B.  became  surety 
for  repayment  of  the  amount  borrowed.  A.  subsequently  became  bankrupt, 
and  B.  was  compelled  as  surety  to  pay  part  of  the  debt.  Upon  A.'s  death, 
held,  as  against  A.'s  assignee  in  bankruptcy,  that  B.  was  entitled  to  marshal 
the  securities  so  as  to  obtain  repayment  out  of  the  balance  of  the  several 
policy  moneys  of  the  amount  which  he  had  been  compelled  as  surety  to  pay. 
Meld,  also,  that  a  payment  to  B.  by  A.  's  wife,  out  of  the  income  of  her  separate 
estate,  to  reimburse  him  for  the  loss  he  had  sustained,  was  not  a  payment  on 
account  of  or  as  agent  of  A.,  so  as  to  set  free  the  policies  pro  tanto  from  B.'s 
daim.    Ueyman  v.  DvJboU  (Eq.  C),  1, 030.

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PROHIBITION,  WRIT  OF, 

1.  When  granted.  When  a  superior  court  is  clearly  of  opinion,  both  with 
reference  to  the  facts  and  the  law,  that  an  inferior  court  is  exceeding  its 
jurisdiction,  it  is  bound  to  grant  a  writ  of  prohibition ;  whether  the  applicant 
for  the  prohibitfon  is  the  defendant  below  or  a  stranger.  In  such  a  case, 
neither  the  smallness  of  the  claim  in  the  suit  below  nor  delay  on  the  part  of 
the  applicant  is  a  reason  for  refusing  the  writ.  The  plaintiff'  in  the  inferior 
court  has  in  no  case  an  absolute  right  to  have  the  plaintiff  in  prohibition  put 
to  declare  in  prohibition.     Worthington  v.  Jeffries  (Com.  PL),  XII,  440. 

2.  Want  of  Jurisdiction.  The  defendant  in  an  action  in  the  Lord  Mayor's 
Court  may  obtain  a  writ  of  prohibition  on  the  ground  of  want  of  jurisdiction, 
notwithstanding  the  15th  section  of  the  Mayor's  Court  of  London'  Procedure 
Act,  1857,  which  enacts  that  *'  no  defendant  shall  be  permitted  to  object  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  or  by  any  proceeding  whatsoever  except  by  plea ; " 
the  real  effect  of  that  section  being  only  to  limit  the  modes  of  objecting 
within  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court  to  the  jurisdiction.  Jacobs  v.  Brett  (Eq.  C), 
XIII,  566. 
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I.  OBGAinZATIOir  AND  POWERS. 

1.  Annnal  meeftin^.  By  8.  49  of  the  Companies  Act,  1862  (25  &  26  Vict.,  c. 
89),  a  general  meeting  of  eveiy  pompanj  under  this  act  shall  be  held  once  at 
least  in  every  year.  Held^  that  the  word  *'  year  "  means  the  period  of  time 
commencing  on  the  Ist  of  January  and  ending  on  the  Slst  of  December,  and 
not  the  period  of  twelve  months  commencing  from  the  day  of  registration  of 
a  company.    Oibian  y.  Barton  (Q.  B.),  XIII,  278. 

2.  Calling  meetings.  Where,  by  the  articles  of  association  of  a  company, 
the  directors,  and  in  the  alternative  a  certain  portion  of  the  shareholders,  can 
summon  a  meeting  of  the  company,  the  court  will  not  order  the  directors  to 
summon  a  meeting  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  company.  MaeDougaU  y. 
Gardiiur  (Chan.  A  pp.),  XIV,  820. 

3.  Blection  of  directors.  An  election  of  directors  made  at  a  meeting  held 
without  the  notice  required  by  the  rules  of  the  company  is  invalid ;  and 
it  Beems  that  directors  holding  over  contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  company  up  to 
that  time,  cannot  legally  act  after  such  meeting.  Garden  Qully,  etc.,  Mining 
Co,  V.  MeLiHer  (App.  C),  XV,  1. 

4.  Iiiability  for  preliminary  ocpenses.  The  articles  of  association  of  a 
joint-stock  company  provided  that  the  company  should  defray  such  expenses 
incurred  in  its  establishment  as  the  directors  should  consider  might  be  deemed 
and  treated  as  preliminary  expenses,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  £2,000.  The 
plaintiffs,  who  were  promoters  of  the  company,  had  incurred  preliminary 
expenses  in  the  establishment  of  the  company.  Held,  that  no  action  would 
lie  at  the  suit  of  the  plaintiffs  against  the  company  for  non-payment  of  such 
preliminary  expenses  in  accordance  with  the  articles  of  association.  Melhado 
V.  Porto  Alegre,  etc,,  Ry,  Go.  (Com.  PI.),  X,  279. 

6.  Power  to  amalgamate.  By  an  agreement  between  two  companies,  one 
company  was  to  buy  the  business  of  the  other  codipany,  the  consideration  to 
be  paid  in  shares  of  the  buying  company,  to  be  issued  to  the  selling  company 
and  divided  among  its  shareholders.  Resolutions  approving  of  this  agree- 
ment and  also  authorizing  the  creation  of  the  requisite  new  shares  (all  the 
shares  authorized  by  the  articles  of  association  having  been  already  issued)  were 
passed  at  one  extraordinary  general  meeting  of  the  buying  company,  and  were 
confirmed  at  a  second  meeting.  A  large  majority  of  the  shareholders  of  the 
selling  company  assented  to  the  agreement,  and  applied  for  and  received  what 
purported  to  be  new  shares  of  the  buying  company.  Certain  dissentient  share- 
holders, however,  filed  a  bill  In  chancery  and  obtained  a  decision  from  Giffard, 
V.  C,  that  the  agreement  was  void.  These  shareholders  were  afterward,  by 
way  of  compromise,  paid  a  sum  of  money  by  the  official  liquidator  of  the 
buying  company,  then  in  liquidation,  and  the  suit  in  chancery  was  stayed. 
Certain  former  shareholders  of  the  selling  company,  holders  of  what  pur- 
ported to  be  new  shares  in  the  buying  company,  then  applied  to  be  repaid  the 
money  which  they  had  paid  to  the  buying  company  for  premium  and  on  calls 
upon  their  shares.  Jleldt  that  as  the  buying  company  did  really  acquire  (by  a 
title  which,  though  originally  defective  as  against  the  dissentient  shareholders, 
had  been  in  the  end  confirmed),  the  property  of  the  selling  company,  and  as 
the  shares  were  issued  bona  fide,  the  holders  of  the  new  shares  could  not  now 
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repudiate  them.  In  re  Bank  of  Hindugtan,  etc.;  CampbeWe  Case;  Hippidey's 
Case;  Alison's  Case  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  678. 

6. Held,  that  the  directors  of  a  company,  after  a  resolution  to  increase 

the  capital  of  a  company  by  the  issue  of  new  shares  has  been  approved  of  by 
two  meetings,  according  to  sects.  50  and  51  of  the  Ck)mpanies  Act,  1862,  can 
proceed  to  issue  the  shares ;  and  that  it  is  not  necessary,  under  sect.  13,  to 
have  the  articles  varied  at  two  meetings  and  the  issue  of  the  shares  author- 
ized by  two  other  meetingR.  lb. 

7. The  buying  company  had  brought  against  one  of  the  holders  of  new 

shares  an  action  to  recover  calls,  inwhiph  action  judgment  had  been  given  for 
the  defendant.  Held,  that  the  judgment  was  conclusive  ;  and  that  this  holder 
of  shares  must  be  repaid  what  he  had  paid  for  premium  and  calls  on  the 
shares.  lb. 

8.  Power  to  mortgage.  A  power  in  a  deed  of  settlement  of  a  joint-stock 
company  authorizing  the  directors  to  mortgage  or  charge  the  property  of  the 
company,  does  not  authorize  them  to  include  in  such  mortg^e  or  charge  future 
calls,  or,  in  other  words,  the  unpaid  capital  of  the  company.  Bank  of  8.  Aus- 
tralia V.  Abrahams  (Priv.  C),  XII,  148. 

9. The  capital  not  paid  up  is,  according  to  the  usual  forms  of  deeds  of 

settlement,  only  euh  modo  the  property  of  the  company  ;  a  precedent  condition 
to  the  absolute  proprietary  right  of  the  company  therein  being  the  due  making 
of  a  call  by  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors.  lb. 

10.  Power  to  issue  preferred  stock.  If  the  memorandum  and  articles  of 
association  of  a  company  are  silent  on  the  subject,  it  is  an  implied  condition 
that  the  shareholders  are  entitled  to  rank  equa]  as  regards  dividend,  without 
preference  or  priority  between  themselves  ;  but  such  implication  will  be  re- 
butted if  the  articles  of  association  contemporaneous  with  the  memorandum 
contain  clear  provisions  as  to  the  preference  or  priority  of  classes  of  shares.' 
The  memorandum  of  association  of  a  company  incorporated  under  the  Coih- 
panies  Act,  1862,  declared  that  the  capital  was  £2,700,000,  divided  into  135,000 
shares  of  £20  each.  It  was  provided  by  the  articles  of  association  that  the 
directors  might,  with  the  sanction  of  a  special  resolution  of  the  company  pre- 
viously given  in  general  meeting,  increase  the  capital  by  the  issue  of  new 
shares,  such  increase  of  capital  to  be  made  in  such  manner,  to  such  amount, 
and  to  be  with  and  subject  to  such  rules,  regulations,  privileges,  and  conditions 
as  the  company  in  general  meeting  should  think  fit.  Held,  on  demurrer,  that 
special  resolutions  authorizing  an  increase  of  the  capital  by  the  issuing  of  pre- 
ferred shares  were  not  in  excess  of  the  powers  of  the  company.  Harrison  v. 
Mexican  By,  Co,  (Eq.  C),  XII,  793. 

II.  DiBBCTORS,  DUTIES  AND  LIABILITIB8. 

11.  Duty  of  directors.  Directors  of  a  company  issuing  a  prospectus  are 
bound  to  disclose  every  material  fact ;  and  if  they  do  not  they  will  be  held 
liable  to  indemnify  any  person  who  takes  shares  from  the  company  on  the 
faith  of  the  prospectus  against  any  loss  which  may  be  occasioned  to  him  by 
reason  of  such  concealment,  even  though  they  may  have  believed  that  the 
concealment  will  be  beneficial  t9  the  persons  induced  to  take  shares.  Peek  v. 
Gumey  (Eq.  C),  I,  567. 
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12.  A  fact  which,  if  disclosed,  woald  haye  bo  discredited  the  company 

aa  to  prevent  its  formation,  is  a  maierial  fact  within  the  meaning  of  the  fore- 
going proposition.  lb. 

13. The  proper  purpose -of  a  prospectus  of  an  intended  company  is  to 

invite  persons  to  become  allottees  of  the  shares  or  original  shareholders  in  the 
company.  When  it  has  performed  this  office  it  is  exhausted.  S.  G.  affirmed 
(H.  of  L.),  VIII,  1. 

14.  liability  for  hlte  prospectos.  A  prospectus  of  an  intended  company 
ought  not  to  misrepresent  actual  and  material  facts,  or  to  conceal  facts  mate- 
rial to  be  known,  the  misrepresentation  q;r  concealment  of  which  may  improp- 
erly influence  and  mislead  the  mind  of  the  reader,  for  if  he  is  thereby  deceived 
into  becoming  an  allottee  of  shares,  and  in  consequence  suffers  loss,  he  is  en- 
titled to  proceed  against  those  who  have  thus  misled  him.  But  the  responsi- 
bility of  directors  who  issue  a  prospectus,  for  an  intended  company  misrepre- 
senting actual  and  material  facts,  or  concealing  facts  material  to  be  i^nown, 
does  not,  as  of  course,  follow  the  shares  on  their  transfer  from  an  allottee  to 
his  vendee.  In  order  that  this  third  person,  the  vendee,  should  be  enabled  to 
maintain  any  proceeding  at  law  or  in  equity  against  the  directors  in  respect  of 
losses  occasioned  by  his  belief  in  the  prospectus  and  his  consequent  procure- 
ment of  shares,  he  must  show  some  direct  connection  between  them  and  him- 
self in  the  communication  of  the  prospectus  and  its  influence  upon  his  con- 
duct in  becoming  an  allottee.  lb. 

16. The  rule  as  to  delay  in  seeking  for  compensation  for  losses  thus 

occasioned  is,  in  common-law  proceedings,  that  which  is  prescribed  by  the 
Statute  of  Limitations,  and  the  rule  in  equity  follows  by  analogy  that  of  the 
law.  Where,  therefore,  a  person  became  possessed  of  shares  in  October,  1865, 
and  the  company  was  ordered  in  June,  1866,  to  be  wound  up,  and  he  contested 
his  liability  to  be  made  a  contributory,  but  was,  in  July,  1867,  declared  liable 
aa  such,  and  in  March,  1868,  filed  his  bill  against  the  directors  to  be  indemni- 
fied by  them,  held,  that  delay  could  not  be  set  up  as  an  answer  to  the  suit.  lb. 

16. The  proceeding  in  such  a  case  is  like  an  action  at  law  for  deceit 

(the  same  principle  being  applicable  in  such  a  matter  both  at  law  and  in 
equity),and  is,  therefore,  of  a  personal  character ;  and  the  estate  of  a  deceased 
director  not  being  alleged  and  proved  to  have  received  benefit  from  the  deceit, 
his  executors  cannot  be  made  liable  to  compensate  the  person  who  asserts  that 
he  has  been  injured  by  it.  'lb. 

17. One  of  the  projectors  of  a  company,  a  partner  of  the  old  firm  which 

sold  its  business  to  the  oompany,  set  up  as  a  defense  that  he  had  not  taken 
part  in  preparing  or  issuing  the  prospectus ;  he  knew,  however,  all  'that  the 
other  directors  knew,  consented  to  become  a  director  of  the  company,  signed 
the  memorandum  and  articles  of  association,  and  shares  were  appropriated  to 
him.  JSeld,  that,  under  these  circumstances,  he  could  not  avail  himself  of  this 
defense.  lb. 

18. P&r  Lord  Gairits  :  Mere  non-disclosure  of  facts,  unless  such  non- 
disclosure had  the  effect  of  making  the  disclosed  facts  absolutely  false,  would 
not  be  sufficient  to  sustain  a  proceeding  which  was  really  in  the  nature  of  an 
action  for  misrepresentation.  lb. 
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19.  — -  A  prospectas  for  an  intended  companj  was  prepared  by  the  pro- 
jectors (the  directors  of  the  company),  and  issued  by  them  to  the  public ;  it 
contained  misrepresentations  of  facts,  facts  known  to  those  who  issued  it,  and 
it  also  concealed  the  existence  of  a  deed,  which  was  material  to  be  known,  and 
which,  if  known,  would  in  all  probability  have  prevented  the  formation  of  the 
company.  Being  addressed  to  the  whole  public,  any  one  might  take  up  the 
prospectus  and  appropriate  to  himself  its  representations  by  applying  for  an 
allotment  of  shares.  Held,  that  when  the  allotment  was  completed  the  office 
of  the  prospectus  was  exhausted,  and  that  a  person  who  had  not  become  an 
allottee,  but  was  gnly  a  subsequent  purchaser  of  shares  in  the  market,  waa 
not  BO  connected  with  the  prospecttfs  as  to  render  those  who  had  issued  it 
liable  to  indemnify  him  against  the  losses  which  he.  had  suffered  in  conse- 
quence of  his  purchase.  lb. 

20. ■  The  38th  section  of  the  Companies  Act,  1867  (30  &  81  Vict.,  c.  131), 

which  provides  for  the  disclosure,  in  the  prospectus  of  a  company,,  of  certain 
particulars  with  regard  to  the  class  of  contracts  specified  in  the  section,  is  ap- 
plicable only  for  the  protection  of  shareholders  in  the  company,  and  creates  no 
statutory  duty  toward  bondholders  of  the  company  or  others,  for  breach  of 
which  an  action  on  the  statute  will  lie.    CorneU  v.  Hay  (Com.  PL),  V,  804. 

21. QuoBTet  as  to  the  nature  of  the  contracts  to  which  the  provision  is 

applicable?  lb. 

22. Semble,  per  Hontman,  J.,  that  the  section  creates  no  statutory  cause 

of  action,  but  merely  amounts  to  a  declaration  that,  as  between  shareholders 
and  those  issuing  the  prospectas,  the  latter  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acted 
fraudulently.  lb. 

23.  Idability  for  misiuie  of  poweiB.  Facts  which  may  show  imprudence  in 
the  exercise  of  powers  undoubtedly  conferred  upon  directors  will  not  subject 
them  to  personal  responsibility.  The  imprudence  must  be  so  great  and  mani- 
fest as  to  amount  to  erasaa  negligentia.  Overend  dt  Ghirney  Oo.  v.  Gibb  (H.  of 
L.),  Ill,  1. 

24. Where  the  directors  to  whom  these  powers  were  intrusted,  and 

who  exercised  them,  were,  by  the  "  company  "  which  had  conferred  the  powers, 
afterward  sought  to  be  made  responsible  for  their  exercise,  held,  that  mal- 
feasance or  crasaa  negligentia  ought  to  have  been  distinctly  charged,  otherwise 
an  action  therefor  could  not  be  sustained.  lb. 

26. In  a  company  formed  for  the  purchase  of  a  business,  where  the 

power  to  make  the  purchase  was  distinctly  conferred  on  the  directors,  though 
the  character  of  the  business  turned  out  to  be  ruinous,  unless  that  character 
was  obviously  apparent  when  the  purchase  was  made,  the  directors  will  not 
be  personally  responsible  for  making  it.  lb. 

26. In  this  case  a  prospectus  was,  in  the  usual  manner,  issued  by  the 

directors,  but  that  prospectus  in  no  way  whatever  affected  the  claim  of  the 
plaintiff  company  to  compensation  for  loss  consequent  on  the  purchase  of 
the  business ;  iot  the  company  was  formed  for  the  express  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing the  business,  and  was  not  induced  to  take  that  step  by  any  previously 
issued  prospectus.  lb. 

27. An  agent  (and  the  directors  here  were  rather  agents  or  mandatories 
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than  tmsteea),  being  anthorisBed  to  do  an  act  in  itaelf  imprudent,  and  one 
whicli  the  principal  ought  not,  as  a  matter  of  prudence,  to  have  authorized,  is 
not  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  consequences  of  doing  it.  lb. 

28.  Iiiability  for  profits  of  oontraots.  A  director  of  a  joint  stock  oompanj 
is  in  a  fiduciary  position  toward  the  company,  and  if  he  makes  any  profits  on 
account  of  transactions  of  business  when  he  is  acting  for  the  company,  he  must 
account  for  them  to  the  company.  Liquidators  of  Imperial  Mer.  Cred.  As8.  v. 
Coieman  (H..  ot  h.l  Vl,  19,  , 

29. So,  if,  acting  for  himself,  he  proposes  to  the  company  a  contract, 

from  the  execution  of  which  he  will  deriye  a  profit,  that  profit  belongs  to  the 
company.  lb. 

30. Where  the  articles  of  a  joint-stock  association  declared  that  if  a 

director  had  any  interest  in  a  contract  proposed  for  acceptance  by  the  associa- 
tion, he  should  declare  his  interest,  or  his  place  as  director  should  be  vacated, 
and  that,  having  declared  it,  he  should  not  vote  on  the  proposal,  held,  first, 
that  "declare  his  interest"  meant  declare  the  nature  of  his  interest,  and  that 
the  words  were  not  satisfied  by  a  mere  declaration  that  he  had  an  interest  in 
the  matter.  lb. 

31. And  secondly,  that  the  vacating  of  the  seat  would  not  prevent  the 

contract  itself  from  being  treated  as  one  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  associa- 
tion, for  that  the  rule  of  equity  would  apply  to  such  a  case  in  addition  to  the 
penalty  specially  mentioned  by  the  articles  of  association.  lb. 

32. In  a  joint-stock  association,  created  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 

effect  loans  and  other  financial  operations,  C  (who  carried  on  business  as  a 
stock  broker)  was  a  director.  An  article  of  the  association  required  that  if  a 
director  "  contracts  with  the  company,  or  is  concerned  in,  or  participates  in  the 
profits  of  any  contract  with  the  company,  or  participates  in  the  profits  of  any 
work  done  for  the  company,  without  declaring  his  interest  at  the  meeting  of 
directors  at  which  such  contract  is  determined  on,  or  work  ordered,"  his  office 
of  director  should  be  vacated.  The  article  further  required  that  he  sho.uld  not 
vote  on  such  contract  or  work.  C.  had  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  P. 
to  ** place"  the  debentures  of  a  railway  company  for  a  commission  of  five  per 
cent.  C,  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors,  without  mentioning  his  arrangement ' 
with  P.,  but  merely  declaring  that  he  had  an  interest  in  the  transaction,  pro- 
posed to  the  association  that  it  should  undertake  to  "  place  "  these  debentures 
at  a  commission  of  one  and  a  half  per  cent.  The  proposal  was  adopted,  and 
debentures  to  a  very  large  amount  were  "  placed  "  by  the  association,  ffeldy 
that  C.  was  liable  to  account  to  the  association  for  the  difference  between  the 
two  amounts  of  commission,  so  far  as  concerned  the  debentures  which  had 

« 

been  actually  placed  by  the  association.  lb. 

33. Q  had  a  partner,  K.,  who  was  not  in  any  way  connected  with  the 

association.  The  transaction,  however,  had  been  a  partnership  transaction. 
Held,  that  the  partners  were  liable,  jointly  and  severally,  to  make  good  to  the 
association  the  profits  which  it  ought  to  have  received  In  the  increased  amount 
of  the  commission.  lb. 

34 Directors  of  a  company,  who  have  contracted  to  sell  stock  to  a  third 

party,  cannot,  while  such  contract  remains  executory,  purchase  such  stock 

52 
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from  their  vendee,  except  for  the  benefit  of  the  company  ;  and  they  may  be 
compelled  to  account  to  the  company  for  any  profit  made  by  them  on  aach  a 
parchaae.  •  Parker  v.  MeKenna  (Chan.  App.)»  XI,  466. 

36.  Penonal  liability  on  oontraotai  A  direction  given  by  persona  who  are 
diroctors  of  a  company  to  their  bankers,  when  the  company  had  a  balance  in 
the  hands  of  the  bankers,  to  honor  checks  drawn  and  signed  in  a  particalar 
manner,  does  n<»t  of  itself  impose  on  the  directors  any  personal  responsibility 
as  to  tliose  checks.  This  direction  is  in  no  s^nse  a  misrepresentation,  so  as  to 
make  personally  liable  those  who  gave  it  to  those  who  acted  upon  it.  BeaUie 
V.  Lord  Ehury  (H.  of  L.),  IX,  64. 

36. Nor,  though  that  direction  should  continue  to  be  acted  on  by  the 

bankers  after  the  company^s  account  has  been  overdrawn,  will  it  entail  on  the 
directors  who  gave  it  any  personal  liability.  Nor  will  it  entail  any  such 
liability  on  those  who,  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors,  con-  • 
firmed  the  minutes  of  the  board  meeting  at  which  it  was  given,  and  who 
drew  checks  in  accordance  with  it,  though  the  account  was  overdrawn  when 
these  latter  checks  were  issued  and  honored.  lb. 

37. Bankers  under  advances  to  a  railway  company  made  a  demand  on 

the  directors  of  the  company  to  deliver  to  them  as  "  security  "  for  the  advan. 
ces  *'  unissued  shares "  of  the  company,  and  "  such  preference  shares  and 
debentures  as  you  may  obtain  authority  to  raise  in  next  session  of  Par- 
liament." This  demand  was  not  construed  to  mean  that  the  shares  and  de- 
bentures should  be  paid-up  sha^s  and  debentures,  and  the  directors  by 
delivering  unissued  shares  and  debentures  (on  which  money  had  not  been 
paid),  were  not  guilty  of  any  misrepresentation,  and  did  not  render  themselves 
liable  to  make  good  to  the  bankers  those  shares  and  debentures.  lb. 

38.  Manager,  liability  oil  By  s.  26 :  "  Every-  company  •  «  •  shall 
make  once  at  least  in  every  year  a  list  of  all  persons  who  on  the  fourteenth 
day  succeeding  the  day  on  which  the  ordinary  general  meeting  *  *  *  . 
is  held  are  members  of  the  company  *  *  *  and  a  copy  shall  forthwith  bo 
forwarded  to  the  registrar  of  joint-stock  companies."  By  s.  27,  **  if  any  com- 
pany *  *  *  makes  default  in  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  act 
•  with  respect  to  forwarding  such  list,  such  company  shall  incur  a  penalty 
*  *  *  and  every  director  and  manager  of  the  company  who  shall  know- 
ingly and  willfully  authorize  or  permit  such  default  shall  incur  a  like  penalty." 
The  appellant  was  the  secretary  of  a  company  registered  under  the  Companies 
Act,  1862.  The  articles  of  association  did  not  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
a  manager,  and  none  had  been  appointed.  At  a  meeting  of  directors,  in  1872, 
the  appellant  reported  that  he  had  called  a  general  meeting  of  the  share- 
holders, and,  in  1874,  he  had,  in  a  letter  to  the  directors,  stated  that  unless 
certain  contracts  were  carried  out  he  should  feel  it  his  duty  to^  summon  a 
general  meeting  of  shareholders.  No  ordinary  general  meeting  of  share- 
holders had  been  held  in  the  year  1873,  and  no  list  of  shareholdere  had  been 
forwarded  to  the  registrar  in  compliance  with  s.  26,  and  the  appellant  had 
not  taken  any  steps  to  cause  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  1873.  He  was  convicted 
on  an  information  charging  him,  as  manager,  with  authorizing  a  default  in 
forwarding  a  copy  of  the  list  of  shareholders  to  the  registrar  in  1873.  Held^ 
(QUAIN,  J., dissenting),  that  the  conviction  oucrht  to  be  affirmed;  for  that  , 
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there  was  evideiice  that  the  appellant  was  manager  de  facto,  and  therefore 
a  manager  within  s.  26 ;  and  as  he  took  no  steps  In  1878  to  call  a  meeting,  and 
thereby  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  forward  to  the  registrar  a  list  of  the 
members,  there  was  evidence  that  he  had  knowingly  and  willfully  aathorized 
a  default  within  s.  27.     Gibion  v.  Ba/rtor^  (Q.  B.),  XIII,  278. 

III.  Bharbs  ahd  stock. 

39.  Oontract  for  shares.  Where  the  holding  of  a  certain  number  of  shares 
is  a  necessary  qualification  for  a  director,  merely  acting  as  a  director  does  not 
amount  to  a  contract  by  the  person  so  acting  to  take  that  number  of  unpaid 
shares  dirpctly  from  the  company.    Brown's  Case  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  762^ 

40. Each  of  the  directors  of  a  company  was  obliged  to  hold  fifty  shares. 

B.,  at  the  request  of  the  promoter  of  the  company,  assented  to  become  a 
director  and  attended  a  meeting.  By  the  direction  of  the  promoter,  who  was 
entitled  to  a  large  number  of  paid-up  shares  in  the  company,  paid-up  shares 
safficient  for  the  qualification  of  a  director  were  registered  in  B.'s  name. 
Heldy  that -any  implied  contract  by  B.  to  take  shares  was  fulfilled  by  his 
acquiring  shares  in  that  manner.  lb. 

41. Held.XhdX,  under  the  circumstances,  the  shares  registered  in  his 

name  must  be  taken  to  have  been  so  registered  in  order  to  qualify  him  as 
a  director,  or  else  that  the  agreement  under  which  he  became  a  director  was 
not  complied  with,  and  he  was  not  a  shareholder.  lb. 

42. A  company,  being  at  the  time  in  great  pecuniary  difficulties  and 

under  an  onerous  contract  with  B.,  one  of  their  directors,  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  B.,  by  which  he  agreed  to  annul  his  contract  and  give  the  company 
the  benefit  of  a  more  beneficial  sub-contract  upon  receiving  £12,000  compensa. 
tion,  which  it  was  thereby  agreed  should  be  paid  by  crediting  the  shares  stand- 
ing in  his  name  with  a  payment  of  £1,800  (thereby  making  the  same  fully 
paid  up),  an  acceptance  for  £200,  and  the  remaining  £10,000  in  fully  paid-up 
shares,  to  be  issued  at  certain  contingent  periods.  Within  two  months  after 
the  execution  and  registration  of  this  agreement  a  petition,  on  which  an  order 
was  ultimately  made,  was  presented  for  winding  up  the  company.  Held,  that 
the  effect  of  the  arrangement  under  which  B.  had  applied,  in  paying  up  his 
shares,  money  legitimately  coming  to  him  as  compensation  for  giving  up  a 
beneficial  contract,  was  to  discharge  B.  from  all  liability  in  respect  of  those 
shares.    In  re  ParaguoAsu,  etc.,  Co. ;  Adamson's  case  (Eq.  C),  XI,  596. 

43.  Payment  for  stock.  Any  bona  fide  transaction  between  a  company  and 
a  shareholder  which,  if  the  company  brought  an  action  against  him  for  calls, 
would  support  a  plea  of  payment,  is  "  payment  in  casli "  within  sect.  25  of  the 
Companies  Act,  1867.  S.  took  shares  in  a  company  formed  for  working  a 
mine  which  he  sold  to  them.  The  whole  nominal  amount  of  the  shares  was 
immediately  payable,  as  was  also  the  purchase-money  of  the  property.  Itiwas 
agreed  between  S.  and  the  company  that  he  should  be  credited  in  account 
with  the  price  of  the  property,  and  debited  with  the  amount  payable  on  his 
shares ;  and  the  balance  of  the  account  thus  made  out  was  shortly  afterward 
exactly  balanced  by  cash  payments  by  S.  Held,  that  S.  must  be  considered  as 
having  paid  up  his  calls  in  cash.    Bpargo*s  case  (Chan.  App.),  V,  626. 

44. The  25th  section  of  the  Companies  Act,  1867,  has  not  altered  tho 
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law  with  regard  to  the  question  o£  what  is  a  good  payment  for  shares.    In  re 
LimehouM  Works  Company  ;  Ooates*  case  (Eq.  C),  VII,  748. 

46. The  memorandum  of  association  of  a  company  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  and  carrying  on  the  business  of  C.  was  subscribed  by  him 
for  2,500  sliares,  which  were  of  £1  each.  It  was  also  subscribed  by  other  per- 
sons, by  which  the  number  taken  amounted  to  6,265  out  of  a  total  capital  of 
7,500  shares ;  and  the  company  could  only  issue  fresh  shares  by  special  resolu- 
tion. The  articles  of  association  stated  that  an  agreement  had  been  prepared 
between  C.  and  the  company  for  the  sale  of  the  business  to  the  latter  for 
£5,000,  of  which  one-half  was  to  be  in  fully  paid-up  shares  of  the  company. 
This  agreement  was  executed  shortly  after  the  registration  of  the  jnemoran- 
dum  and  articles  of  association,  and  was  filed  with  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock 
Companies.  As  between  C.  and  the  company,  the  shares  for  which  he  signed 
•  the  memorandum  were  treated  as  being  the  fully  paid-up  shares  which  he  took 
as  part  of  the  purchase-money,  and  he  was  debited  in  the  books  with  £2,500 
due  on  the  shares,  and  credited  with  £5,000  as  the  price  of  the  business.  HM, 
that  G.  was  entitled  to  treat  the'  shares  for  which  he  subscribed  the  memoran- 
dum as  the  same  shares  as  those  for  which  he  sold  his  business,  and  that  the 
shares  were  paid  for  in  cash  within  the  meaning  of  the  26th  section  of  the  act 
of  1867.  lb. 

46.  M.  subscribed  the  memorandum  of  a  company  in  November,  1865, 

for  100  £10  shares,  and  became  a  director  and  chairman.  The  100  shares  were 
registered  in  his  name  before  March,  1866.  On  the  1st  of  March,  1866,  he 
signed  a  written  agreement  to  sell  certain  land  to  the  company  for  £1,000,  and 
he  afterward  conveyed  it  to  the  company,  signing  the  usual  receipt  for  the 
purchase-money.  It  did  not  appear  that  any  money  was  ever  paid  to  him,  but 
his  shares  were  treated  as  fully  paid-up.  At  a  meeting  of  the  company  on  the 
28th  of  March,  1866,  the  directors  stated  that  they  had  bought  property  on 
advantageous  term?,  the  vendors  having  agreed  to  accept  £1,000,  part  of  the 
purchase-money,  in  fully  paid-up  shares.  Sometime  after  the  agreement  had 
been  entered  into  a  minute  was  made  in  the  directors'  minute  book  stating 
that  100  paid-up  shares  had  been  allotted  to  M.  in  payment  of  his  purchase- 
money.  No  shares,  however,  were  in  fact  allotted  to  him.  The  prospectus 
contained  a  statement  similar  to  that  in  the  report.  The  company  having  after- 
ward been  ordered  to  be  wound  up,  M.  was  found  on  the  register  for  100  paid- 
up  shares,  but  the  official  liquidator  applied  to  put  him  on  the  list  of  ^ntribu- 
tories  for  100  other  shares  on  which  nothing  had  been  paid.  M.,  in  his  affidavits, 
stated  that  he  had,  during  the  negotiation  for  purchase,  offered  to  accept  the 
£1,000  in  paid-up  shares  or  to  invest  it  in  paid-up  shares,  and  that  on  the  com- 
pletion of  the  purchase  100  paid-up  shares  were  allotted  to  him  and  received 
by  him  in  satisfaction  of  the  £1,000.  Held,  that  M.  was  to  be  treated  only  as 
the  holder  of  fully  paid-up  shares,  for  that  on  the  te^ms  of  the  contract  and 
conveyance  the  company  were  bound  to  pay  him  £1,000  in  cash,  and  that  by 
this  his  liability  on  the  100  shares  for  which  he  signed  the  memorandum  of 
association  was  satisfied,  and  that  the  expressions  in  the  prospectus,  the  report, 
the  directors'  minute,  and  M.'s  affidavits  were  not  sufficient  to  lead  to  the  con- 
elusion  that'M.  sold  to  the  company  for  100  fully  paid-up  shares  distinct  from 
the  shares  for  which  he  signed  the  memorandum.  Maynard*s  ease  (Chan.  App.), 
VIII,  727. 
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47.  Preferred  stookholden,  zighta  o£  A  company  haying  power  to  Increaao 
its  capital  to  Bach  amount  and  upon  such  terms,  and  either  with  or  without 
special  priyilegee  or  preferences  to  the  holders  of  the  shares  in  sach  increased 
capital,  s>8  they  should  deem  expedient,  raised  further  capital  hj  the  issue  of 
preference  shares,  entitled  to  a  preferential  interest  of  10  per  cent  per  annum, 
the  amount  of  such  shares  to  be  repaid  on  six  months'  notice  with  25  per 
cent  bonus,  such  payment  of  interest,  repayment,  and  bonus  to  take  place 
before  any  dividend,  interest,  or  other  money  was  payable  to  the  original 
shareholders.  The  company  was  wound  up,  and  after  payment  of  debts  there 
remained  a  surplus  for  distribution.  Held,  that  the  company  had  conferred  a 
preference  as  to  capital,  as  well  as  dividend,  upon  the  new  shareholders,  and 
that  they  were  entitled  to  the  surplus  assets  in  priority  to  the  original  share- 
holders.   Matter  of  Bangor,  etc..  Slate  Co,  (Eq.  C).  Xlli  606. 

48.  < The  directors  of  a  limited  company,  under  the  authority  of  the 

articles  of  association,  and  with  the  sanction  of  a  general  meeting,  issued 
preference  capital  carrying  a  divi^^nd  at  £10  per  cent  per  annum,  payable 
half-yearly.  Hetd^  on  demurrer,  that,  if  the  profits  of  any  year  were  insuffi- 
cient to  pay  the  dividend  in  full  to  the  preference  shareholders,  the  deficiency 
might  be  made  good  out  of  subsequent  profits.  Webb  y.  i^rjtf  (Eq.  C),  XV, 
487. 

49.  Tranitfer  of  shares.  Where  the  own^r  of  shares  l>orrowB  money  and 
deposits  with  the  lender  certificates  ^of  his  shares,  and  also  transfers  thereof 
signed  by  him,  but  with  the  date  and  name  of  the  transferee  left  blank,  the 
lender  has  implied  poyrer  to  fill  up  the  blanks,  and  the  transfers  will  pass  the 
legal  interest  if  the  articles  of  association  do  not  require  a  deed ;  otherwise 
only  an  equitable  interest.  In  re  Tahiti  Cotton  Co, ;  Ex  parte  Sargent  (Eq. 
C),  Vn.  813. 

60. Where  the  articles  of  association  of  a  company  permit  a  transfer 

of  shares  to  be  made  by  "  instrument  in  writing,"  it  is  not  necessary  that  the 
transfer  should  be  by  deed,  even  although  the  uniform  practice  of  the  com- 
pany may  have  been  to  require  one.  lb. 

61.  Admission  of  transferee.  The  deed  of  settlement  of  a  life  insurance 
company  provided  that  any  shareholder  should  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his 
shares  to  any  other  person  who  was  already  a  shareholder,  or  who  should  be 
approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  that  no  person  not  being  already  a 
shareholder,  or  the  executor,  etc.,  of  a  shareholder,  should  be  entitled  to 
become  the  transferee  of  any  share  unless  approved  of  by  the  board.  Jleld, 
that  the  directors  were  not  bound  to  disclose  their  reasons  for  rejecting  a 
transferee,  provided  they  had  fairly  considered  the  question  at  a  meeting  of 
the  board ;  and  that,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  *the  contrary,  the  court 
would  take  for  granted  that  they  acted  reasonably  and  bona  fide.  But  if 
there  is  evidence  to  show  that  directors  who  have  such  a  power  have  exer- 
cised it  capriciously  or  unfairly,  the  court  has  jurisdiction  to  interfere,  and 
this  jurisdiction  may  be  exercised  on  a  summons  under  the  85th  section  of 
the  Companies  Act,  1862.  Matter  of  Greeham  Life  Aeeurance  Co.  (Clian. 
App.).  V,  658. 

62.  Registration  of  transfers  compelled.  The  articles  of  association  of  a 
company  provided  that  every  member  should  have  one  vote  for  every  share 
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up  to  100,  one  for  ever;  five  sUares  in  tUe  next  100,  and  one  for  every  ten 
aharea  alter  200.  The  directon  were  empowered  to  decline  to  register  aoy 
tnoaferof  aliares  made  by  a  member  nlio  was  indebted  to  the  companjj  or, 
Id  tbe  case  ot  shares  not  fall;  paid  up,  to  a  tranaferee  of  whom  thej  did  not 
.approve.  NotJoes  haTing  been  isaiied  of  a  meeting  at  which  would  be  pro- 
posed resolDtloDB  for  nluding  up  the  companyvoluntarily.and  for  the  appoint- 
ment ot  a  liquidator,  the  largest  creditors  of  the  company,  who  were  also  the 
holders  of  1,000  fully  paid-up  eharee,  in  order  to  secure  full  voting  powers  at 
the  meetiug,  made  nine  tranHlers  ot  100  ebaree  each  to  bs  manj  nominees  ot 
their  own.  and  sent  them  In  lor  registration  ;  but  the  company  refaetxl'  la 
register  tbe  transfers.  Oo  motion  on  t>ehalf  ot  the  transferers  under  the  35th 
section  of  the  Compaales  Act,  1862,  the  company  were  ordered  to  register  the 
transfers  iu  time  to  enable  the  transferees  to  vote  at  Che  meeting.  Matter  of 
Stranton  Iron,  etc.,  Go.  (Eq.  C),  VII,  581. 

63. Where  a  peraon  claiming  shares  undir  a  legal  title  applies  under 

sect.  8S  of  the  Companies  Act,  1862,  to  have  the  register  of  a  company  recti- 
fied, the  court  has  jurisdiction  to  decide  a  question  of  title  between  liim  and 
another  peisou  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  the  shares,  but  has  no  jurlsdlciion  to 
order  coets  to  be  paid  by  such  third  party.  Nor  (lembU)  has  the  court  jurisdic- 
tion to  make  an  order  under  that  sectioa  wLere  the  title  of  the  applicant  is 
equitable  only.     In  re  Tahiti  Cotton  Co.;  Ex  parte  tiargent  (Eq.  C).  VII,  813. 

54. Upon  the  occasion  of  a  loan  Iteing  made  by  C.  to  F.,  the  chairmau 

of  the  T.  Company,  F.  deposited  with  C,  shares  in  various  companies  (includ- 
ing some  in  the  T,  Compan;),  and  transfers  thereof,  with  the  date  and  the 
name  of  the  transferee  left  blank.  C.  afterward  deposttad  the  shares  Id  the 
T.  Company,  and  the  transfers  thereof,  with  S.  by  way  of  security  for  a  debi. 
Subsequently  F.,  being  about  to  pay  off  his  loan,  was  informed  by  C.  that  he 
had  pledged  the  T.  shares,  but  did  not  Insist  on  the  share  certificates  and 
transfers  b^ng  delivered  up  before  payment  waa  made.  8.  afterward  filled 
up'Uie  blanks  in  the  transfers,  and  sent  them  to  the  company  tor  registration  ; 
but  the  company  having  received  notice  from  F.  that  he  disputed  the  validity 
of  the  transfers,  refused  to  register  tbem.

der  of  shares.  A  company  may,  by  special  resolution,  vary  its 
»  give  itself  power  to  accept  surrenders  of  old  shares  In  exchange 
o  thousand  £10  shares  in  a  company  had  been  Issued,  of  which 
shares)  bad  been  fully  paid  up,  and  on  the  other  1,009  (called  A 
I.  per  share  had  been  paid.     Special  resolutions  were  duly  passed 
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that  the  X  shares  should  be  canceled,  and  two  shares  of  £10  each,  with  £5 
per  share  paid  thereon,  given  in  lien  of  each,  and  that  the  A  shares  shoald  be 
canceled  and  one  share  of  £10,  with  £5  paid,  be  given  in  lien  of  every  two  of 
them.  These  resolutions  were  assented  to  by  all  the  shareholders  and 
diilj  registered,  and  the  shareholders  generally  accepted  in  lieu  of  their 
old  shares  (which  were  called  in  the  proceedings  B  shares)  with  £5  each 
paid.  T.,  a  holder  of  A  shares,  having  thus  accepted  B  shares,  sold  and 
transferred  theih,  and  in  the  annual  lists  sent  to  the  Registrar,  was  treated 
as  having  then  ceased  to  be  a  member.  About  seven  years  after  the  pass- 
ing of  the  resolutions,  the  company  was  ordered  to  be  wound  up,  and  the 
liquidator  placed  on  the  list  of  contributories  the  name  of  T.,  and  also  the 
names  of  all  the  other  persons  who  at  the  passing  of  the  resolutions  were 
holders  of  A  shares,  as  well  as  the  names  of  the  persons  who  had  become 
holders  of  the  B  shares  given  in  lieu  of  them.  Held,  that  T.'s  name  must  be 
removed  from  the  list,  for  that  the  resolutions  ought  to  be  construed  not  as  pur- 
porting to  oblige  all  the  shareholders  to  accept  B  shares  in  lieu  of  their  old 
shares,  but  only  as  empowering  the  directors  to  effect  such  exchange  with  all 
shareholders  who  wished  it,  and  that  so  construed,  the  resolutions  were  .not 
tUtra  vires^  but  were  effectual  as  special  resolutions  altering  the  articles  of 
association,  and  that  a  surrender  of  the  old  shares  made  in  pursuance  of  them 
wasvalid.     Teatdal^a  Case  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  722. 

66.  Oanoellation  of  shares.  Certain  shares  were  allotted  and  accepted  as 
fully  paid-up  in  pursuance  of  a  contract  with  a  trustee  for  the  company, 
which,  through  inadvertence,  had  not  been  registered  in  accordance  with  sect. 
25  of  the  Companies  \ct,  1867.  Upon  discovery  of  the  omission,  the  directors 
canceled  the  shares  and  removed  the  name  of  the  allottee  from  the  register, 
then  registered  the  contract,  and  subsequently  issued  fresh  shares  to  the  allot- 
tee. The  company  was  afterward  wound  up.  Hdd,  that  the  directors  had  power 
to  't^ctify  a  mistake  which  was  common  to  them  and  the  allottee,  and  that  the 
transaction  could  not  be  disturbed.  In  re  Pode,  etc.,  Co.;  Hartley*a  Case 
(Chan.  App.),  XI,  511. 

67. Held,  also,  that  a  contract  with  a  trustee  for  a  company,  adopted  by 

the  company,  is  within  the  meaning  of  the  25th  section,  of  the  Companies  Act, 
1867.  lb. 

68. Where  bankers  have  demanded  and  received  unissued  preference 

shares  of  a  railway  company  as  *  *  coUati-ral  security  "  for  advances  they  have 
made  on  the  company's  checks,  and  have  been  registered  on  the  registry  of  the 
company  as  the  holders  of  such  shares,  a  court  of  equity  will  examine  into 
the  circumstances  of  the  transaction,  and  can  direct  the  proper  steps  to 
be  taken  to  cancel  such  registration.  Beattie  v.  Lord  Ebury'(H.,  of  L.), 
IX,  64. 

69.  —  The  order  of  the  House  directed  the  officers  of  the  railway  company 
to  take,  all  proper  measures  for  canceling  the  registration.  lb. 

00.  Forfisiture  of  shares.  There  must  be  properly  appointed  directors  to 
make  a  call  or  to  declare  a  forfeiture  of  shares.  Garden  OuUy,  etc..  Mining 
Co.  y,  MeLiHer  (App.  Gas.),  XV,  1. 

61. A  declaration  of  forfeiture  (for  non-payment  of  a  call)  of  shares  in 

a  company  registered  In  Victoria  under  27  Vict.,  No.  228,  was  made  on  the  18tb 
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of  Jane,  1869,  by  a  reeolution  of  the  board  of  directors,  oonsistin^  of  a 
quorum  of  three,  H.,  B.,  and  A.,  who  had  been  elected  (with  two  others)  at  a 
quarterly  general  meeting  of  the  company,  held  on  the  14th  of  April,  1869, 
which  meeting  had  been  convened  by  advertisement,  published  on  the  8th, 
10th,  and  18th  of  April,  for  the  election  of  a  full  board  of  directors.  It  ap- 
peared that  H.  and  A.  had  been  previously  elected  directors  on  the  14th  of 
January,  1867,  had  not  retired  from  office  as  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  com- 
pany, but  had  continued  to  act  as  directors  up  to  the  14ih  of  April,  1869. 
Heldy  that  the  said  meeting  of  the  14th  of  April,  1869,  having  been  held  with- 
out due  notice  thereof,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  company  passed  under 
the  provisions  of  27  Vict.,  No.  228,  and  of  the  business  to  be  transacted 
thereat,  the  election  of  a  full  board  of  directors  thereby  was  invalid,  and  con- 
sequently the  Bubseqifent  declaration  of  forfeiture  of  the  18th  of  June,  1869, 
was  also  invalid.  Even  if  H.  and  A.  had  before  that  election  legally  held 
office,  tliey  could  not  thereafter  act  under  their  former  title,  for  the  election  of 
a  full  board,  though  invalid,  necessarily  involved  the  retirement  of  those,  if 
any,  who  up  to  that  time  had  legally  held  the  office  of  director.  lb. 

02.' A  declaration  of  forfeiture  of  shares,  invalid  under  the  rules  of  a 

company  registered  under  27  Vict.,  No.  228,  before  Act  No.  854  came  into 
force,  is  not  rendered  valid  by  the  latter  act.  lb. 

63. Mere  laches  does  not  disentitle  the  holder  of  shares  to  equitable 

relief  against  an  invalid  declaration  of  forfeiture.  lb. 

IV.   CJONTRACTS  BY    AND  WITH  C0in*A]7IES. 

64.  DeaUngB  with  de  fiicto  directors.  Bankers  who  have  funds  of  a  com- 
pany (formed  under  the  Companies  Act,  1862)  in  their  hands  may  (acting  bona 
fide)  lawfully  honor  the  checks  of  the  directors  of  the  company,  signed 
according  to  a  form  sent  by  them  to  the  bank,  without  being  bound,  previously, 
to  inquire  whether  the  persons  pretending  to  sign  as  directors  have  been  duly 
appointed  to  office,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  memorandum  and 
articles  of  association.  Mdhotiy  v.  EaA  HoLyford  Mining  Co,  (H.  of  L.),  XIV, 
237. 

66. W.,  in  concert  with  some  friends  and  dependents  of  his,  started  a 

company  called  a  mining  company.  The  memorandum  and  articles  of  asso- 
ciation were  registered.  Subscriptions  were  obtained  from  persons  becoming 
shareholders,  and  these  subscriptions  were  paid  into  a  bank,  which  had  been 
described  in  the  prospectuses  of  the  company.  The  bankers  received  a  formal 
notice,  signed  by  the  person  who  described  himself  as  the  secretary  of  the 
company,  that  they  were  to  pay  the  checks  signed  by  "  either  two  of  the 
following  three  directors,"  and  countersigned  by  himself,  in  accordance  with 
a  "  resolution  passed  this  day  ; "  and  the  names  of  the  three  persons  described 
as  directors,  and  their  signatures,  were  inclosed  with  the  "  resolution."  The 
bankers  from  time  to  time,  while  the  business  of  the  company  appeared  to  be 
going  on,  received  checks  signed  and  countersigned  as  described,  and  duly 
honored  them.  When  the  fund  had  been  almost  entirely  drawn  out,  the 
company  was  ordered  to  be  wound  up.  It  then  appeared  that  there  never  had 
been  a  meeting  of  shareholders,  nor  any  appointment  of  directors  or  of  a 
secretary,  but  that  the  persons  who  had  got  up  the  company  had  treated  them- 
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Belves  ae  directors  and  secretary  and  appropriated  the  money  obtained  from 
the  subscriptions.  Held,  that  the  official  liquidator  could  not  recover  from  the 
bankers  the  amount  of  the  checks  which,  under  the  circumstances  disclosed 
in  the  case,  they  had  thus  bona  fide  paid.  lb. 

66. Where  those  who  draw  and  those  who  (p<ma  fide)  honor  checks, 

intend  them  to  operate  on  a  certain  account,  no  objection  can  afterward  be 
taken  that  that  account  is  not  specifically  mentioned  on  the  face  of  the 
checks.  lb. 

67. It  is  the  duty  of  shareholders  of  a  company  to  see  that  its  business 

is  properly  done,  and  if  they  allow  the  business  to  be  done  by  unauthorized 
persons  acting  as  directors,  they  are  bound  by  their  acts.  lb. 

68.  Sale  of  b.u8in688  and  assets.  The  directors  of  a  company  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  A.  to  sell  him  the  business  and  assets  of  the  company,  upon 
the  terms  that  the  directors  should  forthwith  call  an  extraordinary  meeting 
and  endeavor  to  get  the  sanction  of  the  shareholders  to  the  carrying  out  the 
sale,  and  that  on  such  sanction  being  obtained  he  should  pay  the  directors 
£250  in  cash,  and  if  he  should  succeed  in  establishing  a  new  company  for  the 
same  purpose,  should,  within  three  months  from  the  allotment  of  shares,  pay 
a  further  sum  of  £1,250  in  cash,  and  £2,000  in  fully  paid-up  shares  of  the  new 
company.  The  company,  at  an  extraordinary  general  meeting,  passed  a  reso- 
lution for  affixing  the  seal  of  the  company  to  the  agreement,  which  was  done, 
and  A.  paid  the  £250.  Held,  on  bill  by  a  dissentient  shareholder,  that  the 
agreement  was  ultra  tiree  and  invalid,  and 'that  effect  could  not  be  given  to  it  * 
under  sect.  161  of  the  Companies  Act,  1862.  for  that  section  only  authorizes 
sale  to  a  company,  not  to  a  person  about  to  form  a  company.  Bvrd  v.  Bird's 
PaUrU  Deodorising,  etc.,  Co.  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  909. 

69.  Acts  ultra  ▼ires.  By  one  of  the  articles  of  association  of  a  joint-stock 
company  it  was  provided  that  the  company  shall  not,  under  any  circumstances, 
purchase  its  own  shares."  The  directors,  having  advanced  money  to  the  pro- 
moters of  the  company  to  enable  them  to  take  up  shares  which  they  (the  pro- 
moters) had  bought,  but  for  which  they  were  unable  to  pay, agreed,  by  resolu- 
tion, to  abandon  their  claim  to  have  the  money  returned,  in  consideration  of 
400  sliares  (upon  which  £10  per  share  had  been  paid  up)  being  given  up  to 
them  to  be  canceled.  SembU,  that  this  was  a  "  purchase  of  shares "  within 
the  prohibition  above  mentioned.  Phosphate  of  Lime  Co.  v.  Oreen  (Com.  PI.), 
I,  98. 

70. ratification.    A  company  was  established  for  the  working  of  two 

mines,  with  a  nominal  capital  of  £300,000,  divided  into  12,000  shares  of  £25 
each.  Difficulties  arising  as  to  the  title  to  one  of  the  mines,  and  the  defend- 
ants, who  had  negotiated  the  purchases  for  the  company,  and  were  to  receive 
£10,000  from  the  vendor  of  each  mine,  and  had  received  the  £10,000  upon  the 
completion  of  the  purchase  of  the  other  mine,  having  bought  400  shares  in  the 
market,  and  not  being  prepared  to  take  them  up,  applied  to  the  company  for 
assistance,  and  the  latter  advanced  them  £6,600  upon  the  defendants  under- 
taking to  return  it  in  the  event  of  the  purchase  of  the  second  mine  not  being 
completed  within  three  months.  The- shares  were  taken  up,  but  the  contract 
for  tlie  purchase  of  the  mine  ultimately  went  offl  The  directors  then  called 
upon  the  defendants  to  return  the  £6,500,  and,  after  much  negotiation,  it  was 
53 
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arranged  that  the  defendants  should  transfer  to  the  company  the  400  shaiea 
(£10  paid  up),  in  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  the  claim  of  the  company  against 
them.  This  transaction  took  place  in  August,  1866 ;  and  in  March,  1867,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  shareholders,  it  was  agreed  that  the  company  should  go  into 
liquidation,  and  its  business  be  transferred  to  a  new  company  with  a  dimin- 
ished capital  and  £10  shares,  the  directors  of  the  new  company  being  the  direct- 
ors of  the  old  one,  and  the  shareholders  in  the  old  company  being  holders  of 
share  for  share  in  the  new  one.  A  report  of  the  directors  was  read,  showing 
the  reasons  for  the  liquidation  and  transfer,  and  that  the  diminution  of  the 
capital  was  owing  partly  to  the  abandonment  of  the  purchase  of  the  second 
mine  and  partly  to  "  shares  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  calls."  At  this  meet- 
ing an  account  was  handed  to  each  shareholder  present,  in  which  the  sum  of 
£4,000  was  set  down  as  the  price  of  *' shares  canceled  ;"  and  the  account  of 
the  defendants  in  the  company's  ledger  was  credited  with  £4,000,  as  per  shares 
forfeited  account."  By  the  articles  of  association  of  the  company  the  directors 
were  prohibited  from  purchasing  their  own  shares ;  but  they  had  power  to 
compromise  debts  due  to  them,  and  to  forfeit  shares  for  non-payment  of  calls. 
Held,  that,  assuming  that  the  compromise  with  the  defendants  by  the  accept- 
ance and  cancellation  of  the  400  shares  was  ultra  vires  of  the  directors,  the  sub- 
sequent conduct  of  the  shareholders  in  fasenting  to  the  transfer  of  the  old  to 
the  new  company,  with  knowledge  or  the  opportunity  and  means  of  knowing, 
if  they  thought  proper  to  inquire,  that  such  transfer  was  in  part  founded  upon 
such  cancellation,  was  a  ratification  and  acquiescence  in  what  the  directors  had 
done,  and  sustained  a  plea  of  accord  and  «atisfaction  to  an  action  brought  in 
1870  against  the  defendants  in  the  name  of  the  old  company  for  the  recovery 
of  the  £6,500  advance.  lb. 

71. To  show  assent  and  acquiescence  in  such  a  case  i{  is  not  necessary 

(or  possible)  to  prove  the  acquiescence  of  each  individual  shareholder.  It  is 
enough  to  show  circumstances  which  are  reasonably  calculate^  to  satisfy  the 
court  or  a  jury  that  the  thing  to  be  ratified  came  to  the  knowledge  of  all  who 
chose  to  inquire,  all  having  full  opportunity  and  means  of  inquiry.  lb. 

72. There  were  two  companies,  C.  and  W.,  the  directors  of  each  of 

which  entered  into  business  arrangements  with  the  other.  The  W.  company 
had  six  directors.  A  deed  was  executed  in  February,  1865,  by  the  6th  clause 
of  which  the  W.  directors  agreed  that  three  of  the  C.  directors  should  at  once 
become  members  of  the  W.  board ;  that  on  certain  events  happening  a  fourth 
director  of  the  W.  board  was  to  be  appointed  by  the  C.  directors ;  and  that 
then  there  should  be  no  further  appointment  of  W.  directors  except  with  the 
sanction  of  the  C.  directors.  Held,  that  this  was  illegal ;  that  the  stipulation 
aflected  the  whole  of  the  rest  of  the  deed,  and  made  it  illegal  and  void. 
James  v.  Eve  (H.  of  L.),  VII,  41. 

73. By  other  arrangements  in  the  same  deed,  the  C.  directors  undertook 

to  do  such  works  as  the  W.  directors  might  appoint ;  to  provide  materials,  to 
"  place "  the  shares  of  the  W.  company,  and  all  the  paid-up  calls  of  the  W. 
company  were  to  be  paid  to  the  G.  company,  which  was  to  make  all  necessary 
payments  for  the  W.  company  (acting,  as  its  banker),  to  pay  for  two  years,  7 
per  cent  on  the  capital  paid  up  by  its  shareholders,  to  render  accounts  of 
works  done,  and  to  receive  35  per  cent  on  all  moneys  received  and  paid  on 
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account  of  tbe  W.  company.  HM,  that  the  payment  of  the  7  per  cent,  and  that 
of  the  85  per  cent,  were  both  illegal.  lb. 

7^ The  deed  of  Febraary,1865,  was  declared  by  another  deed  in  May, 

1866,  to  be  canceled  except  so  far  as  any  thing  had  been  done  under  the 
former.  Heldj  that  as  nothing  was  shown  to  have-  been  done  under  the  deed 
of  February,  1865,  except  by  some  payments  of  the  7  per  cent  interest  on  the 
calls  paid  up,  and  by  the  receipt  and  payment  of  moneys,  as  to  which  the  C. 
directors  had  really  acted  only  in  the  character  of  bankers  to  the  W.  company, 
there  was  no  claim  for  the  agreed  commission.  lb. 

76.  The  Laffitte  Company  was  formed  to  purchase  the  business  of  C. 

Laffltte  &  Ck>..  of  Paris.  The  Paris  firm  would  not  complete  unless  40,000 
shares  were  taken.  To  satisfy  them,  the  International  Company,  which  was 
promoting  the  Lat&tte  Company,  guaranteed  a  subscription  for  40,000  shares, 
and  applied  to  the  National  Bank  to  discount  their  promissory  notes  for 
£200,000,  which  the  bank  agreed  to  do  upon  the  guarantee  of  the  Laffltte 
Company,  which  was  signed  by  Kitson,  Gautray  and  Bate,,  three  of  the  direct- 
ors, and  sealed  by  the  company,  that,  until  the  notes  were  paid,  the  Laffltte 
Company  would  leave  in  the  hands  of  tl\p  bank  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum 
remaining  due  on*  the  notes,  and  that  if  the  notes  were  not  paid  the  bank 
might  pay  them  out  of  such  amount.  The  £200,000  was  accordingly  carried 
to  the  credit  of  the  International  Company,  who  proyided  shareholders  and 
paid  the  deposit  and  allotment  money  of  £5  per  share  out  of  the  £200,000, 
which  thus  got  to  the  credit  of  the  Laffitte  Company *at  the  bank.  The  bank, 
in  order  to  enable  the  Laffitte  Company  to  obtain  a  settling  day  on  the  Stock 
Bxchange,  gave  a  certificate  that  there  was  £200,000  standing  to  the  credit  of 
that  company.  Afterward,  the  promissory  notes  not  being  taken  up  at  matur- 
ity, the  National*  Bank  paid  them  out  of  the  £200,000.  After  an  order  had 
been  made  for  winding  up  the  Laffitte  Company,  a  shareholder  in  that  com- 
pany filed  his  bill  on  behalf  of  himself  and  all  other  shareholders,  except  the 
defendants,  against  the  directors  of  the  Laffltte  Company  and  against  the 
National  Bank,  to  recover  the  £200,000  for  the  benefit  of  the  Laffltte  Company 
as  having  been  applied  in  breach  of  trust.  Held^  that  the  suit  ought  to  have 
been  by  the  Laffitte  Company,  and  that  a  bill  by  one  shareholder  pn  behalf, 
etc,  could  not  be  sustained.    Oray  v.  LeuM  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  529. 

76. Held^  further,  that  the  remedy,  supposing  the  Laffitte  Company  to 

have  a  right  to  the  £200,000,  would  have  been  at  law  by  an  action  against  the 
bank,  for  that  the  guarantee  was  ultra  vires,  and  known  to  the  bank  to  be  so, 
and  was,  therefore,  no  answer  to  the  demand  of  the  Laffitte  Company  for  the 
sum  which  had  stood  to  their  credit.  lb. 

77. Held)  further,  that  the  £200,000  never  belonged  to  the  Laffitte  Com- 
pany at  all,  for  that  the  whole  transaction  was  an  illegal  and  fraudulent 
scheme,  out  of  which  no  rights  could  a.rise  as  between  the  parties  to  it.  lb. 

78. After  this  the  National  Bank,  by  its  public  officer,  filed  a  bill 

against  Lewis  and  Henshaw,  who  were  two  of  its  own  directors,  and  McKenna, 
its  managing  director,  to  compel  them  to  make  good  the  loss  which  the  bank 
had  sustained  through  the  above  transactions,  and  Vice-chancellor  Malinb 
made  a  decree  accordingly.  On  appeal  by  defendants,  ?ield,  that,  although 
where  A.  contracts  to  indemnify  B.  against  a  claim,  and  a  judgment  is  obtained 
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against  B.  in  an  action  bona  fide  defended  bj  him,  and  he  pays  the  demand, 

A.  cannot  be  heard  to  contend  that  the  judgment  was  erroneous,  the  case  is 
otherwise  where  there  is  no  contract  to  indemnify,  bujt  only  a  claim  to  indemnify, 
founded  on  a  breach  of  trust ;  and  that  the  defendants  were  not  estopped  from 
saying  that  the  National  Bank  had  incurred  no  liability  to  pay  any  thing  to 
the  Laffitte  Company;  and  that  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Appeal 
the  National  Bank  had  not  incurred  any  such  liability,  the  bill  must  be  dis- 
missed, but  without  costs,  on  account  of  the  objectionable  nature  of  the  trans- 
action.    Parker  v.  Letois  (Chan.  App.^  VII,  629. 

79. The  H.  Railway  Company,  whdse  line  ran  into  the  defendant  com- 
pany's line  at  B.,  had  a  Parliamentary  right  to  use  the  defendants'  station  at 

B.  The  plaintiff  company  had  running  powers  over  the  defendants'  line,  and 
were  anxious  to  run  trains  through  the  B.  station  over  the  H.  line.  The  H. 
company  applied  to  Parliament  for  power  to  lease  their  line  to  the  plaintiffs, 
but  through  the  opposition  of  the  defendants  the  proposed  bill  was  thrown 
out.  The  &.  company  then  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  plaintiffs, 
terminable  on  six  months'  notice,  by  which  they  agreed  to  allow  the  plaintifis 
to  use  the  H.  line  and  all  its  stations,  sidings,  etc.,  and  to  afford  them  every 
facility  for  so  doing ;  the  plaintiffs  to  keep  the  line  in  repair,  and  appoint  and 
pay  their  own  officers  and  tx  the  rates  and  fares  of  through  traffic,  paying  to 
the  H.  company  a  proportion  of  the  through  rates  and  fares  by  way  of  com- 
muted toll.  It  was  *also  provided  that  if  the  H.  company  should  desire  the 
plaintiffs  to  undertake  the  local  traffic  of  the  H.  line  the  plaintiffs  would  do 
so,  paying  the  H.  company  a  proportion  of  the  fares.  The  plaintiffii,  under 
this  agreement,  claimed  the  right  to  run  their  trains  over  the  defeudants* 
junction  at  B.,  and  filed  their  bill  to  establish  the  right  which  the  defendants 
resisted,  on  the  ground  that  the  agreement  between  the  plaintifis  and  the  H. 
company  was  uUra  vires  and  illegal.  Held,  that  the  agreement  was  not  ultra 
vires  or  illegal,  and  that  the  plainti£FiB  were  entitled  to  the  relief  prayed. 
Midland  Bailtoay  v.  Chreat  Western  BaUtoay  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  408. 

80.  — — -  A  company,  created  a  corporation  under  the  Companies  Act,  1863 
(35  &  26  Vict.,  c.  89),  is  not  thereby  created  a  corporation  with  inherent  com- 
mon-law 0ghts.  Ashbury  By.,  etc.,  Co.  v.  Biche  (H.  of  L.),  XIV,  43  ;  reversing 
S.  C,  X,  896. 

81. The  objects  of  a  company  proposed  to  be  incorporated  under  that 

act,  as  stated  in  the  memorandum  of  association  required  by  the  '  8th  section 
of  the  act,  cannot  be  departed  from,  except  so  far  as  the  12th  section  permits 
the  change.     The  memorandum  is  the  charter  of  the  coqipany.  lb. 

82. Consequently  a  contract  made  by  the  directors  of  such  a  company, 

upon  a  matter  not  included  in  the  memorandum  of  association,  is  tUtra  vires  of 
the  directors,  and  is  not  binding  on  the  company.  lb. 

83. Nor  can  such  a  contract  be  rendered  binding  on  the  company  though 

afterward  expressly  assented  to  at  a  general  meeting  of  shareholders.  Being 
in  its  inception  void,  as  beyond  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  it  cannot  be 
ratified  even  by  the  assent  of  the  whole  body  of  shareholders.  lb. 

84. A  company  was  registered  under  the  Joint  Stock  Companies  Act, 

1862.    Its  objects,  as  stated  in  the  memorandum  of  association,  were  these  : 
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"  to  make,  and  sell,  or  lend  on  hire,  railway  carriages  and  wagons,  and  all 
kinds  of  railway  plant,  fittings,  machinery,  and  rolling  stock ;  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  mechanical  engineers  and  general  contractors ;  to  purchase,  lease, 
work,  and  sell  mines,  minerals^  land,  and  buildings ;  to  purchase  and  sell,  as 
merchants,  timber,  coal,  metals,  or  other  materials,  and  to  buy  and  sell  any 
such  materials  on  commission  or  as  agents/'  The  directors  agreed  to  purchase 
a  concession  for  making  a  railway  in  a  foreign  country,  and  afterward  (on 
account  of  difficulties  existing  by  the  law  of  that  country),  agreed  to  assign 
the  concession  to  a  Soci^t^  Anonyme  formed  in  that  country,  which  soci6t^ 
was  to  supply  tihe  materials  for  the  construction  of  the  railway,  and  to  receive 
periodical  payments  from  the  English  company.  Seld,  that  this  contract, 
being  of  a  nature  not  included  in  the  memorandum  of  association,  was  ultra 
tires  not  only  of  the  directors  but  of  the  whole  company,  so  that  even  the 
subsequent  assent  of  the  whole  body  of  shareholders  would  have  no  power  to 
ratify  it.  lb. 

85. In  order  to  constitute  a  ratification  of  any  contract  which,  though 

not  absolutely  void,  as  unwarranted  by  the  memorandum  of  association,  had 
been  in  excess  of  the  powers  possessed  by  the  directors  under  the  articles  of 
association,  the  assent  of  all  the  shareholders  is  necessary,  and  such  assent 
must  have  been  given  with  full  knowledge  of  the  chasacter  of  the  act  rati- 
fied, lb. 

86. The  50th  section  only  authorizes  alterations  which  are  within  the 

limits  provided  by  the  memorandum  of  association..  lb. 

87.  Loan  for  illegal  purpose.  Upon  the  winding  up  of  a  limited  company, 
heldf  that  a 'claim  against  it  by  another  company  for  a  loan,  negotiated  through 
one  who  was  a  director  of  both  .companies,  and  a  solicitor  who  acted  for  both, 
was  entitled  to  be  proved  against  the  borrowing  company,  although  the 
money  might  have  been  used  indirectly  for  the  illegal  purpose  of  buying  up 
its  shares  in  the  market.  In  re  Marseilles  Extension  RaUwa/y  Co,  (Chan. 
App.),  I,  490. 

V.  Actions  by  akb  against  oohpanibs. 

88.  By  shareholders.  Where  the  majority  of  a  company  propose  to  benefit 
themselves  at  the  expense  of  the  minority,  the  court  may  interfere  to  protect 
the  minority.  In  such  a  case  the  bill  is  rightly  filed  by  one  shareliolder  on 
behalf  of  the  others  and  against  the  company.  Menier  v.  Hooper's  Telegraph 
Works  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  905. 

89.  -^ —  Where  a  shareholder  in  an  incorporated  company  filed  his  bill  on 
behalf  of  himself  and  all  other  shareholders  against  the  directors  and  the 
promoters  of  a  bill  in  Parliament  for  a  rival  purpose,  alleging  an  illegal  pay- 
ment  of  the  company's  money  to  such  promoters  to  buy  off  their  opposition, 
and  praying  that  it  might  be  replaced,  held,  on  demurrer,  that  it  was  not 
sufficiently  alleged  in  the  biU  that  the  payment  was  ultra  vires.  Held,  also, 
there  being  no  allegation  that  the  company  would  not  sue,  that  it  was  not  a 
case  in  which  the  suit  could  be  maintained  in  its  present  form,  and  that  the 
demurrer  must  be  allowed,  with  leave  to  amend.  Bussell  v.  Wakefield  Water- 
iBorks  Co,  (Eq.  C),  XV,  448. 

90. There  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  that'  the  company,  and  not 
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an  indiyidaal  corporator,  must  sue  when  the  trust  funds  of  the  company  have 
been  misapplied.  Such  a  corporation  maj  sue  when  there  is  an  injury  to  the 
company  for  which  there  is  no  other  adequate  remedy,  as.  where  the  corpora- 
tion is  controlled  by  the  evil-doer,  or  refuses  to  sue,  or  where  it  is  necessary 
to  do  so  in  order  to  irestrain  the  corporation  from  commencing  or  continuing 
the  doing  of  something  which  is  beyond  it  powers.  lb. 

91. The  articles  of  association  of  a  company  gave  power  to  the  chair- 
man at  any  general  meeting  of  the  company,  with  the  consent  of  the  meeting, 
to  adjourn  the  meeting,  and  also  provided  for  taking  a  poll  if  demanded  by 
five  shareholders.  At  a  general  meeting  of  the  company  the  adjournment  of 
the  meeting  was  moved,  and,  on  being  put,  was  declared  by  the  chairman, 
who  W9US  one  of  the  directors,  to  be  carried.  A  poll  was  duly  demanded,  but 
the  chairman  ruled  that  there  could  not  be  a  poll  on  the  question  of  adjourn- 
ment, and  left  the  room.  One  of  the  shareholders  filed  a  bill  on  behalf  of  him- 
self and  all  other  shareholders  except  the  directors,  against  the  directors  and 
the  company,  stating  these  facts,  and  alleging  that  the  course  taken  at  the 
meeting  was  laken  in  ooUtision  with  *  the  directors,  with  a  view  of  stifling  dis- 
cnsaion,  and  that  the  directors  were  Intending  to  carry  out  certain  measures 
injurious  to  the  company  without  submitting  the  terms  to  a  general  meeting, 
and  praying  for  a  declaration  that  the  conduct  of  the  chairman  was  illegal  and 
improper,  and  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  directors  from  carrying  out  the 
proposed  arraogements  without  submitting  them  to  the  shareholders  for  their 
approval.  Held^  on  demurrer,  that  the  bill  could  not  be  sustained,  inasmuch 
as  it  asked  the  interference  of  the  court  in  the  internal  management  of 
the  company.  McDaugaU  v.  Gardiner  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  624;  reversing  S. 
C,  id.  388. 

92. Whether,  on  a  motion  ior  the  adjournment  of  a  meeting  of  share- 
holders, the  votes  ought  to  be  taken  according  to  the  number  of  shareholders 
or  of  the  shares  they  represent,  quare  t  lb. 

93.  For  restoration  to  membamhip.  Declaration,  alleging  that  the  plaintiff 
was  a  member  of  a  mutual  insurance  society,  which  insured  members  against 
losses  to  ships  entered  and  insured  in  the  books  of  the  society,  on  a  deposit 
being  made  of  £5  per  cent  on  the  amount  insured  ;  that  the  defendants  were 
the  committee  of  the  society,  by  the  rules  of  which  they  had  the  entire  con- 
trol of  the  funds  and  afikirs  of  the  society,  and  were  to  determine  on  the  ad- 
mission or  rejection  of  ships  insured  or  proposed  for  insurance ;  that  by 
another  rule,  "  if  the  committee  shall  at  any  time  deem  the  conduct  of  any 
member  suspicious,  or  that  such  member  is  for  any  other  reason  unworthy  of 
remaining  in  this  society,  they  shall  have  full  power  to  exclude  such  member, 
by  directing  the  secretary  to  give  such  member  notice  in  writing  that  the  com- 
mittee have  excluded  such  member  from  the  society,  and,  after  the  giving  of 
such  notice,  such  member  shall  be  excluded,  and  have  no  claim,  or  be  respon- 
sible for  or  in  respect  of  any  loss  or  damage  happening  after  such  notice  ;  " 
that  the  plaintiff,  as  such  member,  had  entered  a  ship  on  the  books  of  the 
society,  and  had  paid  the  deposit,  and  was  thereupon  entitled  to  an  indemnity 
for  loss  happening  to  the  ship ;  that  the  defendants,  well  knowing  the  prem- 
ises, but  "  wrongfully,  oollusively,  and  improperly  contriving  to  deprive  the 
plaintiff  of  the  benefit  of  such  indemnity,  did  wrongfully,  oollusively,  and 
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improperly  expel  the  plaintiff  from  the  society  on  the  alleged  ground  that  his 
conduct  was  suspicions,  or  that  he  was  for  some  reason  unworthy  of  remain- 
ing in  the  society,  without  giving  the  plaintiff,  or  any  person  on  his  behalf, 
any  opportunity  whatsoever  of  being  heard  before  them,  and  without,  in  fact, 
hearing  the  plaintiff,  or  any  person  on  his  behalf,  in  defense  and  vindication 
of  the  plaintiff's  conduct  as  a  member  of  the  society  with  reference  to  the  said 
ground  of  expulsion;"  whereby  the  plaintiff  lost  the  benefit  of  an  indemnity 
for  damage  which  his  ship  subsequently  sustained,  and  was  otherwise  dam- 
nified. On  demurrer,  held^  that  the  declaration  showed  no  cause  of  action. 
By  Kelly,  G.B.,  Pollock  and  Ahphlbtt,  BB.,  on  the  ground  that,  assuming 
the  allegations  of  the  declaration  to  be  ,true,  the  act  of  the  defendants  in  ex- 
pelling the  plaintiff  without  giving  him  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  was 
void ;  that  the  plaintiff,  therefore,  still  remained  a  member  of  the  society,  and 
had  sustained  no  damage.  By  Glbasbt  and  Pollock,  BB.,  on  the  ground 
that  the  declaration  did  not  sufficiently  charge  mala  fides.  Wood  v.  Wood 
(Exch.),  X,372. 

94. QtUBre,  by  Glbasbt  and  Amfhlbtt,  BB.,  whether  any  action  would 

lie  against  the  defendants  for  acts  done  by  them  in  the  discharge  of  their 
functions  as  piembers  of  t^e  committee?  lb. 

VI.  Winding  up;  contribiition. 

96.  Action  for  winding  np.  A  bill  was  filed  against  a  railway  company  by 
a  creditor  and  shareholder  of  the  company  on  behalf  of  himself  and  all  other 
creditors  and  shareholders,  which  stated  that  under  an  act  of  Parliament  the 
company  was  to  transfer  its  property  to  another  railway  company  and  be  dis- 
solved, the  purchasing  company  issuing  to  the  selling  company  stock  to  a  large 
amount ;  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  stock  were  to  be  applied  by  the 
selling  company  in  discharge  of  certain  liabilities,  and  the  surplus  was  to  be 
divided  between  the  creditors  and  preferential  shareholders ;  that  the  selling 
company  had  transferred  its  property,  but  had  not  paid  its  creditors  or  share- 
holders ;  and  the  bill  prayed  that  the  company  might  be  wound  up  and  the 
accounts  taken.  HM,  that  a  demurrer  to  the  bill  for  want  of  equity  would 
not  lie,  but  that  the  bill  was  demurrable  for  multifariousness  and  misjoinder, 
by  reason  of  the  adverse  interests  of  the  preferential  and  ordinary  shareholders, 
and  a  demurrer  ore  tenua  allowed.  Ward  v.  BUtinghourne^  etc.,  Ry,  Co.  (Chan. 
App.),  X,  545. 

96.  Priority  among  creditors.  S.  recovered  judgment  against  a  railway 
company,  sued  out  an  elegit,  and  delivered  it  to  the  sheriff,  who  found  that  the 
company  were  possessed  of  the  railway ,  which  was  in  the  occupation  of  another^ 
company  under  a  working  agreement.  .  The  writ  was  duly  registered.  After 
this  a  scheme  of  arrangement  was  confirmed  by  the  court,  which  scheme  au- 
thorized the  company  to  create  certain  amounts  of  debenture  A.  stock  and 
debenture  B.  stock.  Debenture  A.  stock  was  to  be  applied,  first,  in  payment 
of  the  mortgage  debentures  of  the  company,  and  certain  costs  ;  the  stock  ap. 
plied  to  those  purposes  having  priority  in  payment  of  interest  over  the  residue 
of  that  stock,  which  residue  was  to  be  applied  in  paying  unpaid  vendors  of 
land.  Debenture  B.  stock  was  to  be  applied  in  paying  off  debentures  which 
were  not  mortgages  on  the  undertaking,  and  other  debts.    The  income  of  the 
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company  wae  to  be  applied :  (1)  In  paying  rent  charges  granted  to  yendors  of 
land  ;  (2)  in  payment  of  the  interest  on  preferred  debenture  A.  stock  ;  (3)  in 
payment  of  the  interest  on  the  residue  of  that  stock  ;  (4)  in  payment  of  inter- 
est  on  debenture  B.  stock ;  (5)  in  payment  of  dividends  to  shareholders.  HM, 
by  the  master  of  the  rolls,  that  S.  was  entitled  to  take  debenture  B.  stock  in 
satisfaction  of  his  judgment,  but  had  no  higher  right.  S.  appealed,  contend- 
ing that  he  was  not  bound  by  the  scheme,  and  had  a  charge  on  the  income  in 
priority  to  the  A.  and  B.  stocks,  by  whomsoever  held,  for  that  the  priority  of  those, 
unpaid  vendors  and  mortgagees  who  had  accepted  payments  in  those  stocks 
had  been  lost  by  extinguishment  of  their  former  securities.  Siewiu  v.  Mid- 
hmUa  Ry,  Co,  and  London  Fin.  Ass'n  v.  Stevens  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  555. 

97.  Held,  on  appeal,  that  S.  was  not  bound  by  the  scheme,  but  that  as 

it  did  not  lessen  his  rights,  neither  did  it  increase  them,  that  he,  therefore,  was 
not  entitled  to  such  priority  as  he  claimed ;  but  that,  subject  to  the  rights  of 
unpaid  vendors,  the  income  must,  in  the  first  place,  to  an  amount  equal  to  that 
of  the  principal,  interest,  and  costs  due  to  vendo^  of  land  who  had  accepted 
payment  in  A.  debenture  stock,  and  of  the  principal,  interest,  and  costs  due  to 
holders  of  debenture  mortgages  issued  before  the  filing  of  the  sherifTs  return, 
be  applied  according  to  the  scheme.  lb. 

98.  Set  otL    In  winding  up  a  company,  debts  cannot  be  set  ofif  against  calls. 
Black  A  Co:%  com  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  880. 

99.  A  contractor  agreed  with  a  company  to  supply  them  with  steam 

engines  at  a  fixed  price,  and  to  take  shares  in  the  company,  payment  of  the 
calls  on  which  should  not  be  enforced  until  at  least  two  engines  should  have 
been  paid  for,  and  the  contractor  might  set  off  against  the  calls  the  money  due 
t^  him.  The  contractor  took  shares  accordingly,  and  made  two  engines  for  the 
company,  which  were  not  taken  by  the  company  or  paid  for.  The  company 
was  afterward  ordered  to  be  wound  up-  by  the  court,  and  a  call  was  made  by 
the  liquidator.  Held,  that  the  contractor  was  liable  as  a  stockholder  to  con- 
tribute, and  could  not  set  off  the  amount  due  to  him  from  the  company  under 
his  agreement  as  damages  or  otherwise  against  the  amount  due  by  him  on  the 
calls.  lb; 

lOOi  Liability  to  contribute.  The  directors  of  a  company  having,  under 
the  articles  of  association)  power  to  buy  shares  in  the  company  and  to  appoint 
a  manager,  appointed  a  manager.  A  shareholder  agreed  with  the  manager  for 
the  sale  to  the  company  of  his  shares,  and  executed  a  transfer  of  his  shares  to 
two  directors  who  were  trustees  for  the  company.  The  transfer  was  not  ex- 
ecuted by  the  two  directors,  bAt  was  registered.  Held,  that  the  directors  had 
no  authority  to  delegate  to  a  manager  the  power  to  buy  shares.  In  re  County 
Palatine  Loan,  etc.,  Co.;  CaHmeWscase  (Chan.  App.),  X,  672. 

101. Held,  on  the  facts,  that  the  directors  had  not  delegated  that  power 

or  ratified  the  transaction  with  the  shareholder ;  that  the  directors  were  not 
considered  to  have  such  knowledge  of  the  books  of  the  company  as  to  be 
affected  with  knowledge  of  the  transaction,  and  that  the  transfer  was  invalid, 
and  that  the*  shareholder  was  a  contributory.  lb. 

102.  Promoters.  Under  the  jurisdiction  to  adjust  the  rights  of  the  dontribu- 
tories  among  themselves  given  by  the  Companies  Act,  1862,  s.  109,  the  court 
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will  not,  under  the  winding  ap,  enforce  an  alleged  contract  by  the  promoters 
to^demnifj  persons  signing  the  subscription  contract  against  all  liability  in 
respect  of  the  shares,  by  directing  a  call  payable  primarily  by  the'  promoters 
only.    Adduon'i  Caae^  In  re  Brcmvpton,  etc..  By.  Co.  (Eq.  C.)>  XV,  514. 

103. The  authority  of  the  derk  of  a  solicitor  engaged  in  getting  up  a 

railway  company  to  bind  the  company,  by  a  representation  to  persons  signing 
the  subscription  contract  that  they  would  not  be  called  upon  to  pay  any  thing 
unless  the  line  was  made  and  opened,  discussed.  lb. 

104. A  solicitor,  who  was  promoting  a  railway  company,  induced  vari- 
ous persons  to  sign  the  subscription  contract,  by  an  assurance  that  they  should 
incur  no  liability  If  the  line  was  not  made.  Some  of  these  persons  were  pro- 
visional directors.  The  act  was  obtained,  and  contained  the  usual  clause  that 
the  preliminary  expenses  should  be  paid  by  the  company.  The  line  was  not 
made.  The  undertaking  was  abandoned,  and  the  company  ordered  to  be 
wound  up.  The  solicitor  carried  in  a  claim  as  creditor  for  professional  servi- 
ces in  obtaining  the  passing  of  the  act.  This  claim  was  opposed  by  some  of 
the  contributories,  on  the  ground  of  the  above  assurances.  Held,  that  the 
solicitor  was  entitled  to  prove,  for  that  the  assurances  made  by  him  could  only 
operate  as  a  contract  to  indemnify  the  individuals  to  whom  they  were  made, 
and  did  not  exonerate  the  company  in  its  corporate  capacity.  Matter  qf  Brain- 
Urn,  etc.,  By.  Oo.;  Shavfs  Claim  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  691. 

106.  Dirootara.  Shares  of  a  company  were  (pursuant  to  an  liUra  vires  reso- 
lution of  the  board)  purchased  and  transferred  into  the  name  of  A.,  a  director, 
in  trust  for  the  company.  Held,  that  A.  was  entitled  to  contribution  from  the 
directors  who  concurred  in  the  transaotiop,  for  calls  which  he  had  paid. 
Ashwet  V.  F&aHer;  Same  v.  Mason  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  745. 

106. A  local  director  present  at  a  meeting  in  London,  at  which  the 

minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  when  it  was  resolved  to  transfer  the  shares  to  a 
trustee  for  the  company,  were  read  and  confirmed,  though  not  present  until  * 
after  the  commencement  of  the  proceedings,  and  denying  all  knowledge  of 
the  resolution  or  transaction,  held,  to  have  been  affected  with  notice,  and 
liable  in  respect  of  the  transaction.  lb. 

107. But  another  local  director,  present  only  at  a  subsequent  meeting, 

at  which  the  formal  minute  of  approval  of  a  transfer  to  A.  was  confirmed, 
hdd,  not  to  have  been  affected  with  notice,  and  not  liable.  lb. 

108.  Proposed  director.  Before  the  formation  of  a  company  for  the  pur- 
chase of  certain  property  the  vendors  agreed  with  H.  that  he  should  become  a 
director,  they  providing  him  with  the  forty  shares  necessary  to  qualify  him. 
He  thereupon  signed  the  memorandum  of  association  in  respect  of  forty  shares, 
and  became  a  director.  At  a  meeting  of  the  directors  checks  were  drawn  on 
the  bankers  of  the  company  and  given  to  the  vendors  in  payment  of  part  of 
the  purchase-money.  One  of  these  checks  being  for  the  same  amount  as  that 
due  on  H.'s  shares  was  given  by  the  vendors  to  H.,  and  was  by  him  paid  in  to 
his  own  bankers.  He  then  drew  a  check  on  his  own  bankers,  and  gave  the 
check  to  the  company  in  payment  of  the  sum  due  on  his  shares.  The  com- 
pany was  afterward  ordered  to  be  wound  up.  HM,  that  H.,  being  a  director 
of  the  company,  could  not  retain  money  so  paid  to  him  by  the  vendors; 
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that  the  money  had  sever  ceased  to  be  the  money  of  the  oompany ;  that  there 
had  in  fact  been  no  payment  by  H.  of  the  money  due  in  respect  of  the  shAs; 
and  that  he  was  liable  as  a  contributory  in  respect  of  these  shares.  Canadian 
Oil  Works;  In  re  Hay's  Case  (Chan.  App.),  XIV,  809.     . 

109. In  March,  1865,  G.  was  asked  by  the  board  to  become  a  director  of 

a  limited  company.  He  attended  two  board  meetings  in  March  and  April  and 
signed  the  attendance  book.  He  also  saw  and  permitted  to  be  issued  in  April, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  further  capital,  a  prospectus,  in  which  his  name 
appeared  as  a  director  of  the  company.  On  the  4th  of  May  G.  wrote  to  say 
that  as  his  name  had  been  of  no  assistance  to  the  company  he  would  with- 
draw. On  being  afterward  asked  by  the  secretary  to  qualify  as  director,  he 
wrote  on  the  2d  of  June  to  say,  that  if  the  secretary  considered  he  (G.)  re- 
mained as  director  of  the  company,  he  (G.)  begged  leaye  again  to  withdraw; 
and  that  he  had  no  intention  of  departing  from  his  letter  of  earlier  date.  G. 
never  received  any  director's  fees ;  he  did  not  expressly  agree  to  take,  nor  did 
he  apply  for  any  shares,  and  none. were  ever  allotted  to  him;  nor  was  any  fur- 
ther step  taken  until  the  winding  up  of  the  company  in  1870.  No  application 
was  made  against  G.  in  the  winding  up  until  the  year  1874.  The  court  having 
found  upon  the  facts  that  G.  never  had  a  fixed  intention  of  becoming  a  director, 
though  for  some  weeks  he  was  so  called,  AeM  (independently  of  the  lapse 
of  time),  that  G.  was  not  liable  to  be  placed  on  the  list  of  contributories  for 
the  qualification  number  of  shares ;  and  summons  of  official  liquidator,  seek- 
ing to  have  him  settled  on  the  list,  dismissed,  but  without  costs.  In  re  Free- 
hold, etc.,  Co. ;  Green's  Case  (Eq.  C),  X,  748. 

llOi  Allotment  rescinded.  A  company  was  formed  in  1871  with  a  capital 
divided  into  shares  of>£5  each.  The  capital  not  having  been  all  taken  up,  the 
directors  passed  a  resolution  that  each  of  the  existing  shareholders  should 
have  the  option  of  taking  the  unissued  shares  at  £1  each  in  proportion  to  hie 
holding.  Allotments  were  made  of  shares  in  pursuance  of  this  resolution  to 
various  persons,  including  B.,  one  of  the  directors.  Afterward  it  was  discov- 
ered that  the  transaction  was  uUra  vires,  and  the  directors  padsed  a  resolution 
rescinding  their  previous  resolution  and  the  allotments,  and  B.'s  name  was 
never  placed  on  the  register  of  shareholders  in  respect  of  them.  The  com- 
pany having  been  wound  up  oompulsorily,  held,  that  the  rescission  was  valid, 
and  that  B.  was  not  a  contributory  in  respect  of  the  shares  so  allotted  to  him. 
hi  re  Essex  Brewery  Co,;  Bametfs  cttse  (Eq.  C),  X,  819. 

111. Supposing  it  to  be  within  the  power  of  each  of  two  parties  to 

make  a  compromise,  all  that  a  court  of  justice  has  to  do  with  respect  to  it  ib 
to  ascertain  that  it  has  been  bona  fide  made  ;  and  if  so  made,  unless  manifestly 
vUra  vires  of  the  parties,  a  court  of  justice  ought  to  respect  it,  and  not  allow 
it  to  be  questioned.     Dixan  v.  Evans  (H.  of  L.),  IV,  1. 

112.  W.  was  an  official  in  Scotland  of  an  English  company  ;  the  com- 
pany desired  to  have  a  board  of  directors  there.  W.  suggested  to  D.,  who 
lived  in  Scotland,  to  take  shares  and  become  one  of  the  intended  directors.  D. 
objected  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  a  company  of  limited  liability;  W.  as- 
sured him  that  he  should  be  secured  against  loss,  and  that  a  bill  was  then 
about  to  be  presented  to  Parliament  to  limit  the  shareholders'  liability.  D. 
thereon  consented,  and  W.  applied  in  his  name  for  ten  shares,  obtained  an 
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allotment  of  ten,  and  paid  the  deposit  on  them.  This  deposit  was  never  repaid 
by  D.  to  W.  D.,  at  W/s  request,  signed  a  proxy  paper,  and  also  a  receipt  for 
a  dividend,  which,  however,  was  in  fact  paid  to  W.  The  bill  in  Parliament 
was  not  passed.  Some  time  afterward  a  call  was  made  on  D.  in  respect  of  liis 
shares,  of  which  he  took  no  notice  ;  another  call  was  made ;  he  denied  his 
liability,  and  desired  W.  to  state  t^e  facts  to  the  directors,  and  to  claim  his 
discharge  from  liability.  W.  did  so,  and  the  directors^  who,  by  the  resolution 
of  a  general  meeting,  possessed  powers  to  make  compromises  in  disputed  with 
shareholders  (though  not,  in  terms,  to  cancel  shares),  consented  that,  on  D.  's 
paying  a  certain  call  then  due,  his  shares  should  be  canceled.  The  money 
was  paid  and  D.'s  name  was  struck  out  of  the  list,  and  a  balance  sheet,  with 
his  name  struck  out,  was  presented  at  a  general  meeting,  as  containing  a  list 
of  persons  whose  shares  had  been  canceled.  So  things  remained  till  some 
years  afterward,  when  the  company  was  ordered  to  be  wound  up,  and  D.'s 
name  was  put  upon  the  list  of  contributories.  HM^  that  it  must  be  removed 
therefrom ;  that  the  directors  had  the  power  to  make  a  compromise  of  a 
disputed  claim  ;  that  this  case  came  within  the  power,  and  that  the  power  had 
been  bona  fids  and  rightly  exercised.  lb. 

113. Where  a  company  is  being  voluntarily  wound  up  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  couil,  the  liquidators  cannot  recognize  the  release  of  one  of  its 
contributories,  declared  by  a  deed  of  the  directors,  without  first  obtaining  the 
sanction  of  the  court.     James  v.  May  (H.  of  L.),  VII,  85. 

11^  Applioation  oonditioiiaL  A.  signed  an  application  for  shares  in  a 
company  upon  condition  that  he  should  be  appointed  secretary*  and  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  office  was  to  be  subject  to  further  inquiries,  which  he  had 
caused  to  be  made  respecting  the  position  of  the  company.  The  shares  were 
allotted  the  next  day,  but  A.,  in  consequence  of  information  he  received, 
declined  the  appointment,  and  required  that  the  allotment  should  be  canceled. 
The  company  was  wound  up  voluntarily,  and  A.'s  name  was  placed  on  the  list 
of  contributories.  Held,  that  the  application  for  shares  was  conditional,  and 
the  condition  not  having  been  fulfilled,  A.'s  name  mast  be  removed  from  the 
register  and  list  of  contributories,  and  as  he  had  been  placed  there  without 
any  justification,  he  must  receive  costs  as  between  solicitor  and  client  by  way 
of  damages,  under  sect.  85  of  the  Companies  Act,  1862,  for  the  extra  expenses 
incurred  by  him.     Wood^s  Case  (^q.  C),  V,  827. 

116. W.  entered  into  an  agreement  with  a  person  as  trustee  of  an 

intended  company  for  the  sale  to  the  company  of  a  property  for  a  certain  sum 
in  cash  and  a  certain  number  of  fully  paid-up  shares.  The  agreement  was 
not  to  be  binding  unless  adopted  by  the  company  when  formed.  The  com- 
pany was  formed,  and  the  agreement  was  set  out  in  the  articles.  W.  applied 
to  the  appellants  to  become  directors,  which  they  agreed  to  d^upon  his  promis- 
ing to  transfer  to  them  fully  paid-up  dhares  to  qualify  them.  They  acted  as 
directors,  and  adopted  the  agreement  for  sale.  The  number  of  shares  requi- 
site for  the  qualification  of  a  director  was  five,  but  after  the  completion  of  the 
purchase  thirty  paid-up  shares  were,  by  the  direction  of  W.,  allotted  to  each 
of  the  appellants,  and  they  were  entered  on  the  register  as  holders  each  of 
thirty  fully  paid-up  sliares,  and  received  certificates  to  that  effect.  An  order 
was  afterward  made  for  winding  up  the  company,  and  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
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settled  them  on  the  list  of  oontributoriee  for  thirty  unpaid  shares  each,  ffdd, 
on  appeal,  that  the  appellants,  as  to  the  shares  allotted  to  them,  stood  in  the 
same  position  as  if  those  shares  had  been  allotted  to  W.  and  transferred  to 
them  by  him  ;  and  that,  as  there  was  no  contract  between  them  and  the  com- 
pany that  they  woald  take  shares  independently  of  their  accepting  certificates, 
stating  them  to  be  the  holders  of  these  fnlly  paid-up  shares,  they  could  not 
be  placed  on  the  list'  of  -contributories  as  holders  of  unpaid  shares ;  and  the 
order  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls-  was  discharged  without  prejudice  to  any 
application  that  might  be  made  against  them  under  the  Companies  Act,  1803^ 
sect.  165.  or  otherwise,  on  the  ground  that  they  had  entered  into  a  corrupt 
bargain  with  W.    Carling^s,  ffespeler's  and  Walsh's  Cases  (Chan.  Div.).  XV ,  676. 

116. The  S.  Insurance  Company,  which  was  a  Scotch  company,  was 

empowered  by  its  articles  of  association  to  sell  and  dispose  of  its  business  to 
any  other  company ;  but  the  articles  contained  no  express  power  to  amalga- 
mate with  another  company.  By  an  agreement  between  the  S.  company  and . 
the  E.  company,  the  S.  company  agreed  to  transfer  its  business  to  the  E.  com- 
pany, on  the  terms  that  the  shareholders  in  the  S.  company  should  receive 
shares  in  the  E.  company  in  exchange  for  their  shares  in  the  8.  company. 
The  agreement  was  approved  by  the  shareholders  of  the  8.  company  at  a 
general  meeting,  and  a  deed  of  transfer  was  executed  by  the  company  and 
sent  to  the  E.  company,  but  before  its  execution  by  the  E.  company  had  been 
completed  according  to  the  formalities  of  the  Scotch  law,  a  petition  was 
presented  under  which  th*e  E.  company  was  woundup.  D.,a  shareholder 
and  director  of  the  S.  company,  sent  in  his  share  certficates  to  the  secretary  of 
his  company  to  be  exchanged,  and  certificates  of  shares  in  the  E.  company  were 
forwarded  to  him  in  exchange,  but  he  did  not  answer  the  letter  or  sign  the 
receipt  for  the  shares ;  and  after  the  petition  for  winding  up  the  E.  company 
had  been  presented  he  returned  the  certificates  and  refused  to  accept  the 
shares.  ffM,  first,  that  the  amalgamation  was  ultra  vires,  not  being  a  sale 
within  the  powers  of  the  8.  company.  D<ntgan's  Case  ;  In  re  Empire  Assur- 
ance Co.  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  478. 

117. Secondly,  that  if  it  had  been  intra  vires^  it  was  never  completed ; 

and,  thirdly,  that  although  D.  had  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  negotiations, 
his  sending  in  his  certificates  was  conditional  on  the  amalgamation  being 
valid  and  finally  completed ;  and  th%t,  having  entered  into  no  personal  nego^ 
tiation  with  the  E.  company,  he  was  not  bound  to  be  a  shareholder  in  that 
company.  His  name,  therefore,  was  removed  from  the  list  of  contribu- 
tories. lb. 

118.  An  arrangement  was  made  for  an  amalgamation  between  two 

companies.  A  holder  of  half  paid-up  shares  in  the  selling  company  applied, 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  arrangement,  for  half  paid-up  shares  in  the  buy- 
ing company,  and  received  an  answer  that  shares  had  been  allotted  to  him, 
credited  with  the  proportionate  part  of  the  net  assets  of  the  selling  company. 
His  name  was  placed  on  the  register  of  shareholders.  He  afterward  applied 
for  the  certificates  of  his  shares,  but  never  received  them.  The  buying  com- 
pany was  afterward  wound  up,  and  the  amalgamation  was  decided  to  be  void. 
Held,  that  as  the  answer  to  his  letter  of  application  contained  fresh  terms, 
those  two  letters  did  not  constitute  a  contract  to  take  shares ;  and  that  his 
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application  for  the  certificates  did  not  amonnt  to  an  acceptance  of  the  fresh 
terms,  and  he  did  Dot  become  a  stockholder  of  the  buying  company,  and  was 
not  liable  to  contribute  as  such.  In  re  United  Porte ^  etc,,  Ine.  Oo.;  Beckys  Caee 
(Chan.  App.),  VIII,  929. 

119. An  agreement  to  place  shares  in  a  company  is  not  equivalent  to 

an  agreement  to  take  shares,  and  the  person  making  it  is  not  liable  to  be  placed 
on  the  register  as  a  member,  although  he  may  be  liable  to  an  action  for  damages 
if  he  fails  to  perform  his  contract.  G.  agreed  with  the  directors  of  a  company 
that  he  would  place  t,000  shares  in  consideration  of  his  beipg  appointed  their 
ageut  at  Hamburg.  The  directors  placed  his  name  on  the  register  of  share- 
holders for  1,000  shares ;  but  did  not  inform  him  of  it  and  sent  him  no  letter 
of  allotment.  It  was  afterward  proposed  that  there  should  be  a  second  issue 
of  shares,  and  in  October,  1869,  G.  wrote  a  letter  to  the  manager  promising  to 
keep  for  himself  the  1,000  shares  which  he  had  undertaken  to  place,  and  to 
pay  for  them  out  of  his  commission  on  the  second  Issue.  The  second  issue  of 
shares  was  never  made,  by  reason  of  the  failing  credit  of  the  company.  In 
Feb/uary,  1870,  G.  was  called  upon  by  the  directors  to  pay  the  calls  on  1^000 
shares,  and  in  reply  he  repudiated  the  shares  on  the  ground  that  no  second 
issue  had  been  made,  but  took  no  measures  to  have  his  name  removed  from 
the  register.  ■  About  a  month  afterward  the  company  was  wound  up.  BMt 
first,  that  G.  could  not  be  put  on  the  list  of  contributories  in  respect  of  his 
undertaking  to  place  the  1,000  shares.  Oorrieeen*e  Case  ;  In  re  Monarch  Ine. 
Co.  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  466. 

120. Secondly :  That  his  subsequent  agreement  to  keep  the  shares  for 

himself  was  conditional  on  the  second  issue  of  shares  being  made,  and  that  as 
the  condition  failed  through  no  fault  bf  his,  he  was  not  bound  to  take  the 
shares.  lb. 

121. Thirdly :  That  he  was  guilty  of  do  laches  in  not  applying  to  have 

his  name  removed  from  the  register  before  the  company  was  wound  up.  lb. 

122.  Snbsorlber.  An  applicant  for  shares  in  a  company  denied  that  he  had 
received  the  letter  of  allotment,  which  was  posted  in  London  on  the  16th  of 
March,  and  should  have  arrived  on  the  17th ;  and,  liaving  written  on  the  17th 
recalling  his  application,  applied  to  have  his  name  removed  from  the  list  of 
contributories.  Held,  that  the  unsupported  evidence  of  the  applicant  was  not 
sufficient  to  prove  that  the  letter  of  allotment  which  was  posted,  had  not  been 
received,  and  that  the  name  must,  therefore,  be  retained  upon  the  list.  The 
court  expressed  an  opinion  that  if  the  letter  of  allotment  had  pot,  been  received, 
the  contract  to  take  shares  would  still  have  been  bindiog  upon  the  applicant 
as  soon  as  the  letter  was  posted.     WaM*e  Case  (Eq.  C),  V,  686. 

123. W.  D.,  one  of  the  seven  persons  who  subscribed  the  memorandum 

of  association  of  a  company,  to  work  a  certain  concession,  agreed  to  take  100 
shares.  A  recital  of  the  articles  of  association  was  that  E.,  who  assigned  the 
concession  to  the  company,  had  agreed  to  cause  to  be  allotted  to  the  persons 
subscribing  the  articles,  shares  to  be  deemed  fully  paid  up,  and  the  fifth 
article  stated  that  the  shares  of  each  subscriber  of  the  memorandum  should 
be  allotted  to  him  as  fully  paid  up,  and  that  a  competent  number  of  shares 
should  be  allotted  to  £.  in  pursuance  of  the  arrangement  which  had  been  pre- 
viously come  to.    The  company  was  registered  on  the  22d  of  September,  1865» 
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and  on  that  6».y  the  dlreetora  lisaed  to  B.,  for  work  already  done.etc.,  etc., £50.000 
in  debentans  and  4,000  sharea.  W.  D.  wae  a  director.  On  ths  8d  of  October, 
186S,  £.  requented  the  Mcretar;  to  place  aharea  of  the  4,000  in  the  names  ot 
the  persona  nitintioned,  W,  D.  being  one  of  them,  for  100  shares.  The  com- 
panj  waa  afterward  ordered  to  be  wound  up.  The  offidal  liquidator  placed 
the  name  of  W.  D.  on  the  list  of  coDlributoiiea  Id  reapect  of  the  100  eharea 
for  which  he  aubscribed,  and  on  stunmons  asking  that  a  call  of  £3  a  aliare 
might  be  made,  hM,  that  W.  D.'a  name  had  been  rightly  placed  on  the  liat, 
and  that  he  must  pay  the  call,  and  that  it  waa  not  competeut  to  peraoua  who 
had  bound  themaelvea  bj  the  memorandum  to  take  and  paj  tor  sharee,  to 
introduce  In  article- into  the  articles  of  asBoclation  to  the  effect  that  they 
should  not  be  called  upon  to  pay  any  thing.     Dent't  Oa»t  (Eq.  C.\  V,  905. 

134.  nrantfaror.  The  deed  of  settlement  of  a  company  provided  that  whan 
a  shareholder  wished  to  transfer  hia  shares  he  should  leave  a  notice  at  the 
ofBce  ot  the  company,  and  that  the  dlrectora  ahonid  coudder  the  proposal  and 
signify  their  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  proposed  transferee ;  and  that,  if 
they  should  reject  the  proposed  traDateree.  and  ahould  not  within  fourteen 
daye  procure  some  other  person  to  take  the  aharea  at  the  market  price,  the 
proposed  transferee  should  be  considered  aa  approved  by  the  directora,  and 
should  be  entitled  to  take  the  transfer  accordlng-ly.  The  company  agreed  with 
Uie  H.  corporation  for  a  tranafer  to  it  of  the  company's  buaioess,  and  that  the 
shareholders  should  be  entitled  to  exchange  their  shares  for  sbarea  in  the  cor- 
poration, but  there  was  no  formal  winding  up  of  the  company.

A. ,  the  registered  holder  of  300 
shares  in  the  company,  transferred  them  to  P.  for  a  nominal  consideration 
after  giving  notice  to  the  directors,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  directon  at  which 
A.  (who  waa  alleged  to  have  been  elected  a  director  though  not  as  the  deed 
required)  was  present,  the  aald  tranafer  was  sanctioned.     The  company  was

HM,,  that  the  father  was 
to  pay  the  amonnt  of  these  calls,  as  a  loss  occasioned  to  the  oompaay  by 
HLcb  of  dnty  as  director  in  having  shares  allotted  to  Infants.  Matter  of 
r  WhaU,  ett..  Go.  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  748. 
W.  A.  R.  pnrchaaed  sfaaTes  In  a  company,  and  paid  for  them,  but 
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took  a  receipt  and  signed  the  transfer  deed  as  transferee  in  the  name  of  F.  W. 
R.,  his  son,  and  the  shares  were  registered  in  the  name  of  F.  W.  B.,  who  was 
then  and  still  is  a  minor.  Upon  the  company  being  wound  up,  and  the  name 
of  F.  W.  R.  being  placed  on  th«  list  of  contributories,  held,  that  the  register  of 
members  and  list  of  oontributories  must  be  rectified  by  substituting  the  name 
of  W.  A.  R.  for  that  of  F.  W.  R.  on  both.  Bichardwn's  Ccue  ;  In  re  Mer. 
cantUe  CredU  Asso.  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  528. 

127.  transferee.  A  joint-stock  company  was  registered  under  the  7  &  8 
Vict.,  c.  110.  Certain  clauses  in  its  deed  of  settlement  required  that  a  holder 
of  shares,  desirous  of  transferring  them,  must  give  notice  thereof  to  the  officer 
of  the  company  ;  that  the  directors  at  a  board  meeting  must  certify  their 
approvA  of  the  proposed  transferee ;  that  the  transferor  must  execute  a  deed 
of  transfer,  and  that  every  transferee,  approved  of  by  the  directors,  must, 
within  one  calendar  month,  execute,  at  the  office  of  the  company,  or  at  such 
other  place  as  the  board  should  reasonably  require,  a  deed  of  covenant  to 
abide  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  company,  '*  whereupon  such  person 
shall  become  a  shareholder  of  the  company.'*  B.  held  shares  in  the  company, 
and  was  a  director ;  he  desired  to  transfer  his  shares ;  he  gave  no  notice ; 
no  certificate  of  approval  was  given  before  the  transfer  (it  was  alleged  that 
such  certificate  was  given  after  the  transfer) ;  a  deed  of  transfer  was  executed, 
but  no  deed  of  covenant  as  required  by  the  articles  of  the  association  was  ever 
executed.  Held  (diaientiente  Lord  Ghblmsford  and  Lord  Ck>L6N6AT),  that  the 
transfer  thus  made,  though  irregularly,  was  not  invalidly  made,  and  the  per- 
sons then  known  as  directors  having  at  a  meeting  of  shareholders  recognized 
the  transferees  as  shareholders,  and  having  then  and  there  declared  them  to 
be  elected  as  directors,  and  the  shareholders  at  such  meeting  having  accepted 
them  as  directors,  the  validity  of  the  transfer  to  them  and  their  title  to  office 
could  not  afterward  be  impeached.     Murray  v.  Bash  (H.  of  L.),  V,  1. 

128. Per  Lord  (^irks  :  The  clauses  in  the  deed  are  affirmative  clauses 

and  the  objection  as  to  the  non-execution  by  the  transferee  of  the  deed  of  cov- 
enant is  cured  by  the  80th  section  of  the  7  &  8  Vict.,  c.  110.  The  moment  the 
transferee  assumed  to  act  as  a  director,  and  allowed  himself  to  be  returned  as 
a  shareholder,  he  lost  all  right  to  question  his  liability.  lb. 

129. Per  Lord  Chelmsford  :   A  transferee  of  shares  may  be  estopped 

from  disputing  his  liability  as  a  shareholder,  and  yet  his  ownership  of  the 
shares  may  notf  qualify  him  for  holding  office  in  the  company.  The  80th 
section  of  7  &  8  Vict.,  c.  110,  does  not  apply  to  this  case.  lb. 

130i Held,  also  (dieeentiente  Lord  Chelmsford  and  Lord  Colonsay),  that 

the  transfer  made  under  these  circumstances  was  sufficient  to  relieve  the  trans- 
feror from  liability  to  become  a  contributory.  lb. 

131. The  directors  had  no  power  to  dispense  with  the  execution,  by  the 

transferee,  of  the  deed  of  covenant — the  only  discretion  they  possessed  as  to 
such  deed  related  to  the  place  of  its  execution.  By  one  clause  of  the  deed  of 
settlement  it  was  provided  that  If  losses  should  absorb  not  only  the  reserve 
fund,  but  also  80  per  cent  of  the  capital  subscribed  for,  "  the  company  shall  be 
ipeo  facto  dissolved,  and  the  directors  shall  within  twenty  days  (and  they  are 
hereby  required  so  to  do)  call  a  special  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders 
and  lay  a  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  befoi^  such  meeting."    A 
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report  of  an  ftccoanUuit  Bpedall?  employed  hj  the  directors  eha-wed  that  endt 
loesee  had  occurred.  No  special  meeting  was  called,  nor  at  tlie  next  general 
meeting  (which  occurred  Bkorti;  after  the  date  ol  the  report)  wm  the  report 
laid  before  the  ehareholdere,  bnt  the  buaineas  of  the  company  was  contioned. 
At  the  general  meeting  of  that  jear  the  report  wa«  not  laid  befoK  the  ihaie- 
holdera,  but  they  were  informed  that  the  increased  clalme  apon  the  oompanj 
had  (K>  reduced  the  margin  of  profit  that  the  directora  could  not  recomoieod 
the  pafment  of  a  dividend.  At  the  neit  general  meeting  the  ehanholders 
were  told  that  three  new  directors  bad  been  elected,  bat  they  were  not  told 
that  three  of  the  old  directors  had  retired,  and  that  thetr  transferred  sbareiicon- 
atitated  tbe  qualification  upon  which  the  new  directors  had  been  elected.

132. Per  Lord  Caibnb  :     The  allegations  of  facts  in  this  ease  were  not 

those  which  should  have  formed  the  ground  for  a  proceedlns'  to  settle  ood- 
tributoiiee ;  if  true,  they  constituted  a  case  for  relief  of  a  wholly  different  de- 
Bcriptlon,  The  case  showed  the  great  advantage  of  the  use  of  some  form  of 
pleading.  lb. 

133>  A  shareholder  in  a  company  transferred  shares  to  an  infant,  who 

transferred  them  to  another  infant,  who  transferred  them  to  an  adult,  and  all 
the  transfers  were  registered.  The  company  waa  ordered  to  be  wound  up 
more  than  a  year  after  the  first  transfer,  but  leas  than  a  year  after  the  last 
transfer.  Held,  that  after  the  company  had  once  obtained  an  adult  share- 
holder, the  intermediate  transfers  could  not  be  avoided ;  that  the  shareholder 
ceased  to  be  such  at  the  date  of  the  first  transfer,  and  fhat  he  could  not  be 
put  on  the  list  of  past  members.  (ToocA'*  mm  (Chan.  App.),IV,8S0;  reversing

RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

1.  Oontmota  oL  The  directors  of  a  railway  oompanj,  T.,  in  order  to  obtain 
the  use  of  the  B.  docks,  then  existing  and  situated  near  the  end  of  their  line, 
wherein  to  ship  and  unship  goods  carried  along  their  railway,  entered,  in  1849, 
into  a  contract  with  the  owners  of  these  docks  to  pay  certain  dock  and  lockage 
dues,  and  accepted  (under  the  authority  of  a  private  act  of  Parliament)  a  lease 
for  250  years,  b)r  which  they  bound  themselves  to  procure,  as  far  as  they  could, 
all  goods  sent  along  their  railway  to  or  from  ships,  to  be  shipped  or  unshipped 
at  these  docks,  and  to  pay  certain  dues  and  royalties  in  respect  of  all  goods, 
etc,  shipped  or  unshipped  there,  which  had  been  or  should  be  conveyed 
"  along  the  railway,  or  any  part  or  branch  thereof."  Held,  that  this  only  ap- 
plied  to  goods  carried  over  the  railway,  or  those  parts  or  branches  of  it  which 
were  in  connection  with  some  place  of  shipment  or  unshipment.  Direeiori^ 
etc.,  TaffvaU  By.  Go,  v.  Macnabb  (H.  of  L.).  VI,  1. 

2. The  T.  directors,  by  the  same  lease,  also  covenanted  that  when  and 

so  often  as  goods,  etc.,  conveyed  along  the  T.  railway,  or  any  part  or  branch 
thereof,  should  be  shipped  or  unshipped  in  any  dock  other  than  the  B.  dock, 
the  T.  directors  and  their  successors  should  pay  to  the  B.  trustees  the  same 
dues,  etc.,  in  respect  thereof,  as  would  have  been  payable  on  such  goods  if 
shipped  or  unshipped  in  the  B.  dock.  JBeld,  that  *'  shipped  or  unshipped  in 
any  other  than  the  B.  dock  "  did  not  apply  to  goods  carried  along  a  part  of  the 
T.  railway  and  then  along  any  other  railway,  and  shipped  at  any  dock  what- 
ever and  wherever,  but  only  to  docks  in  connection  with  the  T.  railway  itself. 
Semble^  that  any  other  construction  of  the  covenant  would  make  it  both  unrea- 
sonable and  ultra  vires,  lb. 

3. After  this  lease  of  1849  had  been  made,  certain  private  acts  of  Par- 
liament were  passed,  which  incorporated  another  body  of  persons  as  the  P. 
company,  and  authorized  the  construction,  by  the  P.  company,  of  a  line  of  rail- 
way and  of  dockS)  and  also  authorized  the  directors  of  the  P.  company  to 
grant,  and  the  directors  of  the  T.  company  to  accept,  a  lease  of  the  new  under- 
taking. The  lease  was  duly  executed  under  the  powers  of  these  acts,  and  the 
T.  directors  thenceforth  used  the  new  line  and  the  new  docks,  and  discon- 
tinued the  use  of  the  B.  docks.  In  an  action  by  the  B.  trustees  upon  the 
covenants  in  the  lease  of  1849,  held,  that  those  covenant;  were  not  thereby 
violated ;  that,  the  P.  railway  and  docks  having  been  made  under  acts  of  Par- 
liament passed  subsequent  to  the  lease,  the  fact  of  the  T.  directors  becoming 
the  lessees  or  assignees  of  the  P.  undertaking  did  not  constitute  the  P.  line  of 
railway  a  "  part  or  a  branch  '*  of  the  T.  railway ;  and  that,  consequently,  the 
T.  directors  were  not,  by  the  use  of  the  P.  railway  and  docks,  liable  to  the  B. 
trustees  as  for  breach  of  the  covenants  in  the  lease  of  1849.  lb. 
55 
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4.  When  ultra  Tirei.  If  the  directon  of  a  railway  ooippanj  become,  for  the 
purposesof  the  company,  lessees  of  land,  with  a  privilege  to  use  docks,  and 
agree  to  pay  rent  and  royalties  to  the  owner  of  the  docks,  and  enter  into  other 
conditions  which,  by  a  state  of  circamstanoes  subtieqaently  created,  appear 
to  be  unreasonable  and  impolitic,  such  stipulations  and  conditions  cannot,  on 
that  account,  be  treated  as  ultra  vires  of  the  directors.  lb. 

6. Nor  can  a  condition  to  pay  shipping  dues  not  only  for  goods  actually 

brought  along  the  railway  and  shipped  at  those  docks,  but  for  goods  brought 
along  the  railway  to  be  shipped  at  other  docks,  be  treated  as  a  covenant  in  re- 
straint of  trade.  lb. 

6.  Power  as  to  charges  lor  servioeB.  A  railway  act  gave  the  directors 
power  to  charge  a  sum  for  the  conveyance  of  coal  along  the  line,  "  including 
the  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  railways  and  wagons,  or  trucks  and  locomotive 
power,  and  every  expense  incidental  to  such.oonveyance,"  which  sum  was  to 
be  a  maximum  sum,  except  in  certain  cases,  the  exception  being  thus  ex- 
pressed :  **  Except  a  reasonable  sum  for  loading,  covering  and  unloading  of 
goods,  and  delivery  and  collection,  and  any  other  services  incidental  to  the 
business  of  a  carrier,  where  such  services  or  any  of  them  are  or  is  to  be 
performed  by  the  company."  The  services  in  respect  of  which  the  excepted 
charges  were  claimed  to  be  made,  were  those  of  taking  the  wagons  of  a 
colliery  owner  from  his  own  sidings  and  attaching  them  to  the  trains,  or 
returning  them  from  the  line  of  the  railway  to  the  sidings  of  the  colliery 
owner;  audit  was  found  in  the  special  case,  that  whatever  particular  difficulty 
arose  in  this  work  was  occasioned  by  the  position  of  the  points  effecting  the 
junction  of  the  line  with  the  sidings.  Held,  that  these  were  not  services 
which  came  within  the  meaning  of  the  exception.  Lancashire,  etc.,  Ry,  Co, 
V.  OidZow  (H.  of  L.),  XIII,  40. 

7. At  some  of  the  stations  the  colliery  owner  had  been  allowed  to  leave 

his  coals  on  the  ground  adjoining  the  lines.  Held,  that  this  might  have  been 
made  the  subject  of  an  agreement  for  payment  for  any  advantage  thus 
obtained  by  him,  but  did  not  come  within  the  description  of  a ''service" 
contained  in  the  exception.    lb. 

8.  Acquiring  land.  The  words  "  purposes  aforesaid,"  in  sect.  82  of  the 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  refer  only  to  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  that  section.  The  remedy  against  the  company  in  such  cases  may  be 
by  suit  for  injunction  as  well  as  by  action  for  damages.  An  act  is  not  '*  neces- 
sary "  within  the  16th  section  of  the  said  act,  merely  because  it  enables  the 
company  to  execute  their  works  more  economically.  Fentnek  ▼.  East  London 
Hy,  Co.  (Eq.  C),  XV,  480. 

9.  Superfluous  land.  The  meaning  of  the  phrase  "  superfluous  land "  in 
the  127th  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845  (8  &  9  Vict.,  c. 
18),  is,  land  acquired  by  the  promoters  of  the  undertaking,  but  not  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  undertaking.  Directors  of  Great  Western  Ry.  Co.  v. 
May  (H.  of  L.),  X,  38. 

10. In  the  127th  section  the  word  "  required  "  does  not  mean  demanded, 

but  necessary,  and  ^hen  it  ceases  to  be  necessary,  this  land  becomes  super- 
fluous land.  lb. 

11. It  may  be  so  in  any  one  of  four  ways ;  if  more  land  had  been  taken 
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than,  on' the  execution  of  the  works,  appeared  to  be  needed  —  if  the  company 
had  been  forced  to  take  it  by  reason  of  not  being  able  to  obtain  a  part  of  any 
property  without  taking  the  rest  —  if  taken  for  works  then  deemed  to  be 
required  for  permanent  use,  but  which  afterward  were  found  not  to  be 
required,  and  were  therefore  abandoned  —  or,  if  taken  only  for  a  temporary 
purpose,  when  that  temporary  purpose  had  been  answered.  lb. 

12. The  conversion  of  it  to  other  purposes  than  those  of  the  under- 

taking  is  evidence  of  its  being  superfluous.  lb. 

13. Though  land  acquired  for  the  purposes  of  the  undertaking  has  been 

actually  used  by  the  promoters,  if  that  use  is  only  one  of  a  temporary  nature, 
the  land  having  satisfied  that  use,  becomes  superfluous  land.  lb. 

14. Where  land  cannot  be  shown  to  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the 

undertaking,  it  vests  absolutely  in  the  adjoining  owner  under  the  127th  section 
of  the  Liands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845 ;  having  so  become  '*  vested  "  in 
the  adjoining  owners,  it  is  not  affected  by  the  circumstance  that  a  private  act, 
passed  afterward,  though  before  it  is  claimed  by  an  adjoining  owner,  extends 
the  time  within  which  the  directors  may  dispose  of  the  superfluous  lands 
belonging  to  the  company.  lb. 

16. Lands  were  acquired  by  railway  directors,  as  for  the  purposes  of 

their  undertaking,  notices  under  the  Compulsory  Powers  Clauses  being  given 
as  to  all,  but  the  valuation  as  to  some  was  fixed  by  the  statutory  arbitrator, 
as  to  the  rest  settled  by  agreement  between  the  directors  and  the  land-owners. 
At  the  end  of  ten  years  the  purposes  to  which  the  directors  had  applied  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  lands  thus  acquired  had  been  answered,  and  the  directors 
allowed  persons  to  occupy  these  particular  portions  as  garden  grounds,  still, 
however,  retaining  a  right  of  re-entry  thereon  on  very  short  notices.  An  ad- 
joining owner  claimed  them  under  the  127th  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  1845.  HM,  that  this  claim  was  valid,  that  they  had  become 
"  superfluous  land "  and  had  "  vested  "  in  him,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
section,  and  it  had  not*  been  necessary  for  him  to  do  any  act  to  bring  about 
tl^t  legal  result.  lb. 

16.  liability  for  defeotiTe  fences.  The  plaintiff  hired  of  the  occupier  of 
some  land  adjoining  the  defendants'  line  of  railway  a  stable  for  his  horse. 
The  horse  was  allowed  to  graze  during  the  day  on  the  land.  One  night  it 
escaped  from  the  stable  on  to  the  land,  and  thence,  through  a  defective  fence, 
on  to  the  defendants'  line,  where  it  t^  run  over  and  killed  by  a  train.  In  an 
action  for  the  value  of  the  horse,  held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  8  &  9  Vict.,  c.  20,  s.  68,  whereby  railway 'companies  are  bound  to 
maintitin  sufficient  fences  for  the  protection  of  the  cattle  of  the  "  owners  or 
occupiers"  of  land  adjoining  their  line,  and  that  the  defendants  were  therefore 
liable.    Damon  v.  Midland  Rj/.  Co,  (Exch.),  IV,  418. 

17. for  onaafe  orossiiig.    Where  a  railway  company  construct  their 

line  across  a  highway  on  a  level,  under  the  sanction  of  an  act  of  Parliament,  it 
is  their  duty  to  keep  the  crossing  in  a  proper  state  for  the  passage  of  carriages 
across  the  rails ;  and  if  a  carriage  is  damaged  in  consequence  of  the  rails 
being  too  high  above  the  surface  of  the  roadway  the  company  are  liable. 
OUoer  V.  North-Mkuiem  Ry.  Oo,  (Q.  B.),  IX,  850. 
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18.  ZiUbility  of  connecting  companiei.  Where  two  companies  need  the 
same  track,  and  only  one  was  guilty  of  negligence,  held,  that  the  latter  only 
was  liable  therefor.     Wright  ▼.  Midland  By.  Co.  (Exch.),  V,  382. 

19.  '• Where  baggage  or  property  is  lost  or  injnred  by  one  of  several  con 

necting  railways,  the  presumption  is  that  it  was  so  lost  or  injured-  by  the  com- 
pany to  which  it  was  delivered,  and  in  whose  possession  it  was  last  seen,  and 
that  company  will  be  held  responsible  therefor  unless  it  shows  that  it  was  not 
in  fault.    Kent  v.  Midland  By,  Co,  (Q.  B.),  XI.  128.

RECEXVEB. 

1.  Appointment  pendente  lite.  The  court  may  appoint  a  receiver  of  per- 
sonal estate  pending  the  grant  of  probate,  which  has  been  delayed  on  account 
of  a  caveat  having  been  entered,  where  a  suit  in  the  Probate  Court  has  not 
been  actually  constituted.    Parkin  v.  8edd4ms  (Eq.  C),  VI,  625. 

2.  The  court  will,  also,  under  the  same  circumstances,  appoint  a  re- 
ceiver pendente  lite  of  the  rents  of  real  estate,  if  neither  the  devisee  nor  the 
heir  at  law  is  in  actual  possession.  lb. 

3.  Pending  disputes  of  directors.  The  existence  of  disputes  between  dif- 
ferent members  of  the  governing  body  of  a  company,  which  prevent  its  afikirs 
being  carried  on  properly,  is  a  ground  for  the  intervention  of  the  court  by  in- 
junction and  receiver  to  protect  the  property  of  the  company,  but  the  inter- 
ference of  the  court  will  be  continued  only  until  a  governing  body  is  duly  ap- 
pointed. Feat?icrHone  v.  Cooke  and  Trade  AuaHiary  Co.  v.  Vickere  (Eq.  C.)» 
VI,  764. 

4.  To  work  coal  mine.  In  a  suit  by  the  purchaser  of  a  coal  mine  to  resdnd 
the  contract  on  the  ground  of  fraudulent  misrepresentations,  it  being  essential 
that  the  mine  should  be  kept  in  a  going  state,  the  court,  upon  the  application 
of  the  purchaser,  who  was  in  possession  of  the  colliery,  appointed  a  receiver 
and  manager  until  the  hearing.     Oibhe  v.  David  (Eq.  C),  XV,  870. 

6.  Title  o^  when  aocmes.  Where,  on  a  motion  for  a  receiver,  an  order  is 
made  that  a  named  person,  on  giving  security,  be  appointed  receiver,  the  ap- 
pointment takes  effect  from  the  date  of  the  order ;  and,  therefore,  where,  after 
such  an  order  and  before  the  receiver  so  appointed  perfected  his  securities, 
certain  execution  creditors  who  had  not  received  notice  of  the  appointment 
put  the  sheriff  in  possession  of  the  goods  over  which  the  receiver  was  ap- 
pointed, field,  that,  immediately  on  notice  being  given  of  the  appointment,  the 
sheriff  ought  to  have  been  withdrawn.  Sdtoards  v.  Edvoarde  (Chan.  Div.),  XV, 
846. 
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6. Where  a  receiver  of  a  bankrapt'B  property  has  been  appointed  bj 

the  Ck>urt  of  Bankruptcy,  It  is  a  contempt  of  court  for  the  holder  of  a  valid 
bill  of  sale  of  goods  of  the  bankrupt  to  oust  the  receiver  from  possession 
which  he  has  taken  of  such  goods.  Ex  pa/rU  Cochrane  ;  In  re  Mead  (£q.  C.^, 
XIII,  802. 

7. The  onlj  person  who  may  interfere  with  the  possession  of  a  receiver 

is  a  landlord  distraining  for  a  yearns  rent.  Any  other  person  who  claims  a 
better  title  than  the  receiver  ought  to  apply  to  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  for 
leave  to  enforce  his  rights.  lb. 

8.  Discharge  oL  Testator,  who  died  in  1844,  devised  to  trustees  a  moiety 
of  his  real  estates  upon  trusts  for  his  son  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  grand- 
son for  life  and  his  sons  in  tail,  and  to  pay  all  his  debts  and  sums  of  money  as 
he  should  owe  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  whether  by  way  of  mortgage,  bond 
or  otherwise,  including  a  sum  of  £8,000  charged  upon  the  estates;  and  he 
directed  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates  should  be  received  by  the 
trustees  and  be  applied  in  liquidation  of  the  debts  until  the  whole,  including 
the  £8,000,  should  be  paid  ;  that  no  person  to  whom  any  estate  for  life  or  in 
tail  was  limited  should  4)e  entitled  to  the  rents  and  profits  until  the  estates 
were  totally  disincumbered  and  clear  of  debts ;  and  that  the  trustees  should 
invest  the  moneys  which  might  come  to  their  hands  upon  good  security,  at 
interest,  until  the  same  should  be  applied  in  payments  under  the  trusts. 
A  receiver  had  been  appointed.  The  whole  of  the  debts  had  been  paid,  except- 
ing the  £8,000,  by  sales  of  parts  of  the  estates  under  orders  of  the  court,  and 
there  was  an  accumulation  fund  in  court  sufficient  to  pay  the  £8,000.  On  ad- 
journed summons,  held,  that  the  receiver  must  be  discharged,  and  the  tenant 
for  life  be  let  into  possession  of  the  estates.

REDEMPTION. 

1.  From  mortgaga  An  estate  subject  to  a  mortgage  was  vested  in  C.  upon 
trust,  to  set  apart  out  of  the  rents  a  fixed  yearly  sum,  out  of  which  he  was  to 
pay  the  interest  on  the  mortgage  and  accumulate  the  residue  as  a  sinking  fund 
to  pay  off  the  principal.  In  June,  1864,  the  interest  being  in  arrear,  the  mort- 
gagees advertised  the  property  for  sale.  C.  thereupon  applied  to  F.  to  pay  off 
the  mortgagees  and  take  a  transfer,  which  he  agreed  to  do.  The  mortgagees 
would  not  stop  the  sale  unless  the  whole  arrear  of  interest  and  their  costs 
were  paid  them,  which  F.  at  once  did ;  and  he  subsequently  paid  them  the  in- 
terest down  to  September,  1864.  The  transfer  was  not  made  till  August,  1866, 
and  it  purported  to  transfer  the  principal  sum  with  interest  only  from  Sep- 
tember, 1864.  A  contemporaneous  deed  was  executed,  by  which  C.  purported 
to  charge  the  estate  with  the  payment  of  a  principal  sum  made  up  of  the  pay- 
ments by  F.  in  1864,  and  the  costs  and  interest  thereon.  It  was  admitted  that 
this  deed  was  invalid,  as  being  beyond  the  powers  of  the  trustee.  A  bill  for 
redemption  having  been  filed  by  the  beneficial  owners,  held^  that  F.  was  en* 
titled  to  charge  in  his  accounts,  and  to  have  paid  to  him  upon  redemption  from 
the  mortgage,  the  sums  paid  by  him  in  1864  for  interest,  notwithstanding  the 
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form  of  the  deeds  of  1865,  and  the  fact  that  C.  was  guilty  of  a  breach  of  trust  in 
allowing  the  interest  to  be  in  arrear.    CottreU  y.  Finneif  (Chan.  App.),  X,  576. 

-  2.  Dismissal  of  bill  £or.  The  rule  that  the  dismissal  of  the  bill  in  a  redemp- 
tion suit  operates  as  a  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage,  does  not  apply  to  an  equi- 
table mortgage  by  deposit  of  title^eeds.  A  mortgagor  filed  a  bill  for  the 
redemption  of  a  legal  mortgage*.  The  mortgagee,  by  his.  answer,  alleged  that 
he  had  advanced  another  sum  of  money  on  the  deposit  of  the  title-deeds  of 
another  estate,  and  he  claimed  to  hold  both  estates  till  both  debts  were  paid. 
The  plaintiff  amended  his  bill  by  stating  the  allegations  made  by  the  defend- 
ant, but  before  the  bill  came  to  a  hearing  he  obtained  an  order,  ex  parte^  dis- 
missing the  bill  with  costs.  The  mortgagee  afterward  contracted  to  sell  both 
the  estates,  and  then  filed  a  bill  for  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  the 
mortgagor,  who  was  dead,  praying  for  permission  to  carry  out  the  sale,  and  for 
payment  of  his  whole  debt  out  of  the  mortgagor's  estate.  MM,  that  the 
equitable  mortgage  was  not  foreclosed,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
the  relief  prayed  for.    Marshall  v.  JShretubury  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  719.

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L  Whan  decreed.  A  deed  was  executed  purporting  (by  mistake)  to  convey 
a  moiety  only  of  real  estate,  the  intention  of  the  parties  having  been  to  pass 
the  whole.  Infants  were  interested.  Upon  bill  for  rectification,  held,  that 
a  conveyance  of  the  other  moiety  by  another  deed  was  not  necessary,  and 
order  made  declaring  that  the  deed  was,  in  the  particulars  after  specified, 
executed  by  mistake,  that  it  was  intended  to  pass  the  entirety,  and  that  the 
deed  ought  to  be  rectified  ;  ordering  rectification  by  words  and  figures  accord- 
ingly, and  directing  a  copy  of  the  order  to  be  indorsed  on  the  deed.  WiUe  v. 
FAt«<j(Bq.  C.),V,834. 

2. A  testator,  who  died  in  1760,  made  a  general  devise  of  freeholds  and 

copyholds  to  his  daughter  in  tail.  His  grandson  was,  in  1783,  admitted  to  the 
copyholds  as  tenant  in  tail,  and  was  proved  to  have  been  in  1833  in  possession 
of  the  copyholds  and  of  certain  freeholds  then  held  therewith.  He  made  a 
will  purporting  to  devise  these  freeholds  and  copyholds,  and  died  in  1840. 
His  brother  and  heir,  in  1841,  executed  a  deed  purporting  to  be  for  the  purpose 
of  barring  any  estates  tail  in  the  freeholds,  whereby  he  conveyed  the  freeholds 
to  the  devisee  under  the  will,  and  covenanted  to  surrender  the  copyholds. 
This  deed  was  not  enrolled,  but  the  devisee  was  admitted  to  the  copyholds. 
The  devisee  died  intestate,  and  his  brother  succeeded  him  as  his  heir,  and 
made  a  will  purporting  to  devise  the  freeholds  and  the  copyholds  in  fifths, 
the  plaintiff  taking  one-fifth  and  the  defendant  another  fifth.  The  defendant 
afterward  agreed  to  buy  the  plaintiff's  one-fifth,  and  a  conveyance  was  made 
by  her  conveying  to  the  defendant  her  one-fifth  and  all  her  estates  and  shares 
In  the  land,  neither  of  them  being  aware  of  the  earlier  title.  Four  years  after- 
ward the  deed  purporting  to  bar  the  estate  tail  was  found,  and  thereupon  the 
defendant  requested  the  plaintiff,  who  was  heir  in  tail  of  the  original  testator, 
to  confirm  the  sale,  and  sent  to  her  the  draft  of  a  deed  reciting  that  the  origi- 
nal testator  was  seized  in  fee  of  the  freeholds  and  devised  them,  and  that  she 
was  tenant  in  tail.    She  then  filed  a  bill  to  have  her  conveyance  set  aside  and 
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to  be  declared  tenant  in  tail  of  the  freeholds.  Seld,  that  the  conveyance  bj 
the  plaintiff  of  the  fee  in  the  whole  when  she  had  intended  to  oonvej  one- 
fifth  only  might  embarrass  her  in  proceeding  kt  law,  and  that  this  court  must 
determine  the  question  ;  but  held,  that  the  plaintiff  was  bound  to  show  that 
the  original  testator  was  seized  in  fee  of  the  freeholds  claimed  by  her,  and 
that,  as  she  had  not  done  so,  her  bill  must  be  dismissed.  BvUey  v.  BuUey 
(Chan.  App.),  X,  706. 

3. HM,  that,  under  the  circumstances,  the  sending  by  the  defendant  of 

the  draft  deed  stating  that  the  original  testator  was  seixed  in  fee  was  not  an 
admission  by  the  defendant  of  the  fact  which  would  bind  him.  lb. 

4. The  defendant  had  conveyed  his  estate  to  mortgagees.    HMy  that 

they  were  purchasers  for  valuable  consideration  without  notice,  and  their 
rights  could  not  be  interfered  with.  lb.  * 

6.  Of  marriage  settlement  By  a  marriage  settlement  executed  in  pursu- 
ance of  articles  made  under  the  order  of  the  court  on  the  marriage  of  a  lady, 
an  infant  and  a  ward  of  court,  personalty  of  the  wife  was  limited  on  death  of 
the  husband  and  in  default  of  children,  both  which  events  happened,  to  the 
wife,  as  she  should  by  will  appoint,  and  in  default  to  her  next  of  kin.  Upon 
her  uncontradicted  evidence  that  this  was  not  in  accordance  with  her  intention, 
hM,  that  she  was  entitled  to  have  the  settlement  rectified  by  limiting  the 
property,  in  the  events  which  had  happened,  to  herself,  her  executors  and 
administrators,  absolutely;  and  declaration  to  that  effect  ordered  to  be  in- 
dorsed on  the  settlement.    BmUk  v.  lliffe  (Eq.  C),  XV,  536. 

6. A  lady,  possessed  of  about  £12,000  consols,  being  engaged  to  be 

married,  a  draft  settlement  in  the  usual  form  was  submitted  to  the  intended 
husband,  who  objected  to  some  of  its  provisions,  and  insisted  that  if  there 
should  be  "  no  children,"  and  he  should  survive  his  wife,  the  fund  should 
belong  to  him.  Articles  embodying  this  provision  were  hastily  signed  before 
the  marriage ;  and  after  the  marriage,  the  fund  having  been  transferred  to 
the  trustees,  a  draft  settlement,  in  execution  of  the  articles,  was  prepared,  but 
objected  to  by  the  husband,  and,  as  ultimately  executed,  contained  limitations 
to  the  husband  and  wife  and  the  survivor  for  their  lives,  and  as  to  the  capital 
to  the  children  of  the  marriage  absolutely,  not  to  such  as  should  attain  twenty- 
one  or  marry,  and  without  any  limitation  over,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  a 
son  or  of  an  unmarried  daughter  under  twenty-one.  There  was  also  a  pro- 
vision that  "  if  there  should  l>e  no  child  "  of  the  husband  and  wife,  and  the 
husband  should  survive  the  wife,  the  fund  should  belong  to  him  ;  but  the  deed 
contained  no  alternative  limitation  in  the  events  of  there  being  no  child,  and 
of  the  wife  surviving  the  husband.  The  husband  brought  no  property  into 
settlement.  In  the  event,  one  child  was  bom,  but  died  an  infant  in  the  life- 
time of  both  parents.  The  husband  died ;  and  his  representative  claiming  the 
fund,  subject  to  the  widow's  life  interest —  upon  bill  by  the  widow  for  rectifi- 
cation of  the  settlement,  and  for  a  declaration  that  she  was  entitled  to  the 
fund,  held,  that  the  transfer  of  the  fund  to  the  trustees  was  not  a  reduction 
into  possession  by  the  husband ;  that  the  settlement  was  not  in  accordance 
with  the  articles,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  rectified ;  and  that,  in  the  events 
which  had  happened,  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  fund.  Cogan  v.  Dujfleld 
(Eq.  C),  XV,  607. 
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7. Held,  also,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  arrears  of  Income  due 

at  the  death  of  the  husband.  lb. 

8.  Iiaohes,  effect  ol    The  conveyance  made  in  1866^  npon  a  sale  of  land  by 

5.  to  B.,  contained  a  reservation  to  S.  of  minerals.    Four  years  subsequently 

6.  filed  a  bill  against  S.,  alleging  that  the  reservation  was  inserted  in  the  con- 
veyance under  a  mistake  common  to  both  parties^  and  recently  discovered  by 
him,  and  praying  for  the  rectification  of  the  conveyance  by  the  omission  of  it. 
S.  put  in  an  answer  denying  the  mistake,  and  claiming  the  benefit  of  the 
reservation;  and  afterward  died  before  he  could  be  cross-examined.  HM, 
that  although,  in  the  opinion  of-  the  court,  a  mistake  common  to  both  parties 
had  been  made,  of  which  S.  sought  to  take  an  improper  advantage,  yet  a  sim- 
ple decree  for  rectification  could ,  not  be  made  after  the  lapse  of  time  and 
againftt  the  oath  of  one  of  the  parties ;  but  that  the  defendante,  the  rtipresent- 
atives  of  S.^  were  entitled  to  the  option  of  having  the  conveyance  rectified,  or 
the  whole  transaction  set  aside;  and  in  t}ie  event  of  the  plaintiff  not  choosing 
to  accept  the  latter  alternative,  the  bill  must  be  dismissed  without  costs.

RIPARIAN  OWNER. 

1.  Right!  on  tidal  riTer.  Tbe  owner  of  land  on  the  bank  of  a  tidal  rlTer 
has  onlj  a  right  of  acceM  to  the  river  as  one  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  and 
has  not  the  same  easements  or  private  rights  as  those  of  the  owner  of  land  on 
the  bank  of  an  inland  stream.  Lyon  v.  Fiehmongert^  Co.  (Chan.  App.),  XFV, 
837. 

2. Under  the  Thames  Conservancy  Act»  the  conservators  had  power  to 

grant  to  the  owner  of  any  wharf  a  license  to  make  an  embankment  into  the 
body  of  the  river,  and  by  sect.  179  the  rights  of  owners  of  land  adjoining  the 
river  were  saved.  HeHy  that  the  conservators  had  power  to  grant  a  license  to 
embank,  although  the  embankment  would  cut  off  all  access  to  one  side  of  the 
adjoining  wharf,  the  right  interfered  with  not  being  a  private  right,  and  not 
being  saved  by  sect.  179.  lb. 

3.  Diversion  of  water.  An  upper  riparian  owner  has  a  right  to  use  the 
water  of  the  stream  for  all  ordinary  purposes,  such  as  washing  and  drinking, 
and  other  uses  connected  with  his  tenement,  and  under  (iertain  circumstances 
and  to  a  reasonable  extent  he  may  divert  it  for  a  time  for  purposes  of  irriga- 
tion or  manufactures,  but  subject  to  such  use  the  lower  riparian  owner  is 
entitled  to  its  accustomed  flow  for  the  ordinary  purposes  for  which  he  can  use 
it.

SALE. 

i.  Oonstmction  as  to  quantity.  A.  M.,  on  behalf  of  the  firm  of  M.  &  Co., 
merchants,  in  Q.,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  entered  into  the  following  con- 
tract with  R.  M. :  <*R.  M.  sells,  and  Messrs.  M.&Co.  buy,  all  of  the  spars 
manufactured  by  R.  M.,  say  about  600  red  pine  spars,  averaging  by  culler's 
measurement  in  Q.,  16  inches,  at  the  sum  of,  etc.,  delivered  free  of  charge  in 
Q.  The  above  spars  will  be  out  of  the  lot  manufactured  by  J.  B.,  the  lengths 
of  which,  according  to  his  specifications,  I  am  satisfied  with."  The  lot  manu- 
factured by  J.  B.  was  found  to  consist  of  608  spars,  of  which  only  496  aver- 
aged 16  inches.  Held,  upon  the  construction  of  the  contract,  that  M.  &  Co. 
were  bound  to  accept  the  496  spars  at  the  rate  agreed  on,  the  words,  **  say 
about  600  red  pine  spars,'*  being  words  of  expectation  and  estimate  only,  and 
not  amounting  to  a  warranty.    McCotinell  v.  Murphy  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  164. 

2.  As  to  risk  of  loss.  The  plaintifis,  sugar  refiners,  were  in  the  habit  of 
selling  to  brokers  the  whole  of  each  filling  of  sugar,  consisting  of  from  200  to 
300  loaves  or  "  ti tiers  "  each,  the  terms  always  being  ''  prompt  at  one  month  ; 
goods  at  seller's  risk  for  two  months,"  the  *'  prompt"  day  being  the  Saturday 
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next  after  the  expiration  of  one  month  from  the  sale.  The  titlere  in  each  fill- 
ing were  8toi^  on  the  plaintiffs'  premMes,  and  were  from  time  to  time  fetched 
away  bj  the  parchaaers  or  their  sub-Vendees,  being  weighed  on  their  removal, 
each  titler  weighing  from  thirty-eight  to  forty-two  pounds.  If  the  whole  of 
the  lots  contained  in  one  sale-note  had  not  (which  was  frequently  the  case) 
been  taken  away  on  the  *'  prompt "  day,  payment  was  made  by  the  purchaser 
(by  bill  or  cash)  at  an  approximate  sum  calculated  on  the  probable  weight,  the 
actual  price  being  afterward  adjusted  on  the  whole  filling  being  cleared.  The 
defendant,  who  was  an  old  customer  of  the  plaintiffs,  had  bought  four  fillings 
consisting  of  specific  ti tiers,  ea<ih  marked,  on  the  above  terms,  and  had  paid 
the  approximate  price  of  the  four  lots,  and  had  fetched  some  of  each  lot  away. 
A  fire  occurred  on  the  plaintiffs'  premises  after  the  expiration  of  the  two 
months  from  the  date  of  sale  to  the  defendant,  destroying  the  whole  contents 
of  the  warehouses.  At  the  time  of  the  fire  the  plaintiffs  had  floating  policies 
of  insurance  which  covered  goods  on  the  premises  ''  sold  and  paid  for,  but  not 
removed ; "  but  they  had  no  agreement  or  understanding  with  their  customers 
as  to  any  insurance ;  and  the  amount  insured,  which  the  plaintiff  received  from 
the  underwriters,  was  not  sufiScient  to  cover  the  loss  of  their  own  goods,  exclusive 
of  the  titlers  undelivered  which  they  had  sold  to  the  defendant.  Held,  (by  CocK- 
BURN,  G.  J.,  on  the  ground  that  the  property  in  the  titlers  undelivered  had  passed 
to  the  defendant;  by  Blackburn,  Lube  and  Quain,  J  J.,  whether  it  had  passed 
or  not),  that,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  of  sale,  the  risk  after  the  lapse  of 
the  two  months  was  in  the  buyer,  and  the  loss  was,  therefore,  his.  Secondly, 
that,  as  there  was  no  com  i  act  between  the  plaintiffs  and  their  customers,  as  to 
insurance,  the  plaintiffs  were  under  no  obligation  in  the  matter,  and  were 
entitled  to  appropriate  to  their  own  losses  the  whole  sum  received  from  the 
insurance  ofllces.    Martineau  v.  Kitching  (Q.  B.),  II,  539. 

3. Semble,  by  Blackburn  and  Lush,  J  J.,  that  the  property  in  the  titlers 

undelivered  had  passed  to  the  defendant.  lb. 

^  Whan  title  passes.  Where  the  terms  of  an  auction  sale  were  that  "  each 
lot  shall  be  paid  for  immediately  after  the  sale  and  previously  to  its  removal," 
and  that  "  each  and  all  lots  shall  be  taken  to  be  delivered  at  the  fall  of  the 
hammer,  after  which  time  they  shall  remain  and  be  at  the  exclusive  risk  of 
the  purchaser/'  the  title  passes  immediately  upon  the  goods  being  struck  off 
to  the  purchaser,  notwithstanding  they  may  still  be  liable  to  l>e  distrained  for 
rent  due  to  the  landlord  of  the  previous  owner,  and  the  purchaser  takes  sub- 
ject  to  that  risk.    Sweeting  v.  Turner  (Q.  B.),  II,  72. 

6. The  plaintiffs  agreed  with  the  defendant  to  ship  on  board  a  vessel  a 

cargo  of  fresh-water  ice,  and  to  dispatch  the  vessel  with  all  speed  to  any  ordered 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  "  the  vendors  forwarding  bills  of  lading  to  the 
purchaser,  and  upon  receipt  thereof  the  purchaser  takes  upon  himself  all 
risks  and  dangers  of  the  seas ; "  and  the  defendant  agreed  to  buy  and  receive 
the  ice  on  its  arrival,  and  pay  for  it  in  cash  on  delivery,  at  the  rate  of  20«.  a 
ton  of  20  cwt.,  weighed  on  board  during  delivery.  The  vessel  was  lost  during 
the  voyage  by  risks  and  dangers  of  the  seas,  within  the  meaning  of  the  agree- 
ment, and  after  the  receipt  by  the  defendant  of  the  bills  of  lading.  The 
plaintiffs  having  brought  an  action  against  the  defendant  to  recover  the  value 
of  the  cargo  at  the  time  of  the  loss,  htld,  that  the  title  to  the  cargo  passed  to 
the  defendant  on  delivery  of  the  bills  of  lading,  and  it  was  thenceforth  at  his 
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risk,  and  tHat  the  pUintiffii  were  entitled  to  recoTer.  CfatUe  ▼.  Plaf/fard 
(Exch.),  1, 204.  « 

6. The  defendants  bought  from  one  M.  all  the  ore  of  a  certain  mine  in 

Spain,  to  be  shipped  bj  M.  at  Cartagena  on  ships  to  Im  chartered  bj  the  de- 
fendants or  bj  him.  The  ore  was  to  be  paid  for  by  bills  against  bills  of  lading, 
or  by  longer  bills  on  the  execation  of  a  clug^r-  party,  and  on  a  certificate  that 
there  was  enough  ore  in  stock  to  load  the  vessel  chartered.  On  being  so  paid 
for,  the  ore  was  to  Im  the  property  of  the  defendants.  Several  vessels  had 
been  loaded,  and  others  chartered,  and  several  payments  made  up  to  March, 
1872,  when  the  T.,  one  of  the  chartered  ships,  arrived  at  Cartagena.  The  pay- 
ments which  had  been  made  at  that  time  exceeded  in  amount  the  price  of  all 
the  ore  shipped  and  to  1)e  shipped  in  all  the  vessels  chartered  and  not  loaded, 
so  that  had  M.  shipped  ore  on  the  T.  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  no  pay- 
ment in  respect  of  it.  He  had  ore  which  he  could  and  ought  to  have  shipped, 
taking  bills  of  lading  to  the  order  of  the  defendants.  Instead  of  doing  this 
before  auy  ore  was  put  on  boar^  the  T.,  he  telegraphed  to  the  defendants  tliat 
he  would  not  load  the  T.  on  their  account,  and  though  they  telegraphed  to 
him,  threatening  him  if  he  did  not,  he  loaded  the  T.,  taking  bills  of  lading, 
making  the  shipment  to  be  by  one  S.,  and  the  cargo  deliverable  to  8.'s  order. 
No  certificate  in  relation  to  this  ore  was  ever  given  to  the  defendants.  By  the 
terms  of  the  cliarter-party  the  captain  was  to  sign  bills  of  lading  as 'presented. 
S.  w^  a  fictitious  person,  and  M.,  after  indorsing  the  name  of  S.  on  the  bills  of 
lading  and  then  his  own,  indorsed  them  for  value  to  the  plaintiffs.  Held,  that 
the  plaintiffs,  as  against  the  defendants,  were  entitled  to  the  cargo ;  by  Bram- 
WELL  and  Clbasbt,  BB.,  on  the  ground  that  though  M.  acted  in  breach  of  his 
agreement,  yet  the  manner  in  which  the  ore  was  put  on  board  the  T.,  and  the 
form  in  which  the  bills  of  lading  were  taken,  showed  that  the  property  in  the 
ore  did  not  pass  to  the  defendants  before  or  after  sliipment ;  by  Kbllt,  C.  B., 
solely  on  the  ground  that  the  charter-party  justified  the  master  in  signing  bills 
of  lading,  which  gave  the  plaintiffs  a  title.  Qdbarron  v.  Kreeft  and  Kretft  v. 
Thomjmn  (Exch.),  XIV,  662. 

7. In  an  action  on  a  charter-party  by  Messrs.  K.,  the  former  defend- 
ants, as  charterers,  against  the  ship-owner  for  not  delivering  a  cargo  on  board 
the  M.  to  the  plaintiffs  according  to  the  charter-party,  it  appeared  that  the 
charter-party  of  the  M.,  which  was  one  of  the  vessels  chartered  for  carrying 
ore  under  the  contract  above  mentioned,  did  not  authorize  the  master  to  sign 
bills  of  lading  as  presented,  but  the  ship-owner,  by  the  charter-party,  agreed 
to  deliver  the  cargo  to  the  plaintiffs.  This  cargo  had  also  been  fully  drawn 
against,  but  M.  obtained  from  the  master  bills  of  lading,  as  in  the  former  case, 
and  indorsed  them  for  value  to  G.,  to  whom  the  master  delivered  the  cargo. 
Held,  by  the  majority  of  the  court,  that  the  defendant  was  not  liable,  on  the 
ground  that  the  master  performed  his  contract  by  delivering  the  cargo  accord- 
ing to  bills  of  lading.  By  Kbllt,  C.  B.,  dissenting,  that  the  defendant  was 
liable,  as  the  property  in  the  ore  drawn  against  had  passed  to  the  plaintiffs, 
the  purchasers,  and  as  the  master  was  not  justified  under  the  charter  in  giving 
bills  of  lading  which  were  inconsistent  with  the  rights  of  the  plaintiffs.  lb. 

8. Where  W.  bought  goods  in  bond  from  C,  to  remain  in  bond  awhile 

to  C.'»  order,  and  paid  for  them,  and  afterward  wrote  C.  to  forward  to  him  a 
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part,  and  inclosed  a  check  sufficient  to  pay  dutios,  bat  C.  retained  the  check, 
not  paying  the  duty  nor  forwarding  the  goods,  and  soon  afterward  became  in- 
solvent ;  hMt  that  such  part  of  the  goods  did  not  pass  to  the  trustee  of  the 
vendor,  but  his  rights  were  determined  by  the  demand  of  possession  though 
no  notice  had  been  given  to  the  warehouseman.  Matter  of  Ward  (Chan.  App.), 
IV.  822. 

9.  Vendor's  lien.  Where  an  unpaid  vendor  shipping  goods  under  a  con- 
tract of  sale  takes  a  bill  of  lading  making  the  goods  deliverable  to  his  order, 
and  retains  such  bill  of  lading  in  his  own  or  his  agent's  hands  for  his  own  pro- 
tection, he  not  merely  reserves  the  vendor's  lien,  in  case  of  the  purchaser's 
making  default  In  payment  of  the  price,  but  reserves  a  right  of  disposing  of 
the  goods  so  long  at  least  as  the  purchaser  continues  in  default.  Ogg  v.  8hut&r 
(C.  P.  Div.),  XV,  281 ;  reversing  S.  C,  XI,  816. 

1(X B.  &  Co.  sold  some  iron  rails  to  the  A.  company  by  a  written  con- 
tract, stipulating  that  payment  should  be  made  by  buyers'  acceptances  of 
sellers'  drafts  against  inspector's  certificate  of  approval  and  wharfinger's  cer- 
tificate of  each  600  tons  being  stacked  ready  for  shipment.  As  the  wharfin- 
ger's certificates  were  delivered,  the  A.  company  accepted  the  drafts  of  B.  & 
Co.,  according  to  the  contract,  which  B.  &  Co.  negotiated;  but  the  rails 
remained  in  B.  &  Co.'s  possession.  The  plaintiff  advanced  money  to  the  A. 
company  on  the  security  of  some  of  the  wharfinger's  certificates  which  were 
handed  over  to  him  with  a  written  memorandum.  The  A.  company  became 
insolvent,  and  their  acceptances  were  consequently  not  paid.  The  plaintiff 
filed  a  bill  against  B.  &  Co.  and  the  receiver  of  the  estate  of  the  A.  company, 
claiming  a  lien  on  tlie  rails  in  the  hands  of  B.  &  Co.  in  priority  to  their  lien 
as  vendors.  The  bill  alleged  that  according  to  the  custom  of  the  iron  trade, 
the  wharfinger's  certificates  were  in  fact "  warrants."  The  plaintiff  having 
moved  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  B.  &  Co.  from  parting  with  the  rails,  or 
with  the  money  which  they  might  receive  in  respect  of  them,  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  ordered  B.  &  Co.  to  pay  the  value  of  the  rails  into  court,  to  be  kept  in 
medio  till  the  decision  of  the  case.  Held,  first,  that  the  giving  of  the  accept- 
ances in  pursuance  of  the  contract  was  not  an  absolute  payment,  but  con- 
ditional on  the  acceptances  being  met ;  that  upon  the  insolvency  of  the 
acceptors  the  vendors'  lien  on  the  goods  revived ;  and  that  the  fact  of  the 
vendors  having  negotiated  the  bills  made  no  difference.  Chunn  v.  BoUkovo 
((^han.  App.),  XIV,  789. 

11. Secondly,  that  the  wharfinger's  certificates  were  not  documents  of 

title,  and  their  delivery  passed  no  right  to  the  goods ;  and  that  no  custom  of 
trade  could  give  them  the  effect  of  *' warrants"  or  documents  of  title  as 
against  the  vendors.  lb. 

12.  Stoppage  in  transitu,  whan  right  ends.  Where  goods  purchased  are 
shipped  by  the  vendor  by  railroad  as  directed  by  the  purchaser,  addressed  to 
one  whom  he  states  to  be  his  agent  at  L.,  and  such  consignee  on  arrival  of  the 
goods  at  L.  arranges  with  the  railway  company  to  hold  them  for  him  as  ware- 
housemen, before  notice  to  stop  them  in  transitu  is  received  there,  the  right 
to  so  stop  them  is  terminated  ;  but  the  vendor  still  has  the  right  to  avoid  the 
contract  on  the  ground  of  fraud  discovered  after  the  sale ;  and  in  an  action  by 
such  consignee  for  the  value  of  the  goods  after  they  have  been  retaken  by  the 
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vendor,  he  may  set  up  the  fraud  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  privj  thereto  as  a 
defense.    Glaugh  r.  London  and  Narth/western  By,  Go.  (Exch.),  1, 148. 

13. Cotton  was  shipped  at  Charleston,  in  America,  for  carriage  to  Liver- 

I>ool.  The  purchaser  resided  at  Luddenden  Foot,  in  Yorkshire.  The  cotton 
was  consigned  to  the  vendor's  agent  at  Liverpool,  to  whom  the  bills  of  lading 
were  also  sent  bj  the  vendor,  together  with  a  bill  of  exchange  for  the  price  of 
the  cotton,  drawn  by  the  vendor  on  the  purchaser.  On  the  arrival  of  the  cot- 
ton at  Liverpool,  the  bill  of  exchange  was  sent  by  the  vendor's  agent  to  the 
purchaser,  and  upon  its  return  accepted  by  him  the  bill  of  lading  was  sent  to 
him.  He  then  indorsed  the  bill  of  lading  and  sent  it  to  the  manager  of  a 
railway  company  in  Liverpool,  who  paid -the  sea  freight  and  obtained  pos- 
session of  the  cotton,  which  was  then  forwarded  by  the  railway  to  Luddenden 
Foot  Station.  The  invoice  of  the  cotton  which  was  sent  to  the  purchaser 
described  it  as  phipped  by  the  vendor  to  Liverpool,  consigned  to  order,  for 
account  and  risk  of  the  purchaser,  Luddenden  Foot.  The  bill  of  lading  pro- 
vided for  the  shipment  of  the  cotton  into  the  port  of  Liverpool,  there  to  be 
delivered  to  order  or  assigns,  he  or  they  paying  freight  immediately  on  landing 
the  goods.  Held^  that  the  transitus  prescribed  by  the  vendor  ended  at  Liver- 
pool, and  that  after  the  cotton  had  been  delivered  there  to  the  railway  com- 
pany, as  agents  for  the  purchaser,  the  vendor  had  no  right  to  stop  it  in  tranHlu, 
Ex  parte  Gibber;  In  re  Whittoorth  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  067. 

14.  ResoisBion  lor  non-oonformity  to  sample.  Where  goods  were  sold  by 
sample,  and  the  bulk  was  found  by  the  purchaser,  on  inspection  after  deliveiy, 
not  to  be  equal  to  sample,  held,  that  the  purchas3r  might  reject  the  goods  by 
giving  notice  to  the  vendor  that  he  would  not  accept  theni,  and  that  they  were 
at  the  vendor's  risk,  and  was  not  bound  to  send  back^  or  offer  to  send  back,  the 
goods  to  the  vendor,  or  to  place  them  in  neutral  custody.  Grimoldby  v.  WelU 
(Com.  PI.),  XII,  461. 

16. The  purchaser  of  goods  by  sample  ought  to  examine  them  without 

delay,  and  jf  he  finds  that  they  are  not  conformable  to  the  sample  he  may 
reject  them  and  rescind  the  contract  —  giving  immediate  notice  that  he  does 
so,  and  that  the  goods  are  at  the  risk  and  disposal  of  the  vendor.  Couiton  v. 
Chapman  (Scotch  &  Div.  App.),  Ill,  187. 

16.  Where  in  such  a  case  certain  purchasers  had  omitted  to  rescind  the 

contract,  and  neither  returned  nor  offered  to  return  the  goods,  they  were  held 
liable  for  the  price.  Per  Lord  Chelmsford  :  As  I  understand  the  law  of 
Scotland,  although  the  goods  have  been  accepted  by  the  purchaser,  yet  if  he 
find  that  they  do  not  correspond  with  the  sample,  he  has  an  absolute  right  to 
return  them.  In  England,  if  goods  are  sold  by  sample,  and  they  are  delivered,  and 
accepted  by  the  purchaser,  he  cannot  return  them ;  but  if  he  has  taken  the 
delivery  conditionally,  he  has  a  right  to  keep  the  goods  for  a  sufficient  time  to 
enable  him  to  give  them  a  fair  trial,  and  if  they  are  found  not  to  correspond 
with  the  sample,  he  is  then  entitled  to  return  them.  In  England,  if  a  horse  is 
sold  with  a  warranty  of  soundness,  and  it  turns  out  to  be  unsound,  the  pur- 
chaser cannot  return  it,  unless  there  i^  a  stipulation  that  if  the  horse  does  not 
answer  to  the  warranty  the  purchaser  shall  be  at  liberty  to  return  it.  But  in 
Scotland,  as  I  understand  the  law  of  that  country,  there  would  be  an  absolute 
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right  to  return  the  horse  upon  the  dieooveiy  of  its  anBoondness,  without  anj 
specific  stipulation  to  that  effect.  lb. 

17. far  breach  of  warranty. .  The  plaintiff,  on  Monday,  bought  a  horse 

of  the  defendant,  warranted  to  have  been  hunted  with  the  Bicester  hounds. 
By  a  condition  of  the  contract  he  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  return  the  horse,  if  it 
did  not  answer  its  description,  up  to  the  Wednesday  evening  following  the 
sale.  Previous  to  removing  it  from  the  defendant's  premises  he  was  told  by 
the  groom  who  had  charge  of  it,  but  who  was  not  in  the  defendant's  employ- 
ment, that  it  had  not,  nor  had  It,  in  fact,  been  hunted  with  the  Bicester 
hounds.  The  plaintiff,  nevertheless,  took  the  horse  away.  While  it  was  in 
his  pos^ssion,  though  not  through  any  neglect  or  default  on  his  part,  it  met 
with  an  accident  which  depreciated  its  value.  He  returned  it  before  the 
Wednesday  evening,  and  brought  an  action  to  recover  the  price  he  had  paid 
for  it.  ffeldt  first,  that  the  plain tiflTs  conduct  in  removing  the  horse  after  the 
information  given  him  by  the  groom  did  npt  deprive  him  of  his  right  under 
the  contract  to  return  the  horse ;  and,  secondly,  that  his  right  to  return  it  was 
unaffected  by  such  accident,    ffead  v.  TattersaU  (Exch.),  1, 140. 

18. for  breach  of  contract.     The  defendants  agreed  to  supply  the 

plaintiffs  with  from  6,000  to  8,000  tons  of  coal,  to  be  delivered  into  the  plain- 
tiff's wagons  at  the  defendant's  collieries,  in  equal  monthly  quantities  during 
the  period  of  twelve  months,  at  $«.  M,  per  ton.  During  the  first  month  the 
plaintiffs  sent  wagons  to  receive  only  158  tons.  Immediately  after  the  first 
month  had  expired,  the  defendants  informed  the  plaintiffs  that,  as  the  plain- 
tiffs had  taken  only  158  tons,  the  defendants  would  annul  the  contract.  The 
plaintiffs  refused  to  allow  the  contract  to  be  annulled,  but  the  defendants 
declined  to  deliver  any  more  coal.  Held,  that  the  breach  by  the  plaintiffs  in 
taking  less  than  the  stipulated  quantity  during  the  first  month  did  not  entitle 
the  defendants  to  rescind  the  contract.    8imp»on  ▼.  Orippin  (Q.  B.),  IV,  200. 

19. for  concealed  defect.    The  defendants,  being  shoe  manufacturers, 

contracted  with  the  plaintifis  to  supply  80,000  black  army  shoes  as  per  sample, 
to  be  delivered  free  at  a  wharf,  to  be  inspected  and  quality  approved  before 
shipment,  and  payment  to  be  made  in  cash  at  the  time  of  each  delivery.  It 
wn  well  known  to  the  defendants  that  the  shoes  were  required  for  the  French 
army,  for  a  winter  campaign.  A  sample  shoe  was  deposited,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  shoes  having  been  inspected  and  approved  by  the  plaintiffs'  agent  under 
the  contract,  invoices  for  such  shoes  were  made  out  and  signed  by  the  plain- 
tiffs' agent,  and  the  shoes  were  then  sent  to  Fenning's  Wharf,  London,  which 
had  been  named  by  the  plaintiffs  as  the  place  for  delivery.  On  the  inspection 
of  the  shoes  the  soles  were  not  opened,  and  without  opening  them  it  was  im- 
possible to  tell  what  the  **  fillings  "  of  the  soles  consisted  of.  The  shoes  were 
paid  for  by  the  plaintiffs  and  forwarded  by  them  to  Lille  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  a  contract  entered  into  with  the  French  government  for  the  supply  of 
shoes  for  the  French  army.  Circumstances  had  in  the  meantime  occurred 
which  gave  rise  to  suspicions  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs  that  the  shoes  so 
forwarded  might  contain  paper  in  the  soles ;  and  the  defendants,  knowing  at 
that  time  that  the  shoes  were  intended  to  be  sent  to  Lille  under  a  contract  for 
the  supply  of  shoes  to  the  French  army,  and  would  have  to  be  passed  by  the 
French  authorities  there,  signed  a  letter  to  the  plaintiffs,  agreeing  to  take  back 
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the  shoes  that  might  be  thrown  en  their  hands  in  consequence  of  paper  being 
foand  in  them,  it  being  understood  that  they  would  not  take  back  any  large 
number  of  shoes  if  paper  should  be  foupd  in  only  a  few  pairs.  The  shoes 
were  tendered  to  the  French  authorities  at  Lille  and  rejected,  l)ecau8e  a  great 
number  of  pairs  were  found,  on  being  opened,  to  contain  paper.  A  consider- 
able number  of  the  shoes  being  afterward  opened,  a  very  large  proportion  of 
those  Ro  opened  were  found  to  contain  paper  in  the  soles.  Shoes  with  paper 
in  the  soles  are  not  fit  for  army  shoes.  A  small  quantity  of  shoes,  which  had 
been  inspected  and  approved  under  the  contract,  and  the  price  of  which  had 
been  paid,  had  been  delivered  at  Fenning's  Wharf  and  not  forwarded  to  Lille. 
The  plaintiffs  gave  notice  to  the  defendants  that  they  rejected  the  shoes  deliv- 
ered, and  refused  to  receive  any  more,  and  brought  an  action  against  the  de- 
fendants for  breach  of  contract,  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  throw  the  shoes 
already  delivered  under  the  contract  upon  the  defendants'  hands  at  Lille  and 
at  Fenning's  Wharf,  and  to  recover  {irU&r  alia)  the  amount  of  the  price  of  the 
shoes.  The  jury  found  at  the  trial  that  the  defects  in  the  shoes  could  not 
have  been  discovered  by  any  inspection  which  ought  reasonably  to  have  been 
made.  Held,  that  the  letter  of  the  defendants  must  be  treated  as  a  new  and 
additional  contract  between  the  parties,  adding  fresh  terms  to  the  original 
contract  with  reference  to  the  difficulties  that  were  likely  to  arise  with  the 
French  authorities  at  Lille ;  and  upon  the  proper  construction  of  the  whole 
contract,  including  the  letter,  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  throw  the  shoes  on 
the  defendants'  hands  at  Lille  and  at  Fenning's  Wharf,  and  recover  the  price 
of  them. 

Per  BoviLL,  C.  J.,  and  Btlbs,  J.  *  But  for  the  letter,  and  under  the  contract 
as  it  originally  stood,  the  plaintiffs  could  not  have  rejected  the  shoes  and  re- 
covered the  price  of  them,  having  accepted  them  and  dealt  with  them  as  their 
own  property. 

Per  Brett,  J. :  Apart  from  the  special  agreement  contained  in  the  letter, 
the  plaintifis  would  have  been  entitled  to  return  the  shoes  on  the  defendants' 
hands  at  Lille,  and  to  recover  the  price  of  them,  inasmuch  as  the  inspection  in 
London  was  ineffectual  by  reason  of  a  latent  defect  for  which  the  defendants, 
as  manufacturers  of  the  shoes,  were  responsible,  and  the  shoes  were  reje<|ted 
immediately  upon  opportunity  occurring  for  the  discovery  of  such  defect. 
HeWyuU  v.  Hick9on  (Ck>m.  PL),  HI,  828. 

20.  for  fraud.    A  vendor  of  goods  may,  after  notice  that  a  fraud  has 

been  practiced  upon  him  in  the  purchase,  elect  to  rescind  it,  and  so  long  as  he 
has  made  no  election  he  retains  the  right  to  do  so  or  not,  subject  to  the  con- 
dition that,  if  in  the  meantime  an  innocent  third  party  has  acquired  an  inter- 
est in  the  property,  or  if  in  consequence  of  his  delay  the  position  even  of  the 
wrong-doer  is  injuriously  affected,  he  cannot  then  rescind.  Lapse  of  time 
without  rescinding  is  evidence  of  an  election  to  affirm  the  sale ;  but  the  mere 
fact  that  the  wrong-doer  has  commenced  an  action  on  the  contract  will  not 
preclude  the  defrauded  party  from  exercising  his  election  td  rescind,  and  he 
may  do  so  by  plea  setting  up  the  fraud,  and  claiming  back  the  property  on 
that  ground.    Clough  v.  London  db  Northtoettem  Ry»  Go,  (Exch.),  I,  148. 

21.  Although,  in  an  action  by  the  wrong-doer  himself  against  the  ven- 
dor, it  might  be  necessary,  in  setting  up  the  fraud  as  a  defense,  to  bring  into 
court  the  money  paid  to  him  on  the  sale,  yet  it  is  not  necessary  in  an  actien 
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hy  a  tMrd  party  either  to  bring  in  the  money  or  to  aver  readinesB  and  willing- 
ness to  return  it.  lb. 

22. for  inaolvency  of  pnrchaaer.    The  defendants  had,  on  the  5th  of 

February,  sold  to  the  plaintiffs  200  tons  of  iron,  to  be  delivered  twenty-five 
tons  monthly  at  £5  per  ton,  net  cash,  or  by  four  months'  bill  with  2a.  Qd.  per 
ton  added.  By  the  usage  of  trade  no  delivery  was  due  under  this  contract  till 
the  let  of  April.  On  the  12th  of  March  the  plaintiffs  found  themselves  to  be 
insolvent,  and  they  gave  notice  of  the  fact  to  the  defendants.  On  the  IGth  of 
March  they  filed  a  petition  in  the  Bankruptcy  Court  for  liquidation  by  arrange- 
ment or  composition.  The  usual  course  of  business  under  previous  contracts 
between  the  parties  of  a  similar  description  was  for  the  defendants  to  deliver 
upon  such  contracts  without  further  demand  of  delivery.  No  delivery,  how- 
ever, was  made  by  the  defendants  or  claimed  by  the  plaintiffs  in  April.  On 
the  5th  of  April,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  creditors,  a  resolution  was  passed 
to  accept  a  composition  of  five  shillings  in  the  pound.  Though  the  existence 
of  the  contract  was  n^entioned  at  the  meeting,  no  mention  was  made  of  it  in 
the  writteh  statement  of  the  plainl^ffB'  afl^rs.  No  step  was  taken  in  relation 
to  the^contract  by  either  party  until  the  Idth  of  May,  when,  the  market  for  iron 
having  risen,  the  plaintiffs  claimed  the  delivery  of  iron  in  fulfillment  of  the 
contract,  offering  and  being  ready  to  pay  cash  for  it.  The  defendants  replied, 
stating  that  the  plaintiffs  having  failed  to  perform  their  part  of  the  contract 
there  was  an  end  of  it.  The  plaintiffs  thereupon  brought  an  action  ikgainst 
the  defendants  for  non-delivery  of  the  iron.  Held,  that  the  effect  of  the  facts 
was  that  there  had  been  a  rescission  of  the  contract  before  the  Idth  of  May, 
the  conduct  of  the  plaintiffs  having  been  such  as  to  justify  the  defendants  in 
the  belief  that  the  plaintiffs  intended  to  abandon  the  contract  upon  their  insol- 
vency, and  there  being  evidence  that  the  defendants  in  such  belief  had  like- 
wise abandoned  it.    Morgan  v.  Bain  (Com.  PI.),  XI,  220. 

23. Where  there  is  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  goods  to  be  delivered  by 

installments,  the  price  of  each  installment  being  payable  on  delivery,  and  the 
buyer  does  not  pay  for  one  installment,  under  such  circumstances  as  to  give  the 
seUer  reasonable  ground  for  believing  that  he  will  be  unable  to  pay  for  the 
installments  to  be  delivered  in  future,  and  that  he  does  not  intend  to  go  on 
with  the  contract,  the  seller  is  justified  in  repudiating  the  contract.  Bloomer 
▼.  B&nutein  (Ck>m.  PI.),  X,  819. 

24.  Bzoiiae  for  non-delivery.  The  defendant  contracted  to  sell  to  the 
plaintiffs  250  tons  pig-iron  at  56«.  per  ton,  half  to  be  delivered  in  two,  remainder 
in  four  weeks ;  payment,  net  cash  fourteen  days  after  delivery  of  each  parcel. 
The  market  was  rising,  and,  notwithstanding  urgent  demands  by  the  plaintiffs, 
the  delivery  of  the  first  125  tons  was  not  completed  for  nearly  six  months. 
The  plaintiffs  refused  to  pay  for  the  first  parcel,  claiming  a  right  to  set  off  the 
loss  they  had  sustained  from  being  obliged  to  procure  other  iron  in  conse- 
quence of  the  defendant's  default ;  but  they  still  urged  the  delivery  of  the 
second  parcel.  The  defendant,  treating  the  refusal  to  pay  as  a  breach  and  an 
abandonment  of  the  contract  by  the  plaintiffs,  declined  to  deliver  any  more. 
There  was  no  suggestion  of  inability  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs  to  pay,  and 
the  price  of  the  first  parcel  was  ultimately  paid.  Held,  that  the  mere  refusal 
to  pay  for  the  first  parcel  did  not,  under  the  circumstances,  warrant  the  de- 
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fenduit  in  trektin^  tlie  contract  m  abandoned  and  refiuinff  to  deliver  tbe  re- 
malndei,  and  tliat  the  plaintiffi  were  entitled  to  damages  for  the  breacli.

36. The  defeiidant«  in  October,  1870,  contracted  to  sell  to  the  plaintUb 

3,000  toDB  of  iron  "  deliver7  in  monthlj  qnantities  [of  166  3-8  tons]  over  1B7I, 
or  sooner  it  required  ; "  payment  by  four  months'  acceptance  from  the  10th  of 
the  month  folloning  deliver/.  In  January,  1871,  101  tons  were  delivered,  but 
the  plaintiSa  did  not  then  demand  the  delivery  of  the  balance  of  the  monthly 
quantity.  In  February,  18T1,  and  at  several  periods  between  that  date  and 
December,  1871,  the  plaintlSs  requested  the  defendants  to  forbear  from 
delivery  of  more  iron  under  the  contract,  and  the  defendants  accordingly  only 
made  partial  deliveries  during  the  several  months  of  1871,  up  toaud  iuolnding 
November,  In  December  the  plaintiffs  required  delivery  of  the  residue  ot 
rhe  whole  3,000  tons.  The  defendants  refused  It,  and  denied  that  they  were 
liable  to  deliver  any  more  Iron  under  the  contract,  except  what  waa  due  on 
the  monthly  balance.  The  plaintiffs  then  brought  au  aotlon  for  non-deliveiy. 
Seld.hj  the  Exchequer  Chamber, reversing  the  jadgment  of  the  court  below, 
that,  without  deciding  whether  the  defendants  could  be  required  to  deliver  in 
December  at  once  the  whole  balance  of  the  3,000  Ions,  they  remidned  liable  to 
deliver  it  at  some' reasonable  time,  and  not  hxving  asked  for  sach  reasonable 
time,  but  having  repudiated  their  liability,  they  had  no  defense  to  the  action.

36. The  plaintiff  and  defendant  entered  into  an  agreement  \a  March, 

whereby  defendant  agreed  toeell  andpl^ntiff  toparchaBe"200  tons  of  regent 
potatoes  grown  on  land  belonging  to  defendant  in  W.,  at  rate  of  £3  lOt.  8d. 
per  ton,  to  be  delivered  in  September  or  October,  and  paid  for  as  taken  awaj." 
In  March  defendant  had  eiity-eight  acres  ready  for  potatoes,  which  were 
sown,  and  were  amply  sufficient  to  grow  more  than  300  tons  in  an  avenge 
year;  but  In  Angust  the  potato  blight  appeared  aod  the  crop  faUed,  so  that 
the  defendant  wae  able  to  deliver  only  80  tons.  The  plaintiff  having  brought 
au  action  for  the  non-dellvery  of  the  other  130  toni,  htld,  that  the  contract 
was  for  a  portion  of  a  specific  crop,  and  the  contract  must  be  taken  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  implied  condition  that  the  parties  shall  be  excused.  If,  before 
breach,  performance  becomes  ImposBible  from  the  perishing  of  the  thing  with- 
out defaalt  In  the  contractor.

SECURITY  FOR  COSTS. 

Return  to  reside.  Pending  a  reference,  the  plaintiff,  a  foreigner,  whose 
domicile  was  in  Holland,  but  who  for  some  years  had  occasionally  resided  at  a 
furnished  lodging  in  London,  went  abroad.  During  his  absence  from  this 
country,  the  defendant  obtained  an  order  for  security  for  costs ;  the  court  re- 
fused to  rescind  the  order,  upon  an  affidavit  that  the  plaintiff  had  returned  to 
England,  and  intended  to  remain  there  until  the  final  settlement  of  the  action 
Westenberg  v.  Mortimore  (Com.  PI.),  XIII,  825. 

SEDUCTION. 

IjOss  of  service  essential  to  right  of  action.  The  plaintiff's  daughter  was 
in  service  as  a  governess,  and  was  seduced  by  the  defendant  whilst  on  a  three 
days'  visit,  with  her  employer's  permission,  to  the  plaintiff,  her  mother.  Dur- 
ing her  visit  she  gave  some  assistance  in  household  duties.  At  the  time  of 
her  confinement  she  was  in  the  service  of  another  employer,  and  afterward 
returned  home  to  her  mother.  In  an  action  for  her  seduction  brought  by  the 
mother,  hdd^  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  service  at  the  time  of  the  seduction, 
and  that,  therefore,  the  action  was  not  maintainable.  HMt  also,  that  the 
•ction  must  also  fail  on  the  ground  that  the  confinement  did  not  take  place 
whilst  the  daughter  was  in  the  plaintiff's  service.  Hedges  v.  Tagg  (Exch.),

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wife's  support  "  daring  their  joint  Uvea  and  so  long  aa  thej  slioiild  live  sep*- 
iat«  and  apart."  The  deed  contcdned  eltiDBes  which  indiuted  that  the  partiM 
to  the  deed  contemplMed  that  the  marriage  relation  would  continne  to  exist 
between  the  defendant  and  his  wife,  tn  an  action  by  the  trustees  for  arrean 
of  the  annuitj,  lield,  that  a  plea  setting  torth  the  deed  and  alleging  the  wife's 
sabeeqaeut  adaltery,  and  the  diasolatlon  of  the  marriage  in  coDBeqaence,  vu 
bad,  there  being  no  express  worda  limiting  the  defendant's  obligation  to  th« 
period  during  which  the  marriage  tie  eubsisted.  CharUtteortJi  Vi  Hoit  (Excb.),

1.  Bqnitabla.  To  a  decluaUon  for  money  lent  and  piid  and  commiBSion, 
the  defendant  pleaded  for  a  defense  on  eqnitnbte  grounds,  that  it  was  agreed 
between  the  plaintiffs  aod  himself,  in  die  following  terms,  viz.,  that  he  ehoold 
oonsign  certain  rice  to  the  plaintifis'  firm  at  Boenos  Ajres  and  Monte  Tldeo, 
for  sale  by  the  plaintiffs  for  htm  npon  commission :  that  the  plaintiffs  shoald 
make  certain  advances  ag^nst  the  rice  and  pay  the  expenses  of  the  coaeign- 
ment ;  and  that  the  plidutiK  shoald  aell  the  rice,  and  satisfy  oat  of  the  pro- 
ceeds the  said  advances,  eipensee,  and  oammlssion,  and  pay  to  the  defendant 
the  balance  remaining  oat  of  snch  proceeds.  The  plea  further  stated  that  the 
rice  was  duly  conrigned  to  the  pluntiffs,  under  the  agreement ;  that  the 
claims  in  the  declaration  were  the  advances,  eipenees  and  commission  con- 
templated by  the  agreement,  and  that  the  plaintiff)  were  guilty  ol  such  Dili- 
gence and  Improper  conduct  In  the  care  of  the  rice  and  the  management 
of  the  sale  of  it,  that  it  fetched  much  less  than  it  ought  to  have  done,  and 
inanfflcient  to  aatiafy  the  advance*,  espenaes  and  commiseion,  whereas  it  would 
but  for  their  negligence  and  misconduct,  have  realised  saffident,  and  much 
more  than  suffleient.tu  have  fnllypald  and  aatisDed  the  same;  and  the  deficiency 
arising  upon  the  sale,  which  was  the  claim  for  which  the  action  was  brought, 
had.  therefore,  entirely  arisen  from  the  plaintiffs'  negligence,  default,  and 
misconduct.  Held,  that  the  defecdant's  claim  could  not  be  set  off  against  the 
plaintiffs  demand,  because  It  waa  for  unliquidated  damages,  and  because  the 
crosa-daimB  are  not  connected  in  the  sense  in  which  they  must  be  for  the  pui- 
posee  of  an  equitable  setoff.

2.  Aoooonts  at  bnmcb  bank.  The  plaintiff  having  an  account  at  the  L. 
branch  of  the  defendants'  bank,  which  ehowed  a  balance  to  bis  credit  exceed- 
ing £38,  drew  checks  to  that  amount  on  that  branch.  At  the  same  time  he 
was  indebted  to  the  bank  at  their  B.  branch  in  an  amount  which,  having 
regard  to  hla  whole  account,  reduced  his  aesets  In  the  bank's  hands  to  a  few 
ehillings  only.    The  bank,  without  any  notice  to  biro,  transferred  the  B,  debt 

refused  to  pay  the  checks  on  presentment.  There  was  no 
eeo  the  parties  that  each  account  shoald  be  kept  separata.

4.  Debts  In  different  xighta.  N.  and  G.  were  executors  of  a  will  and  trustees 
of  the  residuary  real  and  personal  estate  of  a  testator  who  died  in  1859.  K*. 
and  F.  were  tenants  for  life  of  the  residuary  estate  in  equal  shares.  In  Janu- 
ary, 1878,  G,  was  residing  abroad,  and  N.,  being  about  also  to  go  abroad,  gave 
to  P.  (the  solicitor  of  tbe  executors  and  trustees)  an  authority  on  behalf  of 
both  trustees  to  receive  the  rents  of  the  real  estate  and  pay  the  out-goings. 
Under  this  authority  P.  received  the  rents ;  and  at  his  death  a  considerable 
Bam  was  due  from  him  in  respect  thereof.  P.'s  estate  proved  insolvent,  and 
the  usual  creditor's  decree  was  made  for  administration.  Subsequently  to  the 
decree  F.  assigned  to  N.  all  F.'s  interest  in  the  sum  due  from  P.  N.  wa»  in. 
deb  ted  to  A.  and  B.  as  trustees  for  P.  in  a  sum,  the  rei>ayment  of  which  was 
secured  by  a  mortgage  of  real  estate  belonging  to  N.;  and  this  sum  was  paid 
into  court  in  the  suit  to  a  separate  account,  under  an  order  made  without 
prejudice  to  any  question  as  to  set  off.  N.  afterward  presented  a  petition 
claiming  to  be  entitled  to  set  o^  the  debt  due  from  P.  against  the  mortgage 
debt,  and  seeking  to  have  the  amount  of  the  debt  due  from  P.  paid  out  of  the 
fund  standing  to  the  separate  account.  Held,  that  as  regards  F.'s  interest 
there  could  be  no  set  off,  inasmuch  as  it  was  not  assigned  to  N.  until  after  the 
decree.  Held,  also,  that  the  debt  due  from  P.  being  either  due  to  both  trustees 
and  executors,  or,  if  due  to  N.  alone,  due  to  him  in  his  character  of  trustee  and 
executor,  could  not  be  set  off  against  a  debt  due  from  him  individually.

■nm  was  suing  onljr  aa  trustee  for  the  drawers ;  and  the  plea  claimed  to  set  off 
a  debt  due  to  the  defendant  from  the  drawers.

la  Oenetal  balanoo.  The  O.  bank  kept  three  acoounts  at  the  A.  bank, 
namel]',  a  loan  account,  a  discount  account,  and  a  general  account.  They, 
from  time  to  time,  received  advances  from  the  A,  bank,  which  were  entered  in 
the  loan  account,  and  to  meet  which  they  deposited  securities  with  the  A. 
bank.  In  the  course  of  the  transactions  the  O.  bank  deposited  three  bills  of 
exchange  with  the  A.  bank,  accompanied  by  a  letter  stating  that  they  proposed 
to  draw  apon  them  for  £10,000,  but  that,  aa  their  credit  would  not  afford  a 
margin  to  that  extent,  the;  sent  these  bills  as  a  collateral  secority.  The  0. 
bank  became  insolvent  and  was  wound  up.  Held,  that  there  waa  nothing  in

and  it  was  agreed  that  any  moneys  recovered  by  means  of  the  setoff  ahould 
be  divided  between  the  plaintiff  bank  and  the  holders  of  the  acceptaucea  in 
certain  proportions.  Htid,  that,  as  there  waa  no  bankruptcy  of  the  firm  of  C. 
A  Co.,  the  plaintiff  bank  were  not  entitled  to  set  off  the  acceptances  of  C.  &  Co.

SETTLEMENT 

1.  Covenant  for.  Where  a  covenant  to  settle  after-acquired  property  is 
limited  to  funds  of  a  specified  amount  which  shall  at  any  time  be  acquired,  a 
condition  is  implied  that  the  amount  shall  be  made  up  of  funds  derived  from 
the  same  source.    Sood  v.  Franklin  (Eq.  C),  VI,  826. 

2. Where  a  party,  having  entered  into  such  a  covenant,  becomes  entitled 

in  possession  to  property  which  would  be  subject  to  the  settlement  if  sufficient 
in  amount,  and  which  has  been  reduced  below  the  specified  amount  by  the 
exercise  of  powers  of  advancement,  the  amount  received  by  anticipation  must

be  included  for  the  parpose  of  determining  whether  the  fond  is  l&rge  enough 
to  be  brought  into  settlement.  lb. 

3.  Validity  j  illegal  consideratioiL  A  court  of  equity  will  not,  at  the  in- 
stance of  a  settlor  or  his  legal  personal  representative,  adversely  set  aside  a 
settlement  by  which  the  settlor  confers  on  a  stranger  the  absolute  beneficial 
interest  in  property  legally  vested  in  trustees,  although  such  settlement  may 
have  been  made  for  an  illegal  consideration  not  appearing  on  the  face  of  the 
instrument.    Apent  v.  Jenkins  (£q.  C),  VI,  756. 

4L  A  widower,  two  days  before  going  through  the  ceremony  of  mar- 
riage with  his  deceased  wife's  sister  (which  ceremony  was  known  to  both 
parties  to  be  invalid),  executed  a  deed  by  which  it  was  recited  that  he  was 
desirous  of  making  a  settlement  and  provision  for  the  lady,  and  had  trans- 
ferred certain  shares  into  the  names  of  trustees  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter 
declared,  being  fdr  the  separate  and  inalienable  use  of  the  lady  during  her 
life,  and  after  her  death  as  she  should  by  deed  or  ^fill  appoint ;  and  they  after- 
ward lived  together  as  man  and  wife  until  the  widower's  death.  Ten  years 
after  such  death,  and  some  time  after  the  lady  had  married,  the  legal  personal 
-representative  of  the  settlor  instituted  a  suit  to  set  aside  the  settlement,  as 
being  founded  on  a  bad  and  illegal  consideration.  HM,  that  the  suit  could 
not  be  maintained.  lb.

6.  Repugnant  Umltationfli  A  fund  was  settled  in  trust,  for  W.,  the  illegiti- 
mate daughter  of  the  settlor,  for  life,  and  in  the  event,  which  happened,  of 
her  not  at  her  death  being  under  coverture,  for  her  absolutely,  with  a  proviso 
that  if  any  estate,  interest,  or  benefit  should,  under  the  powers  and  pzpvisions 
of  the  settlement,  be  undisposed  of,  or  in  the  events  which  should  happen 
would,  but  for  the  proviso,  be  held  in  trust  for  the  Crown,  or  belong  bene- 
ficially to  the  Crown,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  estate,  interest,  or  bene- 
fit should  belong  to  and  be  held  in  trust  for  her  father  for  life,  and  after  his 
death,  for  her  mother.  W.  having  died  intestate,  the  Crown  claimed  the  f  and. 
EM,  that  the  fupd  vested  absolutely  in  W.  at  her  death,  and  that  the  gift 
over  wap  repugnant  and  void ;  and  consequently  that  the  Crown  was  entitled 
to  the  fund.    MatUr  of  WUcoeJds  Settlement  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  708. 

6.  No  power  of  re^ooation.  The  absehce  of  a  power  of  revocation,  and 
the  fact  that  the  attention  of  the  settlor  was  not  called  to  that  absence,  do  not 
make  a  voluntary  settlement  invalid ;  they  are  merely  circumstances  to  be  con- 
sidered in  deciding  on  the  validity  of  a  voluntary  settlement.  HaU  v.  Sail 
(Chan.  App.),  V,  645 ;  reversing  S.  C,  III,  783. 

7* A  widow  instructed  a  solicitor  to  prepare  a  deed  settling  certain 

houses  and  buildings  on  herself  for  her  life,  and  after  her  death,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  her  children.  The  deed,  as  prepared,  did  not  exactly  correspond  with 
the  instructions,  but  was  read  over  to  and  executed  by  her.  There  was  no 
suggestion  made  to  her  that  the  deed  ought  to  contain  a  power  of  revocation. 
Some  years  afterward  she  burnt  it,  and  expressed  satisfaction  at  having  got 
rid  of  it.  She  executed  a  mortgage  of  part  of  the  settled  property,  after  ask- 
ing the  consent  of  a  son  who  was  both  beneficially  interested  and  a  trustee  of 
the  settlement,  and  made  a  will  purporting  to  dispose  of  the  whole  property. 
Eeld,  that,  under  the  -  circumstances,  the  deed  of  settlement  was  valid,  and 
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not  affected  by  the  want  of  a  power  of  revocation  or  hy  the  divergence  from 
the  instructions.  lb. 

8.  Oonstruction;  proceeds  of  sale.  Under  a  settlement  real  estate  was 
limited  to  such  uses  as  A.  and  B.  should  by  deed  jointly  appoint,  and  subject 
thereto  to  the  use  of  A.  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the  use  of  B.  for  life,  with 
remainder  to  the  first  and  other  sons  of  B.  in  tail,  with  divers  remainders  over ; 
and  there  was  a  power  of  sale  vested  in  four  trustees  and  exercisable  at  the 
request  of  A.  and  B.,  and  the  survivor  of  them.  By  a  deed  (which  contained  a 
recital  that  A.  and  B..  were  desirous  of  selling  part  of  the  settled  property,  and 
with  a  view  to  facilitate  the  sale  and  conveyance  thereof  to  the  respective  pur- 
chasers, had  agreed  to  execute  the  deed),  A.  and  B.,  in  exercise  of  the  joint 
power  of  appointment,  appointed  part  of  the  settled  property  to  trustees  upon 
trust  for  sale ;  and  it  was  declared  that  the  trustees  should  stand  possessed  of 
the  proceeds  upon  the  trusts  intended  to  be  declared  by  a:  deed  of  even  date. 
No  deed  declaring  the  trusts  was  ever  executod,  and  there  was  evidence  to 
show  that  the  deed  of  appointment  was  executed  with  the  view  of  avoiding 
the  trouble  and  expense  of  an.  application  to  the  trustees  to  exercise  the  power 
of  sale.  Held,  that  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  was  a  question  of 
intention ;  and  that,  both  on  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  appointment  (independ- 
ently of  the  evi<fence)  and  also  having  regard  to  the  evidence,  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  remained  subject  to  the  trusts  of  the  settlement.  Biddulph  v.  WU- 
liams  (Chan.  Div.),  XV-,  694. 

9.  Survivor.  The  word  "  survivor "  in  one  of  the  clauses  of  a  settlement 
may  be  read  "  other/'  in  order  to  effectuate  the  dear  intention  of  the  parties, 
notwithstanding  that  the  same  word  may  require  to  be  read  in  its  natural 
sense  in  other  clauses  of  the  same  settlement  referring  to  the  same  fund.  Mat' 
ier  qf  Palmw^%  Trtuu\^.  C),  XI,  864. 

10.  Suocesaioii  undar.  The  only  son  of  a  nlArriage  cannot  succeed  to  an 
estate  which  had  been  limited  ^  A.  and  his  heirs  in.  tail  -male,  "  except  an 
eldest  son,"  and  does  not  come  in  under  a  proviso  giving  the  estate  to  A.  and 
'*  all  and  every  other  the  sons  of  the  body  of  A.,  save  and  except  an  eldest  son." 
TuUe  V.  B&rminghcm  (H,  of  L.),  XIV,  36. 

11. H.  T.,  who  was  possessed  of  an  estate  called  S.,  married,  in  1792, 

Elizabeth  C,  who  was  possessed  of  an  estate  called  B.  They  had  three  chil- 
dren, H.  M.  T.,  G.  G.  T.,  and  Melesina  T.  On  the  marriage  of  H.  M.  T.,  in 
1826,  the  estate  of  S.  was  settled  on  H.  T.  and  Elizabeth  (father  and  mother)  for 
life,  with  an  annuity  to  H.  M.  T.,  and  on  the  death  of  the  father  and  mother 
the  estate  of  S.  was  to  go  to  H.  M.  T.  for  life,  and  then  to  his  sons  in  tail  male, 
in  default,  etc.,  to  G.  G.  T.  and  his  sons  in  tail  male.  On  the  marriage  of  G. 
G.  T.,  in  1884,  the  estate  of  B.  was  settled  on  H.  T.  (the  father)  for  life,  then 
on  Elizabeth  his  wife,  then  on  G.  G.  T.  for  life,  then  to  his  sons  in  tail  male, 
and  in  default,  etc.,  to  Melesina  for  life,  then  to  the  use  of  H.  M.  T.,  then  to 
the  use  of  the  second  son  of  H.  M.  T.  and  his  heirs  male,  and  in  default,  to  the 
use  of  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  of  *^  all  and  every  other  the  son  of  the  body 
of  H.  M.  T. ,  save  and  except  an  eldest  son,  severally,  successively,  and  in  re- 
mainder one  after  another,"  etc.,  the  elder  of  such  son  and  sons,  other  than  an 
eldest  son,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  preferred,"  etc.,  "  and  in  default  or  failure,  etc., 
to  the  use  of  Henry  Arabin,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever."    And  in  case,  un- 
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der  the  deed  of  1826,  buj  person  of  the  issue  of  G.  G.  T.,  other  and  except  a 
youngest  or  only  son,  or  the  heir  male  of  his  body,  should  become  entitled  to 
S.,  then  the  use  of  the  estate  of  B.  should  thereupon  cease,  and  the  lands 
of  B.  should  thereupon  go  over  to  the  person  next  entitled.  H.  M.  T.  had  one 
only  son.  G.  G.  T.  had  no  issue.  Melesina  had  been  in  possession  of  the 
estate  B.,  and  was  dead.  Held,  that  on  her  death  the  ultimate  remainder  in 
the  estate  of  B.  given  to  Henry  Arabin  took  effect  under  the  words  which  ex- 
cluded an  eldest  son  of  H.  M.  T.  holding  S.,  from  succeeding  to  the  possession 
of  B.,  and  that  an  only  aan  of  H.  M.  T.  had  no  title  to  B.,  and  was  not  to  be 
treated  as  other  than  an  eldest  9on  under  the  clauses  which  gave  IB.  to  the  sec- 
ond, third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  all  and  every  other  son  of  H.  M.  T.,  save  and  ex- 
cept an  eldest  son.  lb. 

12.  False  rtfoital  in.  A  trustee  executed  a  settlement,  declaring  trusts  of  a 
sum  of  £2,000  belonging  to  the  settlor  (a  married  woman),  which  sum  was 
thereby  untruly  recited  to  be  in  his  hands,  upon  the  faith  of  a  promise  by  the 
married  woman  to  pay  the  sum  to  him  out  of  her  separate  estate.  The  sum 
was  never  paid.  Held,  that  neither  the 'trustee  of  the  settlement,  nor  a 
volunteer  under  it,  could  enforce  the  promise.  Mdrl&r  v.  Tommas  (Eq.  C), 
VII,  036. 

13.  Mistake  in.  A  family  settlement  will  not  be  supported  if  founded  on  a 
mistake  of  either  party  to  which  the  other  party  is  accessory,  although  such 
mistake  may  have  been  innocently  made.    Fane  ▼.  FaneXEq,  C),  XV,  552. 

14.  Revocation  by  wOL  By  a  settlement  dated  the  6th  of  January,  1858, 
the  settlor  declared  that  a  sum  of  money  should  be  held  on  trust  as  he  should 
by  deed  or  will  appoint,  and  in  default  of  appointment,  in  trust  as  therein 
mentioned.  A  will  made  by  the  settlor  five  weeks  before  the  settlement  con- 
tained a  general  residuary  bequest.  Hdd,  that  although  a  general  residuary 
bequest  would  operate  as  an  execution  of  a  power  in  a  subsequent  settlement, 
still  the  court  had  power  in  construing  both  instruments,  to  consider  the  sur- 
rounding circumstances,  which  showed  that  the  settlor  never  intended  the 
settlement  to  be  revoked  by  a  prior  will,  and  that  consequently  the  will  was 
not  an  execution  of  the  power.    In  re  Ending's  Settlement  (Eq.  C),  III,  786.

SHERIFF. 

1.  Ziiability  for  false  retom.  The  plaintiff,  an  execution  creditor,  delivered 
a  writ  of  fi.  fa.  to  the  sheriff,  who  proceeded  to  execute  it  by  seizing  goods 
upon  the  premises  and  apparently  the  property  of  the  execution  debtor,  but 
which  were  then,  in  fact,  in  possession  of  the  holder  of  a  bill  of  sale  to  whom 
they  had  been  previously  assigned.  The  sheriff  remained  on  the  premises 
until  dismissed  by  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  and,  being  directed  to  return  the 
writ,  made  a  return,  that  he  had  seized  goods  of  the  debtor  and  kept  them 
until  ordered  by  t}ie  plaintiff's  attorney  to  withdraw  from  possession.  To  an 
action  brought  by  the  plaintiff  against  the  sheriff  for  not  levying  under  the 
writ,  and  for  a  false  return,  the  defendant  pleaded  {inter  aUa),  ntUla  bona,  and 
at  the  trial,  set  up,  as  his  sole  defense,  the  bill  of  sale,  which  the  jury  found 
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to  be  yalid,  and  a  verdict  was  entered  for  the  defendant.  Hdd,  that  actual 
damage  was  necesaarj  to  sapport  the  action ;  that  the '  defendant  was  not 
estopped  by  hia  return  from  proving  that  the  goods  seized  did  not  belong  to 
the  debtor ;  that,  as  they  were  found  to  be  the  property  of  the  assignee,  they 
were  not  available  for  sale  under  the  execution,  and  that,  therefore,  the  plain- 
tiff had  sustained  no  damage  from  the  conduct  of  the  sheriff,  and  could  not 
maintain  the  action.     Stimson  v.  Farnhcvm  (Q.  B.),  I,  60. 

2. In  an  action  against  the  sheriff  for  a  false  return  of  nvXia  bona  to 

plaintiffs  writ  of  fi.  fa.  for  £125,  it  appeared  that  the  defendant  had  not 
levied  at  all.  There  were  goodn  of  the  execution  debtor  of  the  value  of  £50 
upon  which  he  might  have  levied.  There  were  two  writs  of  fi.  fa.  against 
the  execution  debtor  for  more  than  £50  lodged  with  the  sheriff  prior  to  the 
plaintiff's  writ ;  but  these  prior  writs  were  proved  to  be  fraudulent  as  against 
creditors ;  the  sheriff  had,  however,  no  information  as  to  this.  Held,  that  the 
plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover  the  £50 ;  that  it  was  the  sheriffs  duty  to  have 
levied,  and  the  plaintiff  might  then  have  disputed  the  validity  of  the  prior 
writs,  and  so  obtained  the  proceeds  of  the  levy.  Dennis  v.  Whetham  (Q.  B.), 
VIII,  380. 

3. In  an  action  against  the  sheriff  of  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales, 

hdd,  that  he  was  liable,  without  proof  of  malice  or  want  of  probable  cause 
for  a  false  return  of  rescue  made  by  him  upon  a  writ  of  cc^pias  ad  respondendum, 
for  the  damage  which  resulted  to  the  plaintiff  therefrom.  Such  return  was 
conclusive  at  that  stage  of  the  proceedings  as  to  the  truth  of  the  alleged  res- 
cue by  the  plaintiff,  and  rendered  him  liable  to  attachment  for  a  contempt  of 
court  without  being  allowed  to  show  that  the  facts  returned  were  untrue ; 
and,  it  being  false,  constituted  a  misfeasance  by  a  public  ministerial  officer  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties.    Brasyer  v.  Maclean  (Priv.  C),  XIII,  222.

I.  Tonnage. 

1.  Toonage,  measurement  o£  Where  over  the  main  deck  of  a  ship  there 
was  8  covering  or  awning  open  at  the  sides,  and  unfit  for  the  carriage  of 
cargo,  passengers,  or  crew,  it  was  held  by  the  House,  affirming  the  decision 
appealed  from,  that  tonnage  was  not  chargeable  in  respect  of  such  covering 
or  awning  as  if  it  were  a  third  deck.  Held,  that  the  ship  in  this  case  had  not 
a  third  deck,  available  for  cargo,  or  for  the  berthing  or  accommodation  of 
passengers  or  crew.  Lord  Advocate  v.  Clyde  Steam  Nan.  Co.  (Sc.  App.),  XII, 
104.  ♦ 

2. The  measurement  of  the  ship's  tonnage  should  be  in  accordance  with 

her  carrying  capacity.  lb. 
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IL   MASTKR,  FOWEBfl  OF. 

3.  To  pledge  credit.  Where  the  owner  of  a  ship  had  an  agent  at  the  port 
where  she  was  lyTfi^g,  authorized  and  ready  to  sapplj  the  ship's  reqairemente, 
held,  that  the  master  had  no  implied  aathority  to  pledge  the  owner's  credit  at 
such  port  for  necessaries  supplied  for  tjhe  ship*s  nse.  Chinn  v.  BoberU  (Com: 
PI.),  IX,  422. 

4L  To  sell  goods.  The  aathority  of  the  master  of  the  ship  to  sell  the  goods 
of  an  ahsent  owHer  is  derived  from  the  necessity  of  the  situation  in  which  he 
is* placed;  and,  consequently,  to  justify  his  selling,  he  must  establish  (1)  a 
necessity  for  the  sale,  and  (2)  inability  to  communicate  with  the  owner.  Under 
these  conditions,  and  by  force  of  them,  the  master  becomes  the  agent  of  the 
owner,  not  only  with  the  power,  but  under  the  obligation  (within  certain 
limits)  of  acting  for  him ;  but  he  is  not,  in  any  case,  entitled  to  substitute  his 
own  judgment  for  the  will  of  the  owner  in  selling  the  goods,  where  it  is  pos- 
sible to  communicate  with  the  owner.  Australanan  Steam  Na/o.  06.  v.  Morse 
(Priv.  C),  III,  100. 

6. The  possibility  of  communicating  with  the  owner  depends  on  the 

circumstances  of  each  case,  involving  the  consideration  of  the  facts  which 
create  the  urgency  for  an  early  sale,  the  distance  of  the  port  from  the  owner, 
the  means  of  communicatiotf  which  may  exist,  and  the  general  position  of  the 
master  in  the  particular  emergency.  lb. 

6.  — '"  Such  a  communication  need  only  be  made  when  an  answer  can  be 
obtained,  or  there  is  a  reasonable  expectation  that  it  can  be  obtained,  before 
the  sale.  Where,  however,  there  is  ground  for  such  an  expectation,  every  en- 
deavor, BO  far  as  the  position  in  which  he  is  placed  will  allow,  should  be  made 
by  the  master  to  obtain  the  owner's  instructions.  lb. 

7.  Liens  for  necesBaiieSi  A  master  and  part  owner  of  a  foreign  ship  ordered 
necessaries  for  the  ship.  The  necessaries  were  supplied,  and  the  master  be- 
came liable  for  the  payment  of  the  same.  Held,  that  the  persons  who  supplied 
the  necessaries  were  entitled  to  be  paid  for  them  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
ship  and  freight,  in  priority  to  a  claim  of  the  master  for  wages  and  disburse- 
ments.    The  Jenny  Lind  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  II,  606. 

8. The  jurisdiction  conferred  on  the  High  Court  of  Admiralty  by  s.  5  of 

the  Admiralty  Court  Act,  1861  (24  Vict.,  c.  10),  "over  any  claim  for  necessaries 
supplied  to  any  ship  elsewhere  than  in  the  port  to  which  the  ship  belongs," 
does  not  create  a  maritime  lien,  or  render  the  ship  chargeable  for  necessaries, 
until  a  suit  therefor  is  commenced.  Johnson  v.  Black;  The  Two  Ellens  (Priv. 
C),  II,  516. 

9. A  British  colonial  vessel  was  mortgaged  by  her  owners  to  6.    The 

moKtgage  was  duly  registered  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854  In 
February,  1868,  while  lying  in  the  port  of  London,  the  appellants,  on  the  order 
of  the  master,  did  work  and  furnished  supplies  to  the  ship  necessary  to  put 
her  in  a  seaworthy  condition.  In  July,  1868,  B.  executed  an  instrument,  trans- 
ferring the  mortgage  to  the  respondent,  which  was  without  valuable  consid- 
eration, and  was  not  registered,  being  made  to  enable  the  respondent  to  take 
charge  of  the  ship  for  B.  In  the  same  month  the  respondent  took  possession 
of  the  ship.  The  appellants  having  instituted  a  suit  against  the  ship  to  re- 
cover the  amount  due  to  them  for  the  work  and  supplies,  the  respondent  inter- 
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yened.  At  that  time  the  ship  was  ander  the  arrest  of  the  court,  at  the  infltance 
of  two  of  her  crew,  who  had  instituted  a  cause  of  wages.  The  owners  were 
domiciled  in  Nova  Scotia.  The  ship  having  heen  sold,  the  proceeds  were 
found  insufficient  to  satisfy  the  claim  of  the  appellants  and  the  mortgage  debt. 
HMt  that  the  respondent  was  entitled  to  have  his  mortgage  debt  satisfied  be- 
fore the  appellants  were  paid  the  amount  of  their  claim.  lb. 

IIL  Freight. 

10.  When  earned.  Plaintiff's  ship,  with  a  general  cargo,  sailed  from  Lon- 
'  don  for  Havre  with  some  petroleum  on  board.  Under  the  bill  of  lading  the 
plaintiff  was  to  deliver  the  petroleum  at  Havre,  and  it  was  to  1)0  taken  out  by 
the  defendant  within  twenty-four  hours  after  arriving  at  Havre,  or  ten  guineas 
a  day  was  to  be  paid  for  demurrage.  On  the  ship's  arriving  at  Havre  the 
authorities  of  the  port  made  the  captain  take  her  away,  in  consequence  of  the 
petroleum  being  on  board.  Thereupon  he  went  to  neighboring  ports,  but  was 
not  allowed  to  stay  there.  Returning  to  Havre,  he  discharged  his  general 
cargo,  and  no  bill  of  lading  having  been  presented  to  him,  and  no  application 
having  been  made  to  him  for  the  delivery  of  the  petroleum,  he  brought  it 
back  to  London.  On  the  shipowner  claiming  freight,  back  freight,  demurrage 
and  expenses,  it  was  Tuid,  that  he  was  entitled  to  freight,  back  freight  and 
expenses.  Freight  is  earned  by  the  carriage  and  arrival  of  the  goods,  ready 
to  be  delivered  to  the  merchant ;  and  although  the  petroleum  could  not  be 
landed  at  Havre,  it  was  in  the  port  a  reasonable  time,  during  which  the  owner 
might  have  received  it,  and  the  freight  was  accordingly  earned.  Oaudet  v. 
Brown  ;  Cargo  ex  Argot  (Priv.  C),  VUI,  103. 

11. In  a  case  where  no  application  for  delivery  is  made,  the  captain 

may  land  and  warehouse  the  cargo  at  the  expense  of  the  merchant ;  and  where 
that  is  forbidden  by  the  authorities  of  the  port,  he  is  not  justified  in  destroy- 
ing the  cargo.  But  in  the  absence  of  advices  he  may  take  it  to  such  a  place 
as,  in  his  judgment,  is  most  convenient  for  the  merchant,  and  may  charge  to 
the  merchant  all  expenses  properly  incunred;  consequently,  here  the  ship- 
owner was  entitled  to  back  freight  and  expenses.  The  demurrage  and  the 
expenses  incurred  in  the  ineffectual  attempt  to  land  at  the  neighboring  ports 
were  not  allowed,  but  were  looked  on  as  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  voyage.  lb. 

12.  Lien  for.  The  defendants  shipped  coals  on  board  the  ship  Pitho  for 
Buenos  Ayres,  under  a  bill  of  lading  making  them  deliverable  to  the  consignees 
on  payment  of  freight,  and  containing  a  memorandum:  "  The  coals  to  be 
taken  from  the  ship  as  sbon  as  the  master  is  ready  to  deliver,  or  to  be  landed 
at  the  expense  and  risk  of  the  consignees."  The  PUTm  arrived  at  Buenos 
Ayres  on  the  28th  of  November,  1869,  and  the  master  was  ready  to  deliver  the 
coals  on  the  23d  of  December ;  but,  no  consignees  appearing  to  claim  them,  he 
waited  until  the  20th  of  January,  1870,  and  then  landed  tiiem.  In  an  action 
against  the  defendants  for  damages  for  the  detention  of  the  ship  at  Buenos 
Ayres,  it  was  left  to  the  jury  to  say  whether  the  defendants  were  responsible 
for  the  detention,  and  what  would  be  a  reasonable  compensation  for  it.  The 
jury  found  that  the  defendants  were  responsible  for  the  detention,  and  they 
assessed  the  damages  at  £56.  But  the  judge  having,  in  answer  to  a  question 
from  one  of  the  jury  at  the  dose  of  his  summing-up,  stated  that,  there  being 
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no  evidence  there  were  warehouses  at  Buenos  Ayres,  such  as  existed  at  Liver- 
pool and  other  places,  into  which  goods  might  be  placed  and  kept  subject  to 
the  ship-owner's  lien  for  freight,  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  18G3, 
the  owners  would  lose  their  lien  bj  landing  the  coals.  Held,  that,  inasmuch 
as  this  answer  was  too  general  in  its  terms,  and  might  have  to  some  extent 
affected  the  assessment  of  damages,  the  defendants  were  entitled  to  a  new 
trial.  But,  urAble^  that  although  there  was  no  "  statutable "  warehouse  at 
Buenos  Ayres,  the  master  might  still  have  landed  the  coals  there  without 
losing  his  possession  and  control  over  them  (placing  them  in  a  warehouse 
belonging  to  or  hired  by  his  owners),  and  so  have  preserved  his  lien  for  freight. 
Mors-U-Blaru^  v.  W%U(m  (Com.  PI.),  V,  286. 

13.  Right  to,  alter  abandonment  of  shipi  A  bark  laden  with  a  cargo 
shipped  at  Charleston,  under  bills  of  lading  whereby  the  cargo  was  to  be 
delivered  on  payment  of  freight  at  Bremen,  while  •prosecuting  her  voyage  to 
Bremen,  was  run  into  in  the  English  Channel  and  damaged  by  another  vessel, 
which  was  alone  to  blame  for  the  collision.  The  master  and  crew  of  the  bark 
abandoned  her,  and  in  her  abandoned  state  she  was  taken  possession  of  by 
salvors,  who  brought  the  bark  and  her  cargo  into  Dover.  The  cargo  was 
damaged  by  sea-water,  and  was  alleged  to  be  deteriorating.  In  a  suit  insti- 
tuted by  some  of  the  salvors  against  the  bark,  her  cargo  and  freight,  the  court, 
on  an  application  made  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  without  notice  to  the  own- 
ers of  the  bark,  ordered  the  cargo  to  be  sold.  The  owners  of  the  bark  after- 
ward hearing  of  the  order,  and  wishing  to  have  the  cargo  transhipped  and 
carried  on  to  its  destination,  applied  to  the  court  to  rescind  the  order,  and 
offered  to  give  bail  for  the  cargo.  The  court,  being  of  opinion  that  it  was  for 
the  benefit  of  all  parties  that  the  cargo  should  be  sold,  refused  to  prevent  the 
sale,  but  reserved  all  questions  of  freight.  Afterward  the  cargo  was  sold,  and 
the  proceeds  brought  into  court,  and  the  owners  of  the  bark  then  applied  to 
the  court  to  order  the  payment  out  of  the  proceeds  in  court  of  a  sum  of  money 
in  respect  of  freight.  HM^  that,  by  the  abandonment  of  the  bark,  the  con- 
tract to  pay  freight  had  been  dissolved,  and  that  the  owners  of  the  bark  were 
pot  entitled  to  any  payment  in  respect  of  freight.    The  Kathleen  (Adm.  &  Eccl.), 

XII,646.

IV.  DSMimBAGB. 

14.  Delay  In  loading.  By  charter^jarty  the  master  of  the  plaintiffs  vessel,  the 
D.,  engaged  to  receive  on  board  and  load  a  cargo  of  coal  at  the  port  of  L.,  "  to 
be  loaded  with  the  uffual  dispatch  of  the  port,  or,  if  longer  detained,  to  be  paid 
40«.  per  day  demurrage,"  and  the  defendants  engaged  to  load  upon  the  above 
terms.  The  loading  was  to  take  place  at  the  B.  docks,  and  by  one  of  the  regu- 
lations of  the  docks  no  coal  agent  was  to  be  allowed  to  have  more  than  three 
vessels  in  the  B.  docks  loading  and  to  load  at  the  cranes  at  one  time.  The 
defendants  acted  as  their  own  coal  agents,  and  when  the  charter-party  was 
entered  into  they  had  three  ships  loading  in  B.  docks,  and  ten  other  charters 
in  their  books  having  priority  over  the  plaintiffs.  In  consequence  of  these 
engagements  the  D.  was  not  allowed  to  go  into  the  B.  docks  until  thirty  days 
after  she  was  ready  to  do  so.  Held,  that  the  contract  by  the  defendants  was 
absolute  to  load  with  the  usual  dispat-ch  of  the  i>ort  of  L.;  that  the  D.  had 
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not  been  so  loaded ;  and  that  the  defendants  were,  therefore,  liable  to  pay  for 
the  delaj.    Atikerofl  v.  CrwD  Orchard  CoUiery  Co.  (Q.  B.),  X,  167.

16. Bj  a  charter-party  made  bj  defendant's  agent  in  France,  defendant 

.  chartered  plaintiflfs  ship,  and  it  was  stipulated  that  the  ship  should  load  a 
cargo  of  pressed  hay  at  T.,  in  France,  and  proceed  direct  to  London ;  and  all 
cargo  was  to  be  brought  and  taken  from  ship  alongside.  Defendant's  agent 
verbally  told  the  master  that  the  consignees  would  require  the  hay  to  be  de- 
iivered  at  a  particular  wharf  in  the  port  of  London,  to  which  the  master  as- 
sented. On  arriving  in  that  port  the  master  was  unable  to  land  the  hay  at  the 
wharf  by  reason  of  an  order  in  council  under  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Ani- 
mals) Act,  1869,  forbidding  hay  from  a  French  port  to  be  landed  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  The  order  had  been  made  before  the  charter-party  was  entered 
into,  but  neither  party  knew  of  it.  After  some  delay  defendant  received  the 
hay  from  alongside  the  ship  into  another  vessel  and  exported  it.  There  was 
no  legal  obstacle  to  doing  this,  but  eighteen  days  were  allowed  by  the  defend- 
ant to  elapse  beyond  the  lay  days.  The  plaintiff  having  brought  an  action 
for  this  detention  of  his  ship,  the  defendant  contended  that  the  contract  was 
for  an  illegal  purpose,  and  therefore  void,  if eM,  that,  although  it  was  the  in- 
tention of  the  parties,  when  the  charter-party  was  entered  into,  to  land  the 
hay  at  London,  yet  as  the  contract  was  not  made  knowingly  with  the  intention 
to  violate  the  law,  and  as  it  could  be  carried  out  (as  it  ultimately  was)  without 
violating  the  law,  it  was  not  void ;  and  defendant  was,  therefore,  liable  for 
the  demurrage.     Waugh  v.  Morris  (Q.  B.),  V,  197, 

16.  Delay  in  unloading.  Under  a  charter-party  from  Riga  to  London  the 
charterers  were  to  "  load  and  discharge  as  fast  as  the  ship  can  work,  but  a 
minimum  of  seven  days  to  be  allowed  merchants,  and  ten  days  on  demurrage 
over  and  above  the  said  lying  days  at  £25  per  day."  Held,  that  the  lying  days 
from  the  context  meant  '*  working"  and  not  '*  running " day s,  and  consequently 
that  Sunday  was  not  to  be  counted.  CommercictL  Steamship  Oo,  v.  BouUon  (Q. 
B.),  Xm,  288. 

17. The  ship  got  into  dock  in  London  on  a  Tuesday  evening  at  6  P.  M. 

She  could  not  get  to  her  berth  till  8  A.  M.  on  the  Wednesday,  when  she  began 
unloading,,  and  continued  till  8  P.  M.  She  began  again  at  4  A.  H.  on  Thurs- 
day, and  finished  at  8  P.  H.  All  the  lay  days  had  been  consumed  at  the  port 
of  loading.  Heild,  that  in  the  case  of  demurrage  a  fraction  of  a  day  counted 
as  a  day,  and  consequently  that  the  charterers  were  liable  for  two  days'  de- 
murrage, lb. 

18.  Detantion  by  suit.  No  claim  for  demurrage  or  detention  of  a  ship  under 
warrant  of  arrest,  issued  by  the  unsuccessful  promoters  of  a  salvage  suit,  can 
be  allowed  in  the  absence  of  mala  fides  or  malicious  negligence.  TumbuU  v. 
7%6  at/rathnaver  (App.  Cas.),  XV,  19. 

V.  Collision. 

•  19.  Whioh  in  fianlt  The  17th  section  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amend- 
ment Act,  1878,  enacts :  **  If  in  any  case  of  collision  it  is  proved  that  any  of 
the  regulations  for  preventing  collision  contained  in  or  made  under  the  Mer- 
chant Shipping  Acts,  1854  to  1878,  has  been  infringed,  the  ship  by  which  such 
regulation  has  been  infringed  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  fault,  unless  it  is 
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shown  to  the  satiflfaction  of  the  court  that  the  clrcumBtancea  of  the  case  made 
departure  from  the  regulation  necessarj.  Held,  that  this  section  applies  only 
to  cases  of  collision  where  there  has  been  a  material  infringement  of  the  regu- 
lations which  bj  possibility  might  have  caused  or  contributed  to  the  collision. 
77ie  Magnet ;  The  Sutherland;  The  CarvUl  (Adm.  &  BccL),  XIV,  670. 

20. Article  16  of  the  Admiralty  Regulations  for  preventing  collisions 

at  sea  only  applies  when  there  is  a  continuous  approaching  of  two  steamships. 
The  Jewtand  and  the  Earl  of  Elgin  (Priv.  C),  II,  64. 

21.  When  two  ships  under  steam  **  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly  end 

on,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,"  as  provided  for  in  article  18,  and  one  of 
them  at  a  proper  distance  ports  her  helm  sufficiently  to  put  her  on  a  course 
which  will  carry  her  dear  of  the  other,  and  enable  her  to  pass  on  the  port  side, 
she  thereby  determines  the  risk,  and  is  not  approaching  another  ship  so  as  "  to 
involve  risk  of  collision  *'  within  the  meaning  of  article  16,  and  is  not  bound 
to  slacken  speed  or  stop.  lb. 

22.  Inevitable  aocident.  Two  sailing  vessels  approaching  stem  on  in  such 
a  manner  as  that,  under  the  sailing  rules,  each  would  be  bound  to  port,  being 
in  a  dense  fog,  only  sighted  each  other  at  a  distance  of  about  two  hundred 
yards.  The  defendants'  vessel  having  been  close  hauled  on  the  port  tack, 
was  then  preparing  to  go  about,  and  had  eased  off  her  head  sheets.  Both 
vessels  immediately  ported,  but  came  into  collision.  Only  one  minute  elapsed 
between  the  time  of  sighting  and  the  collision.  The  plaintiff's  petition 
alleged  that  the  defendants'  vessel  neglected  to  port,  and  it  was  stated,  in 
answer  to  a  question  by  the  judge  of  the  Admiralty  Ck>urt,that  the  head  sheets 
of  the  defendants'  vessel  were  not  again  hauled  aft.  On  this  evidence  that 
vessel  was  held  to  blame  by  the  Admiralty  Court,  on  the  ground  that  she  had 
not  executed  all  the  proper  manoeuvres  which  she  might  have  executed  after 
sighting  the  other  vessel.  Held,  that  the  collision  was  the  result  of  an  inevit- 
able accident,  the  defendants'  vessel  having  done  all  that  could  be  effected  by 
ordinary  care,  caution,  or  maritime  skill  in  the  short  space  of  time  that  elapsed  ; 
and  that  the  plaintiffs,  if  they  meant  to  rely  upon  the  fact  that  the  head  sheets 
had  not  been  again  hauled  back,  ought  to  have  alleged  that  fact  in  their 
petition  as  the  cause  of  the  collision,  the  allegation  of  neglect  to  port  not 
sufficiently  indicating  the  nature  of  such  omission.  The  Marpena;  The 
America  (Priv.  C),  III,  92. 

23. A  vessel  in  port  was  moored  to  a  buoy,  the  use  of  which  was  sanc- 
tioned by  the  authorities,  and,  a  storm  being  expected,  she  also  had  her  anchor 
ready  to  drop.  The  moorinfi:  buoy  broke  and  the  vessel  drifted.  She 
attempted  to  cast  anchor,  but  was  prevented  by  inevitable  accident.  She  came 
into  collision  with  another  vessel  which  was  properly  moored.  Held,  that  the 
first  vessel  had  not  contributed  by  negligence  to  the  collision.  Dawird  v. 
Lindsay  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  261. 

24. Where  the  master  of  a  ship  takes  all  such  precautions  as  a  man  of 

ordinary  prudence  and  skill,  exercising  reasonable  foresight,  would  use  to 
avert  danger,  his  owners  are  not  held  responsible  because  he  may  have  omitted 
some  possible  precaution  which  the  event  suggests  that  he  might  have  re- 
sorted to.  lb. 
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25. When  the  aathoritieB  of  a  port  permit  vesselB  to  moor,  take  in  and 

discharge  cargo  at  a  certain  buoy,  it  must  be  assamed  that  they  sanction  the 
nse  of  the  buoy  and  treat  it  as  proper  and  sufficient  mooring  place.  lb. 

26.  No  light.  A  lighter  of  sixtj  tons  burthen  was  proceeding  under  sail  in 
the  river  Thames,  above  Gravesend^at  night  without  anj  light  being  exhibited 
on  board  her,  and  came  into  collision  with  a  steam  vessel.  In  a  suit  instituted 
on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  the  lighter  to  recover  in  respect  of  the  damage  done 
to  the  lighter  by  reason  of  the  collision,  it  was  proved  that  the  lighter  was 
ordinarily  employed  in  the  river,  and  was  not  a  sea-goinig  vessel.  HM,  that 
the  "  Begulations  for  Preventing  Ck>Ui8ionB  at  !?ea"  did  not  impose  upon  the 
lighter  any  obligation  to  carry  any  light,  and  that  the  lighter  was  not  to 
blame  for  haviug  no  light.     The  C,  8.  Butl&r  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  XI,  406. 

27. In  a  case  where  a  sailing  vessel  under  way,  with  her  regulation- 
lights  properly  exhibited,  was  overtaken  and  run  down  by  a  steamer  at  night, 
it  was  held  that  no  blame  attached  to  the  sailing  vessel  for  not  exhibiting  a 
light  over  her  stem.    The  Spencer  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  XIV,  684. 

28.  ZJghts  not  seen.  When  a  vessel,  casting  off  from  moorings  in  a  navi- 
gable river,  places  herself  at  nigbt  partly  athwart  the  fairway,  so  that  her 
regulation  lights  cannot  be  seeu  by  vessels  astern  of  her  coming  up  the 
river,  she  is  bound  to  make  use  of  some  conspicuous  signal  to  warn  them  of 
her  position.'    The  John  Fenmek  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  II,  154. 

29.  Staamahipi  duty  o£  A  steamship  seeing  a  sailing  vessel  at  a  distance  of 
two  or  three  miles  ought  not,  even  if  the  lights  of  the  sailing  vessel  are  not 
visible,  to  take  a  course  which  will  carry  her  across  the  bows  of  the  sailing 
vessel.  Beal  y.  Marehene ;  The  BougainviUe  ;  The  J3Uf>enion  (Priv.  C),  VIII, 
242. 

30. In  a  case  of  collision,  even  if  the  light  of  one  vessel  was  invisible, 

the  vessel  will  not  on  that  account  be  held  to  have  contributed  to  the  collision, 
where  the  other  vessel  has  pursued  a  course  which  of  itself  would  suffice  to 
produce  the  collision.  lb. 

31. A  manoeuvre,  made  too  late  to  affect  the  collision,  does  not  make 

the  ship  liable  as  having  contributed  to  the  collision,  even  if  the  manoeuvre 
was  erroneous.  lb. 

32. Where  a  steamship  is  approaching  a  sailing  ship,  and  does  not  know 

what  course  the  other  ship  is  pursuing,  it  is  her  duty  (whether  the  lights  of 
the  other  vessel  are  visible  or  not)  to  take  no  decisive  movement  until  she 
can  ascertain  it.  lb. 

33. The  law  does  not  appoint  any  particular  place  at  which  the  lights 

should  be  fixed,  but  they  ought  to  be  placed  so  as  to  be  properly  visible. 
Semble,  The  fact  that  the  lights  of  one  ship  are  invisible  to  the  other  does  not 
make  the  former  ship  contributory,  when  the  course  pursued  by  the  latter  is 
not  in  itself  prudent  and  Judicious.  lb. 

34. Art.  16  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  preventing  collisions  at 

sea  provides,  that  *'  Every  steamship,  when  approaching  another  ship  so  as  to 
involve  risk  of  collision,  shall  slacken  her  speed,  or,  if  necessary,  stop  and 
reverse ;  and  every  steamship  shall  in  a  fog  go  at  a  moderate  speed."  A 
steamship  navigating  in  a  fog  at  a  moderate  speed  hearing  a  whistle  sounded 

59 
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manj  timee,  indicating  that  a  steamer  was  approaching  her,  and  had  come 
very  near  to  her,  so  near  that  if  the  vessels  had  then  been  stopped  thej  would 
have  been  within  hailing  distance,  is  bound  under  the  16th  Article  not  only  to 
stop  the  motion  of  her  engines,  but  to  reverse  them,  so  as  to  stop  the  motion 
of  the  vessel,  and  ought  not  to  wait  until  the  vessels  sight  each  other,  when 
such  a  manoeuvre  may  be  too  late  ;  and  is  liable  for  a  collision  caused  by  its 
not  doing  so.  Morton  v.  Hutchinson  (Priv,  C),  IV,  191.  See  order  explanatory 
of  shipping  rules,  lb.  641. 

36. A  screw  steamship  had  just  come  out  of  the  Regent's  Canal  Dock 

in  the  river  Thames,  about  2  a.  m.  on  a  Decemlxsr  morning,  when  she  came 
into  collision  with  a  dumb  barge  which  was  drifting  up  the  river  with  the 
flood  tide,  and  without  having  any  light  exhibited.  Held,  that  the  steamship 
might,  under  the  circumstances,  have  kept  out  of  the  way  of  the  barge,  and 
that  she  ought  to  have  done  so,  and  that  she  was  alone  to  blame  for  the 
collision.     T/ic  Otoen  WalUs  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  YIII,  652. 

35. In  a  dense  fog  it  is  the  duty  of  a  steam  vessel  tx>  anchor  as  soon  as 

circumstances  will  permit.  A  steam  vessel  proceeding,  though  at  a  moderate 
speed,  under  steam  in  a  dense  fog,  after  she  reached  a  proper  anchorage 
ground,  held  to  blame  for  so  doing.     The  Otter  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  YIII,  674. 

37. A  steam  ferry-boat  started  in  a  dense  fog  to  cross  a  navigable  river, 

those  in  charge  of  her  having  been  informed  that  vessels  were  anchored  in  or 
near  her  track.  The  ferry-boat,  although  navigated  with  all  ordinary  care, 
ran  into  and  damaged  a  ship  at  anchor.  Held,  that  the  ferry-boat  was  to 
blame.     The  Lancashire  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  VIII,  669. 

38. The  steamship  A.  found  at  a  foreign  port  the  S.,  a  screw  steamship, 

totally  disabled  in  her  machinery.  Both  vessels  belonged  to  the  same  owners, 
and  the  A.  took  the  S.  in  tow  and  towed  her  into  the  English  Channel.  BQth 
vessels  were  upwards  of  1,000  tons  net  register,  and  owing  to  the  disabled 
condition  of  the  S.  the  towage  wa^  of  a  difficult  character.  Whilst  the  A. 
was  proceeding  with  the  S.  in  tow  in  the  English  Channel  at  night,  a  collision 
occurred  between  the  A.  and  a  sailing  sliip  close  hauled  on  the  starboard  tack. 
The  damage  done  by  the  A.  caused  the  sailing  ship  to  sink,  but  before  she 
sank,  the  S.  ranged  up  alongside  of  her  and  came  into  contact  with  her.  The 
sailing  vessel  had  seen  on  her  starboard  bow  a  light  at  the  mast-head  of  the 
A.  three  or  four  miles  off  and^had  kept  her  course.  Those  on  board  the  A. 
had  seen  the  green  light  of  the  sailing  ship  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  off 
and  about  four  points  on  the  port  bow  of  the  A.,  and  this  was  the  first  they 
had  seen  of  the  sailing  ship ;  on  this  light  being  seen,  or  shortly  after,  the 
helm  of  the  A.  was  put  hard  aport.  It  was  found  as  a  fact  that  the  A.  had 
not  a  proper  look-out,  and  that  the  A. ,  if  she  had  adopted  proper  measures  in 
time,  might  have  avoided  the  collision.  Held,  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  A. 
to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  sailing  ship,  and  that  she  was  to  blame  for  the 
collision.  The  American  and  The  Syria  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  XI,  895;  affirmed  by 
Privy  Council,  S.  C,  lb.  75. 

39. Held,  also,  that,  having  regard  to  the  *  exceptional  circumstances 

under  which  the  towing  was  undertaken,  the  governing  as  well  as  the  motive 
power  being  wholly  with  the  A.,  the  S.  was  not  liable  to  be  condemned  in 
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damages  occasioned  hj  the  ooll.lsion.  The  S.  cannot  be  deemed,  ip  intendment 
of  law,  to  be  one  vessel  with  the  A.,  or  liable  for  her  negligence.  lb. 

40. It  is  the  general  practice  for  steam  vessels  going  down  the  river 

Thames  to  keep  on  the  north  side.  If,  therefore* a  vessel  rounding  a  bend  on 
the  north  side,  under  a  port  helm,  on  her  way  up  the  river,  sees  the  red  light 
of  one  rounding  the  same  bend  on  her  way  down,  over  her  starboard  bow,  and 
nearer  the  north  side  than  she  is  herself,  she  is  not  justified  in  supposing  that 
the  vessel  coming  down  will  cross  her  nortli  and  pass  her  on  her  port  side ; 
but  is  bound  to  keep  out  of  tlie  way,  and  is  liable  for  a  collision  caused  by 
her  not  doing  so.  Vessels,  uader  these  circumstances,  are  not  crossing  vessels 
within  the  meaning  of  the  14t1i  article  of  the  Steering  and  Sailing  rules. 
Maleomion  v.  General  Steam  Navigation  Co.  (Priv.  C),  IV,  188. 

41. A  schooner,  close  hauled  on  the  starboard  tack  at  night,  saw  the 

starboard  light  and  the  two  towiiig  lights  of  a  steam  tug  three  points  on  her 
port  bow  about  a  mile  off.  The  schooner  kept  her  luff.  The  steam  tug  had  a 
fully  laden  ship  in  tow,  and  was  steaming  against  a  head  wind  in  the  open 
sea.  The  steam  tug  kept  her  course  until  it  was  too  late  to  get  out  of  the 
way  of  the  schooner,  and  the  steam  tug  and  the  schooner  came  into  collision. 
Held,  that  the  schooner  was  right  in  holding  her  course,  and  that  the  steam 
tug  was  alone  to  blame.     ITiS  Warrior  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  FV,  006. 

42. In  a  case  where  a  collision  occurred  between  a  sailing  vessel  and  a 

steam  tug  hove  to  with  her  engines  stopped,  held,  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
steam  tug  to  have  kept  out  of  the  way  of  the  sailing  vessel.  The  Barker  ; 
The  Spindnft  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  XIV,  699. 

VI.  Pilots  and  pilotagb. 

43.  OompolBory.  A  large  steamship,  bound  for  a  foreign  port  and  fully 
equipped  for  her  voyage,  left  dock  in  the  port  of  Liverpool  about  11  p.  m. 
She  had  a  pilot  on  l)oard,  and  those  in  charge  of  her  intended  to  take  her  out 
to  sea  at  once.  But  after  she  got  into  the  river  it  was  determined  that  she 
should  anchor  there  for  the  night  and  cross  the  bar  in  the  morning.  The  pilot 
remained  on  board,  and  by  his  direction  the  vessel  was  brought  up  by  her  port 
anchor  and  sixty  fathoms  of  chain.  Tlie  ebb  tide  began  to  make  soon  after 
;he  vessel  was  brought  up,  and  the  pilot  remi^ined  on  deck  until  she  was  three- 
parts  swung  to  the  ebb.  He  then  went  into  a  house  on  the  deck  under  the 
bridge,  and  left  orders  that  he  was  to  be  called  if  he  was  wanted.  Whilst  he 
was  in  the  deck-house  the  vessel  parted  her  cabl.e ;  the  pilot  came  on  deck 
almost  immediately  afterward,  and  under  his  directions  efforts  were  made  to 
bring  the  vessel  up  by  her  starboard  anchor,  but  it  did  not  hold,  and  although 
her  fires  were  banked  and  steam  was  up,  the  vessel  was  allowed  to  drift  down 
the  river  until  she  came  into  collision  with  a  ship  at  anchor.  BM,  that  the 
pilot  was  to  blame  for  the  collision,  and  that  the  vessel  was  "  proceeding  to 
sea*'  within  the  meaning  of  the  Mersey  Docks  Consolidation  Act.  1858,  so  as 
to  render  the  employment  of  the  pilot  compulsory  by  law.  The  City  of  Cam- 
bridge (Adm.  &  Eccl.).  VIII,  640. 

44. When  the  employment  of  a  pilot  is  within  the  provisions  of  s.  189 

of  the  Mersey  Docks  Consolidation  Act,  1858,  such  employment  is  compulsory. 
Wood  V.  Smith  ;  The  City  of  Cimbridge  (Priv.  C),  IX,  256. 


468  SHIPS  AND  SHIPPING. 

46. The  object  of  the  master,  when  the  v^sboI  left  the  dock,  was  to  get 

to  sea  as  soon  as  he  could,  and  he  arranged  with  the  pilot  that  the  vessel 
should  anchor  in  the  Mersey  for  the  night,  but  should  go  so  far  on  the  way  as 
would  enable  her  to  cross  the  bar  on  the  next  morning's  tide.  Held,  that  the 
ship  was  proceeding  to  sea  within  the  meaning  of  s.  139  at  the  time  she  left 
the  dock,  and  that  the  anchoring  was  not  a  discontinuance  of  her  progress  to 
the  sea,  but  an  act  proper  and  reasonable  to  be  done  in  the  course  of  it.  lb. 

46. The  138th  section  of  the  act  does  not  relate  to  the  giving  of  extra 

remuneration  to  those  pilots  only  who  are  voluntarily  engaged.  lb. 

47. It  may  happen  that  a  pilot  who  is  compulsoril^  engaged  under  the 

189th  section  of  the  act  by  a  ship  proceeding  ta  sea,  may,  by  the  ship's  deten- 
tion in  the  river,  become  entitled  to  extra  remuneration  under  the  138th  sec- 
tion, lb. 

48 By  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act;  1854  (17  &  Id  Vict.,  c.  104),  s.  353, 

the  employment  of  pilots  shall  continue  compulsory  in  all  districts  where  it  is 
compulsory  at  the  time  the  act  passed.  By  s.  879,  ships  {inter  alia)  employed 
in  the  coasting  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom,  when  not  carrying  passengers, 
shall  be  exempted  from  compulsory  pilotage  in  "  the  Trinity  House  outport 
^stricts,"  which,  by  s.  870,  comprise  any  pilotage  district  for  the  appointment 
of  pilots  within  which  no  particular  provision  is  made  by  an  act  of  Parliament 
or  charter."  '  By  the  Ipswich  Dock  Act,  1852  (15  Vict.,  c.  116),  s.  8,  a  former 
act,  by  which  special  provision  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  pilots  in  the 
port  of  Ipswich,  is  repealed,  and  s.  91  enacts  as  to  the  appointment  of  sub-com- 
missioners for  examining  pilots,  etc.,  in  the  words  of  s.  5  of  6  Geo.  4,  c.  125, 
except  that  they  are  described  as  persons  "  resident  within  "  the  port  of  Ipswich, 
instead  of  *' at,*' A^d,  that  s.  91  was  not  a '*  particular  provision,"  and  that 
Ipswich  was  therefore  a  Trinit7  House  outport  district,  and  a  coasting  vessel 
not  carrying  passengers  navigating  that  port  was  exempt  from  compulsory 
pilotage.    Uadgraft  v.  HewUh  (Q.  B.),  XIII,  292. 

VII.  Salyagb. 

49.  Suits  for.'  Salvage  suits  may  be  consolidated  on  the  motion  of  the  plain- 
tiffs and  without  the  consent  of  the  defendants.     The  Melpomene  (Adm.  &  Eccl.) 
VII,  386, 

60.  Who  entitled.  A  steam  tug  attempting  to  render  assistance  to  a  ship 
exhibiting  signals  of  distress  may,  in  a  case  where  such  ship  is  afterward 
salved  by  means  of  other  assistance,  be  entitled  to  salvage  reward,  even  though 
her  efforts  have  been  practically  unavailing.  lb. 

61. By  the  improper  navigation  of  a  steam  tug,  B.,  a  vessel  at  anchor, 

was  sent  adrift  and  placed  in  jeopardy.  A  steam  tug,  W.,  rendered  assistance 
to  the  drifting  vesseL  Held,  that  the  owners  of  the  W.  were  entitled  to  re- 
cover salvage  reward  for  the  services  rendered,  notwithstanding  that  some  of 
them  were  also  owners  of  the  vessel  which  occasioned  the  mischief.  The 
Olengaber  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  Ill,  486. 

,62.  -— —  A  steam  vessel  laden  with  a  general  cargo  became  disabled  at  sea 
in  consequence  of  her  machinery  breaking  down.  Her  cargo  had  been  shipped 
under  bills  of  lading  which  contained,  among  the  excepted  perils,  "  accidents 
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from  machinery."  Another  steam  Yefisel  belonging  to  the  same  owners  fell 
in  with  the  disabled  vessel  and  towed  her  into  safety.  Held,  that  the  owners 
of  the  vessel  rendering  the  service  were  entitled  to  recover  salvage  remanera. 
tion  against  the  cargo  laden  on  board  the  disabled  vessel,  and  that  the  master 
and  crew  of  the  vessel  rendering  the  service  were  entitled  to  recover  salvage 
remuneration  against  the  disabled  vessel,  her  freight  and  cargo.  The  Miranda 
(Adm.  &  Eccl.).  IV,  615. 

53.  — * —  A  steam  vessel  incurred  serious  damage  by  a  collision,  and  her 
master  ordered  her  boats  to  be  got  out.  Some  of  her  crew,  without  leave  from 
the  master,  got  into  ^ne  of  the  boats  and  rowed  away.  The  boat's  crew  were 
afterward  picked  up  at  sea  and  rescued  from  a  position  of  danger  by  a  smack. 
In  a  salvage  suit  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  owners  and  crew  of  the  smack 
against  the  steamship,  AaM,  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  recover,  in  such 
suit,  salvage  for  the  service  they  had  rendered.  The  Cairo  (Adm.  &  Eccl.), 
Vni,  660. 

64.  Two  vessels  came  into  collision  on  the  high  seas.  One  of  the  ves- 
sels (a  bark)  received  damage,  and  all  her  crew,  except  her  mate,  escaped  on 
board  the  other  vessel.  The  mate  of  the  bark  remained  on  board  her,  and 
navigated  her  until  he  obtained  assistance  from  a  steam  vessel.  The  steam 
vessel  then  took  the  bark  in  tow  and  brought  her  into  port  in  safety,  the  mate 
still  assisting  in  her  navigation.  Held,  that  in  awarding  salvage  to  the  owners, 
master  and  crew  of  the  steam  vessel,  the  right  of  the  mate  of  the  damaged 
ship  to  claim  salvage  reward  for  his  services  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion, and  that  the  mate,  upon  his  claim  being  brought  before  the  court,  was 
entitled  to  rank  as  a  salvor.    The  Le  Jonet  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  IV,  611*. 

.66. A  ship  fell  in,  on  the  high  seas,  in  the  winter  season,  with  a  brig 

in  distress  for  want  of  sufScient  hands  to  work  her.  The  master  of  the  ship 
sent  two  of  his  crew,  who  had  volunteered  to  go  on  board  the  brig,  and  by 
their  assistance  the  brig  was  navigated  safely  into  a  British  port.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  absence  of  the  two  men,  the  ship  was  exposed  to  risk,  and  the 
remainder  of  her  crew  had  to  undergo  extra  labor.  Held,  that  nut  only  the 
two  men  who  went  on  board  the  brig,  but  the  master  and  owners  of  the  ship 
and  the  rest  of  the  crew  of  the  ship,  were  entitled  to  salvage  reward  for  the 
services  rendered.     The  Charleti  (Adm.  &  Eccl^,  III,  487. 

66. The  captain  of  a  Queen's  ship,  lying  at  anchor  in  a  foreign  port, 

received  intelligence  that  an  English  steamer  was  outside  the  port  disabled, 
and  in  a  position  of  great  danger,  and  comm'unicated  with  the  master  of  a 
screw  steamer  which  was  under  charter  to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  as  a 
transport,  and  was  then  coaling  in  the  port.  In  consequence  of  this  commu- 
nication the  transport,  after  taking  on  board  one  officer  and  a  party  of  petty 
officers  and  seamen  from  the  Queen's  ship,  proceeded  to  the  disabled  vessel 
and  succeeded  in  placing  ker  in  safety.  'As  salvage  remuneration  for  the  ser- 
vices so  rendered  a  sum  of  £1 ,000  was  tendered  and  accepted  in  a  cause  of 
salvage  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  owners,  master  and  crew  of  the  transport, 
and  the  captain,  officers  and  crew  of  the  Queen's  ship.  On  an  application  to 
apportion  this  sum,  the  court  awarded  £400  to  the  owners,  master  and  crew 
of  the  transport,  £400  to  the  captain  of  the  Queen's  ship  and  the  party  of  petty 
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offlcere  and  seamen  who  went  on  board  the  transport,  and  £200  to  the  officer 
who  accompanied  them.     The  Nile  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  XIV,  693. 

67.  Salvage  and  damage.  A  screw  steamer  fell  in  with  a  disabled  bark  in 
the  English  Channel^  and,  in  answer  to  signals  of  distress,  approached  her 
to  render  assistance.  In  rendering  salvage  services  to  the  bark  damage  was 
caused  to  that  vessel  by  the  negligent  navigation  of  the  screw  steamer,  the 
two  vessels  coming  into  collision  on  three  occasions.  To  recover  for  the  dam- 
ages sustained  in  these  collisions,  the  owners  of  the  bark  promoted  a  cause  of 
damage  against  the  steamer,  and  subsequently  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
salvage  remuneration  was  brought  by  the  owners  of  the  steamer  against  the 
bark.  On  the  two  causes  coming  on  to  be  heard  together,  the  court  hdd,  that 
the  owners  of  the  bark  were  entitled  to  recover  in  the  damage  cause,  and  that 
the  owners  of  the  steamer  were  entitled  to  recover  in  the  salvage  cause.  The 
Butler  and  The  Baltie  (Adm.  &.EccI.),  VIII.  655.  <s 

68.  Who  not  entitled.  In  a  salvage  suit  promoted  in  respect  of  certain 
services  whereby  the  defendant's  vessel,  which  at  the  time  such  services  were 
rendered  .was  in  neither  actual  nor  iniminent  probable  danger,  had  been  eafely 
towed  into  port,  held,  that  such  services  must  be  regarded  as  towage,  and  not 
as  salvage  services.  No  tender  of  the  amount  thereof  having  been  made 
such  amount  could  not  be  recovered  in  a  salvage  suit.  TurnbuU  v.  The  Strati 
nawr  (App.  Gas.),  XV,  19. 

69. A  Dutch  bark  was  riding  at  anchor  ofT  Deal,  and  waiting  to  pro- 
ceed down  Channel,  and  a  waterman  who,  though  not  a  licensed  pilot,  was  in 
the  habit  of  piloting  vessels,  was  taken  on  board  her,  under  an  arrangement 
whereby  he  was  to  receive  7«.  a  day,  with  £5  in  addition,  for  navigating  the  ves- 
sel as  pilot  until  she  arrived  off  Beachy  Head.  The  day  after  the  waterman 
came  on  board,  and  while  the  bark  was  still  at  anchor,  a  gale  came  on,  and  the 
tempestuous  state  of  the  weather  caused  the  vessel  to  drive,  and  rendered  it 
necessary  to  slip  the  chain,  when,  under  the  direction  of  the  waterman,  the 
vessel  was  taken  through  the  Gull  Stream  and  brought  up  in  safety  in  Mar- 
gate Roads.  In  a  salvage  suit  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  waterman  and  other 
persons  who  had  rendered  services  to  the  v^lssel,  the  court  held,  that  the  ser- 
vices rendered  by  the  waterman  were  within  the  scope  of  his  contract,  and 
that  he  was  not  entitled  to  claim  as  a  salvor.  The  jEolue  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  V, 
565. 

60.  Allowance  for.  A  ship  on  a  voyage  from  Melbourne  to  London  fell  in 
with  a  derelict  brigantine  220  miles  to  the  westward  of  the  Lixard,  in  the 
month  of  February,  and  put  an  officer  and  three  hands  on  board  her,  who,  under 
circumstances  of  great  difficulty  and  danger,  and  after  much  hardship,  brought 
her  in  safety  to  Liverpool.  In  a  salvage  suit  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  own- 
ers, master  and  crew  of  the  ship,  tho  court,  after  directing  expenses  incurred 
by  the  salvors  to  be  paid  to  them  out  of  the  proceed8.of  the  salved  property, 
awarded  more  than  a  moiety  of  the  residue  as  salvage  reward.  The  Raaehe 
(Adm.  &  Eccl.),  VII,  864. 

61.  OorrecUon  as  to  amoont.    Salvage  services  having  been  rendered  to  a 
ship  laden  with  cargo,  a  salvage  suit  was  instituted  against  ship,  freight  and . 
cargo.     Separate  appearances  were  entered  on  behalf  of  the  owner  of  the  ship 
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and  the  owner  of  the  cargo.  The  owner  of  the  cargo  filed  an  affidavit  of  value 
stating  the  value  oi  the  cargo,  and  the  owner  of  the  ship  filed  an  affidavit  of  value 
stating- the  value  of  the  ship  and  freight.  At  the  hearing,  the  court,  taking  these 
values  as  accurate,  hy  its  decree  awarded  to  the  salvors  a  certain  sum  as  salvage. 
Some  time  afterward,  the  owner  of  the  cargo  discovered  that  he  had,  by  mis- 
take, included  in  his  valuation  of  the  cargo  the  value  of  the  freight,  and  that 
the  freight  was  of  more  value  than  appeared  by  the  affidavit  of  value  filed  on 
behalf  of  the  owner  of  the  ship,  and  he  made  application  to  the  court  to 
reduce  the  value  of  the  cargo,  and  to  reduce  the  amount  it  had  previously 
decreed  as  salvage.  On  the  mistake  being  proved,  Md,  that  the  court  had 
power  to  correct  the  mistake  and  to  make  the  necessary  alterations  in  the 
decree.     27ie  Arnutrong  (Adm.  &  Eccl.),  XIV,  668. 

62. Although  the  quantum  of  remuneration  to  salvors  is,  to  some  extent, 

to  be  afiected  by  the  value  of  the  property  salved,  it  must  not  be  raised  to  an 
amount  altogether  out  of  proportion  to  the  services  actually  rendered.  Where 
the  court  below  had  awarded  an  exceptional  and  excessive  amount  of  remun- 
eration solely  from  regard  to  the  value  of  the  property  salved,  their  Lordships, 
notwithstanding  their  general  rule  of  non-interference  upon  a  question  of 
mere  discretion,  reduced  the  said  amount  by  two-fifths.  The  Amerique  (Priv. 
C),  XIII,  230. 

VIII.  Aybkage. 

63.  General.  Plaintiff  shipped  bark  on  board  defendants'  general  ship, 
under  a  bill  of  lading,  from  Santa  Martha  to  London,  by  which'  average,  if 
any,  was  to  be  adjusted  according  to  British  custom.  When  the  ship  was 
about  to  sail  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  forehold,  and  a  hole  was  cut  in  the  side  of 
the  ship,  and  her  fore  compartment  being  thereby  filled  with  water,  the  fire 
*  Was  extinguished.  If  this  course  had  not  been  adopted  the  cargo  on  board 
would  in  all  probability  have  been  destroyed,  and  the  ship  seriously  damaged. 
The  plaintiff^s  bark  was  destroyed  by  the  water  poured  into  the  ship.  In  an 
action  for  general  average  contribution  in  respect  of  the  destruction  of  plain- 
tiff's bark,  it  was  found,  in  addition  to  the  above  facts,  that  it  is  the  practice 
of  British  average  adjusters  to  treat  a  loss  so  caused  as  not  a  general  average 
loss.  Held,  that  whether  or  not  the  loss  was,  according  to  the  general  law  of 
England,  the  subject  of  general  average  contribution,  plaintiff,  by  the  terms 
of  the  bill  of  lading,  had  made  the  admitted  practice  of  British  average  ad- 
justers part  of  the  contract,  and  he  was  bound  by  it,  even  if  different  from 
British  law .  Stewart  v.  WeH  India  and  Pacific  Steamship  Co.  (Exch.),  VI,  102 ; 
affirming  S.  C,  IV,  229.

A  statement  false  and  malicious,  but  not  in  itself  de- 
fkmatory,  made  by  one  person  in  regard  to  another,  whereby  that  other  may 
probably,  under  some  circumstances,  and  at  the  hands  of  some  persons,  suffer 
damage,  will  not,  even  though  damage  has  resulted  in  fact,  support  an  action 
for  defamation.

Dine-hoara  Bjatem,"  and  "  He  h«8  rained  the  town  by  bringing  al>dat  tlie  nine- 
hours  BjBtem,"  uid  "  He  hu  stopped  several  good  joIm  from  being  carried  out 
by  being  the  ringleader  of  the  srstem  at  L^"  whereby  the  plaintiff  waa  pre- 
vented from  obtaining  employment  In  bis  trade  at  L.  Heid,  that  the  vords  not 
being  in  themMlvei  defamatory,  nor  connected  by  averment  or  by  implication 
with  tbe  plaintiff's  trade,  and  the  alleged  damage  not  betng^  the  natnral  or 
reaeonable  coDseqaence  of  the  speaking  of  them,  the  action  could  not  be  soft- 
tained.  lb.

take  a  lease  thereof,  and  before  he  had  received  his  lease  agreed  to  underlet 
to  another  and  gave  liim  possession,  but  afterward  made  an  equitable  mort- 
gage to  a  third  party  who  had  no  notice  of  the  rights  of  the  person  entitled  to 
such  underlease,  hM,  that  specific  performance  of  the  contract  to  underlet 
would  be  granted,  notwithstanding  the  equitable  mortgagee  had  after  notice 
of  such  rights  taken  a  legal  mortgage.  Mumford  v.  8tohu>asser  (Eq.  C),  XI, 
533. 

9.  for  valuatiGii.    Where  an  agreement  has  been  entered  into  for  the 

sale  of  a  house  at  a  fixed  price,  and  of  the  fixtures  and  furniture  therein  at  a 
valuation  by  a  person  named  by  both  parties,  and  he  undertakes  the  valuation, 
but  is  refused  permission  by  the  vendor  to  enter  the  premises  for  that  purpose, 
the  court'  will  make  a  mandatory  order  to  compel  the  vendor  to  allow  the 
entry  to  enable  the  valuation  to  proceed.    Smith  v.  Peters  (Eq.  C),  XV,  463. 

10.  Bzeontion  of  mortgage.  Where  the  defendant  had  agreed  to  execute 
to  the  plaintiff  a  mortgage  of  certain  leasehold  premises  in  the  usual  form, 
containing  an  absolute  power  of  sale,  in  consideration  of  money  due,  and  had, 
when  requested  to  do  so,  failed  to  execute  such  mortgage,  the  court  made  a 
decree  for  specific  performance.    As^Uon  v.  Carrigan  (Eq.  C),  I,  565. 

11.  Sale  of  land,  doubt  as  to  title  removed.  Where  the  decision  of  the 
court  removes  the  doubt  as  to  .title,  speci^c  performance  will  be  enforced 
against  the  purchaser.     Bell  v.  HoUby  (Eq.  C),  V,  792. 

12.  Contract  for  transfer  repudiated.  The  plaintiffs  agreed  to  purchase  an 
estate  from  the  L.  Society,  and  to  pay  a  deposit  on  the  signing  of  the  contract. 
Before  it  had  been  signed,  the  plaintiffs  verbally  agreed  with  B.  to  make  it 
over  to  him  on  certain  terms.  In  order  to  enable  B.  to  deal  with  the  L.  Society, 
the  plaintiffs  signed  and  gave  to  him  a  memorandum,  making  over  the  contract 
to  him  in  consideration  of  his  paying  to  the  L.  Society  the  deposit,  and  engag- 
ing to  pay  a  certain  sum  to  the  plaintiffs;  the  other  terms  of  the  bargain  be- 
tween the  plaintiffs  and  B.,  which  were  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs,  being  at  B.'s 
request  omitted  from  the  memorandum.  On  the  same  day  the  contract  between 
the  plaintiffs  and  the  L.  Society  was  signed,  and  the  part  signed  by  the  L. 
Society  was  given  to  B.,  who  paid  the  deposit.  B.  afterward  repudiated  all 
the  stipulations  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs  which  had  not  been  inserted  in  the 

60 
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memoraDdum.  The  plaintiffs  then  filed  their  bill  against  B  and  the  L.  So. 
cietj,  askinf^  to  have  the  memorandum  between  B.  and  the  plain  tifis  canceled, 
and  for  a  conveyance  from  the  sodety  on  pajment  of  what  was  dne  to  them. 
Held,  that  a  demurrer  bj  B.  was  not  sustainable  on  the  merits,  for  that  the 
memorandum  was  only  ancillafj  to  the  verbal  agreement  between  the  plain- 
tiffs and  B.,  and  any  use  of  it  by  B.  for  a  purpose  inconsistent  with  that  agree- 
ment was  fraudulent.    Jervis  v.  Berridge  (Chan.  App.),  V,  581. 

13. Held,  further,  that  if  the  plaintiffs  could  have  maintained  a  bill 

for  specific  performance  of  the  parol  agreement  b'etween  them  and  B.  on  the 
ground  that  it  had  been  in  part  performed,  as  to  which  ^tutre,  they  were  not 
bound  to  do  so ;  but  that,  as  B.  had  repudiated  that  agreement,  they  were 
entitled  to  fall  back  on  their  original  rights  under  the  agreement  with  the  L. 
Society.  lb. 

14. Held,  further,  tliat  the  bill  was  not  demurrable  for  want  of  an  offer 

to  repay  to  B.  what  he  had  paid  to  the  society.  lb. 

16.  i^e  of  ship.  A  ship-owner  of  Hamburg  made,  at  Hamburg,  an  agree- 
ment with  a  domiciled  Englishman  for  the  sale  to  the  Englishman  of  a  Ham- 
burg ship  whenever  she  might  return  from  the  voyage  on  which  she  then  was. 
The  ship  returned  and  was  by  the  owner  ordered  to  proceed  to  Sunderland. 
The  master  of  the  ship,  who  was  authorized  by  the  ship-owner  to  act  as  his 
agent  in  the  sale,  refused  to  deliver  the  ship  except  on  certain  terms.  The 
purchaser  filed  a  bill  against  the  owner  and  the  master  for  specific  perform- 
ance. He  obtained  leave  to  substitute  service  on  the  master  for  the  owner, 
and  moved  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  removing  the 
ship  out  of  the  jurisdiction.  Held,  that  substituted  service  on  the  master  was 
effectual  and  proper;  and  that  the  court  had  jurisdiction  to  restrain  the  defend- 
ants from  removing  the  ship,  and  injunction  granted.  Hart  v.  Herwig  (Chan. 
App.),  VU,  424. 

16.  Agreement  to  arUtrata  no  bar.  By  an  agreement  dated  the  26th  of 
February,  1866,  and  afterward  confirmed  by  act  of  Parliament,  the  plaintiff 
company  agreed  to  construct  a  line  of  railway  between  certain  termini,  and 
the  defendant  company  agreed  to  work  it,  and  during  the  continuance  of  the 
agreement  to  develop  and  accommodate  the  local  and  through  traffic  thereon, 
and  to  carry  over  it  certain  traffic  particularly  specified ;  and  it  was  agreed 
that  all  differences  under  the  agreement  ahould  be  determined  by  a  standing 
arbitrator  to  be  named  by  the  companies  in  January  in  each  year,  or  failing 
such  nomination  by  the  board  of  trade  on  the  application  of  either  company  in 
February  in  each  year ;  and  that  all  such  clauses  of  the  acts  of  Parliament  for 
tbe  time  being  in  force  in  regard  to  railways  as  should  relate  to  the  i^ttlement 
of  disputes  by  arbitration  should,  so  far  as  applicable,  and  except  as  therein 
otherwise  provided,  be  deemed  incorporated  with  the  agreement,  and  that  the 
agreement  should  continue  for  999  years  from  the  date  thereof.  The  plaintiff 
company  constructed  the  line,  and  the  defendant  company  entered  into  pos- 
session thereof,  but  carried  a  large  proportion  of  traffic  which  ought  to  have 
passed,  over  the  plaintiffs'  line  by  other  lines  belonging  to  the  defendant  com- 
pany, and  a  bill  was  filed  to  restrain  the  defendant  company  from  so  doing. 
Held,  on  demurrer,  first,  that  inasmuch  as  no  standing  arbitrator  had  been  ap- 
pointed in  accordance  with  the  agreement,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  was 
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not  oasted ;  secondly,  that  the  case  wae  one  in  which  the  ooarfc  coald  interfere 
by  injunction.  WoherhampUm,  etc..  By.  Co,  v.  LoTidon,  eU.,  By.  Go.  (Eq.  C.)/ 
VI,  798. 

17. A  land-owner,  through  whose  land  a  railway  company  proposed  to. 

pass,  agreed  in  May,  1864,  to  withdraw  his  opposition  to  their  bill  on  the  terms 
that  the  compaDy  would  vary  the  course  of  their  line  and  make  certain  bridges, 
works,  and  approaches.  The  company  gave  a  notice  to  treat,  and  on  the  20th 
of  March,  1867,  they  went  into  possession.  On  the  27th  of  May  a  further 
agreement  was  come  to  that  the  company  should  pay  £2,250  for  purchase- 
money  and  compensation,  and  should  "construct  the  bridges  asked  according 
to  an  agreed  plan.  The  company  constructed  the  line  as  agreed  upon,  but  did 
not  complete  the  works,  nor  pay  the  purchase-money,  nor  the  interest,  though 
completion  of  the  works  was  demanded  in  July,  1868,  and  payment  of  interest 
in  December,  1868.  On  the  6th  of  February,  1869,  a  substituted  agreement 
was  made  between  the  land-owner  and  the  company,  whereby  it  was  agreed 
that  an  estimate  should  be  made  by  the  company's  engineer  of  the.coet  of 
completing  the  road»  and  submitted  to  A.,  the  land-owner's  agent,  '*  for  ap- 
proval ;  in  case  of  difference  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  B.;'*  the  amount, 
"  when  agreed  or  determined,"  toJ)e  paid  to  the  land-owner,  "  in  discharge  of 
all  obligations  "  as  to  the  road,  and  "  the  purchase  to  be  completed  forthwith." 
In  December,  1871,  A.  died  ;  and  in  May,  1872,  the  company,  for  the  first  time, 
sent  in  an  estimate  for  the  cost  of  completing  the  road.  The  purchase  liad 
not  been  completed,  and  neither  the  purchase-money  nor  any  interest  had  been 
paid.  B.  was  living.  Heldy  that  the  submission  of  the  estimate  to  A.  for  ap- 
proval was  of  the  essence  of  the  agreement  of  the  6th  of  February,  1869  ;  and 
that,  inasmuch  as  Jt>y  his  death  the  agreement  was  incapable  of  being  per- 
formed in  the  manner  and  form  therein  specified,  the  court  could  not  enforce 
performance  of  it.    Firth  v.  Midland  By.  Co,  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  661. 

18.  Specific  performance  decreed  of  the  works  according  to  the  agree- 
ments of  1864  and  1867,  and  the  company  was  ordered  to  pay  interest  on  the 
purchase-money  from  the  date  of  their  taking  possession  ;  but  no  inquiry  was 
directed  as  to  damages.  lb. 

19.  Delay  when  a  bar.  Where  a  suit  is  instituted  for  specific  performance 
of  a  contract,  and  the  defense  set  up  is,  that  the  contract  was  made  in  con- 
sideration of  certain  promises  which  the  plaintiff  had  not  fulfilled,  a  delay, 
to  defeat  that  defense,  must  be  such  as  amounts  to  an  acquiescence  in  the 
non-fulfillment  of  the  alleged  promises.     Lama^e  y.  Dixon  (H.  of  L.),  VIII,  85. 

20.  < Where  the  subject  of  the  contract  was  an  agreement  to  take  the 

lease  of  a  house,  and  the  proposed  tenailt  went  into  possession  at  once,  and 
occupied  for  two  years,  but,  while  continuing  in  occupation,  from  time  to  time 
called  on  the  landlord  to  fulfill  promises  which  the  tenant  alleged  to  have  been 
the  inducement  for  the  contract,  and  paid  rent,  but  always  paid  it  under  pro- 
test. Held,  that  these  circumstances  did.  not  i^ount  to  such  acquiescence  as 
to  prevent  the  tenant  from  ultimately  refusing  to  perform  the  contract,  but 
that  the  payments  were  to  be  treated  as  merely  made  in  respect  of  the 
actual  use  and  occupation  and  in  no  other  character.  lb. 

21. At  the  expiration  in  July,  1857,  of  a  lease  under  which  by  assign- 
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ment  he  was  in  posflession  of  property,  B.  signed  an  agreement  to  accept  from 
A.  a  new  lease  for  thirty-one  years,  at  the  same  rent  as  was  reserved  by  the 
old  lease,  and  payment  of  £600  on  the  day  fixed  for  completion  (1st  August, 
1857),  with  interest  if  the  lease  should  not  be  completed  on  the  day  fixed.  A 
draft  lease  was  sent  to  B.  for  his  approval  but  was  not  returned,  and  no  steps 
were  taken  by  A.  to  press  for  completion.  B.  remained  in  possession  and  paid 
rent,  but  no  'payment  of  the  £600  or  interest  was  ever  made  or  demanded. 
In  1871  A.  died.  On  bill  by  her  legal  personal  representative,  held,  that  as 
B.*8  possession  and  payment  of  rent  must  be  referred  to  the  new  agreement, 
and  not  to  a  holding  over  after  the  expiration -of  the  former  lease,  the  lapse  of 
time  did  not  operate  as  a  bar  to  specific  performance,  which  was  accordingly 
decreed,  with  interest  on  the  £600  from  the  1st  of  August,  1857.  tihepheard 
V.  WaOc&r  (Eq.  C),  XV,  680. 

22.  Bdstake  of  law,  when  defeats.  The  court  will  not  refuse  to  decree  the 
specific  performance  of  an  agreement  on  the  ground  that  one  of  the  contract- 
ing parties  has  mistaken  its  legal  effect.     Powell  v.  Smith  (Eq.  C),  III,  654. 

23. Accordingly,  where  a  lessor's  agent  had  contracted  to  grant  a  lease 

for  seven  or  fourteen  years,  which  the  lessor  understood  to  mean  a  lease  deter- 
minable at  the* lessor's  option,  and  alleged  that  the  agent  had  acted  without 
authority,  held,  that  the  lessee  was  entitled  to  have  the  agreement  specific- 
ally performed,  and  to  have  a  lease  for  fourteen  years,  determinable  at  his 
own  option  at  the  end  of  seven  years.  lb. 

24. Heldf  also,  that  the  lessee  having  been  put  into  possession  of  the 

farm  under  the  agreement,  the  lessor  was  precluded  from  disputing  the  agent^s 
authority.  lb. 

26.  Wh6n  not  decreed.  Where  the  vendors  of  land,  in  a  lease  acknowl. 
edging  the  receipt  of  an  offer  by  intending  purchasers,  wrote  as  follows : 
"  Which  offer  we  accept,  and  now  hand  you  two  copies  of  conditions  of  sale.'* 
and  therewith  inclosed  a  formal  agreement  with  conditions  of  a  special 
character,  held^  that  the  acceptance  was  only  conditional,  and  that  there  was 
no  final  agreement  of  which  specific  performance  could  be  enfor(5))d  as  against 
the  purchasers.     Oraesley  v.  Maycock  (Eq.  C),  IX,  727. 

26. Plaintiff,  the  owner  of  six  leasehold  houses,  agreed  in  writing  to 

let  one  of  them,  numbered  737,  to  a  tradesman,  the  agreement  saying  nothing 
about  a  restrictive  covenant.  On  the  same  day  he  also  agreed  to  let  another  of 
the  houses,  numbered  785,  to  a  grocer,  and  as  be  (plaintiff)  alleged,  agreed 
with  him  that  the  business  of  a  grocer  should  not  be  carried  on  in  any  of  the 
other  five  houses.  Afterward  he  contracted  to  sell  the  house  No.  737  and  a 
third  house,  numbered  739,  to  G.  T.,  also  a  grocer,  and  the  agreement,  which 
was  in  writing  and  dated  the  6th  of  July,  1870,  contained  nothing  about  a 
restrictive  covenant,  but  an  underlease  was  prepared  and  engrossed  which  did 
contain  a  covenant  that  the  premises  should  not  be  used  for  a  grocer's  busi 
ness.  An  appointment  was  made  for  the  execution  of  the  underlease  and 
counterpart  on  a  certain  day ;  but  on  the  previous  evening,  G.  T.  died  sud- 
denly, intestate.  It  was  stated,  but  on  the  plaintiffs  evidence  only,  that  after 
the  written  agreement  of  the  6th  of  July,  and  before  G.  T.'s  death,  G.  T.  verb^ 
ally  agreed  to  the  insertion  of  the  restriction,  and  there  was  other  evidence 
that  he  was  prepared  to  execute  a  counterpart  of  the  engrossment.    It  having 
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been  shown  that  the  insertion  of  such  a  restriction  would  considerably  dimin- 
ish the  valae  of  the  property,  held,  that  the  defendant,  the  administrator  of 
the  intestate,  could  not  be  compelled  to  execute  a  counterpart  of  a  lease  con- 
taining such  a  restriction.     Snelling  v.  Thomas  (Eq.  C),  VII,  829.

27. The  written  agreement  of  the  6th  of  July  stipulated  that  the  prop- 
erty should  be  bought  "subject  to  the  existing  tenancies."  The  plaintiff 
alleged  that  on  the  6th  of  July  the  lessee  of  the  house  No.  787  was  under  an 
agreement  to  consent  to  a  restrictive  covenant,  and  in  proof  of  this  the  counter- 
part of  a  lease,  bearing  date  the  day  before  the  agreement  of  the  6th  of  July, 
was  produced,  containing  such  a  covenant.  It  having  been  shown  that  the 
lease  was  antedated  and  was  not  in  fact  executed  till  after  the  6th  of  July, 
1870,  held,  that  the  administrator  was  not  by  this  clause  bound  to  execute  the 
counterpart  of  a  lease  containing  the  restriction.  lb. 

*  28. drcumstanoes  under  which  acceptance  of  a  verbal  alteration  in  a 

written  agreement  will  not  be  inferred.  lb. 

29.  Oontiniioiui  act.  A  railway  company  having  refused  to  allow  the 
plaintiffs  to  run  engines  and  carriages  over  part  of  their  line  under  the 
powers  of  the  Railway  CHauses  Act,  1845,  s.  92,  the  plaintiffs  filed  their  bill  for 
an  injunction  to  restrain  the  company  from  preventing  their  exercise  of  the 
right,  ffeld,  that,  inasmuch  as  the  plaintiffs  could  not  run  over  the  line  unless 
the  points  and  signals  on  the  line  were  properly  worked  by  the  railway  com- 
pany, this  court  could  not  grant  relief,  as  it  does  not  order  the  performance  of 
a  continuous  act  like  working  signals,  the  doing  of  which  requires  continuous 
attention,  and  cannot  be  seen  to  by  the  court.  PoweU,  etc.^  OocU  Co,  v.  Taff 
Vale  By,  Co.  (Chan.  App.),  VUI,  888. 

30.  Oovenant  with  ezoeption.  A  railway  company  covenanted  with  the 
builders  of  refreshment  rooms  at  a  station  on  the  line  of  railway  that  all 
trains  which  should  pass  the  station  carrying  passengers,  not  being  goods 
trains,  or  trains  to  be  sent  express,  or  for  special  purposes,  and  except  trains 
not  under  the  control  of  the  company,  should  stop  for  a  reasonable  period  of 
about  ten  minutes.  The  Postmaster-General,  proceeding  under  an  act  of 
Parliament  which  was  passed  before  the  covenant  was  made,  required  the 
company  to  run  a  train  carrying  mails  at  a  certain  hour,  and  stopping  at  the 
station  for  five  minutes  only.  Held,  that  such  a  train  was  a  train  "  not  under 
the  control  of  the  company  **  within  the  meaning  of  the  exception,  and  the 
railway  company  could  not  be  compelled  to  stop  it  for  ten  minutes  at  that 
station.    Phillipe  v.  Great   WesUni  Rattway  (Chan.  App.),  II,  816. 

31.  Dfllisct  of  tItlA.  A  sale  was  made  by  the  Court  of  Chancery  under 
conditions  which  precluded  the  purchaser,  from  objecting  to  the  title  prior  to 
the  document  chosen  as  root  of  title,  and  made  recitals  in  deeds  more  than 
twenty  years  old  oonolusive.  A  recital  covered  by  this  condition  was  so 
framed  as  to  conceal  a  defect  of  title  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  commencement 
of  title.  The  purchaser  inquired  into  the  prior  title,  and  refused  to  complete 
on  the  ground  that  the  prior  title  was  bad ;  and  the  court  being  of  opinion 
that  such  objection  was  well  founded,  held,  that,  the  sale  being  by  the  court, 
the  purchaser  was  not  precluded  by  the  conditions  from  raising  the  objection, 
and  ought  to  be  discharged  from  his  purcliase.    Whether  a  similar  dedaion 
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would  be  given  in  the  case  of  an  ordinary  sale,  qrtaret    EUe  v.  iSbe(Eq.  C), 
1,645. 

32. On  a  petition  presented  under  tbe  Leaees  and  Sales  of  Settled 

Estates  Act,  an  order  was  made  for  the  sale  of  an  estate  to  which  A.  B.,  a  per- 
son of  unsound  mind«  but  not  so  found  by  inquisition,  was  entitled  for  life  in  re 
mainder.  A.  B.'s  brother  had  been  previously  appointed,  under  the  86th  sec- 
tion of  the  act,  the  guardian  of  A.  B.  and  of  Qertain  infants;  for  the  purpose  of 
consenting  on  their  behalves  to  the  application,  and  he  was  to  be  at  liberty  on 
behalf  of  the  intfints  to  consent.  The  order  for  the  sale  was  made  upon  hear^ 
ing  counsel  for  A.  B.  by  his  guardian,  and  the  guardian  by  his  counsel  con- 
senting. The  purchaser  objected  to  the  title  on  the  ground  that  only  a  com- 
mittee properly  appointed  could  consent  on  behalf  of  A.  B.  HM,  that  the 
objection  was  well  founded ;  and  a  summons,  taken  out  by  the  vendors  to  com- 
pel the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  purchase-money,  interest,  and  the  oosttf, 
dismissed.    MaUer  of  Clough's  Estate  (Eq.  C),  V,  850. 

33.  False  suggestion  by  vendor.  Upon  the  sale  of  an  estate  one  of  the 
conditions  was  that  the  title  to  the  beneficial  ownership  should  commence  with 
the  will'of  A.  C,  and  the  purchaser  must  assume  that  A.  C.  was  at  his  death 
beneficially  entitled  to  the  property  in  fee  simple  free  from  incumbrances.  A. 
C.  had  contracted  before  his  death  for  the  purchase  of  the  property,  but  it  was 
not  till  many  years  after  his  death  that  the  title  was  made  out,  the  propeijty 
conveyed,  and  the  purchase-money  paid.  Held^  that  the  purchaser  was  not 
bound  by  the  condition  of  sale,  and,  the  vendor  declining  an  open  reference  as 
to  title,  his  bill  for  specific  performance  was  dismissed  with  costs.  Hanutt  v. 
Baker  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  598. 

3^  Memorandum  of  sale  inimffioient.  Where  the  memorandum  of  sale  of 
land  does  not  name  or  describe  the  vendor  as  required  by  the  statute  of  frauds, 
but  merely  calls  him  "  the  vendor,"  specific  performance  will  not  be  decreed 
in  favor  of  the  purchaser.    Potter  v.  Duffield  (Eq.  C),  IX.  664. 

35.  ICsdesoription.  The  conditions  of  sale  of  a  public  house  stated  that 
it  was  in  the  occupation  of  a  tenant.  A  brewer,  intending  to  use  the  public 
house  for  the  sale  of  his  beer,  agreed  to  buy  it.  He  afterward  learned  that  it 
was  under  4ease  to  another  brewer  for  a  term  of  which  eight  years  were  unex- 
pired. Held,  that  the  purchaser  was  not  bound  to  ascertain  from  the  tenant 
the  terms  of  his  tenancy ;  and  that  in  such  a  case  the  vendor  oould  not  enforce 
specific  performance.    Cabattero  v.  Henty  (Chan.  App.),  IX,  548. 

36.  Non-performance  by  plaintifi  The  law  implies  that  a  person  who  takes 
possession  of  premises  before  the  agreed  works  to  render  them  fit  for  occupa- 
tion are  at  an  end,  does  so  without  prejudice  to  his  rights  under  the  agree- 
ment.   Lamare  v.  Dixon  (H.  of  L.),  VIII,  35. 

37. Where  the  owner  of  land,  being  about  to  build  on  it,  agreed  with  a 

wine  merchant  to  put  vaults  under  his  building,  and  to  make  them  dry  and 
suitable  for.  wine  vaults,  and  rent  them  to  him,  and  the  latter  took  possession 
of  the  vaults  before  they  bad  been  made  dry  and  continued  to  occupy  them, 
paying  rent  under  protest,  held,  that  the  taking  possession  of  the  vaults  and 
the  payment  of  the  rent,  which  payment  must  be  attributed  to  the  actual  use 
and  occupation  of  the  premises,  did  not  prevent  B.  from  setting  up  as  a  de- 
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fense  the  non-perfonuanoe  of  the  promise  which  had  been  the  indacement  to 
the  contract.  lb. 

38.  Payment  of  money.  The  agent  of  a  railway  company  made  a  verbal 
agreement  with  the  contractor  for  the  line,  that  if  he  would  build  on  land  of 
the  con^pany  certain  cottages  more  substantially  than  would  be  required  for 
his  own  purposes,  and  would  leave  them  for  the  use  of  the  company,  then  the 
company  would  pay  him  £5,000  pounds.  The  cottages  were  accordingly  built, 
and  when  the  rtiilway  was  completed  the  contractor  left  them  on  the  land,  and 
the  agent  of  the  company  made  an  agreement  with  the  contractor  that  he 
should  be  paid  £500  a  year  for  the  cottages  by  way  of  rent,  with  an  option  to 
the  company  to  purchase  them  for  £5,000.  This  agreement  was  confirmed  by 
a  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors.  The  company  paid  the  £500  a  year  for 
some  years,  and  then  refused  to  pay.  HM,  that  the  claim  of  the  contracV>r 
being  simply  for  payment  of  money  could  not  be  enforced  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  and  that,  though  the  contractor  was  unable  to  sue  at  law  because 
the  agreement  was  not  under  seal,  he  did  not  thereby  obtain  an  equity  to 
enforce  a  claim  for  money.  Oramptan  v.  Varna  RaUtoap  Co.  (Chan.  App.), 
Ill,  500. 

39. Held,  also,  that  inasmuch  as  the  contractor  did  not  act  in  ignorance 

of  the  rights  of  the  company,  he  could  not  claim  compensation  for  having 
bvL\\t  on  the  land  of  the  company.  lb. 

40.  Void  res«nration.  Contract  for  the  sale  of  an  estate,  vendor  reserving 
"  the  necessary  land  for  making  a  railway  "  through  the  estate  to  P.  In  a 
suit  by  the  purchaser  for  specific  performance,  hM,  that  the  reservation  was 
void  for  uncertainty,  and  that  as  the  intention  of  the  parties  could  not  be 
carried  out,  the  contract  could  not  be  enforced.  Pearce  v.  Watts  (Eq.  C), 
XV,  457. 

41. Held,  also,  that,  though  the  defense  was  raised  by  answer  and  not 

by  demurrer,  the  bill  must  be  dismissed  with  costs.  lb. 

42.  The  decree.  A  decree  for  specific  performance  of  a  contract  cannot  be 
accompanied  by  directing  an  inquiry  whether  a  matter  which  teas  a  considera- 
tion for  entering  into  the  contract  has  been,  or  can  be,  properly  performed. 
Lamare  v.  Dixon  (H.  of  L.),  VllI,  85. 

43. A.  was  the  owner  of  some  land,  on  which  he  was  about  to  erect 

buildings.  B.  wished  to  have  cellars  there  for  wine  vaults.  A.  promised  that 
they  should  be  made  dry,  but  would  not  introduce  that  promise  into  the 
written  agreement.  B.,  however,  confiding  in  the  promise,  signed  the  agree- 
ment by  which  he  undertook  to  accept  from  A.  a  lease  of  the  vaults  for  a  cer- 
tain term  and  at  a  certain  rent.  B.  was  to  pay  doWn  £100.  and  was  to  pay 
another  £100  on  the  execution  of  the  lease.  B.  paid  the  first  £100,  and,  for  his 
own  convenience,  before  the  day  fixed,  took  possession  of  the  vaults,  and  placed 
therein  a  large  quantity  of  wine,  but  soon  complained  that  the  vaults  had  not 
been  made  dry.  These  complaints  he  constantly  renewed,  and  every  time  he 
paid  the  rent  paid  it  under  protest ;  and,  finally,  after  more  than  two  years' 
actual  occupation  of  the  cellars,  refused  to  sign  the  lease  on  the  ground  that 
the  cellars  had  not  been  made  fit  for  his  occupation,  and  he  did  not  pay  the 
second  sum  of  £100,  but  removed  his  stock  of  wines  to  another  place.  On  a 
bill  for  specific  performance,  the  court  below  granted  a  decree  against  B.,  but 
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Bcoompaniied  it  with  a  diiecdon  that  there  should  be  an  inquiry  whether  a  cer- 
tain thing  suggested  bj  B.  in  the  course  of  the  long  correspondence  between 
the  parties,  but  neglected  by  A.,  should  not  be  done.  HM,  that  the  decree  in 
this  form  was  erroneous.  lb. 

44.  Wh«n  granted  as  to  part.  C.  agreed  to  let  to  W.  several  plots  of 
*  ground  for  ninety -nine  years,  at  one  given  rent,  to  be  apportioned  as  there> 
inafter  mentioned.  W.  agreed  to  build  on  plot  P  twenty  houses,  on  plot  B 
eight,  on  plot  Q  ten,  and  on  .plot  Y  five  ;  and  it  was  agreed  that  a  separate 
lease  of  plot  B,  at  a  given  rent,  should  be  granted  as  soon  as  four  of  the 
houses  on  that  plot  and  two  of  the  ten  houses  on  plot  Q  were  covered  in,  and 
^  that  a  separate  lease  of  plot  Q  should  be  granted  as  soon  as  five  of  the  ten 
houses  on  that  plot  were  covered  in.  W.  mortgaged  this  contract  to  the  plain- 
tiff, and  afterward  became  insolvent.  The  plaintiff  covered  in  the  requisite 
number  of  houses  on  plots  B  and  0,  and  applied  for  leases  of  them,  denying 
at  the  same  time  his  liability  to  take  upon  himself  the  other  parte  of  the 
agreement,  upon  the  performance  of  which  the  granting  of  leases  of  plots  B 
and  Q  did  not  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  depend.  Held,  that  the  contract 
was  separable,  and  as  by  its  terms  the  right  to  have  leases  of  plots  B  and 
(i  depended  only  on  conditions  which  had  been  fulfilled,  the  plaintiff,  as 
assignee  of  W.,  was  entitled  to  have  leases  of  those  plots  granted  to  him, 
without  assuming  W.'s  obligations  under  the  entire  contract.  WiUdnson  v. 
ClemenU  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  7b2. 

46.  Abatement  for  defect  of  title.  Vendors  agreed  to  sell  the  entirety  of  cer- 
tain  freehold  property  for  the  sum  of  £6,000,  and  to  make  out  a  good  marketa- 
ble title.  The  purchaser,  in  consequence*  of  delays  on  the  part  of  the  vendors, 
filed  a  bill  for  specific  performance  of  the  sgreement.  It  was  subsequently 
discovered  that  the  vendors  were  entitled  to  only  a  moiety  .of  the  property. 
Held,  that  the  purchaser  was  entitled  to  a  decree  for  specific  performance  of 
the  agreement  by  the  vendors  of  their  moiety,  with  an  abatement  of  one-half 
of  the  purchase-money.    Hooper  v.  Smart ;  Bailey  v.  Piper  (£q.  C),  XI,  608. 

46.  Oomjwnsation  for  misrepresentation.  In  suits  as  to  the  specific  perform- 
ance of  a  contract  to  purchase  large  colliery  works,  the  purchasers  alleged  as 
a  defense,  misrepresentation  by  the  vendors  as  to  the  value.  As  to  several 
allegations  the  purchasers  were  held  to  have  faUed,  and  specific  performance 
was  decreed,  but  with  compensation  to  the  purchasers  in  respect  of  an  alleged 
misrepresentation  as  to  the  amount  of  stores  consumed  in  the  collieries,  and  a 
consequent  excess  in  the  statement  of  income.  An  inquiry  was  directed  as  to 
such  compensation,  and  it  was  found  that  there  was  a  large  excess  in  the  state- 
ment of  income  beyond,  its  true  amount.  Held,  that  the  purchasers  were  enti- 
tled to  a  deduction  from  their  purchase-money  bearing  the  same  proportion  to 
the  whole  purchase-money  as  the  excess  bore  to  the  income  stated.  Powell  v. 
EUiot  (Chan.  App.),  XIV.  708. 

47.  Held^  that  as  no  direction  as  to  costs  was  given  by  the  original 

decree  in  the  suits,  and  that  as  the  purchasers  were  held  to  be  entitled  to  a 
considerable  abatement,  the  vendors  must  pay  the  costs  of  the  suits,  and  could 
not  ou  the  hearing  on  further  consideration  be  relieved  from  payment  of  any 
part  of  the  costs,  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the  purchasers  as  to  parts  of 
their  case  on  the  original  hearing.  lb. 
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48.  Relief  in  damages.  A  railway  company  agreed,  for  valuable  considera- 
tion, with  a  land-owner  to  erect,  constract  and  fit  up  a  station  on  certain  lands, 
which  they  had  bought  from  him.  The  agreement  contained  no  further 
description  of  the  station,  nor  any  stipulations  as  to  the  use  of  it.  l^e  com- 
pany having  refused  to  erect  a  station  in  the  specified  place,  and  substituted 
one  at  a  distance  of  two  miles,  held,  that  inasmuch  as  the  court  could  not  pre- 
scribe the  degree  of  convenience  and  accommodation  to  be  given  at  such 
station,  so  as  to  do  complete  justice,  the  case  was  one  in  which  justice  could  be 
better  done  by  giving  damages  than  by  a  decree  for  specific  performance. 
WUson  V.  NoHhampUm,  eU„  By.  Co.  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  866. 

49. Though  the  Supreme  Court  of  Gibraltar  may  be  bound,  in  admin- 
istering law,  to  follow  the  principles  which  govern  English  courts  of  law,  and  / 
in  administering  equity,  to  follow  the  principles  which  govern  English  courts 
of  equity,  yet,  where  a  suit  for  specific  performance  is  commenced  before  it, 
and  it  is  found  that  the  plaintiff  ought  not  to  have  taken  proceedings  in  equity, 
but  at  law,  for  damages  in  respect  of  a  breach  of  contract,  the  court  may, 
amending  the  pleadings  if  necessary,  continue  the  case  as  if  the  plaintiff  had 
brought  an  action  for  damages.     Lcvrios  v.  Qv/rety  (Priv.  C),  VIII,  268. 

60. A  Gibraltar  firm  entered  into  a  contract  with  A.  B.,  of  Algeciras; 

in  Spain,  in  consideration  of  certain  property  having  been  transferred  to  them, 
to  open  a  credit  in  his  favor  to  the  extent  of  $9,400,  and  to  honor  his  drafts  to 
that  amount.  After  advancing  him  some  sums  of  money,  they  refused  to 
accept  a  bill  for  $1,000  drawn  upon  them  by  him,  and  subsequently  refused  to 
make  any  further  advances.  Proceedings  in  equity  were  thereupon  com- 
menced by  him  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Gibraltar  to  enforce  a  specific  per- 
formance of  the  contract,  and  to  obtain  an  award  of  damages  under  the  21  & 
22  Vict.,  c  27,  for  the  non-performance  of  the  contract.  Held,  that  a  court  of 
equity  will  not  decree  the  specific  performance  of  a  mere  agreement  to  advance 
money.  Moreover,  that  being  so,  that  it  has  no  jurisdiction  to  award  damages. 
However,  the  court  of  Gibraltar  might  have  proceeded  with  the  case  as  if  it 
had  been  commenced  as  an  action  at  law.  lb. 

61. On  its  being  contended  that  the  cause  of  action  would  be  merely 

the  breach  of  an  agreement  to  pay  a  sum  of  money,  and  that  accordingly 
nothing  could  be  recovered  by  way  of  damage  but  the  principal  money  con- 
tracted to  be  paid  and  interest,  it  was  held,  that,  inasmuch  as  the  contract  was 
a  special  one,  whereby  the  firm  became  bound  to  honor,  out  of  moneys  agreed 
to  be  placed  by  them  to  his  credit,  the  drafts  of  A.  B.,  up  to  a  certain  amount, 
he  was  entitled  to  general  and  substantial  damages  for  the  breach  of  it.  lb. 

See  Vendor  and  Pubohaseb. 

STATUTES. 

1.  Oonstruction,  in  general.  Though  the  preamble  of  one  act  may  appear  to 
be  directed  against  a  particular  evil,  and  though  another  act  may  be  passed  to 
aid  its  application,  the  enactments  of  the  second  act  are  not  necessarily  to  be 
confined  to  the  special  purpose  which  seemed  to  be  the  particular  object  that 
the  first  had  in  view.  Its  own  words  must  be  considered  as  explaining  and 
defining  its  objects  and  its  means.    Copland  v.  Dimes  (H.  of  L.),  II,  88. 

2.  Although  the  Bankers'  Act  (88  Geo.  2,  c.  14)  recites  the  previous 

act  relating  principally  to  banks  of  issue  (8  Geo.  1,  c.  14),  and  apuears  to  have 
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been  enacted  in  aid  thereof,  yet  it  in  express  terms  relates  to  all  bankers,  and 
cannot  be  confined  to  banks  of  issue  alone.  lb. 

3.  Where  it  becomes  necessary  to  seek  the  meaning  of  a  term  occur- 
ring in  a  statute  the  true  rule  of  construction  is  not  to  limit  the  latitude  of 
departure  so  as  to  adhere  to  the  nearest  possible  approximation  to  the  ordinary 
meaning  of  the  term,  or  to  the  sense  in  which  it  may  have  been  used  before, 
but  to  look  to  the  purpose  of  the  enactment,  the  mischief  to  be  prevented,  and 
the  remedy  which  the  Legislature  intended  to  apply.  Begina  y.  Allen  (C.  C. 
Res.),  II,  243. 

4.  Inflicting  penalty.  Where  a  statute  inflicts  a  penalty  for  not  doing  an 
act  provided  for,  the  penalty  enacted  implies  that  there  is  a  legal  compulsion 
to  do  the  act  in  question,  and  this  principle  is  not  affected  by  the  fact  that  the 
penalty  has  a  particular  destination.    Bedpcith  v.  Allan  (Priv.  C),  IV,  176. 

6.  The  Canadian  Statute,  27  &  28  Vict.,  c.  13,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend 

the  laws  respecting  the  navigation  of  Canadian  waters,"  enacts,  by  sec.  14, 
that  "  No  owner  or  master  of  any  ship  shall  be  answerable  to  any  person  what- 
ever for  any  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  the  fault  or  incapacity  of  any  quali- 
fied pilot  acting  in  charge  of  such  ship  within  any  place  where  the  employment 
of  such  pilot  is  compulsory  by  law ;"  and  the  Canadian  Statute,  27  &  28  Vict., 
c.  58,  s.  9,  enacts  '*  that  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  each  vessel  exceed- 
ing 125  tons,  coming  from  a  port  out  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  leaving 
the  port  of  Quebec  for  Montreal,  shall  take  on  board  a  branch  pilot,  for  and 
above  the  harbor  of  Quebec,  to  conduct  such  vessel  under  a  penalty  equal  in 
amount  to  the  pilotage  of  the  vessel,  which  penalty  shall  go  to  the  decayed 
pilot  fund."  Held,  on  appeal,  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  Vice- Admiralty 
Court  of  Lower  Canada,  in  a  cause  of  damage  by  collision,  that  these  statutes 
are  to  be  read  and  construed  together  as  being  in  pari  nuUeria,  conatituting  a 
compulsory  pilotage,  and  exonerating  the  owner  of  a  vessel  having  such  pilot 
on  board  irbm  liability  for  damage  inflicted  on  another  vessel.  lb. 

6.  Priority  of  payment.  A  Turnpike  Act,  4  Vict.,  c.  35,  after  reciting  that 
the  principal  sum  borrowed  on  the  credit  of  the  tolls,  under  former  acts,  still 
remained  unpaid,  together  with  arrears  of  interest  thereon,  and  that  such 
sums  cannot  be  paid,  nor  the  interest  thereon  discharged,  nor  the  road  kept  in 
repair,  without  further  powers,  by  s.  18,  enacted  that  all  moneys  received  by 
the  trustees  "  shall  be  applied  in  the  first  place  in  paying  and  discharging  any 
interest  which  mj&y  from  time  to  time  be  owing  in  respect  of  any  money  bor- 
rowed on  the  credit  of  the  tolls ;  secondly,  in  maintaining  and  keeping  the 
roads  in  repair ;  and  thirdly,  in  reducing  and  paying  off  the  principal  sums 
borrowed."  On  an  application  under  4  &  5  Vict.,  c.  59,  for  an  order  for  con- 
tribution from  the  highway  rates,  held,  that  the  act  did  not  authorize  the  pay- 
ment of  arrears  of  interest  before  repairing  the  road.  Quain,  J.,  doubting. 
Trustees  of  Market  Harhorough,  etc,,  v.  Kettering  Highway  Board  (Q.  B.),  V,251 

7.  UnjoBt  weights.  By  s.  3  of  22  &  23  Vict.,  c.  56,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
every  inspector  of  weights  and  measures,  at  all  reasonable  times,  to  inspect  all 
beams,  scales,  and  balances,  and  weights  and  measures  in  the  possession  of 
any  person  selling,  offering,  or  exposing  for  sale  any  goods  on  any  ground  or 
in  any  public  streets ;  *  *  *  and  if,  upon  such  inspection,  any  such  beams, 
scales,  or  balances,  or  weights  and  measures  shall  be  found  light  or  unjust,  or 
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otherwise  contraiy  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  5  &  6  Wm.  4,  c.  68,  or  if 
anj  fraud  be  willfully  committed  in  the  using  thereof,  the  same  shall  be  liable 
to  be  seized  and  forfeited,  and  the  person  using  or  having  the  same  subject  to 
a  penaltj.  The  appellant  had  in  his  possession  a  spring  balance,  which,  on 
inspection,  was  found  to  be  incorrect  and  unjust,  inasmuch  as  it  gave  seven- 
teen ounces  to  the  j>ound  weight  avoirdupois,  being  one  ounce  against  the 
seller,  and  he  was  convicted  on  the  ground  that  the  balance  could  have  been 
used  for  the  purpose  of  buying  as  well  as  selling.  Hdd,  that  the  above  sec- 
tion was  intended  to  protect  the  public  against  persons  selling,  and  did  not 
apply  to  the  case  of  a  seller  using  a  balance  unjust  to  himself, and  that,  there- 
fore, the  conviction  was  wrong.     Brooke  v.  Shadgaie  (Q.  B.),  VI,  100. 

8.  Repeal,  effect  of.  A  single  woman  made  application  on  the  22d  of  May, 
1872,  under  7  &  8  Vict.,  c.  101,  ss.  2  and  3,  for  a  summons  in  bastardy  against 
J.  E.  The  child  was  born  on  the  26th  of  July.  The  Bastardy  Laws  Amend- 
ment Act,  1872,  passed  on  the  10th  of  August,  which  repealed  ss.  2  and  3  of  7 
&  8  Vict.,  c.  101,  and  itself  applies  only  to  a  child  born  after  the  10th  of  August. 
On  the  3d  of  September  the  summons  was  issued ;  on  the  11th  of  September 
J.  K.  appeared  to  the  summons,  and  an  order  was  made  adjudging  him  to  be 
the  putative  father,  and  ordering  him  to  pay  three  shillings  a  week  for  its 
maintenance  from  the  birth  till  it  should  attain  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  On 
the  24th  of  April,  1873,  the  Bastardy  Laws  Amendment  Act,  1873,  was  passed, 
and  by  s.  8  all  orders  made  befor6  the  passing  of  this  act  upon  the  father  of 
a  bastard  child  born  before  the  10th  of  August,  1872,  for  any  payment  in  re- 
spect of  such  child,  which  would  have  been  valid  if  the  act  of  1872  had  not 
passed,  shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  valid  to  all  intents.  Hdd, 
that  the  above  order  must  be  quashed,  for  that  it  was  not  made  valid  by  s.  8, 
as  it  was  for  three  shillings  a  week,  whereas  7  &  8  Vict. ,  c.  101,  s.  8,  only  au- 
thorizes an  order  for  %s.  6<2.,  and  the  order  would,  therefore,  not  have  been 
valid  if  the  act  of  1872  had  not  passed.    Regina  v.  Kay  (Q.  B.),  VI,  86.

STIPULATION. 

How  enforced.  A  stipulation  in  a  suit  for  a  compromise,  relating  simply  to 
the  prosecution  of  the  suit,  might  be  enforced  by  th§  court  by  an  order  in  the 
suit ;  but  one  which  involves*  a  great  number  of  details,  such  as  the  payment 
of  a  sum  of  money  by  the  defendant,  the  carrying  on  of  business  and  payment 
of  expenses  by  him,  etc.,  can  only  be  enforced  by  bill  for  specific  performance. 
Pryer  v.  Orime  (Chan.  App.),  XIV.  776.

SUCCESSION  DUTY. 

1.  Am  affeotod  by  domioila  By  a  marriAge  settlement  execated  in  England 
the  husband  assigned  to  trustees  (all  domiciled  and  resident  in  England)  an 
English  policy  of  assurance,  effected  on  his  own  life,  for  £2,000,  payable  at  the 
expiration  of  six  months  after  his  death,  and  a  sum  of  £1,047  8«.  8d.  consols, 
and  covenanted  to  pay  to  the  trustees,  within  three  years,  a  sum  of  £1,000; 
and  it  was  declared  that  the  policy  moneys  and  the  £1,000  should  be  held 
upon  trusts  for  investment  and  payment  of  the  income  to  the  wife  for  life, 
and  then  to  the  husband  for  life,  and  then  for  division  among  the  children  of 
the  marriage.  The  husband  died  within  three  years,  having  been,  at  the  time 
of  his  marriage,  and  thenceforth  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  domiciled  in 
New  South  Wales.  The  wife  survived  only  three  months,  and  left  one  child, 
the  plaintiff,  who  was  also  domiciled  abroad.  At  the  time  of  the  wife's  death 
neither  the  policy  moneys  nor  the  £1,000  covjenanted  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees 
of  the  settlement  had  been  paid  to  them.  Held,  that  succession  duty  wa&  pay- 
able by  the  plaintiff  on  the  funds  to  which  he  became  entitled  under  the 
settlement.    LyaH  v.  LyaU  (Eq.  C),  V,  678. 

2. By  his  will  the  husband  appointed  trustees  and  executors  in  New 

South  Wales  to  collect  his  residuary  estate  (which  was  all  locally  situate  in 
that  country)  and  transmit  the  same  to  trustees  and  executors  in  England, 
who  were  to  invest  the  funds  so  transmitted  in  government  funds  or  real 
securities,  and  pay  the  income  to  his  wife  for  her  life,  and  after  her  death  to 
divide  the  same  among  the  children.  At  the  time  of  the  wife's  death  no  part 
of  the  residuary  estate  had  reached  the  hands  of  the  English  trustees,  but 
large  remittances  were  afterward  made  to  them.  Held,  that  no  succession 
duty  was  payable  by  the  plaintiff  on  the  funds  to  which  he  became  entitled 
under  the  will.  lb. 

SUNDAY. 

Keeping  op«n  place  of  pablio  entertainmeitt  The  defendants,  a  company 
incorporated  by  an  act  of  Parliament,  are  the  owners  of  the  Brighton  Aqua- 
rium, a  building  which  consists  of  chambers  below  the  level  of  the  ground, 
and  a  terrace  above.  The  chief  part  is  used  as  an  aquarium,  filled  with  glass 
tanks  for  the  exhibition  of  marine  fish  and  animals.  There  is  also  a  reading 
room  with  newspapers,  and  a  restaurant  and  dining  hall  and  conservatories. 
The  whole  is  open  to  the  public  on  Sunday  on  the  payment  of  fid.  each  person. 
A  band  plays  sacred  music  on  the  evenings  of  Sunday,  and  programmes  are 
issued,  stating  what  music  the  band  will  play,  and  at  what  time  the  fish  will 
be  fed.  An  action  having  been  brought  against  the  defendants  to  recover  a 
penalty  under  21  Geo.

TAXATION. 

Ratability  of  moorinjpi  in  Thames.  The  oonseryators  of  the  river 
Thames,  who  are  bj  statute  owners  of  the  river  bed,  gave  permission  to  the 
plaintiffs  to  lay  down  certain  moorings  in  the  river  bed,  and  place  a  derrick 
hulk  at  them,  the  work  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  conservators  and 
under  the  inspection  of  the  harbor  master,  and  to  remain  on  certain  conditions 
being  agreed  to  and  observed  by  the  plaintiflb.  These  conditions  provided 
that  a  certain  rent  should  be  paid  for  the  moorings,  and  specified  tlie  purposes 
for,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  hulk  was  to  be  used,  apd  that  in  all  other 
respects  it  was  to  be  worked  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  conservators,  under  the 
inspection  of  the  harbor  master;  and  the  permission  was  expressed  to  be 
granted  on  the  full  understanding,  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs,  that  if  at  any 
time  thereafter  it  should  be  found  inexpedient  to  permit  the  moorings  for  the 
derrick  hulk  to  remain  in  that  or  any  other  part  of  the  river,  the  conservators 
would,  under  the  powers  vested  in  them  by  the  9lBt  section  of  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Act,  cause  the  same  to  be  removed.  That  seciion  provides  that 
no  inoorin^  chains  shall  be  put  down  in  the  river  without  the  permission  of 
the  conservators,  and  that  the  conservators  may  at  any  time,  by  giving  a 
week's  notice  in  writing,  require  such  mooring  chains  to  be  removed ;  and  if 
not  removed  accordingly,  may  themselves  remove  them.  In  pursuance  of  the 
permission  so  given,  the  plaintiffs  procured  moorings  to  be  laid  down,  paying 
for  the  necessary  labor  and  materials,  and  placed  a  derrick  hulk  at  such 
moorings,  which  had  continued  there  for  some  years,  and  was  used  by  the 
plaintiffs  for  the  purposes  of  unloading  and  reloading  coal  in  the  course  of 
their  business  as  coal  merchants.  The  moorings  so  laid  down  consisted  of 
anchors  and  stones,  which  were  laid  down  in  deep  holes,  dug  in  the  bed  of  the 
river,  and  covered  in  with  large  quantities  of  ballast.  The  moorings  so 
formed  were  of  a  permanent  character,  and  it  would  have  been  impossible 
for  the  derrick  using  them  to  weigh  them  in  the  ordinary  way  in  which  ships 
weigh  anchor.  HM^  that  the  plaintiffs  were  the  occupiers  of  the  moorings, 
and  were  liable  to  be  rated  in  respect  of  such  occupation.  Cory  T.  BriHwo 
(C.  P.  Div.),  XV,  237.

TIMBER. 

Although  a  tenant  for  life,  subject  to  impeachment  for  waste, 
cannot  cut  timber  at  all  (except  periodically  on  a  timber  estate),  or,  as  a  gen- 
eral rule,  trees  which  would  become  timber  if  they  were  of  the  age  of  twenty 
years  or  upward,  yet  he  may  cut  down  timber-like  trees  under  twenty  years  of 
age  for  the  necessary  purpose  of  preserving  or  allowing  the  growth  of  other 
trees,  and  is  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  such  cuttings.  Honywood  v.  Honywood 
(Eq.  C),  IX,  819. 
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2. Where  timber  is  cut  down  or  blown  down,  the  property  in  it  belongs 

to  the  owner  of  the  first  estate  of  inheritance.  lb. 

3. Where  the  court  orders  timber  to  be  cat  for  anj  reason,  the  proper 

course  is  for  the  proceeds  to  be  invested,  and  the  income  given  to  the  successive 
owners  of  the  estate  until  there  is  an  absolute  estate  of  inheritance,  the  owner 
of  which  is  entitled  to  the  principal ;  and  the  same  rule  applies  to  cases  of 
equitable  waste.  lb. 

^ A  tenant  for  life  is  entitled  at  law  to  the  proceeds  of  trees  (not  tim 

ber)  cut  bj  him,  whether  rightfully  or  wrongfully,  though  liable  in  the  latter 
case  to  an  action  of  waste ;  but,  sembU,  equity  would  not  allow  him  to  retain 
the  proceeds  of  wrongful  cuttings.  lb. 

6. Local  custom  as  to  timber  varies  much  in  difibrent  localities,  and 

modifies  the  general  rule  as  to  what  is  timber ;  but  that  point  being  deter 
mined,  the  rule  as  to  the  cutting  of  it,  and  the  title  to  it  when  cut,  applies 
thereto.  lb.

Thus,  where  a  crude  salt  called  E[ainit  was  found  genuine  and 
in  quantity  only  at  the  Leopoldshall  mines,  and  a  person  who  had  obtained 
from  the  proper  government  the  exclusive  right  to  export  it,  did  so  under  the 
name  of  '*  Leopoldshall  Kainit,"  7^eld,  that  he  had  the  exclusive  right  to  use  the 
name  "  Leopoldshall  "as  a  trade-mark  in  connection  with  the  work  "  Kainit." 
Badde  v.  Iforman  (Bq.  C),  m,  776. 

2. A  manufacturer  who  has  produced  an  article  of  merchandise  [s.  ^.,a 

new  pattern  of  doth]  and  applied  to  it  a  particular  fancy  name,  and  sold  it 
with  a  particular  mark,  under  which  name  and  mark  it  has  obtained  currency 
in  the  market,  acquires  an  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  such  name  and  mark 
and  is  entitled  to  restrain  all  other  persons  from  using  such  name  and  mark  to 
denote  articles  similar  in  kind  and  appearance,  although  he  may  have  no  ex- 
clusive right  of  manufacturing  the  article.  If  the  use  of  such  name  and  mark 
by  any  other  person  than  the  first  inventor  has  been  adopted  for  the  puipoee 
of  selling  goods  of  an  inferior  quality,  though  of  similar  external  appearance, 
so  that  purchasers  may  be  misled  into  the  belief  that  they  are  buying  the 
goods  of  the  first  inventor,  the  injury  to  the  first  inventor  is  one  for  which  he 
is  entitled  to  compensation  in  damages  and  relief  by  injunction.  BU^  v.  Den-

3. An  injunction  to  restrain  the  use  by  the  defendants  upon  their  trade

Ibark  by  other  persons  has  ceased  to  deceive  the  public  as  to  the  maker  of  the 
article.  lb.

not  lost  by  the  inventor  habitually  using  it  in  coig  unction  with  his  own  name 
as  maker  of  the  article.  lb. 

8.  Infringement,  liability  ior,  A  firm  of  forwarding  agents  in  London 
received  from  correspondents  abroad  several  boxes  of  cigars  bearing  forged 
brands,  which  were  to  be  delivered  to  several  persons  in  England.  On  appli- 
cation by  the  makers  whose  brand  had  been  forged,  the  agents  gave  informa- 
tion as  to  the  consignors,  and  offered  either  to  send  back  the  cigars  or  to  erase 
the  brands.  EM,  on  a  bill  for  injunction  filed  by  the  makers  whose  brands 
were  forged,  that  the  fact  of  the  agents  being  merely  carriers  was  no  defense 
to  the  suit,  but  that  as  they  had  given  sufficient  information,  and  offered  to 
erase  the  brands,  they  were  not  to  pay  costs.  Upmann  v.  Blkan  (Chan.  App.),

TRESPASS. 

1.  When  not  malntalnahlft.  The  plaintiff  was  the  owner  of  the  soil  form- 
ing the  bed  of  a  navigable  lake,  and  thereby  acquired  a  right  to  a  pier  which  had 
been  thereon  erected  wrongf  uUy  by  a  third  person.  The  defendants,  in  common 
with  the  public,  had  the  right  of  navigating  the  lake,  and  were  the  lessees, 
from  the  person  who  erected  the  pier,  of  the  land  adjoining  that  part  of  the 
lake  where  the  pier  was  erected,  and,  therefore,  had  a  right  to  embark  and 
disembark,  at  the  land  leased  by  them,  passengers  using  the  defendants*  boats 
on  the  lake.  The  pier  was  maintained  by  the  plaintiff,  and  from  its  position 
prevented  the  defendants  from  getting  with  their  boats  to  the  land  leased  by 
them  when  landing  and  taking  on  board  passengers.  Held,  that  the  defendants

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were  justified  in  caofiing  passengers  to  pass  and  re-pass  over  the  pier  between 
their  boats  and  the  land  leased  by  them.  MarshaU  v.  UUemDaUr  Steam  Navi- 
gation Co,  (Q.  B.).

2.  -^ —  A  mortgagee  of  land  is  not  liable  in  trespass  to  one  whom  the  mort- 
gagor has  placed  in  possession  as  tenant  sabseqaent  to  the  mortgage,  for 
entering  upon  the  premises  to  distrain  for  moneys  due  on  the  mortgage,  as 
authorized  therein,  where  he  has  not  recognized  such  person  as  his  tenant.

3.  Title  necessary.  Actual  and  continued  possession  of  land  on  the  sea- 
shore down  to  low- water  mark  is  sufficient  to  entitle  the  possessor  to  maintain 
trespass  against  a  mere  wrong-doer,  or  to  restrain  a  trespass  thereon,  whether 
such  possession  be  rightful  or  wrongful  as  against  the  Crown.  Gorporation  of 
Hastings  v.  IvaU  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  501. 

^  When  wilUhL  A  railway  company  were  possessed  of  a  thoroughfare, 
which  had  the  appearance  of  but  was  not  a  public  street.  The  company 
allowed  certain  cabs  to  stand  in  the  thoroughfare  upon  payment  of  a  weekly 
sum  by  the  driyers.  The  respondent,  not  being  one  of  the  drivers  who  pai(i( 
stood  his  cab  in  the  thoroughfare,  and  refused  to  leave  when  requested  on 
behalf  of  the  company  to  do  so.

TROVER. 

1.  Who  liable  in.  Any  person  who,  however  innocently,  obtains  possession 
of  the  goods  of  a  person  who  has  been  fraudulently  deprived  of  them,  and 
disposes  of  them,  whether  for  his  own  benefit  or  that  of  any  other  person,  is 
guilty  of  a  conversion.  Holline  v.  Foioler  (H.  of  L.),  XIV,  188;  affirming 
8.  C,  111,232. 

2. Where,  therefore,  B.  had  fraudulently  obtained  cotton  from  F.,  and 

H.  (whose  ordinary  business  was  that  of  a  cotton  broker,  and  who  was 
utterly  ignorant  of  the  fraud  of  B.)  purchased  it  from  B.  In  the  belief  and 
expectation  that  M.,  one  of  his  ordinary  clients,  would  accept  it,  and  M.  did 
afterward  accept  it,  though  H.  only  received  from  M.  a  broker's  commission 
and  not  a  trade  profit  on  the  sale,  Md^  that  in  this  instance  H.  had  made 
himself  a  principal,  and  by  transferring  the  cotton  to  M.  had  committed  an 
act  of  conversion,  which  made  him  liable  in  trover  to  F.,  the  real  owner  of 
the  cotton.  lb. 

3. A  finding  of  a  jury  may  be  explained  by  the  particular  facts  of  the 

case  ;  thus,  a  finding  that  defendants  had  bought  goods,  as  agents,  in  the 
course  of  their  business  as  brokers,  may  be  explained  by  the  evidence  that 
they  were  in  business  as  brokers,  and  were  in  the  habit  of  making  purchases 
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withoat  any  definite  instructions  from  principals,  and  intended  to  purcUaRe 
these  goods  in  that  way.  But  where  the  facts  of  the  particular  case  showed 
that  they  had,  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  no  instructions  from  principals  to 
make  a  purchase,  but  made  it  believing  that  it  would  be  acceptable  to  persons 
for  whom  they  often  acted  as  brokers,  but  who  were  not  bound  to  adopt 
the  purchase,  and  who,  if  there  arose  any  difference  as  to  terms,  could  not 
insist  on  the  purchase,  the  persons  thus  ordinarily  acting  as  brokers  made 
themselves  liable  to  be  treated  as  principals,  and  to  answer  in  trover  to  the 
real  owners  of  the  goods.  lb. 

^  What  amounts  to.  The  plaintiff  was  the  holder  of  a  bill  of  sale  over 
the  goods  of  M.  Default  having  been  made  in  payment  of  the  sum  secured, 
he  put  a  man  in  possession,  and  afterward  went  to  M.'s  house  to  remove  them. 
Upon  his  arrival  at  the  house  he  was  met  by  the  defendant,  M.'s  landlord,  who 
told  him  that  rent  was  in  arrear,  and  that  until  it  was  paid  the  goods  should 
not  be  removed ;  and  measures  were  taken  by  the  defendant  to  use  force,  if 
necessary  to  prevent  their  removal.  It  was  then  after  sunset*,  and  therefore 
too  late  in  the  day  to  distrain,  and  the  defendant  intended  to  prevent  the  plain- 
tiff from  removing  the  goods  with  a  view  of  distraining  on  the  day  following. 
The  plaintiff  continued  in  possession  of  the  goods,  but  made  no  attempt  actu- 
ally to  remove  them ;  and,  except  by  intimating  his  intention  to  prevent  their 
being  removed,  the  defendant  did  not  take,  possession  of,  or  assume  dominion 
over  them.  In  an  action  of  trover,  held  (Martin,  B.  ,  dissenting),  that  there  was 
no  evidence  of  conversion.  (By  Bramwbll,  B.).  That  an  actual  prevention 
by  force  of  the  removal  of  the  goods  would  not  have  amounted  to  a  conver- 
sion.   England  v.  Cowley  (Exch.),  IV,  497. 

TRUSTS  AND  TRUSTEES. 

1.  How  trust  oraated.  The  question  whether  a  person  is  to  take  as  executor 
or  trustee  only,  or  to  have  a  beneficial  interest  under  a  will,  is  a  question  of 
intention  to  be  ascertained  from  the  words  of  the  will  itself.  WiUiams  v. 
ArJde  (H.  of  L.),  XIV.  1. 

2. D.,  who  was  possessed  of  leasehold  business  premises  and  stock-in- 
trade,  shortly  before  his  death  purported  to  make  a  voluntary  gift  in  favor  of 
his  grandson  E.,  who  was  an  infant  and  whp  assisted  in  the  business,  by  the 
following  memorandum,  signed  and  indorsed  on  the  lease :  "  This  deed  and  all 
thereto  belonging  I  give  to  E.  from  this  time  forth,  with  all  the  stock-in-trade." 
The  lease  was  then  delivered  to  E.'s  mother  on  his  behalf.  Held,  that  there 
was  no  valid  declaration  of  trust  of  the  property  in  favor  of  E.  Richards  v. 
DObHdge  (Eq.  C),  IX,  069. 

3.  For  a  man  to  make  himself  a  trustee  of  another,  there  must  be  an 

expression  of  intention  to  become  a  trustee,  but  words  ol  present  gift  show 
an  intention  to  give  over  the  property  to  another,  and  not  to  retain  it  for  any 
purpose,  fiduciary  or  otherwise,  and,  therefore,  cannot  amount  to  a  declaration 
of  trust.     Heartley  v.  NichoUan  (Eq.  C),  XI,  816. 

^  When  implied.  The  chairman  of  a  company,  with  the  assent  of  the 
company,  held  in  his  name  shares  in  another  company,  »which  had  been  pur- 
chased with  the  money  of  the  first-named  company.  The  chairman  became 
bankrupt.    HM,  that,  though  the  purchase  by  one  company  of  shares  in 
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another  companj  waa  iUegal,  the  shares  were  held  by  him  as  a  trastee,  and 
were  not  within  the  order  and  disposition  of  the  bankrapt  so  as  to  pass  to  his 
assignees,  but  that  he  must  transfer  them  as  the  oompanj  should  direct. 
Great  JEkutem  Baiheay  Oo,  v.  Turner  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  826. 

6.  Resulting.  A  testator  devised  and  bequeathed  all  his  estate  and  effects 
to  trustees,  their  heirs,  executors  and  administrators,  upon  trust  to  convert  his 
personal  estate,  not  being  money,  and  to  stand  possessed/of  the  money  to  arise 
by  such  sale,  and  of  the  rest  and  resi<^ue  of  his  estate  and  effects  upon  trust 
to  invest  the  same  in  government  or  real  securities,  and  to  stand  possessed  of 
such  investments  upon  trusts  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  children  and 
brothers  and  sisters  of  the  testator.  Held,  that  the  real  estate  of  the  testator 
passed  to  the  trustees,  but  that  the  beneficial  interest  therein  was  undisposed 
of  by  the  will,  and  consequently  resulted  to  the  testator's  heir.  Longley  v.- 
Longley  (Eq.  C),  1, 621. 

6. Where  a  conveyance  of  lands  was  made,  without  consideration,  by  a 

deed  purporting  to  convey  an  absolute  title,  in  consideration  of  a  sum  of  money 
paid  by  the  grantee,  and  in  a  suit  by  the  grantor  to  have  the  grantee  declared 
a  trustee  for  him,  such  grantee  by  his  answer  admitted  that  he  paid  no  con- 
sideration, and  that  he  was  to  account  to  the  g^rantor  for  the  rents  until  he 
should  arrange  to  pay  the  purchase-money,  or,  in  default  of  that,  should  recon- 
vey .  Hdd,  that  there  was  a  resulting  trust  in  favor  of  such  grantor.  Haigh  v. 
Kaye  (Chan.  App.),  II,  850. 

7.  Who  liable  as  trustee.  A  stranger  who  acts  as  the  a^ent  of  a  trustee  in 
a  transaction  legally  within  his  power,  but  which  leads  to  a  breach  of  trust,  is 
not  to  be  held  responsible  as  a  constructive  trustee,  unless  some  of  the  property 
passes  into  his  hands,  or  unless  he  is  cognisant  of  a.di8honest  design  on  the 
part  of  the  trustee.     Barnes  v.  Addy  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  848. 

8. The  court  discourages  the  practice  of  making  solicitors  or  other 

agents  who  are  not  primarily  liable  for  the  loss  of  property,  and  who  ought  to 
be  made  witnesses,  defendants  to  a  suit  for  the  purpose  6f  charging  them  with 
costs.  lb. 

9. A.,  the  surviving  trustee  of  a  fund,  one  moiety  of  which  was  settled 

upon  his  wife  and  children,  and  the  other  moiety  upon  the  wife  and  children 
of  B.,  in  exercise  of  a  power  in  the  settlement,  appointed  B.  sole  trustee  of 
half  the  fund,  taking  an  indemnity  from  him,  and  retained  the  other  half  in 
his  own  name.  B.  sold  out  and  misapplied  the  moiety  of  the  fund  transferred 
to  him,  and  became  bankrupt.  A.'s  solicitor  advised  him  against  the  appoint- 
ment of  B.  as  sole  trastee,  bat  prepared  the  deeds  of  appointment  and  indem- 
nity,  and  introduced  him  to  a  broker  for  the  purpose  of  selling  out  some  of  the 
stock  to  pay  some  costs  to  which  it  was  liable,  and  the  same  broker  afterward 
transferred  a  moiety  of  the  residue  to  B.  B.  employed  another  solicitor,  who 
warned  B.'s  wife  of  the  risk  attending  the  proposed  transaction,  but  settled 
the  deed  of  indemnity  on  her  behalf.  Held,  in  a  suit  by  B.'s  children,  seeking 
to  make  A.  and  the  two  solicitors  responsible  for  the  fund  which  was  lost,  that 
as  neither  of  the  solicitors  had  any  knowledge  of,  or  any  reason  to  suspect,  a 
dishonest  design  in  the  transaction,  and  as  the  fund  had  not  passed  into  their 
hands,  the  bill  must  be  dismissed  against  them  both  with  costs.  lb. 
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10. A  testamentarj  guardian  is  a  tnistee  of  such  property  as  comes 

into  his  hands  in  that  character,  Iftid  his  liability  for  a  breach  of  trust  is  not 
barred  by  lapse  of  time.    SUeman  v.  Wilson  (Eq.  C),  I,  588. 

11. Devise  to  trustees  to  the  use  of  the  first  and  other  sons  of  M.  in  tail 

male,  with  a  residuary  devise.  Three  months  after  the  testator's  death  the 
first  son  of  M.  was  born.  HM,  that  the  residuary  devisees  were  entitled  to 
the  intermediate  rents  from  the  testator's  death  to  the  birth  of  the  tenant  in 
tail,  and  the  trustees  who  received  such  rents  were  trustees  for  the  devisees. 
In  re  Mawlem  (Eq.  C),  IX,  668. 

12.  New  trustee,  power  to  appoint.  The  Court  has  power,  under  the  32d 
section  of  the  Trustee  Act,  1850,  to  appoint  a  new  trustee  in  place  of  a  trustee 
who  is  permanently  residing  abroad,  without  his  consent.  JSemble,  a  power  in 
a  settlement  to  appoint  a  new  trustee  in  the  place  of  a  trustee  incapable  to  act 
applies  to  personal  incapacity,  and  not  to  simple  residence  abroad.  In  re  Big- 
nokTs  Trust  (Chan.  App.),  I,  506. 

13. Where  one  of  the  trustees  of  a  creditors'  deed  registered  under  the 

Bankruptcy  Act,  1861,  has  become  of  unsound  mind,  the  Lords  Justices  sitting 
in  Lunacy  have  jurisdiction  under  the  Trustee  Acts  to  appoint  a  new  trustee. 
Matter  of  Donisthorpe;  In  re  Thompson's  Trust  Deed  (Chan.  App.),  XI,  488. 

14i Where  a  petition  is  presented  for  the  appointment  of  a  new  trustee 

under  the  Trustee  Act,  1850,  in  place  of  a  trustee  of  unsound  mind  not  so 
found,  service  on  the  trustee  of  unsound  mind  is  not  necessary.  Matter  of 
Qreen;  Mv/rton*s  Trusts  (Chan.  App.),  XII,  724. 

15. A  power  of  appointing  new  trustees  provided  that  if  any  trustees 

or  trustee  should  die,  or  become  unwilling  or  unable  to  act,  the  trustees 
or  trustee  for  the  time  being,  whether  continuing  or  declining  to  act, 
might  appoint  a  new  trustee  or  trustees.  One  of  the  three  trustees  became 
of  unsound  mind,  but  was  not  so  found  by  inquisition,  and  the  other  two 
appointed  a  new  trustee  in  his  room.  Held,  that  the  power  was  well  exer- 
cised.   Matter  of  East;  BeUwood'sWiU,  MaUer  of  (Chan.  App.),  VI,  585. 

16. A  petition  for  an  order  vesting  trust  estate  in  the  continuing  trustees 

and  the  new  trustee  having  been  presented,  ?ield,  that  service  on  the  trustee 
of  unsound  mind  was  not  necessary.  lb. 

17. A  testator  devised  real  estate  to  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 

upon  certain  trusts.  The  surviving  trustee  devised  all  estates  vested  in  him 
as  a  trustee  to  three  persons,  one  of  whom,  after  proving  his  testator's  will, 
became  of  unsound  mind.  A  petition  was  presented  for  the  appointment  of 
new  trustees  and  for  the  appointment  of  a  person  to  convey  on  behalf  of  the 
devisees  of  the  surviving  trustee.  Held,  that  the  petition  was  properly  pre- 
sented in  lunacy  as  well  as  in  chancery.  Matter  of  Mason  (Chan.  App.), 
XU,725. 

18. Testator  devised  his  real  estate  to  trustees,  in  trust  for  his  wife  for 

life,  with  remainder  to  F.  for  life,  with  remainders  over,  and  with  a  power  of 
sale,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time  being,  and  with 
the  usual  power  for  the  surviving  or  acting  trustee  or  trustees,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  tenant  for  life,  to  appoint  new  trustees.  The  sole  acting  trustee 
appointed  the  testator's  widow  and  F.  new  trustees  jointly  with  himself.    F. 
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being  sole  surviying  trustee,  contracted  for  the  sale  of  part  of  the  property. 
HM,  tha'b  the  power  to  appoint  new  trustees  had  been  well  exercised,  there 
being  nothing  in  the  will  to  prevent  the  appointment  of  a  tenant  for  life  as 
trustee ;  and  that  F.  could  make  a  good  title  to  the  property,  which  the  court 
would  enforce  upon  a  purchaser.    Forster  v.  Abraham  (Eq.  C),  IX,  579. 

19.  Succeuion.  When  the  sole  trustee  of  a  fund  dies  the  trust  devolves 
by  law  upon  his  personal  representative.  Sander  v.  Heathfield  (Eq.  C),  XI, 
642. 

20.  Oonstniction  of  trruit.  A  testator,  by  will  dated  in  1827,  devised  his 
estate  to  trustees  and  their  heirs  upon  trust  that  they  and  their  heirs  should 
stand  seized  of  the  same  during  the  life  of  W.  C,  and  also  until  the  whole  of 
the  testator's  debts  and  the  legacies  thereinafter  mentioned  were  paid,  upon 
trust  to  set  and  let  the  same  and  apply  the  rents  and  yearly  profits,  and  the 
value  of  whatever  timber  might  be  considered  at  its  best  growth,  from  time  to 
time,  in  discharge  of  his  debts,  until  they  were  paid ;  then,  upon  further  trust, 
to  apply  the  rents  and  yearly  profits  from  time  to  time  until  three  legacies 
were  paid,  and  from  thenceforth  to  pay  the  rents  and  yearly  profits  to  W.  G. 
and  his  assigns  during  his  life.  And  from  and  immediately  after  the  decease 
of  W.  C.  and  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  legacies,  and  all  expenses  incurred 
by  the  trustees,  the  testator  devised  the  estate  to  the  heirs  of  tbe  body  of  W. 
C.,and  for  default  of  such  issue  to  his  own  right  heirs.  In  1830  the  trustees, 
by  deed  reciting  that  the  debts  and  legacies  were  paid,  conveyed  the  estate  to 
W.  C.  for  his  life.  W.  C.  shortly  afterward  suffered  a  commoi)  recovery,  and 
then  mortgaged  the  estate  in  fee  to  W.  W.  C.  and  W.  afterward  filed  a  bill 
against  the  heir  of  the  surviving  trustee  and  against  the  eldest  son  of  W.  0., 
praying  for  a  declaration  that  W.  G.  took  an  equitable  estate  tail  under  the 
will,  and  for  a  conveyance  of  the  legal  fee  to  W.  The  son  put  in  an  answer 
submitting  that  W.  G.  took  only  an  equitable  life  estate,  and  that  the  convey- 
ance by  the  trustee  in  1830  was  a  breach  of  trust,  and  asking  for  a  declaration 
to  that  effect.  A  decree  was  made  without  any  declaration,  directing  the  heir 
•of  the  trustee  to  convey  his  estate  under  the  will  to  W.,  subject  to  W.  C.'s 

.  equity  of  redemption,  and  was  enrolled.  After  the  death  of  W.  G.  his  eldest 
son  filed  his  bill  against  W.  to  recover  the  estate,  on  the  ground  that  the  limi- 
tation to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  W.  G.  was  a  contingent  remainder,  and  that 
the  trustees  had  committed  a  breach  of  trust  in  conveying  so  as  to  enable  W.  G. 
to  destroy  it  by  the  recovery.  W.,  by  answer,  insisted  on  the  enrolled  decree 
as  an  adjudication  on  the  question.  Heldt  that  the  trustees  took  a  legal  fee 
under  the  will ;  that  the  rule  in  SheUey^s  case,  therefore,  applied,  and  that  W. 
G.  acquired  a  good  equitable  fee  by  the  recovery.  CoUier  v.  WiUiame  (Eq.  G.), 
VII,  798. 

21.  A  general  devise  to  trustees  and  their  heirs  under  a  will,  the  pur- 
poses of  which  require  them  to  have  some  legal  estate  of  freehold,  pn77kz/a<;M 
gives  the  fee,  and  it  lies  on  the  parties  alleging  that  they  take  a  less  estate  to 
show  what  less  estate  will  serve  the  purpose.  lb. 

22. Held,  also,  that  the  trust  to  set  and  let,  which  could  not  be  confined 

to  an  authority  to  let  from  year  to  year,  and  the  direction  as  to  the  timber 
were  grounds  for  not  cutting  down  this  estate.  lb. 
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2dk HMt  farther,  that  assuming  the  trustees  not  to  have  taken  the  fee, 

the  estate  for  the.  life  of  W.  C.  which  in  that  view  of  the  case  was,  in  1880, 
their  only  estate,  waa  held  in  trust  for  W.  G.  only,  and  not  upon  any  implied 
trust  to  preserve  contingent  remainders ;  and  that  they  were  justified  in  con- 
veying to  W.  C,  though  their  doing  so  enabled  him  to  destroy  the  contingent 
remainders.  lb. 

24. Heldy  farther,  that  as  the  plaintiff  had  not  asked  to  be  dismissed 

from  the  suit  instituted  by  W.  and  W.  C,  but  had  raised  the  question  of  con- 
struction in  that  suit,  he  was  bound  by  the  decree,  the  direction  in  which  to 
the  trustee  to  convey  his  estate  was  a  decision  that  he  had  an  estate,  and  that 
the  trustees  had  taken  the  fee  under  the  will.  lb. 

25.  I>aty  to  cestui  que  trust  A  testator  by  his  will  desired  his  trustees  to 
give  up  his  farm  to  his  nephew,  the  plaintiff,  if  the  landlord  would  accept 
him  as  tenant ;  and  in  that  case  he  bequeathed  to  him  the  farming  stock.  He 
also  gave  some  real  property  to  the  plaintiff,  and  gave  legacies  and  annuities 
to  the  plaintiff's  father,  mother,  and  sisters,  and  other  persons,  including  the 
trustees.  One  of  the  trustees  of  the  will  was  steward  to  the  landlord.  There 
were  hardly  any  assets  to  pay  the  legacies  and  annuities  if  the  plaintiff  took 
the  farming  stock,  upon  which  the  trustees  represented  the  case  to  the  land- 
lord, who  left  it  to  their  decision  whether  the  plaintiff  should  be  accepted  as 
tenant.  They  accordingly  refused  to  let  him  be  accepted,  unless  he  executed 
a  d^ed  making  over  the  devised  real  estate  to  pay  the  legacies  and  annuities. 
HMy  that  it  was  a  breach  of  trust  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  to  endeavor  to 
induce  the  landlord  to  refuse  his  consent  to  the  plaintiff  having  the  tenancy, 
which  the  testator  had  by  his  will  expressed  his  wish  for  him  to  have ;  and 
that  the  deed,  having  been  obtained  by  means  of  that  breach  of  trust,  must 
be  set  aside  ;  and  that  the  trustees,  having  made  the  suit  necessary,  and  hos- 
tilAy  contested  the  plaintiff's  right  to  relief,  must  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit. 
EUis  V.  Barker  (Chan.  App.),  I,  460. 

26.  Administration  of  trust  estate.  After  an  administration  decree  has 
been  made,  all  powers  of  management  of  the  estate  which  may  be  vested  in 
trustees  are  subject  to  the  control  of  the  court ;  and  the  judge  who  exercises 
such  control  must  be  personally  satisfied  of  the  propriety  of  the  course  pro- 
posed to  be  adopted  by  the  trustees.    BetJiell  v.  Abraham  (Ekj.  C),  VII,  649. 

27. Trustees  having  power  to  invest  certain  moneys  belonging  to  a 

testator's  estate  at  their  discretion,  and  having  also  power  to  continue  or 
change  securities  from  time  to  time. as  to  the  majority  should  seem  meet, 
applied  to  the  court  in  a  suit  for  the  administration  of  the  trust  estate  for 
liberty  to  invest  the  moneys  in  and  to  convert  securities  into  American  funds 
or  railway  stocks.  Infants  were  interested  in  the  trust  estate.  Held,  that  if 
the  trustees  had  the  discretion  they  claimed  (which  was  doubtful),  the  court 
ought  not,  in  a  case  where  infants  were  interested,  to  permit  them  to  exercise 
that  discretion  in  the  way  they  proposed.  lb. 

28. A  testator  bequeathed  a  fund  upon  trust  for  L.  during  his  life,  and 

after  his  decease  for  his  children  as  he  should  by  will  appoint,  and  in  default 
of  appointment  for  his  children,  who,  being  sons,  should  attain  twenty-one,  or, 
being  daughters,  should  attain  that  age  or  marry,  in  equal  shares.  The  testator 
empowered  the  trustees,  at  any  time  or  times  during  the  life  of  L.,  to  apply 
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any  part  of  the  fund  not  exceeding  one  moiety  in  or  toward  the  preferment 
or  advancement  of  L.,  or  otherwise  for  hie  benefit  tm  the  tmstees  should  in 
their  discretion  think  fit.  At  the  date  of  the  will  L.  was  thirty  years  of  age, 
and  had  been  married  for  nearly  three  years.  Held,  that  the  .trnstees  might 
apply  one  moiety  of  the  trust  fond  in  payment  of  debts  incurred  by  L.,  the 
interest  on  which  absorbed  nearly  the  whole  of  L.'s  income,  and  the  principal 
of  which  he  was  unable  to  pay  out  of  his  own  resources.  Loiother  v.  Bentinek 
(Eq.  C).  XI,  762. 

29.  Maintenance  of  infiuit  cestois  que  trust.  Trustees  may,  under  28  h 
24  Vict.,  c.  146,  s.  26,  apply  for  or  toward  the  maintenance  of  an  infant  the 
income  of  property  held  on  trust  for  the  infant  contingently  on  attaining  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years.    In  re  Cotton* s  EttcUe  (Chan.  Div.)  XV,  711. 

30. Where  a  fund  was  bequeathed  upon  trust  for  all  the  children  of  A. 

who  should  attain  twenty-one,  in  equal  shares,  and  if  there  should  be  but  one 
such  child,  then  for  that  child,  and  A.  died  leaving  one  infant  child,  JiM, 
that  the  income  of  the  fund  might  be  applied  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
child.  lb. 

31. Trustees  were  by  will  authorized,  if  they  thought  fit,  to  apply  the 

income  of  shares  to  which  children  were  presumptively  entitled  toward  the 
maintenance  of  the  children,  notwithstanding  the  father  of  the  children  might 
be  of  sufficient  ability  to  maintain  them.  A  suit  was  instituted  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  estate  of  the  testator.  HMy  that  the  court  would  not  oen- 
trol  the  discretion  of  the  trustees,  and  that,  if  they  thought  it  fit  that  the  in. 
come  should  be  paid  to  the  father  for  the  maintenance  of  the  children,  an 
order  would  be  made  for  payment  accordingly.  Bropky  v.  BeUamy  (Chan. 
App.),  VII,  889. 

32.  Rights  of  ccistai  que  troat  Stock  standing  in  the  name  of  a  decea^sd 
trustee,  having  been  transferred  to  the  commissioners  for  the  reduction  of  the 
National  Debt,  a  person  claiming  to  be  the  legal  personal  representative  of  the 
beneficial  owner,  petitioned  for  a  retransfer.  Held,  that  an  inquiry,  who  was 
entitled,  could  not  be  directed  in  the  absence  of  the  personal  representative  of 
the  trustee.    Matter  of  Aaihmead'e  Trust  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  796, 

33. Held,  also,  that  a  claimant  who  establishes  his  claim  has  no  title 

to  any  accumulations  arising  from  the  investment  of  the  dividends,  his  right 
being  to  have  the  stock  retransferred  and  the  amount  of  unpaid  dividends 
paid  to  him  in  cash,  without  interest.  lb. 

34.  Pa3rment  to  cestui  que  trust.  The  trustees  of  a  trust  fund  to  which 
their  eeetui  que  trust  has  become  entitled  in  default  of  appointment  by  a  ten- 
ant for  life,  are  justified  in  paying  it  over  to  him  on  being  informed  in  writing 
by  the  solicitor  to  the  parties  that  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  no  appoint- 
ment has  been  made,  and  would  be  free  from  liability  in  so  doing.  In  re  CviCe 
TrusU  (Eq.  C),  XV,  492. 

36. Trustees  who  under  such  circumstances  pay  the  trust  fund  into 

court  under  the  Trustees  Relief  Act,  will  not,  as  a  rule,  be  entitled  to  their 
costs.  lb. 

36.  Breach  by  trustee.  A  testator  died  in  1810  in  India,  having  bequeathed 
his  English  property  to  two  infants,  whom  he  acknowledged  as  his  natural 
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children,  and  having  appointed  his  nephew,  D.  E.,  to  be,  their  guardian.  Part 
of  his  property  consisted  of  a  bond,  dated  in  1810,  in  which  he  was  obligee, 
the  obligor  being  seised  of  real  estate  in  Ireland.  In  1811,  D.  E.  obtained  pos- 
session of  the  bond  from  the  testator's  executor ;  but  he  did  not  register  it, 
nor  did  he  ever  take  any  steps  toward  realizing  the  security.  In  1821,  the 
elder  of  the  infants  attained  twenty-one,  in  18S2  she  married;  and  in  1833,  D. 
£.,  for  the  first  time,  informed  the  elder  child  and  her  husband,  who  were 
co-plaintiffs,  of  the  existence  of  the  bond,  and,  upon  finding  it  was  then  too 
late  to  register  it,  he  handed  it  to  the  male  plaintiff,  directing  him  to  see  to  it. 
No  step  was  taken  until  D..E.'s  death,  in  1870,  af  J;er  which,  in  1871,  the  bill 
was  filed,  seeking  to  make  D.  B/s  estate  liable  as  for  a  breach  of  trust.  At  this 
time  the  younger  infant  was  dead,  and  had  no  legal  personal  representative ; 
but  his  son,  who  was  entitled  to  administer,  was  made  a  defendant.  HM,  that 
D.  E.  was  not  at  any  time  guilty  of  any  breach  of  trust ;  but  if  he  was,  that  the 
plaintiffs,  by  acquiescing  for  thirty-eight  years,  and  waiting  till  D.  E.'s  death, 
had  lost  their  r^ht  to  make  any  claim  against  his  estate,  and  demurrer  to  the 
bill  allowed.  Qucdre,  whether  the  bill  was  not  defective  for  want  of  parties  ? 
Sleeman  v.  Wilson  (£q.  C),  I,  538. 

37.  Praadnlsnt  nortgiag*  by.  A  certificate  of  shares  is  merely  a  solemn 
affirmation,  under  the  seal  of  the  company,  that  a  certain  amount  of  stock 
stands  in  the  name  of  the  individual  mentioned  in  the  certificate  ;  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  a  person  receiving  as  an  equitable  mortgage  of  railway  stock  the  cer- 
tificates of  the  shares  thereof,  to  inquire  what  is  the  real  position  of  the  person 
pretending  to  mortgage  it ;  for  if  such  person  has  only  the  legal  title  by  hav- 
ing the  certificates  in  his  possession,  but  is,  in  truth,  merely  the  trustee  for 
another,  the  equitable  mortgagee  will  be  unable  to  enforce  his  claim  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  original  cestui  que  trust.  Shropshire  U.  By.  db  0.  Co.  v.  The 
Queen  (H.  of  L.),  XIII,  20 ;  reversing  S.  C,  VI,  147. 

38. Per  the  Lord  Chancellob  :    In  order  to  take  away  a  pre-existing 

equitable  title,  something  tangible  and  distinct,  having  the  strong  and  grave 
effect  of  producing  such  a  result,  must  be  clearly  proved  to  have  taken  place. 
The  burden  of  such  proof  lies  on  the  person  seeking  to  affect  the  previous 
equitable  title.  lb. 

39.  --^^  H.,  a  banker,  was  the  banker  of  a  railway  company.  He  was  also 
one  of  its  directors.  Under  certain  business  arrangements  of  the  company  he 
was  intrusted  with  the  possession  of  certificates  which  represented  shares,  and 
those  shares  he  held  as  trustee  for  the  company.  He  converted  the  shares. 
The  conversion  was  noticed.  He  gave  an  explanation,  replaced  the  shares, 
and  continued  to  hold  the  certificates  as  before,  and  stood  on  the  register  as 
the  apparent  owner  of  them.  He  borrowed  money  of  R.  and  deposited  the 
certificates  with  R.,  who  held  them  for  some  time,  and  died  without  having 
taken  any  step  to  be  registered  as  the  owner  of  the  shares.  R.'s  widow  and 
executrix  applied  to  be  registered  as  the  owner.  Her  application  was  refused. 
She  moved  for  a  mandamus  to  compel  registration.  Held,  that  this  was  the 
ordinary  case  of  a  trustee  abusing  his  trust ;  that  if  R.  had  made  proper  in- 
quiries, he  would  have  found  that  H.  was  only  a  trustee ;  that  negligence  suf- 
ficient to  affect  their  equitable  title  could  not  be  imputed  to  the  directors  and 
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the  company,  and  that,  conseqaently,  the  eqaitable  title  of  R.  ooold  not  pravail 
against  the  earlier  eqaitable  title  of  the  company.  lb. 

40. Per  the  Lord  Chakcbllor  :  Whether  a  transfer  of  ahares  in  a  com- 
pany can  or  cannot  be  made  without  the  prodaction  of  the  certificates  of  the 
shares  is  a  matter  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the  directors.  lb. 

41.  Pnrcluuie  by.  J.  M.  C,  as  executor  of  his^  father,  obtained  a  decree  for 
Rs.  170,000,  and  held  the  same  in  trust,  as  respects  one-fifth  thereof,  for  the 
plaintiffs.  Subsequently  he  took  an  assignment,  for  the  joint  benefit  of  him-> 
self  and  his  brother  S.,  of  the  beneficial  interest  in  the  plaintiffs'  share  for 
Rs.  5,000,  from  M.,  one  of  the  executors  of  the  plaintiffs'  father.  The  plaintiffs 
had  derived  title  to  their  one-fifth  share  under  the  will  of  their  father,  and 
subsequently  obtained  a  decree  for  the  said  Rs.  5,000  against  M.  in  an  admin- 
istration suit.  J.  G.  M.  was  co-executor  with  M.  of  the  plaintiffs'  father, 
though  he  was  said  to  have  renounced.  In  a  suit  against  J.  C.  M.  to  declare 
the  said  assignment  invalid,  except  as  a  security  for  the  said  Rb.  5,000  and  any 
other  sums  justly  due  (M.  and  S.  being  made  party  defendants),  held,  that  the 
purchase,  being  for  inadequate  consideration,  was  invalid,  and  that  the  share 
must  be  restored  to  the  plaintiffs  on  the  purchase-money  being  returned,  inas- 
much as  J.  G.  M.,  holding  the  decree  in  a. fiduciary  position  for  the  plaintiffs, 
could  not  purchase  the  same,  either  for  his  own  benefit  or  that  of  himself  and 
his  brother  jointly.    Mooketyee  v.  Mookerjee  (Ind.  App.),  XI,  108. 

42. Such  a  suit  can  be  maintained,  it  being  against  J.  G.  M.  as  a  pur- 
chaser in  his  own  right,  and  not  in  the  nature  of  a  review  of  the  decree  against 
M.,  who  had  been  sued  as  executor  of  the  plaintiffs'  father.  lb. 

43. Two  trustees,  one  of  whom  was  a  solicitor,  advanced  money  on 

mortgage.  The  mortgagor,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  solicitor  trustee,  sold 
part  of  the  mortgaged  property  without  disclosing  the  mortgage.  Regular 
conveyances  in  fee  to  the  purchasers  were  executed  by  the  mortgagor,  con- 
taining a  recital  that  he  was  seized  or  otherwise  well  and  sufficiently  entitled 
in  fee  simple.  The  solicitor  trustee  received  the  purchase-money  and  retained 
it.  Eleven  years  afterward  both  trustees  executed  a  reconveyance  of  the 
property  so  sold,  the  other  trustee  believing,  on  the  representation  of  the  so- 
licitor trustee,  that  the  property  was  then  about  to  be  sold  by  the  mortgagor. 
Soon  afterward  the  solicitor  trustee  absconded,  and  the  other  trustee  then  filed 
a  bill  against  the  mortgagor  and  the  purchasers,  praying  for  foreclosure 
against  them.  HMt  that,  though  the  purchasers  were  purchasers  for  valu- 
able consideration  without  notice,  they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  any  legal 
'  estate  acquired  by  means  of  the  reconveyance,  which,  having  been  obtained 
by  fraud,  must  be  canceled,  and  that  they  had  purchased  only  the  equity  of 
redemption.  Heath  v.  OrecUock  (Ghan.  App.),  XI,  416 ;  modifying  8.  G.,  IX. 
766. 

44. Held,  that,  under  the  form  of  conveyance  adopted,  neither  the 

plaintiff  nor  the  mortgagor  was  estopped  from  denying  that  the  legal  estate 
had  passed  by  the  conveyance  to  the  purchasers.  lb. 

46. Held,  that  a  decree  must  be  made  against  the  purchasers,  but  for 

foreclosure,  and  not  for  sale,  and  that  the  purchasers  would  not  be  ordered  to 
deliver  up  the  deeds  which  were  in  their  possession.  lb. 
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46.  Cknuient  to  lale,  when  naoeuaay.  A  testator  devised  a  freehold  estate 
upon  trust  for  his  daughter  for  life,  remainder  to  her  husband  for  life,  and 
after  the  death  of  the  survivor  upon  trust  to  sell  and  stand  possessed  of  the 
proceeds  ifor  all  the  children  of  his  daughter  who  should  be  living  at  the  ' 
death  of  the  survivor  of  the  daughter  and  her  husband,  and  who  should  attain 
twenty-one,  and  also  the  issue  then  living,  and  who  should  attain  twenty-one, 
of  any  child  or  children  of  the  testator's  daughter  who  should  have  previously 
died.  The  testator's  daughter  had  six  children  living,  all  over  twenty-one,  and 
one  of  them  had  two  infant  children.  Held,  that  an  order  for  sale  under  the 
Settled  Estates  Act,  made  with  the  concurrence  of  the  testator's  daughter  and 
her  husband,  and  the  trustee  for  sale  and  five  of  the  children,  was  not  invalid 
by  reason  of  the  non-concujsrence  of  the  infant  children.  In  re  StnUt'8  TnuU 
(Eq.  C),  VII,  634. 

47.  —  JSM,  also,  that  the  trustee  being  before  the  court,  it  was  unneQsa- 
sary  to  have  the  concurrence  of  any  of  the  eeituii  que  truit.  lb. 

48.  Sale  of  real  estate.  Where  real  and  personal  estate  is  given  by  will  to 
trustees  upon  trust  to  pay  the  testator's  debts  out  of  the  proceeds  of  his  per- 
sonal estate,  or»  if  that  should  be  insufficient,  then  out  of  the  proceeds  of  his 
real  estate,  and  to  permit  his  widow  to  occupy  a  certain  house  during  widow- 
hood, and,  after  her  second  marriage  or  death,  to  sell  the  same,  the  trustees 
cannot,  after  paying  the  debts  out  of  the  personal  estate,  sell  such  house  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  the  widow's  right  of  occupation,  even  with  her  consent. 
Carlyon  v.  Tru9coU  (Bq.  C),  XIII,  845. 

49.  Sffeot  of  sale;  conversion  into  personalty.  By  a  marriage  settlement 
lands  were  conveyed  to  trustees  to  the  use  of  all  the  children  equally,  and  his, 
her,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  w  ith  power  of  sale,  and  a  direction  that  the 
proceeds  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  other  lands,  or  on  government 
or  real  securities,  which,  when  purchased,  should  be  made  liable  to  the  same 
trusts,  estates  and  limitations  as  were  declared  of  the  trust  premises.  The 
lands  were  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested  on  mortgage.  Udd,  that  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  must  be  treated  as  personalty  and  not  as  realty.  AtweU  v. 
Atwdl,  (Eq.  C),  1, 538. 

50.  Pa3rment  to  one  trustee.  A  firm  .of  solicitors  having  been  employed  by 
the  trustees  of  a  will  to  receive  the  proceeds  of  the  testator's  real  estate,  which 
had  been  taken  by  a  rail  way  company,  paid  over  the  money  to  one  of  such 
trustees  without  the  receipt  or  authority  of  the  other.  The  money  having 
been  lost  to  the  estate  by  the  insolvency  and  death  of  the  trustee  to  whom  it 
was  paid,  held^  that  the  receipt  of  one  trustee  only  (though  also  an  executor) 
was  not  a  sufficient  discharge  to  the  solicitors  for  the  money  which  they  had 
received  by  the  authority  of  the  two,  and  that  they  were  personally  liable  to 
make  good  the  loss  which  had  resulted  to  the  trust  estalj^  from  such  improper 
payment.     Lee  v.  Sankey  (Eq.  C).  V,  808. 

61.  Personal  liability  of  trustee.  A  liquidator,  appointed  under  a  resolu- 
tion to  wind  up  voluntarily,  is  not  personally  responsible  to  the  solicitor  em- 
ployed by  him  in  the  affiiirs  of  the  liquidation  for  any  of  the  costs  of  such 
Uquidation.     Eooke  v.  Piper  (Eq.  C),  III,  744. 

62.  liOan  on  insnffioleiit  leoiirlty.    Trustees  were  charged  with  the  loss

occasioned  by  an  investment  of  the  tmat  fands  on  insafficient  seearity.  The 
property  was  a  hotel  in  the  country,  and  the  trustees  had  sent  down  a  London 
snrveyor  who  valued  the  hotel,  including  therein  the  license,  at  nearly  double 
the  sum  to  be  advanced.  The  hotel  turned  out  to  be  worth  much  less  than 
the  sum  advanced.  The  trustees  gav«  no  further  aocount  of  the  cSrcumstan- 
ces  under  which  the  advance  was  made.  Held,  that  the  trustees  were  charge- 
able with  the  sum  so  advanced.    Budge  v.  Oufnmow  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  591. 

63.  Funds  lost,  etc.  Funds  belonging  to  L.  M.  were,  on  her  marriage 
in  1884,  vested  in  three  trustees  (one  of  whom  die^  in  1840)  in  trust  for  her 
for  life  for  her  seperate  use,  without  power  of  anticipation,  and  after  her 
death  for  the  children  of  the  marriage,  and  in  case  there  should  be  none,  for 
such  persons,  if  she  should  die  in  her  husband's  life-time,  as  she  should 
appoint.  In  1848  the  husband  and  wife  executed  a  deed  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment ^  moneys  due  from  him,  and  the  wife  appointed  that  in  ease  there 
should  be  no  child  of  the  marriage,  and  if  she  should  die  in  the  husband's 
life-time,  the  trustees  of  the  settlement  of  1834  should,  out  of  the  trust  funds, 
raise  sufficient  to  pay  the  husband's  debt.  Notice  was  given  of  the  deed  of 
1848  to  the  two  surviving  trustees  of  the  settlement.  In  1848  the  wife  and 
the  sole  surviving  trustee  of  the  settlement,  who  desired  to  retire,  appointed 
three  new  trustees,  and  assigned  to  them  the  trust  funds.  One  of  those 
trustees  died,  and  the  two  surviving  trustees  and  the  survivor  of  them,  at  the 
request  of  the  husband  and  wife,  dealt  with  some  of  the  trust  funds,  which 
ultimately  were  much  diminished.  A  portion  of  the  funds  was  invested  in 
the  purchase  of  leasehold  premises,  which  were  held  upon  the  trusts  of  the 
settlement.  The  wife  died  in  March,  1870,  without  having  had  any  child. 
The  husband  survived.  The  survivor  of  the  trustees  of  1848  in  May,  1870, 
received  a  notice  from  R.  L.  of  a  charge  on  the  leaseholds  in  his  fkvor,  dated 
the  5th  of  October,  1864 ;  and  in  October,  1870,  he  received  a  notice  of  the 
deed  of  1843.  Held,  that  the  surviving  trustees  of  1848  were  not  liable  to 
make  good  the  funds  which  had  been  lost ;  that  R.  L.  was  not  entitled  to 
priority  over  the  trustees  of  the  deed  of  1848 ;  and  that  the  persons  claiming 
under  the  deed  of  1848  were  entitled  to  the  funds  which  remained,  in  part 
satisfaction  of  the  moneys  due  to  them.    Phipps  v.  Lovegrove  (Eq.  C),  VI,  656. 

6^ Assignees  of  an  equitable  interest  should,  if  they  desire  to  be 

perfectly  secured,  obtain  a  distringas  on  the  funds;  or  have  their  deed  in- 
dorsed on  the  original  deed ;  or  obtain  a  transfer  of  the  funds  into  court. 
Sernble :  New  trustees  of  trust  funds  in  settlement  are  not  bound  to  in- 
quire of  the  old  trustees  whether  they  have  received  notice  of  any  incum- 
brance;  and  it  has  never  been  the  practice  of  the  court  on  appointing  new 
trustees  of  funds  to  make  such  an  inquiry.  lb. 

66. Under  a  settlement  a  sum  of  £10,000,  secured  by  mortgage,  was 

vested  in  trustees  upon  trusts  for  E.  S.,  the  wife  of  W.  S.,  for  her  life,  and 
after  her  death  for  W.  S.  for  his  life,  and  subject  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust  for 
such  persons  as  E.  S.  should  by  deed  or  will  appoint,  and  in  default  of  ap. 
pointment  for  W.  S.  E.  S.  made  a  will,  by  which  she  directed  that  W.  S.  should 
enjoy  the  income  of  the  fund  during  his  life,  subject  to  payment  of  two 
annuities  ;  and  she  directed  certain  pecuniary  legacies  to  be  paid,  after  the 
death  of  W.  ti.,  out  of  one  moiety  otf  the  fund,  and  she  gavs  tlM  other  moiety 
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of  the  f  and  and  th«  reeidae  of  lier  property  to  W.  S.,  whom  she  appointed 
executor.  The  trustees  of  the  settlement  paid  over  the  whole  trust  fund  to 
W.  S.  ;  and  part  of  the  £6,000  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  pecuniary 
legacies  was  lo«t  by  him.  MM,  that  the  paym«at  to  W.  S,,  her  executor,  was 
proper,  and  that  the  trustees  were  not  answerable  for  the  loss.  Moffes  v. 
OaOeif  (Eq.  C),  II,  409. 

66.  Neglect.  A  testator,  who  died  on  the  26th  of  August,  18d0,  by  his  will, 
dated  oh  the  16th  of  the  same  month,  made  a  general  devise  to  two  trustees, 
whom  he  also  appointed  executors  of  his  real  and  personal  estate,  upon  trust, 
*^  so  soon  as  possible  after"  his  decease  to  convert  the  whole  into  money,  and 
stand  possessed  of  the  proceeds  for  the  benefit  of  the  plaintiff,  his  grand- 
daughter, then  an  infant,  and  since  married  to  the  co-plaintiff.  The  only  real 
estate  of  which  he  died  possessed  was  the  moiety  of  a  public  house  and  an  ad- 
joining piece  of  land,  and  the  nature  of  his  interest  was  a  base  fee,  expectant 
on  the  death,  without  male  issue,  of  a  tenant  for  life ;  or  contingent  on  the 
failure  of  such  issue  without  the  estate  in  tail  male  having  been  barred.  One 
of  the  trustees  died  soon  after  the  testator.  On  the  14th  of  May,  1840,  the  ten- 
ant for  life  died  without  issue,  and  possession  of  the  property  was  taken  by 
strangers  to  the  present  suit.  In  April,  1852,  the  grand-daughter  attained 
twenty-one,  and  the  surviving  trustee  accounted  to  her  for  the  personal  estate, 
and  obtained  her  release  in  full  of  all  demands.  Afterward  the  facts  respect- 
ing the  real  estate  became  partially  known  to  the  plaintiffs,  and  application 
was  made  to  the  trustee,  who  said  that  he  understood  from  the  testator  that 
if  the  testator  were  to  die  in  the  life-time  of  the  tenant  for  life  the  estate  would 
be  of  no  value  to  him ;  and  that,  accordingly,  on  the  death  of  the  testator,  he 
(the  trustee)  made  no  further  inquiries.  Some  title  deeds  were  shortly  after- 
ward found  and  handed  over  by  the  trustee  to  the  plaintiffs,  but  as  they  con- 
tended, not  until  after  their  claim  had  become  statute  barred,  ^e^,  as  the 
result  of  evidence,  that  the  deeds  which  came  out  of  the  trustee's  possession 
were  not  sufficient  to  reveal  the  true  state  of  the  title.  Yaude  v.  Cloud  (Eq. 
C.),.XI,  688. 

67. The  bill  was  filed  against  the  trustee  for  an  account  of  the  rents 

and  profits  of  the  estate  since  the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life,  and  charging 
willful  default.  The  trustee  having  died,  and  the  suit  having  been  revived 
against  his  representatives,  held,  oji  the  ground  of  ignorance  of  the  existence 
of  the  trust,  that  the  trustee's  estate  was  not  liable,  and  bill  dismissed,  but 
without  costs.  lb.  - 

68.  Trustees'  right  to  indemnity.  M.  consented,  at  the  request  of.  the  sec- 
retary of  the  C.  company,  to  become  the  purchaser  of  shares  in  the  W.  com- 
pany. The  shares  were  purchased  by  him  for  the  0.  company,  from  which  he 
received  £15  for  himself.  He  never  paid  any  thing  for  these  shares,  the  money 
being  paid  by  the  0.  company,  on  whose  behalf  he  had  purchased  them.  M. 
executed  transfers  of  the  shares  to  the  C.  company  (at  the  written  desire  of  the 
secretary  of  that  company),  and  took  no  further  trouble  in  the  matter.  The  G. 
company  was  ordered  to  be  wound  up.  The  W.  company  was  wound  up  vol- 
untarily, under  the  direction  of  the  court.  There  were  pecuniary  transactions 
between  the  two  companies.  The  W.  company  made  a  call  on  M.  in  respect  of 
his  shares.    The  shares  were  declared  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  calls.     M. 
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afterward  explained  all  that  had  been  done,  and  the  W.  directors,  in  considera- 
tion of  his  transferring  to  them  all  his  rights  and  interests  in  the  shares,  re- 
leased him  from  all  liability  to  them.  M.  took  oat  a  summons  for  the  par- 
pose  of  compelling  the  C  company  to  indemnify  him  against  any  demands 
that  might  be  made  on  him  by,  or  on  account  of,  the  W.  company.  Hddy  that 
this  was  a  mere  case  of  trustee  and  cestui  que  trust,  and  that  M.  was  entitled 
to  the  indemnity.    James  v.  May  (H.  of  L.),  VII,  85. 

69.  Accounting  by.  Where  an  annuity  was  given  to  A.  in  trust  to  apply 
the  same  at  his  discretion  for  the  benefit  of  B.  during  his  life,  and  for  his  ad- 
vancement, maintenance,  support,  or  otherwise  for  his  benefit,  without  being 
answerable  for  any  of  the  moneys  so  laid  out,  or  the  exercise  Of  the  discretion 
so  vested  in  the  said  trustee  as  to  the  mode  and  extent  of  expending  and  lay* 
in'g  out  the  same.  Held,  that  A.  could  not  apply  any  portion  of  the  annuity 
for  his  own  benefit,  but  was  bound  to  account  for  all  sums  not  shown  to  be 
applied  for  the  advancement,  maintenance,  support,  or  benefit  of  B.  WtUftford 
V.  Heyl  (Eq.  C.\  Xlll,  S26. 

60. R.  v.  was  the  chief  partner  in  a  large  and  prosperous  trade.    By 

the  articles  of  partnership  (which  were  to  take  efiect  from  the  30th  of  June, 
1853),  the  cash  accounts  were  to  be  balanced  monthly,  the  stock  and  the  value 
of  each  partner's  share  were  to  be  ascertained  on  the  30th  of  June  in  each 
year,  and  be  written  into  as  many  books  as  there  were  partners,  and  each 
partner  was  to  sign  and  to  possess  one  book,  and  be  bound  thereby.  If  any 
partner  should  die,  the  partnership  as  to  him  was  to  cease,  and  his  share  was 
to  be  divided  among  his  surviving  partners  in  proportion  to  their  existing 
shares,  and  the  value  of  his  share  was  to  be  ascertained  as  at  the  last  stock 
taking,  and  it  was  to, be  paid  for  by  promissory  notes  payable,  at  six,  twelve, 
eighteen  and  twenty- four  months'  date  ;  and  the  surviving  partners  were  to 
execute  a  covenant  of  indemnity  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased  partner,  whose 
executors  were  to  execute  a  transfer  of  his  share.  R.  V.  died  shortly  after  the 
stock-taking  of  1855,  but  before  the  results  of  it  had  been  duly  made  up  and 
entered  in  books.  R.  V.  had,  by  his  will,  appointed  his  brother  (then  one  of 
his  partners)  to  be  one  of  his  executors;  another  executor  was  his  eldest  son 
who  was  not  then  a  partner,  but  afterward  became  so.  He  directed  a  sale  of 
his  real  property,  its  produce  to  form  part  of  his  personal  estate,  which  he 
directed  to  be  converted  into  money  and  divided  equally  among  his  childKsn; 
as  to  the  males,  part  at  twenty-one,  the  remainder  at  twenty-five :  as  to  the 
females,  at  twenty-five,  with  a  provision  for  maintenance  in  the  meantime. 
The  articles  of  partnership  were  acted  upon  as  to  the  mode  of  taking  the 
partnership  accounts,  and  so  were  the  directions  in  the  will  so  far  as  to  the 
payment  of  interest  on  capital,  but  no  promissory  notes  were  given  by  the 
partners,  nor  any  covenant  of  indemnity  executed.  The  shares  of  the  children 
were  duly  allotted,  and  their  intermediate  allowances  paid,  but  the  real  estate 
was  not  sold,  nor  the  personal  estate  converted,  the  money  to  which  the  testa- 
tor had  been  entitled  being  really  permitted  to  remain  in  the  trade,  accounts 
of  profits  being  duly  kept  and  appropriations  to  the  various  children  regularly 
made.  The  youngest  child,  on  arriving  at  twenty-five  years  of  age,  filed  a 
bill  against  the  executors  as  for  a  breadi  of  trust  in  not  executing  the  direc- 
tions in  the  will;  and  she  prayed  for  accounts  and  a  declaration  of  her  liberty 
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to  elect  between  the  receipt  of  profits  and  the  receipt  of  interest  on  the  money 
that  ought  to  have  been  invested.  Held,tha.t  the  bill  was  not  sustainable; 
that  the  will  could  not  afiect  the  articles  of  partnership ;  that  those  articles 
ooDStituted  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  testator's  share  to  his  partners,  though 
the  time  for  the  sale  was  not  fixed;  that  the  giving  of  the  promissory  notes  by 
the  partners  in  the  concern  to  the  executors,  some  of  the  persons  filling  both 
characters,  would  have  been  a  useless  formality;  that  mere  delay  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  value  of  the  share  did  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  contract ;  and 
that  no  misconduct  in  fact  being  established,  the  bill  must  be  dismissed. 
Vyse  V.  Foster  (H.  of  L.).  XI,  1 ;  affirming  S.  C,  IV,  904. 

61. Per  Lord  Rxtoesllky:  Time  was  not,  here,  of  the  essence  of  the 

contract.  There  were  other  partners  in  the  business  besides  those  who  were 
executors.  Held,  that  on  a  bill  against  the  executors,  all  of  whom  were  not 
partners,  nor  were  all  the  partners  executors,  there  could  not  be  a  general 
decree  for  an  account  of  the  profits  of  the  partnership.  lb. 

62. The  testator  had  some  freehold  property ;  the  will  directed  that  all 

his  real  and  personal  estate  should  be  vested  in  his  trustees  and  executors,  to 
convert  it  into  personalty,  and  invest,  etc.  The  executors  and  trustees  built 
a  villa  on  a  part  of  the  freehold,  in  the  belief  that  they  could  thereby  improve 
the  value  of  the  rest.  They  had  no  authority  to  do  this,  but  as  they  had  done 
it  b(ma  fide,  they  were  allowed  to  take  the  freehold  property  to  themselves, 
including  its  value  in  the  general  account.  lb. 

63. The  estate  of  a  testator,  who  died  in  1882,  was  distributed  in  1847, 

as  the  evidence  showed,  at  the  written  request  of  the  persons  beneficially 
entitled.  Another  part  of  the  estate  which  fell  in  in  1852  was  distributed  also 
at  the  request,  but  not  in  writing,  uf  the  beneficiaries,  and,  in  1871,  the  acting 
trustee  died.  No  accounts  or  vouchers  were  forthcoming  from  the  trustees. 
Bill,  filed  in  1872  by  one  of  the  beneficiaries  and  her  husband  against  the  sur- 
viving trustee,  and  the  representative  of  the  deceased  trustee,  for  administra- 
tion, dismissed ;  but,  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the  trustees  in  not  keeping 
accounts  and  vouchers,  without  costs.    Payne  v.  Evens  (Eq.  C),  IX,  858.

1.  Zhraslon  of  toll  By  the  General  Turnpike  Act  (8  Geo.  4,  c.  126),  s.  41,  if 
any  person  shall,  with  horse,  ci&rriage,  etc. ,  pass  from  any  turnpike  road  over 
any  land  near  to  or  adjoining  thereto  (not  being  a  public  highway,  and  such 
person  not  being  the  owner  or  occupier, etc.,  of  such  land)  with  intent  to  evade 
the  payment  of  tolls,  *  *  *  or  if  any  person  shall  do  any  other  act  with 
intent  to  evade  tolls  whereby  the  same  shall  be  evaded,  every  such  person 
shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  £5.  The  respondent,  being  the  occupier  of 
%  farm  adjacent  to  a  turnpike  road,  made  a  gap  in  the  hedge  a  few  feet  on  one 
side  of  a  toll-gate  at  which  tolls  were  authorized  to  be  taken,  and  formed  a 
semi-circular  road  for  a  few  yards  over  his  farm,  with  a  gap  into  the  turnpike 
road  a  few  feet  on  the  other  side  of  the  gate.    He  then,  with  a  horse  and  car- 
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riage,  hariog  passed  more  tluui  100  yardi  along  the  turnpike  load,  with  the 
intention  to  avoid  peyiog  tbe  toll,  paued  tlirongb  one  gap  over  the  load  on  his 
own  land,  and  back  again  bj  the  other  gap  into  the  turnpike  road,  and  than 
paaeed  more  than  100  yarda  along  the  tornpike  road,  ffeld,  that  the  leapond- 
ent  came  within  the  exception  in  a.  41,  and  was  not  liable  to  a  penalty  toe 
evading  the  toll.    Harding  v.  Mendingttm  (Q.  B.),  VIII,  807. 

a.  Exemption  from  toD.  Bj  24  &  26  Vict.,  c.  70,  s.  1,  lolls  are  imposed  on 
'  every  locomotive  propelled  b;  an;  power  containing  within  itself  the  macbin- 
erjfor  its  own  propulsion  ;"  hj  b.  10,  all  carilageB  drawn  b/ any  locomoUre  are 
entitled  to  the  Bame  eiemption  aa  they  would  be  if  drawn  by  animal  power; 
and  by  a.  IS,  all  provisions  of  any  general  or  local  acts  relating  to  turnpike 
roads  are  to  apply  to  all  locomotives  propelled  by  othei  than  animal  power, 
and  to  <arriages  drawn  by  such  locomotives.  By  s.  S2  of  the  Qeneral  Tnio- 
pike  Act,  Qeo.  4,  c.  126,  no  toll  shall  be  demanded  »  •  »  for  any  horse,  or 
beast,  or  carriage  employed  in  carryiog  or  cooTeyiog  •  •  •  aay  ploughs 
harrows,  or  implements  of  hnsbandry,  or  for  aay  hcnsea  or  other  beaats  em- 
ployed in  husbandry,  going  to  or  returning  from  plough  or  harrow,  not  travel- 
ing more  than  two  miles  on  the  turnpike  road.  A  loconutlve  engine,  pro- 
pelled by  its  own  steam  power,  having  on  it  gear  necessary  for  working  a 
plough,  passed  through  a  turnpike  gate  on  its  way  to  a  place  more  than  three 
miles  from  the  gate,  to  drive  a  plough  which,  from  ita  oonstruction,  could  not 
be  used  without  a  steam  engine  and  gear.  Held,  that  the  steam  engine  was 
not  within  any  of  the  above  exemptions  from  toll.  Skintt«r  v.  Vi*ff»r  (Q.  E}, 
VUI,  813.

1.  Rt^ts  of  assignee  of  vendsa.  A  notice  to  the  vendor  of  an  estate  that 
the  vendee  has  deposited  the  contract  with  a  third  party.  A,,  and  has  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  A.  to  make  to  A.  "  a  valid  assignment "  of  the  contract, 
does  not  bind  the  vendor  to  make  inquiries  whether  the  agreement  between 
the  vendee  and  A.  haa  been  carried  into  effect ;  nor  will  it  compel  the  vendor 
to  refuse  to  execute  the  conveyance  to  the  vendee,  who,  upon  the  paymunt  of 
the  purchase -money,  demands  the  conveyance,  nor  even  excuse  the  vendor  for 
making  each  a  refusal.    8hau  v.  tiater  (B.  of  L.),  II,  88. 

X The  persons  who  claim  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  assignment  must 

~ce  to  the  vendor  of  their  claim,  and  of  their  readinese  to  put 
position  for  the  completion  of  the  contract.  lb. 
ma  fide  parobaswr  from  tnutae.  Where  a  trustee  In  breach 
away  a  legal  estate  which  he  possesses,  and  that  legal  estate. 
DssearioD  of  a  purchaser  for  valuable  conaideration  without 
aaer  can  hold  tbe  property  against  the  cestui*  que  !rtut  at  lib 
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grantor  who  waa  thereby  defrauded ;  and  it  makea  no  difference  that,  in  an 
action  of  ejectment  against  him,  he  may  have  to  rely  upon  some  deed  which 
had.  been  before  concealed  from  him,  and  of  which  he  had  neither  knowledge 
nor  means  of  knowledge.    P&eher  v.  Batolins  (Chan.  App.),  II,  275. 

4i  Vendor'!  right  to  rescind.  The  defendant,  in  March,  1868  (as  sarviving 
devisee  in  trust),  sold  by  auction,  to  the  plaintiff's  testator,  land  and  tolls  (lots 
3  and  4)  under  certain  conditions.  Condition  3  provided  that  the  vendors  were 
to  deliver  to  the  jmrchaser  an  abstract  of  title  within  seven  days  from  the  sale. 
The  purchaser  was  to  make  his  objections  and  requisitions  within  twenty-one 
days  of  the  delivery  of  the  abstract,  and  'all  objections  and  requisitions  not 
made  within  that  time  w6re  to  be  taken  to  be  waived ;  **  and  in  ease  any  pur- 
chaser shall  make  any  objection  or  requisition  on  the  title  of  the  respective 
lots-  which  the  vendors  shall  be  unwilling  or  unable  to  answer  or  comply  with, 
the  vendors  reserve  to  themselvee  the  option,  notwithstanding  they  may  have 
attempted  to  answer  or  comply  with  such  objections  or  requisitions,  or  may 
have  partly  done  so,  at  any  time  to  reseinc^  the  contract  for  sale  of  the  lot  or 
lots,  in  respect  of  which  such  objections  or  requisitions  shall  be  made,  upon 
repaying  or  tendering  to  such  purchaser  or  purchasers  the  deposit  money, 
without  interest,  costs  or  expenses,  in  full  of  all  claims  or  demands  for  the  in- 
vestigation of  title  er  otherwise."  An  abstract  was  delivered,  on  which  the 
purchaser  made  and  insisted  on  two  objections,  of  which  one  (as  to  lot  3)  was 
frivolous,  and  the  o^her  (as  to  lot  4)  was  an  objection  as 'to  quantity,  in  respect 
of  which  he  was,  under  another  condition,  only  entitled  to  compensation, 
which  was  offered.  The  defendant  thereupon,  on  the  24th  of  July,  filed  a  bill 
in  chancery  for  specific  performance,  and  the  purchaser,  on  the  28d  of  Sep- 
tember, put  in  an  answer,  in  whi<^  he  reiterated  his  objections,  and  also 
objected  to  complete  on  the  ground  of  certain  transactions  affecting  lot  4  which 
had  not  been  disclosed  by  the  abstract*  These  transactions  were  known  to 
the  vendor  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  and  were  intentionally,  but  bona  flde^ 
omitted  from  the  abstract,  as  it  was  supposed  they  did  not  affect  the  title. 
The  contents  of  the  deeds  relating  to  these  transactions  were  first  communi- 
cated to  the  plaintiff  by  an  affidavit,  made  by  the  defendant  in  this  action 
under  an  order  for  discovery ;  but  the  deeds  were  previously  known  to  his 
attorney,  who  had  been  a  clerk  in  the  office  where  they  were  prepared.  On 
the  2d  of  December  the  purchaser  died.  On  the  26th  of  January,  1860,  the 
vendor's  solicitor  wrote  to  the  solicitor  of  the  purchaser,,  requesting  particulars 
of  the  probate  of  his  will ;  and  on  the  12th  of  Febrnary  the  vendor  (the  now 
defendant)  announced  his  intention  to  rescind,  and  afterward  formally  re- 
scinded the  contract  and  tendered  the  deposit.  An  order  was  made  in  the  suit 
that  the  defendant,  the  plaintiff  in  the  suit,  should  revive  it,  or  that  the  bill 
should  be  dismissed  without  costs ;  and  the  suit  not  being  revived,  the  bill 
was  dismissed  accordingly.  In  an  action  brought  by  the  plaintiff  against  the 
defendant  for  not  deducing  a  good  title,  and  for  fraudulently  representing 
tiutt  he  had  and  would  deduce  a  good  title,  the  arbitrator,  to  whom  the  facts 
were  referred,  having  negatived  fraud,  Jisldt  by  the  court  below  (Bkamwell, 
B.,  dissenting),  that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  rescind.  Orc^  v.  Fowler

*• Hdd,  by  the  Court  of  Exchequer  Chamber  (Groyb,  J.,  dissenting), 
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tliat  the  defendftDt  h&d,  by  filing  hie  bill,  elected  not  to  reacind  on  bqj  of  the 
origiDftl  objections,  but  tlist  the  third  coaditton  applied  to  all  objections  to  the 
title,  whether  appnaiiag  on  tbeabbtnct  or  not;  that  the  defendant  was,  there- 
fore, entitled  to  rescind  on  account  ot  the  objection  sa  to  lot  4  raised  b;  the 
answer,  and  founded  oq  the  transactions  which  were  omitted  from  the  abatncti 
and  tliat  the  dela^  from  the  Qiing  of  the  answer  on  the  33d  ol  September, 
186S,  to  the  13th  of  Febmarj,  1869,  was  not  anreasonable.  lb. 

6. (juart,  whether,  if  an  action  bad  l>eea  brought  agalnat  the  defend- 

.  ant  for  breach  of  his  contract  to  deliTer  a  Uae  abstract,  the  plMotiff  could, 
under  the  ciicuinstancea,  havu  rtcoTcred  substantial  damages.  lb. 

1.  Parohaaar  iBMotvtot,  H..  sold  880  Ions  oI  bleaching  powder  tc  E.,  to  be 
delivered  80  toni  per  month,  payment  to  be  made  in  cash,  fourteen  dajs  after 
each  deliverf.  The  whole  amount  was  delivered,  ezoept  one  installment  of 
80  tone,  dne  in  December,  1871 ;  but  the  November  iDBtallmeot  was  not 
paid  for.  On  (he  20th  ol  December  E.  called  a  meeting  of  hJa  creditors  and 
declared  himself  Insolvent.  On  the  38d  ot  December  U.  wrote  a  letter,  refus- 
tnic  to  deliver  an;  more  bleaching  powder  under  llie  contract.  In  Februarjr 
following  B.  was  adjudicated  bankrupt,  and  the  trustee  applied  to  the  court 
for  an  order  upon  H.  to  pa;  £150  damages  for  non-delivery  of  the  Decemliec 
Installment  of  goods.  Held,  that,  although  neither  the  non-payment  of  the 
November  installment  nor  the  bautirnptc;  of  E.  would  entitle  H.  to  resdnd 
the  contract,  yet  he  had  a  right,  after  the  declaration  of  insolvency,  to  refuse 
to  deli_ver  any  more  goods  till  the  price  of  both  the  November  and  December 
installmenta  had  been  tendered  to  him.

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particalara,  which  were  advertised,  was  described  as  being  an  absolute  rever- 
sion in  a  freehold  estate,  falling  into  possession  on  the  death  of  a  lady  then  in 
her  seventieth  year  ;  and  by  the  conditions  of  sale,  which  were  read  for  the 
first  time  at  the  auction,  just  previously  to  the  commencement  of  the  biddings, 
the  property  was  stated  to  be  sold  subject  to  two  mortgages ;  on  bill  filed  by 
the  purchaser  at  the  auction,  who  stated  that  he  was  deaf  and  did  not  under- 
stand that  by  the  conditions  he  was  buying  only  an  equity  of  redemption  in 
the  property,  heldt  that  although  his  solicitor  paid  the  deposit  on  his  behalf 
after  having  read  the  conditions,  he  was  entitled  to  a  decree  for  the  rescission 
of  the  contract  and  for  a  return  c^  the  deposit  with  interest,  and  a  declaration 
of  lien.  lb. 

11. Jffeldt  also,  that  though  in  an  ordinary  case,  inasmuch  as  the  plain- 

tiflT^s  carelessness  had  contributed  to  the  mistake,  he  would  not  have  been  en- 
titled to  the  costs  of  the  suit,  he  might  have  them  on  account  of  having,  pre- 
viously to  the  commencement  of  the  suit,  offered,  on  condition  of  having  the 
contract  rescinded  and  the  deposit  returned,  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  sale.  lb. 

12. The  court  looks  with  disfavor  on  the  practice  of  not  producing  the 

conditions  of  sale  till  the  actual  time  of  the  auction.  lb. 

13. HMt  on  a  bill  filed  by  the  plaintiff  to  have  the  contract  for  sale 

rescinded,  that  the  description  of  the  property  in  the  particulars  of  sale  was 
misleading,  that  the  onus  was,  therefore,  on'the  vendor  to  show  that  the  pur- 
chaser was  not  actually  misled,  and  that,  as  he  had  failed  to  do  so,  the  plaintiff 
was  entitled  to  have  the  contract  rescinded  and  his  deposit  returned.  S.  C, 
IV,  800.

1^  There  is  no  general  rule  that  actual  fraud  is  necessary  to  induce  a 

court  of  equity  to  rescind  a  contract  for  sale.  The  court  acts  on  the  same 
principle  in  rescinding  contracts  for  sale  aa  in  setting  aside  other  contracts  and 
dealings  which  it  considers  unconscientious.  lb. 

16.  Purchaser's  right  to  oompensatloii  for  clalnui  paid-  Part  of  an  estate 
consisted  of  three  farms  in  Hampshire,  and,  in  that  county,  valuations  between 
outgoing  and  incoming  tenants  for  hay,  straw,  and  manure,  are  made  at  "  fodder 
value,"  which  is  lower  than  what  is  called ''  market  value."  The  three  tenants 
of  the  farms  held  under  verbal  agreement,  from  year  to  year,  according  to  the 
custom  of  Hampshire.  The  defendants  were  devisees  of  the  estate  in  trust 
for  sale,  and,  in  contemplation  of  a  sale,  they  gave  notice  to  the  ^nants  to 
quit  at  Michaelmas,  1860.  The  tenants  alleged  that  they  had  been  promised 
leases  by  the  devisor,  and  although  there  was  nothing  to  show  that  such 
promises  were  binding  in  law  or  equity,  the  defendants,  thinking  the  claim 
binding  in  honor  and  conscience,  entered  into  agreements  with  the  tenants,  by 
which,  in  consideration  of  their  giving  up  possession  of  their  farms  according 
to  the  notices,  the  defendants  promised  to  remit  the  half-year's  rent  due  at 
Michaelmas,  1868,  to  pay  £100  to  the  tenant,  and  to  pay  for  hay,  etc.,  at  the 
termination  of  the  tenancy,  at  "  market  value."  In  June,  1868,  the  estate  was 
put  up  for  sale  by  auction.  In  the  particulars  and  conditions  of  sale  the  three 
farms  were  described  as  in  the  occupation  of  the  tenants  respectively  till 
Michaelmas,  1869,  at  certain  rents,  and  certain  incumbrances,  subject  to  which 
the  sale  was  made,  were  specified,  viz.,  land-tax  and  tithe  rent  charge ;  but  no 
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eipreas  meation  wsa  made  of  the  sboTe-meDtiuDed  agreementd  with  the  lea- 
anta.  The  cooditioas  etlpuUted  tluit  ibe  prapert;  should  b»  taken  to  be  cor- 
rectly described  as  to  qaantit;  and  otberwiae,  and  that  if  u;  error,  miaatUe- 
ment,  or  optisBton  sboold  be  dUcevered,  the  same  should  not  aanul  the  wlc^ 
Dor  should  any  compensation  be  allowed,  and  that  the  rent  or  possession 
should  be  received  or  retained  and  the  outgoings  discharged  b;  the  vendors  op 
to  the  39th  of  September  and  from  that  da;  bj  the  purchaser.  The  ptopertj 
wu  bought  io  at  the  sale  by  auction,  and  afterward  sold  by  private  contract 
on  (be  18th  of  July,  1868,  to  ttie  plaintiff.  The  contract  described  the  property 
as  In  tbe  foregoing  particulars,  and  ae  l>elDgpUTcbaeedsubJect  to  the  foregoing 
conditions.  At  the  time  of  the  purchase  the  plaintiff  had  no  knowledge  of 
the  above-mentioned  agreements  with  the  tenants.  Upon  his  becoming  aware 
of  and  objecting  in  respect  of  them,  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  complete 
without  prejudice  to  bis  claim  to  be  Indemnified  In  respect  of  the  agreements 
to  pay  market  value  for  the  hay,  etc.  The  plaintiff  afterward  paid  tbe  tenants 
the  amount  of  the  valuations  of  hay,  etc.,  at  market  value,  and  now  sought  to 
recover  the  difference  l>etweeo  that  and  fodder  value  from  tbe  defendants. 
iMd  (Amtkuett,  B.,  dissentiag),  that  the  agreements  with  the  tsnanta  to  pay 
market  value  were  collateral  agreements,  tiiDdLiig  only  on  the  defeodanta  per- 
sonally, atid  did  not  amount  to  fresh  demises ;  and  that  by  the  arraDgemaut 
l>etween  the  parties,  the  plaintiff,  having  paid  tbe  tenuita'  dajms.  could 
recover  the  difference  between  market  and  fodder  value  from  tha  deftnidaata 
as  money  paid  for  theii  use.  J^hitUp*  v.  MUler  (Com.  PL).  Xlt,  430 ;  revaraiDg

16.  Depoait,  ri^  to.  Where  a  contract  for  sale  goes  off  by  default  of  tbe 
purchaser,  tbe  vendor  Is  entitled  to  retain  tha  deposit.  BaaraU  v.  PamtU 
(Chan.  App.),  XIV,  757. 

17.  — ~—  By  a  coiitn«(  tor  sale  of  real  estate  it  vaa  stipndated  that  a  portio> 
of  the  purcbase..money  should  be  paid  immediately,  and  the  naid«e  on  tbe 
completion  of  the  contract.  There  was  no  stipulation  as  to  the  forfeiture  of 
the  deposit  in  case  tbe  purchase  went  off  through  the  purcbaaer'e  dsfaoU. 
After  the  title  had  b^en  accepted  tbe  purchaeer  became  bankrupt,  and  the 
trustee  disclaimed  the  contract  under  the  38d  section  of  the  Bankmpt^  Act, 
1869,  and  called  upon  tbe  vendor  to  repay  tbe  deport.

Judgment  to  be  entered 
up  forthwith,"  etc.  HMl  that  this  was  notliing  more  than  an  authority  to 
enter  up  a  judgment  for  these  various  sums,  to  be  ascertained  on  the  2d  of 
June,  1864,  after  which  time  the  holder  would  merely  stand  as  a  creditor  for 
the  sums  so  ascertained,  and  the  statutable  rate  of  interest  thereon  that  might 
be  allowed  him  by  a  jury  or  by  the  court.     Cook  v.  Fowler  (H.  of  L.),  IX,  17.

1.  Aotion  for.  A  tenant  'for  life  was  executrix  of  a  preceding  tenant  for 
life,  both  being  impeachable  for  waste,  and  both  having  committed  waste  by 
cutting  timber.  HMt  that  the  Statute  of  Limitations  began  to  run  against 
the  remaindermen  in  fee  from  the  time  when  the  timber  was  cm,  and  not  from 
the  time  of  the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life :  and,  also,  tliat  though  an  injunc- 
tion and  an  account  were  granted  against  the  existing  tenant  for  life,  yet  as  no 
injunction  could  be  granted  against  the  preceding  tenant  for  life,  no  account 
could  be  granted  against  her  executrix  for  waste  committed  by  the  preceding 
tenant  for  life.    JERgginbotham  v.  Hawkins  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  668. 

2,  OatUng  timber.  A  tenant  for  life,  impeachable  for  waste,  cannot  cut 
down  timber,  except  in  case  of  an  estate  cultivated  merely  for  the  produce  of 
saleable  timber,  where  the  timber  is  cut  periodically.  Monywood  v.  Monywood 
(Sq.  C),  IX,  819. 
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3. He  may  cat  all  that  is  not  properly  called  timber,  except  ornamental 

trees,  germine  or  stools  of  underwood,  and  trees  planted  for  the  protection  of 
banks  and  the  like,  or  trees  that  if  over  twenty  years  of  age  would  be  timber. 
A  cutting  which  is  for  the  improvement  and  not  for  the  destruction  of  the 
estate  is  not  waste.  lb. 

4.  Breotion  of  buildings.  The  lessee  of  land  who  erects  a  building  thereon 
without  the  consent  of  his  lessor  does  not  commit  waste,  within  the  defini- 
tion of  Co.  Litt.  53  a^  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  such  building  is  an  injury  to 
the  inheritance.

WATER-COURSE. 

1.  Right  to  usOi  A  canal  company,  having  under  their  act  power  to  supply 
their  canal  with  water  from  the  neighboring  streams*  bought  a  mill  and  turned 
the  mill  stream  into  the  canal.  Many  years  afterward  a  water- works  company 
diverted  part  of  the  mill  stream,  and  thereby  supplied  with  water  a  neighbor- 
ing town.  MM,  that  the  canal  company,  both  under  their  act  and  aa  owners 
of  the  mill,  were  riparian  proprietors,  and  had  powor  to  prevent  the  unlawful 
use  of  ihe  water  by  other  riparian  propaetors.and  that  the  supply  of  a  neigfa:- 
boring  town  was  such  an  unlawful  use.  WtUs  A  Berks  Canal  if«o.  €h.  v. 
Swindon  Water-works  Co.  (Chan.  App.),  IX,  546. 

2. Held,  that  as  the  defendants  claimed  a  right  so  to  use  the  water,  the 

plaintiffs  were  not  (in  order  to  support  their  bill)  obliged  to  prove  actual  dam- 
age to  the  canal.  lb. 

3. SMf  that  the  canal  company  had  not  a  right  to  req.uire  more  water 

than  they  wanted  for  the  purposes  of  the  canal.  lb. 

4. .SemUe,  nevertheless,  that  the  canal  company  might  sell  any  surplus 

water  which  remained  after  they  had  used  xt  for  the  purposes  of  the  canal.  lb! 

6.  Divendon  of  water.  A  company  which  purchases  the  land  of  a  riparian 
owner  stands  in  the  same  situation  as  he  did  with  respect  to  the  water  rights 
connected  with  that  land.  Swindon  Water-wor^  Co.  v.  Wilts  d  Berks  Canal 
Co.  (H.  of  L.),  XIV,  86;  modifying  S.  C,  IX,  546. 

6. A  canal  company  was  established  by  certain  acts  of  Parliament. 

The  acts  gave  the  canal  proprietors  rights  -as  to  Caking  water  from  streams 
within  the  distance  of  2,000  yards,  for  the  purpose  of  making  >and  maintaining 
the  canal.  They  purchased  a  mill  on  a  stream,  from  which  stream  they  liad 
the  right  to  take  water.  In  this  way  they  became  riparian  owners.  As  such 
they  were  entitled  to  the  flow  of  water  from  brooks  and  streams  running  into 
that  stream,  subject  only  to  the  rights  which  other  riparian  owners  at  the 
upper  part  of  the  stream  might  lawfully  exercise.  lb. 

7.  —^  The  directors  of  a  water-works  company  purchased  a  mill  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  same  stream,  and  so  became  riparian  owners  as  the  owner 
of  that  mill  had  been.  They  not  only  used  the  water  for  the  purposes  and  in 
the  nmnner  allowed  by  law  to  every  riparian  owner,  but  collected  it  into  a  per- 
manent reservoir  for  the  supply  of  an  adjacent  town,  and  claimed,  as  their 
legal  right,  such  a  user  of  it.     Held,  that  this  use  of  the  water  by  the  direct- 
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ors  of  the  water-works  oompanj  was  not  a  reasoaable  use  of  the  stream,  such 
as  could  justifiably  be  made  by  an  upper  riparian  owner,  and  that  the  canal 
proprietors,  who  were  also  riparian  owners,  whose  flow  of  water  was  thereby 
affected,  were  entitled  to  come  into  equity,  and  obtain  an  injunction  to  restrain 
this  use  of  the  water.  lb. 

8. The  canal  proprietors  had  previously  sold  some  of  the  water  to  the 

inhabitants  of  the  town  and  others.  HM,  Per  Lord  Hathsrlrt  :  Though  that 
might  be  in  excess  of  the  powers  given  the  canal  proprietors  by  their  acts,  it 
formed  no  excuse  for  what  had  been  since  done  by  the  waier-works  com- 
pany. Ibw 

9.  Obstroctlon  oL  The  defendants,  owners  of  a  canal,  being  threatened  by 
an  overflow  of  flood  water  from  a  neighboring  river,  and  fearing  damage 
to  their  premises  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  canal,  placed  across  it,  at  a  point 
above  their  premises,  planks  reaching  from  the  bottom  of  the  canal  to  the 
coping  stone,  which  was  some  inches  higher  than  the  surface  of  the  canal 
water.  The  flood  water  afterward  broke  into  the  canal  at  a  point  above  the 
barricade  of  planks,  and  opposite  to  the  plaintiffs'  premises,  which  were  also 
situated  on  the  banks  of  the  canal  above  the  premises  of  the  defendants,  and> 
being  penned  back  by  the  planks,  the  water  rose  in  the  canal  until  it  flooded 
the  plaintlfis'  premises.  In  an  action  brought  to  recover  damages  for  the  inj  ury 
so  caused,  held,  that  the  defendants  were  not  liable  on  the  ground  that  the 
water  which  did  the  mischief  was  not  brought  there  by  them,  and  that  there 
is  no  duty  on  the  owners  of  a  canal  analogous  to  that  on  the  owners  of  a  natural 
water-course,  not  to  impede  the  flow  of  water  down  it.  IHeld  v.  London,  etc., 
By.  Co.  (Exch.),  XI,  882. 

10. A  natural  stream  was  divided  immemorially,  but  by  artificial  means, 

into  two  branche's ;  one  branch  ran  down  to  the  river  Irwell ;  the  other  passed 
into  a  farm  yard,  where  it  supplied  a  watering  trough,  and  the  overflow  from 
the  trough  was  formerly  diffused  over  the  surface,  and  discharged  itself  by 
percolation.  In  1847,  W.,  the  owner  of  the  land  on  which  the  watering  trough 
stood,  and  thence  down  to  the  IrweU,  connected  the  watering  trough  with 
reservoirs  which  he  constructed  adjacent  to,  and  for  the  use  of,  a  mill  on  the 
Irwell.  In  1865  W.  became  owner  of  all  the  rest  of  the  land  through  which 
this  branch  flowed.  In  1867  he  conveyed  the  mill,  with  all  water  rights,  to  the 
plaintiff.  In  action  brought  by  the  plaintiff  against  a  riparian  owner  on 'the 
stream  above  the  point  of  division,  for  obstructing  the  flow  of  the  water,  Tield, 
that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  maintain  the  action.  Hoiker  v.  Porritt  (Exch.), 
XII,  520 ;  affirming  S.  C,  TV,  480.

The  deceased  intended  one  of  the  wit- 
j  to  be  his  executor,  and  asked  him  to  sign  his  name  in  that  character, 
oart  held,  tliat  such  person  did  not  sign  the  will  exclusivelj  as  execu- 
lut  that  he  also  intended  b;  his  signature  to  affirm  that  the  deceased 
ted  the  will  in  liis  presence,  and  that  consequent!;  the  execution  was 

Oriffit/u  V.  Qriffitta  (Prob.  &  Div.),  ],  336. 
—  The  deceased  executed  his  will  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  one 
lomalso  made  a  mark  in  attestation  of  the  signature  of  the  deceased, 
lecond  witness  then  wrote  the  names  of  the  deceased  and  the  witness 
Atv  their  rispecUve  marks  and  also  the  woftl"  witness,"  but  he  did  not  sub- 
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scribe  his  own  name,  ffeld,  that  he  did  not  by  any  word  he  wrote  attest 
the  signature  of  the  deceased,  and  that  the  execution  was  invalid.  Goods  of 
Eyn&ti  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VI,  870. 

6. The  will  of  the  deceased  was  written  on  a  lithographed  form,  and 

extended  over  the  first  and  second  sides  of  a  sheet  of  foolscap  paper.  The 
form  contained  attestation  clauses  at  the  foot  of  the  first  and  second  sides  of 
the  paper.  The  deceased  made  a  mark  in  the  blank  spaces  left  for  the  pur- 
pose in  both  such  clauses.  Two  witnesses  signed  their  names  at  the  bottom 
of  the  first  side  only,  and  before  the  deceased  made  her  mark  in  the  attesta- 
tion clause  of  the  second  side.  Hdd^  that  the  only  mark  which  could  give 
validity  to  the  will  was  on  the  second  side,  and  that  was  not  attested  by  the 
witnesses.    Matter  of  DiUces  (Prob.  &  Div.),  X,  619. 

6. The  deceased  signed  his  name  at  the  end  of  his  will,  on  the  tenth 

sheet,  and  placed  his  initials  on  the  first  nine  sheets.  Two  out  of  three  wit< 
nesses  signed  their  names  on  the  first  nine  sheets,  but  not  on  the  tenth.  Hdd, 
that  the  operative'  signature  of  the  deceased  was  not  duly  attested,  and  the 
execution  was  incomplete.     Phvpps  v.  Hale  (Prob.  &  Div.),  X,  521. 

7. The  deceased  executed  her  will  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses, 

one  of  whom  signed  his  name  thereto;  but  the  other,  after  writing  his 
Christian  name,  was  unable,  through  feebleness,  to  complete  his  signature. 
Subsequently  a  third  person  was  introduced,  and  the  deceased  made  her  mark 
in  the  presence  of  such  person  and  the  witness  who  had  signed  his  name. 
The  latter  traced  his  signature  over  with  a  dry  pen,  and  the  former  signed  his 
name.  HMf  that  the  execution  was  invalid  in  the  latter  case  by  reason 
that  the  witnesses  did  not  both  attest  and  subscribe  the  signature  of  the 
deceased;  and  in  the  former  by  reason  that  one  witness  had  no  intention,  by 
writing  his  Christian  name  only,  to  subscribe  the  will.  MaUerof  Maddock 
(Prob.  &  Div.),  X,  523.* 

8.  Publication.  The  evidence  of  one  attesting  witness  (the  other  being 
dead)  proved  that  he  was  called  into  the  room  of  the  deceased,  and  asked  by  a 
third  party,  who  had  the  will  in  his  hand  at  the  time,  to  witness  the  signatu^ 
of  the  deceased.  A  mark  or  cross  was  then  on  the  paper  at  the  foot  of  the 
will.  The  witnesses  signed  their  names.  The  deceased  was  present,  and 
within  hearing,  but  did  not  make  any  observation,  and  the  will  was  not  read 
to  or  by  him  in  the  presence  of  the  witnesses.  The  writer  of  the  will,  who 
had  asked  the  witnesses  to  sign  their  names,  was  not  called,  and  no  proof  was 
ofiered  of  his  death.  Helif,  that  the  evidence  failed  to  prove  that  the  deceased 
ackowledged  his  signature  in  the  presence  of  witnesses.  Morritt  v.  Douglas 
(Prob.  &  Div.),  V,  500. 

9. The  deceased  having  called  in  A.,  who  was  an  illiterate  man,  to  his 

room,  asked  him  to  make  his  mark  to  a  paper,  which  he  did.  A.,  at  the 
deceased's  desire,  then  fetched  his  wife,  who  was  living  in  the  house,  and  she 
also,  at  the  deceased's  request,  placed  her  mark  on  the  same  paper.  There 
was  no  evidence  that  the  signature  of  the  deceased  was  on  the  will  at  the  time 
these  marks  were  made,  nor  did  the  deceased  in  any  way  explain  to  the  wit- 
nesses the  nature  of  the  document  they  signed.  Held,  that  the  execution  was 
invalid.    Pearson  v.  Pearson  (Prob.  &  Div.),  IV,  677. 
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10. The  deceased  signed  her  will  in  the  presence  of  one  witness.    On 

the  entrj  of  the  second  witness  a  person  present  directed  him  to  sign  his  name 
under  the  testatrix's  signature.  He  did  so,  and  the  second  witness  also  sub- 
scribed the  will.  Tbe  deceased  was  in  the  room,  but  said  no  word  during  the 
proceeding.  The  will  was  Ijing  on  the  table  open,  and  headed  in  large 
characters  with  the  words,  "  This  is  the  last  will  and  testament  of/'  etc.  It 
also  had  a  full  and  formal  attestation  clause.  EM,  that  the  deceased 
acknowledged  her  signature  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses.  Inglesant  v. 
Inglesant  (Prob.  &  Div.),  X,  526. 

11. Where  there  is  no  formal  attestation  clause  to  a  testamentary 

paper,  and  no  affirmatiye  evidence  that  at  the  time  of  execution  the  deceased's 
name  was  on  the  paper,  the  mere  production  of  it  to  witnesses  with  a  request 
that  they  will  sign  it  as  a  paper,  Ib  not  in  itself  sufficient  to  justify  the  court 
in  drawing  the  inference  that  it  was  already  signed  by  the  deceased.  Fischer 
V.  Popham  (Prob.  &  Div.),  XIII,  469. 

12.  Republication.  Testatrix  by  her  will  gave  a  share  of  her  residuary  real 
and  personal  estate  to  B.,  and  one  of  the  attesting  witnesses  to  the  will  was  B.'s 
with.  By  a  codicil,  which  was  attested  by  other  witnesses,  testatrix,  after  a 
direction  to  her  executors  to  allow  an  extended  time  for  payment  of  a  debt 
due  to  her  from  one  of  her  legatees^  confirmed  her  will  in  other  respects. 
Held,  that  the  duly  attested  codicil  had  the  effect  of  republishing  and  incor- 
porating the  will  so  as  to  render  the  gift  to  B.  valid,  notwithstanding  attesta- 
tion of  the  will  by  B.'s  wife.    Anderson  v.  Anderson  (Eq.  C.),  I,  730. 

13.  A  codicil,  which  refers  to  a  will  of  a  particular  date,  and  does  not 

refer  to  a  subsequent  codicil,  does  not  operate  as  a  republication  of  that  subse- 
quent codicil.    Burton  v.  Newbery  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  713. 

14. A  testator  made  a  will  (dated  before  the  Wills  Act),  by  which  he 

directed  his  residuary  real  estate  to  be  sold  and  the  procSeds  to  be  divided  (in 
the  events  which  happened)  among  twelve  persons,  of  whom  A.  and  B.  were 
two.  He  made  a  first  codicil  (dated  after  the  Wills  Act),  by  which  he  directed 
certain  real  estate  acquired  subsequently  to  the  date  of  the  will  to  be  sold,  and 
the  proceeds  divided  in  the  same  way  as  the  proceeds  of  his  other  real  estate. 
This  codicil  was  attested  by  A.  and  B.  He  then  made  another  codicil,  de- 
scribed as  a  codicil  to  his  will  of  a  certain  date,  but  not  referring  to  the  prior 
codicil.  Held,  that  the  second  codicil  did  not  operate  as  a  republication  of  the 
first  codicil ;  that  the  gifts  to  A.  and  B.  of  two-twelfths  shares  of  the  proceeda 
of  the  property  comprised  in  the  first  codicil  failed ;  and  that  these  shares  fell 
into  the  residue,  and  were  divisible  between  A.  tfkid  B.  and  the  other  ten 
residuary  legatees.  Ib. 

16.  Revival  of  former  wilL  The  deceased  executed  a  will  in  1866, 
and  a  codicil  to  it  in  May,  1871.  In  .bTovember,  1871,  he  executed  a  will  which 
reyoked  all  previous  testamentary  papers.-  In  1872  he  executed  a  paper  which 
was  headed,  "  This  is  a  codicil  to  the  will  of  B.,  dated  May,  1866."  It  con- 
eluded  with  the  appointment  of  the  son  as  executor  of  the  will  and  codicil,  and 
the  attestation  clause  commenced.  '*  Oodidl  to  the  will  of  B.,  dated  May,  1866, 
in  presence  of,"  etc.  Held,  that  the  only  intention  to  be  gathered  from  the 
words  of  the  codicil  was  that  the  testator  intended  to  revive  the  will  of  1866, 
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and  it  did  in  effect  revive  it,  but  not  the  codiAl  of  May,  1871.  In  re  Goods  of 
Rey^nolds  (Prob.  &  Div.).  V,  528. 

16.  Validity.  A  married  woman  poBseBBes,  under  1  Vict.,  c.  26,  no  greater 
or  different  power  to  make  a  will  than  she  poseessed  before  that  statute.  The 
24th  section  of  that  statute  does  not,  retroactively,  operate  to  give  effect  to  her 
will  as  to  property  which  it  was  not  in  her  power  to  dispose  of  at  the  time 
when  the  will  was  made.  ^YiUock  v.  Noble  (H.  of  L.),  XllI,  100;  affirming 
a  C,  Vn,  372. 

17. Without  the  husband's  knowledge  of  the  contents  of  a  will  made 

by  a  married  woman,  the  will  cannot  be  said  to  be  made  with  his  assent.  lb. 

18. If  a  married  woman,  with  her  husband's  assent,  makes  a  will  of 

personalty,  in  which  she  has  an  expectant  jlnterest,  but  that  interest  does  not 
actually  vest  in  her  until  after  her  husband's  death,  she  must,  to  give  validity 
to  her  will,  re-execute  it  after  his  death.  lb.  ' 

19.  So,  also,  if  her  will  affects  property  which  (by  his  wQl  made  some 

years  before  and  never  altered)  he  had  bequeathed  to  her  absolutely.  lb. 

20. A  married  woman  was  entitled  to  a  sum  of  £3,000  for  her  separate 

use ;  the  income  of  a  sum  of  £14,000  was  settled  upon  her  husband  and  her- 
self for  life,  subject,  as  to  the  sum  itself,  to  her  appointment,  if  she  should 
die  before  him.  He  had  a  large  property  of  his  own.  In  1857  he  made  his 
will,  by  which  he  left  all  his  property  to  his  wife  and  made  her  sole  executrix. 
He  never  altered  that  will.  He  assented  to  her  making  a  will  during  the 
coverture,  and  in  July,  1869,  she  made  it  in  a  form  which  affected  to  deal  with 
all  the  titree  sorts  of  property ;  but  there  wa&no  proof  that  he  actually  knew 
or  had  assented  to  its  contents.  He  died  in  November,  1869.  She,  after  his 
death,  declared  to  her  solicitor  her  adherence  to  her  will,  but  she  did  not  re- 
execute  it.  She  died  in  January,  1870.  HM,  that  her  will  only  disposed  of 
the  property  which  belonged  to  her  for  her  separate  use;  that  as  to  the 
£14,000,  her  power  of  disposition  had  not  arisen ;  that  as  to  the  property  be- 
queathed by  her  husband,  she  had  no  power  of  disposition  till  after  his  death, 
and  that  her  will  could  have  no  operation  on  that  property,  as  it  was  made 
before  her  title  to  that  property  existed ;  that  neither  his  assent  nor  her  subse- 
quent declaration  of  adherence  had  given  validity  to  her  will ;  and  that  in 
order  to  be  valid  and  effectual  it  ought  to  have  been  duly  re-executed  after  his 
death,  as  an  original  will  is  required  to  be  executed  under  the  statute.  lb. 

2L  CksnditionaL  A  mariner's  will  commencing,  ^^  Instructions  to  be  fol- 
lowed if  I  die  at  sea  or  abroad/'  held  to  be  conditional.  LindMiy  v.  LindMy 
(Prob.  &  Div.),  IV.  684. 

22<  Bzecated  by  mistake.  The  deceased,  who  resided  with  her  sister, 
prepared  two  wills  for  their  respective  execution.  The  legacies  in  each,  and 
the  disposition  of  the  residue  were  almost  identical,  and  in  either  case  a  Ufe 
interest  was  given  to  the  survivor  in  the  bulk  of  her  sister's  property.  The 
deceased,  in  mistake,  executed  the  will  prepared  for  her  sister.  The  court 
held  that  the  deceased  did  not  know  and  approve  of  the  contents  of  the  docu- 
ment  she  executed,  and  refused  probate  of  it. .  Qood%  of  Hunt  (Prob.  &  Div.), 
XIII,  478. 

23.  Oifts  16  ohazitiefl.    A  testatrix,  after  stating  to  the  effect  that  as  she 
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could  not  feel  confidence  that  anj  of  her  relatiyeB  would  spend  her  monej  in 
the  way  she  would  approve,  she  felt  she  was  doing  right  in  giving  it  in 
charity,  bequeathed  her  residuary  personal  estate,  consisting  of  pure  person- 
alty, to  trustees  upon  trust  to  invest  it  in  consols,  and  to  make  out  of  the 
dividends  certain  fixed  annual  payments  for  charitable  purposes.  She  further 
directed  that  when  and  so  soon  as  land  should  at  any  time  be  given  for  the 
purpose  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  alms-houses  should  be  built  in  three  speci- 
fied places.  And  she  further  directed  that  the  surplus  remaining,  after  build- 
ing the  alms-houses,  should  be  appropriated  to  making  allowances  to  the 
inmates.  Held^  that  the  residue  was  well  given  in  charity,  for  that  the  gift  to 
charity  was  not  conditional  and  contingent,  but  there  was  an  absolute  imme- 
diate gift  to  charity,  the  mode  of  execution  only  being  made  dependent  on 
future  events,  and  an  inquiry  directed  whether  any  land  has  been  given  or 
legally  rendered  available  for  the  purposes  intended  by  the  testatrix.  Cham- 
herlayne  v.  BrockeU  (Chan.  App.),"IV,  849. 

24.  GMft  to  ezeoutor.  Testator  appointed  his  *'  friend  "  P.  his  executor,  and 
gave  him  a  legacy  *'  as  a  remembrance."  P.  did  not  act  as  executor.  HM^ 
that  he  was  entitled  to  the  legacy  without  proving  the  will.  BuVb  v.  Td/MT' 
toh  (Eq.  C),  I.  619. 

26. A  testatrix,  after  appointing  four  executors,  made  over  to  them  by 

her  will  "  as  such  "  all  her  property  and  effects,  "  but  in  trust  always  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  mentioned ; "  and  after  directing  them  to  preserve  certain 
houses  as  a  family  house,  and  giving  certain  specific  bequests,  disposed  of  the 
residue  of  her  estate  as  foUows :  "As  regards  the  remainder  of  my  real  and 
personal  property  of  what  kind,  soever,  not  already  disposed  of,  I  direct  that 
my  executors  s^all  receive  and  collect  the  same  from  all  persons  whatever, 
and  in  such  manner  as  to  them  may  seem  proper,  and  I  direct  that  they, 
their  heirs,  successors,  representatives,  or  descendants,  may  apply  and  dis- 
tribute the  same,  all  circumstances  duly  considered)  in  such  manner  and  to 
such  parties  as  to  them  may  appear  just^"  Held,  that,  according  to  the  true 
construction  of  the  above  clause,  there  was  no  absolute  gift  to  the  executors  as 
individuals.  The  residue  was  not  severed  from  the  trust  with  which  the  tes- 
tatrix had  clothed  all  her  property  in  the  hands  of.  her  executors,  but  although 
a  trust  was  intended  to  be  created,  it  failed  for  want  of  adequate  expression 
of  it.     Teap  Cheap  Neo  v.  Ong  Cheng  Neo  (Priv.  G.).  XIII,  207. 

26.  In  perpetuity.  A  gift  "  of  the  upper  story  of  four  specific  houses  or 
shops,  to  be  occupied  by  the  several  members  and  descendants  of  K.  S.  C. 
and  L.  K.  W.  as  already  proposed ; "  t.  «.,  as  the  context  showed,  as  a  family 
house  for  the  use  of  two  separate  families,  held  to  be  void  for  uncertainty, 
and  as  denoting  an  intention  to  create  a  perpetuity.  lb. 

27. A  devise  of  "two  plantations,  in  which  the  graves  of  the  family 

are  placed,  to  be  reserved  as  the  family  burying  place,  and  not  to.  be  mort- 
gaged or  sold,"  is  void  as  a  devise  in  perpetuity.  lb. 

28. A  direction  "  that  a  house  for  performing  religious  ceremonies  to 

my  late  husband  and  myself  be  erected  *'  is  void ;  such  a  devise  being  in  per- 
petuity, and  not  for  a  charitable  use.  lb. 

29. The  law  of  England  must,  having  regard  to  the  Boyal  Charters,  of 
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1807»  1826  and  1855,  be  taken  to  be  the  law  of  Penang  so  far  aa  it  is  applicable 
to  the  circtunBtanoes  of  the  place,  and  modified  in  its  application  bj  these  cir- 
cnmstances.  English  statutes,  therefore,  in  their  nature  •inapplicable  to 
Penang  are  not  introduced  along  with  the  general  law  of  England.  lb. 

30. The  rule,  however,  which  prevails  in  England  against  perpetuities, 

which  exists  independently  of  statutes,  and  is  founded  upon  public  policy,  is 
part  of  the  law  of  the  colony  ;  so,  also,  the  exception  to  that  rule  which  exists 
in  favor  of  charitable  uses,  passes  with  the  rule  into  the  said  law.  lb. 

31.  Oondition  in  restraint  of  marriage.  A  condition  in  restraint  of  the 
second  marriage  whether  of  a  man  or  a  woman  is  not  void.  Alien  v.  Jackson 
(Chan.  Div.),  XV,  815 ;  reversing  S..C.,  XIII,  564. 

32. A  testatrix  gave  the  income  of  certain  property  to  her  niece  (who 

was  her  adopted  daughter)  and  her  niece's  husband  during  their  joint  lives, 
and  to  the  survivor  during  his  or  her  life,  with  a  proviso  tliat  if  the  husband 
survived  his  wife  and  married  again,  the  property  should  go  over.  The  hus- 
band survived  his  wife  and  married  again.  Held^  that  the  proviso  was  valid, 
and  that  the  gift  over  took  effect.  lb. 

33.  T08tamentar7  capacity.  A  man,  moved  by  capricious,  frivolous,  mean, 
or  even  bad  motives,  may  disinherit  wholly  or  partially  his  children,  and  leave 
his  property  to  strangers.  He  may  take  an  unduly  harsh  view  of  the  char- 
acter and  conduct  of  his  children ;  but  there  is  a  limit  beyond  which  it  will 
cease  to  be. a  question  of  harsh  unreasonable  judgment,  and  then  the  repulsion 
which  a  parent  exhibits  to  his  child  must  be  held  to  proceed  from  some  mental 
defect.  If  such  repulsion,  amounting  to  a  delusion  as  to  character,  is  shown  to 
have  existed  previous  to  the  execution  of  his  will,  it  will  be  for  the  party 
setting  up  that  document  to  establish  that  it  was  inoperative  when  the  will 
was  made,  and  the  jury,  in  determining  whether  or  not  the  delusion  was  opera- 
tive, will  have  regard  to  the  contents  of  the  will  and  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding the  execution  of  it.    Baxtghton  v.  Knight  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VI,  349. 

34. It  is  essential  to  testamentary  capacity  that  the  testator  shall  under- 
stand the  nature  of  the  act  of  making  a  will,  and  its  effects,  and  the  extent  of 
the  property  of  which  he  is  disposing ;  shall  be  able  to  comprehend  and 
appreciate  the  claims  to  which  he  ought  to  give  effect,  and  with  a  view  to  the 
latter  object,  that  no  disorder  of  the  mind  shall  poison  the  affections,  pervert 
his'  sense  of  right,  or  prevent  the  exercise  of  his  natural  faculties,  that  no 
insane  delusion  shall  influence  his  will  in  disposing  of  liis  property,  and  bring 
about  such  a  disposal  of  it  as  would  not  have  been  made  had  the  mind  been 
sound.  lb. 

36.  Undue  influence.  Although  there  is  no  rule  of  law  which  forbids  a 
man  to  bequeath  his  property  to  his  medical  attendant,  yet  it  is  not  a  favorable 
circumstance  for  one  in  suCh  a  confidential  position,  with  respect  to  a  patient 
laboring  under  severe  disease,  to  take  a  large  benefit  under  such  patient's  will, 
more  particularly  if  it  be  executed  in  secresy,  and  the  whole  transaction 
assumes  the  character  of  a  clandestine  proceeding.  In  such  a  case  the  anus 
will  lie  very  heavily  upon  the  party  benefited  to  maintain  the  validity  of  the 
will.    Ashwell  v.  Lomi  (Prob.  &  Div.),  IV,  700. 

36. The  plaintiff,  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  had  resided  with  the  testa- 
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trix  and  her  husband  many  years  as  chaplain,  and  for  a  part  of  the  time  as 
confessor.  He  was  confessor  at  the  time  the  will  in  dispute  was  made.  There 
was  no  evidence  that  the  plaintiff  had  interfered  in  the  making  of  such  will, 
or  that  he  had  procured  the  gift  of  the  residue  to  himself,  or  that  he  had 
brought  such  gift  about  by  coercion  or  dominion  exercised  over  the  testatrix 
against  her  will,  or  by  importunity  not  to  be  resisted.  Moreover,  it  was  not 
shown  that  even  in  the  common  affairs  of  life,  in  business,  or  in  any  thing 
else,  the  testatrix  was  under  the  plaintiff's  control  or  dominion.  Seld,  that 
there  was  no  evidence  to  go  to  a  jury.on  an  issue  of  undue  influence.  Natural 
influence  exerted  by  one  who  possesses  it  to  obtain  a  benefit  for  himself  is 
undue  inter  vioos,  so  that  gifts  and  contracts  inter  vivas  between  certain  parties 
will  be  set  aside  unless  the  party  benefited  can  show  afitonatively  that  the 
other  party  could  have  formed  a  free  and  unfettered  judgment  in  the  matter ; 
but  such  natural  influence  may  be  lawfully  exercised  to  obtain  a  will  or 
legacy.  The  rules,  therefore,  of  courts  of  equity  ip  relation  to  gifts  inter 
vivas  are  not  applicable  to  the  making  of  wills.  Parfltt  v.  Latoless  (Prob.  & 
Div.),  IV,  687. 

37.  laez  locL  The  validity  of  a  testamentary  disposition  of  an  English 
leasehold  is  governed  by  the  law  of  England  and  not  by  the  law  of  the  testa- 
tor's domicile.    Freke  v.  L<n^  Oarbery  (Eq.  C),  VI,  813. 

38. Where,  therefore,  a  testator  domiciled  in  Ireland,  by  his  will,  gave 

an  English  leasehold  to  trustees  upon  trusts  for  sale  and  investment,  and 
directed  the  investments  to  be  held  upon  such  trusts  as  were  thereby  declared 
concerning  his  general  personal  estate,  and  the  trusts  declared  of  the  general 
personal  estate  included  trusts  for  accumulation  extending  beyond  any  of  the 
periods  allowed  by  the  Thellusson  Act  (which  does  not  apply  to  Ireland) ; 
held,  that  although  the  validity  of  the  trusts  of  the  general  personal  estate 
was  not  questioned,  still  the  Thellusson  Act  applied  to  the  English  leasehold 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  and  that  the  trust  for  accumulation  of 
the  investments  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  in  excess  of  the  periods  permitted  by 
that  act  was  invalid.  lb. 

39. The  meaning  of  the  rule,  "MdbiUa  sequutUur  personam**  is,  that  per- 
sonal estate,  not  connected  with  real  or  immovable  property^  is  subject  to  the 
law  which  governs  the  person  of  the  owner,  and  not  to  that  of  its  accidental 
situs,  lb. 

n.  AliTEaATION  Ain>  BBYOOATION. 

40.  Alteration.  In  the  absence  of  any  proof  that  alterations  in  a  will  were 
made  before  its  execution,  beyond  the  fact  that  they  bear  an  earlier  date  than 
the  will  in  the  handwriting  of  the  testator,  such  alterations  will  not  be  recog- 
nize4  by  the  court  or  appear  in  the  probate.  Gaads  af  Adamsan  (Prob.  &  Div.), 
XIV,  704. 

41. Where  a  will  in  the  testator's  handwriting  contains  material  altera- 
tions, about  the  making  of  which  no  information  can  be  obtained,  and  such 
will  was  signed  by  the  testator  while  as  a  soldier  he  was  employed  in  actual 
military  service,  the  alterations  will  be  presumed  to  have  been  made  during 
the  continuance  of  such  military  service,  and  will  be  included  in  the  probate. 
Matter  af  Tweedale  (Prob.  &  Div.),  XI,  889. 
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42. The  testator  in  the  begixming  of  his  will  disposed  of  certain  lease- 
hold houses  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  his  children,  l^e  words  of  the 
'  description  of  one  of  such  houses  were  struck  through  by  a  pen,  and  the 
deceased's  signature,  but  not  those  of  the  witnesses,  was  placed  near  such 
alteration.  At  the  end  of  the  will  a  clause  was  interlined,  by  which  testator 
bequeathed  the  same  house  to  his  trustees  for  the  sole  benefit  of  his  wife. 
Under  the  signatures  of  the  deceas^  and  the  witnesses  at  the  termination  of 
the  will  a  memorandum  was  added,  to  the  effect  that  the  above  words  were 
struck  out  for  the  benefit  of  testator's  wife.  This  memorandum  was  signed 
by  the  deceased  and  attested  by  the  witnesses.  Held,  that  the  memorandum 
referred  to  both  alterations,  the  obliteration  and  interlineation,  and  that  the 
will,  so  altered  should  be  admitted  to  probate.  Matter  of  Treeby  (Prob.  & 
Div.),  XIII,  468. 

43. The  deceased  executed  a  printed  form  of  a  will.    The  blanks  were 

filled  up  by  her  in  her  own  handwriting,  partjy  with  ink  and  partly  with  a 
pencil.  Some  portion  of  the  writing  in  ink  extended  over  that  in  pencil,  and 
some  words  of  the  latter  had  been  rubbed  out  and  obliterated.  The  words  in 
ink  were  sensible,  as  read  with  the  printed  part  of  the  will.  The  attesting 
witnesses  did  not  see  the  writing  when  they  attested  the  will.  Held,  that  the 
words  in  pencil  were  deliberative  only,  and  probate  was  granted  without  them.

44i The  deceased' executed  a  will  and  codicil,  the  latter  referring  to  the 

former  by  its  date.  The  name  of  the  executor  appointed  by  the  will  was  writ- 
ten on  an  erasure.  The  court  admitted  the  declaration  of  the  testator  as  to  the 
person  he  had  appointed  executor,  made  before  the  execution  of  the  codicil, 
and  granted  probate  of  the  will  and  codicil  to  such  executor.  Matter  of  Goods 
ofSykes  (Prob.  &  Div.),  V,  521. 

46.  Interpolation,  presumption  as  ta  The  will  of  the  deceased  had  been 
engrossed  by  a  law  stationer  on  fifteen  brief  sheets  of  paper,  consecutively 
numbered.  On  the  sixteenth  sheet  the  testator  had  written  a  codicil,  and  on 
the  eighteenth  and  last  a  schedule  of  property,  referred  to  in  the  will.  On 
the  death  of  the  testator  it  was  found  that  the  original  fourth  sheet  had  bc^n 
removed  and  placed  loose  in  his  desk,  and  that  the  original  seventeenth  sheet 
had  been  used  by  the  testator  in  substitution  of  the  fourth.  The  several  sheets 
were  tied  together  with  tape.  Held,  that  the  legal  presumption  that  papeis 
bound  together  and  constituting  the  will,  as  found  at  testator's  death,  were  so 
bound  together  at  the  time  of  execution  and  attestation,  was  not  rebutted  by 
the  circumstances  of  the  case.    Bees  v.  Bees  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VI,  865. 

46.  Relocation ;  'mntoal  wUk.  The  general  rules  as  to  the  exposition  and 
effect  of  the  Roman-Dutch  law,  prevailing  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  respect 
to  a  mutual  will  made  by  husband  and  wife  are,  that,  first,  such  mutual  will 
is  to  be  construed  as  a  separate  will,  the  disposition  of  each  spouse  being 
treated  as  applicable  to  his  or  her  half  of  the  joint  property ;  and  secondly, 
each  spouse  is  at  liberty  to  revoke  his  or  her  part  of  the  will,  either  during 
the  co-testator's  life-time,  with  or  without  communication  with  the  co-testator, 
or  after  the  oo-testatoi's  death.    Denyssen  v.  Mostert  (Priv.  C),  III,  112. 

47. The  power  which  a  surviving  spouse  has  to  revoke  a  mutual  will, 

as  far  as  affects  half  of  the  property,  is  taken  away  upon  the  concurrence  of 
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two  oonditionp :  (1)  that  the  will  dispoBes  of  the  joint  property  on  the  death  of 
the  Burvivor,  the  property  being  coneolidated  into  one  mass  for  the  purpose  of 
a  joint  disposition  of  it,  and  (2)  that  the  survivor  has  accepted  some  benefit 
under  the  will.  lb, 

48. A  mutual  will  made  by  husband  and  wife  having  community  of 

goods,  providing  for  payment  of  debts,  with  provisions  for  children  with  grand- 
children, and  nominating  sole  and  universal  heirs,  held  to  be  revocable  by  the 
surviving  spouse,  who  had  not  adiated  or  accepted  the  provisions  therein 
given,  so  far  as  affected  her  property,  and  that  she  was  entitled  to  claim  her 
half  of  the  inheritance.  lb. 

49. by  codioiL    The  testator,  by  birth  a  British  subject,  but  domiciled 

in  Spain  at  his  death,  executed  a  will  in  England,  and  subsequently  several 
codicils  valid  by  the  law  of  Spain.  Lastly,  he  executed  a  paper  in  England, 
which  confirmed  the  English  will  in  whatever  it  did  not  dash  or  interfere  with 
the  contents  of  the  codicil,  which  was  to  be  considered  as  his  last  and  delib- 
erate will.  Held,  that  the  Spanish  codicils  were  not  revoked  by  the  last-men- 
tioned paper,  but,  as  forming  part  of  the  will  which  did  not  clash  with  such 
iwper,  were  confirmed  by  it.

60. A  codicil  revoking  a  will  does  not  necessarily  revoke  a  prior  codicil. 

Farrer  v.  St.  Catharine's  College  (Eq.  C),  VI,  615. 

61. A  testator  made  a  will  and  two  codicils,  by  none  of  which  he  gave 

any  thing  to  St.  Catharine's  College ;  and  many  years  afterward  he  made  an- 
other codidl,  describing  it  as  a  codicil  to  his  last  will,  and  thereby,  after  recit- 
ing that,  by  his  said  will,  l;e  had  bequeathed  £1,000  to  St.  Catharine's  College, 
he  confirmed  the  said  bequest,  but  in  all  other  respects  he  revoked  his  said 
will ;  and  he  gave  to  St.  Catharine's  College  (in  addition  to  the  bequest  of 
£1,000)  a  sum  of  £5,000,  and  appointed  executors  of  his  said  will  and  codiciL 
Held,  that  the  last  codicil  revoked  the  will  of  the  testator,  but  not  the  codicils 
of  prior  date.  lb.

62. by  destroying.    A  testator,  undbr  the  false  impression  that  his. will 

was  invalid,  tore  it  up.  Immediately  afterward,  on  reconsideration,  he  col- 
lected the  pieces  and  placed  them  together  among  his  papers  of  importance, 
ai^d  preserved  them  until  his  death.  Held,  that  as  the  act  done  was  not  ac^ 
companied  by  an  intention  to  revoke  a  valid  will,  it  was  ineffectual,  and  the 
will  was  admitted  to  probate.     QUes  v.  Warren  (Prob.  &  Div.),  Ill,  478. 

63. The  deceased  executed  a  will  and  codicil.     In  the  latter  she  referred 

in  several  paragraphs  to  the  dispositions  contained  in  her  will,  and  more  par- 
ticularly she  bequeathed  a  certain  legacy  to  be  held  under  conditions  stated 
in  her  will.  She  subsequently  destroyed  the  will  by  burning  it,  but  preserved 
the  codicil.  Held,  that,  as  the  codicil  was  not  revoked  by  any  of  the  methods 
prescribed  by  the  Wills  Act,  it  must  be  admitted  to  probate.  In  re  Turner's 
Goods  (Prob.  &  Div.).  Ill,  480. 

64.  The  testator,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  his  brother,  which  was  signed 

by  him  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  directed  his  brother  to  obtain  his  will 
and  bum  it  without  reading  it.  Held,  that  the  letter  was  a  writing,  duly  ex- 
ecuted, dedaring  an  intention  to  revoke  the  will,  and  administration  with  the 
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letter  only  annexed,  was  granted  to  the  next  of  kin  of  the  deceased.  In  re  the 
Goods  of  Durance  (Prob.  &  Div.),  HI,  483. 

66. by  tearing.  The  testator  having  duly  executed  his  will,  subse- 
quently, when  suffering  under  an  attack  of  delirium  tremens,  tore  it  in  pieces. 
The  pieces  were  preserved,  and  on  his  recovery  he  was  informed  of  what  he 
had  done,  and  he  answered  he  must  have  been  mad  when  he  did  the  act,  and 
that  he  would  make  a  fresh  will,  which  intention  he  did  not  carry  out.  Held, 
that  the  will  was  not  revoked.    Bruni  v.  Brunt  (Prob.  &  Div.),  V,  680. 

66.  by  new  wilL    The  testatrix,  a  married  woman,  executed  a  will,  in 

which,  referring  to  a  power  to  that  effect  given  to  her  under  her  marriage  set- 
tlement, she  disposed  of  all  her  property  in  favor  of  her  husband.  She  sub- 
sequently made  a  second  will,  in  which  she  referred  to  the  same  power,  and 
bequeathed  the  greater  portion  of  the  property  affected  by  the  settlement  to 
certain  persons.  This  will .  contained  words  revoking  all  former  wills  made 
by  the  testatrix.  Held,  that  the  first  will  was  revoked  thereby.  McUter  of 
Bustaee  (Prob.  &  Div.),  X,  632. 

67. A  testator  by  his  first  will,  executed  in  England  according  to  Eng- 

lish  law,  disposed  of  all  his  realty  and  personalty  and  appointed  an  executor. 
By  his  second  and  last  will,  executed  in  Italy,  where  he  was  domiciled  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  according  to  the  law  of  Italy,  he  appointed  his  wife  his  uni- 
versal heiress,  and  the  will  contained  a  revocatory  clause  in  the  following 
terms  :  •  '*  I  erase,  revoke  and  annul  every  other  act  or  last  will  which  I  may 
have  made."  The  court  held  that  the  Italian  will  revoked  the  disposition  of 
the  personalty  and  the  appointment  of  executor  contained  in  the  English  will, 
and  that  the  Italian  will  alone  was  entitled  to  probate.  The  executor  of  the 
English  will,  who  propounded  it  as  entitled  to  probate  with  the  Ttalian  will, 
was  condemned  In  costs.     Oottrell  v.  GoUreU  (Prob.  &  Div.),  Ill,  476. 

68.  When  absolute.  The  testator,  having  executed  a  will  and  codicil, 
signed  a  second  codicil,  in  which  he  expressed  a  desire  to  cancel  his  will,  and 
that  a  document  which  he  described  as  a  will  of  earlier  date,  and  the  first  and 
second  codicils,  should  together  stand  as  his  last  will  and  testament.  The 
only  document  executed  at  the  earlier  date  was  a  settlement  on  his  marriage, 
which  was  not  of  a  testamentary  character.  Held,  that  the  revocation  of  the 
will  was  absolute,  and  not  dependent  on  the  incorporation  of  the  settlement  in 
the  papers  admitted  to  probate.     Ooode  of  Oentry  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VI,  362. 

69.  Dependent  relative  revocation.  The  principle  of  dependent  relative 
revocation  applies  to  the  case  where  a  testator  has  so  entirely  erased  the  name 
of  a  legatee  that  it  is  no  longer  apparent,  and  has  substituted  another  nanre 
for  it.  The  court  will  receive  evidence  to  show  what  the  original  name  was, 
and  restore  it  to  the  probate  if  satisfied  that  the  testator  only  revoked  the  first 
bequest  on  the  supposition  that  he  had  effectually  substituted  a  new  legatee. 
Goods  of  McGabe  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VI,  872. 

60. The  testatrix,  having  her  will  in  her  hand,  dictated  the  alterations 

she  desired  to  be  made  in  the  first  part  of  it  to  a  friend,  who  wrote  them 
down.  Testatrix,  feeling  unwell,  desired  her  friend  to  stop  there,  and  then 
tore  off  and  burnt  so  much  of  her  will  as  had  been  covered  by  the  memoran< 
dum  written  .at  her  dictation.    This  memorandum,  together  with  the  rest  of 
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the  will,  -which  contidned  th«  reBiduory  eUnee  uid  the  Bignatares  of  the  testa- 
trix and  wltneeeeB  and  tbe  Bttestattoii  claan  intact,  was  placed  in  a  deak  by 
the  testatrix  and  locked  ap,  and  ehe  belie7ed  wbeo  she  did  so  that  these 
papers  coustitated  a  new  will,  and  were  not  merely  Inatructiona  for  such  a 
will.  Held,  that  It  was  a  case  of  dependent  relative  revocation,  a  revocation 
depeadeut  on  the  papers  locked  up  constituting  a  new  will,  and  probate  was 
granted  of  the  original  will  as  eoatalaed  in  the  portion  wihich  remained  and 
the  draft  of  the  part  which  was  destroyed.  Dancer  v.  Orabb  (Pnb.  ft  Div.), 
VI,  87B. 

61. Where  a  testator  has  pasted  over  a  whole  legacy  a  piece  of  paper 

on  which  at  some  lime,  about  which  the  witnesses  can  give  no  information,  he 
has  written  a  new  bequest,  the  court  will  not  order  the  upper  paper  to  be 
removed,  and  will  direct  the  probate  t«  issue  in  blank  as  to  that  legac; ;  but  if 
the  testator  has  covered  over  the  amount  of  a  legacy  only,  leaving  the  legatee'B 
name  untouched,  the  court  will  consider  it  a  case  which  comes  under  the 
principle  of  a  dependent  relative  revocation  and  will  endeavor  to  discover  the 
amonnt  of  the  legacy  originally  bequeathed  by  removing  the  upper  paper. 
Oood»  of  Hortfori  (Prob.  &  Div.).  Xll,  «73. 

62.  ReiTOOBtion  of  davis*.  T.  W.,  in  1824,  became  mortgagee  in  fee  of 
Blackacre.  The  form  of  the  conveyance  was  to  him  on  trust  to  sell,  and  out 
of  the  proceeds  to  retain  the  debt,  and  pay  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  the  mort- 
gagor. In  February,  1828,  T.  W.  made  his  will,  whereby  he  deviBe4  all  his 
real  estate  (except  mortgage  and  trust  estates)  and  all  his  personal  estate  to 
trustees,  upon  trust  for  T.  and  H.  He  also  devised  to  the  same  trustees  all 
hlB  mortgage  estates  upon  trust,  on  payment  of  the  moneys  due,  to  convey  the 
same  to  the  person  who  should  be  entitled  to  the  equity  of  .redemption,  and 
directed  the  moneys  to  form  part  of  bis  personal  estate.  In  March,  1826,  the 
mortgagor  of  Blackacre  became  Iwakrupt,  and  in  Jnne,  182Q,  T.  W.  contracted 
with  the  aaaignees  in  bankruptcy  for  the  purchase  of  the  equity  of  redemption. 
The  purebaee-mooey  was  paid  by  T.  W.,  but  no  conveyance  from  the  aasignees 
was  ever  executed.  In  Octol>er,  1826,  T.  W.  died,  leaving  T.  and  C.  his 
co-heirs.  C.  by  deed  renounced  to  the  trustees  of  the  will  all  claim  nnder 
the  contract  of  June,  1820.  The  trustees  under  the  will  entered  into  receipt  of 
the  rents  of  Blackacre,  and  administered  the  same  as  part  of  the  testator's 
estate  until  1869.  Y.  then  claimed  the  right  to  a  conveyance  of  one  moiety  of 
Blackacre  as  co-heir  of  T.  W.  Hdd,  that  the  purchase  of  the  equity  of  re- 
demption by  the  testator  revoked  the  devise  by  his  will,  not  only  of  the  bene- 
ficial interest  but  of  the  legal  estate  in  the  mortgaged  property  ;  that  no  dry 
itate  in  Blackacre  was  remuning  in  the  trusloes  of  the  will  at  the 
's  death  :  that  the  mortgage  estate  had  by  the  contract  ceased  to  be  a 
;e,  and  had  become  a  new  abeoiute  interest,  and  that  Blackacre  was 
sed  of  by  the  wUl.     Tardity  v.  floiiond  (Eq.  C),  XV,  433, 

m.  Pbobate. 
'oralgn  wllL    When  a  will  has  been  proved  In  a  foreign  court,  a  duly 
Icated  copy  will  be  admitted  to  probate  in  this  country,  without  further 
i  of  the  validity  of  snch  will.    The  Court  of  Jersey  is  to  be  treated  as 
D  court.    MOtr  v.  Jtmut  (Prob.  ft  Div.).  V,  002. 
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64.  Will  of  realty  only.  By  his  will  the  deceaeed  ordered  his  debts  to  be 
paid  and  a  portion  of  his  real  estate  to  be  sold,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  thereof 
certain  legacies  to  be  paid.  All  his  other  tenements  or  hereditaments  whatso- 
ever, in  remainder  or  expectancy,  he  gave  and  devised  unto  his  son  and 
daughters  in  eqiial  proportion.  No  direct  reference  was  made  therein  to  per- 
sonal estate.  Held,  thht  the  Ck)urt  of  Probate  has  no  jurisdiction  to  grant 
probate  of  such  a  will.    Matter  of  Bootie  (Prob.  &  Div.),  X,  581. 

66.  Two  instruments.  .  The  deceased  executed  a  will,  in  which,  after  dis- 
posing in  legacies  of  a  small  part  of  her  property,  she  left  the  rest  to  her 
daughter  absolutely,  and  appointed  her  executrix.  She  subsequently  executed 
another  instrument,  which  purported  to  be  her  last  will  and  testament,  but 
had  no  revocatory  clause.  By  this  she  gave  the  whole  of  her  property  to  her 
daughter  for  life,  and  made  her  whole  and  sole  executrix.  On  the  death  of 
the  daughter  she  gave  legacies  to  a  larger  amount  than  in  the  first  will,  but 
did  not  dispose  of  the  residue.  Held,  that  the  two  instruments  ought  to  be 
admitted  to  probate  as  together  containing  the  will  of  the  deceased.  Goods  of 
PeteheU  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VUI.

66. Testator  executed  a  trust  disposition  and  settlement,  valid  accord- 
ing to  the  law  of  Scotland,  and  applicable  to  the  whole  heritable  and  mova- 
ble estate  which  should*  belong  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  subse- 
quently executed  a  will,  by  which  he  disposed  of  all  his  real  and  personal 
estate,  whether  in  Scotland  or  England.  By  the  law  of  Scotland,  the  English 
will  was  ineffectual  as  a  conveyance  of  the  Scotch  heritage,  and  did  not  revoke 
the  previous  settlement,  and  the  two  documents  together  form  the  complete 
testamentary  disposition  of  the  testator.  The  deceased's  domicile  was  Eng- 
lish, but  he  had  a  freehold  estate  in  Scotland.  The  court  j^ranted  probtfte  of 
the  will  and  trust  disposition  as  together  containing,  the  will  of  the  deceased. 
In  re  Goods  of  Donaldson  (Frob.  &  Div.),  V,  638. 

67.  InooDflistent  wills.    A  testator  left  two  wills,  containing  different  and 
'  inconsistent  dispositions  of  his  property.    The  first  will  appointed  an  executor, 

and  the  second  did  not  revoke  that  appointment,and  appointed  no  fresh  executor, 
and  contained  no  general  words  of  revodeition.  With  the  consent  of  all  parties 
probate  of  both  wills,  as  together  containing  the  last  will  of  the  deceased, 
was  granted  to  the  executor  named  in  the  first  will.  In  re  Goods  of  Griffith 
(Prob.  &  Div.),  IV,  688. 

68.  In  part  at  di£Ferent  times.  Under  special  circumstances  the  court  will 
grant  probate  of  certain  papers  forming  part  of  the  will  of  a  deceased,  the 
other  papers  or  authentic  copies  thereof  not  being  in  this  country  at  the  time, 
reserving  power  to  the  executor  to  prove  the  other  papers  or  authentic  copies 
thereof  when  they  arrive,  and  on  an  undertaking  on  his  part  that  he  will  do 
BO.    In  re  Goods  of  Mobarts  (Prob.  &  Div.).  VII,  346. 

69.  Words  introduced  by  mistake.  The  deceased,  by  her  will,  left  a  por- 
tion of  her  furniture  and  household  efiects  to  her  daughter,  and  disposed  of 
the  residue  of  her  property,  appointing  trustees  and  executors.  Subsequently 
she  was  advised  that  the  bequest  to  her  daughter  should  be  secured  to  her 
separate  use,  and  she  gave  directions  that  a  testamentary  paper  should  be 
prepared  to  that  effect.     The  paper  thus  prepared  purported  to  be  her  last  will 
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uid  tPBtamant,  and,  in  addition  to  a  claose  to  the  eOect  above  menUoned,  ooa- 
tained  one  revocatorj  of  all  former  willa.  Thia  paper  was  executed  by  the 
deceased,  but  waa  not  read  oVer  to  or  by  her,  aad  she  wag  not  aware  that  it 
contained  Buch  words  of  revocation.  Held,  that,  as  the  norda  of  revocation 
had  been  introduced  per  iiicuriam  and  without  the  instructions  of  the  deceased, 
and  their  preaenco  there  was  nnknown  to  the  deceased  when  she  executed  the 
will,  the;  ought  to  be  omitted  from  the  probate.

70.  BridancB  admiadUe.  There  ia  no  uuTtelding  rule  of  law  (especiall; 
where  tbeT  ingredient  of  frand  enters  Into  the  case)  that,  when  it  lias  been 
proved  that  a  testator,  oompetent  In  mind,  lias  had  a  will  read  over  to  him, 
and  haa  thereupon  executed  it,  all  farther  inquiry  ia  shot  out.  PuWm  v. 
Andraie  (H.  of  L.),  XII,  76. 

7L Forster   Charter,  a  Northumbrian  farmer,  made  a  will  In  1859  ;  it* 

was  drawn  for  him  at  his  request,  l>y  the  vicar  of  the  parish.  The  vicar 
knew,  personally,  nothing  of  the  testator's  family.  The  testator  had  had  a  son 
named  Forster  Charter,  but  this  son  died  unmarried  while  yet  under  ag^ 
The  second  eon,  who  thereupon  became  the  elder  surviving  son,  waa  named 
WiUiaiu  Forster  Charter.  Ia  1850  he  left  home  and  settled  in  business  at  a 
place  about  100  miles  distant.  He  was  never  known  as  Forster  Charter  but 
called  William  or  Willie.  In  1863  he  went  to  Auetralia,  but  returned  In  1856. 
He  then  resumed  his  former  basiness  at  bis  previous  residence,  and  visited  his 
father  only  occaaionally.  It  was  doubtful  whether  they  were  or  were  not  on 
good  terms  with  eaoh  other.  The  younger  surviving  son  was  named  Charles 
Charter.  He  always  lived  with  his  father,  except  for  a  very  short  period  in 
1S59  j>r  1860,  4»hen  he  absented  himself  on  account  of  a  quarrel  in  the 
family.  On  hie  return  he  went  on  as  before,  assisting  his  father,  the  t«Btaior. 
In  the  farm  business  till  the  father  died,  which  was^n  1869.  The  testator  had 
three  daughters;  two  were  married  and  living  away.  They  were  not  men- 
Uoned  in  the  wilt.  The  third  was  unmarried,  and  lived  with  her  father.  Her  ' 
name  was  Barbai*.  Bhe  was  mentioned  in  the  will,  but  was  nrroneoualy 
called  "  Barbara  Forster,"  though  she  had  never  been  known  by  that  double 
name.  The  testator's  residence  and  farm  were,  in  the  will,  left  to  "  my  son 
Forster  Charter,"  who  waa  made  executor.  This  name  and  this  descripUon 
were  twice  repeated.  The  will  went  on  to  provide  an  annuity  for  the  wife,  to 
be  paid  "  by  my  executor  Forster  Charter,"  as  long  as  they  should  "reside 
together  in  the  Bame  house;"  but  '■should  they  think  proper  to  live  separ- 
ately "  the  "  said  Forster  Charter  "  was  to  let  her  live  rent  free  in  a  neighbor' 
Ing  cottage,  and  fnmish  her,  in  addition  to  the  annuity,  with  necessary  sup- 
plies; and  in  caae  of  any  dispute  between  them  as  to  the  eupplles,  the  decis- 
ion of  W,  D.  (a  near  neighbor  and  one  of  the  witnesses  to  the  will)  was  to  be 
"  ■  "Tiere  waa  a  similar  proTlsloa  as  to  "  Barbara  Fotstar."  Probate  was 
by  the  provincial  registrar  to  the  elder  surviving  son,  William  Forster 
On  a  citation  to  recall  probate,  evidence  was  received,  not  only  of 
I,  clrcnmetanceB,  and  habits  of  the  family,  bnt  of  the  declarations  of 
tor  as  to  his  intentions  with  regard  to  his  property.  SM,  that  this 
idence  was  luadmisslble.  Ohartw  v.  UKa/rier  (H.  of  L.),  XII,  1 ; 
;  B.  C,  I,  249. 
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IS^, Beld,  by  the  Lord  Ohaiicbllor  and  Lord  Sblbornb,  that  evidence 

as  to  the  state,  circumstances,  and  habits  of  the  family  was  here  admis- 
sible, lb. 

73. An^  (dissenting  Lord  Chelmsford  and  Lord  Hathbrley),  that  the 

evidence  of  that  kind  here  given  had  the  effect  of  correcting  what  was  thereby 
shown  to  have  been  a  mistake  in  the  will,  t.  e,,  the  name  of  the  executor  as 
there  written ;  that  the  description  of  what  was  to  be  done,  of  the  circum- 
stances under  which  it  was  to  be  done,  and  of  the  person  who  was  to  act  in 
doing  it,  of  the  place  where  the  directions  of  the  will  were  to  be  carried  into 
effect,  and  all  the  circumstances  connected  therewith,  pointed  plainly  to 
Charles,  who  had  always  been,  and  then  was,  resident  with  his  father,  as  the 
person  intended  to  carry  the  provisions  of  the  will  into  effect ;  and  that  a 
mistake  having  been  made  in  the  use  of  one  Christian  name,  which  the  pro- 
Visions  in  the  will  and  the  evidence,  properly  admissible,  had  corrected,  the 
original  probate  had  been  rightfully  recalled ;  and  that  Charles  Charter  was 
properly  and  completely  shown  to  be  the  person  rightfully  entitled  to  the 
probate.  The  difficulty  having  been  created  by  the  act  of  the  testator  him- 
self, the  costs  of  both  parties  were  ordered  to  come  out  of  the  estate.  lb. 

74.  In  order  to  rebut  the  presumption  of  revocation  arising  from  a  will 

which  was  in  a  testator's  possession  not  being  found  after  his  death,  evidence 
was  produced  of  declarations  by  the  testator  showing  an  intention  to  adhere  to 
the  will.  The  court  held  that  evidence  of  46cli^f&tions  of  an  intention  not  to 
adhere  to  the  will,  produced  by  the  opponents  of  the  will,  was  admissible  to 
contradict  the  evidence  of  adherence,  whatever  might  be  the  form  of  words  in 
which  such  intention  was  expressed ;  and,  therefore,  that  a  declaration  by  the 
testator  that  he  had  burnt  his  will  was  admissible,  not  as  evidence  of  the  fact 
of  destruction,  but  as  evidence  of  intention.  Keen  v.  Keen  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VII, 
341. 

76.  Burden  of  proo£  Those  who  take  a  benefit  under  a  will,  and  have  been 
instrumental  in  preparing  or  obtaining  it,  have  thrown  upon  them  the  onus  of 
showing  the  righteousness  of  the  transaction.  Fhdton  v.  Anc^ew  (H.  of  L.), 
XTI,  76. 

76.  Restricting  proo£  By  the  40th  Rule  of  Proceeding  in  the  Probate  Court 
(1865),  made  as  to  contentious  business,  it  is  required  that  any  party  having 
pleaded  certain  pleas  as  to  the  competency  of  the  testator  and  the  validity  of 
the  execution  of  the  will,  shall  give  particulars  in  writing,  stating  shortly  the 
substance  of  the  case  he  intends  to  present  to  the  court,  and  no  other  defense 
shall  be  available.  The  particulars  delivered  in  this  case  set  forth  that,  **at 
the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  alleged  will,  the  deceased  was  in  a  state  of 
mental  prostration  brought  on  by  habitual  drunkenness  and  disease  of  the 
brain,  and  that  when  he  executed  the  alleged  will  he  was  not  conscious' of ,  and 
did  not  approve  of,  the  contents  of  the  alleged  will  or  of  the  residuary  clause. 
Held,  that  these  particulars  could  not  be  construed  as  restricting  the  defend- 
ants to  proof  that  the  non-approval  of  the  residuary  clause  was  alone  occa- 
sioned by  mental  prostration  brought  on  by  habitual  drunkenness  and  disease 
of  the  brain.  lb. 

77.  Changing  verdict    A  will  was  propounded  for  probate.    A  caveat  was 
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entered.  The  CoDit  of  ProbftM  directed  the  case  to  be  tried  At  the  tsslxea ; 
it  was  BO  tried  on  eii  isaueB.  The  first  four  required  m  determination  of  the 
fact  whether  the  teetatOT  naa  of  sound  mind  and  anderstaDding,  capable  of 
making  a  wilt  ;  tlie  Gfth,  whether  he  knew  and  approved  of  the  conteDts  of 
the  will ;  the  sixth,  whether  he  knew  and  approved  of  the  rSeidu&t;  dauae. 
That  clause  was  the  last  in  the  will,  and  by  it  the  propoandera  of  the  will 
were  made  the  residuary  legatees,  and  were  appointed  eiecatora.  Evidence 
having  been  taken,  the  judge,  at  the  trial,  aaked  the  opinion  of  the  jarors  on 
evet7  one  of  the  issues.  They  found  for  the  propounders  of  the  will  on  the 
first  five  iBBUes,  but  for  the  opponents  on  the  sixth.  No  leave  to  set  aside  the 
verdict  and  enter  judgment  for  the  propounders,  notwithstanding  the  verdict 
on  the  sixth  issue,  waa  reaerved,  but  when  the  case  came  before  the  Court  of 
Probate  a  rule  was  obtained  to  set  aside  the  verdict  geneially  and  have  a  new 
trial,  or  to  set  aside  the  verdict  on  the  sixth  issue  for  miBdirection.  On  argu- 
ment, the  judge  of  the  Coart  of  Probate  made  the  rule  absolute  to  enter  the 
verdict  (or  the  propounders  of  the  will,  and  granted  probate  of  the  whole  will, 
including  the  resldiutry  claow.  Seid,  that  this  judgment  was  irregular  and 
conld  not  be  sustained.  lb. 

78.  Mistake,  correotlon  of.  Testator  gave  oral  instructions  for  a  will  to  his 
attorney,  who  made  a  memoraodam  of  them  in  his  presence.  The  residuary 
clause  was  as  follows :  "  And  the  residue  equally  among  all  the  sons,  includ' 
ing  the  eldest  eon.  for  the  time  being,  oo  attaining  twenty-one."  From  the 
memorandum  a  draft  will  was  drawn,  which  disposed  of  the  reddue  In  the 
following  terms :  "  The  trustees  to  stand  possessed  of  all  the  residue  and  re- 
mainder of  my  re<U  estate  in  trusf,  to  divide  the  same,"  etc.  The  draft  will 
was  left  with  the  testator,  and  on  his  suggestion  certain  alterations  were  made 
in  it.  bat  not  in  reference  to  the  words  of  tlie  residuary  clause  above  given. 
The  will  with  such  words  was  executed  by  the  testator.  Seid,  that  however 
clearly  an  error  can  be  established  in  a  will,  unlesa  words  have  been  inserted 
by  fraud  or  by  mistake,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  testator,  the  Court  of 
Probate  cannot  correct  it,  either  by  the  omission  of  words  or  by  the  insertion 
of  other  words.    Barter  v.  Enrter  (Prol>.  &  Div.),  V,  508. 

79.  Cost*.  Prima  facie,  an  executor  is  justified  in  propounding  hia  testa- 
tor's will :  and  if  the  facts  within  his  knowledge  at  the  time  he  does  to  tend 
to  show  eccentricity  merely  on  the  part  of  the  testator,  and  he  is  totally  Ignor- 
ant at  the  time  of  the  circumstances  and  conduct  which  afterward  induce  a 
jury  to  find  that  the  testator  was  innuie  at  the  date  of  the  will,  he  will,  on  the 
principle  that  the  testator's  conduct  was  the  cause  of  litlgaLlon,  be  entitled  to 
receive  his  costs  out  of  the  estate,  although  the  will  be  pronounced  against. 
Boughton  v.  Enight  (Prob.  &  Dlv.),  VI,  348. 

SO. M.  B.  bequeathed  £1,000  to  E.  D.  B.  (a  natural  son  of  her  sister,  de- 

i>Bsaai4  and  ooe  of  her  executors),  and  legacies  to  other  persons.  By  codicil. 
xt  stating  that  her  intention  was  to  give  to  T.  W.,  the  other  executor, 
ae  of  her  estate,  after  payment  of  the  legacies,  free  of  all  deductions 
t  of  probate  duty  or  on  any  other  account,  declared  that  all  the  lega- 
Id  contribute  ratably  toward  the  payment  of  her  funeral  nnd  testa- 
expenses  In  exoneration  of  the  residne.  SM,  that  the.  costs  of  the 
;be  administration  of  M.  B.'s  estate  mast  be  pud  out  of  the  residue. 
'  Btefi  Eibfle  ;  Oray  v.  IFamtfr  (Eq.  C),  Til,  591. 
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81. A  will  of  the  deceiised  haying  been  found,  in  which  A.  was  named 

executor,  he  gave  notice  thereof  to  B.,  who  was  about  to  obtain  a  grant  in  the 
goods  of  the  deceased,  as  interested  under  a  previous  will,  and  entered  a 
caveat.  Before  the  caveat  had  been  warned,  and,  therefore,  before  contentious 
proceedings  had  originated  therefrom,  he  withdrew  it  and  signified  to  B.  that 
he  did  not  intend  to  seek  to  establish  his  will,  and  administration,  with  the 
earlier  will  annexed,  issued  to  B.  Subsequently  A.  took  out  a  citation,  calling 
upon  B.  to  bring  in  the  administration  «nd  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be 
revoked.  Hdd,  that  A.  was  not  precluded  from  continuing  a  suit  to  determine 
which  was  the  last  will  of  the  deceased.  Gfixidard  v.  Smith  (Prob.  &  Div.),  V, 
504. 

82. The  costs  of  an  unsuccessful  opposition  to  a  will  must  be  paid  out 

of  the  estate  in  cases  where  the  testator,  by  his  own  conduct,  and  habits,  and 
mode  of  life,  has  given  the  opponents  of  the  will  reasonable  ground  for  ques- 
tioning his  testamentary  capacity.    Dcmes  v.  Ghregary  (Prob.  &  Div.),  V,  523. 

83. In  cases  where  neither  the  testator,  by  his  own  conduct,  nor  the 

execators  or  persons  interested  under  the  will,  by  their  conduct,  have  brought 
about  the  litigation  as  to  its  validity,  but  the  opponents  of  the  will,  after  due 
inquiry  into  the  facts,  entertained  a  bona  fide  belief  in  the  existence  of  a  state 
of  things  which,  if  it  did  exist,  would  justify  the  litigation,  and  the  opposition 
is  unsuccessful,  each  party  must  pay  his  own  costs.  lb. 

84.  Probate  duty.  When  a  will  contains  an  absolute  trust  for  the  conver- 
sion of  land,  and,  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  limitations  of  the  proceeds 
contained  in  the  will,  the  testator's  heir  takes  the  undisposed-of  interest,  he 
takes  it  as  money,  and  on  his  death  probate  duty  is  payable  upon  it,  although 
the  land  still  remains  unsold.    Attorney-General  v.  Lomas  (Exch.),  VII,  809. 

86.  C.  J.  B.,  by  his  will,  directed  his  real  estate  to  be  converted,  and 

the  proceeds,  with  his  personalty,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  payment  of  debts 
and  legacies,  and,  as  to  the  residue,  on  certain  trusts  which  failed.  The  testa- 
tor's heiress,  M.  B.,  became,  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  last-mentioned 
trusts,  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  the  real  estate.  She  died  under  twenty- 
one,  and  at  the  time  of  her  death  the  real  estate  was  unsold.  HM,  that  the 
interest  which  M.  B.  took  as  heiress  of  C.  J.  B.  was  taken  by  her  as  money, 
and  that  probate  duty  was  payable  by  her  administrator  in  respect  of  it.  lb.

8tf.  Leaving  no  Issue.  The  testatrix,  by  her  will,  gave  her  estate  real  and 
personal  unto  M.  H.  for  her  sole  use  during  her  life,  and  after  her  death  to 
her  children  in  equal  parts ;  and  in  case  M.  H.  dies  leaving  no  Issue,  the  whole 
of  the  property  to  go  to  the  next  of  kin.  Heldt  that  the  words  "  leaving  no 
issue  "  must  be  construed  "  having  had  no  issue."  Trehame  v.  Layton  (Q.  B.) 
XIV,  282. 

87.  Zieavlng  issue.  A  testator  gave  a  fund  to  trustees  to  pay  the  dividends 
to  his  daughter  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  transfer  the  principal  equally 
among  all  the  children  of  his  said  daughter,  whether  by  her  present  putative 
huBband,*or  by  any  other  person  whom  she  might  marry,  who  should  attain 
twenty-one,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns.     But  in  case  his 
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daughter  should  die  "leaving"  no  IsBue,  then  to  the  testator's  other  children. 
Long  before  the  date  of  the  will  the  teptator's  daughter  was,  with  the  testa- 
tor's knowledge,  living  with  a  gentleman  to  whom  she  was  afterward  married, 
and  she  had  one  son  by  that  person,  who  was  born  four  years  before  the  date 
of  the  will,  and  was  known  by  the  testator  to  be  illegitimate,  and  acknowl- 
edged  by  him  as  his  grandson.  The  daughter  being  slxty-eeven  years  of  age, 
and  having  had  no  other  child,  and  her  husband  being  dead,  ?ield,  that  the 
illegitimate  son  was  entitled  absolutely  to  the  capital, and  the  word  "  leaving" 
being  construed  **  having/'  and  he  being  now  over  twenty-one,  the  money  was 
ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  mother  and  son,  who  petitioned  for  payment  to  them 
jointly.     Matter  of  Brawn's  Trust  (Eq.  C),  VI,  738. 

88.  Entitled.  H.  F.  C. ,  who  died  in  1852,  by  will  gave  real  estates  to  trustees 
upon  trust  for  his  wife  for  life,  and,  after  her  decease,  for  the  benefit  of  his  .un- 
married daughters.  He  gave  power  to  the  trustees  after  the  decease  of  his  wife, 
or  the  decease  or  marriage  of  all  his  daughters,  or  earlier,  with  the  consent  of 
his  wife,  or  if  she  should  be  dead,  of  his  unmarried  daughters,  to  sell  the  estates ; 
and  they  were  to  invest  the  moneys  and  to  pay  the  income  to  his  wife  for  life, 
and,  after  her  decease,  to  divide  the  principal  moneys  among  such  of  his 
daughters  as  should  be  living  at  his  decease,  equally,  as  tenants  in  common. 
He  left  five  daughters  surviving.  L.,  one  of  them,  in  1858,  married  W.,  and 
I.,  another  of  them,  in  1858  married  H.  By  the  settlement  made  on  the  mar- 
riage of  I.  and  H.,  she  assigned  to  trustees  certain  trust  funds  and  premises 
upon  trusts  during  their  join(  lives  to  pay  the  income  to  her  for  her  separate 
use,  and,  after  the  decease  of  either,  to  pay  it  to  the  survivor  for  life,  and 
after  the  decease  of  the  survivor  upon  trusts  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  or 
remoter  issue,  as  they  should  jointly  appoint ;  and  in  default  of  such  appoint- 
ment, as  the  survivor  should  appoint ;  and  in  default,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children  equally.  The  settlement  contained  a  covenant  by  the  husband  and 
wife,  that  if,  at  any  time  after  the  marriage,  and  during  their  joint  lives,  they, 
or  either  of  them  in  her  right,  should  by  gift,  descent,  succession,  or  other- 
wise, become  entitled  to  any  real  or  personal  estate,  property,  or  effects,  of  the 
value  of  £100  or  upwards,  at  any  one  time,  the  same  should  be  conveyed, 
transferred,  assured,  and  paid  to  the  trustees  upon  the  trusts  declared.  The 
testator's  estates  were,  in  1867,  with  the  consent  of  his  widow,  sold  by  the 
trustees,  and  they  investcKl  the  proceeds  in  East  India  Government  Stock. 
The  widow  died  in  April,  1871,  leaving  I  and  H.  surviving.  By  the  settlement 
made  on  the  marriage  of  L.  and  W.,  she  assigned  to  trustees  certain  trust 
funds  and  personal  estate  upon  trusts  similar  to  those,  and  there  ^^ras  a  cove- 
nant similar  to  that  contained  in  the  settlement  of  I.  and  H.  L.  died  in  Janu- 
1^,  1865,  without  having  concurred  in  exercising  the  joint  power  of  appoint- 
ment.  W.  died  in  January,  1871.  By  will  he  appointed  the  trust  funds  and 
personal  estate  settled  by  his  late  wife.  The  trustees  of  H.  F.  C.'s  will  sold 
the  stock,  and  paid  into  court,  to  a.  credit  in  I.  and  H.'s  matter,  the  sum  of 
£2,290 18«  ;  and  I.  and  H.,  by  their  petition,  prayed  that  it  might  be  paid  to  H. 
The  same  trustees  paid  into  court,  to  a  credit  in  L.  and  W.'s  matter,  a  similar 
sum  and  some  apportioned  dividends  ;  and  the  two  surviving  trustees  of  L.  & 
W.'s  settlement  (who  were  also  two  of  the  trustees  and  executors  of  W.'s 
will),  and  the  children  of  the  marriage,  by  their  petition,  prayed  thai  it  might 
be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  settlement.    HM,  that  '*  entitled "  most  be 
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read  "  entitled  In  possesaion,''  &nd  therefore  that  the  fund  in  I.  and  H.'s  mat- 
ter wa^  bound  by  the  covenant,  and  must  go  to  the  trnstees  of  the  sottlement, 
the  required  change  in  the  property  having  taken  place  during  the  coverture ; 
and  that  the  fund  in  L.  and  W.*8  matter  was  not  bound  by  the  covenant,  and 
must  go  to  W.'fl  legal  personal  representativee,  there  having  been  no  change 
in  the  property  during  the  coverture.    In  re  CUnion's  Tnuts  (Eq.  C),  1, 691. 

89.  By  what  law  governed.  A  will  made  in  India,  which  deals  with  prop- 
erty in  England,  must  be  governed  by  the  law  of  England.  So,  TiM,  where 
the  testator  attempted  to  appoint  a  testamentary  guardian  of  his  illegitimate 
children  in  England,  which  he  could  not  do  under  the  laws  thereof.  SUeman 
V.  Wilson  (Eq.  C),  I,  688. 

90.  Appointment  of  executor.  The  deceased,  in  her  will,  appointed  E.  H. 
her  sole  trustee,  and  directed  that  he  should  be  paid  as  an  attorney  the  same 
as  if  he  had  not  been  a  trustee.  The  only  duties  assigned  to  him  were  those 
of  a  trustee.  HM^  that  he  was  not  an  executor  according  to  the  tenor  of  the 
will.    Matter  of  Goods  of  Lwvry  (Prob.  &  Div.),  VIII,  085. 

91. In  order  to  constitute  one  aji  executor  according  to  the  tenor  of  the 

will  it  must  appear,  on  a  reasonable  construction  thereof,  that  the  testator  in- 
tended that  he  should  collect  his  assets,  pay  his  debts  and  funeral  expenses 
and  discharge  the  legacies  contained  in  such  will.  In  the  Goods  of  Adamson 
(Piob.  &  Div.),  XIV,  704. 

92.  Ambiguity  in  name.  The  testator  appointed  as  his  executor  his  son 
Forster  Charter.  He  had  no  son  of  that  name,  but  two  sons  named  William 
Forster  Charter  and  Charles  Charter.  The  court,  on  evidence  of  the  circum- 
stances  under  which  the  testator  wrote  the  will,  and  of  the  position  of  the 
parties  about  him,  and  also  on  consideration  of  the  contents  of  the  will  itself, 
determined  that  the  latter  was  the  person  denoted  by  the  will,  and  decreed 
probate  to  him.    Charter  v.  Charter  (Prob.  &  Div.),  I,  249. 

93. It  would  seem  that  in  such  a  case  the  court  may  receive  parol  evi- 
dence of  the  intention  of  the  testator.  lb. 

94.  Iiegaoy  when  abeotate.  Testator  devised  all  the  rest,  residue,  and 
remainder  of  his  real  and  personal  estiite  to  S.  M.,  a  married  woman,  her  heirs 
and  assigns,  forever ;  but  upon  trust,  '*  as  to  all  the  freehold,"  as  he  proceeded 
to  declare,  **  and  as  to  the  personal  property  so  given  as  aforesaid  to  the  said 
8.  M.,  to  and  for  her  own  proper  use  and  benefit  forever,"  separately  from  her 
husband, "  and  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  by  her  in  the  bringing  up  and  main- 
tenance of"  all  her  children.  S.  M.  died,  leaving  several  infant  children. 
Heldf  that  she  took  an  absolute  interest  in  the  personalty,  unaffected  by  any 
trust.    Mackett  v.  MaekeU  (Eq.  C),  II,  412. 

96. Gift  by  a  testator  of  all  the  residue  of  his  estate  and  effects,  real 

and  personal,  whatsoever  and  wheresoever,  to  his  wife  E.  C,  and  after  her 
death,  to  be  equally  divided  to  the  children,  should  there  be  any ;  he  also 
appointed  his  wife  sole  executrix.  There  were  no  children.  Heid^  that  the 
wife  was  absolutely  entitled.     Oroner  v.  Orotier  (Eq.  C),  V,  849. 

96.  By  a  codicil  made  many  years  after  the  will  referred  to  in  it,  after 

reciting  that  by  his  said  will  he  had  bequeathed  £1,000  to  St.  Catharine's  Col- 
lege, the  testator  confirmed  said  bequest,  but  in  all  other  respects  he  revoked

liiB  aaiA  will,  and  g»ve  to  Mid  eoUego  ui  addl^onal  aum  of  £5,000.  Stld,  thai 
nader  the  last  codicil  8C.  Catbuuine'B  College  ms  eatilled  to  a  legacy  of  £6,000 
in  tile  nhole.     Fhrrer  v.  St.  CalTiariTie't  CoiUge  (Eq.  C),  VI.  615. 

97. A  testator,  by  hia  will,  gi,ve  legacies  of  £35  each  lo  the  Rut.  J.  B., 

the  Rev.  N.  L.  and  the  Rev.  J.  D.  C.  W.,  described  as  curates  of  a  panicnlar 
cbarch.  At  the  date  of  the  will  and  the  death  of  the  testator,  the  Rev.  J.  B., 
the  Rev.  N.  L.  and  the  Eev.  W.  C.  B.  were  coratea  of  the  church ;  there 
□ever  had  been  ttaj  curate  of  that  church  named  W . ,  but  there  was  a  clerg;- 
mau  of  that  name  whom  initials  were  J.  D.  C.  ffeld,  that  the  Rev.  J.  D.  C. 
W.  was  entitled  to  the  legacy,  and  that  extrinsic  evidence  of  the  temator'a 
intention  waa  InadmlBHible.  lb. 

96. A  testator,  having  purchased  a  piece  of  land,  opened  it  as  a  brick- 
field, and  it  was  open  at  his  death.  Bj  hii  will  he  devised  it  to  trustees  apon 
trust  to  sell  "  when,  in  their  discretion,  it  may  seem  advisable ; "  and  be  di- 
rected that  the  lenta  "  and  profits  "  should,  until  sale,  be  considered  aa  part  of 
hia  personal  estate,  and  be  applicable  and  applied  in  such  manner  as  the 
dividends  or  interest  to  ariae  from  the  inveetmenta  of  the  sale  moneva.  He 
then  gave  the  Income  of  the  inveatments  to  a  tenant  for  life,  with  leniainder, 
as  to  the  capital,  over.  Royaltiea  became  pajabia  after  the  testator's  death. 
The  trustees  did  not  sell  for  ten  years,  but  allowed  the  brick-Beld  to  be  worked 
out,  being  of  opinion  that  by  holding  the  land  for  the  present  they  might  sell 
it  at  a  higher  price  afterwaid  for  building  purpoaea.  Held,  tliat  the  tenant  for 
life  was  en^tled  to  the  royalties  aliaolutely,  as  part  of  the  profits,  and  not 
merely  to  the  income  which  they  would  have  produced,  if  invested.  Milier 
V.  Jf««r  (Eq.  C),  1, 673. 

S9.  Annnlty.  A.  gave  by  wilt  an  annuity  of  £1,000  to  his  widow,  and 
directed  that  in  caae  of  his  estate  being  iaaufflcieDt  to  make  up  her  income 
from  all  sourcee  to  that  amount,  a  sufficient  part  of  the  corpus  to  make  up  the 
deficiency  should  from  time  to  time  be  sold.  B.  subsequently,  by  will,  gave 
her'an  annuity  of  £200,  and  directed  that  it  should  not  be  taken  into  account 
in  regard  to  any  other  income,  it  being  his  express  will  and  desire  that  it 
should  be  a  clear  beneficial  addition  to  her  income.  Held,  that  the  widow  was 
not  bonnd  to  include  the  £300  annuity  ill  her  computation  of  income,  and  was 
entitled  to  have  a  saffltdeot  unonnt  of  the  eorpui  aold  to  make  up  her  income, 
independently  of  that  annuity,  to  £1,000.  Matter  of  Hedga'  Tmtt  (Bq.  C), 
X.740. 

100.  The  testator  deviaed  and  bequeathed  all  his  property  "  of  every 

description,"  to  trustees  "for  the  following  uses,  intents  and  purposes,  viz.:" 

he  left "  the  sum  of  £S6  per  annum  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  his  wife,"  H.  R 

He  gave  to  A.  L. "  the  sum  of  £00  during  her  life."    He  left  £800  per  annum 

out  of  the  proceeds  of  an  East  Indian  estate,  to  be  appropriated  by  his  trustees 

to  the  maintenance  and  education  of  the  eight  children  of  his  daughter,  I.  H., 

~"~  "'  CapU^  B.,  provided  the  children  should  take  his  name,  "  under  for- 

ot"  the  £800  per  annam,  should  they  decline  to  do  so.    If  there  should 

acreaaed  proSt  to  £800  per  annum,  testator  bequeathed  the  same  as 

mentioned.     If  any  of  thd  children  should  die,  their  mother  should 

the  benefit  of  the  deceased  child  or  children's  share  or  shares."    The 

s  should  have  the  power,  should  any  one  of  the  children  get  into  debt. 
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to  forfeit  his  share,  and  divide  it  with  the  other  children.  The  trustees  should 
have  power  to  sell  the  East  Indian  estate,  should  the  profits  of  the  working 
not  be  sufilcient  to  pay  the  annuities  to  the  children ;  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
to  be  invested  in  certain  bonds,  "  in  the  names  of  said  trustees  for  the  benefit 
of"  the  cliildren.  Should  the  profits  not  reach  £800  annually  from  the  work- 
ing or  sale  of  the  estate,  then  the  trustees  should  "  charge  the  residue  of  the 
testator's  property  to  make  up  the  said  annual  sum  of  £800.  Should  the  sale 
realize  more  than  enough,  when  invested,  to  pay  the  sums,  the  extra  proceeds 
should  be  invested  in  the  aforesaid  bonds  for  the  benefit  of  I.  H.,  but  the 
sum  to  be  paid  to  her  from  the  said  investment  should  not  exceed  £500  annu- 
ally. SMf  that  the  annuity  to  the  testator's  widow  was  for  life  only ;  but 
that  the  annuities  to  the  children  of  L  H.  were  perpetual .  Hicks  v.  Boss  (£q. 
C),  III,  684. 

lOL  ▲oonmulations.  Testator  devised  a  landed  estate,  and  bequeathed  all 
his  personalty  to  a  trustee,  upon  trust  so  to  vest  his  real  estate  in,  and  cause 
his  personal  estate  to  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Ck>urt  of  Chancery,  as 
that  the  court  might  administer  the  same ;  and  then  bequeathed  several  an- 
nuities to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  realty  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  personalty,  and  directed  that,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  annuities, 
the  rents,  income  and  produce  of  the  trust  estate  should  be  accumulated  at 
compound  interest  until  the  decease  of  the  last  surviving  annuitant,  "  or  dur- 
ing such  portion  of  such  surviving  annuitant's  life  as  the  rules  of  law  will  per- 
mit," and  on  the  decease  of  the  last  surviving  annuitant  the  whole  of  the  trust 
estate  funds  and  accumulations  to  be  applied  by  the  court  in  the  purchase  of 
freehold  land,  to  be  conveyed  to  testator's  nephew,  Q,  G.,  and  his  heirs.  Held^ 
that  of  the  rents  of  the  realty,  and  the  income  of  the  personalty,  which  would 
accrue  during  the  interval  (if  any)  which  should  elapse  after  the  expiration  of 
twenty-one  years  from  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  the  death  of  the  surviving 
annuitant,  there  was  an  intestacy.  Heldt  further,  that  G.  G.  was  not  entitled, 
during  the  life  of  the  surviving  annuitant,  to  ask  for  payment  of  the  fund  to 
himself,  subject  to  provision  being  made  for  the  annuities.  Talbot  v.  Jevers 
(Eq.  C),  XIII,  775. 

102.  ^— -  The  court  refused  to  make  any  order  at  present,  except  to  pay  the 
annuities  and  continue  the  accumulations.    lb. 

103.  Where  the  rents  of  real  estate  devised  in  strict  settlement  were 

directed  to  be  accumulated  during  the  minority  of  any  person  who  should  be- 
come tenant  for  life,  and  the  accumulated  fund  and  interest  thereon  were  from 
time  to  time  to  be  invested  in  the  purdiase  of  other  lands  to  be  settled  to  the 
same  uses.  Held,  that  no  part  of  such  accumulated  fund  could  be  applied,  at 
the  instance  of  a  tenant  for  life,  in  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  on  the 
estate.    BrunskUl  v.  Caird  (Eq.  C),  VI,  824. 

104. A  testator  having  power  to  charge  real  estates  did,  by  deed,  charge 

them  with  the  payment,  after  the  death  of  himself  and  wife,  of  £6,000  and  in- 
terest, to  trustees  upon  such  trusts  as  he  should  by  will  appoint.  By  his  will  • 
he  directed  that  the  £6,000  and  interest  should  form  part  of  his  residuary  per- 
sonal estate,  and  directed  the  residue  to  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  land, 
of  which  the  trustees  were  to  accumulate  the  rents  in  a  manner  which  in  part 
^as  void  under  the  Thellusson  Act.    Held,  that  that  part  of  the  interest  as 
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to  which  the  directions  to  accumulate  were  void  went  to  the  next  of  kin  of  the 
testator,  and  did  not  sink  into  the  estates  on  which  it  was  charged,  or  go  to 
his  heir.    Simmons  v.  PUt  (Chan.  App.),  VII,  614, 

106.  Legacy,  when  conditionaL  The  expression  of  an  intention  acoom- 
panying  a  hequest  does  not  necessarily  constitute  a  condition  on  which  the 
bequest  is  to  take  effect  or  be  defeated.  The  testator  may  not  do  that  which 
would  fully  effectuate  his  expressed  intention,  and'  yet  the  bequest  may  be 
valid.     Yates  v.  University  College  (H.  of  L.),  XII,  67 ;  affirming  S.  C,  V,  864. 

106. A  testator  left  certain  specified  personalty  to  his  wife  for  life,  and 

after  her  death  provided  as  follows:  "I  give  and  bequeath  the  same,  eta, 
unto  University  College,  London,  for  the  purpose  of  founding  in  it  a  new  pro- 
fessorship in  archaeology,  for  the  regulation  of  which  professorship  I  purpose 
preparing  a  code  of  rules  and  regulations,  which  I  intend  to  authenticate  under 
my  hand."  As  soon  as  convenient  after  his  decease  the  fact  of  his  bequest 
and  a  copy  of  the  rules  were  to  be  communicated  to  the  college,  and  the  col- 
lege was,  within  twelve  months  afterward,  to  signify  in  writing,  by  the  presi- 
dent, etc.,  the  acceptance  of  the  safd  rules ;  and  if  the  college  should  decline 
or  refuse  to  accept  the  rules,  or  should  not,  within  twelve  months,  signify 
acceptance  thereof,  the  bequest  of  the  stock  and  shares  was  to  be  wholly  null 
and  voijl,  and  the  stock  and  shares  were  to  sink  into  and  form  part  of  the 
residuary  estate.  The  testator  died  without  making  any  rules.  Meldy  that 
the  will  contained  a  clear  and  valid  bequest,  which  was  not  affected  by  the 
subsequent  provisions,  nor  by  the  non-acceptance  of  intended  rules  and  regu- 
lations, the  acceptance  of  wliich  had,  by  the  act  of  the  testator  himself,  been 
rendered  impossible.  lb. 

107. Gift  to  F.  of  £17,000,  provided  that,  upon  attaining  twenty-one,  or 

within  six  months  next  after,  he  should,  by  such  legal  instruments  as  counsel 
should  advise,  at  the  cost  of  the  executrix,  relinquish  and  make  over  to  his 
brother  and  sister  all  interest  under  his  parent's  settlement ;  and  in  case  he 
should  neglect  to  do  so  within  that  time,  the  £17,000  should  be  reduced  to 
£12,000,  and  the  £5,000  should  fall  into  the  residue.  The  legatee  was  in  India, 
serving  in  the  army,  at  the  time  specified,  and  was  not  informed  of  the  clause, 
but  he  subsequently  relinquished  and  made  over  all  interest  under  his  parent's 
settlement  to^his  brother  and  sister.  Heldy  that  neither  ignorance,  illness  nor 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  executor  to  inform  the  legatee  could  excuse  his  non- 
compliance with  the  condition,  and,  consequently,  that  the  £5,000  belonged  to 
the  residuary  legatees.    Matter  of  Hodges  Legacy  (Eq.  C),  VI,  666. 

108. A  testator  gave  all  his  property  equally  among  his  three  daugh- 
ters, S.,  M.  and  J.,  and  directed  J.,  within  twelve  months  after  attaining 
twenty-one,  to  bring  into  hotchpot  an  estate  (B.)  to  which  she  was  separately 
entitled.  On  her  marriage,  subsequently  to  the  date  of  the  will,  her  estate,  at 
the  testator's  instance,  was  settled  on  herself  for  life,  remainder  to  her  hus- 
band for  life,  remainder  as  she  should  appoint  among  her  children,  and  was 
subsequently,  also  by  the  testator's  advice,  sold,  and  the  proceeds  held  on  the 
same  trusts.  In  a  suit  to  administer  the  testator's  estate,  held,  that  J.  must 
bring  into  account  the  proceeds  (less  the  costs  of  sale)  of  estate  B.  Middkton 
V.  Windross  (Eq.  C),  VI,  722. 

109. Devise  "to  my  brother  J.,  on  the  condition  that  he  never  sells  out 
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of  the  family,"  followed  by  gifts  to  other  relatives.  Held,  that  the  condition 
was  valid.  Held,  also  (on  an  application  under  25  &  36  Vict.,  c.  53,  s.  6),  that 
J.  could  not  give  a  marketable  title  to  a  purchaser  who  was  a  stranger  to  the 
family.    In  re  Madeay  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  719. 

110.  Name  and  arms  pirovlsa  Under  |i  name  and  arms  proviso,  requiring  a 
devisee  to  take  the  testator's  surname,  held,  that  adding  the  testator's  surname 
before  his  own  was  not  a  compliance  by  the  devisee,  but  that  adding  the  testa- 
tor's surname  after  his  own  was  so.  D'Eyneourt  v.  Qregoxy  (Chan.  Div.),  XV, 
842. 

111.  Proviso  following  devises.  A  testator 'had  three  sons,  John,  Thomas, 
and  Robert.  He  devised  to  each,  in  the  same  form  of  words,  a  separate  prop- 
erty for  life,  and  after  a  son's  death  to  his  child  .or  children  in  fee.  In  ca^e 
any  one  of  the  sons  should  die  without  lawful  issue,  the  property  of  such  son 
was  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  two  survivors  "  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  estates  hereinafter  devised  are  limited  to  them  respectively,  subject,  never- 
theless, to  the  provisio  hereinafter  mentioned."  At  the  end  of  the  three 
devises  came  the  proviso  in  these  terms :  "  Provided  that  in  case  any  or  either 
of  my  said  sons  shall  depart  this  life  leaving  a  widow,  then  I  give  the  heredit- 
aments and  premises,  so  specifically  devised,  to  such  one  or  more  of  them  so 
dying,  unto  his  widow  and  her  assigns  for  and  during  the  term  of  her  natural 
life."  The  youngest  son  died  unmarried.  His  two  brothers  divided  his  prop- 
erty between  them.  The  eldest  son  died,  and  after  him  the  second  son,  each 
leaving  a  widow,  but  no  child.  Held,  that  each  widow  was  entitled  to  a  life 
estate  in  all  that  had  been  possessed  by  her  husband  during^  his  life.  QUes  v. 
Jftfiacwi  (H.  of  L.).  IV,  110. 

112.  The  proviso  is  a  limitation,  and  must  be  so  construed.  "  Specifi- 
cally "  means  the  same  thing,  whether  used  in  a  devise  of  land  or  of  chattels. 
"So"  in  this  case  is  merely  descriptive,  and  is  the  same  as  ** hereinbefore." 
"  So  specifically  "  Is,  therefore,  merely  descriptive.  lb. 

113. In  this  will  the  description  was  meant  to  apply  whether  the  prop- 
erty was  given  directly,  as  in  the  first  instance,  or  indirectly,  as  in  the  second 
instance.  lb. 

114. The  proviso  being  at  the  end  of  all  the  devises,  must  have  a  mean- 
ing applicable  to  all,  and  not  be  treated  as  if  placed  at  the  end  of  one,  and  thus 
made  applicable  to  one  only.  lb. 

116.  Iiegaoyi  when  cumulativeb  A  testator,  by  codicil,  gave  legacies  of  vari- 
ous amounts  to  nine  legatees  and  a  year's  wages  to  every  one  of  his  servants.  He 
afterward  made  a  second  codicil,  whi(:h  was  substantially  a  copy  of  the  former, 
except  as  follows :  One  of  the  legatees  named  in  the  first  codicil  was  not 
named  in  the  second ;  three  of  the  legacies  given  by  the  second  codicil  were 
less  than  those  given  by  the  first  to  the  same  persons ;  one  legacy  was  given 
by  the  second  codicil  to  a  person  not  named  in  the  first ;  the  gift  to  servants 
by  the  second  codicil  was  of  "  a  year's  wages  liberally  interpreted,"  and  the 
second  codicil  •contained  a  direction  for  payment  of  duty  on  legacies.  Held, 
that  the  case  was  not  taken  out  of  the  general  rule  that  the  gift  of  a  legacy 
by  a  subsequent  instrument  to  a-  person  who  takes  a  legacy  under  an  earlier 
instrument  is  cumulative  and  not  substitutionary  ;  and,  also,  that  a  letter 
written  to  the  testator  by  his  solicitor  advising  him  to  recopy  his  first  codicil 
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was  Inftdmiaslble  la  eridenee  to  aid  is  the  eooBtraetioD  of  the  will.  WUtoti  v, 
O'LeoTff  (Chan.  App.),  II,  843. 

110.  Repngnaat  I«gaots«.  Testator  gave  all  Us  real  and  personal  estate  to 
traateee  npon  trust,  after  pajing  his  debts,  to  pay  the  reddae  of  his  personal 
estate  to  bia  wtfe  for  her  own  absq)ttte  nse  and  benefit,  and  the  reota  and 
annaal  income  of  bis  real  and  laisebold  estates  to  her  daring  her  life,  and 
after  making  proTision  for  certain  legatees  and  annnltants,  he  gave  his  tree- 
hold  estate,  after  the  death  of  ids  wife,  to  his  grandson,  and  all  the  money  (if 
any)  that  sbonldbe  renuuniog  afterpayment  of  ills  wife's  j oat  debts, he  gave  to 
legatees  named  as  tenants  in  common,  equally.  The  widow  died  shortly  after 
the  testator.  Intestate,  Held,  that  she  took  an  alMolate  interest  in  the  residu- 
ary personal  estate,  and  that  it  belonged  to  her  next  of  kin.  Perry  t.  JfMTitt 
(Eq.  C).  IX,  703. 

117.  Spsolfio  I^adM.     A  married  woman  who  had  a  power  of  appointment   , 
over  a  fund  invested  in  govemment  stock,  by  her  will  gave  legades  of  speci- 
fied sama  of  the  fund.    BelA,  that  the  legades  were  specific,  and  carried  in- 
terest from  her  death.    DamM  v.  FbwUr  (Eq.  C),  VI,  773. 

118. The  legacies  so  given  did  not  eshanst  the  fnnd,  and  there  waa  a 

residuary  gift  of  the  fund  after  payment  thereoat  of  the  testatrix's  debts, 
funeral  and  testamentary  expenses.  B«ld,  that  though  the  dispq^tion  of  the 
residue  of  the  fnnd  was  also  spedBc,  the  words  of  the  will  threw  the  payment 
of  the  whole  of  the  probate  duty  npon  the  residue.  lb. 

119.  Shifting  Ii^aoy.    A  testator  gave  bis  Pembrokeshire  estate  in  trust  tor 

T.  C.  (second  son  bf  8.  C.)  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  first  and  other  sons 

successively  in  t^l  male,  with  remainder  t^i  the  plaintiff  tor  life,  with  re. 

mainders   over,  and  declared  that  if  T.  C.  or  his  insne  male  should  become 

entitled  in  poasession  to  the  estates  in  fihropshirs  settled  on  the  marriage  of 

S.  C.  (the  father  of  T.  C),  the  tmst  for  T.  C.  and  his  issue  male  shonld  cease, 

and  the  Pembrokeshire    estates   should  go  to   the   person  next   entitled  in 

remainder  as  if  T.  C.  were  dead  without  issue.     At  the  date  of  the  will  the 

Shropshire  estates  stood  limited,  under  S.  C.'s  marriage  settlement,  to  the  use 

of  S.  C.  for  lite,  with  renudnder  to  bis  first  and  other  sons  anecessively  in  tail 

male.     B.  C.  and  his  eldest  son  disentaUed  the  Shropshire  estates,  and  limited 

a  small  portion  of  them  to  S.  C  In  fee,  and  resettled  the  rest  to  snch  uses  as 

S.  C.  and  his  eldest  son  Bboold  appoint,  with  remainder  to  8.  C.  for  lite,  with 

remainder  to  bis  eldest  son  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  first  and  other  sons 

;n'tall  male,  witb  remainder  to  snch  usee  as  8.  C.  and  T.  C.  shonld  appoint, 

with  remainder  to  T.  C.  for  life,  with  remainder  to  his  first  or  other  sons  in 

tail  male.     By  this  settlement  powers  were  given  to  S.  C,  to  his  eldest  son, 

and  to  T.  C.,  to  thmigo  certain  anma  on  the  estate.    8.  C'a  eldest  son  died 

withont  issue,  and  then  B.  C.  and  T.  C,  in  exerctse  of  their  Joint  power  of 

ttled  the  Shropshire  eatates  after  the  death  of  S.  C.  to  the 

laughter  of  T.  C.  for  life,  with  divers  remainders  over  until 

Pembrokeshire  estates  should  be  barred,  and  as  soon  as  that

120.  OhaxitabU  bequMt.  A  testator  gave  the  residue  of  his  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  to  trustees  for  investment  in  government  securities  in  their  joint 
names,  and  directed  the  interest  from  time  to  time  to  be  given  to  such  of  the 
lineal  descendants  of  B.'W.  as  they  might  severally  need,  and  the  trustees 
were  to  make  provision  for  insuring  a  continuance  of  the  trust  at  their 
decease.  EM,  that  the  gift  was  charitable.  QiUam  v.  Taylor  (£q.  C), 
VII,  595. 

121.  Per  capita.  A  testator  gave  the  residue  of  his  real  and  personal  estate 
unto  his  two  son»  and  three  daughters  by  name,  and  to  the  children  bom  of 
the  body  of  his  daughter  E.,  deceased,  and  the  children  bom  of  the  body  of 
his  daughter  L.,  deceased,  to  be  divided  among  them  in  equal  shares  and  pro- 
portions. One  of  the  deceased  daughters  had  five  children,  and  the  other  had 
two  children.  EM,  that  the  residue  must  be  divided  in  twelfths  between  the 
five  surviving  children  of  the  testator  and  the  seven  children,  p&r  eapitat  of 
the  two  deceased  daughters.    Payne  v.  WM  (£q.  C),  XI,  647. 

122. A  testatrix  gave  the  income  of  one  moiety  of  her  residuary  estate

to  her  daughter  Margaret  for  life,  and  the  income  of  the  other  moiety  to  her 
daughter  Mary  Ann  for  life,  and  then  directed  her  trustees  to  stand  possessed 
of  one  moiety  of  her  estate  from  and  after  the  death  of  Margaret,  and  of  the 
other  moiety  from  and  after  the  death  of  Mary  Ann,  in  trust  to  pay,  transfer 
and  assign  the  same  unto  and  among  all  the  children  of  Margaret  living  at 
her  decease,  and  the  issue  then  living  of  any  children  of  hers  who  should 
have  died  in  her  life-time,  and  all  the  children  of  Mary  Ann  who  should  be 
living  at  her  decease,  and  the  issue  then  living  of  any  children  of  hers  who 
should  have  died  in  her  life-time,  to  be  equally  divided  between  or  among  them 
if  more  than  one,  and  if  there  should  be  but  one  such  child  and  no  issue  of 
any  deceased  child,  or  no  such  child  and  only  one  grandchild  of  such  other 
issue,  then  the  whole  to  such  one  child,  grandchild,  or  other  issue ;  the  issue 
of  a  deceased  child  taking  their  parent's  share.  EM,  that  the  full  and  elabor- 
ate language  of  the  will,  which  clearly  imputed  a  distribution  of  the  whole 
fund  per  capita  among  the  children  of  both  daughters,  could  not  be  controlled 
on  the  ground  of  the  inconvenience  of  keeping  a  moiety  of  the  fund  in  sus- 
pense from  the  death  of  one  daughter  till  the  death  of  the  other,  though  in 
some  cases,  where  the  language  was  very  concise  and  obscure,  the  court  had 
held  the  share  of  each  of  the  tenants  for  life  divisible  on  his  death  among  his 
own  children  exclusively.    Bioabey  v.  OoUbU  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  798. 

123.  Per  stirpes.  Gift  of  residue  to  be  distributed  "  to  my  relatives,  share 
and  share  alike,  as  the  law  directs."  EM,  to  mean  a  distribution,  under  the 
Statute  of  Distributions,  per  etirpes  and  not  per  eapita,  FiMen  v.  Ashtoorth 
(Bq.  C),  XV,  406. 

124.  To  class.  Testatrix,  by  will,  bequeathed  residuary  personal  estate 
unto  and  equally  between  all  her  brothers  and  sisters,  share  and  share  alike. 
She  directed  that  the  shares  of  her  brothers  respectively  should  not  vest  in 
them  respectively  until  they  should  respectively  attain  twenty-one,  and  that 
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the  shares  of  her  sisters  should  not  Test  in  them  respectively  until  thej  should 
respectively  attain  that  age  or  marry.  Held,  that  the  testatrix's  brothers  and 
sisters  formed  one  class  only  of  persons,  to  which  there  could  be  no  addition 
after  one  became  of  age ;  and  that  a  brother  not  born,  though  &n  ventre  sa  mere 
when  the  eldest  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  who  attained  twenty-one  came  of 
age,  was  excluded ;  although  iie  was  bom  before  the  eldest  of  the  brothers 
only  who  attained  twenty-one  came  of  age.  GarraU  v.  Weeke;  In  re  OardL 
Tier's  Estate  (Eq.  C),  XV,  528. 

126.  A  testatrix  gave  personal  estate  in  trust  for  all  the  nephews  and 

nieces  of  her  late  husband  who  were  living  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  except 
A.  and  B.,  as  tenants  in  common.  Two  nephews,  who  would  otherwise  have 
taken  under  the  bequest,  died  before  the  testatrix,  one  before  and  the  other 
after  the  will.  Held,  that  the  gift  was  to  a  class,  and  not  to  designated  per- 
sons, and,  therefore,  that  there  was  no  lapse,  but  the  fund  was  divisible  among 
those  of  the  class  who  survived  the  testatrix.  Dimand  v.  Boetoek  (Chan. 
App.),  XII,  703. 

126. Testator  devised  lands  to  his  niece,  Sarah,  for  life,  and  after  her 

death  to  her  husband,  Joseph,  for  his  life,  and  then  *'tobe  equally  divided 
among  the  children  of  the  above-named  Joseph  and  Sarah,  either  by  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  the  properties  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  considered  moat 
advantageous  at  the  time."  There  were  eight  children  of  the  niece  living  at 
the  date  of  the  will  and  at  the  death  of  the  testator,  of  whom  two  were  respect- 
ively named  Thomas  and  Sarah.  Thomas  was  an  attesting  witness  to  the 
will.  Sarah  was  present  when  the  testator  executed  the  will,  but  she  did  not 
sign  it  in  his  presence  so  as  to  make  her  a  good  attesting  witness  within  the 
Statute  of  Wills.  Held,  that  the  devise  was  to  the  "  children  "  as  a  class,  as 
tenants  in  common ;  and  that,  as  tlie  attesting  witnesses  (assuming  Sarah  to 
have  been  an  attesting  witness)  were  by  reason  of  the  Statute  of  Wills,  s.  15, 
incapable  of  taking  at  the  death  of  the  testator,  they  could  not  be  reckoned  as 
members  of  that  class,  and  their  shares,  therefore,  went  to  the  rest  of  the  class, 
the  other  children,  and  not  to  the  heir  at  law.  FeU  v.  Bidddph  (Com.  PL), 
XIV,  527. 

127.  Gift  over  in  case  of  insolvency.  By  a  will  certain  property  was  given 
upon  trust  for  A.  during  his  life,  or  until  he  should  become  bankrupt  or  in- 
solvent or  make  a  general  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  or  other- 
wise deprive  himself,  or  be  deprived  by  law,  of  the  beneficial  enjoyment  there- 
of, and  after  the  happening  of  any  such  event,  over.  Held,  that  the  gift  over 
took  effect  upon  A.'s  executing  a  composition  deed  containing  a  recital  that  he 
was  unable  to  pay  his  debts  in  full ;  and  that  A.  could  not  afterward  dispute 
the  accuracy  of  the  recital.    BiUeon  v.  CrofU  (Eq.  C),  V,  863. 

128. A  testator  gave  his  interest  in  leasehold  property  in  Wales  to 

trustees  to  pay  half  of  the  rents  to  his  son,  H.,  for  life,  or  until  his  bankruptcy 
or  insolvency,  and  after  his  decease  or  bankruptcy  or  insolvency,  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  benefit  of  all  or  any  of  his  children  as  he  should  appoint,  and  in 
default  of  appointment  to  pay  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  children 
equally.  H.  carried  on  business  at  Adelaide,  S.  A.,  for  some  years,  and  while 
residing  there  filed,  in  July,  1868,  a  declaration  in  insolvency.  He,  after  ob- 
taining his  certificate  in  December,  1864,  returned  to  England.    He  had  ^Ye 
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children,  one  being  bom  after  the  date  of  the  insolvency.  There  was  a  gift 
for  the  benefit  of  another  son,  F.,  and  his  children  in  similar  terms  of  the  re- 
maining half  of  the  rents  ;  and  there  was  a  proviso  in  the  will  that  if,  at  the 
death  of  the  testator's  wife,  either  of  his  sons,  F.  or  H.,  or  the  issue  of  either 
who  should  be  dead,  should  become  entitled  in  possession  to  other  estates, 
called  De  Coetlogan,  he  or  they  should  take  no  part  of  the  rents  of  the  lease- 
hold property,  but  that  the  other  son  or  his  issue  should  take  the  whole  of 
such  rents.  The  testator's  widow  died  in  1866,  and  thereupon  F.  became  en- 
titled to  the  De  Coetlogan  estates.  HM,  that  the  gift  over  took  effect  on  the 
declaration  of  insolvency  ;  that  the  power  of  appointment  was  una£Fected  by 
the' insolvency,  and  that  it  was  subsisting ;  and  that  on  the  death  of  the  widow 
new  trusts  affecting  the  entirety  of  the  rents  arose,  which,  subject  to  H.'s 
power  of  appointment,  were  for  the  benefit  of  his  five  children.  McUter  of 
Aylmn*8  Trusts  (Eq.  C),  VII,  598. 

129. on  death  of  life  tenant.    Testatrix,  being  possessed  of  separate 

property,  gave  and  bequeathed  to  her  husband  all  her  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty for  his  life,  and  after  his  death  "  to  be  divided  among  "  her  five  children, 
share  and  share  alike ;  *'  and  if  any  of  my  children  should  die  without  issue, 
then  that  child  or  children's  share  shall  be  divided,  share  and  share  alike, 
among  the  children  then  living ;  but  if  any  of  my  children  should  .die,  leaving 
issue,  then  that  child,  if  only  one,  should  take  its  parent's  share ;  if  more  than 
one,  to  be  divided  equally  among  them."  Testatrix  left  five  children,  all  of 
whom  survived  the  tenant  for  life.  i/eM,that  the  time  for  division  was  at 
the  death  of  the  tenant  for  life,  and  it  was  then  to  b^  divided  between  the 
five  children  absolutely.  OlUtant  v.  Wright  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  779 ;  modifying 
8.  C,  XIII.  741. 

130. The  rule  that  a  gift  over  in  the  event  of  death  without  issue  takes 

effect  only  upon  such  a  death  in  the  life-time  of  the  tenant  for  life,  h|M  been 
abrogated.  lb. 

131. The  testator  made  a  seties  of  specific  devises  upon  trust  for  each 

of  his  children  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the  children  of  such  tenant  for  life, 
as  tenants  in  common  in  tail,  with  cross  remainders  between  them,  and  failing 
such  issue  of  the  tenant  for  life,  in  trust  for  the  testator's  other  children 
equally,  and  the  heirs  of  their  respective  bodies,  as  tenants  in  common,  or  if 
there  should  be  only  one  of  his  said  children  "  then  living,"  in  trust  for  that 
child  and  the  .heirs  of'  his  or  her  body.  He  afterward  gave  a  share  of  his 
residuary  real  and  personal  estate  upon  such  trusts  as  should  correspond  with 
those  declared  concerning  his  specifically  devised  estate,  which  gift  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  provision  for  the  event  of  any  child  dying  in  the  testator's  life- 
time, leaving  children.  Held,  that  the  gift  over,  on  failure  of  the  issue  of  a 
tenant  for  life,  was  in  favor  of  children  who,  or  whose  issue,  were  living  at 
the  time  when  the  gift  over  took  effect.    Cooper  v.  Macdonald  (Eq.  C),  VI,  743. 

132. A  testator  gave  to  A.  B.  a  legacy,  to  be  vested  in  him  when  and 

as  be  should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  if  he  should  die  under  that 
age,  leaving  lawful  issue  at  his  death ;  and  in  case  he  should  die  without 
attaining  a  vested  interest  in  his  said  legacy,  the  testator  gave  the  legacy 
over  to  other  persons.    The  legatee  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  and  died  in 
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the  testator's  life-time,  leaving  issue.  HM,  that  the  gift  oyer  took  effect. 
GaitskelPs  Trust  (Eq.  C).  V,  895. 

133. A  testator  gave  a  sum  of  money  in  sixths,  and  directed  his  trustees 

to  hold  one-sixth  in  trust  for  each  of  his  six  daughters  for  life,  with  remainder 
to  her  children,  to  be  transferred  and  vested  at  twenty-one  or  marriage,  and 
he  provided  that  in  case  any  of  his  daughters  should  die  without  leaving  a 
child,  then  her  share  should  go  in  trust  for  his  surviving  daughters  in  equal 
shares,  if  more  than  one,  during  their  respective  lives,  and  after  their  decease 
for  their  respective  children  per  stirpes  and  not  per  capita,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the- original  shares.  Held,  ihsX  on  the  death  of  a  daughter  without 
leaving  a  child  who  attained  twenty-one  or  married,  the  children  of  other 
daughters,  who  had  predeceased  her,  took  shares  in  her  one-sixth.  Waiie  v. 
LUOetoood  (Chan.  App.),  IV,  760. 

134. The  principles  upon  which  the  court  considers  the  word  "  sur- 
vivor "  as  not  completely  expressing  the  testator's  intention,  discussed.  lb. 

136. when  takes  effeoL    Bequest  of  residue,  the  interest  thereof  to  be 

paid  to  C.  and  J.  equally  for  their  lives,  and  "  at  their  death  "  the  principal  to 
be  divided  between  the  children  of  C.  and  J.  Held,  that  the  words  "  at  their 
death  '*  meant  '*  at  their  respective  deaths,"  and  that,  on  the  death  of  C,  the 
moiety  to  the  interest  of  which  C.  had  been  entitled  became  divisible  among 
his  children.     WiUs  v.  WiOs  (£q.  C),  XIII,  842. 

136. A  will  contained  bequests  to  daughters,  failing  whom  and  their 

issue  living  at  their  deaths,  to  sons ;  failing  whom  and  their  issue  living  at 
their  deaths,  to  "  Mary  H.,  her  executors,  etc,  and  in  case  Mary  H.  shall  depart 
this  life  without  leaving  any  issue  of  her  body  living  at  the  time  of  her 
decease  "  over.  Held,  that  the  natural  meaning  of  these  words  was,  the  dying 
of  Mary  H.  without  issue  living  at  the  time  of  her  death,  at  whatever  time  that 
death  might  happen  ;  on  that  event  happening  the  fund  went  over,  and  that 
there  was  no  technical  rule  of  construction  which  prevented  the  words  from 
being  applied  according  to  this  their  natural  meaning.  Ingram  v.  8outten  (H. 
of  L.),  XII,  40 ;  reversing  In  re  HeathcoMs  Trusts,  VIII,  716. 

137.  Effect  o£  A  bequest  to  A.,  and  if  she  shall  die  unmarried  or  without 
children,  to  B.,  is  an  absolute  gift  to  A.,  defeasible  by  an  executory  gift  over, 
ixi  the  event  of  A.  dying,  at  any  time,  unmarried  or  without  children.  This 
construction  can  only  be  affected  by  a  context  which  renders  a  different  mean- 
ing necessary.    0*Mah(mey  v.  Burdett  (H.  of  L.),  XII,  22. 

138. A  gift  to  X.  for  life,  with  remainder  to  A.,  and  if  A.  dies  unmar- 
ried or  without  children,  to  B. ,  is  an  executory  gift  over,  which  will  defeat 
the  absolute  interest  of  A.  in  the  event  of  A.  dying,  at  any  time,  unmarried  or 
without  children.  lb. 

139. There  is  no  rule  of  construction  arising  frpm  possible  delay  in  the 

vesting  of  a  gift,  which  controls  the  natural  meaning  of  the  terms  of  the  be- 
quest, lb. 

140. There  is  no  authority  that  the  words  introducing  a  g^ft  over  in  the 

case  of  the  "  death  unmarried  or  without  cliildren  "  of  a  previous  taker,  do  not 
indicate,  according  to  their  natural  meaning,  death  unmarried,  or  without  chil- 
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dien  at  any  time,  or  that  the  ordinary  and  literal  meaning  of  the  words  need 
is  to  be  departed  from  otherwise  than  in  consequence  of  a  context  which  ren- 
ders a  different  meaning  necessary  or  proper.  lb. 

141.  Gift  of  .£1,000  consols  to  A.  for  her  life,  after  her  death  to  her 

daughter  B.;  '*  if  B.  should  die  unmarried  or  without  children,  the  consols  I 
here  will  to  revert  to  C."  The  will  then  appointed  D.  residuary  legatee. 
Both  A.  and  C.  died  in  the  life- time  of  the  testatrix.  On  her  death  B.  entered 
into  possession,  and  married,  but  after  some  years  died  without  ever  having 
had  a  child.  Heldt  that  on  the  death  of  B.,  without  children,  the  gift  over  to 
the  residuary  legatee  took  effect,  and  that  it  was  not  affected  by  the  death  of 
C.  in  the  life-time  of  the  testatrix.  The  gift  to  C.  failed  by  lapse,  and  the 
residuary  legatee  became  entitled  to  take  all  that  C,  if  living  at  the  death  of 
the  testatrix,  could  have  taken.  lb. 

142. The  words  "  I  here  will  to  revert  to  C."  indicated  a  benefit  in- 
tended for  0.  by  means  of  an  executory  limitation  over,  after  enjoyment  by  a 
previous  taker,  and  not  an  alternate  gift  to  take  effect,  if  •  at  all,  before  the 
period  of  enjoyment  had  commenced.  lb. 

143. Per  Lord  Hatherlbt  :    The  fourth  rule  in  Edwards  v.  Edwards 

(15  Beav.  857),  would  be  better  stated  thus :  "  The  period  to  which  the  ex- 
ecutory devise  will  be  referred  will  be  the  period  of  the  death  of  the  first 
taker,  unless  there  are  directions  in  the  will  inconsistent  with  that  supposi- 
tion." lb. 

144.  A  testator,  in  1846,  gave  his  residuary  real  and  personal  estate  to 

J.  S.  L.  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten,  forever ;  but  in 
case  of  his  death  without  heirs  male  of  his  body  lawfully  begot,  then  the 
property  to  go  to  P.  C.  L.  in  the  same  manner ;  and  if  P.  G.  L.  should  die 
without  heirs  male  of  his  body  lawfully  begot,  then  the  property  to  go  to  J.  S. 
A.  in  the  same  manner.  By  a  codicil  the  testator,  after  reciting  that  by  his 
will  he  had  directed  that  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  J.  S.  L.  "  without  leaving 
male  issue  him  surviving,"  the  residue  of  the  testator's  real  and  personal  es- 
tates should  go  to  P.  G.  L.,  revoked  that  bequest,  and  in  the  event  of  the  death 
of  J.  S.  L.  "  without  leaving  male  issue  him  surviving,"  gave  the  residuary 
estate  to  the  eldest  daughter  (if  any)  of  J.  S.  L.  Held,  that  sect.  29  of  the  Wills 
Act  (1  Vict.,  c.  26)  did  not  apply,  and  that  the  gifts  over  to  P.  G.  L.  and  J.  S.  A. 
were  void  as  to  the  persooalty,  as  being  on  an  indefinite  failure  of  heirs  male  ; 
and  that  the  codicil  did  not  alter  their  effect ;  and  that  under  the  will  and 
codicil  J.  S.  L.  took  an  absolute  interest  in  the  personalty,  subject  only  to  an 
executory  gift  over  in  favor  of  his  eldest  daughter  if  he  died  leaving  no  male 
issue  surviving  him.    Dawean  v.  SmcUl  (Ghan.  App.),  X,  648. 

146.  Abatement  of  legacy.  By  deed  and  by  will  two  funds  of  £87,914  and 
£800  consols  were  settled,  with  powers  of  varying  investments,  upon  trusts 
for  the  nephews  and  nieces  of  R.  H.,  subject  to  a  power  in  R.  H.  of  exclusive 
appointment  among  them.  R.  H.  made  and  revoked  a  series  of  appointments, 
and  ultimately,  by  deed-poll  in  November,  1870  (at  which  time  the  fund  had 
been  reduced  to  £27,170  consols  and  £8,000  cash),  R.  H.,  after  reciting  a  desire 
to  revoke  the  subsisting  appointment  of  the  two  funds,  and  to  appoint  the 
same  amoDg  his  nephews  and  nieces  named,  in  the  shares  and  proportions  and 
in  manner  expressed,  in  pursuance  of  that  desire  appdinted  that  the  trustees 
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should  stand  possessed  of  the  two  funds  "or  other  the  stocks,  funds  and 
securities  "  of  which  the  same  then  consisted,  or  thereafter  should  or  mig'ht 
consist,  or  upon  which  the  same  or  anj  part  thereof  was  then  or  thereafter 
should  or  might  be  Inyested,  upon  trust  as  to  £7,000.  consols,  part  of  the 
d£87,914  and  £800  consols,  or  other  the  stocks,  funds  or  securities  of  which  the 
same  might  consist,  for  his  nephew,  S.  H.,  absolutely.  R.  H.  then  appointed 
in  like  manner  further  sums  (making  an  aggregate  of  £37,000  consols),  in  trust 
for  the  four  nieces  and  nephew  named ;  and  the  residue  of  the  two  several 
sums  of  consols  or  other  the  stocks,  funds  or  securities,  etc.,  in  trust  for  his 
niece  G.  The  trust  funds  at  the  death  of  R.  H.  were  insufficient  to  pay  the 
£37,000  consols.  Held,  that  the  gift  to  C.  was  residuary  and  not  specific,  and 
that  it  failed  altogether.    De  LiOe  v.  Hodges  (Eq.  C),  IX,  618. 

146.  A  gift  of  the  legacy  duty  payable  on  a  specific  legacy  ranks  as  a 

pecuniary  legacy,  and  in  the  case  of  a  deficiency  of  assets  must  abate  along 
with  other  pecuniary  legacies.  Farrer  v.  8t.  Catharine* b  CoUege  (Eq.  C),  VI, 
616. 

147.  Ademption  of  legacy.  A  testator,  by  his  will,  after  directing  his 
debts  to  be  paid,  gave  a  share  of  his  residuary  estate  upon  trust  for  one  of  his 
daughters  for  life,  with  remainder  to  her  children  as  tenants  in  common,  with 
remainders  over  in  favor  of  the  other  children  of  the  lestator.  Subsequently 
to  the  date  of  the  will  the  daughter  married,  and  upon  the  occasion  of  the 
marriage  a  settlement  was  executed  to  which  the  testator  was  a  party,  by  which, 
after  a  recital  of  an  agreement  by  the  testator  to  give  his  daughter  a  portion 
of  £5,000,  whereof  £1,000  was  to  be  paid  to  the  husband  and  £4,000  to  be  a 
provision  for  the  daughter,  her  husband,  and  their  issue,  the  testator  reooven. 
anted  to  pay  £4,000  to  the  trustees  in  his  life-time,  or  within  two  years  after 
his  death,  -to  be  held  upon  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  husband  and  wife  and 
their  children,  and  In  case  of  there  being  no  issue  of  the  marriage  who  should 
attain  twenty-one,  as  the  testator  should  appoint,  and  in  default  of  appoint- 
ment, for  his  next  of  kin.  The  sum  of  £1,000  was  paid  to  the  husband,  who 
died  leaving  his  wife  surviving  him.  No  child  of  the  marriage  lived  to  take 
a  vested  interest  under  the  settlement.  Held,  that  the  gift  of  residue  in  favor 
of  the  daughter  was  adeemed  to  the  extent  of  the  £4,000  covenanted  «to  be 
paid  by  the  testator;  but  that  there  was  no  ademption  as  to  the  £1,000  given 
to  the  husband  absolutely.     Cooper  v.  Macdonald  (Eq.  C),  VI,  742. 

148. A  testator,  by  his  will,  gave  his  property  to  his  wife  for  life,  and 

after  her  death  equally  between  his  children,  subject  to  a  proviso  directing 
that  his  trustees  should  deduct  from  the  share  of  his  daughter,  M.  B.,  the  sum 
of  £200,  which  he  had  advanced  to  her,  and  add  it  to  his  personal  estate,  and 
that,  if,  at  the  period  of  distribution,  M.  B.  "  should  be  indebted  to  any  or 
either  of  her  brothers  or  sisters  in  respect  of  advances  made  to  her,  his  trus- 
tees should  be  empowered  to  deduct  all  or  any  such  debts  or  advances  from 
her  share,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  brother  or  sister  to  whom  the  same  might 
be  owing."  M.  B.  had  borrowed  from  one  brother  £100  on  a  promissory  note, 
bearing  interest,  and  had  borrowed  other  sums  from  another  brother.  Nearly 
all  these  debts  had,  before  the  time  of  distribution,  become  barred  by  the 
Statute  oT  Limitations.  Held,  that  the  trustees  were  Authorized  to  deduct 
from  M.  B.'s  share  all  the  principal  of  the  debts,  though  barred  by  the  statute. 
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but  that  the  intention  of  the  testator  was  to  put  advances  by  brothers  and 
sisters  on  the  same  footing  as  advances  bj  himself,  and  that  interest,  there- 
fore, ought  not  to  be  deducted.    Poole  v.  PooU  (Chan.  App.),  1, 419. 

149. A  testator  directed  his  trustees  to  pay  the  income  of  one  moiety  of 

his  residuary  estate  to  his  widow  during  her  life,  and  to  divide  the  other 
moiety  between  his  children  in  equal  shares  .as  tenants  in  common.  Advances' 
were  made  by  the  testator  to  some  of  his  children  after  the  date  of  his  will. 
Held^  that  the  advances  could  only  be  brought  into  account  for  the  benefit  of 
the  children  among  themselves,  and  that  the  widow  was  not  entitled  to  have 
her  income  increased  by  having  the  advances  brought  into  account  in  estimat- 
ing the  residue.    Meinertsagen  v.  Waiters  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  568. 

160^ W.  W.,  by  will,  in  1859,  bequeathed  leaseholds  to  his  sister  A.,  and 

the  residue  of  his  estate  to  his  sister  E.,  and  in  1865  was  served  with  a  notice 
on  the  part  of  a  railway  company  to  treat  for  the  purchase,  under  the  provisions 
of  their  acts,  of  the  leaseholds,  for  the  purposes  of  their  railway.  Surveyors 
appointed  by  W.  W.  and  the  company,  but  not  in  writing,  settled  the  value  of 
the  leaseholds,  and  the  former  verbally  agreed  to  accept  the  sum  named. 
W.  W.  died  in  February,  1869,  the  matter  remaining  in  abeyance  till  April, 
1870,  when  the  sale  was  completed  by  the  executor.  Held,  that  the  notice  to 
treat,  followed  by  the  valuation  of  the  surveyors,  was,  notwithstanding  the 
Statute  of  Frauds,  a  valid  contract ;  that  there  had  been  an  ademption  of  the 
bequest  to  A.,  but  that  A.  was  entitled  to  the  rents  which  had  accrued  between 
the  death  of  the  testator  and  the  completion  of  the  purchase  by  the  company. 
Watt9  V.  Watts  (Eq.  C),  VII,  782. 

161.  When  annuity  ceases.  A  testatrix,  knowing  that  her  husband  was 
bankrupt,  gave  by  her  will  a  life  annuity  to  her  husband,  subject  to  a  proviso 
that  if  he  should  become  bankrupt  or  should  assign  the  annuity,  then  it 
should  cease,  and  subject  to  a  further  proviso,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  of  her  will  at  any  time  to  refuse  payment  of  the  annuity,  which  in 
that  case  was  to  go  over.  Held,  that  the  ei^isting  bankruptcy  operated  as  a 
forfeiture  of  the  annuity,  notwithstanding  the  words  of  futurity  in  the  will 
and  the  discretion  given  to  the  trustees.

162, Testator  by  will  gave  the  income  of  the  investment  of  £8,(X)0

"  yearly,  during  her  life,  £1(X),"  in  addition  to  the  provision  made  for  her  by 
the  will,  so  long  as  she  and  his  son  should  live  together;  "  but  if  they  should 
cease  to  reside  together,"  then  he  directed  that  the  said  payment  should  cease.

Before  anj  petition  waa  ptMented  for  payment 
nf  the  fund,  or  tipplicAtioii  of  the  Income  thereof  for  tlie  benefit  of  the  penooa 
entitled  In  remainder,  B.  procured  the  annnlment  of  this  Innkruptey  on  the 
terms  that  the  paat  dividends  Bhonld  be  paid  to  the  aoaignee.  ifisid,  that  R. 
lud  neverthelew  forfeited  hia  Ufa  intereat.  Matter  of  Pantham'i  Tru*t  (Eq. 
C).  II,  857. 

154.  What  paiMS  by  tanna  naad.  Gift  b;  will  in  the  words, "  I  give  to  mj 
dear  dister,  A.  M.  D.,  tlie  interest  of  £4,S00  monej  in  the  fnnda  for  her  aiMO- 
Inte  use  and  benefit ;"  followed  bj  apedSc  gifts  to  the  same  legatee  and  the 
words  "  and  at  her  decease  to  M.  A.  H.,  the  fnnded  property  to  H.  Y."  The 
teetaCrix  had,  at  the  date  of  her  will,  an  absolnte  interest  in  abont  £4W  con- 
Bols  in  the  names  of  trustees.  Held,  a  spedfic  gift  of  the  £4,a!0O  consols  for 
the  benefit  of  the  sister  for  life,  with  a  gift  over  to  H.  T.  absolaiely.  Page  r. 
r«ww  (Eq.  C.),  SIII.  476. 

150, Qift  of  "  any  small  twlance  remaining  in  the  bank  after  payment 

of  my  funeral  expenses."  The  testatrix  had,  at  the  date  of  the  will, a  balance 
of  £4H0  at  her  bankers,  which  had  increased  to  the  amonnt  of  £1,373  (K.  lOd. 
at  her  death.     Seid,  that  the  whole  balance  passed.  lb. 

166.  Bonds,  no}«s,etc  A  teatatnx,  having  money  placed  with  her  bankers 
on  deposit  notes,  l)^g  receipts  for  the  money  "  to  account  for  on  demand," 
gavej'all  bonds,  promissory  notes,  and  other  securitiee  for  money  in  my 
hands  at  the  time  of  my  decease,  and  all  moneys  due  thereon,"  upon  certain 
tmsls.  J9e2t(,  that  the  baukers'deposlt  notes  were  not  included  in  this  bequest, 
but  passed  under  a  residuary  clause.

167.  Oonamnabl*  artlolM.  A  gift  for  life  of  a  business  and  stock-in-trade 
confers  only  a  life  interest  in  such  part  of  the  stock-in-trade  as  consists  of  ood- 
anmahle  artidesj  otherwise,  where  the  gift  is  of  consumable  articles,  withont 
any  reference  to  trade  or  boainess.    OoeAaj/ne  *.  HarrUon  (Eq.  C),  II,  S77. 

163.  Freahold  honsea.  The  lessee  of  a  term  of  years  in  four  houses  as- 
signed the  term,  by  way  of  mortgage,  to  the  owner  in  fee  of  the  immediate  le- 
versioQ,  who  afterward  devised  the  houses  by  the  description  of  "my  freehold 
houses  Nos.  5, 6,  7  and  6  Block  street,"  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
possession  as  mortgagee.  Held,  that  the  mortgage  debt  did  not  paas  under  the 
devise,  but  formed  part  of  the  testator's  personal  estate.  Bowon,  v.  Barlov

1B9.  Free  ooonpanoy  of  honsa.  Bequest  to  wife  of  fnraiture  and  effects, 
and  the  free  occupancy  of  a  house  for  life,  after  which  the  effects  to  revert 
l)ack  to  the  estate.  HM,  that  the  free  occupancy  of  the  house  entitled  the 
wife  either  to  reside  in  it  or  to  let  it  daring  her  life.  Xannox  v.  Qreener

F^ulds  ptnrohased.  Under  a  testamentary  appointment  by  a  married 
it  "  all  funds  and  property  which  have  tieen  or  shaU  be  purchased  out 
tvings  of  property  to  which  I  have  been  or  shall  be  entitled  to  my 
use."  Btid,  that  savings  out  of  separate  estate  standing  to  her  account' 
inkers'  did  not  pass.  AAoa  v.  Booth  (Eq.  C),  IX,  615. 
uoome.    Devise  to  sona  and  daughters  of  an  equal  share  in  all  the 
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income  of  real  property.  HM,  that  the  devise  of  the  inoome  of  the  estate 
passed  the  fee.

162.  Lands  misdescribed.  Testatrix,  in  exercise  of  a  power  in  a  marriage 
settlement,  by  will,  dated  in  1845,  devised,  **  All  that  and  those  messuage  or 
tenemexit  honses,  buildings,  farm  and  lands,  called  H.,  *  *  *  situate  in 
the  parish  of  L.,  containing  by  estimation  eighty  acres  more  or  less  *  *  » 
now  in  the  occupation  of  J.  G.  or  his  assigns,*'  to  the  use  of  the  same  J.  C, 
his  heirs  and  assigns.  At  the  date  of  the  wUl,  a  farm  called  H.  was  in  the 
occupation  of  J.  C.  It  contained  nearly  175  acres,  of  which  about  eighty-nine 
were  freehold  in  the  parish  of  L.,  about  sixty-six  were  copyhold  in  the  parish 
of  L.,  and  the  remainder  were  copyhold  in  an  adjoining  parish.  Held,  that 
not  only  the  eighty-nine  acres  of  freehold  in  the  parish  of  L.,  but  the  whole 
of  H.  ^rm,  passed  by  the  devise.

At  the  date  of  the  will,  and  for  many  years 
before  and  after,  all  seven  pieces  of  land  were  in  one  occupation,  and  known 
as  "  Claygate  Farm."

164.  Testatrix  also  devised,  "All  that  capital  messuage    *    *    *    and 

farm  house,  with  the  barns,  buildings  *  »  *  gardens,  orchards,  lands 
*  *  *  woods,  wood-grounds  and  appurtenances  *  *  *  commonly  called 
T.  *  *  *  situate  in  the  parish  of  E.  G.,  in  the  occupation  of  A.  B.,  his 
assigns  or  under-tenants,"  to  the  use  of  the  same  A.  B.,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 
At  the  date  of  the  will  T.  farm  was  situate  in  two  parishes,  E.  G.  and  W. 
The  farm  house  of  T.  was  in  W.  parish,  and  part  of  the  farm  buildings  were 
in  the  parish  of  E.  G.  All  were  then  in  the  occupation  of  A.  B.,  except  some 
woods  which  were  kept  in  hand  by  the  landlord,  and  never  wer«  in  the  occu- 
pation of  A.  B.  Held,  that  the  farm  house,  buildings,  and  all  the  lands  of  T. 
farm  (except  the  woodlands,  which  fell  into  the  residue),  passed  by  the  de- 
vise, lb. 

166. Testatrix  devised, "  all  that  my  share  and  interest  in  the  lands 

known  by  the  name  of  D.,  situate  in  the  parish  of  K.,  now  in  the  occupation 
of  E."  The  lands  known  as  D.  included  two  small  closes  in  the  parish  of  L., 
but  only  accessible  from  the  rest  of  the  lands,  which  were  in  the  parish  of  K.;

16T> A  testatrix  made  a  specific  dispoaition  of  certuin  property,  iadad- 

iug  "  all  Bum  and  sums  of  maat,y  which  shall  be  due  and  owing  to  me  at  the 
time  of  my  decease,"  and  gave  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate  to  other  per^ 
sons.  At  the  time  of  her  death,  in  1761,  ebe  was  one  of  the  two  next  of  kin  of 
her  son,  who  had  died  intestate  in  1778.  The  son  was  the  residuary  legatee  of 
his  father,  who  had  died  in  1779.  In  IBOO  a  decree  was  made  for  taking  the 
accounts  of  a  partnership  in  which  the  father  had  been  engaged,  and  which 
had  been  disBoWed  bj  the  death  of  the  other  partner  a  few  months  before  the 
father's  death.  In  1820  the  repreaentatiTea  of  the  surviving  executor  of  the 
father  paid  into  court,  in  this  suit,  a  sum  of  money  on  account  of  what  was 
due  from  the  eiecator  to  the  father's  estate  In  respect  of  moneys  coming  from 
the  partnership.  Nothing  was  shown  as  to  the  state  of  the  partnership  aaseta, 
or  of  the  estates  of  the  father  or  sou,  at  the  .time  of  the  death  of  the  testatrix.

A  testator  bequeathed  to  his  wife  (besides  other 
property)  "  leasehold  estates  and  all  such  stocks  in  the  public  funds  or  ahares 
in  any  railway  of  which  I  may  die  possessed,"  ahd  moneys  and  securities,  for 
her  life,  then  to  his  children,  if  he  should  have  any ;  and  on  her  death  and 
failure  of  issue  he  gave  the  "  same  leasehold  estates,  stocks,  shares,  moneys 
and  securities  "  nnto  his  brother,  T.  B.  A.,  absolutely.

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170.  Bnm  for  purchase  of  ornninfanioii*  Testator,  after  giving  a  life  annuity, 
from  and  after  the  death  or  marriage  of  hie  sister-in-law,  in  trust  for  his 
nephew,  her  son,  bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  mixed  real  and  personal 
estate  specifically  in  favor  of  his  nieces,  their  husbands,  and  children.  He 
then  declared  that  "  for  making  a  further  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  " 
his  above-mentioned  nephew,  it  should  be  lawful  for  }na  trustees,  during  the 
life  of  his  sister-in-law  upon  her  request  in  writing,  to  expend  any  sums  not 
exceeding  £6,500  in  the  purchase  of  a  commission  for,  or  in  obtaining  the  pro- 
motion of,  his  nephew  in  the  army.  After  the  testator's  death  the  nephew, 
being  in  the  army,  exchanged  from  one  regiment  into  another,  and  in  so  doing 
paid  £600  for  the  exchange,  and  £550  for  horses  and  outfit,  after  wliich,  in 
May,  1868,  his  mother  signed  and  sent  a  formal  request  to  the  trustees,  desiring 
that  the  whole  of  the  £6,500,  with  interest  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the 
request,  should  be  raised  out  of  the  residuary  estate,  and  paid  to  her  son. 
From  and  after  the  1st  of  November,  1871,  purchase  of  commissions  in  the 
army  was  by  royal  warrant  abolished.  Heldt  that  the  nephew  was  entitled  to 
the  full  sum  of  £6,500,  with  interest  at  4  per  cent  from  the  date  of  the  request, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  legacy  duty.

171.  Power  of  eppointmenL  A  testator  by  his  will  made  a  series  of 
specific  devises  upon  trust  for  each  of  his  children  for  life,  with  power  for 
such  child  to  appoint  by  will  to  his  or  her  widow  or  surviving  husband  an 
annuity  not  exceeding  one-third  of  the  income  of  the  property  specifically 
devised  to  him  or  her  for  life ;  and  he  then  gave  his  residuary  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  upon  and  for  the  trusts  and  purposes,  and  with  the  same  or  the 
like  powers,  in  favor  of  all  his  children,  share 'and  share  alike,  and  their  issue, 
as  should  correspond  with  those  thereinbefore  expressed  and  declared  concern- 
ing the  estates  si>ecifically  devised.  Held,  that  each  child  had  power  to  appoint 
by  will  an  annuity,  not  exceeding  one-third  of  the  total  income  arising  from 
the  specifically  devised  estate  and  the  child's  share  of  residue.

172. 8ecus,  if  the  power  had  been  to  appoint  an  annuity  of  or  not  ex- 
ceeding a  fixed  amount.  lb. 

173. H.  D.,  who  had,  under  the  will  of  her  late  husband,  a  general 

power  of  appointment  over  a  moiety  of  his  residuary  estate,  by  will,  in  1868, 
after  directing  that  her  debts  should  be  paid,  and  giving  pecuniaiy  legacies, 
bequeathed  the  residue  Xxl  her  personal  estate,  which  she  had  any  title  to  or 
interest  in,  unto  her  brothers  and  sisters  M.',  E.,  W.,  and  J.  equally,  and 
appointed  an  executor.  M.  and  J.  died  in  the  life-time  of  the  appointor.  Held, 
that  the  appointment  was  good  only  as  to  the  legatees  who  survived  the 
appointor,  and  that  the  next  of  kin  of  the  husband  were  entitled  to  the  shares 
which  M.  and  J.  would  have  taken  if  they  had  survived  the  appointor.  In  re 
Davies^  Trust  (Eq.  C),  1, 636. 

174. A  testator  gave  his  estate  by  will  to  trustees  in  the  following 

words :  "  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  all  my  property  over  which  I  have  any 
disposing  power."  The  trusts  of  the  will  were  for  his  wife  for  life,  for  her 
separate  use,  and  after  her  death  for  all  his  children  who  should  attain 
twenty-one,  in  equal  shares,  and  upon  failure  of  children,  for  the  brothers  and 
sisters  of  his  wife.    Held,  that  the  will  must  be  read  reddendo  einfftda  eingtUie, 
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and  operated  as  an  appointment  undto  two  special  powers,  one  of  which  was 
a  power  to  appoint  among  his  children,  sahject  to  a  life  interest  in  his  wife 
daring  widowhood,  and  the  other  was  a  power  to  appoint  a  life  Interest  to  his 
wife  in  a  fund  which,  sahject  to  sach  power,  was  held  on  trust  for  his  chil- 
dren at  twenty-one,  in  equal  shares.

176.  Charging  estate.  Testator  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  to  trustees  for  a  term  of  eleven  jears  from  his  decease,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  out  of  the  rents,  interest,  dividends  and  proceeds  certain  life  annuities ; 
and  he  directed  that  the  residue  of  the  rents,  etc.,  should,  during  the  term,  he 
accumulated  for  the  henefit  of  the  person  who  should  become  entitled  to  the 
residue  of  his  personal  estate  at  the  expiration  of  the  term ;  and  after  the 
determination  of  the  term  he  devised  his  real  estate,  subject  to  and  charged 
with  the  payment  of  the  annuities  for  the  residue  of  the  lives,  with  powers  of 
distress  and  entry  for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  as  if  the  same  had  been 
secured  by  a  lease  for  years,  unto  the  trustees,  in  strict  settlement.  Seld,  that 
the  arrears  and  the  annuities  were  not  charged  upon  the  corptu,  but  upon  the 
income,  and  must  be  paid  out  of  the  income  and  future  income,  so  far  as  any 
might  be  required.     Taylor  v.  Taylor  (Eq.  C),  VII,  848. 

176. In  order  that  legacies  charged  upon  real  estate  may  be  payable 

out  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  pro  rata,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  testa- 
tor should  have  directed  an  absolute  conversion  of  the  real  estate.  It  is  suffi- 
cient that  he  has  shown  an  intention  of  creating  a  mixed  fund  of  realty  and 
personalty,  out  of  which  the  legacies  are  to  be  paid.  Allan  v.  Gott  (Chan.

177. Therefore,  where  a  testator  had  empowered  his  trustees  to  sell 

his  real  and  j>er8onal  estate  in  case  and  as  often  as  they  should  think  fit,  and 
had  directed  them  to  pay  certain  legacies  out  of  the  residue  of  his  real  and 
personal  estate,  and  the  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  thereof,  Tield,  upon  the 
construction  of  the  whole  will,  that  the  legacies  were  payable  pro  rata  out  of 
the  real  and  personal  estate.  lb. 

178. A  testator,  by  will  dated  in  185.7,  bequeathed  to  his  wife  all  sums 

of  money  that  had  come  to  his  hands  as  part  of  her  patrimony,  for  her  sole  use 
and  benefit,  with  the  option  of  leaving  it  invested  at  five  per  cent,  to  be  paid 
her  quarterly,  or  if  she  wished  to  draw  it  out,  then  the  property  most  suitable 
for  sale  to  be  disposed  of  to  raise  the  amount  due  to  her,  being  in  fact  a  charge 
upon  the  property;  and  if  she  so  desired,  this,  as  well  as  all  just  debts  and 
obligations  due  from  him,  to  be  discharged  as  the  first  act  of  his  executors. 
Held,  that  the  wife's  patrimony  was  to  be  treated  as  a  debt  and  a  charge  on 
the  specifically  devised  property  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  property.  Mannox

179.  A  testator  gave  all  and  every  part  of  his  real  and  personal  prop 

erty  to  his  executors  and  trustees,  to  be  disponed  of  by  them  according  to  the 
directions  contained  in  his  will.  He  directed  his  executors  and  trustees,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  his  death,  to  pay  all  his  debts,  funeral  and  testamentary 
expenses ;  he  then  gave  all  his  personal  estate  to  his  brother  absolutely,  and 
he  devised  specifically  various  freehold  estates,  leaving  other  freehold  estates 
undisposed  of,  which  descended  to  his  heir.  The  personal  estate  was  insuffi- 
cient for  payment  of  his  debts.    Held,  that  the  specifically  devised  estates  and

180. A  testator,  after  giving  certain  pecuniary  legacies,  devised  as  fol- 
lows :  '*  As  to  all  my  messuages,  farms,  and  lands  at  Naunton,  consisting  of 
about  180  acres,  my  stock,  crops  and  implements  of  husbandry,  moneys,  securi- 
ties for  money,  and  all  the  residue  of  my  estate  and  effects,  real  and  personal, 
I  bequeath  and  devise  the  same  unto  my  said  wife,  to  hold  unto  my  said  wile 
until  my  youngest  child  shall  attain  twenty-one  years,"  with  limitations  over 
in  favor  of  the  children.  HeLd,  that  the  pecuniary  legacies  were  not  charged 
on  the  farm  at  Naunton,  or  on  the  residuary  real  estate.  GcuiUe  v.  OiUett  (Eq. 
C),  VI,  852. 

181.  Charge  when  void.  A  testator  in  1808  devised  estates  to  his  eldest 
son,  R.,  for  life,  with  remainders  to  his  grandson,  B.,  for  life;  to  trustees  to 
preserve  contingent  estates ;  to  other  trustees  for  500  yearsjupon  certain  trusts ; 
to  the  first  and  other  sons  of  his  grandson,  R.,  in  tail  male ;  and  in  default  of 
issue  to  the  second  and  other  sons  of  his  son  R.  in  tail  male ;  and  in  default  of 
issue  to  his  son  N.  for  life ;  to  the  same  trustees  to  preserve  contingent  estates ; 
to  the  first  and  other  sons  of  N.  in  tail  male,  with  remainders  over  in  favor  of 
other  sons  for  life  and  their  issue  in  tail.  The  limitation  of  the  term  was  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  the  trustees,  by  mortgage  or  other¥rise,  in  case  any 
one  or  more  of  the  testator's  younger  sons,  or  their  issue,  should  become  seized 
in  possession  by  virtue  of  the  limitations  of  the  estates  devised  to  his  son  R. 
for  life,  with  remainders  over,  to  raise  a  sum  of  £5,000  for  the  benefit  of  such 
of  the  testator's  sons  (except  the  son  in  possession  of  the  estates)  as  should  be 
then  living,  or  their  issue.  The  testator's  eldest  son  had  no  son  other  than 
the  testator's  grandson  R.,  who  died  on  the  24th  of  February,  1870,  without 
issue,  and  the  estates  devolved  upon  the  infant  defendant,  a  grandson  of  the 
testator's  son  N.  The  plaintiffs  were  a  younger  son  of  N.,  and  the  son  of  the 
testator's  younger  son  H.  Held,  on  demurrer  to  a  bill  praying  a  declaration 
that,  according  to  the  true  construction  of  the  will,  and  in  the  events  which 
had  happened,  the  sum  of  £5,000  was  validly  charged  upon  the  estates,  and 
was  now  raisable  with  interest  at  4  per  cent  from  the  24th  of  February,  1870 ; 
that  the  charge  failed  for  remoteness.     8ykes  v.  Sykes  (Eq.  C),  I,  555. 

182.  Eleotioaa,  patting  widow  to.  Qcdt  by  a  testator  of  a  legacy  of  £200 
and  an  annuity  of  £700  to  his  widow  (for  life  or  until  her  second  marriage); 
Charged  upon  part  of  his  freehold  and  copyhold  hereditaments,  with  a  direc- 
tion that  she  should  occupy  his  mansion  house  and  enjoy  the  rents  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  property.  The  testator  then  devised  his  real  estate  specifically, 
and  gave  to  his  trustees  powers  of  management  and  leasing.  His  real  estate 
consisted  chiefiy  of  customary  lands,  out  of  which  his  widow  was  entitled  to 
freebench  ;  but  the  evidence  showed  that  in  no  instance  in  these  manors  had  a 
widow  ever  been  admitted  or  her  freebench  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds. 
Held,  that  the  widow  was  put  to  her  election.  Tfionvpeon  v.  Burra  (Eq.  C), 
VII,  604. 

183/Peonllar  limitations.  A  testator  devised  his  hereditaments  to  his  son 
for  life,  with  remainder  to  F.,  his  son's  eldest  son,  for  life,  with  remainder  to 
the  first  and  other  sons  of  F.,  successively  In  tail  male ;  and  for  default  of 
such  issue,  to  R.,  the  second  son  of  his  son,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the 
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first  and  other  mds  of  B.,  auccMsively  In  t«il  tuftle ;  And  for  default  of  saoh 
iaSQe,  to  tbe  third,  fourth  and  other  sods  of  hia  sou  thereafter  to  be  bom  euo- 
cessiTelj  ia  tail  mile ;  ftud  for  defaalt  of  such  Isaue,  to  hia  daughter  1.,  for 
life,  with  remainder  to  her  first  and  other  bods  Id  tail  male ;  and  for  default  of 
each  iaaae,  to  his  granddaughter  £.,  for  life,  vtth  remainder  to  her  first  and 
other  BODS  in  tail  Dtale;  aud  for  defanit  of  sacb  iseue.to  hU  granddaughter  J., 
for  life,  with  remainder  to  her  first  and  other  bods  BuccesBirely  \a  tail  male, 
and  for  default  of  such  issue,  to  his  granddaughter  8.,  for  life,  with  remainder 
to  her  first  and  other  boob  BucceBBlvelj  Id  tail  male ;  and  for  default  of  such 
issue,  to  all  and  every  fourth  and  fifth  and  other  daughter  or  daughters  of  his 
■on  SQCcessivelj,  and  In  remainder  one  after  anotlieT,  and  to  the  hein  male  of 
their  tiodles ;  and  for  default  of  such  issue,  "  to  tbe  use  and  behoof  of  all  and 
everj  other  the  Issne  of  mj  body ; "  and  for  default  of  sndi  isslie,  to  bis  right 
heirs.  The  will  also  oontalned  a  wish  that  tbe  estates  should  be  retained  in 
the  hands  of  one  person,  and  should  not  be  dispersed,  and  a  provision  that  any 
female  who  inherited  should,  with  her  husband  (if  married),  assume  the  testa- 
tor's name  and  arms  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  tbe  estates.  A  muniment 
box  wae  directed  to  ^  to  the  person  entitled  from  time  to  time  to  tbe  estates. 
Si^,  first,  that  tbe  words  "  Issue  of  my  body  "  in  tbe  peunltimate  limitation, 
were  to  be  read  in  the  same  sense  as  "  hein  of  my  body ;"  Sdly,  that,  having 
regard  to  the  whole  will,  that  devise  could  not  be  read  as  giving  tbe  estate  per 
eapiia  In  joint  tenancy  to  all  who  came  within  the  class  at  tbe  time  tbe  estates 
vested  In  possession  ;Sdly,  that  the  words  "all  and  every"  did  not  Import  that 
all  were  to  take  at  the  same  time,  but  were  satisfied  by  all  taking  in  succession; 
and  4tbly  (BitAMWBU.,  B. ,  duierUieaU),  that  the  word  "  othet "  was  to  be  read 
not  as  a  word  of  eiclusion,  but  of  completion ;  aod  that  upon  these  principles 
ot  constraction,  tliere  was.  by  vlrtae  of  the  penultimate  limitation,  a  vested 
remainder  at  the  death  of  tbe  testator  in  tail  general  to  which  his  sou  then 
became  entitled.    AUgood  v.  Blake  (Ezch.),  Ill,  48fl ;  affirmed  B.  C,  V,  352. 

IB4.  This  remainder  descended  to  F.,  who  duly  executed  a  disentail- 
ing deed.  He  devbted  the  estate  to  the  defendant's  father,  from  whom  it 
descended  to  the  defendant.  Id  actions  of  ejectmeot,  (a)  by  persoDs  claimiog 
as  issue  of  the  tiody  ot  the  testator  as  join  tenants  per  eapiia  at  the  time  the 
estates  vested  in  possession,  (b)  by  the  heiress  in  tail  genera]  of  the  testator  at 
the  same  period,  (c)  bf  the  heir  of  the  snrvivor  of  all  the  issne  of  tbe  testator 
living  at  his  death  (other  than  these  included  in  the  partlcniar  limitations), 
and  (d)  by  the  heir  In  tail  of  the  testator  at  his  death,  these  being  excluded 
who  came  within  the  particular  limitations.  Slid,  that  the  defendant  was 
entitled  to  judgment,  lb. 

18b.  Cross  Umltatlotis.     k  testator  gave  his  lesldnary  persoDal  estate  upon 

trust  to  pay  the  iDCome  equally  between  this  three  daughters,  F.,  E.,  aod  C, 

doring  their  respective  lives,  and  if  all  or  any  of  them  should  die  leaving  issue, 

to  pay  one-third  of  the  principal  amoDg  tbe  issue  of  each  dadghter  so  dyiDg, 

in  sniial  nhaMii'  utd  j(  only  One  such  daughter  should  die  leaving  issue,  theo 

id  apply  tbe  whole  residue  equally  among  the  issue  of  such 

It  if  all  tbe  daughters  should  die  without  leaving  isaiie,  then 

taving  iesae,  aod  afterward  F.  died  wl^ont  leaving  issue. 

limitations  were  to  be  Implied  between  the  danghters  and 
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their  families,  and  that  the  issue  of  each  daughter  were,  for  all  purposes,  to  he 
ascertained  at  her  own  death,  and  that,  therefore,  one  moiety  of  F.'s  share  was 
pajahle  to  the  issue  of  C.  living  at  C.'s  death,  and  the  other  moiety  went  hy 
way  of  accretion  to  E.'s  original  shacp.  Matter  of  Bidg^s  Trusts  (Chan.  App.)i 
III,  559. 

186.  Perpetuities.  There  may  he  a  particular  clause  in  a  will  which  on  one 
construction  appears  to  offend  against  the  law  relating  to  perpetuities,  hut,  if 
it  is  fairly  capahle  of  another  construction  which  avoids  that  objection,  the 
latter  construction  will  be  preferred,  especially  if  it  is  found  to  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  intention  of  the  will.  MarteUi  v.  MoUatDay  (H.  of  L.), 
m,  44. 

187. Where  there  has  been  a  decree  (all  the  parties  interested  being 

before  the  court),  long  acquiesced  in,  which  declared  a  direction  for  accumula- 
tion to  be  void  for  remoteness,  but  also  declared  that  the  will  was  well  exe- 
cuted, and  that  the  trusts  thereof  (except  that  direction)  ought  tq  be  carried 
into  effect,  the  presumption  will  be  that  a  possible  objection  to  a  similar 
clause  in  the  will  had  not  been  overlooked,  but  had  been  considered  and 
decided  on  before  the  declaration  to  carry  the  trusts  of  the  will  into  execution 
was  made.  lb. 

188.  Release  of  covenant.  A  testatrix  advanced  to  the  defendant  £900  on  the 
security  of  an  assignment  by  him  of  a  covenant  by  F.  to  transfer  a  sum  of  £1,000 
stock,  and  to  pay  interest  in  the  meantime. .  By  her  will  she  gave  F.  £3,000, 
all  sums  due  to  her  from  him,  and  directed  her  executors  not  to  require 
payment  of  the  £900  due  from  the  defendant,  but  out  of  the  £8,000  given  to 
F.  to  retain  enough  to  purchase  £1,000  stock  for  the  benefit  of  her  estate,  and 
and  if  the  stock  were  worth  more  than  the  £900  and  interest,  the  surplus  to  be 
paid  to  the  defendant.  F.  having  predeceased  her,  she,  by  a  codicil,  directed 
that  the  £8,000  should  form  part  of  her  residuary  personal  estate,  but  directed 
her  executors  not  to  call  on  F.'s  representatives  for  transfer  of  the  £1,000 
stock,  nor  to  enforce  payment  of  the  £900  from  the  defendant.  Sdd,  that  the 
defendant  was  not  at  liberty  to  enforce  performance  of  the  covenant  to 
transfer  the  £1,000  stock  against  F.'s  estate,  except  as  to  the  difference 
between  the  £900  and  the  value  of  the  stock.  Synge  v.  8i/nge  (Chan.  App.), 
VIII,  778 ;  modifying  S.  C,  V.  897. 

189.  Revocation  of  settlement.  Although  a  general  residuary  bequest 
may  operate  as  an  execution  of  a  power  in  a  subsequent  settlement,  still  the 
court  has  power,  in  construing  both  instruments,  to  consider  the  surrounding 
"Circumstances,  and  if  they  think  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  settlor  that  the 
settlement  should  be  revoked  by  a  prior  will,  to  determine  that  such  will  was 
not  an  execution  of  the  power.    In  re  Ending's  Settlement  (Eq.  C),  III,  786. 

190.  Marshaling  assets.  A  testator  gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate, 
which  consisted  of  both  pure  and  impure  personalty,  to  trustees  upon  trust  to 
sell  and  convert  the  same  into  money,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  and  out  of  his 
ready  money  to  pay  his  debts,  funeral  expenses  and  legacies,  and  to  pay  the 
income  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  after  her  death  to  raise  sufficient  to  purchase 
certain  life  annuities.  He  then  gave  some  pecuniary  legacies,  including  a 
legacy  of  £100  to  a  charity  school,  and  bequeathed  all  the  residue  of  his  per- 
sonal estate  to  three  charities  in  equal  shares,  and  directed  that  the  three  last- 
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mentioned  bequests  should  be  paid  and  satisfied  out  of  such  part  of  his  per- 
sonal estate  as  could  be  lawfully  applied  to  the  payment  thereof,  and  which 
should  be  reserved  by  the  trustees  for  that  purpose.  Held,  that  the  direction 
respecting  the  payment  of  the  residuary  bequests  was  equivalent  to  a  direction 
to  marshal  the  assets  in  favor  of  the  three  charities;  and  that  the  debts, 
funeral  and  testamentary  expenses  and  legacies  other  than  the  legacy  to  the 
school,  must  be  paid  primarily  out  of  the  impure  personalty.  Miles  v.  Hdr- 
rwm  (Chan.  App.),  Vin,  881. 

191. The  direction  to  marshal  did  not  apply  to  the  legacy  to  the  school, 

which  must  fail  only  in  the  proportion  which  the  impure  bore  to  the  pure  per- 
sonalty, lb. 

192. The  costs  of  the  suit  were  included  under  testamentary  expenses, 

and  must  be  paid  primarily  out  of  the  impure  personalty.  lb. 

193. A  testator,  after  bequeathing  an  annuity  and  certain  legacies,  de- 
vised his  real  estate  to  trustees  upon  trust  for  sale,  and  directed  the  proceeds 
to  be  applied,  so  far  as  they  would  extend,  in  payment  of  his  debts  and  funeral 
and  testamentary  expenses  and  the  annuity  and  legacies.  He  then  gave  his 
personal  estate  to  the  tome  trustees  upon  trust  to  convert  the  same  into  money, 
and  out  of  the  proceeds  pay  so  much  of  his  debts  and  legacies  as  the  proceeds 
of  his  real  estate  would  not  extend  to  pay,  and  to  stand  possessed  of  all  the 
residue  of  his  personal  estate  upon  trust  for  certain  charities ;  and  he  declared 
that  only  such  part  or  parts  of  his  estate  and  premises  should  be  comprised 
in  the  residue  thereof,  and  be  divided,  paid  or  transferred  to  or  among  the 
charities,  as  might  by  law  be  given  or  bequeathed  for  charitable  purposes. 
The  testator  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  entitled  to  real  estate  and  to  pure 
and  impure  personal  estate.  HM,  that  the  impure  personal  estate  was  by  the 
terms  of  the  will  excluded  from  the  residue,  and  therefore  it,  with  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  real  estate,  must  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  debts  and  legacies 
before  the  pure  personalty  was  resorted  to.     WUU  v.  Bimme  (Eq.  C),  VI,  821. 

194. A  testator  having  directed  his  debts  and  legacies  (other  than 

charitable  legacies)  to  be  paid  out  of  impure  personalty,  and  his  charitable 
legacies  out  of  pure  personalty,  the  following  points  were  decided:  The  tes- 
tator borrowed  £6,500  from  his  bankers,  to  be  repaid  on  a  specified  day.  He 
died  before  the  day  of  payment,  and,  at  his  death,  a  sum  of  £629  was  standing 
to  his  credit,  on  his  current  drawing  account.  HM,  that  the  £629  must  be 
treated  as  a  set-off  against  the  sum  due  on  the  loan  account,  and  was  not  to  be 
dealt  with  as  an  asset  in  the  hands  of  the  executors.  Thomas  v.  EauieU  (Eq. 
C),  IX,  744 

196. At  the  death  of  the  testator  a  sum  of  £90  for  rents  collected,  but 

not  paid  over,  remained  in  the  hands  of  his  agent,  and  a  larger  sum  was  due 
to  the  agent  for  commission  on  rents  collected.  Held,  that  the  £90  must  be 
set  ofi^  against  the  larger  sum  due  for  commission,  and  was  not  to  be  treated 
as  an  asset  of  the  testator.  lb. 

196. There  was  also  a  sum  of  £861  due  to  the  testator  as  arrears  of 

rent  from  leaseholds,  in  respect  of  wliich  ground-rent  and  other  outgoings  were 
payable.  J9e&i,  that  the  arrears  of  rent  due  were  not  liable  to  reduction  for 
ground-rent  and  outgoings,  but  must  be  treated  as  pure  personalty.  lb. 
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197. There  was  a  farther  Bom  of  £2,903,  dne  for  the  apportionment 

of  the  quarter'e  rent  of  leasehold  estates.    Held,  that  this  wa«  pure  person- 
alty, lb. 

198. The  will  contained  a  bequest  of  £200  to  each  of  ten  poor  clergy- 
men of  the  Church  of  England,  to  be  selected  by  his  friend  J.  O.  EM,  that 
these  were  charitable  legacies,  but  were  payable  oat  of  the  testator's  general 
estate/and  not  oat  of  pure  personalty  alone.  lb. 

199. Gift,  by  will,  of  legacies  of  £200  each  to  twenty  charitable  in- 
stitutions, followed  by  a  gift  by  a  codicil  as  follows :  "  Presuming  and  believing 
that  the  rental  of  my  estate  will  produce  from  £16,000  to  £18,000, 1  desire  the 
four  executors  named  at  the  top  of  my  will,  will  appropriate  £4,000  more  to 
the  established  institutions  of  the  country,  making  it  together  £8,000.  EM, 
that  the  gift  was  conditional  on  the  income  of  the  estate  amounting  to  the 
specified  sum,  and  that  not  being  the  case  the  gift  failed.  lb. 

200.  Hotchpot  cl^mieb  Testator  gave  real  and  personal  property  to  trustees 
upon  trust  to  convert,  and  after  the  death  or  second  marriage  of  his  wife,  to 
hold  the  proceeds  in  trust  for  his  child  or  children  living  at  that  time,  and  the 
issue  then  living  of  his  child  or  children  dying  before  that  period,  such  objects 
to  take  8«  tenants  in  common  according  to  the  stocks,  and  not  to  the  number 
of  the  individuals  composing  the  class.  His  real  estate  was  to  be  considered 
9B  converted  from  his  death,  and  it  was  declared  that  no  child,  to  whom  or  to 
whose  husband  he  should  have  paid  any  portion  in  his  life-time,  should  par- 
ticipate in  the  trust  property  without  bringing-the  portion  so  paid  in  testator's 
life-time  into  hotchpot.  On  the  marriage  of  B.,  one  of  his  daughters,  in  his 
life-time,  and  before  the  date  of  the  will,  testator  covenanted  to  stand  seized 
of  a  freehold  house  to  the  use  of  B.^  her  heirs  and  assigns,  forever.  B.  having 
died  leaving  issue,  Tuld,  that  the  hotchpot  clause  could  not  be  extended  to  the 
issue  of  testator's  children,  so  that  the  value  of  the  house  given  to  B.  was  not 
to  be  deducted  from  the  share  of  her  issue  who  should  be  living  at  the  death 
or  second  marriage  of  testator's  widow.    Eemtt  v.  Jardine  (Eq.  C),  II,  421. 

201. Life  and  reversionary  interests  must  be  brought  into  hotchpot 

under  the  usual  hotchpot  clause.    BcUss  v.  Drake  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  703. 

202.  Z«egatee,  who  intended.  Where  a  legatee  is  once  correctly  described 
in  a  willj  and  the  same  name  is  mentioned  again  without  any  description,  evi- 
dence is  not  admissible  to  show  that  a  di^erent  person  was  intended.  Webber 
V.  Carbett  (Eq.  C),  VI,  841. 

203.  Children.  The  word  **  children,"  used  in  a  will,  prima  fade  means 
legitimate  children,  and  no  other  meaning  can  be  given  to  it  by  any  conjec- 
tural application  of  other  words  found  in  the  will  and  supposed  to  show  the 
testator's  intention.  There  must  be  clear  evidence  of  that  intention  in  the  will 
itself  to  establish  another  application  of  the  word.  EiU  v.  Crook  (H.  of  L.), 
VII,  1. 

204i There  may  be  a  gift  to  living  illegitimate  children  as  a  class,  if 

the  words  used  by  the  testator  clearly  show  that  such  children  were  intended 
to  be  the  objects  of  his  bounty.  But  whether  any  such  gift  to  future  illegiti- 
mate children  can  take  effect,  qtuere  f  lb. 
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206. If  there  is  a  gift  to  "  children  "  aa  a  class,  the  law,  if  there  is 

nothing  in  the  will  clearly  to  show  a  contrary  intention,  will  apply  the  gift  to 
legitimate  children  only.  lb. 

206. A  testator  possessed  of  leasehold  estates  spoke  in  his  will  of  J.  C. 

as  his  "  son-in-law,"  and  devised  these  estates  to  trustees  for  the  use  of  his 
^^  daughter  Mary,  the  wife  of  J.  C,"  for  her  life,  for  her  sole  and  separate  use, 
independent  of  the  debts  or  control  of  "  her  present  or  any  after-taksfta  hus- 
band," and  in  several  places  in  his  will  mentioned  J.  C.  and  his  daughter  Mary 
in  the  same  terms.  After  her  death,  and  if  she  made  no  specific  appointment, 
the  trustees  were  to  stand  possessed  of  the  leaseholds  in  trust  for  "  the  child, 
if  only  one,  or  all  the  children,  if  more  than  one,  of  my  said  daughter  M.  C. 
*  *  *  But  if  there  shall  not  be  any  child  of  my  said  daughter  M.  C."  then 
over.  There  were  children  of  the  union  of  J.  C.  and  Mary  born  and  living  be- 
fore the  testator's  decease,  and  treated  by  him  as  his  grandchildren,  but  that 
union  was  not  a  lawful  marriage,  J.  C.  having  been  formerly  the  husband  of 
Sarah  Ann,  the  sister  of  Mary,  and  having  (with  the  knowledge  and  assent  of 
the  testator)  gone  through  the  ceremony  of  marriage  with  Mary  after  Sarah 
Ann's  death.  HM,  that  there  was  here  a  sufficient  designation  of  the  chil- 
dren  of  Mary  as  the  intended  objects  of  the  testator's  bounty,  and  that  his  gift 
to  them  was  valid.  lb. 

207. The  word  ''children"  in  a  will  means  prima,  fade  "legitimate 

children,"  as  much  so  as  if  the  word  *'  legitimate  "  had  been  introduced  before 
it.  Where,  therefore,  a  person  who  had  two  illegitimate  children  by  a  certain 
woman  married  her,  and  the  day  after  his  marriage  made  a  will,  in  which, 
after  leaving  her  his  real  and  personal  property  for  life,  he  said :  "  I  leave 
her  at  liberty  to  direct  the  disposal  of  the  property  among  our  children  by  will 
at  her  death,  in  such  manner  as  she  shall  think  fit ;  and  should  she  make  no 
will,  I  desire  that  the  property  existing  at  her  death  shall  be  divided,  as  far 
as  it  may  be  practicable  to  do  so,  equally  between  my  children  by  her"  and  had 
not  any  child  born  after  the  date  of  the  will,  but  lived  for  some  time  after 
making  it,  and  always  treated  the  two  illegitimate  children  as  his  own  chil- 
dren ;  lield,  that  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  testator  was,  subject  to  the 
interest  given  to  the  widow  for  her  life,  undisposed  of  by  the  will.  Darin  v. 
Darin  (H.  of  L.),  XUI,  90 ;  modifying  S.  C,  IX,  629. 

208. Bequest  to  W.  and  E.  B.'s  three  children  of  £10  each,  and  of  fur- 
niture equally  to  be  divided  among  them.  W.  and  E.  B.  had  four  children. 
Held,  that  the  four  were  each  entitled  to  a  legacy  of  £10  and  a  share  of  the 
furniture.

principal  between  ail  the  children  of  his  daughter  A.  when  they  should  attain 
twenty-one,  in  equal  shares ;  and  in  case  all  the  children  of  his  daughter  A. 
should  die  under  twenty-one  without  issue,  there  was  a  gift  over  in  favor  of  a 
son.  For  some  time  prior  to  the  date  of  the  will  and  the  death  of  the  testator, 
in  1840,  J.  H.  and  the  daughter  A.  were  living  together  as  man  and  wife  at  B., 
where  the  testator  resided  until  within  a  few  months  of  his  death.  They 
were  married  in  1845.  Three  children  were  bom  before  the  marriage  —  one 
before  the  testator's  will  and  two  after  his  death.    One  child  was  bom  after 
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the  marriage.  Held,  that  the  legitimate  child  only  wa«  entitled  to  the  bequest.

210. A  testator  bequeathed  to  his  sister  Susan  all  the  property  he 

might  die  possessed  of  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  he  desired  the  property 
to  be  equally  divided  among  his  brothers  and  sisters ;  and  should  any  of  his 
brothers  or  sisters  die  (leaving  issue)  during  the  life-time  of  his  sister  Susan, 
the  share  which  would  have  been  theirs  to  be  equally  divided  among  their 
children.  MM,  that  the  children  of  a  brother  who  died  fifteen  years  before 
the  date  of  the  will  were  entitled  to  take  the  share  of  fheir  deceased  parent. 
AdafM  V.  Adams  (Eq.  C),  III,  720. 

211.  A  testatrix,  among  other  legacies,  gave  to  the  children  of  her  late 

cousin,  R.  H.,  £1,000.  The  will  contained  a  proviso  that  if  any  legatee  should 
die  in  the  life-time  of  the  testatrix,  leaving  children,  such  legacy  should  not 
lapse,  but  should  be  paid  to  the  children  of  the  deceased  legatee.  One  of  the 
children  of  R.  H.  was  dead  at  the  date  of  the  will,  leaving  children.  HM, 
that  the  children  of  the  deceased  child  could  not  take  under  the  proviso  in  the 
will,  inasmuch  as  the  deceased  child  was  not  a  *'  legatee  "  within  the  meaning 
of  the  clause.    HunUr  v.  Cheshivre  (Chan.  App.),  Y I,  592. 

212. Testator,  who  died  in  1854,  gave  all  his  property  to  his  wife  for 

life,  and,  after  giving  certain  pecuniary  legacies  and  annuities,  devised  and 
bequeathed  to  his  son  C.  all  the  residue  after  his  mother's  decease,  and  to  his 
heirs ;  and  in  case  C.  should  die  leaving  no  issue,  then  his  freehold  estate  was 
to  be  equally  divided  between  his  (testator's)  surviving  children  or  their  fami- 
lies. All  the  children  of  the  testator  survived  their  mother,  who  died  in  1861, 
and  excepting  one,  all  (two  without  issue,  two  leaving  children,  one  leaving  a 
child,  and  the  issue  of  another  child)  died  in  the  life-time  of  C,  who  died  in 
1869  a  bachelor  and  intestate.  EM,  that  this  was  a  gift,  on  the  death  of  C, 
without  leaving  issue  living  at  his  death,  to  the  other  children  of  the  testator 
then  living,  and  to  the  families  of  such  of  them  as  were  dead.  Hdd^  also,  that 
'* families"  meant  children,  and  not  descendants  of  the  testator's  children.

213.  Qift  to  unborn  child.  A  gift  by  a  testator  or  testatrix  to  his  or  her 
unborn  child  by  a  particular  person,  not  being  the  wife  or  husband  of  the 
testator  or  testatrix,  is  good,  provided  the  child  has  acquired  the  reputation  of 
being  such  before  the  death  of  the  testator  or  testatrix.  In  re  Ooodwin*8  Trust 
(Eq.  C),  IX,  577. 

2l4i  Where,  therefore,  a  testatrix  who  had  gone  through  the  ceremony 

of  marriage  with  P.,  the  husband  of  her  deceased  sister,  bequeathed  her  resid- 
uary estate  upon  trust  for  all  her  children  by  P.,  and  died  eight  years  after 
the  date  of  the  will,  leaving  two  children,  one  of  whom  was  bom  at  the  date 
of  the  will,  and  the  ot.her  only  a  few  weeks  before  the  death  of  the  testatrix, 
?Uldt  that  the  second  child,  having  before  the  death  of  the  testatrix  acquired 
the  reputation  of  being  her  child  by  P.,  was  entitled  to  share  in  the  estate.  lb. 

215.  — ^  A  testator,  who  had  gone  through  the  ceremony  of  marriage  with 
M.  L. ,  his  deceased  wife's  sister,  who  had  two  daughters,  C.  and  E.,  by  him, 
and  who  was  enciente  with  a  third  at  the  date  of  the  will,  gave  a  moiety  of  his 
property  to  trustees  in  trust  for  M.  L.  for  life,  and  after  *her  death  for  his  re- 
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puted  children,  C.  uid  S.,  and  bU  other  children  which  he  might  h^re  or  be 
reputed  to  h»ve  bj  M.  L.,  then  bom  or  thereaiter  to  be  bom.  The  third  child 
was  born  before  the  teatator'B  de«th,  and  wm  acknowledged  by  him  as  hiB 
child.  Meld  (diuentiente  Lord  Selbobnb,  L.  C),  that  the  after-bom  child  was 
entitled  to  share  with  her  riatera  under  the  will.  Ocde»toa  v.  FalkUove  (Chan. 
App.).VIU,7e8. 

216. A  teatator  gave  a  fund  to  his  wife  for  life,  then  to  his  danghteT  (a 

married  woman)  for  life,  and  after  her  death  to  her  children,  who  being  aona, 
should  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  or  being  daughters  attain  that  age  or 
marry,  and  11  none,  then  to  certain  persona  by  name.  By  a  codicil  he  directed 
that  if  his  daughter  should  be  living  at  the  expiration  of  five  yean  from  the 
death  of  his  wife,  and  should  not  then  have  had  any  child  or  children,  the 
fnnd  should  be  at  once  divided  between  the  ulterior  takers,  a«  If  hli  daughter 
were  dead  without  children.  The  daughter's  first  child  was  bom  five  yean 
and  six  months  after  the  death  of  the  testator's  widow.  Beld,  that  aa  the 
daughter  had  a  child  in  writre  m  mere  within  five  years  after  the  death  of  the 
widow  the  gift  over  had  not  taken  efTect.

217- A  testator  gave  his  residuary  real  and  personal  estate  to  trustees 

on  trust  to  convert  and  luvest,  and  pay  the  income  to  his  wife  during  widow- 
hood, or  until  his  son  should  attain  twentftwo,  and  then  to  call  in  half  the 
money  invested  and  pay  it  to  his  son,  and  as  to  the  other  half,  to  pay  the 
Income  to  the  wife  during  widowhood,  and  then  to  his  son  tor  life,  and  after- 
ward to  his  lawful  issue.  Httd,  that  the  children  and  remoter  issue  of  the 
son  Hying  at  hia  death  took  together  aa  joint  tenants.  In  re  Corltu*  {Chan. 
DIv.),  XV,  851. 

^      318. One  of  the  son's  daughters,  who  was  nnmarried  at  his  death, 

married  ten  days  afterward,  and  bad  a  child  bom'^x  months  after  her  mar- 
riage. Meld,  that  inasmuch  as  the  child,  though  bom  within  the  period  of 
gestation  after  the  son's  death,  could  have  had  no  legitimate  existence  then,  it 
was  not  within  the  class  entitled  to  take.  lb. 

ai9>  H«ln.  Testatrix,  alter  devising  real  estate  to  a  devisee, "  and  to  her 
heirs  and  assigns,"  bequeathed  to  her  trustees  £600  upon  trust  to  invest  and 
pay  the  proceeds  to  E.  B.  for  life,  and  in  case  (which  happened)  E.  R.  ^ould 
leave  no  child  living  at  her  (E.  B.'s)  decease, "  then  I  direct  my  said  trustees 
to  divide  the  said  sum  of  £S00  •  •  *  amongst  the  heirs  of  my  late 
brother  "  J.  S.  Held,  that  by  the  word  "  heirs  "  were  meant  the  next  of  kin 
of  J.  B.,  according  to  the  Statute  of  Distributions,  together  with  the  widow 
of  J.  B.,  if  living  at  tesUtrix's  death.

320.  HeptacwB  and  ni«o«s.    Testatrix,  after  giving  a  spe^c  bequest  to  A. 

6.,  who  was  her  husband's  niece,  but  whom  she  there  described  as  "  my  niece, 

"«rward  gave  the  residue  of  her   property  thus;   "unto  all   my 

ad  nieces."    Meld,  that  the  nephews  and  nieces  by  blood  of  the  tes-

-Residuary  gift  In  trust  for  "  my  nephews  and  nieces  living,  and 
t  any,  of  my  nephews  and  nieces  dead  before  me. '     The  teatator 
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ever  had  anj  nephew  or  niece  of  his  own,  nor  had  he  any  brother  or  sUter, 
lining  when  he  made  his  will.  Seld,  that  the  nephews  tknd  nieces  of  the 
testator's  wife  took  under  the  gift,  and  that  evidence  of  circumstances  making 
it  improbable  that  the  testator  intended  to  benefit  them,  but  not  tending  to 
show  that  any  other  class  was  intended,  was  inadmissible.  Sherrad  y.  Moun- 
ford  (Chan.

222.  Where  there  is  a  gift  by  will  to  '  my  nephews  and  nieces,"  and 

th^  testator  has  none  of  his  own,  but  there  are  nephews  and  nieces  of  his 
wife,  who  are  commonly  spoken  of  as  holding  that  relation  to  the  husband, 
they  are  entitled  to  take  the  gift.    S.  C,  V,  866. 

223.  ReUtions.  Testator,  after  giving  legacies  to  various  persons,  describ- 
ing their  relationship,  including  a  person  described  as  his  niece,  but  in  reality 
illegitimate,  and  persons  connected  by  affinity,  directed  that  if  the  whole  of 
his  property  made  more .  than  the  whole  amounts  mentioned  in  his  will,  it 
should  be  divided  "among  my  relations  in  proportion  to  their  separate 
amounts."  Jleld,  that  only  such  of  the  legatees  as  were  blood  relations  were 
entitled  under  the  residuary  gift.    Hibbert  v.  Hibbert  (£q.  C),  V,  884. 

224.  Relatives.  Testatrix  directed  all  her  property  at  the  death  of  A.  and 
B.,  "  to  pass  to  my  relatives  in  America."  HM,  that  the  class  was  to  be  ascer- 
tained at  the  death  of  the  testatrix  ;  and  that  all  her  next  of  kin  in  America 
then  living  were  entitled  as  joint  tenants.  Eagles  v.  Le  Breton  (Eq.  C),  Y, 
776. 

225.  Sister.  A  testatrix  made  a  will,  which  she  declared  to  be  her  "  last 
will  and  testament,"  and  thereby  appointed  an  executor,  and,  after  giving 
legacies,  proceeded  as  follows :  "After  these  legacies  and  my  doctor's  bills  and 
funeral  expenses  are  paid,  I  leave  (ac)  to  my  sister,"  M.  P.,  "without  any 
power  or  control  whatsoever  of  her  husband,"  J.  P.,  "  in  case  of  her  death  to 
be  equally  divided  among  her  children  or  grandchildren."  Held,  a  good  gift 
of  the  residue  to  the  sister.  Perkins  v.  FlodgcOe  ;  In  re  BasseWs  Estate  (£q. 
C),  II,  417. 

226.  Bfiistake  in  number  of  legatees.  Bequest "  unto  each  of  my  four  nieces 
*  *  *  the  daughters  of  my  deceased  brother  Joseph,  the  sum  of  £600." 
There  were  five  daughters  of  Joseph,  who  all  survived  the  testator.  Heid, 
that  the  blank  left  in  the  will  was  not  sufficient  to  distinguish  this  case  so  as 
to  take  it  out  of  the  settled  rule,  and  that  each  of  the  five  nieces  was  entitled 
to  a  legacy  of  £600.     McKechnU  v.  Vomghan  (Eq.  C),  V,  864. 

227.  Blistake  in  description  of  legatee.  A  testatrix,  by  will  made  in  1868, 
gave  a  legacy  to  "  the  treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  fund  for  the  relief 
of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  of  Worcester,  to  be 
applied  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  that  charity."  Two  societies  made  a  claim. 
One  had  been  founded  in  1777,  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  at  which  time  the  diocese  comprised  only  the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Worcester.  In  1837,  the  Archdeaconry  of  Coventry  was  added  to 
the  diocese,  and,  in  1848,  the  Worcester  society  altered  its  title,  so  as  to  show 
that  its  operations  were  restricted  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Worcester.  The 
other  society  had  been  founded  in  1777,  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  orphans

ot  cletgj  tn  the  Archde&coniy  of  Coventiy.  The  father  of  the  testatrix  had 
been  a  aabscrlber  to  the  Woreeater  Boclety  till  bia  death  In  1817.  Bis  widov 
hud  coDtinaed  the  eubicnptlon  till  her  death  in  1800,  and  the  testatriT  bad 
coDtiuiied  it  from  that  time  at  an  increased  rate ;  but  it  did  Dot  appear  that  the 
testatrix,  or  any  of  bar  familj,  bad  subscribed  to  Uie  Coveatry  society.  Sdd, 
by  Maliss.  V.  C,  that  tbe  gift  was  to  be  treated  as  a  gift  to  an  object,  not  to 
a  particnlar  society,  and  mast  be  apportioned  between  fLe  two  societies.  Seld, 
an  appeal,  that  the  gift  was  a  gift  to  a  particular  society,  with  a  slight  inac- 
curacy of  description,  and  that  tbe  Worcester  society  was  solely  entitled,  /n 
re  Eavtrl't  Trutt  (Chan.  App.),  1. 499. 

228.  Qift  by  will  Co  tbe  Kent  Coonty  Hospital.  There  being  no  hos- 
pital having  precisely  that  name,  held,  that  a  general  hospital  mast  be  pie- 
Bamedtobave  been  intended,  and  the  Kent  Connty  Ophthalmic  Hospilal  coald 
not  take  the  legacy,  and  that  it  must  be  divided  betveeu  two  hospitals,  via., 
the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  and  the  West  Kent  General  Hospital,  which 
together  supplied  the  placaof  a  general  connty  hospital.  Alckin'*  Trutti  (Bq. 
C).  Ill,  707. 

22S.  Bnivivorshlp.  A  testator  directed  tbe  income  of  the  residue  of  his 
estate  to  be  divided  between  all  bis  sons  as  tenants  in  common,  with  benefit 
of  enrrivorsbip  between  them,  in  case  any  or  either  of  them  should  die  with- 
out issue,  and  In  case  any  child  or  children  who  should  be  entitled  under  the 
tnists  of  his  will  to  any  prindpal  money,  or  income,  should  die  leaving  iasne, 
the  prindpal  money  or  share  from  which  theinterest  of  such  child  or  children 
should  be  derived  shonld  go  to  and  be  divided  among  such  Issne  as  tenants  in 
common.  The  testator  left  five  sons,  two  of  whom  died  leaving  issue,  and 
three  died  without  iasne,  the  last  survivor  of  the  five  dying  withont  Issue. 
Held,  that  on  the  death  of  the  last  sorviving  son  the  prindpal  set  free  accrued 
to  the  children  of  the  sou  who  had  died  leaving  isaue.

230.  Creating  tnwts-  A  testator  made  the  following  will:  "Subject  to 
my  debts,  I  bequeath  to  my  wife  the  clear  rentals  of  my  two  (leasehold)  hoases, 
Nos.  17  and  19  P.  street,  for  her  life,  to  be  paid  to  her  every  month ,-  and  after 
her  decease  I  leave  No.  17  (and  other  property)  to  my  son  B.,  and  I  direct  that 
the  rente  shall  be  received  and  the  property  be  nndsr  the  mauagement  of  my 
eseeutors.  After  R.'b  decease  1  direct  his  share  of  the  property  be  equally 
.divided  between  his  children;  bat,  should  hedie  without  leaving  lawful  issue, 
I  direct  the  same  to  be  equally  divided  among  the  surviving  children  of  my

lor  gave  his  reudue  to  trustees  on  trust  to  convert  and  in- 
or  real  securities,  and  to  pay  the  income  to  his  wife  for 
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life,  and  after  her  death  to  diBtribute  the  corpus,  and  he  also  empowered  them 
to  continue  invested  any  of  his  government  stocks  or  real  secarities,  and  di- 
rected that  his  wife  should  be  entitled  to  the  interest,  dividends,  and  annual 
proceeds  of  his  residuary  estate  as  from  the  day  of  his  decease.  Held,  that  the 
trustees  were,  under  the  will,  empowered  to  retain  such  government  securities 
only  as  were  of  a  permanent  character ;  that  certain  long  annuities,  which 
formed  part  of  the  testator's  estate,  ought  to  have  been  sold  and  the  proceeds 
invested  on  permanent  securities ;  and  that  the  widow's  estate  was  after  her 
death  liable  to  recoup  to  the  testator's  estate  the  amount  which  would  have 
been  produced  by  the  sale  of  the  long  annuities,  she  having  received  in  hex 
life-time  the  whole  proceeds  tUl  they  expired.     lickner  v.  Old  (Eq.  C),  X,  748. 

232. Testator  gave  the  residue  (which  amounted  in  value  to  about 

£6,500)  of  his  personal  estate  upon  trust,  to  permit  a  married  woman  to  re- 
ceive the  income  during  her  life,  with  remainder  after  her  death  for  the  ben- 
efit of  her  children,  and  if  no  children,  for  the  husband  absolutely.  In  the 
event  of  the  death  of  the  wife  in  the  life-time  of  her  aunt  N. ,  testator  directed 
that  the  then  legally  secured  income  of  the  aunt,  if  below  £250  a  year,  should 
be  made  up  to  that  amount.  From  the  death  of  the  testator,  in  April,  1861, 
down  to  February,  1865,  an  annuity  of  £300  was  regularly  paid  to  N.,  by 
arrangement,  out  of  the  husband's  banking  account;  but  the  wife  having 
eloped  in  September,  1864,  the  payment  was,  after  the  above  date,  discon- 
tinued. In  1869  the  bill  was  filed  by  K.  against  the  husband  and  wife,  alleg- 
ing by  amendment,  after  the  answer  of  the  wife  (who  supported  the  plaintiff's 
case)  had  come  in,  that  the  husband  and  wife  both  promised  the  testator,  at 
his  request,  on  his  death-bed,  to  make  an  allowance  of  £800  a  year  to  the 
plaintiff,  and  praying  for  a  declaration  that  the  income  of  the  testator's  residu- 
ary real  and  personal  estate  "  was  and  is  subject  to  a  trust"  for  the  payment 
of  £800  a  year  to  the  plaintifi^  during  the  wife's  life,  if  the  plaintiff  should  so 
long  live,  and  for  payment  of  the  arrears  of  the  annuity  by  the  husband.  The 
husband  denied  having  made  any  such  promise ;  but  it  having  been  found,  as 
a  result  of  the  evidence,  that  a  promise,  as  alleged,  was  made  to  the  testator 
by  the  wife,  and  was  assented  to  by  the  husband,  ?ield,  that  the  income  of  the 
testator's  estate  was  subject  to  the  alleged  trust,  and  an  account  and  payment 
ordered  accordingly.    Norris  v.  Frazer  (Eq.  C),  V,  864. 

233. Little  stress  can  be  laid  on  the  use,  in  a  will  making  a  gift  to  a 

charity,  of  the  word  **  condition."  It  may  mean  the  same  as  "  intent  and  pur- 
pose," and  may  be  employed  to  create  a  trust  and  nothing  more.  Attorney- 
Q&neral  v.  Wax  Chandlert^  Co,  (H.  of  L.),  IV,  90. 

234. In  1858  a  testator  gave  certain  houses  in  Old  Change  to  his  son 

and  the  son's  heirs,  but  if  the  son  died  without  issue,  to  the  Wax  Chandlers 
of  the  city  of  London,  "  for  this  intent  and  purpose,  and  upon  this  condition," 
that  they  should  distribute  annually  £8  in  the  manner  therein  described,  viz., 
£8  18«.  to  the  poor  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  and  28.  to  the  church  wardens  for 
their  painstaking ;  88«.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Bexley  in  Kent,  and  2s.  to 
the  churchwardens  of  that  parish  for  their  pains ;  85«.  to  the  poorest  men  and 
women  of  the  Company  of  Wax  Chandlers,  and  the  other  6s.  to  the  master  and 
wardens  of  the  company,  "  and  the  rest  of  the  profits  of  the  said  houses  and 
tenements,  I  will,  shall  be  bestowed  upon  the  reparation  of  the  said  houses 
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and  tenements."  If  the  master  and  wardens  should  leave  anj  of  these  things 
undone,  the  property  was  to  go  over  the  testator's  next  of  kin, "  upon  condition 
that  thej  shoald  do  all  these  things."  The  son  died  unmarried,  and  the  Wax 
Chandlers  entered  into  possession,  kept  the  premises  in  repair,  and,  after  the 
great  fire  in  London,  rebuilt  them.  The  rents  had  largely  increased.  Held^ 
that  the  will  created  a  trust ;  that  all  the  income  was  exhausted  bj  the  appro- 
priations of  it  directed  by  the  will,  and  that,  consequently,  the  whole  was 
properly  applicable  to  purposes  of  charity.  lb. 

235. The  Wax  Chandlers  had,  in  1790,  purchased  a  small  piece  of 

property  adjoining  the  devised  land,  and  had  built  upon  it,  so  that  the  original 
and  the  purchased  property  were  now  conjoined  and  formed  one  whole.  There 
was  no  distinct  proof  as  to  the  funds  out  of  which  this  added  property  had 
been  purchased.  In  the  absence  of  such  proof  it  was  held  that  the  added 
property  must  be  treated  as  belonging  to  the  Wax  Chandlers ;  and  it  was  de- 
clared that  it  did  belong  to  them,  and  an  order  was  made  for  an  inquiry  to 
distinguish  the  two  properties,  and  for  the  application  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof.  lb. 

236. To  declare,  under  such  circumstances  as  existed  here,  that  this 

added  property  was  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  charity,  would  be  like 
following  and  taking  possession  of  the  back  rents  bona  fide  received  by  the 
company  —  a  course  which  the  practice  of  the  court  did  not  sanction.  lb. 

237. **  Reparation  "  of  premises,  used  in  a  gift  of  those  premises  to  a 

charity,  must  be  held  to  comprehend  their  restoration  in  the  event  of  any 
catastrophe  befalling  them.  lb. 

238. A  testator,  seized  of  real  estate,  and  possessed  of  leasehold  col- 
lieries Vf  hich  he  was  working,  by  his  will  devised  all  his  real  estate,  "  and 
also"  all  his  leasehold  estates,  '*  and"  all  his  "goods,  chattels,  and  credits" 
to  three  trustees,  so  that  they  should  have  the  legal  estate,  upon  trust,  as  to 
one  moiety  for  his  married  daughter  for  life  (not  to  her  separate  use),  then  to 
her  husband  (one  of  the  trustees)  for  life,  then  to  her  first  son  absolutely ;  and 
a«  to  the  other  moiety  for  his  only  other  child,  an  unmarried  daughter,  for  her 
separate  use  for  life  (without  restraint  upon  anticipation),  then  to  her  children, 
and  in  default  (which  happened),  upon  the  trusts  of  the  other  moiety.    He 
empowered  the  married  daughter,  and  hor  husband,  and  also  the  unmarried 
daughter,  to  appoint  portions  to  be  raised  and  paid  out  of  his  "  said  real  and 
personal  estates  respectively."     He  empowered  the  unmarried  daughter  to 
appoint  any  part,  not  exceeding  one-half,  of  the  "  rents,  issues,  and  profits, 
interests,  dividends,  and  annual  income  "  of  her  moiety  during  the  life-time  of 
any  husband  for  his  use.    The  trustees  were  empowered  to  "  levy  and  raise 
and  pay  and  apply  "'for  advancement  any  part  or  parts  of   the  moieties, 
and  to  pay  and  apply  such  part  as  they  should  think  fit  of  "  the  Income  and 
annual   produce "  for  maintenance.    He  gave  power  to  the  trustees  to  lease 
**  all  or  any  part "  of  his  '* said  freehold  or  leasehold  estates"  for  twenty-one 
years ;  to  '*  alter,  vary,  and  transpose  "  the  "  state  of  investment  of  the  prop- 
erty," provided  the  same  shall  consist  of  **  real  estate,  securities  upon  real 
estate,  or  shares  in  the  public  funds,"  for  which  purpose,  and  also  for  the  pur- 
pose of  *'  raising  "  such  sums  of  money  as  it  might  become  "  necessary  to  raise 
in  pursuance  of  the  powers,"  to  '*sell  and  convert  into  money"  all  or  any 
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part  of  the  '*  said  trust  estates/'  or  to  mortgage  the  same.  He  then  empowered 
the  trastees,  *'  tn  case  the^  should  deem  it  beDeficial  to  do  so/'  to  continue  the 
collieries  and  either  to  increase  or  abridge  the  business  thereof,  and  all  losses* 
costs,  charges  and  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business  should  be  **  borne, 
paid,  and  defrayed"  out  of  his  '*  real  and  personal  estate,"  and  also  to  procure 
any  lease  of  the  collieries  to  be  renewed,  and  to  continue  the  business  after 
such  renewal.  The  testator  djed  in  1884.  The  son-in-law  was  the  sole  prov- 
ing executor,  and  was  the  only  acting  trustee  until  the  marriage  of  the  unmar- 
ried daughter  in  1885,  shortly  after  which  date  her  husband  was  appointed 
OQ-trustee.  •  The  trustees  continued  and  enlarged  the  colliery  business  for 
thirty-seven  years,  taking  leases  of  additional  collieries,  making  large  profits, 
and  gpreatly  increasing  the  value  of  the  plant.  Upon  suit  by  the  eldest  son  of 
the  eldest  daughter,  claiming  to  have  the  profits  over  £4  per  cent  on  the  value 
of  the  collieries  at  the  death  of  the  testator  capitalized,  and  made  to  form  part 
of  the  estate,  held,  that  there  were  sufficient  indications  of  intention  in  the 
will  to  exclude  the  operation  of  the  rule  in  ffcnoe  v.  Lord  Dartmouth,  and  that 
the  tenants  for  life  were  entitled  to  the  enjoyment  in  specie  of  the  produce  of 
all  the  collieries.     Thursby  v.  TJturtby  (Eq.  C),  XII,  808. 

239. A  testator  gave  all  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  trustees  to  con* 

vert  into  money,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  conversion  to  pay  various 
legacies  and  annuities,  and  he  directed  his  trustees  to  hold  the  residue  of  his 
said  personal  estate  so  converted  into  money,  upon  trust  to  pay  the  income 
for  the  benefit  of  his  four  natural  children,  or  such  of  them  as  might  be  liv. 
ing  at  his  decease,  until  they  should  attain  twenty-one,  and  when  they  attained 
that  age  upon  trust  to  pay  or  transfer  the  said  residue  of  his  said  personal 
estate  unto  the  four  children  in  equal  shares  as  tenants  in  common.  Held, 
first,  that  the  residuary  clause  passed  all  the  real  estate  which  the  testator 
had  before  directed  to  be  converted,  as  well  as  all  the  personalty.  Spencer 
V.  WUeon  (Eq.  C),  VI,  880. 

240. Held,  also,  that  the  shares  of  the  four  children  did  not  vest  till 

twenty-one,  and  that  the  share  of  one  child  who  died  under  twenty-one  was 
undisposed  of,  and  passed  as  to  the  realty  to  the  heir  at  law,  and  as  to  the  per- 
sonalty to  the  next  of  kin  of  the  testator.  lb. 

241. A  testator  bequeathed  a  legacy  of  £10,000  with  interest  from  his 

death  at  £4  per  cent  per  annum  to  trustees  upon  trust  to  pay  the  income  to  cer- 
tain persons  during  the  life  of  one  of  them,  and  after  her  death  upon  trust 
for  other  persons.  The  testator's  estate  was  insuffi/sient  for  payment  in  full  of 
his  legacies,  and  the  realization  of  his  assets  occupied  several  years.  Held\ 
that  moneys  from  time  to  time  received  by  the  trustees  and  applicable  )to  the 
legacy  were  divisible  ratably  between  capital  and  income,  so  as  to  attribute  to 
income  £4  per  cent  from  the  testator's  death  on  the  amount  attributed  to  capi- 
tal.   Matter^  of  Tinkler'a  EstaU  (Eq.  C),  XY,  440. 

242. A  testator  directed  his  trustees  to  pay  to  his  widow  the  sum  qi 

£100  per  annum  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  each  of  his  children  until 
he  or  she  should  attain  twenty-one,  with  power  to  increase  or  decrease  such 
allowance  ;  and  he  empowered  his  trustees,  with  the  consent  of  his  widow,  to 
advance  any  sums  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  one-fourth  of  the  presumptive 
share  of  any  child  for  his  or  her  placing  out  or  advancement  in  life,  or  other- 
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wise  for  Lis  or  her  benefit;  the  residue  to  be  held  in  trust  for  all  the  children 
of  the  testator,  who  being  sons  should  attain  twenty-one,  or  being  daughters 
should  attain  twenty-five  or  marry,  without  any  provision  for  the  maintenance 
of  unmarried  daughters  during  the  interval.  On  a  petition  by  the  trustees, 
under  Lord  St.  Leonards'  Act,  for  the  opinion  of  the  court,  hdd,  that  the 
trustees  had  no  power  either  under  23  &  24  Vict.,  c.  145,  s.  26,  or  by  way  of 
interest  on  their  contingent  shares,  to  allow  maintenance  to  unmarried 
daughters  during  the  interval;  but  that  the  advancement  clause  enabled 
them  to  advance  the  necessary  sums  of  money  for  the  purpose.  In  re  Breeds s 
Ft«  (Chan.  Div.),  XV,  705. 

243. JSemble,  if  the  testator's  estate  were  being  administered  by  the 

court,  interest  on  their  contingent  shares  would  have  been  given  by  way  of 
maintenance.  lb. 

24^ Held^  also,  that  the  trustees  would  be  justified  in  increasing  the 

allowance  for  infant  daughters  of  the  testator  so  as  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
education,  as  included  in  maintenance  and  support.  lb. 

245. A  testator  by  his  will,  dated  in  1858.gajire  all  his  real  and  personal 

estate  to  trustees  upon  trust  out  of  the  proceeds  of  his  personal  estate,  or  if 
and  so  far  as  the  same  should  be  insufficient,  then  out  of  the  proceeds  of  his 
real  estate,  to  pay  his  debts ;  and  as  to  a  certain  house  belonging  to  him,  to 
permit  his  widow  to  occupy  it  during  widowhood,  and  on  her  second  marriage 
or  death  to  sell  the  same.  The  usual  decree  for  administration  was  made  by 
the  court,  and  the  Chief  Clerk  foundHhat  all  the  debts  had  been  paid  out  of 
the  personal  estate.  By  an  order  subsequently  made  on  further  consideration 
of  the  cause,  it  was  ordered  (with  the  consent  of  the  widow,  who  was  still 
living),  that  the  said  house  should  be  sold ;  and  a  contract  for  sale  was  entered 
into.  The  purchaser  having  objected  that  a  good  title  could  not  be  made, 
Tield,  that  the  trustees  had  no  power  of  sale,  and  that  the  objection  was  valid. 
earlyan  v.  TruscoU  (Eq.  C),  XIII,  845. 

246.  Quantum  of  estate.  Testator,  by  will  made  in  1821,  after  a  gift,  of 
leaseholds  to  his  daughter  E.,  gave  all  the  remainder  of  his  properly  whatso- 
ever to  his  wife  D.,  the  income  to  her  for  life,  and  at  her  death,  unto  E.,  for 
her  own  benefit  and  her  children,  or  one  only  child  if  she  should  have  any  (all 
that  was  given  to  E.,  being  for  her  own  Isenefit  and  not  to  be  subject  to  the 
debts,  control,  or  disposition  of  any  husband  she  might  marry);  but  if  E. 
should  die  without  issue,  the  leaseholds  were  to  be  enjoyed  by  D.  for  life,  and 
at  her  death,  to  his  sister  ^.  for  her  life,  and  at  her  death,  together  with  all 
that  was  left  to  D.  for  her  life,  to  be  equally  divided  Isetween  all  the  grand- 
children of  S.  E.  died  without  having  had  a  child.  SM,  that  E.  was  entitled 
absolutely  both  to  the  leasehold  specifically  bequeathed  to  her  and  to  the 
residue  given  subject  to  D.'s  life  interest,  and  that  the  limitations  over,  if  £. 
"  should  die  without  issue,"  were  void  for  remoteness.  Fisher  v.  Ifebster  (Eq. 
C),  III,  748. 

247. The  question  whether  a  person  is  to  take  aa  an  executor  or  trustee 

only,  or  to  have  a  benefical  interest  under  a  will,  is  a  question  of  intention,  to 
be  ascertained  from  the  words  of  the  will  itself.  Williams  v.  Arkls  (H.  of 
L.),XIV.l. 
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248. Where  there  are  trasts  to  be  pexformed,  though  thej  do  not 

exhaust  the  fund  (and  then  there  ia  a  general  gift  of  refiidue,  without  anj 
aocompanjing  trust,  to  the  executor),  they  may  be  taken  to  explain  special 
provisions  in  the  will  exempting  the  executor  from  expense  and  liability.  lb. 

249. A  testator  had  a  sister,  a  wife,  and  two  (illegitimate)  children.    By 

his  will  he  appointed  G.  A.,  if  G.  A.  should  survive  him,  his  executor  and 
trustee,  but  if  G.  A.  should  die  in  his  lifetime  he  appointed  B.  A.  He  then 
gave ''the  following  legacies:*'  £1,000  each  to  G.  A.  andB.  A.;  £2,000  to  a 
great  nephew  ;  £100  to  his  wife,  and  £100  apiece  to  his  two  children.  After 
the  gift  of  other  legacies,  he  gave  annuities  to  his  wife  and  to  his  two  children, 
subject  to  restrictions  as  to  anticipation,  and  an  annuity  to  his  sister  M.  W. 
He  then  gave  his  freehold  and  leasehold  property  (specially  described),  "  and 
.all  other  my  real  estate  and  the  residue  of  my  personal  estate  **  (subject  to  two 
'  debts  due  to  his  sister)  "  unto  the  said  G.  A.  for  all  my  estate  and  interest 
therein  respectively  if  he  shall  be  alive  at  my  decease,  but  if  he  shall  die  in 
my  life-time,  then  I  give  my  said  real  estate  and  residuary  personal  estate 
unto  B.  A.  for  all  my  estate  and  interest  therein  respectively.'*  He  empowered 
his  trustee  to  retain  or  change  his  investments,  to  be  free  from  all  responsi- 
bility on  that  account,  to  employ  accountants  and  receivers,  to  be  the  guardian 
of  his  children  during  their  minority,  and  he  directed  that  the  trustee  should 
possess  all  powers  granted  to  trustees  by  the  28  &  24  Vict.,  c.  145.  Held  (dissent- 
ing Lord  Chelmsford),  that  the  gift  of  the  real  and  of  the  residue  of  the  per- 
sonal estate  (the  former  unaccompanied  by  any  trust)  was  not  affected  by  the 
other  provisions  of  the  will,  and  that  G.  A.  took  them  beneficially.  lb. 

250. The  intention  of  the  statute  11  Geo.  4  &  1  Will.  4,  c.  40.  was  to  do 

away  with  the  presumption  and  rule  of  law  that  an  executor  was  entitled  to 
all  personal  estate  not  actually  given  to  some  one  else,  and  make  them  trustees 
thereof  for  the  persons  who  would  have  been  entitled  in  case  of  intestacy, 
unless  a  different  intent  appears  from  other  provisions  of  the  will.  lb. 

261.  Fee,  when  given.  By  a  will,  dated  before  1888,  the  testator  gave  lands 
to  his  wife  .without  words  of  limitation.  He  also  made  her  executrix  and  gen- 
eral legatee.  And  (1)  he  provided  that  if  his  wife  should  marry  again,  an  in- 
ventory should  be  taken  of  all  the  land,  goods,  etc.,  before  mentioned  by  cer- 
tain persons,  whom  h£  appointed  guardians  of  his  children,  with  power  to  take 
away  the  goods,  etc.,  and  to  "  reserve  "  them  and  the  land  for  the  benefit  of  his 
children,  until  the  two  youngest  should  have  arrived  at  an  age  capable  of  pro- 
viding for  themselves,  and  then  to  sell  the  whole  and  divide  the  proceeds  equally 
among  his  surviving  children  ;  (2)  he  directed  that  **  my  executrix  shall  pajr 
my  eldest  son,  W.  P.,  the  sum  of  £5  a  year  for  wages  so  long  as  he  shall  con- 
tinue to  labor  on  the  farm  after  my  decease."  Held,  affirming  the  judgment  of 
the  court  below,  that  the  widow  took  the  fee.  By  Cockburn,  C.  J.,  Willbs 
and  Grove,  J  J.,  on  the  ground  that  clause  1  disclosed  an  intention  that  she 
should  take  the  fee,  subject  to  the  limitation  over  on  her  marrying  again.  By 
Blackburn,  J.,  on  the  ground  that  the  direction  to  pay  £5  a  year  to  W.  P.  in 
clause  2  enlarged  the  estate  to  a  fee.  By  Mbllor  and  Brbtt,  JJ.,  on  both 
grounds.    PiekweU  v.  Spencer  (Exch.),  I,  211. 

262.  A  testator,  by  a  will  dated  in  1882,  devised  lands  to  T.  during  his 
natural  life,  and  from  and  after  his  decease  unto  his  eldest  son  if  he  should 
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have  arrived  at  tlie  age  of  twentj-one  years,  and  in  defaalt  of  his  having  a 
son,  then  over.  The  legal  estate  in  the  lands  was  outstanding.  T.  died  leaving 
an  eldest  son,  a  minor.  Held,  that  on  the  death  of  T.  the  eldest  son  took  an 
estate  in  fee,  liable  to  be  divested  on  his  death  under  the  age  of  twentj-one 
years,  with  an  executory  devise  over  in  that  event  to  T.  in  tail.  Andrew  v. 
Andrew  (Chan.  Div.),  XV.  834. 

263.  Creating  Joint  tenancy.  A  gift  in  trust  for  ^  all  and  every  the  child 
and  children  "  of  A.  and  his,  her,  and  their  executors,  administrators,  and  as- 
signs, for  his,  her,  and  their  own  absolute  use  and  benefit,  held,  to  create  a 

,  joint  tenancy.    Morgan  v.  Britten  (Eq.  C),  I,  687. 

264.  A  testator  gave  all  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  his  wife  for  the 

use  and.  benefit  of  herself  and  all  his  children,  whether  bom  of  his  former  or 
of  his  then  present  wife,  and  he  appointed  his  wife  and  three  other  persons  his 
executors.  Held,  that  the  wife  and  children  took  as  joint  tenants.  NewiU  v. 
NewiU  (Chan.  App.),  II,  269. 

266.  Leaseholds.  The  26th  section  of  the  Wills  Act,  which  provides  that  a 
general  devise  of  the  testator's  lands  shall  include  leaseholds,  unless  a  con- 
trary intention  appear  by  the  wiU,  was  intended  to  abolish  a  technical  rule 
which  generally  defeated  the  intention,  and  not  to  substitute  another  technical 
rule  in  its  place.  If,  therefore,  on  the  fair  construction  of  the  will,  there  are 
indications  of  an  intention  that  leaseholds  should  not  pass  by  the  devise  of 
lands,  they  will  be  excluded.     Preecott  v.  Bcvrker  (Chan.  App.),  VIII,  812. 

266.  A  testator,  after  devising  his  mansion-house  to  his  wife  for  life, 

devised  his  mansion-house  and  "  lands  "  in  strict  settlement.  There  was  a 
direction  to  trustees  to  receive  and  accumulate  the  rents  during  the  minority 
of  any  tenant  for  life  or  tenant  in  tail  by  phrchase,  and  to  stand  possessed  of 
the  accumulations  upon  trust,  if  such  tenant  for  life  or  in  tail  attained  twenty- 
one,  or  died  under  that  age  leaving  issue  entitled  or  inheritable  under  the  will, 
to  pay  or  transfer  the  funds  to  such  tenant  for  life  or  in  tail,  his  executors  or 
administrators,  as  personal  estate,  but  if  such  tenant  for  life  or  in  tail  died 
under  twenty-one  without  leaving  such  issue,  then  to  lay  out  the  fund 'in  the 
purchase  of  freeholds  in  fee  simple  to  be  settled  to  the  same  uses,  as  the  de- 
vised estates.  There  was  a  power  of  sale,  and  a  direction  to  invest  the  moneys 
arising  from  sales  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands  to  ber  settled  to  the  same 
uses,  or  leaseholds  convenient  to  be  held  therewith,  with  a  direction  to  settle 
the  purchased  leaseholds  on  like  trusts,  but  so  that  they  should  not  vest  abso- 
lutely in  any  tenant  in  tail  by  purchase  who  did  not  attain  twenty-one ;  but, 
on  his  death  under  that  age,  should  devolve  as  if  they  had  been  freeholds  of 
inheritance,  and  been  settled  accordingly.  There  was  also  a  bequest  of  heir- 
.  looms  to  be  held  on  trusts  corresponding  with  the  uses  of  the  mansion-house, 
with  a  similar  proviso  against  their  vesting  absolutely  in  any  tenant  in  tail  by 
purchase  who  did  not  attain  twenty-one.  The  testator  bequeathed  his  residu- 
ary personal  estate  to  trustees  upoi^  trusts  corresponding  with  the  uses  of  the 
devised  estates,  with  a  proviso  that  it  should  not  vest  absolutely  in  any  tenant 
in  tail  by  purchase  dying  under  twenty-one,  but  on  his  death  under  that  age 
should  devolve  as  if  it  had  been  freehold  of  inheritance  included  in  the  devise. 
Held,  that  there  was  sufficient  indication  of  an  intention  not  to  include  lease- 
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holdfl  for  years  in  the  devise  6t  lands,  and  that  thej  passed  under  the  residnarj 
bequest.  lb. 

267.  Life  interest.  A-testatrix  haying  a  power  under  a  marriage  settlement 
to  appoint  certain  shares  of  real  estate,  made  an  appointment  to  her  husband 
"  in  trust  to  stand  possessed  thereof,  and  to  enjoj  the  rents,  profits,  and  in- 
come arising  and  to  arise  therefrom  for  his  own  absolute  use  and  benefit  for 
and  during  the  term  of  his  natural  life,  with  power  to  take  and  apply  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  capital  arising  therefrom  to  and  for  his  own  benefit, 
and  from  and  after  the  decease  of  my  said  husband,"  over.  Held,  that  the 
husband  took  a  life  interest  with  a  power  of  appointment,  and  that,  on  his 
death  without  haying  exercised  the  power,  the  gift  over  took  efiec^.  Pennock 
V.  Pennoek  (Eq.  C),  I,  626. 

268. Testator  appointed  his  wife  sole  executrix,  and  left  to  her  all  his 

property,  landed  and  personal,  of  every  description,  for  her  sole  use  and  benefit 
in  the  full  confidence  that  she  would  dispose  of  it  among  all  their  children 
during  her  life-time  and  at  her  decease,  doing  equal  justice  to  all  of  them. 
Held,  that  the  wife  took  a  life  interest,  with  a  power  of  appointment  among 
the  children  as  she  might  think  fit.     Oumiek  v.  Tucker  (£q.  C),  VII,  845. 

269,  Gift  by  will,  to  the  testator's  wife,  of  all  property  whatsoever  that 
he  might  die  possessed  of, "  for  her  sole  us<.  and  benefit,  in  the  full  confidence 
that  she  will  so  bestow  it,  on  lier  decease,  to  my  children  in  a  just  .ind  equit- 
able spirit,  ai^d  in  such  manner  and  way  as  she  feels  would  meet  with  my  full 
approval."  Held,  on  demurrer,  that  the  widow  took  a  lifq  interest,  with  a 
power  of  disposition  among  the  children,  the  actual  extent  of  which  must  be 
determined  at  the  hearing  of  the  cause.  Le  JUarcharU  v.  Le  Marehant  (Eq. 
C),  X,  786. 

260.  Bstate  taiL  A  testator  devised  a  freehold  estate  to  trustees  upon 
trust,  to  permit  his  son,  G.  A.,  and  his  assigns  to  receive  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits  during  his  life,  and  after  his  death  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  first  son  of 
G.  A.  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  to  receive  the  rents,  etc.,  during  their 
respective  lives  severally  and  successively  in  tail  male.  Held,  that  the  first 
son  of  G.  A.  took  an  estate  tail  in  the  property,  and  not  merely  a  life  estate. 
Hugo  V.  Williams  (Eq.  C),  III.  704. 

261. Direction  that  any  pxoperty  might  be  sold,  except  Glencoe,  which 

was  to  remain  in  the  family  as  long  as  there  was  a  lineal  son  descendant  of 
before-named  sons ;  and  if  no  lineal  male  descendant  /rom  the  eldest,  the  next 
to  be  entitled,  and  so  on.  Held,  that  this  clause  created  an  estate  tail  in  pos- 
session in  the  eldest  named  son.    Mantwx  v.  Greener  (Eq.  C),  III,  814. 

262. The  phrase  in  a  will,  "  estate  tail  in  possession,"  does  not  necea- 

sarily  mean  actual  j>ossession,  but  may  be  construed  as  meaning  entitled  to  a 
vested  estate  tail  in  the  property,  though  it  may  be  vested  in  remainder,  and 
the  party  entitled  may  not  be  in  actual  possession,  a  previous  life  estate  exist- 
ing at  the  time.    MarteUi  v.  HoUoway  (H.  of  L.),  Ill,  44. 

263. The  words  "  provided  always  "  are  to  be  considered  as  words  of 

reference  to  all  that  has  gone  before  them.  They  constitute  a  qualification  of 
tlie  preceding  limitations.  lb. 

264. A  testator,  after  giving  several  legacies,  directed  his  trustees  to 
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invest  dividenda  and  rents,  and  profits,  and  the  annual  proceeds  of  his  real  and 
personal  estates,  during  the  time  that  any  person  beneficiallj  interested  in 
those  estates  should  be  under  twenty-one,  in  order  to  accumulate  the  personal 
estate.  Thej  were  then  to  hold  his  real  and  personal  estates  for  his  first 
grandson,  the  eldest  son  of  his  daughter,  then  living,  for  his  life,  and  after 
his  decease  for  the  first  and  other  sons  of  that  grandson  in  tail,  remainder  over 
to  the  other  sons  of  the  daughteV.  After  other  remainders  there  was  an  ulti- 
mate trust  for  the  testator's  right  heirs  and  next  of  kin,  according  to  the 
nature  and  tenure  of  the  trust  estates  respectively.  Then  followed  this  pro- 
viso :  "  Provided  alvi|ays,  and  I  declare  it  to  be  my  will  and  meaning,  that 
such  person  as  shall,  under  this,  my  will,  be  entitled  to  an  estate  tail  in  pos- 
session in  my  real  estate,  shall  not  be  absolutely  entitled  to  my  leasehold  and 
personal  estates  until  he,  etc.,  shall  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  that  my 
leasehold  and  personal  estate  shall  absolutely  belongs  to  such  person,  etc.,  as 
shall  first  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  and  become  entitled  to  an  estate  tail  in 
possession  in  my  real  estates  under  the  trusts  aforesaid."  The  eldest  grand- 
son was  in  possession  of  the  life  estate.  His  eldest  son  died  under  twenty-one 
without  issue,  but  his  second  son  attained  that  age  during  his  father's  life- 
time. Held,  that  this  proviso  was  not  a  new  and  independent  disposition,  but 
a  qualification  of  all  the  preceding  limitations.  lb. 

266. Held,  also,  that  the  second  son  fulfilled  all  the  conditions  of  the 

proviso  and  was  absolutely  entitled  to  the  personal  estates.  lb. 

266.  Devise  of  freeholds  and  copyholds  to  A.  and  B.,  to  liold  the  same 

to  A.  and  B.,  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  upon  trust 
during  the  life  of  J.,  to  receive  the  rents  thereof  and  pay  the  same  to  J.  for 
life,  or  otherwise  to  permit  J.  to  receive  them ;  followed  by  a  devise,  after  J.'s 
decease,  to  the  use  of  the  heirs  of  his  body.  The  testator  appointed  A.,  B. 
and  J.  executors  of  his  will,  and  declared  that  the  receipts  of  his  said  trustees 
and  executors  for  any  money  payable  under  the  will  should  be  a  sufllcient  dis- 
charge to  any  person  paying  the  same.  Held,  that  J.  took  a  legal  estate  tail 
in  the  freeholds,  and  an  equitable  estate  for  life  in  th^  copyholds.  Baker  v. 
White  (Bq.  C),  XIII,  701. 

267.  Tenancy  in  common.  Under  a  gift  in  a  will  to  such  of  the  nephews 
and  nieces  of  A.  and  the  children  of  A.'s  deceased  niece  B.,  thereinafter  named 
(then  followed  the  names  of  the  nephews'  and  nieces  and  children  of  the 
deceased  niece),  as  should  be  living  at  the  time  of  the  decease  of  the  testatrix, 
to  be  divided  between  aiid  among  them  per  stirpes  equally  and  not  per  capita, 
the  children  of  B.  taking  between  them  only  the  equal  share  to  which  B 
would  have  been  entitled  if  named  in  that  bequest  instead  of  her  children, 
and  living  at  the  time  of  the  decease  of  the  testatrix.  Held,  that  the  children 
of  B.  took  as  tenants  in  common.  Attamey-Gensral  v.  Fleteher  (Eq.  C),  I, 
616. 

268.  OroBS  remainders.  A  testator  devised  an  estate,  of  which  he  died 
seized  in  fee,  to  his  brother,  W.  H.,  for  life,  and  after  the  decease  of  W.  H.,  to 
the  four  sons  of  W.  H.,  his  nephews,  for  life  as  tenants  in  common;  and  after 
their  decease  he  devised  the  share  or  shares  of  his  said  nephews  respectively 
to  their  respective  eldest  sons,  then  living,  for  life;  and  after  the  decease  of 
such  eldest*  sons  to  the  first  and  other  sons  of  the  latter  successively  in  tail 
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male.  In  default  of  issue  of  the  eldest  sons,  he  devised  the  same  share  or 
shares  to  the  second,  third  aiyl  other  sons,  then  living,  of  his  said  nephews 
severally  and  successively,  according  to  their  respective  seniorities,  and  td 
their  issue  in  tail  male  in  the  same  mahner  and  for  the  same  estate  and  estates 
as  he  had  before  given  to  the  eldest  sons  of  such  nephews.  Failing  the  issue 
of  the  sons  then  living,  he  devised  to  all  and  every  the  sons  of  his  nephews 
hereafter  to  be  bom  in  tall  i^ale.  After  which  the  will  proceeded  thus:  "And 
for  default  of  such  issue,  I  give  and  devise  the  same  to  my  own  right  heirs 
forever,  it  being  my  will  and  intention  that  the  said  lands  shall  go  and  remain 
in  my  name  and  family  forever,  or  so  long  as  the  law  will  permit  such  enjoy- 
ment of  the  same.".  Held,  that  the  clause  in  favor  of  the  heirs  general  d^ 
not  take  effect  so  long  as  any  issue  of  any  of  the  devisees  capable  of  taking 
as  tenants  in  tail  survived,  and  that  cross  remainders  were  to  be  implied  in 
favor  of  surviving  tenants  in  common.  Hannqfard  v.  Hannaford  (Q.  B.), 
I,  22. 

269.  Vested  remainder.  A  testator  gave  his  estates  to  trustees  upon  trust 
to  pay  the  rents  to  his  two  daughters  (both  then  unmarried)  in  equal  shares 
during  their  respective  lives  "  independently  of  the  control  of  any  husband  or 
husbands  with  whom  they  or  either  of  them  might  happen  to  intermarry ; " 
and  after  their  respective  decease,  upon  trust  to  convey  the  estates  "  unto  and 
equally  between  the  respective  husbands  of  th&m,  my  said  daughters,  to 
hold  to  them  respectively,  and  their  respective  heirs  and  assigns; "  with  a  pro- 
viso, that  if  either  of  his  daughters  should  "  depart  this  life  unmarried,"  her 
share  should  go  to  the  survivor  for  her  life,  and  on  her  decease  the  whole 
should  be  conveyed  to  the  husband  of  the  surviving  daughter.  Both  daughters 
married.  One  died  in  the  life-time  of  her  husband.  Then  the  husband  of 
the  other  died, having  devised  his  interest  in  the  estate  to  his  wife  absolutely. 
HeM,  that  the  surviving  daughter  could  make  a  good  title  to  a  moiety  of  the 
estate ;  for  that  a  gift  to  an  unmarried  woman  for  life,  with'  remainder  in  fee 
to  her  husband,  gives  an  indefeasibly  vested  remainder  in  fee  to  her  first  hus- 
band. And  that,  as  the  question  turned  on  a  general  rule  of  construction, 
unaffected  by  any  special  context  in  the  will,  the  title  wonld  be  forced  on  a 
purchaser.    Badford  v.  WiUU  (Chan.  App.),  I,  415. 

270.  Vested  interest.  Devise  to  C.  M.  for  life,  and  in  the  event  of  his  leav- 
ing a  son  bom  or  to  be  bom  in  due  time  after  his  decease  who  should  live  to 
attain  the  age  of  twenty-one,  then  to  such  son  and  his  heirs  if  he  should  live 
to  attain  twenty-one,  with  remainder  over.  HM,  that  on  the  death  of  C.  M.

273. A  testator  gave  a  sum  of  £5,0()0  to  trustees  upon  trust  to  invest, 

and  to  apply  the  income  to  or  for  the  maintenance  of  a  nephew  till  he  should 
attain  his  age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  directed  that  when  he  attained  that 
age  the  principal  sum  should  be  paid  to  him,  and  he  made  a  gift  over  in  case 
of  the  death  of  the  nephew  under  that  age.  The  legatee  was  an  infant  at  the 
testator's  death,  and  died  an  infant  some  years  afterward.  The  trustees 
(aised  the  fund,  and  applied  part  of  the  income  to  his  maintenance  and  educa-

life,  and  his  personal  representative  was  entitled  to  the  accumulations.  Matter 
of  Feeies  Trxist  (Eq.  C),  VI,  724.

having  left  lawful  issue,  then  the  issue  of  such  issue  as  should  be  so  dead 
should  have  the  share  to  which  their,  his  or  her  parent  would  have  been  en- 
titled if  living.  HM,  tliat  a  child  of  P.  J.,  who  survived  her,  but  afterward 
died  before  the  period  of  distribution,  leaving  issue,  acquired  a  vested  interest, 
which  was  not,  by  the  final  proviso,  divested  in  favor  of  the  issue  of  such 
child,  the  word  "  issue  "  being  held  not  to  apply  to  children  of  P.  J.  Heatman 
V.  PeofTM  (Chan.  App.),  Ill,  567,
